Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  &  Navy,  transmitting  information 

regarding  operations  in  the  James  River. 

Confidential.]  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News,  Van  January  29, 1864. 

Sib  :  The  Department's  communication  of  the  19th  instant  is  received, 
informing  me  that  from  various  sources  it  hears  that  the  rebels  meditate 
a  dash  down  James  River,  and  to  enable  me  to  be  better  prepared  for 
such  a  contingency  the  Department  has  ordered  the  ironclad  Atlanta  to 
this  point. 

The  enclosed  (No.  1),  dated  January  25,  1864,  from  General  Wild  to 
me  by  order  of  Major-General  Butler,  and  sent  by  special  messenger 
to  me,  shows  that  apprehensions  were  felt  that  day  for  the  safety  from 
the  rebel  ironclads  of  the  armed  army  transports  which  had  gone  up 
James  River  the  previous  night  on  a  military  expedition. 

The  enclosed  (No.  2),  dated  January  26,  part  of  the  conversation 
between  General  Butler  and  Henry  Moseby,  table  servant  of  Jeff.  Davis, 
purports  to  declare  that  the  rebels  have  but  two  ironclads  at  Rich- 
mond, one,  the  Richmond,  without  any  steam  power,  the  other  recently 
launched  and  not  to  be  ready  for  two  months. 

I  have  several  times  urged  upon  General  Butler  to  use  his  large  civil 
fund  to  obtain  exact  intelligence  about  the  ironclads  in  Richmond,  and 
he  has  just  told  me  tbat  lie  is  organizing  a  secret  intelligence  system, 
and  that  the  seizure  made  by  General  Graham  at  Brandon  (enclosure 
No.  3),  dated  January  26, 1864,  was  effected  on  information  thus  obtained. 

The  Department  is  aware  that  the  information  we  previously  had  went 
to  sbow  tbat  the  rebels  bad  three  ironclads  at  Richmond.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  it  is  quite  probable,  I  j)resume,  that  within  sixty  or  seventy  days 
from  now  that  operations  of  magnitude  will  occur  on  this  river,  either 
by  our  movement  against  Richmond  or  by  the  rebel  dash  referred  to  by 
the  Department  in  anticipation  of  and  in  hopes  of  frustrating  a  move- 
ment on  our  side.  Tbe  rebels  must  remember  that  they  delayed  to  attack 
us  before  the  passage  of  the  forts  at  New  Orleans. 

I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  urge  the  Department  to  send  the  Sangamon 
here.  The  Roanoke,  drawing  24  feet,  is  clumsy  to  handle  here  at  night, 
and  can  go  but  a  mile  or  two  above  Newport  News.    The  Atlanta,  I 
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PREFACE. 


The  work  of  preparing  for  publication  the  Official  Records  of  the 
Union  and  Confederate  navies,  which  was  begun  July  7,  1884,  was 
organized  under  the  superintendency  of  Prof.  J.  R.  Soley,  U.  S.  Navy, 
at  that  time  librarian  of  the  Navy  Department,  afterwards  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

In  August,  1890,  the  work  of  collecting  these  records  and  their  clas- 
sification was  ably  continued  by  his  successor,  Lieutenant  Commander 
F.  M.  Wise,  U.  S.  Navy,  who,  having  received  orders  to  sea,  was  relieved 
by  Lieutenant-Commander  Richard  Rush,  U.  S.  Navy,  in  May,  1893. 

The  long-delayed  publication  was  finally  authorized  by  act  of 
Congress  approved  July  31,  1894,  and  begun  by  Mr.  Rush.  The 
first  five  volumes  were  published  under  his  efficient  administration, 
aod  the  important  duty  of  organizing  the  office  for  the  distribution 
of  these  volumes  was  accomplished. 

In  March,  1897,  Mr.  Rush,  having  been  ordered  to  sea,  was  succeeded 
by  Professor  Edward  K.  Rawson,  U.  S.  Navy,  as  superintendent. 

No  change  is  contemplated  at  present  in  the  outline  of  the  plan  of 
publication  as  approved  by  the  Department.  This  plan  includes  only 
the  use  of  such  material  as  may  be  certified  to  be  contemporaneous 
naval  records  of  the  war,  which  is  divided  into  three  series,  in  the 
following  order  of  arrangement: 

I.  The  first  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspondence, 
both  Union  and  Confederate,  relating  to  all  naval  operations  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  inland  waters  of  the  United  States 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  together  with  the  operations  of 
vessels  acting  singly,  either  as  cruisers  or  privateers,  in  different 
parts  of  the  world.  These  reports  are  accompanied  by  occasional 
maps  and  diagrams. 

In  this  series  the  papers  are  arranged  according  to  squadrons  and 
flotillas,  chronologically;  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Union  reports 
of  any  events  are  immediately  followed  by  the  Confederate  reports. 
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II.  The  second  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to — 

1.  The  condition  of  the  Union  Navy  in  1861,  before  the  com- 
mencement of  hostilities,  and  to  its  increase  during  the  progress 
of  the  war,  including  the  annual  and  special  reports  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  the  various  bureaus. 

2.  The  construction  and  outfit  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  includ- 
ing privateers,  setting  forth  also  the  annual  and  special  reports 
of  the  Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  bureaus. 

3.  Statistical  data  of  all  vessels,  Union  and  Confederate,  as 
far  as  can  be  obtained. 

4.  Returns  of  naval  and  military  property  captured  by  the 
navies  of  both  sides  during  the  war. 

5.  Correspondence  relating  to  naval  prisoners. 

This  series  is  also  arranged  chronologically  in  each  of  the  above 
sections,  as  far  as  practicable. 

HI.  The  third  series  embraces  all  reports,  orders,  correspondence, 
and  returns  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  authorities  not  specially 
relating  to  the  matter  of  the  first  and  second  series. 

It  is  the  intention  of  tfce  Department  to  introduce  throughout  the 
volumes  of  the  different  series  illustrations  of  each  class  or  type  of 
vessels  referred  to,  in  order  to  preserve  the  identity  of  these  ships 
as  they  actually  appeared  during  the  war.  These  cuts  have  been 
reproduced  either  from  photographs  of  the  vessels  themselves  or 
from  the  carefully  prepared  drawings  made  from  official  sources. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  found  in  collecting  the  records,  for,  while 
the  official  reports  of  commanders  of  fleets  and  of  vessels  acting  singly 
are  on  file  in  the  Navy  Department,  it  is  found  that  the  correspondence 
between  flag  officers  and  their  subordinates  is  frequently  missing. 
Without  this  squadron  correspondence  the  historical  value  of  the  work 
would  necessarily  be  impaired,  and  the  Department  therefore  has 
spared  no  pains  to  secure  the  letter  books  and  papers  of  the  chief  actors 
on  both  sides.  These  papers  have  for  the  most  part  been  obtained,  and 
they  have  been  copiously  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  work.  The 
reports  of  the  Union  commanders  are  full  and  fairly  complete.  It  is  to 
be  regretted,  however,  that  the  Confederate  records  are  not  equally 
complete,  due  to  the  great  difficulty  found  in  collecting  them,  and  also 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  archives  of  the  Confederate  Navy 
Department  was  burned  at  the  close  of  the  war.    Frequent  careful 
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searches  throughout  various  parts  of  the  country,  conducted  by  a 
special  agent  of  the  Department,  have  brought  to  light  many  dupli- 
cates of  these  papers,  found  among  the  personal  files  of  participants. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  publication  will  revive  the  interest  of  participants 
in  the  events  referred  to,  and  lead  them  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  the  whereabouts  of  any  papers  bearing  upon  naval  opera- 
tions in  the  civil  war  of  which  they  may  have  knowledge. 

The  eighth  volume  of  the  records  (Series  I,  vol.  8),  which  has 
recently  been  published  by  the  Department,  gives  the  operations  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  from  September  5, 1862,  to  May  4, 
1863.  The  present  volume  (Series  I,  vol.  9)  gives  the  operations  of  this 
squadron  from  May  5, 1863,  to  May  5, 1864. 

The  reports  and  correspondence  are  placed  chronologically,  with  a 
distinct  heading  for  every  paper.  In  the  record  of  events  in  which 
both  sides  took  part,  the  Confederate  reports  (where  they  could  be 
obtained)  immediately  follow  the  Union  reports,  while  the  miscellane- 
ous Confederate  correspondence  is  placed  at  the  end  of  the  volume. 
Reference  to  the  table  of  contents  will  show  the  context  of  these  Con- 
federate papers.  It  is  believed  that  the  chronological  arrangement  of 
the  records,  in  connection  with  the  full  and  complete  index  to  each  vol- 
ume, will  afford  ample  means  of  reference  to  its  contents  without  other 
subdivision  or  classification.  In  reports  of  special  or  single  events, 
in  which  the  papers  bear  specific  relation  to  those  events,  the  chrono- 
logical order  has  been  somewhat  modified,  and  such  documents  have 
been  placed  together  in  the  compilation.

Introductory  Note. — The  official  reports  of  the  pursuit,  destruc- 
tion, seizure,  or  capture  of  vessels  violating  the  blockade  are  arranged 
in  chronological  order.  It  is  proposed  to  give  further  details  relative 
to  adjudication  and  disposal  of  prizes  and  prisoners  in  future  volumes 
of  Series  II. 

The  blockade  by  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  extended 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Piankatank  Eiver,  Va.,  to  the  southern  bound- 
ary line  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  excepting  the  ports  of  Norfolk, 
Va.,  and  Beaufort,  N.  C.  Norfolk  was  occupied  by  Union  Army  forces 
and  trading  was  permitted  to  supply  military  necessities.    Beaufort, 
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distributed  as  provided  herein  shall  be  sold  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  for  cost  of  publication,  with  ten  per  centum  added  thereto,  and 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury.  If  two 
or  more  sets  of  said  volumes  are  ordered  to  the  same  address,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  inform  the  Senators,  Representatives,  or 
Delegates  who  have  designated  the  same,  who  thereupon  may  desig- 
nate other  libraries,  organizations,  or  individuals.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  shall  inform  distributees  at  whose  instance  tbto  volumes  are  sent. 

The  following  joint  resolution  regarding  the  distribution  of  the  work 
was  approved  January  30, 1896 : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and* House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  %  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  send  the  undistributed 
copies  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  both  of  the 
Union  and  of  the  Confederate  navies,  to  such  libraries,  organizations, 
and  individuals  as  may  be  designated  before  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Congress  by  the  Representatives  in  the  Fifty-fourth  Congress  of  the 
districts  whose  Representatives  in  the  Fifty-third  Congress  failed  to 
designate  the  distributees  of  their  quota  of  said  Official  Records,  or 
any  part  thereof,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July 
thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  four,  and  the  joint  resolution 
approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- five,  to  the  extent 
and  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  said  act. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  28, 1896, 
whieh  increased  the  edition  from  10,000  to  11,000  copies: 

•  •  •  For  printing,  binding,  and  wrapping  one  thousand  addi- 
tional copies  of  series  one,  volumes  one,  two,  three,  and  four,  for  sup- 
plying officers  of  the  Navy  who  have  not  received  the  work,  two 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars.

Letter  of  Major- General  Dix,  U.  S.  Army,  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee, 
U.  S.  Navy,  concerning  military  posts  requiring  naval  defense. 

Hdqrs.  Dept.  op  Virginia,  Seventh  Army  Corps, 

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  May  5,  1863. 

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ter! of  the  4th  instant,  requesting  me  to  inform  you  "what  military 
posts  or  occupations  in  my  department  require,  in  my  judgment,  naval 
defense;  for  what  reason,  and  to  what  extent." 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  furnishing  the  desired  information : 

1st.  Fort  Monroe,  the  importance  of  which  as  a  key  to  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay  and  its  tributaries,  it  is  unnecessary  to  state  to  you.  We 
need  no  naval  defense  there  beyond  what  might  be  furnished  in  cases 
of  emergency  by  your  fleet  at  Newport  News. 

2d.  Norfolk.  This  position  was  occupied  and  I  will  say  also  every 
other  position  held  by  me  was  in  the  occupation  of  our  forces  before  I 
took  command  of  this  military  department.  The  special  object  in  view 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  in  holding  Norfolk  I  suppose  to  be  to 
deprive  the  enemy  of  a  means  of  annoyance.  He  might  build  vessels 
there  and  send  them  out  at  favorable  moments  to  molest  us,  as  he  did 
on  former  occasions.  Two  other  very  essential  objects  are  to  keep  open 
our  internal  line  of  communication  between  the  Departments  of  Vir- 
ginia and  North  Carolina,  and  to  have  a  naval  depot,  where  our  numer- 
ous steamers  on  the  lower  Chesapeake  and  its  tributaries  can  be 
repaired  without  being  sent  to  Baltimore  or  Washington.  On  any  sud- 
den emergency,  or  in  case  of  any  common  casualty,  I  think  there  should 
be  two  gunboats  in  Norfolk  Harbor.

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3d.  Suffolk  is  held  to  cover  Norfolk,  insure  the  inland  communication 
to  Albemarle  Sound,  and  to  keep  the  enemy  at  a  distance.  We  have  had 
two  gunboats  there — the  Stepping  Stone*  (one  of  yours)  and  the  West 
End.  I  have  armed  the  Smith  Briggs,  and  if  the  Stepping  Stones  is 
needed  elsewhere,  her  services  can  be  diseased  with. 

4th.  Yorktown.  This  jtost  is  considered  important  to  give  us  the 
control  of  the  jieiiinsula  up  to  that  point,  keeping  the  enemy  from  com- 
ing below  it  and  commanding  the  York  River  in  case  we  need  it  for  the 
movement  of  troops.  It  wonld  be  desirable  to  have  two  gunboats 
there,  as  the  occupation  of  Gloucester,  on  the  other  side,  follows  that 
of  Yorktown. 

5th.  Williamsburg  is  occupied  as  an  outpost  of  Yorktown,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  enemy  from  approaching  the  latter  and 
annoying  us  with  field  guns  and  small  arms  of  long  range,  and  also  of 
watching  his  movements  as  high  as  possible  up  the  peninsula.  This 
position  is  not  susceptible  of  "  naval  defense,"  and  it  is  only  referred  to 
from  its  relation  to  Yorktown,  to  give  you  a  complete  view  of  the 
subject. 

6th.  I  am  about  to  occupy  West  Point,  to  cut  off  the  enemy's  com- 
munication with  Mathews  and  Gloucester  Counties,  and  as  a  position 
from  which  a  flank  movement  can  be  made,  in  case  of  emergency,  on  the 
enemy's  forces  at  Richmond,  if  lie  should  be  assailed  from  the  north  or 
south.  It  is  at  the  confluence  of  two  rivers,  and  two  gunboats  are  very 
desirable.

1  can  only  repeat  my  instructions  to  you  not 
to  goon  foragiug  expeditions  for  the  army  unless  asked  to  cover  troops 
so  employed.  You  are  not  authorized  to  use  the  hulk  picked  up  by  the 
Western  World  tor  the  storage  of  coal.  If  she  is  a  prize  she  must  be 
condemned  by  court  before  being  so  used;  if  not  a  prize  a  claim  may 
be  made  for  her  at  any  moment.  When  the  Western  World  is  required 
to  convoy  General  Hooker's  transports,  let  her  go  on  this  duty.  I  will 
send  the  Mystic  and  Commodore  Harney  to  report  to  you  if  you  need 
them  for  the  service  of  convoying.

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Report  of  Acting  Ensign  Cony,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  expedition  in  search 

of  schooner  in  Queen's  Creek. 

U.  S.  S.  Western  World, 
HilPs  Bay,  Piankatank  River,  Virginia,  May  5, 1863. 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  left  the  ship  this  morn- 
ing at  10  o'clock  with  24  men  and  3  officers  in  the  first  and  second  cut- 
ters to  search  for  the  schooner  in  Queen's  Creek  aDd  for  the  boat  which 
had  ran  the  blockade. 

The  schooner  I  found  above  Bell's  Mills.  She  was,  I  judged,  of  about 
70  tons  burden,  had  no  sails  bent  and  but  little  running  rigging  rove, 
bat  appeared  to  be  a  good  vessel.  She  was  scuttled  when  I  reached 
her,  and  finding  she  could  not  be  moved  I  fired  her  in  several  places. 

On  a  branch  of  tbe  creek,  on  tbe  grounds  of  Holder  Hudgins,  I  found 
a  schooner  of  about  30  tons;  her  masts  were  cut  away,  but  her  hull  was  - 
good.  I  landed,  threw  out  a  line  of  pickets  under  Mr.  Husbands,  with 
orders  to  let  no  one  go  or  come,  and  attempted  to  get  the  schooner  off, 
but  did  not  succeed.  She  had  apparently  beeu  hove  ashore  at  high 
water,  and  as  1  could  not  move  her  1  burned  her. 

The  pickets  fired  upon  and  gave  chase  to  a  man  who  attempted  to 
pass  them  and  refused  to  halt  when  challenged,  but  he  escaped  them 
in  the  woods.  We  learned  from  several  white  men  thereabouts  that  his 
name  is  Carter  Hudgins,  a  most  bitter  secessionist  and  the  terror  of  the 
country;  they  told  me  he  had  caused  several  men  to  be  sent  to  Rich- 
mond and  imprisoned  for  expressing  Uniou  sentiments,  and  that  his 
avowed  object  was  to  gather  a  force  and  oppose  us,  but  no  attack  was 
made. 

A  few  rods  below  the  schooner  I  found  the  boat  for  which  we  were 
looking;  a  single- banked  six-oared  cutter,  carefully  concealed  up  a 
branch  of  the  creek.    Took  her  in  tow  and  brought  her  off. 

Mr.  Dixon,  whose  boat  1  took  this  morning,  1  brought  aboard  to  see 
you  at  his  own  request;  1  also  brought  off  about  a  hundredweight  of 
tobacco  belonging  to  him. 

1  gained  considerable  information  from  various  parties  ashore,  which 
I  will  communicate  to  you  in  memorandum  form.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  V.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  West  Point,  \  Va.\,  May  7,  1863. 

Sir:  I  got  underway  this  morning  at  about  9  o'clock^  and  in  company 
with  the  steamers  Morse  and  Mystic  convoyed  the  army  transports  as 
far  as  West  Point.  After  landing  a  few  troops  that  had  been  placed 
on  board  of  my  vessel,  I  took  up  a  position  on  the  Pamunkey,  com  max  d- 
ing  the  entire  approach  to  West  Point,  and  thus  effectually  covered  the 
debarking  of  the  troops  from  the  transports. 

After  a  sufficient  number  of  infantry  and  cavalry  had  been  landed 
and  skirmishers  sent  out,  the  cavalry,  about  100  in  number,  started  on 
a  reconnoissance  to  White  House,  but  just  at  the  first  line  of  woods 
from  West  Point  they  met  the  enemy's  pickets,  and  in  charging  them 
Lieutenant  Crozier,  of  the  Sixth  New  York  Cavalry,  was  killed  by  his 
horse  falling  on  him,  the  horse  having  been  shot  under  him.  This  is 
the  only  casuality  I  have  to  mention  up  to  this  time.  Our  cavalry  cap- 
tured some  five  of  the  pickets,  and  they  are  now  on  board  of  this  vessel. 

On  interrogating  them  I  find  four  of  their  number  are  members  of 
the  Fifteenth  Regiment  Virginia  Cavalry,  and  that  theirs  was  the  far- 
thest picket  station  from  White  House  in  this  direction. 

The  fifth  man  of  the  party  says  he  does  not  belong  to  any  regiment, 
and  judging  from  the  letters  and  papers  found  on  him  I  should  think 
he  was  a  courier.  All  the  letters  he  had  about  him  were  directed  to 
parties  in  Gloucester  County,  and  from  the  fact  that  two  of  the  letters 
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are  written  by  one  of  the  men  just  captured  I  think  this  picket  static 
was  merely  a  stopping  place  on  bis  route. 

He  had  Richmond  newspapers  of  to  day  (7th),  one  of  which  I  enclos 

I  would  state  that  the  Morse  I  have  stationed  on  the  Mattapony  an 
the  Mystic  and  my  own  vessel  on  the  Pamunkey,  thus  covering  tl 
only  possible  approach  to  West  Point  either  by  land  or  water.  At  tt 
request  of  Major-General  Keyes  I  will  remain  here  until  to-morrow  evei 
ing,  when  1  will  again  return  to  Yorktown. 

The  Morse  and  Mystic  I  propose  to  have  remain  here  for  a  day  or  tw 
occupying  their  present  positions,  that  of  covering  our  troops.

Sib:  I  have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to  send  the  Frying  Pan 
Shoals  light-ship  to  the  station  for  which  she  was  intended,  according 
to  the  Department's  order  of  April  28. 

I  respectfully  submit,  in  view  of  the  extensive  system  of  blockade 
breaking  lately  adopted  by  our  enemies  and  the  increased  importance 
of  the  port  of  Wilmington  as  a  depot  for  rebel  supplies,  and  the  conse- 
quent difficulty  of  keeping  that  port  closed,  even  without  the  guide 
which  such  a  lightship  would  be  to  steamers  approaching  the  coast, 
with  the  purpose  of  enteriug  Cape  Fear  River,  that  it  would  be  advisa- 
ble to  delay  or  abandon  stationing  a  lightship  on  Fryiug  Pan  Shoals, 
where  also,  she  would  be  exposed  to  capture  or  destruction  by  the 
enemy's  cruisers,  unless  protected  by  a  sufficient  force.

Order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8. 
Navy,  regarding  the  sale  of  prize  vessels  at  public  auction. 

Navy  Department,  May  7,  1863. 

Sir:  your  letter  of  the  2d  instant,  asking  for  authority  to  sell  the 
Coquette  and  other  vessels  condemned  as  uusea worthy  at  public  auction, 
has  been  received. 

In  reply  thereto  you  are  informed  that  you  are  authorized  to  sell  the 
Coquette,  the  J.  C.  Roker,  and  other  vessels  in  similar  condition,  as 
directed  by  the  Department  in  the  case  of  the  prize  schooner  Holmes, 
and  refer  the  cases  to  some  United  States  prize  court  for  adjudication. 

Tn  all  such  cases  you  will  have  the  vessels  appraised  before  the  sale 
is  made,  and  after  the  sale  you  will  deposit  with  the  assistant  treas- 
urer, at  the  place  to  which  the  case  is  referred,  the  amount  of  proceeds 
of  the  sale,  making  a  separate  deposit  in  each  case,  aud  designating 
each  by  the  name  of  the  vessel. 
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Yon  will  send  to  the  district  attorney  of  the  court  to  which  the  case 
is  referred  the  order  for  appraisal;  the  return  of  the  appraisers;  the 
name  of  the  prize  vessel,  and  of  the  capturing  vessel;  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  time  and  place  of  capture;  the  facts  relied  on  for  procuring 
a  condemnation;  affidavits  showing  why  the  vessel  was  not  sent  in  for 
adjudication,  and  all  the  evidence  possible  to  show  that  the  prize  should 
be  condemned,  and  what  vessels  were  in  signal  distance  at  the  time  of 
capture. 

If  any  of  the  officers  or  crew  of  a  prize  are  taken  prisoners  they 
should  be  sent  to  the  same  court  for  examination ;  or,  if  it  is  not  done, 
affidavits  should  be  sent  to  show  why  they  were  not  sent. 

In  case  it  is  found  necessary  to  sell  the  cargo  of  any  vessel,  as,  that 
it  is  perishable,  and  can  not  be  delayed  to  be  sent  into  court,  the  same 
course  is  to  be  followed  as  in  the  case  of  vessels.

My  Dear  Davenport  :  I  send  you  by  the  Southfield  some  articles 
seized  as  prizes,  some  many  weeks  since,  some  within  the  last  few  days. 
Hie  owners  of  these  articles  were  all  engaged  in  contraband  trade.  1 
▼rote  a  long  time  ago  through  you  to  get  authority  to  sell  such  things 
adzed  as  were  of  too  little  value  to  be  sent  home.  I  could  have  made 
something  for  the  Government  and  for  the  captors  by  selling  the  salt 
here;  as  it  is,  it  will  lose  more  than  one  half  in  weight  by  rotting  of 
sacks,  etc.,  and  will  be,  I  presume,  thrown  away.  If  a  navy  officer  was 
considered  as  honest  as  a  lawyer,  or  as  an  appointee  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  maybe  these  matters  would  be  better  managed.  The  cot- 
ton came  from  the  farm  of  a  secessionist;  it  was  seized  from  negroes 
who  stole  it,  and  never  claimed  by  any  honest  man.  I  wish  you  would 
send  back  the  Southfield  so  soon  as  repairs  are  completed.  1  wish  to 
send  down  then  the  Underwriter,  and  next  the  Perry. 

I  send  also  a  prisoner.  French  took  him  for  carrying  on  unlawful 
traffic  and  abusing  Union  men. 

I  do  not  know  that  I've  anything  else  to  say.    Remember  me  to  all 
army  and  navy  friends.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  after  receiving  prisoners  and  25 
tons  coal,  [IJ  returned  to  my  station  on  the  evening  of  the  8th. 

All  appears  quiet  on  the  river.  The  army  is  busily  engaged  in  level- 
ing the  works  and  cutting  down  trees  on  the  west  bauk,  and  strength- 
ening the  old  aud  erecting  new  works  on  the  east  bank. 

A  small  detachment  landed  at  Halliday's  Point  yesterday  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  Chuckatuck  village.  On  the  return  reported  having 
driven  in  two  infantry  pickets  and  to  have  seen  some  twenty  cavalry. 
There  has  always  been  more  or  less  of  cavalry  lurking  near  Chucka- 
tuck, but  if  the  infantry  pickets  were  seen,  it  is  not  a  customary  thing 
in  that  vicinity.

Report  of  Captain  Drayton,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  practicability  of 
a  naval  attack  upon  the  defenses  cf  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Flagship  Minnesota,  May  10, 1863. 

Sir:  As  you  desire  my  views  on  the  practicability  of  a  naval  attack 
on  Wilmington,  based  on  my  recent  experience  before  Charleston,  I 
will  begin  by  stating  what  I  there  learned  to  be  the  weak  points  in  the 
monitor  class  of  ironclads,  which  must,  I  suppose,  be  depended  on  for 
the  operation. 

It  may  be  understood  that  the  opinions  which  I  may  express  are  not 
mine  alone,  but  those  of  all  of  the  commanding  officers  of  vessels  that 
went  up  to  Fort  Sumter,  at  least  in  the  main. 

The  monitors  draw  about  12  feet  of  water,  and  are  quite  unmanage 
able  in  a  strong  tide  for  two  reasons — first,  that  their  speed  may  beset 
down  as  4  knots  only ;  second,  because  all  steerageway  ceases  the  instant 
the  propeller  stops  its  revolutions.    This  renders  it  most  difficult  to 
prevent  their  fouling  each  other  or  even  anchoring  in  a  narrow  channel. 
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My  experience  also  satisfies  me  that  every  heavy  shot  which  strikes 
the  turret,  either  near  the  base  or  upper  rim,  stops  its  further  revolu- 
tions, at  least  for  a  time,  owiug  to  the  bulging-iu  caused  by  the  shot, 
which  interferes  in  some  form  or  other  with  the  machinery  for  working 
the  turret,  or  forces  its  upper  platform  against:  the  pilot  house. 

The  deck,  as  I  have  twice  witnessed,  both  at  Fort  McAllister  and 
Charleston,  can  be  easily  broken  in  and  may  he  completely  perforated 
by  mortar  shells,  as  then  exhibited. 

As  regards  offensive  power,  much  more  than  half  consist*  of  a 
XV  inch  gun  to  each  vessel,  which,  under  favorable  circumstances, 
can  not  be  counted  on  for  a  more  rapid  lire  than  once  in  seven  or  eight 
minutes.  This,  at  Fort  McAlister,  delivered  from  three  monitors  for 
eight  hours,  at  a  distance  of  from  l,a(lt)  to  1,500  yards,  and  at  just  such 
works  as  would  be  most  likely  met  with  near  Wilmington,  did  no 
injury  which  could  not  easily  be  repaired  in  one  night,  a  serious  view 
of  the  question,  should  it  be  required  to  clear  the  beach  for  a  land- 
ing of  troops.  In  addition  to  this,  BB  the  bar  at  Wilmington  is  com- 
pletely under  (ire,  I  should  suppose,  in  view  of  the  impossibility  of 
sounding,  there  might  be  more  than  tlie  usual  difficulties  to  keep  in  the 
channel  and  off  the  bottom.  At  any  other  season  the  question  of 
weather,  in  so  exposed  an  anchorage  to  certain  winds,  must  be  con- 
sidered in  the  case  of  vessels  which,  like  the  monitors,  are  so  little 
prepared  with  their  single  anchor  to  hold  on  in  a  blow.  At  present 
this,  however,  may  be  left  out  of  the  ipiestion. 

This  will  bring  us  down  to  the  chances  of  either  sufficiently  destroy- 
ing Fort  Caswell  and  the  adjoining  works  as  to  make  them  untenable, 
or  of  at  least  suppressing  their  tire  long  enough  to  enable  troops  to  be 
landed,  should  such  lie  desirable,  and  I  am  constrained  to  say  that, 
taking  into  consideration  the  offensive  powers  of  the  monitors,  and  the 
capacity  of  enduring  their  fire,  based  on  my  experience  gained  in  our 
attacks  on  the  Southern  forts,  I  think  neither  of  these  things  likely  to 
take  place. 

Should  it  be  intended  to  assist  the  naval  attack  by  a  laud  demon- 
stration, I  can  scarcely  see  how  this  could  lie  made  available  until  the 
forts  were  destroyed,  without,  which  the  soldiers  could  not  be  landed, 
and  until  which  they  would  only  prove  an  encumbrauce. 

Without  a  land  force,  however,  I  can  not  see  any  useful  purpose  in 
attacking  the  forts  at  the  entrance  of  Cape  Pear  River,  as,  were  they 
not  occupied,  the  tire  might  always  lie  relieved  after  the  repairs  of  a 
night,  and  the  same  work  must  be  done,  then,  over  and  over  again; 
and  to  hold  them  permanently  must,  I  should  think,  require  a  very 
large  force.  In  view  of  the  reasons  given  above,  1  should  not  be 
inclined  myself  to  undertake  the  attack  on  a  place  where  I  consider 
the  chances  of  failure  are  so  much  greater  than  of  success. 

Desirable  as  it  is  to  get  possession  of  a  port  into  which  so  much  of 
the  foreign  commerce  of  the  Confederate  States  enters,  I  scarcely  like, 
as  a  naval  officer,  to  say  what  I  still  can  scarcely  help  believing,  that 
until  our  troops  can  regularly  invest  it,  Wilmington  will  remain  in  the 
hands  of  our  enemies.

Sir:  Mr.  Sherman  delivered  today  the  Department's  confidential 
communication  of  April  23.  He  gives  me  do  information  in  addition  to 
that  which  I  previously  had  of  particular  value. 

Captain  Drayton  arrived  to-day,  bringing  the  Department's  confi- 
dential dispatch  of  8th  inftant. 

He  informs  me  of  the  weak  points  of  the  monitors  experienced  in  the 
attack  on  Charleston.  This  experience  does  not  promise  success  to 
the  attack  on  Wilmington  by  such  a  number  of  the  ironclads  as  will  be 
available  for  the  purpose. 

In  reply  to  the  Department's  confidential  communication  of  May  1, 
asking  for  my  views,  I  regret  to  say  that  I  do  not  think  that  "a  purely 
naval  attack  can  succeed  in  getting  possession  of  either  or  both 
entrances  to  Wilmington." 

Apart  from  the  strength  and  extent  of  the  defenses  now  there,  the 
difficulties  of  attack  and  the  facilities  for  defense  arising  from  the 
shoalness  of  the  water  on  the  bars  and  in  the  entrances  to  Cape  Fear 
Eiver  make  the  difficulty  greater  at  Wilmington  than  at  Charleston. 

My  judgment  is  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  defenses  of  Cape 
Fear  River,  as  heretofore  communicated  to  the  Department,  that  the 
entrances  can  only  be  taken  by  powerful  military  cooperation. 

I  beg,  however,  to  assure  the  Department  that  I  will  do  my  best  in 
every  way  to  take  one  or  both  of  the  entrances  to  Wilmington  when- 
ever the  Department  intimates  a  wish  to  have  the  attack  made. 

In  a  matter  of  this  moment  I  would  be  glad,  with  the  Department's 
approval,  to  have  the  opinions  of  Admirals  Goldsborough,  Foote,  and 
Davis  as  to  the  propriety  of  making  a  purely  naval  attack  to  get  pos- 
session of  either  or  both  of  these  entrances;  also  as  to  what  plau  of 
attack  and  what  means  would  promise  a  successful  result.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  naval  support 
in  the  military  occupation  of  the  Peninsula,  Virginia. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Netcport  News,  Va.,  May  11, 1863. 

Sib:  Early  on  Saturday,  the  9th  instant,  I  went  to  West  Point  to 
examine  into  the  position  and  probable  duties  of  the  two  gunboats 
(Morse  and  Mystic)  stationed  there  at  the  instance  of  General  Dix,  the 
former  in  the  Mattapony,  the  latter  in  the  Pamunkey,  to  assist  the  army 
in  its  occupation  of  thfe  peninsula  at  West  Point. 

Major-General  Keyes,  with  5,000  troops,  was  intrenching  and  fortify- 
ing (at  about  14  miles  from  West  Point)  from  the  Pamunkey  about  half- 
way across  the  peninsula,  where  his  right  rests  on  a  narrow  quagmire 
about  halfway  between  the  two  rivers.  This  sluice  seemed  to  empty,  by 
a  narrow  branch,  into  the  Mattapony  at  West  Point.  Between  this 
sluice  and  the  Mattapony  seemed  to  be  a  wide,  low,  firm  plain,  over 
which  the  enemy  might  approach  at  night  or  in  foggy  weather  and  get 
into  the  rear  of  our  troops  at  West  Point  by  crossing  the  branch  there 
(unless  there  is  a  sufficient  line  of  marsh  across  the  plain  to  prevent 
it).  This  part  of  the  position  I  only  saw  at  night.  I  suppose  that  Gen- 
eral Keyes  will  fortify  at  this  point.  It  is  within  range  from  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mattapony. 

The  general,  I  believe,  had  fifteen  or  eighteen  pieces  of  field  artil- 
lery. The  general  spoke  of  establishing  a  depot  of  supplies  here.  See- 
ing some  difficulty  in  the  situation,  and  understanding  the  reliance 
placed  on  gunboat  defense,  1  desired  Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis  to 
leave  the  Western  World  at  Yorktown  and  to  add  the  Commodore  Mor- 
ris to  the  support  of  this  military  occupation. 

Vessels  in  the  Mattapony  are  liable  to  artillery  attack  from  the  left 
hank  of  that  small  river.  At  this  time  Gloucester  Point,  opposite 
Yorktown,  was  occupied  by  two  regiments,  covering  700  cavalry  from 
General  Hooker's  raid. 

The  army  rely  for  their  safe  occupation  of  Yorktown  upon  the  sup- 
port of  gunboats  to  command  the  great  ravine  which  affords  a  natural 
covered  way  to  within  80  yards  of  their  intreuchments  there.  The 
Western  World  can  not  afford  this  protection ;  the  Mahaska  is  neces- 
sary there,  and  in  view  of  the  very  small  movable  force  inside  Cape 
Henry  I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  returning  her  to  this 
squadron. 

In  view  of  the  present  occupation  and  proposed  depot  at  West  Point, 
the  occupation  at  Gloucester  Point,  and  the  difficulty  of  defending 
Yorktown,  it  will  become,  sooner  or  later,  I  suppose,  the  policy  of  the 
enemy  to  try  to  turn  the  heavy  guns  at  Yorktown  upon  the  river.

Sir:  Yesterday  I  was  informed  by  a  colored  man  that  one-half  mile 
above  my  anchorage,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Mattapony  River,  there 
was  a  storehouse  containing  corn  and  rye,  all  put  in  bags,  ready  to  go 
to  Richmond.  This  morning  I  went  up  with  the  Morse  and  captured 
all  that  was  left,  viz,  100  bushels  of  corn  and  80  bushels  of  rye,  all  in 
bags,  marked  for  Richmond.  1  disturbed  no  private  property,  and  told 
the  man  my  object  was  to  capture  all  that  was  intended  for  the  rebels. 
He  showed  me  himself  which  it  was,  and  I  took  it  and  will  keep  it  till 
further  orders  from  you.  Some  com  I  left,  as  he  said  it  was  his  own 
for  private  use  and  only  amounted  to  about  10  bushels.

As  Colonel  Ludlow  admitted  that  the  exchange  of  prisouers  is  to  be 
made  by  us,  there  can  be  no  occasion  for  these  visits,  and  I  intimated 
to  him  that  I  did  not  consider  them  necessary  or  desirable. 

Should  Commissioner  Ould  come  again,  I  propose  to  slop  him  at  the 
White  Shoal  light-house,  6  tnilea  above  here,  and  to  deny  the  necessity 
for  his  visits,  unless  I  am  otherwise  instructed  by  the  Department. 

Yesterday  I  caused  the  Torpe'lo  to  anchor  3  miles  above  our  vessels 

here.     She  paid  no  attention  to  the  small  blank  cartridge  from  the 

howitzer  of  our  tug,  when  Lieutenant  Lainsou  tired  a  shot  across  1 

bow  and  brought  her  to. 

I  send  enclosed  a  drawing*  of  the  new  Hag  she  bore.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  &  Naey,  transmitting  reports  regarding  the 
escape  of  three  blockade  running  steamers  into  Wilmington. 

U.  8.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  rnlet,  North  Carolina,  May  $&,  tSS3. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  three  steamers  (one  paddle  wheel  and  two 
propellers)  van  the  blockade  inward  through  New  Inlet  this  morning. 
They  wore  discovered  from  this  ship  at  4:lfl  a.  m.,  the  paddle-wheel 
steamer  at  that  time  being  inside  the  bar  and  standing  for  the  inner 
rip,  one  of  the  propellers  also  inside  and  the  other  just  crossing  the 
bar.  The  night  was  clear  and  starlight  until  2:311  a.  m„  when  the 
moon  rose. 

There  were  three  vessels  besides  this  oft'  the  bar,  all  stationed  as 
follows:  The  Iroquois,  with  Fort  Fisher  bearing  west;  the  Mount 
Vernon  to  the  northward  and  westward,  aud  the  Florida  and  Niphon 
to  the  Southward  and  westward  of  her.  All  three  haveorders  to  move 
in  at  night:  the  Niphon  and  Mount  \~ernon,  when  practicable,  to  keep 
underway  and  move  slowly  up  and  down  along  the  shores  (toward  the 
bar)  of  Smith's  Island  and  the  mainland  north  of  Fort  Fisher,  each  on 
its  own  station,  taking  care  to  come  out  from  under  the  batteries  before 
daylight. 

The  commanders  are  given  great  latitude  in  carrying  out  these 
orders,  as  they  have  to  be  governed  by  the  wind,  weather,  aud  Btate  of 
the  atmosphere.     I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  reports

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(marked  A,*  B,  md  C)  of  their  movements,  positions,  etc.,  last  night 
We  expected  tliiit  a  schooner  which  lias  been  lying  in  the  river  for 
'  near  three  weeks  loaded  and  ready  to  move,  would  attempt  to  run  out, 
the  wind  being  fair  for  her  to  do  so,  and  I  was  mi  deck  a  part  of  the 
first  watch,  and  again  before  high  water  in  Hie  middle.  The  officers 
and  lookouts  were  \  igilant,  mid  I  have  every  cnnlidence  Hint  nothing 
was  left  untried  by  them  to  discover  vessels  passing.  The  schooner  is 
still  in  the  river. 

The  paddle- wheel  steamer  was  very  long,  with  two  pipes  not  fur  apart 
and  n  short,  light  mast  forward  and  abaft,  them;  she  appeared  to  be 
painted  white.    1  think  she  is  the  Conubia. 

The  propellers  sat  low  in  the  water,  and  had  each  a  single  pipe  and 
two  inaBts,  not  very  large.  One  of  th«m  was  painted  nearly  white,  and 
the  other  a  dark  lead  color.

SlR:  In  reply  to  yonrs  of  this  date,  I  have  to  report  that  at  8  p.  in., 
on  the  12th  instant,  J  weighed  anchor  and  stood  inshore  to  the  north- 
ward of  Fort  Fisher,  At  8:."><)  I  niichorcd  in  7  fathoms  water,  the 
beach  in  full  view,  and  so  plainly  in  sight  that  1  considered  it  to  be 
impossible  for  anything  to  pass  between  us  and  it. 

At  '.'  ,i.  in.  1  weighed  anchor  and  stood  down  along  the  beaeh,  the 
sky  clear  overhead  but  a  mist  overhanging  the  hind.  At  daylight  this 
morning  we  discovered  three  steamers  inside  the  bar  at  New  Jnlet. 
At  this  time  Hie  U.  S.  S.  Siphon  fired  a  gnu  and  the  steamers  stood  up 
the  river;  Fort  Fisher  returned  the  fire. 

Two  of  these  steamers  were  painted  white,  one  a  screw  and  the  other 
a  paddle  steamer;  the  screw  steamer  had  one  mast  and  one  smoke- 
stack;  the  paddle  steamer  had  two  short  masts  and  two  smokestacks. 
The  other  steamer  was  painted  a  dark  color  and  had  much  the  appear- 
ance of  being  a  gunboat.  She  was  a  paddle  wheel  steamer,  with  two 
masts  and  one  smokestack,  square  stern,  and  square-rigged  forward,

bearing  about  N,  by  E. ;  also  a  third  ou  or  over  the  bar.     I  stood  in  to 
head  them  off  and  soon  got  in  range  of  the  rebel  batteries  on  Federal 
Point.     I  fired  my  Parrott  gun  at  them,  but  the  shot  fell  short ,  and  the 
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rebels  opened  fire  on  us  from  their  heavy  guns  on  Fort  Fisher,  bat 
without  damage.  Finding  the  steamers  had  crossed  the  bar  I  stood 
out  to  report  to  the  senior  officer  on  this  station.  One  steamer  was  of 
about  700  tons,  three  masts,  two  funnels,  and  paddle  wheels;  the  other 
two  were  of  some  300  tons,  two  masts,  and  one  funnel;  they  were 
painted  white  or  nearly  so,  it  being  difficult  to  tell,  as  the  glasses  fur- 
nished this  ship  are  very  bad.

My  Dear  Davenport  :  I  seud  down  in  the  Sunny  South  my  pilot. 
He  wishes  to  exchange  with  Everett,  of  the  Lockwood.  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  exchange.    If  Graves  hus  none,  the  thing  is  done. 

I  am  hard  at  word  putting  things  in  order  here.  There  seems  not  to 
have  been  much  system;  quarter  and  watch  bills  all  wrong,  and  no 
fire  bill. 

The  officers  seem  willing  and  the  men  good,  and  I  do  not  doubt  I 
shall  soon  have  her  in  decent  trim. 

We  are  breaking  up  contraband  trade  now  pretty  lively.  French  is 
cruising  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  sound  and  Furniss  in  the  Chowan. 
Furniss  to-day  is  off  on  a  little  expedition  to  break  up  some  stores  for 
the  rebel  army  near  Salmon  Creek. 

I  like  General  Wessells;  we  will  get  along  comfortably  together.

General  :  Beferring  to  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  General  Potter, 

under  date  of  May  3, 1863,  with  reference  to  laying  down  some  buoys 

through  the  obstructions,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  I  have  had  six 

olaced  at  proper  intervals  in  the  best  water.    The  passage  has  12  feet 

"iter,  and  is  about  100  yards  wide.    There  are  two  small  vessels  which 
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ought  to  be  raised.  This  would  give  a  good  thoroughfare.  The  buoys 
are  red  and  black,  red  on  the  starboard,  or  right  hand  approaching  the 
harbor,  and  black  on  the  port  or  left  hand.  It  would  afford  me  great 
pleasure  to  accompany  you  through  this  passage  whenever  convenient 
to  yourself.  The  water  is  too  shoal  to  admit  of  another  passage  more  to 
the  northward.

Report  of  Captain  Boggs,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  Confederate  defenses  at 

Fort  Caswell  and  Smith's  Island. 

U.  S.  S.  Sacramento, 
Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  May  14, 1863. 

Sir  :  The  rebels  have  apparently  ceased  working  on  Fort  Caswell, 
except  perhaps  on  the  up  river  face  of  the  work.  It  presents  to  us  the 
appearance  of  impregnability  from  assaults  by  ironclads  or  land  bat- 
teries. All  the  guns  of  the  main  work  are  casemated;  covered  with  at 
least  two  thicknesses  of  railroad  iron,  backed  with  palmetto  logs.  The 
original  work  has  been  faced  with  15  feet  of  sand.  The  eastern  face 
of  the  fort  appears  to  be  (even  between  the  casemates)  ironclad;  and 
the  sand  hills  for  a  distance  of  2£  miles  to  the  westward  of  the  fort  have 
been  plowed  up  and  leveled,  leaving  no  cover  for  an  advance  on  that 
side. 

From  information  received  from  contrabands,  and  judging  by  the 
intercourse  that  we  see  between  Fort  Caswell  and  Smith's  Island,  the 
rebels  are  now  throwing  up  batteries  near  the  light-house  on  that 
island.  Smith's  Island  is  the  key  of  the  position,  and  if  allowed  to 
perfect  their  defenses  there  no  human  means  can  dislodge  them. 

An  examination  of  the  chart  will  show  that  troops  can  be  landed  on 
the  east  side  of  Smith's  Island  under  cover  of  gunboats  less  than  half 
a  mile  distant.  Once  on  shore  the  island  can  be  cleared;  mortar  bat- 
teries erected  near  the  light  house,  less  than  2  miles  from  Fort  Caswell; 
a  short  bombardment  would  crush  in  the  casemates,  demolish  the  fort, 
and  cause  a  surrender.  The  way  would  then  be  open  for  the  ironclads 
to  enter  the  river,  gain  the  rear  of  the  works  on  Federal  Point  north  of 
the  shoals,  cut  off  all  communication,  and  force  a  surrender  of  that 
post.  This  would  give  us  the  entire  coast  of  Korth  Carolina,  effectually 
close  this  port,  at  all  times  difficult  to,  and  which  never  can  be  effectually 
blockaded.  I  am  aware  that  a  plan  of  this  kind  will  require  time  to 
carry  it  out,  but  the  island  can  be  taken  possession  of  at  an  early  day. 
It  is  a  healthy  position,  and  during  the  summer  months  the  water  will 
be  found  sufficiently  smooth  (the  prevailing  wind  being  from  the  south- 
ward and  westward)  to  land  all  the  requisite  supplies  and  material  on 
the  island.  Its  insular  position  insures  it  against  attack  from  the 
enemy,  who,  even  if  disposed  to  make  one,  must  laud  in  boats. 

From  contraband  information  I  learn  that  the  ironclad  built  at  Wil- 
mington, represented  to  be  very  large  and  of  great  breadth  of  beam,  is 
to  carry  10  heavy  guns  and  has  been  taken  some  distance  up  the  river 
to  receive  her  armor,  a  large  number  of  mechanics  and  material  to 
complete  her  having  arrived  in  one  of  the  steamers  which  ran  the 
blockade  on  the  east  side  a  short  time  since.    It  will  probably  be  two 
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mouths  before  she  is  completed;  when,  if  she  succeeds  in  getting  out, 
we  will  all  be  driven  off,  and  they  hope  to  take  Beaufort  with  her. 
Should  she  succeed  in  getting  to  that  port,  Fort  Macon,  having  all 
barbette  guns,  would  not  hold  out  half  an  hour  against  such  a  battery 
at  short  range.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  report  that  on  the  13th  instant  I  made  a  success- 
ful reconnoissance  up  the  Mattapony  River  as  far  as  Frazer's  Ferry ;  saw 
no  rebels  or  rebel  batteries,  but  was  informed  by  a  colored  man  at  the 
ferry  that  on  the  12th  instant  a  company  of  rebel  cavalry  crossed  over 
to  go  down  the  river  on  the  left  bank  for  the  purpose,  as  he  said,  of 
seeing  what  the  Yankees  were  doing  at  West  Point.  I  informed  Gen- 
eral Gordon,  commanding  army  forces  at  this  place,  of  the  fact. 

Yesterday,  by  the  general's  request,  I  made  a  reconnoissance  up  the 
river  8  miles  to  look  after  the  rebels,  saw  live  of  them  on  horseback,  but 
they  being  so  far  from  me,  did  not  fire,  as  it  would  have  been  a  useless 
waste  of  ammunition.

My  Dear  Davenport:  In  consequence  of  the  illness  of  Captain 
Flusser,  he  requested  me  to  inform  you  relative  to  the  movements  of 
tbe  vessels  in  his  command  since  the  receipt  of  the  news  of"  the  capture 
of  the  two  Bteamers  Arrow  and  Emily.  We  heard  of  their  capture  by 
the  U.  S.  S.  North  Shore,  which  arrived  here  Sunday  evening  (the  17th) 
about  7  o'clock. 

By  9:30  the  name  evening  we  bad  a  detainment,  of  soldiers  aboard, 
and,  in  company  with  the  Miami  and  North  Shore,  proceeded  to  the 
North  River,  where  we  met  the  Whitehead.  Here  we  came  to  anchor 
for  the  night.  Early  next  morning  (Monday),  in  company  with  the 
Whitehead  and  North  Shore,  we  proceeded  up  the  river,  the  Miami 
remaining  at  anchor. 

A  boat  from  the  Valley  City  examined  all  the  creeks  and  places  where 
the  two  steamers  might  be  secreted,  while  the  soldiers  lauded  at  the 
mouth  of  the  canal. 

Seeing  nothing  of  the  missing  steamers,  we  all  proceeded  to  Elizabeth 
City,  where  we  anchored  at  9  o'clock  Tuesday  evening. 

Captain  Flusser  went  ashore  during  the  night  to  gain  information, 
and  at  3  o'clock  next  morning  (Wednesday)  we  all  got  underway  and 
proceeded  toward  Plymouth.  Captain  Flusser  was  satisfied,  from  the 
information  gathered  at  various  ixiints,  (hat  Ihi'  Emily  and  Arrow  had 
been  taken  up  the  Black  water  River  to  Franklin,  [Va.].  At  midnight 
(Wednesday)  the  Whitehead,  Valley  Oily,  and  Commodore  Perry  got 
underway  and  proceeded  toward  Franklin,  Captain  Flusser  being  aboard 
the  Whitehead,  in  advance. 

Thursday,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  we  all  anchored  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Black  water  aud  Nottoway  rivers.  The  next  morning  (Friday,,  at  5: 15, 
all  the  vessels  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the  Black  water  River 
till  we  found  but  0  feet  of  water,  and,  as  it  was  impossible  to  proceed, 
we  turned  down  the  river  and  abandoned  the  idea  of  reaching  Franklin. 
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At  1 :  40  p.  m.  tlie  fleet  entered  the  Meherrin  Uiver,  :uul  at  4  o'clock 
p.  in.  the  Whitehead  and  Valley  City  anchored  off  Murfreeslioro,  [N.  C], 
the  Perry  uot  iu  sight.  Captain  Fhisser  and  myself  landed,  together 
with  the  soldiers  and  a  few  sailors,  and  proceeded  up  the  town,  which 
we  found  unoccupied  by  troops,  they  having  been  sent  to  repulse  i 
at  Franklin.  Here  we  captured,  gave  to  the  poor,  and  destroyed, 
all,  about  10,000  pounds  of  bacon,  together  with  a  quantity  of  lard  and 
15  boxes  of  6-pound  fixed  ammunition  (14  rounds  to  a  box). 

The  bacon  and  lard  we  have  since  delivered  over  to  the  commissary 
at  Plymouth. 

After  capturing  or  destroying  all  the  provisions  we  could  find  belong- 
ing to  the  Confederacy,  and  hearing  that  there  were  liOO  rebel  cavalry 
outside  the  town,  the  men  were  ordered  aboard  the  vessels,  and  at 
midnight  we  got  underway  ;ind  proceeded  down  the  river. 

The  water  had  fallen  IS  inches  since  we  anchored  the  eveuing  before 
and  the  I'erry  got  hard  aground.  Jn  attempting  to  tow  her  off  the 
Valley  City  parted  two  hawsers,  tore  away  her  port  quarter  chock,  and 
injured  her  rudderhead.  After  taking  <>n"  her  ammunition,  she  again 
got  underway.  The  narrowness  of  the  Meherrin  and  the  high  bluffs 
on  either  side  ottered  every  advantage  to  the  enemy  in  case  they 
should  attack  us.  We,  therefore,  stationed  pickets  on  each  side  of  the 
river,  souieways  from  the  bank,  but  we  saw  nothing  of  the  enemy.  At 
10  o'clock  in  the  evening  we  all  anchored  off  Poll's  Fishery,  near  the 
mouth  of  the  OboW&H  Kiver. 

Here  Captain  Phaser  and  myself,  with  a  body  of  men,  went  ashore 
and  snrronuded  the  widow  Gascon's  house — about  a  mile  from  the 
river — where  we  captured  B  rebel  prisoners,  among  whom  was  the 
notorious  Captain  Kehoe.  These  are  now  in  charge  of  the  provost- 
inarshal  at  Plymouth,  at  which  place  we  came  to  anchor  at  5;3U  Sun- 
day morning. 

Monday  morning,  at  B:£0  the  Valliy  City  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  mouth  of  the  Meherrin  Kiver,  where  Bhe  anchored. 

We  captured  1  bale  of  wool,  which  was  being  taken  acrosB  the  river. 

Thursday  the  \Y  liitehead  relieved  ns,  and  we  proceeded  to  Plymouth, 
where  we  now  are. 

1  trust  yon  will  find  this  snlhrieutly  explicit  and  receive  it  in  lieu  of 
an  official  report.     Flusser  has  got  tlie  fever  and  ague  pretty  bad.

Navy,  explaining  the  cause  of  the  temporary 
absence  from  the  blockade  off  New  Inlet  of  the  U.  8.  8.  Penobscot. 

XL  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  May  16, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  the  Penobscot  arrived  here  from  Beaufort 
yesterday  afternoon  with  her  propeller  so  badly  foaled  by  a  hawser 
that  it  was  necessary  for  her  to  return  there  to  clear  it. 

The  Niphon,  having  but  one  day's  coal  (9  tons)  on  board,  after  a  stay 
on  the  station  of  only  ten  days,  made  it  advisable  for  me  to  try  to  have 
her  coaled  from  the  Penobscot  by  boats,  but  the  stormy  weather  and 
rolling  sea  which  has  set  in  have  made  this  impossible,  and  I  have 
therefore  dispatched  her  for  Beaufort  with  the  Penobscot  in  tow.  I 
trust  that  the  Penobscofs  propeller  may  be  cleared  in  time  for  her  to 
leave  Beaufort  to  morrow.  Her  speedy  return  is  important,  as  there 
are  now  but  three  vessels  off  the  inlet.  I  expect  the  State  of  Georgia 
from  Beaufort  tomorrow,  which  will  make  four,  but  I  shall  have  to 
leave  with  this  ship  for  coal  the  next  day. 

1  shall  endeavor  to  make  arrangements  for  the  storage  of  a  large 
quantity  of  coal  on  board  the  Niphon.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  expedi- 
tion down  York  River  for  the  capture  of  grain. 

U.  S.  S.  Morse, 
Off  West  Point,  Mattapony  River,  Virginia,  May  18, 1863. 

Sir  :  A  few  days  since,  having  been  informed  by  a  colored  man  that 
there  was  a  quantity  of  grain,  consisting  of  corn  and  wheat,  which  was 
intended  for  Eichmond,  being  owned  and  stored  in  the  granary  of  a 
noted  rebel  by  the  name  of  Robinson,  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  York 
Eiver,  2  miles  below  this  place,  and  1  mile  inland ;  and  having  informed 
Major-General  Gordon  of  these  facts  and  requesting  that  he  would 
furnish  some  land  forces  to  cooperate  with  me,  which  assistance  he  very 
cordially  offered,  consisting  of  Company  E  and  a  few  from  Company 
K,  of  the  One  hundred  and  forty-second  New  York  State  Volunteers, 
commanded  by  Captain  Wheeler,  of  same  regiment  (Captain  Motley, 
chief  of  General  Gordon's  staff',  accompanied  the  expedition),  I  started 
from  iny  anchorage  at  10  p.  m.,  arriving  at  the  point  opposite  our  des- 
tination in  about  half  an  hour,  and  succeeded  in  landing  all  the  land 
forces  with  a  part  of  my  crew  before  midnight. 

Arriving  at  the  granary,  I  ascertained  that  the  grain  was  in  bulk,  to 
the  amount  of  200  bushels  wheat  and  between  300  and  400  bushels  of 
corn.  Finding  that  it  was  impossible  to  transport  it,  I  determined  on 
its  destruction,  which  was  accomplished  perfectly;  then  returned  on 
board  the  Morse  with  all  forces,  by  2  a.  in.,  in  safety. 

Acting  Ensigns  Dennett  and  Merry,  with  Assistant  Surgeon  Winslow 
and  Chief  Engineer  Divine,  accompanied  the  expedition  and  rendered 
all  the  assistance  in  their  power.  The  sailors  and  soldiers  behaved 
well,  and  too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  to  all  concerned  with  me  in 
the  expedition.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  movements  of  a  Con- 
federate gunboat  at  the  mouth  of  Cape  Fear  River.

Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  May  18, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  5:20  a.  in.  this  morning,  after  we  had 
commenced  getting  up  our  anchor,  the  Mount  Vernon  reported  that  a 
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rebel  gunboat,  tilled  with  men,  bad  come  over  the  bar.  The  mist  which 
bad  bung  heavily  over  the  laud  cleared  about  the  same  time  aud  gave 
ns  a  view  of  ber  with  lier  head  to  the  westward  and  crossing  tbe  bar 
inward.  Soon  after  the  Florida  and  Sttite  of  (Itori/in  made  signals  of 
ber  being  in  sight  and  tbe  latter  fired  a  shot,  which  fell  short. 

At  early  daylight  the  Mount  Vernon  was  underway  and  well  inshore 
toward  Fort  Fisher.  Anting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  informed 
me  that  the  rebel  gunboat  at  that  time  was  at  anchor  near  the  Mound, 
but  soon  afterwards  got  underway  and  came  outside,  when  he  came  oft' 
to  inform  me,  and  that  be  could  distinctly  see  her  decks  lilted  with  men. 
I  asked  why  he  did  not  (ire  at  her.     His  reply  was,  "She  was  too  far  off." 

1  have  directed  him  to  make  a  written  report,  a  copy  of  which  I  will 
transmit  to  you  when  received. 

She  was  very  light  (ber  propeller  blade  apparently  out  of  water)  and 
about  the  size  of  the  Mount  Vernon,  schooner  ringed,  single  smokestack, 
painted  dark  lead  color,  and  had  a  large  rebel  Bag  Hying  from  her  main 
gaff'.  She  was  of  the  same  rig  and  appeared  to  ine  like  the  propeller, 
painted  dark  lead  color,  which  run  tbe  blockade  on  the  l.'Jth  instant. 

She  recrossed  the  bar  this  morning  before  ball' flood  tide  and  must 
have  come  out  on  the  first  quarter.  After  returning  she  anchored  in 
the  river  in  the  5  fathom  hole,  where  she  was  when  I  left. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  is  cor- 
rect in  his  view  of  her  being  a  gunboat,  and  that  she  came  oat  with  tbe 
hope  of  surprising  some  one  of  the  blockading  vessels,  particularly  as 
she  resembled  the  Mount  Vernon  in  rig  and  appearance,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  being  higher  out  of  water.  I  have  thought  such  an  attempt 
might  be  made  and  instructed  the  commanders  of  the  vessels  accordingly.

at  Yorktown  and  West  Point. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Yorktown,  Ya.,  May  19y  1863. 

Sir  :  1  have  to  report  that  the  affairs  at  Yorktown  and  West  Point 
remain  quiet  as  usual;  no  further  indications  of  the  enemy  have  been 
observed  more  than  was  stated  in  my  communication  No.  44.  General 
Keyes  has  completed  five  earthworks,  and  has  all  the  necessary  guns 
mounted  on  them,  and  feels  safe  in  his  position  as  long  as  the  Morse 
and  Mystic  remain  in  their  present  position.  I  have  sent  the  Crusader 
to  her  cruisiug  ground,  as  this  vessel  remains  at  Yorktown  during  the 
night,  though  I  run  up  to  West  Point  almost  every  day.  Enclosed 
please  find  communications  from  the  Morse  and  Mystic.  I  have 
instructed  Captain  Babcock,  of  the  Morse,  that  he  is  hereafter  to  only 
act  with  the  army,  at  the  request  of  the  commanding  officer,  to  cover 
any  operations  that  may  be  carried  on  by  that  arm  of  the  service,  unless 
he  has  incontrovertible  evidence  that  what  lie  wishes  to  destroy  or 
secure  is  not  private  property.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Gregory,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  operations  in 
the  vicinity  of  Milford  Haven  and  disposition  of  property  captured, 
May  l-8y  1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Western  World,  May  19, 1863. 

(Received  May  24). 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  13th  instant. 

In  reply  to  your  questions  as  to  the  vessels  and  other  property  cap- 
tured or  destroyed  by  me,  I  will  forward  the  following  memoranda: 

May  1. — Saw  a  schooner  up  Stuttfs  Creek,  leading  out  of  Milford 
Haven.  Sent  two  boats  accompanied  by  two  from  the  Crusader.  At 
Richardson's  plantation  found  the  schooner  sought  and  two  others, 
which  were  burned,  because  the  proof  was  positive  that  they  were  rebel 
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property,  because  it  was  evident  that  they  were  especially  adapted  to 
ran  the  blockade,  and  might  be  fitted  for  that  purpose  with  but  little 
expense,  and  that  they  might  not  again  deceive  us  or  lead  me  to  think 
vessels  had  run  in.  On  the  return  of  the  boats  they  found  at  the  land- 
ing of  Lewis  Hudgins  one  large  scow  capable  of  carrying  about  70  men 
or  a  corresponding  amount  of  goods,  a  large  boat  capable  of  carrying 
upward  of  50  men,  both  flat  and  shoal,  and  well  adapted  to  land  goods 
fit>m  blockade  runners.  From  his  slaves  and  those  of  adjoining  planta- 
tions and  from  his  white  neighbors  they  learned  that  he  had  been 
engaged  in  running  the  blockade;  that  he  [had]  600  bushels  of  corn  in 
bis  barns  destined  for  Richmond ;  that  he  had  sent  a  large  quantity 
already,  and  was  in  constant  expectation  of  wagons  for  the  remainder. 
His  son,  Lewis  Hudgins,  jr..  is  known  to  be  an  agent  and  pilot  for 
blockade  runners.  Believing  it  to  be  for  the  public  interest,  the  boats 
were  again  dispatched  to  seize  what  they  could  of  the  corn  (about  60 
bushels),  one  set  of  sails,  consisting  of  a  whole  suit  for  a  schooner  of 
about  60  tons  burden,  as  well  as  a  large  boat,  which,  together  with  the 
sails  (save  a  maintop  staysail  and  lying  jib,  which  I  delivered  to 
Commander  Gillis),  1  have  still  in  my  possession.  The  corn  was  deliv- 
ered to  the  army  quartermaster  at  Yorktown. 

May  5. — Heard  that  a  schooner  belonging  to  Garter  Hudgins  was  in 
Queen's  Creek,  having  run  the  blockade.  Said  Hudgins  is  known  to 
be  the  most  bitter  secessionist  in  this  (Mathews)  county,  and  he  has 
been  the  immediate  cause  of  sending  several  men  to  Richmond  prison 
for  no  other  cause  than  supposed  Union  sentiments.  It  is  understood 
he  instigated  the  firing  on  the  Mahaska's  boats.  Finding  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  delay  the  boats  long  enough  to  get  the  schooner  afloat, 
she  was  burned,  together  with  one  up  another  branch  of  the  same 
creek.  A  large  single-banked,  G-oared  boat,  which  had  run  the  block- 
ade the  preceding  Saturday  while  we  were  cruising  off  Horn  Harbor, 
was  found,  and  is  used  by  us  at  present  as  a  boarding  boat;  also  a 
large  decked  boat,  admirably  fitted  for  illegal  traffic,  was  seized  and 
delivered  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis. 

May  6. — Up  Haven  Creek  captured  a  sloop  which  had  run  the  block- 
ade repeatedly;  delivered  her  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis. 

May  7. — Sent  three  cutters  to  Mr.  Richardson's  plantation  to  search 
for  a  boat  which  we  bad  heard  from  various  sources  was  being  fitted 
to  burn  our  vessels  in  Chesapeake  Bay.  We  found  it  and  have  it  still 
in  custody.  Found  a  schooner  belonging  to  Captain  John  Winder; 
put  her  in  an  unfit  condition  to  run  the  blockade  (at  his  request).  Her 
hails  were  taken  and  are  on  board,  much  worn.  They  are  still  on 
l>oard.  This  steamer  awaiting  to  be  disposed  of  as  you  may  order. 
He  is  reported  to  be  a  Union  man. 

May  8. — Sent  two  boats  into  Haven  Creek  in  search  of  the  boat 
which  burned  a  tobacco  ship  some  months  since.  She  was  found  on  the 
premises  of  Archibald  Hudgins,  who  acknowledged  slie  was  manned  by 
nine  armed  men  from  Richmond,  who  fled  at  the  approach  of  our  boats; 
that  they  had  stopped  at  bis  [house]  for  several  days;  that  we  were 
correct  in  supposing  they  intended  to  prey  on  our  merchant  vessels 
passing  in  the  bay;  that  tbey  had  been  out  once  and  put  back,  owing 
to  roughness  of  the  sea.  This  boat  was  also  turned  over  to  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Gillis. 

All  the  contrabands  and  free  negroes  came  to  the  ship  voluntarily, 
or  begged  our  boats  in  passing  to  take  tbeni  off.  They  were  turned 
over  to  army  authorities  at  Yorktown.  Each  expedition  was  under- 
taken because  it  appeared  to  be  necessary  for  the  public  interest,  for 
the  protection  of  oar  commerce,  mid  for  the  maintenance  of  t\ie>  block* 
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ade.  AH  possible  discrimination  was  used  in  regard  to  private  prop- 
erty, and  the  fact  the  court  of  Mathews  County  having  passed  an  act 
to  suppress  the  running  of  the  blockade,  shows  the  good  effect  of  this 
activity.     My  officers  were  active  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

With  regard  to  the  extent  of  coast  blockade,  I  would  state  that  while 
I  watch  Piankatank  with  the  vessel,  it  has  been  my  practice  to  scud  a 
boat,  to  the  entrance  of  Milford  Haven  by  night,  and  that  the  coast  to 
the  southward  has  been  watched  as  closely  as  possible  by  me. 

Allow  me  to  ask  what  is  meant  by  public  property;  and  arc  provi- 
sions destined  for  Richmond  to  be  regarded  as  such! 

Should  boats' crews  always  be  armed  on  going  ashore  in  this  vicinity; 
or  am  I  to  use  my  discretion  regarding  the  propriety  of  such  proceed- 
ings! I  discharged  Paul  Dyer,  pilot,  and  on  recommendation  of 
Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis  took  David  Wright  in  his  stead.  Mr. 
Dyer  started  for  Old  Point  Comfort  to  report  to  you. 

I  would  state  in  regard  to  the  question  as  to  arming  boats,  that  I 
have  always  had  them  armed,  but  that  I  enquire  to  know  if  there  has 

I  been  any  order  in  regard  to  the  subject.

SIR:  I  have  to  report  that  at  the  request  of  Major-Geueral  Kcyes  I 
have  acted  in  conjunction  with  Brigadier-General  Kilpatrick  by  cov- 
ering his  operations  in  Mathews  County. 

The  object  of  the  expedition  was  to  mount  all  the  dismounted  men 
under  his  command.  On  the  morning  of  the  20th  instant  I  took  on 
board  100  men  from  the  Fourth  Delaware  Volunteers  under  Major  La 
Mott,  and  with  the  Winttixsimct  in  company  proceeded  to  North  River, 
where  I  arrived  at  half  past  5  a.  m.  I  remained  at  this  place  until 
communicalion  was  had  with  General  Kilpatrick,  and  in  the  evening 
1  went  in  East  River  to  cover  his  operations  there.  1  remained  at  this 
place  until  about  9  o'clock  the  next  morning  and  then  started  for  the 
rendezvous  on  North  River.  After  we  arrived  some  horses  were 
brought  on  board  the  Wimiisnimct  and  we  lay  quiet  all  day  waiting  to 
hear  from  the  different  squads  of  cavalry  that  had  beeu  sent  out.  At 
fi  o'clock,  all  being  ready  for  a  departure,  I  took  on  beard  300  of  the 
Fourth  Delaware  Volunteers  and  started  for  Vorktown,  where  we 
arrived  at  half  past  12  last  night  About  .'(00  horses,  150  head  of  cattle, 
and  a  large  number  of  Sheep  were  captured  by  the  cavahy  during  their 
march  through  the  country.  General  Kilpatrick  and  Lieutenant-Col 
onel  Suydain,  in  obedience  to  orders  issued  to  them,  destroyed  all  Iho 
property  which  they  considered  useful  to  the  rebels.

Sir  :  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  on  the  20th  instant  the  American 
hermaphrodite  Brig  J.  Mclntyre,  of  Camden,  from  Boston,  bound  to 
New  Orleans,  laden  with  army  stores,  was  boarded  by  this  vessel  some 
15  miles  offshore.  Her  captain  reported  that  he  had  been  spoken  on 
that  morning  at  4  a.  m.  by  a  steamer.  He  was  questioned  as  to  his 
cargo,  voyage,  etc.,  and  doubt  expressed  as  to  the  truth  of  his  state- 
ment in  reply  to  their  questions.  She  laid  by  him  full  an  hour  and  then 
allowed  him  to  proceed  on  his  voyage.  He  described  the  steamer  as  a 
paddle-wheel,  schooner  rigged,  long,  narrow  vessel,  painted  lead  color, 
about  500  to  600  tons,  and  from  appearances  he  should  judge  her  to  be 
fast.  Single  funnel.  She  showed  no  colors.  The  captain  supposed 
himself  to  be  about  40  miles  northeast  from  New  Inlet  at  the  time.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  suggesting  immediate 
operations  against  the  defenses  of  (Jape  Fear  River, 

Confidential.]  Navy  Department, 

Washington,  May  20,  1863. 

Sir:  Mr.  Fox  and  myself  had  an  interview  with  General  Totten 
respecting  the  probable  result  of  an  exclusive  naval  attack  on  Fort 
Caswell  with  ironclads.  The  general  said  if  the  fort  is  now  as  it  was 
when  we  had  it,  that  six  monitors  ought  certainly  to  silence  its  guns, 
but  that  owing  to  its  glacis  the  fort  itself  could  not  be  injured  by  the 
monitors.  The  general  said  the  fort  could  easily  be  taken  by  land 
approaches  and  by  a  small  force.

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The  rebels  have  casemated  Fort  Caswell,  which  is  now  the  best  sort 
of  an  earthen  work,  and  are  understood  also  to  have  an  earthen  work 
below  it. 

Mr.  Fox  and  myself  then  had  an  interview  with  General  Halleck,  in 
which  the  general  said  that  no  troops  could  now  be  furnished  to  assist 
in  the  attack  on  the  defenses  of  Gape  Fear  River,  nor  until  we  obtain 
sufficient  conscripts;  that  every  general  is  now  asking  for  more  troops, 
and  that  General  Foster  is  now  discharging  troops  whose  time  is  up. 

This,  the  mild  season  of  the  year,  is  the  most  favorable  time  for  land 
ing  troops  and  supplies  on  the  coast.  The  defenses  of  Cape  Fear, 
as  against  naval  attack,  have  been  greatly  strengthened  since  the 
departure  of  the  joint  expedition  against  Charleston,  and  these  defenses 
are  all  the  time  increasing,  as  appears  from  my  reports  to  the  Depart- 
ment during  the  last  three  or  four  months.  The  sooner,  therefore,  the 
attack  is  made,  the  better  it  will  be  for  us,  and  I  respectfully  suggest 
that  a  plan  for  joint  operations  may  be  agreed  upon  to  be  executed  as 
soon  as  practicable  and  duly  provided  for  in  the  meantime.

On  the  21st  a  new  schooner  was  taken  posses- 
sion of  at  Tranters  Creek,  some  distance  above  this  place.  She  has 
never  been  masted,  but  a  beautiful  model,  of  80  tons,  well  put  together 
with  galvanized  fastenings.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  this  vessel 
being  a  lawful  prize,  as  I  have  made  myself  well  acquainted  with  her 
history,  and  have  been  looking  for  her  for  some  time.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Babcock,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  cooperative 

operations  in  the  Mattapony  River,  Virginia. 

U.  S.  S.  Morse, 
Off  West  Point,  Mattapony  River,  Virgt7iia:  May  27,  1863. 

Sir  :  On  the  22d  instant,  by  the  request  of  Brigadier-General  Gordon 
(commanding  army  forces  at  this  point),  I  received  a  soldier  on  board 
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as  a  scout,  went  up  the  Mattapony  Biver  3  miles,  and  put  him  on  shore 
to  examine  a  place  on  the  left  bank,  where  it  was  supposed  the  rebels 
were  erecting  a  battery.  The  scout  returned  at  3  a.  m.  and  reported 
everything  quiet  at  the  point  specified. 

On  the  same  day,  by  the  general's  request,  sent  three  armed  boats' 
crews  on  left  bank  to  accompany  his  forces.  Together,  captured  six 
mules,  which  I  gave  up  to  the  army. 

On  the  23d,  by  the  general's  request,  sent  all  boats  armed  ashore, 
together  with  some  troops;  captured  500  bushels  of  corn,  which  the 
army  took. 

On  the  night  of  the  26th  went  about  15  miles  up  the  Mattapony 
River.  Went  to  general  quarters  and  exercised  the  crew.  Fired  ten 
shells,  one  of  which,  I  understand  to  day  from  a  contraband,  passed 
through  a  house  where  some  rebel  cavalry  were,  they  running  one  way 
and  he  into  our  lines. 

To-day,  by  the  general's  request,  went  up  the  Mattapony  River  as 
far  as  Frazer's  Ferry  (Colonel  [Burr]  Porter  accompanying  me).    Heard 
of  a  number  of  rebel  cavalry  and  infantry.    Found,  from  a  contraband, 
the  direction  of  their  camps.    Fired  eight  shells  among  them.

Navy,  transmitting  information 
of  the  chase  of  a  blockade  runner  by  the  U.  S.  8.  Penobscot  under  the 
guns  of  Fort  Fisher,  May  22, 1863.

Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  May  22,  1803. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  entrance  of  a  steamer  this  morning  into 
New  Inlet,  and  regret  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  Assistant  burgeon 
Ed.  A.  Pierson,  of  the  Penobscot,  who  was  killed  at  his  quarters  by  a 
shell  fired  from  Fort  Fisher  at  that  vessel. 

I  enclose  report  from  Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven,  with  reports 
from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeons  Pray*  and  Bruce.  The  wounded  man 
is  doing  well,  and  the  sick  of  the  Penobscot  have  been  taken  on  board 
this  sb ip  for  medical  treatment. 

At  dusk  last  night  the  ships  moved  into  their  night  stations.  At  4 
a.  m.  all  were  seen  underway  in  the  dim  haze  of  the  morning;  the 
Penobscot  and  Niphon  close  in  with  the  bar,  the  Penobscot  almost  in  line 
with  this  ship,  then  heading  in;  the  Florida  to  the  southward  of  the 
Niphon  toward  Smith's  Island,  and  the  Mount  Vernon  to  the  northward 
of  the  Penobscot,  up  the  beach. 

Before  day  broke  guns  were  heard  and  seen  from  the  Penobscot  and 
Fort  Fisher,  and  soon  after  a  small  steamer  already  in  by  the  fort. 
She  was  first  seen  by  the  Penobscot — was  chased  and  fired  at  by  her. 
As  the  Penobscot  was  coming  out  she  was  struck  by  a  rifled  shell,  caus- 
ing the  death  of  Dr.  Pierson  and  the  wounding  of  the  surgeon's  stew- 
ard. The  shell  cut  off  an  iron  awning  stanchion,  passed  through  the 
deck,  tearing  off  and  splintering  the  partners  of  the  mainmast  on  port

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side,  into  the  steerage.    Fortunately  the  shell  failed  to  ignite  its  faze. 
It  was  an  elongated  shell  of  6  inches  caliber  with  wooden  stock  fuze. 

The  damages  to  Penobscot  will  be  soon  .repaired  by  the  carpenters. 
At  daylight  the  steamer  was  seen  by  all  the  vessels,  but  already  by  the 
fort  and  out  of  reach  of  our  guns.    She  passed  up  the  river.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  4  this  morning  a  long,  low  steamer 
with  one  mast,  one  smokestack,  and  painted  light  lead  color,  was  dis- 
covered bearing  west,  distant  from  Fort  Fisher  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile.  Chase  was  immediately  given,  and  at  4 :  30  a.  m.  fire  opened  upon 
her,  with  what  effect  it  is  impossible  to  state,  as  she  succeeded  in  mak- 
ing New  Inlet.  Six  batteries,  together  with  Fort  Fisher,  opened  a 
heavy  fire  upon  this  vessel,  all  of  the  shot,  with  one  exception,  falling 
short  or  overreaching.  At  5  a.  m.  a  shell  struck  an  iron  stanchion  on 
the  port  side,  cutting  the  awning  rope,  passing  through  the  partners  of 
the  mainmast,  carrying  them  all  away  on  the  port  side,  springing  one 
of  the  deck  beams  and  entering  the  steerage,  seriously  wounding 
Assistant  Surgeon  Edward  A.  Pierson  and  Surgeon's  Steward  Julius 
C.  Force,  who  were  at  their  i>ost.  No  further  damage  was  inflicted  and 
no  other  casualties  occurred  on  board  this  vessel. 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  that  at  6:45  a.  m.  Assistant  Sur- 
geon Edward  A.  Pierson  expired  from  the  effect  of  his  wounds.  Here- 
with find  enclosed  the  report  of  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  W.  G.  Bruce, 
U.  S.  gunboat  Niphon.

I  learned  this  morning  that  the  schooner  Sea  Bird,  with  a  cargo  of 
coal  for  the  Navy,  was  burned,  I  presume  by  the  rebels,  on  her  way  up 
the  river.  The  circumstances,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  are  these:  The 
steamer  Allison  (belonging  to  the  Army)  on  her  way  up  the  river  dis- 
covered a  vessel  aground,  on  fire,  and  near  her  another  small  schooner. 
On  approaching  the  latter  she  could  see  no  one  on  board,  but  evidence 
of  a  recent  and  hasty  departure.  The  Allison  then  went  to  the  Sea 
Bird,  where,  finding  no  one,  she  scuttled  her.  On  board  of  the  other 
schooner  was  a  quantity  of  coal  (about  50  tons),  evidently  taken  from 
the  Sea  Bird  by  the  enemy.  The  schooner  was  towed  up  to  this  place. 
The  commander  of  the  Allison,  whose  name  I  don't  know  (will  find  out), 
deserves  commendation  for  his  conduct. 

I  shall  send  the  Ceres  and  BHnker  down  and  endeaver  to  capture  or 
destroyany  boats  which  may  be  about  the  vicinity.  The  spot  is  just 
below  Wilkinson's  Point,  about  30  miles  below  this  place. 

•  •••••• 

I  would  like  you  to  give  me  authority  to  transfer  officers  as  I  may 
think  the  good  of  the  service  may  be  promoted,  keeping  you  advised  of 
such  transfer.  I  find  it  necessary  quite  frequently,  but  dislike  to  do  it 
without  your  authority. 

I  have  just  received  yours  of  the  9th  instant  with  blank  quarterly 
ordnance  returns. 

The  only  palliation  for  the  return  of  the  returns  of  the  Hetzel  is  the 
fact  that  I  have  an  ignorant,  illiterate  executive  officer,  a  man  who  is 
a  monosyllabian ;  anything  beyond  that  confuses  and  confounds  him, 
and  I  could  not,  with  my  various  duties,  give  as  much  attention  to  the 
returns  as  they  require.  I  trust  those  hereafter  sent  will  be  found 
correct.

Sir:  I  enclose  i  A>  the  report,  dated  May  2»>.  of  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Gillis.  enclosing  tbe  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock, 
of  the  U.  S.  S.  Morse,  regarding  the  tiring  by  rebel  artillery  on  tbe  U.  S. 
mail  boat  Stcan  from  a  point  on  York  River  about  4  miles  below  West 
Point  in  the  afternoon  of  the  23d  ultimo,  when  tbe  Morse  was  moved 
at  once  to  the  spot,  returned  the  fire,  landed  tbree  boats*  crews,  and 
burned  twelve  houses  in  tbe  vicinity,  three  full  of  corn,  three  full  of 
bacon,  three  outhouses,  and  tbree  dwelling  houses. 

I  required  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis.  senior  officer  in  York  River, 
to  investigate  tbe  matter  and  report  why  tbe  buildings  were  burned, 
whether  they  were  occupied,  wbetber  anything  waa  taken  from  tbe 
houses,  etc. 

I  respectfully  enclose  his  reply  'B  of  June  3,  accompanied  by  a 
letter  of  June  2  from  Major-General  Gordon,  in  command  at   West 
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Point  at  tbe  time,  justifying  the  act  and  stating  that  it  was  done  at  bis 
suggestion.

Sir:  Enclosed  please  find  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Charles 
A.  Babcock,  commanding  U.  S.  gunboat  Morse,  in  relation  to  an  attack 
on  the  U.  S.  mail  boat  Swan  on  Saturday  last.  I  have  had  the  boat 
convoyed  since  that  time  and  thus  far  there  has  been  no  more  trouble. 
Everything  remains  quiet,  and  there  has  been  no  other  demonstration 
by  the  enemy  since  my  last  report.  General  Ord  has  taken  command 
at  West  Point. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  blockade  in  this  vicinity  is  so  strict  that 
I  am  able  to  get  information  from  all  those  who  are  not  immediately 
engaged  in  breaking  it,  and  I  have  strong  hopes  of  being  able  to  break 
it  up  entirely  in  a  very  short  time.

Sir  :  At  3 :  30  p.  m.  yesterday.  4  miles  below  West  Point,  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  York  River,  a  number  of  rebel  artillery  opened  tire  on  the 
U.  S.  mail  boat  Swan  while  on  her  passage  up  from  Yorktown.  Got 
underway  immediately  and  in  a  short  time  drove  the  enemy.  General 
Gordon  and  staff  came  down  in  a  tug  and  came  on  board. 

All  my  officers  and  crew  behaved  well. 

Silenced  the  enemy  completely  after  firing  several  rounds. 

Manned  the  three  boats  with  armed  crews,  Mr.  Merry  (executive 
officer)  having  charge  of  first  cutter,  accompanied  by  Chief  Engineer 
Divine;  Mr.  Russell  (acting ensign)  in  gig,  and  Mr.  Dunne  (acting  mas- 
ter's mate)  in  second  cutter,  went  on  shore  and  burned  twelve  houses  in 
the  vicinity,  three  full  of  corn,  three  full  of  bacon,  three  outhouses,  and 
three  dwelling  houses.  After  firing  the  houses  the  boats  returned  on 
board  in  safety. 

Captain  Wright,  of  the  Mystic,  did  all  in  his  power  to  be  on  the  spot 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  rendered  very  efficient  service,  his  boats  accom- 
panying our  own. 

Two  of  my  breechings  carried  away,  one  IX -inch  at  the  second  fire 
and  one  100-poundcr  Parrott  after  firing  four  rounds;  also  two  side 
tackle  blocks  split  at  IX-inch  gun  and  one  rammer  and  handspike,  also 
at  IX-inch,  broken. 

On  account  of  the  limited  space  I  had  to  be  very  careful  in  firing  the 
guns  and  could  only  fire  one  at  a  time  on  each  end,  as  it  would  endan- 
ger the  lives  of  the  crew. 

The  breeching  bolts  all  held  good,  but  the  forward  part  of  the  house 
is  very  much  shattered,  and  a  great  many  windows  fore  and  aft  broken. 
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The  reason  that  I  burned  the  houses  was  that  the  rebels  fired  from 
and  behind  them  on  an  unarmed  mail  boat.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  30th  of  May,  in  reference  to  the 
burning  of  certain  buildings  on  York  River  below  West  Point  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  of  the  Morse,  I  would  state  that  upon 
investigation  1  find  that  the  buildings  were  burned  because  the  rebels 
had  placed  their  battery  in  front  of  and  on  each  side  of  them,  and 
were  in  occupation  of  them  at  the  time,  the  officer  in  command  being 
in  the  largest  one  and  watching  the  effect  of  and  directing  the  firing. 
The  occupants  of  the  houses  had  all  been  sent  away  before  the  attack 
on  the  Swan  was  made.  No  search  of  the  buildings  was  instituted,  and 
the  only  property  I  can  learn  of  being  brought  off  is  a  thermometer  and 
an  old  clock,  which  were  brought  off  by  the  men  of  the  Morse.  The 
former  is  on  board  the  Morse  and  the  latter  was  taken  ashore  by  the 
adjutant-general  at  West  Point. 

General  Gordon  was  on  board  of  the  Morse  at  the  time  the  buildings 
were  burned  and  considered  the  act  perfectly  justifiable,  and  the  opin- 
ion of  both  himself  and  General  Keyes  is  that  if  the  prompt  measures 
which  were  taken  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock  had  not  been 
taken  the  consequence  would  have  been  that  every  unarmed  boat  that 
passed  up  and  down  the  river  would  have  been  fired  into  unless  con- 
voyed by  a  gunboat. 

The  three  buildings  were  owned,  respectively,  by  the  following-named 
men:  Woodhouse,  Lacy,  and  Blossingham.  Mr.  Woodhouse  lives  in 
Bichmond,  and  his  house  was  occupied  by  his  overseer,  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Drake.  Mr.  Lacy  occupied  his  own  house,  and  is  reputed  to 
be  a  strong  secessionist,  and  is  magistrate  of  New  Kent  County.  He 
has  aided  and  abetted  the  rebel  cause.  Mr.  Blossingham  also  occupied 
his  own  house,  and  is  a  strong  secessionist.  He  has  a  substitute  in 
the  rebel  Army.  I  have  obtained  all  this  information  from  Mr.  Wright, 
who  has  lived  in  that  neighborhood  and  knows  all  the  parties. 

Enclosed  please  find  a  communication  from  General  Gordon  to 
Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock  in  relation  to  the  matter.

Sir:  You  have  asked  my  opinion  as  to  whether  you  were  justified 
in  causing  the  destruction  by  burning  of  private  houses  on  the  York 
River,  near  the  location  of  a  rebel  battery  which  fired  upon  my  mail 
boat  in  her  passage  from  Yorktown  to  West  Point,  Va.,  on  the  date  of 
the  23d  of  May,  1863.    This  rebel  battery,  secretly  placed  in  position, 
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opened  fire  on  an  unarmed  mail  and  passenger  boat  in  which  women 
and  children  are  often  conveyed,  and  on  which  women  were  passengers 
at  the  time  of  firing.  I  requested  you  to  proceed  to  the  position  of  the 
battery  as  soon  as  the  firing  was  reported  to  me.  You  went  immedi- 
ately, but  were  unable  to  inflict  any  punishment  upon  the  guerrillas, 
who  fled  at  your  approach.  Seeing  no  mode  of  properly  punishing  the 
perpetrators  of  this  outrage  and  preventing  its  recurrence,  but  by  a 
retaliatory  act  which  should  interest  the  residents  of  the  York  River 
in  petitioning  their  rulers  to  prevent  acts  not  justified  in  warfare  of 
civilized  nations,  I  suggested  the  burning  of  the  dwellings  immediately 
around  the  scene  of  the  firing.  You  took  the  responsibility  and  burned 
three  dwelling  houses.  I  entirely  justify  your  course,  and  commend 
its  efficient  workings  to  other  commanders.  Since  your  punishment  of 
guerrillas  not  another  shot  has  been  fired  at  my  boat.  Condemning  as  1 
do,  as  barbarous  in  the  extreme,  all  destruction  of  private  property  in 
the  land  of  an  enemy  not  made  necessary  by  the  exigencies  of  war,  I 
fully,  in  the  case  above,  justify  your  action.

Report  of  Captain  Boggs,  IT.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  condition  of  vessels 

under  his  command. 

U.  S.  S.  Sacramento, 
Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  May  23, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  report  of  a  survey  held  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
Monticello.  I  am  now  making  such  repairs  on  this  vessel  with  the 
limited  means  at  my  disposal  as  will  probably  enable  me  to  keep  her 
on  the  station  for  about  three  weeks  longer. 

The  Maratanza  having  been  dispatched  to  report  to  you  for  repairs, 
the  Dacotah  being  ordered  to  Norfolk  by  the  Department  for  the  same 
purpose,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  Monticello,  and  the  condition 
of  the  Victoria,  that  must  come  to  this  place  and  spend  at  least  ten 
days  in  patching  her  boilers  (arches  of  the  furnaces),  leave  so  small  a 
force  off  the  Western  Bar  as  to  make  the  blockade  only  nominal,  besides 
inviting  an  attack  from  the  enemy,  it'  they  have,  as  is  believed,  two 
small  ironclads — and  one  or  two  gunboats  ready  for  some  time  to 
run  out. 

I  have  endeavored  to  keep  you  informed  of  the  condition  of  the 
vessels  off  the  Western  Bar.  The  engineer  of  the  Minnesota,  to  whom 
they  appear  to  have  been  referred,  seems  to  think  the  vessels  are  not  in 
as  bad  a  condition  as  has  been  represented,  but  states  that  if  proper 
care  had  been  taken  of  the  boilers  they  would  be  in  better  order. 

Such  reports  do  not  affect  the  facts  in  the  case,  or  place  more  efficient 
vessels  on  the  blockade. 

Sir,  I  have  made  steaui  a  study,  and  assert  that  I  am  a  better  judge 
of  the  condition  of  engines  and  boilers  under  my  eye  than  any  engineer 
can  be  hundreds  of  miles  distant.

Sir :  I  would  most  respectfully  report  that  during  the  past  week  we 

have  not  spoken  any  vessels.    While  at  Yorktown  we  were  ordered  by 

Lieutenant-Commander  J.  H.  Gillis,  to  convoy  the  steamer  Swan  up 

the  York  River  to  West  Point,  [  Va.  ],  on  the  24th  of  May,  and  that  night 

lights  were  seen  on  the  point  where  the  Swan  had  been  fired  upon  the 

day  before.    I  was  requested  by  the  colonel  in  charge  to  proceed  down 

the  river  and  shell  the  place,  which  we  did,  throwing  16  shell,  and 

returned  in  the  morning.    Since  then  we  have  been  cruising  in  the 

Mobjack  and  up  the  bay  as  far  as  the  Piankatank  River,  guarding 

the  whole  line  as  much  as  possible  from  York  River  to  the  south  side 

of  the  Piankatank  River.

B.j 
Forbes,  in  a  letter  also  received  today,  thinks  that  if  the  Niphon  could 
cruise  on  an  arc  about  30  miles  out  from  the  inlet  she  would  be  able  to 
pick  up  some  of  the  blockade  breakers.  Her  commander  seems  to  be 
an  energetic  and  active  officer,  and  if  you  give  him  an  opportunity  to 
carry  out  one  or  both  of  these  plans  I  think  he  can  capture  some  of 
these  blockade  runners. 

You  must  look  out  against  a  surprise  from  the  enemy  inside,  who  may 
be  collecting  a  force  there.  No  effort  ot  vigilance  should  be  spared  to 
prevent  the  enemy  from  making  a  rendezvous  at  and  then  an  attack 
from  Wilmington.

Report  of  Commander  Davenport,    TJ.   S.  Navy,   regarding  assistance 
rendered  in  the  occupation  of  Wilkinson's  Point,  Neuse  River. 

TJ.  S.  S*  Hetzel, 
New  Berne,  May  26,  1863. 

Admiral:  The  recent  depredations  of  the  enemy  in  the  vicinity  of 
Wilkinson's  Point  rendered  it  necessary  to  take  some  action  upon  the 
subject,  ami  I  consequently  sent  three  gunboats,  the  Ceres,  Shawsheen, 
and  Br  inker,  with  launches,  etc.,  to  make  a  reconnoissance  there.  They 
entered  the  principal  creeks  on  both  sides  of  the  river  and  captured 
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or  destroyed  a  number  of  small  schooners  and  boats  of  all  descrip- 
tions, but  saw  nothing  of  the  enemy. 

General  Foster  has  now  determined  to  occupy  Wilkinson's  Point,  and 
a  regiment  left  this  place  today  for  that  purpose.  The  gunboats  will 
remain  to  cover  the  landing  of  these  troops,  and  it  will  probably  be 
necessary  to  keep  one  there  to  protect  them,  at  least  until  they  have 
erected  batteries  sufficient  for  their  own  defense. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  large 
number  of  small  prize  schooners  and  boats  lying  at  anchor  here,  which 
are  of  no  use  to  us  and  which  we  have  no  means  of  sending  north.  I 
recommend  that  I  be  allowed  to  sell  them  here,  placing  the  proceeds  to 
the  credit  of  the  Government.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Gregory,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8. 
Western  World,  regarding  boat  expedition  to  Milford  Haven,  May  27, 
1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Western  World, 
PianJcatanJc  River,  Virginia,  May  27, 1863. 

Sir  :  Having  learned  from  contrabands  coming  on  board  that  a  canoe 
had  run  the  blockade  the  day  previous  from  the  eastern  shore  of  Vir- 
ginia into  Stutt's  Creek,  Mathews  County,  Va.,  situated  midway  from 
Piankatank  River  and  the  bay  in  Milford  Haven,  I  dispatched  two 
boats  at  5  o'clock  a.  in.  to  catch  them,  and  when  the  boats  were  about 
to  enter  Stutt's  Creek  two  large  sailboats  were  discovered  coming 
from  seaward  through  the  thoroughfare  (the  ship  channel  from  seaward 
in  Milford  Haven) ;  gave  chase,  and  the  boats  put  into  Stokes  [Stock's] 
Creek  (the  first  creek  out  of  Milford  Haven  from  the  bay),  and  the 
parties  landed  and  made  their  way  toward  the  woods;  threw  out  our 
pickets  and  discovered  some  of  them;  gave  chase  and  captured  two 
prisoners — one  named  E.  C.  Everson,  who  stated  that  he  was  from 
California,  and  L.  J.  Handy,  who  stated  he  was  from  Maryland  and  is 
in  the  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  It 
was  impossible  to  state  the  exact  amount  each  had,  but  between  them 
the  parties  had  $472  in  Confederate  paper,  a  sight  draft  for  $500,  paya- 
ble at  Baltimore,  and  dated  at  Richmond,  Va.,  and  $191.78  in  specie. 
We  destroyed  one  of  their  boats  and  placed  the  goods  in  the  other, 
which  we  have  now  upon  this  vessel,  consisting  of  three  trunks  of  per- 
sonal baggage  and  a  box  of  millinery  goods,  which  were  found  in  the 
chased  boats.  I  turned  the  within-mentioned  goods  and  prisoners  over 
to  the  U.  S.  storeship  Brandytcine,  as  per  your  order. 

Mr.  Everson  was  very  particular  to  state  that  he  was  a  "Southern- 
rights  man,"  and  that  he  was  sorry  he  had  not  shot  my  paymaster,  and 
that  if  he  knew  then  what  he  does  now  he  would  have  done  so,  and 
also  that  they  intended  to  fight  us  if  we  came,  and  would  have  done  so 
had  he  not  been  surprised.

Sir:  I  have  tlie  honor  to  report  that  on  the  L'Tth  ultimo  Acting 
Ensign  ltoss,  in  charge  of  the  first  cutter,  accompanied  by  myself,  started 
from  the  steamer  at  -"i  o'clock  a.  in.  to  find,  if  possible,  a  large  eaimc 
which  had  ran  into  Stutt's  Creek  the  day  previous  from  across  the 
eastern  shore  of  Virginia.  We  were  about  rounding  Breeze  Point,  the 
end  separating  the  peninsula  between  Mil  ford  Haven  and  Stutt's  Creek, 
Virginia,  when  we  discovered  two  boats  coming  in  from  seaward,  and 
evidently  iu  great  haste.  We  immediately  gave  chase;  they  soon  turned 
into  Stokes  |Stock's]  Creek;  we  followed,  and  could  see  a  number  of 
men,  as  well  as  three  women,  landing  at  the  premises  of  Arclib.  Iludgins, 
in  Stokes  JStoek's]  Creek.  We  were  so  near  they  were  obliged  to 
leave  the  contents  of  the  boats  in  them,  save  a  trunk  they  removed  to  a 
wood  pile,  and  tried  to  conceal  it  by  piling  wood  upon  it.  Mr.  Ross 
having  placed  the  contents  of  the  two  boats  iu  one,  destroyed  the  other, 
it  being  of  little  value.  I  discovered  just  then  several  men  running 
from  one  piece  of  woods  to  another  about  three  -quarters  of  a  mile  distant, 
and  obtained  permission  of  Mr.  Ross  to  try  and  secure  them  as  prison- 
ers, having  been  informed  they  were  a  portion  of  the  party  who  came 
in  the  boats  captured.  I  took  two  men  with  me  and  ran  after  them. 
The  two  men  and  myself  ran  about  three  miles,  when  1  discovered  them 
in  an  open  space  about  half  a  mile  distant,  evidently  resting  from  their 
long  run.  1  crept  cautiously  through  the  woods  until  quite  near,  and, 
seeing  a  larger  force  than  I  had,  was  inclined  to  give  up  mychase,  but 
thought  I  would  try  and  capture  something  from  them  before  I  did  so. 
I  gave  instructions  to  the  men  to  make  as  much  noise  as  possible  when 
I  should  seize  them,  so  as  to  give  the  idea  that  our  force  was  larger 
than  theirs,  or  at  least  as  huge.  There  were  six  in  their  party,  and  tell- 
ing the  men  the  three  men  they  were  to  pick  and  light,  I  jumped  the  fence 
to  secure  the  others,  all  of  whom  were  armed  with  revolvers.  In  jump 
ing  over  I  gave  sundry  orders  to  men  that  were  apparently  at  hand,  so 
as  10  deceive  my  foes.  1  rushed  up  to  the  first  man,  seizing  him  by  the 
beard,  stating  |that|  he  was  my  prisoner  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States  Government,  at  the  same  time  drawing  this  man  to  a  second, 
who  was  just  about  to  lire  on  me:  I  jilso  arrested  him,  and  immediately 
drew  fire  on  a  third,  who  was  aiming  his  piece  at  me.  The  men  jumped 
over,  at  which  time  the  strangers  tied,  save  the  two  I  had  secured.  I 
searched  their  persons  and  found  on  them  $471'  in  Confederate  money, 
$191.78  in  specie,  a  sight  draft  payable  in  Baltimore  for  ¥W0,  a  docu- 
ment certifying  that  Evert  Eversou  was  the  name  of  one  of  the  prison- 
ers. The  other  was  named  L.  J.  Handy,  engaged  in  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  of  the  Southern  Army.  I  returned  to  the  boat  with  the 
two  men  captured,  and  reported  to  Mr.  Ross  ray  proceedings,  and.  Ink 
ing  the  boat  in  tow,  we  started  for  the  ship.  I,  being  very  tired,  fell 
aBleep,  as  I  was  up  all  the  night  previous  assisting  in  taking  the  gom' 
from  Bob  Simmons,  and  did  not  awake  until  I  got  alongside.  I  Emmet 
ately  reported  what  I  had  done  to  yon  verbally.

Sir:  A  report*  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  dated  May  ti, 
laa  information  of  recent  naval  operations  in  Albemarle  Sound  and  its 
tributary  streams. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  French,  who  was  sent  with  the  While- 
head  to  cruise  about  the  eastern  end  of  the  sound  to  break  up  (he 
contraband  trade  tin-re.  under  date  of  the  .1th  reported  to  Lieutenant- 
Coinmaudcr  Flusser  that  on  the  36th  ultimo  he  captured  a  large  two- 
masted  boat  (without  decks)  containing  sonic  500  pounds  Of  tobacco, 
sailed  and  owned  by  a  Mr.  Sawyer,  of  Edentou,  who  acknowledges 
himself  a  rebel;  be  was  bound  to  Xag's  Head  after  goods. 

In  the  Alligator  River  he  reports  that  he  captured  or  destroyed  sev- 
era]  boats  which  were  engaged  in  illicit  traffic,  and  seized  on  shore  in 
different  places,  pork,  bacon,  leather,  tobacco,  bags,  lard,  and  tallow, 
belonging  to  persons  who,  as  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  French 
says,  are  directly  engaged  in  supplying  the  rebel  army,  as  the  proof  is, 
in  my  opinion,  from  perfectly  reliable  men.  Their  houses  are  said  to 
be  used  as  depots  for  rebel  supplies. 

The  Valley  City  was  sent  up  the  Chowan  River.  Under  date  of  the 
4th.  her  commanding  officer  reported  the  capture  or  destruction  of  sev- 
eral boats,  the  dispersion  of  rebel  pickets,  the  capture  of  their  arms. 
He  ascended  as  fur  as  the  State  line.  Ou  his  return,  he  sent  Acting 
Ensign  J.  Cullaton  on  shore  with  an  armed  boat's  crew  and  burned  the 
grist  mill  of  J.  B.  Hare,  which,  as  he  learned  from  papers  found  on  the 
premises,  was  grinding  corn  for  the  rebel  cavalry.  While  proceeding 
down  the  river,  the  rebels  opened  fire  on  the  Valley  City.  Acting 
Knsign  Johu  Cullaton  received  a  serious,  though  not  fatal,  wound 
through  the  groin  by  a  ritlc  ball.  The  Valley  City  replied  promptly 
with  musketry,  shell,  grape,  and  canister,  killing  and  wounding,  it  is 
mpnosed,  a  number  of  the  rebels. 

Lieutenant  -Commander  Flusser  reports  that  lately,  when  at  Hert- 
ford, on  the  Perquimans  River,  the  rebels  were  all  about  gathering  in 
provisions  for  their  army  at  Suffolk. 

He  lauded  at  Uyman's  Ferry,  on  the  Roanoke  River,  with  soldiers  and 
sailors,  captured  a  cavalry  picket  of  four  meu,  with  their  arms,  in  which 
affair  William  Benson,  of  the  Commodore  Perry,  was  severely,  though 
not  dangerously,  wounded  by  a  rifiu  ball  through  the  right  shoulder. 

Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser  has  taken  command  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Miami. 

I  beg  to  be  informed  what  disposition  should  be  made  of  property 
seined  as  above,  the  special  Treasury  agent  not  having  yet  arrived  in 
any  district  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  sounds  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  approved  March  lit,  1863.  Two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty-two  pounds  of  the  pork  and  bacon  were  turned  over  to  the 
quartermaster,  who  gave  a  receipt  for  the  Same, 

Should  the  quartermaster  account  for  this  to  the  Treasury  agent 
when  he  arrives!

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S. 
Navy,  transmitting  information  regarding  legal  maritime  prize. 

Navy  Department,  May  28, 1863. 

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  No.  566,  dated  the  25th  instant,  as  to  what  is 
subject  for  naval  capture  or  legal  maritime  prize,  what  is  to  be  seized 
and  adjudicated  as  prize,  and  what  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the  special 
Treasury  agent,  etc.,  I  transmit  herewith  a  letter  from  Charles  Eames, 
esq.,  counsel  for  Potomac  Flotilla,  who  was  consulted  by  Commodore 
Harwood  on  the  same  subject.  Mr.  Eames  was  associated  with  the 
Attorney-General  and  selected  by  that  officer  in  arguing  the  important 
prize  cases  before  the  Supreme  Court,  and  has  given  the  subject  special 
attention.

Commodore:  After  careful  consideration  of  the  general  prize  law 
and  jurisdiction  of  the  several  acts  of  Congress  bearing  upon  it  in  this 
country,  and  especially  of  the  acts  approved  July  13,  1861,  May  20, 
1862,  and  March  12,  1863, 1  am  of  opinion,  and  advise  you — 

That  all  commercial  property  affected  with  enemy  character  is,  when 
captured  on  land  by  exclusively  naval  forces,  liable  to  condemnation 
primarily  as  prize  of  war; 

That  commercial  property  owned  by  persons  having  residence  and 
commercial  domicil  either  in  the  loyal  or  disloyal  States  and  actually 
engaged  in  transit  without  license  from  our  Government  between  such 
loyal  and  disloyal  States,  or  from  the  one  section  into  the  other,  is,  dur- 
ing the  war,  always  so  affected  with  enemy  character,  unless  the  same 
be  so  in  transit  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  military  or  naval  forces, 
or  as  permitted  sutlers'  supplies,  and  in  case  any  part  of  the  said  prop- 
erty, though  ostensibly  destined  to  the  Army  or  Navy  use,  be,  in  reality, 
destined  for  general  consumption  in  the  enemy  country  ?  then,  upon 
proof  of  such  intention,  it  is  also,  when  captured  on  land  m  transit  by 
naval  forces,  exclusively,  primarily  liable  to  condemnation  as  prize  of 
war;  but  such  property  when  transported  by  sutlers  or  others  in  viola- 
tion of  the  conditions  of  their  permit,  or  without  due  authority,  but 
exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  military  or  naval  forces, 
and  not  for  general  use  in  the  enemy  country  is,  when  so  captured,  not 
liable  to  condemnation  as  prize  of  war,  save  when  it  is  captured  in 
violation  of  blockade,  in  which  case  it  is  primarily  prize  of  war,  being 
in  other  cases  subject  only  to  forfeiture  under  the  statutes; 

That  when  blockade  is  established  and  maintained  by  naval  forces, 
all  unlicensed  commercial  property  whatever,  when  captured  by  naval 
forces  exclusively,  in  transit  on  land,  witli  immediate  destination  and 
purpose  to  violate  such  blockade,  is  always  primarily  prize  of  war. 

1  further  advise  you  that  in  all  cases  of  capture  of  prize  of  war  by 
the  naval  forces  under  your  commaud,  it  is  proper  for  you,  as  the  law 
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now  stands,  to  place  all  such  captured  property,  together  with  the 
regular  proofs  of  such  capture,  whether  made  on  land  or  water,  as  soon 
as  possible,  in  the  custody  of  the  prize  commissioners;  and  in  all  cases 
of  seizure  on  land  or  water  by  the  forces  under  your  command  of  prop- 
erty not  of  the  quality  known  as  contraband  of  war,  and  not  prize 
of  war,  but  liable  to  forfeiture,  then  it  is  your  duty,  under  existing 
laws,  to  turn  the  same  over,  not  to  the  prize  commissioner,  but  to  a 
duly  appointed  agent  of  the  Treasury,  empowered  to  receive  the  same, 
if  any  such  agent  shall  have  been  so  appointed  and  empowered  within 
the  limits  of  your  command.  I  advise  you  that  in  all  cases  of  capture 
of  prize  of  war  ou  land  by  the  naval  forces  under  your  command,  it  is 
especially  desirable  that  all  the  circumstances  of  such  capture,  and  all 
the  facts  tending  to  fix  upon  the  property  captured  the  quality  of  prize 
of  war,  should  be  carefully  set  forth  by  affidavit  of  the  captors,  and  if 
possible  also  under  oath  by  the  persons  out  of  whose  possession  or 
control  the  property  is  captured. 

I  do  not  intend  to  apply  any  of  these  observations  to  the  case  of  any 
property  not  in  transit,  abandoned,  or  left  derelict,  such  property  being, 
as  it  appears  to  me,  specially  and  exclusively  provided  for  in  the  act  ot 
March  12, 1863,  save  only  when  it  is  abandoned  or  left  derelict  in  the 
coarse  of  unlawful  transit  affecting  it  as  above  stated  with  the  quality 
of  prize  of  war. 

Should  these  observations  conform  to  your  own  views,  and  in  any 
way  influence  your  official  orders  or  proceedings  hereafter,  then  I  sug- 
gest that  it  may  be  proper  for  you  to  transmit,  unless  you  see  some 
objection  to  so  doing,  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.

Off  Newport  News,  Ya.,  May  28, 1863. 

Sir:  I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  report  from  Captain  Case,  dated  23d 
instant  and  received  to-day,  which  shows  that  General  Foster  will  lose 
12,000  men  in  a  fortnight  and  that  he  will  need  10,000  men  and  his 
siege  artillery  now  afloat  in  South  Carolina  to  enable  him  to  occupy 
Smith's  Island.  1  am  informed  on  reliable  authority  that  General 
Foster  will  have  but  4,700  troops  left  when  the  number  above  mentioned 
is  discharged.  It  is  certainly  so  very  desirable  to  take  advantage  of 
the  present  mild  weather  and  occupy  Smith's  Island,  that  I  venture 
further  to  urge  the  importance  of  giving  General  Foster  troops  and 
artillery  to  enable  him  to  initiate  the  land  part  of  the  operations 
designed  for  getting  possession  of  the  entrances  to  Cape  Fear  River.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  May  23,  I860. 

Sir  :  Oaptain  Boggs  and  myself  went  to  New  Berne  day  before  yester- 
day to  have  an  interview  with  General  Foster  in  regard  to  the  occupa- 
tion of  Smith's  Island.  The  general  is  desirous  to  move,  but  is  unable 
to  do  so  for  the  want  of  men  and  guns.  Some  12,000  men,  he  states, 
will  leave  the  department  for  the  North  in  the  next  two  or  three  weeks, 
which  will  put-hitn  in  a  defensive  position  only.  His  siege  train  was 
taken  to  South  Carolina,  and  when  last  heard  of  was  still  afloat  there; 
had  not  been  landed.  To  occupy  the  island  he  would  require,  he  says, 
some  10,000  men  aud  the  guns  from  South  Carolina,  or  a  like  number 
from  some  other  quarter.  I  trust  that  he  may  be  able  to  obtain  them. 
The  object  is  very  important.  The  enemy.  Captain  Boggs  informs  me, 
have  already  commenced  occupying  the  west  end  of  the  island,  and 
unless  we  can  make  a  move  speedily  to  dislodge  them,  they  will  have 
it  so  fortified  that  there  will  be  great  difficulty  in  doing  so  after  the 
works  are  complete.  The  rebels  work  all  the  time  and  rapidly.  I 
inferred  from  what  the  general  said  that  he  would  require  some  aid  in 
obtaining  the  men,  and  although  he  did  not  name  any  one,  I  thought  it 
was  you  from  whom  he  expected  the  aid  to  come.  I  look  upon  the  pos- 
session of  Smith's  Island  as  of  the  utmost  importance.  With  it  we 
certainly  could  control  (partially)  at  least  one  entrance  to  Wilmington, 
and,  having  that,  could  soon  become  masters  of  the  other.  Without  it 
the  expense  of  keeping  up  the  blockade  will  be  immense  as  well  as  very 
difficult.

Report  of  Captain  Boggs,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  inefficiency  of  the 
blockade  in  view  of  the  absence  of  vessels  for  repairs. 

U.  S.  S.  Sacramento, 
Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  May  28,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  received  a  communication  in  your  absence  from  Fleet 
Captain  Crosby,  informing  me  that  the  Department  by  telegraph 
directed  the  ordering  of  the  steamer  Dacotah  to  Hampton  1  toads  for 
temporary  repairs.  Presuming  that  the  Department  was  not  aware  at 
the  time  of  the  fact  of  the  Maratanza  having  been  sent  North  on 
report  of  survey  for  repairs,  and  that  the  Monti  cello  is  also  reported  by 
survey  (originals  sent  you)  as  absolutely  necessary  to  be  sent  North  in 
the  exercise  of  what  1  believe  to  be  sound  discretion,  1  have  deter 
mined  to  retain  the  Dacotah  until  relieved  or  actually  unable  to  move 
under  steam  (had  as  she  is,  she  is  still  better  than  either  of  the  others), 
as  when  unable  to  steam  it  is  possible  for  her  to  reach  a  Northern  port 
under  sail.  While  at  Beaufort,  all  the  repairs  possible  were  made  on 
the  Monticello,  and  1  thought  she  would  be  able  to  hold  out  for  two  weeks 
until  your  pleasure  could  be  known,  but  she  is  again  disabled  and  has 
to  blow  down  to  day  for  repairs.  The  absence  of  these  three  vessels 
will  leave  on  the  blockade  off  this  bar  the  Sacramento,  Ghocura,  Vic- 
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taria,  and  steam  tug  Violet  The  Sacramento  must  leave  at  least 
once  in  four  weeks  for  coal;  her  absence  would  leave  the  blockade  off 
this  bar  so  weak  as  to  invite  a  raid.  The  blockade  vessels  from  their 
very  weakness  would  be  captured  or  driven  cff,  and  then  a  bombastic 
proclamation  would  be  issued  "that  the  blockade  was  raised,"  and  you 
well  know  what  effect  this  would  have  "over  the  water"  and  on  our 
own  people. 

The  force  now  on  either  side  of  the  shoal  is  far  too  small  to  make  an 
effective  blockade,  as  evident  by  the  number  of  vessels  that  get  in  and 
out  during  the  night,  but  we  see  none  passing  during  the  day. 

As  senior  officer  off  this  bar  1  think  it  my  duty  to  lay  the  case 
plainly  before  you.  I  believe  every  officer  displays  the  utmost  activity 
•and  zeal  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  but  we  must  not  be  expected 
to  perform  impossibilities.  The  great  strength  of  the  forts  prevents 
our  lying  as  close  in  as  would  be  desirable.  A  few  vessels  constantly 
cruising  on  the  inner  edge  of  the  Gulf  Stream  would  add  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  blockade,  as  there  would  be  a  chance  of  seeing  the  block- 
ade runners  after  leaving  port  or  before  making  the  land.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  two  letters 
from  Commander  Crosby,  fleet  captain,  of  the  18th  instant,  one  of 
which  enclosed  copies  of  letters,  the  originals  of  which  were  received 
at  the  hands  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Wilkinson.  Mr.  W.  arrived 
safely,  having  made  the  last  trip  before  the  capture  of  the  steamers 
Arrow  and  Emily  by  the  enemy.  I  do  not  think  I  sent  any  by  that 
route ;  if  so,  they  were  unimportant.  I  have  noted  the  remarks  with  ref- 
erence to  the  boiler  for  the  Cerea,  and  will  send  her  to  you  upon  receiv- 
ing orders  to  that  effect.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  her  in  running 
order  until  that  time.  The  Lockwood  is  about  as  sadly  out  of  repair 
as  the  Ceres. 

In  my  letter  of  the  22d  instant  I  informed  you  that  General  Foster 
had  sent  a  small  force  to  Wilkinson's  Point  with  the  view  of  occupying 
it.  To-day  he  withdrew  it,  finding  the  place  not  suitable.  I  shall 
keep  a  gunboat  cruising  in  the  river  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  such 
disasters  as  those  which  happened  to  the  schooners  Sea  Bird  and 
Mary  Eliza. 

Quite  a  large  part  of  General  Foster's  force  will  return  home  during 
the  next  month,  their  time  having  expired.  He  ought  to  be  largely 
reinforced.

N~avy,  regarding  assistance 
extended  in  the  evacuation  of  West  Point,  Va.,  May  31-June  1, 1863. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  June  2, 1863. 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  yonr  instructions  to  render  such  assistance 
to  General  Keyes  as  he  might  require  in  the  movement  of  troops,  and 
at  the  general's  request  on  Sunday  morning,  31st  ultimo,  I  went  up  to 
West  Point,  convoying  some  transports,  and  to  assist  in  covering  the 
evacuation  of  that  place. 

I  arrived  about  4  o'clock  and  immediately  stationed  the  vessels  there, 
the  Morse,  Mystic,  and  Commodore  Jones,  in  such  positions  as  would 
effectually  prevent  anything  like  an  attack,  and  the  work  of  evacuation 
commenced.  Some  eight  or  nine  transports  had  arrived  and  each  in 
their  turn  was  laden  as  quietly  as  possible  and  moved  down  the  river. 
By  the  morning  of  the  1st  of  June  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  one 
company  of  cavalry  thrown  out  as  pickets  were  all  that  were  left  of  our 
forces  at  West  Point,  and  as  soon  as  all  the  commissary  and  quarter- 
master  stores,  tents,  baggage,  etc.,  were  on  board  the  transports,  these 
were  called  in  and  were  immediately  embarked,  and  at  6 :  45  p.  m.  every- 
thing belonging  to  the  U.  S.  Government  was  safely  on  board  of  the 
different  vessels,  and  the  fleet  stood  down  the  river,  the  gunboats 
occupying  the  advance  and  rear.  Much  to  the  surprise  of  every  one, 
the  movement  was  unattended  by  any  demonstration  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy,  not  a  shot  being  tired. 

The  last  of  the  fleet  arrived  here  about  11  o'clock  last  night,  and  were 
unloaded  with  so  much  dispatch  that  this  morning  a  casual  observer 
would  never  notice  that  such  a  thing  had  occurred. 

In  addition  to  covering  the  operations,  the  gunboats  assisted  in  the 
transportation,  the  Morse  taking  on  board  a  quantity  of  oats  and  hay, 
which  was  placed  around  and  served  to  protect  her  machinery;  the 
Commodore  Jones  and  Mystic  both  brought  down  a  large  quantity  of 
ammunition  in  boxes.  I  await  your  instructions  as  to  the  disposition 
to  be  nmde  of  the  Morse  and  Mystic,  and  until  I  hear  from  you  will  keep 
the  Morse  on  bio  kade  duty.  The  Mystic  is  so  broken  down  that  she 
is  perfectly  unfit  for  cruising.  1  have  made  enquiries  in  regard  to  the 
burning  of  the  buildings  at  Brick  House  Point  by  Captain  Babcock  and 
will  make  a  full  report  of  the  circumstances  and  send  it  down  to-morrow. 
From  all  I  can  learn,  his  action  in  the  matter  was  perfectly  justifiable, 
if  retaliatory  measures  are  to  be  used. 

My  time  has  been  so  constantly  occupied  in  assisting  in  the  move- 
ments for  the  last  two  days  that  1  have  been  obliged  to  defer  several 
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reports,  and  being  completely  broken  down  now,  for  want  of  rest,  must 
be  my  excuse  for  the  brevity  of  this.

Admiral  :  In  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  in  your  letter  of 
the  25th  instant,  I  called  upon  General  Foster  and  had  a  long  inter- 
view with  hi  in  upon  the  subject  of  removing  the  obstructions  in  the 
various  rivers  in  North  Carolina.  I  had  directed  Commander  Renshaw 
to  remove  those  in  the  Pamlico  River,  which  has  been  done.  There  are 
a  number  of  sunken  vessels  here,  and  the  general  thinks  with  me  that 
it  would  be  the  better  plan  to  ask  the  special  agent  of  the  Treasury 
Department  to  regard  them  as  abandoned  property,  and  to  contract 
with  a  "  wrecking  man  "  here  to  remove  them  upon  the  terms  indicated 
in  my  letter  to  you  of  September  22, 1862.  If  this  can  not  be  done,  I 
should  like  authority  to  make  such  contracts  as  may  be  advisable  to 
attain  this  object. 

I  embrace  this  occasion  to  thank  you  for  your  approval  of  the  course 
pursued  by  me  during  the  siege  of  Washington. 

The  necessary  repairs  (except  boilers)  upon  the  vessels  in  the  sounds 
could  be  done  here  "to  a  sufficient  extent  to  enable  them  to  perform 
service  until  they  can  be  spared  to  be  sent  north  for  repairs,"  provided 
I  shall  be  supplied  with  plank,  oakum,  nails,  tacks,  etc.,  for  all  of 
which  I  have  sent  requisitions.

Sib:  I  took  advantage  to-day  of  the  opportunity  supplied  by  the 
visit  of  Commander  Thrupp,  of  H.  B.  M.  8.  Desperate,  and  referred  to  in 
my  No.  G04  of  this  date,  to  inform  him  that  I  had  been  instructed  that 
supplies  could  not  be  admitted  within  the  blockade  for  foreign  men-of- 
war,  but  that,  under  those  instructions,  I  could  furnish  enough  coal  to 
any  such  vessel  needing  it  to  enable  her  to  go  to  Annapolis  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  her  wants. 

I  told  him  that  these  instructions  were  given  me  on  the  3d  of  Jan- 
uary, in  consequence  of  my  having  admitted  a  coal  vessel  for  H.  B.  M.  8. 
Petrel;  that  the  officer  in  charge,  during  my  recent  absence,  had 
admitted  coal  lor  H.  B.  M.  8.  Rinaldo  on  the  19th  ultimo,  being  igno- 
rant of  my  orders  on  the  subject.  Commander  Thrupp  replied  that  he 
was  glad  to  be  informed  of  these  instructions,  as  it  would  prevent 
inconvenience,  but  that  he  thought  there  could  be  no  objection  to  an 
English  man-of-war  coaling  outside  of  the  blockade  oft'  Charleston,  and 
that  the  case  was  the  same  here.  I  considered  the  two  cases  were  not 
similar. 

Commander  Thrupp  further  stated  that  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
obtaining  coal  from  Colonel  Thomas,  quartermaster  at  Fort  Monroe, 
who  would  order  more  down  in  its  stead.  I  have  called  General  Dix's 
attention  to  this  and  informed  him  that  supplies  brought  within  the 
blockade  for  the  army  aud  furnished  to  foreign  men-of-war  was  a 
violation  of  the  instructions  of  the  Navy  Department  for  the  preserva 
tion  of  the  blockade. 

I  will  here  mention  that  soon  after  receiving  the  Department's  order 
of  January  3, 1863,  on  this  subject  I  called  on  General  Dix  and  men- 
tioned it  to  him.

Admiral  :  When  I  received  your  letter  of  the  23d  of  April,  advising 
me  that  you  considered  the  President's  proclamation  of  the  31st  March 
as  superseding  his  order  of  the  11th  of  November  last,  I  bad  no  infor- 
mation on  the  subject  to  warrant  me  in  giving  it  a  definite  answer.  I 
have  recently,  and  in  several  instances,  seen  letters  from  the  Treasury 
Department  informing  individuals,  in  reply  to  enquiries  made  by  them, 
that  the  whole  matter  of  trade  with  Norfolk  was  still  under  my  control 
by  virtue  of  the  order  referred  to.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  opening  of  a  new 

Confederate  battery  near  Fort  Fisher. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  June  3, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  the  rebels  opened  a  new  battery  to-day  a 
few  hundred  yards  north  of  Fort  Fisher.  The  first  intimation  we  had 
of  its  being  there  was  a  trinl  of  the  range  of  its  guns.  The  fact  of  the 
battery  being  in  line  of  view  with  some  barracks  and  some  other  build- 
ings prevented  its  recognition  at  an  earlier  date. 

1  send  you  a  sketch  of  the  several  batteries  at  Federal  Point,  south 
of  and  including  Fort  Fisher.  The  flagstaff  on  Fort  Fisher  bears  per 
compass  N.  88°  W.,  distant  4J  miles. 

The  slopes  of  the  Mound  are  now  being  sodded.  A  large  gang  of 
meu  is  at  work  on  top  daily  preparing  it,  we  think,  for  the  guns. 

Large  gangs  of  men  are  also  daily  at  work  enlarging  Battery  No.  5, 
apparently  preparing  it  for  casemates. 

Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven  reported,  yesterday,  seeing  men 
on  Smith's  Island;  he  could  not  discover  any  work  going  on,  but 
thought  they  were  watching  the  movements  of  the  Penobscot. 

The  rebels  have  reoccupied  the  batteries  near  the  head  of  the  sound, 
about  4£  miles  N.  by  E.  from  Fort  Fisher.  They  fire  from  them 
frequently  with  the  small  Whitworth  guns,  but  as  yet  without  striking 
any  of  the  vessels.  For  a  long  time  no  notice  was  taken  of  their  firing, 
but  now  it  is  returned,  and  I  have  given  directions  to  fire  at  all  signal 
lights  shown  at  night.  They  have  at  least  one  heavy  gun  in  the  maip 
battery,  and  move  the  lighter  ones  up  and  down  the  beach  as  requi 
There  appear  to  be  small  earthworks  for  their  protection  all  along* 
beach  as  far  as  Masonboro  Inlet.    I  can  see  no  change  in  the  deft 
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at  Zeek's   Island.    The  vessels  are  never  tired  at  from  it,  though 
frequently  within  short  rifle  range.

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  June  5,  1863. 

My  Dear  Davenport:  I  am  on  the  doctor's  list,  and  have  had 
more  sickness  for  the  last  two  weeks  than  1  have  had  before  for  several 
months. 

While  I  was  abed  I  got  Furniss  to  write  to  you  about  our  search  for 
the  two  steamers  captured  in  the  Albemarle  and  Chesapeake  Canal. 
He  did  not  mention  that  he  lost  ji  launch  while  going  down  the  sound ; 
the  launch  was  old  and  of  little  value.  While  up  the  Blackwater,  after 
the  Perry  and  Valley  City  grounded,  I  went  up  to  within  a  mile  of  South 
Quay,  where  I  was  informed  the  enemy  hud  a  battery.  I  intended,  had 
the  water  not  been  so  low,  to  push  by  this  and  leave  the  Valley  City 
there  to  prevent  the  rebs  from  obstructing  the  passage,  but  I  did  not 
dare  go  by  with  the  Whitehead  alone,  as  the  abutments  of  the  bridge 
remain  there  yet,  and  one  or  twro  large  trees  lodged  against  them  would 
have  effectually  barred  our  return.  If  the  water  had  been  higher,  I 
think  we  would  have  sunk  or  made  the  rebels  burn  the  steamers. 

1  send  down  to-day,  by  the  Massaxoit,  Paymaster  Anderson,  who  has 
charge  of  several  prisoners  to  be  turned  over  to  you.     Gregory  is  a 
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guerrilla  and  should  be  held  on  to;  Miller  is  suspected  of  being  one 
also.  These  two  were  caught  with  Kehoe  at  a  notorious  place  of  resort 
for  blockade  runners  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Chowan.  Kehoe  should 
be  detained  at  least  until  it  can  be  ascertained  whether  he  was  com- 
missioned at  the  time  he  murdered  one  of  Dodge's  cavalry  near 
Edenton.  Send  me  the  date  of  his  commission  and  I  will  make  enquiry 
about  the  subject. 

I  send  you  Furniss's  report  of  operations  in  the  Chowan.  Woodward 
and  French  are  both  there  now.  The  articles  mentioned  in  Furniss's 
report  were  sent  down  in  the  Underwriter.  Can't  you  turn  Kehoe  and 
Gregory  over  to  General  Foster  and  get  him  to  hold  them!  They 
might  conveniently  be  forgotten  when  once  incarcerated.  I  send 
receipts  for  coal  to  schooners  Eagle  and  Aquilla,  also  receipted  bill  of 
lading  of  former.  No  bill  of  lading  was  sent  up  for  the  Aquilla.  The 
captain  had  one  which  I  signed  for  103£$$g  tons;  he  should  have 
delivered  109  tons. 

I  send  receipts  for  some  articles  taken  at  Murfreesboro  and  turned 
over  to  quartermaster.  Will  you  enquire  of  Admiral  Lee  whether 
ensigns  are  wardroom  officers,  and  whether  the  proceedings  of  sum- 
mary courts-martial  are  to  be  sent  in,  and  to  whom,  or  only  the  pun- 
ishments mentioned  on  the  bimensal  returns  f  By  the  bye,  I've  seen 
no  printed  forms  for  punishment  returns.  Adios.  Remember  me  to 
army  and  navy  friends.

Joint  military  and  naval  expedition  in  the  Mattapony  River,  Virginia, 

June  3-5,  1863. 

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  transmitting  additional  reports. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  June  7, 1863. 

Sir:  The  enclosed  report  from  Lieutenant-Commander  J..H.  Gillis, 
commanding  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Morris,  dated  June  6,  relates  to  a 
joint  expedition  of  army  and  naval  forces  up  the  Mattapony  River. 

Tbe  main  object  of  the  expedition,  according  to  Major-General  Keyes, 
was  to  destroy  a  foundry  at  a  point  on  the  Mattapony  River,  some  ten 
miles  above  Walkerton,  where  it  was  said  ordnance  matter  was  manu- 
factured for  the  enemy. 

With  this  purpose  400  infantry,  on  the  morning  of  June  4,  embarked 
at  Yorktown  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Morris,  Lieutenant- Com- 
mander Gillis,  the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones,  Lieutenant-Commander 
Mitchell,  the  army  gunboat  Smith  Briggs,  and  the  transport  Winnissimet. 

The  expedition  proceeded  to  Walkerton,  about  20  miles  above  West 
Point,  on  the  Mattapony  River,  where  it  arrived  at  2  a.  m.  of  the  5th. 

Here  the  troops  were  landed  and  marched  to  Ayletts,  where  the 
objects  of  the  expedition  were  successfully  accomplished  and  the  foun- 
dry, with  all  its  machinery,  together  with  mills,  grain,  etc.,  destroyed. 
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The  land  forces  also  destroyed  grain  at  otber  places  and  captured 
horses,  mules,  and  cattle,  and  at  5:30  p.  m.  reembarked. 

The  vigilant  dispositions  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Oillis  kept  the 
river  below  clear,  and  the  rebels,  attempting  demonstrations  at  several 
points  on  the  banks,  were  dispersed  by  the  gunboats. 

The  navy  had  no  casualties. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  entire  success  of  the  expedition  was  owing 
to  our  evacuation  of  West  Point  only  five  days  before,  thus  precluding 
the  probability  of  any  immediate  movement  in  that  direction  and 
throwing  the  enemy  off  his  guard. 

The  report  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis  is  accompanied  by  that 
of  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell  and  a  copy  of  the  preliminary  order 
01  Major-General  Keyes.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Yorktown,  Ya.,  June  £,  1863. 

Sib:  On  the  morning  of  the  3d  instant  General  E.  D.  Keyes  informed 
me  that  he  had  an  expedition  on  foot  for  the  purpose  of  striking 
an  effective  blow  at  the  enemy,  and  asked  for  my  cooperation  and 
wished  me  to  start  at  once,  but  the  boiler  of  this  vessel  having  com- 
menced to  leak  very  badly  the  day  before  I  was  obliged  to  repair  it, 
and  by  working  all  night  I  was  ready  to  render  such  assistance  on  the 
following  day  as  the  general  might  require,  and  having  informed  him 
of  my  readiness  every  preparation  was  at  once  made  to  make  a  raid  as 
far  as  Ayletts,  on  tbe  Mattapony  River,  where  there  was  known  to  be 
a  large  foundry  which  was  used  by  the  rebels  for  the  purpose  of  cast- 
ing guus,  shot,  shell,  etc.  Information  had  also  been  received  that 
there  were  several  factories,  warehouses,  and  other  public  buildings  at. 
the  place  which  it  was  desirable  to  destroy,  and  with  this  object  in  view 
400  infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  Carroll 
Tevis,  of  the  Fourth  Delaware  Volunteers,  were  embarked  on  board 
this  vessel,  the  Commodore  Jones,  and  the  ferryboat  Winninnimet^  and 
at  8  p.  m.,  with  the  army  gunboat  Smith  Briggs  in  company,  we  started 
up  the  York  River,  passing  West  Point  at  10: 45  without  noticing  any- 
thing that  would  indicate  the  presence  of  the  enemy,  and  everything 
passed  off  quietly  during  our  trip  up  to  Walkerton,  where  we  arrived 
at  2  o'clock  a.  m.  The  troops  were  landed  with  all  expedition  and 
reached  their  destination  (Ayletts)  at  8  a.  m.  At  that  place  they  found 
the  information  they  previously  received  was  correct  in  every  particu 
lar,  and  the  work  of  destruction  was  soon  accomplished.  An  immense 
amount  of  machinery  of  all  kinds,  and  also  a  very  large  quantity  of 
Hour  and  grain,  which  was  in  a  large  flouring  mill  belonging  to  the 
rebel  Government,  was  soon  rendered  useless.  Colonel  Tevis  then 
started  on  his  way  back,  stopping  at  different  places  to  destroy  grain, 
capture  horses,  mules,  and  cattle,  and  did  not  get  back  to  the  landing 
until  5:30  p.  m.  1  proceeded  to  get  everything  on  board  at  once,  and 
at  6  p.  in.  we  were  underway  on  our  return.  Having  received  iuforma 
tion  that  the  rebels  were  making  preparations  to  obstruct  the  river  at

a  place  called  Mantapike,  I  sent  the  Smith  Briggs  down  at  2  p.  m.  to 
keep  the  river  clear  and  to  remain  at  that  place  nntil  my  arrival.  Gap- 
tain  Lee,  of  that  vessel,  reports  that  when  he  came  iu  sight  of  Manta- 
pike there  were  about  sixty  or  seventy  rebels  collected  on  the  bluff  and 
on  the  bluff  at  Indian  Town,  but  a  few  shells  served  to  disperse  them. 
There  are  many  places  along  the  river  where  sharpshooters  can  be 
advantageously  posted,  and  advantage  of  them  was  taken  by  the  rebels, 
but  by  shelling  ahead  and  on  each  side  as  we  passed  along  they  were 
kept  off,  and  at  only  one  place  did  they  remain  to  give  us  a  shot,  and  I 
am  happy  to  state  that,  so  far  as  the  naval  portion  of  the  expedition 
was  concerned,  everything  passed  off  in  the  most  admirable  manner  and 
without  a  single  casualty,  for  which  I  can  not  be  too  thankful,  taking 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  whole  country  through  which  we 
passed  had  been  aroused  and  the  banks  being  lined  with  those  who 
would  have  been  delighted  in  taking  the  lives  of  the  invaders  of  their 
soil. 

The  land  forces  were  not  as  fortunate,  1  man  being  killed  and  2 
wounded,  also  1  missing,  so  far  as  I  have  yet  heard;  but  in  considera- 
tion of  the  fact  that  Longstreet's  Corps  was  at  or  near  NewtonfNew 
Town],  only  10  miles  from  Ayletts,  and  Pickett's  division  at  the  White 
House,  12  miles  from  where  we  landed,  I  think  they  were  as  fortunate 
as  could  possibly  be  expected,  and  I  can  only  account  for  the  success 
of  the  raid  by  supposing  that  the  enemy  was  under  the  impression  that 
our  force  was  but  the  advance  of  a  large  body  of  troops.  Skirmishing 
by  the  rear  guard  of  our  troops  was  kept  up  until  they  got  under  cover 
of  the  gunboats. 

Two  prisoners  were  taken,  and  two  deserters  were  picked  up  on  our 
way  down.  We  arrived  at  this  place  at  2  o'clock  this  morning,  all 
hands  pretty  well  worn  out  by  their  two  days  and  nights'  constant 
work  and  watching. 

I  can  not  in  justice  to  those  under  my  command  omit  mentioning  the 
perfect  coolness  of  every  one,  when  at  any  moment  a  galling  fire  could 
have  been  opened  upon  us  from  the  bluffs  under  which  we  had  to  pass. 

The  only  fault  I  have  to  find  with  Captain  Mitchell  is  his  unnecessary 
exposure  of  himself.  Were  he  a  common  seaman  it  would  have  been 
highly  commendable,  but  where  so  much  depended  on  him  it  was  reck- 
lessness. His  management  of  his  vessel  and  working  of  his  battery 
were  in  the  highest  manner  commendable. 

Enclosed  please  find  a  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell  of 
the  amount  of  ammunition  expended  on  board  his  vessel,  and  copy  of 
letter  of  General  Keyes.

Sir:  The  following  is  a  list  of  ammunition  expended  yesterday  after- 
noon in  our  passage  between  Walkerton  and  Indian  Town,  Mattapony 
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River:  23  rifle  shell  for  50-pounder  rifle;  19  10-second  shell,  IX-inch; 
12  5-second  shell,  IX-inch;  45  24- pounder  howitzer  shell. 

I  take  occasion  to  remark  here  that  this  was  the  first  time  oar  men 
had  been  exercised  with  powder  since  going  into  commission.  Most  of 
the  men  have  been  but  three  weeks  on  board,  and  many  of  them  bat 
one  week,  and  notwithstanding  this  everything  moved  as  perfectly  as  I 
could  have  expected  after  a  year's  exercise. 

Iu  the  hour  and  a  quarter  that  we  were  shelling  the  works  we  fired 
31  shell  from  the  IX-iuch  gun,  and  during  that  time  shifted  pivots 
from  one  quarter  to  the  other  four  times.  We  could  have  fired  many 
more  had  I  considered  it  necessary. 

The  practice  was  excellent — as  good  if  not  better  than  any  I  ever  saw.

A  combined  expedition  of  land  and  naval  forces  will  leave  this  place 
at  6  o'clock  this  p.  mi  with  the  purpose  of  destroying  a  foundry  at  a 
point  on  the  Mattapony  River,  some  10  miles  above  Walker  ton. 

The  land  force  will  consist  of  400  infantry — 100  each  from  the  Fourth 
Delaware,  One  hundred  and  sixty-eighth  New  York,  and  One  hundred 
and  sixty-ninth  and  One  hundred  and  seventy-ninth  Pennsylvania 
Drafted  Militia,  assisted  by  three  gunboats  and  a  transport  under 
Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  U.  8.  Navy. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  expedition  is  to  destroy  the  foundry,  where 
it  is  said  shot,  shell,  guns,  and  other  instruments  of  rebellion  are 
manufactured.  In  addition  to  that,  all  collections  of  supplies  for  the 
rebel  army  will  be  captured  or  destroyed.  Horses  and  inules  fit  for  the 
saddle  and  for  draft,  also  sheep,  cattle,  and  swine  fit  for  slaughter,  will 
be  captured  as  far  as  practicable.  It  is  strictly  forbidden,  however,  to 
take  anything  or  to  destroy  anything  not  useful  to  troops  in  the  field. 

As  the  expedition  is  intended  to  penetrate  far  within  the  enemy's 
lines,  the  infantry  are  expected  to  set  out  with  a  determination  to 
achieve  success  at  any  cost.  Volunteers  will  be  called  for,  to  move  at 
thirty  minutes'  notice,  and  the  commanding  officer  will  be  designated 
at  the  moment  of  departure. 

The  men  will  carry  nothing  but  their  overcoats,  canteens,  and  car- 
tridge boxes,  with  at  least  50  rounds  per  man.

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Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones,  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  Q.  Mitchell,  V.  8. 

Navy,  commanding. 

May  I,  1863. — Ship  put  in  commission,  navy  yard,  New  York. 

May  9. — Got  underway,  passed  Sandy  Hook. 

May  11. — Anchored  off  Old  Point  Comfort,  Va. 

June  3. — At  2 :  30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  started  for  Yorktown.  At 
4  came  to  anchor  off  New  Point  Comfort. 

June  4. — At  5 :  30  p.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  went  alongside  the  wharf 
at  Yorktown;  took  on  board  three  companies  of  infantry;  crossed  over 
to  Gloucester  Poiut  and  took  in  more  infantry.  At  7 :  15  started  up 
river  with  a  colored  pilot. 

June  5. — At  2:20  a.  m.  arrived  at  Walkerton,  on  the  Mattapony,  a 
branch  of  the  York  River.  Made  fast  alongside  the  wharf.  Troops 
immediately  commenced  disembarking.  At  3:  50  all  soldiers  ashore. 
At  10  a.  m.  second  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  C.  A.  Homans, 
went  on  shore,  in  company  with  tlie  second  cutter  from  the  Commodore 
Morris  and  a  detachment  of  25  infantry  in  charge  of  captain  of  volun- 
teers. Burned  a  sawmill.  Was  fired  at  from  woods  across  a  pond  by 
rebel  spy  or  picket,  who  was  shot  by  one  of  the  Morris's  men,  when 
all  hands  were  ordered  to  return  by  captain  of  volunteers.  At  2:30 
p.  m.  the  Smith  Briggs  went  down  to  reconnoiter,  shelling  the  river 
6  miles.  At  4 :  30  p.  m.  the  troops  returned  on  board,  having  had  a  skir- 
mish with  rebel  cavalry,  losing  1  man  killed,  2  wounded,  and  7  missing. 
A  large  amount  of  live  stock  was  secured  and  some  valuable  property 
burned.  Immediately  got  underway  and  commenced  shelling  the  river 
banks;  the  Commodore  Jones  taking  the  lead,  the  Commodore  Morris, 
towing  the  Winnissimet,  keeping  some  500  yards  astern.  At  6: 30  dis- 
covered cavalry,  dropped  a  shell  from  the  rifle  Dahlgren,  No.  1  pivot, 
and  unhorsed  one.  Three  more  were  unhorsed  by  the  soldiers  on  board, 
who  kept  up  a  continual  volley  of  musketry  during  the  intervals  of 
discharge  from  the  ship's  guus,  the  Commodore  Morris  throwing  shell 
over  our  heads.  Dropped  shells  into  many  deserted  houses  and  com- 
pletely scoured  the  banks,  and  sweeping  all  the  points  on  the  river. 
From  8  to  10  p.  m.,  kept  up  the  shelling  with  constant  discharge  of 
shrapuel,  doing  much  execution  and  destroying  all  the  houses  at  which 
signal  lights  were  shown ;  passing  all  those  at  which  the  white  flag  was 
shown.  Saw  another  body  of  cavalry,  which  dispersed.  At  9  ceased 
firing,  men  remaining  at  quarters.  At  11 :  25  p.  m.  passed  West  Point 
and  secured  the  batteries  about  10  miles  below  that  point. 

June  6. — At  2  a.  in.  arrived  at  Yorktown.  Landed  troops  and  con- 
trabands.   Anchored. 


Instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  V.  8.  Navy,  regard- 
ing captures  by  the  Navy. 

Navy  Department,  June  9, 1863. 

Sir:  I  received  your  No.  615,  reporting  the  result  of  joint  army  and 
naval  expedition  up  the  Mattapony,  the  capture  of  mules  and  corn  for 
the  army,  and  asking  whether  it  is  proper  for  the  Navy  to  make  such 
captures. 

The  act  of  March  12,  1863,  does  not  provide  for  the  turning  over  of 
such  articles  to  the  special  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department.  The 
first  section  excludes  uauy  kind  or  description  (of  property)  which  has 
been  used  or  which  was  intended  to  be  used  for  waging  or  carrying  on 
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war  against  the  United  States,  such  as  arms,  ordnance,  ships,  steam- 
boats, etc.,  or  other  water  craft,  and  the  furniture,  forage,  military 
supplies,  or  munitions  of  war." 

It  appears  therefore  proper  for  the  Navy  to  make  such  captures  and 
to  use  them  if  necessary.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Nary,  urging  the  need  of  addi- 
tional vessels  on  the  blockade. 

V.  8.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  June  6,  1863. 

Sir:  The  Department's  dispatch  of  June  3  was  received  yesterday. 

The  consular  extracts  therein  enclosed  have  been  printed,  and, 
together  with  the  substance  of  the  Department's  dispatch,  will  be 
immediately  communicated  to  commanding  officers  on  the  blockade  off 
Wilmington. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  another  letter  from  Captain  Boggs,  dated  Hay  28, 
respecting  the  bad  condition  of  several  of  the  vessels  blockading  off 
Western  Bar  and  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  strengthening  the 
blockade  of  Wilmington. 

The  two  entrances  to  Cape  Fear  River  make  the  blockade  of  Wil- 
mington very  diflicult.  The  vessels  on  one  side  can  not  support  those 
on  the  other,  and  each  side,  particularly  the  New  Inlet  side,  requires  a 
large  blockading  force. 

Two  vessels  like  the  New  Ironsides  are  required  to  protect  this  block- 
ade against  the  enemy's  ironclads. 

A  relief  of  heavily  armed  wooden  ships  will  be  the  next  best  provision. 
Then  swift  and  suitably  armed  steamers  are  needed  to  capture  the 
blockade  runners.  The  fact  that  these  last  now  go  together  adds  to 
the  difficulty  of  capturing  them,  and  requires  additional  strength  for 
this  purpose. 

The  blockade  requires  more  and  better  vessels  and  must  eventually 
fail  without  them. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  action  of  Captain  Bogps  in  the  case  of  the 
Dacotah,  he  determining,  in  the  exercise  of  what  lie  believes  to  be  a 
sound  discretion  and  in  view  of  the  present  emergency,  to  retain  that 
vessel  on  the  blockade  "until  relieved  or  absolutely  unable  to  move 
under  steam." 

1  have  directed  him  to  pursue  a  similar  course  with  regard  to  the 
Monticcllo.

Sir:  The  Navy  Department,  under  date  of  June  4,  informs  me  that 
the  following  circular  memorandum  has  been  issued  to  the  British 
squadron  by  Vice- Admiral  Milne: 

Her  Majesty's  ships,  when  approaching  blockading  squadrons,  are  to  take  every 
care  in  steaming,  regulating  speed,  etc.,  so  as  to  give  no  ground  for  the  Federal 
cruisers  to  suspect  that  a  deception  is  being  practiced  on  them.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  of  a  blockade 

runner  off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  June  9, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  10  p.  m.  yesterday  a  vessel 
was  seen  passing  this  ship,  steering  to  the  eastward.  A  gun  was 
immediately  fired  at  her  and  our  cables  slipped  in  pursuit.  As  we 
seemed  to  gain  on  her,  she  altered  her  course  more  to  the  northward, 
and  finally  hauled  directly  in  for  the  land,  and,  getting  soon  under 
cover  of  the  woods,  we  lost  sight  of  her,  the  night  being  dark.  Several 
guns  were  fired  at  her  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Shokokon,  off  Top- 
sail Inlet,  and  the  other  blockading  vessels.  As  the  Massachusetts, 
which  had  supplied  us  with  provisions  in  the  early  part  of  the  evening, 
was  to  leave  at  11  p.  m.  with  the  intention  of  running  to  the  end  of  the 
shoals,  to  remain  there  until  daylight,  and  I  expected  the  Penobscot 
would  be  to  the  northward  and  eastward  on  her  return  from  Beaufort, 
I  determined  to  run  to  the  eastward  with  this  ship,  with  the  hope  that 
one  of  us  would  intercept  the  blockade  runner. 

At  2 :  30  a.  m.  this  day  I  met  the  Victoria  on  her  way  from  Beaufort 
to  the  Western  Bar,  and  informed  her  commander  of  my  object. 

At  daylight  boarded  the  American  schooner  Secretary,  of  and  from 
Philadelphia,  bound  to  Port  Royal,  S.  C,  with  sutlers'  stores,  but  I 
regret  to  say  we  saw  no  other  vessel,  and  returned  to  our  anchorage 
here,  reaching  it  at  10: 30  a.  m. 

I  trust  that  one  of  the  other  vessels  may  have  been  more  successful.

Navy,  transmitting  plan 
of  Confederate  ironclad  battery  under  construction  in  the  Roanoke 
River. 

U.  S.  8.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  X.  ft,  June  8,  1863. 

Sib  :  I  enclose  you  a  plan  of  the  ironclad  battery  above  here,  on  the 
lloanoke.  The  man  who  furnishes  the  plan  says  the  battery  will  not 
be  finished  this  year.  To-day  1  saw  a  uiau  who  says  that  two  or  three 
days  ago  he  saw  heavy  guns  on  the  way  from  Weldon  to  the  battery, 
and  to  the  boat  which  is  to  tow  the  battery,  and  he  also  says  that  they 
are  now  plating  both,  and  that  they  are  nearly  completed.  Which 
tells  the  truth  I  am  at  a  loss  to  say,  but  should  rather  trust  the  later 
informant. 

The  battery  is  built  of  pine  sills,  14  inches  square,  and  is  to  be 
plated  with  railroad  iron.  The  steamer  intruded  to  tow  her  is  134  feet 
long  and  24  feet  beam,  with  two  screws.  The  boat  has  six  ports,  two 
on  each  side,  and  one  on  either  end.  She  carries  a  pivot  gun  forward 
and  another  aft.  Each  gun  works  out  of  three  ports.  The  battery 
carries  two  guns  on  each  of  two  opposite  faces,  and  one  on  each  of  the 
two  remaining  sides.  The  boat  is  built  on  the  plan  of  the  former  Mer- 
rimack. The  roof  (slanting)  of  the  battery  and  all  parts  exposed  are 
to  be  covered  with  5  inches  of  pine,  5  inches  of  oak,  and  then  plated 
with  railroad  iron;  so  say  the  workmeu.  We  are  driving  piles  in  the 
river  and  preparing  to  receive  them.  1  do  not  doubt  we  shall  whip 
them  if  they  venture  down.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  a  long,  low,  paddle-wheel  steamer  was 
seen  at  4: 15  this  a.  m.  passing  over  the  inner  rip  into  the  river,  having 
run  the  blockade  inward  during  the  night.  She  had  two  smokestacks 
and  two  light  masts,  and  wore  the  new  rebel  flag  (white,  with  a  red 
union). 

From  her  length  and  general  appearance  I  suppose  her  to  be  either 
the  Cornubia  or  Robert  E.  Lee. 

She  anchored  in  the  5-fathom  hole  until  2  p.  m.,  and  then  went  up 
the  river.

U.  S.  8.  Commodore  Jones, 
Off  Jamestown  Island  Wharf )  June  11}  1863 — 3:15  p.  m. 

General:  Mtyor  Hall  has  just  come  on  board  and  informs  me  that 
you  are  not  near  by,  as  I  supposed  you  were  when  I  wrote  you  an  hour 
since  asking  for  an  interview.  At  Swan's  Point,  just  above,  I  have  the 
ironclads  Sangamon  and  Lehigh.  The  gunboat  Morris  is  with  the  Smith 
Briggs  near  the  Chickahominy,  where  the  latter,  I  fear,  is  aground.  My 
best  pilot  informs  me  that  the  Chickahominy  is  only  navigable  a  short 
distance  for  light  drafts  carrying,  say,  7  feet;  that  it  is  stumpy  and  very 
dangerous  for  vessels.  We  were  all  aground  last  night  and  I  did  not 
get  up  with  the  Sangamon  in  tow  of  the  Mount  Washington  until  1  p.  m. 
today.  We  met  the  Morgan  and  Express  below  Hog  Island  going  down, 
sent  by  Lieutenant-Commander  CilUs. 

Since  seeing  here  your  last  note  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis, 
saying  you  purposed  carrying  out  your  plans  to-night,  I  sent  the  vessels, 
except  this  (which  is  still  here  and  will  wait  here  until  I  hear  from  you), 
back  to  the  neighborhood  of  Morris  Island  Point.  I  was  returning  with 
the  vessels  to  Newport  News  when  your  last  note  of  this  date  was 
received  here;  answered  at  2:20  p.  m.  I  will  very  gladly  aid  you  as 
far  as  possible.  We  will  probably  have  to  remain  in  this  part  of  the 
river  tonight,  owing  to  the  darkness  of  the  nights  now  and  the  difficulty 
of  the  navigation.  Though  if  I  hear  from  you  that  you  have  (as  Major 
Hall  intimates  was,  as  he  supposed,  your  intention)  abandoned  your 
expedition,  I  may  go  down  to-night;  but  not  unless  we  get  the  Smith 
Briggs  off,  if,  as  I  fear  is  the  case,  she  is  aground  on  a  falling  tide. 

If  not  entirely  convenient  to  you  to  come  here,  let  me  know  your 
views.    I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  aid  you.

General  :  The  ironclads  could  only  make  the  propoeed  movement  by 
daylight.  We  only  know  the  way  into  the  mouth  of  the  Chickahominy, 
and  there  is  only  water  in  the  entrance  thereto  for  lightdraft  vessels. 
Above,  it  is  reported  dangerous  from  cypress  stumps.  Our  gunboats 
can  not  go  in  or  out  at  or  near  low  tide.  Good  pilots  would  be  required, 
and  then  if  the  enemy  is  there  in  force,  the  condition  would  be  the  same 
as  on  the  Black  water;  a  supporting  army  force  would  be  needed  in 
some  situations.  The  late  movement  was  of  no  moment  whatever. 
Before  any  movements  are  attempted  hereafter  it  is  desirable  that  there 
should  be  a  full  understanding  of  the  whole  matter  between  you  and 
myself.

Report  of  Acting  Roar-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  Neics,  Va.,  June  16, 1863. 

Silt:  On  the  8th  instant  I  received  a  communication  from  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Gillis,  stating  that  General  Keyes  wanted  the  assistance 
of  the  gunboats  then  at  Yorktown,  on  .lames  River,  in  connection  with 
an  unexplained  army  movement  which  he  (General  K.)  proposed  to 
make.  I  replied,  assenting,  but  stated  that  the  object  of  the  move- 
ment should  be  mentioned  to  me  in  order  that  I  might  make  suitable 
dispositions  and  give  proper  orders. 

On  the  9th  instant,  at  11  p.  in.,  1  received  a  dispatch  from  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Gillis  saying  that  the  boats  would  be  here  any  time  after 
4  p.  in.  of  that  day. 

Next  day,  the  10th  instant,  I  received  a  letter  from  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Gillis  saying  that  General  Keyes  had  given  up  the  expedition. 
Early  that  night,  however,  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  arrived  here 
from  Yorktown  with  the  Commodore  Morris,  Commodore  Jones,  the 
army  gunboat  Smith  Briggs,  and  two  empty  army  transports,  and 
showed  me  an  order  to  him,  dated  June  10,  from  General  Keyes,  marked 
secret  (a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed),  which  had  been  sent  to  him  from 
one  of  these  army  transports  since  his  arrival  at  Newport  News  and 
which  set  forth  the  objects  of  the  expedition. 

Irregular  and  objectionable  as  this  mode  of  proceeding  was,  I,  unwill- 
ing that  the  public  service,  should  sustain  any  embarrassment,  at  once 
ordered  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  to  proceed  up  the  James  Kiver 
with  the  Commodore  J  ones  and  the  army  transports,  and  to  endeavor 
to  meet  the  views  of  General  Keyes. 

The  enemy  having  ironclads  above,  it  was  proper  that  1  should  move 
our  ironclads  in  order  to  protect  the  gunboats.  Accordingly  1  started 
immediately  up  the  James  ISiver  in  the  Morse,  towing  the  Sangamon, 
and  with  the  picket  tug  Young  America  towing  the  Lehigh.     It  was  a

dark  night.  The  navigation  of  James  Eiver  is  very  difficult  at  that 
time— in  fact,  impracticable  then  for  ironclads.  The  Morse,  piloted  by 
one  of  our  best  pilots,  soon  got  aground,  and  the  Sangamon,  in  tow, 
fortunately,  instead  of  running  into  her,  only  ran  under  her  port  wheel, 
so  crushing  a  part  of  it  that  it  became  necessary  to  send  the  Morse  back 
to  the  navy  yard  for  repairs.  The  Lehigh  also  got  ashore.  Both  of 
these  ironclads  were  hauled  off  the  next  morning  by  an  army  tug,  two 
of  our  own  tugs  being  broken  down  and  a  third  recently  burned  and 
sunk.  During  the  night  the  Commodore  Morris  also  grounded,  and  the 
Commodore  Jones,  to  avoid  doing  so,  was  compelled  to  anchor. 

In  consequence  of  these  delays,  the  gunboats  and  transports  were 
not  able  to  make  the  connection  at  Jamestown  Island  with  the  troops, 
as  proposed  by  General  Keyes  in  the  enclosed.  The  ironclads  reached 
that  point  on  the  next  day,  the  11th  instant,  at  about  noon.  1  com- 
municated that  p.  m.  in  writing  and  in  person  with  General  Keyes,  and 
the  next  morning,  the  12th  instant,  at  daylight,  a  regiment  of  infantry 
was  embarked  at  the  instance  of  General  Keyes  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  Fleet  Captain  Crosby,  and  taken  a  mile  or  two  up  the  Chicka- 
hominy,  where  it  was  landed.  The  regiment  returned  with  a  few  horses 
and  cattle  in  time  to  be  landed  that  night  at  Jamestown  Island.  The  next 
morning,  the  13th,  I  returned  here  with  the  ironclads  and  gunboats. 
On  the  afternoon  of  that  day  I  received  a  confidential  dispatch  from 
Major-General  Dix,  saying  that  Major-General  Keyes  wished  to  renew 
the  expedition  with  naval  cooperation  that  night  or  the  next,  and  ask- 
ing if  I  would  let  the  vessels  return  up  the  river.  In  reply  I  informed 
him  that  the  ironclads  could  only  make  the  proposed  movement  by  day- 
light;  that  the  navigation  of  the  Chickahominy  was  dangerous  even  for 
light-draft  vessels,  and  that  if  the  enemy  was  there  in  force  our  condi- 
tion would  be  the  same  as  lately  in  the  Blackwater,  and  a  supporting 
army  force  would  be  necessary  in  some  situations. 

I  took  occasion  to  say  that  before  any  movements  are  attempted 
requiring  naval  cooperation  hereafter,  there  should  be  a  full  under- 
standing of  the  whole  matter  between  him  and  myself. 

On  the  p.  m.  of  the  14th  Major  General  Dix  called  on  me  and  informed 
me  of  his  orders  from  Washington  requiring  other  dispositions,  and  he 
further  said  that  he  had  very  reluctantly  consented  to  the  movement  I 
have  herein  narrated.  The  movement  seemed  to  have  no  important 
results,  but,  as  far  as  the  navy  was  concerned,  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  move  the  ironclads  and  clean  their  bottoms  in  the  fresh  water.

Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones,  June  10-12,  1868. 

June  10, 1863. — At  9 :  30  p.  m.  got  underway  in  company  with  the  Com- 
modore Morris,  transports  Express  and  ThamaA  A .  Morgan. 

June  11. — Proceeding  up  James  River.  At  6  a.  m.  stopped  at  King's 
[Mill]  wharf.  Rebels  making  constant  signals  on  the  left  bank  of  tbe 
river.  At  9 :  30  fleet  went  over  and  shelled  them  out.  At  10  started 
up  river  again,  shelling  rebel  signal  stations  as  they  came  in  view.  At 
3 :  45  p.  m.  made  fast  alongside  Jamestown  [Island]  wharf,  finding  a  body 
of  Union  cavalry  there.    Mqjor-Geueral  Keyes  and  staff  came  ou  board. 
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At  4  cast  off  and  cruised  up  the  river.  Monitors  Lehigh  and  Sangamon 
arrived  in  tow  of  tugs  about  2  p.  m.  At  5: 30  steamed  slowly  down 
river  with  Admiral  l^ee  and  suite  and  Major-General  Keyes  and  staff 
onboard. 

June  12. — At  2  a.  m.  a  large  rebel  lire  in  sight  burning  up  to  this 
hour;  at  4  found  it  to  be  a  wharf.  At  5: 30  a.  m.  we  got  underway, 
received  orders  from  the  admiral,  and  proceeded  up  the  river.  The 
Mount  Washington  and  Smith  Briggs  loaded  with  troops.  At  6  the 
whole  fleet  underway,  tugs  and  all.  The  Smith  Briggs  and  Mount 
Washington  went  up  the  Chickahominy  and  we  lay  to  off  the  mouth  of 
the  river.  The  Thomas  Morgan  and  Express  came  up  with  troops  about 
7  a.  m.  and  proceeded  up  the  Chickahominy  Eiver.  At  5: 45  p.  m. 
transports  came  out  of  the  river.  At  6:15  all  weighed  anchor  and 
went  down  the  river  but  ourselves  and  the  Smith  Briggs,  the  Smith 
Briggs  remaining  to  take  horses  on  board.  The  woods  on  fire  up  the 
James  River  making  much  smoke  and  the  wharf  burning  furiously. 
Proceeded  down  the  river  and  at  9: 30  came  to  anchor  off  Jamestown 
[Island]  wharf. 


Abstract  log  of  the  XJ.  8.  S.  Commodore  Morris,  June  9-11, 1868. 

June  9,  1H68. — At  10:30  a.  m.  large  bodies  of  troops  commenced 
marching  on  Williamsburg. 

June  11. — At  4:30  a.  m.  proceeded  up  river  to  Jamestown  Island 
wharf.  At  6:30  other  steamers  joined  us.  At  7:30  left  the  wharf; 
saw  a  body  of  rebel  cavalry  on  west  shore  of  river.  Fired  two  shells 
from  30-pounder;  rebels  signaling  from  shore.  Proceeded  on  up  river. 
Fired  a  number  of  shell  at  rebel  signal  stations.  At  10:30  arrived  off 
the  mouth  of  the  Chickahominy.  Water  too  shoal,  could  not  go  up. 
At  11 :  30  ironclad  monitors  came  up.  Proceeded  down  the  river;  fired 
several  shell  to  destroy  signal  station.

Sir:  Your  confidential  communication  No.  053,  of  the  16th  instant, 
with  enclosures,  has  been  received.

The 
officers  of  neither  branch  of  the  service  commands  the  other.  I  think 
this  is  stated  in  the  order  of  the  President  settling  relative  rank,  drawn 
up  by  General  Scott.

Capture  of  Confederate  steamer  Calypso,  June  11, 1863. 
Report  of  Commander  Bankhead,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Florida. 

U.  S.  8.  Florida, 

Off  Wilmington  Bar,  June  14, 1863. 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  on  the  11th  of  this  month,  at  3  p.  m., 
while  at  anchor  some  6  miles  from  the  squadron  off  the  Western  Bar,  a 
strange  sail  was  discovered  bearing  S.  by  W.  and  barely  visible  from 
the  masthead.  General  signal  1116  was  made  to  the  senior  officer  and 
answered.  I  immediately  ordered  the  vessel  to  be  got  underway  and 
started  in  pursuit.  The  strange  sail,  as  soon  as  she  perceived  us, 
altered  her  course  and  stood  off  S.  by  E.,  the  volumes  of  black  smoke 
giving  evidence  that  she  was  a  steamer.  I  used  every  exertion  to 
overtake  her,  and  by  crowding  canvas  during  the  squalls  (that  were 
constant  during  the  afternoon),  and  by  burning  slush  in  the  furnaces, 
I  soon  had  the  satisfaction  of  getting  her  within  range  of  my  rifled 
gun.  At  the  third  shot,  which  fell  very  close  to  him,  he  appeared  to 
stop,  and  showed  a  white  flag,  having  shown  no  flag  of  any  description 
previously.  I  ceased  firing,  and  at  6  ranged  up  close  to  him  and  dis- 
covered the  people  on  board  of  her  endeavoring,  in  great  haste,  to 
leave  her,  two  boats  having  previously  shoved  off  with  a  number  of 
persons  in  them,  among  them  four  females.  Suspecting  that  something 
was  wrong,  I  ordered  Lieutenant  Greene  and  the  chief  engineer,  Zieg- 
ler,  to  board  her,  keeping  every  one  on  board  until  the  danger  (if  there 
was  any)  should  be  discovered.  Lieutenant  Greene  carried  out  his 
instructions  and,  having  remained  on  board,  sent  word  back  by  the 
boat  that  the  injection  pipes  were  cut,  engines  badly  broken,  and  water 
coming  in  very  fast.  The  furnace  doors  were  closed  and  safety  valves 
lashed  down.  The  chief  engineer,  with  one  of  the  engineers  of  the 
ship  whom  he  forced  to  go  below  with  him,  immediately  raised  the 
valves  and  with  shot  plugs,  sent  from  this  ship,  stopped  the  leak  tem- 
porarily. It  was  discovered  that  the  crew  had  broken  into  the  cabin, 
ransacked  and  pillaged  the  staterooms,  strewing  articles  of  clothing, 
bottles,  bedding,  etc.,  in  every  direction.  Many  of  them  were  more  or 
less  intoxicated.  I  ordered  the  first  lieutenant,  Mr.  Greene,  to  send 
every  one  out  of  the  ship  as  soon  as  he  was  satisfied  that  the  danger 
was  over,  setting  our  own  men  to  pump  the  ship,  which  we  soon  freed 
from  water. 

She  proved  to  be  the  Confederate  steamer  Calypso,  four  days  from 
Nassau,  bound  to  Wilmington,  N.  C,  by  way  of  New  Inlet.  No  ship's 
papers  were  discovered  on  board  and  but  one  flag  (Confederate,  or 
rebel )  hidden  away  in  a  washstand.  The  captain,  without  hesitation, 
acknowledged  her  to  be  a  Confederate  vessel  and  stated  his  cargo  to 
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consist  of  liquors,  medicines,  drags,  and  provisions,  with  probably 
some  articles  for  the  rebel  Government.  Finding  that  her  engines 
could  not  be  made  to  work  I  took  her  in  tow  and  brought  her  op  to  the 
anchorage  oft'  the  Western  liar.  Many  private  papers  and  memoranda 
were  found,  all  of  which  have  been  sealed  up  ready  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  prize  commissioners  of  the  port  to  which  she  may  be  ordered.  The 
number  of  ]>ersons  on  board  amounts  to  fifty,  among  whom  were  nine 
passengers  for  various  parts  of  the  United  States  now  in  rebellion.  I 
had  them  all  assigned  to  messes,  according  to  their  positions  and  rat- 
ing on  board  of  the  Calypso,  and  ordered  rations  to  be  issued  for  them 
while  they  should  remain  on  board.  Some  of  the  cargo  was  thrown 
overboard ;  how  much,  it  is  impossible  to  state,  as  they  had  succeeded  in 
destroying  or  concealing  all  papers  or  cargo  lists  which  could  throw 
any  light  upon  the  subject.  Some  iron  plating  for  ironclads  was  thrown 
overboard,  and  no  doubt  many  smaller  articles. 

From  letters  on  board  it  would  seem  that  a  great  depreciation  of  the 
Confederate  currency  and  bonds  had  taken  place  in  Nassau,  as  bad 
news  was  ex(>ected.  The  writer  urged  ii]>on  his  correspondent  "to  get 
rid  of  all  his  Confederate  money  and  bonds  ac  any  price,97  as  it  would 
soon  "not  be  worth  the  paj>er  it  was  written  upon."  Freights  had  fallen 
from  £60  to  £40  per  ton,  and  many  cargoes  remained  unsold  in  Wil- 
mington and  Charleston. 

1  have  detailed  Acting  Ensign  S.  I\  Crafts,  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
D.  M.  Lane,  one  fireman,  and  eight  men  from  the  crew  as  a  prize  crew, 
with  orders  to  return  as  soon  as  possible  and  when  their  services  will 
be  no  longer  required. 

I  have  forwarded  duplicate  lists  of  prisoners  taken  on  board  of  the 
Calypso,  respectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  to  the  I:.  S. 
marshal  of  Philadelphia,  with  their  nativity  and  position  defined  as 
near  as  could  be  obtained.  The  prisoners  have  all  been  transferred  to 
the  V .  S.  S.  Massachusetts,  which  steamer  has  been  ordered  to  tow  the 
Calypso  to  Hampton  Roads.

John  V.  Heauman.  passenger,  born  in  Wilming- 
ton and  a  citizen  of  North  Carolina,  is  suspected  of  being  an  agent  of 
the  rebel  Government.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  certificate  (June  \\\)  from 
pilot  F.  W.  Savage,  of  the  Montivello,  to  that,  effect. 

I  would  respectfully  represent  that  the  commanding  oflicer  of  the 
supply  steamer  Massachusetts  did  not  report  to  me  on  his  way  up, 
according  to  his  general  orders.

Navy,  of  the  reoccupation  by  the  Confeder- 
ates of  three  forts  north  of  Fort  Fteher. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 

Beaufort,  N.  C,  June  15, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  rebels  have  reoccupied 
three  of  the  five  forts  north  of  Fort  Fisher,  from  which  they  signalize 
with  the  latter  night  and  day,  as  well  as  lire  at  our  vessels  whenever 
they  are  supposed  to  be  in  range. 

They  are  situated  as  follows : 

No.  3,  about  1  mile  from  Fort  Fisher;  No.  4,  about  2  miles  from  Fort 
Fisher;  No.  5,  about  4£  miles  from  Fort  Fisher  and  near  the  head  of 
Masonboro  Sound.  Nos.  1  and  2  are  nearer  Fort  Fisher  and  have  been 
only  lately  discovered  by  us. 

In  my  No.  176  I  mention  the  rebels  firing  from  a  new  battery.  This 
is  No.  3,  which  another  bearing  shows  to  be  farther  north  of  Fort  Fisher 
than  I  then  supposed.  Including  Zeek's  Island,  there  are  now  thirteen 
forts  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Inlet.

Florida,  of  the  capture  by  that  vessel  of  the  schooner  llattie. 

U.  S.  S.  Florida, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  June  21,  1863. 

Sir:  I  bog  leave  to  report  while  on  my  way  from  the  Western  Bar  off 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  to  this  place  (Frying  Pan  Shoals,  North  Carolina, 
at  the  time  bearing  S.  W.  by  S.,  distant  45  miles),  at  <>  a.  m.,  I  captured 
the  Confederate  schooner  Hattie,  of  and  from  Wilmington,  N.  C,  bound 
to  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. 

The  circumstances  of  her  capture  are  as  follows:  At  5  a.  m.  a 
schooner  was  discovered  standing  to  the  northward,  distant  about  5 
miles.  1  at  once  gave  chase,  and  upon  coming  up  with  her  sent  a  boat 
on  board  in  charge  of  an  ollicer,  with  orders  to  examine,  her  papers,  and 
if  anything  suspicious  was  discovered  to  send  the  captain  and  any 
ship's  papers  he  might  find  on  board  this  vessel.  The  boat  shortly 
returned,  bringing  a  person  (styling  himself  captain)  with  the  ship's 
papers.    Her  papers  were  all  regularly  made  out — register,  manifest,

clearance,  bill  of  health — and  all  signed  by  persons  (professing  to  hold 
authority  so  to  do  under  the  so  called  Confederate  Government)  of  the 
port  of  Wilmington,  N.  G.  She  cleared  from  Wilmington  on  the  22d 
of  May  last  and  only  succeeded  in  getting  out  last  night,  the  20th 
instant.  Her  register  is  endorsed  with  permission  to  proceed  to  sea 
by  William  H.  [O.j  Whiting,  major-general,  commanding  at  Wilming- 
ton, N.  O. 

Her  cargo  is  composed  of  cotton  and  naval  stores.  Her  crew  con- 
sists of  seven  persons,  including  the  captain,  five  of  them,  as  shown 
by  the  shipping  articles,  being  British  subjects;  the  remaining  two, 
Americans. 

Her  captain  acknowledged  that  he  was  attempting  to  evade  the  block- 
ade, and  had  as  defense  to  urge  that  she  was  a  Confederate  vessel, 
owned  in  the  Confederate  States,  and  the  cargo  also. 

He  reports  the  steamer  Eugenie  as  having  come  out  at  the  same  time 
as  himBelf,  and  that  the  steamer  Banshee  was  burned  at  the  wharf  at 
Wilmington. 

I  have  ordered  the  vessel  to  New  York  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
R.  M.  Wagstaff  and  six  men;  and  have  sent  the  former  captain  north 
in  the  vessel  in  case  his  testimony  should  be  required.  The  remainder 
of  the  crew  I  shall  retain  on  board  this  ship  until  I  receive  orders  from 
the  commanding  officer  of  this  station  as  to  their  future  disposition.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  morning  of  June 
22,  by  order  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  William  Flye,  command- 
ing U.  S.  S.  Undericriter,  I  took  on  board  as  pilot  Captain  Carrow, 
keeper  of  the  Neuse  River  light-house,  and  proceeded  up  Bay  River  in 
company  with  U.  S.  S.  Henry  Brinker.  Sent  an  armed  boat  up  Spring 
Creek  and  captured  the  schooner  Henry  Clay,  owned  by  Mrs.  Giles,  of 
New  Berne,  but  at  the  time  in  charge  of  William  Jones,  of  Spring 
Creek.  I  then  proceeded  farther  up  and  sent  an  armed  boat  up  Dum- 
bargon  Creek  and  captured  a  small  schooner  containing  1  barrel  tur- 
pentine, owned  by  Mr.  Griggs,  of  said  creek;  found  no  papers  on 
board  of  either  schooner  to  show  to  whom  they  belonged.  I  then  pro 
ceeded  back  to  the  light-house  and  received  orders  from  Captain  Flye 
to  give  the  schooners  in  charge  of  U.  S.  S.  Henry  Brinker.

The  schooner  referred  to,  and  which  has  been  lying  in  the  river  three 
weeks,  waiting  an  opportunity  to  run  out,  was  captured  by  the  Florida 
yesterday  morning  off  the  end  of  the  shoals.

Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  June  22, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  entrance  of  a  steamer  on  the  morning  of 
the  14th.  The  night  had  been  dark  and  thick  with  rain.  At  daylight 
a  steamer  was  seen  passing  the  forts ;  she  went  up  the  river. 

On  the  morning  of  the  L7th,  at  4  a.  in.,  this  ship  being  underway,  a 
side-wheel  steamer,  lead  color,  with  two  short  masts  or  staffs,  was  seen 
passing  Fort  Fisher.  We  stood  down  toward  the  Mount  Vernon  on  the 
lower  station  and  passed  her  to  observe  the  steamer,  and  had  turned 
out  when  we  were  struck  by  a  Whitworth  bolt  of  120  pounds,  5  inches 
in  diameter,  and  of  three  calibers.  It  came  in  over  the  starboard 
wheelhouse,  passed  through  the  hurricane  deck  about  4  feet  from  star- 
board rail,  splitting  and  splintering  the  carline,  then  struck  the  main 
deck  about  14  feet  forward,  abreast  the  main  hatch,  passed  through 
the  double  deck,  split  and  carried  away  about  2.J  feet  of  a  carline,  and 
down,  striking  the  berth  deck  8  feet  forward,  splintering  the  deck  and 
starting  a  carline.  The  shot  then  rebounded  and  fell  on  the  berth 
deck.  1  regret  to  say  that  a  landsman  was  severely  and  two  petty 
officers  slightly  wounded  by  the  splinters. 

I  enclose  a  report  from  the  acting  assistant  surgeon. 

On  the  morning  of  the  18th  a  steamer  was  seen  on  shore  at  the  Rip 
and  a  schooner  one-half  mile  to  the  eastward  of  her.  The  commanding 
officer  of  the  Mount  Vernon  reports  that  the  steamer  was  seen  coming 
out,  chased  back  across  the  Caroline  Shoal,  and  that  she  got  on  shore. 

The  Mount  Vernon  was  sent  to  try  the  range  of  her  100-pounder  Par- 
rott,  but  the  shot  fell  short,  while  a  gun  from  the  Mound  battery  nearly 
reached  her.  I  enclose  a  report  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Mount 
Vernon. 

The  vessels  were  afloat  during  the  day  and  were  seen  underway  at 
sunset,  both  moving  up  the  river. 

On  the  20th  the  schooner  was  seen  ready  to  come  out  at  dark.  The 
Mount  Vernon  and  Penobscot  moved  close  in  and  a  picket  boat  from 
this  ship  was  placed  outside  of  the  bar  channel.  At  10  p.  m.  a  steamer 
passed  the  boat  and  a  signal  rocket  was  fired  from  her.  This  ship 
slipped  cable,  the  other  vessels  were  underway,  but  except  by  the  boat 
the  steamer  was  not  seen.  She  came  out  the  channel  and  passed  along 
the  shoal  to  the  westward.  Nothing  was  seen  of  the  schooner,  but  she 
was  gone  in  the  morning. 
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The  steamer  is  believed  to  be  the  same  as  the  one  seen  on  the  18th 
answering  her  description. 

The  nights  dnring  yonr  absence  have  been  dark,  and  we  have  had 
much  bad  weather.    The  absence  of  the  moon,  high  water  making 
early  in  the  evening  and  morning,  have  given  the  rebels  great  facilities 
to  elude  the  four  steamers  stationed  off  this  inlet.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  yesterday  I  discovered  a  side-wheel 
steamer  with  two  masts  and  two  smokestacks  lying  in  behind  Fort 
Fisher,  apparently  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  run  the  blockade.  A 
schooner,  evidently  having  the  same  object  in  view,  was  also  at  anchor 
just  inside  of  the  bar  at  New  Inlet. 

At  8  last  evening  I  got  underway  and  stood  close  in  to  New  Inlet 
Bar,  bringing  Fort  Fisher  to  bear  about  N.  N.  W.,  distant  1£  miles. 
I  then  hove  to,  to  await  the  time  of  high  water,  intending  to  see  if 
either  of  these  vessels  would  attempt  to  run  out.  At  9  p.  m.  we  dis- 
covered a  vessel  coming  out  over  New  Inlet  Bar  and  soon  made  it  out 
to  be  the  steamer  seen  during  the  day.  She  appeared  to  be  steering 
S.  S.  W.  We  immediately  gave  chase  under  a  full  head  of  steam,  but 
after  a  run  of  about  ten  miuutes  the  steamer,  apparently  discovering 
us,  altered  her  course  to  N.  W.  I  stood  after  her  as  long  as  the 
depth  of  water  would  i>erinit  of  my  doiug  so,  but  she  appeared  to  run 
directly  across  the  Caroline  Shoal.  I  then  stood  off  and  anchored  in  6 
fathoms  of  water  for  the  night.  I  did  not  fire  on  the  steamer  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1.  We  were  so  close  under  the  guns  of  the  forts  that  the  slightest 
alarm  would  have  drawn  the  fire  of  six  different  batteries  upon  us. 

2.  Because  to  bring  my  guns  to  bear  on  him  I  should  have  had  to 
give  the  ship  a  considerable  sheer,  thus  enabling  the  chase  to  gain  ou 
us  considerably. 

This  morning  the  steamer  was  discovered  ashore  on  the  inside  edge 
of  the  Rip.  She  ran  over  the  shoal  in  that  place  where  it  curves  in, 
something  in  the  form  of  a  horseshoe,  thus  confirming  my  opinion  that 
there  was  a  passage  across  the  Caroline  Shoal  through  which  steamers 
could  go. 

The  schooner  is  also  ashore  about  one-half  mile  to  the  eastward  of 
the  steamer.  This  morning  I  stood  in  to  reconnoiter  the  position  of 
the  steamer.  Having  run  in  as  close  as  was  prudent  I  fired  a  shot 
at  the  steamer,  which  fell  short  one-half  mile.  This  shot  was  returned 
from  the  sand  mound  lately  erected  to  the  westward  of  Fort  Fisher. 
It  fell  short  of  us  about  50  yards,  and  is  the  first  shot  fired  from  that 
battery.

Sir  :  I  beg  leave  to  state,  after  careful  enquiry  into  the  business  of 
blockade  running,  that  the  opinion  which  I  expressed  in  my  dispatch 
No.  23,  that " blockade  running  siuce  I  have  been  here  has  been  on  the 
whole  unprofitable,"  was  fouuded  in  error.  I  therefore  write  to  lay 
before  you  such  data  and  estimates  as  I  have  been  able  to  collect,  after 
careful  enquiry  and  conference  with  intelligent  persons  here. 

Since  the  10th  of  March  last  steam  vessels  have  made,  or  attempted 
to  make,  voyages  to  the  States  in  rebellion,  viz:  Wave  Queen,  Granite 
City,  Stonewall  Jackson,  Victory,  Flora,  Beauregard,  Emma,  Ruby,  St. 
John,  Margaret  and  Jessie,  Eagle,  Calypso,  Cherokee  (late  Florida),  Nic- 
olai  I,  Gertrude,  Douro,  Georgianq,  Antonica,  Pet,  Britannia,  Ella 
and  Annie,  Charleston,  Banshee,  Dolphin,  Sirius,  Orion,  Norseman, 
Minna — 28  in  all.  Of  these  vessels  the  following  have  been  lost  and 
destroyed  or  captured,  to  wit:  Wave  Queen,  Granite  City,  Stonewall 
Jackson,  St.  John,  Eagle,  GJwrokee,  Nicolai  I,  Gertrude,  Douro,  Gear- 
gianna,  Dolphin,  Minna,  and  Norseman,  or  13  of  28.  Eight  of  the  13 
were  captured,  5  were  driven  on  shore  and  destroyed  or  otherwise 
wrecked.  This  proportion  of  loss  seems  too  large  to  allow  the  business 
to  be  profitable,  but  this  view  is  deceptive.  The  number  of  successful 
and  unsuccessful  voyages  must  be* compared  to  make  a  sound  conclu- 
sion. 

Access  can  not  be  had  to  the  custom-house  record,  and  there  is  no 
other  certain  means  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  voyages  made  by 
these  28  steamers  since  the  10th  of  March  last.  Careful  enquiry,  how- 
ever, has  satisfied  me  that  the  voyages  will  average  two  to  each  steamer, 
making  56  voyages,  counting  a  trip  to  Dixie  and  back  as  a  voyage.  This 
gives  us  one  capture  to  4 J  voyages,  about.  To  arrive  at  the  probable 
profits  of  the  business,  I  made  an  estimate  in  the  case  of  the  Ella  and 
Annie.  She  came  into  the  business  in  April,  has  made  two  successful 
voyages,  and  is  now  absent  on  the  third  venture. 

One  voyage  outward  cargo,  say $100, 000 

One  voyage  expense,  etc 15,000 

115, 000 

She  returns  with  1,1*00  bales  of  cotton,  weighing  an  average  of  400  pounds 

per  bale,  equal  to  45  cents  per  pound,  or 234, 000 

From  which  deduct  the  cost 115,000 

Leaves  profit 119,000 
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Assume  that  she  makes  the  average  four  voyages  and  is  lost  on  the 
fifth  with  her  cargo,  the  account  would  stand  thus :  Four  voyages,  profit 
at  $119,000  each,  is  9476,000 ;  deduct  cost  of  steamer,  $100,000,  and 
cargo,  $100,000,  equal  $200,000,  leaves  as  profit  on  four  voyages,  $276,000. 
This  estimate  of  profits  is  far  less;  it  iB  not  half  as  great  as  the  figures 
made  by  those  engaged  in  the  business.  Such  profits  are  sure  to  com- 
mand a  large  fleet  of  steamers  to  engage  in  the  business.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  number  of  steamers  lost  within  the  last  eighty  days,  the  number 
eugaged  is  as  great  as  ever,  and  I  do  not  expect  to  see  it  reduced  until 
our  blockade  is  made  more  effective,  or  the  cities-of  Charleston  and  Fort 
Fisher  (Wilmington)  are  taken. 

Since  my  dispatch  No.  23,  there  have  arrived  from  England  and 
entered  upon  the  business  the  Orion,  Sirius,  Norseman,  Gladiator,  and 
Warrior.  The  two  last  named  have  not  yet  sailed  on  the  contraband 
trade,  but  are  preparing  for  it.  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  moonlight 
nights,  and  for  the  week  past  there  has  been  less  movement  than  ever 
before  since  I  have  been  here.  The  fall  in  the  price  of  cotton  materially 
interferes  with  the  margin  of  profits.  The  holders  at  Charleston  are 
slow  to  concede  a  corresponding  reduction  in  price,  which  would  be 
from  five  to  six  times  as  much  as  the  fall  here,  as  transactions  there  are 
at  the  standard  of  Confederate  paper.  The  new  wheat  crop  has  come 
in  in  the  Confederate  States,  and  the  demand  for  breadstuff  is  not  now 
considerable.  The  number  of  persons  in  that  unfortunate  country  who 
have  nothing  to  pay  with  (whatever  may  be  their  wants)  is  rapidly 
increasing  and  proportionately  reducing  the  demand  for  goods  fur- 
nished by  blockade  runners. 

I  beg  leave  to  direct  attention  to  another  view  of  the  subject.  In 
making  the  56  voyages  above  referred  to  the  "runners"  have  passed 
our  blockading  squadron,  say,  42  times  in  less  than  ninety  days.  Our 
squadron  has  captured  and  destroyed  but  10  or  11,  others  having  been 
casually  wrecked.  Suppose  a  foreign  power  should  allege  that  our 
blockade  is  null  and  void  for  want  of  force  or  vigilance,  would  a  reply 
that  our  blockade  had  defeated  or  captured  1  in  10  or  12  of  the  ven- 
tures satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  blockade  1

Report  of  Acting  Sear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News,  Fa.,  [June  25 1 ]. 

Sir:  I  have  just  received,  by  Lieutenant  Lamson,  from  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Gillis,  commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Morris,  and 
now  in  York  River,  a  memorandum,  hastily  written  in  pencil,  from 
which,  and  Lieutenant  Lamson's  verbal  report,  it  appears  that  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Gillis  sent  out  a  man  to  obtain  information,  who 
has  returned,  reporting  tbat  therewere  no  batteries  on  the  Pamunkey; 
that  the  Merrimack  was  just  below  Fort  Darling;  the  Chickahominy  was 
launched  last  week;  and  that  the  Ladies'  Ounboat  was  to  be  launched 
by  the  4th  of  July.    These  three  are  all  ironclads. 

He  further  stated  that  all  the  forces  lately  in  defeuse  of  Richmond 
had  left  except  about  4,000  men,  most  of  whom  were  at  Chaftin's  and 
Drewry'8  bluffs;  that  General  Wise  was  in  command  at  White  House 
aud  vicinity,  from  which  place,  as  far  as  West  Point,  it  is  represented 
two  companies  of  the  Sixteenth'  Virginia  Cavalry  are  employed  in 
scouting;  that  he  had  seen  a  man  just  from  Richmond,  the  defenses  of 
which  city  had  been  left  very  weak,  only  a  few  guus  being  mounted  on 
the  fortifications,  2  miles  outside  the  city. 

Yesterday  morning,  June  24,  General  l)ix  was  to  leave  Yorktown  for 
the  WThite  House,  on  the  Pamunkey,  with  about  5,000  troops.  His  sup- 
plies are  to  be  landed  at  West  Point.  He  was  also  to  move  5,000  men, 
under  General  Gordon,  from  Barhamsville,  via  Slaterville,  to  the  White 
Hou>e,  a  distance  of  from  15  to  20  miles.  Fleet-Captain  Crosby,  with 
the  Commodore  Barney  (Lieutenant  Gushing,  commanding),  the  Commo- 
dore Morris  (Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis),  the  Morse  (Lieutenant- 
Commander  Babcock),  and  the  steamer  Western  World,  which  last  is 
also  to  serve  as  an  army  transport,  is  cooperating  in  the  Pamunkey 
with  General  Dix. 

General  Dix  told  me  on  the  23d  instant  that  if  he  had  10,000  more 
men  he  thought  he  could  go  into  Richmond  without  any  difliculty.  He 
said  he  did  not  know  what  would  come  of  his  present. movement.  A 
short  time  since  the  general  informed  me  that  he  had  30,000  effective 
men  in  this  department.  If  General  Dix  had  gone  up  James  River,  1 
would  have  moved  up  with  our  two  ironclads.  1  suppose  the  present 
demonstrations  would  not  admit  the  delay  which  an  investment  of  Fort 
Powhatan  would  require.  1  apprehend  it  will  take  sometime  to  repair 
the  carriage  of  the  Sangamon  s  X  V -inch  gun.  1  hope  the  Department 
meditates  increasing,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  ironclad  force  here. 
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The  deep  draft,  the  great  size,  feeble  steam  power,  and  structure  of 
the  Roanoke  will  not  allow  her  to  act  as  a  substitute  for  the  active,  less 
vulnerable,  and  lighter  draft  monitors. 

In  view  of  the  casualties  of  the  service,  especially  in  action,  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  in  addition  to  the  Roanoke  two  efficient  moni- 
tors be  kept  here. 

The  Atlanta? 8  commander  says  his  plans  were  defeated  and  this  iron- 
clad lost  by  getting  aground.  He  expected,  favored  by  the  Atlanta's 
speed,  to  choose  his  distance,  and,  with  his  Brooke  rifles,  whose  projec- 
tiles have  great  penetrating  power,  to  injure  the  monitors  whilst  out  of 
reach  of  the  greatest  effect  of  their  smoothbores.

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  V.  8.  Nary. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Basnet, 
Off  White  House,  Pamunkey  River,  [June  25,  1863], 

Admiral:  I  arrived  here  at  7  p.  m.  to-day  in  the  Commodore  Barney; 
found  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  with  the  other  three  gunboats, 
here.  The  army  gunboats  Smith  Briggs  and  Jesup  are  also  in  the 
river  and  under  my  orders. 

The  enemy  had  just  erected  a  fine  earthwork,  circular,  near  the  rail- 
road bridge,  with  a  turntable  in  it  ready  for  mounting  a  heavy  pivot 
gun  so  soon  as  it  could  be  brought  down;  fortunately  our  forces 
interrupted  them  and  destroyed  their  work  and  the  picket  and  men 
left  in  haste  on  the  arrival  of  our  forces.  I  understand  that  they  had 
about  100  men  here. 

The  railroad  bridge  across  the  Pamunkey  Eiver  is  in  good  repair. 
Should  it  not  be  needed  for  army  services,  we  will  destroy  it.  I  am 
informed  that  the  cars  from  Richmond  were  here  yesterday  afternoon. 
I  will  look  for  General  Dix  to-morrow. 

Two  of  the  enemy's  scouts  were  captured  today.  They  say  they 
knew  we  were  coming  yesterday.  I  suppose  they  imagined  so  by  our 
having  so  mauy  transports  moving  about  at  Yorktown.  They  are  cer- 
tainly aware  of  our  movements  now,  as  they  have  had  sufficient  time 
to  see  our  movements. 

I  arrived  at  Yorktown  at  9:30  p.  m.  yesterday  and  called  on  General 
Dix,  but  he  had  retired  and  I  did  not  see  him  until  this  morning  at 
7:50  a.  m.;  after  communicating  with  him  came  directly  here. 

We  have  about  100  tons  of  coal  at  Yorktown,  and  I  think  it  advisable 
to  have  about  double  the  amount.    Will  you  please  have  it  sent  up. 

The  army  has  not  arrived  yet,  and  I  expect  it  will  occupy  to-morrow 
to  get  here,  when  possibly  it  will  make  a  start  on  the  following  day. 
The  cavalry  has  already  landed  here  and  advanced.

Sib:  I  have  but  a  single  moment  in  which  to  inform  you  of  the 
complete  success  of  the  expedition  up  to  this  time.  We  arrived  about 
7  a.  m.,  and  found  about  100  cavalry  in  possession,  but  they  left  on  our 
approach.  The  Western  World  brought  up  nearly  300  cavalry  and 
they  have  all  been  landed.  Wise's  Legion  is  reported  to  be  advancing, 
but  I  do  not  anticipate  much  difficulty  in  repulsing  him,  if  he  does 
attack,  unless  he  is  much  stronger  than  has  been  reported.  No  infantry 
has  arrived  yet,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  hear  from  General  Keyes.

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  V.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Off  White  House,  Pamunkey  River,  June  27,  1863. 

Admiral:  Colonel  Spears  with  his  cavalry  arrived  th is  evening  at 
sundown,  after  a  successful  raid.  They  captured  General  William  H.  F. 
Lee,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hargrove,7  captains,  2  lieutenants,  100  privates. 
Destroyed  the  [Virginia]  Central  Railroad  bridge  over  the  South  Anna, 
captured  35  G-mule  teams  aud  wagons,  150  mules  in  addition,  and  75 
to  100  horses,  $20,000  Confederate  bonds,  all  the  property  of  the  rebel 
Government. 

The  rebels  made  a  gallant  defense,  but  all  the  party  were  captured. 
Some  6  or  7  of  the  rebels  were  killed  and  as  many  as  10  or  15  wounded ; 
our  troops  lost  3  killed  and  5  wounded. 

General  Lee  is  a  son  of  General  Robert  Lee  and  owns  the  White 
House  plantation. 

I  expect  they  will  commence  moving  to-morrow.  We  have  no  other 
news  of  importance.     We  hear  nothing  of  rebels  since  our  first  arrival. 

The  rebels  have  been  within  the  last  two  weeks  erecting  earthworks 
to  command  the  river.  The  Western  World  and  Smith  Briggs  and 
Jesup  are  kept  moving  up  and  down  the  Pamunkey  River. 
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1  send  down  requisition  for  ammunition  for  the  Morse,  which  is  an 
extra  allowance.  The  vessels  are  fall  of  ammunition,  and  this  amount 
is  all  that  can  be  stowed. 

I  wrote  for  coal  in  a  former  letter,  and  as  we  will  possibly  be  here 
longer  than  I  at  first  anticipated  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  vessel 
holding  not  less  than  200  tons  to  come  to  Yorktowu. 

I  did  not  mention  that  a  rebel  master  was  captured  among  the  pris- 
oners, by  name  of  Hudgins. 
General  Dix  wishes  me  to  present  his  compliments  to  you.

SiB:  Enclosed  herewith  (A),  under  date  of  July  1,  is  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  Fleet  Captain  Crosby,  regarding  the  movements  of  a  naval 
force,  in  the  York  and  Pamunkey  rivers,  under  his  command,  from  the 
evening  of  the  24th  to  the  moruing  of  the  30th  ultimo,  in  cooperation 
with  the  movements  of  the  army  under  Major-General  Dix. 

I  also  enclose  herewith  (B)  copies  of  my  orders,  issued  June  22,  23, 
and  24,  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  of  the  Commodore  Morris, 
and  to  Fleet  Captain  Crosby  on  the  24th. 

I  last  night  sent  Fleet  Captain  Crosby  back  to  the  Pamunkey  in  the 
ShoJcolcon. 

The  naval  force  at  present  therefore  in  the  Pamunkey  River  is  com- 
posed of  the  Shokokon,  Commodore  Morris,  Western  World,  and  General 
Putnam.

Sra :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  24th  instant  I  left  here  on 
the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney  to  take  command  of  the  United  States 
naval  vessels  in  the  York  Kiver  and  its  tributaries,  and  cooperate  with 
the  army  under  General  Dix,  giving  all  practicable  assistance. 

The  naval  vessels  consisted  of  the  Commodore  Morris,  Western  World, 
Morse,  and  Barney,  the  three  former  being  in  the  York  River,  besides 
two  armed  army  vessels,  the  Smith  Briggs  and  Jesup,  which  were  put 
under  my  orders  by  Major-General  Dix. 

On  my  arrival  at  York  Kiver  at  about  9:30  p.  in.  I  found  General 
Dix  there  and  communicated  to  him  through  his  chief  of  stall',  Colonel 
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Van  Buren,  my  instructions.  The  general  was  unwell,  and  having 
retired  I  could  not  see  him  next  morning  until  7:30  a.  m.,  when  I 
learned  from  him  the  particulars  of  the  movement  and  where  he  would 
want  the  assistance  of  the  gunboats,  which  he  informed  me  would  be 
at  West  Point  and  the  White  House  landing. 

At  8  a.  m.  we  stood  up  for  the  White  House,  arriviug  there  at  about 
6: 30  p.  m.  We  found  it  impossible  to  run  fast,  as  our  pilots  had  great 
difficulty  in  keeping  the  channel,  which  was  very  narrow  in  places,  atid 
the  vessels  drawing  9  feet  6  inches. 

I  found  Lieutenant-Commander  J.  H.  Gillis,  with  the  Commodore 
Morris,  Western  World,  Morse,  and  Smith  Briggs,  at  the  White  House 
landing,  and  the  Jesup  at  West  Point. 

I  found  all  quiet  on  the  river;  cavalry  under  Colonel  Spear  had 
started  on  a  scout. 

I  stationed  the  gunboats  at  White  House,  the  Jesup  at  West  Point, 
and  daily  sent  two  vessels  to  run  from  White  House  to  West  Point  to 
protect  the  army  transports  and  examine  the  banks  of  the  river  to 
discover  signs  of  the  enemy  should  they  be  near,  but  nothing  could  be 
seen  or  heard  of  them. 

The  captain  of  the  Western  World  reported  three  new  earthworks  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Pamunkey,  midway  from  West  Point  and  White 
House,  which  appeared  to  have  been  thrown  up  about  two  weeks  pre- 
vious to  our  going  up  the  river,  and  that  they  were  concealed  from 
view  on  the  river,  which  fact  I  reported  to  General  Dix,  who  said  he 
would  have  them  leveled. 

At  the  White  House  lauding  the  enemy  had  an  earthwork  thrown 
up  in  circular  form,  which  had  a  branch  from  the  railroad  running  iuto 
it,  and  inside  of  the  earthwork  they  had  a  heavy  turntable,  upon  which 
they  intended  running  a  car  with  heavy  guns  mounted  upon  it;  with 
this  arrangement  they  could  work  their  guns  on  a  pivot,  and  if  neces- 
sary could  retreat  with  the  guns  on  the  railroad  to  Richmond.  I  was 
informed  that  they  had  several  such  arrangements  between  the  White 
House  and  Richmond. 

I  sent  some  of  our  men  on  shore  to  destroy  the  turntable  and  tear  up 
the  rails. 

On  the  26th  General  Dix  arrived  with  a  part  of  his  force,  under 
General  Getty's  command,  which  was  brought  up  in  the  transports. 

On  the  27th  Colonel  Spear  returned  with  his  command,  the  particu- 
lars of  which  I  reported  in  a  former  communication;  the  same  day 
General  Keyes  arrived  with  his  forces  from  Yorktown. 

The  army  was  busily  employed  when  I  left  landiug  commissary  and 
quartermaster's  stores,  repairing  the  railroad  track  where  it  needed  it, 
and  getting  the  trains  ready  for  marching. 

They  had  landed  a  locomotive  and  cars,  which  were  in  running  con- 
dition. 

When  1  left  the  White  House  we  had  in  our  army  about  18,000  or 
20,000  men  and  fourteen  or  fifteen  batteries  of  artillery,  and  troops 
from  New  Berne  were  arriving. 

At  9  p.  in.  on  the  29th  I  received  your  orders  to  send  the  U.  S. 
steamers  Commodore  Barney  and  Morse  to  Washington  and  myself  to 
return  to  the  flagship,  which  orders  I  issued  with  all  dispatch  and 
informed  General  Dix  of  the  fact. 

The  Barney  left  at  0:.'*0  p.  in.  and  the  Morse  at  11  p.  m.  for  Wash- 
ington, provided  and  prepared  for  immediate  service,  both  with  pilots, 
ammunition,  stores,  etc. 
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I  took  passage  in  the  Morse  to  Yorktown  and  from  there  here  in 
army  transports  and  arrived  at  11  p.  m.  on  the  30th  instant.

He  also  asked  for  one  gunboat  to  be  left  at  West  Point.  He  said  he 
would  furuish  pilots  for  the  gunboats. 

I  offered  him  the  use  of  the  Western  World  to  transport  some  cav- 
alry, as  he  said  he  was  in  want  of  transportation. 

Proceed  up  the  York  River  in  the  Commodore  Barney  and  communi- 
cate with  General  Dix,  sealing  and  delivering  to  him  the  enclosed  letter 
after  reading  it. 

You  will  cooperate  with  the  troops,  rendering  in  the  exercise  of  your 
sound  discretion  all  practicable  assistance  to  promote  the  public 
interests. 

The  Commodore  Morris,  Morse,  Commodore  Barney,  and  Western 
World  are  placed  at  your  disposition. 

Try  and  obtain  good  pilots. 

When  the  expedition  is  over  return  here  with  the  Commodore  Morris, 
the  Commodore  Barney,  and  the  Western  World.

Sinking  of  the  II.  S.  S.  Sumpter,  June  24,  1863. 

[Telegram.] 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota,  June  24, 1863. 

At  about  12:  45  this  morning,  Smith's  Island  light  bearing  W.  N.  W., 
8  or  \)  miles  distant,  Sumpter  collided  with,  transport  steamer  General 
Meigs,  in  consequence  of  which,  at  1:15  a.  in.,  Sumpter  sank  in  about 
7  fathoms  of  water.  No  lives  lost;  ollicers  and  men  lost  all  their 
effects.  General  Meigs  reported  uninjured.  The  officers  and  crew  of 
the  Sumpter  were  kindly  brought  into  the  roads  by  Captain  Laverett, 
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of  the  schooner  Jamestown,  bound  from  Washington  to  Boston.  I  ask 
authority  to  issue  to  officers  and  men  the  necessary  rations,  clothing, 
and  money.    Paymasters  saved  nothing.

Sib  :  I  regret  to  be  called  upon  to  forward  the  enclosed  certified  copy 
of  the  report  by  Acting  Volunteer- Lieutenant  Peter  Hays,  late  com- 
manding U.  8.  S.  Sumpter,  of  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  loss 
of  that  vessel  yesterday  morning. 

I  shall  order  a  board  to  investigate  the  matter. 

I  propose  to  distribute  her  officers  and  men  in  this  squadron  as  soon 
as  the  Department  authorizes  issues  to  them,  and  as  soon  as  their 
accounts  are  opened  again,  about  which  1  am  informed  (although  all 
the  paymasters's  books,  papers,  and  funds  are  lost)  there  will  be  but 
little  difficulty  when  copies  of  their  trausfer  accounts  have  been  obtained 
from  the  former  paymaster  of  the  Sumpter  and  Paymaster  Marey,  of  the 
receiving  ship  at  New  York. 

I  have  telegraphed  for  them.

Schooner  Jamestown, 

Hampton  Roads,  June  24, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that* at  half  past  12  this  morning,  Smith's 
Island  light  bearing  W.  N.  W.,  distant  about  8  miles,  a  light  was 
reported,  apparently  a  steamer's.  The  officer  of  the  deck,  Acting 
Ensign  Thomas  W.  Spencer,  reported  it  to  me,  and  asked  if  he  should 
run  for  it.  I  told  him  to  run  in  her  direction  and  try  and  ascertain 
what  she  was.  We  approached  her  very  slowly,  going  through  the 
water  slowly.  There  was  a  heavy  mist  at  the  time  and  we  were  unable 
to  distinguish  an  object  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  beyond  200  yards. 

The  steamer  showed  one  white  light  forward  and  one  aft  and  a  red 
light  apparently  amidships.  Upon  nearing  her  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  officer  of  the  deck  to  pass  astern  of  her,  but  being  deceived  by  the 
mist  he  found  he  bad  not  room,  and  endeavored  to  bring  our  ship  upon 
a  course  parallel  with  hers,  and  in  endeavoring  to  do  so  the  vessels 
collided,  our  bow  striking  her  about  the  fore  chains.  The  shock  was  a 
very  slight  one,  but  the  Sumpter  being  very  rotton,  even  that  slight 
shock  had  the  effect  of  wrenching  the  entire  stem  off  her. 
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The  steamer  dropped  astern.  I  hailed  bat  got  no  answer,  bat  imme- 
diately after  was  hailed  and  asked  to  send  a  boat,  which  I  did  immedi- 
ately, supposing  the  steamer  was  sinking. 

The  boat  returned  immediately  and  reported  the  steamer  to  be  the 
General  Meigs,  from  New  York  for  Port  Royal,  and  that  she  was  unin- 
jured. The  officer  reported  that  the  captain  of  the  Meigs  asked  if  a 
volunteer  officer  commanded  the  Sumpter,  and  being  answered  in  the 
affirmative,  replied  that  he  thought  some  secesh  officers  were  on  board 
of  her.  She  immediately  resumed  her  course  and  was  soon  out  of 
sight. 

I  asked  the  engineer  of  the  watch  if  the  Hhip  was  making  any  water; 
he  replied  she  was  not.  I  then  went  forward  to  see  what  damage  was 
done  to  our  bow  and  sent  the  carpenter  with  an  officer  to  see  if  she 
was  making  any  water  forward.  They  immediately  reported  an 
immense  body  of  water  was  rushing  in  forward.  I  went  down  myself 
and  was  immediately  convinced  she  could  float  but  a  short  time,  and 
at  once  gave  the  order  to  abandon  ship,  as  she  had  settled  forward 
some  5  feet.  We  laid  by  her  five  minutes  and  her  bows  were  nearly 
under. 

Made  a  sail  close  by  and  pulled  for  her ;  she  proved  to  be  the  schooner 
Jamestown,  from  Washington,  bound  to  Boston,  Captain  Laverett.  I 
told  him  the  condition  we  were  in  and  asked  him  to  return  with  us  to 
Hampton  Koads,  with  which  he  complied. 

About  twenty  minutes  after  leaving  the  Sumpter  she  sunk  in  about 
7  fathoms  of  water,  her  mastheads  only  being  out  of  water.

Adger,  of  a  collision  between  that  vessel  and  an  unknown  steamer.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  2: 15  this  morning,  when 
25  miles  N.  E.  by  K.  of  Oape  llenry,  gentle  breeze  from  northward  and 
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eastward,  and  misty,  the  officer  of  the  deck,  Acting  Ensign  O.  Moore, 
reported  to  me  a  light  in  sight  on  our  port  bow.  I  sent  him  orders  to 
be  careful  and  avoid  running  into  Vessels.  A  few  moments  after  I 
heard  the  bell  ring  to  slow  our  engine  and  the  steam  whistle  blown 
twice.  I  immediately  went  on  deck  and  saw  a  masthead  and  green 
light  a  little  forward  off  our  port  beam  and  a  strange  steamer  so  near 
that  a  collision  was  inevitable.  Our  helm  at  this  time  was  aport,  and 
had  been  so  some  time.  The  strange  steamer  must  have  ported  her 
helm  immediately  after  I  saw  her,  as  her  port  bow  struck  and  slued  the 
after  gun  (which  was  cast  loose)  on  our  port  quarter  with  slight  dam- 
age to  our  upper  works,  but  I  regret  to  add  that  Quartermaster  John 
T.  Simpson,  at  our  wheel,  was  seriously  injured  about  the  head  by 
splinters. 

The  strange  steamer,  I  think,  was  a  propeller.  As  we  were  struck 
by  her  bow  (her  strongest  point)  and  did  not  receive  serious  injury,  and 
she  continued  on  after  the  collision  without  our  hearing  her  steam 
whistle  or  discovering  any  signals,  I  presumed  she  had  not  sustained 
much  damage,  and  not  aware  either,  until  too  late,  of  all  the  facts  attend- 
ing the  collision,  I  kept  on  my  course. 

I  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  a  statement  made  to  me  by  Acting 
Ensign  C.  Moore,  by  which  it  appears  that  he  followed  the  prescribed 
rules  for  avoiding  a  collision  under  the  circumstances,  while  the  strange 
steamer  disregarded  them.

Sir  :  Having  received  information  that  a  boat  was  being  fitted  out  in 
a  small  stream  called  Pepper  Creek,  near  New  Point  Comfort,  for  the 
purpose  of  preying  on  the  commerce  of  Chesai>eake  Bay,  I  yesterday 
went  in  with  two  boats  to  reconnoiter.  While  passing  up  the  creek  we 
were  fired  on  by  a  party  concealed  in  the  woods,  and  two  of  my  men, 
James  Duffy  (coxswain  of  the  gig)  and  John  Moran  (seaman),  were 
slightly  wounded.  We  at  once  landed  and  returned  the  fire,  when  the 
enemy  ran  away. 

Having  been  wantonly  fired  at  I  deemed  some  retaliation  necessary 
and  proper;  so,  landing  at  two  points  'twixt  New  Point  Comfort  and 
East  River,  I  burned  several  houses  and  destroyed  considerable  grain, 
etc.    I  enclose  the  surgeon's  report  of  the  wounded  men,  and  am,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  was  relieved  from  the 
command  of  this  steamer  this  afternoon  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieuten- 
ant Peter  Hays,  acting  under  your  orders.  He  tells  me  that  you  wish 
to  know  from  me  more  full  particulars  of  the  destruction  of  property  in 
Mob  jack  Bay  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  June  25,  1863,  than  was 
mentioned  in  my  dispatch  to  you  of  June  26,  1863. 

The  information  upon  which  1  acted  1  obtained  from  a  man  named 
Morse,  who  represented  himself  as  a  good  Union  man,  and  believing  it 
fully  within  the  scope  of  my  instructions  to  prevent  all  illicit  trading 
by  all  means  in  my  power,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  damage 
which  an  armed  boat  might  in  a  few  hours  effect  in  the  commerce  of 
this  bay,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  look  into  the  creek  and  ascertain  if 
the  information  was  correct,  and  if  possible  capture  the  boat.  I  accord- 
ingly sent  Acting  Ensign  Albert  Buhner  with  the  iirst  cutter,  armed, 
and  followed  myself  with  my  gig.  The  creek  was  narrow  and  crooked, 
and  after  proceeding  some  distance  up  the  creek  1  myself  went  on 
shore  alone,  giving  orders  to  the  gig's  crew  to  remain  in  the  boat.  I 
made  enquiry  at  several  houses,  but  obtained  no  information  of  any 
boat  such  as  had  been  described  by  Mr.  Morse.  While  returning  I 
heard  shots  (several  volleys)  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek,  and  at 
once  made  haste  to  reach  my  boat.  Arriving  at  the  shore,  1  saw  the 
first  cutter's  crew  with  Mr.  Huhner  on  shore  engaged  with  a  party  in 
the  woods  and  the  gig's  crew  about  landing.  I  ordered  them  to  return 
and  take  me  over,  which  they  did.  Seeing  that  the  enemy  had  retired, 
and  seeing  my  coxswain  in  the  boat  wounded  by  a  rifle  shot  in  the  arm, 
I  ordered  Mr.  Buhner  to  return  to  his  boat,  which  was  effected  in 
good  order.  He  informed  me  that  he  had  one  man  wounded.  We 
pulled  out,  the  gig  following  the  cutter,  with  half  the  crew  at  the  oars 
and  half  with  their  rifles  ready,  but  saw  no  more  of  the  enemy.  Arriv- 
ing on  board  we  attempted  to  shell  the  place,  but  the  distance  was  too 
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great  for  oar  battery.  I  then  proceeded  to  a  point  where  the  depth  of 
water  enabled  me  to  approach  nearer  the  shore,  and  after  firing  a  few 
shells  sent  in  three  boats,  with  orders  to  born  the  houses  and  return  as 
quickly  as  possible.  They  burned  three,  one  of  them  known  to  them  to 
be  that  of  a  noted  rebel  and  blockade  runner  named  Kerwan,  and  the 
others  supposed  by  them  to  be  such.  At  the  house  first  mentioned  was 
found  a  quantity  of  new  dry  goods  and  other  stores,  the  quantity  enough 
to  stock  a  small  country  store.  As  the  party  was  ordered  to  use  all  the 
expedition  possible,  and  only  to  destroy  and  not  to  plunder,  none  of 
the  goods  were  captured.  I  afterwards  landed  myself  at  a  place  still 
farther  up  the  bay,  near  the  mouth  of  East  River,  with  the  gig  and  first 
cutter,  and  then  destroyed  four  more  farms,  with  their  outbuildings, 
where  there  was  considerable  grain,  bacon,  etc. 

My  object  in  this  destruction  was  to  render  the  approach  to  shore  by 
any  of  our  armed  boats  more  safe  for  the  purpose  of  reconnoissance  if 
necessary.  I  am  aware  that  my  proceedings  conflict  somewhat  with 
the  orders  received  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Baboock,  of  June  17,  but 
at  the  time  of  giving  me  those  orders  he  told  me  that  emergencies 
might  arise  other  than  contemplated  by  those  orders,  and  in  that  event 
I  was  to  use  my  own  judgment  Deeming  the  wounding  of  my  men  an 
outrage  requiring  prompt  satisfaction,  I  so  acted.

District  of  the  Albemarle, 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  June  25  \26\\,  1863. 

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  this  date,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
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earthworks  in  this  vicinity  for  the  defense  of  Plymouth,  without  the 
assistance  of  the  gunboats.  So  many  contingencies  are  involved  in 
this  enquiry  that  I  cau  only  reply  that  the  presence  of  the  gunboats 
may  not  be  necessary  except  under  certain  circumstances.  If  it  is 
desirable  to  hold  the  place  at  all,  I  consider  that  every  available  means 
should  be  used,  not  only  to  render  it  secure,  but  such  as  will  deter  the 
enemy  from  an  attack.  I  see  no  reason  for  inviting  him  here  by  remov- 
ing any  serious  obstacle  to  his  success.  The  gunboats  are  a  formidable 
auxiliary  to  the  defenses  of  the  place,  and  being  the  most  accessible 
point  within  the  district  occupied  by  troops,  I  consider  that  the  gun- 
boats should  remain  habitually  as  they  are.  The  river  obstructions  are 
not  completed,  and  an  attack  by  water  should,  if  possible,  be  met  by 
water. 

I  do  not  by  any  means  believe  that  the  whole  naval  force  should  be 
compelled  to  lie  idle  in  the  Roanoke.  The  heavy  batteries  of  the  Miami 
and  Southfield  would  allow  the  Valley  City,  Commodore  Perry,  and  White- 
head  to  cruise  throughout  the  sound  and  its  tributaries  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  contraband  trade,  and  to  perform  the  usual  duties  of  ships  of 
war.  This  has  been  their  usual  practice  under  the  active  administra- 
tion of  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
judicious,  and  although  the  defenses  may  be  alone  sufficient,  the  pres- 
ence of  the  gunboats  is  too  important  to  be  dispensed  with.

New  Berne,  July  2, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  our  new  gunboat  Bombshell 
is  now  ready  for  service,  and  it  is  proposed  to  send  her  up  the  Neuse 
River  on  an  experimental  trip  to  try  her  sailing  qualities,  test  her  guns, 
and  to  make  a  diversion. 

The  commanding  general  would  be  pleased  to  have  any  naval  boats 
which  would  be  of  sufficiently  light  draft  accompany  her  on  the  trip, 
and  desires  me  to  ask  you  for  the  loan  of  twelve  men,  good  seamen  and 
gunners,  if  you  can  spare  for  the  trip.  The  men  will  be  needed  to- 
morrow; the  boat  will  go  on  Saturday.

Report  of  Captain  Boggs,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  arrival  at  Beaufort,  N.  C,  and 
of  the  presence  of  Confederate  ironclad  and  steamer  at  Smithville, 
N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Sacramento, 
Beaufort,  N.  C\,  July  3, 1863. 

Sir:  I  anchored  at  this  place  to-day  for  the  purpose  of  coaling  and 
repairing  the  screw  of  the  150-pounder  rifle,  disabled,  having  on  leav- 
ing Western  Bar  only  enough  coat  on  board  to  reach  here. 

On  the  morning  of  the  30th  of  June  the  ironclad  alluded  to  in  my 
letter  of  May  14,  No.  35,  was  seen  going  down  the  river  and  is  now 
lying  at  Smithville,  in  full  sight  of  the  blockade  vessels,  with  steam  up, 
and  apparently  ready  to  come  out  the  first  favorable  opportunity.  She 
is  pierced  for  seven  guns,  two  on  the  broadside,  two  on  the  stern,  and 
one  on  the  bow. 

A  most  formidable  looking  vessel  in  company  with  her  is  a  large, 
paddle-wheel  steamer,  evidently  English  built,  very  long,  with  two 
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large  smokestacks  between  her  masts,  no  bowsprit,  lying  low  in  the 
water,  and  altogether  a  very  fast  and  efficient  looking  war  vessel.    I 

{>resume  a  consort  of  the  ironclad,  bat  if  intended  for  cruising  would  do 
mmense  damage  on  the  coast 

I  left  off  the  Western  Bar  the  Chocura,  Victoria,  and  steam  tag  Violet. 
Off  the  end  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals  the  Florida,  making  arrangements 
for  placing  the  light  vessel.  I  directed  Captain  Bankhead  to  anchor 
her  anywhere  and  proceed  off  the  bar.  I  touched  off  New  Inlet  and 
placed  Captain  Case  on  his  gaard  by  informing  him  of  the  appearance 
of  the  ironclad. 

The  vessels  off  the  Western  Bar  are  all  cripples  in  their' engines,  and 
should  the  raid  come  from  that  quarter  before  reinforcements  arrive, 
they  will  be  fortunate  if  they  escape  capture,  as  to  prevent  such  for- 
midable vessels  from  coming  out  is  impossible  on  either  side  with  such 
vessels  as  compose  the  blockading  squadron.  Unless  instant  rein- 
forcements are  sent  down,  and  some  ironclads,  their  programme  of 
raising  the  blockade  and  then  destroying  everything  in  the  harbor  of 
Beaufort  will  certainly  be  carried  out,  to  the  dishonor  of  the  officers 
commanding  bere  and  the  eternal  disgrace  of  our  country.  All  this 
might  have  been  prevented  by  acting  on  the  suggestion  of  my  com- 
menting of  the  14th  of  May. 

The  condition  of  the  majority  of  the  vessels  here  prevent  their  offer- 
ing any  effective  resistance.  This  ship  and  the  Iroquois  are  the  only 
ones  capable  of  making  any  fight,  and  their  powers  of  endurance  would 
not  carry  them  through  ten  minutes'  action  with  so  formidable  an  iron- 
clad, even  were  they  together,  but  separated  by  the  shoals,  not  know- 
ing which  Hide  she  may  come  out,  what  prospects  have  we  but  defeat 
and  mortification!  I  shall  use  all  dispatch  in  returning  to  my  station, 
but  fear  it  will  be  at  least  a  week  before  I  can  reach  there. 

Believing  this  information  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  it, 
I  have  sent  a  communication  direct  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  the 
subject  and  directed  Lieutenant-Commander  (Jueeu,  who  has  completed 
his  inspection  of  the  vessels  of  this  squadron,  and  has  seen  the  ironclad 
and  gunboat,  to  proceed  north  with  the  least  possible  delay  and  lay  all 
the  information  with[in]  his  knowledge,  respecting  the  state  of  the  ves- 
sels of  this  squadron,  before  you. 

From  undoubted  information  it  is  certain  that  a  second  vessel  is 
nearly  ready,  and  several  gunboats.

Bib:  I  very  respectfully  report  that  I  seized  off  Piankatank  River, 
July  2,  and  brought  to  this  place  for  your  disposal,  the  schooner 
Champion,  of  Yorktown,  35  tons,  with  three  men  on  board,  viz,  M.  P. 
Morse,  captain  and  part  owner;  James  Foster,  and  Washington  Brown, 
all  of  Mathews  County,  Va. 

It  appears  from  Mr.  Morse's  statement  that  she  was  formerly  in  the 
oyster  trade,  and  had  been  sunk  with  others  of  same  class  30  miles  up 
the  Piankatank  Eiver  for  two  years.  James  Foster  also  had  a  schooner 
op  there  and  carried  sails  up  to  get  her  down,  but  the  only  one  they 
could  raise  was  the  Champion,  and  the  sails  were  bent  on  her.  They 
worked  several  nights,  remaining"  hid  through  the  day.  Foster 
destroyed  his  schooner  before  he  left.  On  the  way  down  were 
repeatedly  fired  at  by  guerrillas.  There  was  nothing  on  board.  She 
appears  to  be  thoroughly  water-soaked;  had  no  papers  of  any  kind; 
made  no  attempt  to  evade,  but  came  directly  toward  us,  stating  they 
were  afraid  to  anchor  inside  on  account  of  guerrillas.  Mr.  Morse 
appears  to  be  possessed  of  considerable  information.  I  think  it  would 
be  desirable  for  you  to  see  him.  He  told  me  there  was  a  barrel  of  poi- 
soned whisky  at  Mathews  County  Court-House  for  our  cavalry  on  their 
next  raid. 

The  schooner  leaks  very  badly ;  the  prize  crew  were  constantly  at 
the  pumps.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  the  Department's  letter  of  June  30,  I  beg  leave  to 
represent  that  this  is  the  only  man-of-war  in  this  squadron  (not  on  the 
blockade  at  Wilmington)  with  cabin  accommodations  for  more  than 
her  commander. 

Besides  this  vessel,  there  are  in  these  waters  only  the  store  hulks, 
the  tugs,  and  transports,  some  ferryboats,  and  the  ironclads,  llence, 
the  detail  of  this  vessel  for  the  blockade  of  Wilmington  necessarily 
made  like  disposition  of  me. 

In  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron,  referred  to  by  the  Depart- 
ment, the  Colorado  may  be  regularly  attached   to   the  blockade  of 
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Mobile  and  the  admiral  be  elsewhere  or  mostly  in  the  Mississippi,  as  he 
has  there  the  Hartford  and  the  Richmond,  regular  sloops-of-war,  with 
two  cabins  each,  besides  several  other  rtyrular  men-of-war  not  on  the 
blockade  and  subject  to  his  use. 

With  a  proper  ironclad  and  movable  force  at  Newport  News,  this 
vessel  might  be  stationed  off  Wilmington  or  in  the  roads,  where  the 
man  of- war  force  now  consists  of  foreign  pennants. 

I  reM|HH*tfttlly  suggest  that  there  should  be  an  addition  of  three  ves- 
sels of  force  to  this  squadron  for  the  protection  of  the  blockade;  also 
some  swift  £iiuboats,  for  the  double  blockade  required  for  Wilmington, 
and  several  cruising  steamers  on  the  outside  of  the  blockade. 

The  Oepartmcnt  has  ordered  the  Lehigh  to  be  sent  to  Washington 
on  the  arrival  of  the  Roanoke,  and  intimated  that  the  Parnate  would  be 
mMit  here.     I  l>eg  leave  to  repeat  that  it  is  desirable*  to  have  at  least 
two  of  t lie  monitors  here,  as  the  Roanoke  is  almost  immovable.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  July,  4,  1863. 

Sir:  At  2:30  p.  in.  to  day  I  received  the  enclosed  original  communi- 
cation from  Mr.  Stephens,  a  copy  of  which  1  included  in  a  telegram  to 
the  Department  aud  sent  to  Fortress  Monroe  to  be  forwarded  in  cipher. 

At  the  same  time  I  received  a  communication  from  the  same  source, 
directed  to  the  commanding  officer  at  Fortress  Monroe,  which  I  deemed 
it  prudent  to  enclose  in  a  communication,  of  which  the  enclosed  (No.  1) 
is  a  copy. 

This  was  sent  by  Lieutenant  Lamson,  who,  as  General  Dix  was 
absent,  was  directed  to  ascertain  and  deliver  it  to  the  proper  officer 
and  to  repeat  to  him  that  I  thought  the  matter  should  not  be  disclosed 
without  the  instructions  of  the  Government. 

The  picket  tug  was  then  sent  back  to  its  station,  which  is  5  or  6 
miles  above  and  iu  sight  from  this  anchorage,  with  orders  to  deliver 
my  reply  (copy  enclosed,  No.  2)  to  Mr.  Stephens  on  board  the  unarmed 
rebel  tug  Torpedo,  which  had  been  required,  agreeably  to  my  standing 
written  orders,  to  anchor  above  White  Shoal  light,  which  is  about  8 
statute  miles  above  this  anchorage. 

Notwithstanding  these  precautions,  1  heard  this  evening  that  it  was 
known  generally  that  Mr.  Stephens  was  on  board  and  that  he  wanted 
to  go  to  Washington. 

This  information  was,  I  suppose,  purposely  communicated  by  the 
flag-of- truce  tug  Torpedo  to  our  picket  tug,  the  Lilac. 

There  was  manifested  on  board  the  tlag  of  truce  a  great  desire  to  come 
down  to  the  tleet.  On  being  informed  of  my  order,  it  was  represented 
that  she  had  no  anchor,  but  on  being  offered  one,  the  people  on  board 
said  they  would  get  one  from  the  hold.  Mr.  Stephens  (I  suppose  it  was) 
wished  to  come  down  for  the  more  speedy  delivering  of  his  applica- 
tions, which  he  could  prepare  on  the  way. 

To  allow  the  so-called  Confederate  States  steamer  to  pass  this  block- 
ade and  display  its  assumed  sovereign  Hag  at  the  national  capital  was 
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an  act  of  recognition  wholly  at  variance  with  my  feelings  and  sense  of 
duty.    The  proposition  was  otherwise  objectionable.

Sir:  1  enclose  herewith  a  report  of  an  attack  on  the  picket  guard 
sent  from  this  vessel  and  stationed  in  Fort  Powhatan  under  command 
of  Acting  Ensigns  Charles  J.  Goodwin  and  James  A.  Brannan.  Mr. 
Bran  nan  has  a  tlesh  wound  through  the  shoulder,  and  is  doing  well. 

Immediately  on  the  alarm  being  given  from  the  shore  1  opened  on 
the  fort  with  shell  and  shrapnel,  and  continued  for  two  hours  at  inter- 
vals.   At  ^  this  a.  m.  I  fired  a  few  more  shell  into  the  fort.    Soon  after 
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commencing,  I  heard  the  discharge  of  a  musket,  and  also  the  sound  of 
a  bugle. 

At  0  a.  m.  we  saw  two  or  three  men  inside  of  the  forts.  Judging 
them  to  be  pickets,  I  opened  on  them  with  shrapnel.  After  firing  a 
few  rounds,  and  not  seeing  anything  to  indicate  the  presence  of  an 
enemy,  I  went  on  shore  myself  with  an  armed  boat's  crew  to  recon- 
noiter;  found  nothing  but  fresh  tracks.

Acting  Ensign 
James  A.  Brannan,  who  was  in  command  of  the  guard  at  the  lower 
foil,  was  with  me  at  the  time  with  his  men,  I  having  notified  him  of  the 
presence  of  the  enemy,  and  being  doubtful  of  their  number,  we  con- 
cluded to  remain  together  and  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  strength  of 
their  force.  The  night  was  very  dark,  and  at  first  we  saw  only  two  or 
three,  and  hoped  to  be  able  to  capture  them,  although  there  were  indi- 
cations of  more  about.  As  they  moved  up  cautiously  Mr.  Brannan 
hailed  the  advance.  The  answer  was  "  Charge  the  damned  Yankees  " 
(or  something  similar),  and  a  volley  of  about  50  shots.  Our  men  at 
once  started  for  the  boats,  some  returning  their  fire.  Mr.  Brannan 
fell  wounded  through  the  shoulder  (not  seriously)  while  in  the  act  of 
firing  himself.  He  was  the  only  one  struck  on  our  side.  As  he  fell 
two  rebels  fell  over  him,  whether  they  are  hit  is  unknown.  It  was 
impossible  to  judge  of  the  number  of  the  enemy,  but  I  should  say  from 
30  to  50.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  ammunition  expended  by  this  vessel  since  leaving  Newport 
News  on  the  12th  instant:  Twenty-five  shell,  30-pounder  Parrott, 
Schenkle  percussion  fuze;  8  shell,  30  pounder  Parrott,  5-second  time 
fuze;  36  shrapnel,  24-pounder  howitzer;  16  shell,  24-pounder  howitzer, 
2-second  to  5-seccud  time  fuze.  Out  of  the  33  shells  discharged  from 
30  pounder  ritle  there  were — 16  effective;  16  premature  explosions; 
1  turned  end  over  end. 

As  the  average  number  of  premature  explosious  was  the  same  with 
the  5- second  time  fuze  as  with  the  Schenkle,  I  attribute  it  to  weakness 
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rn  :h*  tax*  of  the  shell.    The  discharges  from  howitzers  were  satisfac- 
tory .;.  +.:  *ry  particular.

Sn::  The  I  at*  joint  army  and  navy  expedition  up  the  Pamomkey 
demonstrated  that  there  arc  no  defenses  this  side  of  West  Point,  which 
is  2<i  luile-H  bv  lailroad  to  Richmond. 

The  demonstration  up  James  River,  required  by  the  Department's 
order  of  the  10th  instant,  occasioned  the  evacuation  by  the  enemy  and 
the  partial  destruction  by  us  of  Tort  Powhatan,  leaving  no  defenses  on 
James  River  below  f  hall'iu's  and  Drew  it's  bluffs,  distant  about  8  miles 
by  river  and  *  miles  by  land  from  Richmond. 

Hence  both  these  riveis  are  immediately  available  as  convenient 
approaches  to  Richmond. 

The  James  River  expedition  has  exposed  the  weakness  of  the  enemy. 
We  saw  no  troops  except  a  f«*w  cavalry  pickets.  There  are  no  works 
visible  except  a  few  rille  pits  at  City  Point.  We  heard  that  at  Peters- 
burg, 10  miles  distant  by  railioad  from  Richmond,  there  is  a  large  can- 
non foundry  in  active  operation,  and  no  defenses  except  some  intrench  - 
ments  for  riflemen,  of  which  there  are  said  to  be  some  between  Peters- 
burg and  Richmond. 

The  defenses  around  Richmond  and  those  at  the  bluffs  above  men- 
tioned constitute  all  the  works  of  any  account  I  con  hi  hear  of  in  that 
region  from  contrabands  and  from  the  refugees  who  are  fleeing  from 
the  conscription  ordered  July  10,  which  they  say  includes  all,  without 
regard  to  age,  who  can  stand  up  or  hold  a  musket. 

Our  informants  all  agree  that  the  ironclads*  (Jhickahominy  and  Lady 
Paris  were  launched  about,  the  first  of  this  month;  that  the  first  is 
being  plated,  has  had  steam  up,  and  will  soon  be  ready.  Work  was 
stopped  on  the  second  to  advance  the  outfit  of  the  first  and  on  account 
of  the  recent  necessity  tor  manning  the  fortifications.  The  Richmond 
and  Patrick  Henry  are,  anchored  above  Drcwry's  Hint!'. 

The-se  ironclads  of  the  enemy,  protected  in  front  by  the  obstructions 
which  the  ironclads  and  fort  defend,  will  be  an  obstacle  to  our  land 
forces  in  operating  against  Fort  Darling.  Our  army  and  naval  forces 
cooperating,  however,  can  take  this  fort,  and  then  their  ironclads  cau 
be  driven  away  and  a  sufficient  part  of  the  obstructions  can,  I  think, 
be  readily  removed. 

I  returned  here  this  afternoon  with  the  force  which  1  moved  up  James 
River,  and  shall  dispatch  the  Lrhigh  to  Xew  York  as  soon  as  iiossible, 
according  to  the  Department's  telegraphic  order  of  .July  11.

Sir  :  Orders  have  been  sent  to  the  Shenandoah  at  Boston  to  proceed 
immediately  off  Wilmington  and  report  for  duty  to  the  senior  officer 
there  \  also  the  U.  S.  S.  James  Adger  at  New  York. 

The  Commodore  Jones,  at  Annapolis,  has  been  ordered  to  return  to 
Hampton  Roads,  and  Commodore  Harwood  has  been  instructed  to  send 
to  yon  the  vessels  of  your  squadron  now  in  the  Potomac,  including  the 
Mahaska. 

The  Roanoke  has  been  directed  to  proceed  to  Hampton  Roads  if  two 
of  her  turrets  will  work.  If  the  necessities  of  the  case,  in  your  judg- 
ment, require  it,  you  can  transfer  your  flag  to  some  other  vessel  of 
your  squadron  and  send  the  Minnesota  off  Wilmington  temporarily. 

As  soon  as  your  force  off  the  coast  is  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  the  several  mentioned  vessels  send  the  brig  Perry  to  Boston.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  of  a  supposed 

blockade  runner. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Neic  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  July  7,  1863. 

Sib  :  I  have  to  report  that  the  smoke  of  a  steamer  was  reported  from 
aloft  at  6  p.  m.  last  evening  bearing  S.  E.  Supposing  it  to  come  from  a 
blockade  runner,  I  immediately  sent  the  Mount  Vernon  in  chase,  and 
soon  after  followed  with  this  ship.  At  dark  a  steamer  was  seen  bear- 
ing K".  E.,  which  we  ran  for  and  communicated  with  at  9  p.  m.  She 
proved  to  be  the  State  of  Georgia,  from  Beaufort,  N.  C. 

The  Mount  Vernon  continued  the  chase  of  the  vessel  first  seen  to  the 
southward  and  eastward  as  long  as  she  could  see  the  smoke  and  then 
stood  in  toward  her  station — and  anchored  near  the  shoals. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  reports  that  he  saw  her  a 
second  time  and  chased  her  off  until  he  lost  sight  of  her. 

At  11 :30  p.  m.  signals  of  an  outward  blockade  runner  were  made 
from  the  Perry.  We  stood  in,  believing  she  would  be  seen  by  the 
State  of  Georgia,  which  was  inshore  in  the  direction  the  steamer  was 
reported  to  be  running ,  or  by  ourselves.  The  night  was  clear  and  a 
bright  moon  rendered  objects  offshore  distinctly  visible.  We  saw 
nothing,  but  you  will  observe  in  the  accompanying  copy  of  a  letter 
from  Commander  Armstrong  that  she  was  seen  and  chased  by  the  State 
of  Georgia. 

This  morning  we  see  a  large  two-pipe,  schooner-rigged,  paddle-wheel 
steamer  flying  English  colors  at  anchor  in  the  river.  She  is  so  low  in 
the  water  that  her  hull  can  not  be  seen  over  the  low  strip  of  land  at 
the  inlet,  at  6  miles  distance. 
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Of  late,  all  the  vessels  have  been  kept  underway  at  night  when  there 
was  no  moon,

date  of  June  10, 1803).  (,'seall  the  dispatch  consistent  with  a  thorough 
performance  of  these  duties,  and  report  to  me  the  result  of  your  exami- 
nations, your  recommendations  as  to  the  most  expedient  method  of 
increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  several  vessels  by  repairs  to  their 
machinery  or  by  change  or  promotions  among  their  engineers  or  fire- 
men, regarding  facilities  for  repairing  engines  or  boilers  at  Beaufort  or 
New  Berne,  and  what  you  would  recommend  to  increase  those  facilities. 
Require  the  necessary  drawings  to  be  made  and  forwarded  with  the 
least  possible  delay  in  all  cases  where  new  boilers  are  likely  soon  to  be 
required.

Silt:  With  reference  to  that  portion  of  the  Department's  communica- 
tion of  tluly  7,  concerning  transferring  my  flag  from  this  ship  to  some 
other,  if  the  necessities  of  the  case  require  it,  and  sending  the  Minne- 
sota temporarily  to  Wilmington,  1  respectfully  submit  that  the  necessi- 
ties of  *■■•*  *-  *u  my  judgment,  do  require  that  the  blockade  of  Wil- 
li "  so  strengthened  that,  the  force  present  off  each 
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entrance  should  be  sufficient  to  prevent  the  blockade  being  raised  by  a 
combined  attack  by  the  rebel  cruisers  at  either  position,  the  two  block- 
ading divisions  being  separated  by  Smith's  Island  and  Frying  Pan 
Shoals — 50  miles  by  sea,  or  from  six  to  eight  hours'  run  for  this  vessel. 

The  inconvenience  to  the  service  arising  from  the  temporary  detail  of 
this  vessel  for  blockade  duty  there  is  that  here  are  the  staff  officers  and 
records  of  the  squadron,  that  there  is  no  room  for  both  on  board  any 
of  the  men-of-war  of  the  squadron,  and  that  the  separation  of  the  com- 
mander in  chief  from  the  fleet  surgeon,  fleet  paymaster,  fleet  engineer, 
fleet  captain,  the  secretary  and  his  assistants,  with  their  records,  is 
embarrassing  and  delays  the  proper  execution  of  the  duties  of  the 
squadron. 

If  the  New  Ironsides  is  a  sufficient  protection  for  the  blockade  of 
Charleston,  some  of  the  men-of-war  with  weight  of  battery  from  that 
blockade  might,  with  some  of  the  fleet  steamers  from  that  squadron 
(now  that  the  blockade  breaking  is  understood  to  be  mostly  transferred 
from  Charleston),  be  sent  to  the  blockade  off  Wilmington. 

The  situation  in  the  West  Gulf  Blockading  Squadron  will  be 
materially  changed  by  the  surrender  of  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hudson. 
Should  this  leave  to  the  Mississippi  Squadron  and  its  ironclads  the 
police  and  defense  of  that  entire  river,  some  of  the  men-of-war  hereto- 
fore required  in  that  river  may  be  available  for  the  blockade  of  Wil- 
mington until  its  complete  investment  can  be  made  with  the  means 
which  the  conscription  promises  to  supply. 

I  propose,  as  soon  as  the  demonstration  ordered  up  James  Eiver  is 
completed,  to  visit  the  blockade,  give  it  personal  attention,  and  hold 
some  courts-martial  there.  I  desire  also  to  visit  the  sounds  and  confer 
with  General  Foster.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,   U.  S.  Nary,  regarding  the  trial  trip  of  the 

U.  S.  S.  Roanoke. 

U.  S.  Ironclad  Frigate  Roanokk, 
Ham i) ton  Roads,  Virginia,  July  11,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  lny  arrival  in  Hampton  Roads  with 
the  U.  S.  ironclad  frigate  Roanoke  after  her  trial  trip  at  sea. 

Having  been  detained  by  fogs  in  the  lower  bay  of  New  York  after 
the  repairing  of  the  pillow  block  of  one  of  the  turrets,  I  got  to  sea  on 
Thursday,  the  9th  instant,  passing  the  bar  at  New  York  at  2  o'clock 
p.  m. 

A  heavy  swell  from  the  south  had  set  in,  sufficiently  to  test  her  buoy- 
ancy, which  I  found  much  greater  than  I  had  expected,  from  the 
immense  quantity  of  iron  she  carries.  Her  rolling  motion,  however,  is 
so  great  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  fighting  her  guns  at  sea,  and 
I  was  obliged  to  screw  them  by  bracing  them  with  pieces  of  timber  to 
prevent  their  " fetching  away"  in  the  rolling  motion  to  which  the  ship 
is  subjected  in  even  the  swell  we  encountered. 

We  made  the  trip  in  less  than  forty-eight  hours,  making  a  speed  of 
from  5  to  0  knots  an  hour,  with  from  thirty  to  thirty-five  revolutions, 
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with  occasional  heatings  of  the  journals,  for  cooling  which  she  had  to 
be  stopped,  for  the  particulars  of  which  I  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
engineers.  The  tug  which  accompanied  us  was  not  brought  into  requi- 
sition to  tow  or  assist,  we  making  the  trip  under  our  own  steam  and 
motive  power  alone. 

Her  steering  gear  we  found  to  be  inconvenient,  taking  two  men  one 
minute  end  a  half  to  put  the  helm  hard  down  from  amidships  and 
requiring  nineteen  revolutions  of  the  wheel  in  the  operation. 

The  steam  steering  apparatus  of  Mr.  Sickles  1  considered  much  bet- 
ter, requiring  but  one  man  to  handle  the  wheel,  seven  turns  only  of 
which  were  needed  to  heave  it  hard  down,  and  to  do  this  but  twenty 
seconds  were  required,  and  would,  with  a  large  barrel  to  the  wheel, 
require  only  the  same  number  of  turns  as  our  ordinary  steering  wheels. 

I  only  regretted  that  it  was  not  fitted  to  the  forward  turret,  where 
our  best  compass  (Ritchie's)  was  fitted. 

Though  I  do  not  consider  the  Roanoke  adapted  to  fighting  a  battle  at 
sea  on  account  of  her  rolling,  rendering  her  guns  unserviceable  and 
exposing  her  to  shot  below  her  iron  plating,  yet  she  has  proved  herself 
capable  of  being  safely  and  readily  transported  from  harbor  to  harbor 
upon  our  coast  for  the  defense  of  any  part  thereof.

The  driving  ashore  of  the  blockade  runner  Kate,  July  12,  1863. 

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 

Beaufort,  N.  C,  July  13,  1803. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  double-screw  schooner- 
rigged  iron  steamer  Kate  was  driven  on  shore  at  the  south  end  of 
Smith's  Island  at  4:30  a.  m.  yesterday  by  the  Penobscot.  She  was 
immediately  abandoned  by  her  crew  and  taken  possession  of  by  a  party 
from  the  Penobscot. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Do  Haven  reported,  on  my  reaching  the  end 
of  the  island,  that  the  steamer  had  an  assorted  cargo  of  merchandise, 
was  afloat  aft,  and  could  be  easily  taken  off  at  high  water.  She  being 
far  from  any  batteries,  and  most  of  the  officers  concurring  with  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander l)e  Haven's  views,  I  gave  my  consent  for  the  trial, 
against  my  own  judgment,  but  with  orders  to  have  everything  ready 
to  fire  and  destroy  her  if  she  did  not  move  at  high  water,  or  if  the 
gathering  of  the  enemy  in  any  force  in  the  dense  chaparral  or  behind 
the  sand  hills  in  the  vicinity  should  make  it  necessary  before. 

Small  parties  of  the  enemy  were  seen  running  for  these  covers,  but 
were  kept  dispersed  by  an  occasional  shell  or  shrapnel  from  one  of  the 
vessels.  The  Mate  of  (ivory in  was  stationed  off  the  point  and  the 
Mount  Vernon  at  the  inner  end  of  the  woodland  to  cover  the  flanks, 
while  the  Penobscot? s  crew  were  preparing  to  haul  off  or  destroy  the 
Kate.  ^ 

At  1  p.  m.  several  steamers  were  reported  coming  down  the  river. 
As  the  tide  was  rising,  and  fearing  that  they  were  coming  witli  the 
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view  either  to  attempt  the  rescue  of  the  Kate  or  to  take  advantage  of 
the  absence  of  all  the  vessels  except  the  Niphon  from  the  inlet  to  run 
out,  I  gave  Commander  Armstrong  charge  of  the  Kate,  to  get  her  off, 
or  destroy  her  if  he  thought  proper,  and  returned  off  the  entrance  of 
the  inlet,  where  I  remained  until  high  water,  and  then  returned  to  the 
point  of  the  island. 

Soon  after  I  left  the  vessels  off  the  Western  Bar  commenced  firing, 
and  signal  was  made  that  the  enemy  was  approaching  in  force  with 
fieldpieces. 

Orders  were  immediately  given  to  fire  the  Kate,  which  was  done  by 
Lieutenant  Commander  De  Haven,  who  reported  that  she  burned 
three  hours  and  was  effectually  destroyed,  XI  and  IX  inch  shells  being 
also  fired  through  her.  The  enemy  opened  fire  on  the  vessels  with  a 
battery  of  Whitworth  guns,  but  without  effect.  The  battery  was  soon 
silenced  by  the  fire  from  the  vessels  on  both  sides  of  the  shoals,  the 
Chocura  and  Violet  having  come  up  close  to  the  point  on  the  western 
side. 

Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven  did  not  have  time  before  I  left  the 
inlet  to  make  a  written  report  of  the  destruction  of  the  Kate  and  enclose 
the  papers  he  found  on  board.  I  will  send  you  a  copy  of  the  report, 
with  the  papers,  when  they  are  received.  At  7  p.  m.,  having  but  15 
tons  of  coal  on  board,  I  was  obliged,  reluctantly,  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  leave  for  this  place  for  a  fresh  supply.

Sir:  I  transmit  herewith  copies  of  the  reports  of  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander De  Haven  (A,  July  12)  and  of  Acting  Master  Jack  (B,  July  12), 
respecting  the  chasing  ashore,  abandonment  by  her  crew,  and  destruc- 
tion by  the  Penobscot  of  the  blockade  runner  Kute  on  the  12th  of  July, 
reported  to  the  Department  in  my  No.  759  of  July  22. 

I  enclose  also  an  original  draft  of  a  letter  found  in  the  steam  log 
book  of  the  Kate,  on  running  the  blockade  of  Charleston  and  the 
means  adopted  to  elude  or  deceive  the  blockaders,  and  especially  to 
obtain  quiet  running  as  regards  blowing  off  steam,  etc. 

I  have  sent  an  extract  from  this  letter  to  the  Bureau  of  Steam  Engi- 
neering for  its  information  in  this  respect. 

It  will  be  perceived  from  the  steam  and  other  log  books  which  1  for- 
ward to  the  Department  by  express  that  the  Kate  started  from  Nassau 
June  28  for  Charleston  or  Wilmington,  and  that  at  10:30  p.  m.  of  July 
10  she  got  among  the  cruisers  off  the  former  place  "and  was  chased  off 
and  made  for  Wilmington."

U.  S.  Gunboat  Penobscot, 

Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  July  12, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  4:55  a*  m.  this  morning  a  steamer 
was  discovered  running  in  toward  the  inlet.  Immediate  chase  was 
given  by  this  vessel  to  cut  her  off,  when  her  course  was  changed  sea- 
ward, and  again,  on  my  opening  fire  upon  her,  toward  shore  at  the  end 
of  Smith's  Island,  where  she  ran  aground  with  full  head  of  steam,  her 
officers  and  crew  deserting  her.  She  proved  to  be  the  iron  steamer 
Kate,  Captain  Stubbs,  a  new  vessel,  of  .'144  tons,  English  built,  about 
three  months  old,  and,  from  her  log,  bound  from  Nassau  to  Charleston 
with  a  general  cargo. 

A  boat  was  sent  in  under  command  of  Acting  Master  Charles  E. 
Jack  (whose  report  is  herewith  enclosed),  with  instructions  to  get  her 
off,  but  finding  it  impossible,  as  the  tide  was  fast  falling,  I  made 
arrangements  to  burn  her  should  we  not  succeed  in  getting  her  of!  at 
high  tide. 

At  7 :  30  a.  m.  I  was  joined  by  the  balance  of  the  lleet. 

About  11  a.  m.  heavy  firing  was  heard  on  the  other  side  of  Smith's 
Island  in  the  direction  of  the  lleet  stationed  on  that  side  of  the  entrance, 
and  soon  after  communication  was  opened  by  signals  that  the  enemy 
were,  with  guns,  approaching.  A  constant  and  heavy  fire  was  opened 
by  the  fleet  on  the  woods  back  of  the  steamer  to  harass  and  annoy  the 
enemy. 

Our  elforts  to  get  her  oft*  proving  unavailing,  and  receiving  signals 
to  destroy,  orders  to  that  effect  were  sent  ashore.  At  4  p.  in.  all  boats 
having  returned,  the  steamer  being  fired  by  Mr.  Jack,  I  opened  a  heavy 
fire  upon  her,  inflicting  severe  damage  to  her  hull. 

She  was,  by  fire  and  shell,  rendered  totally  unserviceable,  and  her 
cargo,  as  far  as  could  be  judged,  a  complete  loss.  .John  Heigler  and 
Andrew  Fuller,  firemen,  prisoners  taken  from  the  steamer,  were  brought 
aboard  this  vessel  and  are  held  subject  to  your  order. 

The  log  of  the  Kate  and  other  books  and  papers  are  herewith 
enclosed.  I  have  also  to  report  that  I  received  on  board  this  vessel 
from  the  steamer  Kate  the  following  articles  which  are  necessary  for 
the  use  of  this  vessel:  Two  binnacles,  with  compasses  complete;  1  par- 
allel rule,  1  ratchet  brace,  2  seawater  hydrometers.

Sill:  I  have  the.  honor  to  inform  you  that  in  compliance  with  your 
orders  to  destroy  the  steamer  Kate.  1  started  a  large  fire  on  the  star- 
board side  of  the  vessel  near  the  engines,  placing  four  lit)- pound 
charges  of  powder  close  to  the  fire,  thinking  that  I  should  have  time 
to  leave  the  vessel  before  it  exploded.  I  also  ordered  Mr.  Barrett,  sec- 
ond assistant  engineer,  to  destroy  as  much  of  the  engine  as  was  possi- 
ble, who  did  so  by  breaking  the  eeeentrie.s  and  air  pumps  and  let  the 
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water  out  of  the  boilers  and  closed  the  furnace  doors  with  very  heavy 
fires  in  them.  The  engines  are  totally  disabled;  the  bonnets  were 
removed  from  the  reservoirs,  which  caused  the  ship  to  fill  as  high  as 
the  tide  would  admit.  I  think  that  we  so  effectually  disabled  her  that 
she  will  be  of  no  further  use  to  anyone.  The  cargo,  consisting  of 
liquors,  medicines,  and  cotton  goods,  was  destroyed  or  more  or  less 
damaged.

Steamship  Kate, 

Nassait,  [New  Providence],  June  30, 1863. 

Sir:  *  *  *  I  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  the  further 
progress  of  the  Kate,  as  we  have  finished  one  round  turn  of  the  block- 
ade and  again  in  Nassau.  The  blockade  is  very  strong  at  Charleston. 
Now,  in  getting  to  Charleston,  we  got  very  nearly  through  them  our- 
selves, but  a  large  paddle  steamer  coming  in  at  the  same  time,  close  to 
us,  alarmed  them  with  her  wheels  flapping,  when  they  fired  up  rockets 
and  discovered  us  nearly  through,  among  them,  when  they  opened  on 
us,  and  before  we  got  over  the  bar  we  got  eight  shots  at  us.  Though 
they  came  near,  they  did  not  touch,  and  we  were  kept  four  weeks  in 
Charleston  watching  a  favorable  night  to  get  out,  and  our  being  able 
to  run  so  quietly  around  favored  us  and  we  came  through  among 
eighteen  of  the  blockading  squadron,  and  lying  as  close  as  they  could 
round  the  bar,  without  ever  receiving  a  shot;  we  being  the  first  to  get 
through,  the  rest  being  paddle  and  coming  after  us.  We  heard  very 
heavy  firing,  and  it  is  feared  the  Britannia  is  captured,  and  three 
others  had  to  put  back  to  Charleston  again.  We  are  not  the  fastest 
here,  but  we  have  a  great  advantage  by  runuiug  so  quiet.  When  we 
got  to  Nassau  we  found  the  Hebe  here  and  getting  ready  to  make  a 
run,  but  she  can't  go  till  the  moon  answers,  so  we  will  likely  all  sail 
together  again.  I  have  had  a  good  deal  of  trouble  with  my  funnel 
flaring,  but  I  have  nearly  stopped  it  now,  as  one  flare  would  do  for  us 
going  through  the  fleet.  I  have  also  put  a  steam  pipe  on  to  the  boiler 
leading  to  the  donkey  suction  pipe  to  blow  steam  through  the  bottom, 
because  if  stopped  among  them  and  blow  off  the  least  |  we)  are  made 
a  target  of,  so  I  carry  a  good  head  of  steam,  and  [if]  suddenly  stopped 
can  keep  it  in  check  without  damping  my  fires  for  going  ahead  again. 
We  brought  7;*0  bales  of  cotton,  the  largest  number  of  her  tonnage, 
here.    Everything  is  doing  very  well  and  giving  great  satisfaction.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  at  daylight  this  morning 
1  got  underway  and  made  a  i  econnoissance  up  Bay  River,  within  a  half 
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mile  of  Jacksonville.  On  my  return  I  took  the  schooner  Dolphin,  with 
seven  barrels  of  turpentine,  owned  by  John  McCarty  and  B.  Allen.  I 
also  took  four  muskets.  I  then  proceeded  to  Neuse  River  light-house 
and  came  to  an  anchor. 

July  13. — At  1  a.  m.  [1]  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the  river  as 
far  as  Smith's  Creek  and  sent  two  boats  with  twenty  armed  men  up  the 
creek,  under  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Charles  Ringot,  and  succeeded 
in  capturing  David  Salter  and  Lucius  Dixon;  also  a  small  mail  with 
their  mail  boat;  also  three  shotguns,  powderhorn,  pistol,  and  caps. 
They  have  been  running  the  mail  across  the  river  for  some  time  past, 
It  is  reported  that  Mr.  Dixon  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  burning  of 
the  schooner  Sea  Bird.

Beaufort,  X.  C,  July  13, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  a  large  paddle-wheel  steamer, 
which  we  had  been  watching  in  the  river  at  New  Inlet  for  two  or  three 
days,  attempted  to  run  the  blockade  outward  on  the  morning  of  the 
11th  instant.  She  crossed  the  bar  at  2:20  a.  m.,  and  finding  she  was 
discovered,  turned  immediately  and  ran  back.  A  second  steamer,  also 
paddle  wheel  and  smaller,  was  seen  to  turn  and  rim  back  a  little  later, 
crossing  the  bows  of  the  Penobscot  and  Xiphon,  both  of  which  vessels 
were  too  distant  to  stop  her.  These  vessels,  with  three  other  steamers, 
two  large  and  one  small  (live  in  all),  were  lying  in  the  river  ready  to 
come  out  when  we  left  the  inlet  last  evening. 

Of  late  all  the  blockading  vessels  have  been  ordered  to  keep  under- 
way at  night  to  prevent  surprise  by  the  enemy's  ironclads  and  gun- 
boats. A  light  is  kept  on  the  day  station  buoy  of  this  ship  to  guide 
our  vessels.  This,  and  the  fact  of  it  being  near  daylight  when  the 
vessels  attempted  to  run  the  blockade,  may  have  induced  their  masters 
to  return.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  disabling  of  the  guns 

of  the  U.  S.  S.  Roanoke. 

U.  S.  Ironclad  Frigate  Eoanoke, 

Newport  News,  Va.,  July  14,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  in  exercising  the  guns  of  this  vessel  to-day, 
the  two  XV-incli  guns  and  one  rifle  150-pounder  were  temporarily  dis- 
abled by  their  recoil,  driving  them  from  their  slides,  carrying  away  the 
rear  guides,  cutting  oft*  several  boltheads  of  the  floor  plating,  and  bring- 
ing up  against  their  turrets  with  great  force,  bending  the  shield  plates 
inside  the  turrets,  starting  one  bolt  of  the  surrounding  plating,  and 
breaking  off  the  head  of  another. 

1  had  taken  the  precaution  first  to  fire  blank  charges  to  try  the 
recoil  and  only  using  shells  with  the  ordinary  charge,  when  their  recoil 
caused  the  damage,  although  the  compressors  were  hove  as  tight  as  four 
men  could  heave  them  with  levers. 

The  coucussion  of  the  XV-inch  discharge  in  the  middle  turret  frac- 
tured the  "bull's  eyes"  in  the  light  room,  extinguishing  the  lights. 

With  the  purchase  of  jackscrews  the  guns  can  be  hove  upon  their 
slides,  but  it  will  take  several  days  to  replace  the  guides  and  bolts,  all 
of  which  can  be  done  by  the  mechanics  here.  But  when  that  is  done 
it  will  be  dangerous  to  the  guns  to  use  them  with  solid  shot,  if  not  with 
shells,  without  some  stronger  compression  can  be  devised. 

This  is  the  first  time  these  guns  have  been  fired  upon  their  carriages, 
and  had  not  been  tested  before  1  took  command.

8iR:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  a  new  battery  of  two  heavy 
guns  opened  lire  on  us  yesterday  morning.  I  think  they  are  100- 
pounder  lilies.  Our  day  station  is  10.  X.  K.  from  Fort  Fisher,  about  5 
miles  distant.  This  battery  bears  N.  \V.  by  W.  from  us  when  on  our 
station.  There  are  also  three  other  batteries  of  small  rifle  guns  and 
one  iield  battery  which  is  transported  along  the  beach  and  planted 
where  it  is  needed. 

All  these  batteries  are  between  Fort  Fisher  and  Masonboro  Inlet. 
These  batteries  have  many  times  opened  lire  upon  this  vessel  as  we 
were  cruising  along  the  beach  in  0  or  7  fathoms  of  water,  the  shot  pass- 
ing over  us,  all  being  long  range  guns.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Gillis,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  two  expeditions 
up  the  York  River,  as  a  protection  during  the  removal  of  goods. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Yorktown,  July  16, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  yesterday  morning  I  proceeded  up  York 
River  with  this  vessel  to  a  place  called  Bigler's  Mills  for  the  purpose  of 
covering  the  removal  of  the  family  and  household  goods  of  a  man  by 
the  name  of  Evans,  who  had  come  inside  of  our  lines  and  taken  the 
oath  of  allegiance.    No  interruption  to  the  movement  was  attempted. 

1  also  went  up  the  river  as  far  as  Scimmino  Creek  this  morning  for 
the  purpose  of  covering  the  removal  of  the  household  goods  of  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Colly,  who  had  also  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance.  Act- 
ing Master's  Mate  W.  11.  Otis  with  three  men  was  fired  upon  while 
a  short  distance  from  where  we  landed,  having  gone  up  the  creek  to 
secure  a  boat  that  was  being  taken  off.  The  party  that  fired  at  him 
numbered  six  men  at  first,  and  was  afterwards  joined  by  several  others. 
All  were  bushwhackers,  none  being  in  uniform.  They  were  armed  with 
fowling  i>ieces  and  rifles,  and  came  down  on  our  party  yelling  like  so 
many  fiends,  cursing  the  u  Yankees"  and  encouraging  each  other;  but 
they  took  good  care  not  to  pursue  beyond  the  cover  of  some  woods. 
Mr.  Otis  and  his  party  returned  safely.

St.  John,  Xctc  Brunaicirk,  July  13. — The  steamer  Npaulding,  formerly 
the  American  steamer  St.  John,  cleared  from  this  port  for  Nassau  late 
on  Saturday  night  last.  This  vessel  will  probably  proceed  to  her  port 
of  destination,  but  would  not  fail  to  improve  an  opportunity  to  break 
the  blockade.  Master,  .John  T.  Sayles;  tonnage,  27ti;  assorted  cargo, 
consisting  of  shoes,  haberdashery  of  all  kinds,  and  a  small  quantity  of 
drugs  and  medicines.  Gun  caps  of  the  value  of  $500  were  sent  on 
board  after  the  steamer  had  been  furnished  with  the  certificate  from  the 
collector  of  customs  that  the  vessel  did  not  carry  contraband  of  war. 
Old,  dingy  looking  craft,  slow,  and  sails  low  down  in  the  water,  for- 
merly the  prize  steamer  St.  John. 

Florence. [Italy].  June  J  J,  /v;.?. — The  consul  refers  to  the  Southerner, 
believed  to  be  intended  for  a  privateer,  and  says:  hi Captain  T.  Jefferson 
Page,  formerly  an  oflicer  in  the  \\  S.  Navy,  well  known  from  his  asso- 
ciation with  the  Paraguay  expedition,  and  now  a  prominent  officer  in 
the  rebel  service,  has  been  staying  for  several  weeks  in  Florence,  and, 
it  is  freely  reported,  under  orders  from  his  <  iovernmeiit/  There  is  good 
reason  to  believe  that  this  duty  is  to  assume  command  of  the  aforesaid 
privateer,  she  obtaining  her  armament  at  some  obscure  rendezvous 
under  the  same  circumstances  as  was  the  case  with  the  Alabama.11 

San  Juan,  I'uerto  Rico,  June  i>7. — The  British  steamer  Juno,  Captain 
Duguid,  of  (ilasgow,  1S5  tons  register,  reported  in  ballast  bound  for 
Nassau,  New  Providcnec,  arrived  here  on  the  18th  instant.  She  was 
consigned  to  her  British  Majesty's  consul,  II.  A.  Cowjier,  esq.,  and 
after  taking  on  board  a  supply  of  coal  and  fresh  provisions  left  on  the 
lilst  instant  with  the  avowed  intention  to  run  the  blockade.  She  draws 
when  loaded  but  I  feet  of  water  ami  is  very  tleet.  This  Captain  Duguid 
is  the  same  individual  who  had  charge  of  the  British  steamer  (iiraffe. 

*  •  *  1  am  credibly  informed  that  other  vessels  are  likely  to  come 
in  here,  this  island  being  more  easy  to  make  and  the  harbor  of  San  Juan 
more  acceptable  than  that  of  St.  Thomas,  while  there,  is  less  danger  of 
being  overhauled  by  I'nitcd  States  vessels  of  war,  as  they  visit  this 
port  less  frequently  than  the  former.  It  is  stated  that  sometimes  ten 
vessels  leave  Nassau  in  a  day  for  Charleston  and  Wilmington,  and  that 
there  is  not  always  the  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  blockading  vessels 
that  there  might  be.  This  captain  said  he  was  for  some  minutes  along- 
side of  one  of  our  vessels  and  was  not  observed,  all  hands  appearing  to 
be  asleep.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  be  wide  awake  enough  to 
take  him,  should  he  accompany  the  vessel  to  her  place  of  destination, 
lie  said  that  ordinarily  a  vessel  was  not  exposed  more  than  six  minutes 
to  serious  danger  in  running  past  a  blockader.  lie  avowed  his  inten- 
tion to  run  square  in.

I  also  know  that  she  contained  several  tons  of  powder  and  sev- 
eral thousand  muskets     Her  owner  is  a  Frenchman  from  New  Orleans. 

•  •  I  was  informed  that  she  brought  important  dispatches  for 
Jeff.  Davis. 

Lirrrpoot.  July  /.—The  steamer  Sumtn\  now  called  the  (Hbraltar, 
sailed  this  morning.  As  yet  she  has  not  cleared  from  the  customs;  will 
do  so  probably  next  week.  She  is  one  of  the  privileged  class  and  not 
held  down  like  other  vessels  to  strict  rules  and  made  to  conform  to 
regulations.     She  has  on  her  a  number  of  guns  in  cases,  among  them 
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the  two  large  Blakely,  weighing  some  22  tons  each,  shot,  shell,  and 
other  munitions  of  war,  and  machinery,  which,  I  think,  is  intended  to 
work  the  guns  in  the  turret  of  the  ironclads  now  building  by  the 
Messrs.  Laird.    I  believe  these  guns  are  for  these  ironclads. 

July  4.  The  ram  at  Lairds'  was  launched  to-day  about  1  o'clock.  She 
has  been  taken  into  one  of  the  private  docks  to  receive  her  masts  and 
engines.  •  *  *  The  clearance  of  the  Sumter,  called  Gibraltar, 
appears  in  the  papers  this  morning  for  Nassau.  I  forgot  to  mention 
yesterday  that  she  is  commanded  by  a  Southerner  by  the  name  of  E.  C. 
Reid.    M.  G.  Elingeuder's  name  figures  as  her  consignor.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  morning  of  the 
20th  instant  I  proceeded  to  Cedar  Island  for  the  purpose  of  capturing 
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two  small  schooners  which  lay  concealed  in  a  creek,  having  been 
informed  by  good  authority  that  they  belonged  to  noted  rebels.  I  suc- 
ceeded in  capturing  the  schooner  Sally,  of  Portsmouth,  N.  C,  14  tons 
burden,  owned  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Goodwin  and  Mrs.  Mary  Goodwin,  of  Cedar 
Island;  also  schooner  Helen  Jane,  14  tons  burden,  belonging  to  same 
place,  owned  by  Thomas  E.  Harris  and  Easton  Daniels,  of  Cedar  Island. 
I  then  proceeded  up  Long  Bay  River  and  succeeded  in  capturing  two 
large  schooners  concealed  in  the  swamp,  namely  schooner  Elizabeth  and 
schooner  Dolphin,  belonging  to  Portsmouth,  N.  C,  each  about  80  tons 
burden.  There  being  no  person  on  board  or  any  papers  to  show  to  whom 
they  belonged,  I  took  them  in  charge.  They  are  said  to  belong  to  John 
Hill  &  Brother,  who  are  reported  to  be  rebels.  On  returning  from 
Long  Bay,  fell  in  with  schooner  James  Brice,  of  Portsmouth,  N.  C,  10 
tons  burden,  bound  from  Portsmouth  to  Long  Bay  for  the  purpose  of 
sinking  and  concealing  her.  Having  no  pass,  I  took  her  in  charge  aud 
sent  the  captain  back  to  Portsmouth.  Schooner  said  to  belong  to 
William  T.  Dixon,  of  Portsmouth,  N.  C.

Sir:  Commander  Davenport  has  forwarded  to  me  the  following 
report,  dated  July  10,  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  respecting 
a  recent  operation  of  his  in  Roanoke  Eiver  with  a  naval  force: 

I  went  up  to  Williamston  some  days  since  in  the  Whitehead,  with  the  Perry,  Valley 
City,  and  Southfteld  in  company,  having  Ueen  requested  by  General  Wessells  to  make 
a  diversion  in  that  direction  to  cover  the  retreat  of  some  cavalry  that  moved  out 
from  New  Berne,  in  case  they  should  have  to  fall  back  in  that  way.  We  also  intended 
(having  400  soldiers  on  board)  to  move  down  in  the  rear  of  Gardner's  Bridge  (2  miles 
above  Jamesville;  and  cut  off  the  guard  at  that  point  (200  men  and  two  pieces  of 
artillery).  This  was  to  be  done  in  concert  with  a  movement  of  forces  by  land  from 
Plymouth.  We  arrived  at  Williamston  eleven  hours  later  than  agreed  on,  and  the 
commander  of  the  land  forces  deemed  it  imprudent  to  carry  ont  this  part  of  the 
programme.  At  Williamston  we  found  Colonel  Lamb  with  two  fieldpieces  and  a 
portion  of  the  Seventeenth  North  Carolina  Regiment.  A  flag  of  truce  was  sent  and 
a  demand  made  to  him  to  evacuate  the  town  within  an  honr.  On  his  refusal  one 
hour  more  was  given  to  remove  the  women  and  children  and  then  we  opened  fire  on 
the  town.    We  tired  three  rounds  from  each  boat. 

At  10  p.  m.  we  again  commenced  and  fired  a  shell  every  five  minutes  from  that  time 
till  4  of  the  next  morning.  This  was  done  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  throwing  np 
works  in  the  town  during  the  night  and  also  to  keep  them  from  throwing  out  pickets 
to  annoy  our  men  exposed  on  the  tlecks.  Next  morning  we  landed  and  took  posses- 
sion of  the  town.  Very  little  injury  was  done  to  the  town  on  account  of  our  shells 
not  being  thrown  so  much  to  hart  the  town  as  at  positions  on  the  outskirts  where 
we  supposed  the  enemy  might  congregate. 

At  1  p.  m.  we  returned  to  Plymouth  (started  for  it).  We  received  no  fire  from  the 
enemy.  My  fire  during  the  night  was  done  at  the  request  of  Colonel  Morris,  who 
had  command  of  the  troops  afloat. 

We  scared  the  enemy,  but  did  not  hurt  him.

Capture  of  the  steamer  Merrimac,  July  24,  1863. 
Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Iroquoii. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
OffNeic  Inlet,  N.  C,  July  2d,  1863. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  rebel  steamer  Merrimac  was 
captured  by  this  ship  about  40  miles  east  of  Masonboro  Inlet  at  10 
a.  m.  to-day. 

Signal  of  blockade  runners  coming  out  was  made  by  the  Perry,  I 
think,  at  2  a.  in.  After  becoming  satisfied  of  the  course  taken,  we 
started  in  pursuit  and  soon  had  a  vessel  in  sight  steering  to  the  north- 
ward and  eastward,  which  we  followed,  the  Mount  Vernon  joining  us 
in  the  chase,  but  the  vessel  was  soon  lost  and  the  Mount  Vernon 
chased  in  another  direction.  We  continued  up  the  coast  along  the 
land  until  daylight,  when  we  made  the  Merrimac  and  the  smoke  of 
another  steamer  bearing  about  £.  S.  E.  We  were  immediately  in 
clinse.  gaining  slowly  until  about  9  a.  m.,  when  a  steamer  hove  in  sight 
to  the  northward  and  eastward.    She  joined  in  the  chase  and  being 
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very  fast  soon  cut  the  Merrimac  off,  enabling  us  to  get  alongside  of 
and  take  possession  of  her  at  9.30  a.  m.  I  regret  to  say  that  the 
steamer  giving  us  such  great  aid,  at  so  opportune  a  time,  did  not  stop 
to  communicate,  but  after  we  took  possession  of  the  Merrimac  con- 
tinued her  course  to  the  southward  and  westward.  Should  you  ascer- 
tain the  name  of  the  vessel,  I  beg  that  you  will  express  in  some  marked 
manner  our  thanks  to  her  commander  for  his  timely  service. 

The  Merrimac  is  au  iron  paddle-wheel  steamer,  of  634$g  tons,  and 
had  a  cargo  of  642  bales  of  cotton,  9  barrels  spirits  of  turpentine,  77 
kegs  and  34  half  tierces  of  tobacco,  and  was  cleared  from  Wilmington 
for  Bermuda.  Her  officers  and  crew,  with  but  few  exceptions,  are  citi- 
zens of  North  Carolina. 

I  send  in  the  Merrimac  the  captain,  first  officer,  and  four  men  to 
give  evidence  in  the  case.  The  others  will  be  sent  to  Hampton  Roads 
in  the  Penobscot,  subject  to  your  order. 

The  Merrimac  crossed  the  bar  at  midnight  in  company  with  the 
Eugenie  and  Emily,  which  escaped. 

I  send  Acting  Ensign  Stothard  in  charge  of  the  prize,  with  Acting 
Second  Assistant  Engineer  Warren  Ewen,  Acting  Third  Assistant 
Engineer  John  T.  Earl,  Acting  Master's  Mates  Horace  Dexter  and 
John  K.  Mitchell,  and  a  prize  crew  of  6  seamen,  2  ordinary  seamen,  7 
landsmen,  1  first-class  fireman,  3  second-class  firemen,  and  2  coal  heavers. 

I  have  ordered  the  Merrimac  to  New  York  for  adjudication.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  July  25, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  sent  such  of  the 
officers,  passengers,  and  crew  of  the  Merrimac  as  did  not  go  in  that  ves- 
sel to  New  York  to  Hampton  Roads  in  the  Penobscot,  with  directions 
to  Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven  to  hold  them  as  i>risoners  of  war, 
subject  to  your  order. 

Mr.  Roberts  is  the  agent  and  part  owner  of  the  Merrimac  and  cargo. 
He  is  a  Northerner  by  birth,  but  has  been  long  engaged  in  business  in 
the  South,  and,  from  his  own  account,  largely  in  the  blockade  running 
business. 

Mr.  Lauriston,  a  passenger,  is  a  seafaring  man,  I  judge,  who  has  vis- 
ited the  English  Islands  and  New  York  within  the  year.  Both  of  these 
gentlemen  are  desirous  of  seeing  you  with  regard  to  their  detention, 
etc.,  and  may  give  you  important  information. 

Mr.  Burroughs  is  a  regular  and  well  known  pilot  of  Wilmington. 
lie  seems  to  be  disposed  to  enter  our  service,  and  1  think  might  be 
made  valuable  in  any  operations  here.  I  would  commend  him  to  your 
consideration. 

Mr.  Cartlidge,  an  Englishman,  and  engineer  by  profession,  had  charge 
of  the  Merrimack  engines  when  coming  from  England.     He  was  acting 
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as  an  advising  chief  engineer  on  her  present  trip,  but  was  to  leave  her 
at  Bermuda  to  return  to  England.  I  am  very  sorry  to  have  to  report 
that  Mr.  Cartridge  was  assaulted  by  a  groggy  seaman,  George  Lilly,  of 
this  vessel,  without  the  slightest  provocation,  and  severely  injured  by 
a  blow  on  the  nose.  It  is  feared  the  bone  is  broken.  I  shall  keep  the 
man  in  confinement  until  I  have  your  instructions  in  regard  to  him. 

I  had  the  honor  to  forward  to  you  yesterday  a  complete  list  of  the 
people  found  on  board  the  Merrimac,  with  the  report  of  her  capture.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  July  27, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  Merrimao  was  owned 
by  the  rebel  Government  and  sold  with  the  cotton  by  its  agents  to  the  late 
owners  for  $2,200,000  (Confederate  money).  She  is  reported  to  be  very 
fast  (16  to  18  knots),  certainly  looks  it,  and  I  am  satisfied  would  not 
have  been  caught  by  us  if  she  had  been  properly  managed.  She  was 
fired  badly;  the  free  use  of  rosin  soon  filled  her  fines,  besides  her 
boilers  foamed  some,  and  she  was  rather  deep.  It  is  reported  that  on 
her  trial  trip,  with  150  tons  of  fuel  on  board  only,  she  made  18  miles  the 
hour.  She  is  a  new  iron  steamer,  230  feet  long,  30  feet  beam,  loaded 
draft  8  feet  6  inches  aft  and  8  feet  4  inches  forward.  At  the  time  of 
capture,  with  a  single  short  mast  only  forward,  but  could  be  rigged  as 
a  bark,  having  sails  on  board  for  that  purpose.  She  has  two  oscillat- 
ing side-wheel  engines  of  9  feet  stroke,  and  four  boilers,  fitted  with 
composition  tubes,  all  reported  by  our  chief  engineer  to  be  very  supe- 
rior and  valuable.  She  has  also  two  smokestacks,  hinged  for  lowering. 
She  was  originally  built  for  opium  smuggling  on  the  coast  of  China, 
but  was  purchased  by  the  rebel  agents,  and  had  made  the  passage  out- 
ward from  England  (via  Nassau)  to  Wilmington  only. 

One  of  her  late  owners,  Mr.  Koberts,  told  some  of  the  officers  of  this 
ship  that  he  would  gladly  x>ay  $100,000  for  her.  As  he  was  very  desir- 
ous of  going  to  New  York  in  her,  and  is  largely  (from  his  own  account) 
engaged  in  blockade  running,  I  thought  it  might  possibly  be  with  a 
view  to  get  some  of  his  friends  to  purchase  and  start  her  for  Bermuda, 
Halifax,  or  Nassau  to  load  again. 

She  is  in  good  order,  and  could  be  readily  fitted  as  a  cruiser  (if  it  is 
desired)  or  for  any  other  service.  Her  cargo  is  very  valuable,  but 
owing  to  a  portion  of  it  having  been  thrown  overboard  there  will  be  a 
great  chance  for  peculation  if  she  falls  into  dishonest  hands,  for  it 
would  be  very  easy  to  add  a  few  bales  to  the  missing  list.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Mitchell,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  an  expedition 
in  cooperation  with  army  force  for  the  capture  of  guerrillas,  July  25, 
1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones, 

Yorktown,  Va.,  July  27,1863. 

Sir:  On  Friday  last  I  was  requested  by  Brigadier-General  Wistar, 
commanding  at  Fort  Yorktown,  to  cooperate  with  him  in  an  expedition 
to  capture  a  force  of  guerrillas  between  Cappahosic  and  Gloucester 
Point.  He  wished  me  to  take  on  board  the  Ninth  Vermont  Regiment 
and  land  them  at  Cappahosic,  while  a  force  was  to  leave  Gloucester 
Point,  to  march  so  as  to  meet  them  at  the  junction  of  the  roads  leading 
from  Gloucester  Court-House  and  Gloucester  Point.  The  troops  were 
taken  on  board  this  vessel  at  2  a.  m.  on  the  25th  and  six  companies 
were  landed  by  4:30.  These  took  the  road  to  Gloucester  Court  House, 
while  the  remainder  of  the  regiment,  four  companies,  left  Cappahosic 
at  6,  taking  the  direct  road  to  Gloucester  Point.  Everything  turned 
out  well,  excepting  that  the  guerrillas  were  not  found,  having  left  two 
days  before.  Several  horses  were  captured,  but  in  not  very  good  con- 
dition, a  rebel  mail  and  a  number  of  shotguns,  double  and  single  bar- 
reled. After  landing  the  troops,  we  dropped  slowly  down  the  river  to 
cover  the  troops  in  case  of  their  having  to  fall  back  on  its  bank.  We 
arrived  at  Yorktown  at  r>  o'clock.

I  lay  there  to  protect  the  transports  and  infantry  while  the  cavalry 
made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  destroy  the  railroad  bridge  at  Weldon. 
While  the  cavalry  were  absent  I  ran  up  to  Murfreesboro,  on  the 
Meherrin,  and  burned  the  bridge  at  that  place.    This  would  prevent 
the  enemy,  were  they  so  minded,  from  throwing  troops  from  Franklin 
in  the  rear  of  our  force. 
At  Murfreesboro  I  found  a  rebel  soldier  and  brought  him  off. 
1  should  have  written  you  sooner,  but  expected  every  day  to  see  you 
at  Plymouth,  and  was  afterwards  sick  with  fever.

The  canoe  had  evidently  run  the  blockade.  There  was  one  man  and 
a  boy  on  her.  On  the  boy  was  found  $500  in  greenbacks,  Confederate 
money,  and  currency.     In  the  canoe  was  found  a  loaded  revolver. 
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I  have  sent  the  canoe  to  Yorktown  with  an  officer  for  the  senior  offi- 
cer to  investigate.

Sir  :  I  enclose  reports  made  by  the  commander  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Vic- 
toria (marked  A  and  B),  also  the  report  of  survey  held  on  said  vessel, 
and  trust  I  may  be  relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  sending  h,er  north 
by  receiving  early  instructions  from  you. 

This  squadron  is  indeed  very  weak.  Captain  Case  informs  me  that 
he  has  but  three  vessels  off  New  Inlet;  consequently  I  have  ordered  the 
tag  Violet  and  the  James  A  dger  to  report  to  him.  This  leaves  me  the 
Sacramento,  Florida,  and  Chocura,  one  of  them  being  always  away  for 
coal;  so  that  two  vessels  are  all  that  I  can  depend  upon.  The  Victoria 
is  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  worthless  on  blockade  duty.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Banshee,  a  ship  under 
English  papers  and  colors,  belonging  to  Nassau,  New  Providence,  was 
taken  possession  of  to-day  abont  12  miles  E.  N.  E.  of  New  Inlet  by  the 
Niphon  in  presence  of  all  the  blockading  vessels. 

The  Banshee  was  formerly  owned  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  cleared  from 
New  York  on  the  20th  instant  for  Matainoras  in  shingle  ballast,  and 
such  as  is  usually  prepared  for  a  cargo  of  cotton.  She  is  commanded  by 
Nehemiah  Hayden,  a  citizen  of  New  York,  born  in  Connecticut.  Her 
draft  of  water,  as  stated  by  the  captain,  is  10  feet. 

The  usual  track  of  sailing  vessels  bound  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  is 
east  of  the  Gulf  Stream.  The  wind  for  several  days  past  has  been  from 
the  southward  and  westward.  Under  the  circumstances  I  am  fully 
satisfied  that  it  was  intended  to  run  her  into  New  Inlet  or  any  other 
convenient  port  on  the  coast.  A  prize  crew  will  be  put  on  board  of  her 
from  the  Niphon  and  the  vessel  will  be  sent  to  Boston  for  adjudication. 
The  i>ortion  of  the  officers  and  crew  not  wanted  for  evidence  will  be 
carried  to  Hampton  Roads  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  which  I  have  detained 
for  that  purpose.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  morning  of  this 
date  I  (with  permission  of  the  senior  officer  given  by  signals),  stood 
out  seaward  and  overhauled  the  ship  Banshee,  of  Nassau,  New  Provi- 
dence, in  ballast,  from  New  York,  bound  to  Matainoras,  Mexico.  Fir- 
ing a  shot  across  her  bow,  she  hoisted  English  colors.  l>eing  at  the  time 
E.  N.  E.  from  the  flagship  stationed  off*  this  place  and  within  signal- 
izing distance  of  the  whole  tleet.  8he  being  a  long  ways  out  of  her 
course,  I  put  a  boat's  crew  and  officer  on  board,  with  orders  for  him  to 
stand  in,  while  1  proceeded  to  report  the  circumstances  to  the  senior 
officer,  who  requested  the  master  of  said  vessel  to  repair  on  hoard  the 
flagship  with  all  his  papers.  With  the  advice  of  the  senior  officer,  and 
considering  the  suspicious  circumstances  connected  with  the  vessel,  I 
concluded  to  send  her  to  Boston  as  a  prize  to  the  IT.

Instructions  for  the  guidance  of  the  senior  officer  in  Hampton  Roads 
during  the  absence  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee  at  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

July  30, 1863. 

1.  The  Western  World,  now  here,  and  Valley  City,  to  be  ordered  here, 
are  to  be  used  alternately  as  mail  boats  to  carry  my  mail  off  Wilming- 
ton, stopping  off  Beaufort  to  ascertain  if  I  am  there.  Send  the  West- 
ern World  with  the  mails  up  to  Sunday,  inclusive,  tben  to  make  trips 
as  fast  as  practicable. 

2.  Receive  my  mail  every  day  and  dispatch  it  as  often  as  practicable, 
and  keep  me  informed  of  occurrences  here. 

3.  Keep  yourself  in  communication  with  the  military  authorities  to 
ascertain  when  opportunities  occur  for  seudiug  to  New  Berne  or  Beau- 
fort, N.  C,  officers  who  may  report  for  the  blockade,  endorsing  the 
orders  of  the  officers  accordingly.  As  soon  as  you  have  ascertained 
from  the  military  authorities  that  the  canal  route  is  opened  from  Nor- 
folk to  the  sounds  dispatch  the  Seymour  thither  with  mails  and  such 
officers  as  may  be  ordered  to  report  for  duty  there.  (Captain  Glasson,  of 
the  Brandyicine,  has  orders  to  send  men  and  officers  down  by  her  when 
you  notify  him  of  her  departure.) 
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4.  Instruct  the  supply  vessel  when  she  stops  on  her  way  north  to 
communicate  with  the  Brandy  wine. 

5.  Keep  a  gunboat  or  tug  on  picket  duty,  taking  care  that  they  are 
not  surprised  by  boarding  parties  in  boats.         9 

6.  Board  all  flag-of-truee  boats  going  and  coming,  and  keep  up  the 
usual  record  in  the  boarding  book  1  send  you. 

7.  Ask  Major  Mulford,  in  command  of  flags  of  truce,  to  try  to  secure 
two  files  of  Richmond  papers,  one  for  the  Navy  and  one  for  the  State 
Department,  which  1  wish  you  to  forward  by  the  first  mail  to  these 
respective  Departments. 

8.  It  would  be  well,  if  practicable,  to  send  two  files  of  New  York 
papers  for  exchange. 

9.  The  guard  vessels  now  at  Norfolk  and  Fortress  Monroe,  viz,  the 
Wyandotte  and  Young  Hover,  have  full  instructions,  which  I  desire  you 
to  consult.  Please  see  that  their  duties  are  performed  properly.  I 
enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  General  Foster  on  this  subject,  dated  the 
27th. 

10.  Foreigners  are  prohibited  from  visiting  the  ironclads,  by  order  of 
the  Department. 

11.  The  Davotah,  Maratanza,  Stepping  Stones,  Crusader,  Daylight, 
Morse,  Zouave,  and  Philadelphia  are  at  Baltimore  undergoing  repairs. 

12.  The  Alert,  Mount  Washington,  Cohasset,  Mystic, and  Shokotcon  are 
at  the  Cosport  navy  yard  undergoing  repairs. 

13.  If  the  Daylight  comes  here  (luring  my  absence,  let  her  receive  her 
men  and  necessary  stores  and  my  mail,  and  order  her  directly  to  the 
blockade  off  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

11.  As  soon  as  the  Mystic  is  repaired  let  her  take  the  place  of  the 
Young  Hover  as  guard  vessel  off  Fortress  Monroe,  and  her  command- 
ing oflicer,  Captain  Wright,  is  not  to  receive  a  leave  of  absence,  should 
one  be  granted  by  the  Department,  until  my  return. 

15.  Let  the  Young  liorer  then  cruise  in  Chesapeake  Bay  on  the  outer 
blockade  between  the  capes  of  Virginia  and  the  mouth  of  the  Pianka- 
tank,  using  her  sails  as  much  as  possible  and  her  steam  as  little  as 
possible. 

10.  When  the  Cohasset  is  repaired  and  comes  down,  let  her  take  the 
picket,  and  the  Young  America  can  go  up  to  the  yard  to  receive  repairs 
to  her  boiler,  etc.,  her  ri He-screening,  gun  carriages,  etc.,  and  be  fitted 
out. 

17.  The  Commodore  Morris,  Commodore  Jones,  General  Putnam,  and 
Samuel  /lotannrQ  engaged  in  the  blockade  of  Chesapeake  Bay  and  its 
tributaries.  Lieutenant-Commander  (Jillis,  of  the  Commodore  Morris, 
is  stationed  in  York  River  opposite  Yorktown,  and  is  senior  officer  in 
the  above-named  waters. 

18.  When  the  ordnance  stores  are  removed  by  Lieutenant-Commander 
Phenix,  assistant  inspector  of  ordnance,  Fortress  Monroe,  from  the  ord- 
nance bark  Houghton  (according  to  the  order  he  has  from  the  Bureau), 
now  lying  in  the  roads,  you  will  send  her  to  Norfolk  navy  yard  for 
repairs  to  her  hull,  which  leaks.  Inform  Commodore  Livingston  of  this 
order  from  the  Lureau.  Communicate  with  Lieutenant-Commander 
Phenix  on  the  subject. 

When  the  Morse  returns  from  Baltimore,  let  her  perform  guard  duty 
oh"  Fortress  Monroe,  with  the  fug  Alert  to  assist  her  in  looking  after 
the  refuge  vessels.  Keep  the  Harney  with  you  at  Newport  News,  and 
concert  signals  with  the  Morse,  and  prevent  the  Patrick  J fenry  (sup- 
posed to  be  fitting  out  at  Richmond  as  a  privateer)  from  evading  the 
blockade. 
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Commander  Glassou  is  ordered  to  send  150  men  by  the    Western 
World  to  Beaufort  for  the  vessels  in  the  sounds.

I  now  forward  to  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  a  copy  of  the  report  of 
survey  held  on  the  State  of  Georgia's  machinery,  etc.,  and  to  the  Bureau 
of  Construction  a  copy  of  a  report  from  her  carpenter  on  the  condition 
of  her  hull 

I  trust  the  repairs  of  this  vessel  and  those  of  the  Penobscot  may  be 
made  with  dispatch.  Neither  the  Shenandoah  nor  the  Cambridge  have 
joined  the  blockade,  which  is  now  at  this  trying  time  very  weak.  The 
Mount  Vernon  is  condemned,  and  the  James  Adger  complains  of  low 
speed  aud  weak  boilers.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  rei>ort  (1)  from  Captain 
Case,  commanding  IT.  S.  8.  Iroquois,  and  a  copy  of  a  report  (2)  from 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Mount 
Vernon  (dated  August  3, 1S(>3),  respecting  the  cutting  out  by  the  James 
Adger,  Iroquois,  and  Mount  Vernon  of  the  rebel  steamer  Kate  on  the 
morning  of  August  1,  186,3.  The  Kate  had  been  driven  ashore  by  the 
U.  S.  S.  Penobscot,  July  12,  while  attempting  to  run  into  Wilmington, 
and  was  floated  oil'  on  the  night  of  31st  ultimo  and  towed  under  the 
batteries  at  New  Inlet,  where  she  was  anchored  and  abandoned  on  the 
approach  of  our  vessels.  She  was  towed  to  Beaufort  by  the  U.  S.  S. 
Iroquois. 

Gaptaiu  Case  in  a  letter  to  me  of  August  2,  on  this  subject,  speaks  of 
the  gallantry  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  while  under  the 
tire  of  the  rebel  batteries. 

I  have  directed  Acting  Master  S.  .B.Gregory,  commanding  the  West- 
ern World,  to  touch  at  Beaufort  on  his  way  up  and  tow  the  Kate  to 
Hampton  Roads,  from  whence  I  have  ordered  Captain  Gansevoort  to 
send  her  to  New  York  or  Philadelphia  by  tirst  opportunity,  reporting 
his  action  to  the  Department.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  rebels  floated  the  Kate 
oft*  the  beach  at  Smith's  Island  on  tin*  night  of  the  31st  ultimo. 

At  5: 45  a.  in.  of  the  1st  instant  signal  was  made  from  the  Mount 
Vernon,  stationed  at  the  south  end  of  the  line  nearest  to  Smith's  Island, 
"  I  wish  to  communicate  with  you,"  and  on  receiving  permission  to  do 
so,  she  came  within  hail,  when  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen 
informed  me  that  the  Kate  was  off,  ami  being  towed  toward  New  Inlet. 
1  immediately  ordered  him  back  with  instructions  to  cut  the  Kale  off  or 
destroy  her,  and  to  tell  Captain  Patterson  as  he  passed  ;.»  go  with  the 
Adger  to  aid   him.     We  slipped  our  cable  at  once  and  went  down  as 
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fast  as  possible,  our  steam  at  first  being  very  low.  We  arrived  within 
range,  however,  and  opened  fire  at  6 :  40  a.  m.,  before  the  other  vessels, 
closing  witli  the  Kate  under  a  fire  from  the  batteries  at  New  Inlet,  and 
one  on  the  beach  near  Zeek's  Island,  until  within  short  range,  when  I 
found  the  Kate  was  at  anchor,  and  apparently  abandoned.  The  Mount 
Vernon  opened  fire  some  fifteen  minutes  after  us,  and,  coming  within 
hail  at  this  time,  I  ordered  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  to  go 
alongside  the  Kate  and  tow  her  out,  the  water  being  too  shoal  for  us  to 
do  so.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  performed  this  duty 
gallantly,  but  I  regret  to  say  not  without  loss,  Edwin  H.  Peck,  first- 
class  fireman,  being  killed  by  a  Whitworth  rifle  shot,  which  passed 
through  the  side  of  the  vessel  into  the  engine  room,  cutting  both  of 
Peck's  legs  off. 

The  Mount  Vernon  had  her  port  fore-rigging,  fore-topmast  rigging, 
and  fore-gaff  halyards  cut  away,  and  this  ship  her  jib  nettings  slightly 
injured  by  shot,  being  the  only  injury  she  received. 

The  Kate  has  been  stripped  of  everything  but  her  boilers,  bedplates, 
shafts,  and  a  quantity  of  coal.  She  is  not  seriously  injured,  there 
being  but  two  shot  holes  in  her,  one  from  an  Xl-inch  gun  and  the 
second  from  a  32-pounder. 

At  1  p.  m.  yesterday  I  took  her  in  tow  and  brought  her  to  this  place, 
where  I  shall  leave  her  until  an  opportunity  offers  to  have  her  towea 
to  Fortress  Monroe.  I  shall  send  her  with  letters  not  addressed  to  any 
district  judge,  in  order  that  you  may  address  them  and  send  the  vessel 
to  the  district  most  convenient. 

Since  the  reported  destruction  of  the  Kate  I  have  had  her  watched 
by  the  vessels  nearest  Smith's  Island.  On  the  28th  ultimo  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  reported  her  to  be  "  high  and  dry  with 
the  beach  made  outside  of  her."  Sand  may  have  been  thrown  up  out- 
side to  conceal  the  operations  of  the  rebels.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  5:30  a.  m'.,  on  the  1st  instant,  I  discov- 
ered that  the  steamer  Kate,  driven  ashore  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Penobscot 
July  12, 1863,  was  afloat  and  beiug  towed  toward  Fort  Fisher  by  a 
number  of  small  boats.  At  5:45  made  signal,  "I  wish  to  communi- 
cate with  you,"  to  U.  S.  S.  Iroquois,  and  receiving  permission,  steamed 
up  to  her  and  reported  the  circumstance  and  was  ordered  to  endeavor 
to  cut  the  Kate  off  or  destroy  her,  and  to  inform  Commander  Patter- 
son, of  the  James  Adger,  that  he  was  to  assist  us,  and  that  the  Iroquois 
would  follow  us  immediately.  At  7  commenced  firing  at  the  Kale;  at 
7 :  15  a.  m.  received  orders  from  the  Iroquois  to  attempt  to  drag  the 
Kate  out.  Galled  away  and  manned  two  boats  and  sent  them  to  board 
theliate;  at  the  same  time  ran  alongside  of  her  with  the  ship  and 
boarded  her  from  boats  and  ship  simultaneously.  We  then  slipped 
her  cables  (the  enemy  having  let  go  both  an  .iors  and  abandoned  her). 
A  hawper  was  then  made  fast  from  our  starboard  bow  to  the  port  bow 
of  the  Kate,  and  we  then  backed  off  until  we  found  sufficient  water  to 
pass  under  her  stem;  this  hawser  was  then  let  go  and  we  passed 
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around  under  her  stern,  and  then  paaaed  a  hawser  from  oar  starboard 
quarter  t«i  the  |*»rt  bow  of  the  Kate.  The  fire  from  the  rebel  batteries 
at  this  time  was  terrific  At  the  time  we  ran  alongside  of  the  Kate 
she  wan  in  Hi  feet  of  water.  Fort  Fisher  bearing  2».  by  E.  J  E.;  the 
Mound  and  rase  in  a  ted  fort  hearing  X.  by  E..  distant  3  miles;  the  fort 
on  Zeek's  Maud  bearing  X.  by  W.  }  W..  distant  2  miles,  and  a  masked 
lottery  of  Whitworth  flying  artillery  on  Smith's  Island  bearing  due 
west,  distant  .'HHi  yard*.  All  of  these  batteries  kept  np  a  constant  fire 
on  us.  One  shot,  apparently  an  SO-|iounder  Armstrong,  passed  in 
through  a  |w>rt  on  the  fiort  side  of  the  Kate,  and  ont  through  the  bul- 
warks on  the  starboard  side  just  as  we  boarded  her. 

The  shots  rired  at  us  were  principally  from  heavy  Armstrong  gons  and 
a  battery  of  Whit  worth  1-pouuder  Hying  artillery,  several  of  which 
struck  this  vessel,  and  1  have  the  following  casualties  to  report,  viz: 
One  shot,  a  I-'jm  Minder  Whitworth.  passed  through  the  engine  room, 
instantly  killing  First  Class  Fireman  Kdwiu  11.  Peck.  This  shot  lodged 
in  the  engineer's  too]  rhest.  demolishing  many  of  the  tools.  Another 
shot,  apparently  an  Armstrong,  cut  away  all  the  shrouds  of  the  port 
fore  rigging:  another,  a  Whitworth.  eut  away  the  fore- topmast  rigging, 
and  another,  also  a  Whit  worth,  cut  away  the  fore-gaff;  a  fifth  shot, 
fired  from  the  Mound  battery  and  apparently  from  a  heavy  Armstrong 
gun,  cut  away  the  stork  of  the  port  anchor;  many  shots  passed  over 
us,  just  clearing  the  ship  and  going  a  mile  and  more  beyond  us;  many 
of  their  allots  also  struck  inside  of  and  rieoehetted  over  us.  After 
taking  the   Kate  in  tow.   1  steamed  otl'shoie   and  anchored  near  the 

I".  8.  S.  Iroquois. 

The  Kate  is  apparently  a  new  steamer.  She  has  two  screws,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  stern  post  Hear  of  rudderpost.  She  is  entirely  of  iron, 
round,  full  liottom,  very  sharp  forward,  small  shield  for  figurehead, 
one  funnel,  telescope  fashion,  ami  two  masts,  schooner-rigged,  and 
hinged  so  as  to  lower  down.  All  her  furniture,  engines,  and  cargo  had 
been  removed.  Hit  boilers  remained  mmplete.  There  was  also  a  small 
quantity  of  coal  on  board.  Her  hull  was  comparatively  as  good  as 
new,  having  only  one  shot  hole  through  her  quarters  and  one  through 
the  starboard  bulwark.  The  hole  on  the  quarter  had  been  stopped  up 
with  wood.  Her  spars  are  in  good  condition:  she  had  a  jib  and  main- 
sail bent  and  ready  for  use.  She  has  a  house  which  runs  nearly  the 
whole  length  of  her  and  goes  entirely  across  from  side  to  side.  She  has 
a  bridge  amidships,  and  is  steered  by  a  large  wheel,  placed  well  for- 
ward: there  is  also  an  auxiliary  wheel  aft. 

At  1,  on  the  1st,  the  {'.  S.  S.  Iroquois  sailed  for  Itouufort.  having  the 
Kate  in  tow.     Ollicers  and  men  behaved  with  coolness.

The  Commodore  Barney  has  sustained 
some  injuries  by  the  explosion  of  a  torpedo,  shot,  and  shell,  and  she  will 
require  docking.  Permission  is  asked  to  send  her  to  Baltimore.  Casual- 
ties, 1  officer  killed,  2  drowned,  3  slightly  wounded.  My  reports  In 
detail  will  soon  follow.

Detailed  report  of  Captain  GanieToort,  U.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Ironclad  Roanoke, 
Off  Keicport  Noes,  Va.,  August  8, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  in  accordance 
with  the  permission  asked  and  granted,  1  accompanied  Major-General 
Foster  on  his  recent  reconnoissance  up  the  James  River.  The  force  con- 
sisted of  the  Sangamon,  Commander  S.  Nicholson;  Commodore  Barney, 
Acting  [Volunteer]  Lieutenant  Commanding  8.  Huse,  and  Cohasset, 
Acting  Master  S.  Cox;  also  the  John  Farron,  an  army  boat.  All  these 
vessels  were  armed  except  the  latter,  which  had  aboard  a  corps  of 
sharpshooters. 

The  Sangamon,  towed  by  the  gunboat  Barney,  and  the  tug  Cohasset 
left  the  anchorage  off  Newport  News  about  2  p.  in.,  August  4.  The  John 
Farron,  with  Major-General  Foster  and  staff,  Brigadier-Generals  Naglee 
and  Potter,  with  myself,  Surgeon  Woodworth,  and  Acting  Master  Har- 
gous,  soon  followed.  At  8  p.  m.  the  vessels  under  my  command  and  the 
Farron  anchored  off  Jamestown  Island  in  7  fathoms  water.  Got  under- 
way next  morning  at  half  past  4.  At  8  the  flag-of-truce  boat  New  York, 
with  prisoners,  passed  us,  bound  to  City  Point.  At  half  past  8  passed 
Fort  Powhatan,  which  remained  in  a  dismantled  state.  At  11  all  the 
army  and  navy  officers  left  the  Farron  and  went  on  board  the  Sangamon. 
When  off  Tilman's  [Tilghman's]  Wharf  there  was  a  slight  discharge  of 
musketry  from  the  shore,  which  was  responded  to  by  the  Sangamon  with 
one  Xl-inch  shot.  At  half  past  4  p.  m.  the  Sangamon  anchored  off  Dutch 
Gap,  owing  to  the  low  stage  of  water  on  the  bar.  General  Foster  and 
staff,  myself,  and  Acting  Master  M argons  then  went  aboard  the  Com- 
modore  Barney  and  were  followed  by  the  Cohasset.  When  just  beyond 
Cox's,  two  torpedoes  exploded  under  the  starboard  bow  of  the  Barney, 
producing  a  lively  concussion  and  washing  the  deeks  with  the  agitated 
water.  Some  20  men  were  either  swept  or  jumped  overboard,  two  of 
whom  are  missing  and  may  have  been  drowned.  The  engine  of  the 
vessel  was  partially  disabled  by  the  cutting  of  steam  pipe  and  the  con- 
nection of  steam  whistle.  The  Commodore  Barney  was  then  taken 
in  tow  by  the  Cohasset,  and  they  came  to  anchor  at  Dutch  Gap  about 
half  past  7.  At  half  past  8  o'clock  the  Cohasset  went  up  the  river  on 
picket  duty.

The  next  morning  at  early  daylight  the  Sangamon  got  underway, 
towed  by  the  Barney  and  Cohasset,  near  Four  Mile  Greek.  About  5  a.m. 
the  enemy  opened  fire  with  artillery  and  musketry.  The  Sangamon  and 
Barney  returned  the  fire.  The  Barney  was  disabled  by  a  shot  through 
the  boiler  below  the  water  mark.  The  tug  was  sent  to  her  assistance 
and  got  her  of!',  she  having  drifted  ashore.  The  Sangamon  anchored, 
the  narrowness  of  the  stream  preventing  her  from  turning  and  going 
to  the  aid  of  the  Barney.  At  half  past  7  the  Sangamon  again  weighed, 
with  the  Barney  in  tow,  and  the  Cohasset  on  the  port  side.  About  this 
time  the  army  tug  Jesup  came  up  the  river  and  assisted  us,  towing  the 
disabled  vessel:  At  9:25  a.  m.,  when  near  Turkey  Island  Bend,  the 
enemy  opened  with  artillery  and  musketry  and  repeatedly  hit  all  the  ves- 
sels, but  did  them  no  material  damage  and  injured  no  one.  The  fire  was 
briskly  returned  by  the  Barney  and  Jesup.  At  9 :  45  the  firing  ceased. 
For  much  of  the  time  the  vessels  were  exposed  to  a  raking  fire.  More 
than  thirty  round  shot  penetrated  the  Barney.  The  Jesup  and  Gohas- 
set  were  hit  several  times  and  the  Sangamon  once  on  the  port  bow,  mak- 
ing only  a  slight  indentation.  The  marks  of  musketry  on  the  different 
vessels  were  almost  innumerable,  the  difficulty  being  rather  to  avoid 
than  miss  the  targets.  Below  City  Point  the  tugboat  John  Farron, 
which  was  left  behind  on  our  passage  up  the  river,  came  alongside  and 
assisted  in  towing.  About  8  p.  m.  army  boats  cast  off  and  Sangamon 
anchored  below  Deep  Water  Shoals.  Shortly  after  the  Farron  grounded, 
got  off  at  daylight,  and  reached  Newport  News  at  6  a.  m.  The  other  ves- 
sels arrived  and  anchored  shortly  afterwards. 

The  casualties  were  few.  Acting  Master  Cox,  of  the  Cohasset,  was 
killed  by  a  round  shot,  which  perforated  his  body.  Three  men  were 
slightly  wounded  from  musketry,  and  two  were  supposed  to  be  drowned 
at  the  time  of  the  explosion  of  the  torpedoes.  Officers  and  crew  all 
behaved  with  that  characteristic  gallantry  which  has  ever  distinguished 
the  Navy.' 

The  purposes  of  the  reconnoissance  were  fully  and  satisfactorily 
accomplished.

Beport  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Huso,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  damages  sustained  by  the 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 

Neicport  News,  August  7, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  this  vessel,  with  detailed  list  of  damages  received  (as  far  as 
ascertained)  on  James  Eiver  August  5  and  6, 1863. 

August  5. — At  5 :  30  p.  m.,  near  Cox's  farm,  a  torpedo  exploded  under 
the  bow.  Damage  to  vessel :  Guard  perforated  from  hull  on  starboard 
side  forward  for  a  distance  of  about  10  feet;  connecting  steam  whistle 
carried  away,  letting  steam  out  of  the  boiler  (repaired  temporarily  dur- 
ing the  night).  Several  of  the  crew  were  washed  overboard ;  all  but 
two  were  recovered.  One  man  injured  by  being  struck  in  the  head  by 
splinters. 
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August  6'. — At  5 :  30  p.  in.,  while  proceeding  down  the  river,  the  enemy- 
opened  fire  with  musketry  and  artillery.  Damages:  One  shot  about  18 
inches  below  water  line,  entering  the  boilers,  disabling  the  vessel; 
aperture  in  boiler  7  inches  long  and  2  inches  wide.  One  shot  under 
port  bow,  cutting  away  two  braces  and  two  knees  supporting  the  guard ; 
one  rifle  shell  in  main  brace  supporting  outboard  journal  of  port  wheel, 
weakening  it  very  much;  two  arms  of  port  wheel  shot  away;  bearings 
of  journal  melted  out,  caused  by  oil  pii>e  being  shot  away;  two  shots 
through  after  pilot  house,  smashing  it  and  doing  considerable  damage. 

August  6. — Two  shots  in  captain's  cabin,  cutting  oft' six  carlines;  one 
shot  through  the  armory,  leaving  it  in  a  badly  shattered  state;  three 
shots  in  paymaster's  quarters,  ripping  the  roof  of  the  hurricane  deck 
and  cutting  oft*  a  carline;  one  shot  in  wardroom,  badly  damaging 
berths  and  pantry;  two  shots  in  yeoman's  storeroom;  two  shots  in 
galley,  carrying  away  two  carlines  and  badly  injuring  the  stove  and 
cutting  holes  in  mess  coppers;  one  shot  in  engineer's  room,  shattering 
the  lockers,  and  several  bullets  passing  entirely  through  the  bulkheads; 
two  shots  in  surgeon's  quarters,  shattering  the  berths;  one  shot  in 
paymaster's  quarters;  one  shot  in  ensign's  quarters;  waterway  on 
port  side  pierced  by  a  12- pounder  shot;  one  shot  abreast  the  magazine 
on  the  port  side  under  the  guard ;  one  shot  through  third  cutter  and 
down  into  paddle  box  port  side;  one  shot  striking  carriage  of  100- 
pounder  Parrott  rifle;  one  shot  striking  muzzle  of  100-pounder  Parrott 
rifle;  one  shot  through  firemen's  hatchway;  one  shot  through  starboard 
gangway,  knocking  the  doors  into  splinters.  The  entire  ship  badly  per- 
forated with  bullets.  The  entire  upper  works  are  riddled  with  bullets. 
The  vessel  was  struck  about  thirty  times  with  artillery.  The  hole 
below  the  water  line  has  been  plugged;  the  vessel  is  kept  free  by  the 
pumps.

Report  of  Chief  Engineer  Fithian,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  damages  to  the  U.  S.  tug  Cohaiset 

I  J.  S.  Ironclad  Koanoke, 

Newport  News,  August  10,  1863. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  this  day  1  have  made  an  exami- 
nation of  the  steam  tug  Cohasset,  and  respectfully  report  the  damages 
to  be  as  follows: 

There  is  a  shot  hole  in  the  main  steam  pipe  and  in  the  exhaust  pipe 
which  can  be  repaired  by  patching. 
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On  the  port  side  of  hull,  amidships,  one  shell  entered  and  went  so  far 
through  as  to  break  the  plank  upon  the  inside;  one  shot,  passing 
through  the  pilot-house  door  on  port  side  and  coming  out  of  the  for- 
ward part  of  pilot  house  and  damaging  the  steering  wheel  and  one 
window;  one  shot  through  engine  room,  breaking  a  stanchion  on  the 
starboard  side,  also  a  part  of  the  waist;  one  shot  through  the  galley, 
injuring  the  house  and  waist;  shot  through  coamings  of  house  on  port 
side,  carrying  away  a  part  of  the  coaming;  one  shot,  carrying  away  the 
port  after  corner  of  house  on  deck.  The  chain  and  rod  attached  to 
steering  wheel  were  shot  away  on  port  side.  The  mess  chest  and  paint 
chest  damaged  by  shot.  The  port  side  of  house  on  deck  is  damaged  by 
shot.

A  party  of  eight  or  nine  armed  men  appeared  on  Smith's  Island  on  Monday,  the 
3d  instant,  and  completely  gutted  the  light-honse,  carrying  away  the  lamps,  reflect- 
ore,  and  everything  else  belonging  to  the  establishment,  and  broke  every  glass. 
They  threaten  to  destroy  Hog  Island  and  Cherrystone  lights. 

Ton  will  immediately  send  a  force  to  capture  them.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  inefficiency 
of  the  blockade  of  the  entrances  to  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  August  7,  1803. 

Sir:  At  I  a.  m.  to-day  a  screw  steamer  ran  out  of  New  Inlet,  which 
was  seen  in  time  by  the  Mount  Vernon,  fired  at,  and  chased  by  her 
without  effect,  from  want  of  speed.  The  Mount  Vernon  has  been  ten 
months  on  the  blockade,  and  requires  overhauling.  The  only  other 
steamer  off  New  Inlet  at  that  time  was  the  Niphon,  as  the  Iroquois  was 
at  Beaufort  for  coal,  and  the  James  Adger,  the  only  other  steamer 
belonging  on  that  side,  was  and  is  still  engaged  in  placing  the  Frying 
Pan  Shoals  light-boat  in  its  proper  position. 

The  Sacramento,  Chovura,  and  Victoria  were  off  Western  Bar.  The 
Chocura  and  Victoria,  always  too  slow  to  chase,  are  worse  now  for  want 
of  repairs,  which  they  should  at  once  have.  The  Sacramento  has  speed, 
but  her  valves  are  cut  so  badly  that  she  must  probably  be  very  soon 
sent  north  for  new  ones,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Ossipee.  The  Florida,  the 
only  other  steamer  belonging  to  that  side,  was  at  Beaufort  for  coal. 
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I  beg  leave  respectfully  and  earnestly  to  represent  to  the  Depart- 
ment that  it  is  generally  felt  by  the  officers  here  that  the  blockade  of 
this,  the  most  difficult  port  to  close  on  the  coast  of  the  United  States, 
is  exposed  and  inefficient  from  the  want  of  many  more  and  suitable 
vessels. 

This  blockade,  being  like  that  of  two  ports  distant  about  50  miles  the 
one  from  the  other,  requires  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  steamers.  There 
are  ironclads  inside,  and  the  enemy  hits  a  cruising  squadron.  To  an 
attack  from  both  of  these  the  blockade  is  exposed.  One  suitable  iron- 
clad is  required  for  the  blockade  of  each  entrance  to  neutralize  the 
enemy's  ironclads. 

If  these  can  not  be  had  there  should  be  two  wooden  vessels  with 
effective  broadside  batteries  at  each  entrance,  and  two  others  for  relief 
while  these  go  for  coal.  The  other  vessels  required  for  the  blockade 
are  of  two  classes,  both  classes  to  have  high  speed — one  small,  without 
masts,  to  keep  the  bar  and  to  move  close  in  under  the  batteries  at 
night;  the  other  with  canvas  and  suitable  batteries,  capable  of  chasing 
and  capturing  blockade  breakers,  some  of  which  are  armed,  or  of 
fighting  rebel  privateers. 

I  am  sure  the  Department  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  put  this  block- 
ade in  condition  to  stop  the  large,  lucrative  trade  by  which  the  rebels 
obtain  military  supplies  and  a  foreign  navy,  and  to  prevent  disaster 
and  disgrace  to  the  Navy.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer   Lieutenant    Trathen,    U.   S.  Navy,  of  the 
escape  of  a  blockade  runner  from  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  August  7,  1S63. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  at  2  p.  in.,  on  the  5th  instant,  two 
steamers — one  a  side-wheel  steamer,  with  walking-beam  engine,  one 
mast,  and  one  funnel;  the  other  a  propeller,  with  two  small  masts  and 
one  funnel — moved  down  the  Cape  Fear  River  and  took  position  near 
the  bar  at  New  Inlet,  evidently  with  the  intention  of  running  the 
blockade.  At  dark  a  picket  boat  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Niphon  took  up  a 
position  on  the  bar,  with  orders  to  signalize  in  event  of  the  steamer 
attempting  to  come  out.  The  Niphon  took  up  her  station  to  the  north- 
ward of  the  bar,  and  this  vessel  to  the  southward  of  the  bar.  At 
11 :  26  the  propeller  came  out  over  the  bar,  and  a  rocket  was  immedi- 
ately sent  up  by  the  picket  boat,  seeing  which  the  steamer  recrossed 
the  bar  and  went  back.  At  daylight  on  the  nth  both  of  the  steamers 
remained  inside  of  the  inlet,  and  at  dark  last  evening  the  picket  boat 
again  went  in  on  the  bar,  while  this  vessel  and  the  Niphon  took  up 
their  positions  as  on  the  previous  night.  One  of  the  steamers  succeeded 
in  getting  over  the  bar  unobserved  by  the  picket  boat.  This  was  the 
propeller,  and  at  0:40  a.  m.  she  was  observed  standing  across  our 
stern.  We  immediately  stood  for  her  at  full  speed,  but  soou  found 
that  she  was  fast  leaving  us.  She  passed  so  close  to  us  before  discov- 
ering us  that  we  tired  two  broadsides   at  her,  with  what  effect  is 
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unknown.  At  3  [a.  m.]  we  gave  up  the  chase,  the  speed  of  the  steamer 
being  so  much  greater  than  our  own  that  she  had  run  out  of  sight. 
We  then  stood  back  for  our  station.  At  4  the  forward  key  on  the 
after  journal  gave  way,  and  we  were  compelled  to  stop  the  engine  to 
repair  it.  This  morning  the  side- wheel  steamer  is  yet  at  anchor  inside 
the  bar  at  New  Inlet.  The  Iroquois  and  James  Adger,  neither  having 
returned,  and  the  disabled  condition  of  the  Mount  Vernon  leaving  the 
Niphon  the  only  serviceable  ship  here,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
blockade  at  New  Inlet  is  inadequate  with  the  present  force.  I  most 
respectfully  make  this  suggestion  from  the  fact  of  there  being  an 
unusual  stir  among  the  steamers  in  the  river. 

I  hardly  consider  it  safe  to  chase  for  any  distance,  as  it  leaves  only 
one  vessel  here.

Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmingtan,  N.  C,  August  9, 1863. 

Sir:  The  Montgomery,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  E.  H.  Faucou 
(from  Boston,  August  1),  having  joined  the  squadron,  I  send  the 
Chocura  to  report  to  you,  presuming  it  is  your  intention  to  send  her 
north  for  repairs.  She  is  of  very  little  use  on  the  blockade.  She  might 
possibly  cripple  a  passing  vessel,  but  certainly  could  not  catch  a 
blockade  runner. 

The  commander  of  the  Montgomery  being  unacquainted  with  this  por- 
tion of  the  coast,  1  have  directed  Lieutenant-Commander  Truxtun  to 
transfer  his  pilot  to  the  Montgomery. 

I  enclose  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Tilby  as  pilot,  sent  in  since  his  being 
ordered  to  the  Montgomery.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  escape  of  blockade  runners 
through  Neic  Inlet,  and  the  grounding  of  a  propeller  on  Caroline  8hoal 
August  11,1863. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  August  13, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  you  left  here  four  paddle- 
wheel  steamers  have  passed  out.  A  propeller  inward  bound  went 
ashore  on  the  Caroline  Shoal  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  instant.  A 
portion  of  her  cargo  was  thrown  overboard,  and  tugs  and  lighters  have 
been  alongside  to  lighten  her.  She  still  remains  on  the  shoal,  and 
should  a  fresh  wind  arise  from  the  southward  or  from  the  eastward  of 
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north,  she  will,  I  think,  be  a  total  loss.    She  appears  to  be  very  like 
the  Kate,  and  is,  I  think,  the  Diana  or  Bon.

Sir:  As  yon  say  you  have  by  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee's  directions 
read  his  orders  to  me  of  the  Oth  instant,  I  make  the  following  extract, 
as  regards  the  movements  of  the  Shokokon,  from  them  for  your  guidance, 
viz: 

Lieutenant  Cushing  can  take  station  at  discretion  on  either  side  to  suit  weather, 
and  if  after  trial  he  r«>portH  to  yon  that  the  Shokokon  is  not  adapted  to  the  blockade, 
direct  him  to  return  to  Hampton  Roads  and  report  to  Captain  Gansevort  ana 
exchunge  commands  with  Lieutenant  Huse. 

The  station  of  the  Shokokon  will  be  at  the  southern  end  of  the  line, 
to  watch  the  shores  of  Smith's  Island  and  the  shoals  along  which  ves- 
sels often  pass  in  and  ont.  At  this  station  you  will  be  able  to  make 
yourself  familiar  with  the  passages  across  the  shoals,  so  as  to  be  able 
to  make  use  of  them  when  you,  in  your  discretion,  deem  a  change  of 
station  necessary. 

There  is  a  small  battery  of  rifled  guns  reported  to  be  at  the  south 
point  of  Smith's  Island,  and  another  at  the  upi>er  end  of  the  Sand  Spit, 
near  Zeek's  Island. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  a  copy  of  the  general  instructions  for  the 
guidance  of  vessels  on  the  New  Inlet  blockade;  also  a  copy  of  the  dis- 
tinguishing ]>ennants,  signals,  etc.,  the  receipt  of  which  you  will  please 
acknowledge.

Extracts  from  consular  dispatches. 

Queenstotcn,  Cork,  July  18,  1863. — The  steamer  Jupiter  arrived  here 
for  coal  yesterday  from  Glasgow.  She  was  formerly  a  river  steamer  in 
the  Clyde  and  is  precisely  similar  to  the  Mail  and  the  Spunkie,  pre- 
viously described.  She  goes  oat  to  Nassau  in  ballast.  The  captain's 
name  is  Brown  and  formerly  had  the  Ruby.  She  has  two  smokestacks, 
no  bowsprit,  two  short  masts,  very  large  wheels,  and  draws  about  5 
feet  of  water .  Said  to  steam  16  knots  in  smooth  water,  but  can  do 
nothing  in  a  seaway;  decked  over  forward. 

Liverpool,  July  22,  1863. — I  have  to  advise  you  that  the  steamer 
referred  to  in  my  No.  103  as  the  Bendig  is  called  the  Bendigo,  and  is 
the  same  vessel  formerly  called  the  Milly,  and  referred  to  in  prior  dis- 
patches. Her  crews  are  shipped  for  twelve  months  to  go  to  Madeira, 
and  thence  to  port  or  ports  in  North  America.  She  has  portholes  and 
will  be  a  very  fast  sailer.  Description :  Topsail  yard  schooner  Bendigo, 
steamship,  of  Liverpool,  late  Milly;  178  tons;  built  of  iron,  hull  painted 
green ;  three  portholes  each  side,  fore  and  aft  of  paddle  boxes.  Elliptic 
stern,  carvings,  and  name  on  same,  painted  white  »  *  *  ;  bridge 
ath  warts  hips  on  top  of  paddle  boxes;  after  funnel  or  smokestack,  with 
steam  pipe  fore  part  of  same,  fire  funnel  or  smokestack  with  steam  pipe 
fore  part  of  same  »  »  » ;  draws  8  feet  6  inches  aft  and  8  feet 
forward. 

Liverpool,  July  25. — The  Bendigo  cleared  for  Madeira  and  Bermuda 
yesterday. 

Bristol,  July  23,  1863. —  It  is  my  duty  to  report  the  fitting  out  of  the 
steamer  Flora  from  this  port  to  run  the  blockade.  She  is  a  companion 
to  the  steamer  Juno,  referred  to  in  my  dispatches  Nos.  23  and  No.  28. 
The  Flora  now  lies  in  the  basin  and  is  expected  to  sail  in  the  course  of 
a  day  or  two.  It  is  reported  by  some  that  the  vessel  will  clear  for  Ber- 
muda, by  others  for  Nassau.  Commanded  by  the  captain  who  took  out 
the  Calypso  from  this  port,  and  will  have  some  portion  of  the  same  crew. 
The  Juno  sailed  as  stated  in  dispatch  No.  28;  is  commanded  by  the 
former  mate  of  the  Calypso. 

The  Flora,  as  well  as  the  Juno  (as  was  the  case  with  the  Calypso),  is 
fitted  out  by  the  infamous  W.  S.  Lindsay,  of  parliamentary  and  ship- 
ping notoriety,  or  his  shipping  firm.  The  Flora  was  sold  for  £35,000, 
£.*,000  more  than  she  cost  new.  Heavily  loaded,  having  a  variety 
cargo,  but  has  on  board,  as  appears  from  the  cases,  a  large  number  of 
small  arms,  ammunition,  and  percussion  caps  (largely  suspected),  some 
bales  of  goods,  and  packages  of  brandy. 

Side- wheel  steamer  (iron)  200  feet  long,  breadth  40  feet,  about  450 
tons  burden,  two  smokestacks  standing  fore  and  aft,  schooner-rigged 
with  light  spars.  No  figurehead,  and  an  unusual  straight  stem  for  an 
English  boat;  has  a  topgallant  forecastle  deck  over  her,  about  25  feet 
in  length.    Said  to  be  the  fastest  running  steamer  in  the  British  Channel. 

Cardiff,  July  29,  1863. — The  steamer  Cumberland  has  just  cleared  out 
for  Havana.  I  have  received  a  letter  from  London  saying  that  she  has 
a  large  number  of  cases  of  Eufield  rifles  on  board  entered  as  hardware. 
She  is  a  paddle-wheel  steamer,  931  tons;  J.  Bell,  captain ;  A  dam  son, 
owner;  built  at  Sunderland,  1857;  length,  176  feet;  beam,  32  feet;  hails 
from  London.  She  clears  out  for  Havana,  but  I  believe  will  try  to  run 
the  blockade.    I  trust  she  may  be  caught  and  converted  to  our  use. 

Uverpool,  July  31, 1863. — Enclosed  is  a  description  of  the  bark  Nauria, 
now  loading  for  Havana.    G.  H.  Fletcher  &  Co.  are  her  consignees    t 
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think  she  will  go  to  Havana.  My  reason  for  sending  a  description  of 
her  is  that  her  cargo  consists  very  largely  of  woolen  cloth  intended  to 
be  used  as  clothing  for  the  Southern  Army,  and  iron  such  as  is  used 
for  ship  building,  and  which  I  believe  is  also  intended  for  the  rebels. 
(Bark  of  454  tons.) 

The  ironclad  ram  launched  on  the  4th  is  still  in  the  dock  at  Laird's 
yard.  Her  mizzen  and  main  masts  are  up  and  both  topmasts  in.  These 
are  made  of  iron  plates,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  slide  one  into  the  other 
like  a  telescope.  Her  boilers  are  also  in  and  they  are  now  at  work  on 
her  machinery.    The  turrets  are  finished,  but  not  mounted  on  the  vessel. 

London,  July  31,  1863. — I  herewith  enclose  additional  in  voices  of  car- 
goes therein  named  and  also  a  description  of  a  new  steamer  called  the 
Witch.  There  has  been  so  much  expedition  and  mystery  about  this 
steamer  that  I  think  there  are  strong  grounds  to  suspect  her,  and  there- 
fore name  her  among  those  that  want  looking  after. 

A  brigantino  called  Lone  Bird  has  been  rapidly  loaded  by  Bennett 
&  Wake  and  sent  to  sea.  She  has  several  thousand  stand  of  arms 
on  board  and  has  cleared  for  Matamoras,  though  she  may  be  sent 
elsewhere,  now  that  that  port  is  blockaded  by  the  French.  Items  of 
cargo:  500  cases  (10,000)  rifles,  15  cases  percussion  caps,  25  cases  ammu- 
nition, 3  cases  revolvers,  harness,  gun  nippers. 

A  sailing  bark  called  Lemuella,  is  taking  in  Confederate  cargo,  and 
bound  to  Bermuda. 

Another  of  Dudgeon's  double-screw  steamers  is  launched  and  will 
soon  be  ready.  Rebel  operations  still  continue  on  the  Clyde  and  sev- 
eral line  steamers  are  in  course  of  preparation.  The  City  of  Peters- 
burg is  nearly  ready. 

Halifax,  August  12. — British  side- wheel  steamer  Boston,  referred  to 
in  former  dispatches,  cleared  last  night  for  Nassau  with  cargo,  as 
reported  on  her  clearance,  of  shingles  and  scantlings.  Believed  to  have 
other  articles,  including  drugs  and  medicines,  if  not  powder,  on  board; 
has  been  painted  lead  color. 


Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Gillis,  U.  *S\  Nary,  of  a  boat  expedition 

in  Piankatank  River,  August  It,  1863. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Yorktmen,  Va.,  August  1 5,  1863. 

Sir:  On  the  14th  instant  I  proceeded  to  the  Piankatank  River,  and 
brought  off  an  old  lady  by  the  name  of  Owens,  whose  son  is  in  the 
employ  of  Government  as  a  pilot.  While  on  shore  1  captured  a  man  by 
the  name  of  Carter  Hudgins,  whose  name  has  been  a  terror  to  all  those 
in  Mathews  County  who  have  any  Union  feeling.  He  is  also  notorious 
as  being  engaged  in  aiding  and  abetting  the  rebel  cause,  by  forwarding 
to  Richmond  goods  that  have  run  the  blockade  and  by  every  means  in 
his  power.  There  was  but  one  expression  of  feeling  in  regard  to  his 
capture,  except  in  his  own  family,  and  that  was  of  intense  satisfaction. 
He  and  some  two  or  three  other  just  such  characters  have  done  and  are 
doing  more  than  any  other  set  of  men  toward  keeping  alive  a  spirit  of 
rebellion  in  that  section. 

It  has  also  been  reported  to  me  that  he  has  often  threatened  to  fire 
on  our  boats,  and  that  in  one  instance  he  did  so.  Acting  Master  Greg- 
ory, of  the  Western  World,  is  more  conversant  with  all  the  particulars 
of  his  doings  than  1  am,  as  it  was  from  him  that  L  gained  most  of  my 
information. 
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Hudgins  would  not  have  been  captured  but  that  as  soon  as  be  saw 
the  boat's  crew  pulling  up  the  creek  where  he  lives  he  started  for  the 
woodSj  where  he  was  met  by  another  party  that  had  landed  and  was 
marching  across  to  meet  the  boat.  *  He  no  sooner  saw  this  party  than 
he  started  to  run,  when,  his  movements  being  suspicious,  he  was  taken, 
and  I  soon  learned  that  he  was  the  man  whose  capture  has  been  sought 
after  for  a  long  time.  If  he  is  permitted  to  return  to  Mathews  County 
he  will  be  likely  to  cause  a  great  deal  more  trouble,  besides  encouraging 
those  who  are  engaged  in  violating  the  blockade.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Perry  sailed  last  evening  for 
Boston,  with  directions  to  stop  on  her  way  and  blockade  New  Topsail 
Inlet  (where,  I  am  informed,  a  schooner  is  now  loading  with  an  outward- 
bound  cargo)  so  long  as  her  wood,  water,  and  provisions  will  permit, 
after  reserving  sufficient  for  her  voyage  to  Boston.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  September  10, 1863. 

General:  In  a  communication  dated  August  20  from  Acting  Vol- 
unteer Lieutenant  French,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Whitehead,  he  informs 
me  of  an  expedition  on  the  14th  in  which  he  captured,  in  conjunction 
with  a  squad  of  men  from  the  army,  several  prisoners  who  were  deliv- 
ered to  General  Wessells,  and  through  the  information  given  by  one  of 
the  prisoners,  Jos.  K.  Parr,  was  enabled  to  take  a  quantity  of  arms. 
He  suggests,  for  this  reason,  Parr  should  be  allowed  to  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  if  Parr  desires  to  do  so,  and 
yon  approve  it,  that  this  may  be  done.

Generals  Peck 
and  Palmer  leave  here  to-morrow  for  Plymouth  on  the  arrival  of  the 
commanding  general  there.  1  wish  you  to  nrge  upon  him  the  impor- 
tance of  destroying  the  ironclad  now  completing  at  Edwards  Ferry, 
above  Rainbow  Bluff,  on  thfe  Roanoke.  Represent  to  him  if  it  comes 
down  it  may  attack  each  of  the  three  fortified  towns  on  their  water 
side.  Now  is  the  time,  before  it  is  completed,  to  prevent  the  great  mis- 
chief it  may  do.  The  fortifications  at  Rainbow  Bluff  and  the  stage  of 
water  in  the  Roanoke  limit  the  attempt  to  land  expeditions.  This 
should  be  conducted  with  secrecy  and  celerity.  Give  to  the  enterprise 
all  the  aid  in  your  power.  Report  what  is  done  in  this  important 
matter.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Greene,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  of  blockade 
runners  off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  August  15  and  17,  1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Florida, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  August  20, 1863. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  to-day  I  submit  the  following: 
At  about  9  p.  m.  on  Saturday,  the  15th,  the  Victoria,  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  J.  MacDiarmid,  commanding,  made  signals  of  an  enemy  in 
sight  and  fired  two  guns.  The  squadron  immediately  slipped  their 
chains  and  prepared  to  chase.  The  Montgomery  came  within  hail  of 
this  vessel  and  said  a  blockade  runner  had  passed  the  Victoria,  stand- 
ing about  S.E.  j  ordered  the  Montgomery  to  her  station  and  chased  with 
this  vessel  until  daylight,  steering  south.  I  thought  that  I  saw  a  light 
from  the  blockade  runner's  smokestack  several  times  during  the  night, 
but  at  daylight,  nothing  being  in  sight,  returned  to  my  station.  Lieuten- 
ant MacDiarmid  said  the  blockage  runner  was  within  4"0  yards  of  him 
when  discovered.  Ue  described  her  as  a  double-piped,  side-wheel 
steamer,  long  and  low,  and  painted  lead  color.  She  evidently  ran  out 
over  the  Western  Bar. 

On  Monday,  the  17th,  at  about  7  p.  m.,  discovered  a  strange  sail 
standing  directly  up  for  the  squadron.  From  our  masthead  made  her 
out  to  be  a  small  side-wheel,  beam-engine  steamer,  painted  white; 
ordered  the  Victoria  to  go  out  and  see  What  she  was.  As  soon  as  the 
Victoria  started  for  her  the  strange  sail  altered  her  course  more  to  the 
westward.  Thinking  something  wrong,  I  ordered  the  Montgomery,  as 
she  was  just  about  underway,  to  give  chase  in  the  direction  of  the 
steamer  then  about  S.  W.  by  W.,  and  immediately  got  underway  with 
this  vessel.  It  was  now  quite  dark  and  strange  sail  hoisted  a  dim 
light,  she  still  standing  to  the  westward. 
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As  this  vessel  was  about  underway  and  standing  down  for  the 
stranger,  discovered  another  vessel  bearing  E.  and  apparently  a  very 
short  distance  from  us.  This  second  vessel  appeared  to  have  a  light 
illuminating  his  bow,  but  as  soon  as  I  started  for  him  he  extinguished 
bis  light,  and  it  being  very  dark,  nothing  more  was  seen  of  him.  I 
cruised  about  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour  trying  to  find  him,  but  saw 
nothing.  I  now  stood  down  in  the  direction  of  the  dim  light  showing 
from  the  strange  sail,  bearing  about  W.  S.  W.  The  Victoria  made  the 
Coston  signal  0,  and  I  answered  with  the  same,  when  the  stranger 
immediately  put  out  his  light  and  nothing  more  was  seen  of  him.  Lieu- 
tenant MacDiarmid  thinks  she  was  a  bark-rigged,  armed  steamer,  and 
endeavored  to  entice  him  from  the  squadron,  as  her  movements  were 
certainly  very  strange,  going  ahead  slowly  when  he  did,  stopping  when 
he  did,  showing  a  light  and  gradually  working  to  the  southward  and 
westward  when  he  lost  sight  of  him.  He  communicated  with  me,  and 
at  daylight  stood  out  several  miles  from  the  squadron,  but  saw  nothing. 
1  think  both  vessels  were  enemies,  but  what  they  were,  or  where  they 
went,  it  is  impossible  to  say,  as  the  night  was  very  dark.  Nothing  was 
in  sight  up  the  river  in  the  morning,  and  1  do  not  think  either  vessel 
went  in.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  U.  8.  Navy,  regard- 
ing theckase  of  two  blockade  runners,  August  25  and  17,  1863. 

U.  S.  8.  Victoria, 
Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  August  20, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  while  at  anchor  on  the  15th  instant,  about 
a  mile  from  the  land  to  the  westward  of  Fort  Caswell,  about  9  p.  m., 
the  attention  of  myself  and  the  officer  of  the  deck  was  attracted  by  a 
bright  light  on  the  shore.  About  the  same  time  a  large  side-wheel 
steamer  ran  out,  about  400  yards  across  the  stern  of  the  Victoria; 
immediately  slipped  and  tired  at  her  as  soon  as  the  guns  could  be 
brought  to  bear. 

From  the  time  of  slipping  the  cable  until  getting  the  ship  into  posi- 
tion so  that  her  guns  would  bear,  was  about  three  minutes;  by  that 
time  the  steamer  was  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  us.  I  gave  chase 
and  fired  two  more  guns  at  her,  when  she  disappeared  in  the  S.  £. 
From  the  time  we  first  saw  her  until  she  was  lost  sight  of  was  not 
more  than  ten  minutes.  Had  the  Victoria  been  a  vessel  possessed  of 
ordinary  speed,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  might  have  kept 
the  blockade  runner  in  sight,  firing  at  her  until  intercepted  by  other 
vessels  of  the  fleet.  In  my  opinion  the  Victoria  is  totally  unfit  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  a  blockading  vessel  off  Wilmington. 

I  have  also  to  report  that  about  6  p.  m.  on  the  17th  instant,  while 
lying  at  anchor  in  the  usual  position,  a  sail  was  made  bearing  about  S. 
by  E.,  and  evidently  bound  in  toward  the  fleet.  At  7  p.  m.  received 
orders  from  Lieutenant  Commanding  Greene,  of  the  U.  8.  S.  Florida, 
to  stand  out  and  speak  the  strange  sail,  then  bearing  S.  by  W.  I  got 
underway  and  stood  out  in  the  direction  of  the  strange  vessel.  At 
7 :  45  made  a  light  bearing  S.  W.,  and  steered  for  it  tor  one  hour,  but 
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did  not  gain  on  it;  it  appeared  to  keep  about  a  mile  from  me.  Daring 
the  flashes  of  the  lightning  made  her  oat  to  be  a  bark-rigged  propeller 
with  one  smokestack.  I  burned  the  usual  Goston  signals.  She  did 
not  answer.  After  an  interval  of  fifteen  minutes  burned  the  private 
Coston  signal  again,  which  was  answered  by  the  Montgomery.  As 
the  strange  steamer  did  not  answer  my  signals,  I  deemed  it  prudent 
to  return.  Immediately  after  my  turning  around  in  the  direction  of 
the  fleet  her  light  disappeared  and  I  lost  sight  of  her. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  she  was  a  Confederate  armed 
steamer,  and  with  the  battery  carried  by  this  vessel  I  did  not  want  a 
repetition  of  the  Hatteras  affair.

Report  of  Commander  Harrison,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  violation  of  the 

blockade  at  New  Inlet,  August  16, 1863. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Cape  Fear  River,  August  18, 1863. 

Sir:  Lieutenant  Gushing  leaves  tonight  for  Beaufort. 

In  the  absence  of  Captain  Case,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the 
blockading  force  is  reduced  to  the  Minnesota  and  Niphon,  the  latter 
vessel  being  nearly  out  of  coal. 

On  Sunday,  the  16th,  a  side  wheel  steamer  ran  the  blockade.  On 
Monday,  at  daylight,  a  bark-rigged  propeller  was  discovered  at  anchor 
under  the  guns  of  Fort  Fisher.  On  the  approach  of  the  Niphon  and 
Shokokon  she  ran  into  the  inlet.  This  vessel  is  evidently  one  of  the 
English-built  privateers,  and  answers  to  the  description  of  the  South- 
erner. 

This  morning  the  side-wheel  steamer  Hebe  was  run  on  shore  and 
destroyed  by  the  Niphon  and  Shokokon.    Lieutenant  Gushing  will  make 

his  report.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  of  a  blockade 
runner  off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  August  16-1$,  1863. 

IT.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Sew  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  August  20,  1863. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  fifteen  minutes  a.  m.  of 
the  10th  instant  signals  were  made  from  the  Minnesota  indicating  that 
a  blockade  runner  (as  we  supposed )  was  going  out.  The  officers  of  the 
watch  and  lookouts  imagining  they  saw  a  steamer,  we  were  soon  in  pur- 
suit toward  the  southeast,  the  direction  indicated  apparently  by  the 
rocket  from  the  Minnesota.  At  daylight  a  steamer  was  seen  steering  to 
the  northward  and  eastward,  which  we  gave  chase  to.    At  sunrise  the 
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smoke  of  another  was  seen  southeast  from  us.  As  the  steamer  to 
the  northward  aud  eastward  appeared  to  be  a  transport,  or  one  of  our 
cruisers,  we  abandoned  the  chase  of  her,  and  stood  for  the  smoke 
which  could  be  seen  only  from  aloft.  We  gained  upon  it  steadily,  and 
at 8  a.  m.  could  see  (from  aloft)  that  she  was  a  paddle-wheel  steamer. 
At  10  a.  in.  we  began  to  pass  through  bales  of  cotton  which  she  was 
throwing  overboard.  We  counted  114  bales  and  5  bags.  At  sunset 
she  was  about  6  or  8  miles  distant  from  us,  and  we  were  fast  coming  up 
with  her.  The  night  was  quite  dark,  there  being  no  moon,  and  the 
only  thing  to  guide  us  was  the  smoke,  which  was  very  uncertain. 
Before  daylight,  as  I  had  feared,  we  lost  sight  of  her,  she  having  in  all 
probability  stopped  feeding  her  fires  until  we  passed,  and  then  steered 
another  course. 

She  was  a  two-masted,  side  wheel  steamer,  with  a  single  pipe  painted 
white,  and  her  hull  painted  lead  color.  I  think  it  was  the  Banshee  and 
the  same  vessel  that  was  at  anchor  off  Sinithville  on  the  15th  instant. 
She  evidently  came  out  by  the  Western  Bar,  for  when  first  seen  she 
was  coming  from  the  west  side  of  the  shoals.  We  learned  on  our 
return  that  the  Minnesota,  when  she  made  the  signals,  took  this  ship 
(Iroquois)  for  a  blockade  runner. 

We  abandoned  the  chase  in  latitude  30°  IV  N.,  longitude  75°  15'  W., 
having  followed  her  over  270  miles.  Had  either  our  boilers  or  coal  been 
good,  we  would  certainly  have  caught  her  before  sunset,  but  the  first 
leaking  badly  and  the  last  being  largely  mixed  with  slate  made  it 
impossible  to  keep  up  a  proper  supply  of  steam. 

On  our  return  at  8  a.  m.  of  the  17th  instant,  when  off  the  Frying  Pan 
Shoals  light  vessel,  we  encountered  a  northeast  gale  with  a  heavy  sea. 
We  were  over  eight  hours  in  running  the  light  vessel  hull  down,  doiug 
our  best,  and  did  not  get  back  to  the  inlet  until  the  morning  of  the 
19th  instant.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  daylight  on  the  morning  of 
this  date  1  saw  a  large  steamer  near  Fort  Fisher.  I  gave  chase,  but 
on  my  getting  near  she  stood  in  under  the  guns  of  the  fort. 

She  was  a  large  steamer,  of  some  1,500  tons,  of  great  sheer,  and 

pierced  for  six  side  guns  and  two  pivot  guns.    She  was  bark-rigged, 

had  long  lower  masts,  and  short  topmasts  and  topgallant  masts  and 

was  painted  lead  color. 

She  had  the  English  colors  at  the  peak  and  the  rebel  Hag  at  the  main.

Sir:  Enclosed  I  forward  reports  of  Acting  Master  W.  R.  Hathaway, 
temporarily  in  command  of  the  Commodore  Jones,  and  also  report  of 
Acting  Ensign  Charles  A.  Homans.  I  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the 
death  of  Acting  Master  Commanding  Hotchkiss,  shot  by  guerrillas 
and  killed  instantly,  the  shot  passing  nearly  through  his  neck;  three 
men  were  also  wounded:  John  McDonald,  ordinary  seaman,  belonging 
to  the  General  Putnam,  severely;  William  EL  Prospect,  landsman,  of 
the  Commodore  Jones,  severely,  and  Joseph  Madden,  seaman,  also  of 
the  Jones,  slightly.  1  have  sent  the  Commodore  Jones  to  Fortress  Mon- 
roe with  the  body  of  Captain  Hotchkiss  and  the  wounded  men;  the 
former  to  be  embalmed  and  sent  to  his  family,  and  the  latter  to  be  sent 
to  the  hospital. 

1  sent  the  expedition  to  the  house  of  Thomas  Hutchings  on  account 
of  information  received  from  Captain  Hotchkiss  in  regard  to  his  being 
fired  upon  by  Hutchings  and  Pritchard,  and  also  that  obtained  from 
the  negro  Warner,  detailed  in  my  communication  No.  75.  The  prisoner 
Pritchard  acknowledges  that  he  has  fired  upon  our  boats  and  that  he 
has  been  engaged  in  running  the  blockade. 

I  have  him  on  board  in  close  confinement.    Had  Captain  Hotchkiss 
simply  carried  out  my  orders  no  casualty  would  have  happened;  but 
his  desire  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  break  up  blockade  running  has 
caused  the  service  the  loss  of  an  energetic  and  efficient  officer.

Commodore  Jones, 
Piankatank  River,  August  17, 1HH3. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  10th,  I  proceeded  to  the 
above-named  river,  where  I  arrived  at  8:30  p.  m.  After  making  signal 
for  the  General  Putnam,  which  she  answered*  1  sent  the  second  cutter, 
in  charge  of  C.  A.  Homans,  acting  ensign,  to  search  for  her.  After  a 
fruitless  search  of  three  hours  be  returned,  when  I  immediately  ordered 
away  the  first  and  second  cutters,  the  first  cutter  in  charge  of  Acting 
Ensign  George  W.  Adams,  the  second  1  took  charge  of  myself,  Acting 
Master  Lewis  accompanying  me  in  his  cutter.  We  then  started  to  find 
the  General  Putnam,  boarded  her  at  1 :50  a.  in.,  and  at  2:20  a.  m.  got 
underway  and  proceeded  up  river,  towing  the  boats.  At  3:20  came  to 
anchor;  sent  the  above-named  boats  iu  charge  of  the  same  officers,  also 
accompanied  by  the  General  Putnam's  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Master  Commanding  Hotchkiss.  We  landed,  as  you  ordered,  at  Hutch 
ings's  house,  surrounded  it,  and  stationed  our  pickets.  At  daylight 
searched  the  house;  found  concealed  up  the  chimney  a  man  who 
answers  to  the  name  of  Pritchard,  whom  we  took  prisoner.  In  the 
barn  loft  we  found  concealed  1  large  box  of  tobacco  and  8  small  boxes 
of  tobacco,  marked  and  directed  to  Richmond.  Our  pickets  seeing  a 
man  run  through  the  woods  fired  at  him,  but  missed  him;  but  he  lost 
his  hat,  which  we  secured  and  found  the  name  of  Thomas  Hutchings 
writteu  in»u*' 
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Having  secured  our  tobacco  and  prisoner  we  proceeded  on  board.  I 
then  went  on  board  the  General  Putnam,  when  Acting  Master  Com- 
manding Hotchkiss  informed  me  there  was  a  rebel  schooner  up  river  in 
a  creek,  also  a  canoe  which  had  run  the  blockade,  and  a  launch.  I 
went  on  board  and  got  underway  in  company.  After  proceeding  up 
the  river  about  5  miles,  anchored  at  a  creek,  called  away  both  cutters, 
in  charge  of  same  officers,  the  Putnam  manning  two  boats,  the  gig  and 
cutter.  We  then  proceeded  up  the  creek  in  the  following  order :  First, 
the  gig  of  the  General  Putnam,  Acting  Master  Commanding  Hotchkiss 
in  charge;  Morris's  boat,  first  cutter  of  Jones,  second  cutter  of  Jones, 
and  General  Putnam's  cutter  bringing  up  the  rear.  Immediately  on 
rounding  a  point  in  the  creek  we  were  fired  upon  by  rebel  soldiers  and 
guerrillas.  We  returned  the  fire  with  spirit,  but  they  having  the  advan- 
tage, owing  to  their  being  in  the  woods,  we  were  obliged  to  retreat. 
Acting  Master  Commanding  Hotchkiss  was  killed,  two  of  his  men 
wounded;  also  two  of  the  Jones's  men  which  were  in  the  second  cutter; 
the  cutter  received  four  shots,  the  first  cutter  one  shot.  Immediately 
on  returning  we  got  underway,  Acting  Master  Lewis  having  the  Gen- 
eral Putnam  in  charge.  We  commenced  shelling  the  woods  and  contin- 
ued to  do  so  for  about  4  miles  down  the  river,  when  I  took  the  General 
Putnam  in  tow  and  proceeded  to  Yorktown.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  of  reporting  to  you  that  on  the  17th  of  this 
mouth,  at  3  a.  m.,  Acting  Master  William  J.  Hotchkiss,  commanding 
this  steamer,  started  on  an  expedition  with  18  men  up  Hudgins  Creek, 
and  supported  by  25  from  the  Commodore  Morris,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Master  A.  A.  Lewis,  and  25  men  from  the  Commodore  Jones,  in  charge 
of  Acting  Master  [W.J  R.  Hathaway.  They  succeeded  in  capturing  a 
noted  guerrilla  and  blockade  runner  by  the  name  of  Pritchard,  also 
some  boxes  of  tobacco.  At  7:30  a.  m.  he  started  in  this  steamer, 
accompanied  by  the  Commodore  Jones,  up  the  Piankatank  River  to 
Wilton  Creek,  where  he  came  to  anchor.  He  then  started  up  the  creek 
with  GO  men.  We  had  proceeded  about  half  a  mile  when  we  were  sud- 
denly fired  into  by  a  large  force  of  guerrillas.  Captain  Hotchkiss  fell 
mortally  wounded  at  the  first  volley.  We  returned  the  fire  with  great 
vigor,  but  were  obliged  to  retreat.  I  had  one  man  wounded  in  my 
boat,  and  the  boat  riddled  in  several  places  with  bullets.  We  returned 
on  board  and  commenced  shelling  the  woods,  and  continued  doing  so 
down  the  river.  We  then  proceeded  to  Yorktown  for  medical  aid. 
Captain  Hotchkiss  died  just  as  he  was  brought  on  board.  At  6  p.  in. 
John  McDonald,  of  New  York,  died  from  the  effects  of  his  wounds. 
The  prisoner  was  transferred  to  the  Commodore  Morris.

Sir:  I  called  on  General  Foster  when  lie  came  to  Fortress  Monroe 
as  successor  to  General  Dix,  and  was  informed  by  him  that  he  had 
adopted  my  suggestion  (contained  in  our  correspondence  on  file  in  the 
Department)  to  fortify  the  places  he  thought  proper  to  hold,  and  that 
half  the  gunboats  now  in  the  sounds  might  be  removed,  as  they  were 
no  longer  necessary  for  the  defense  of  the  military  positions  at  New 
Berne,  Washington,  and  Plymouth. 

I  have  just  visited  these  places  and  their  defenses.  As  these  towns 
are  now  strongly  fortified,  I  propose  to  withdraw  the  Commodore  Perry, 
Hunchback,  Lockwood,  Ceres,  and  Shawsheen,  and  to  send  them  to  Nor- 
folk and  Baltimore  for  thorough  repairs,  and  when  repaired  to  return 
them  here,  to  constitute,  with  the  Southfield,  Commodore  Hull,  and 
Whitehead,  the  permanent  force  in  the  sounds,  then  to  withdraw  the 
Delaxcare,  Louisiana,  Valley  City,  Hetzel,  Brinker,  and  Miami  for  repairs 
and  for  other  duty.    Some  of  these  will  probably  be  found  to  be  worn  out. 

I  propose  also  to  keep  one  gunboat  at  a  time  at  New  Berne,  Washing- 
ton, and  Plymouth,  the  others  cruising  and  blockading,  especially  dur- 
ing the  sickly  seasons,  in  the  sounds  as  much  as  practicable,  keeping 
them  away  from  the  towns,  out  of  the  rivers,  in  the  sounds  and  in  the 
salt  air,  a  course  which  will  promote  the  health,  morals,  and  the  duties 
of  the  blockade,  leaving  a  force  for  reliefs  and  ready  to  concentrate  at 
a  given  point  when  needed. 

It  has  never  been  reported  that  the  enemy  are  building  gunboats  on 
the  Neuse.  The  vessel  on  the  stocks  at  Tarboro,  not  plated,  but  prob- 
ably designed  for  an  ironclad,  together  with  two  small  light  draft  river 
steamers,  erroneously  reported  as  gunboats,  were  recently  destroyed  in 
a  military  raid  ordered  by  General  Foster. 

The  ironclad  on  the  Roanoke  at  Edwards  Ferry,  40  miles  above  Rain- 
bow Bluff,  heretofore  rejwrted  to  the  Department,  is  considered  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  as  a  formidable  affair,  though  of  light 
draft.  The  fortifications  at  Rainbow  Bluff,  and  the  low  stage  of  water 
in  the  river,  make  it  impracticable  for  the  navy  to  destroy  her  before 
completion,  which  is  reported  near.  1  have  made  a  written  application 
to  Major-General  Peck  to  send  out  an  expedition  to  accomplish  this 
desirable  object  if  practicable.  If  this  is  not  done,  we  must  have  iron- 
clad defense  in  the  sounds,  though  1  do  not  see  how  any  ironclads  we 
have  now  can  be  got  over  the  bulkhead  at  Hatteras,  where  the  most 
water  is  about  1>  feet  in  the  best  tides.

Bonus's  Island,  North  Carolina, 

August  IX,  1863. 

Sir:  I  am  obliged  to  report  a  painful  casualty,  viz,  the  total  loss  of 
the  I*.  S.  steam  tug  Crocus,  L*  guns,  from   New  York  14th  instant  and 
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Hampton  Roads  17th.  The  vessel  was  stranded  at  9:10  p.  m.  17th 
instant.  She  now  lies  in  a  critical  condition,  bilged  and  the  sea  mak- 
ing a  clean  breach  over  her.  I  succeeded  in  landing  the  entire  crew 
by  means  of  a  line  sent  on  shore  by  a  rocket;  and,  assisted  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  island,  could  only  save  a  small  quantity  of  provisions 
in  a  damaged  state.  We  are  now 'dependent  upon  the  generosity  of 
the  people  here,  who  are  very  kind. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  as  being  the  nearest  naval 
commander  to  this  place.  My  orders  were  to  report  to  Bear- Admiral 
Dahlgren,  but  hope,  under  [the]  circumstances,  you  will  advise  me 
how  to  proceed.  I  will  forward  particulars  to-morrow.  The  bearer  is 
my  executive  officer,  William  H.  Leavitt,  acting  master's  mate.

As  you  will  perceive  by  the  testimony  of  Acting  Ensign  Winton,  he 
made  a  light  bearing  south,  which  he  thought  was  Hatteras  light; 
when,  if  he  had  consulted  the  chart,  he  would  have  seen  that  to  have 
Hatteras  light  bearing  south  he  must  necessarily  have  been  on  shore 
or  in  the  sounds.  I  have  no  doubt  that  Acting  Ensign  Winton  would 
make  a  good  officer  in  a  subordinate  position,  but  I  think  him  utterly 
unfit  to  command  a  vessel.

If  not  destroyed  she  may  attack  your  fortified  town  on  the  water 
side.  We  have  only  wooden  vessels  to  oppose  her.  I  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  you  the  propriety  of  an  expedition  to  destroy  it  at  once.

t  am  a  naturalized  citizen,  of  Irish  birth;  have  lived  twenty -one  years 
in  the  Tinted  States  and  six  years  in  North  Carolina. 

When  the  war  broke  out  1  was  carrying  on  a  distillery  at  Tarboro. 
This  business  not  being  allowed,  I  turned  my  distillery  into  a  gristmilL 
As  a  miller  I  was  exempt  finom  conscription*  When,  on  July  20, 1863, 
l*eneral  Potter  destroyed  the  vessels  at  Tarboro,  my  mill  and  property, 
worth  $11,000,  was  burned  i\v  mistake  by  the  United  States  troops.  I 
now  l>eoame  liable  to  conscription,  and  followed  the  United  States  troops 
hem*  where  I  am  now  employed  in  the  quartermaster's  department,  at 
the  request  of  ircncr&l  Potter.  The  work  on  the  gunboat  at  Tarboro 
was  beg-nn  in  September  last,  continued  one  month,  then  stopped  fin 
order  to  work  on  the  -ironclads  at  Wilmington  and  afterward*  on  the

owned  by  Willard.  There  was  then  a  high  flood  in  the  river.  There 
were  then  no  troops  guarding  the  ironclads  building  at  Smith's,  on  the 
Roanoke,  in  Halifax  County,  6  miles  below  Halifax  town  and  40  by 
land  from  Tarboro.  The  ironclads  on  the  Roanoke  are  a  ram  gunboat 
like  the  Merrimack,  and  a  floating  battery,  40  feet  square,  with  &  Mer- 
rimack roof.  This  gunboat  was  launched  about  1st  of  July,  1863. 
Putting  on  her  plating  was  begun  a  day  or  two  before  General  Potter 
destroyed  the  boats  at  Tarboro.  The  plating  is  2  inches  thick,  and  was 
brought  from  Wilmington.  It  is  being  put  on  in  two  layers,  one  hori- 
zontal, the  other  vertical.  The  holes  are  punched  with  a  small  engine 
brought  from  Richmond.  When  the  ram  is  plated,  the  floating  battery 
will  be  plated.  No  guns  in  either.  The  ram  is  to  have  the  Brooke  rifle. 
The  boiler  (he  is  not  sure  about  the  machinery)  was  in  the  ram.  The 
floating  battery  is  to  be  stationed  at  Rainbow  Bluff  (just  below  Ham- 
ilton), a  fortified  point.  This  information  was  got  from  men  taken  from 
my  service  to  work  on  this  gunboat,  and  is  not  later  than  July  20, 1863. 
There  were,  before  the  war,  and  are  now,  three  small  steamers  on  the 
Roanoke,  light  draft,  side  wheel  boats. 

The  engine  of  one  of  the  ironclads  at  Wilmington  was  taken  from  a 
steamer;  the  other  was  built  at  Richmond,  Ya.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  August  24, 1863. 

Sib:  At  daylight  on  the  lHth  instant  the  steamer  Hebe  attempted  to 
run  into  Wilmington  by  the  New  Inlet  entrance.  Being  headed  off  by 
the  Niphon,  Acting  Ensign  Breck,  commanding,  she  chose  to  run  ashore 
a  few  miles  above  Fort  Fisher  (on  Federal  Point)  and  her  crew  escaped 
in  boats. 

It  was  then  blowing  a  gale  from  the  northeast,  with  a  heavy  sea. 

As  there  was  no  prospect  of  getting  the  Hebe  off',  she  was  set  on  fire 
by  a  boarding  party  from  the  Niphon,  or  by  the  shells  of  the  Niphon 
and  Shokokon  (Lieutenant  W.  B.  Gushing,  commanding)  after  the 
boarding  party  had  been  captured  by  the  enemy,  who,  with  two  pieces 
of  artillery  and  riflemen,  well  protected  by  the  sand  hills  close  by,  fired 
sharply  upon  the  boarding  party  and  upon  the  vessels,  whose  firing  was 
affected  by  the  heavy  swell. 

The  Niphon  lost  two  boats,  which  were  swamped,  and  15  persons  by 
capture,  principally,  viz,  Acting  Ensign  W.  W.  Crowninshield,  Acting 
Master's  Mate  John  Paige,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  William 
Mason,  5  petty  officers,  5  seamen,  and  1  ordinary  seaman.  Of  the 
Niphon7s  boarding  party,  Acting  Ensign  Dewey  and  3  men  were  saved 
by  the  boats  of  the  Shokokon  and  Niphon. 

Acting  Ensign  Breck  reports  very  favorably  of  the  good  and  gallant 
conduct  of  Acting  Ensign  Crowninshield  and  the  officers  and  men  with 
him. 
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Lieutenant  Cushing  and  Acting  Ensign  Breck  deserve  credit  for  their 
good  conduct  on  this  occasion. 

The  Hebe  is  an  iron  propeller,  and 'like  the  Kate.  She  was  as  thor- 
oughly burned  as  the  water  in  her  would  allow. 

On  my  return  to  the  blockade  here  from  a  brief  and  active  tour  of 
duty  in  the  sounds  I  moved  this  and  the  other  vessels  to  the  wreck, 
which  the  enemy  was  protecting  and  discharging  of  some  damaged 
cargo. 

The  enemy  was  driven  off,  and  two  ritled  pieces  (one  a  Whitworth) 
captured  and  brought  off,  with  some  ammunition. 

The  wreck  was  fired  into  as  a  target  and  with  a  view  to  the  effective 
destruction  of  the  boilers  and  machinery,  as  the  latter  could  not  be 
saved.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Breck,  IT.  8.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  8.  8.  Hiphon. 

U.  S.  S.  NlPHON, 

Off  Xeic  Inlet ,  North  Carolina,  August  18 ,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  this  date  (it 
blowing  a  gale  of  wind  from  the  northeast),  at  4 :  45  a.  m.,  saw  a  steamer 
burning  black  smoke  about  5  miles  N.  by  W.  of  us,  Fort  Fisher  bear- 
ing W.  8.  W.  of  us  4  miles.  Stood  for  her  to  head  her  off,  and 
when  within  about  a  inile  the  blockade  runner  (which  proved  to  be  the 
Hebe)  up  helm  and  ran  inshore,  the  crew  of  the  steamer  escaping  in 
boats. 

Sent  Acting  Ensign  W.  W.  Crowninshield,  executive  officer;  Acting 
Eixsign  £.  H.  Dewey,  Third  Assistant  Engineer  William  Mason,  and  a 
boat's  crew  of  men. 

They  succeeded  in  getting  on  board,  but  the  boat  was  swamped 
alongside.  Mr.  Crowninsbield's  orders  were  to  set  her  on  fire,  as  there 
was  no  possibility  of  getting  her  off,  on  account  of  the  heavy  sea. 

I  sent  two  other  boats,  and  the  steamer  Shokokon,  which  had  now 
come  to  our  assistance,  sent  one.  One  of  my  boats  was  driven  on 
shore  and  the  crew  taken  prisoners  by  some  cavalry  soldiers.  The 
other  boat  succeeded  in  getting  Ensign  Dewey  and  one  man  off,  the 
Slwkokoris  boat  getting  two  men.  1  again  sent  the  remaining  boat  to 
endeavor  to  rescue  Mr.  Crowninshield  and  those  with  him,  but  unfortu- 
nately it  was  capsized,  but  I  think  all  succeeded  in  getting  on  shore 
and  were  taken  prisoners.  On  both  trips  Acting  Master's  Mate  Paige 
had  charge  of  the  boat.  Some  50  or  (JO  riflemen,  besides  the  cavalry, 
kept  up  a  constant  fire  on  us  and  upon  the  men  on  board  the  steamer, 
we  being  in  about  half  rifle  range.  A  Whitworth  two-gun  battery  kept 
up  a  constant  fire  also  at  point  blank  range,  but,  strange  to  say,  no  one 
was  hurt  by  either  rifles  or  large  shot.  Our  running  rigging  was  some- 
what cut  up  and  we  have  a  great  many  marks  of  bullets  abo.it  our 
masts  and  bulwarks,  but  no  damage  of  consequence,  except  the  loss  of 
our  three  boats. 

Mr.  Crowninshield,  finding  that  we  could  not  rescue  him,  set  fire  to 
her  thoroughly,  jumped  overboard  with  his  officers  and  men,  and  no 
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doubt  reached  the  shore.  We  saw  some  men  lying  on  the  beach  killed, 
but  if  ours  or  the  enemy's  I  do  not  know.  We  shelled  them  for  three 
hours,  until  wo  saw  the  names  break  out  through  her,  and  that  her 
destruction  was  sure,  when  we  stood  offshore,  the  sea  being  so  high 
that  it  was  dangerous  for  the  Niphon  to  remain  any  longer,  she  being 
very  light,  having  only  15  tons  of  coal  on  board. 

All  hands,  both  officers  and  crew,  did  their  duty  well.  I  enclose 
Ensign  Dewey's  report  to  me.  The  Shokokon  was  of  great  assistance, 
standing  in  and  drawing  the  enemy's  fire. 

To  Mr.  Crowninshield  and  the  officers  and  men  with  him  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Hebe  is  due,  and  I  have  only  to  regret  their  loss. 

The  Hebe's  cargo  consisted  of  drugs,  coffee,  clothing,  and  provisions. 
She  is  an  iron  propeller  of  the  same  description  as  the  Kate.    The  state 
of  the  weather  only  prevented  our  getting  her  off  without  damage.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  company  with  Acting  Ensign 
W.  W.  Crowuiushield,  in  charge  of  boat,  and  Acting  Third  Assistant 
Engineer  W.  Mason,  I  proceeded  in  the  second  cutter  *on  board  of  the 
prize  steamer  Hebe  with  orders  to  fire  her. 

We  found  her  hard  and  fast  aground  in  7  feet  of  water.  She  was 
evidently  from  Bermuda,  bound  to  Wilmington,  with  a  full  cargo  of 
coffee,  drugs  and  medicines,  clothing,  and  a  few  bales  of  silk.  On 
arriving  on  board  we  found  the  engines  still  in  motion,  but  the  engineer 
finding  no  water  in  the  boilers  and  no  means  of  getting  any  into  them, 
hauled  the  fires.  We  immediately  commenced  gathering  together  com- 
bustibles in  the  after  cabin  and  forehold,  using  bulkheads,  furniture, 
etc.,  to  spread  the  flames  should  it  become  necessary  to  burn  her.  At 
5:45  the  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Coxswain  John  C.  Laroach,  with  four 
men,  came  to  run  a  line  to  us  from  our  ship,  but  the  line  parted,  the 
boat  swamped,  and  the  crew  waded  ashore,  which  was  within  10  rods 
of  where  the  Hebe  lay. 

I  immediately  ordered  them  to  abandon  their  attempts  to  save  our  boat 
and  take  possession  of  one  of  three  of  the  Hebe's  boats,  which  were  lying 
abreast  of  her  on  the  beach,  and  come  off  to  the  steamer.  The  men, 
headed  by  Laroach,  started  to  execute  my  order,  but  just  as  they  arrived 
at  the  boat  three  rebel  cavalrymen  on  shore,  about  150  yards  distant, 
opened  fire  with  rifles  upon  us  on  board  the  steamer,  which  fell  about 
5U  yards  short.  Laroach,  followed  by  his  boat's  crew,  ran  up  the  bank 
and  surrendered  himself.  At  8  a.  m.  a  cavalry  force  of  about  40  men 
came  down  under  cover  of  the  bank  and  opened  a  rapid  fire  of  mus- 
ketry upcn  us.  We  immediately  hauled  our  boat  alongside,  set  the 
ship  on  fire  forward  and  aft,  and  made  preparations  to  abandon  her, 
but  while  alongside  our  boat  was  stove  in  and  filled,  and  we  were  forced 
to  abandon  the  idea  of  leaving  her.  We  immediately  put  out  the  fires 
and  made  signals  to  our  vessels  for  assistance.  All  this  time  a  rapid  fire 
from  theenemy  was  kept  up  at  the  steamer.  At  10 :  30  a.  m.  the  8hokokon 
and  our  ship  sent  boats  to  our  assistance.  As  the  sea  was  making  a 
clean  breach  over  us,  it  was  impossible  to  bring  the  boats  alongside, 
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so  we  were  obliged  to  jump  overboard  and  swim  to  them.  Theodore 
F.  Naudin,  Jediah  W.  Green,  Daniel  Sullivan,  and  William  8.  Vickery 
were  in  this  manner  rescued;  the  rest  being  unable  to  swim,  were 
forced  to  remain  on  board.  The  ShoJcokori's  boat  having  a  line  fast  to 
her  from  the  ship,  I  took  a  small  line  and  jumped  overboard  with  it  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  it  to  her  boat  to  assist  those  remaining  on  board 
to  get  off,  narrowly  escaping  drowning,  having  been  knocked  forcibly  by 
a  sea  twice  against  the  propeller,  though  I  succeeded  in  my  attempt  to 
run  the  line  to  the  boat,  when  she  made  it  fast  and  hauled  alongside  of 
her  own  vessel.  I  then  returned  to  the  ship,  leaving  on  board  Acting 
Ensign  and  Executive  Officer  W.  W.  Growinshield,  Third  Assistant 
Engineer  W.  Mason,  Boatswain's  Mate  William  A.  Cooper,  Captain  of 
Forecastle  Timothy  Driscoll,  and  Seaman  Peter  Hyland.  I  would  most 
respectfully  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  following  men,  who 
particularly  distinguished  themselves  for  gallantry  and  good  behavior. 
While  on  board  the  Hebe  they  worked  with  alacrity  and  attended 
strictly  to  the  business  of  gathering  combustibles  to  fire  her  with, 
and  although  there  were  several  cases  of  liquors  on  board,  yet,  instead 
of  drinking  it,  they  broke  the  bottles  and  poured  the  contents  upon 
the  fuel.  Their  names  are  as  follows:  William  A.  Cooper,  boatswain's 
mate;  Timothy  Driscoll,  captain  of  forecastle;  Jediah  W.  Green, 
coxswain;  Peter  Hyland,  Theodore  Naudin,  William  S.  Vickery,  sea- 
men, and  Daniel  Sullivan,  landsman.

She  also  seemed  full  of  water 
and  the  sea  breaking  over  her.  Her  boats  and  those  of  this  steamer 
were  hauled  up  on  the  beach;  also  some  other  small  articles  from  the 
wreck.  A  large  number  of  people  were  on  the  shore  near  the  Hebe.

Report  of  Lieutenant  dishing,  IT.  8.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  8.  8.  Shokokon. 

U.  S.  S.  Shokokon, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  ft,  August  24, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  early  on  the  morning  of  the 
18th  I  discovered  a  steamer  ashore  about  8#miles  to  the  northward  of 
Fort  Fisher.  Stood  in  and  found  it  to  bo  the  Anglo-rebel  steamer 
Hebe.  She  was  on  the  beach,  and  the  gunboat  Niphon  was  near,  making 
preparations  to  board  her.  One  of  the  NiphonJs  boats  succeeded  in 
going  alongside,  but  was  stove,  leaving  the  crew  on  the  deck  of  the 
prize.  It  was  blowing  a  gale  from  the  northeast,  making  it  a  lee  shore 
for  us,  and  in  the  heavy  sea  two  more  boats  belonging  to  the  Niphon 
were  swamped  and  their  crews  either  shot,  drowned,  or  taken  prisoners 
by  the  enemy,  who  kept  up  a  constant  fire  from  infantry  and  artillery. 
I  now  sent  a  boat  in  and  succeeded  in  rescuing  two  of  the  Nippon's  men. 

After  throwing  a  shell  into  the  Hebe  forward  to  warn  the  three  men 
left  on  her  deck  to  leave  her,  and  having  seen  them  reach  the  beach,  we 
commenced  a  heavy  fire,  that  soon  riddled  her.  Twice  she  was  on  fire 
from  Our  shells,  and  twice  the  sea.  extinguished  the  flames,  but  just 
after  a  shell  exploded  abaft  the  smokestack  her  decks  blazed  up  and 
continued  to  burn  until  she  was  a  wreck.  Our  fire  was  kept  up  at  from 
100  to  300  yards'  range.  The  rebel  artillery  was  used  against  us  about 
four  hours,  but  all  their  shell  passed  over  us  and  did  no  injury.  The 
vessel  was  somewhat  marked  by  musket  bullets.

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Report  of  Commander  Harritm,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  of  the  part  performed  by  tho  TT.  8.  S.  Minnesota, 

TJ.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  August  23,  1863. 

Sir:  This  morning,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  I  steamed  toward  the 
wreck  of  the  Hebe,  lying  on-  the  beach  about  halfway  between  Fort 
Fisher  and  Masonboro  Inlet.  The  Niphon  and  James  Adger  were  sent 
ahead  to  report  soundings  and  cut  off'  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  by  tho 
beach  to  Fort  Fisher,  and  enfilade  him  if  he  remained.  This  ship  was 
brought  within  GOO  yards  of  the  wreck,  when  a  two-gun  rifled  battery 
was  discovered  behind  the  sand  hill  just  back  of  and  near  to  the  wreck. 
Several  shots  from  this  battery  passed  over  between  our  masts,  and 
one  struck  under  the  sill  of  No.  9  port,  cutting  two  planks  halfway 
through. 

At  8:30,  having  got  the  range,  while  waiting  for  the  Adger's  recalled 
boat  to  get  out  of  the  line  of  fire,  opened  on  the  battery  with  5  second 
shell,  beginning  with  the  forward  gun  and  firing  in  succession  aft. 
The  practice  was  good  and  soon  caused  the  enemy  to  cease  firing  and 
to  abandon  his  guns,  as  was  ascertained  by  a  boat  sent  from  this  bhip 
in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Coop. 

The  Hebe  being  full  of  water,  we  opened  a  deliberate  fire  for  the  pur- 
pose of  destroying  her  boilers  and  machinery.  At  10:30  sent  the 
launch  and  four  cutters,  in  charge  of  Fleet  Captain  Crosby,  on  shore 
to  bring  off  the  guns.  At  2:30  the  boats  returned,  having  accom- 
plished the  purpose.  Chief  Engineer  Garvin  could  not  ascertain  the 
condition  of  the  Hebe's  boilers  and  machinery,  owing  to  tho  quantity 
of  water  in  the  vessel. 

Enclosed  herewith  I  send  a  report  of  ammunition  expended  from  the 
gunner.

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Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  IT.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  bringing  off  of  battery  need  by  the 

Confederate!. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

At  Sea,  September  8, 1863. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  23d  ultimo  I  landed  with  the 
boats  from  this  ship  and  brought  off  the  battery,  consisting  of  two 
guns,  used  against  us  by  the  rebels  near  the  wreck  of  the  blockade 
runner  Hebe,  they  having  been  abandoned  and  the  enemy  driven  off 
by  the  fire  of  our  guns. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  guns,  ammunition,  and  articles 
belonging  to  them  which  we  brought  on  board,  viz: 

One  Whitworth  rifled  gun,  3-iuch  caliber;  extreme  length,  8  feet  10 
inches;  length  of  bore,  8  feet  4  inches,  and  marked  "Whitworth  Ord- 
nance Co.,  No.  46,  Patent  1861,  Manchester."  One  field  carriage  for  the 
same,  marked  u  No.  220;"  1  caisson  for  the  same;  1  limber  for  the  same; 
3  ammunition  boxes  for  the  same;  24  shot  for  the  same;  8  shell;  3 
sights;  35  charges  for  the  Whitworth  gun;  1  extractor  for  the  same. 
One  rifled  gun,  4  inch  caliber;  extreme  length,  6  feet  11  inches;  length 
of  bore,  5  feet  5  inches,  marked  "Fawcett,  Preston  &  Oo.,  Liverpool, 
1862."  One  field  carriage  for  the  same;  1  sight  for  the  same;  18  shell 
for  the  same. 

There  was  a  quantity  of  rubbish  on  the  beach,  such  as  an  old  sail, 
rope,  and  two  boats  badly  stove,  which  I  have  burned  up;  also  some 
three  or  four  bales  containing  cloth  and  blankets,  and  about  three 
bales  of  the  same  which  had  been  broken  open  and  scattered  on  the 
beach  prior  to  our  landing,  all  of  which  had  been  damaged  by  fire, 
water,  and  dirt.

Report  of  Commander  Patterson,  U.  8.  Navy,  of  the  part  performed  by  the  U.  8. 8.  Jamet  Adger. 

IT.  S.  S.  James  Adger, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  August  23, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  orders  of 
this  morning,  I  steamed  toward  the  Hebe,  lying  close  to  the  beach  about 
6  miles  north  of  Fort  Fisher,  the  Niphon  leading  and  the  flagship 
Minnesota  following  this  vessel. 

At  8:10  a.  in.,  when  within  about  500  yards  of  the  Hebe,Ui  obedience 
to  a  general  signal  1  opened  fire  on  the  enemy,  which  was  immediately 
returned  by  them,  who  were  in  some  force  with  two  pieces  of  artillery 
in  position  on  sand  hummocks  about  100  yards  from  and  abreast  of  the 
Hebe. 

I  approached  the  Hebe  within  300  yards,  and  sent  a  boat  in  charge 
of  Acting  Ensign  Charles  F.  Keith,  accompanied  by  Acting  Second 
Assistant  Engineer  John  Oarren,  to  ascertain  if  it  was  practicable  to 
haul  her  oft*  and  the  condition  of  her  engines.  The  enemy,  on  dis- 
covering the  boat,  opened  tire  on  her  with  musketry  and  from  a  Whit- 
worth gun.  Shortly  after  she  reached  the  Hebe  she  was  recalled,  in 
obedience  to  signal  from  the  flagship,  and  in  returning  was  fired  on  as 
before,  but  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that,  except  a  v^  %V\%\i\ 
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flesh  wound  received  by  John  Deuchars,  boatswain's  mate,  no  one  in 
her  was  injured,  neither  did  the  boat  sustain  the  slightest  damage. 

While  the  boat  was  absent  it  was  necessary  to  keep  this  vessel  as 
near  the  Hebe  as  the  depth  of  the  water  would  admit  and  in  one  position. 
During  this  time  the  enemy  appeared  to  concentrate  their  fire  on  this 
vessel,  and  struck  her  hull  three  times,  several  shots  ricochetting  close 
over  us.  One  Whitworth  shot  cut  two  of  the  second  rim  braces  of  the 
starboard  wheel,  which  broke  the  shot;  large  fragments  of  it  then 
passed  through  the  starboard  bulwarks  and  lodged  in  the  port  side. 
A  second  shot  passed  through  the  air  jacket,  smoke  pipe  of  donkey 
boiler,  cut  in  two  an  iron  manrope  stanchion  on  port  side  of  hurricane 
deck,  and  through  both  sides  of  port  waist  boat,  destroying  ail  her  oars. 
A  third  shot  passed  through  the  starboard  side  about  3  inches  above 
the  berth  deck,  demolished  a  mess  chest,  cut  through  five  planks  of  the 
berth  deck  over  the  starboard  boiler,  then  broke  in  two,  one  piece 
lodging  on  the  deck  and  the  other  passing  between  it  and  the  boiler, 
tearing  some  of  the  felt  off  the  latter. 

After  getting  my  boat  alongside,  I  moved  a  short  distance  to  the 
southward  and  continued  my  fire  on  the  enemy  until  called  off  by 
signal  from  the  flagship. 

About  9:15  a.  m.  the  enemy  ceased  firing  and  made  no  further 
demonstration. 

Following  the  motions  of  the  flagship,  I  commenced  firing  at  the 
Hebe  with  shell  from  the  IX-inch  pivot,  unloaded  shell  from  the  Par- 
rott,  and  solid  shot  from  the  32-pounder.  At  10:15,  in  obedience  to 
signal,  passed  within  hail  of  the  flagship  and  reported  in  person  to 
you,  when  I  was  directed  to  send  a  boat  from  this  vessel  to  cooperate 
with  others  from  the  squadron  in  embarking  the  abandoned  guns  of  the 
enemy.  Moved  this  vessel  to  the  position  assigned  me,  to  observe  any 
movements  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  and  protect  the  working  parties. 

At  2:30  p.  m.,  the  guns  having  been  embarked,  my  boat  returned, 
and,  in  obedience  to  signal,  I  left  my  position  near  the  Hebe  and  at  5 
proceeded  to  occupy  my  station  on  the  blockade  off  New  Inlet,  North 
Carolina. 

Though  the  force  opposed  to  us  this  morning  was  not  great,  it  was 
sufficient  to  develop  the  character  of  the  officers  and  men,  and  their 
conduct  was  all  that  could  be  desired.  Permit  me,  sir,  to  bring  to  your 
notice  the  coolness  and  good  conduct  of  Acting  Eusign  Charles  F. 
Keith  and  Acting  Second  Assistant  Engineer  John  Carren;  also  that 
of  the  boat's  crew  while  under  a  sharp  tire  from  a  Whitworth  gun  and 
musketry  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  Hebe. 

Enclosed  herewith  I  forward  a  report  of  the  ammunition  expended.

Report  of  Major-General  Whiting,  C.  8.  Army. 

Headquarters, 
Wilmington,  August  24, 1863. 

Sir:  *  *  *  Yesterday  the  enemy  took  a  fancy  to  destroy  what 
remained  of  the  wreck  of  the  Hebe,  a  Crenshaw  steamer  run  ashore 
some  days  ago,  and  from  which  a  company  of  the  garrison  of  Fort 
Fisher  was  engaged  in  saving  property.  The  steam  frigate  Minnesota 
and  five  other  gunboats  approached  the  beach,  and,  under  a  terrific 
fire,  attempted  to  land,  but  were  gallantly  repulsed  by  Captain  Munn, 
with  a  Whitworth  and  two  small  rifle  guns  of  short  range.  The  site 
was  about  9  miles  from  Fisher,  on  the  narrow  and  low  beach  between 
the  sounds  and  the  ocean,  and  completely  under  the  fire  of  the  enor- 
mous batteries  of  the  enemy.  A  portion  of  the  squadron,  steaming 
farther  up  the  beach,  effected  a  landing  some  2  miles  off  in  largely 
superior  force,  and  came  down  upon  Captain  Munn,  still  gallantly  fight- 
ing his  little  guns  against  the  Minnesota,  they  being  moved  by  hand, 
and  having  fired  his  last  round,  the  Whitworths  disabled,  1  gunner 
killed,  lieutenant  and  4  men  wounded,  Captain  Munn  with  his  small 
party  was  compelled  to  fall  back  under  a  heavy  enfilade  fire  toward 
Fort  Fisher,  with  the  loss  of  his  guns. 

This  took  place  9  miles  from  Fort  Fisher  and  about  the  same  distance 
from  the  city.  The  narrow  beach,  separated  from  the  mainland  by  the 
sounds,  gives  every  facility  to  the  enemy,  and  secures  them  from  us 
who  are  without  boats  or  means  of  getting  at  them.  The  Fiftieth 
[North  Carolina]  Regiment — the  only  one  I  have — was  off  at  a  distance, 
called  by  a  landing  made  by  the  enemy  at  Topsail,  in  which  they  burned, 
the  night  before,  a  schooner,  a  salt  work,  and  took  2  artillerymen 
prisoners. 

These  little  affairs,  however,  are  only  mentioned  in  illustration.  This 
is  the  first  time  they  have  lauded;  but  what  they  have  done  once  they 
can  do  again,  and  doubtless  will.  There  is  no  day  scarcely  until  the 
winter  gales  set  in  but  what  they  could  put  5,000  men  on  the  beach ; 
they  can  get  them  from  New  Berne  and  Beaufort  before  I  could  know 
it.  I  only  say,  if  they  do  they  can  get  either  Fort  Fisher  or  the  towns, 
as  they  elect,  if  they  set  about  it  at  once. 
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The  efforts  of  the  enemy  to  stop  our  steamers  are  increasing.  Their 
force  is  largely  increased.  I  have  met  with  a  serious  and  heavy  loss  in 
that  Wbitwortb,  a  gun  that  in  the  hands  of  the  indefatigable  Lamb 
has  saved  dozens  of  vessels  and  millions  of  money  to  the  Confederate 
States.  I  beg  that  a  couple  of  the  Whitworth  guns  originally  saved 
by  him  from  the  Modern  Greece  may  be  sent  here  at  once.  Their  long 
range  makes  them  most  suitable  for  a  seaboard  position.  Could  I  get 
them  with  horses  we  could  save  many  a  vessel  that  will  now  be  lost  to 
us.  But  chiefly  in  this  letter  I  beg  of  you,  if  you  concur  in  my  views, 
to  lay  the  matter  of  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  force  here  before 
the  President.

Memorandum  of  instructions  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy, 
to  Commander  Davenport,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  at  New  Berne, 
N.  C. 

New  Berne,  N.  C,  August  20, 1863. 

When  the  general  court-martial  now  in  session  here  is  dissolved, 
send  the  Commodore  Perry,  Hunchback,  Ceres,  Lockwood,  and  Shaw- 
sheen  to  Hampton  lioads,  Virginia,  for  repairs,  by  the  most  practicable 
route.  Let  them  choose  favorable  weather  for  the  passage,  leaving 
here  such  supplies  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper. 

From  these,  till  up  the  complements  of  the  vessels  remaining  in  the 
sounds,  discriminating  in  favor  of  those  officers  and  men  who  have 
been  longest  on  duty  in  the  sounds. 

When  these  vessels  are  repaired  they  will  be  sent  back,  and,  with 
the  Southfield,  Commodore  Hull,  Whitehead,  and  sloop  Granite,  will  con- 
stitute the  permanent  force  in  the  sounds;  and  then  the  Louisiana, 
Valley  City,  Miami,  Underwriter,  and  Hetzel  will  be  sent  to  Hampton 
Koads  for  repairs,  the  complements  of  the  first-named  vessels  to  be 
previously  filled  up  from  the  last  named. 

General  Foster  informed  me,  on  his  arrival  at  Fortress  Monroe  to  suc- 
ceed General  Dix,  that  half  the  gunboats  in  the  sounds  might  be  with- 
drawn, they  being  no  longer  necessary  for  military  purposes,  as  he  had 
carried  out  my  suggestion  to  fortify  the  positions  he  thought  necessary 
to  hold  and  had  accordingly  fortified  New  Berne,  Washington,  and 
Plymouth. 

During  the  sickly  season,  especially,  leave  one  gunboat  at  a  time, 
having  them  regularly  and  frequently  relieved  at  each  of  these  towns. 
Keep  the  others  cruising  and  blockading  and,  as  much  as  possible,  out 
of  the  rivers  and  in  the  sounds  and  sea  air. 

You  will  strictly  enforce  the  squadron  regulations,  which  require  all 
officers  and  men  to  be  on  board  their  respective  vessels  at  sundown  and 
during  the  night. 

When  the  Hunchback  goes  north,  transfer  Lieutenant-Commander 
McCann  to  the  Miami  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  to  the 
Hunchback.  This  vrill  afford  the  latter,  who  has  been  a  long  time  in 
the  sounds  and  whose  health  is  much  impaired,  an  opportunity  to 
recruit;  but  this  transfer  need  not  be  made  unless  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Flusser,  whom  you  will  consult,  shall  wish  it. 
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Do  all  in  your  power,  consistent  with  the  regulations  of  the  service, 
to  cooperate  and  to  preserve  a  good  understanding  with  the  army,  and 
to  preserve  the  discipline  of  this  portion  of  the  squadron. 

When  you  send  the  vessels  to  Hampton  Roads,  require  those  in  the 
best  order  to  look  out  for  the  others,  keeping  company  with  and  towing 
when  necessary.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Fluster,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  proposed  expedi- 
tion to  destroy  Confederate  boats  building  at  Edwards  Ferry. 

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Hatteras  Inlet,  August  21, 1863. 

.  Sir  :  I  had  an  interview  with  General  Peck  at  Plymouth,  and  he  has 
nearly  concluded  to  send  a  force  to  destroy  the  boat  and  battery  build- 
ing at  Edwards  Ferry.  I  return  to  Plymouth  to  day  in  the  Southfield, 
to  gain  all  the  information  possible  concerning  roads,  etc.  To  be  suc- 
cessful the  movement  must  be  secret  and  expeditious,  therefore  I  shall 
try  to  make  all  preparations  myself. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  General  Foster  did  not  destroy  the 
vessels  on  his  late  raid  in  the  direction  of  Weldon,  as  the  rebels,  know- 
ing their  importance,  have  now  a  guard  of  500  men  there. 

1  informed  General  Peck  of  this  fact,  aud  he  proposes  to  send  1,000 
cavalry,  by  a  road  little  used,  in  order  to  surprise  the  enemy. 

He  desires  that  his  intention  may  be  made  known  to  no  one. 

I  shall  write  you  so  soon  as  the  arrangements  are  completed.

Report  of  Commander  Frailey,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  a  collision  between 
the  U.  S.  steamers  Quaker  City  and  Connecticut,  August  22, 1863. 

U.  S.  8.  Quaker  City, 
Harbor  of  Beaufort,  N.  C,  August  23, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  arrival  at  this  place  from  off  the 
entrance  of  New  Inlet,  reaching  here  at  1  p.m.,  after  a  passage  of  nine 
hours,  having  left  there  at  4  a.  in.  under  instructions  of  Acting  Rear- 
Admiral  S.  P.  Lee,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies  this,  marked  "A." 

The  misfortune  which  overtook  my  vessel  yesterday  evening,  and 
which  is  detailed  in  my  previous  letter  of  this  date,  made  it  imperative 
for  me  to  use  dispatch  in  reaching  this  point,  where  every  effort  shall 
be  made  to  hasten  her  repairs  with  as  much  dispatch  as  practicable,  to 
enable  me  to  proceed  to  a  more  northern  port  to  place  her  in  thorough 
condition  again,  aud  which  1  learn  will  be  impracticable  in  this  vicinity. 

The  entire  stem  has  been  cut  short  off  by  the  collision,  but  since  my 
arrival,  and  previous  to  my  departure  from  New  Inlet,  1  am  pleased  to 
add  the  vessel  made  but  little  water,  though  large  quantities  passed 
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into  her  while  running  between  the  two  points,  bat  from  which  the  steam 
pumps  readily  relieved  her.  The  Connecticut  accompanied  us  to  the 
mouth  of  the  harbor  and  thence  proceeded  on  a  cruise.

Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed  the  interesting  report  of  Lieutenant  Gush- 
ing respecting  the  destruction  of  the  blockade  running  schooner  Alex- 
ander Cooper,  in  New  Topsail  Inlet,  on  the  22d  instant. 

Lieuteuaut  Gushing  had  previously  communicated  his  plan  tome  and 
received  my  authority  for  undertaking  it.  This  was  a  handsome  affair, 
showing  skill  and  gallantry.  I  regret  that  the  contrabands  who,  under 
orders,  assisted  our  little  band,  and  thereby  were  compromised,  could 
not  have  been  brought  off. 

I  recommend  Mr.  Cony  for  promotion  to  acting  master  and  approve 
of  Lieutenant  Oushing's  recommendation  to  promote  Robert  [T.J  Clif- 
ford to  master's  mate.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  we  have  destroyed  the  blockade 
running  schooner  Alexander  Cooper  under  the  following  circumstances: 

On  the  12th  I  made  a  reconnoissance  with  boats  in  New  Topsail  Inlet 
and  was  driveu  out  by  the  fire  of  four  pieces  of  rebel  artillery  stationed 
opposite  the  mouth,  but  not  before  I  had  discovered  a  schooner  at  a 
wharf  some  6  miles  up  the  sound.  This  schooner  I  determined  to 
destroy,  and  as  it  was  so  well  guarded  I  concluded  to  use  strategy.  Ou 
theeveuing  of  the  22d  the  Shokokon  anchored  close  into  the  sea  beach 
about  5  miles  from  the  inlet  and  I  sent  ashore  two  boats'  crews,  who 
shouldered  the  dingey  and  carried  it  across  the  neck  of  land  that  divides 
the  sea  from  the  sound.  This  was  about  half  a  mile  in  width  and  cov- 
ered with  a  dense  thicket.  The  crossing  placed  my  men  some  miles  in 
the  rear  of  the  artillery  force  guarding  the  entrance.  The  dingey  being 
launched  on  the  inside  waters,  6  men,  under  my  executive  officer,  Acting 
Ensign  Jos.  S.  Cony,  started  with  orders  to  destroy  or  capture  anything 
that  could  be  of  use  to  the  enemy.  Now,  it  seems  that  a  12-pounder 
howitzer  was  stationed  at  the  point  for  which  we  were  aiming,  and  the 
smokestack  of  my  steamer  having  been  seen  over  the  trees,  the  com- 
mandant of  the  post,  Captain  Adams,  had  come  down  from  the  main 
camp  to  insure  a  bright  lookout. 

While  the  rebels  at  the  schooner's  mastheads  were  straining  their 
eyes  in  looking  to  the  southward,  my  boat  was  approaching  in  the  other 
direction,  and  the  men  succeeded  in  landing  about  50  yards  from  the 
wharf,  without  being  discovered.  The  master  at  arms,  Robert  Clif- 
ford, crept  into  the  rebel  camp  and  counted  the  men,  and  having  returned 
to  his  shipmates,  a  charge  was  ordered,  and  our  7  men  bore  down  on 
them  with  a  shout.  In  a  moment  the  enemy,  who  outnumbered  us  3 
to  1,  were  routed,  leaving  in  Mr.  Cony's  possession  10  prisoners, 
including  Captain  Adams  and  Lieutenant  Latham,  one  12  pounder 
army  howitzer,  IS  horses,  1  schooner,  and  some  extensive  salt  works. 

Mr.  Cony  then  threw  out  two  pickets,  detailed  two  men  to  guard  the 
prisoners,  and  with  the  remaining  2  fired  the  vessel  and  salt  works; 
these  were  thoroughly  consumed. 

The  object  of  the  expedition  being  accomplished,  my  men  returned 
to  this  vessel  without  loss,  bringing  with  them  3  of  the  prisoners,  all 
that  the  boat  would  contain. 

The  rebel  officers  and  privates  were  dressed  alike,  and  Mr.  Cony  was 
at  a  loss  to  know  what  three  to  retain.  He  settled  the  matter,  how- 
ever, by  picking  out  the  three  best- looking  ones,  who  all  turned  out  to 
be  privates.  So  the  officers  owed  their  safety  to  their  lack  of  physique, 
a  new  feature  in  military  strategy. 

While  this  was  going  on  at  the  mainland,  my  pickets  on  the  beach 
side,  under  Acting  Master's  Mate  Proudtit,  engaged  and  repulsed  the 
rebel  picket  force  in  that  quarter  without  loss  on  our  side.  The  manner 
in  which  my  orders  were  carried  out  in  highly  creditable  to  Mr.  Cony, 
who  is,  I  beg  leave  to  state,  a  good  officer,  seaman,  artillerist,  and  navi- 
gator. The  names  of  the  men  who  made  this  daring  charge  are:  Rob- 
ert T.  Clifford,  master  at  arms;  James  Wallingford,  captain  forecastle; 
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Henry  Mansfield,  coxswain;  Herman  P.  Loss,  Edward  Brett,  Henry 
Vonversen,  ordinary  seamen. 

Clifford  has  volunteered  upon  no  less  -than  four  occasions  of  danger 
since  I  have  been  aboard  and  never  fails  to  do  his  duty.  He  is  qualified 
for  promotion  to  master's  mate.    All  are  good  men. 

This  schooner  cleared  from  New  York  for  Port  Royal,  S.  0.,  with  an 
assorted  cargo,  and  was  towed  once  outside  the  line  of  blockade  by  a 
gunboat.  I  shall  try  to  learn  the  names  of  the  patriotic  citizens  of  my 
State  who  entered  into  this  little  speculation.

Correspondence0  relative  to  the  capture  of  the  U.  8,  steamers  Satellite  and 

Reliance,  August  23, 1863. 

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  8.  S.  Commodore  Jones, 
Torktown,  Ya.,  August  30,  1863. 

Sir  :  On  Monday  last  the  General  Putnam  came  down  here  to  coal, 
and  her  commanding  officer  told  me  he  had  received  information  that 
the  rebels  in  four  boats  were  coming  down  the  Piankatank  to  cut  her 
out.  As  she  carries  but  few  men  when  her  complement  is  full,  and  she 
is  now  10  men  short,  I  sent  the  Commodore  Morris  to  take  her  place, 
instructing  her  commanding  officer  to  be  unceasingly  vigilant  and 
guard  against  surprise. 

On  Wednesday  the  Morris  returned  to  Yorktown  with  several 
refugees  on  board,  among  whom  was  Mr.  Hill,  from  (iwynn's  Island. 
Two  of  these  refugees  had  received  information  that  they  were  to  l>e 
seized  as  hostages  for  Pritchard  and  Hutchings,  and  sent  to  Richmond 
until  exchanged  for  them.  The  Morris  also  brought  a  report  that  two 
vessels  in  the  Rappahannock,  the  Currituck  and  Satellite,  had  been 
captured  by  the  rebels.  •  •  •  We  left  here  on  Friday  morning  and 
reached  the  mouth  of  the  river  at  3  in  the  afternoon,  where  we  found 
the  Currituck,  Jacob  Bell,  Thomas  Freeborn,  and  Tulip,  of  the  Potomac 
Flotilla.  From  Acting  Master  Linnekin,  commanding  the  Currituck,  I 
learned  that  the  Satellite  and  Reliance  were  the  captured  vessels,  and 
that  they  were  taken  on  Sunday  morning  at  I  o'clock  and  were  now  up 
at  Deep  Creek.  I  learned  that  Lieutenant  Commander  Magaw  had 
been  down  ami  had  returned  for  more  force.  Considering  that  we 
were  strong  enough  (all  the  vessels  carrying  together  some  thirty  guns), 
and  believing  tliat  the  rebels  might  destroy  the  vessels  or  withdraw 
them  farther  up  the  river,  if  so  large  a  force  were  in  the  river,  I  con- 
cluded it  would  be  better  for  all  the  vessels  to  go  up  at  once  and  cut 
them  out  at  Deep  Creek.  We  proceeded  up  as  far  as  Urbana,  which 
we  did  not  reach  until  nearly  dark,  some  of  the  slower  vessels  detaining 
us.  At  this  place  a  Hag  of  truce  was  flying,  and  I  sent  in  a  brat,  in 
charge  of  Acting  Master  Hathaway,  who  landed  and  brought  off  one  of 
the  officers  of  the  Satellite,  a  paymaster's  clerk,  who  was  wounded. 
He  brought  off  a  communication  from  Mr.  Sommers, executive  oflicer  of 
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the  Satellite,  stating  that  he,  together  with  the  captain  of  the  Reliance 
and  a  boatswain's  mate  of  the  same  vessel,  were  on  shore,  wounded,  the 
last  two  so  dangerously  that  it  would  not  be  proper  to  move  them. 

The  Currituck  saw  a  large  body  of  cavalry  at  that  point  going  at  a 
gallop  up  the  road  leading  up  the  river.  They  signaled  it,  together 
with  their  position,  but  from  the  difference  between  their  signals  and 
ours  it  read  that  our  vessels  (which  were  close  in  and  in  less  than  2 
fathoms  water]  were  at  a  proper  distance,  and,  as  I  interpreted  it, 
meant  from  tne  shore.  By  this  mistake  they  escaped  unharmed, 
although  they  were  in  good  shelling  distance  with  our  rifle  guns. 

After  the  return  of  the  boat  from  shore  I  called  the  commanding 
officers  on  board,  together  with  the  pilot,  and  informed  them  of  the 
whereabouts  of  the  vessels  and  of  my  intention  of  going  up  and  retaking 
them.  Much  to  my  disappointment  the  pilots  declared  their  inability 
to  pilot  us  up,  although  it  was  a  bright  moonlight  night,  just  as  clear 
as  day.  For  this  reason  I  concluded  to  wait  until  the  morrow,  hoping 
that  Captain  Magaw  would  return  with  his  other  vessels  and  a  suitable 
pilot  to  take  us  all  up.  In  the  morning  at  4  o'clock  I  sent  the  Freeborn 
down  to  notify  him  of  our  being  up  the  river.  I  also  sent  one  of  our 
surgeons  ashore  under  a  flag  of  truce  to  see  whether  Captain  Walters 
could  be  moved.  The  surgeon  reported  against  moviug  either  him  or 
the  boatswain's  mate,  as  there  was  a  possible  chance  of  saving  him  if 
he  was  kept  quiet. 

•  •  •  •  •  •  • 

On  Tuesday  they  put  150  men  on  board  the  Satellite  and  came  down 
to  cut  out  the  Currituck  and  another  vessel  of  the  flotilla,  but  these 
vessels  had  gone  to  give  the  alarm,  so  they  went  into  the  bay  and 
picked  up  the  three  vessels  I  have  spoken  of  above.  The  coal  schooner 
was  sunk  off  Urbana  with  her  head  booms  out  of  water;  the  other  two 
vessels,  together  with  the  captured  steamers,  had  been  taken  up  to 
Port  Boyal. 

I  waited  until  3  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  for  the  return  of  the 
Freeborn  and  Captain  Magaw,  but  they  did  not  come,  nor  was  anything 
in  sight,  so  1  reluctantly  concluded  it  best  to  drop  down  the  river,  as 
some  of  the  vessels  were  short  of  coal  and  to  give  the  appearance  of 
abandoning  the  expedition  I  left  the  Morris  at  the  Piankatank,  with 
instructions  to  offer  her  services  to  Captain  Magaw  if  he  should  come 
down  and  wish  to  go  up  the  river  himself.  I  shall  relieve  her  to-morrow, 
as  she  has  to  go  to  Fortress  Monroe  for  provisions. 

I  should  like  to  have  another  vessel  on  the  station.  If  you  could 
spare  the  Barney  or  Morse  when  the  latter  comes  down  from  Baltimore, 
either  one  would  answer.  It  is  reported  that  the  boats  which  captured 
the  Satellite  and  Reliance  are  concealed  in  the  woods  somewhere  on  the 
Piankatank,  and  the  Marine  Coast  Guard,  as  they  called  themselves, 
are  part  of  the  old  Merri7tiack>8  crew.  I  am  sorry  that  I  have  not  been 
able  to  give  you  a  more  connected  account  of  the  affair,  but  I  wish  to 
get  this  off  by  the  mail.  I  trust  the  action  I  have  taken  in  it  will  meet 
your  approbation,  and  can  only  regret  that  the  pilots  failed  me  or  you 
would  have  received  a  different  story  altogether.  It  was  the  wish  of 
everybody  else  to  retake  the  vessels.

Sir:  I  have  this  day  authorized  Engineer  J.  L.  Lay,  who  is  on  duty 
in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  to  repair  immediately  to  Washington 
and  submit  to  the  Department  his  plan  of  a  torpedo  which  he  invented 
and  practiced  at  Washington,  N.  C. 

In  my  No.  786  of  August  23  I  submitted  to  tbe  Department  the  expe- 
diency of  building  two  floating  ironclad  batteries  at  the  North,  to  mount 
a  suitable  number  and  class  of  guns,  and  to  be  put  up  at  Plymouth  for 
the  defense  of  the  sounds  against  the  enemy's  ironclad  ram  and  ironclad 
floating  battery  of  40  feet  square,  reported  having  been  launched  on  the 
Roanoke  6  miles  below  Halifax  and  as  receiving  their  iron  plating 
during  the  last  month. 

Should  Mr.  Lay's  plan  be  approved,  a  proper  number  of  torpedoes 
should  be  at  once  made  at  the  Washington  navy  yard  and  taken  to  Ply- 
mouth for  use.  Should  his  plan  not  be  approved,  I  suggest  that  Mr. 
Kroehl  or  some  other  person  with  suitable  torpedoes  and  apparatus  be 
sent  to  Plymouth  to  report  to  the  senior  officer  there  for  preparing  and 
making  this  defense. 

I  have  never  been  satisfied  with  a  defensive  policy,  but  this  must 
now  be  resorted  to  unless  the  rebel  ironclads  on  the  Roanoke  are 
destroyed  at  once,  and  they  can  only  be  reached  by  the  army,  or  unless 
one  or  two  of  our  lightest  draft  monitors  can  be  floated  by  camels,  etc., 
over  the  bulkhead  at  Hatteras  and  the  shallow  water  of  Croatan  Sound, 
at  each  of  which  places  there  are  on  high  tides  but  about  8£  or  0  feet 
of  water.

Sir  :  Captain  Boggs,  under  date  of  August  23,  writes  me  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  rebels  have  commenced  throwing  up  an 
additional  work  about  1£  miles  to  the  westward  of  Fort  Caswell,  near  the  sito  of 
the  Old  Bug  light-house,  immediately  commanding  the  bar  of  the  western  entrance  of 
Cape  Fear  River  and  the  approaches  to  the  fort  in  that  direction. 

The  blockaders  can  not  prevent  the  erection  of  this  work.  The 
Minnesota  could  not  reach  it,  and  it  would  be  unwise  to  risk  the  dis- 
abling of  the  two  or  three  vessels  we  have  on  that  blockade  by  the  long- 
range  guns  of  Fort  Caswell,  even  if  the  rebel  ironclad  would  allow  them 
to  approach  and  attempt  it.  But  such  works  can  be  erected  at  night 
without  regard  to  the  blockaders. 

This  work  is  probably  to  be  a  huge  mound,  to  mount  heavy,  long- 
ranged  rifle  guns,  like  the  Mound  now  completed  and  the  one  building, 
both  just  west  of  Fort  Fisher,  on  Federal  Point,  New  Inlet  entrance. 

The  enemy  appears  to  be  profiting  by  his  experience  at  Charleston. 
Every  day  this  strong  place  is  becoming  stronger.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  August  28, 1863. 

Sir:  I  enclose  the  report  of  Lieutenant  William  B.  Gushing,  com- 
manding the  IT.  S.  S.  Shokokon,  of  this  date,  from  which,  and  the  verbal 
reports  of  that  zealous  and  able  young  officer,  it  appears  that  the  Sho- 
kokon was  near  being  lost  in  the  severe  gale  of  yesterday.  The  gale 
backed  from  the  east  to  N.  N.  W.,  and  blew  a  hurricane  for  nearly  four 
hours. 

I  send  the  Slwkokon  to  Hampton  Roads,  and  have  authorized  Lieu- 
tenant Cushing  to  report  in  person  to  the  Department,  in  the  belief 
that  the  Department  will  cheerfully  assign  him  to  a  swift  and  staunch 
steamer  and  immediately  return  him  to  my  command  for  present  duty 
on  the  blockade  of  Wilmington. 

In  view  of  the  extent  and  difficulty  of  the  blockade  of  Cape  Fear 
River  and  the  adjacent  inlets,  of  the  accidents  to  steamers  and  their 
necessary  absence  for  repairs  and  coal,  I  am  satisfied  that  not  less  than 
twenty-four  or  thirty  really  good  steamers,  swift,  staunch,  and  with  effi- 
cient batteries,  are  required  for  making  the  blockade  efficient. 

The  Commodore  Jones  and  the  Commodore  Morris  are  new,  have  hori- 
zontal engines,  and  speed.  If  their  guards  were  cut  oil',  their  houses 
removed,  except  between  the  wheels,  and  their  hulls  well  strengthened, 
I  think  that  they  would  make  a  superior  class  of  vessels  for  inside  work 
here. 
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The  withdrawal  of  vessels  from  the  sounds  will  admit  of  this,  as  the 
latter  will  supply  the  places  of  the  former  iuside  the  capes  until  the 
Department  can,  from  the  new  vessels,  supply  an  effective  movable 
force  for  that  locality. 
The  Shokokon  might  be  converted  in  the  same  manner. 
The  Jones  and  the  Morris  are  now  in  the  vicinity  of  Yorktown. 
Instructions  in  regard  to  them  may  be  sent  under  cover  to  Captain 
Gausevoort.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  having  tested  this  vessel's  sea- 
going qualities  in  a  gale  of  wind,  I  do  not  deem  her  fit  for  blockading 
service.  In  yesterday's  blow  I  just  managed  to  get  her  to  the  anchor- 
age under  the  lee  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  if 
she  had  been  10  miles  farther  off  laud  she  would  have  gone  down. 

Her  condition  ut  present  is  as  follows:  Sponsous  torn  off  or  crushed, 
forward  decks  started  and  seams  opened,  forward  ports  carried  away, 
and  sternpost  split.  During  the  gale  her  wood  ends  opened  about  half 
an  inch. 
She  now  leaks  to  the  extent  of  450  gallons  a  minute. 
When  struck  by  a  sea  forward  she  seemed  to  give  and  bend  like 
iudia  rubber.  This  I  judge  to  be  caused  by  a  weakness  of  the  beams, 
they  not  being  sufficiently  set  by  knees.

17.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Wilmington,  X.  C,  September  1, 1863. 

Blockaders  must  not  waste  fuel  by  unnecessary  moving  about  in  the 
daytime. 

Boats  used  for  landing  on  the  beach  should  be  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  provided  with  a  good  kedge;  a  long,  strong,  and  clear  cable 
line,  means  to  keep  it  ahead,  a  stern  line,  good  oarsmen,  and  must  be 
commanded  by  a  skillful  officer  or  petty  officer.  Where  a  vessel  has 
been  from  six  weeks  to  two  months  on  the  blockade,  and  needs  repairs, 
she  may,  when  practicable  to  leave  the  blockade,  come  in  turn  to  coal 
and  be  overhauled  at  Norfolk. 
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Outside  cruising  and  distant  chasing  must  not  be  allowed,  except 
when  the  blockade  is  so  strong  and  close,  from  number  and  quality  of 
vessels,  as  to  allow  one  to  be  absent  for  this  purpose  on  each  side  of 
the  shoals. 

Each  blockader  should  have  one  spare  anchor  on  board  and  two 
spare  anchor  stocks;  besides  these  a  suitable  supply  of  spare  anchors, 
cables;  and  anchor  stocks  will  be  kept  at  Beaufort. 

The  blockaders  must  not  lie  huddled  together  by  day  or  night,  and 
especially  in  thick  weather;  there  must  be  specified  day  anchorages  and 
night  positions. 

Vessels  should  weigh  anchor  before  sunset  and  be  in  their  night 
positions  by  dark,  as  when  the  draft  of  vessels  or  stage  of  the  tide 
permits,  escapes  are  made  out  at  or  near  to  evening  twilight,  without 
showing  black  smoke,  and  inward  in  the  morning  at  daylight.  The 
distance  to  be  kept  from  the  bar,  the  batteries,  and  the  beach,  must  be 
regulated  by  the  state  of  the  weather  and  atmosphere  and  the  light: 
When  vessels  anchor  at  night  they  must  be  underway  one  hour  before 
dawn  of  day,  so  as  not  to  expose  their  position,  and  to  be  ready  to 
chase. 

Each  vessel  will  make  a  report  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  giving 
an  abstract  of  her  log  for  the  previous  mouth.  Unusual  detention  in 
harbor  must  be  carefully  accounted  for. 

Each  blockader  should  have  two  good  8,  9,  and  10-inch  manila  haw- 
sers, the  first  two  sizes  for  the  smaller,  and  the  two  last  sizes  for  the 
larger  vessels.  Each  blockader  must  have  double  the  usual  allowance 
of  good  leads  and  leadlines.  She  must  always  have  four  good  lines 
marked,  and  leads  not  too  light  ready  for  use.  Leadlines  must  be  cor- 
rected daily  (when  wet)  and  then  noted  in  the  log.  When  underway 
the  lead  must  be  hove  constantly.  There  must  always  be  two  good 
leadsmen,  one  on  each  side,  heaving  the  hand  lead  when  it  can  be 
used. 

Every  effort  must  be  made  to  prevent  collisions,  the  general  laws  of 
the  road  to  pass  to  the  right  must  be  observed,  but  the  vessel  which 
has  sea  room  on  her  side  must  not  force  the  other  into  danger.  Both 
vessels  steer  or  stop,  or  back  so  as  to  avoid  a  collision  or  running 
into  danger  (see  all  the  directions  printed  in  the  boat  code  signal 
book). 

When  a  prize  is  taken,  the  duplicate  list  of  the  vessels,  officers,  and 
crews  entitled  to  prize  money  must  be  promptly  made  out  and  trans- 
mitted through  me,  and  must  state  not  only  the  name  of  the  vessel  but 
that  she  belongs  to  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron,  com- 
manded by  Acting  Rear- Admiral  S.  P.  Lee. 

Each  vessel  must  have  on  a  deck  board,  in  charge  of  the  officer  of  the 
deck,  accurate  tables  showing  time  of  high  and  low  water,  and  of  moon 
rise  and  set,  and  of  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun. 

Each  vessel  must  keep  in  charge  of  the  officer  of  the  deck  a  varnished 
sketch  of  the  chart  on  a  deck  board,  showing  the  shore  line,  the  1,  2,  3 
fathoms  curves,  the  significant  soundings,  the  positions  of  prominent 
objects,  the  anchorage,  and  a  compass. 

The  senior  officer  present  may,  if  he  wishes  it,  station  one  to  show  a 
light  from  a  position  known  to  all  the  others,  on  which  they  can  take 
bearings;  this  steamer  should  be  ready  to  move  at  a  minute's  warning, 
and  in  the  event  of  doing  so,  must  lower  the  light. 

There  must  be  a  separate  deck  board  on  which  the  commanding 
officer  must  every  morning  plainly  put  the  distinguishing  signals  for 
the  next  night,  which  he  must  know  are  understood  by  the  officers  of 
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the  deck  and  forecastle,  and  the  men  to  attend  the  light,  and  he  must 
see  that  such  arrangements  are  made  as  will  ensnre,  under  all  circum- 
stance, that  the  proper  means  are  ready  for  making  the  necessary 
signals.

Sib  :  I  met  the  schooner  Horizon^  in  tow  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Seymour,  in 
Pasquotank  River,  on  my  way  to  this  place  on  Monday,  the  31st  ultimo, 
at  3  p.  m.  I  anchored  and  commenced  coaling,  there  being  too  much 
wind  and  sea  to  coal  while  underway.  Started  yesterday  morning  at 
1a.m.  and  arrived  here  at  noon.  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  bill 
of  lading  and  coal  receipts  of  that  cargo.  I  have  lent  the  army  15 
tons,  as  you  will  see  by  my  receipt,  the  army  having  been  out  of  coal 
here  for  some  time.  I  trust  you  will  approve  of  this,  as  I  could  not 
well  refuse,  and  as  the  gunboats  here  could  have  no  more  coal.  The 
second  evacuation  of  Elizabeth  City  took  place  at  2  a.  m.  on  Monday, 
August  31,  when  the  First  United  States  Colored  Troops  went  bag  and 
baggage  to  Morehead  City,  and  from  thence  no  doubt  to  Charleston. 
The  whole  thing  was  a  great  fizzle  and  rather  disgusting.  Will  you 
kindly  tell  the  gunner  McDonald  to  send  me  up  the  balance  of  my 
ordnance  stores  if  he  has  received  them?  The  health  of  the  officers 
and  crew  of  this  vessel  continues  fair,  only  four  on  the  sick  list, 
although  I  am  afraid  it  will  not  continue  so  favorable  long.

Sir:  When  up  at  llyman's  Ferry  day  before  yesterday,  I  was 
informed  both  by  Mr.  Hyman  and  Mr.  Bell  (men  from  whom  Captain 
Flusser  has  been  in  the  habit  of  getting  Southern  papers  and  informa- 
tion) that  a  force  of  from  400  to  500  men  were  at  work  on  the  ironclad 
battery  and  ram,  and  that  even  the  guns  for  both  were  already  there. 
They  told  me  that  the  engine  out  of  the  Cotton  Plant  was  being  put 
into  the  ram,  and  that  it  was  their  intention  to  have  botli  ready  in  a 
month,  or  at  the  latest  in  six  weeks,  and  that  they  (the  rebels)  then 
intended  to  make  an  attack  ou  Plymouth  both  by  land  and  water. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  you  this  information  direct  as 
soon  as  possible,  the  more  so  as  I  understand  that  the  Hetzel  is  not  at 
New  Berne  at  present,  and  in  the  absence  of  Captain  Davenport  my 
letter  might  lie  there  for  a  long  time. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  say  what  truth  there  may  be  in  this  infor- 
mation, but  Messrs.  Hyman  and  Bell  seemed  both  confident  that  their 
statements  could  be  relied  upon.  With  the  strong  conservative  move- 
ment at  present  taking  place  in  North  Carolina,  I  should  think  it  not 
unlikely  that  the  rebel  (Jovernment  at  Richmond  would  make  a  strong 
effort  to  crush  this,  and  certainly  this  could  be  no  better  done  than  by 
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a  recovery  of  Plymouth  and  New  Berne.  If  the  ironclad  ram  is  really 
as  formidable  as  people  say  it  is,  there  is  no  gunboat  in  the  sounds 
which  could,  except  by  chance,  injure  the  ram,  and  as  regards  the 
obstructions  about  Plymouth^  they  do  not  amount  to  anything  and 
could  not  stop  a  wooden  propeller.  The  only  thing  would  be  a  number 
of  effective  torpedoes  or  a  light-draft  ironclad,  not  to  draw  more  than 
8  feet.  I  trust  you  will  excuse  these  suggestions,  but  if  the  report 
about  those  ironclads  is  true,  and  it  may  be  so,  something  ought  to  be 
done,  or  the  whole  of  the  sounds  may  be  lost  again.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  September  11, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  my  arrival  here  this  evening  with  the  Iroquois 
for  coal.    We  shall,  I  fear,  be  detained  until  the  last  of  the  week  in 
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overhauling  the  pumps,  etc.,  connected  with  the  engine.    I  shall  try  to 
get  away  on  Friday. 

I  have  also  to  report  as  follows,  viz :  The  Shenandoah,  Captain  Eidgely, 
arrived  off  New  Inlet  on  the  12th  instant  and  will  remain  there,  I  think, 
until  Captain  Sands  arrives,  or  until  Captain  Ridgely  hears  from  you. 

I  met  the  Maratanza  this  morning  about  halfway  between  this  place 
and  New  Inlet,  and  directed  Commander  Harrell  to  report  to  Captain 
Ridgely.    The  Maratanza  had  stopped  here  and  filled  up  with  coal. 

The  Nansemond  left  New  Inlet  last  night,  arrived  here  this  morning; 
is  coaling,  and  will  return  to-morrow  evening. 

On  the  return  of  the  Nansemond,  the  Victoria  is  to  come  here  to  fill 
with  coal,  and  then  to  report  for  duty  off  the  Western  Bar. 

The  Iron  Age  will  have  to  come  here  the  latter  part  of  this  week  for 
coal.  She  stores  but  60  tons  and  arrived  off  the  inlet  with  a  small 
quantity  on  board. 

The  patching  of  the  flues  of  the  James  Adger's  boilers  is  finished  and 
she  will  leave  here  to-morrow  morning  to  execute  the  orders  given  by 
you. 

The  Quaker  City  and  Cambridge  are  here  disabled. 

Two  paddle-wheel  steamers  hoisting  the  rebel  flag  and  a  screw  steamer 
hoisting  the  English  flag  came  down  the  river  and  anchored  above  the 
Mound  on  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  instant.  They  were  not  visible 
the  next  morning,  and  it  is  supposed  they  went  to  sea.  The  Nansemond 
was  near  the  bar  and  the  other  small  vessels  were  well  inshore  during 
the  night.  Lieutenant  Lamson  says  he  is  satisfied  that  nothing  passed 
out  of  New  Inlet.  It  was  thought  on  board  the  Niphon  that  a  vessel 
was  seen  going  out,  and  rockets  were  thrown  up.  Acting  Master  Breck 
states  that  her  being  seen  was  very  doubtful;  he  could  not  see  her 
himself,  but  he  followed  until  those  who  thought  they  saw  her  lost  sight 
of  her,  when,  as  the  late  orders  forbid  distant  chasing,  he  did  not  follow 
offshore,  but  returned  to  his  station.  Nothing  was  seen  of  the  other 
vessels.

My  Dear  Davenport  :  I  arrived  here  to-day  from  Plymouth ;  found 
the  Miami,  as  usual,  patching  boiler.  I  saw  General  Wessells  to-day 
near  Roanoke  Island.  He  was  going  with  two  light-draft  steamers  to 
see  about  a  blockade  runner  (schooner)  which  was  on  the  beach  near 
the  island.  I  asked  him  if  I  could  be  of  service  to  him;  he  answered 
in  the  negative,  and,  supposing  he  did  not  wish  to  be  interfered  with,  I 
came  on  down.  If  the  Delaware  had  been  here  I  should  have  sent  her 
outside  to  see  after  the  schooner.  Nothing  new  at  Plymouth*  Report 
says  they  are  pushing  forward  rapidly  the  construction  of  the  ironclads 
up  the  Roanoke.

Letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  Secretary  of  War  requesting  that 
army  forces  be  employed  to  destroy  the  Confederate  ram  building  on  the 
Roanoke  River. 

Navy  Department,  September  17, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  a  subject  of 
great  importance  connected  with  the  maintaining  possession  of  the 
sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

Information  received  from  time  to  time  places  it  beyond  doubt  that 
the  rebels  are  constructing,  and  have  nearly  completed,  at  Edwards 
Ferry,  near  Weldon,  on  the  Roanoke  River,  a  ram  and  an  ironclad 
floating  battery.  It  is  represented  that  these  vessels  will  be  completed 
in  the  course  of  four  or  six  weeks.  It  is  further  represented  that  an 
attack  by  land  and  water  on  Plymouth  is  contemplated. 

Our  force  of  wooden  vessels  in  the  sounds,  necessarily  of  light  draft 
and  lightly  armed,  will  by  no  means  be  adequate  to  contend  against 
the  rebel  ram  and  battery  should  they  succeed  in  getting  down  the 
Roanoke;  and  in  that  event  our  possession  of  the  souuds  would  be 
jeoparded. 

It  is  impracticable  for  our  vessels  to  ascend  the  Roanoke  to  any  great 
distance,  in  consequence  of  the  shallowness  of  the  water,  their  exposed 
situation  from  the  fire  of  sharpshooters,  and  the  earthworks  represented 
to  be  located  at  different  points,  particularly  at  Rainbow  Bluff. 

Were  our  ironclads  now  completed  available  for  service  in  the  sounds 
they  could  not  be  sent  there,  as  they  draw  too  much  water  to  cross  the 
bulkhead  at  Hatteras.  Our  light-draft  ones  will  not  be  completed  for 
some  time  to  come. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  I  deem  it  proper  to  suggest  the  importance 
of  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  army  to  surprise  and  destroy  the  rebel  ram 
and  battery  referred  to,  or  of  obstructing  the  river  by  torpedoes  and 
piles,  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  prevent  their  descent.  Permit  me  to  urge 
some  measures  of  this  sort.  This  Department  will  be  happy  to  cooper- 
ate, so  far  as  it  may  be  able,  in  adopting  such  steps  as  may  seem  prac- 
ticable and  adequate  to  secure  us  against  threatening  disaster.

Report  of  Captain  Gansevoort,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Koanoke, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  September  28, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department,  in  the  absence  of 
Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  that  on  the  25th  instant  J  received  from 
Major  General  Foster  the  following  telegraphic  dispatch  from  R.  B. 
Duvall,  captain,  commanding  post  at  Eastville,  Ya.,  dated  Septem- 
ber 24: 

I  have  the  honor  to  ask,  has  either  of  the  rebel  steamers  gone  ont  to  sea  from  the 
roads?  There  is  a  report,  brought  by  superintendent  of  buoys  on  the  sound,  there 
was  a  rebel  steamer  in  Sand  Shoal  Inlet  at  3  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon.  I  kept 
watch  all  night,  bnt  saw  nothing.     I  thought  it  proper  to  give  you  report. 

On  receipt  of  this  I  at  once  sent  a  copy  to  Lieutenant  Commander 
Gillis,  senior  naval  officer  at  Yorktown  and  on  the  Chesapeake  coast 
of  this  squadron,  requiring  him  to  take  the  necessary  steps  in  the 
premises. 

Under  date  of  the  27th,  received  last  evening  by  the  U.  S.  S.  General 
Putnam,  he  reports  that  immediately  on  receipt  of  my  instructions  he 
got  underway  and  proceeded  across  the  bay,  where  he  learned  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

That  on  the  night  of  the  18th  instant  a  party  of  25  men  of  the 
enemy,  under  command  of  one  Captain  Beall,  crossed  the  bay  from 
Mathews  County  in  two  boats;  that  on  the  19th  they  captured  the 
schooner  Alliance,  David  Ireland,  master,  loaded  with  sutlers'  goods; 
that  nothing  more  was  heard  of  them  till  the  morning  of  Sunday,  the 
21st,  when  a  party  of  them,  armed  with  revolvers,  boarded  and  seized 
the  schooner  J.  J.  Houseman;  on  the  followiug  night  they  captured  the 
schooners  Samuel  Pearsall  and  Alexandria,  took  possession  of  their 
crews,  set  sail  on  the  three  vessels,  lashed  their  helms,  and  started 
them  out  over  the  bar  at  Machaprigue  [  Wachapreague]  Inlet.  It  fur- 
ther appears  that  the  schooner  Alliance  was  taken  to  Milford  Haven, 
while  the  prisoners  were  taken  to  Horn  Harbor  in  the  small  boats;  and 
that  on  the  morning  of  the  23d  the  schooner  was  discovered  by  one  of 
the  blockading  vessels  on  the  bar  at  Milford  Haven  and  fired  at,  upon 
which  her  captors  set  tire  to  her.

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Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  says  that  the  party  can  be  identified 
by  two  men  from  the  Alliance  who  were  liberated.  He  also  expresses 
his  belief  that  the  party  could  be  readily  broken  up  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  army  within  the  next  three  days. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  adds : 

I  would  wish  that,  if  it  is  possible,  at  least  two  more  vessels  that  can  be  sent  oat- 
side  in  the  bay  with  safety  be  sent  on  this  station,  for  it  is  impossible  for  three 
vessels  to  keep  such  a  watch  on  all  the  little  inlets  between  Fortress  Monroe  and 
Piankatank  River  as  will  at  all  times  prevent  small  boats  from  slipping  out  or  in  at 
some  point. 

I  have  communicated  the  facts  to  Major-General  Foster  and  sug- 
gested to  him  to  authorize  sending  a  sufficient  force  from  Yorktown  to 
cooperate  with  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  in  effecting,  if  practicable, 
the  capturing  of  this  party. 

I  learn  that  the  gunboat  which  fired  on  the  Alliance  at  Milford 
Haven  on  the  23d  was  one  of  the  Potomac  Flotilla. 

On  the  24th  instant  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  reported  that  "the 
blockade  running  in  Mobjack  Bay  had  been  effectually  stopped  by 
placing  the  schooner  Samuel  Jtotan  at  the  mouth  of  York  River."  The 
General  Putnam,  since  the  23d,  has  been  employed  intercepting  block- 
ade running  at  Queen's  Creek,  York  lliver.  The  Commodore  Jones  Las 
been  mostly  stationed  off  Yorktown,  Va.,  and  the  Young  Rover  has 
been  cruising  about  Mobjack  Bay.  This  is  all  the  force  we  have  at 
present  in  that  vicinity.  No  more  is  available,  the  only  vessels  here 
fitted  for  such  service,  either  undergoing  repairs  at  the  Gosport  navy 
yard  or  being  indispensably  used  for  picket,  transport,  and  dispatch 
service  in  these  waters,  are  two  tugs  and  the  Stepping  Stones. 

I  would  add  that  the  schooner  Piercall,  or  Pearsall,  captured,  as  above 
narrated,  on  the  21st,  is  the  same  as  that  referred  to  in  my  report  of 
the  25th  to  the  Department  as  having  been  picked  up  by  the  schooner 
F.  F.  Randolph  and  brought  here.  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Department  I  shall  deliver  this  schooner  to  any  party  presenting 
proper  proof  of  ownership.

Report  of  lieutenant-Commander  Gillii,  TJ.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Jones, 

Yorktown,  Va,,  September  27,  1803. 

Sir:  On  the  receipt  yesterday  of  your  communication  of  the  25th  I 
got  underway  and  went  across  the  bay  to  Cherrystone,  for  the  purpose 
of  trying  to  obtain  some  definite  intelligence  in  regard  to  the  report  of 
a  rebel  steamer  having  been  seen  in  Sand  Shoal  Inlet,  and  this  morning 
sent  an  officer  to  Eastville  to  communicate  with  Captain  D u vail;  could 
not  learn  that  there  was  any  truth  in  the  report,  but  learned  that 
Captain  J.  Bush,  of  the  schooner  J.  J.  Houseman,  which  had  been  cap- 
tured, was  on  board  a  schooner  at  Cherrystone  Wharf,  and  immedi- 
ately communicated  with  him. 
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I  found  that  bis  schooner  had  been  captured  on  Sunday  forenoon  at 
Wachapreague  Inlet.  I  also  learned  the  following  particulars  in  regard 
to  the  movements  of  the  party  that  captured  the  Houseman: 

It  appears  from  information  I  received  that  a  party  of  about  25 
men,  under  command  of  a  Captain  Beall,  crossed  the  bay  from  Mathews 
County  in  two  boats  (one  a  large  yawl,  the  other  a  skiff)  on  the  night 
of  Thursday,  the  18th  [17th|  instant,  and  the  following  day  captured 
the  schooner  Alliance,  David  Ireland,  master,  loaded  with  sutlers' 
goods. 

It  does  not  appear  that  they  made  any  movements  that  would 
attract  suspicion  on  the  part  of  any  other  vessel  until  the  Sunday  fol- 
lowing, when  a  party  of  them  went  on  board  of  the  J.  J.  Houseman, 
armed  with  revolvers,  and  seized  her.  This  occurred  at  about  11  a.  m. 
The  same  night  they  captured  the  schooners  Samuel  Pearsall  and  Alex- 
andria, after  having  done  which  they  started  in  the  Alliance  on  their 
way  around  Cape  Charles,  having  first  set  sail  on  the  other  schooners, 
lashed  their  helms,  and  started  them  out  over  the  bar  at  Wachapreague 
Inlet. 

The  schooner  Alliance  was  taken  to  Milford  Haven,  while  the  pris- 
oners were  taken  to  Horn  Harbor  in  the  small  boats.  On  the  morning 
of  Wednesday,  the  23d,  the  schooner  was  discovered  by  one  of  the 
blockading  vessels,  on  the  bar  at  Milford  Haven,  and  fired  at,  upon 
which  her  captors  set  fire  to  her.* 

The  party  appeared  to  have  no  organization,  and  were  not  dressed 
in  uniform,  but  Captain  Bush  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Campbell, 
steward  of  the  Alliance,  and  who  were  liberated,  would  be  able  to 
identify  those  who  were  engaged  in  the  raid;  and  there  is  no  doubt  in 
my  own  mind  but  what  the  party  could  very  readily  be  broken  up  if  the 
army  would  cooperate,  or  if  I  could  have  a  sufficient  force  placed  at  my 
command  to  insure  success  in  a  land  expedition ;  say  250  men,  with  two 
12-pounder  howitzers. 

I  tried  to  have  an  expedition  sent  out  immediately  after  the  Smith's 
Island  light-house  was  burned,  but  could  not  succeed  in  prevailing  on 
the  military  to  send  one. 

On  my  return  to-day  I  immediately  went  to  the  headquarters  of 
General  Wistar  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  with  him,  but  found 
him  too  ill  to  attend  to  duty  and  was  referred  to  his  assistant  adjutant- 
general,  who  seemed  to  think  that  his  acquainting  himself  with  the 
contents  of  the  last  number  of  Harper's  Magazine  was  of  more  impor- 
tance than  his  public  duties;  and  finding  that  I  could  not  hope  for  any 
assistance  from  that  quarter,  have  thought  it  best  to  send  this  commu- 
nication to  you  at  once,  which  I  do  by  the  Putnam,  as  if  I  wait  until 
to-morrow's  mail  it  will  be  too  late  to  do  anything,  as  the  party  will  be 
on  its  way  to  Richmond  in  the  course  of  the  next  three  days. 

I  would  wish  that,  if  it  is  possible,  at  least  two  more  vessels  that  can 
be  sent  outside  in  the  bay  with  safety  be  sent  on  this  station,  for  it  is 
impossible  for  three  vessels  to  keep  such  a  watch  on  all  the  little  inlets 
between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Piankatank  as  will  at  all  times  prevent 
small  boats  from  slipping  out  or  in  at  some  point.

Sir:  With  reference  to  Captain  Gansevoort's  report  of  the  28th 
instant  on  the  raid  of  the  enemy  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  in  which  four 
schooners  were  reported  seized,  three  of  them  set  adrift,  and  a  fourth, 
the  Alliance,  destroyed  by  fire  at  Milford  Haven  when  pressed  by  a 
blockader,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  Major-General  Foster  has,  at  the 
instigation  of  Captain  Gansevoort,  telegraphed  to  the  geueral  com- 
manding at  York  town  to  confer  with  the  senior  naval  officer  there  as  to 
the  best  means  to  take  to  break  up  this  party  of  guerrillas. 

The  Richmond  Whig  of  yesterday's  date  has  a  report  regarding  this 
naval  expedition,  stating  that  it  was  under  command  of  Acting  Master 
J.  Y.  Beall,  C.  S.  Navy,  and  captured  on  the  Atlantic  side  of  the  east- 
ern shore  of  Virginia  three  sloops  and  four  schooners,  one  of  tbe  latter 
being  the  Alliance,  whose  cargo  it  is  stated  would  alone  have  brought 
$200,000  in  Richmond,  about  $10,000  worth  being  saved  and  the  vessel 
burned. 

On  account  of  these  circumstances  increased  vigilance  has  been 
enjoined  on  the  officers  of  the  blockade  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  where  this 
squadron  has  three  steamers  and  a  schooner,  one  of  the  former,  the 
Commodore  Jones,  the  most  effective  of  them,  being  as  yet  an  indispen- 
sable part  of  the  defense  of  Yorktown,  till  Major-Geueral  Foster  has 
completed  the  erection  of  the  citadels  there,  and  the  other  two  being 
the  Young  Rover  and  the  General  Putnam,  whose  speed  has  been  con- 
siderably decreased  by  the  weight  of  her  boilers.

Sir  :  On  my  return  from  Washington  on  the  29th  ultimo  I  stopped  at 
Yorktown  and  communicated  with  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis.  Meas- 
ures were  progressing  to  suppress  rebel  boat  expeditions  from  Mathews 
and  Gloucester  to  the  eastern  shore  counties  of  Virginia,  as  the  Depart- 
ment was  informed  in  Captain  Gansevoort's  letter  of  the  28th  ultimo. 
I  subsequently  communicated  personally  with  General  Foster  on  the 
subject.  The  plan  of  operations  is  stated  in  my  communication  of  Oc- 
tober 3  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
enclosed,  marked  "A." 

The  results  of  the  expedition  are  stated  in  the  enclosed  report  of  the 
8th  instant,  from  Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis,  marked  "B," 

The  prisoner,  E.  McGuire,  acting  master  in  the  rebel  Navy,  is  reported 
to  belong  to  llog  Island,  Va.,  north  of  Cape  Charles.     He  was  probably 
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engaged  in  the  capture  of  vessels  made  in  that  vicinity,  as  reported  in 
my  No.  841  of  September  30.

Sir  :  I  send  the  Stepping  Stones  and  Geres  to  assist  you.  General 
Foster  was  on  board  to-day  and  informed  me  that  the  troops  would 
leave  Yorktown  Sunday  morning  and  that  the  gunboats  should  leave 
there  Monday  morning  to  cooperate  with  them.  A  dispatch  received 
from  him  at  10  o'clock  to-night  informs  me  that  the  troops  and  gunboats 
have  gone.  But  for  this  change  of  plans  I  should  have  had  the  Alert, 
now  on  picket  duty,  ready  to  join  you.  The  general  thinks  the  main 
point  for  the  gunboats  is  up  North  River,  where  there  should  be  two 
navy  and  two  army  gunboats  to  cooperate  with  the  troops.  He  thinks, 
if  his  troops  are  prepared,  that  the  portion  sent  toward  East  River  may 
embark  in  that  river  and  that  there  should  be  one  navy  and  one  army 
gunboat  there,  where  1  understand  he  would  have  some  transports.  The 
gunboats  should  go  up  this  river  as  high  as  practicable,  having  due 
regard  to  the  width  of  the  stream  and  the  exposure  to  sharpshooters 
and  musketry  in  force. 

To  prevent  the  escape  of  the  rebels  by  water,  the  western  bay  shore 
and  the  Piankatank  should  be  guarded  by  gunboats. 

I  will  send  the  Geres  to  Mobjack  Bay  in  the  morning  if  a  pilot  can  be 
obtained  for  her  by  that  time.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Jones, 

Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  October  8,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  vessels  in  this  portion  of  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading 
Squadron  during  the  last  four  days: 

Having  made  every  arrangement  with  Brigadier-General  I.  J.  Wistar 
to  cooperate  with  him  in  a  movement  against  the  enemy  in  Mathews 
County  having  for  its  object  the  breaking  up  of  an  organization  denomi- 
nated the  Marine  Coast  Guard,  I  started  on  the  morning  of  the  5th 
instant  for  Mobjack  Bay,  accompanied  by  the  naval  gunboats  Stepping 
Stones  and  Ceres  and  the  army  gunboats  General  Jesup,  Smith  Briggs, 
C.  P.  Smith,  Flora  Temple,  and  West  End. 

I  had  previously  directed  the  General  Putnam  to  meet  me  in  Mobjack 
Bay  on  that  clay. 

I'directed  Acting  Lieutenant  W.  W.  Kennison,  in  the  Samuel  Rotan, 
to  cruise  off  the  mouth  of  Horn  Harbor,  and  Acting  Master  I.  B.  Stud- 
ley,  with  the  Young  Rover,  to  cruise  off  the  mouth  of  Mil  ford  Haven, 
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both  vessels  to  send  out  boats  at  night,  and  to  use  every  effort  and  all 
vigilance  to  prevent  the  enemy  making  their  escape  by  water  on  the 
east  side,  while  the  Ceres,  Acting  Master  Foster,  cruised  between  New 
Point  Comfort  and  the  month  of  East  River. 

I  sent  the  Stepping  /Stones,  Acting  Master  Campbell,  up  North  River, 
and  the  General  Putnam  up  East  River  to  Williams's  Wharf.  Having 
made  these  dispositions  of  the  naval  vessels,  I  went  up  as  far  as  the 
Piankatauk  with  this  vessel  and  returned  the  same  evening,  and  went 
up  East  River,  where  I  remained  until  the  evening  of  the  7th  instant, 
when,  the  cavalry  having  all  started  on  its  return,  I  went  around  into 
North  River  and  communicated  with  the  Stepping  Stones,  and,  learning 
that  no  information  had  been  received  from  General  Wistar  that  the 
expedition  had  started  back,  returned  this  morning  to  East  River, 
where  I  could  hear  nothing  more  in  regard  to  the  movements  of  the 
troops. 

I  remained  there  until  after  10  o'clock,  when  I  became  satisfied  that 
there  was  no  further  need  of  my  remaining  at  that  place. 

I  returned  to  Mobjack  Bay;  found  that  the  Smith  Briggs  and  General 
Jesup  had  come  around  from  the  Piankatank  and  were  on  their  way 
back  to  Yorktown. 

1  ordered  the  Stepping  Stones  and  Ceres  to  report  at  Yorktown,  and 
returned  with  this  vessel. 

While  jip  East  River  there  were  sent  on  board  this  vessel  12  prison- 
ers, captured  by  the  cavalry;  they  are  now<  n  board,  but  will  be  turned 
over  to  Brigadier-General  Wistar  in  the  morning;  there  are  also  7  on 
board  the  Stepping  Stones;  they  also  will  be  turned  over  to  General 
Wistar  in  the  morning;  there  are  4  commissioned  officers  among  the 
prisoners,  besides  several  members  of  the  Marine  Coast  Guard.  A  list 
of  the  prisoners  accompanies  this. 

It  has  been  found  to  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  break  up  the  organ- 
ization, for  the  reason  that  as  soon  as  our  cavalry  is  seen  approaching, 
they,  the  rebels,  take  to  the  woods,  and  knowing  every  path,  find  no 
difficulty  in  eluding  pursuit  in  almost  every  instance. 

Two  brothers,  by  the  name  of  Smith,  were  caught,  and  one  of  them 
having  fired  upon  and  killed  one  of  our  cavalry  was  summarily  dealt 
with,  having  been  hung  by  the  order  of  General  Wistar;  the  other  was 
found  at  12  o'clock  at  night,  with  a  pair  of  pistols  in  his  pockets,  riding 
along  the  road,  and  upon  being  interrogated  as  to  his  business  said 
that  he  was  out  shooting  crows,  but  his  answer  not  being  satisfactory 
ho  was  brought  in,  and  his  fate  will  probably  be  the  same  as  that  of  his 
brother;  his  house  has  been  a  regular  rendezvous  for  the  Coast  Guard, 
and  he  has  been  extensively  engaged  in  the  blockade  running  business. 

At  the  house  of  a  Mr.  Tabb  three  compasses  were  found,  probably 
belonging  to  the  vessels  recently  captured  in  Wachapreague  Inlet.  I 
have  them  on  board. 

The  leader  of  the  band  of  pirates,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Beall,  had 
his  headquarters  at  the  house  of  Tabb,  and  1  have  no  doubt  but  what 
I  shall  yet  bo  able  to  capture  him  if  he  remains  at  that  place. 

One  large  boat,  pulling  twelve  oars,  was  captured,  but  in  towing  her 
the  stern  was  pulled  out  and  she  sank.  Quite  a  number  of  canoes  were 
destroyed,  and  I  think  that  the  expedition  will  have  a  good  effect,  as 
the  impression  has  been  left  that  it  is  the  intention  to  send  frequent 
expeditions  down  into  that  section. 

I  learned  on  the  morning  1  started  that  torpedoes  had  been  planted 

in  York  River  opposite  to  Roane's  Point,  about  10  miles  from  this  place, 

also  that  they  had  been  placed  all  along  the  York  and  Pamunkey 
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rivers,  at  intervals,  between  that  place  and  the  White  House,  and  that 
all  boats  had  been  stopped  from  going  up  or  down  until  after  the  gun- 
boats had  gone  up.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Anderson,  who  lives  on  the 
Tork  River,  was  heard  to  say  that  the  Yankee  gunboats  would  not 
hereafter  be  able  to  go  up  and  down  the  river  as  they  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  doing.    I  shall  try  and  take  up  the  torpedoes. 

I  have  retained  the  Stepping  Stones  and  Ceres  until  further  orders 
from  you.  They  would  be  very  useful  here  indeed,  the  former  vessel 
especially,  as  she  is  in  every  respect  peculiarly  fitted  for  the  duty  that 
would  be  required  of  her  here,  being  of  light  draft  and  consuming  but 
a  very  small  quantity  of  coal  daily. 

The  Young  Raver  is  almost  worthless  for  this  duty,  as  with  a  good 
breeze  she  can  not  make  over  4  or  5  knots  an  hour,  owing  to  her  bottom 
being  so  foul ;  and  her  boiler  is  so  far  gone  that  her  afeam  power  is  not 
sufficient  to  be  of  any  use. 

Please  inform  me  what  disposition  I  shall  make  of  the  compasses.

Report  of  Major-General  Foiter,  U.  8.  Army. 

Hdqrs.  Department  Virginia  and  North  Carolina, 

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  October  10, 1863. 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the 
5th  General  Wistar  left  Yorktown  with  the  Fourth  U.  8.  Colored 
Infantry  and  detachments  from  the  Eleventh  Pennsylvania  Cavalry 
and  First  New  York  Mounted  Rifles,  and  two  sections  of  artillery  from 
Eighth  New  York  Battery  and  one  from  Battery  E,  First  Pennsylvania 
Light  Artillery,  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  an  armed  force,  known  as 
the  "Confederate  Volunteer  Coast  Guard, "  which  was  supposed  to  be 
in  Mathews  County. 

The  navy  gunboats  Commodore  Jones,  Putnam,  and  Stepping  Stones, 
and  four  army  gunboats,  under  command  of  Major  Stevenson,  held  the 
avenues  of  escape  afforded  by  the  numerous  rivers  which  intersect  this 
country.  The  infantry  and  artillery,  under  General  Wistar,  were 
disposed  so  as  to  hold  the  neck  of  the  county,  and  the  cavalry,  under 
Colonel  Spear,  were  sent  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  coun- 
try, which  was  thoroughly  and  well  done. 
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About  150  boats  and  schooners  were  destroyed,  80  head  of  beef  cat- 
tle en  route  to  Richmond  were  captured,  and  some  4  persons  were 
taken.  The  Coast  Guard  had,  however,  gone  to  the  eastern  shore  in 
their  boats,  and  I  have  sent  two  army  gunboats  and  a  detachment  of 
troops  to  endeavor  to  catch  them  there.  Our  casualties  consist  of  only 
1  man  killed,  who  was  murdered  by  a  bushwhacker  named  Smith.  This 
man  Smith,  being  caught  in  the  act,  was  tried  by  drumhead  court 
martial  and  immediately  hanged. 

General  Wistar  speaks  in  hi^h  terms  of  praise  of  the  marching,  dis- 
cipline, cheerfulness,  and  obedience  of  the  Fourth  Regiment  U.  8.  Col- 
ored Troops.

Extract  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  dated  November 

30,  1868.

At  2 :  30 
lowered  second  cutter  with  Acting  Ensign  Niles  Larsen  in  charge  and 
sent  her  after  some  bales  until  4  p.  m.  Picked  up  9  bales  of  cotton  15 
miles  E.  N.  E.  from  Fort  Fisher.

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This  cotton  is  supposed  to  have  come  from  the  wreck  of  the  Arabian, 
driven  on  shore  by  the  blockading  fleet  and  destroyed  in  a  gale  of  wind.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  of  a  blockade 

runner. 

U.  S.  S.  Nansemond, 
OffNeio  Inlet,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  September  20, 1W3. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  after  lying  as  near  the  bar  last  night  as 
safety  would  permit,  I  stood  out  at  4 :  30  this  morning  on  account  of  the 
increasing  sea  and  to  be  out  of  range  of  the  forts  at  daylight. 

At  4:50,  being  a  little  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  saw  a  sail  to 
the  Southward,  supposed  to  be  the  James  Adger,  but  almost  imme- 
diately saw  the  James  Adger  still  farther  to  the  southward,  and  the 
strange  sail  heading  toward  the  bar. 

I  immediately  headed  for  the  bar  and  across  his  bows  with  32  pounds 
of  steam. 

We  rapaidly  gained  on  the  strange  sail,  whom  we  made  out  plainly 
to  be  a  blockade  runner,  and  as  soon  as  within  range  opened  fire  from 
our  bow  pivot,  causing  him  for  an  instant  to  change  his  course  to  the 
southward.  I  stood  on  directly  for  the  bar  and  he  again  steered  for 
the  same  point. 

Several  of  onr  shots  took  effect,  one  in  or  near  the  starboard  wheel- 
house. 

We  were  going  much  faster  than  he  was  and  gaining  on  him  rapidly, 
but  the  distance  to  the  bar  was  so  short  that  he  succeeded  in  gaining 
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the  channel,  passing  as  at  a  distance  of  GOO  or  700  yards.  As  nothing 
more  could  be  done,  and  being  within  easy  range  of  the  forts,  I  stood 
offshore.  It  was  not  more  than  three  minutes  from  the  time  he  was 
first  seen  till  we  were  in  pursuit  of  him. 

He  was  a  small,  side- wheel  steamer,  with  white  smokestacks,  and  no 
masts.

I  have  directed  the  commander  of  the  gunboat  stationed  in  that 
vicinity  to  permit  no  flags  of  truce  to  come  below  the  buoy;  to  stop  all 
boats  until  the  pleasure  of  the  commanding  general  shall  be  known  as 
to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  them.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Brooks,    U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  a  collision 
between  the  U.  S.  S.  Valley  City  and  the  TJ.  8.  transport  Yidette. 

U.  S.  S.  Valley  City, 
Off  Wilkinson's  Point,  Neuse  River,  September  21,  1863. 

Sir:  I  regret  to  report  the  sad  accident  that  has  occurred  by  the 
collision  with  the  U.  S.  transport  steamer  Vidette. 

Charles  Batchelor  (landsman)  was  seen  going  over  the  side  of  the 
vessel,  and  a  boat  was  immediately  sent  to  pick  him  up,  but  as  nothing 
was  seen  of  him  it  is  supposed  that  he  was  drowned. 

Our  boats  were  stove,  also  the  rail  and  waist  were  stove  in  amidships. 
At  a  few  minutes  before  eight  bells,  Acting  Master  John  B.  Dickinson 
came  to  me  and  asked  about  setting  the  watch.  I  said  set  it  as  usual, 
but  not  to  pipe  down  till  we  come  to  anchor.  A  few  minutes  after  the 
watch  was  set  he  reported  a  steamer  coming  up  tbe  river.  I  asked 
him  how  far  off  and  he  said,  "  Oh,  some  distance."  I  then  told  him  to 
be  careful  and  not  run  into  her.  Mr.  Dickinson  shut  my  door  and 
almost  instantly  opened  it  again  and  remarked  that  the  steamer  was 
very  close  upon  us.  1  jumped  up  from  my  chair,  looked  out  and  saw 
that  the  steamers  were  going  to  collide.  I  ran  forward  to  the  topgal- 
lant forecastle  and  sang  out,  "  Port  your  wheel,"  our  wheel  being  aport 
all  the  time  and  very  nearly  heading  for  the  south  shore. 

From  the  Vidette'x  maneuvers  I  do  not  think  that  there  was  a  com- 
petent niau  running  her,  for  when  he  saw  that  a  collision  was  certain  he 
should  have  stopped  his  engine.    This  he  did  not  do,  but  kept  on  as  if 
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no  accident  had  occurred  an  til  he  was  hailed  to  stop.  The  Valley  City's 
engine  was  stopped  immediately.  He  struck  us  about  15  feet  from  the 
cutwater  on  our  port  bow  just  on  the  rounding  point  Our  pilot  was 
running  the  ship  at  the  time.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Connecti- 
cut, of  the  capture  by  that  vessel  of  the  British  blockade  runner  Juno. 

U.  8.  S.  Connecticut, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  September  22, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  to  the  Department  the  capture 
this  morning  of  the  English  blockade  runner  (steamer)  Juno,  of  about 
246  tons  register,  John  Davis  Taylor,  master,  by  this  steamer,  under 
my  command,  Cape  Lookout  bearing  N.,  distant  about  20  miles,  and  E. 
by  N.  £  N.  from  New  Inlet,  distant  about  75  miles.  She  was  discovered 
at  daylight,  and  the  capture  was  effected  after  a  very  smart  chase  of 
two  hours.  Upon  hoisting  our  colors  I  fired  a  blank  cartridge,  when  he 
hoisted  English  colors  [andj  commenced  throwing  overboard  cotton 
and  boxes  of  articles,  which  he  continued  to  do  until  I  had  fired  seven- 
teen rifled  canon  shot  over  and  near  him,  when  he  hauled  down  his 
flag  and  surrendered.  No  other  vessel  than  the  Connecticut  was  in 
sight  at  the  time. 

I  have  put  a  prize  crew  on  board,  placed  the  prize  in  charge  of 
Franklin  Hopkins,  jr.,  acting  master,  and  ordered  her  to  Boston,  trans- 
mitting all  the  papers  bearing  upon  the  case  that  were  found  on  board 
to  the  U.  S.  district  attorney  there.  The  captain  acknowledges  a  part 
of  the  papers  thrown  overboard  or  burned.  She  left  Wilmington  last 
night  and  was  steering  to  the  eastward  under  full  speed  when  first 
seen.  She  is  a  side-wheel  steamer,  and  very  fast,  built  of  iron,  and 
said  to  be  10  years  old.  Her  cargo  when  leaving  Wilmington,  it  is 
stated,  consisted  of  about  250  bales  of  upland  cotton,  a  quantity  of 
leaf  and  plug  tobacco,  with  some  cigars. 

In  continuation,  I  will  state  that  Captain  Eidgely,  the  present  senior 
officer,  commanding  the  U.  S.  blockading  squadron  off  New  Inlet,  sus- 
pected that  some  blockade  runners  might  come  out,  directed  me  to  run 
offshore  as  soon  as  the  moon  went  down,  which  was  soon  after  mid- 
night, and  the  result  of  it  was  this  capture. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  Charles  Hall  and  Acting  Assistant  Engineers 
David  McArthur  and  John  T.  Smith  accompany  Mr.  Hopkins  in  the 
prize.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  extracts  from  a  letter 
captured  in  the  steamer  Juno,  September  22, 1863. 

U.  8.  S.  Connecticut, 
Off  Wilmington,  September  30, 1863. 

Sir  :  Among  other  papers  which  were  found  on  board  of  the  steamer 
Juno  when  I  captured  her  on  the  22d  instant,  was  a  letter  written  by 
the  parser  of  her  to  a  friend,  intended  to  have  been  dispatched  to 
England  upon  their  arrival  at  Bermuda.  The  following  are  some  of 
the  extracts  from  it,  which  I  thought  might  interest  you: 

•  •#•••• 

We  left  [the]  Bermudas  last  Friday,  11th  instant  (September),  and  arrived  at 
Wilmington  on  the  15th  instant  about  midnight.  Although  this  port  is  said  to  be 
blockaded  by  those  smart  Yankees,  and  there  are  supposed  to  be  two  squadrons  of 
ships — an  inner  and  outer— off  here,  we  came  right  in  here  last  night  without  even 
so  much  as seeingone of  the  said  smart  block  atlers.  We  passed  one  unfortunate 
vessel  called  the  Hebe,  lying  hard  and  fast  on  the  beach.  She  had  been  ehased  by 
those  blackguards  ana  cut  off,  and  the  captain  had  to  run  her  on  shore  and  abandon 
her.  The  wretches  tired  at  her  and  completely  riddled  her  with  their  shot  and  shell 
from  their  vessels.  They  then  sent  their  launches  on  shore,  manned  and  armed,  and 
attempted  to  board  her  as  she  lay  on  the  beach.  The  captain  of  the  Hebe,  who  had 
landed  with  his  crew,  got  hold  of  two  guns  the  Confederates  had  sent  down  to  keep 
the  boats  off,  and  he  aimed  ono  of  the  guns  and  fired  at  one  of  the  launches,  smash- 
ing it  in  a  hundred  pieces.    Served  the  brutes  right. 

We  kept  on,  and  soon  after  passed  another  vessel  on  shore  called  the  Arabian.  She 
was  going  out  last  night  and  was  ehased  by  the  blockaders,  mistook  the  entrance  over 
the  bar,  and  so  ran  on  shore.  This  happened  at  8  o'clock.  As  we  got  in  at  midnight 
we  saw  nothing.  When  we  got  off  Fort  Fisher  we  showed  signal  lights,  and  they 
answered  with  lights,  rockets,  etc.  We  then  ran  inside  the  bar  and  anchored  till 
this  morning.  We  then  ran  up  a  few  miles  and  brought  up  off  Fort  Anderson, 
armed  with  invisible  gun*.  We  wait  here  until  the  general  commanding  at  Wilming- 
ton chooses  to  send  word  to  allow  us  to  pass.  The  rascally  Yankees  were  amusing 
themselves  just  now  by  firing  at  the  poor  vessel  on  shore  down  below  us,  but  they 
soon  shut  up  when  Fort  Fisher  pitched  one  or  two  shots  into  them. 

We  load  here  with  cotton  ana  are  off  back  to  Bermuda  on  Saturday  next,  19th 
instant,  if  possible;  for  if  we  don't  get  out  by  then,  we  have  to  wait  a  fortnight 
until  the  moon  is  over,  for  we  can  not  get  out  from  here  unless  it  is  a  very  dark 
night.  The  vessels  in  this  trade  are  all  painted  white,  or  a  very  light  lead  color,  so 
as  not  to  be  readily  seen  at  night.  The  people  on  shore  say  they  could  not  see  us  at 
all  last  night,  and  without  our  lights  they  would  not  havo  known  that  a  vessel  was 
oft'  the  bar. 

This  morning  we  saw  three  Yankee  gunboats  going  out  to  sea,  after  having  laid 
inshore  all  night  looking  out  for  uh,  but  without  effect.  We,  in  all  probability, 
passed  within  a  few  yards  of  some  of  them,  hut  they  did  not  see  uh,  and  of  course 
we  didn't  wait  to  see  them.  I  consider  it  quite  a  farce  to  call  it  a  blockade  when  a 
vessel  can  go  in  without  being  tired  at.     But  enough  of  this. 

•  ###•## 

The  writer  of  the  foregoing  epistle,  when  outward  bound  to  Bermuda, 
found  himself  a  prisoner  on  board  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut,  on  the 
morning  of  the  22d  of  September,  and  his  vessel  taken  prize.  On  the 
morning  following,  23d,  he  witnessed  the  running  on  shore  and  total 
destruction  of  the  blockade  runner  steamer  Phantom.  This  probably 
caused  some  change  in  bis  mind  as  to  the  calling  of  the  blockade  "  quite 
a  farce." 
I  have  underscored  only  where  the  writer  underscored  his  words.

U.  S.  S.  James  Adger, 
Off  Frying  Pan  Shoal  Light-Boat,  September  23, 1863. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  5 :  30  a.  m.  on  the  22d  instant, 
when  8  miles  E.  N.  E.  of  Frying  Pan  Shoal  light-boat  we  discovered 
the  masts  and  black  smoke  of  a  steamer,  hull  down,  ahead,  standing 
to  the  southward  and  eastward.  Started  in  chase,  and  in  an  hour 
made  out  the  stranger  to  be  side- wheel  steamer,  painted  light  lead 
color,  with  two  smoke  pipes,  schooner- rigged,  and  without  any  bowsprit. 

For  three  hours  we  gained  in  the  chase  until  within  4  miles  of  her, 
when  she  commenced  throwing  overboard  bales  of  cotton  (we  passed 
169  whole  bales),  and  as  she  lightened  gradually  increased  the  distance 
between  us,  so  slowly,  however,  that  I  was  encouraged  to  continue  the 
chase  until  6  p.  m.  (running  120  miles),  when,  finding  it  impossible  to 
overhaul  her,  I  reluctantly  gave  up  the  chase. 

At  no  time  did  the  chase  show  any  colors.    But  for  the  weak  and 
unreliable  condition  of  the  flues  of  our  boilers,  which  prevented  our 
carrying  more  than  a  pressure  of  15  pounds  of  steam  to  the  square 
inch,  I  am  confident  we  would  have  captured  the  chase.

regarding  cotton  thrown  overboard. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Neics,  Va.,  October  2, 1863. 

Sir:  Your  leport  of  September  23,  respecting  the  chase  of  a  block- 
ade runner,  which  finally  effected  her  escape  by  throwing  overboard 
169  bales  of  cotton,  etc.,  has  been  received.  The  Department  has  been 
duly  informed  of  the  circumstances,  and  its  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  state  of  the  flues  of  your  boilers,  and  I  have  recommended  that 
the  Adger  be  sent  in  to  get  her  new  boilers  and  be  ready  for  winter 
work. 

I  would  suggest  that,  when  quite  practicable  in  similar  cases,  say 
when  returning,  the  cargo  thus  thrown  overboard  be  picked  up  and 
sent  to  Washington,  or,  if  equally  convenient,  to  Bostou,  by  first 
opportunity,  with  all  the  papers  and  evidence  necessary  to  secure  its 
condemnation  before  a  prize  court. 

If  any  cotton  was  picked  up  in  the  present  instance  such  a  disposi- 
tion should  be  made  of  it,  it  being  understood  that  the  Washington 
courts  are  recommended  as  best  adapted  for  the  speedy  settlement  of 
small  cases  which  can  not  be  conveniently  sent  to  Boston.  There  can 
be  prompt  communication  from  here  to  Washington  on  such  occasions.

Admiral:  After  sending  yon  the  report  of  my  chasing  the  Banshee, 
it  occurred  to  me  that  I  should  have  stated  why  I  had  not  picked  up 
the  cotton  on  my  return,  which  my  duty  and  interest  prompted  me  to, 
but  all  the  cotton  was  thrown  overboard  while  in  the  Gulf  Stream,  and 
on  my  return  at  night  I  had  a  moderate  gale  from  the  eastward,  with 
thick,  rainy  weather,  which  made  it  impracticable  to  recover  the  cotton 
without  cruising  for  it,  thereby  keeping  me  from  completing  the  work 
of  mooring  the  light-boat.  It  grieved  me  to  lose  both  vessel  and  cot- 
ton, but  under  the  circumstances  it  appeared  to  me  to  be  my  duty  to 
make  the  best  of  my  way  back  to  the  light-boat.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chasing  ashore  of 

the  Confederate  steamer  Phantom. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Off  Rich  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  September  23, 1863. 

Sir:  Yesterday  I  addressed  to  you  a  duplicate  of  a  communication 
which  I  had  sent  to  the  Navy  Department,  giving  an  account  of  the 
chase  and  capture  of  the  English  blockade  runner  side- wheel  steamer 
Juno,  and  of  my  sending  her  to  Boston  in  charge  of  a  prize  master  and 
crew. 

At  daylight  this  morning,  when  about  55  miles  E.  by  N.  of  New 
Inlet,  I  discovered  a  blockade  runner,  distant  6  or  8  miles,  standing  to 
the  eastward,  having  probably  come  out  of  Wilmington  just  after  the 
moon  had  set.  I  immediately  gave  chase  to  the  top  of  my  speed,  which 
he  quickly  discovered;  altered  his  course  to  the  northward  and  west- 
ward. I  chased  him  for  four  hours,  a  part  of  the  time  he  running  along 
by  the  shore  and  I  in  5  fathoms  water.  I  fired  several  shot  at  him,  but 
there  was  a  rough  sea  and  a  fresh  wind  from  the  northeast,  which  made 
it  difficult  to  hit  him.  Seeing  that  I  was  overhauling  and  that  there 
was  no  escape  for  him.  he  suddenly  hauled  in  and  ran  his  vessel  on  shore 
near  Bich  Inlet,  whicn  you  will  readily  see  upon  the  chart.  He  lowered 
his  boats  and  all  hands  scampered  on  shore,  setting  fire  to  the  vessel. 
I  immediately  anchored  close  in  abreast  of  him;  sent  a  boat  in  charge 
of  Lieutenant  Kerapffto  see  what  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  putting 
out  the  fire  and  getting  the  steamer  off.  He  boarded  her  and  ascer- 
tained her  name  to  be  the  Phantom,  a  very  handsome  iron  propeller  of 
about  500  tons,  from  Wilmington  bound  to  Bermuda.  Lieutenant 
Kempff,  with  the  men,  attempted  to  put  out  the  fire,  which  he  found 
impossible,  and,  owing  to  the  high  surf  and  the  position  of  the  Phantom, 
it  was  impossible  to  get  her  off.  She  is  hard  and  fast,  like  the  Uebe, 
and.  done  for. 

By  these  people  from  the  Juno  I  learn  that  the  steamer  which  was 
run  ashore  near  New  Inlet  by  one  of  our  blockade  runners  is  the 
Arabian. 

The  Phantom  never  at  any  time  hoisted  a  flag  and  none  was  found  on 
board,  which  induces  me  to  think  that  she  belonged  to  the  Confederates. 
The  names  of  this  steamer  and  the  Juno  are  upon  the  printed  list  of 
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suspected  vessels  furnished  by  the  Department.    Both  of  these  steam- 
ers were  fallen  in  with  on  an  east  by  north  line  from  New  Inlet. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  in  a  second  trip  to  the  wreck  by  Lien- 
tenant  Kempff  and  a  party  of  men  some  rebels  from  behind  the  sand 
hills  close  by  fired  a  volley  of  rifles  at  them  and  Thomas  I.  Donahoe 
(landsman)  was  killed.    Fortunately  no  other  person  was  hurt. 

By  the  services  of  the  Connecticut,  in  the  course  of  twenty-six  hours, 
it  will  be  seen  that  parties  engaged  in  the  blockade- running  business 
are  minus  two  fast  steamers.  This  shows  the  importance  of  having  an 
offshore  cruiser  or  two  from  among  our  fast  steamers.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Oillis,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  expedi- 
tion up  York  River  to  Queen's  Creek  for  the  interception  of  blockade 
runners. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones, 

Yorktown,  September  24, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  last  night  I  sent  the  steamer  General  Put- 
nam up  York  River  as  far  as  Queen's  Creek  to  intercept  the  blockade 
running  about  that  point.  I  have  very  recently  discovered  that  large 
quantities  of  goods  are  being  shipped  from  some  point  near  Queen's 
Creek  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  which  is  inside  the  Confederate 
lines,  and  from  which  point  they  are  sent  all  through  King  and  Queen 
County. 

While  up  the  river  Acting  Master  [A.  A.]  Lewis,  commanding  [the] 
General  Putnam,  reports  that  he  discovered  a  boat  coming  down.  On 
reaching  it  he  found  it  to  contain  three  men  with  their  families,  who 
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were  endeavoring  to  get  inside  of  our  lines.  He  took  them  on  board  and 
brought  them  to  this  place.  I  have  sent  them  ashore  to  the  provost- 
marshal. 

They  report  that  there  are  no  troops  between  this  place  and  New 
Kent  Oourt-House. 

The  blockade  running  in  Mobjack  has  been  effectually  stopped  by 
placing  the  schooner  Samuel  Rotan  at  the  mouth  of  York  River.  But 
one  boat,  as  far  as  I  can  learn  from  the  numerous  sources  of  informa- 
tion at  my  command,  has  succeeded  in  crossing  at  that  point  for  the 
last  two  months.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  case  of 
Lewis  Stewart,  captured  in  Cherrystone  Inlet,  September  24, 1863. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Jones, 

Yorktown,  Va.,  October  25, 1863. 

Sir:  In  reference  to  the  case  of  Lewis  Stewart,  captured  by  this 
vessel  on  the  night  of  the  24th  of  September,  I  have  to  report  as 
follows: 

While  lying  in  Cherrystone,  where  I  had  been  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  information  with  regard  to  a  rebel  steamer  being  in  Sand 
Shoal  Inlet,  a  canoe  was  discovered  about  10  o'clock  of  the  night  above 
mentioned  running  across  the  mouth  of  Cherrystone,  which,  on  being 
overhauled  and  brought  alongside,  I  found  to  contain  three  men,  Mr. 
Sturgis,  Mr.  Charnick,  and  Mr.  Stewart.  The  canoe  was  very  large, 
capable  of  carrying  at  least  50  barrels,  and  just  such  a  boat  as  is  built 
for  blockade  running  in  the  bay.  I  enquired  their  business  at  that  time 
of  night  on  the  water  and  was  informed  that  they  were  fishing,  but  from 
the  facts  that  the  boat  contained  but  one  or  two  bags  of  salt  and  no 
evidences  of  their  having  been  fishing  were  to  be  seen,  1  regarded  the 
boat  as  suspicious. 

On  the  following  day  I  asked  the  men  if  they  were  willing  to  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance,  making  it  entirely  optional  with  themselves  whether 
they  did  so  or  not.  Two  of  them,  Sturgis  and  Charnick,  took  the  oath 
willingly,  but  Stewart  positively  refused  to  take  it,  and  would  assign 
no  reason  for  so  doing.  From  this  and  the  fact  that  I  was  informed 
that  Stewart  was  a  Confederate  soldier  who  had  never  been  discharged 
from  service,  I  thought  it  best  to  bring  him  to  Yorktown.  After  coming 
here  he  became  more  communicative  and  informed  me  that  he  had  been 
released  from  all  obligations  and  stated  that  his  reason  for  not  taking 
the  oath  of  allegiance  was  that  he  had  property;  that  if  the  Confed- 
erates were  successful  in  forming  a  government  they  would  confiscate. 

He  said,  however,  that  he  was  perfectly  willing  to  give  his  parole  of 
honor,  and  upon  his  giving  it  I  released  hira  aud  he  started  on  his  return 
to  eastern  shore  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  October.

Randolph,  Smith  E.  Eisley,  master,  arrived  that  day  from  Accomac, 
bound  to  New  York,  having  in  tow  the  schooner  Samuel  Pearsall,  of 
40  or  50  tons  burden,  which  she  picked  up  at  sea,  abandoned,  with  no 
papers  on  board  to  give  clue  to  her  ownership  or  destination.  I  am 
farther  informed  that  she  is  loaded  deep  with  wood,  her  hull  and  spars 
in  apparently  good  condition,  and  that  she  has  but  one  small  anchor 
and  chain.

Shenandoah  on  the  12th,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Maratanza  off  Western  Bar  to 
relieve  the  Sacramento  on  the  15th,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Daylight  at  Beau- 
fort, en  route  for  New  Inlet,  on  the  16th.

Inlet  when  attempting  to  run  out  on  the  night  of  the  15th  and  wrecked, 
as  reported  by  Captain  Gansevoort  in  his  letter  of  the  21st  to  the 
Department,  was  the  Arabian. 

The  Richmond  Whig  of  this  date,  received  to-night,  and  which  will 
be  forwarded  to-morrow  to  the  Department,  contains  a  paragraph 
announcing  that  "  the  Confederate  States  steamer  Phantom,  from  Ber- 
muda, was  chased  ashore  near  New  Topsail  Inlet  on  the  23d.  She  had 
a  valuable  cargo  of  government  stores,  etc.  The  crew  all  made  their 
escape  in  boats." 

The  same  paper  also  states:  "The  steamer  Arabian,  on  going  out  at 
New  Inlet  bar  one  night  last  week,  was  forced  back  by  the  blockaders. 
got  aground,  and  has  gone  to  pieces  near  Fort  Fisher.  She  was  loaded 
principally  with  cotton.  Vessel  and  cargo  a  total  loss,  all  of  which 
falls  on  private  parties." 

This  paper  also  mentions  a  report  that  the  steamers  Elizabeth  and 
Advance  [A.  D.  Vance]  have  been  captured  by  the  blockaders  off  Wil- 
mington, and  mentions  the  belief  of  the  Wilmington  Journal  that  the 
report  of  the  capture  of  the  Elizabeth  is  correct.

September  I. — The  U.  S.  frigate  Minnesota  sailed  for  Fortress  Monroe 
and  took  our  chronometer  with  her  without  giving  a  receipt. 

September  7. — At  1  p.  m.  beat  to  quarters  and  opened  fire  upon  a 
rebel  blockade  runner,  steamer,  lying  to  an  anchor  outside  and  close  to 
Now  Inlet,  under  the  guns  of  the  rebel  batteries.  Fired  15  rounds 
from  the  20- pounder  pivot  gun  and  drove  her  inside.  At  1 :  45  p.  m. 
ceased  firing  aud  returned  to  our  station. 

September  8. — At  dawn  of  day  saw  two  steamers,  one  on  the  bar,  very 
long,  with  two  white  smokestacks,  two  masts,  side-wheel,  of  about  900 
tons.  The  other  off  Fort  Fisher,  side- wheel,  double  smokestacks,  two 
masts,  of  600  or  700  tons ;  appears  to  be  armed  with  four  broadside  guns. 
Both  flying  the  Confederate  flag.  In  the  forenoon  stood  in  and  fired 
15  rounds  from  the  20-potinder  pivot  at  them. 

September  9. — At  5  a.  m.  saw  a  side-wheel  steamer  with  white  smoke- 
stack, very  long,  two  small  masts,  fore  and-aft  rig,  of  about  250  tons; 
seen  inside  of  Zeek's  Island,  steering  up  the  river;  must  have  come  in 
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strength  and  vigilance,  not  only  to  prevent  illegal  trade,  bat  to  protect 
the  public  interests  from  the  naval  expeditions  of  the  enemy.

U.  S.  8.  Nansemond,  to  fire  at  the  rebel  steamer  ashore  under  Fort 
Fisher.  Fired  one  10-second  32-pounder,  one  10  second  and  sixteen 
15-second  20-pounder  shells.  The  fort  ana  Mound  opened  fire  on  us. 
At  4: 46  ceased  firing. 

September  10. — At  5: 30  p.  m.  the  rebel  steamer  got  off,  and  a  salute 
was  fired  from  the  fort. 

September  12. — At  7 :  20  p.  m.  saw  steamer  and  black  smoke,  fired 
three  rockets  in  the  direction  and  gave  chase.  At  8  p.  m.  lost  sight 
of  her.

The  forts  returned  the  fire  for  about  half  an  hour,  their  shot  and  shell 
fell  short.  At  7 :  30  p.  m.  sent  second  cutter  with  armed  crew  in  charge 
of  Acting  Ensign  N.  Larsen,  in  company  with  a  boat  from  the  Iron  Age, 
to  destroy  and  set  fire  to  the  said  blockade  runner,  with  instructions 
not  to  board  her  if  the  sea  was  breaking  so  heavy  as  to  endanger  the 
safety  of  the  boats.

peake, which,  as  recent  circumstances  indicate,  require  an  increase  of 
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strength  and  vigilance,  not  only  to  prevent  illegal  trade,  but  to  protect 
the  public  interests  from  the  naval  expeditions  of  the  enemy. 

Yon  may,  therefore,  in  issuing  permits  to  vessels  to  gather  oysters, 
regard  Back  Biver  and  Poquosin  Biver  as  included  in  the  limits 
within  which  this  privilege  is  allowed  under  the  usual  restrictions  to 
prevent  illegal  traffic.  Let  the  oystermen  be  watched  as  closely  as 
practicable.

U.  S.  Army,  regarding  cooperative  expeditions. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News j  Va.,  Saturday  night,  October  3, 1863. 

General  :  It  was  not  until  you  were  on  board  this  afternoon  that  I 
was  fully  aware  of  the  number  of  gunboats  necessary  to  cooperate  with 
the  movement  of  troops  from  Torktown  into  Mathews  and  Gloucester 
counties,  to  entrap  the  rebels,  who,  with  several  boats  (moved  on  wheels) 
have  twice  recently  issued  from  those  counties  and  committed  depreda- 
tions on  the  eastern  shore  of  Virginia.  It  was  then  understood  between 
us  that  the  troops  would  march  from  Torktown  tomorrow  morning, 
and  that  the  gunboats  should  rendezvous  at  Torktown  to-morrow,  and 
leave  there  the  next  morning,  some  to  go  as  high  up  North  and  East 
rivers  as  practicable,  to  cooperate  with  the  troops,  and  others  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  the  rebels  along  the  bay  side  and  up  the  Piankatank.  At 
10  o'clock  tonight  I  received  your  notification  that  the  troops  and  gun- 
boats (some  of  yours  and  those  of  the  Navy  stationed  on  that  part  of  the 
blockade)  had  left  Torktown.  I  immediately  dispatched  two  additional 
light-draft  gunboats  to  the  scene  of  operations  to  assist  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Gillis.  I  respectfully  request  that  in  future  the  plan  of 
joint  expedition  within  the  limits  of  our  commands  shall,  when  practi- 
cable, be  fully  and  timely  arranged  between  you  and  myself.  In  the 
sounds  of  North  Carolina  emergencies  may  arise  requiring  immediate 
action  from  the  senior  army  and  navy  officer  present.

Navy,  to  the  assistant  special  agent 
of  the  Treasury,  turning  over  sloop  and  liquors  seized  in  Tanner9s 
Creek. 

U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte, 
Off  Norfolk,  Va.,  October  5, 1863. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  orders  received  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral 
S.  P.  Lee,  I  turn  over  to  you  a  small  sloop  and  36  kegs  marked  brandy, 
whisky,  gin,  and  Jamaica  spirits,  captured  by  me  near  the  mouth  of 
Tanner's  Creek,  in  this  vicinity,  18  kegs  of  which  were  captured  on 
Wednesday  night,  September  23,  1863,  on  information  given  me  by 
Robert  Reed,  an  oysterman  belonging  to  Portsmouth,  Va.  I  sent  a  boat 
in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  [Benj.]  Wood,  who  found  18  kegs  buried 
in  the  sand,  as, was  reported  to  me.  The  sloop  was  found  in  posses- 
sion of  Mr.  Fisher,  living  near  the  place,  to  whom  she  had  been  left  for 
repairs  by  an  unknown  party,  and  who  informed  Mr.  Wood  that  he  was 
certain  she  was  the  vessel  that  brought  the  liquor.  On  this  informa- 
tion, substantiated  by  my  informant,  Robert  Reed,  I  seized  the  sloop. 

On  the  27th  September  18  more  kegs  of  liquor  were  seized  by  Acting 
Ensign  Wood,  who,  with  a  party  of  citizens,  was  on  a  pleasure  excursion 
in  the  vicinity,  and  landed  in  Tanner's  Creek  to  visit  the  batteries  on 
the  point,  leaving  two  of  the  party  in  the  boat.  Shortly  after  the  two 
citizens  in  the  boat  discovered  some  kegs  partly  buried  in  the  sand,  and 
commenced  putting  them  in  the  boat,  when  two  of  the  provost  guard 
came  along  and  arrested  them,  and  after  having  assisted  to  place  the 
kegs  in  the  boat,  they  claimed  the  liquor.  Soon  after  Mr.  Wood  returned, 
and  hearing  the  statement  from  the  two  citizens,  he  took  possession  of 
the  liquor  and  brought  it  alongside  of  this  vessel,  where  I  took  charge 
of  it. 

On  taking  it  on  board,  1  found  one  of  the  kegs  had  been  opened  and 
part  of  its  contents  gone.  On  questioning  my  officer  concerning  it,  he 
informs  me  that  it  bad  been  opened  by  the  two  soldiers  previous  to  his 
returning  to  tbe  boat,  and  that  they  had  in  the  meantime  become  intoxi- 
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cated.    No  person  or  papers  of  any  description  were  found  on  board  the 
sloop  to  indicate  the  ownership  of  the  vessel  or  liquor.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  report  of  Commander 
Harrell,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  insufficiency  of  the  blockade  of 
Western  Bar. 

U.  S.  S.  Dacotah, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Cape  Fear  River,  October  6, 1863. 

Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  a  communication  received  last  night  across 
the  reef  from  Commander  Harrell,  senior  officer  off  Western  Bar. 

I  had  already  sent  to  him  the  Victoria,  and  will  this  evening  have  the 
Calypso  ready  for  service,  and  will  dispatch  her  to  the  other  side  of  the 
shoal.  The  latter  I  have  had  anchored  near  me  for  three  days  with 
hauled  fires,  undergoing  repairs  to  her  engines. 

Through  the  untiring  zeal  and  energy  of  Chief  Engineer  Thomson, 
of  the  Shenandoah,  and  facilities  afforded  by  Captain  Kidgely,  of  that 
vessel,  I  have  been  enabled  to  render  both  the  Victoria  and  Calypso 
efficient  for  service  on  the  other  side  of  the  reef,  where  they  seem  to  be 
so  much  needed.  I  can  scarcely  spare  vessels  from  this  side,  and  beg 
that  more  good,  serviceable  vessels  (not  those  that  are  broken  down  or 
half  repaired)  may  be  sent  to  us,  to  more  effectually  put  a  stop  to  the 
trade  carried  on  between  Wilmington  and  Nassau  and  Bermuda. 

I  hope  by  the  distribution  of  the  force  I  have  to  make  as  good  a 
month's  work  as  the  last,  which  has  driven  on  shore  four  vessels  (Hebe, 
Arabian,  and  Phantom  on  north  side,  and  one  unknown  at  Lock  wood's 
Folly),  one  captured  (Juno),  and  one  (Banshee)  made  to  throw  overboard 
$50,000  worth  of  cotton  (100  bales).

Dear  Sir:  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  that  blockade  running  is 
of  frequent  occurrence  at  this  place,  and  my  utter  inability  with  my 
present  force  to  prevent  it.  A  few  days  ago  we  discovered  a  steamer 
on  the  beach  at  Lockwood's  Folly.  We  examined  her  and  found  that 
everything  had  been  taken  out  of  her  and  then  burned,  leaving  nothing 
but  the  hull,  which  was  buried  deep  in  the  sand.  The  Montgomery  fired 
thirty  or  forty  shells  into  her,  eliciting  no  response  from  the  shore. 
Doubtless  she  had  been  endeavoring  to  get  into  this  place.  The  schooner 
Ward,  on  the  27th  ultimo,  fell  in  with  a  steamer  just  below  Lockwood's 
Folly,  fired  at  her,  and  drove  her  offshore.  Last  night  the  Victoria, 
being  nearest  in,  discovered  a  steamer  coming  out.  She  immediately 
made  the  signal  and  gave  chase,  firing  as  long  as  she  could  see  her. 
The  Montgomery  and  myself  joined  in  the  pursuit,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
with  all  our  efforts,  she  eluded  us  and  went  safely  out.  Indeed,  what 
else  could  you  expect?  With  a  full  head  of  steam  and  all  sail,  with  a 
good  breeze,  I  made  short  10  knots.  I  followed  in  the  direction  until 
daylight;  discovering  nothing,  I  returned  to  my  anchorage. 

As  I  have  before  stated,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  lay  these  facts  before 
you,  in  order  that  you  may  augment  my  force  if  you  have  it  in  your 
power.  The  force  on  your  side  being  so  much  larger  than  on  this,  Isup- 
pose,  is  the  reason  why  they  have  determined  to  try  their  luck  here. 
There  should  be  at  least  three  more  vessels  here,  if  it  be  possible  to 
spare  them  (fast  ones),  in  order  to  make  the  blockade  at  all  effectual. 
I  enclose  you  a  slip  from  a  newspaper,  which  will  explain  itself,  in  regard 
to  the  Sumter,  or  the  Gibraltar,  as  she  was  formerly  called.

From  Bermuda. — The  brig  Lizzie  Barnaul  arrived  yesterday  with 
dates  from  Hamilton,  Bermuda,  to  the  18th  instant. 

The  Bermuda  Gazette  explains  the  mystery  of  the  sinking  of  the 
Confederate  steamer  Sumter,  alias  Gibraltar,  in  Charleston  Harbor. 
She  was  fired  into  by  Fort  Moultrie,  the  rebels  then  probably  mistaking 
her  for  a  Federal  man-of-war.  Six  hundred  and  thirty  persons  were  on 
board  of  her  at  the  time,  and  all  but  20  were  saved. 

The  Confederate  steamer  Ella  and  Annie,  Captain  Bonneau,  arrived 
at  St.  George  on  the  7th  from  Wilmington,  The  pilot  that  brought 
her  through  was  John  R.  Swan.  The  Ella  and  Annie  measures  795 
tons,  is  258  feet  in  length,  and  34  feet  beam;  the  size  of  \i«t  ^fcutas. 
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is  50  inches,  and  the  stroke  of  piston  12  feet.  She  has  a  walking 
beam.  The  Ella  and  Annie  was  built  in  the  United  States,  and  before 
the  commencement  of  the  American  difficulties  was  engaged  as  a  packet 
vessel  between  New  York  and  New  Orleans.  * 

A  steamer  (rebel)  supposed  to  be  the  Phantom,  from  Wilmington, 
Ya.  [N.  0.],  was  signaled  off  Bermuda  on  the  evening  of  the  11th.

Navy,  regarding  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  blockade  of  New  Inlet  and  Western  Bar. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  October  10,  1863. 

Sir  :  When  the  Tuscarora  arrives  off  Wilmington  there  will  be  twelve 
steamers  on  the  blockade  off  New  Inlet  and  Western  Bar,  while  the 
former  requires  about  twenty  and  the  latter  half  that  number  to  make 
an  efficient  blockade. 

Of  these  twelve  steamers  present,  a  third  part,  including  two  tugs, 
is  fast,  a  third  part  is  of  fair  speed,  and  the  other  third  is  composed  of 
vessels  fit  to  watch,  but  too  slow  to  catch  anything.  ' 

There  are  four  other  blockaders  at  or  coming  to  the  Gosport  navy 
yard  for  repairs,  one  of  which  is  fast,  but  will  not  be  ready  for  several 
months.  Another,  the  Florida,  is  fair,  and  will  rejoin  the  blockade  in 
a  week  or  two,  but  the  other  two  are  very  slow. 

If  the  Florida  relieves  the  Adgcr,  there  will  still  be  twelve  steamers 
only  off  Wilmington. 

Of  the  five  other  steamers  to  be  assigned  to  that  blockade,  the  Gov- 
ernor Buckingham,  the  Grand  Gulf,  the  Keystone  Mate,  and  the  Monti- 
cello  are  believed  to  have  very  good  speed;  the  quality  of  the  Calypso 
is  not  known. 
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In  addition  to  these  it  would  be  gratifying  to  have  the  Vicksburg. 

There  are  six  other  steamers  from  this  squadron  at  Northern  ports 
for  repairs,  all  of  which  I  hope  the  Department  will  allow  to  return  to 
it,  especially  the  Quaker  City,  Mount  Vernon,  aud  Iroquois. 

Enclosed,  A,  is  a  list  of  the  vessels  now  off  Wilmington. 

Enclosed,  B,  is  a  list  of  the  vessels  repairing  at  Gosport  navy  yard.

Enclosed,  D,  is  a  list  of  the  vessels  froYn  this  squadron  repairing  at 
Northern  ports. 

The  enclosed,  E,  from  the  London  Times  of  September  25,  is  one  of 
the  many  recent  exposures  of  the  weakness  of  the  blockade  of  Wil- 
mington.   That  of  Charleston  is  now  rarely  violated.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Kennison,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding 

the  capture  of  a  yaicl  off  Horn  Harbor. 

U.  S.  Schooner  Samuel  Rotan, 

Off  Yorktown,  October  10, 1863. 

Sir:  I  very  respectfully  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  T  pro- 
ceeded off  Horn  Harbor  and  anchored  in  2£  fathoms  water. 

October  9. — At  8  p.  m.  sent  picket  boat  out  in  charge  of  Executive 
Officer  Thomas  W.  Spencer. 

October  10. — At  2  a.  m.  saw  a  large  yawl  boat  standing  up  the  beach; 
picket  boat  gave  chase,  when  the  meu  in  the  yawl  boat  jumped  over- 
board and  made  for  the  beach.  While  the  men  in  the  picket  boat  were 
making  preparations  to  tow  the  yawl  boat  off,  were  fired  into  by  at  least 
5  men  from  the  beach,  which  was  returned  by  picket  boat's  crew,  but 
with  what  effect  we  do  not  know.  The  captured  boat  is  about  25  feet 
long,  and  contained  15  sacks  of  salt,  2  boxes,  and  1  valise  of  old  cloth- 
ing, of  very  little  account,  some  old  boots,  and  a  compass;  also  2  sails.

Hdqrs.  Dept.  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina, 

Fortress  Monroe,  October  10, 1863. 

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed 
document  captured  on  a  recent  expedition  to  Hog  Island  and  vicinity. 

Not  being  acquainted  with  the  signature  of  the  collector,  I  am  not 
able  to  judge  of  the  genuineness  of  the  document.  If,  however,  the  sig- 
nature is  correct,  it  looks  to  me  very  suspicious,  and  as  though  this 
document  was  prepared  erpressly  for  the  purpose  of  smuggling.  At 
any  rate,  it  looks  like  a  very  loose  way  of  doing  business  to  have  such 
papers  signed  in  blank  in  circulation. 

I  leave  the  matter,  however,  for  your  investigation,  as  it  seems  to 
belong  more  properly  to  your  branch  of  the  service,  as  I  am  certain 
that  if  any  wrong  was  intended  the  offenders  will  be  brought  to  imme- 
diate punishment.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  8.  Navy,  transmitting  report  of  the  cap- 
ture of  steamer  Douro,  October  11,  1863. 

IT.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Off  New  Inlet,  October  14,  1863. 

Sir:  In  forwarding  the  reports  of  Lieutenant  Lamson  of  the  running 
ashore  aud  destruction  of  the  Confederate  steamer  Douro,  with  a  very 
valuable  cargo,  on  the  night  of  the  11th  instant,  I  beg  leave  to  call 
your  attention  to  his  highly  commendable  vigilance,  skill,  aud  energy 
in  that  affair,  to  which  I  was  witness,  somewhat  distant,  to  be  sure, 
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within  hearing  of  the  guns,  and  in  sight  of  his  rockets  and  the  burning 
vessel,  while  I  was  guarding  another  spot. 

Such  side- wheel  steamers  as  the  Nansemond  are  highly  useful  here. 
They  would  be  still  better  if  they  were  a  little  larger. 

The  Douro  is  the  same  steamer  which  was  captured  by  the  Quaker 
City,  Commander  Frailey,  last  spring,  condemned,  sold,  taken  to  the 
British  Provinces  and  then  to  Nassau.  She  now  lies  a  perfect  wreck 
just  above  the  Hebe,  and  past  ever  being  bonght  and  sold  again. 

The  5  prisoners  taken  from  on  board  of  her  I  send  by  the  New  Berne 
for  your  directions  as  to  their  disposal.  Their  names,  etc.,  are  as  fol- 
lows: D.W.Morris,  second  mate,  American;  Fred.  Roberts,  third  mate, 
American;  Joseph  Gilbraith,  fireman,  English;  William  Brown,  sea- 
man, German;  Oscar  Aichel,  passenger,  German. 

The  second  mate,  D.  W.  Morris,  is  a  Northern  man,  pretending  to 
possess  Northern  sentiments;  is  intelligent,  and  you  may  find  a  con- 
versation with  him  interesting  and  useful.  He  pretends  to  a  readiness 
to  assist  us  in  capturing  blockade  runners.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  and  entire  destruction 
by  this  vessel  of  the  blockade  runner  Douro,  from  Wilmington,  bound 
to  Nassau,  with  a  cargo  of  550  bales  of  cotton,  279  boxes  tobacco,  20 
tierces  tobacco,  and  a  quantity  of  turpentine  and  rosin  belonging  to  the 
Confederate  Government. 

At  8:30  last  evening,  being  close  inshore  to  the  westward  of  the  bar, 
we  discovered  a  vessel  coining  up  the  beach  in  2£  fathoms  of  water.  1 
tried  to  get  between  him  and  the  beach,  but  he  was  too  close  in.  He 
then  turned  to  run  back  to  the  bar,  but  I  intercepted  him,  when  he  ran 
ashore. 

I  immediately  sent  Acting  Ensign  J.  B.  Henderson,  Acting  [Third] 
Assistant  Engineer  S.  T.  Strude,  and  Paymaster's  Clerk  B.  W.  Allen 
on  board  with  two  boats  and  a  hawser,  and  ran  in  and  anchored  under 
his  quarter.  The  Douro1 8  engines  were  reversed,  and  for  two  hours  we 
made  every  effort  to  get  him  off,  but  could  not  succeed,  as  he  ran  up  at 
full  speed,  and  there  was  considerable  surf  and  a  falling  tide. 

Finding  we  could  not  move  him,  I  ordered  him  to  be  set  on  fire,  as  he 
lay  within  easy  range  of  one  of  the  rebel  batteries.  This  was  done  so 
effectually  that  he  was  soon  in  a  blaze  from  stem  to  stern,  and  by  day- 
light had  burned  to  the  water's  edge.  I  also  fired  a  number  of  shots 
into  his  machinery. 

The  captain  and  most  of  the  crew  escaped,  but  we  captured  the  sec- 
ond and  third  officers,  a  passenger,  and  two  of  the  crew. 

The  Douro  was  a  propeller,  owned  in  Wilmington,  and  had  the  cargo 
on  freight  for  the  rebel  Government.

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Notes  of  information  obtained  from  prisoners  taken  from  the  Douro  by  Lieutenant  Lamsonf 
.  V,  S.  Navy,  commanding  U,  8.  S.  Nansemond,  October  IS,  1863, 

Mr.  D.  W.  Norris  (alias  Morris),  second  officer,  from  Boston,  left  New 
York  2^d  June  in  steamer  Daniel  R.  Quick,  for  Nassau;  left  Nassau 
19th  September  in  the  Elizabeth,  formerly  the  Atlantic,  for  Wilmington, 
with  a  general  cargo,  principally  steel  and  saltpeter.  Got  ashore  at 
Lockwood's  Folly,  12  miles  from  Fort  Caswell,  and  the  captain  burned 
the  steamer  on  the  morning  of  the  24th.  Went  to  Wilmington  and 
shipped  in  the  Douro,  Captain  Jenkins,  as  second  officer.  Crossed  the 
bar  at  New  Inlet  on  the  evening  of  the  11th  October  at  7:30.  The 
Douro1*  cargo  consisted  of  550  bales  of  cotton  (part  sea-island),  279  boxes 
tobacco,  21  tierces  leaf  tobacco,  and  a  quantity  of  turpentine  and  rosin. 
The  cargo  was  on  freight  and  owned  by  the  Confederate  Government. 
Mr.  Morris  states  that  he  entered  this  service  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing information  in  regard  to  blockade  runners,  to  be  given  to  the  United 
States  Government,  and  that  it  was  his  intention  to  betray  any  vessel 
in  which  he  might  be  into  the  hands  of  any  blockaders.  On  coming  on 
board  Mr.  Morris  gave  me  [Lieutenant  Lamson]  2  ounces  of  chloroform 
and  8  ounces  of  laudanum,  which  he  says  he  bought  to  put  into  the 
whisky  and  water  given  the  men  in  the  fire  room.  There  were  in  the 
river,  awaiting  opportunity  to  come  out,  the  Cornuhia,  9  feet;  Sumter, 
not  loaded;  the  Confederates  had  not  bought  her,  and  she  was  trying 
to  ship  a  crew  to  make  the  round  trip  to  Nassau,  England,  and  return, 
probably  with  the  design  to  have  her  boilers  repaired ;  Margaret  and 
Jessie,  9  feet;  Fannie,  9  feet;  Flora,  propeller,  9  feet;  Flora,  side-wheel; 
General  Beauregard,  10  feet;  Lord  Clyde;  Eugenie,  run  on  shore  by  the 
Nansemond  on  the  evening  of  the  8th  September,  and  so  much  damaged 
that  her  repairs  are  not  yet  completed;  and  Antonica.  Mr.  Morris  says 
the  signal  for  a  blockade  runner  running  in  is  a  red  lantern  over  a  white 
one  hung  over  the  ship's  side  toward  the  shore  and  near  the  water. 
The  bar  is  lighted  up  when  this  signal  is  observed. 

When  the  Venus  was  chased  to  the  bar  by  the  Nansemond  on  the 
morning  of  the  20th  September,  her  captain  put  his  helm  up  to  beach 
heron  Smith's  Island  and  had  his  boat  lowered  to  near  the  water,  when 
a  shot  struck  the  boat  and  knocked  it  to  pieces.  Rather  than  be  taken, 
the  captain  headed  up  again  for  the  bar  and  just  succeeded  in  passing.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  disposition  of  vessels 

off  Wilmington. 

17.  S.  S.  Dacotah, 
Beaufort,  If.  C,  October  13, 1863. 

Sir  :  That  you  may  be  informed  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  vessels  off 
Wilmington  I  have  to  state  that  I  have  augmented  the  force  off  the 
Western  Ear,  where  considerable  blockade  running  had  commenced 
since  the  increase  of  force  on  the  New  Inlet  side,  and  there  are  sta- 
tioned there  the  following,  viz:  # 

Tuscarora  (Captain  W.  A.  Parker,  senior  officer),  Maratanza,  Mont- 
gomery, Calypso,  and  Victoria.  On  the  New  Inlet  side  I  have  the  Dctco- 
tah,  Shenandoah,  Connecticut,  James  Adger,  Daylight,  Howquah,  Niphon, 
Iron  Age,  and  Nansemond.  Many  of  these  last  carrying  but  small  quan- 
tity of  coal,  keeps  about  one-third  of  this  force  away  at  a  time  for  coal, 
so  that  it  is  only  occasionally  that  I  can  send  a  cruiser  outside.  I  have 
directed  that  each  vessel,  as  she  fills  with  coal,  [is]  to  leave  Beaufort  in 
the  afternoon  tide,  when  it  is  possible  to  steer  south  for  50  or  60  miles, 
or  until  daylight,  to  be  at  that  time  about  where  blockade  runners  would 
be  escaping  out  of  New  Inlet.  This  will  give  me  an  outsider  nearly  every 
day,  and  does  not  take  any  more  time  away  from,  the  immediate  block- 
ade of  the  coast.  I  have  also  arranged  the  New  Berne?s  departures  and 
courses  to  the  same  end. 

Captain  ltidgely  reports  that  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  instant  he 
picked  [up]  three  white  men  in  a  boat  who  represent  themselves  as 
deserters  from  the  rebel  ram  North  Carolina,  under  command  of  William 
T.  Muse  ([formerly]  lieutenant-commander,  U.  S.  Navy).  They  say  the 
ram  is  too  shaky  and  weak  to  go  to  sea,  and  that  she  has  moved  from 
Smithville  to  New  Inlet,  under  Fort  Fisher;  that  Commodore  Lynch  is 
building  a  gunboat,  which  is  nearly  ready  for  launching,  with  which  he 
intends  to  attack  the  blockaders.  She  is  to  mount  two  8-inch  guns  on 
pivots,  forward  and  aft.  The  names  of  the  deserters  are  Thomas  G.  Bur- 
ris  [Burroughs],  John  Ward,  and  James  Grey.  They  had  overstayed 
their  liberty  from  their  vessel,  and  a  reward  being  offered  for  their  appre- 
hension, they  stole  a  boat  and  escaped.  I  have  not  much  faith  in  them, 
and  not  wishing  to  retain  here  men  that  might  be  spies  (one  case  of  a 
man  taken  in  the  Merrimac  having  been  taken  into  the  squadron  as  pilot, 
and  subsequently  escaped  and  returned  to  the  rebels  by  way  of  New 
Berne  with,  of  course,  much  information  that  could  benefit  the  blockade 
runners),  I  have  directed  Captain  Ridgely  to  send  them  to  you  by  the 
New  Berne  upon  her  return  to  Hampton  Roads  for  your  further  ques- 
tioning and  disposition.  '  One  of  these  deserters  is  the  son  of  Burroughs, 
the  pilot  of  the  Minnesota,  taken  in  the  Merrimac^  abov^  ^\V&Afc&\ft% 
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The  chief  engineer  of  the  vessel  has  examined  William  J.  Moffitt,  of 
the  Niphon,  and  upon  his  recommendation  [I]  have  assigned  him  as  act- 
ing third  assistant  engineer  for  duty  on  board  the  Niphon,  subject  to 
your  approval  and  appointment.  I  inclose  the  report*  of  the  examina- 
tion by  Chief  Engineer  Alex.  Greer.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Gillis,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  a  search 

for  torpedoes  in  the  York  River. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Jones, 

Off  Yorktoum,  Fa.,  October  13, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  for  the  last  three  days  I  have  been 
engaged  in  trying  to  find  the  torpedoes  planted  by  the  rebels  in  York 
Biver  near  Rowan's  [Roane's J  Point,  just  above  the  mouth  of  Potopotank 
Creek,  but  thus  far  nave  been  unsuccessful  in  my  endeavors.  I  to-day 
swept  the  channel  for  a  distance  of  2  miles,  but  could  not  find  anything, 
although  I  am  positive  th^t  torpedoes  have  been  placed  there.  I  have 
positive  information  from  so  many  different  sources  that  I  can  not 
doubt  but  what  the  rebels  have  been  lately  engaged  in  planting  them 
at  intervals  from  Rowan's  [Roane's]  Point  up  to  West  Point,  and  up  the 
Pamunkey  Biver  as  far  as  the  White  House.  Men  were'seen  at  work 
in  the  river  (where  I  dragged  and  swept)  for  several  hours,  and  a  week 
ago  last  Thursday  two  wagons  brought  down  thirty-six  torpedoes  to 
be  placed  in  the  river.  While  on  shore  to-day  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing enquiries  of  a  man  by  the  name  of  Wright,  whose  son  is  pilot  on 
board  this  vessel,  I  learned  that  a  regiment  of  rebel  cavalry  had  camped 
at  a  place  called  Plain  View,  only  5  miles  from  Mr.  Wright's  house,  and 
that  they  were  on  their  way  down  to  meet  our  troops  that  had  been  in 
Mathews  County.  I  understood  that  they  were  commanded  by  a  Colo- 
nel Hulse.  I  have  given  General  Wistar  information  of  their  approach, 
and  he  has  made  every  disposition  to  repel  them  should  they  attempt 
the  capture  of  Gloucester  Point,  and  I  have  this  vessel  and  the  Mystic 
both  in  readiness  to  give  every  assistance  should  it  be  needed. 

I  enclose  a  hastily  drawn,  and  consequently  very  rough,  sketch  of  the 
plan  adopted  in  sweeping  for  the  torpedoes.

Sir  :  General  Foster  was  on  board  to-day  and  desired  that  the  navy 
should  make  a  reconnoissance  on  Smith's  Island,  to  ascertain  if  the 
enemy  is  fortifying  it;  and  if  so,  where  and  how. 
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This  will  require  volunteers  fitted  for  the  service.  Officers,  men,  and 
marines  captured  in  their  uniform  are  prisoners  of  war.  It  is  desirable 
not  to  have  the  reconnoissance  discovered  or  divulged. 

Would  not  the  woods  on  the  east  side  and  south  end  of  Smith's 
Island  be  a  good  place  to  land  a  small  party  or  one  or  two  persons  to 
explore  gradually  and  report  .as  prearranged?  The  refugees  recently 
sent  up  from  the  blockade  say  that  the  enemy  are  fortifying  Smith's 
Island  and  cutting  roads. 

Is  this  on  the  east  side  or  at  Bald  Head,  or  both  f    Confer  with  a  few 
of  those  best  suited  to  the  service  and  arrange  as  good  a  plan  as  possi- 
ble, and  let  me  know  the  result  obtained  as  soon  as  practicable.

Report  of  Acting  Ensign  Webb,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  sinking  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Madgie,  in  toxc  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Fahkee,  en  route  from  Charleston,  S.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Fahkee, 
Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  October  13, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  Saturday,  October  10,  pur- 
suant to  an  order  from  Hear- Admiral  Dahlgren,  I  left  Charleston  Bar 
with  this  vessel  at  5  p.  m.,  having  in  tow  the  U.  S.  S.  Madgie  for 
Hampton  Koads. 

Through  the  night  the  weather  was  fine,  with  smooth  sea,  and  wind 
light  from  N.  E.,  increasing  at  4  a.  m.  to  a  fresh  breeze,  and  sea  rising. 

At  6:30  p.  m.  of  Sunday,  October  11,  a  strong  breeze  then  blowing 
from  N.  N.  E.,  with  a  rough  sea,  the  preconcerted  signal  of  "  wanting 
assistance7'  was  made  from  the  Madgie,  and  on  immediately  stopping 
the  engine  I  was  informed  by  Acting  Master  Polleys,  her  commanding 
officer,  that  the  Madgie  was  sinking,  and  that  he  wished  to  be  taken 
off  with  his  crew.  All  were  safely  transferred  to  this  vessel,  and  at 
8: 45  p.  m.,  Frying  Pan  Shoals  light-ship  then  bearing  by  compass 
N.  W.,  12  miles  distant,  the  Madgie  lurched  heavily  to  starboard  and 
sank  in  18  fathoms  of  water. 
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The  hawser  by  which  this  vessel  had  been  towing  the  Madgie  was 
then  immediately  cat  and  the  Fahkee  proceeded  on  her  way  to  Hamp- 
ton Roads. 

With  the  exception  of  three  boats,  the  chronometer,  and  some  few 
private  effects  of  the  officers  and  crew,  nothing  was  saved  from  the 
Madgie. 

I  enclose  a  certified  list  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Madgie,  now 
on  board  this  vessel.

Sir  :  I  enclose  herewith  a  coasting  manifest  in  blank,  signed  by  J.  D. 
West,  collector. 

This  document  has  been  sent  to  me  by  Major-General  Foster,  who, 
under  date  of  the  10th  instant,  informs  me  that  it  was  "  captured  on  a 
recent  expedition  to  Hog  Island  and  vicinity,"  on  the  Atlantic  side  of 
the  eastern  shore  of  Virginia,  and  expresses  his  suspicions  that  if  the 
signature  is  not  a  forgery  the  paper  has  been  expressly  prepared  for 
smuggling.  He  adds,  "At  any  rate,  it  looks  like  a  very  loose  way  of 
doing  business  to  have  such  papers  signed  in  blank  in  circulation."

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  6  a.  m.  on  the  13th  instant 
I  captured  a  small  sloop  a  mile  to  the  westward  of  Little  River,  North 
Carolina.  I  towed  her  up  to  the  fleet  and  anchored  her  under  the  lee 
of  Smith's  Island.  It  blew  fresh  from  the  northeast  during  the  night, 
badly  damaging  her  cargo,  which  consisted  of  II  sacks  of  salt,  2  boxes 
of  soap,  and  two  half  barrels  of  sal  soda.  No  papers  were  found  on 
board.

SiB:  It  become*  my  jtainfal  duty  to  report  to  too  the*  death,  yester- 
day, of  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  5.  T.  Strode  and  Seaman 
ijturgp  Terry,  by  the  breaking  of  a  teat  davit  under  the  following  eir- 
enmsUncefe: 

For  several  days  I  have  been  stationed  a>  picket  boat  to  the  west- 
ward of  the  fleet,  off  New  Inlet,  and  yesterday  rooming  at  9  o'clock 
made  a  strange  sail  to  seaward  wiibout  spars,  and  making  very  black 
smoke. 

I  signaled  to  the  senior  officer,  and  .-tailed  in  chase,  heading  E.15.  E. 

The  Hov^wak  Ktood  oat  from  the  batwUJi.  and  joined  in  the  chase, 
but  in  two  hour*  and  ten  minute*  was  entirely  ont  of  sight  astern. 

The  stranger  stood  from  u^  showing  black  smoke  occasionally,  and 
going  very  fast. 

We  beaded  for  her,  running  daring  the  forenoon  various  courses  from 
E.  S.  E.  to  X.  E.  by  X.  and  making  folly  10  knots  per  hoar. 

At  12  m.  a  heavy  rain  squall  came  up.  daring  which  we  kept  sight  of 
him  with  great  difficulty,  once  or  twice  losing  sight  of  him  for  a  few 
minutes. 

Between  'S  and  3  p.  m.  we  were  coming  op  with  the  chase  quite  rap- 
idly, heading  nearly  for  the  Lookout  Shoals.  She  soon  hauled  in  for 
the  land,  and  when  off  Beaufort  stood  off  to  the  eastward  again.  I 
headed  out  to  intercept  him,  when  he  stood  in  for  the  beach,  as  I  sop- 
posed  with  the  intention  of  going  ashore,  when  I  fired  a  shot  across  his 
bows,  which  brought  him  to,  and  he  showed  the  American  colors  and  a 
number.  This  was  the  first  time  he  had  shown  any  colors  during  the 
day,  ours  had  been  flying  all  the  time, 

When  we  saw  him  head  for  the  beach.  I  directed  my  executive  officer. 
Mr.  Porter,  to  get  our  boats  ready  to  go  on  board  of  him.  and  to  take 
an  engineer  and  three  firemen  with  him. 

The  boats  were  cleared  away,  with  three  men  iu  each  to  lower  and 
unhook  when  we  stopped. 

Mr.  Strude  asked  to  go,  and  got  into  the  i>ort  quarter  boat  with  his 
three  firemen,  without  Mr.  Porter  s  knowledge.  The  weight  proved  too 
much  for  the  davits,  the  after  one  breaking  off  just  above  the  guard, 
and  precipitating  all  in  the  boat  into  the  water. 

Mr.  Strude  and  Seaman  George  Terry  were  in  the  stern  sheets  and 
were  struck  by  the  boat  or  davit,  and  never  rose:  the  others  rose  to  the 
surface.  The  vessel  was  stopped  at  once  and  the  other  boat  lowered 
immediately.  The  men  were  all  rescued  except  the  two  who  disappeared 
so  suddenly. 

This  sad  accident  has  thrown  a  deep  gloom  over  all  on  board. 

Mr.  Strude  had  won  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  on  board  by 
his  attention  to  duty,  his  knowledge  of  his  profession,  and  his  ami- 
able manners. 

Terry  was  an  excellent  man  and  a  good  seaman. 

The  chase  proved  to  be  the  dispatch  boat  Oleander.  Acting  Master 
-John  S.  I  tennis  commanding,  from  Charleston,  bound  to  Fortress 
Monrrie. 

I  c.au  iior  refrain,  sir,  from  calling  your  attention  to  the  strange  con- 
:-  :•■:  -*l~  n  *<ind*-r\:i  thus  approaching  the  blockading  fleet  and  making 
-!-*•  i  -il.-  kt-.  whii-h  was  caused,  I  was  informed  by  Captain  Dennis, 
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by  pieces  of  hawser  and  other  things  thrown  into  the  furnaces  by  some 
one  on  board.  The  vessels  must  have  been  seen  to  stand  out  for  him, 
and  their  object  could  only  be  to  ascertain  his  character.  It  would 
seem  also  that  it  must  have  been  evident  that  I  was  chasing,  by  my 
altering  my  course  whenever  he  did,  as  well  as  by  the  rate  at  which  I 
was  running. 

The  Oleander  is  a  very  fast,  light  steamer,  and,  I  am  told,  has  on 
one  or  two  occasions  run  away  from  blockaders  who  have  attempted  to 
speak  her. 

During  the  chase  the  Nansemond  fully  met  the  expectations  of  all  on 
board,  going  easily  15  knots  per  hour,  and  part  of  the  time  nearly  16. 

We  came  in  last  evening  at  dusk,  have  coaled,  and  will  go  out  this 
afternoon. 

I  have  to  request  that  another  third  assistant  engineer  may  be 
[appointed]  in  Mr.  S trade's  place.

Navy,  commanding  dispatch 
steamer  Oleander,  of  the  pursuit  of  that  vessel  by  the  U.  8.  8.  Nanse- 
mond, October  15, 1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Oleander, 
Hampton  Roads,  October  19, 1863. 

Sm:  Having  received  a  request  from  you  verbally  that  you  wished 
me  to  explain  why  I  came  by  the  blockading  fleet  off  Wilmington  and 
not  letting  myself  be  known  to  those  vessels,  in  answer  to  the  above  I 
would  most  respectfully  state  that  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  I  ran 
inshore  on  the  southwest  side  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals  and  came  to  an 
anchor  (it  blowing  fresh  at  the  time  from  N.  E.).  I  there  reported  to 
the  senior  officer. 

On  the  morning  of  the  15th  I  got  underway  in  plain  sight  of  three  or 
four  blockading  vessels.  1  crossed  the  shoal,  being  then  about  4  miles 
from  U.  S.  S.  James  Adger,  she  getting  underway  and  standing  to  the 
north.  I  ran  up,  steering  E.  N.  E.  by  my  compass,  but  making  a  N.  E. 
course  (my  compass  being  very  much  out  of  the  way).  I  saw  the  James 
Adger  go  near  four  different  vessels,  which  were  all  the  vessels  I  saw 
to  the  north  of  the  shoal.  About  10  a.  m.  I  saw  the  smoke  of  a  steamer 
apparently  in  the  direction  where  1  had  seen  the  Adger  last.  I  did  not 
,  think  that  there  was  any  steamer  after  us,  unless  she  was  bound  north 
as  well  as  myself,  as  I  thought  that  the  James  Adger  had  communicated 
with  all  the  vessels  on  that  station;  consequently  they  would  all  know 
who  we  were. 

About  12  in.,  as  it  cleared  away  (had  been  rainy),  we  saw  that  the 
steamer  had  gained  on  us  several  miles,  and  was  making  a  great  deal  of 
'  black  smoke  (caused  by  burning  pork,  as  Lieutenant  Lamson  informed 
me).  1  still  was  under  the  impression  that  the  steamer  was  bound  north, 
as  she  fired  no  gun  or  showed  any  other  signal  that  she  wished  to  speak 
us  until  after  I  had  slowed  down  and  rounded  in  for  the  outer  buoy  off 
Beaufort  Harbor,  N.  C,  and  the  pilot  coming  out  to  me,  when  a  gun 
was  fired  from  the  Nansemond.    I  hoisted  my  number,  took  a  pilot  on 
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board,  and  ran  into  tbe  harbor;  tbe  Nansemond  also  took  a  pilot  and 
came  inside.  I  reported  to  the  senior  officer  at  this  station,  also  took 
in  some  coal,  and  in  conclusion,  I  would  most  respectfully  say,  that  as 
far  as  the  movements  of  the  Oleander  were  concerned,  I  can  see  nothing 
that  should  make  any  one  think  that  she  was  a  blockade  runner,  as  I 
steered  a  direct  course  for  Gape  Lookout  light  until  I  judged  royselt  far 
enough  to  haul  in  for  Beaufort,  and  I  am  not  aware  that  there  was  any 
black  smoke  from  my  steamer  before  12  o'clock  m.  When  I  saw  it  1 
immediately  enquired  why  we  were  making  such  a  black  smoke,  and 
finally,  after  a  good  deal  of  talking,  found  that  some  of  the  men  had 

?ut  a  piece  of  hemp  hawser  about  2  fathoms  long  into  the  furnace, 
'hat  was  the  only  time  that  I  saw  black  smoke  during  the  day.

Sir:  At  8: 45  p.m.  yesterday  I  received  a  dispatch  from  General 
Foster  informing  mt  that  he  had  received  telegraphic  information 
from  Williamsburg  that  at  7:.'H)  p.  in.  a  steamer  was  in  James  Kiver 
opposite  Hog  Island,  and  that  rockets  were  thrown  up  in  the  direction 
of  the  rebel  signal  station  next  above  Hog  Island. 

I  immediately  dispatched  two  tugs,  under  temporary  command  of 
Lieutenant  Fyffe  and  Ensign  Niles,  to  effect  the  capture  of  this  small 
steamer,  which  I  suppose  was  there  for  mails,  merchandise,  etc. 

This  morning  the  tugs  returned  without  having  seen  the  reported 
rebel,  which  had  probably  got  off  before  their  arrival,  as  they  were 
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compelled  to  move  ^lowly  and  feel  their  way  by  night.    The  enemy  has 
a  regular  system  of  signals  in  operation  along  James  River.

James  River  in  search  of  Confederate  steamer.

Off  Newport  News j  Va.,  October  16, 1863. 

Sib:  I  have  respectfully  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  verbal 
order  I  started  at  11  p.  m.  yesterday  on  a  reconnoissance  up  the  James 
River  in  the  steam  tug  Lilac,  accompanied  by  Ensign  Marston  Niles  in 
the  steam  tug  Young  America.  The  weather  was  dark  and  thick  and 
our  progress  slow,  having  to  feel  our  way  with  the  lead.  At  about 
3:30  a.  m.  today,  at  a  point  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  about 2 
miles  below  Hog  Island,  a  signal  was  made  with  lights,  which  was 
immediately  answered  from  several  points  on  both  sides  of  the  river 
and  above  us.  The  Lilac  threw  a  shell  at  the  signal  station,  when  both 
vessels  stood  on  up  the  river,  stopping  off  Hog  Island  for  about  half  an 
hour,  after  which  passed  on  up  above  the  old  town  of  Jamestown, 
examining  all  the  creeks  and  coves,  but  found  no  vessel  or  boats  of 
any  kind.  At  about  6 :  30  a.  m.  started  on  our  return  to  this  place.  At 
7 :  30,  on  passing  the  place  from  which  we  had  been  signalized,  both 
vessels  threw  five  shells  each  into  the  woods  about  the  station.

Sir:  The  scout  mentioned  in  my  No.  96  of  yesterday  reports  that 
he  saw  no  troops  between  here  and  White  House,  and  that  there  were 
but  four  pickets  at  that  place. 

The  position  of  the  torpedoes  planted  by  the  rebels,  as  far  as  he  could 
learn,  was  where  1  dragged  and  swept  for  them  in  the  York  River  and 
at  the  blockade  in  the  Pamunkey  River.  He  will  go  out  agaiu  and  try 
and  learn  positively  as  to  their  position,  when  I  shall  make  another 
effort  for  their  removal.  I  would  have  continued  the  search  for  them, 
but  deemed  it  important  for  me  to  cruise  in  the  bay  a  portion  of  the 
time.

Report  of  Actiny  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  V.  S.  Navy,  referring  to  a  proposed 

cooperative  movement  on  Fort  Powhatan. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News,  Va,,  October  18, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  remarked  recently  to  General  Foster  that  I  thought  Fort  Pow- 
hatan should  have  been  occupied  after  the  Merrimack  was  destroyed^ 

'Not  fonnd. 
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instead  of  Suffolk  and  Williamsburg.  He  then  expressed  his  readiness 
to  occupy  it  now  if  I  would  keep  his  communications  open.  This  would 
seem  to  require  two  ironclads  (as  the  enemy  are  understood  to  have 
three  ironclads  at  Richmond)  until  the  army  can  mount  some  heavy 
guns  at  Fort  Powhatan,  though  I  am  quite  willing  to  undertake  it  with 
the  Sangamon,  if  the  Department  has,  as  I  hope,  concluded  to  keep  her 
in  this  squadron,  and  some  of  the  new  double-enders  to  keep  open  the 
communications  of  the  army. 

I  have  nothing  here  in  addition  to  this  ship  and  the  two  ironclads 
but  the  Cambridge  and  Cere*,  waiting  repairs. 

I  recently  examined,  with  General  Foster,  the  fortifications  on  the 
Deep  Creek  and  Western  Branch  line  (5  miles  long)  for  the  defense  of 
Norfolk,  the  navy  yard,  etc.  These  fortifications  are  on  a  scale  worthy 
of  the  defense  of  Washington  on  one  side,  and  were  commenced  by 
General  Dix  and  well  advanced  before  General  Foster  arrived.  General 
Foster  laments  the  labor  previously  expended  on  this  line,  which  obliges 
him  to  complete  it,  but  he  has  commenced  an  inner  base  of  earthworks 
near  to  Portsmouth,  the  navy  yard,  and  Norfolk  which  can  be  defended 
by  a  comparatively  small  force.  The  outer  line  will  take  a  very  large 
force.  The  navy  yard,  however,  will  be  well  fortified.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  lr.  S.  Nary,  regarding  miscellaneous  matters 

pertaining  to  the  blockade. 

U.  S.  S.  Daootah, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Cape  Fear  River,  October  19,  18(13. 

Sir:  In  conformity  witli  your  orders  of  October  0  I  have  transferred 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid  from  the  command  of  the 
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Victoria  to  the  command  of  the  Hoicquah,  and  Acting  Master  0.  W. 
Lee,  commanding  tbe  latter  vessel,  to  the  command  of  the  Victoria, 
with  orders  to  proceed  with  her  to  Hampton  Roads  to  report  to  yon. 
The  Victoria  is  hardly  fit  for  this  service,  and  I  hope  some  other  vessel 
may  be  substituted  for  her  and  be  sent  to  as.  At  the  same  time  I 
wonld  respectfully  suggest  that  the  tug  Violet,  or  some  other  small,  fast 
vessel  may  be  seut  for  service  at  the  Western  Bar  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible, where  I  found  such  an  one  of  infinite  service  when  I  was  senior 
officer  there.  If  she  could  not  carry  a  large  quantity  of  coal,  she  could 
always  be  supplied  from  the  larger  vessels,  as  I  did  with  the  Violet. 

I  enclose  some  notes  of  information*  obtained  by  Lieutenant  Lamson 
from  the  prisoners  he  captured  in  the  Douro,  which  may  be  of  interest 
to  you.  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  conduct  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  tug  Oleander  in  appearing  off  this  inlet  on 
his  way  to  Beaufort,  and  by  altering  his  couise  several  times  and  burn- 
ing pieces  of  tarred  hawser  to  make  black  smoke,  so  as  to  simulate  a 
blockade  runner,  and  drawing  from  this  station  two  steamers  to  chase, 
as  a  practical  joke,  to  try  the  speed  of  the  blockaders.  She  was  chased 
by  the  Nansemond  for  six  hours  and  at  last  overhauled  and  brought  to 
by  a  shot,  and  did  not  show  colors,  and  in  every  way  pretending  that 
she  was  a  blockade  runner,  and  the  Nansemond,  at  the  last  moment, 
supposing  him  to  be  a  prize,  lost  an  engineer  and  one  man  in  lowering 
his  boat  to  board  her  as  such,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Oleander  con- 
sidering it  a  good  joke  thus  to  deprive  the  blockade  of  the  services  of  one 
or  more  vessels  if,  by  his  maneuvers,  any  vessels  could  be  drawn  off 
in  the  pursuit.  The  absence  of  the  Nansemond,  in  consequence  of  this 
joke,  was  severely  felt,  as  the  next  morning  a  runner  got  in  at  this  inlet, 
which  dould  have  been  prevented  could  the  Nansemond  have  been  at 
her  station  and  not  been  drawn  off  on  a  false  chase.  I  understand  it  is 
not  the  first  joke  of  the  kind  which  this  officer  has  practiced  in  the 
same  vessel. 

I  have  to  report  to  you  that  I  fear  I  may  be  obliged  to  absent  myself 
with  the  Dacotah  from  this  inlet  for  a  time,  to  seek  a  harbor  where  my 
sick  may  be  nursed,  having  this  morning  33  cases  of  varioloid,  or  small- 
pox, among  the  crew.  The  cases  are  not  now  very  violent,  but  there  is 
apprehension  of  its  increase.  Should  it  spread  more,  or  increase  in  viru- 
lence, I  will  be  obliged  to  seek  Beaufort,  or  probably  Norfolk,  to  recu- 
perate. I  will  remain,  however,  as  long  as  there  is  hope  of  its  preserv- 
ing its  present  bounds,  as  I  should  regret  very  much  the  necessity  to 
leave  the  blockade,  where  every  vessel,  and  more  if  we  can  get  them, 
is  so  much  needed. 

The  Grand  tful/has  just  reported,  and  at  the  urgent  request  of  Com- 
mander Parker,  senior  officer  off  Western  Bar  (where  the  runners  are 
doing  a  brisk  business  since  the  strengthening  of  this  side),  I  have 
assigned  her  to  duty  on  that  side  for  the  present.

Destruction  of  the  steamer  Venus,  October  21, 1863. 
Boport  of  Captain  Bands,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  report  of  Lieutenant  lannon,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  DAOOTAH, 

Off  New  Inlet,  Cape  Fear  River,  October  21, 1863. 

Sib:  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  to  you  the  destruction  of  the 
large,  fast  blockade  runner  Venus,  first  seen  and  chased  by  the  Nansc- 
mond,  Lieutenant  Lamson  commanding,  aud  run  on  shore  by  her  cap- 
tain while  she  was  filling  with  water,  by  a  shot  from  the  Nansemond. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  Niphon,  Acting  Master  Breck,  the  Nanse- 
mond endeavored  to  pull  her  off  the  beach,  but  not  succeeding  they  set 
fire  to  her  about  3  a.  m.  this  morning.  At  daylight,  discovering  that 
she  was  not  burned  effectually  forward,  she  was  again  boarded  and  set 
on  fire  there,  and  the  Niphon,  Nansennond,  and  Iron  Age  finished  the 
business  by  riddling  her  with  shot,  so  that  nothing  is  left  but  her  iron 
hull,  a  complete  wreck. 

This  makes  a  pretty  good  record  of  work  for  this  division  of  the  North 
Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  under  your  command  for  the  last  five 
weeks  since  the  15th  of  last  month,  viz:  Arabian,  run  ashore  at  New 
Inlet;  Hebe,  on  beach  above  Fort  Fisher;  Phantom,  samo))lace;  Douro, 
same  place;  Venus,  same  place;  Elizabeth,  at  Lock  wood's  Folly;  Juno, 
captured,  making  a  total  of  six  destroyed  and  one  captured.  The  Eugenie 
was  also  run  on  shore  at  New  Inlet  on  the  8th  September  under  the 
guns  of  Fort  Fisher,  where  she  was  gotten  off  by  the  rebels,  but  so 
much  damaged  as  to  be  yet  under  repairs  at  Wilmington. 

Night  before  last  Lieutenant  Lamson  projected  and  carried  out  a  plan 
for  obtaining  information  and  bringing  off  the  wife  of  Mr.  Bowen,  the 
pilot  of  the  Nansemond,  by  landing  a  contraband  acquainted  with  the 
locality  near  the  former  pilot  station  of  Mr.  Bowen  and  residence  of 
Mrs.  Bowen,  who  last  night  was  taken  off  by  the  Niphon  (in  the  absence 
of  the  Nansemond,  away  in  chase)  at  a  signal  made  by  the  contraband, 
and  both  are  now  safely  on  board  the  Nansemond. 

I  can  not  say  too  much  in  favor  of  such  vessels  as  the  Nansemond  aud 
Niphon,  with  their  energetic  commanding  officers,  for  blockading  pur- 
poses. Give  us  a  few  such  and  we  will  put  a  stop  to  this  nefarious 
British  trade  and  make  Wilmington  a  closed  port.  With  small,  fast, 
low-pressure  steamers  for  each  of  these  inlets,  we  will  go  far  to  lessen 
materially  the  profits  of  blockade  running. 

The  system  of  light,  speedy  vessels  was  inaugurated  with  the  tug  Violet 
at  the  Western  Bar  of  Cape  Fear  River  successfully  while  1  was  senior 
officer  there,  and  we  are  now  experiencing  its  good  effect  here.  Although 
the  Venus  is  said  by  her  captain  (a  prisoner  with  his  crew  on  board  the 
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Nansemond)  to  be  the  best  blockade  runner  and  fastest  in  the  trade, 
she  was  rapidly  being  overhauled  by  the  Nansemond  and  was  beached 
by  her  captain. 

I  find  the  Nansemond  so  useful  that  I  am  coaling  her  from  this  vessel 
to  keep  her  here  during  the  next  few  dark  nights. 

The  sickness  on  board  does  not  seem  to  spread  dangerously,  though 
we  have  seven  very  serious  cases,  two  of  them  [in  a]  critical  condition, 
with  but  one  new  case  since  my  last,  and  that  one  quite  light.  The 
weather  has  favored  us  so  far,  but  a  gale  may  necessitate  our  seeking 
a  smoother  place  than  this.

U.  S.  S.  Nansemond, 
Off  New  Inlet ,  Wilmington,  N.  0.,  October  21, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  and  entire  destruction  of 
the  blockade  runner  Venus,  from  Nassau  to  Wilmington,  with  a  cargo 
of  lead,  drugs,  dry  goods,  bacon,  and  coffee. 

This  morning  at  12:30  she  attempted  to  run  the  blockade,  but  was 
discovered  by  this  vessel,  and  after  a  short  chase  overhauled.  When 
abeam,  I  opened  fire  on  her,  one  shot  striking  her  foremast,  another 
exploding  in  her  wardroom,  a  third  passing  through  forward  and  kill- 
ing one  man,  and  a  fourth,  striking  under  the  guard  near  the  water  line, 
knocked  in  an  iron  plate,  causing  her  to  make  water  fast.  She  was 
run  ashore.  We  boarded  her  at  once,  capturing  her  captain  and  22  of 
her  officers  and  crew.  The  U.  S.  S.  Niphon,  Acting  Master  J.  B.  Breck, 
commanding,  which  was  lying  near  where  she  went  ashore,  came  imme- 
diately to  my  assistance.  I  ran  a  9-inch  hawser  to  the  Venus,  and  Gap- 
tain  Breck  sent  a  7-inch  hawser  to  the  Nansemond1 8  bow,  but  all  our 
efforts  were  unavailing,  as  the  tide  had  turned  ebb,  and  she  was  going 
at  least  14  knots  per  hour  when  she  went  ashore.  Finding  it  impossible 
to  move  her,  I  ordered  her  to  be  set  on  fire,  which  was  done  in  three 
places  by  Acting  Ensigns  Porter  and  Henderson,  of  this  vessel.  Our 
boats  were  for  some  time  exposed  to  a  sharp  fire  of  musketry  from  the 
beach,  and  the  vessel  was  within  range  of  one  of  the  batteries.  We  had 
just  commenced  shelling  her  machinery  when  another  vessel  was  seen 
offshore,  and  by  the  light  of  the  burning  steamer  I  was  able  to  give 
him  one  shot  and  started  in  pursuit,  but  it  was  so  cloudy  and  hazy  that 
we  lost  sight  of  her  almost  immediately.  I  ran  east  at  the  rate  of  14 
knots  till  7  o'clock,  but  did  not  get  sight  of  him  again,  and  ran  back, 
making  the  land  on  the  northward. 

In  the  meantime,  Captain  Breck,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Iron  Age, 
Lieutenant-Commander  Stone,  had  completed  the  destruction  of  the 
Venus,  her  boilers  having  been  blown  up  and  her  hull  riddled  with 
shell. 

1  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  Captain  Breck  for  the  prompt  assist- 
ance rendered  me  by  sending  his  boats  to  assist  in  carrying  my  heavy 
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hawser  and  by  sending  a  hawser  to  the  NansemondPs  bows.  His  boats 
tbtn  reported  to  Acting  Ensign  J.  11.  Porter,  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
Venus.  The  fire  forward  not  burning  as  well  as  was  expected,  he  sent 
a  boat  on  board  in  the  morning  and  rekindled  it. 

The  Venus  was  205  feet  long  and  1,000  tons  measurement,  and  is  rep- 
resented by  her  captain  and  officers  to  have  been  one  of  the  finest  and 
fastest  vessels  engaged  in  running  the  blockade.  She  had  the  finest 
engines  of  any  vessel  in  this  trade,  and  was  sheathed  completely  over 
with  iron.  She  drew  8  feet  of  water,  and  when  bound  out  last  crossed 
the  bar  at  low  water  with  over  600  bales  of  cotton  on  board.  The 
wrecks  of  the  Hebe,  Douro,  and  Venus  are  within  a  short  distance  of 
each  other. 

Enclosed  is  a  list  of  the  officers  aud  crew  of  the  Venus,  captured 
before  they  could  escape.

U.  S.  S.  Florida, 
Off  Beaufort,  October  26, 1863. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  on  the  25th  instant,  at  3  p.  m.,  in 
latitude  34°  08'  and  longitude  77°  10',  we  made  a  strange  steamer  bear- 
ing E.N.  K.;  beat  to  quarters  and  fired  a  shot  to  heave  her  to.  At 
3 : 30  p.  m.  spoke  stranger;  proved  to  be  the  steamer  Jupiter,  prize  to 
IT.  S.  S.  Cimarron.  She  reported  herself  to  be  in  a  sinking  condition, 
with  her  ensign  set  union  down,  and  requested  assistance.  Sent  a  boat 
to  her,  but  could  not  board  her  on  account  of  the  sea;  veered  a  hawser 
to  her  and  took  her  in  tow,  wind  blowing  a  gale  from  N.  E.,  and  a  heavy 
sea  running  and  breaking  over  her.  At  0: 30  a.  in.  on  the  20th  arrived 
oft*  Beaufort  Bar  with  the  Jupiter  in  tow. 

Ascertained  on  hoarding  her  this  morning  that  at  the  time  she  was 
taken  in  tow  the  water  was  gaining  on  her,  with  all  her  pumps  going 
and  crew  bailing.  One  wheel  damaged  and  best  speed  at  any  time  had 
been  0  knots.  Would  doubtless  have  foundered  if  it  had  not  been  for 
our  assistance. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  would  most  respectfully  make  a  claim 
for  salvage,  as  entitled  by  the  law  in  such  cases. 

As  I  wish  to  give  you  the  earliest  information  T  do  not  wait  for  the 
regular  channel,  but  send  direct.

S.  Navy,  presenting  plan 
of  defense  against  the  Confederate  ironclad  in  the  Roanoke  River. 

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  October,  31, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  tried  to  make  a  survey  of  the  rivers  and  cut-offs  about  here, 
but  on  account  of  the  rough  way  in  which  it  was  done  when  the  work 
was  plotted,  the  streams  intersected  at  points  where  they  should  have 
been  several  hundred  feet  apart,  so  I  gave  it  up  in  disgust. 

I  send  you  a  rough  plan  of  the  various  streams  without  any  attempt 
at  measurement  of  distances,  but  which,  with  explanations,  will  enable 
you  to  understand  the  position  of  Plymouth. 

The  vessel  building  above  can  run  through  any  of  the  small  streams 
shown  on  the  chart.  There  is  water  enough  for  her  to  pass  through 
Middle  Biver,  by  way  of  the  Lower  Thoroughfare  and  Eastmost  Biver, 
into  the  Roanoke. 

If  we  desire  only  to  prevent  this  vessel  from  getting  into  the  sound, 
we  might  place  torpedoes  at  the  mouths  of  the  Roanoke,  Gashie,  and 
Eastmost  rivers,  where  the  water  is  shoal  and  current  not  strong.  But 
this  would  make  it  necessary  to  keep  someone  there  to  prevent  their 
removal,  if  planted  in  the  Roanoke,  torpedoes  must  be  set  off  by 
hand.  Percussion  will  not  do,  on  account  of  the  strength  of  the  stream 
and  of  the  large  quantities  of  driftwood  brought  down  by  every  freshet. 
Piles  at  Tallow  Island  driven  several  feet  into  the  earth  have  been 
swept  away  by  the  current  and  by  the  driftwood,  which  lodged  against 
them  through  neglect  to  cut  them  off  at  the  water's  edge  duriug  low 
water. 

I  enclose  a  plan,  which  I  think  feasible,  for  the  protection  of  Ply- 
mouth and  the  sounds  and  the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  vessel. 

There  is  an  old  light-boat  at  New  Berne  which  would  auswer  to  sink. 

On  the  plan  of  obstructions  I  send  one  row  of  piles  has  been  driven 
at  C  and  another  at  C. 

I  know  nothing  of  making  torpedoes. 

The  piles  we  have  already  driven  can  not  resist  the  force  of  any 
heavy  vessel  coming  down  with  the  strength  of  the  current;  indeed,  I 
think  I  could  run  over  them  in  the  Whitehead.

Report  of  Captain  Ridgely,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  of  the  steamer 
Margaret  and  Jessie  and  positions  of  the  blockading  vessels. 

IT.  S.  S.  Shenandoah, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  5, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Captain  Sands  was  senior  officer 
when  the  Mercedita  and  Grand  6M/ rei>orted  for  duty  off  this  blockade. 

The  U.  S.  S.  Keystone  State,  Commander  Donaldson,  reported  for  duty 
on  this  blockade  on  the  30th  of  October. 

On  the  2d  of  November  1  ordered  the  Keystone  State  offshore  to  cruise 
where  the  blockade  runners  pass  during  daylight  and  to  return  to  meet 
the  supply  boat. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  on  the  night  of  the  4th  of  Novem- 
ber, at  1  o'clock,  the Niphon,  stationed  6  miles  to  the  northward,  close 
into  the  beach,  made  out  a  blockade  runner  passing  under  cover  of 
the  laud,  when  she  opened  on  the  blockade  runner  with  her  guns  and 
gave  chase  down  the  beach  toward  the  bar. 

The  Hoicquah,  stationed  oft"  the  bar,  steamed  in  very  close  to  inter- 
cept him.  When  the  runner  arrived  off  the  bar,  the  Hoicquah  welcomed 
him  with  a  discharge  from  her  battery,  which  induced  him  to  turn 
around  and  put  to  sea  with  the  Hoicquah  in  chase.  She  kept  in  sight 
of  him  all  night. 

The  next  morning  the  Keystone  State  and  Nansemond,  that  were  off- 
shore, took  up  the  chase,  and  an  army  transport  that  happened  to  be 
passing  by  went  in  pursuit  of  the  rebel  also. 

The  Nansemond  and  Keystone  State  crowded  him  toward  the  Fulton, 
and  she  came  up  with  him  first  and  took  possession  of  the  blockade 
runner,  named  Margaret  and  Jessie. 

The  squadron  had  driven  the  blockade  runner  from  the  mouth  of  the 
harbor,  and  were  pursuing  him  successfully  when  the  Fulton  inter- 
cepted him. 

Commander  Donaldson  has  given  you  a  detailed  account  of  the  chase 
and  the  part  which  the  Keystone  State  took  in  it,  which  1  forward  by  the 
Neic  Berne 

I  have  ordered  the  three  fastest  vessels  offshore,  viz :  the  Nansemond, 
the  Keystone  State,  and  the  Florida;  the  Nansemond  to  cruise  from  ( 'ape 
Lookout  <>0  miles  south, and  return  on  the  same  line  north;  the.  Keystone 
State  to  take  position  70  miles  E.  S.  E.  from  New  Inlet  and  cruise  .'50 
miles  S.  W.  and  30  miles  N.  E.  from  the  position  of  E.  S.  E.  of  New  Inlet; 
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the  Florida  to  take  a  position  40  miles  S.  by  E.  from  the  light-boat  off 
Frying  Pan  Shoals  and  cruise  30  miles  E.  N.  E.  from  the  position  given 
her  and  30  miles  W.  S.  W. 

Each  vessel  has  a  line  of  60  miles  to  cruise  on,  and  I  feel  confident 
that  the  blockade  runners  coming  in  or  going  out  will  be  seen  by  one 
or  tbe  other  of  the  outside  blockaders  during  daylight 

I  have  ordered  Commander  Aliny,  senior  officer  off  Western  Bar,  to 
send  a  fast  vessel  to  cruise  from  the  western  limit  of  the  Florida's  line, 
east  and  west  of  the  Carolina  shore. 

The  Iron  Age  is  still  at  Beaufort,  fN.  C],  repairing  her  machinery. 
The  Daylight  is  also  there  coaling.  The  James  Adger  goes  to  Beaufort 
to-day  to  replenish  her  coal.  I  am  supplying  the  Howquah  with  coal 
from  this  vessel  uutil  the  Iron  Age  returns.  I  am  looking  for  her  every 
hour. 

I  can  not  close  this  letter  without  expressing  to  you  my  appreciation 
of  the  vigilance,  zeal,  and  energy  displayed  by  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  Howquah  in  turning  the  blockade  runner  back,  when  he  had 
reached  the  entrance  of  the  harbor,  and  following  him  from  1  o'clock 
a.  m.  until  daylight  without  losing  sight  of  him.

Bib:  Colonel  Jourdan,  commanding  the  Department  of  Beaufort, 
having  come  on  board  this  afternoon  bringing  intelligence  of  a  schooner 
lauding  cargo  at  Bogue  Inlet,  I  addressed  an  order*  to  Acting  Volun- 
teer Lieutenant  E.  H.  Faucon,  commanding  steamer  Montgomery,  of 
which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy. 

I  ordered  him  not  to  land,  on  account  of  Colonel  Jourdan  informing 
me  that  the  enemy  had  quite  a  force  there,  and  as  he  thought  some 
heavy  pieces. 

At  the  same  time  I  received  a  letter,  written  by  order  of  Major- 
General  Peck,  informing  me  that  the  steamer  Robert  E.  Lee  was  about 
leaving  Wilmington,  N.  C,  with  mail  for  General  Magruder  aud  funds 
to  pay  the  troops  in  Texas.  This  was  accompanied  by  a  letter*  (of 
which  the  above  is  a  copy,  to  the  senior  officer  of  the  blockading  squad- 
ron off  Wilmington,  which  I  dispatched  by  the  New  Berne.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News ,  Va.,  November  12, 1863. 

Sir  :  By  rejwrts  dated  the  5th  from  the  blockade  oft'  Wilmington, 
brought  last  night  by  the  supply  steamer  New  Berne,  I  am  informed  as 
follows: 

On  the  night  of  the  4th  the  Niphon,  stationed  6  miles  to  the  north- 
ward of  New  Inlet,  discovered  a  blockade  runner  passing  inward  along 
the  beach;  gave  cba.se  to  and  opened  fire  on  her.  The  Howquah,  sta- 
tioned off  the  bar,  intercepted  the  stranger  as  she  was  endeavoring  to 
enter  the  harbor;  opened  tire  on  her  and  compelled  her  to  put  to  sea. 

The  Howquah  in  chase  kept  her  in  sight  all  night.  On  the  next 
morning  the  Keystone  State,  at  8:30,  and  the  Nansemond,  at  10,  joined 
in  the  HowquaWs  chase,  as  did  a  strange  steamer  (the  army  transport 
Fulton).  The  Nansemond  passed  the  Fulton  at  11 :  30,  and  soon  opened 
fire,  gaining,  when  a  strong  breeze  from  the  S.  \V.  having  sprung  up, 
the  sea  breaking  under  her  low  guards,  she  was  passed  at  1:45  by  the 
Fulton,  which  continued  a  short  distance  ahead  till  she  brought  the 
chase  to  by  a  shot  from  her  bow  gun  at  3:50  p.  m.  As  soon  as  the 
Nansemond  came  up  Lieutenant  Lamson  sent  a  boat  on  board  to  render 
assistance,  and  the  NansemonoTs  flag  was  the  first  hoisted  on  the  prize. 

At  about  5  p.  m.  the  Keystone  State  came  up,  when  her  commanding 
officer,  Commander  Donaldson,  claimed  possession  of  the  prize  as  senior 
officer  present  and  being  within  signal  distance  at  the  time  of  capture. 

The  claim  was  resisted  by  the  master  of  the  Fulton,  and  Commander 
Donaldson  strangely  permitted  him  to  take  the  prize  in  tow  and  pro- 
ceed with  her  into  port.  Captain  Ridgely  says  the  squadron  had  driven 
this  blockade  runner  from  the  mouth  of  the  harbor  and  were  pursuing 
him  successfully  when  the  Fulton  ^coining  from  New  Orleans)  inter- 
cepted him. 

The  Margaret  and  Jessie  is  represented  to  be  a  steamer  of  about  700 
tons,  with  an  assorted  cargo,  a  part  of  which  was  thrown  overboard 
during  the  chase. 

Captain  Ridgely  highly  commends  the  vigilance  and  zeal  displayed 
by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  of  the  Howquah,  on  this 
occasion. 

I  enclose  (No.  1)  the  report  of  Commander  Donaldson,  of  the  Keystone 
State,  and  (Nos.  2  and  3)  those  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  of  the  Nanse- 
mond, both  officers  enclosing  prize  lists.

Sik  :  I  have  to  report  that  at  about  S:30  a.  in.  of  this  date  we  dis- 
covered black  smoke  and  immediately  gave  chase,  having  previously 
been  in  chase  of  a  schooner.  Saw  three  steamers,  one  of  which  proved 
to  be  the  transport  Fulton,  another  the  U.  S.-S.  Nansemond.  and  the 
third,  supposed  to  be  the  U.  8.  S.  Howquah,  also  in  chase.  The  Howquah, 
being  the  dullest  vessel,  was  soon  run  out  of  sight.

At  about  5  o'clock  p.  m.  we  came  up  with  the  chase,  and  she  proved 
to  be  the  blockade  runner  Margaret  and  Jessie,  of  Charleston,  8.  C, 
from  Nassau,  bound  to  Wilmington,  N.  0.  The  Fulton  and  Nansemond 
having  got  up  to  her,  I  wrote  a  note  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Fulton  (of  which  I  enclose  a  copy),  saying  I  would  take  charge  of  and 
send  a  prize  crew  aboard  the  prize.  His  reply  was  that  he  had  sent  a 
prize  crew  on  board  of  her,  had  her  in  tow,  and  intended  to  retain  pos- 
session of  her  and  tow  her  to  New  York*  It  coming  on  dark,  the  wind 
being  strong,  and  my  orders  from  the  commanding  officer  immediately 
oft  Wilmington  being  imperative  that  I  should  return  to  that  anchor- 
age to-day,  I  permitted  the  Fulton  to  proceed  on  her  course  with  the 
prize  in  tow. 

We  saw  numerous  boxes  afloat,  which  had  been  thrown  overboard 
from  the  prize.  We  picked  up  a  bundle  of  pattern  cards  of  dry  goods, 
thrown  overboard  from  her. 

On  the  part  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel  (a  list  of  which  I 
herewith  enclose)  we  claim  our  full  share  of  the  captured  vessel. 

I  respectfully  desire  to  attract  the  attentiion  of  the  Department  to 
the  fact  that  the  master  of  the  transport  Fulton  sent  me  what  I  consider 
an  improper  reply  through  the  officer  sent  to  him.  I  being  the  senior 
officer  present,  and  being  within  close  signal  distance  at  the  time  of 
capture,  he,  in  my  opinion,  had  no  right  or  authority  to  any  control 
of  or  command  over  the  prize  during  the  presence  of  this  ship.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part 
takeu  by  this  vessel  in  the  capture  of  the  rebel  steamer  Margaret  and 
Jessie  to-day : 

This  foreuoon,  at  10  o'clock,  in  latitude  34°  05'  H.,  longitude  76°  50' 
W.,  we  made  a  dim  black  smoke  to  the  southward  and  westward  and 
soon  made  out  from  the  way  it  tended  that  the  vessel  was  running  off- 
shore. We  stood  to  intercept  her,  and  discovered  a  sail  (afterwards 
found  to  be  the  army  transport  Fulton)  apparently  in  chase  of  the 
blockade  ruuuer,  and  soon  after  another  sail  (U.  S.  S.  Keystone  State) 
also  in  pursuit. 

By  11 :  30  we  had  passed  the  Fulton  and  were  leaving  her  astern, 
and  at  12  id.  opened  tire  on  the  chase,  our  shots  falling  but  little  short, 
and  measurements  with  the  sextant  assured  us  that  we  were  gaining 
on  her,  when  a  strong  breeze  came  up  from  the  south^^t^  \ycY\y£ti^ 
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quite  a  heavy  sea,  which  striking  under  the  low  guards  of  the  Nans* 
tnond  impeded  her  progress,  and  at  1 :  15  p.  tn.  the  Fulton  passed  us  and 
continued  a  short  distance  ahead  till  she  brought  the  chase  to  by  a 
shot  from  her  bow  gun  at  3 :  50  p.  m. 

As  soon  as  we  came  up  1  sent  a  boat  on  board  with  Acting  Ensign 
J.  B.  Henderson  and  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  E.  Aspold  to 
render  assistance,  and  our  flag  was  the  first  hoisted  on  the  prize. 

In  a  very  short  time  the  Keystone  State  came  up,  and  I  reported  to 
Commander  Donaldson.  The  prize  proved  to  be  the  Margaret  and 
Jessie,  of  Charleston,  8.  C,  from  Nassau,  bound  to  Wilmington  with  an 
assorted  cargo,  a  part  of  which  was  thrown  overboard  during  the  chase. 
The  capture  was  made  in  about  latitude  33°  34'  N.,  longitude  75°  48' 
W.  She  is  a  side-wheel  steamer  of  700  tons,  and  has  been  a  fast  and 
successful  blockade  runner.

Sra :  After  having  carefully  revised  my  report  of  the  5th  of  November, 
in  regard  to  the  capture  of  the  Margaret  and  Jessie,  and  again  con- 
sulted the  log,  1  find  that  I  can  not  make  any  additions  of  importance 
to  or  corrections  in  my  report,  except  in  the  following  circumstances: 

At  the  time  we  first  sighted  the  chase  she  bore  nearly  south  from  us 
and  distant  about  16  miles. 

It  was  less  than  thirty  minutes  from  the  time  the  chase  hove  to  till 
the  boat's  crew  from  this  vessel  was  on  board  and  our  flag  hoisted  on 
the  prize. 

I  should  have  taken  charge  of  the  prize  myself  had  not  Captain 
Donaldson  been  so  near,  and  I  said  everything  that  was  proper  to 
induce  him  to  take  charge  of  her  or  to  permit  me  to  do  so. 

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  my  report  referred  to  above,  and  a  diagram 
showing  the  positions  of  the  vessels  at  the  time  of  sighting  the  chase 
at  12  m.,  and  at  the  time  of  the  capture,  with  the  distances  estimated 
by  the  watch  officers.

2£  to  3  miles;  the  steamer  Fulton  was  1  mile  astern  of  us,  the  steamer 
Keystone  State  was  6  miles  astern  of  us.  At  the  time  of  the  capture 
the  Keystone  State  was  3  to  4  miles  astern  and  the  Fulton  2£  to  3  miles 
ahead  of  us.  The  stars  in  the  Fulton's  ensign  were  distinctly  seen  by 
us  with  the  aid  of  a  glass.

Sir  :  Commander  Almy,  under  date  of  October  28,  reports  to  me  the 
seizure  by  the  Mercedita  (Lieutenaut-Commander  Arnold)  of  the  British 
schooner  William,  with  salt  on  board,  50  miles  S.  S.  W.  £  W.  from 
Beaufort.  Her  papers  appearing  correct  and  the  only  suspicious  cir- 
cumstance about  her  being  her  position,  Commander  Almy  concluded 
to  order  her  release,  Lieutenant-Commander  Arnold  endorsing  upon 
her  papers  the  cause  of  her  detention.  No  dates  are  given.  Com- 
mander Almy  considers  that  Lieutenant-Commander  Arnold  was  right, 
under  the  circumstances,  in  detaining  her,  and  remarks: 

The  captain  of  this  schooner  (whose  name  is  Edmund  Gardner)  seems  quite  angry 
at  his  detention ,  and  at  first  hesitated  whether  he  would  receive  his  release,  and 
threatens  damages  and  an  appeal  to  his  Government,  etc.,  for  detention.  I  have 
warned  him  to  clear  himself  off  the  coast  at  once  and  to  keep  clear  of  it. 

I  have  required  from  Commander  Almy  another  report  of  the  case, 
including  dates,  which,  when  received,  I  will  forward  to  the  Depart- 
ment. 

Under  the  same  date,  Commander  Almy  reports  the  capture  off  Fry- 
ing Pan  Shoals  light  boat  of  the  British  schooner  Herald  (of  and  from 
Nassau,  of  about  100  tons  burden,  with  350  bags  of  salt  and  125  kegs 
of  soda  on  board)  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Calypso,  on  the  night  of  October  24, 
1863. 

The  prize  master  of  the  Herald  this  morning  reports  his  arrival  here 
on  his  way  to  Washington,  to  deliver  the  prize  to  the  district  judge. 
Enclosed  is  a  duplicate  prize  list  of  the  Calypso.

Rebel  steamer  J.  D.  Vance  arrived  at  St.  George  on  the  27th.  Rebel  Bteamer  Dee 
arrived  at  Hamilton,  [Bermuda],  from  Wilmington  on  the  21st  with  a  cargo  of 
cotton,  tobacco,  and  turpentine.

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  a  copy  of  a  report  made 
by  Captain  Farqubar,  chief  engineer  Eighteenth  Army  Corps.  The 
endorsement  was  made  by  me  before  my  conversation  with  you  this 
morning.  Should  you  see  fit  to  have  the  senior  officer  in  command  of 
the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  give  the  necessary  order  for  forming  the 
blockade  referred  to,  it  will  relieve  the  officer  in  command  of  the  army 
forces  iu  North  Carolina  from  a  duty  with  which  he  is  not  supposed  to 
be  familiar.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some  of  the  hulks  now 
anchored  near  New  Berne  be  used  for  the  purpose.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  verbal  orders  1  proceeded  to  Plymouth, 
N.  C.  On  my  arrival  there  I  called  on  General  Wessells  and  stated  to 
him  the  object  of  my  visit  to  Plymouth.  He  seemed  to  fully  appreciate 
the  necessity  of  prompt  action.  I  made  a  careful  reconnoissance  up 
the  Roanoke  River  as  far  as  Coniho  Island,  some  4  miles  from  Plymouth. 
Up  to  this  point,  with  the  exception  of  the  position  of  Fort  Gray  (on 
Warren  Neck),  both  banks  of  the  river  are  low  and  swampy,  neces- 
sitating a  foundation  of  piles  should  it  be  determined  to  construct  a 
work.  The  Upper,  or  Ryan's,  Thoroughfare  and  the  Middle  River  are 
much  too  wide  to  be  effectually  blocked  up  by  felling  trees,  but  where 
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they  join  the  Roanoke  Kiver  there  is  a  bar  which  might  easily  be 
obstructed  by  sinking  an  old  hulk  loaded  with  stone  or  other  heavj 
material.  The  blockade  at  Fort  Gray  will  be  much  more  effectual  could 
we  have  some  vessels  sunk  there. 

The  best  position  that  1  could  find  was  one  on  the  upper  extremity  of 
Water  street  in  Plymouth. 

From  this  point,  which  has  an  elevation  of  about  15  feet  above  the 
river,  there  is  a  range  of  more  than  3  miles  up  the  river  and  about  1 
mile  down.  In  this  position  the  work  would  be  inside  of  the  defenses 
of  the  town,  and  therefore  would  only  require  gunners  for  a  garrison. 

For  the  one  gun  proposed  20  men  and  a  commissioned  officer  would 
suffice.  The  guns  should  be  mounted  on  a  ship's  carriage  and  fired 
through  embrasures  arranged  to  cover  all  water  approach.  It  will 
cooperate  with  Fort  Gray  very  well.

Navy,  transmitting  reports  of  command- 
ing officers  of  U.  8.  steamers  Keystone  State  and  Florida  regarding  the 
chase  of  blockade  runners  November  7, 1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Shenandoah, 
Off  Netc  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  13, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  enclose  a  report  of  Commander  Donaldson  and  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Queen,  just  returned  from  offshore  cruising,  by  which  you 
will  perceive  that  the  blockade  runners  have  been  chased  outside  and 
only  escaped  by  their  superior  speed. 

Chasing  them  outside  interferes  with  their  arrival  on  the  coast, 
expends  their  coal,  subjects  their  machinery  to  a  severe  test,  and 
exposes  them  to  great  hazard  of  capture.  They  are  very  low  in  the 
water,  are  painted  white,  and  see  the  cruisers  first.  They  are  provided 
with  the  best  of  glasses  for  day  and  night  observation.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  7th,  at 
about  6:30  a.  m.,  while  cruising  off  this  station  in  obedience  to  your 
orders  of  the  2d  instant,  black  smoke  was  discovered  to  the  southward 
and  westward.  I  immediately  gave  chase,  and  in  a  short  time  made 
out  a  steamer.  The  following  is  a  description  of  the  vessel,  as  near  as 
I  could  make  her  out  from  a  distance  of  about  5  miles:  Long,  low  hull, 
painted  gray ;  two  masts,  schooner  rig ;  two  smoke  pipes,  painted  white, 
one  abaft  the  other,  and  raking  well  aft;  large  wheelhouses  and  square 
stern.  When  we  made  her  out  she  was  steering  well  to  the  eastward, 
evidently  to  clear  the  Frying  Pan  Shoals.  When  she  had  gained  a 
good  offing  she  altered  her  course  to  S.  by  E.  Seeing  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  head  her  oft',  we  were  compelled  to  make  it  a  stern  chase, 
which  was  continued  all  that  day  and  until  G :  30  a.  m.  on  the  next,  with 
no  advantage  on  either  side.  In  order  to  keep  up  a  good  head  of  steam 
I  was  obliged  to  use  pork,  slush,  tarred  junk,  etc.  During  the  chase 
17  barrels  of  pork  were  consumed.  I  considered  the  chase  was  not 
hopeless  as  long  as  we  could  keep  him  in  sight,  thinking  that  by  his 
hard  driving  to  escape  us  he  might  break  down.  So  the  chase  was 
kept  up,  as  above  stated,  until  0:30  the  following  morning,  when  he 
was  shut  out  from  us  by  very  thick  weather  and  rain.  As  we  had  now, 
by  our  reckoning,  chased  for  300  miles  and  without  success,  I  concluded 
to  wear  ship  and  go  back  to  my  station.  At  no  time  during  the  chase 
did  we  make  more  than  124  knots  per  hour,  which  low  speed  (for  this 
ship)  I  attribute  to  the  inefficient  condition  of  the  condenser. 

Duriug  the  chase  the  chief  engineer  submitted  a  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  engine  to  me,  a  copy  of  which  1  send  you.*  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  chase  the  U.  S.  steamers  Montgomery  and  Florida 
were  in  company  with  us,  but  were  soon  run  out  of  sight. 

At  about  noon  on  the  7th  we  discovered  cotton  bales  floating  by  the 
ship,  and  from  this  evidence  of  his  cargo  supposed  lie  had  just  run  the 
blockade  from  Wilmington.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  November  5  I  proceeded  with 
this  vessel  to  S.  by  E.  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals  light-boat,  40  miles  distant, 
aud  from  that  point  I  cruised  E.  N.  E.  and  W.  8.  W.  on  a  line  00  miles 
(30  miles  each  way). 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  cruise: 

On  the  0th,  while  cruising  between  the  parallels  of  32  "*  30'  and 
33°  30'  north  latitude  and  77°  and  78°  west  longitude,  nothing  unusual 
transpired. 

On  the  7th,  at  8  a.  m.,  made  black  smoke  to  t!?e  westward  and  gave 
chase.     Saw  two  steamers;  one  proved  to  be  the   U.  8.  8.  Keystone 

"  Not  received. 
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State,  with  which  wo  exchanged  numbers,  the  other  evidently  a  blockade 
runner.  We  chased  in  company  with  the  Keystone  State,  and  after 
throwing  overboard  30  tons  of  sand  (used  as  a  barricade  to  the  steam 
drum)  to  lighten  the  ship  we  gained  on  the  chase  till  noon,  after  which 
till  2  o'clock,  finding  we  were  losing  ground  and  the  Keystone  State  fast 
leaving  us  and  gaining  on  the  blockade  runner,  we  abandoned  the  chase 
and  started  in  pursuit  of  a  vessel  reported  on  the  starboard  quarter, 
which  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Grand  Gulf.  At  4  p.  m.  exchanged 
colors  with  two  American  vessels  standing  to  the  southward  and  west- 
ward. 

November  8,  exchanged  numbers  with  U.  S.  8.  Connecticut  At  noon 
made  black  smoke  to  the  southward  and  eastward;  gave  chase  and 
continued  in  pursuit  till  her  smokestacks  were  visible,  after  which  she 
left  us  and  night  coming  on  we  abandoned  the  chase,  before  which  we 
lost  sight  of  her. 

Our  average  speed  in  the  chases  above  stated  amounted  to  11£  knots.*

U.  S.  S.  James  Adger, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  November  8,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  Confederate 
steamer  Cornubia  under  the  following  circumstances: 

At  midnight  of  the  7th  instant,  while  lying  in  3£  fathoms  water, 
about  3  miles  south  of  Masonboro  Inlet,  we  discovered  a  vessel  on  our 
port  bow  heading  to  the  eastward;  started  in  chase,  but  in  half  an 
hour  lost  sight  of  her. 

I  continued  chasing  in  the  direction  I  had  last  seen  her  until  1  a.  m., 
when  I  concluded  that  if  the  chase  was  a  vessel  attempting  to  run  the 
blockade,  and  seeing  us  stand  to  the  eastward,  she  would  steer  in  for 
the  land,  hug  it  close,  [and]  run  for  New  Inlet. 

1  therefore  stood  inshore,  making  the  land  a  little  to  the  southward 
of  the  point  from  which  I  started,  and  about  2  a.  m.  discovered  a 
steamer  a  little  on  our  starboard  bow;  made  the  usual  signal,  and  in  a 
few  moments  after  came  up  with  the  strange  steamer,  which  had  been 
run  ashore  about  11  miles  north  of  New  Inlet,  having  been  headed  off 
by  the  U.  S.  S.  Niphon,  and  was  blowing  off  steam. 

I  sent  Lieutenant  Franklin,  my  executive  officer,  and  Acting  Master 
R.  O.  Patterson  to  take  possession  of  the  prize,  with  an  engineer  and 
two  firemen  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  her  engines. 

The  officers,  crew,  and  passengers  were  escaping,  and  all  succeeded 
in  reaching  the  shore  except  the  captain,  carpenter,  and  one  seaman, 
who  remained  on  board.

Lieutenant  Franklin  notified  me  that  ber  engines  were  in  good  order, 
hot  tbe  steam  being  down,  I  towed  ber  offshore  and  at  daylight  stood 
for  the  anehorage  of  tbe  senior  officer  present. 

To  Acting  Master  J.  R.  Breck  I  am  much  indebted  for  his  intelligent 
and  hearty  cooperation;  indeed,  to  him  is  dne  the  credit  of  forcing  the 
Comubia  to  rnn  ashore. 

At  the  time  of  the  capture  there  was  no  other  Yessel  than  the  Niphan 
in  sight,  and  I  am  not  aware  that  any  other  Yessel  was  within  signal 
distance. 

The  Comubia  is  an  iron  side- wheel  steamer  of  588g{  tons,  190  feet 
long,  breadth  24,7  feet,  and  depth  12.7  feet,  and  is  represented  as  being 
reryfest. 

She  carries  a  Confederate  States  register,  according  to  which  James 
A.  8eddon,  of  Kicbmond,  Va.,  is  her  sole  owner. 

I  have  ordered  her  to  Boston,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  B.  O. 
Patterson.

BiR:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  this  date, 
about  2  o'clock,  while  lying  inshore  near  the  beach  in  S  fathoms  water, 
saw  a  rocket  thrown  np  from  the  northward;  went  to  quarters;  stood 
inshore  to  2  fathoms  water.  In  a  few  moments  saw  a  steamer  running 
fast  toward  me  along  the  beach,  the  James  Adger  in  chase.  Stood  in 
to  cut  him  off,  and  when  near  him  the  steamer  ran  on  shore,  which 
proved  to  b(5  the  Comubia.  I  sent  my  boats  on  board  with  instructions 
to  assist  in  what  might  be  done.  Then  at  the  request  of  Commander 
Patterson  shelled  the  beach  to  drive  away  the  pickets  while  the  James 
Adger  got  her  hawser  to  the  prize. 

About  .'J  o'clock  the  prize  steamer  came  off  and  the  James  Adger 
towed  her  offshore.  1  then  sent  my  boats  on  shore  to  capture  those  of 
the  Comubia  that  were  on  the  beach,  in  which  I  succeeded.  I  also 
found  some  diHtance  back  from  the  beach  a  quantity  of  mail  matter  and 
dispatches  in  a  wet  condition,  which  1  forward. 

I  remained  near  the  beach  until  daylight,  when  I  saw  several  men  on 
shore  making  signals  to  be  taken  off.  While  sending  a  boat  for  them 
some  thirty  or  more  soldiers  charged  down  upon  them  and  took  them 

Iirisoners.  1  sent  a  round  of  grape  and  canister  among  them  which 
tilled  and  wounded  several;  also  killed  some  cattle  that  were  near. 
We  shelled  them  in  their  retreat  as  long  as  we  could  see  them.  Soon 
after  saw  some  more  men  making  signals  to  the  northward  of  us.     Bent 
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in  boats  and  took  them  off,  8  in  number,  and  then  stood  offshore  to 
our  anchorage.

announcing  the  capture  of  the  steamer  Robert  E.  Lee. 

TJ.  8.  8.  James  Adger, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  November  0, 1863. 

Admiral  :  I  have  the  gratification  of  reporting  that  I  chased  the 
Cornubia  ashore  at  2:30  a.  m.  of  the  8th,  and  succeeded  in  hauling  her 
off  about  3  a.  m.,  uninjured.  No  manifest  has  been  found,  and  I  have 
learned  only  in  general  terms  the  nature  of  her  cargo — ammunition, 
arms,  some  saltpeter,  and  lead.  Her  captain  remarked  to  my  executive 
officer  that "  though  the  Cornubia  is  a  small  vessel  the  Confederate  Gov- 
ernment could  better  have  aiforded  to  lose  almost  any  other  vessel ;"  from 
which  I  infer  that  her  cargo  is  valuable,  or  that  important  dispatches 
were  destroyed.  The  captain  told  Lieutenant  Franklin  that  the  Cor- 
nubia was  a  Confederate  vessel,  and  her  register  proved  such  to  be  the 
feet.     She  is  owned  solely  by  James  A.  Seddon,  of  Richmoiv^N  ^»    && 
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I  was  nearly  out  of  coal  at  the  time  of  the  capture,  I  brought  the  Car- 
nubia  to  this  place  and  will  dispatch  her  North  without  delay. 

This  morning  at  early  daylight  we  discovered  a  steamer  to  the  north- 
ward and  eastward  of  us.  When  about  20  miles  from  Beaufort  Bar 
started  in  chase.  The  steamer  standing  to  the  southward  and  east- 
ward, but  having  Cape  Lookout  Shoal  to  the  eastward  of  her,  she  could 
not  keep  olf  and  make  the  chase  a  stem  one,  but  was  compiled  to 
shape  a  course  across  our  bows,  which  enabled  us  to  overhaul  her,  and 
about  7 :  30  1  took  possession  of  the  Confederate  steamer  Robert  E.  Lee, 
from  Bermuda,  having  left  that  port  five  hours  after  the  Cornubia.  She 
had  a  number  of  passengers  and  a  large  crew.  No  papers  were  found 
on  board.  Her  cargo  is  said  to  be  valuable,  consisting  of  arms  and 
army  clothing.  Shortly  after  she  stopped  the  Confederate  flag  was 
hoisted  for  a  few  moments,  and  when  my  executive  officer  demanded 
the  flag  the  captain  informed  him  that  he  had  burned  it.  I  write  this 
in  great  haste  and  will  send  detailed  reports  as  early  as  practicable. 

I  arrived  here  with  only  9  tons  of  coal  in  the  bunkers.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  transmitting  papen  captured. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  Ncwh,  Va.9  November  11, 1863. 

Sir:  In  my  No.  949,  of  this  date,  I  related  the  circumstances  of  the 
capture  of  certain  public  and  private  papers  thrown  overboard  from 
the  Confederate  steamer  Cornubia,  or  Lady  Davis. 

It  would  appear  from  these  papers,  herewith  transmitted,  which  I 
have  but  a  brief  opportunity  to  peruse,  that  most  of  them,  both  public 
and  private,  were  in  the  care  of  C.  E.  Thorburn,  a  lieutenant  colonel  in 
the  Confederate  Army,  whose  leave  of  absence  for  three  months,  with 
permission  to  go  abroad,  dated  August  4,  from  the  assistant  adjutant- 
general,  is  herewith  enclosed,  marked  "No.  1." 

No.  2  is  an  oflicial  dispatch  from  Edwin  De  Leon,  marked  "No.  10,r 
and  dated  Paris,  September  30, 1803,  to  Hon.  .J.  P.  Benjamin,  Secretary 
of  State,  Richmond,  C.  S.  A.  This  paper  is  interesting  and  apparently 
of  value,  as  it  relates  to  the  intrigues  and  disappointments  of  the  rebel 
emissaries  abroad,  refers  to  the  subsidizing  of  the  press  in  behalf  of 
the  Confederate  Government,  etc.,  and  encloses  slips  from  English 
papers.  It  is  further  represented  in  this  that  the  rebels  have  lost  all 
confidence  in  intervention  either  from  France  or  England,  and  that 
in  the  Mexican  question  their  cause  is  regarded  as  merely  a  u  pawn." 
No.  2  also  contains  a  private  letter,  dated  Paris,  October  1,  18(>3,  from 
the  same  party  to  Jefferson  Davis  and  relating  more  informally  to  the 
same  subject. 

No.  3  contains  a  certified  copy  of  an  agreement  between  Colonel 
J.  Gorgas,  chief  of  ordnance,  in  behalf  of  the  Confederate  States,  and 
C.  E.  Thorburn,  esq.,  in  behalf  of  himself,  Charles  II.  Reid  &  Co.,  aud 
others,  of  London,  "to  run  five  steamers  on  joint  account  *  *  # 
from  the  port  of  St.  George,  Bermuda,  or  Nassau,  New  Providence, 
to  the  Confederate  port  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  or  Wilmington,  N.  C." 

No.  I  contains  correspondence  apparently  relating  principally  to  an 
arrangement  made  or  proposed  to  be  made  by  one  Mt^jor  Caleb  1 1  use 
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with  tbe  Mercantile  Trading  Company,  in  behalf  of  the  Confederate 
States,  to  obtain  goods  in  exchange  for  cotton,  and  a  proposal  to  Colonel 
Thorbnrn  for  the  building  of  a  rebel  gunboat  in  England,' marked  "  A." 

No.  5  contains  certificates  of  stocks  in  the  Mercantile  Trading  Com- 
pany, Limited,  in  favor  of  Charles  E.  Thorbnrn,  numbered  from  89  to 
98,  inclusive,  for  £10,000;  not  endorsed. 

No.  6  covers  private  letters  from  various  parties  abroad  to  correspond- 
ents in  the  Southern  States,  some  of  them  containing  items  of  interest. 
One  of  them,  marked  "  B,"  and  dated  September  28,  refers  to  the  building 
and  equipment  of  war  vessels  at  Mobile  and  neighborhood,  and  to  the 
number  and  quality  of  vessels,  both  ironclad  and  wooden,  building  for 
the  enemy  in  France  and  England,  especially  to  "four  or  six  small  iron- 
clads (bulldogs) ;  very  formidable."  It  also  states  that  Captain  Barney 
commands  the  Florida,  and  while  at  Brest  out  of  90  men  60  deserted  from 
her,  and  details  the  character  of  proposed  changes  in  her  armament. 

No.  7  contains  miscellaneous  bills,  ship's  papers,  etc. 

No.  8  is  a  "diary  of  events,"  by  J.  T.  Gordon,  from  September  4, 1863, 
to  November  7, 1863,  the  day  of  the  Cornubiats  capture,  detailing  her 
trips  between  Wilmington  and  Bermuda.

Extracts  from  a  private  notebook  kept  by  J.  T.  Gordon  on  board  the  blockade  runner  Cor- 
nubia,  captured  November  8,  1863,  by  U.  S.  steamers  James  Adger  and  Niphon,  near  New 
.  Inlet,  Wumington,  N.  C. 

September  4, 1863,  p  m. — Anchored  below  Fort  St.  Philip,  opposite  Fort 
Fisher;  to  leave  for  St.  George,  Bermuda,  to-morrow  night. 

September  5,11 :  25  p.  m. — Got  underway  and  proceeded  slowly  to  the 
Rip;  crossed  without  grounding.  At  12: 12  midnight  crossed  the  bar. 
Moon  shone  very  brightly.  Saw  one  blockader  very  near,  but  he  did 
not  see  us,  although  the  furnaces  were  so  hot  that  the  fames  fashed  out 
over  the  tops  of  the  funnels  or  smokestacks.  At  3:30  saw  a  Yankee 
cruiser  ahead;  kept  off  to  avoid  him;  be*did  not  discover  us. 

September  8. — Made  sail  on  starboard  bow;  kept  off  a  point  to  avoid 
her.  At  C :  30  p.  m.  sighted  Bermuda  light,  being  just  sixty-four  and 
one-half  hours  from  New  Inlet  Bar. 

September  9. — Anchored  in  St.  George  6  a.  m.  Found  the  Venus  and 
Hansa  in  safely. 

September  10. — Discharging  cargo. 

September  11. — Steamer  Juno  left  to-day  for  Wilmington.  Heavy 
northeast  gale  came  up  at  noon.    Paid  crew  off. 

September  12. — Finished  discharging.  Spent  the  evening  very  pleas- 
antly with  Commodore  Barron,  Professor  Bledsoe,  and  Lieutenant 
Whittle. 

September  IS. — Went  to  church,  and  afterwards  dined  with  the  above. 

September  14. — Flora  came  in  from  Wilmington. 

September  15. — Phantom,  from  Wilmington,  came  in. 

September  17. — Coaled  the  Cornubia. 
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September  IS,  3 :  25  p.  ro. — Got  underway,  bound  for  Wilmington.  Was 
loatii  to  part  with  the  pleasant  party  we  brought  out  with  us.  Machin- 
ery worked  btidly,  very  much  annoying  the  captain,  etc. 

September  19. — Pleasant. 

September  20,  Sunday. — Fresh  from  southwest;  thick  and  rainy. 

September  21, 10  a.  in. — Cleared  up  from  northwest.  At  10  p.  m.  made 
a  vessel  on  port  bow ;  kept  up  north  to  avoid  her. 

Tuesday,  22. — Pleasant.  Sighted  a  Yankee  hermaphrodite  brig; 
masts  carried  away  short  off  at  the  cap;  ran  down  to  see  if  we  could 
aid  her.  She  was  the  Caroline,  of  East  Machias,  bound  to  New  York. 
Asked  what  was  the  matter.  He  answered,  u Can't  yon  see  what  is 
the  matter  t"  whereupon  we  kept  on  our  way  rejoicing.  Saw  a  number 
of  sail,  one  a  three-masted  steamer.  Made  Cape  Lookout  light-houses 
in  the  afternoon.  Made  land  about  sunset,  and  were  up  to  Bogue  Inlet 
about  that  time.  At  10  p.  in.  were  up  to  New  Topsail  Inlet.  At  2:30 
were  off  Fort  Fisher.  At  6  a.  m.  Wednesday  morning  crossed  the  bar 
safely.  A  strong  northeaster  sprung  up  about  the  time  we  were  off  Fort 
Fisher.    Another  steamer,  a  propeller,  was  off  the  bar  at  the  same  time. 

September  23. — Passed  over  New  Inlet  Bar  at  0  a.  m.  Grounded  ou 
the  Bip,  and  remained  there  until  the  next  afternoon,  when  we  got  off 
and  went  up  to  the  quarantine  station,  just  below  Wilmington. 

September  21. — Visiting  officer  came  off.    Went  up  to  the  wharf. 

September  25. — Commenced  unloading. 

September  20, 27,  2S,  and  £9.— Nothing  of  interest. 

September  30,  Wednesday. — Finished  loading  and  anchored  in  the 
stream. 

October  1  and  2. — Nothing  of  interest. 

October  3. — Steamer  R.  E.  Lee  left  to-day. 

October  5, 6,  7,  8. — Nothing  of  note. 

October  9. — Finished  coaling.  Got  underway  and  anchored  off  Fort 
Fisher.  Mrs.  Ex-President  Tyler  and  two  children  among  the  passen- 
gers. 

October  10,  Saturday. — Steamer  A.  J).  Vance  (formerly  Lord  Clyde) 
came  safely  in  at  8  a.  m.  under  a  heavy  lire  from  the  blockading  squad- 
ron, wrhlch  was  replied  to  by  Fort  Fisher.  The  A.  I).  Vance  grounded 
on  the  Bip.    1  went  up  to  Wilmington  to  get  mail,  etc. 

October  11,  Sunday. — A.  J).  Vance  still  aground  on  the  Bip.  At  6 
p.  m.  up  anchor;  at  7  p.  m.  cross  the  bar;  soon  discovered  a  blockader 
close  in  to  the  bar,  but  he  did  not  see  us. 

October  12,  Monday. — Heavy  sea;  saw  five  or  six  sail  during  the  day. 
Our  other  passengers  are  Mr.  G.  Alexander,  Mr.  Black.  Captain  Atkins, 
and  Paymasters  Harwood  and  Moses,  both  C.  S.  Navy. 

October  13,  Tuesday. — Sea  quite  smooth.  Ohio  election  comes  off 
to-day:  hope  C.  L.  Vallandigham  will  be  elected. 

October  If,  Wednesday. — Wet  and  squally;  saw  several  sailing  ves- 
sels. Stood  off  from  the  land  from  1  until  «*  at  night,  then  stood  in  and 
made  Bermuda  light  from  masthead  at  5  a.  m.,  eighty-two  hours  from 
New  Inlet  Bar.  During  The  night  saw  a  vessel  and  took  her  for  a 
steamer. 

October  15. — At  7  a.  m.  island  of  Bermuda  in  full  sight;  at  8  a.  m. 
took  on  board  the.  pilot;  at  11  a.  m.  anchored  in  St.  George's  harbor. 
Found  the  steamers  Alice,  Ella  and  Annie,  and  Ella  in  harbor.  Pas- 
sengers soon  went  ashore. 

October  Jti. — Went  to  Hamilton. 

October  17. — Flora  came  in  from  Wilmington;  Alice  left  for  Wilming- 
ton; heavy  rain  squalls  during  the  night. 
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October  18,  Sunday. — Dismal  day;  raining  very  hard  and  steadily. 

October  19  and  20. — Rainy. 

October  21.— Paid  off. 

October  22  and  23.— Nothing  of  interest. 

October  24. — Eained  very  heavily;  R.  E.  Lee  arrived  from  Halifax. 

October  25,  Sunday.— Raining;  mail  steamer  from  Halifax  came  in. 

October  26. — Steamer  A.  D.  Vance  arrived  from  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

October  27 ',  28,  29,  30,  and  31. — Sick  with  broken-bone  fever. 

November  1,  Sunday. — Steamer  Heroine  came  in. 

November  2. — Had  a  dinner  and  dancing  party  on  board. 

November  3,  Tuesday. — Steamers  Flora  and  Dee  left  for  Wilmington. 

November '4,  Wednesday. — Got  underway  at  1  o'clock  for  Wilmington; 
at  1:30  pilot  left  us;  the  steamers  A.  D.  Vance  and  Ella  left  about 
9  a.  m. 

November  5,  TJiursday. — Passed  a  full-rigged  ship  early  in  the 
morning. 

November  6,  Friday. — Nothing  of  interest. 

November  7,  Saturday. — Pleasant  weather;  number  of  sails  iu  sight. 


Letter  from  the  V.  8.  district  attorney  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Havy,  tranamitting  Confederate 

correspondence  captnred.

Sib  :  We  have  found  in  the  prize  steamer  Cornubia  letters  which  prove 
that  that  steamer,  the  R.  E.  Lee,  and  Ella  and  Annie  and  others  of  their 
class  are  the  property  of  the  Confederate  Government  and  that  their 
commanders  are  iu  the  service  of  the  Confederate  Navy  Department. 
This  raises  the  question  whether,  in  like  cases,  the  Government  will 
detain  foreign  seamen  found  on  board  as  prisoners  of  war.  The  letters 
also  show  that  they  are  under  orders  to  conceal  these  facts  while  in 
neutral  ports,  in  order  to  escape  the  rules  applicable  to  public  vessels 
of  belligerents. 
I  have  directed  copies  to  be  made,  which  I  euclose  herewith.

Report  here  says  the  rain  was  to  have  been  at  Plymouth  on  Thursday 
last;  we  left  on  Thursday  night. 

The  MasHaaoit  came  up  from  P.  to-day  with  General  Wessells  on 
board ;  no  attack  yet. 

If  the  battery  they  contemplate  putting  up  there  (to  hold  one  100- 
pounder,  and  one  200-pounder  Parrott)  were  completed,  I  think  I 
should  be  glad  to  see  the  boats  come  down.  At  any  rate,  with  what 
we  have,  I'll  try  pretty  hard  to  whip  them.  Send  up  the  Southfield. 
Remember  me  to  all.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  forward  you  a  copy  of  a  communication  received 
from  Brigadier-General  I.  J.  Wistar,  commanding  United  States  forces 
at  this  place. 

I  complied  with  the  general's  request  by  proceeding  on  the  evening 
of  the  8th  up  York  River,  about  9  miles,  and  coming  to  anchor  alter 
dark  abreast  of  Bigler's  Mills,  about  2  miles  above  Queen's  Greek;  the 
next  morning  got  underway  and  came  down  the  river  and  anchored  off 
the  mouth  of  Queen's  Greek.  The  same  evening,  after  dark,  left  an 
armed  boat's  crew  off  the  creek  and  proceeded  up  the  river  as  far  as 
Bigler's  Mills;  came  to  anchor  and  sent  another  armed  boat's  crew  a 
mile  above  me. 

Having  accomplished  the  object  of  the  expedition  on  my  part,  by 
preventing  all  rebel  communication  across  the  river  at  or  near  the 
above  places  while  the  forces  on  shore  were  moving,  this  morning  I 
returned. 

Brigadier-General  Wistar  informs  me  that  the  expedition  on  the  part 
of  the  army  was  successful  as  far  as  scattering  some  few  guerrilla  parties 
and  capturing  several  wagon  loads  of  corn.

8ib:  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  add  to  the  list  of  tAvrefc  n^w^SV^  rap- 
ture** effected  off  Wilmington  during  the  last  and  pt^^euX.^e^^wcA. 
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reported  in  my  Not*.  948,  949,  and  951  of  thin  date,  still  another,  that  of 
the  Confederate  steamer  Robert  K.  Lee,  under  the  following  circum- 
stances : 

On  the  morning  of  November  9,  at  early  daylight,  the  U*  S.  S.  James 
Adger,  when  about  20  miles  from  Beaufort  Bar,  bound  in  for  coal,  dis- 
covered and  gave  chase  to  a  steamer  bearing  northward  and  eastward, 
but  steering  to  the  southward  and  eastward. 

Having  Cape  Lookout  Shoals  to  the  eastward  of  her,  Commander 
Patterson  represents  that  the  chase  could  not  keep  oil'  and  was  com- 
pelled to  shape  her  course  across  the  Adger1*  bow,  which  enabled  the 
James  Adgvr  to  overhaul  her.  She  took  ]>or session  of  the  stranger  at 
about  7 :  30  p.  in. 

The  Robert  E.  Lee  was  from  Bermuda,  having  left  that  port  five  hours 
after  the  Cornubia,  which  was  captured  on  the  7th  instant. 

Her  cargo  is  214  large  cases  and  bales  of  shoes  and  blankets,  some 
bales  weighing  2  tons,  150  cases  Austrian  rifles,  250  bags  saltpeter,  61 
barrels  salt  provisions,  30  pigs  lead,  etc. 

Fifty-four  of  her  passengers,  oflicers  and  crew,  were  transferred  to 
the  New  Berne,  brought  up  by  her,  and  will  be  taken  to  New  York  for 
proper  disposition. 

Enclosed  is  a  list  (A)  of  the  passengers  and  (B)  of  oflicers  and  crew 
thus  brought  up.  Among  the  former  appear  the  names  of  C  E.  Stewart, 
Belgian  consul ;  Horace  H.  Webber  and  11.  W.  Kooke,  lieutenants  Royal 
Artillery. 

No  papers  were  found  on  board. 

When  (raptured  she  had  the  Confederate  flag  hoisted.  When  the 
executive  oflicer  of  the  Adgvr  demanded  the  Hag,  the  master  of  the 
R.  E.  Lee  informed  him  that  he  had  burned  it.

II.  S.  S.  James  Adger, 
Beaufort  Harbor,  N.  C\,  November  9,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  Confederate 
steamer  Robert  E.  Lee,  flying  the  Confederate  flag,  this  morning  at  7 :  30. 

At  0  a.  in.,  when  from  20  to  25  miles  to  the  westward  and  southward 
of  Beaufort  Bar,  discovered  a  steamer  inshore,  standing  across  our 
bows  to  the  southward  and  eastward;  started  in  chase,  and  within 
three-quarters  of  an  hour  got  within  range  and  opened  lire. 

At  7 :  20  the  chase  hove  to,  and  at  7  :.'J0  1  boarded  and  took  possession 
of  her. 

She  proved  to  be  the  Confederate  steamer  Robert  E.  Lee,  from  Ber- 
muda, bound  to  Wilmington,  N.  C,  with  a  cargo  for  the  Confederate 
(iovernment. 

She  is  an  iron  side- wheel  steamer. 

At  the  time  of  the  capture  we  were  14  miles  S.  S.  W.  from  Beaufort 
Ear,  and  there  was  no  other  vessel  within  signal  distance  or  in  sight. 

On  boarding  her  the  captain  informed  the  boarding  oflicer,  Lieutenant 
Franklin,  that  he  had  burned  her  flag,  and  that  he  had  no  papers,  nor 
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could  any  be  found  except  her  log  book  and  Rome  vouchers  in  the  bag- 
gage of  Captain  Thomas  Pierce,  of  the  Confederate  artillery.  She  is 
said  to  be  loaded  with  arms,  saltpeter,  blankets,  and  shoes,  and  to  have 
treasure  in  her  keelson.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  making  my  report  of  the 
capture  of  the  Robert  E.  Lee,  I  have  been  informed  by  several  of  my 
crew  that  they  were  told  by  some  of  the  people  of  the  R.  E.  Lee  that 
she  undoubtedly  had  treasure  on  board,  and  it  was  understood  among 
them  (of  the  R.  h\  Lee)  that  if  she  waH  captured  the  Confederate  agent 
at  the  North  had  instructions  to  purchase  her  and  send  her  to  Halifax, 
in  order  to  recover  it. 

Acting  Master  K.  O.  Patterson  having  been  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Cornuhia,  and  the  officer  first  placed  in  charge  of  the  R.  E.  Lee  being 
sick,  1  have  been  compelled  to  order  the  only  other  reliable  officer,  my 
executive,  Lieutenant  Franklin,  to  take  charge  of  the  R.  E.  Lee,  as  I 
consider  her  too  valuable  a  prize  to  run  any  risk. 

May  I  beg  that  you  will  urge  having  my  officers  and  men  sent  back 
to  me  as  soon  as  practicable,  as  I  am  crippled  for  want  of  both,  not- 
withstanding I  have  received  assistance  from  the  "Siphon,  Mount 
Vernon,  and  Valypxo.

Sir  :  In  addition  to  the  captures  of  the  Margaret  and  Jessie  and  the 
Cornubia,  or  Lady  Davis,  detailed  in  my  Nos.  948  and  949  of  this  date, 
I  have  the  gratification  of  presenting  to  the  Department  the  details  of 
the  capture  of  the  rebel  blockade  runner  Ella  and  Annie,  off  Wil- 
mington. 

At  5.30,  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  instant,  the  Niphon,  returning 
from  an  unsuccessful  chase,  and  steaming  along  the  beach  to  the  north- 
ward of  New  Inlet,  made  another  steamer  near  Masonboro  Inlet  com- 
ing down  along  the  shore.  The  stranger  finding  himself  intercepted, 
put  his  helm  up  and  endeavored  to  run  down  the  Niphon.  This  attempt 
was  partly  avoided,  though  the  Niphon  was  struck  about  the  fore 
rigging,  and  her  bowsprit,  stem,  and  starboard  boats  carried  away.  At 
the  moment  of  collision  Acting  Master  Breck  reports  he  opened  upon 
the  enemy  with  shell  and  canister  and  carried  the  prize  by  boarding. 
A  keg  of  powder  and  slow  match  were  found  ready  to  blow  her  up. 

The  Ella  and  Annie  is  represented  to  be  a  vessel  of  905  tons  burden, 
in  good  order,  with  the  exception  of  some  small  damages  from  shell 
and  grape. 

Her  cargo  is  chiefly  composed  of  480  sacks  of  salt,  500  sacks  saltpeter, 
281  cases  Austrian  rifles,  500  barrels  of  beef,  42  cases  paper,  etc. 

In  the  collision  3  men  on  board  the  Niphon  and  4  on  board  the  Ella 
and  Annie  were  slightly  injured. 

Enclosed  is  a  list  of  the  prisoners  from  this  prize,  brought  up  by  the 
Neic  Berne  (38  in  number)  and  sent  to  New  York  in  her. 

The  capture  seems  to  have  been  well  and  gallantly  made  by  Acting 
Master  Breck.  Captain  Eidgely,  senior  officer,  commends  his  spirit  and 
promptness.  I  hope  that  the  Department,  in  view  of  this  especial  and 
other  good  service  on  the  part  of  Acting  Master  Breck,  will  favorably 
consider  my  application  for  his  promotion. 

The  Ella  and  Annie,  I  am  informed,  was  built  at  Wilmington,  Del.,  is 
of  light  draft,  fast,  and  would,  I  think,  be  very  convenient  for  general 
purposes  in  this  squadron,  being  available  either  for  inside  or  outside 
service.  I  would  suggest  that  she  be  purchased  by  Government  and 
sent  to  this  squadron,  if,  after  examination,  she  be  found  suitable.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  this  date, 
while  near  the  beach,  saw  a  blockade  runner  running  along  the  beach; 
gave  chase,  tired  several  guns  aud  rockets,  but  at  last  lost  sight  of  her; 
stood  back  to  my  station  and  steamed  along  the  beach  to  the  north,  and 
about  5.30  a.  m.  saw  another  steamer  running  along  the  shore  to  the 
southward ;  stood  in  to  cut  him  off,  when  he  turned  directly  toward  me, 
evidently  with  the  intention  of  running  me  down,  which  I  avoided,  in 
part,  owing  to  this  vessel  answering  her  helm  with  great  quickness. 
He  struck  me  forward,  both  vessels  running  at  great  speed.  As  we 
came  together,  I  tired  a  broadside — grape,  canister,  and  shell — and  imme- 
diately boarded  him  and  held  possession.  In  securing  the  prisoners  a 
lot  of  shavings  and  a  slow  match  attached  to  a  keg  of  powder  were 
found  in  the  run,  the  captain  acknowledging  his  intention  to  destroy 
the  vessel.  The  collision  broke  bowsprit,  stove  all  my  starboard  boats, 
broke  stem,  also  some  planks  near  the  wood  ends,  damaged  guard,  chain 
plates,  and  caused  her  decks  to  leak  badly.  We  have  3  men  wounded; 
also  4  of  the  crew  of  the  Confederate  steamer,  1  dangerously,  by  grape 
or  shell.  The  blockade  runner,  which  proved  to  be  the  Ella  ana  Annie, 
of  Charleston,  S.  C,  is  905  tons;  is  in  good  order  with  the  exception  of 
numerous  shot  holes  in  her  upper  works.  Her  cargo  consists,  as  near 
as  we  can  ascertain,  of  rifles,  salt,  saltpeter,  paper,  and  hardware.  She 
is  a  Confederate  steamer,  officered  mostly  [by  officers)  of  the  Confeder- 
ate Navy.  She  was  captured  off  Masonboro  Inlet  in  4  fathoms 
water,  18  miles  north  of  Fort  Fisher,  no  vessel  in  signal  distance  or  in 
sight  immediately  after  her  capture.  Steamed  toward  the  fleet,  and  in 
about  half  an  hour  made  the  mastheads  of  a  vessel  which  proved  to  be 
the  U.  S.  S.  Shenandoah,  and  shortly  after  7  o'clock  came  to  anchor 
about  3  miles  north  of  the  senior  officer's  usual  station.  About  half  an 
hour  afterwards  the  Shenandoah  came  to  anchor  near  us,  and  contrary 
to  the  usual  custom  the  senior  officer  sent  his  own  prize  master  on 
board.  Transferred  the  following  officers  and  crew  on  board  the  Ella 
and  Annie  by  order  of  senior  officer:  Acting  Ensign  J.  J.  Reagean, 
Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  J.  J.  Sullivan,  1  fireman,  1  ordinary 
seaman,  3  landsmen,  and  2  black  refugees.

SIR:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  5.30  a.  in.  this  day,  all 
hands  being  at  quarter,  and  this  vessel  off  Masonboro  Inlet,  saw  a 
steamer  trying  to  run  the  blockade,  coming  along  the  beach  standing 
southward.  The  Xiphon  was  standing  toward  the  beach  trying  to  cut 
oft*  the  blockade  runner.  Opened  tire  upon  her;  found  that  she  was 
standing  directly  for  us  at  full  speed,  evidently  with  the  intention  of 
running  us  down.     The  helm  was  put  hard  astarboard  and  all  the 
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starboard  guns  fired  directly  into  her.  The  vessels  were  brought  nearly 
side  by  side,  coming  in  collision  at  the  bows,  carrying  away  our  bow- 
sprit and  stem,  and  doing  some  other  damage  to  the  vessel.  At  the 
moment  of  collision  the  steamer  was  boarded  [and]  carried,  a  hawser 
hove  on  board  and  made  fast.  In  about  five  minutes  from  the  time  of 
firing  the  first  gun  she  was  in  our  possession  and  a  prize  to  the  Niphon. 
Stood  to  the  south  and  eastward  with  the  prize  in  tow,  which  proved 
to  be  the  rebel  steamer  Ella  and  Annie,  of  Charleston.  Being  informed 
that  there  were  wounded  men  on  board  the  prize,  Daniel  Fernald, 
quartermaster,  was  sent  aloft  to  see  if  any  vessels  were  in  sight;  none 
could  be  discovered.  Steamed  in  the  direction  of  where  the  fleet  ought 
to  be.  At  5 :  55  Daniel  Fernald  was  again  sent  aloft,  when  he  dis- 
covered the  masts  of  a  vessel,  supposed  to  be  one  of  our  fleet;  set  sig- 
nals No.  a.  973.  About  half  an  hour  after  the  signal  was  set  she 
appeared  to  discover  us  and  stood  toward  us.  At  6:50  she  answered 
our  signal.  She  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Shenandoah.  Employed  at 
clearing  away  the  wreck.  When  we  got  to  within  about  4  miles  north- 
ward of  the  station  of  the  fleet,  came  to  an  anchor.  About  half  an  hour 
after  the  Shenandoah  came  up  and  let  go  her  anchor.  In  the  collision 
■the  kedge  anchor  was  carried  away  and  lost ;  the  barometer  knocked 
down  and  broken  ;  some  damage  was  done  to  the  deck  beams,  knees, 
ceiling,  chains,  chainplates,  and  davits;  one  boat  was  smashed  up  and 
carried  away,  and  the  side  of  the  gig  stove  in.

Sir:  I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Confederate  steamer  Ella  and  Annie  was  captured  by  boarding, 
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solely  by  this  vessel,  off  Masonboro  Inlet,  on  the  morning  of  the  9th 
instant,  and  that  contrary  to  the  usual  custom  Captain  D.  B.  Ridgely, 
commanding  (J.  S.  S.  Shenandoah,  ordered  a  prize  master  to  take  her 
North. 

Permit  me  to  enquire  if  the  captor  has  not  the  right  by  law  to  select 
his  own  prize  master. 

I  also  respectfully  request  that  an  investigation  be  made  in  regard  to 
the  place  where  she  was  captured,  as  the  senior  officer  in  command  has 
expressed  some  doubts  concerning  it

Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  10, 1863. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  November 
9,  about  1  o'clock,  the  Niphon,  stationed  to  the  northward,  made  sig- 
nals with  rockets  that  a  runner  was  coming  to  the  bar,  and  she  followed 
down  the  beach  firing  at  him,  when  ther  Shenandoah  and  Tuscarora 
stood  in  to  intercept  him,  but  he  passed  so  close  to  the  beach  that  they 
could  not  make  him  out. 

The  picket  boat  Howquah  got  ready  to  receive  him,  and  gave  him  a 
broadside  from  her  battery,  which  1  trust  was  a  warm  reception,  but 
he  succeeded  in  getting  in. 

The  second  runner  approached  the  bar  without  being  observed  until 
the  picket  boat  Howquah  saw  her.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  John 
MacDiarmid's  report  will  explain  the  circumstances  under  which  she 
got  in. 

The  third  runner  was  seen  by  the  Niphon  inshore  of  him  about  5 
o'clock  a.  ni.,  when  he  stood  in  to  crowd  him  on  shore,  when  the  runner 
resolved  upon  the  desperate  expedition  of  running  the  Niphon  down. 
The  commander  of  the  Niphon,  by  shifting  his  helm  in  time,  avoided 
the  stem  of  the  runner,  and  butted  him,  giving  him  grape  at  the  same 
time.  The  vessels  then  became  entangled,  when  the  Niphon  boarded 
him,  and  he  proved  to  be  the  rebel  blockade  runner  Ella  and  Annie, 
from  Bermuda,  loaded  with  saltpeter,  arms,  etc.,  and  at  daylight  I  had 
the  gratification  of  seeing  the  Niphon  about  4  miles  off  with  the  prize 
in  tow,  which  was  captured  after  a  skillful  and  energetic  performance 
of  duty. 

I  send  by  this  mail  a  survey  of  the  hull  and  machinery  of  the  Niphon, 
and  have  ordered  her  to  Norfolk  for  repairs  and  to  take  the  crew  of  the 
prize  vessel. 

I  ordered  Acting  Master  Bentley,  of  this  ship,  to  take  the  prize  to 
Boston,  assisted  by  officers  of  the  Niphon,  who  will  be  witnesses  before 
the  court  of  the  details  of  the  capture. 

I  had  the  gratifying  intelligence  by  the  Iron  Aye,  from  Beaufort,  that 
the  James  Adtjer,  going  to  replenish  her  coal,  captured  the  R.  E.  Lee 
after  a  chase  of  two  hours. 

During  this  dark  of  the  moon  four  rebel  blockade  runners  have  been 
captured — the  Margaret  and  Jessie,  Cornubia,  Ella  and  Annie,  and  the 
famous  R.  E.  Lee,  all  belonging  to  the  rebels  and  carrying  contraband 
oi  war. 
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I  hope  the  fast  steamers  offshore  will  make  the  blockade  more  diffi- 
cult to  evade. 

The  blockade  runners  are  now  all  painted  white,  and  ran  so  close  to 
the  beach  that  it  is  impossible  to  see  them  100  yards  off  at  night.

Sra :  In  addition  to  my  former  report,  which  was  very  harried  for 
want  of  time,  I  have  to  say  that  F.  N.  Bonneau,  captain  of  the  Ella 
and  Annie,  states  that  he  has  an  appointment  as  lieutenant  in  the  Con- 
federate Navy,  and  that  oue  of  the  wounded  prisoners,  now  on  shore 
in  the  Hospital  Beaufort,  has  an  appointment  as  master  in  the  Confed- 
erate Navy,  and  that  all  prisoners,  except  those  detained  on  board  of 
the  prize  as  witnesses  and  those  of  the  Hospital  Beaufort,  were  sent 
by  order  of  Commander  Lynch  to  Fortress  Monroe  per  steamer  New 
Berne. 

I  wish  also  to  state  that  no  vessels  were  either  in  sight  or  signal  dis- 
tance at  the  time  of  the  capture  of  the  Ella  an d  Annie,  and  that  I  know 
nothing  more  as  to  her  cargo,  as  the  senior  officer  in  command  sent  an 
officer  who  is  my  senior  to  command  the  prize. 

I  also  find  that  my  damage  to  this  ship  is  more  serious  than  I  at  first 
thought,  and  will  enclose  reports  from  my  executive  officer  and'  master 
in  regard  to  the  matter. 

The  Niphon  will  be  hauled  up  on  the  sand  to-morrow  to  ascertain  the 
damage  done  to  her,  and  we  are  lightening  her  forward.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  7 :  15  p.  m.,  10th  instant, 
while  cruising  close  to  the  land  13  miles  to  the  northward  of  Fort  Fisher, 
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I  discovered  a  steamer  running  down  the  land.  Immediately  gave 
chase  and  fired  a  shot  at  her,  which  glanced  against  the  gallows  frame 
of  her  engine.  She  was  hove  to  immediately.  Upon  boarding  her  she 
proved  to  be  the  blockade  ruunjer  Ella,  from  Bermuda,  bound  to 
Wilmington,  N.  0.  I  [am]  happy  to  state  that  she  received  no  mate- 
rial damage.

I  send  papers  for  Navy  Department  and  weekly  returns  from  rendez- 
vous here.  I  need  another  watch  officer.  I  sent  you  several  weeks  since 
written  reports  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Welles,  executive  officer  of  this  ves- 
sel, against  Mr.  Quevedo,  acting  master's  mate,  and  Patrick  Williams, 
marine.  They  were  sent,  I  think,  from  Hatteras  or  from  this  place  soon 
after  our  return  from  11. 

8  p.  m. — Just  returned  from  Eden  ton;  no  news.  The  Southfield  has 
not  yet  arrived.  If  she  left  New  Berne  on  Saturday  she  must  be  aground 
somewhere.

Navy,  forwarding  statement 
of  J*  J.  Orrcll  concerning  affairs  at  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  November  12,  1863. 

John  J.  Orrell,  third  lieutenant,  Masouboro  Volunteers,  Thirtieth 
Regiment,  Third  Brigade,  Sixth  Division,  North  Carolina  Militia, 
appointed  August  17,  1803. 

Confederate  money  worth  8  cents  on  the  dollar,  12  for  one. 

Take  Wilmington,  and  North  Carolina  will  be  all  right. 

The  blockade  runners  make  Craig's  pole  or  Big  Hill,  which  is  2  miles 
south  of  Masonboro,  or  18  miles  north  of  Fort  Fisher;  used  to  have 
signals  from  12  to  14  miles  above  Fort  Fisher,  but  have  no  guns  or  pick- 
ets on  the  beach  since  1  took  that  Whitworth  gun  in  August  The 
first  signal  station  is  now  7  miles  north  of  Fort  Fisher ;  the  signal  watch 
stands  on  a  scaffold  15  feet  high,  and  waves  in  the  direction  of  Fort 
Fisher,  a  burning  ball  of  cotton  and  spirits  turpentine,  which  is  repeated 
along  the  coast  to  Colonel  Lamb,  of  Fort  Fisher,  who  tries  to  cover  the 
runner,  who,  on  running  down  from  Craig's  pole,  makes  a  light  from 
dark  lantern  to  the  signal  watch  on  the  scaffold. 

Light  drafts  generally  run  out  on  New  Inlet  side.  The  Sumter  has 
been  loaded  one  and  a  half  months  and  will  go  out  main  bar;  the  little 
Nansemond  being  troublesome  on  New  Inlet  side,  which  hitherto  was 
preferred,  as  there  was  a  fast  steamer,  they  found  on  the  other  side,  on 
which  side  they  run  down  to  [Lock wood's)  Folly  Inlet  before  standing 
off  to  the  Gulf  Stream;  from  Craig's  pole  they  run  off  east  by  south. 

Wilmington  2,000  troops,  Fort  Fisher  500,  Camp  Wyatt  (in  the  woods 
a  mile  or  so  down  and  1^  back  in  the  woods  from  the  wreck  of  the  Hebe) 
250.  On  Bald  Head  18  guns,  light  artillery,  and  3  companies.  One 
company  of  heavy  artillery,  Captain  Dudley,  was  to  go  there.  Are  for- 
tifying at  the  Bald  Head  light  house  (no  guns  yet  mounted),  to  keep  us 
from  landing  on  Smith's  Island  woods,  and  from  shelling  out  Fort  Cas- 
well from  Bald  Head.  Now  cutting  a  road  from  Fort  Fisher  to  Topsail 
Battery,  17  miles  north  of  Wilmington  and  about  1  mile  below  New  Top- 
sail Inlet;  this  road  is  on  an  average  from  Fort  Fisher  to  Masonboro 
about  300  yards  from  the  sound,  which  is  about  1.4  miles  from  beach 
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and  following  the  sounds  round  keeps  at  about  same  distance  in  plain 
view  of  the  ocean  to  the  battery.  No  heavy  guns  there,  but  one  light 
artillery  company;  this  is  on  the  county  road  from  New  Berne,  on  the 
coast  to  Wilmington. 

There  is  an  intrenchment  around  Wilmington,  a  line  of  battery  all 
reserved  and  two  heavy  guns  in  the  town.  Below  Wilmington,  first 
battery  is  Fort  Strong,  5  guns  (4  of  32-pounders  and  1  small  rifle).  One- 
half  mile  below  at  the  Old  Hospital,  now  working  a  small  battery,  both 
on  east  side  river.  No  more  until  you  get  to  Old  Town  or  Brunswick 
quarantine;  believes  there  are  about  11  guns  there  (on  west  side  river). 
Nothing  more  until  you  get  to  Smith vi He,  where  there  is  a  battery  at 
the  old  garrison ;  suppose  it  is  a  six  gun  battery.  Nothing  more  to  Fort 
Caswell,  where  I  have  not  been  lately,  but  know  it  is  in  good  order. 
Below  Fort  Caswell  they  are  fortifying;  but  do  not  know  about  it.  No 
guns,  works,  or  soldiers  on  Eagle's  Island,  or  back  of  Gape  Fear  River. 
Fort  Fisher  is  a  half  moon;  ontheseaarellgunscasemated;  all  open  in 
the  rear  of  fort;  the  casement  is  a  crib  of  palmetto  logs,  covered  over 
with  dirt  and  sodded;  earthwork  at  porthole  0  feet  thick  and  about 
same  on  top;  9  ordiuary  guns,  such  as  they  had  there  at  first,  and  2  of 
96-  pounders,  smoothbores ;  thinks  they  are  called  IXinch  guns.  No  rifle 
guns  there  but  a  Whitworth,  with  which  they  play  around  on  the 
beach;  it  is  just  like  the  one  you  captured  in  the  Minnesota  in  August. 
Next  on  Federal  Point  are  two  mounds,  one  done  and  one  building, 
each  for  one  IXinch  gun  on  top.  The  Sumter  brought  two  big  guns; 
one  burst  at  Charleston,  the  other  was  at  Wilmington  a  few  weeks 
since  and  is  intended  for  Fort  Fisher.  No  other  batteries  except  the 
intrenchments  across  from  the  sea  to  the  river  for  light  artillery  and 
infantry.  There  are  obstructions  at  Fort  St.  Philip,  alias  Old  Town, 
alias  Brunswick,  two  rows  of  piling,  not  in  the  main  channel  but  on  the 
west  side  of  channel;  no  obstructions  on  the  Rips  under  Fort  Gas- 
well  and  none  in  the  New  Inlet  Channel;  all  previous  obstructions  have 
gone  except  where  the  Kate  was  snagged  near  Fort  Caswell  Bips, 
which  is  not  in  the  channel.  The  North  Carolina  troops  are  in  Vir- 
ginia; they  were  afraid  to  let  them  go  to  Chattanooga  lest  they  would 
stop  at  home;  the  troops  above  Wilmington  are  generally  for  State 
defense  and  are  not  Confederate  troops.  I  have  been  conscripting  in 
North  Carolina.

Sir  :  This  afternoon  General  Butler  applied  for  a  gunboat  or  two  to 
repel  an  attack  apprehended  by  General  Getty  on  the  army  outpost  at 
Suffolk.  The  day  tide  will  not  allow  of  crossing  the  bar  at  the  mouth 
of  Nansemond  Creek  [upper  river]  until  to-morrow  forenoon  and  it  is 
too  thick  to  go  in  to-night.  The  Alert  (a  light- draft  tug),  supplied  with 
coal  and  ammunition,  will  start  in  the  morning,  with  orders  to  communi- 
cate with  the  army  officer  at  Suffolk,  aid  him  if  needed,  and  remain 
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until  relieved  by  the  General  Putnam  (a  light-draft  gunboat),  ordered 
here  by  telegram  from  near  Yorktown.

Hdqrs.  Army  and  District  op  North  Carolina, 

New  Berne,  N.  C,  November  13, 1863. 

Sir:  1  recently  visited  Plymouth,  etc.,  and  found  Captain  Flusser 
somewhat  disturbed  by  a  report  which  had  reached  General  Wessells 
to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Lynch  had  been  examining  the  channel  of  the 
Roanoke  with  a  view  of  bringing  down  the  ram. 

At  frequent  intervals  since  I  assumed  command  in  North  Carolina,  I 
have  posted  Major-General  Foster  in  relation  to  the  boat  at  Edwards 
Ferry,  and  proposed  ex]>editioii8  for  the  burning  of  the  same,  but  he 
never  attached  great  importance  to  it,  and  supposed  that  it  was  intended 
only  as  a  defensive  agent.  He  replied  that  the  troops  in  the  depart- 
ment would  not  warrant  the  undertaking. 

The  works  at  Plymouth  have  been  pushed  with  all  dispatch  ]K)8sible, 
and  I  have  added  materially  to  the  armament.  A  work  is  in  progress 
for  a  200-pounder  Parrott  with  a  center  pintle,  which  will  make  every- 
thing very  secure  there.  While  waiting  for  the  200-i>ouuder  I  have 
ordered  up  a  100-pounder  Parrott  from  I  latter  as,  which  is  the  only 
available  gun  of  the  kind  in  North  Carolina. 

In  regard  to  the  report  of  an  examination  of  the  channel,  1  think  it 
is  accounted  for  by  a  uumber  of  deserters  from  Fort  Branch,  at  Rain- 
bow, who  state  that  week  before  last  it  was  examined  and  torpedoes 
placed  at  various  points  below  Rainbow  Bluff. 

The  difficulties  of  getting  at  the  boat  are  greatly  increased  by  the 
fact  that  an  earthen  battery  for  four  guns  has  been  constructed  at 
Edwards  Ferry,  and  is  garrisoned  by  from  200  to  500  infantry.  The 
Twenty-fourth  North  Carolina  and  one  six-gun  battery  are  at  Hamilton. 
Fort  Branch  is  an  enclosed  work  of  12  rilled  guns,  including  1  64- 
pounder  and  3  24-pounders.

Sib  :  Yesterday  I  proceeded  to  Suffolk,  as  per  order,  and  reported  to 
ifae  major  commanding,  who  informed  me  that  be  bad  heard  various 
reports  from  the  people  of  Suffolk  as  regards  the  number  of  rebels  that 
had  been  there  within  a  week,  some  stating  the  number  as  high  as 
1,800  and  some  as  low  as  00.    They  were  said  to  be  cavalrymen.    They 
took  8  Union  soldiers  and  1 1  wagons  off  with  them.     When  we  arrived 
there  we  found  all  quiet,  and  saw  nothing  either  in  going  up  or  coming 
down  the  river.     I  was  relieved  by  the  General  Putnam,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded down  to  the  flagship  this  morning  at  9  o'clock.

A  small  party  of  rciiiierq  lauileil  on  the  Chesapeake  shore  yesterday,  hut  before 
they  could,  got  into  tlie  interior  they  were  met,  by  an  equal  number  of  my  coast 
guard,  by  whom  they  were  all  captured,  nftor  the  tiring  of  one  or  two  volleys.     They 
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are  a  part  of  a  larger  party,  under  Captain  Beall,  of  the  rebel  Navy,  who  are  doubt- 
less hovering  aboot  the  coast  somewhere;  but  my  pickets  and  coast  guard  are  on 
the  alert,  ana  will  come  up  with  them  should  they  attempt  a  landing.

Report  of  Brigadier- General  Lockwood.  U.  8.  Army,  of  the  capture  oj 

Acting  Master  Beall,  C.  8.  Navy,  and  party. 

ITdqrs.  First  Separate  Brigade,  Eighth  Army  Corps, 

Drummondtown,  Va.,  November  16,  1863. 

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  enclosed  reports  of  the 
capture  of  John  Y.  Beall,  master  in  the  rebel  Navy,  and  his  crew  of  14 
men,  by  Lieutenant  John  W.  Conner  and  Sergeant  Robert  K.  Christo- 
pher, of  Company  B,  First  Eastern  Shore  Maryland  Volunteers,  each 
of  these  officers  commanding  separate  detachments,  on  the  14th  and 
15th  of  November. 

This  is  a  highly  important  capture.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the 
party  is  the  same  who  commanded  the  attack  against  the  gunboats  on 
the  Rappahannock  River,  which  resulted  in  their  capture,  and  admits 
that  he  was  in  charge  of  the  party  by  whom  the  light-houses  on  this 
shore  were  destroyed  and  the  Government  transports  captured  on 
the  Atlantic  coast.  He  further  admits  that  the  object  of  this  raid 
was  the  capture  of  a  steamer.  The  conduct  of  the  officers  before 
referred  to  is  highly  commendable.  The  party  of  rebels  were  captured 
in  two  detachments,  one  by  Lieutenant  Conner,  the  other  by  Sergeant 
Christopher;  and  each  detachment,  although  much  better  armed  than 
ours,  was  captured  by  an  equal  number  of  our  men,  which  never  could 
have  been  effected  but  by  the  bravery  and  determination  of  these 
officers. 

1  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  major-general  commanding 
recognize  the  intrepidity  and  valuable  service  manifested  and  rendered 
by  these  officers  on  this  occasion  by  letter. 

I  would  further  call  the  attention  of  the  major-general  commanding 
to  the  status  of  these  prisoners.  They  are  unable  to  show  anything 
which,  in  my  judgment,  would  entitle  them  to  be  considered  or  treated 
as  prisoners  of  war.  They  are  without  orders  and  many  of  them  with- 
out uniform.  It  appears  by  the  shipping  articles  (of  which  I  have 
obtained  possession  and  which  are  herewith  forwarded)  that  they  are 
but  partisans,  receiving  no  pay  from  the  so-called  Confederate  States, 
and  trusting  entirely  for  remuneration  for  their  services  to  the  posses- 
sion of  such  property,  public  or  private,  as  they  may  chance  to  capture. 

If,  after  deliberation,  the  major-general  commanding  shall  agree  with 
me  that  these  parties  are  not  entitled  to  be  considered  and  treated  as 
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prisoners  of  war,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  they  be  tried  either 
by  military  commission  or  that  they  be  sent  back  here  for  trial  by  the 
civil  authorities  of  Accomac  and  Northampton  Counties,  where  the 
depredations  have  been  committed,  as  is  provided  for  iu  the  Virginia 
Code,  I860.  I  am  rather  inclined  to  think  the  latter  course  would  be 
the  preferable  one,  inasmuch  as  some  of  the  citizens  seem  to  be  con- 
siderably incensed  against  these  raiders,  and  I  think  twelve  men  at  least 
in  the  county  of  Accomac  can  be  procured  who  will  be  disposed  to  deal 
with  these  fellows  as  their  outrages  deserve. 

Further  than  this,  a  trial  and  conviction  of  these  offenders  by  the 
civil  authorities  would  have  a  great  effect  upon  the  political  status  of 
these  counties,  inasmuch  as  it  would  inflame  the  rebel  authorities  against 
them  and  by  that  means  a  counteraction  would  be  produced.  As  this 
is  understood  to  be  but  one  of  three  or  four  bands  of  outlaws  of  the 
same  character,  it  is  highly  important  that  a  precedent  in  regard  to  them 
should  be  determined  upon.

Sir:  I  have  received  the  Department's  communication  of  November 
14,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  chairman  of  the  Light- House 
Board  in  relation  to  certain  light  vessels  at  New  Berne,  desiring  that 
they  should  be  brought  to  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  or  Norfolk. 

The  use  of  one  of  these  vessels,  to  he  sunk  with  others  as  obstruc- 
tions in  the  Roanoke  River  to  prevent  the  entrance  into  the  sounds  of 
the  rebel  ironclad  now  being  built  on  its  upper  waters,  has  been  sug- 
guested  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  senior  officer  at  Plymouth, 
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and  authorized  by  me,  in  connection  with  the  system  of  defenses  now 
being  jointly  prepared  by  the  military  and  naval  authorities  there,  the 
former  having  already  requested  me  to  have  obstructions  sunk  in  the 
river. 

I  wilL  however,  duly  authorize  the  senior  officer  in  the  sounds  of 
North  Carolina  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  Board  when  it  can 
be  done  compatibly  with  other  duties,  as  the  Department  instructs 
me,  and  not  to  use  these  vessels  as  above  indicated  unless  demanded 
by  an  urgent  necessity  in  his  opinion  and  those  of  the  military  authori- 
ties.

Off  Yorktown,  Fa.,  November  20, 1863. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  forward  you  a  report  of  the  recent  expedition  to 
Mathews  County,  Va.,  with  the  result: 

On  Monday  morning,  the  16th  instant  (about  8  a.  m.),  a  resident  of 
Mathews  County,  by  the  name  of  David  Ripley,  came  on  board  this 
vessel  and  reported  to  me  that  a  party  of  guerrillas  were  in  force, 
chasing  every  Union  person  and  committing  depredations  generally 
through  Mathews  County. 

After  investigating  the  case,  I  sent  the  man  on  shore  under  charge 
of  an  officer  to  the  general  commanding  at  Yorktown,  who  at  once  con- 
cluded to  send  some  land  forces  to  cooperate  with  this  vessel. 

After  a  consultation  with  Brigadier- General  Wis  tar  and  the  colonel 
commanding  One  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Regiment  New  York  Vol- 
unteers, got  underway;  proceeded  alongside  the  wharf  at  Yorktown 
and  received  on  board  430  soldiers  belonging  to  the  One  hundred  and 
forty-eighth  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers,  under  command  of  Col- 
onel Guion. 

At  12:45  started  from  the  wharf  for  Mobjack  Bay.  When  arriving 
at  the  mouth  of  East  River  proceeded  up  very  slowly,  keeping  all 
soldiers  out  of  sight;  went  up  the  river  as  far  as  the  depth  of  water 
would  admit,  and  at  6  p.  in.  came  to  anchor  and  began  to  disembark 
the  troops  in  the  boats  of  this  vessel,  not  being  able  to  get  near  the 
shore  with  the  vessel.  At  0  p.  m.  finished  disembarking  troops,  got 
underway,  and  dropped  down  the  river  about  2  miles  to  Mathews  Court- 
House  wharf  and  landed  all  provisions  belonging  to  the  regiment. 
After  all  being  ashore,  dropped  in  the  stream  and  came  to  anchor. 

The  reason  for  not  landing  the  troops  at  the  wharf  was  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cutting  oil' all  guerrillas  from  crossing  a  creek  and  making  their 
escape. 

At  7:30  a.  m.,  on  the  morning  of  the  17th,  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded down  the  river  into  Mobjack  Bay  as  far  as  New  Point  Comfort, 
where  some  of  our  troops  were  expected  to  be,  but  not  finding  any 
traces  of  them  left  two  armed  boats'  crews  on  picket  duty  for  the  pur- 
pose of  communicating  with  the  army  when  they  came  in  night,  and 
again  proceeded  with  the  Morse  up  the  East  River  as  far  as  Mathews 
Court-House  wharf,  and  there  found  a  commissary-sergeant,  with  all 
cooks  belonging  to  the  regiment,  who  reported  that  the  regiment  had 
left  Mathews  Court-House  that  morning  in  different  directions. 

Took  these  men  on  board  and  again  proceeded  down  the  bay;  came 
to  anchor  inside  of  New  Point  Comfort.  • 

At  9  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  again  got  underway,  leaving 
two  armed  boats'  crews  on  picket  duty,  and  proceeded  to  Mathews 
Court-Ilouse  wharf;  found  nothing  and  at  once  returned  to  Nov  Point, 
and  upon  arriving  found  two  companies  encamped  there,  and  was 
informed  by  one  of  the  captains  that  a  schooner  was  ashore  between 
New  Point  Comfort  and  the  point  above,  immediately  got  underway 
and  proceeded  outside  to  the  point  indicated,  but  did  not  find  any 
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schooner  (the  schooner  the  army  had  seen  being  one  beating  down  the 
bay  close  inshore).  On  returning  came  within  hail  of  the  army  tugs 
Silas  0.  Pearee  and  Islander.  The  master  of  the  Silas  0.  Pearce  informed 
me  that  he  had  been  sent  ont  for  the  purpose  of  towing  this  vessel  off, 
having  heard  that  she  was  aground.  I  informed  him  that  I  had  not  been 
aground  at  all.  The  Islander  brought  on  board  an  officer  with  a  dis- 
patch from  General  Wistar.  When  again  in  Mobjack  Bay  sent  three 
armed  boats'  crews  on  picket  and  at  once  proceeded  again  to  Mathews 
Court-House  wharf.  Upon  arriving  there  found  the  two  companies 
which  I  had  communicated  with  at  New  Point  and  received  them  on 
board  with  two  prisoners.  Sent  out  pickets  from  this  vessel  and  burned 
four  rockets  as  signals  for  the  remainder  of  the  army.  At  11  p.  in.  the 
whole  arrived  with  the  colonel  in  command,  briuging  with  them  an  acting 
master  in  the  so-called  Confederate  Navy,  by  the  name  of  Webb,  and 
13  men  with  him,  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  burning  and  plun- 
dering of  vessels  in  Chesapeake  Bay.  The  army  destroyed  their  launch, 
also  a  quantity  of  small  boats  and  canoes  which  were  hidden  away  in 
creeks  and  swamps,  but  a  gun  which  belonged  to  the  launch  had  been 
so  successfully  hidden  that  it  could  not  be  found.  Also  received  on 
board  the  family  of  David  Ripley  (who  had  given  the  information)  for 
passage  to  Yorktown. 

From  information  gained  from  some  of  these  guerrillas  by  my  officers 
they  intended  to  capture  some  unknown  schooner  on  the  eastern  shore 
and  proceed  with  her  to  sea  for  the  purpose  of  boarding  the  first  trans- 
port they  came  across  and  commence  privateering.  Also  that  we  might 
expect  some  evening  to  see  all  lights  destroyed  in  Chesapeake  Bay. 
with  the  exception  of  Cherrystone,  Ya.,  as  that  light  gave  them  a  good 
opportunity  to  steer  for  the  different  sounds  on  the  eastern  shore. 

At  3  a.  in.  on  the  morning  of  the  19th  proceeded  down  to  the  mouth  of 
the  East  River,  came  to  anchor,  and  burned  two  blue  lights  to  recall  all 
boats  on  board,  who  returned  safe  at  4  a.  m.  At  daylight  Colonel  Guion, 
with  a  small  guard,  went  on  shore  on  a  reconnoissance,  but  again 
returned  on  board  at  7 :  30  a.  m.  Immediately  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded on  for  Yorktown,  where  the  whole  expedition  arrived  safe  at 
noon  yesterday. 

I  respectfully  forward  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  by  me  from 
Brigadier-General  Wistar  (commanding  army  forces  at  this  place)  iu 
relation  to  the  expedition  as  carried  out  on  the  part  of  myself,  officers, 
and  crew.  All  the  officers  and  crew  behaved  well  and  used  their  utmost 
exertion  to  carry  out  my  orders.

Captain  :  •  •  •  At  daylight  on  Wednesday,  the  18th ,  I  marched 
five  companies  to  Cricket  Hill,  and  learning  that  an  organized  party 
was  upon  Gwynn's  Island,  with  a  brass  howitzer,  I  at  once  crossed  in 
boats,  and  after  making  a  careful  search  of  the  island  succeeded  in  cap- 
turing 11  armed  men,  under  charge  of  Acting  Master  Webb,  of  the  rebel 
Navy.  Their  howitzer  had  been  throwu  into  the  water  and  could  not  be 
found.  After  leaving  the  island  and  destroying  some  twelve  boats  and 
one  sloop,  also  the  barge  which  the  prisoners  had  used  to  cruise  about 
in,  I  returned  to  Mathews  Court-House,  arriving  there  at  dark,  and  at 
once  communicated  with  the  gunboat  which  was  lying  in  East  River 
with  the  two  companies  under  Lieutenant  Gilchrist  on  board.

Letter  from  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral 
Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  giving  assurance  of  support  in  the  blockade  off  Wil- 
mington, N.  C. 

Navy  Department,  November  17,  1863. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  the  captures  off  Wilmington.     Nine  steamers 
have  been  lost  to  the  rebels  within  a  short  time,  all  due  to  the  line  spirit 
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of  our  people  engaged  in  the  blockade.  It  is  a  severe  duty  and  well 
maintained,  and  Jeff.  Davis  pays  as  a  higher  compliment  than  our  own 
people  when  he  declares  that  they  have  bat  one  port  in  3,500  miles 
(recollect  that  the  whole  Atlantic  front  of  Europe  is  but  2,900  miles) 
through  which  they  can  get  in  supplies. 

I  think  the  correspondence  you  send  as  is  more  important  than  the 
captures,  as  you  will  discover  when  it  reaches  Europe.  You  notice  that 
we  publish  it  entire. 

The  Margaret  and  Jessie  is  promised  to.be  put  into  our  hands  to-day, 
and  she  shall  be  fitted  at  once  very  lightly  and  sent  to  you  when  a 
transfer  of  the  NansemoncPs  officers  and  crew  can  take  place,  if  the 
Nansemond  can  hold  out  that  length  of  time.  I  have  also  telegraphed 
to  Boston  to  examine  and  take  the  other  prizes  as  early  as  possible. 
The  strike  is  putting  us  back,  but  still  I  think  we  can  pile  up  the  steam- 
ers off  Wilmington  so  as  to  practically  close  that  port. 

Your  extracts  printed  for  the  use  of  the  squadron,  and  copies  sent  to 
the  Department,  are  very  satisfactory.  The  Secretary  says  that  you 
may  recommend  for  special  service  on  your  staff  two  young  men  who 
will  be  appointed  acting  ensigns  (we  shall  understand  they  are  to  do 
clerical  duty  only,  as  I  suppose  you  will  have  to  take  them  from  mer- 
cantile life,  sailors  preferring  to  go  to  sea,  their  appointment  to  cease 
when  their  special  duties  cease). 

These  successes  come  most  opportune  on  the  approaching  meeting  of 
Congress,  and  notwithstanding  the  call  from  other  squadrons,  be  assured 
we  shall  pinch  to  strengthen  you  off  Wilmington.  I  only  fear  the  com- 
ing back  of  the  Alabama  and  consorts,  which  will  divert  ships  intended 
for  you. 

Send  up  the  published  correspondence  by  flag-of-truce  boat  if  you 
want  to  raise  the  very  devil  in  Bichmond.  Let  it  also  go  through  the 
lines  from  the  sounds.

Wo  were  off  Bogue  Inlet  the  morning  after  leaving  Beaufort.  The 
schooner  was  ashore  on  the  west  breaker,  stripped  of  everything 
except  insists,  galls,  and  booms;  even  her  anchors  and  chains  gone. 
She  seemed  to  me  to  be  half  full  of  water,  and  in  the  first  blow  on 
the  shore  must  go  to  pieces. 

She  was  a  very  good-looking  vessel,  and  like,  in  appearance,  to  many 
of  our  coal  schooners. 

We  tired  several  shells  at  her,  but  the  only  result  that  we  could  see 
was  the  knocking  oil'  of  a  piece  of  her  bowsprit.  As  several  shells 
struck  close  under  her  bow,  she  may  have  been  hit  about  the  water 
line.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Wright,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  seizure  of  the 

schooner  Emma  />. 

U.  S.  S.  Mystic, 
Off  Yorktown,  17?.,  November  Iff,  1803. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  seizure  of  the  schooner  Emma  I), 
of  and  from  Cherrystone,  Va.     She  came  in  for  a  load  of  oysters  and

was  examined  on  Tuesday,  and  found  to  have  a  small  quantity  of  con- 
traband goods  on  board,  consisting  of  the  following  articles,  viz: 
Twenty  yards  of  calico,  17  yards  of  sheeting,  1  pair  men's  boots,  3  pair 
of  women's  and  children's  shoes,  2  boys'  caps,  also  about  8  gallons  of 
whisky.  These  things  were  found  stowed  away  between  the  after 
bulkhead  of  the  cabin  and  the  transom.  At  the  time  she  was  searched 
she  was  laying  below  Gloucester  Point.  1  got  her  underway  and 
anchored  her  opposite  the  guard  ship.  Lieutenant-Commander  Bab- 
cock  left  on  an  expedition  the  day  I  seized  her.  I  put  a  guard  on  board 
and  sealed  the  things  up  until  he  returned,  so  as  to  report  the  circum- 
stances to  him  for  information.  The  captain  says  the  things  were 
intended  for  his  wife  and  family,  who  live  at  Timber  Neck  Greek,  which 
is  outside  of  the  lines.  The  schooner  is  34  tons  burden  and  is  owned 
in  Cherry  stone,  one- third  by  Augustus  Roberts  and  two-thirds  by  the 
master.  The  following  is  the  list  of  the  crew :  George  W.  Shackleford, 
master;  John  0.  Roberts,  mate,  and  Joe  (a  contraband),  cook. 

This  vessel  came  in  on  Friday,  the  13th  instant,  and  was  examined 
on  the  14th,  but  the  boarding  officer  did  not  find  anything,  as  the 
goods  were  so  well  concealed.  On  Tuesday,  the  17th,  I  was  told  that 
she  had  some  things  on  board  and  where  to  search  for  them.  I  went 
on  board  and  found  them.  I  respectfully  forward  all  of  her  papers, 
excepting  the  manifest,  which  was  sent  in  in  last  week's  report.  The 
number  of  her  manifest  on  the  tabular  forms  is  16.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  8.  Navy,  setting  forth  the  necessity  of 
having  a  marine  guard  on  the  U.  8.  8.  Connecticut 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Off  Wilmington,  November  19, 1863. 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  state  that  when  this  steamer 
was  placed  in  commission  and  sailed  from  New  York  in  August  last 
there  were  not  sufficient  marines  upon  the  station  to  furnish  her  with 
a  marine  guard,  some  400  or  500  having  been  sent  to  Admiral  Dahl- 
gren's  command,  operating  before  Charleston. 

Some  men  on  board,  shipped  as  landsmen,  who  had  served  iu  the 
Army,  were  tried  as  to  their  capacity  and  fidelity  to  perform  the  duty 
of  sentinels.  They  proved  to  be  worse  than  useless.  It  seems  impos- 
sible to  instil  into  men  who  do  not  enlist  as  soldiers  the  pride  and 
esprit  which  usually  characterizes  soldiers.  They  have  no  feeling  or 
sense  of  shame  in  regard  to  sleeping  on  post  or  permitting  thefts  to  be 
committed.  I  have  tried  the  experiment  thoroughly  to  see  if  good 
police  could  be  maintained  without  a  marine  guard  on  board  of  a  ves- 
sel of  this  class  with  215  souls,  and  find  that  it  can  not  be  done.  It 
should  be  recollected  that  there  are  no  midshipmen  on  board  either.  I 
have  been  slow  to  complain  until  the  latest  moment  that  I  am  unable 
to  maintain  that  good  discipline  and  exemption  from  theft  which  is 
usual  and  so  highly  necessary  on  board  of  a  man-of-war. 
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When  the  blockade  runner  steamer  Juno  was  captured  by  this  ves- 
sel, and  officers  and  men  sent  on  board  to  take  ]K>ssession  of  her,  those 
who  Were  considered  the  best  and  most  trustworthy  men  were  placed 
over  property  of  various  kinds,  especially  that  belonging  to  passengers. 
Although  every  effort  was  made  by  the  officers  to  preserve  order  and 
to  protect  property  ?  yet  these  men  were  the  first  to  get  drunk,  as  there 
were  liquors  and  wines  found  on  board,  which  were  ultimately  thrown 
overboard  to  prevent  further  trouble.  Several  acts  of  theft  were  com- 
mitted: one  passenger  had  his  writing  desk  broken  open  and  200  Mexi- 
can, dollars  abstracted  from  it.  Whether  this  was  done  by  our  men  or 
by  the  English  crew  was  not  ascertained,  although  every  effort  was 
made  to  do  it.  A  good  sergeant  or  a  good  corporal  or  two,  with  a  few 
reliable  privates,  would  have  prevented  all  that. 

Every  vessel  upon  this  station  having  a  crew  of  100  men  and  upward 
has  a  marine  guard  except  this. 

For  the  good  of  the  service,  therefore,  I  most  respectfully  and  ear- 
nestly request  that  the  usual  sized  mariue  guard  be  allowed  to  this 
steamer,  viz,  1  sergeant,  2  corporals,  and  10  privates  (which  she  has 
always  had  until  this  cruise),  to  bo  sent  out  in  one  of  the  trips  of  the 
U.  8.  supply  steamer  New  Berne  when  she  comes  from  New  York.

As  to  the  prisoners  themselves,  they  will  be  held  for  the  present,  not 
as  prisoners  of  war,  but  as  pirates  or  marauding  robbers,  until  the 
further  pleasure  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  whom  the  matter  will  be 
submitted,  shall  be  known.  Not  being  protected  by  commissions  or 
any  orders  produced  from  the  pretended  rebel  Government,  they  will 
probably  be  tried  as  pirates  or  as  robbers,  either  in  the  United  States 
court  or  the  local  court,  unless  ordered  to  trial  by  military  commission.

U.  S.  Flagship  Fahkee, 
Beaufort  Harbor,  N.  C,  November  2f,  1863, 

SlE:  I  transmit  enclosed  the  report  of  Commander  George  M. 
Hansom,  dated  November  21,  concerning  the  capture  of  the  steamer 
Banshee,  a  notorious  blockade  runner  belonging  to  the  rebels. 

Referring  to  the  enclosed  report  of  the  misconduct  of  the  army 
transport  Fulton,  I  have  to  suggest  that  instructions  should  be  given 
to  prevent  its  repetition  and  the  consequences  that  must  follow.

Neither  the  crew  oor  the  soldiers  on  board  this  transport  or  the  prize 
could  properly  object,  much  less  resist  a  man-of-war  from  boarding 
either  on  the  high  seas,  nor  take  possession  and  claim  control  from  the 
United  States  ships  of  war  of  a  prize  which  they  are  chasing. 

The  belligerent  rights  of  the  man-of-war  are  perfect  under  her  com- 
mission and  orders.  The  authority  to  the  transport  to  capture  did  not 
contemplate  that  her  commander  should  set  every  man-of-war  present 
and  participating  at  defiance. 

These  act  under  the  full  obligations  of  the  navy  prize  law,  whilst  the 
transport,  if  legally  armed,  has  only  a  privilege  under  one  section 
thereof. 

The  man-of-war  has  an  interest  in  the  prize  and  in  the  navy  pension 
fund,  to  which  half  the  proceeds  go,  and  is  responsible  as  a  cruiser 
under  naval  laws  for  the  safely  of  the  prize  and  the  proper  performance 
of  its  duties  as  a  belligerent,  which  is  only  partially  the  case  with  the 
transports. 

I  have  given  such  instructions  to  the  commanders  of  men-of-war  on 
this  squadron  as  will  cause  them  to  take  charge  of  the  prize  in  case  of 
another  such  capture  by  unnecessary  interference  on  the  part  of  an 
army  transport,  as  in  the  cases  of  the  Margaret  and  Jessie  and  the 
Banshee,  and  to  use  as  much  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  assert  the 
superior  and  proper  authority  of  a  man-of-war  in  such  cases. 

The  Banshee  was  seized  in  shoal  water,  20  miles  southwest  from 
Beaufort,  within  the  limits  of  this  blockade  and  in  the  presence  of  a 
man-of-war  chasing  and  gaining  on  the  prize. 

I  presume  the  law  only  contemplated  this  belligerent  act  where  there 
was  no  man-of-war  to  perform  it.  I  respectfully  request  the  Depart- 
ment to  take  such  action  and  to  give  and  cause  to  be  given  such 
instructions  in  the  matter  as  the  public  interest  may  require.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  vessel,  after  a  chase  of  one 
hour  and  ten  minutes  this  morning,  by  the  effect  of  shots  from  the  100- 
pounder  Parrott  gun,  caused  the  capture  of  the  notorious  English 
blockade  runner  Banshee  by  the  U.  8.  army  transport  steamer  Fulton, 
in  latitude  34°  25'  K,  longitude  76°  5V  W. 

We  were  standing  K.  E.  by  N.,  when,  at  0  a.  m.,  a  steamer  was 
reported  (from  the  masthead)  on  the  starboard  beam,  making  black 
smoke.  Immediately  I  stood  in  chase  and  discovered  soon  another 
steamer  in  chase  of  the  same  black  smoke.  At  9 :  30  a.  m.,  having  both 
in  plain  sight  from  the  deck,  and  the  chase  apparently  not  more  than 
4  miles  distant,  we  commenced  firing;  the  other  steamer  in  pursuit 
was  about  3  miles  nearer  the  chase,  and  firing  also.  At  10:10  the 
shots  from  the  100- pounder  Parrott  gun  of  this  vessel  caused  tbe  chase 
to  turn  and  surrender  to  the  army  transport  steamer  Fulton.  At  10 :  25, 
ranging  up  alongside  of  the  chase,  I  sent  two  boats,  one  with  a  prize 
crew,  both  of  which  were  warned  off  by  a  party  of  soldiers  in  command 
of  an  army  lieutenant  (sent  on  board  from  the  Fulton)  in  the  manner 
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explained  in  the  letters,  which  I  enclose  herewith  from  Acting  Ensigns 
Charles  H.  Gadieu  and  Charles  H.  Frisbie. 

The  chase  proved  to  be  the  English  blockade  runner  Banshee,  three 
days  from  Nassau.  I  claim,  most  justly,  I  think,  to  be  the  captor. 
Unquestionably  the  shots  from  this  vessel  compelled  her  to  surrender. 
Bat  referring  to  section  0  of  article  25  for  the  government  of  the  Navy, 
I  yielded  to  the  circumstance  of  the  Fulton  being  already  in  actual 
possession  of  the  prize. 

The  Fulton  was  from  Port  Koyal,  bound  to  New  York.  The  captain 
stated  that  he  had  been  in  chase  eight  hours.  At  11:30  I  shaped  my 
course  for  Beaufort;  about  fifteen  minutes  later  1  observed  that  the 
Fulton  proceeded  on  her  course  to  the  northward  and  eastward,  having 
the  Banshee  in  tow. 

I  enclose  herewith,  also,  lists  in  duplicate,  of  the  officers  and  crew  of 
this  vessel,  who  are  entitled  to  share  in  whatever  may  accrue  of  prize 
money  for  the  capture  of  the  English  blockade  runner  Banshee.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  11  a.  m.  this  day  I  took  charge 
of  a  boat  with  a  prize  crew  to  proceed  on  board  and  take  charge  of  a 
steamer  which,  in  consequence  of  shot  from  this  vessel,  had  surren- 
dered to  the  transport  steamer  Fulton. 

It  proved  to  be  the  English  steamer  Banshee,  three  days  from  Nas- 
sau. When  1  arrived  within  hail,  1  was  ordered  to  keep  off  by  a  party 
of  soldiers  under  command  of  an  army  lieutenant,  the  soldiers  pointing 
their  pieces  at  us,  and  telling  me  if  1  came  alongside  I  did  so  at  my 
peril,  for  if  1  attempted  to  board  they  would  fire  into  us.  I  asked 
them  if  they  had  taken  charge  of  the  prize.  A  man  whom  1  supposed 
to  be  the  mate  in  charge  answered  me  that  he  had,  and  asked  me  to  go 
on  board  the  Fulton  for  further  information. 

I  immediately  pulled  alongside  of  the  Fulton,  where  I  was  met  at 
the  gangway  by  the  captain.  1  informed  him  1  had  orders  from  you 
to  take  charge  of  the  prize;  he  refused  to  give  her  up,  saying  that  you 
could  not  have  her  unless  you  took  her  by  force,  for  he  had  taken 
charge  of  her  and  had  a  prize  master  and  crew  on  board  with  a  guard 
of  soldiers.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  10:30  a.  m.  this  day  I  left 
this  vessel  by  your  order  to  board  the  chase,  which  proved  to  be  the 
English  steamer  llanxhee,  three  days  from  Nassau.     On  approaching,  I 
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was  warned  to  keep  oft'  by  a  person  whom  I  supposed  to  be  the  captain. 
I  ordered  the  men  to  give  way,  when  the  order  was  given  to  repel 
boarders,  and  I  found  to  my  astonishment  about  twelve  United  States 
soldiers  with  fixed  bayonets  warning  me  not  to  come  alongside.  I  found 
that  there  were  twelve  or  more  soldiers  on  board  in  charge  of  a  lieuten- 
ant The  person  who  had  warned  me,  and  who  seemed  to  be  in  charge, 
told  me  that  the  last  prize  they  took  was  boarded  by  a  prize  crew  from 
the  Keystone  State  and  stole  the  silver  plate  and  other  articles,  and  this 
time  it  was  not  to  be  permitted.  I  then  went  on  board  the  transport 
Fulton  and  received  from  Captain  James  A.  Wotten  information  that 
the  prize  was  the  English  steamer  Banshee,  Captain  Steele,  from  Nas- 
sau, and  that  he  had  boarded  her  and  claimed  her  as  his  prize.  1  told 
him  that  Commander  Ransom  would  take  charge  of  her  and  take  her 
to  Beaufort  and  send  her  home,  but  Captain  Wotten  said  he  could  not 
listen  to  it,  as  he  was  bound  to  New  York  direct,  and  had  a  prize  crew 
on  board  and  the  hawser  fast  to  the  prize,  and  cold  me  to  convey  that 
information  to  my  commander.  I  told  him  that  you  were  a  full  com- 
mander. He  said  that  he  had  Major  Bailey,  of  the  Third  Bhode  Island 
Heavy  Artillery,  in  charge,  and  that  he  would  take  the  prize  to  New 
York  and  deliver  her  up  to  the  proper  authority,  and  that  you  could 
send  your  prize  list  to  the  Department.

Report  of  Hajor  Bailey,  TJ.  8.  Army,  commanding  troops  on  board  army  transport  Fulton. 

New  York,  November  24,  1863. 

Sir  :  In  pursuance  with  General  Orders,  No.  276,  War  Department, 
Adjutant-General's  Office,  Washington,  1).  C,  August  8, 1863, 1  have 
the  honor  to  make  the  following  report: 

I  was  returning  on  the  steamer  Fulton  from  Hilton  Head,  S.  C,  with 
a  conscript  guard  of  6  officers  and  25  enlisted  men,  and  being  the  senior 
officer  on  board  was  put  in  command  of  the  troops  on  board  the  vessel. 
I  immediately  put  my  guard  under  order  and  attended  to  the  proper 
care  of  the  vessel.  Everything  passed  off  quietly  until  about  7 :  30  a.  m., 
November  20,  when  the  pilot  at  the  masthead  reported  a  vessel  in  sight 
which  looked  to  him  like  a  blockade  runner.  The  captain  of  the  Ful- 
ton (Wotten)  immediately  ordered  chase  to  be  given.  Upon  arriving 
nearer  we  found  her  to  be  a  side-wheel  steamer  with  two  smokestacks 
and  burning  soft  coal.  She  was  endeavoiing  to  get  away  from  us,  and 
steamed  up  accordingly.  At  9  a.  m.  we  were  still  gaining  upon  her, 
and  being  within  range  of  the  rifle  gun  on  board,  the  captain  of  the 
Fulton  ordered  the  gunners  to  open  fire.  Our  first  shot  fell  short,  but 
the  next  two  told  upon  her,  one  striking  her  forward  and  the  other  just 
aft.  She  then  rounded  to,  and  Captain  Wotten  detailed  Lieutenant 
George  W.  Darling,  First  Rhode  Island  Cavalry,  and  12  enlisted  men, 
who  were  of  my  guard,  to  board  the  vessel  as  prize  crew;  these  with 
the  chief  officer,  Mr.  A.  M.  Walker,  of  the  Fulton,  and  16  seamen,  com- 
posed the  boarding  party,  and  under  their  command  the  prize  was 
placed.  She  proved  to  be  the  steamer  Banshee,  blockade  runner,  with 
general  cargo,  bound  to  Wilmington,  N.  C,  from  Nassau,  this  being 
her  fifth  trip  this  season.    She  is  about  200  feet  long,  20  wide,  and  12 
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deep,  and  draws  when  fully  laden  only  8  feet  of  water,  and  is  about  700 
tons  burden. 

When  the  vessel  first  appeared  in  sight,  7 :30  a.  m.,  she  was  the  only 
one  to  be  seen.  At  about  8  a.  m.  a  boat  appeared  upon  our  port  beam, 
which  proved  to  be  the  side- wheel  steamer  Delaware,  from  otono  Inlet 
to  Baltimore.  We  soon  left  her  far  astern  and  following  to  see  the 
chase.  At  8:30  a.  m.  we  descried  upon  our  port  beam  and  steering 
southward  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Grand  Gulf,  Commander  G.  M.  Hansom. 
She,  seeing  our  chase,  put  on  a  heavy  head  of  steam  and  commenced 
firing  at  it,  but  her  shots  fell  far  short  and  she  soon  proved  to  be  no 
match  for  the  Fulton  and  her  guns.  We  soon  left  both  boats  far  astern, 
when  (after  we  had  captured  the  prize  and  we  had  our  prize  crew  on 
board  the  Banshee)  the  Grand  GiiZ/came  up  and  offered  to  board  her. 
The  crew  of  the  Grand  Gulf  were  refused  admittance  on  board  the 
prize  and  politely  referred  to  the  commander  of  the  Fulton.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  Grand  Gulf  then  offered  a  prize  crew,  which  was  very 
respectfully  declined  by  Captain  Wotten.  This  is  a  prize  taken  by 
the  Fulton,  and  she  alone. 

This  proves  the  speed,  safety,  and  superiority  of  the  Fulton  as  a 
steamship,  also  the  faithfulness,  courage,  and  patriotism  of  her  officers 
and  men.  The  crew  of  the  Banshee  were  transferred  to  the  Fulton,  and 
I  had  them  guarded  until  I  arrived  in  New  fork;  there  I  transferred 
them  to  the  provost-marshal.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  7th  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  enclose  herewith  diagrams  illustrating  as  fully  as  possible  the  rela- 
tive positions  of  all  vessels  concerned  in  the  capture  of  the  English 
blockade  runner  Banshee  on  the  tilst  ultimo. 

I  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  refer  you  to  the  explanatory  notes  of  the 
diagrams,  and  to  the  abstract  log  under  the  same  date  also  enclosed 
herewith,  and  to  my  letter  of  that  date  for  full  reports  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances connected  with  the  capture. 

I  would  also  state,  sir,  that  1  have  been  assured  by  the  prize  com- 
missioner and  the  assistant  U.  S.  district  attorney  in  New  York  that 
the  evidence  which  has  been  elicited  from  all  parties  concerned  in  the 
capture  of  the  Banshee  establishes  very  clearly  the  fact  of  participation 
in  the  same  by  the  Grand  Gulf,  and  of  her  right  to  share  in  the  results 
of  the  capture;  that  any  further  evidence  was  entirely  unnecessary. 

1  enclose  herewith  also  a  copy  of  an  order  of  Hear- Admiral  H. 
Paulding,  dated  the  10th  instant,  under  which  1  am  now  to  proceed  to 
cruise  in  the  vicinity  of  Bermuda  in  quest  of  the  steamer  Chesapeake, 
now  in  the  possession  of  pirates.

Sib:  We  respectfully  submit  the  diagram  here  laid  down  represent- 
ing the  respective  positions  and  courses  steered  by  the  steamers  Grand 
Qulf,  Fulton,  and  Banshee,  involved  in  the  capture  of  the  latter  vessel 
on  the  2l8t  of  November  last. 

B,  F,  G.  represent,  respectively,  the  positions  of  the  Banshee,  Ful- 
ton, and  Grand  Gulf  when  the  Banshee  was  first  discovered  from  the 
masthead  of  Grand  Gulf. 
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B1,  F1,  G1,  represent,  respectively,  the  positions  of  Banshee,  Fulton, 
and  Grand  Gulf  when  the  Banshee,  headed  off  by  effect  of  oar  shot, 
changed  her  coarse  and  ran  toward  the  Fulton.  The  time  which 
elapsed  between  the  latter  event  and  oar  arrival  alongside  the  prize 
was  precisely  fifteen  minutes ;  we  estimated  that  at  the  time  the  Banshee 
returned  to  surrender  the  steamer  Delatcare  was  fall  10  miles  astern 
of  the  Fulton.

Sib:  The  two  light-boats  and  the  Comet  (schooner)  have  arrived.

I  think  we  will  have  time  to  put  things  in  good  order  before  our 
friend  from  above  ventures  down.  I  required  six  hulks  from  the 
admiral;  I  think  the  Army  will  send  some. 

I  was  at  Eden  ton  and  Hertford  yesterday  with  General  Wessells. 
The  guerrillas  are  becoming  more  bold;  fired  at  our  pickets  as  we  drew 
tliem  in  at  Hertford  yesterday;  no  one  hit. 
I  shall  write  you  again  soon.

Order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Nary  to  Captain  Qanseroort,  U.  S.  Nary, 
regarding  measures  of  protection  against  floating  torpedoes.

Sir:  Since  the  discovery  of  the  torpedo  on  James  lliver,  near  New- 
port News,  the  Department  has  felt  Home  uneasiness  with  regard  to 
the  position  of  your  vessel,  as  it  is  evidently  the  design  of  the  rebels  to 
drift  such  machines  of  destruction  upon  her.  Some  other  vessel  should 
be  kept  at  anchor  above  the  Roanoke  to  look  out  for  these  dangerous 
missiles,  and  picket  boats  should  be  kept  still  farther  in  advance  at 
night  to  guard  against  them.  Vigilance  is  demanded.

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Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  reconnoissance 

in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota  [Fahkbe], 

Beaufort  Harbor ',  N.  C,  November  24, 1863. 

Sir:  I  returned  here  this  evening,  after  visiting  New  Berne,  Wash- 
ington, Plymouth,  and  Roanoke  Island,  in  company  with  General  But- 
ler, who  left  Hatteras  Inlet  this  morning  to  return  to  Fortress  Monroe, 
abandoning  without  explanation  his  previous  purpose  to  make  with  me 
a  reconnoissance  off  Wilmington,  whither  I  go  to  morrow  morning. 

The  general  concluded  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  sink  any 
vessels  above  Plymouth,  but  only  to  drive  some  piling  across  the 
Roanoke,  including  the  island  channel  and  the  two  thoroughfares  just 
above  Plymouth. 

He  expressed  his  unconcern  about  the  rebel  ram,  but  promised  me 
to  obtain  full  information  about  the  one  up  the  Roanoke  and  the  rebel 
gunboat  on  the  Neuse. 

General  Butler  will  give  an  order  to  discharge  all  able-bodied  contra- 
bands now  employed  as  laborers  in  the  service  of  the  Army  and  to  so 
employ  only  those  too  infirm  to  ship  in  the  Navy  or  enlist  in  the  Army. 
He  will  give  subsistence  to  the  families  of  all  who  enter  either  branch 
of  the  public  service. 

He  gave  orders  at  my  request  to  supply  me  with  a  convenient  brick 
building  in  New  Berne,  suitable  for  conversion  into  a  magazine  for 
naval  ordnance,  which  will  save  considerable  demurrage. 

He  is  enquiring  and  so  am  I,  at  his  instance,  about  the  possibility  of 
navigating  the  sounds  by  light-draft  vessels  drawing  2  or  3  feet-— of 
which  he  has  several  constructing — between  Beaufort  and  Wilmington, 
which  1  fear  is  impracticable. 

I  gave  him  my  views  respecting  the  best  method  of  attacking  Wil- 
mington, viz,  either  to  inarch  from  New  Berne  aud  seize  the  best  and 
nearest  fortified  inlet  on  the  north  of  Fort  Fisher,  thence  to  cross  and 
blockade  Cape  Fear  River,  or  to  land  below  Fort  Caswell  (the  key  to 
the  position)  and  blockade  the  river  from  the  right  bank  between 
Smithville  and  Brunswick.

Report  of  Captain  Gansevoort,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  measures  of  protec- 
tion against  floating  torpedoes. 

U.  9.  Ironclad  Roanoke, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  November  25,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  Depart- 
ment's letter  of  November  23,  to  me,  on  the  position  of  this  ship  with 
reference  to  the  supposed  design  of  the  enemy  to  injure  or  destroy  her 
with  torpedoes. 

The  Roanoke  lies  in  the  deepest  water  here,  and  until  very  lately, 
when  the  necessary  force  has  been  temporarily  reduced  by  casualties 
to  machinery,  a  picket  boat  has  been  kept  underway  during  all  night 
just  above  this  anchorage  to  prevent  such  missiles  from  approaching 
the  ship.  This  precaution  will  be  renewed  now  that  the  Poppy  has 
been  added  to  this  disposable  force,  and  in  addition  I  have  caused, 
agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Department,  a  gunboat  to  be 
anchored  above  us  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout  for  torpedoes. 

The  Department  may  rest  assured  that  all  vigilance  will  be  exercised 
in  this  matter.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  9 :  30  p.  m.  of  November  26, 
when  3  miles  south  of  Masonboro  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  and  standing 
to  the  southward,  we  discovered  a  schooner  inshore  of  us,  standing  in 
the  same  direction. 

At  9 :  50  p.  m.  heaved  her  off  and  brought  her  to  with  a  shot;  hailed 
her  and  directed  that  she  should  be  hove  to,  which  was  answered  from 
her  and  obeyed. 

At  10  p.  m.  Acting  Ensign  C.  F.  Keith  with  an  armed  boat's  crew 
boarded  and  took  possession  of  her  and  found  that  she  had  been  aban- 
doned. 

She  proved  to  be  the  British  schooner  Ella  and  carries  a  register,  by 
which  it  appears  she  is  of  37.80  tons,  and  owned  by  Thomas  Stead,  of 
Nassau,  New  Providence.  She  is  from  Nassau  and  cleared  for  Balti- 
more, Md.,  with  a  cargo  of  200  sacks  of  salt  and  4  pieces  of  osnaburg 
(288  yards). 

At  the  time  we  seized  the  Ella  no  other  vessel  was  in  sight  and  none 
within  signal  distance  to  my  knowledge. 
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The  EUa  has  been  ordered  to  proceed  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  by  the 
senior  officer  present,  and  wait  farther  orders.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Arnold,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  seiz- 
ure and  release  of  the  British  schooner  William. 

U.  S.  S.  Mercedita, 
Western  Bar,  Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  November  27, 1863. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing facts  in  connection  with  the  capture  and  subsequent  release  of 
the  English  schooner  William,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  loaded  with 
salt,  K.  Gardner,  master: 

She  was  captured  by  this  vessel  on  the  morning  of  October  21, 1803, 
within  28  miles  of  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  in  latitude  34°  10'  N., 
longitude  77°  04'  \\\,  wind  \V.  N.  W.,  convenient  to  several  accessible 
inlets  in  the  rebellious  part  of  that  State.  Her  proximity  to  the  coast 
with  a  suspicious  cargo  on  board  was,  in  my  opinion,  a  sufficient  cause 
for  seizure. 

Her  master  stated  that  she  was  bound  to  Bermuda,  had  experienced 
heavy  weather,  which  his  log  showed;  that  she  was  leaking  badly,  her 
pumps  not  in  working  condition,  and  that  in  consequence  she  was 
unseaworthy,  and  making  her  way  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  the  only  1-nited 
States  port  not  blockaded  she  could  enter  convenient  for  repairs. 

Her  papers  were  correct  but  in  one  particular;  there  was  no  letter  of 
instruction  to  the  master.  As  soon  as  I  took  possession  of  her  I  called 
a  survey  upon  her  as  to  seaworthiness,  the  report  of  which  was  that 
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she  was  seaworthy  and  might  have  proceeded  on  her  voyage  to  Ber- 
muda with  safety.  She  was  an  old  vessel,  such  as  is  usually  used  for 
running  salt  into  the  blockaded  ports. 

I  towed  the  schooner  to  the  blockading  fleet  and  referred  the  matter 
of  her  seizure  to  Captain  B.  F.  Sands,  who  being  anxious  that  I  should 
repair  to  this  side,  directed  me  to  report  the  case  to  the  senior  officer 
here,  which  I  did,  and  she  was  released  by  Commander  Almy  on  the 
28th  of  October.  On  that  day  her  master  entered  a  protest  against  her 
seizure  (No.  1),  which  I  enclose,  also  the  report  of  survey  upon  her 
(No.  2),  and  a  copy  of  my  endorsement  (No.  3)  upon  her  log  book,  and 
clearance  papers  made  when  she  was  released.  I  gave  no  permission 
to  her  master  to  go  to  Beaufort,  nor  did  I  object  to  his  doing  so.  I  have 
since  learned  that  he  did  not  do  so.  I  repaired  her  pumps  and  found 
pieces  of  inanila  rope  in  them,  but  whether  they  came  there  by  acci- 
dent or  not  I  can  not  say.  She  was  given  up  on  the  possibility  of  her 
master's  statement  being  true.

Report  of  Commander  Parker.  Z7.  8.  Navy,  on  the  defenses  of  Wilmington, 

N.C. 

XT.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Tusoaboba, 
Beaufortj  N.  C.y  November  28, 1863. 

Sib  :  In  compliance  with  your  request  1  have  the  honor  to  make  the 
following  report  on  the  defenses  of  Wilmington : 

Fort  Fisher,  at  the  mouth  of  New  Inlet  (one  of  the  principal  entrances 
to  the  harbor),  is  pronounced  by  experts  to  be  a  very  strong  fortifica- 
tion, equal  to  any  in  Charleston  harbor. 

It  is  casemated,  and  refugees  (whites)  have  reported  to  me  that  it  is 
built  of  palmetto  trees  14  feet  thick  and  filled  in  with  sand.  The  num- 
ber of  guns  has  been  variously  reported  to  be  14, 20,  and  40. 

I  believe  it  mounts  about  20  guns,  most  of  which  are  the  old-fashioned 
smoothbore  32-poundei  s,  with  perhaps  two  or  three  8-iuch  rifled  guns. 
Adjoining  it  is  the  new  Mound  fort,  built  of  heavy  frame  timbers,  said 
to  be  70  or  80  feet  high  and  covered  with  sand  to  make  it  bombproof. 
This  is  to  mount  two  heavy  guns  on  the  top  to  fire  plunging  shot  on 
the  decks  of  ironclads  and  other  vessels. 

There  are  six  other  detached  casemated  batteries,  made  bombproof 
with  sand  and  apparently  mounting  two  heavy  guns,  each  designed  to 
protect  the  bar  and  to  strengthen  Fort  Fisher. 

Powerful  batteries  have  been  recently  erected  at  Smith's  Island  and 
at  Oak  and  Zeek's  islands.  They  are  strong  earthworks.  These  are 
intended  to  prevent  the  landing  of  a  hostile  force  and  protect  blockade 
runners. 

On  the  Western  Bar,  the  other  principal  entrance  to  the  harbor,  is 
Fort  Caswell,  which  is  casemated,  and  a  strong  and  well-built  fortifi- 
cation. 

A  mile  and  a  half  to  the  westward  of  this,  on  Oak  Island,  is  a  strong 
battery,  lately  erected  to  sweep  the  bar,  and  opposite  to  this  is  the 
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battery  at  Bald  Head  on  Smith's  Island,  distant  about  1£  miles  from 
Caswell,  the  main  channel  of  the  river  being  between  them.  All  of 
these  defenses  bear  evidence  of  great  engineering  skill  and  military 
foresight. 

There  is  also  said  to  be  a  battery  on  the  lower  part  of  Smith's  Island. 
It  is  reported  that  there  are  several  batteries  guarding  obstructions  in 
Cape  Fear  Kiver  leading  to  Wilmington. 

These  obstructions  can  be  closed  or  opened  at  pleasure,  and  torpe- 
does are  said  to  be  placed  in  the  river  at  intervals. 

Two  ironclads  have  been  constructed,  and  one  of  them  is  said  to  be 
armed  and  ready  for  use,  but  it  is  believed  that  they  are  unseaworthy 
and  will  not  be  sent  outside  Fort  Fisher. 

These  fortifications  will  make  it  difficult  to  land  a  force  in  the 
vicinity  of  either  entrance  to  the  port. 

What  is  the  obvious  inference  f  Clearly,  to  avoid  the  forts  and  other 
obstructions  and  seek  a  more  commodious  and  safe  place  for  landing. 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the  troops  should  be 
landed  at  Masonboro  Inlet  or  Deep  Inlet.  I  am  informed  by  a  contra- 
band pilot  that  there  is  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  high  water  here  and  the 
same  at  New  Inlet,  and  that  there  are  6  feet  of  water  inside  the  sound 
all  the  way  from  New  Topsail  Inlet  to  the  landing  nearest  to  Wilming- 
ton; a  most  important  fact  if  true. 

From  thence,  there  is  a  good  plank  road  of  7  miles  to  Wilmington. 

I  apprehend  there  would  not  be  much  resistance  here,  and  after  the 
city  was  captured  the  troops  at  the  forts  could  be  easily  starved  out; 
for  it  is  probable  that  there  is  but  little  food  collected  at  the  forts,  and 
with  the  city  in  our  possession  no  supplies  could  be  obtained  from  the 
interior;  thus  the  blockade  would  be  rendered  perfect  by  this  invest- 
ment. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  25,000  men  and  two  or  three  ironclads 
should  be  sent  to  capture  this  place,  if  so  large  a  force  can  be  con- 
veniently furnished  for  this  purpose;  and  this  is  amply  sufficient  to 
make  this  capture  certain,  hut  I  believe  that  one-half  of  this  force,  and 
without  the  ironclads,  will  also  prove  sufficient. 

The  ironclads,  if  they  can  be  furnished,  should  be  employed  to  divert 
the  attention  of  the  garrison  at  Fort  Fisher  during  the  landing  of  our 
troops  at  Masonboro  Inlet,  and  to  prevent  the  force  there  from  being 
used  to  oppose  the  debarkation. 

The  advantages  of  lauding  the  troops  at  Masonboro  Inlet  are  as 
follows : 

First.  That  there  is  only  a  small  force  there,  which  would  be  put  to 
flight  immediately  after  our  appearance;  and  Fort  Fisher  could  not 
offer  any  resistance,  the  distance  being  about  18  miles  by  the  coast. 

Second.  There  is  a  sufficient  depth  of  water  (about  12  feet  at  high 
water,  as  above  stated)  to  allow  the  transports  to  enter  the  inlet  and 
land  the  troops  and  stores  in  smooth  water.  A  small  wooden  jetty  or 
wharf  could  be  constructed  inside  to  facilitate  the  lauding  of  heavy 
stores. 

Boats  and  pontoons  could  also  be  used  in  this  connection. 

There  is  said  to  be  a  hotel  and  some  other  houses  at  Masonboro. 

After  the  capture  of  the  city  the  troops  could  march  down  the  river 
and  take  various  fortifications  in  the  rear. 

Fort  Fisher  would  probably  fall  after  a  short  resistance,  as  I  have 
been  informed  that  the  heavy  guns  till  point  to  seaward,  and  there  is 
but  slight  provision  made  to  resist  an  attack  from  the  interior. 

The  squadron  of  wooden  vessels  would  also  assist,  and  the  other 
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inlets,  as  Deep,  Sandy,  New  Topsail,  and  Stump  inlets,  could  also  be 
used  by  our  vessels  of  light  draft,  etc. 

The  squadron  here  is  most  anxious  to  engage  in  this  enterprise.  The 
time  of  full  moon  should  be  selected,  as  much  work  could  be  done  in 
the  night,  and  at  the  time  of  high  water  or  full  sea;  of  course  the 
squadron  should  be  increased,  particularly  in  steam  tugs  and  other 
steamers  of  light  draft. 

Large  boats  to  be  stowed  in  nests  of  three  should  be  furnished,  of 
which  the  largest  will  carry  about  100  men,  the  next  of  75,  and  the 
smallest  about  50  men  with  muskets  and  other  accouterments. 

These  should  be  of  the  whaleboat  pattern,  and  be  fitted  with  an 
anchor  of  a  suitable  size  at  each  end  and  150  fathoms  cable. 

These  were  successfully  employed  in  landing  troops  at  Vera  Cruz, 
[Mexico]. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  Fort  Fisher  and  its  dependencies  are  cap- 
tared,  Caswell  would  be  abandoned;  for,  although  these  forts  are 
entirely  independent,  being  about  7  miles  distant  on  a  direct  line,  the 
moral  effect  of  the  loss  of  one  would  insure  the  surrender  of  the  others. 

The  rebels  are  rapidly  increasing  the  fortifications  near  the  two 
entrances  to  the  harbor  of  Wilmington,  and  the  best  places  for  landing 
troops  near  Forts  Gaswell  and  Fisher  are  already  defended,  so  that 
regular  approaches  will  be  necessary  by  digging  trenches  and  parallels; 
and  if  the  enterprise  be  much  longer  deferred  it  is  probable  that  Mason- 
boro  Inlet  will  be  so  strongly  defended  as  to  prevent  an  approach  to 
Wilmington  by  this  route. 

I  have  learned  that  there  is  a  strong  Union  feeling  among  many  of 
the  inhabitants,  who  would  welcome  our  Northern  troops  with  the 
greatest  enthusiasm,  and  that  they  are  thoroughly  tired  of  the  block- 
ade and  the  war. 

There  is  said  to  be  a  perfect  stagnation  of  business,  except  in  block- 
ade running. 

This  affords  but  little  comfort  to  the  common  people,  as  the  price  of 
every  imported  article  is  so  high  as  to  put  it  entirely  beyond  their 
power  to  purchase  it,  and  the  people  are  said  to  be  on  the  verge  of 
starvation. 

The  climate  at  this  season  is  perfectly  salubrious  for  troops.  There- 
fore the  present  moment  is  the  best  time  to  attack  the  place.  In  fact, 
the  golden  moment  for  action  has  arrived,  and  if  not  improved  imme- 
diately the  difficulties  will  be  much  increased. 

I  learn  that  there  are  immense  quantities  of  naval  stores  and  cotton 
in  and  near  to  Wilmington,  which  can  be  purchased  very  cheap,  as 
they  are  nearly  valueless  to  the  owners  for  want  of  transportation  and 
a  market,  and  no  doubt  much  of  it  should  be  confiscated  from  disloyal 
persons. 

These  could  be  sent  North  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  U.  S.  Gov- 
ernment. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  blockade  would  be  rendered 
more  perfect  if  two  or  three  coal  vessels  were  kept  constantly  anchored 
near  Frying  Pan  Shoals  for  supplying  the  smaller  steamers  with  coal. 

I  fear  I  have  made  my  report  too  long,  but  for  want  of  time  I  have 
been  unable  to  condense  it,  and  will  therefore  conclude.

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  IT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Florida, 
regarding  the  chase  of  a  blockade  runner,  November  :>o,  1S63.

Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  December  9,  1 863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  30th  ultimo  I  took  my 
station  S.  by  K.,  distant  about  100  miles  from  the  light  ship  off  Frying 

*  Same  as  l."»0-poundor. 
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Pan  Shoals,  to  intercept  blockade  runners  to  and  from  Wilmington, 
and  at  early  daylight  stood  back  toward  the  light-ship.  At  broad  day- 
light discovered  a  side- wheel  steamer  with  white  smokestack  and  one 
mast  standing  for  ns  and  distant  about  8  miles.  Upon  discovering  us 
she  stood  to  the  westward  and  commenced  making  black  smoke.  We 
gave  chase,  but  in  two  hours  were  out  of  sight  astern.  Her  black 
smoke  continued  plainly  visible  and  showed  that  the  chase  was  trying 
to  get  to  tbe  southward  and  westward  of  us. 

The  Florida  was  then  headed  S.  W.,  so  as  to  cut  him  off,  the  smoke 
of  chase  bearing  then  to  the  west.  The  chase  appearing  again  in  sight 
and  seeing  the  Florida,  hauled  up  to  the  westward  and  again  went  out 
of  sight,  but  by  her  smoke  she  was  evidently  trying  to  cross  our  bow. 
The  Florida  was  then  headed  8.  S.  W.  and  neared  the  chase,  when  she 
again  hauled  up  and  stood  directly  from  us.  In  this  way  we  kept 
within  sight  of  her  until  sunset,  by  which  time  she  had  managed  to  get 
to  the  southward  of  us,  and  on  her  way  in  the  direction  of  Nassau.  I 
stood  in  the  same  direction  until  daylight  under  all  sail  and  full  head 
of  steam,  but  saw  nothing  more  of  her. 

The  Florida,  with  full  head  of  steam,  averaging  22  and  23  pounds, 
and  with  all  sail  and  strong  fair  wind,  made  10  knots.  Her  position  at 
the  time  of  sighting  the  chase  was  as  good  as  could  have  been  wished, 
but  unfortunately  we  had  not  the  speed  and  were  unable  to  catch  her. 

The  sea  was  rough  at  the  time,  and  the  chase  was  pitching  quite 
heavily. 

The  Connecticut,  I  think,  could  have  caught  her  easily,  but  we  could 
not  make  more  than  9  knots  when  running  with  the  wind  forward  of 
the  beam.  The  night  previous  to  seeing  this  steamer  it  was  very  dark 
and  wind  from  the  northward  and  moderate;  remarkably  favorable  for 
blockade  runners.  I  kept  in  that  position,  off  the  light-ship,  until  the 
(>th  instant,  when  bad  weather  coming  on  and  getting  short  of  coal,  I 
crossed  the  Gulf  [Stream?]  in  a  heavy  gale,  and  ran  in  here  for  coal. 

By  giving  20  fathoms  more  stray  line  to  the  log,  I  find  that  the 
Florida  had  been  overlogged  1  knot  per  hour.  When  full  of  coal,  she 
can  not  steam  over  8J  knots  per  hour. 

With  a  fast  steamer  I  should  feel  sanguine  of  making  frequent  cap- 
tures. 

The  engineers  have  some  work  to  do,  but  I  shall  hurry  off  and  report 
to  the  senior  officer  off  Wilmington  for  further  orders.

My  Dear  General  :  Your  letter  accompanying  the  man  Lyons  was 
received  last  night.  After  hearing  his  story  I  dispatched  an  expedi- 
tion to  the  vicinity  indicated  by  him  as  the  scene  of  the  smuggling 
operations  on  James  River.    The  officer  commanding  the  expedition 
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reports  that  he  proceeded  up  the  river  and  sent  out  four  boats  to  inter- 
cept any  traffic  which  might  be  carried  on  in  small  boats.  They  were 
unsuccessful  in  their  attempt  to  arrest  it.  One  of  the  boats  while  close 
to  Day's  Point  was  hailed  and  summoned  to  surreuder  and  immediately 
fired  upon  by  about  thirty  or  forty  firearms.  Two  men  slightly  wounded 
was  the  only  injury  done,  except  some  slight  injury  to  the  boat.  The 
boat  and  its  crew  made  good  their  escape.  The  point,  upon  which  was 
a  camp,  was  this  morning  shelled  by  one  of  the  guard  boats.

When  we  got  on 
board  we  set  the  men  at  work  with  fire  buckets  to  try  and  quench  the 
flames,  but  our  efforts  were  unavailing,  the  fire  gaining  on  us.  We 
then  entered  the  cabin,  broke  oi>en  a  bureau  in  the  captain's  stateroom, 
.and  found  several  letters,  together  with  some  papers;  also  a  sextant. 
By  this  time  the  rebel  batteries  had  opened  fire  on  us,  and  we  deemed 
it  prudent  to  shove  off  from  her.  Arriving  on  board  tin's  vessel,  all 
the  papers  were  delivered  to  you.

Report  of  Acting  Emign  Btothard,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  8.  Violet

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  capture  or 
finding  of  the  blockade  runner  Ceres  aground  and  on  lire  on  Western 
Bar  or  shoal,  near  Smith's  Island,  North  Carolina,  Fort  Caswell  bear- 
ing N.  i  E.  and  Bald  Head  lighthouse  bearing  N.  E.  .4  N,  First  seen 
by  us  al  daybreak  on  the  morning  of  the  Gth  of  December,  but  at  first 
supposed  by  us  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Maratanza.  We  were  then  under- 
way, drifting  seaward  from  our  night  station.  The  U.  S.  S.  Aries  was 
soon  seen  standing  rapidly  toward  her,  and  on  Hearing  her  lowered  a 
boat.  We  then  steamed  up,  passing  near  the  Aries,  and  seeing  the 
Ceres  on  fire,  went  quite  near  and  sent  boats  on  board,  but  officers  from 
the  Aries  were  there  and  had  secured  the  ship's  papers  and  whatever 
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else  they  could  and  ordered  an  abandonment  of  the  vessel.  Fort  Cas- 
well and  a  battery  to  the  left  and  westward  of  it  had  commenced  to 
shell  us  and  the  Ceres,  but  did  not  fire  at  the  latter  after  we  left.  Dur- 
ing the  night  of  the  6th  or  morning  of  7th  December  the  Ceres  floated 
off  and  seaward,  having  a  strong  breeze  from  the  IS.  E.  at  the  time. 
At  4:30  a.  m.  on  the  7th  we  discovered  the  steamer  drifting  seaward 
and  stood  toward  her  and  close  to,  getting  a  line  fast  to  her  head  gear 
at  about  5:30  a.  m.  to  tow  her  farther  inshore  to  smooth  water.  At 
about  7  a.  m.  the  Maratanza  sent  a  boat's  crew  with  an  officer  to  take 
charge  of  the  Ceres  and  anchor  her,  which  he  did  in  7  fathoms  water. 
We  were  ordered  by  the  senior  officer  to  go  alongside  and  remain  there 
until  further  orders,  assisting  with  such  facilities  as  we  had  to  quench 
the  still  smoldering  fire  in  her  hold  and  coal  bunkers.  At  noon  we 
frere  obliged  to  cast  off, 'the  wind  and  sea  increasing,  leaving  her  under 
the  direction  and  care  of  the  senior  officer.  Herewith  I  enclose  two 
diagrams,  the  more  clearly  to  show  the  position  of  the  Ceres  and  as 
near  as  possible  that  of  the  vessels  of  the  fleet  on  the  relative  morn- 
ings of  the  6th  and  7th  of  December.

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Ifavy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  December  17 ,  1863. 

SiB:  A  report  from  Commander  Almy  (Connecticut),  dated  December 
7,  off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  received  yesterday  afternoon,  states 
that  the  new  English  steamer  Ceres,  an  iron  propeller  of  300  tons,  from 
Bermuda  on  the  3d  instant,  with  a  miscellaneous  cargo,  comprised  of 
shoes,  blankets,  etc.,  in  an  attempt  on  the  night  preceding  the  6th  to 
evade  the  blockade  and  enter  Cape  Fear  Kiver,  got  aground  on  the 
Smith's  Island  side  at  the  edge  of  the  shoal  bank  S.  W.  by  8.  of  Bald 
Head  light-house.  At  daybreak  boats  were  dispatched  to  her  from  the 
Aries  and  Violet,  and  she  was  found  to  be  deserted  and  on  fire.  Her 
people  were  seen  entering  Cape  Fear  River  in  her  boats,  and  Fort  Cas- 
well and  the  earthwork  to  the  westward  at  once  opened  and  kept  up  a 
fire  for  half  an  hour  on  our  steamers  and  boats  without  effect.  Subse- 
quently the  enemy's  flying  artillery  opened  fire  on  our  people  from 
Smith's  Island,  with  similar  results. 

At  high  tide  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  she  was  hauled  off  by  the 
Violet,  her  cargo  and  interior  work  still  on  fire  and  nearly  consumed. 
By  Commander  Almy's  efforts  the  fire  was  extinguished,  leaving  engine 
and  boilers  in  good  condition  and  hull  comparatively  tight. 

She  has  been  towed  to  Beaufort  by  the  Aries,  where  she  remains  in 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  A.  Brannan,  to  be  towed  to  Hampton 
Roads  by  first  opportunity  and  disposed  of  as  circumstances  may 
require. 

Commander  Almy  informs  me  that  Mr.  Brannan  has  charge  of  all  the 
papers  found  on  board,  among  which  are  letters  in  relation  to  Messrs. 
Hartsteue,  Maffitt,  and  Fry,  formerly  in  our  naval  service  (no  particu- 
lars given) ;  also  mercantile  letters  from  one  Frank  Smith  at  Bfctmxvd^ 
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implicating  parties  in  New  York  as  engaged  in  negotiations  to  purchase 
on  rebel  account  the  R.  E.  Lee  and  Cornubia  (prize  steamers)  when 
offered  for  sale.  The  package,  also,  I  am  informed,  contains  an  impor- 
tant letter  from  Judge  P.  Pecquet,  from  Paris,  October  16,  and  another 
letter  from  N.  0.  Trowbridge,  of  New  York,  October  9;  also  a  letter 
book  belonging  to  Oolonel  Lamar,  from  which  it  appears  that  Maffitt 
had  visited  Sweden  to  purchase  a  vessel. 

Commander  Almy  thinks  Oolonel  Lamar  was  a  passenger  on  board 
the  Ceres. 

The  Connecticut,  Maratanza,  Mercedita,  Montgomery,  Aries,  and  Violet 
were  in  sight  at  time  of  capture. 

The  papers  and  letters  above  alluded  to  will  be  properly  disposed  of 
as  soon  as  received.

on  steamer  Cerea.

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  December  18, 1863. 

Sib:  Herewith  I  forward  to  the  Department  certain  papers*  compris- 
ing the  private  correspondence  of  [C.]  A.  L.  Lamar,  recently  a  rebel 
agent  in  England  for  the  purchasing  of  steamers  to  run  the  blockade, 
negotiating  Confederate  cotton  bonds,  etc.  The  papers  were  found  on 
board  the  prize  steamer  Ceres,  recently  captured  off  Wilmington,  and 
the  inference  is  that  Mr.  Lamar,  to  whom  the  enclosed  letters  are 
addressed,  was  a  passenger  in  and  escaped  from  the  Ceres. 

Those  papers  marked  "A"  are  of  interest  as  showing  the  basis  of  rebel 
operations  in  inducing  English  capitalists  to  venture  in  the  blockade- 
running  business;  and  it  will  he  seen  by  letters  in  the  same  schedule 
that  parties  in  Bermuda  are  endeavoring  to  purchase  the  prize  steamers 
R.  E.  Lee  and  Margaret  and  Jessie,  with  the  intention  of  again  employ- 
ing them  in  breaking  the  blockade.     (Letter  marked  UH.") 

Several  letters,  particularly  one  from  J.  N.  Maffitt,  formerly  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy,  would  go  to  show  the  difficulty  experienced  in  running 
the  blockade  at  Wilmington,  and,  as  Maffitt  expressed  it,  "The  news 
from  Bermuda  runners  is  decidedly  bad.  Six  of  the  last  boats  have 
recently  been  caught,  among  them  the  Advance  (meaning,  probably,  the 
A.  J).  Vance)  and  Eugenie.  Nothing  has  entered  Wilmington  for  one 
month."    (Letter  marked  "  1.") 

Again,  the  linn  of  William  P.  Campbell,  of  Bermuda,  under  date  of 
December  2,  18(13,  states:  "The  only  boats  that  came  in  from  Wil- 
mington this  moon  were  the  Flora  and  Gibraltar,  but  several  boats  are 
expected  from  England/'     (Letter  marked  u:i.") 

Mr.  John  Burroughs,  in  a  letter  marked  "4,"  explains  the  method  of 
construction  of  vessels  now  building  for  the  purpose  of  running  the 
blockade. 

*Not  found. 
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The  attention  of  the  Department  is  called  to  the  last  two  letters  in 
the  letter-press  book  in  the  enclosure  marked  "A." 

All  these  letters  would  go  to  show  that  the  newspaper  statements  as 
to  the  amount  of  blockade  running  at  Wilmington  are  untrue. 

The  letters  enclosed,  and  marked  "B,"  give  an  insight  into  rebel 
stock  operations  in  England,  the  parties  concerned  in  them,  and  the 
method  pursued  by  them  in  raising  money  on  cotton  and  interesting 
English  capitalists  and  owners  in  their  ventures. 

The  letters  enclosed,  and  marked  "C,"  refer  to  operations  tending  to 
running  the  blockade  at  Matamoras,  and  contain  statements  as  to  the 
knowledge,  consent,  and  patronage  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French  in 
such  operations. 

The  attention  of  the  Department  is  also  called  to  the  letters  marked 
('D,"  addressed  by  parties  living  in  New  York,  who  seem  to  have  some 
connection  with  the  rebels  in  their  procuring  supplies,  etc,  from  New 
York. 

Those  letters  marked  "E"  are  from  various  parties  on  private  busi- 
ness and  domestic  affairs,  from  which  it  appears  that  Captain  Maffitt 
has  gone  to  Sweden  to  purchase  steamers  for  running  the  blockade,  and 
that  Captain  Hartstene  has  been  stricken  with  paralysis  and  unfitted 
for  further  employment

Detailed  report  of  Acting  Master  Savage,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  expedi- 
tion up  the  Nansemond  River  to  Suffolk,  Va.

Off  Newport  Neics,  Va.,  December  7,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  my  proceedings  with  this  ves- 
sel up  the  Nanseinond  Kiver.  In  obedience  to  orders  on  December  2, 
at  9  p.  m.,  1  immediately  proceeded  with  this  vessel  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Nansemond  Kiver  on  picket  duty.  On  the  morning  of  the  3d  I 
proceeded  up  the  Nansemond  liiver  to  the  bar,  and  there  communi- 
cated with  our  pickets  and  received  a  note  from  the  commanding  offi- 
cer, informing  me  of  where  there  was  a  large  boat  that  the  rebels  had 
brought  into  our  lines  and  stowed  her  away  in  the  swash  till  such  time 
as  they  would  want  to  go  back  with  a  cargo.  That  night  I  sent  an 
armed  boat  and  captured  her  and  one  canoe.  The  latter  I  was  told  was 
used  for  running  the  rebel  mail  across  the  river.  The  canoe  I  destroyed 
and  the  boat  I  retain,  and  is  now  astern  of  this  vessel  for  your  disposal. 

December  4. — Proceeded  up  the  river  and  found  that  the  rebels  were 
firing  musketry  across  the  river  at  our  pickets.  I  fired  four  shells 
among  them  and  drove  them  off.  I  remained  there  for  a  few  hours  and 
found  all  was  quiet.  I  then  proceeded  down  the  river  to  Sleepy  Hole, 
where  I  could  communicate  with  our  land  forces  and  watch  the  river 
and  intercept  all  blockade  running  at  the  same  time. 
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December  5. — At  6  a.  m.  the  army  gunboat  Flora  Temple  came  into 
the  river;  we  both  proceeded  up  the  river  to  the  bar.  There  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  army  boat  received  orders  to  proceed  up  to  Suf- 
folk, and  wished  me  to  accompany  him  and  to  ascertain  the  strength 
of  the  enemy,  as  he  expected  to  be  attacked  every  night,  from  the 
information  he  had  received.  We  could  not  get  over  the  bar  until  the 
next  morning,  so  we  both  proceeded  slowly  down  the  river.  At  6  p.  m. 
saw  the  enemy  making  signals  on  Halliday's  Point  with  Roman  candles, 
which  ascended  about  100  feet.  I  then  heard  musket  firing.  I  fired 
two  20-ponnder  rifle  shells  and  two  24  pounder  howitzer  shells  amoug 
them  and  silenced  them ;  the  army  boat  fired  several  shells. 

December  6. — At  6  a.  m.#  proceeded  up  the  river  to  Suffolk.  At  10  a. 
m.  returned  to  Sleepy  Hole;  saw  nothing  of  the  enemy;  found  all  quiet 
At  6  p.  m.  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  to  intercept  blockade 
runners  during  the  night. 

December  7. — At  7  a.  m.  proceeded  to  Newport  News  to  coal  up.

Unofficial.]  Navy  Department,  December  7, 1863. 

Dear  Sir:  The  reports  of  vessels  running  the  blockade  at  Wilming- 
ton are  creating  much  excitement,  and  the  Southern  papers  are  pub- 
lishing the  arrival  of  a  large  number  of  steamers  loaded  with  supplies 
for  the  insurgents.  The  Raleigh  papers  announce  that  l.'J  steamers  got 
into  Wilmington  in  one  night  recently,  and  but  a  short  time  since  it 
was  stated  that  7  reached  there  safely  at  one  time. 

These  statements,  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  nearly  50  steamers 
named  in  consular  dispatches  as  engaged  in  violating  the  blockade 
are  still  in  existence,  and  many  of  them  often  mentioned  as  having 
arrived  at  or  sailed  from  Bermuda  and  Nassau,  create  much  anxiety  on 
the  part  of  the  Department.  While  the  captures  are  numerous,  it  is 
not  the  less  evident  that  there  are  many  that  escape  capture. 

1  would  like  to  be  informed  if  you  place  any  reliance  in  the  rej>ort8 
from  the  Raleigh  papers  of  the  arrival  of  steamers  af  Wilmington,  or 
whether  you  consider  them  as  having  been  gotten  up  for  effect. 

I  append  a  list  of  vessels  that  have  been  reported  as  engaged  in  vio- 
lating the  blockade.  It  is  thought  that  the  majority,  if  not  nearly  all 
of  them,  are  running  between  Nassau  and  Bermuda  and  the  Atlantic 
ports.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Eaton,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the 
capture  of  the  British  steamer  Minna,  December  9, 1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Circassian, 
Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  December  12, 1863. 

Sir:  The  English  screw  steamer  Minna,  of  Waterford,  was  captured 
by  this  vessel  on  the  9th  instant  in  latitude  32°  48',  longitude  78°  03'. 
She  was  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  bound  to  some  Southern  port, 
probably  Charleston,  as  a  person  on  board  her,  acting  fourth  mate,  is 
undoubtedly  a  Charleston  pilot. 

I  am  informed  by  the  captain  of  the  Minna  that  the  same  day  he  left 
Nassau,  3d  instant,  six  other  blockade  runners  sailed. 

She  is  very  valuable;  that  portion  of  her  cargo  consists  of  iron,  vit- 
riol, hardware,  dry  goods,  powder;  she  has  also  as  cargo  a  propeller 
and  shaft  and  other  parts  of  a  marine  engine,  perhaps  intended  for 
some  rebel  ironclad. 

I  have  ordered  her  to  proceed  to  the  port  of  Boston. 

The  officers  of  the  Minna  say  that  a  regular  line  of  steamers  run 
between  Nassau  and  Wilmington. 

Her  captain  gave  orders  to  his  chief  engineer  to  sink  the  ship,  which 
he  attempted  to  do,  turning  the  sea  cocks  and  disabling  the  bilge 
pumps.    In  this  he  was  frustrated  by  the  prompt  action  of  the  officers 
of  this  vessel,  whom  I  immediately  sent  on  board  to  take  charge.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  for  information  as  regards  the 
abandonment  of  schooner  G.  0.  Bigelow,  captured  by  the  U.  S.  trans- 
port steamer  Fulton  in  one  of  the  recent  passages  from  Ililton  Head  to 
this  port,  I  answer  by  enclosing  you  a  copy  from  the  report  made  by 
me  and  published  in  all  the  leading  journals  the  Monday  after  our 
arrival  at  New  York,  and  further  I  have  to  remark  that  I  was  in  some 
doubt  whether  to  let  her  (the  schooner)  sink  or  to  give  her  up  to  the 
original  crew,  and  it  was  only  upon  consultation  with  several  officers 
and  shipmasters  who  were  on  board  of  the  Fulton  as  passengers  at  the 
time,  and  in  absence  of  any  instructions  from  the  War  Department 
bearing  upon  the  case,  that  I  concluded  to  let  the  schooner  go.  My 
own  officers  and  crew  did  not  think  their  lives  safe  on  board  of  her  in 
her  (then)  condition.  The  captain  of  the  schooner  was  requested  to 
satisfy  himself  as  to  her  condition  before  again  taking  charge,  which  he 
did,  as  the  wind  was  fair  at  the  time  to  run  south  for  Beaufort,  N.  C, 
which  he  assured  us  upon  his  oath  he  intended  to  do  if  he  could  keep 
the  schooner  afloat.  In  my  mind  his  chances  were  very  small,  as  it 
entirely  depended  upon  the  weather  after  wre  passed  Hatteras.

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P.  S. — The  senior  officer  commanding  the  troops  on  board  of  the  Ful- 
ton was  at  the  time  of  the  capture  and  abandonment  of  the  above 
schooner  sick  and  confined  in  his  stateroom  by  an  eruption  which  the 
medical  officer  on  board  was  afraid  might  terminate  in  smallpox. 

Copy  from  the  log  of  the  U.  S.  steam  transport  Fulton. 

Off  Wilmington,  M".  C,  December  9, 1863. 

At  7.15  o'clock  a.  m.  made  a  small  schooner  one  point  on  the  port 
bow,  steering  the  same  course  as  ourselves;  from  her  rig  and  appear- 
ance judged  her  to  be  an  English  vessel.  At  8.45  o'clock  a.  m.,  being 
near  and  showing  no  colors,  fired  a  gun  (blank),  when  she  immediately 
hove  to,  still  showing  no  colors.  Sent  a  boat  on  board  with  the  first 
officer  and  purser  to  examine  the  schooner's  papers;  a  few  moments 
after  the  boat  returned  with  the  papers.  Upon  examination  of  her 
documents,  proved  she  was  the  schooner  G.  O.  Bigelow,  from  Bermuda, 
bound  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  with  40  tons  of  salt  as  ballast;  register  and 
clearance  from  Bermuda  appeared  all  right.  She  had  no  manifest  as 
yet  made  out,  and  none  of  her  papers  had  the  American  consul's  cer- 
tificate or  signature.  Evidently  something  was  wrong.  Put  a  prize 
crew  on  board  consisting  of  4  men  and  1  mate;  transferred  her  crew  on 
board  of  the  Fulton,  and  took  her  in  tow  and  proceeded  on  our  course 
for  New  York.  The  schooner  was  about  90  tons  and  20  years  old,  as 
reported  by  the  master,  and  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition.  During 
the  night  the  wind  and  sea  increased. 

December  10, 1863. — At  2.20  o'clock  a.  m.  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
schooner  made  the  night  signal  to  stop,  which  was  immediately  done; 
backed  down  to  her,  when  he  informed  us  the  schooner  was  leaking 
badly  in  her  upper  works,  forward,  and  at  the  rate  we  were  going  it 
would  be  impossible  to  keep  her  free.  Started  the  steamer  again  at 
less  than  half  speed,  the  wind  and  sea  increasing  fast.  In  the  morning 
at  8  o'clock  stopped  and  sent  2  more  men  on  board  of  the  schooner 
to  help  in  pumping  and  to  have  a  more  thorough  examination  of  her 
cargo;  alter  which  we  proceeded  on  very  slowly.  At  1.30  o'clock  p.  m. 
the  schooner  hoisted  a  signal  of  distress;  stopped  at  once  and  boarded 
her.  The  officer  in  charge  reported  it  was  impossible  to  keep  her  free 
from  water  going  head  to  the  sea,  and  the  men  would  not  remain  on 
board  any  longer.  She  might  be  seaworthy  to  go  before  the  wind,  and 
there  was  nothing  on  board  of  her  as  cargo  but  salt.  Captain  Wotteu 
upon  consultation,  and  in  consideration  that  his  voyage  had  been  pro- 
tracted by  the  detention  of  the  steamer  at  Hilton  Head  (by  order  of 
Major-General  Gillmore)  two  days,  and  having  important  dispatches 
on  board,  and  finding  the  schooner  unfit  to  navigate  to  the  north 
of  Hatteras  in  her  present  condition,  and  not  being  able  to  spare  his 
officers  and  men  to  carry  her  into  some  Southern  port  in  possession  of 
the  Government,  concluded  to  give  the  vessel  up  to  her  crew.  The 
vessel  and  cargo  being  of  trifling  value,  the  chance  of  her  running  the 
blockade  being  very  small,  having  the  English  rig,  which  would  be 
immediately  proven  to  any  American  cruiser,  consequently,  after  hav- 
ing a  thorough  examination  of  the  vessel,  put  the  crew  on  board  and 
at  2.30  o'clock  p.  m.  let  her  go  about  her  business.  The  captain  and 
crew  were  allowed  the  privilege  to  examine  for  themselves,  and  with 
their  own  free  will  took  charge  of  the  schooner  again,  upon  the  assur- 
ance of  the  captain  on  oath  that  he  had  no  intention  of  running  the 
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blockad6|  bat  to  proceed  if  possible  in  the  condition  of  his  vessel  to 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  which  port  he  was  cleared  for.

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet j  December  17, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  ship  sailed  from  Beaufort 
Harbor  on  the  10th  instant,  at  8:45  a.  m.  At  9: 15  crossed  the  bar  in 
company  with  U.  8.  S.  New  Berne.  At  9:30  the  pilot  left  the  ship, 
shaped  the  ship's  course  along  the  land,  bent  the  square  sail,  foresail, 
and  jib  and  set  them ;  set  all  sails.  At  1 1 :  50  a.  in.  observed  a  schooner 
at  the  entrance  of  Bear  Inlet.  At  12  m.  called  all  hands  to  quarters 
and  stood  for  the  schooner.  At  12:30  p.  in.  anchored  in  4£  fathoms 
water,  center  of  Bear  Inlet  bearing  N.  W.:  lowered  all  the  boats  and 
manned  and  armed  them,  and  sent  Acting  Master  Edwd.  W.  White  to 
board  and  bring  the  schooner  out  if  possible,  but  if  not,  to  burn  and 
destroy  her.  At  1 :  40  p.  m.  the  boats  returned  to  the  ship  and  Acting 
Master  E.  W.  White  reported  that  they  had  scuttled  and  set  fire  to  the 
schooner  O.  O.  Bigelow,  her  crew  having  run  her  aground  and  aban- 
doned her  a  few  minutes  before  they  got  on  board.  He  also  reported 
that  the  schooner  was  without  cargo,  and  had  dunnage  laid,  apparently 
for  the  stowage  of  cotton.  Hoisted  up  all  the  boats  and  proceeded  on 
for  New  Inlet.

Sir:  I  do  not  credit  the  statement  in  the  Ealeigh  Begister,  a  violent 
secession  sheet,  that  thirteen  steamers  ran  into  Wilmington  on  the 
night  of  the  19th  ultimo. 

I  was  off  Wilmington  a  few  days  afterwards  and  heard  nothing  of 
this  squadron  of  blockade  runners,  and  have  no  idea  that  the  state- 
ment will  be  sustained  by  the  monthly  report  from  a  single  vessel  off 
Wilmington.    These  reports  will  come  up  by  the  next  steamer. 

The  blockade  runners  had  just  received  a  heavy  and  discouraging 
blow,  and  I  suppose  the  object  of  the  Register  was  to  encourage,  in 
time  for  the  next  dark  of  the  moon,  the  revival  of  the  trade. 

The  attack  in  the  Herald  of  the  Sth  instant  was  true  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  vessels  at  Beaufort  on  the  night  of  the  19th  ultimo;  the  rest  of 
the  article  is  fiction. 

The  19th  was  a  moonlight  night,  and  though  it  was  not  desirable  that 
eight  vessels  should  be  coaling,  etc.,  at  Beaufort  at  one  time,  yet,  as  the 
blockaders  had  exhausted  their  coal,  the  light  nights  were  well  chosen 
to  renew  their  supplies,  as  the  blockade  breakers  do  not  then  run.

a.  m.  to-day. 
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The  U.  8.  S.  Fort  Jackson  arrived  at  the  roads  at  6  p.  m.  yesterday, 
and  I  have  sent  her  to  the  Oosport  navy  yard  to  receive  slight  repairs 
and  coal.

General:  I  have  to-day  directed  the  officers  commanding  the  guard 
vessels  off  Hampton  Roads  and  in  York  Eiver  not  to  issue  any  more 
permits  to  loyal  citizens  to  oyster,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  recall 
those  already  issued  under  my  orders  based  on  the  instructions  of  the 
Navy  Department,  and  to  respect  your  permits  on  this  subject.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  disaster  to  the 

U.  8.  8.  Nansemond  in  a  gale  off  Cape  Hatter  as. 

U.  S.  S.  Nansemond, 
Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  December  14,  1863. 

Sir:  I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  the  following  disaster  to  this 
vessel  in  a  gale  off  Cape  Hatteras  on  the  12th  and  13th  instant: 

At  4  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  we  passed  Gape  Henry  and 
had  fair  weather  and  a  smooth  sea  till  4  o'clock  that  afternoon,  when  a 
strong  breeze  came  up  from  the  8.  S.  E.  which,  by  10  that  night,  had 
increased  to  a  heavy  gale  with  a  very  heavy  sea. 

The  ship  made  good  weather,  going  slowly  head  to  sea  till  3 :  45  on 
the  morning  of  the  13th,  about  20  miles  to  the  southward  of  the  cape, 
when  a  heavy  sea  boarded  us  over  the  port  guard,  Carrying  away  the 
forward  part  of  the  house  on  that  side,  the  bulwarks,  and  the  lire  and 
engine-room  bulkheads,  and  poured  down  into  the  fire  room. 

The  concussion  was  so  great  that  the  engine  stopped  and  could  not 
be  started  again  for  some  minutes,  during  which  time  we  wore  round 
under  the  jib  and  scudded  before  it. 

Another  sea  boarded  us  on  the  starboard  side,  carrying  away  the 
bulkheads  on  that  side. 

There  was  now  between  4  and  5  feet  of  water  in  the  hold,  the  water 
coming  up  to  the  tops  of  the  ash  pans  in  the  fire  room. 

A  sea  lifting  her  stern,  the  water  ran  forward;  she  settled  very  much 
by  the  head  and  refused  to  obey  the  helm.  I  then  ordered  the  bow 
guns  to  be  thrown  overboard,  which  was  done,  and  between  3  and  4 
tons  of  shell  were  also  thrown  over,  and  the  anchor  on  the  port  bow 
was  cut  away. 

This  relieved  her  so  much  that  she  came  up,  and  we  succeeded  in 
freeing  her  from  the  water. 

We  scudded  before  it  until  the  gale  abated  so  that  we  could  haul  in 
for  Cape  Henry,  off  which  we  anchored  at  11  o'clock  last  night,  it  being 
too  foggy  to  see  the  lights,  and  came  in  this  morning. 

My  officers  and  men  behaved  entirely  to  my  satisfaction  during  the 
time  we  were  in  such  great  danger. 

Eight  or  ten  persons  were  injured,  some  severely,  by  the  first  sea  that 
came  on  board. 

I  regret  exceedingly  the  unfortunate  necessity  for  throwing  our  guns 
overboard,  but  1  am  confident  that  nothing  else  could  have  kept  the 
vessel  from  foundering.

U.  S.  Ordnance  Schooner  Arletta, 
Naval  Station,  Beaufort,  N.  ft,  December  15, 1863. 

Sir  :  The  business  of  this  station  has  been  very  active  for  the  last 
few  days. 

The  Florida,  Mercedita,  and  Aries  coaled  and  provisioned,  and  would 
have  gone  to  sea  yesterday  but  for  the  heavy  gale.  The  Britannia 
being  of  lighter  draft,  succeeded  in  getting  out  just  as  it  lulled  in  shift- 
ing from  S.  E.  to  S.  W.  The  sea  broke  very  heavily  on  the  bar  shortly 
after  she  passed  it. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Commanding  Devens  being  quite  unwell 
with  a  badly  ulcerated  throat,  a  medical  survey  was  ordered,  and  the 
recommendation  was  for  him  to  be  sent  to  the  hospital,  where  he  will 
be  confined  about  a  week  or  ten  days.  The  Aries  will  go  on  her  pres- 
ent cruise  in  charge  of  her  executive  officer,  who  is  an  officer  of  expe- 
rience and  good  judgment. 

The  James  Adgcr  arrived  yesterday,  but  was  prevented  from  coaling 
by  the  gale.    She  will  go  out  to-morrow  morning. 

Commander  Patterson  stating  to  me  that  he  had  not  officers  enough 
to  spare  one  as  prize  master  of  the  Ella,  I  ordered  Acting  Ensign  W.  IX 
Maddocks,  of  the  Release,  to  report  to  him  for  that  duty.  Two  men  of 
the  Release  wore  also  detailed.  I  would  like  to  have  them  all  sent  back 
to  her  again,  as  they  can  bo  hardly  spared. 

The  Montgomery  arrived  this  morning  with  instructions  from  Com- 
mander Almy  to  take  the  prize  Ceres  in  tow  north. 

I  thought  the  fire  in  her  coal  nearly  extinguished,  and  that  the  heavy 
rain  of  Saturday  night  had  done  it  effectually,  but  it  broke  up  through 
the  crust  formed  on  top  yesterday,  although  a  great  deal  of  water  had 
been  thrown  into  her  hold  by  the  tug. 

All  the  available  force  of  the  Montgomery,  Iron  Age,  and  Badger  was 
put  on  her  today,  and  I  am  in  hopes  she  will  be  in  a  condition  to  be 
towed  some  time  to-morrow. 

The  Adger  takes  to  you  a  young  man  who  has  escaped  the  Southern 
prison.  A  remark  in  Captain  Devens'  report  to  you  implies  some  doubt 
about  him,  but  1  think  does  him  injustice.  His  account  of  the  hard- 
ships he  endured  and  the  means  he  adopted  to  effect  his  escape  show 
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great  shrewdness.    He  evidently  adopted  his  right  profession  when  he 
went  into  the  secret  service,  and  should  be  continued  there.

U.  S.  S.  General  Putnam, 
Off  Newport  Netcs,  December  15,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  reporting  to  you  my  return  from  the  Nanse- 
mond River  with  this  vessel  in  waut  of  coal.  The  following  is  a  detailed 
report  of  my  proceedings  on  that  river.  In  obedience  to  orders,  on  the 
night  of  December  7,  at  6  p.  m.,  I  proceeded  with  this  vessel  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Nansemond  River  on  picket  duty;  found  all  quiet. 

December  8. — At  7  a.  m.  proceeded  up  the  river  to  the  Nansemond 
Bar  and  there  communicated  with  our  pickets  and  found  all  quiet.  I 
then  proceeded  slowly  down  the  river  to  Sleepy  Hole;  there  found  the 
army  gunboat  Flora  Temple.  At  7  p.  m.  took  my  station  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river  to  intercept  blockade  runners. 
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December  9. — I  proceeded  slowly  up  the  river  and  found  all  quiet; 
returned  and  took  my  station  tbat  night  off  the  mouth  of  Bonnet's 
Greek,  at  the  entrance  of  the  river,  which  place  I  was  informed  they 
run  the  blockade  from,  but  found  all  quiet  there. 

December  10. — Proceeded  up  the  river  and  communicated  with  our 
pickets;  found  all  quiet;  returned  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  at  7  p.  m. 

December  11. — The  commanding  officer  of  the  land  forces  ordered  the 
*rmy  gunboat  to  proceed  to  Suffolk  and  wished  me  to  accompauy  him 
with  this  boat,  which  I  did,  and  arrived  at  Suffolk  at  11  a.  m.;  the 
army  officer  and  14  men  landed  and  went  all  through  the  town  and 
ound  all  quiet,  but  was  informed  that  a  portion  of  the  rebel  cavalry 
was  in  there  every  night.  At  1  p.  m.  returned  down  the  river  to  the 
Nansemond  Bar;  there  we  found  about  20  rebel  cavalry,  which  I  dis- 
lodged with  four  well-directed  shells,  two  20-pounder  Parrott  and  two 
24-pounder  howitzer.  I  then  proceeded  slowly  down  to  the  mouth  of 
the  river  and  remained  there  all  night. 

December  12. — I  proceeded  slowly  up  the  river  and  found  all  quiet; 
returned  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  that  evening  again. 

December  13. — Proceeded  up  the  river  to  the  Kansemond  Bar;  found 
all  quiet;  left  the  army  gunboat  up  the  river  while  I  proceeded  down 
to  Pig  Point  to  take  my  station  during  the  night;  found  all  quiet. 

December  14. — At  7  a.  m.  proceeded  slowly  up  the  river,  and  returned 
in  the  evening  to  the  mouth  of  the  river;  all  quiet. 

December  ir>. — At  7  a.  m.  proceeded  to  Newport  News  to  coal  up.

My  Dear  General  Butler:  You  may  remember  a  Mr.  Arnold 
Harris,  Jr.,  who  surrendered  some  rebel  dispatches  to  us  off  Charleston. 
Ee  is  the  bearer  of  this,  and  now  an  ensign  in  the  Navy.  A  month  ago 
(he  has  been  sick  and  absent  since)  he  brought  me  a  confidential  letter 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  saying  that  Mr.  IT.  had  recently  been 
into  Wilmington  in  a  blockade  runner  and  was  willing  to  go  again. 
On  questioning  him  I  found  that  he  had  not  left  the  vessel  when  in 
Wilmington,  had  no  information  of  much  value,  and  did  not  wish  to  go 
in  there  again  for  fear  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels.  To-day, 
whilst  under  orders  to  the  blockade  off  Wilmington,  he  repeats  his 
application  to  me  for  the  command  of  a  small  vessel  here  or  in  the 
sounds  of  North  Carolina,  and  tells  me  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
wished  to  protect  him. 

You  may  get  information  from  him  as  to  persons  getting  into  Wil- 
mington by  the  blockade  runners,  and  what  may  then  be  their  oppor- 
tunity, and  that  of  other  trailers  there,  for  acquiring  information. 

A  blockade  runner  captured  some  months  ago  told  me  that  smug- 
glers from  New  Berne  kept  up  considerable  intercourse  with  Wilmington 
overland.  This  suggests  still  another  way  to  get  information.  Mr. 
Brown,  who  came  from  you  to-day,  came  to  me  last  winter  about  attack- 
ing Wilmington.  He  assured  me  that  there  was  plenty  of  water  by  the 
Bald  Head  Channel  into  Old  Inlet.  The  Coast-Survey  chart  and  our 
receut  reconnoissances  showed  this  channel  was  filled  up;  when  told 
so,  Mr.  B.  said  he  had  not  been  there  for  some  time.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  U.  3.  S.  Quaker 
City,  Commander  Frailcy,  oil' this  blockade  on  the  morning  of  the  tfth 
instant. 

A  blockade  runner  succeeded  in  getting  in  on  the  morning  of  the 
loth  instant  a  1  tout  .»  o'clock.  The  Iloicquah  saw  him  at  her  station  to 
the  northward  and  made  the  usual  signal  that  a  runner  was  coining 
down  the  beach  toward  the  bar  and  gave*  chase,  using  his  guns.  The 
runner  then  ran  to  the  eastward,  and  having  the  speed  of  the  HoiCfjuah, 
she  lost  sight  of  him,  when  In1  turned  and  ran  for  the  bar,  where  the 
llritannia  tried  to  stop  him  with  her  guns. 

The  commanding  ollicerol'  the  lloin/uah  is  confident  that  he  struck 
him  more  than  once,  and  the  commanding  otlicer  of  the  llritannia  is 
confident  that  he  struck  him  also. 

On  the  evening  of  t lie  11th  instant,  between  7  and  8  o'clock,  the 
llowunah,  stat if »ne»  1  at  the  northward,  saw  a  blockade  runner  coining 
down  the.  beach.  She  made  the  usual  signals  and  gave  chase,  and  by 
a  good  use  of  her  guns  compelled  the  runner  to  put  his  vessel  on  the 
beach.  There  was  a  heavy  sea  running  at  the  time,  and  doubtless  as 
soon  as  she  struck  sin*  became  a  wreck. 

The  next  morning  this  ship  and   the  Tascarora  went  in  to  see  if  it 
would  be  necessary  to  use   the  guns  on   the  wreck.     I    found  the  sea 
breaking  over  her,  and   the   greater  portion   of  her  upper  deck  sub 
merged. 

The  two  ships  were  opened  upon  by  a  battery  to  the  northward  and 
one  to  the  southward  of  the  wreck. 

The  Tusvarora  was  struck  in  her  quarter,  ami  I  am  happy  to  say  no 
one  was  injured. 

On  tin1-  evening  of  the  l.'tth  instant  the  tirand  t7?///' appeared  in 
the  oiling  and   was   boarded   by  the  Quaker  City,  delivering  a  copy  of 
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his  orders  and  other  communications,  when  he  proceeded  to  obey  his 
instructions.

The  Richmond  Whig  today  states  that  the  Wilmington  Journal  says 
that  the  steamer  Beauregard  was  chased  ashore  by  the  blockaders  on 
the  night  of  the  12th  [11th  1  instant,  some  distance  above  Fort  Fisher, 
near  Battery  Gadin  [Gatlin],  and  that  she  had  been  set  on  fire.

General  instructions  from  Acting  Bear- Admiral  Lee,  XT.  S.  Navy,  to  com- 
manding  officers  of  blockading  vessels  off  Wilmington. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  December  16,  1863. 

The  primary  day  stations  are 

New  Inlet  side:  j  Old  Inlet  side) 

1.  Off  the  inlet  (senior  officer).  i  1.  Off  the  bar. 

2.  Off  Masonboro.  I  2.  Off  Folly  Inlet. 

3.  Off  the  lower  end  of  Smith's  j  3.  Off  the  end  of  Smith's  Island. 

Island. 

The  secondary  stations  divide  the  intermediate  space  between  these, 
according  to  the  number  of  steamers  present. 

In  clear  weather  by  day  these  stations  are  occupied  by  the  steamers 
at  anchor,  when  an  officer's  watch  and  regular  lookouts  are  kept,  and 
the  captain  and  first  lieutenant  especially,  and  the  rest  of  the  officers 
and  crew,  may  sleep  with  the  hammocks  down  if  wished  far  eight  or 
ten  hours  after  sunrise.  The  watch  which  has  kept  two  wateMfcs  during 
the  night  should  be  excused  from  duty  during  the  forenoon,  and  allowed 
and  encouraged  to  sleep  then. 

At  half  an  hour  before  sunset  the  blockader  will  have  his  anchor  up, 
and  as  the  shade  of  evening  comes  he  will  draw  inshore,  keeping  the 
beach  or  other  object  in  sight,  yet  regulating  safely  his  approach  to  and 
occupation  of  his  night  station  by  the  state  of  light.  Come  out  in  like 
manner  by  day  dawn. 

In  the  dusk  of  evening  and  early  dark  the  blockade  is  run  by  steam- 
ers (perhaps  not  showing  black  smoke),  who  thus  get  a  safe  and  long 
run  off  the  coast.  At  morning  twilight  and  at  night,  guided  by  shore 
signals,  the  runners  get  in  under  the  batteries. 

When  a  runner  is  seen  coming  out,  it  is  desirable  not  to  make  the 
signal  until  his  retreat  can  be  cut  oft'  by  getting  between  him  and  the 
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bar  or  coast.  It  is  best  to  capture  or  destroy  runners  when  discovered, 
bnt  not  to  throw  away  the  chance  of  doing  one  or  the  other  by  prema- 
turely alarming  them  and  causing  their  retreat  over  the  bar,  or  under 
the  batteries,  to  escape  under  more  favorable  circumstances. 

The  distance  to  be  kept  from  the  bar,  the  batteries,  and  the  beach, 
etc.,  must  be  regulated  by  the  state  of  the  weather  and  light,  and  the 
zeal  and  good  sense  of  the  commanding  officer. 

The  steamer  which  is  to  watch  the  bar  at  night  should  be  kept  near 
and  on  one  side  of  the  senior's  steamer  by  day,  and  on  the  other  side 
of  him  is  to  be  a  swift  steamer,  which,  when  the  others  draw  inshore 
at  twilight,  is  to  go  5  miles  farther  offshore  of  the  senior's  steamer, 
and  cruise  slowly,  say,  north  and  south  if  oft'  New  Inlet,  and,  say,  east 
and  west  if  off;  Old  Inlet,  where  he  can  be  ready  to  chase  runners  sig- 
naled going  out,  and  may  discover  those  sneaking  in  from  seaward  iu 
time  to  capture  them. 

It  is  known  that  the  runners  run  down  the  coast  from  just  south  of 
Masonboro  and  close  to  the  surf,  as  the  coast  is  clear,  and  in  like  maimer 
they  run  up  the  coast  and  near  the  surf  from  Folly  Inlet. 

Blockaders  are  not  to  be  huddled  together,  and  especially  in  thick 
weather,  or  exhaust  their  coal  by  unnecessary  movement  by  day,  but 
the  senior  officer  present  is  expected  to  have  soundings  taken  for  gen- 
eral use  by  protected  boats  off  the  shoals  which  form  at  the  inlets  and 
along  the  shore  line  where  the  Coast-Survey  chart  does  not  show  the 
soundings. 

Unless  the  weather  is  too  thick  to  allow  it,  the  blockaders  should 
keep  underway  at  night,  holding  their  positions  by  their  leads  (which 
should  be  kept  going  on  each  side  by  reliable  men  whenever  the  steamer 
is  underway  and  watching)  and  by  bearings  when  practicable. 

A  steamer  of  good  chasing  speed  is  to  be  stationed  (underway  at 
night  when  not  too  thick  or  dark)  between  Folly  Inlet  and  the  South 
Carolina  State  line,  and  the  upper  blockader  off*  or  above  Masonboro 
should  be  a  fast  steamer. 

The  shore  line  north  of  New  Inlet  and  south  and  west  of  Old  Inlet 
should  be  blockaded  in  force  so  as  to  intercept  runners,  if  several  are 
together,  to  run  in  or  out. 

Heretofore  it  is  believed  they  have  mostly  run  in  and  out  by  the 
coast  and  have  also  run  out  by  Smith's  Island  and  the  shoals.  Low 
and  slow  steamers  are  supposed  to  sneak  out  and  large  and  swift  ones 
to  run  boldly  oft".  Some  steamers  of  superior  spe"ed  will,  with  special 
instructions  from  me,  blockade  off  ('ape  Fear  aud  Cape  Lookout  lights, 
to  intercept  blockade  runners  who  may  have  run  the  inner  lino  of 
blockade  or  who  are  hovering  outside  preparatory  to  running  in. 

All  commanders  of  steamers  joining  the  blockade  off'  Wilmington  will, 
if  not  already  done,  report  to  me  by  letter  and  mention  therein  that 
they  have  applied  for  and  received  from  the  senior  officer  present  a  copy 
of  these  instructions. 

The  commanding  officer  of  a  steamer  going  to  Beaufort  for  coal,  or 
returning,  will  not  depart  from  his  direct  route  or  delay  on  it  to  cruise; 
but  it  will  be  his  duty  to  chase,  if  he  can  with  a  fair  prospect  of  suc- 
cess, any  blockade  runner  he  may  discover  on  the  way. 

The  senior  officer  present  off"  Wilmington  is  authorized  to  send  here  a 
blockader  absolutely  requiring  more  repairs  than  she  can  make  within 
two  days  more  time  than  is  necessary  to  coal  in  Beaufort,  and  he  is 
required  so  to  arrange  the  departure  of  the  blockaders  for  coal  as  not 
to  weaken  the  blockade  or  allow  an  excess  of  blockaders  at  Beaufort, 
where  there  should  not  be,  if  possible  to  prevent  it,  more  than  two,  or 
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at  outside  three  blockaders  at  a  time.  The  absence  of  blockaders  is 
least  felt  on  the  light  nights. 

Boats  used  for  landing  on  the  beach  or  alongside  of  beached  blockade 
runners  should  be  suitable  for  the  purpose,  provided  with  a  good  kedge, 
a  long,  strong,  and  clear  cable  line,  good  oarsmen,  and  commanded  by 
a  skillful  officer  or  petty  officer. 

Each  blockader  should,  if  possible,  have  on  board  one  spare  anchor 
and  two  spare  anchor  stocks,  and  a  large,  strong  hawser,  capable  of 
towing  or  hauling  off  stranded  vessels.  Also  keep  and  send  an  abstract 
log,  as  required  by  circular  of  November  23, 18(13,  with  this  addition, 
that  in  case  of  capture  or  claim  for  prize  money,  diagrams  giving  bear- 
ings and  distances  signed  by  the  watch  officers  must  accompany  the 
abstract,  and  also  the  usual  report  both  to  the  U.  S.  district  judge  and 
to  the  Navy  Department,  the  latter  to  be  forwarded  through  me,  with 
prize  list  for  the  Department  and  one  for  my  files,  in  order  to  take  the 
place  of  the  original  in  the  event  of  its  being  lost  or  mislaid  at  the 
Department.  These  lists  should  state  in  the  heading  the  sqnadron 
to  which  the  vessel  claiming  prize  money  belongs,  with  the  name  and 
official  designation  of  the  officer  commanding  the  squadron. 

Each  commanding  officer  will  examine  and  carefully  correct,  if  nec- 
essary, the  log  slate  before  it  is  recorded. 

Each  blockader  must  have  double  the  usual  allowance  of  leads  and 
lead  lines,  and  always  have  four  good  lines,  marked  and  ready  with 
good  leads  for  use.  Lead  lines  must  be  corrected  daily  (when  wet),  and 
so  noted  in  the  log.  When  underway  the  lead  must  be  hove  constantly, 
and  there  must  always  be  two  good  leadsmen  (one  on  each  side)  heav- 
ing the  hand  lead  when  it  can  be  used. 

Every  effort  must  be  made  to  prevent  collisions,  the  general  laws  of 
the  road  to  pass  to  the  right  must  be  observed,  but  the  vessel  which 
has  sea  room  on  her  side  must  not  force  the  other  into  danger.  Both 
vessels  must  steer,  or  stop,  or  back,  so  as  to  avoid  a  collision,  or  run- 
ning into  danger.  (See  all  the  directions  printed  in  the  boat  code  signal 
book.) 

Each  vessel  must  have  on  a  deck  board,  in  charge  of  the  officer  of 
the  deck,  accurate  tables  showing  time  of  high  and  low  water,  and  of 
moon  rise  and  set,  and  of  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun. 

Each  vessel  must  keep  in  charge  of  the  officer  of  the  deck  a  varnished 
sketch  of  the  chart  on  a  deck  board,  showing  the  shore  line,  the  1,2,3 
fathoms  curves,  the  significant  soundings,  the  position  of  prominent 
objects,  the  anchorage,  and  a  compass. 

The  senior  officer  present  may,  if  he  wishes  it,  station  a  steamer  to 
show  a  light  from  a  position  known  to  all  the  others,  on  which  they  can 
take  bearings;  this  steamer  should  be  ready  to  move  at  a  minute's 
warning,  and  in  the  event  of  doing  so  must  lower  the  light. 

There  must  be  a  separate  deck  board  on  which  the  commanding  offi- 
cer must  every  morning  plainly  put  the  distinguishing  signals  for  the 
next  night,  which  he  must  know  are  understood  by  the  officers  of  the 
deck  and  forecastle,  and  the  men  to  attend  the  light,  and  he  must  see 
that  such  arrangements  are  made  as  will  insure,  under  all  circumstances, 
that  the  proper  means  are  ready  for  making  the  necessary  signals,  of 
which  a  full  and  separate  list,  with  instructions,  are  given.  It  is  con- 
sidered there  can  be  no  occasion  or  excuse  for  one  blockader  firing  into 
another. 

The  senior  officer  off  each  inlet  should  be  ready  to  move  with  one,  or 
better,  with  two,  large  blockaders  with  heavy  batteries  to  the  point 
where  assistance  is  called  for  by  signal  or  by  the  firing  of  great  guns. 
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Oare  should  be  observed  not  to  have  the  vessels  watching  the  bar  and 
approaches  leave  such  necessary  stations  as  would  facilitate  the  escape 
of  ruuners  in  another  direction  than  that  to  which  attention  is  drawn. 

Dull  steamers  are  not  expected  to  chase,  certainly  not  farther  than 
will  allow  the  appointed  swift  steamer  to  take  up  the  chase,  and  not  so 
far  as  to  leave  the  inlet  exposed  to  the  escape  of  other  steamers. 

Blockaders  are  desired  not  to  salute  the  admiral's  flag. 

Each  commanding  officer  should  make  sure  that  no  lights,  other  than 
signals,  should  be  seen  from  his  vessel,  and  that  the  lights  on  board 
are  so  covered,  placed,  and  used  that  they  can  not  be  seen  through 
windows  or  portholes,  in  opening  doors,  mustering  watch,  etc.

Sir:  To  interrupt  the  blockade  runners  to  and  from  Wilmington  you 
will  blockade  between  a  line  drawn  from  the  2S.E.  extremity  of  the  10- 
fathom  curve,  off  Capes  Lookout  and  Fear,  continued  to  the  meridian 
of  80°  W.  longitude  and  the  lOO-fathom  curve  between  said  meridian 
and  34°  N.  latitude,  as  shown  on  the  Coast  Survey  chart  of  the 
Atlantic  coast,  sheet  No.  3  (1863),  herewith  sent  to  you. 

The  limits  marked  out  for  the  Quaker  City  may  receive  such  suitable 
modifications  as  your  judgment  may  suggest  as  promoting  the  efficiency 
of  the  blockade. 

Do  not  have  the  Quaker  City  overloaded  with  supplies,  but  keep  her 
provided  and  in  the  best  trim  possible  for  chasing,  and  in  chasing 
resort  to  all  the  means  commonly  used  to  produce  the  highest  speed. 
See  that  everything  is  in  perfect  order  in  the  engine  department,  and 
that  the  firemen  know  and  do  their  duty. 

The  question  about  the  relative  claims  growing  out  of  the  respective 
rights  and  duties  of  men  of- war  and  armed  transports  in  such  cases  as 
the  capture  of  the  Banshee  and  Margaret  and  Jessie  is  now  pending 
before  the  Department.  Its  decision  will  be  communicated  to  you  for 
your  guidance  on  this  subject  as  soon  as  received. 

Enclosed  herewith  are  general  squadron  and  blockading  instructions, 
the  general  orders  and  circulars  of  the  Department  and  of  this  squad- 
ron, statement  of  periodical  returns  required  from  commanding  officers, 
and  extracts  from  consular  dispatches  lately  received  by  me  relative 
to  the  character  and  movements  of  vessels  in  the  interests  of  the  rebels.

Sir:  Enclosed  I  forward  to  the  Department  a  report  of  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Mitchell,  commanding  Commodore  Jones,  of  his  operations 
in  the  James  Kiver,  undertaken  by  my  direction,  for  the  purpose  of  put- 
ting a  stop  to  smuggling  and  the  carrying  of  rebel  mail  matter  from  the 
peninsula  to  the  the  southern  bank  of  the  river. 

Such  intercourse  was  said  to  exist  by  a  refugee  named  Lyons,  who 
was  sent  to  me  by  Major  General  Butler,  to  whom  Lyons  had  first 
reported.     It  is  the  opinion  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Mitchell  that 
such  intercourse  is  carried  on,  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  prevent  it.

Site:  In  compliance  with  your  instructions  received  through  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Barnes,  fleet  captain,  i  proceeded  up  James  Kiver 
to  2  miles  below  White  Shoal  light-house,  where  I  found  the  Dawn.  I 
called  her  commanding  officer  on  board  and  told  him  the  information 
which  had  been  received  and  the  plan  for  breaking  the  communication, 
and  ordered  him  to  follow  us  farther  up  the  river,  in  the  meantime  arm- 
ing two  boats'  crews.  At  10 :30  p.  m.  stopped  the  engine  off  the  White 
Shoal  light  house,  and  at  10:35  the  first  and  second  cutters  left  the 
vessel,  the  first  under  the  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Adams,  the  second 
of  Acting  Ensign  Homans.  1  directed  Mr.  Adams  to  go  close  inshore 
about  a  mile  below  Smith's,  the  reported  place  of  embarkation,  and  to 
remain  there  until  half  an  hour  after  midnight,  then  to  run  up  as  far 
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as  Young's,  on  that  side  of  the  river,  and  at  2  a.  m.  to  start  for  the  vessel 
across  the  shoals,  provided  he  heard  nothing  from  the  other  boats.  Mr. 
Horn  an  s,  in  the  second  cutter,  was  directed  to  station  himself  on  the 
edge  of  the  shoal  just  above  Boy  kin's  Wharf,  where  it  was  reported 
that  the  landing  would  be  effected,  to  remain  there  until  3 :30  a.  m.,  and 
to  return  to  the  vessel  by  the  way  of  the  channel.  The  boats  from  the 
Dawn  did  not  get  alongside  until  11 :20  p.  m.  The  first  one  was  sent 
to  the  upper  end  of  White  Shoal  with  instructions  to  return  at  4  a.  m., 
the  second  to  take  up  her  position  between  Godwin's  and  Day's  points 
and  to  return  at  4  a.  m.  By  this  disposition  of  the  boats,  I  had  a  boat 
at  each  end  of  the  route,  one  in  the  channel  way,  and  the  other  inshore 
on  the  south  side  of  the  river.  Nothing  was  seen  by  any  of  the  boats, 
except  the  one  off  Pagan  Creek.  On  its  return  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Orosley  reported  that  ho  went  in  as  directed  and  thought  he  would  find 
the  entrance  of  the  creek,  and  as  he  could  not  see  it,  he  pulled  up  the 
river  to  look  for  it.  When  he  passed  some  trestlework  he  heard  some- 
thing on  shore  that  sounded  like  geese;  he  pulled  around  and  toward 
it  and  was  hailed  from  shore,  and  gave  our  countersign.  He  was  ordered 
to  come  on  shore,  when  he  ordered  his  men  to  fire.  They  attempted  to 
fire,  but  having  no  caps  on  their  muskets  were  unable  to  do  so.  Mr. 
Orosley  succeeded  in  firing  one  barrel  of  his  revolver,  and  received  a 
heavy  fire  on  his  boat  from  shore,  of  which  thirteen  shots  struck  the 
boat,  another  slightly  wounded  one  of  his  men  on  the  face,  and  another 
was  a  spent  ball  which  was  caught  in  the  hand  by  another  of  the  boat's 
crew.  Mr.  Orosley  then  hauled  off  into  the  river  and  burned  a  green 
light  for  us  to  fire  to  his  left,  but  he  was  not  in  sight  from  the  vessel. 
The  place  where  Mr.  Orosley  saw  his  trestlework  was  Boykin's  Wharf. 

I  went  up  the  river  at  9  o'clock  this  morning  and  shelled  the  place,  as 
Mr.  Lyons  said  there  were  about  100  rebels  there.

Order  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  V.  #.  Navy,  concerning  duties  of 

picket  boat  in  J  amen  River. 

XJ.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  New  a,  Va.,  December  18}  18(13 . 

The  following  orders  will  be  carefully  observed  by  the  commander  of 
the  boat  on  duty  as  picket  boat  of  the  advance  guard. 

The  picket  boat  will  be  kept  underway  at  all  times,  and  will  not  leave 
her  station,  between  1  and  L'  miles  below  the  White  Shoal  light  house, 
until  regularly  relieved,  unless  the  commander  deems  it:  highly  neces- 
sary to  do  so  to  communicate  with  the  flagship. 

The  United  States  vessels  passing  down  the  river  must  show  their 
colors  or  orders.  Flag  -of- truce  boats  from  the  enemy  must  be  anchored 
immediately  below  the  White  Shoal  light  house,  and  on  no  account 
allowed  to  pass  the  picket  boat,  which  will  signal  the  flagship,  and 
if  a  boat  is  not  sent  the  picket  boat  will  come  down  with  the  com- 
munication. 
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No  officer  except  the  commander,  and  no  person  of  the  crew,  will  be 
allowed  to  hold  any  communication  with  the  enemy. 

The  commander  will  confine  his  intercourse  with  the  flag  of  truce 
strictly  to  the  subject  of  the  latter.  If  a  boat  is  seen  coming  from  the 
admiral,  he  will  anchor  the  flag  of  truce  and  await  its  arrival.  If  no 
boat  comes,  he  will  receive  the  communications  and  bring  them  to  the 
admiral.  A  blank  cartridge  is  first  to  be  fired  to  bring  the  rebel  flag 
of  truce  to,  and  if  that  is  disregarded  a  shot  must  be  fired  across 
her  bow. 

When  the  enemy  is  seen  by  the  advance  guard  boat,  it  will  return  in 
haste,  firing  its  guns  and  burning  blue  lights  until  answered  by  a  gun 
from  the  flagship  and  a  blue  light  from  each  vessel. 

In  coming  back  it  will  show  a  white  light  on  each  bow  to  distinguish 
it.  Our  signal  lights  (a  red  and  blue  lantern;  the  red  on  top  when  the 
night  begins  with  an  odd  day  of  the  month,  and  the  blue  on  top  on  the 
alternate  night)  will  be  hoisted  when  the  action  begins  by  the  vessel 
which  first  has  an  opportunity  of  firing  on  the  enemy,  or  by  the  flag- 
ship. At  night,  or  in  thick  weather,  each  vessel  will  engage  as  soon 
as  practicable  without  waiting  for  a  signal.

Capture   of  the  steamer  Antonica,  formerly  Herald,   off  Frying  Pan 

Shoals,  December  20,  1863. 

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Faiikee, 
Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  December  26,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  night  of  the  19th  Decem- 
ber a  large  steamer  was  sighted  by  the  blockading  fleet  here,  was  chased 
by  several  vessels,  and  was  discovered  ashore  on  Frying  Pan  Shoals  on 
the  morning  of  the  20th.  Her  officers  and  crew,  attempting  to  escape 
in  boats,  were  all  captured  and  are  at  present  held  as  prisoners  on  board 
some  of  the  vessels  of  this  squadron.  The  vessel  proved  to  be  the 
Confederate  steamer  Antonica,  formerly  the  Herald,  a  well-known  block- 
ade runner.  Efforts  were  made  unsuccessfully  to  get  her  afloat.  She 
will  prove  a  total  loss,  and  but  little  of  her  cargo  will  be  saved,  which 
will  be  sent  to  Washington  for  adjudication  in  the  prize  schooner  Sallie 
(English,  from  Nassau),  captured  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  by  the 
Connecticut  off  the  point  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  and  the  report  of  which 
capture  is  forwarded  to  the  Department.

Sis:  I  would  most  respectfully  report  that  the  Antonica  was  first 
seen  from  this  sbip  at  0:20  a.  m.  on  the  20th  instant,  our  attention 
being  drawn  to  her  by  the  escape  of  steam  in  that  direction,  bearing 
about  £.  S.  E.,  distant  4  miles.  The  Governor  Buckingham,  bearing  S.  E. 
by  E.  and  standing  toward  her,  ran  down  to  her  as  near  as  practica- 
ble. At  7:40  a.  m.  sent  an  armed  boat  to  board  her;  at  10:20  a.  m. 
came  to  anchor  in  4  fathoms  water,  Antonica  bearing  E.  N.  E.,  distant 
about  half  a  mile.  At  11 :  45  a.  m.  boat  returned  and  reported  her  to 
be  the  rebel  steamer  Antonica,  formerly  the  Herald,  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
and  in  charge  of  an  officer  from  the  Governor  Buckingham.  At  his 
request  sent  an  engineer,  firemen,  and  a  working  party  to  assist  in  get- 
ting her  off;  rendered  all  possible  assistance,  and  on  taking  our  night 
station  left  an  officer  and  five  men  on  board  at  the  request  of  the  officer 
in  charge.  Enclosed  please  find  diagrams  of  Antonica  when  first 
boarded  from  this  ship.

Beport  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  SaltonitaU,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  8.  Governor 

Buckingham. 

Off  Western  Bab,  Wilmington,  December  25, 1863. 

At  11  p.  m.  December  19,  1863,  a  rocket  was  seen  and  a  gun  heard 
in  northwesterly  direction  from  U.  S.  S.  Governor  Buckingham,  belong- 
ing to  the  blockading  force  off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  while 
at  anchor  at  night  station  with  Bald  Head  lighthouse  bearing  N.  and 
southern  end  of  woods  on  Smith's  Island  bearing  N.  E. 

At  11 :  35  p.  m.  saw  other  signals  to  westward,  showing  that  a  vessel 
was  attempting  to  run  in  to  Wilmington. 

Supposed  these  last  signals  to  proceed  from  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut,  being 
in  the  direction  of  her  usual  anchorage. 

At  11:40  p.  in.  a  vessel  being  reported  in  sight  to  southward  and 
eastward,  in  line  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  slipped  cable  and  at  once  got 
underway.  Called  all  hands  to  quarters  and  steered  in  a  S.  S.  E.  direc- 
tion toward  her  until  in  3f  fathoms  water. 

The  strange  vessel  then  appeared  to  be  on  eastern  side  of  shoals,  as 
the  breakers  were  observed  between  her  and  ourselves,  and  it  beiug 
not  unusual  for  vessels  belonging  to  blockading  force  oft'  New  lulet 
to  approach  within  plain  view. 

I  judged  this  to  be  one  of  them  and  concluded  to  return  to  my  former 
anchorage  and  keep  a  sharp  lookout  upon  her. 

At  2 :  30  a.  m.  the  moon  set. 

At  5  a.  in.  got  underway  to  again  investigate  and  ascertain  if  pos- 
sible the  character  of  the  vessel  before  seen.  While  cruising  slowly 
along  the  shoal  at  dim  dawn,  made  a  steamer  ashore  on  shoal  to  east- 
ward, evidently  a  blockade  runner.  At  once  called  away  launch  and 
second  cutter  to  board  her.  While  lowering  our  boats,  two  small  boats 
were  discovered,  tilled  with  men,  pulling  from  grounded  steamer  to 
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the  nearest  land  (Smith's  Island).  Sent  oar  boats  to  intercept  and 
opened  lire  upon  them.  They  were  soon  captured  and  brought  along- 
side, containing  in  all  26  men,  comprising  commanding  officer  and 
crew  of  Confederate  steamer  Antoniea.  formerly  the  Herald,  of  Charles- 
ton, a  notorious  blockade  runner.  Our  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Master  J.  S.  Watson,  was  the  first  to  board  and  take  possession  of  the 
prize,  at  7:30  a.  m.,  the  launch  and  gig  of  this  vessel,  the  former  in 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  William  C.  Gibson,  and  the  latter  of  Acting 
Master's  Mate,  Poole,  soon  after  reaching  her.  These  officers  at  once 
proceeded  to  collect  what  papers  and  valuables  could  be  found  and 
forwarded  them  to  me. 

About  daylight  the  U.S.  tug  Violet  was  seen  approaching  from  north- 
ward and  westward  and  secured  a  third  boat  which  had  nearly  reached 
the  beach.  At  that  time  no  other  vessel  was  noticed.  After  sunrise 
the  U.  S.  S.  Aries  arrived  from  the  westward  and  sent  boats  on  board 
prize  steamer.  Large  quantities  of  liquor  were  on  board  and  exposed, 
and  unfortunately  much  drunkenness  prevailed  for  a  time  among  the 
men.  As  soon  as  possible  the  engines  were  examined  by  Acting 
Second  Assistant  Engineer  Ustick,  of  this  vessel;  found  uninjured  and 
in  good  working  order.  Steam  was  raised  immediately.  Soundings 
were  taken,  by  the  direction  of  Acting  Master  Watson  in  charge,  all 
about  the  vessel,  anchors  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible,  and  every 
exertion  made  to  get  her  oft',  without  success,  as  the  tide  had  left  her 
fast.  At  9  a.  in.  fire  was  opened  upon  the  Antoniea  from  the  extreme 
point  of  Smith's  Island  by  the  enemy  from  two-rifled  pieces  at  a  dis- 
tance of  3  miles,  and  kept  up  vigorously  for  a  time  without,  however, 
much  effect.  I  ran  in  as  near  as  possible  and  returned  the  fire  from  my 
100  pounder,  sending  shell  beyond  them,  when  they  hastily  withdrew 
and  did  not  again  attempt  to  annoy  us.  During  the  forenoon  the  U.  S. 
steamers  Emma  and  State  of  Georgia  anchored  in  vicinity  of  prize  and 
sent  boats  to  her.  The  cargo,  with  the  exception  of  some  packages  of 
liquor  on  deck,  which  were  destroyed  by  my  officers  to  keep  it  from  the 
men,  was  untouched  until  subsequently,  when  a  portion  was  broken 
out  to  lighten  the  vessel. 

At  high  water,  at  3: 50  p.  m.,  an  attempt  was  made  to  heave  and  haul 
her  off,  the  tug  Violet  assisting,  but  without  success,  though  she  was 
moved  somewhat.  At  dark  the  other  vessels  withdrew  to  their  night 
stations,  taking  their  boats'  crews  from  the  prize,  with  the  exception 
of  one  from  the  Aries.  The  tug  Violet  and  this  vessel  remained  near, 
with  large  portions  of  their  crews  on  board,  removing  cargo  in  boats 
to  the  tug  to  lighten  the  vessel.  At  high  water,  at  4: 19  a.  m„  Monday, 
December  21,  1863,  another  partially  successful  attempt  was  made  to 
get  the  prize  afloat.  During  the  day  the  Antoniea  was  considerably 
lightened  by  the  transfer  of  her  cargo  in  part  to  prize  schooner  belong- 
ing to  Connecticut,  all  of  the  vessels  present  assisting,  and  at  5  p.  m.  a 
third  attempt  was  made,  under  superintendence  of  Commander  Nichol- 
son, of  State  of  Georgia,  to  heave  her  off,  assisted  by  U.  S.  S.  Emma  and 
tug  Violet.  Her  bow  was  swinging  rapidly  around  in  the  desired 
direction  when  the  hawser  leading  from  it  parted,  and  before  one  of 
the  proper  size  could  be  procured  the  tide  had  again  receded. 

A  strong  westerly  wind  and  sea  making  that  night  drove  the  Antoniea 
still  farther  ashore  and  at  daylight  she  had  2  feet  of  water  in  her  hold. 
My  officers  and  men  being  thoroughly  tired  out,  and  required  on  board 
this  vessel  on  Monday  night,  were  relieved  by  officers  and  crews  from 
the  U.  8. 8.  Connecticut. 
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In  compliance  with  orders,  I  transferred  10  of  the  prisoners  taken  in 
the  boats  to  U.  S.  S.  Aries  on  Sunday  night  and  the  remaining  16  to 
the  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia  on  Monday.  I  transferred  to  Commander 
and  Senior  Officer  J.  J.  Almy  the  ship's  papers,  and  those  relating  to 
the  cargo  found  on  board,  as  also  the  chronometer,  octant,  and  $1,005.28 
in  specie,  taken  from  the  prisoners  on  board  this  vessel.  Bank  receipts 
and  bills  of  exchange  for  over  $10,000,  payable  to  order  but  not  endorsed, 
were  also  forwarded.  A  little  personal  luggage  brought  in  the  boats  I 
permitted  the  prisoners  to  take,  after  searching  it;  could  discover  no 
mails  or  dispatches.  My  officers  spared  no  exertions  while  in  charge  of 
the  prize  to  get  her  afloat  and  preserve  order  on  board.  The  engineers 
of  this  vessel,  Acting  Second  Assistants  Doten  and  Ustick,  were 
unwearying  in  their  attempts  to  assist  with  the  engine.  In  conclusion, 
I  would  state,  in  regard  to  the  capture  of  this  vessel,  that  it  was  the 
result  of  combined  efforts  of  several  of  the  blockading  fleet.  The  State 
of  Georgia  flrst  discovered  and  chased  her  off  the  bar;  the  Connecticut 
(although  the  captain  of  the  prize  denies  seeing  her)  in -all  probability 
drove  her  toward  this  vessel,  which  was  lying  so  far  inshore  that  in 
order  to  escape  being  seen  the  steamer  was  run  in  too  far  and  grounded. 
I  send  you  the  statement  of  the  captain  of  his  experience  that  night, 
made  voluntarily,  and  with  apparent  truthfulness,  in  the  presence  of 
the  officers  signing  it,  for  what  it  was  worth.  Captain  Adair  also  said 
that  the  ardor  of  blockade  running  has  been  somewhat  dampened  of 
late,  owing  to  the  frequent  captures,  and  that  the  number  of  vessels 
engaged  in  it  is  overrated.  I  enclose  the  original  of  the  present  rating 
of  the  chronometer,  showing  that  English  men-of-war  take  an  interest 
in  the  safe  navigation  of  these  vessels  by  rating  their  chronometers  for 
them. 

The  Antonica  is  to  all  appearance  bilged  this  morning  and  will,  1 
fear,  be  a  total  loss,  with  most  of  her  cargo.  I  shall  forward  my  abstract 
log  and  diagram  on  the  1st  of  the  month  and  enclose  prize  lists  herein.

Game  in  Little  Eiver  Inlet  between  8  and  9  p.  m.  and  stood  alongshore 
to  eastward.  Saw  two  vessels  there  which  did  not  see  me.  Kan  off 
and  made  the  coast  again  to  eastward  of  Lockwood's  Folly  Inlet. 
Made  steamer  State  of  Georgia  and  Emma  near  the  bar.  Attempted  to 
pass  outside  them,  was  seen,  and,  signals  and  chase  being  made  by 
State  of  Georgia,  ran  off  again.  Steered  for  line  of  shoals  and  stood 
off  ami  on  for  a  time,  when  made  the  Governor  Buckingham,  having 
seen  no  vessels  between  the  time  of  losing  sight  of  State  cf  Georgia  and 
seeing  the  Governor  Buckingham.  Stood  off  and  on  again  until  moon 
set  at  2:30  a.  m.,  and  while  attempting  to  pass  inshore  of  the  Governor 
Buckingham  ran  ashore  about  3  a.  m.  on  Frying  Pan  Shoal. 

These  are  the  only  vessels  I  saw,  and  I  was  not  fired  at.  Immedi- 
ately took  to  my  boats  to  gain  the  shore  before  daylight,  but  was  dis- 
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covered  by  the  Governor  Buckingham  and  brought  to  by  her  shot  and 
boats.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Connecticut 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 

Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  December  21, 1863. 

Sir:  I  hereby  report  that  on  the  l!)th  instant,  at  about  li  o'clock 
p.  m.,  the  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia,  when  over  on  the  western  shore  off 
the  inlet,  discovered  a  suspicious  steamer  approaching  as  if  to  enter. 
She  was  of  course  challenged,  and  it  was  repeated,  but  not  answering, 
the  Georgia  stood  for  her,  but  she  soon  got  out  of  sight.  Half  an  hour 
later  the  suspicious  steamer  came  in  sight  of  the  Connecticut,  when  I 
immediately  stood  for  her,  but  not  auswering  the  challenge,  which  was 
repeated,  I  fired  four  shot  and  shells  at  her  and  continued  to  pursue 
her.  I  soon  lost  sight  of  her,  but  continued  along  down  by  the  shoals 
slowly  toward  and  beyond  the  extreme  point  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals, 
where  I  thought  he  might  go  to  watch  another  opportunity  to  run  in  on 
the  following  night. 

It  was  down  here  that  I  captured  the  schooner  Sallie,  mentioned  in 
another  communication.  At  sunrise  I  turned  back,  ran  up  along  the 
shoals  to  the  anchorage  oft*  Western  Har,  when  I  found  the  suspicious 
steamer,  in  endeavoring  to  avoid  the  blockading  squadron,  had  run 
ashore  on  the  west  side  of  the  Frying  Pan  Shoals  about  i*  miles  to  the 
southward  of  the  south  point  of  Smith's  Island.  The  Governor  Buck- 
ingham being  the  nearest,  was  the  first  to  board  her,  and  obtained  the 
possession  of  the  papers. 

She  proved  to  be  the  Confederate  steamer  Antonica,  formerly  the 
Herald,  Captain  W.  F.  Adair,  a  side-wheel  steamer  of  563  tons,  from 
Nassau,  endeavoring  to  run  into  Wilmington.  She  is  rather  an  old 
vessel  and  an  old  offender. 

The  crew  and  passengers,  numbering  42  persons,  were  all  secured 
and  taken  prisoners,  ami  will  be  sent  to  Hampton  Roads  subject  to 
your  orders.  Bouts  and  working  parties  from  the  different  vessels  have 
been  and  are  still  employed  taking  out  cargo  in  order  to  lighten  her, 
with  a  view  of  getting  her  off. 

The  Antonica?*  register  is  issued  from  Charleston,  as  you  will  per- 
ceive.   When  under  tho  English  flag  her  name  was  the  Herald,  and 
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made  mauy  successful  voyages  to  and  from  Charleston,  carrying  from 
1,000  to  J  ,200  bales  of  cotton  at  a  time. 

I  doubt  whether  she  can  be  gotten  off,  as  she  went  on  at  high  water, 
and  if  she  does  it  will  be  in  a  damaged  state.  Anchors  and  kedges 
have  been  laid  out  to  the  best  advantage,  and  the  tug  Violet  has  been 
employed  to  pull  upon  her,  but  without  success  as  yet. 

The  Violet  unfortunately  got  ashore  while  at  work  upon  the  prize, 
where  she  lay  for  two  nights  and  a  day  in  a  precarious  situation ;  and 
at  one  time  it  was  thought  she  would  be  a  wreck.  Her  guns  had  to  be 
thrown  overboard,  but  they  were  buoyed,  and  will  probably  be  recov- 
ered. Ultimately  the  good  little  tug  was  got  off,  somewhat  injured,  to 
be  sure,  but  not  so  much  as  we  feared  she  would  be.  This  embarrassed 
and  delayed  the  work  upon  the  prize. 

The  schooner  Sallie,  before  mentioned,  of  which  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  she  is  a  good  prize,  was  loaded  with  salt.  For  the  better  preserva- 
tion, in  the  language  of  the  law,  of  more  valuable  cargo,  1  directed  the 
salt  to  be  thrown  overboard,  and  the  schooner  to  be  loaded  from  the 
Antonica.  This,  in  my  judgment,  1  deemed  the  best  course  to  pursue. 
A  considerable  portion  of  her  cargo  may  be  gotten  out  and  saved  if  we 
are  favored  with  a  good  proportion  of  pleasant  weather  and  a  smooth 
sea.  But  there  is  a  difficulty  in  finding  a  suitable  place  or  places  to 
stow  away  and  secure  this  cargo,  which  is  the  usual  miscellaneous 
inward  cargo  of  a  blockade  runner,  consisting  of  dry  goods,  provisions, 
clothing,  etc.    There  are  no  arms  or  ammunition  on  board. 

Some  money  was  found  on  board  to  the  amount  of  about  $1,200,  some 
of  it  Confederate  money,  which  will  be  transmitted  by  safe  hands  to 
receive  directions  from  you.  There  was  quite  an  amount  of  money 
found  upon  the  passengers,  which  was  taken  from  them,  placed  in  a 
separate  bag,  and  is  a  matter  for  your  decision  as  to  whether  the  pas- 
sengers will  be  permitted  to  have  it  or  not. 

December  25. — The  Antonica  is  broken  across  her  bottom,  and  there- 
fore it  will  be  impossible  to  get  her  off.  She  may  be  pronounced  a 
wreck,  run  ashore,  and  destroyed.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  save 
what  cargo  and  other  valuables  I  can.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Con- 
necticut, regarding  the  capture  of  the  British  schooner  Sallie. 

U.  S.  S.  Connecticut, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  December  20,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  hereby  report  that  at  7  o  clock  this  morning  a  schooner  was 
discovered  from  this  steamer  whose  movements  were  suspicious.    When 
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first  seen  sbe  was  steering  toward  us  (N.  N.  W.),  then  suddenly  turned 
on  the  opposite  course  (23.  S.  E.),  afterwards  she  hauled  to  the  north- 
ward. When  within  2  miles  of  her  hoisted  the  colors  and  fired  a  blank 
cartridge,  when  she  hove  to  and  hoisted  English  colors,  it  being  impos- 
sible for  her  to  escape.  Boarded  hei  and  ascertained  that  she  was  the 
British  schooner  Salliej  of  38  tons,  of  and  from  Nassau,  loaded  with 
salt  The  captain  represented  that  he  was  bound  to  Baltimore,  which 
is  stated  in  his  clearance.  She  had  a  register,  crew  list,  and  clearance, 
the  only  papers  found  on  board.  But  in  the  clearance  no  mention  is 
made  as  to  whom  the  cargo  is  consigned ;  whether  to  master  or  to  mer- 
cantile parties.  She  had  no  log  book  nor  any  consular  letter  from  the 
U.  S.  consul  at  Nassau.  Neither  the  crew  list  nor  the  manifest  has 
the  oath  of  the  master  attached  to  it.  The  captain  admits  that  he  kept 
no  log,  although  the  English  law  makes  it  imperative  for  him  to  do  so. 

Owing  to  these  circumstances,  and  the  locality  in  which  the  vessel 
wad  found,  I  felt  convinced  that  this  schooner  was  intent  upon  running 
the  blockade  if  possible.  I  therefore  took  possession  of  her,  which 
was  done  in  latitude  33°  20'  N.,and  longitude  77°  40'  W.,  about  20  miles 
S.  S.  E.  £  E.  of  the  point  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  in  the  vicinity  of  Wil- 
mington, N.  G. 

Some  bottles  of  quinine  were  found  on  board  among  the  baggage  of 
the  crew,  and  when  taken  from  them,  one  of  them  remarked,  "O  never 
mind ;  we'll  try  it  again." 

Her  crew  is  a  large  one  for  so  small  a  vessel,  comprising  six  persons. 

The  charts  found  on  board  of  this  schooner  represent  tracks  of 
previous  voyages  to  and  from  Little  l^ver  Inlet  (boundary  line  between 
North  and  South  Carolina)  and  to  St.  Catherine's  Sound  Georgia. 

The  Connecticut  is  the  only  vessel  to  claim  prize  money,  as  no  other 
was  in  sight  at  the  time  the  capture  was  made. 

December  22. — Since  writing  the  foregoing,  I  deemed  it  necessary  to 
throw  overboard  the  cargo  of  salt  from  the  Sallie  in  order  to  load  the 
vessel  with  much  more  valuable  cargo  from  the  Confederate  steamer 
Antonica,  which  had  been  driven  ashore  and  wrecked  by  the  U.  S. 
blockading  squadron  off  Wilmington.  That,  in  my  judgment,  was  the 
best  course  to  pursue. 

The  schooner  and  her  tackle  remain  upon  which  to  adjudicate. 

She  has  been  loaded  with  cargo  from  the  Antonica,  placed  in  charge 
of  Acting  Ensign  William  M.  Swasey,  with  a  prize  crew,  and  directed 
to  proceed  to  Washington,  J).  G.,  with  the  papers  found  on  board, 
enclosed  and  addressed  to  the  U.  S.  district  judge  at  Washington. 

This  cargo  is  to  be  adjudicated  separately,  I  presume,  aud  the  papers 
found  on  board  of  the  Antonica  have  been  transmitted  to  the  U.  S. 
district  judge.

Niphon.  There  is  an  ironclad  building  at  Wilmington  and  machinery  at  Baltimore 
for  said  ironclad.  They  intend  taking  boats  in  tow  and  running  alongside  the 
Niphon,  then  running  her  oat  and  capturing  as  many  as  they  can  ot  the  blockading 
fleet.  This  I  have  found  out  from  the  blockade  runners  (prisoners)  who  are  confined 
in  the  same  room  with  myself.

Fort  Fisher  is  very  much  stronger  than  Caswell,  and  this  is  the 
general  opinion  of  the  army  officers  at  Fort  Fisher.

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Jefferson  Davis  pronounced  it  to  be  the  strongest  fort  in  the  South- 
ern Confederacy,  and  promised  to  send  20,000  troops  to  garrison  it  as 
soon  as  they  could  be  spared. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Yankees  will  try  to  take  Caswell  first,  as  this 
is  much  easier  to  do  than  to  capture  Fisher. 

There  are  nine  guns  of  different  caliber  in  an  open  battery  at  Smith- 
ville,  pointed  in  the  direction  of  Fort  Caswell,  to  repel  the  Yankee  army 
should  they  be  able  to  capture  Caswell.  There  are  no  guns  pointed  on 
the  river  between  Caswell  and  Fisher,  and  the  general  opinion  is  that 
if  the  former  is  taken  the  latter  will  be  abandoned. 

The  detached  batteries  near  Fort  Fisher  are  uncovered,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Mound  fort,  the  guns  being  en  barbette,  and  are  armed 
as  follows :  3, 3, 4, 2, 2, 1,  the  guns  being  of  different  calibers,  and  some 
of  them  are  rifled. 

The  parapet  around  these  batteries  is  breast  high. 

There  is  a  barbette  battery  of  49  guns  at  Masouboro  Inlet. 

The  batteries  on  the  coast,  one  about  5  miles  and  another  10  above 
Fort  Fisher,  show  bright  lights  in  the  night  for  the  guidance  of  the 
blockade  runners. 

The  passage  into  New  Inlet  by  the  northern  shore  is  much  preferred 
to  that  by  Smith's  Island,  on  account  of  a  dangerous  shoal  at  Sheep 
Head  Rocks,  but  this  last  is  sometimes  used,  depending  entirely  on  the 
position  of  the  blockading  squadron.  Seven  or  eight  new  roads  from 
Fort  Fisher  and  the  beach  have  recently  been  formed  leading  to  Wil- 
mington. These  are  wide  enough  to  allow  six  or  eight  men  to  march 
abreast.  The  trees  and  bushes  in  the  swamps  have  been  cut  away  for 
this  purpose.  These  roads  all  connect  with  each  other,  and  are  for  the 
purpose  of  reconnoitering  and  attacking  the  enemy  should  a  landing 
be  made  anywhere  on  the  beach  in  the  vicinity  of  the  fort.  They  have 
all  been  laid  out  during  the  last  year. 

I  believe  that  the  easiest  way  to  reach  Charleston  will  be  via 
Wilmington. 

The  names  of  the  experts  referred  to  in  letter  No.  00,  November  28, 
are  as  follows,  viz,  Brigadier-General  Seymour,  IT.  S.  Army,  who  recon- 
noitered  Fort  Fisher  at  a  distance  on  the  4th  of  November  last,  and 
that  archtraitor,  Jefferson  Davis,  President  of  the  so-called  Southern 
Confederacv.

Confidential  letter  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  regarding  the  operation*  of  the  North  Atlantic  Block- 
ading Squadron.

My  Dear  Sir  :  Allow  me  to  make  further  reply  to  the  part  of  the 
kind  note  about  Wilmington. 

It  was  a  disappointment  to  me  that  General  Butler  returned  from 
the  sounds  and  without  going  oil'  Wilmington  with  me,  as  had  been 
arranged.     Rut  we  conversed  on  the  subject,  and  1  gave  him  my  views 
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as  to  the  best  way  to  attack  Wilmington.  The  general  is  preparing 
8ome  light  drafts,  hoping  to  be  able  to  navigate  the  small  sounds  near 
Wilmington,  and  is  "  waiting  to  see  what  will  be  done  with  Meade's 
army." 

When  we  were  together  in  the  large  sounds  the  general  illustrated 
your  good  opinion  of  his  capacity  by  deploring  our  expensive,  exten- 
sive, and  embarrassing  occupations  there,  thus  confirming  my  views  to 
General  Foster.  All  the  captures  there,  except  Hatteras  Inlet  and 
the  rebel  vessels,  were,  as  to  time,  loadstones  instead  of  stepping  stones 
to  progress.  The  capture  of  Hatteras  Inlet  and  their  vessels  put  a 
stop  to  the  rebel  depredations  from  that  quarter  on  our  commerce. 
The  easy  capture  of  Fort  Macon  gave  us  the  possession  of  Beaufort 
Harbor;  thus  we  had  all  the  seacoast  of  North  Carolina,  except  Wil- 
mington, the  capture  of  which  was  as  easy  then  as  difficult  now,  and 
the  army  then  had  there  many  vessels  and  boats  suitable  for  the  trans- 
portation required.  But  the  complete  acquisition  of  the  seacoast  was 
abandoned  in  the  favor  of  the  sound  towns.  The  blockade  running  that 
followed  enriched,  so  the  papers  say,  the  State  treasury  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and,  I  suppose,  enabled  her  to  send  that  extraordinary  force,  100 
regiments,  into  the  field. 

The  Confederate  Treasury  also  was,  until  recent  increase  of  the 
blockading  force,  largely  sustained  by  the  export  of  cotton  and  naval 
stores  from  Wilmington.  The  blockade  of  that  port  was  for  a  long 
time  deficient  in  number  and  quality  of  vessels,  yet  was  legally  effect- 
ive, but  not  to  the  extent  required,  owing  to  the  policy  of  those  who, 
while  governing  our  country,  which  they  meant  to  destroy,  left  you  no 
navy  with  which  to  thwart  their  purpose.  But  your  vigorous  and 
successful  naval  policy  in  creating  an  extensive  blockading  and  iron- 
clad navy,  in  capturing  New  Orleans,  and  maintaining  an  inside  block- 
ade off  Charleston,  would  not  allow  the  rebels  to  build,  in  the  great 
workshops  of  our  commercial  rivals,  the  number  of  powerful  rains  and 
cruisers  they  desired,  or  to  equip  and  dispatch  all  those  they  had  so 
procured  The  capture  of  Wilmington,  like  Vicksburg  and  Port  Hud- 
son, is  mainly  a  military  operation,  in  which  the  Navy  here,  as  there, 
could  assist. 

General  Halleck  has  always  replied  to  my  suggestions  as  to  invest- 
ing Wilmington:  "We  have  no  troops,  and  have  already  too  many 
irons  in  the  fire."  I  apprehend  the  Army  has  always  felt  the  want  of 
a  harbor  of  refuge  and  depot  of  supplies  better  than  the  shoal  inlets 
and  sounds  near  Wilmington  afford,  and  nearer  than  Beaufort;  also 
the  necessity  for  a  railroad  for  a  base  of  operations,  which  last  the 
capture  of  either  Charleston  or  Richmond  would  supply,  and  at  the 
same  time  relieve  the  investment  of  Wilmington  from  the  threatened 
concentration  there  of  a  superior  rebel  force  from  one  or  both  of  these 
places. 

The  capture  of  Wilmington  will  require  a  military  force  sufficient  to 
make  and  maintain  a  strong  siege.  It  is  not  a  naval  measure.  An 
attack  from  the  water  side  only,  according  to  our  experience  so  far, 
and  General  Totten's  opinion  to  Mr.  Fox  and  myself,  is  not  likely  to 
succeed. 

1  am  willing  and  anxious  to  operate  against  Wilmington  whenever 
the  Army  is  ready  to  do  its  chief  part  in  the  undertaking. 

1  thank  you  most  sincerely,  my  dear  sir,  for  your  kind  appreciation 
of  my  services  in  this  civil  war.  Without  orders  I  brought  my  ship 
home  to  support  the  Government.  Quickly  joining  the  blockade  off 
Charleston,  I  made  my  sailing  vessel  an  active  command,  preserving  a 
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vigorous  blockade  of  that  port,  as  my  affair  with  H.  Iff.  3.  Steady 
showed,  being  at  this  time  in  the  Vandalia  without  support. 

Afterwards,  in  the  Oneida,  was  with  Farragut  in  all  the  successes 
and  battles  in  the  Mississippi,  except  Port  Hudson,  which  was  not 
then  fortified  by  the  enemy.  During  the  bombardment  I  fought  a  ter- 
rible duel  in  the  Oneida,  alone  and  at  once,  with  both  forts,  Jackson  and 
St.  Philip,  to  divert  their  fire  from  the  bomb  flotilla.  At  the  passage 
of  the  forts  the  steam  sloop  Oneida  and  two  gunboats  first  encountered 
and  destroyed  the  greater  part  of  the  rebel  gunboats  above  the  forts 
before  the  squadron  came  up.  Several  of  these  gunboats  were  con- 
veiled  from  powerful  towboats,  well  iron-plated,  armed,  and  fitted  as 
rams.  Their  destruction  prevented  their  joinipg  in  the  subsequent 
attack  on  the  flotilla  above  Memphis,  and  thus  aided  in  saving  the 
cities  of  St.  Louis  and  Louisville. 

Since  August,  1862,  I  have  commanded  this  squadron.  General 
Halleck  in  his  official  report  |  states]  that  the  Army  has  received  effi- 
cient Riipport  from  the  Navy  throughout  the  departments  of  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina.  The  rebel  Navy  and  its  numerous  ironclads  have 
been  kept  blockaded  and  harmless,  thus  protecting  our  commerce,  and 
the  communications  not  only  of  the  Army  within  the  limits  of  my  com- 
mand but  those  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  the  seat  of  Govern- 
ment. With  a  small  number  of  seagoing  vessels  the  most  difficult 
blockade  on  the  coast,  that  of  Cape  Fear  River,  has  been  so  well  kept 
that  seventeen  steamers  have  been  destroyed  or  captured  siuce  the 
latter  part  of  July  last.  Admiral  Foote  said  to  me  "You  have  no 
good  vessels;  Farragut  and  l)u  Pont  have  them  all."  This  was  true 
until  lately.  Having  done  all  that  was  within  my  means  and  oppor- 
tunity I  find  myself  the  only  acting  rear-admiral  on  the  active  list  of 
the  Navy  not  promoted  but  subject  to,  if  not  in  danger  of  losing  even 
the  acting  rank  I  now  hold,  which,  whilst  beiug  eligible  for  promotion 
under  the  limitations  of,  would  be  a  reproach  to  me.  It  has  not  been 
my  fault  that  I  have  not  had  the  cooperation  of  a  grand  army  to  cap- 
ture Richmond  or  Wilmington. 

I  applaud  the  services,  and  do  not  envy  the  success,  of  my  promoted 
brother  officers.  Sincerely  thanking  you  for  your  kind  appreciation 
of  my  services,  1  throw  myself  upon  your  indulgence  to  excuse  any 
sensibility  I  may  have  shown  respecting  confirmation  to  the  grade  I 
hold  under  an  acting  appointment  with  existing  vacancies.

Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  December  24, 1863. 

Sir  :  1  would  respectfully  report  that  a  few  clays  since  John  Langston 
and  Tinell  Bradley  (Indians),  who  have  been  frequently  employed  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  as  scouts,  reported  to  me  that  they  had 
been  as  far  as  the  White  House,  on  the  Pamunkey  River,  and  while 
there  were  informed  by  a  colored  man  that  the  river  was  filled  with 
torpedoes  by  the  rebels  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  Yankee  gun- 
boats should  they  come  up. 
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They  informed  me  that  there  were  4  laid  down  at  the  artificial 
obstructions,  6  at  Smokers  Bank,  and  8  at  Elton  [Elthain]  House. 
They  also  informed  me  there  were  some  in  the  York  River  between 
Golfs  and  Terrapin  points,  some  2&  miles  below  West  Point.  One  of 
them  exploded  a  few  weeks  since,  supposed  to  be  caused  by  a  school 
of  fish  running  against  it.  1  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  if  there 
are  any  more  in  York  River,  although  some  persons  here  imagine  that 
there  are  some  nearly  as  far  down  as  Potopotank  Creek. 

They  inform  me  that  these  torpedoes  are  3  feet  under  water  at  low 
tide,  there  being  about  4 J  feet  rise  and  fall  of  water  in  this  river.

Report  of  Commander  Donaldson,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  absence  of 

the  light-boat  on  Frying  Pan  Shoals. 

U.  S.  S.  Keystone  State, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  December  24, 1863. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  orders  from  Captain  B.  F.  Sands,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Fort Jackson,  I  got  underway  and  stood  offshore.  I  have  been 
informed  the  light-boat  on  Frying  Pan  Shoals  was  not  at  her  station. 
We  stood  for  her  locality  and  shoaled  the  water  to  6£  fathoms,  and 
according  to  our  reckoning  were  within  2  miles  of  where  she  should 
have  been.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  21st  instant  I  received  a  verbal 
order  from  Captain  Sands  to  ascertain  more  particularly  if  the  light- 
boat  was  in  her  proper  situation.  We  steered  for  her  that  night,  but 
could  see  nothing  of  her  at  all;  and  again  on  the  night  of  the  22d 
instant,  in  standing  to  the  southern  limits  of  my  cruising  ground, 
passed  very  near  where  she  should  be,  and  had  she  been  within  10  or  12 
miles,  could  easily  have  been  discovered,  it  being  a  beautiful,  clear, 
calm  night. 

The  natural  inference  is,  she  either  broke  adrift  in  the  gale  of  the 
13th  instant  or  has  been  destroyed  by  the  Confederates.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy. 

II.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  ]Yihning1on,  N.  C\,  January  II,  JS64. 

Sir:  1  have  honor  to  report  the  result  of  a  joint  army  and  navy  expe- 
dition from  1  Sean  fort,  N.O.,  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  the  salt  landed 
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by  the  Bigelow  (the  abandoned  prize  of  the  army  transport  Fulton)  at 
Bear  Inlet,  and  the  cargo  of  naval  stores  reported  to  have  been  collected 
there  for  shipment  in  her  previous  to  her  destruction  by  the  Mount 
Vernon,  of  this  squadron,  as  reported  by  me. 

1  arrived  at  Beaufort  on  December  24,  and  found  preparations  for  the 
expedition  being  made  under  Commander  Dove's  directions.  I  directed 
that  the  Daylight  and  Howquah  should  offer  their  services  to  Colonel 
Jourdan,  One  Hundred  and  fifty-eighth  New  York  State  Volunteers 
(commanding  the  military  force),  to  transport  the  troops.  This  offer 
was  thankfully  accepted.  These  vessels  accordingly  left  Beaufort  on 
the  morning  of  the  24th,  towing  an  armed  launch  from  the  Iron  Age 
and  some  lighters,  and  carrying  the  troops — portions  of  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  fifty-eighth  New  York  State  Volunteers  and  the  Ninth  Ver- 
mont Volunteers.  Arriving  off  Bear  Inlet  about  4  p.  m.,'  the  troops 
were  sent  into  the  inlet  in  boats,  eight  in  number;  only  two  landed  that 
night,  the  tide  being  too  low.  Early  on  the  following  morning  they 
proceeded  up  the  inlet,  found  no  naval  stores  (as  I  learned  when  at 
Bear  Inlet  the  next  day  in  the  FahJcee),  but  destroyed,  without  loss  or 
serious  opposition,  three  salt  works,  150  sacks  of  salt,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  empty  barrels  for  spirits  of  turpentine.  The  boats  returned  to 
the  vessels  about  1  p.  m.,  and  they  immediately  returned  to  Beaufort, 
arriving  at  5:30  p.  m. 

The  commanding  officers  of  both  vessels,  and  Colonel  Jourdan,  com- 
mend the  good  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Navy  concerned 
in  this  expedition. 

This  inlet  was  found  to  have  8  feet  of  water  on  the  bar  at  high  tide.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  Weill,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Daylight 

IT.  8.  S.  Daylight, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  January  4,  1864. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  2d  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  report  the  part  taken  by  this  vessel  on  the  recent  joint  army  and 
naval  expedition  from  Beaufort,  N.  C,  to  Bear  Inlet,  North  Carolina, 
during  the  24th,  25th,  and  26th  ultimo. 

At  10  a.  m.,  24th  ultimo,  in  conformity  to  orders  received  the  evening 
previous  from  Commander  B.  M.  Dove,  commanding  naval  station  at 
Beaufort,  took  on  board  240  officers  and  men,  composed  in  part  of  the 
One  hundred  and  fifty  eighth  New  York,  Ninth  Vermont  Infantry,  and  a 
section  of  Second  Massachusetts  Artillery  with  a  24-pounder  field  gun, 
the  whole  being  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Jourdan,  commanding 
Sub-District  of  Beaufort.  Took  a  launch  in  tow  to  facilitate  the  land- 
ing of  troops,  and  proceeded  in  company  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Hoicquah  to 
Bear  Inlet,  where  we  arrived  at  5  p.  m.;  anchored  within  800  yards  of 
the  shore.  Landed  200  soldiers  and  50  sailors  from  this  vessel,  the 
latter  under  command  of  Acting  Master  J.  H.  Gleason,  executive  officer. 

The  landing  of  the  whole  force  was  effected  by  9  o'clock  without 
opposition.  When  the  party  proceeded  to  carry  out  the  object  of  the 
expedition,  namely,  the  destruction  of  a  schooner  with  a  cargo  of  salt 
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and  a  quantity  of  naval  stores,  which  was  reported  to  have  been  seen 
on  the  beach  the  day  previous  apparently  ready  for  shipment,  we  found 
that  all  the  turpentine  and  most  of  the  salt  had  been  either  destroyed 
or  removed  by  the  enemy  before  our  arrival.  Four  extensive  salt  works 
in  full  operation  were  found  at  different  points  along  the  coast  and  near 
the  inlet,  which  were  all  thoroughly  destroyed  by  our  men. 

On  the  morning  of  25th,  the  colonel  commanding  received  information 
that  a  local  military  organization  of  about  200  men  had  collected  iu  a 
thicket  near  where  our  men  must  necessarily  pass  on  their  return  to 
the  boats.  The  force  sent  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  the  rumor  was  fired 
upon  by  the  enemy  in  ambush,  but  a  few  volleys  of  musketry  and  a 
charge  by  our  boys  soon  dispersed  them.  Several  of  the  enemy  were 
taken  prisoners.    No  casualty  occurred  on  our  side. 

Our  forces  reembarked  on  the  afternoon  of  the  25th  and  started  for 
Beaufort,  where  we  arrived  early  on  the  morning  of  the  26th,  having  been 
detained  outside  the  bar  during  the  night.  Colonel  Jourdan  says  that 
the  result  of  the  expedition  is  highly  satisfactory,  although  it  failed  in 
its  primary  object.  He  also  pays  a  high  compliment  to  the  officers  and 
men  of  this  vessel  who  accompanied  him  on  shore,  and  informs  me  that 
a  detachment  under  the  command  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  W.  Willard  and 
Acting  Master's  Mate  J.  M.  Simms  were  conspicuous  in  all  their  move- 
ments, especially  in  the  charge  through  the  thicket  under  fire;  their 
enthusiasm  carried  them  far  in  advance  of  easy  supi>orting  distance  of 
his  soldiers. 

The  colonel  commanding  also  speaks  in  terms  of  praise  of  Acting 
Ensign  Rowntree,  of  the  Iron  Age. 

The  vessels  composing  the  expedition  were  as  follows,  namely:  U.  S. 
steamers  Hoicquah,  Daylight,  a  launch  and  crew  from  the  Iron  Age,  a 
launch  from  naval  station,  two  barge  lighters,  and  the  little  army  steam- 
boat Undine.  Three  boats,  the  large  launch,  and  the  two  lighters  were 
all  manned  by  the  crew  of  the  Daylight.  The  Iloivquah  sent  three 
armed  boats. 

I  enclose  Acting  Master  J.  H.  Gleason's  report.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  1  herewith  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  expedition  to  Bear  Inlet: 

At  4:30  p.  in.,  December  24, 180,3,  we  disembarked  the  soldiers  and 
landed  in  Bear  Inlet,  together  with  a  launch's  crew  of  30  men  and  the 
ship's  small  boats,  well  manned  and  armed.  We  landed  at  0:30  p.  m. 
and  made  all  necessary  preparations.  Soon  after  landing  we  discov- 
ered a  fire  up  a  creek,  inland.  We  sent  all  of  our  boats  up  the  creek 
and  succeeded  in  making  a  landing  at  a  place  called  Saunders  Salt 
Works,  which  we  took  possession  of,  set  fire  to,  and  destroyed.  We 
remained  there  all  night,  and  in  the  morning  hearing  of  other  salt 
works  farther  up  the  creek,  we  dispatched  boats  and  destroyed  them 
also.  We  then  proceeded  to  another  creek  called  Bear  Creek,  some  0 
miles  distant,  and  there  destroyed  the  extensive  salt  works  belonging 
to  Colonel  Mumford.     At  this  place  00  sacks  of  salt  were  found  con- 
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oealed,  which  we  also  destroyed.  Haying  accomplished  the  object  of 
the  expedition  in  destroying  all  property  which  we  could  find  that 
would  be  of  service  to  the  enemy,  we  left  for  the  ship  and  arrived  on 
board  all  safe  at  12  o'clock  noon  of  December  25.  All  the  officers  and 
men  accompanying  the  expedition  performed  their  duty  well  and  to  my 
entire  satisfaction.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  launch  of  this  vessel,  in 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  E.  W.  Bowntree,  formed  a  part  of  the  late 
joint  army  and  navy  expedition  to  Bear  Inlet.  My  clerk,  Mr.  Charles 
M.  Collins,  accompanied  Mr.  Bowntree  as  a  volunteer  aid.  The  duty 
assigned  to  the  launch  by  Colonel  Jourdan  was  of  so  much  importance, 
and  was  so  promptly  responded  to  by  her  officers  and  crew,  that  I 
deem  it  my  duty  to  bring  it  to  your  especial  notice  by  enclosing  here- 
with copies  of  two  letters  received  by  me  from  Colonel  Jourdan,  as 
also  Mr.  Bowntree's  report.

U.  S.  S.  Iron  Age, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  December  26, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  result  of  the  expedition 
to  Bear  Inlet  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  salt  works  of  the  rebels 
there  established.  On  the  morning  of  the  24th  I  left  the  ship  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Collins,  captain's  clerk,  in  charge  of  launch,  with  Im- 
pounder howitzer  and  15  men,  and  reported  to  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant MacDiarmid,  commanding  U.  S.  8.  Howquah.  At  10:50  a.  m. 
the  Hoicquah  got  underway  and  stood  to  sea;  shortly  after  the  U.  S.  S. 
Daylight  came  out  and  was  taken  in  tow.  We  anchored  at  sunset  off 
Bear  Inlet.  Colonel  Jourdan,  commanding  officer,  then  ordered  me  to 
accompany  the  landing  party  into  the  inlet  and  cover  them  with  the 
howitzer,  after  which  we  were  ordered  to  rendezvous  at  a  certain  wreck 
near  the  mouth  of  the  inlet,  and,  as  soon  as  all  the  party  arrived,  I  was 
ordered  to  sound  out  a  channel,  and  at  the  same  time  be  prepared  to 
cover  the  other  boats  in  case  of  meeting  the  enemy.  After  obeying  the 
above  order,  we  proceeded  up  the  sound  several  miles  until  we  came  to 
a  large  fire,  and  seeing  a  number  of  men  around  it,  Colonel  Jourdan 
ordered  me  forward  with  the  launch  to  ascertain  who  and  what  it  was. 
The  launch  drawing  too  much  water  to  enable  us  to  beach  her,  I  took 
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Boatswain's  Mate  Tripp  and  waded  ashore.    I  bmnd  three  acgroa 
engaged  in  manufacturing  salt    Upon  the  landing  of  Colonel  Jooidii 
and  the  troops,  wo  assisted  them  ana  the  men  from  the  U.  8.  S.  Btmqmk 
in  destroying  the  salt  works,  which  .were  very  extensive.    For  the 
remainder  of  the  night  the  men  were  on  picket  dntjr  with  the  soUfen. 
At  A  a.  m.  the  next  morning  we  started  for  another  salt  manaflMtay, 
which  wo  also  destroyed.    Proceeding  down  the  sound,  Colonel  Joardu 
ordered  mo  to  station  the  lannch  in  the  stream  so  as  to  command  a  rotd 
on  which  he  expected  a  rebel  cavalry  attack.    I  ordered  Mr.  Collins,  ay 
second  in  command,  to  place  the  branch  in  a  position  to  enable  him  to 
rake  the  road  indicated  by  the  colonel.    With  the  remaining  mm  I 
proceeded  to  destroy  the  salt  works  at  this  place,  which  were  yet  son 
extensive  than  those  previously  destroyed,  and  then  embarked  for  the 
mouth  of  the  inlet.    We  had  hardly  gotten  fairly  started  when  the 
ratals  opened  on  us  with  muskets,  which  was  immediately  replied  to 
with  a  couple  of  shrapnel  shell,  which  caused  them  to  retire  precipitately. 
I  take  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  notice  for  the  cool  and  prompt 
manner  in  which  they  obeyed  all  my  orders,  Mr.  Obarlea  M.  OoDine 
{captain's  clerk),  Allen  Tripp  (boatswain's  mate),  and  Lysander  W. 
Colson  (coxswain  and  scuinaip,  particularly  during  our  perilous  passage 
through  the  breakers  at  the  mouth  of  the  inlet,  when  the  lannch 
near  being  swamped.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  orders  received  from  Commander  H.  M.  Dove, 
1  left  Mean  fort,  N.  C  about  10  a.  m.,  the  2-1  th  instant,  having  on  board 
Colonel  Jourdan,  One  hundred  and  fifty-eighth  New  York  Volunteers, 
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and  staff,  with  the  launch  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Iron  Age,  manned  by  a  crew 
from  that  vessel,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Rowntree,  and  two  army 
lighters  in  tow.  The  U.  S.  S.  Daylight  followed,  having  on  board 
detachments  ot  the  One  hundred  and  fifty-eighth  New  York  and 
Ninth  Vermont  Volunteers,  and  towing  a  large  launch  belonging  to 
the  Navy. 

Shortly  after  leaving,  finding  that  the  Daylight  could  not  keep  up 
with  this  vessel,  took  her  in  tow  and  went  ahead  full  speed,  with  the 
object  of  cooperating  with  the  army  in  capturing  or  destroying  a  quan- 
tity of  salt  and  turpentine  that  was  understood  to  be  at  Bear  Inlet, 
North  Carolina. 

Arrived  off  Bear  Inlet  shortly  after  4  p.  m.  and  anchored  close  to  the 
bar:  sent  the  gig  on  shore  immediately,  under  charge  of  Acting  Master 
J.  W.  Bentley,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Shenandoah  (on  his  way  to  join  the  ship), 
having  Colonel  Jourdan  on  board,  and  the  first  and  second  cutters  to 
the  Daylight  with  orders  to  take  as  many  men  on  board  of  them  as  they 
oould  carry. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  F.  S.  Wells,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Day- 
light, was  rapidly  disembarking  the  troops  into  the  lighters,  launches, 
and  his  own  boats,  and  transporting  them  to  the  shore.  They  all 
passed  safely  over  the  bar.  About  6  p.  m.  Acting  Master  J.  W.  Bentley 
returned  with  the  gig,  bringing  word  from  Colonel  Jourdan,  command- 
ing the  military  forces,  that  he  had  as  many  men  on  shore  as  he  required. 
At  dark  the  army  transport  Undine  arrived.  During  the  night  saw 
several  fires  on  the  land.  At  daylight,  the  25th  instant,  saw  the 
lighters  and  boats  standing  to  the  southward,  inside  the  inlet.  At  9 
a.  m.  I  sent  the  army  transport  Undine  inside  with  orders  to  tow  the 
lighters  and  launches  out  when  they  were  ready.  She  returned  shortly 
after  with  the  large  launch  full  of  troops  and  towed  her  to  the  Daylight. 
By  0:45  p.  m.,  all  the  troops  being  on  board  the  Daylight,  I  took  the 
lighters  and  launches  in  tow  and  proceeded  toward  Beaufort,  having 
on  board  Colonel  Jourdan  and  staff,  and  Colonel  [  Edward  H.]  Ripley, 
commanding  Ninth  Vermont  Volunteers. 

Arrived  at  Beaufort  at  5 : 30  p.m. and  anchored.  Colonel  Jourdan 
informed  me  that  they  had  destroyed  three  salt  works  and  about  150 
sacks  of  salt,  and  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  enthusiastic  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Navy. 

Enclosed  please  find  report  of  the  executive  officer,  Acting  Master 
C.  B.  Wilder,  who  went  on  shore  in  charge  of  the  boats.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders  I  proceeded  with  the  first  and  sec- 
ond cutters,  accompanied  by  Acting  Ensign  G.  P.  St.  John  and  Acting 
Master's  Mate  F.  P.  Haskell,  to  cooperate  with  the  military  force  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Jourdan,  of  the  One  hundred  and  fifty- 
eighth  Regiment  New  York  State  Volunteers.  We  left  the  Howquah 
at  4:30  p.  in.,  after  the  whole  force  had  collected  at  the  wreck  inside 
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Boatswain's  Mate  Tripp  and  waded  ashore.  I  found  three  negroes 
engaged  in  manufacturing  salt.  Upon  the  landing  of  Colonel  Jourdan 
and  the  troops,  we  assisted  them  and  the  men  from  the  (J.  S.  S.  Howquah 
in  destroying  the  salt  works,  which  .were  very  extensive.  For  the 
remainder  of  the  night  the  men  were  on  picket  duty  with  the  soldiers. 
At  6  a.  m.  the  next  morning  we  started  for  another  salt  manufactory, 
which  we  also  destroyed.  Proceeding  down  the  sound,  Colonel  Jourdan 
ordered  me  to  station  the  launch  in  the  stream  so  as  to  command  a  road 
on  which  he  expected  a  rebel  cavalry  attack.  I  ordered  Mr.  Collins,  my 
second  in  command,  to  place  the  launch  in  a  position  to  enable  him  to 
rake  the  road  indicated  by  the  colonel.  With  the  remaining  men  I 
proceeded  to  destroy  the  salt  works  at  this  place,  which  were  yet  more 
extensive  than  those  previously  destroyed,  and  then  embarked  for  the 
mouth  of  the  inlet.  We  had  hardly  gotten  fairly  started  when  the 
rebels  opened  on  us  with  muskets,  which  was  immediately  replied  to 
with  a  couple  of  shrapnel  shell,  which  caused  them  to  retire  precipitately. 
I  take  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  notice  for  the  cool  and  prompt 
manner  in  which  they  obeyed  all  my  orders,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Collins 

{captain's  clerk),  Allen  Tripp  (boatswain's  mate),  and  Lysander  W. 
)olson  (coxswain  and  seaman),  particularly  during  our  perilous  passage 
through  the  breakers  at  the  mouth  of  the  inlet,  when  the  launch  was 
near  being  swamped.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Howquah. 

U.  S.  S.  ITOWQUAH, 
Off  Neiv  Tnlet,  North  Carolina,  December  28,  1863. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  orders  received  from  Commander  B.  M.  Dove, 
I  left  Beaufort,  N.  C,  about  10  a.  m„  the  24th  instant,  having  on  board 
Colonel  Jourdan,  One  hundred  and  iifty-eighth  New  York  Volunteers, 
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and  staff,  with  the  launch  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Iron  Age,  manned  by  a  crew 
from  that  vessel,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Rowntree,  and  two  army 
lighters  in  tow.  The  U.  S.  S.  Daylight  followed,  having  on  board 
detachments  oi  the  One  hundred  and  fifty-eighth  New  York  and 
Ninth  Vermont  Volunteers,  and  towing  a  large  launch  belonging  to 
the  Navy. 

Shortly  after  leaving,  finding  that  the  Daylight  could  not  keep  up 
with  this  vessel,  took  her  in  tow  and  went  ahead  full  speed,  with  the 
object  of  cooperating  with  the  army  in  capturing  or  destroying  a  quan- 
tity of  salt  and  turpentine  that  was  understood  to  be  at  Bear  Inlet, 
North  Carolina. 

Arrived  off  Bear  Inlet  shortly  after  4  p.  m.  and  anchored  close  to  the 
bar:  sent  the  gig  on  shore  immediately,  under  charge  of  Acting  Master 
J.  W.  Bentley,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Shenandoah  (on  his  way  to  join  the  ship), 
having  Colonel  Jourdan  on  board,  and  the  first  and  second  cutters  to 
the  Daylight  with  orders  to  take  as  many  men  on  board  of  them  as  they 
could  carry. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  F.  S.  Wells,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Day- 
light, was  rapidly  disembarking  the  troops  into  the  lighters,  launches, 
and  his  own  boats,  and  transporting  them  to  the  shore.  They  all 
passed  safely  over  the  bar.  About  6  p.  m.  Acting  Master  J.  W.  Bentley 
returned  with  the  gig,  bringing  word  from  Colonel  Jourdan,  command- 
ing the  military  forces,  that  he  had  as  many  men  on  shore  as  he  required. 
At  dark  the  army  transport  Undine  arrived.  During  the  night  saw 
several  fires  on  the  land.  At  daylight,  the  25th  instant,  saw  the 
lighters  and  boats  standing  to  the  southward,  inside  the  inlet.  At  9 
a.  m.  I  sent  the  army  transport  Undine  inside  with  orders  to  tow  the 
lighters  and  launches  out  when  they  were  ready.  She  returned  shortly 
after  with  the  large  launch  full  of  troops  and  towed  her  to  the  Daylight. 
By  0:45  p.  m.,  all  the  troops  being  on  board  the  Daylight,  I  took  the 
lighters  and  launches  in  tow  and  proceeded  toward  Beaufort,  having 
on  board  Colonel  Jourdan  and  staff,  and  Colonel  [Edward  H.]  Ripley, 
commanding  Ninth  Vermont  Volunteers. 

Arrived  at  Beaufort  at  5 :  30  p.  m.  and  anchored.  Colonel  Jourdan 
informed  me  that  they  had  destroyed  three  salt  works  and  about  150 
sacks  of  salt,  and  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  enthusiastic  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Navy. 

Enclosed  please  find  -report  of  the  executive  officer,  Acting  Master 
C.  B.  Wilder,  who  went  on  shore  in  charge  of  the  boats.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders  I  proceeded  with  the  first  and  sec- 
ond cutters,  accompanied  by  Acting  Ensign  G.  P.  St.  John  and  Acting 
Master's  Mate  F.  P.  Haskell,  to  cooperate  with  the  military  force  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Jourdan,  of  the  One  hundred  and  fifty- 
eighth  Regiment  New  York  State  Volunteers.  We  left  the  Howquah 
at  4: 30  p.  in.,  after  the  whole  force  had  collected  at  the  wreck  inside 
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the  bar.  I  was  sent  with  a  contraband  pilot  to  lead  the  way  to 
Captain  Saunders'  salt  works,  followed  by  all  the  boats,  eight  in  num- 
ber. Only  two  besides  the  Howquah's  succeeded  in  landing  that  night 
(one  from  the  Iron  Age  and  one  from  the  Daylight),  owing  to  the  low- 
ness  of  the  water.  There  were  28  soldiers  in  the  four  boats  that  landed. 
We  surprised  the  contrabands  at  work  making  salt  and  captured  them. 
Shortly  after  Colonel  Jourdan  landed  and  sent  me  with  18  of  the  naval 
force  to  capture  Captain  Saunders,  who  lived  about  2  miles  from  the  salt 
works.  We  surrounded  his  house,  but  he  was  not  at  home.  I  was  then 
Bent  with  the  first  and  second  cutters  of  the  Howquah  to  destroy  the 
salt  works  of  Colonel  Hawkins,  which  were  about  4  miles  up  a  creek  bear- 
ing his  name.  I  landed  at  daybreak,  and  most  thoroughly  destroyed 
the  salt  works  and  a  large  number  of  spirits  of  turpentine  barrels, 
which  I  found  there,  and  returned  to  the  colonel  without  being  molested. 
After  destroying  the  salt  works  of  Captain  Saunders  the  whole  force 
embarked,  and  we  stood  up  Bear  Creek  for  the  salt  works  of  a  Mr. 
Mills,  which  we  destroyed,  together  with  150  bags  of  salt  which  had 
been  landed  from  a  schooner.  We  took  with  us  on  our  return  to  the 
ship  12  contrabands  who  had  been  making  salt  on  the  works  we 
destroyed.  We  reached  the  ship  at  1  p.  m.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
report  that  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command  did  all  that  men 
could  do  to  assist  me  in  my  duty,  a  portion  of  them  having  to  do  picket 
duty  with  the  soldiers.

Report  of  Colonel  Jourdan,  U.  8.  Army. 

Headquarters  Sub-District  of  Beaufort, 

Morehead  City,  N.  6\,  December  26,  1863. 

Captain:  In  compliance  with  instructions  of  Major-General  Peck, 
I  embarked  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  instant,  on  board  the  U.  S. 
gunboats  Howquah  and  Daylight,  with  125  men  of  the  One  hundred 
and  fifty-eighth  New  York  Volunteers,  under  command  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  W.  II.  McNary;  75  men  of  the  Ninth  Vermont  Volunteers, 
under  command  of  Colonel  E.  II.  Kipley,  and  8  men  of  the  Second 
Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  with  one  howitzer  from  Fort  Heck- 
man,  and  proceeded  direct  to  Bear  Inlet.  One  detachment  of  Mix's 
(New  York)  cavalry,  under  command  of  Captain  Spann,  proceeded  by 
my  orders  at  5  a.  m.  of  the  24th  instant  up  the  White  Oak  River,  to 
within  4  miles  of  Young's  Cross-Uoads,  making  a  division,  in  order 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  enemy  in  that  direction,  while  another 
detachment,  under  command  of  <  /tiptain  Cummings,  proceeded  to  Cedar 
Point  for  the  same  purpose.  In  consequence  of  a  slight  collision  with 
the  Daylight  in  the  harbor,  the  steamer  Frazier,  by  which  1  intended 
to  land  tlie  troops,  was  unable  to  accompany  me.  The  damage  sus- 
tained by  the  Frazier  is  reported  slight. 

On  my  arrival  at  Hear  Inlet,  I  proceeded  in  the  HowquaWn  cutter 
within  the  inlet  and  reconnoitered,  after  which  the  troops  disembarked 
in  small  boats  with  one  boat  howitzer;  effected  a  landing  at  an  exten- 
sive salt  works  about  l\  miles  from  the  inlet,  where  we  bivouacked  for 
the  night.     In  consequence  of  the  rapid  outflow  of  the  tide  a  part  of 
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the  command  was  unable  to  land.    Next  morning  (the  25th),  while  a 

Krtion  of  my  force  was  employed  in  destroying  the  works,  I  sent  two 
ats  belonging  to  the  Hoicquah  to  another  salt  works,  about  2  miles 
up  toward  Swansboro,  with  orders  to  destroy  it,  which  was  promptly 
effected.  We  then  reembarked  in  our  boats  and  proceeded  back  to  the 
inlet,  and  from  thence  up  Bear  Greek,  about  6  or  8  miles,  and  there 
destroyed  a  large  quantity  of  salt  which  was  stored  in  buildings,  and 
an  extensive  salt  works. 

These  works,  though  quite  extensive,  were  being  considerably 
enlarged,  the  materials  for  such  enlargement  being  upon  the  ground, 
and  which  were  entirely  destroyed  with  the  works.  The  turpentine, 
being  owned  by  different  parties,  had  been  hauled  away  into  the 
interior  during  the  day  and  night  previous.  The  command  of  Captain 
Saunders,  numbering  about  200  men,  were  hovering  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, but  for  some  reason  failed  to  show  themselves  or  attack  us,  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  detachment  who  fired  upon  our  pickets,  and 
then  retreated  rapidly  through  the  woods,  although  far  outnumbering 
us.  I  learned  that  Captain  Lane's  company  of  cavalry,  numbering  117 
men,  had  been  sent  for  by  Captain  Saunders,  and  might  have  been 
expected  at  any  moment,  but  as  they  did  not  appear,  it  is  believed  that 
the  presence  of  our  cavalry  on  the  White  Oak  River  drew  them  in  that 
direction.  We  brought  in  two  white  prisoners,  suspected  of  belonging 
to  the  detachment  who  fired  upon  our  pickets,  and  nine  able-bodied 
negroes.  Captain  Cummings  reports  much  excitement  among  a  com- 
pany of  cavalry  at  Swansboro,  probably  Lane's  command. 

We  met  with  no  loss  either  in  men  or  material. 

During  the  night  of  the  24th  instant  the  men  suffered  intensely  from 
the  cold,  having  been  obliged,  owing  to  the  shallowness  of  the  water, 
to  wade  from  the  boats  to  the  land,  but  I  am  happy  to  say  that  both 
officers  and  men,  soldiers  and  sailors,  did  their  duty  promptly,  without 
grumbling  or  complaint. 

I  received  every  possible  assistance  from  Commander  Dove,  senior 
naval  officer  at  this  port,  as  also  the  most  hearty  cooperation  from  Lieu- 
tenant MacDiarmid,  commanding  IT.  S.  gunboat  Howquah,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Wells,  commanding  XL  S.  gunboat  Daylight,  and  their  respective 
officers  and  crews. 

We  arrived  at  Morehead  at  sundown  last  evening,  the  25th. 

Hoping  this  affair  will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  major-gen- 
eral commanding,  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  your  obedient  servant.

SIR:  I  have  sent  down  the  armed  army  steamer  Brewster,  nnder 
command  of  Ensign  Harris,  detailed  to  me  for  service  nnder  my  com- 
mand, and  the  Spaulding,  nnder  command  of  Brigadier-General  Graham, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  an  attempt  upon  the  shipping  and  blockade 
runners  in  the  harbor  of  Wilmington,  and  if  necessary,  upon  the  town. 

Of  course  the  success  of  this  enterprise  will  depend  upon  the  bold- 
ness of  the  attempt  and  the  rapidity  of-  its  execution. 

It  is  not  unattended  with  serious  risk,  all  of  which  has  been  weighed. 

I  propose  that  the  Brewster  shall  attempt  to  run  in  past  the  batteries 
at  Fort  Caswell  under  the  guise  of  a  blockade  runner.  She  will  then 
proceed  up  to  the  town  and  do  the  work  for  which  she  is  prepared. 
More  effectually  to  disguise  her  from  the  enemy,  I  wish  you  would 
cause  some  of  the  blockading  fleet  to  chase  her  in,  upon  a  favorable 
opportunity,  to  be  sought  for  and  designated  by  General  Graham. 

The  Spaulding  will  lay  off  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  her  assistance 
upon  her  return,  or  her  boats'  crews  in  case  she  is  lost.  I  have  directed 
Ensign  Harris  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  ironclads  within  the 
harbor,  if  there  are  any  there. 

The  crew  all  know  their  destination  and  have  volunteered  for  the 
service,  and  I  believe  it  in  not  otherwise  known  outside  of  some  mem- 
bers of  my  personal  staff. 

Of  course  I  need  not  add  a  word  of  caution  as  to  the  necessity  that 
the  expedition  shall  remain  in  the  profoundest  secrecy. 

Please  aid  General  Graham  and  Ensign  Harris  in  any  way  that  is 
possible,  covering  his  return  with  your  guns  if  practicable,  and  afford- 
ing him  every  means  of  relief.

Admiral  :  Ensign  Harris  returned  with  tbe  colored  man,  Washing- 
ton Newton.  I  carefully  examined  him,  comparing  the  points  and  dis- 
tances indicated  by  him  with  the  Coast-Survey  charts  and  find  that  they 
correspond  within  a  fraction. 

It  would  be  easy,  I  think,  to  pass  Fort  Caswell  or  Fisher,  but  it 
would  be  impossible  to  proceed  beyond  Fort  St.  Philip,  located  at  a 
place  called  Old  Brunswick. 

At  that  place  the  channel  passes  very  close  to  the  fort,  and  is,  more- 
over, thoroughly  barricaded,  except  in  one  spot,  where  there  is  merely 
interval  sufficient  to  allow  a  vessel  to  pass  through.  At  night,  if 
Newton  can  be  believed,  even  this  is  closed  by  a  chain,  and  when  a 
blockade  runner  reaches  it  she  can  not  pass  until  permission  is  received 
from  Wilmington. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  think  it  would  be  madness  to  make  the 
attempt.

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy. 

Flagship  Fahkee, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  January  4,  1864. 

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  yesterday,  the  3d  instant,  at 
about  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  while  standing  up  the  coast  from  Little  River 
Inlet  toward  Wilmington  Bar  in  this  vessel,  a  steamer  was  discovered 
lying  at  the  entrance  of  Lockwood's  Folly  Inlet,  apparently  ashore, 
smoke  issuing  from  her,  and  her  appearance  and  position  indicated 
that  the  steamer  was  a  blockade  runner,  and  that  she  had  been  tired 
and  abandoned  by  her  crew,  who  were  seen  leaving  her  hastily  in 
boats.  Going  in  to  within  800  yards  of  the  steamer,  as  near  as  the 
depth  of  the  water  would  allow,  I  dispatched  three  boats  to  board  the 
steamer,  and  if  possible  get  her  afloat,  protecting  them  with  the  guns 
of  this  vessel. 

The  boats  were  fired  upon  by  sharpshooters  of  the  enemy  as  they 
boarded  the  steamer,  but  then  and  at  other  times  during  the  day  their 
lire  was  silenced  by  the  battery  of  this  vessel.  The  steamer  proved  to 
be  the  blockade  runner  Bendigo,  mentioned  in  consular  dispatches 
as  plying  between  Nassau  and  Wilmington;  is  an  iron  paddle-wheel 
steamer  of  about  178  tons.  She  had  been  set  on  fire,  and  the  wood- 
work in  her  afterpart  was  still  burning,  although  almost  entirely  con- 
sumed. She  was  aground  close  to  the  oeach  along  her  entire  length, 
and  had  no  cargo  or  freight  of  any  description  on  board.  Her  center 
compartment  was  filled  with  water  to  the  depth  of  7  feet.  After  great 
efforts  with  kedges  and  hawsers  to  get  her  afloat  at  high  tide,  during 
which  time  the  officers  and  men  were  occasionally  annoyed  by  the 
enemy's  fire  from  the  shore,  and  the  enemy  were  placing  in  a  position 
inaccessible  to  this  ship  some  fieldpieces  which  would  command  the 
Bendigo,  I  was  compelled  to  order  the  withdrawal  of  the  boats  and  her 
further  destruction  by  directing  upon  her  the  fire  of  this  vessel's  guns. 

The  Fort  Jackson,  Iron  Age,  Montgomery,  and  Daylight  were  sent  by 
me  yesterday  to  complete  the  destruction  of  the  Bendigo,  and  by  the

reports  of  the  officers  commanding  the  Iron  Age  and  Daylight,  made 
this  morning,  such  destruction  is  complete.  They  report  her  hall  aud 
boilers  riddled  by  shot  and  shell,  several  feet  of  water  in  her  hold,  and 
firmly  bedded  in  sand.  The  woodwork  in  her  forward  part,  as  well  as 
her  after,  was  entirely  consumed  by  fire.

Sib:  The  Wilmington  Journal  of  the  11th  instant  has  a  notice  of  the 
beaching  of  the  blockade  runner  Bendigo,  at  [Lock wood's]  Folly  Inlet, 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  wreck  of  the  Elizabeth  was  mistakeu  for 
a  blockader,  and  in  endeavoring  to  run  between  the  wreck  and  the  land 
she  (the  Bendigo)  got  aground  on  the  beach.

Report  of  Major- General  Halleck,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  proposed  joint 

expedition  against  Fort  Caswell,  N.  C. 

Headquarters  of  the  Army, 

Washington,  January  6",  1864. 

Sir:  I  return  herewith  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy's  confidential  letter 
of  the  2d  instant. 

1  am  of  opinion  that  all  of  our  available  forces  not  required  to  hold 
positions  now  in  our  possession  should  be  sent  to  Louisiana  and  Texas, 
where  they  are  now  very  much  needed,  and  where  they  can  operate 
with  advantage  during  the  winter.  The  occupation  of  Texas  was  not 
simply  a  military  measure;  it  was  one  of  State  policy,  decided  upon  by 
the  President.  General  Banks  has  not  a  sullicient  number  of  troops  to 
defend  Louisiana  and  the  places  he  now  holds  in  Texas,  much  less  to 
drive  the  rebels  from  the  portions  of  these  States  still  in  their  posses- 
sion. Unless  the  policy  already  adopted  in  regard  to  military  oper- 
ations west  of  the  Mississippi  be  now  abandoned,  the  army  there  must 
be  largely  reinforced,  and  if  so  reinforced  it  is  hoped  that  the  Texas 
campaign  will  be  terminated  in  time  for  other  operations  in  the  spring. 
It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  the  armies  in  the  iield  will  be 
very  seriously  reduced  in  numbers  during  the  next  two  or  three  months 
by  furloughs  given  to  those  who  reenlist.  If,  in  this  condition  of  our 
forces,  we  attempt  to  accomplish  too  many  things  at  the  same  time,  we 
shall  probably  fail  in  all. 

The  reduction  of  Fort  Caswell  alone  will  not  secure  to  us  the  harbor 
of  Smithville  or  close  to  the  rebels  and  blockade  runners  access  to 
Wilmington.    To  accomplish  these  objects  we  must  also  capture  the 
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works  on  Smith's  Island  and  those  which  command  the  New  Inlet,  a 
task  not  less  difficult  or  requiring  less  time,  even  at  a  favorable  season, 
than  the  reduction  of  Fort  Sumter  and  the  works  on  Morris  Island. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  officers  who  have  examined  this  question  and  are 
well  acquainted  with  the  localities  and  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome, 
that  Gape  Tear  River  can  be  most  easily  secured  by  a  force  landing  at 
Sandy  Hill  Inlet  or  New  River  Inlet  and  marching  against  Wilming- 
ton. This  plan  was  agreed  upon  last  year,  but  the  forces  intended  for 
the  expedition  were  diverted  to  Morris  Island  to  cooperate  with  the 
proposed  naval  attack  upon  Charleston.  Since  th$n  the  defenses  of 
Wilmington  and  Gape  Fear  River  have  been  greatly  strengthened,  and 
it  will  now  require  a  large  force  and  probably  a  long  time  to  effect  their 
reduction.  To  attempt  this  in  the  present  condition  of  our  armies  will 
involve  the  suspension  of  other  and  more  important  operations. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  respectfully  advise  against  the  proposed 
expedition  at  the  present  time.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Fauoon,  U.  8.  Navy,  oommanding  U.  8.  8.  Montgomery. 

U.  S.  S.  Montgomery, 

Off  Lockwood?s  Folly,  January  8f  1864. 

Sir  :  It  is  my  duty  to  report  to  you  that  at  daybreak  on  the  morning 
of  the  7th,  Lockwood's  Folly  bearing  N.  E.,  2  miles  distant,  as  we  were 
steaming  slowly  alongshore,  saw  what  we  took  to  be  smoke  on  the  laud 
W.  N.  W.  of  us.  We  soon  saw  she  was  a  steamer  moving  to  the  west- 
ward; immediately  gave  chase,  the  chase  steaming  about  W.  S.  W. 
At  7:30  a.  in.  saw  the  Aries  to  the  westward  of  the  chase,  standing 
toward  her.  The  chase  then  bore  S.  W.  by  S.,  wind  at  the  time  a  good 
breeze  from  N.  N.  E.  8:30  a.  m.,  the  Aries  bearing  W.  by  N.  JN., 
chase  bearing  S.  W.  by  W.,  about  3  miles  distant,  fired  the  30-pounder 
rifle.  The  chase  then  showed  Confederate  colors;  continued  firing  at 
intervals,  shot  falling  very  near  him.  Soon  shut  in  thick  with  rain. 
By  this  time  the  foresail  had  been  set,  fore-topmast  got  up,  and  fore- 
topsail  set.  Ship  under  all  canvas  and  going  12£  knots.  10:30  a.  m., 
the  chase  hauled  up  west.  This  brought  the  Aries  ahead  of  us  and 
well  on  our  starboard  bow.  12:30  p.  m.,  chase  finding  escape  impos- 
sible, ran  on  the  beach  a  little  to  the  northward  of  North  Inlet,  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Georgetown,  [S.  0. ).  Approached  to  within  2  miles  of 
the  steamer,  when  1  sent  in  the  second  and  third  cutter,  manned  and 
armed,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  George  H.  Pendleton,  executive 
officer  of  the  ship,  with  directions  to  secure  all  papers  which  he  might 
find  on  board  of  her;  and  if  nothing  else  could  be  done,  to  destroy  her. 
Half  an  hour  afterwards  sent  in  our  largest  boat  (a  frigate  12  oared 
cutter),  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Walker;  with  directions  to 
report  to  Mr.  Pendleton  for  duty  if  necessary,  but  to  be  careful  and 
keep  his  boat  clear  of  the  steamer. 

The  Aries  being  the  nearest  to  the  chase  at  the  time  the  chase  ran 
on  the  beach,  boarded  her  first.  3:20  set  the  cornet  and  fired  a  gun. 
At  4  p.  m.  the  second  and  third  cutters  returned.  I  enclose  Acting 
Ensign  Wiley's  report. 

When  the  second  and  third  cutters  were  returning  to  the  ship,  we 
saw  the  Montgomery's  boat  pulling  along  the  beach  and  away  from  the 
steamer;  could  see  some  men  on  the  beach  trying  to  get  into  her. 
Shortly  afterwards  saw  the  boat  ashore  and  the  men  on  the  beach.  It 
soon  shut  in  thick  with  rain,  and  was  dark. 

At  3  p.  in.  we  spoke  the  U.  S.  schooner  Oeorge  Maugham,  stationed 
off  Murrell's  Inlet.  As  it  was  thick  when  we  passed  the  inlet,  when  in 
chase  of  the  Dare,  she  did  not  see  us.  At  4:15  p.  m.  anchored  in  5 
fathoms,  thick  and  rainy,  wind  moderate  from  N.  E. 

At  daylight  of  the  8th,  ordered  the  George  Maugham  to  go  in  as  near 
to  the  steamer  as  it  was  prudent,  to  cover  with  her  guns  any  boats  that 
might  be  sent  in.  Anchored  this  ship  in  \h  fathoms  one  half  mile  from 
the  Dare. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  orders  sent  to  Captain  Devens,  of  the  Aries, 
and  also  of  those  given  to  Acting  Ensign  Wiley,  of  this  ship. 

During  tin1,  night  the  Dare  burned  very  freely.  At  daylight  we  saw 
that  she  had  swung  head  off  from  the  beach  and  was  apparently  full  of 
water.  A  large  party  of  horsemen,  or  cavalry,  was  seen  back  from  the 
beach,  partly  concealed  by  some  old  houses.  None  of  our  men  were  to 
be  seen.  The  Montgomery's  boat  was  high  and  dry,  a  mile  or  more  from 
the  Dare.     Feeling  it  important  to  communicate  as  early  as  possible 
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with  the  commander  in  chief,  at  9:15  weighed  anchored  and  steamed 
toward  Western  Bar.

Sib:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  circumstances  in 
regard  to  the  boarding  of  .the  blockade  rnnner  Dare: 

1  left  this  steamer  at  about  1 :  30  p.  m.  in  the  third  cutter  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master  George  H.  Pendleton,  and  at  2 :  30  arrived  alongside  the 

J)rize.  Fonnd  her  aground,  broadside  on  the  beach,  and  also  on  fire 
brward;  also  found  two  boats  alongside  of  her  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Aries. 
Upon  boarding,  found  the  Aries1  boats'  crews  in  possession  and  the  ship 
deserted  by  her  own  officers  and  crew,  two  ot  her  boats  being  on  the 
beach ;  also  found  a  heavy  surf  running  and  striking  the  prize  heavily. 
At  3,  having  fonnd  it  impossible  to  get  her  off,  she  was  fired  in  the 
cabin  and  we  left,  leaving  one  boat  from  the  Aries  alongside.  After 
pulling  off  about  50  yards,  met  our  boat,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Walker.  Mr.  Pendleton  ordered  him  to  return  to  the  Montgomery, 
and,  in  turning  to  obey,  seeing  that  the  remaining  boat  belonging  to 
the  Aries  had  swamped,  Mr.  Pendleton  immediately  ordered  the  boat 
alongside  of  the  third  cutter,  ordered  Mr,  Walker  out  of  the  boat,  and 
he  took  charge  of  that  boat  himself  and  pulled  in  to  rescue  the  men  of 
the  Aries;  that  was  the  last  I  saw  of  him  or  the  boat.  When  he  left 
the  third  cutter,  Mr.  Pendleton  ordered  me  to  the  ship.  I  arrived  on 
board  at  4. 

This  vessel  was  the  Dare.  This  is  evident  from  its  being  marked  on 
the  ship's  bell  "  The  Dare,  1863,"  and  on  the  ship's  linen.  The  name 
was  also  seen  on  the  water  filters.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  6 :  45  a.  m.,  while  lying  within 
the  entrance  of  Little  River,  bearing  W.,  2£  miles  distant,  discovered  a 
strange  steamer  standing  to  the  E.  S.  E.,  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Montgomery 
in  chase  of  her;  weather  very  thick,  squally,  and  foggy  at  the  time; 
gave  chase  immediately,  keeping  stranger  in  sight,  gaining  on  him; 
Montgomery  still*  astern,  still  phasing.  At  8:20  a.  m.  thick  fog  set  in 
and  continued  until  9:30  a.  m.;  when  the  fog  lifted,  discovered  the 
chase  in  sight,  bearing  about  south,  and  standing  to  the  southward 
and  westward;  still  gaining  on  her.  At  this  time  commenced  firing  at 
him  with  the  rifled  guns,  the  shot  apparently  falling  close  to  and  over 
him;  land  in  sight.  At  12: 30  p.  m.  she  hauled  to  the  westward  and  at 
1  p.  m.  ran  on  the  beach  close  to  Korth  Inlet,  South  Carolina.  At  1  p.  m. 
came  to  anchor  in  4  fathoms  water,  Georgetown  light  bearing  S.  S.  W., 
distance  10  miles;  immediately  sent  two  armed  boats  to  board  the 
steamer  and  get  her  off,  if  possible:  if  not,  to  destroy  her.  At  4:30 
p.  m.  boats  returned  and  reported  her  to  be  the  Confederate  steamer 
Dare.  Surf  running  so  high  could  do  nothing  to  get  her  off;  set  her  on 
fire  in  three  places. 

It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  report  that  the  second  cutter  was  swamped 
while  coming  through  the  surf;  2  officers  and  7  men  belonging  to  this 
ship  are  how  prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  At  8  a.  m.  of  the 
8th  instant  hove  up  and  proceeded  close  in  to  the  wreck,  in  company 
with  the  U.  S.  schooner  George  Mangham:  At  9  a.  m.  came  to  anchor, 
with  the  Dare  about  500  yards  distant;  sent  a  boat  to  her;  found  that 
she  had  bilged  and  was  full  of  water;  fired  several  shot  through  the 
machinery  and  left  her  a  complete  wreck.  At  1  p.  m.  got  underway  and 
proceeded  to  station ;  left  the  George  Mangham  in  charge  of  wreck. 
The  boats  lost  were  both  stove.  Attached  you  will  find  diagram  of 
chase  and  the  Dare  when  on  shore.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  on  the  occasion  of  the  destruction  of  the 
blockade  runner  steamer  Dare  by  the  Montgomery  and  Aries,  on  the  7th 
instant,  a  lxrat  from  each  vessel  was  swamped  in  the  surf^  and  the  offi- 
cers and  men  of  each  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Enclosed  sis 
original  lists*  of  those  so  lost.  I  have  directed  Acting  Volunteer  lien- 
tenants  Faucon  and  Devens  to  transfer  the  accounts  of  these  officers 
and  men  to  the  Fourth  Auditor,  and  to  send  their  effects,  properly  put 
up,  with  fnll  lists,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  U.  8.  storeship 
Brandyirine,  at  Hampton  Koads. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Devens  mentions  thus  favorably  in  his 
report  Acting  Master  J.  W.  Balch,  of  the  Aries: 

Allow  me  to  mention  the  gallant  oondoct  of  Acting  Master  J.  W.  Balch,  executive 
officer  of  thin  ship.  When  the  boat  was  capsized,  he  swam  ashore  with  two  men 
and  brought  one  oft'  again  to  the  Montgomery'*  launch  on  his  back.  He  has  suffered 
four  months'  imprisonment  in  Richmond,  having  been  captured  at  the  loss  of  the 
Columbia,  in  January,  1863.  He  is  a  good  seaman,  and  true  and  loyal,  and  would  do 
his  duty  well  as  a  commanding  officer. 

I  have  ordered  Acting  Master  Balch  to  temporary  duty  on  the  Hoic- 
quah,  to  relieve  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  J.  MacDiarmid,  to  whom 
I  have  given  permission  to  apply  in  person  to  the  Department  for  the 
command  of  the  Ella.

It  is  this  day  mutually  agreed  between  David  McNutt,  owner  of  the 
good  ship  or  vessel  called  the  Dare,  of  179.4(>  tons  per  register,  or 
thereabouts,  now  in  Glasgow,  and  whereof  Thomas  B.  Skinner  is  now 
master  and  Ben.j.  F.  Ficklin,  merchant:  That  the  said  ship  or  vessel 
being  tight,  staunch,  and  strong,  and  every  way  litted  for  the  voy- 
age, shall,  with  all  convenient  speed,  sail  and  proceed  to  Wilmington, 
E.  (J.,  or  so  near  thereto  as  she  may  safely  get,  and  there  load  from  the 
factors  of  the  said  merchant  a  full  and  complete  cargo,  to  consist  of 
cotton,  not  exceeding  what  she  can  reasonably  stow  and  carry  over  and 
above*  her  tackle,  apparel,  provisions,  and  furniture;  and  being  so 
loaded,  shall  therewith  proceed  to  Bermuda  or  some  other  neutral  port

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in  the  West  Indies,  or  so  near  thereunto  as  she  may  safely  get,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  freighter  or  his  assigns,  agreeably  to  bills  of 
lading,  on  being  paid  freight  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  sterling  per 
pound,  being  in  fall  of  all  port  charges  and  pilotage  (the  act  of  God, 
restraint  of  princes  and  rulers,  the  Queen's  enemies,  Are,  strikes  of 
pitmen,  and  all  and  every  other  dangers  and  accident  of  the  seas, 
rivers,  and  navigation,  of  what  nature  and  kind  soever,  daring  the 
said  voyage  always  excepted).  Cargo  to  be  brought  to  and  taken  from 
alongside  the  vessel  at  charterer's  risk  and  expense. 

Freight  to  be  paid  as  follows  on  right  and  true  delivery  of  the  cargo 
at  Bermuda  or  other  port:  By  bills  on  London  at  sixty  days'  sight. 
The  charter  party  to  continue  for  the  first  five  consecutive  trips  made 
by  the  Dare  from  the  port  of  Wilmington — full  particulars  of  which 
are  stated  in  an  article  of  agreement  made  at  London,  October  2, 1863, 
between  the  agents  of  the  Richmond  Importing  and  Exporting  Com- 
pany and  said  Ficklin. 

Eight  days  to  be  allowed  the  said  merchant  (if  vessel  is  not  sooner 
dispatched)  for  loading,  from  the  time  the  steamer  is  ready  to  receive 
cargo,  and  thirty  days  on  demurrage,  over  and  above  the  said  lying 
days,  at  fifty  pounds  per  day.  Penalty  for  nonperformance  of  this 
agreement hundred  pounds  sterling.

Wilmington,  January  11, 1864. 

The  steamboat  Bare  ran  ashore  near  Georgetown.  After  landing 
the  navy  officers  near  Lockwood's  Folly,  she  was  chased  off  by  the 
enemy  and  broke  down.  The  crew  landed  safe  and  report  the  capture 
of  24  Yankees. 

There  was  heavy  firing  all  day  at  Lock  wood's  Folly  by  eight  steamers 
of  the  enemy. 

One  Yankee  steamer  is  reported  blown  up.  The  explosion  was 
heard  in  town.    Details  not  yet  received.

Report  of  Captain  Ganseroort,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  matter  a  pertaining 
to  the  squadron  during  the  absence  of  Acting  Bear- Admiral  Lee. 

U.  S.  Ironclad  Boanoke, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  January  #, 1864. 

Admiral:  T  have  the  honor  to  report  that  everything  is  quiet  here 
since  you  left,  nothing  having  transpired  out  of  the  ordinary  course. 

On  December  22  the  U.  S.  S.  Sebago  arrived  here  from  New  York, 
bound  for  the  East  Gulf  Squadron;  came  in  to  correct  her  compasses 
and  chronometers.    Left  December  24. 

On  December  23  the  U.  S.  S.  Grand  Gulf  arrived  here  from  a  cruise. 
Returned  to  New  York  for  repairs  on  December  24. 
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On  December  23  the  prize  schooner  Ella  arrived  here  from  New 
Berne,  bound  for  Philadelphia;  ordered  to  Washington. 

On  December  25  the  prize  schooner  tiallie  arrived  here  from  the  coast 
of  North  Carolina,  bound  for  Washington.  Came  in  on  account  of  bad 
weather. 

On  December  26  XJ.  S.  steam  tug  Honeysuckle  arrived  here  from  New 
York,  bound  for  Charleston;  came  in  short  of  coal.  Left  January 
3,1864. 

On  December  27  U.  S.  supply  steamer  Massachusetts  arrived  here  with 
forty-four  sick,  which  were  sent  to  the  hospital. 

On  December  30  U.  S.  S.  Kansas  arrived  here  from  Philadelphia. 
Reported  her  engine  and  boiler  out  of  order.  Held  a  survey  on  them. 
In  your  absence,  sent  to  Washington  for  instructions.  She  was  ordered 
to  the  yard  for  repairs. 

On  January  2  U.  S.  steam  tug  Acacia  arrived  here  from  Boston,  bound 
for  (Charleston;  came  in  short  of  coal.     Left  January  4. 

On  January  6  the  French  steam  sloop  of  war  Phlegeton  arrived  here 
from  the  West  Indies  with  stores  for  the  Grencule  and  Tisiphone. 

The  Mount  Washington  was  relieved  after  being  ten  days  in  quaran- 
tine, no  new  case  of  smallpox  having  made  its  appearance  on  board. 

The  storeship  Ben  Morgan  had  three  cases  of  smallpox  on  board 
while  lying  at  the  navy  yard,  Norfolk.  At  the  request  of  Commodore 
Livingston  (her  repairs  having  been  completed)  I  had  her  towed  down 
and  anchored  off  Hampton  liar,  clear  of  other  vessels,  and  the  sick  sent 
to  the  hospital.  The  vessel  was  put  in  quarantine  and  the  crew  vac- 
cinated; no  new  case  has  as  yet  made  its  appearance. 

The  repairs  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Lockwood  having  been  completed,  she  will, 
after  taking  in  her  stores,  proceed  this  afternoon  to  the  sound. 

One  of  the  engineers  of  the  Lockwood  having  gone  to  the  hospital, 
and  leaving  her  with  but  one,  1  have  ordered  Acting  Third  Assistant 
Engineer  William  Moran  to  report  on  board  for  duty,  having  been 
informed  by  Commander  John  J.  Glasson  that  he  was  on  board  the 
Brandywine  unemployed. 

The  quarterly  returns  and  requisitions  have  come  in  from  the  differ- 
ent vessels  in  this  vicinity.     1  have  retained  them,  waiting  for  your 
arrival,  only  signing  such  requisitions  as  are  needed  for  immediate  use.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  IT.  8.  Nary,  regarding 
the  unsuccessful  chase  of  a  blockade  runner  by  the  U.  8.  8.  Mount 
Vernon. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  January  IS,  180-1. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  10th  instant  this  ship 
was  lying  at  anchor  in  i  fathoms  water  near  the  Frying  l'^11  Shoals, 
the  S.  W.  point  of  Smith's  Island  bearing  N.  W.,  distant  .'5  miles.  We 
were  lying  here  to  communicate  with  the  squadron  on  the  Western  Bar 
and  had  sent  a  boat  across  the  shoal  for  that  purpose.  At  tt:.'f0  p.  m. 
black  smoke  was  discovered  bearing  F.  N.  E.;  got  underway  immedi- 
ately and  steamed  toward  it  at  full  speed.  At  \  we  first  discovered 
the  hull  of  the  chase;  at  same  time  saw  another  steamer  bearing  S.  K., 
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which  afterwards  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  New  Berne  in  chase  of  the 
same  vessel.  At  4:15  p.  m.  saw  two  other  steamers,  one  bearing 
S.  W.y  which  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Keystone  State,  and  the  other 
bore  E.  N.  E.  At  this  time  we  were  nearing  the  chase;  we  commenced 
tiring  at  her  with  the  100-pounder  Parrott  rifle,  and  continued  to  do  so 
whenever  we  could  get  a  gun  to  bear  without  yawing  the  ship  so  as  to 
lose  way,  the  shot  passing  over  and  around  her,  and  one  shell  explod- 
ing over  her.  In  all  we  fired  thirty-five  times.  The  intention  of  the 
chase  seemed  to  be  to  get  across  the  shoal,  and  we  followed  her  until  we 
touched  lightly  in  2  fathoms  water.  We  put  the  helm  to  starboard 
and  immediately  deepened  the  water  to  3  and  4,  and  then  followed 
chase  across  the  shoal,  not  having  less  than  2£  fathoms;  by  this 
digression  the  chase  left  us  considerable.  At  5:50  p.  m.  she  doubled 
on  all  her  pursuers,  and  as  darkness  gathered  around  us  she  seemed  to 
widen  the  distance  between  us  very  fast,  and  at  7 :  30  we  lost  sight  of 
her  altogether.  At  7 :  45  saw  a  dim  light  bearing  S.  8.  W. ;  thinking 
it  was  the  flame  from  the  smokestack  of  the  chase,  we  steered  for  it. 
At  8  p.  m.  discovered  the  light  was  on  board  a  bark,  and  the  U.  S.  S. 
New  Berne  communicating  with  her.  At  8:10  we  steamed  back 
toward  oar  station.  For  further  particulars  1  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the 
remarks  accompanying  the  diagram.

Explanatory  remarks  in  relation  to  the  chase  of  an  unknown  steamer 
by  the  U.  8.  8.  Mount  Vernon,  January  10,  1864,  as  described  in  the 
accompanying  diagram  of  the  same: 

When  discovering  the  black  smoke  it  bore  B.  N.  E.  by  compass:  got 
underway  and  steered  about  east.  When  the  Mount  Vernon  had  run 
about  3  miles  the  chase  bore  K.  S.  E.  4  S.  nearly  5  miles;  this  vessel 
kept  altering  her  course  gradually,  so  that  when  at  point  3  the  chase 
bore  S.  E.  about  4  miles  and  U.  S.  S.  Neic  Berne  also  8.  E.,  apparently 
nearly  8  miles.  We  kept  altering  this  vessel's  course  continually,  so 
that  when  the  Mount  Vernon  was  at  point  4  the  chase  bore  S.  8.  E. 
southwardly  about  2  miles  and  the  U.  8.  8.  New  Berne  bore  at  the  same 
time  8.  E.  \  E.  about  3J  miles,  and  when  the  Mount  Vernon  was  at  point 
5  chase  bore  S.  J  W.  1J  miles,  U.  S.  8.  New  Berne  at  the  same  time  bear- 
ing 8.  E.  by  E.  |  E.,  apparently  nearly  2  miles.  Chase  then  steamed 
west,  Mount  Vernon  also  altering  her  course  at  the  same  time  to  the 
southward  and  westward,  and  when  at  point  6  she  touched  on  the 
shoal  in  12  feet  of  water;  chase  then  bearing  8.  W.  by  S.  about  14 
miles,  and  II.  S.  8.  New  Berne  8.  E.  f  8.  If  miles.  We  then  starboarded 
our  helm,  and  when  at  point  7  chase  bore  8.  W.  by  W.  southward  If 
miles  and  U.  8.  8.  New  Berne  8.  8.  E.  eastwardly  1  mile,  at  which  time 
the  chase,  to  get  clear  of  U.  8.  8.  Keystone  State,  doubled  on  the  U.  8.  8. 
New  Berne,  and  brought  us  all  astern  of  her,  in  which  position  we  kept 
until  dark,  steering  8.  by  E.  The  speed  of  the  Mount  Vernon  all  through 
this  chase  was  V2h  miles  per  hour  by  the  log.

Beport  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Stone,  U.  S.  Bavy. 

U.  S.  S.  Fahkex, 
At  Sea,  January  14, 1864. 

Sir:  On  the  morning  of  the  Oth  instant,  in  obedience  to  a  signal 
from  the  flagship,  we  stood  for  Lockwood's  Folly  Inlet.  At  9  a.  m.  1 
received  a  10  inch  hawser  from  U.  S.  S.  Minnesota,  which  I  was  ordered 
to  make  fast  as  a  towline  to  the  blockade  rnnner  Bendigo,  which  was 
on  shore,  abont  half  a  mile  to  the  westward  of  the  inlet. 

In  my  conversation  with  the  admiral  about  the  appliances  for  getting 
her  off,  he  particularly  mentioned  the  planting  of  the  anchors  of  the 
Iron  Age,  and  then  backing  in  near  enough  to  attach  the  hawser,  bat  at 
the  same  time  remarking,  "  However,  exercise  your  own  judgment." 
At  11  a.  m.  I  let  go  the  kedge  in  3  fathoms  of  water,  ran  a  line  to  the 
wreck,  warped  the  ship  in,  and  secured  the  10-inch  hawser  around  my 
mainmast.  In  the  meantime  officers  and  men  from  the  Minnesota  and 
Iron  Age  were  busily  at  work  plugging  up  shot  holes,  and  freeing  the 
wreck  from  water,  and  lightening  her  by  throwing  overboard  coal  and 
other  things  that  could  be  gotten  at,  this  work  continuing  nntil  4 
o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  10th  instant.  At  8  p.  m.  of  the  9th  received  a 
10-inch  hawser  from  the  Montgomery,  and  both  vessels  went  ahead  full 
speed,  but  to  no  purpose.  At  9  p.  m.,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  the 
admiral,  I  ordered  the  Montgomery  to  proceed  to  her  night  station,  and 
to  return  early  in  the  morning  in  time  for  high  water,  which  was  8:45. 
I  then  cast  oft',  anchored,  and  buoyed  the  hawser  from  the  wreck,  and 
stood  out  into  4£  fathoms,  where  I  remained  during  the  night.  At  4 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  the  executive  ofticer  of  the  Iron  Age 
returned  from  the  wreck  for  a  fresh  set  of  men,  stating  that  the  work- 
ing party  from  the  Minnesota  had  been  recalled  at  a  time  when  a  little 
more  work  would  have  freed  the  engine  room  from  water  and  enabled  the 
engineer  to  trace  the  pipes  and  find  the  necessary  cocks  for  freeing 
the  vessel  of  water  and  feeding  the  boiler,  as  ho  then  had  steam  up  on 
the  forward  boiler.  As  the  men  had  been  hard  at  work  all  day  and  up 
to  a  late  hour  of  the  night,  I  refused  his  request,  particularly  as  all  of 
the  buckets  belonging  to  the  Minnesota  had  been  taken  away  by  her 
men.  Shortly  after,  Chief  Engineer  McGinnis  came  on  board  with  the 
remainder  of  our  men.  After  hearing  his  report,  I  felt  sanguine  of 
getting  her  oft*  on  the  morning  tide.  At  early  daylight  I  got  under- 
way, stood  in,  picked  up  the  hawser,  and  again  made  fast  to  the  wreck. 
Received  a  10-inch  hawser  from  the  Montgomery,  who  also  had  the  Day- 
light ahead  of  her.  At  8  a.  m.  all  three  steamers  pulling  away  at  the 
wreck.  Prior  to  the  Montgomery's  going  ahead  I  sent  an  ofticer  in  a 
boat  with  orders  to  the  Montgomery  to  get  her  head  well  around  to 
starboard  before  starting,  as  I  was  fearful  that  the  slight  current  that 
there  was  would  drift  me  to  the  eastward,  so  that  if  the  wreck  should 
start  oft',  she  would  be  in  danger  of  grounding  again  before  we  got  her 
into  deep  water.  My  orders  were  not  complied  with  as  I  wished  them, 
and  1  made  repeated  signals  with  my  hand  to  the  Montgomery  to  pull 
more  to  starboard.  1  will  here  state  that  the  wreck  was  again  full  of 
water,  and  as  soon  as  it  was  known  to  me,  I  gave  up  all  hopes  of  saving 
her,  but  thought  it  possible  that  she  might  be  hauled  into  deep  water. 
I  sent  an  ofticer  with  a  boat's  crew  to  cut  the  hawser  so  soon  as  we 
should  have  succeeded  in  effecting  our  object.  At  8:40,  finding  the 
vessel  in  %i  fathoms  of  water,  I  debated  with  myself  as  to  the  propriety 
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of  cutting  adrift  everything  for  fear  of  the  very  event  which  happened, 
but  before  I  had  fully  made  up  my  mind  to  forego  all  of  the  advantages 
of  being  attached  to  the  wreck,  with  a  strong  hope  of  her  starting  every 
moment,  I  discovered  the  Montgomery  to  be  aground,  and  the  Iron  Age 
struck  almost  immediately  afterwards,  at  8: 45  a.  m.  (it  then  being  high 
water).  I  immediately  cast  off  both  hawsers  and  ran  out  the  kedge 
with  which  I  usually  anchor  with  a  7-inch  hawser,  and  hove  it  taut  to 
prevent  her  bows  going  on  any  farther,  the  Daylight,  in  the  mean- 
time, making  two  or  three  unsuccessful  attempts  to  get  into  a  position 
to  take  a  hawser  from  us,  and  it  was  not  until  10: 30  that  she  at  length 
made  fast  to  us  with  a  10-inch  hawser,  which  she  parted  at  the  second 
or  third  jerk. 

I  believe  the  delay  in  getting  her  into  position  was  caused  by  her 
propeller  being  fouled  by  a  hawser.  Even  up  to  this  time  I  felt  no 
apprehension  as  to  eventually  getting  the  vessel  off.  I  had  made  sig- 
nal for  permission  to  throw  overboard  battery  and  otherwise  lighten  the 
vessel,  that  I  might  be  at  liberty  to  do  so  when,  in  my  judgment,  the 
proper  moment  had  arrived.  At  11  o'clock  Admiral  Lee  came  on  board 
and  took  charge.  An  anchor  was  planted  off  the  starboard  quarter 
with  two  parts  of  a  5-inch  hawser,  which  was  set  taut  by  a  deck  tackle. 
Boats  from  the  different  vessels  were  alongside,  and  all  hands  were  at 
work  lightening  ship.  At  12  m.  water  was  so  low  that  we  were  obliged 
to  knock  off  lightening  ship,  as  the  boats  could  not  approach  near 
enough.  The  Daylight  and  Governor  Buckingham  had  received  orders 
to  anchor  off  our  starboard  bow.  Between  4  and  6  p.  m.  the  boats 
again  came  alongside  and  took  in  a  few  shot  and  shell ;  the  sea  being 
too  rough,  discontinued.  At  5 :  25  made  fast  to  the  Daylight  by  a  10-inch 
hawser.  At  6:30  received  hawser  from  the  Governor  Buckingham;  the 
former  was  led  through  the  bridle  port  and  made  fast  to  the  foremast 
on  gun  deck;  the  latter  was  led  between  the  bitt  head  and  made  fast  to 
the  foremast  on  the  spar  deck.  At  6:40,  both  vessels  towing  full 
speed,  I  sent  word  to  the  admiral  that  if  the  ship  did  not  come  oft*  by 
7 :  30  that  I  should  throw  overboard  the  main-deck  battery.  His  reply 
was  to  wait  until  8:30.  1  waited  until  8: 15,  and  then  gave  the  order 
to  commence  throwing  overboard  the  gun-deck  battery,  intending,  how- 
ever, to  retain  two  for  defense.  At  8:  22  No.  1  went  over  the  side;  at 
9: 03  No.  4  was  launched.  Finding  the  ship  did  not  move,  and  knowing 
that  the  water  had  commenced  to  fall,  1  gave  up  all  hopes  of  getting 
the  vessel  off  on  this  tide,  and  sent  word  to  the  Buckingham  and  Day- 
light accordingly.  Their  hawsers  were  let  go.  I  theu  made  prepara- 
tions for  resisting  any  attack  that  might  be  made  during  the  night.  At 
11:30  p.  m.  boats  from  flagship,  Aries,  Daylight,  and  Governor  Buck- 
ingham came  alongside,  and  I  received  orders  to  prepare  to  abandon 
the  ship.  The  water  was  too  shoal  at  this  time  to  take  out  any  but 
light  articles  on  the  port  side,  and  on  the  starboard  side  it  was  too 
rough  for  boats  to  lay.  The  wind  was  freshening,  the  weather  threat- 
ening, with  an  increasing  sea  from  the  southward.  It  became  now 
necessary  for  me  to  decide  whether  to  run  the  risk  of  a  gale  of  wind 
and  the  probable  capture  of  the  whole  ship's  company  by  the  enemy 
or  abandon  and  destroy  the  vessel.  After  consulting  the  opinion  of  my 
officers,  as  well  as  of  Acting  Master  Pierson,  of  the  Minnesota,  I  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  my  duty  to  immediately  abandon  and  fire 
the  ship.  At  12  o'clock  1  gave  orders  to  the  officers  and  men  to  put 
their  bags,  hammocks,  and  effects  into  the  boats,  which  were  alongside 
for  that  purpose.  Afterwards  the  officers  and  men  themselves  were 
ordered  into  the  boats.

By  2  o'clock  the  sea  was  so  heavy  that  I  was  obliged  to  keep  the  boat* 
outside  of  the  surf  and  send  the  remaining  officers  and  men  into  them 
by  a  bowline  around  the  hawser  from  the  starboard  bow,  one  boat 
having  been  capsized  in  the  attempt  to  come  in  through  the  surf.  At 
3:45  all  hands  were  out  of  the  ship  except  myself  and  gig's  crew.  1 
then  made  the  necessary  preparations  and  at  4  o'clock  applied  the  torch, 
and  at  5 :  40  the  U.  S.  S.  Iron  Age  blew  up. 

I  did  not  keep  my  anchor  down  on  the  10th  instant  because  I  consid- 
ered It  unnecessary,  as  being  the  inner  vessel  and  having  two  heavy 
steamers  outside  of  me.  Again,  had  my  anchors  been  down  and  the 
tow  started  off,  before  I  could  have  gotten  them,  with  the  slow  purchase 
that  I  had,  she  would  more  than  probably  have  grounded  again.  Fur- 
thermore, the  purchase  for  getting  anchors  was  of  the  lightest  kind, 
being  a  small-sized  gypsy  windlass.  Owing  to  the  peculiar  construc- 
tion forward  and  the  height  of  the  hatches  on  the  main  deck,  I  could 
not  have  worked  a  deck  tackle  to  any  advantage.  I  do  not  think  that 
after  a  vessel  has  lain  on  the  sands  over  one  tide  that  it  is  possible  to 
get  her  off,  particularly  if  lying  broadside  on.  At  low  water  there  was 
but  4  inches  on  the  port  and  1  foot  on  the  starboard  side.  I  believe 
that  if  the  propeller  of  the  Daylight  had  not  fouled  that  the  Iron  Age 
would  have  been  now  afloat  and  in  service,  for  it  was  two  hours  after  I 
struck  before  she  was  fast  to  me.  Most  sincerely  do  I  regret  the  unfor- 
tunate termination  to  this  my  first  cruise  in  command. 

I  blame  myself  but  for  one  thing — that  is,  for  hesitating  to  give  the 
order  to  cut  adrift  when  I  struck  2\  fathoms  of  water,  and  I  can  only 
urge  my  aforementioned  reasons  for  not  doing  so.  As  an  offset  to  the 
loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Iron  Age,  if  I  might  be  allowed,  1  would  place  the 
capture  or  destruction  of  22  blockade  runners  within  the  last  six 
months  by  this  squadron.  The  risk  that  is  nightly  run  by  the  block - 
ader  renders  it  a  matter  of  wonder  that  more  arc  not  stranded. 

I  submit  the  above  statements  to  the  Department  with  the  conscious- 
ness of  having  done  what  I  conceive  to  have  been  the  best  under  the 
circumstances.  Hoping  the  Department  will  take  the  same  view  of  the 
case,  I  remain,

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Adminral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy. 

II.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  A 'etc port  Newx,  Va.,  January  29,  1864. 

Sir:  The  Iron  Age  ami  Daylight  were  sent  on  the  Hth  instant  to 
recover  the  Fahkee's  heavy  kedge  and  hawser,  which  had  been  carried 
out  on  the  .'W  to  keep  the  Bendigo  from  working  upon  the  shoal. 

On  the  return  of  these  vessels  1  was  informed  by  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Stone,  the  fleet  engineer,  and  Mr.  Stimson,  carpenter  of  this 
ship,  that  the  Hvndigo's  engines  were  uninjured,  and  that  she  could 
easily  be  got  oft"  if  a  few  shot  holes  were  stopped.  This  Mr.  Stimson 
that  night  made  arrangements  for  doing.  Next  morning  I  went  oft'  to 
Lock  wood's  Folly  Inlet  with  this  ship,  the  Daylight,  and  Iron  Age, 
when  1  directed  Lieutenant-Commander  Stone,  of  the  Iron  Age,  and 
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Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wells,  commanding  the  Daylight  (both 
of  whom  had  recently  been  there  with  their  vessels),  to  try  and  get  the 
Bendigo  oft— the  Daylight  to  protect  the  Iron  Age,  and  also  to  assist  her 
to  sound  in  their  boats  and  take  up  safe  positions,  if  necessary,  by  back- 
ing in;  the  Iron  Age  to  anchor  with  both  of  her  anchors  down,  so  that 
the  Bendigo,  by  means  of  large  hawsers  (which  all  the  vessels  of  this 
blockade  are  required  to  have  for  such  service),  might  be  hove  off 
against  the  Iron  Age?8  anchors,  with  a  good  scope  of  cable  to  them. 
After  these  officers  had  left  this  ship,  1  sent  Lieutenant-Commander 
Stone  the  enclosed  order,  No.  1,  and  which  was  not  subsequently  quali- 
fied, in  order  to  make  the  work  perfectly  safe.  In  reply  I  received  from 
Lieutenant-Commander  Stone  No.  2.  To  my  No.  3,  to  stop  work  for 
the  night, -etc.,  the  Bendigo  not  having  been  got  off  by  the  evening's 
tide,  he  replied  by  No.  4,  showing  that  he  was  pretty  sure  of  get* 
ting  the  Bendigo  off  at  the  next  high  water,  about  8:45  a.  m.  of  the* 
10th.  But  at  9  a.  m.  of  the  10th,  with  the  wind  light  offshore,  weather 
good  and  water  smooth,  the  Iron  Remade  signal  that  she  was  aground, 
and  asked  to  throw  her  guns  overboard.  After  making  arrangements 
for  her  relief  by  ordering  the  Governor  Buckingham  (Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Saltonstall)  and  the  boats  of  this  ship  to  assist  her,  I  went 
to  the  Iron  Age.  She  had  but  5  feet  water  along  her  starboard  side 
and  4  feet  on  her  port  side,  with  her  rudder  free.  She  went  on  draw- 
ing 9  feet  6  inches  aft  and  8  feet  forward.  I  directed  Captain  Stone  to 
get  ready  to  haul  off  with  the  next  high  water;  to  lighten  the  Iron  Age, 
removing  her  guns  last;  to  get  out  an  anchor  on  her  starboard  quarter 
to  prevent  her  being  set  farther  up  on  the  shore  as  the  tide  made  (she 
had  already  a  heavy  kedge  and  hawser  out  on  the  starboard  bow),  and 
I  acquainted  him  with  the  arrangements  made  to  assist  him,  and  after- 
wards sent  him  the  enclosed  memorandum  (No.  5),  showing  that  the 
boats  of  the  Minnesota  would  assist,  and  the  position  which  the  Day- 
light would  take  up  with  her  anchors  down  for  him  to  heave  off  by,  while 
the  Governor  Buckingham  (with  anchor  ahead  to  steady  her)  would  pull 
her  off  with  the  evening  tide,  which  it  seemed  quite  practicable  to  do. 

The  boats,  owing  to  the  falling  of  the  tide,  could  only  partially  dis- 
charge the  Iron  Age  of  her  coal,  provisions,  etc.  In  the  afternoon  I 
again  went  to  the  Iron  Age  and  vessels  preparing  to  assist  her,  to  see 
that  the  arrangements  were  complete. 

At  p.  in.  high  water,  Lieutenant-Commander  Stone  found  that  he 
only  had  7  feet  of  water  alongside,  and  sent  me,  by  Mr.  Pierson,  a 
request  to  throw  his  guns  overboard.  Having  been  unable  to  remove 
them,  I  authorized  him  to  throw  his  guns  overboard  on  the  port  side, 
and  sent  him  the  enclosed  order  (No.  6),  which,  as  the  wind  had  got  to 
the  southward  and  westward,  and  the  weather  looking  threatening, 
contemplated  his  removing  his  officers,  crew,  and  supplies,  so  that  in 
the  event  of  a  gale  they  would  not  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
and  would  also  Tighten  the  Iron  Age,  and  authorizing  him,  in  consulta- 
tion with  Captains  Wells  and  Saltoustall,  to  take  such  further  steps  as 
might  be  necessary,  and  providing  for  changing  the  berth  of  the 
Daylight,  etc.,  if  it  could  be  advantageously  done. 

During  the  night  the  weather,  though  threatening,  did  not  blow,  and 
the  wind,  which  was  moderate,  hauled  to  the  northward  and  westward 
and  from  the  land.  At  4  a.  m.  the  Iron  Age  was  reported  to  me  to  be 
on  fire,  and  at  5 :  40  a.  in.  the  magazine  blewup.  Lieutenant-Commander 
Stone,  of  the  Iron  Age,  assigns  in  his  reports  (some  mistakes,  in  which 
1  have  herein  corrected)  his  motive  for  doing  this.

I  take  all  the  responsibility  of  sending  the  Iran  Age  on  this  duty, 
which  I  assigned  to  her  with  suitable  instructions.  Success  and  no 
casualty  was  the  general  expectation,  and  it  is  highly  probable,  I 
think,  that  she  could  not  have  been  got  off,  as  the  enemy  had  got  a 
battery  down ;  but  another  trial  would  have  determined  this,  consider- 
ing her  feeble  steam  power  and  constant  liability  to  loss  on  the  block- 
ade in  a  gale  of  wind.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  her  officers 
and  crew  were  not  lost  with  her. 

This  service  is  one  of  great  hardship  and  exposure;  it  has  been  con- 
ducted with  slight  loss  to  us,  and  much  loss  to  the  rebels  and  their 
allies,  who  have  lost  twenty-two  vessels  in  six  months,  while  our  loss 
has  only  been  two  vessels  on  the  Wilmington  blockade  during  the  war. 

In  this  and  the  accompanying  papers,  including  the  report  of  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wells,  commanding  Daylight,  the  report  of 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Faucon,  commanding  the  Montgomery, 
received  to-day,  to  which  the  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Saltonstall,  commanding  the  Buckingham,  will  be  added  when  received, 
give  all  the  essential  facts  of  the  case.

Beport  of  Acting  Matter  Weill,  IT.  8.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  8.  8.  Daylight 

17.  S.  S.  Daylight, 

Off  Wilmington,  X.  ().,  January  l.i,  1864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  herein  a  report  of  the  part  taken  by  this 
vessel  under  my  command  in  the  attempt  to  get  the  blockade  runner 
Bend  i  go  off  the  beach  at  the  entrance  of  Lock  wood's  Folly  Inlet  during 
the  9th  and  10th  instant;  also  the  grounding  and  subsequent  destruc- 
tion of  the  U.  8.  S.  Iron  Age  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  instant. 

At  11 :3()  a.  in.  of  the  9th  instant,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  took  on 
board  a  party  of  mechanics  from  the.  U.  8.  S.  Minnesota,  with  imple- 
ments to  stop  leaks  and  pump  out  the  Bendigo,  and  stood  in  sufficiently 
near  to  cover  the  working  party,  also  the  Iron  Age,  from  the  enemy's 
sharpshooters  while  engaged  in  getting  the  stranded  vessel  afloat.  No 
annoyance  was  experienced  from  the  enemy,  however;  the  wind  was 
blowing  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  northward,  with  the  sea  as  smooth  as 
a  mill  pond.  All  the  holes  were  plugged  up  and  the  vessel  nearly  freed 
from  water  at  o  p.  m.,  everything  being  in  readiness  and  circumstances 
favorable  to  get  her  off  at  the  ensuing  high  tide.  At  dusk,  in  obedi- 
ence to  signal  from  flagship,  returned  to  my  night  station  on  western 
edge  of  Old  Inlet  [Western]  Bar,  near  Fort  Caswell. 

At  7:  .50  a.  in.  of  the  19th  instant  I  ran  past  the  flagship  and  received 
orders  to  assist  the  U.  S.  steamers  Iron  Age  and  Montgomery,  which 
vessels  had  hawsers  to  the  Bendigo,  and  were  formed  in  line  ahead, 
endeavoring  to  tow  her  off  the  beach.  The  weather  still  as  favorable, 
and  the  sea  as  smooth  as  on  the  day  previous.  1  immediately  took  my 
vessel  in  close  to  the  Montgomery,  as  she  was  the  leading  vessel;  sent 
her  the  end  of  a  hawser:  let  go  an  anchor  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
the  head  of  my  vessel  in  a  proper  direction  while  the  hawser  was  being 
made  fast.    All  being  in  readiness,  I  started  ahead  slowly,  until  my 
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towline  became  taut,  and  then  went  ahead  strong,  at  the  same  time 
taking  my  anchor.  Had  been  towing  in  this  manner  several  minutes, 
when  the  bow  chocks  of  the  Iron  Age  gave  way,  thereby  bringing  a 
sudden  strain  on  my  hawser,  which  immediately  parted  on  board  the 
Montgomery,  which  vessel  also  became  detached  from  the  Iron  Age,  and 
moved  farther  offshore.  I  then  for  the  first  time  discovered  the  latter 
vessel  to  be  aground,  and  dismissing  all  thought  of  the  Bendigo,  turned 
my  attention  to  the  Iron  Age,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  anchored  my 
vessel  with  a  kedge  and  line  in  a  position  to  back  in  with  safety.  Made 
fast  a  new  10-inch  hawser,  which  Lieutenant-Commander  Stone  sent 
on  board,  and  tried  to  tow  her  off,  but  without  avail,  as  by  this  time, 
9:30  a.  m.,  the  tide  had  fallen  several  inches  and  the  hawser  had  again 
parted. 

At  10:30  a.  m.  received  your  instructions  to  sound  about  the  mouth 
of  the  inlet,  find  the  best  water  and  the  most  suitable  position,  anchor 
my  vessel  accordingly  with  both  bower  anchors,  and  a  long  scope  of 
cable  on  each  one,  to  assist  in  heaving  the  stranded  vessel  off  the  beach ; 
to  get  out  the  two  12-inch  hawsers,  which  were  sent  from  the  Minnesota 
for  the  purpose,  to  the  Iron  Age,  and  to  have  everything  ready  to  go 
ahead  by  the  time  of  next  high  water.  These  arrangements  were  com- 
pleted with  the  aid  of  a  launch  and  crew  from  the  Minnesota  by  6  p.  m. 
At  this  time  I  renewed  my  exertions  to  get  the  Iron  Age  afloat,  all 
hands  assisting  the  steam  power  by  heaving  in  on  the  anchors  laid  out 
seaward.  It  was  high  water  between  7  and  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  we 
continued  our  exertions,  assisted  by  steamer  Oovernor  Buckingham, 
until  about  10  o'clock,  when  a  possibility  of  saving  the  Iron  Age  no 
longer  existed,  even  in  the  opinion  of  the  most  hopeful,  as  the  quick- 
sands on  which  she  had  grounded  had  formed  a  bank  outside  of  her 
on  which  our  small  boats  struck  at  half  tide;  the  weather  also  had 
assumed  a  threatening  look,  and  a  fresh  breeze  had  sprung  up  from  the 
W.  S.  W.,  bringing  with  it  a  rapidly  increasing  southerly  sea.  Her 
men  with  their  effects  were  removed  to  this  vessel,  and  the  Iron  Age 
was  set  on  fire  and  abandoned  at  about  5  a.  m.,  and  blew  up  at  5 :  45  a.  m. 
on  the  11th  instant. 

The  windlass  of  this  vessel  was  entirely  disabled  in  our  efforts  to  get 
the  Iron  Age  off  the  beach,  in  consequence  of  which  I  was  obliged  to 
slip  the  best  bower  anchor  with  30  fathoms  chain  cable,  as  it  could  not 
be  hove  up  with  the  facilities  at  hand  in  sufficient  time  to  allow  the 
vessel  to  get  out  of  danger.  I  shall  recover  it  the  first  convenient 
opportunity. 

In  preparing  this  hasty  report,  I  have  entirely  omitted  to  mention 
the  indefatigable  exertions  of  others,  confining  my  statement  to  the 
performance  of  the  principal  duties  assigned  this  vessel.  But  I  beg 
leave  to  add  that,  in  my  humble  opinion,  the  arrangements  made  with 
a  view  to  getting  the  Iron  Age  afloat  were  all  that  experience  could 
suggest,  the  means  at  hand  supply,  or  that  the  time  allowed  would 
permit  of  being  done. 

Permit  me  farther  to  state  that  I  had  neither  hand  nor  voice  in  the 
destruction  of  the  Iron  Age,  and  was  much  surprised  when  I  learned 
that  she  had  been  set  on  fire.

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Destruction  of  the  steamers  Ranger  and  Vesta,  January  11, 1864. 

Beport  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lea,  U.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Lock  wood's  Folly  Inlet,  January  11, 1864. 

Sir:  At  daylight  this  morning  a  steamer  was  seen  beached  and 
burning  1  mile  west  of  this  inlet.  Mr.  O'Connor,  from  this  ship,  boarded 
her  with  the  loss  of  1  man,  shot  nnder  the  fire  from  the  enemy's  sharp- 
shooters occupying  rifle  pits  on  the  sand  hills,  which  were  high  and  near, 
and  got  her  log  book,  from  which  it  appears  that  she  is  the  Banger; 
that  she  left  Newcastle,  [England!],  November  11, 1863.  for  Bermuda, 
where,  after  touching  at  Teneriffe,  she  arrived  on  the  8th  December; 
that  she  sailed  from  Bermuda  January  6,  1864,  made  our  coast  January 
10,  about  5  miles  northeast  of  Murrell's  Inlet,  and  landed  her  passen- 

fjers.  The  next  morning  at  daylight,  intercepted  by  this  ship,  the  Day 
ight,  Oovernor  Buckingham,  and  Aries,  in  her  approach  to  Western  Bar, 
she  was  beached  and  fired  by  her  crew,  as  above  mentioned.  The 
attempts  of  the  Oovernor  Buckingham,  aided  by  the  Daylight  and  Aries, 
to  extinguish  the  fire  and  haul  the  Kanger  off  were  frustrated  by  the 
enemy's  sharpshooters,  whose  fire  completely  commauded  her  decks. 
This  ship,  drawing  about  24  feet,  was  taken  in  4£  fathoms  of  water  in 
front  of  the  wreck  and  the  other  vessels  stationed  to  crossfire  on  the 
riflemen  on  the  sand  hills  opened  a  deliberate  Are  with  a  view  to  dislodge 
the  enemy  and  allow  an  attempt  to  haul  off  the  Ranger  at  bigh  water 
at  night.  Meanwhile  the  Ranger  was  burning  freely  forward,  and  the 
commanding  officers  of  the  Oovernor  Buckingham  and  Daylight,  who  had 
a  good  view  of  her  situation,  thinking  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  get 
her  off,  she  was  also  fired  into,  which,  as  her  hatches  were  closed,  had 
the  effect  of  letting  the  air  in,  when  the  fire  burned  freely  aft,  and  doubt- 
less burned  the  Ranger  out  completely.  Meanwhile  black  smoke  was 
rising  in  the  direction  of  Shallotte  Inlet,  and  the  Aries,  withdrawn  last 
night  from  her  station  there,  was  ordered  to  chase.  She  soon  returned, 
and  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Devens  reported  a  fine-looking  double- 
propeller  blockade  runner,  resembling  the  Ceres,  beached  and  on  fire 
between  Tubb's  and  Little  River  Inlets  and  that  the  enemy's  sharp- 
shooters prevented  his  boats  from  boarding  her.  This  was  probably  the 
same  steamer  that  was  chased  the  previous  evening  by  the  Quaker  City, 
Tuscarora,  and  Keystone  State,  and  escaping  from  them  made  the  west- 
ern shore,  where,  communicating  and  learning  of  the  presence  of  the 
block  aders  in  force,  and  perhaps  being  short  of  coal,  was  beached  by 
her  erew  and  fired  rather  than  be  captured. 

The  Department  will  perceive  that  this  is  the  twenty-second  steamer 
lost  by  the  rebels  and  the  blockade  runners  attempting  to  violate  the 
blockade  of  Wilmington  within  the  last  six  months,  an  average  of 
nearly  one  steamer  every  eight  days.  Tbese  losses  must  greatly  lessen 
the  means  of  the  rebel  authorities  to  export  cotton,  obtain  supplies,  and 
sustain  their  credit,  and  thus  dispirit  and  weaken  them  very  much.

At  3: 45  p.  m.  we  discovered  black  smoke  to  the  northward,  and  at  4 
p.  m.  got  underway  and  gave  chase.  At  this  time  there  were  two  other 
steamers  in  chase,  one  of  which  shortly  afterwards  commenced  firing. 
At  5:40  p.  m.  we  commenced  firing  at  the  chase  with  our  50-pounder 
Dahlgren  ritie  and  soon  after  with  the  30-pounder  Parrott  rifle.  We 
continued  the  chase  until  7 :  10  p.  m.,  when  losing  sight  of  her  we 
returned  to  our  anchorage. 

She  was  a  long  screw  steamer  with  an  elliptical  stern  and  hermaph- 
rodite brig-rigged.  Her  smoke  pipe  and  from  that  forward  was  painted 
white,  while  the  after  part  was  painted  a  dark  lead  color.  We  fired 
twenty-seven  guns  at  her  while  in  chase. 

At  7:30  i>.  m.  we  exchanged  numbers  (Ooston's  signals)  with  the 
U.  S.  S.  Florida,  which  had  also  been  in  chase.    The  other  vessel  in 
chase  we  supposed  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon.

a.  m.  I  discovered  a  double  propeller  steamer  on  shore  4  miles  below 
and  to  the  westward  of  Tubb's  Inlet.  Kan  in  within  about  700  yards 
of  her;  she  was  apparently  about  4  feet  out  of  water  (tide  at  the  time 
about  half  ebb).    Saw  two  companies  of  infantry  on  shore ;  fired  three

January  11, 1864. — From  midnight  until  4  a.  m.:  At  3:30  a.  m.  the 
boats  returned  from  the  Iron  Age.  From  4  to  8  a.  m.  as  per  column. 
At  5:45  a.  in.  the  Iron  Age  blew  up.  At  0:30  saw  an  English-built 
steamer  ashore  on  fire.  Called  all  hands  and  up  anchor.  The  Gover- 
nor Buckingham  went  in  to  the  steamer  and  fired  a  few  shot.  Sent 
two  boats,  a  sergeant,  and  10  marines.  At  7 :  50  came  to  anchor  nearer 
inshore,  abreast  of  the  strange  steamer.  The  Aries,  Governor  Buck- 
ingham, and  Daylight  at  work  on  the  strange  steamer.  At  8:20  a.  m. 
called  all  hands  up  anchor,  went  in  a  little  nearer  the  shore,  opened  fire 
from  the  forward  pivot  gun,  and  shelled  the  beach.  Saw  rebel  troops 
firing  on  our  boats.

At  10  a.  in.  (tailed  the 
spar-deck  division  to  quarters  and  opened  tire  from  the  IX-inch  guns. 
At  11  a.  m.  hove  up  anchor  and  went  in  to  within  1,800  yards  of  the 
beach  in  one-fourth  less  5  fathoms  water.  Pilot  H.  Stevens  went  in 
the  fifth  cutter  and  sounded  inshore  of  us.  At  12  meridian  piped  to 
dinner.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  At  1  p.  m.  called  all  hands  to  quar- 
ters and  opened  tire  from  the  starboard  guns  on  blockade  runner 
Banger.  At  1 :  45  p.  in.  called  all  hands  up  anchor  and  stood  outshore. 
At  2 :  30  came  to  anchor.  At  3  p.  m.  called  all  hands  up  anchor,  steering 
E.  N.  E.  At  3: 30  p.  m.  called  all  hands  to  make  sail.  At  5  p.  m.  took 
in  topgallant  sail,  took  reef  in  each  topsail  and  furled  them.  Made 
signal  to  Quaker  City  652.  At  6:20  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  7  fathoms 
water,  with  port  bower  and  60  fathoms  chain,  Cape  Fear  light-house 
bearing  N.  E.  by  N.  From  8  to  midnight  sounded  every  hour  in  7 
fathoms  water.

Wilmington,  N.  0.,  January  27, 1864. 

My  Dear  Sir:        *  *  *  •    .         •       .      • 

In  Bermuda  I  took  command  of  a  splendid  merchant  steamer,  called 
the  Ranger,  for  the  passage,  to  Wilmington.  I  had  very  heavy  weather 
and  no  observation  for  the  first  three  days  out.  On  the  fourth  got 
sights  which  put  me  at  noon  80  miles  S.  B.  from  light-ship  off  Frying 
Pan  Shoals.  I  went  ahead  full  speed  in  heavy  sea  to  sight  the  light 
early  in  the  night,  but  the  Yankees  had  put  it  out,  and  fearing  the  drift 
of  the  Gulf  I  determined  to  run  inshore  and  anchor  during  the  next 
day  (10th  instant)  and  ascertain  my  position  accurately,  which  I  did, 
and  landed  my  passengers  and  baggage.  On  the  morning  of  the  11th, 
at  12: 25  a.  m.,  I  got  underway  and  ran  along  the  coast  for  the  bar  near 
Fort  Caswell.  When  8  miles  from  the  fort  I  made  the  Minnesota  about 
1  mile  off,  and  whilst  observing  her  motions  the  pilot  (who  had  charge 
of  the  ship)  suddenly  sheered  her  inshore,  and  in  an  instant  she  was 
in  the  breakers.  I  made  every  effort  to  get  her  off,  but  unavailingly, 
so  you  see  a  couple  of  turns  of  a  wheel  in  the  hands  of  a  timid  man 
lost  a  fine  ship  and  valuable  cargo.  She  was  destroyed.  I  was  loaded 
for  Government.

The  blockaders  off  Wilmington. — A  gentleman  direct  from  Wilming- 
ton reports  that  the  enemy  now  have  26  vessels  blockading  that  port 
These  vessels  are  scattered  for  a  mile  or  two  off  the  month  of  the  Gape 
Fear  and  gnard  all  the  avennes  of  approach  with  the  most  sleepless 
vigilance.  The  consequences  are  that  the  chances  of  naming  the  block- 
ade have  been  greatly  lessened,  and  it  is  apprehended  by  some  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  an  impossibility  for  a  vessel  to  get 
into  that  port  without  incurring  a  hazard  almost  equivalent  to  positive 
loss.  Having  secured  nearly  every  seaport  on  our  coast,  the  Yankees 
are  enabled  to  keep  a  large  force  off  Wilmington.

Admiral  :  Learning  from  the  XJ.  S.  S.  New  Berne  that  you  would 
probably  be  absent  from  this  place  for  some  time,  an  opportunity  offers 
through  the  Nansemond  to  send  you  the  returns,  requisitions,  and  other 
papers  that  have  accumulated  from  the  differeut  vessels  in  this  part  of 
the  squadron  since  you  left  here. 

On  the  9th  of  January  the  U.  S.  S.  tug  Camelia  arrived  here  from 
Baltimore,  bound  for  Charleston,  requiring  coal,  bread,  sugar,  etc. ;  also, 
with  her  copper  damaged  by  the  ice.

The  U.  S.  storeship  Brandywine  has  been  removed  to  the  Gosport 
navy  yard,  and  the  Charles  Phelps  moored  at  Newport  News.  She  has 
400  tons  of  coal  on  board. 

The  ordnance  officer  is  engaged  in  removing  the  ordnance  stores  from 
the  shore  at  Fortress  Monroe.  They  will  have  moved  all  explosive 
material  today.

Sir:  Herewith  I  transmit  the  abstract  log  of  this  steamer,  under  my 
command,  from  January  17  to  February  2,  inclusive.  I  trust,  sir,  that 
it  narrates  all  occurrences  which- may  be  deemed  of  interest  and  impor- 
tance in  a  succinct  and  sufficiently  detailed  manner. 

It  will  be  observed  tbat  the  Connecticut  has  seen  two  blockade  run- 
ners and  had  a  chase  after  them  botb.  One  was  of  short  duration,  as 
she  was  discovered  just  before  night,  and  dark  coming  on  with  a  very 
hazy  atmosphere  at  the  same  time,  she  soon  got  out  of  sight.  All  was 
done  that  could  have  been  done. 

The  other  instance  of  chase  narrated  in  the  abstract  log  on  the  31st 
of  Jauuary  and  February  1,  was  a  longer  and  more  important  one,  but 
owing  to  Gulf  Stream  rain  squalls  she  made  her  escape,  but  a  very  nar- 
row one.  Professional  pride  and  self-interest  were  much  at  stake,  and 
every  possible  exertion  made  to  effect  the  capture. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  record  of  the  abstract  log  that  the  Connecticut 
maintained  her  reputation  for  speed.  She  must  have  been  one  of  the 
late  newly  built,  as  she  was  found  to  be  prodigiously  fast.  Her  appear- 
ance answered  to  the  description  of  the  Presto  and  Fergus.  She  had 
greatly  the  advantage,  however,  by  having  at  least  10  miles  the  start 
of  us.  Give  the  Connecticut  a  fair  chance,  let  her  discover  a  fellow  at 
daylight,  ami  she  will  have  him.  The  days  are  now  getting  longer, 
which  is  more  favorable  for  an  offshore  cruise  and  chase. 

I  hope  that  you  will  give  the  Connecticut  another  chance  for  an  off- 
shore cruise,  as  1  don't  think  she  can  be  better  employed  to  the  advan- 
tage and  efficiency  of  the  service.  She  is  in  duty  bound  to  catch  one  or 
more  of  those  fellows.  There  is  a  spirit  of  zeal  and  healthy  excitement 
pervading  the  crew,  and  they  have  subscribed  to  raise  a  fund  of  $60  as 
a  reward  to  the  man  who  discovers  the  steamer  which  shall  be  cap- 
tured as  good  prize.  Under  such  circumstances  the  lookouts  don't 
require  to  be  constantly  reminded  by  the  officers  of  the  deck  to  keep  a 
bright  lookout. 

Should  it  be  your  decision  that  the  Connecticut  continue  to  cruise 
offshore,  I  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  suggestions:  That  the 
cruising  time  offshore  be  arranged  so  as  to  be  away  from  Beaufort  three 
weeks  out  of  four,  the  week  at  Beaufort  to  be  at  the  full  of  the  moon, 
always  reaching  there  a  few  days  before  and  leaving  a  few  days  after. 
This  would  give  time  not  only  to  coal  but  to  put  the  engine  and  boilers 
in  good  condition.  Should  this  meet  with  your  approbation,  I  could 
bring  it  about  to  work  with  good  effect,  and  I  am  sure  with  good 
results. 

In  regard  to  the  cruising  ground,  I  have  carried  out  your  programme 
and  instructions  in  the  main.  You  gave  me  some  margin  for  discretion 
and  my  own  judgment.  Subsequent  to  the  issuing  of  those  instructions 
the  Bare,  Manger,  and  Vesta  were  ran  ashore  on  the  coast  between 
[Lockwoods]  Folly  Inlet,  [North  Carolina],  and  Georgetown,  S.  C.  The 
Bendigo  and  Elizabeth  were  also  run  ashore  on  that  part  of  the  coast, 
which  would  show  that  that  was  the  general  route  for  inward  bound 
blockade  runners.  Since  that  has  been  so  well  established  1  have  occa- 
sionally run  up  farther  to  the  northward  than  you  marked  upon  the 
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chart,  that  is,  in  the  direction  of  Little  River  Inlet,  Shallotte  and  [Lock- 
wood's]  Folly  inlets,  which  I  trust  will  meet  with  your  approbation..

a  description  and  covering  a  diagram  of  a  proposed  submarine  torpedo 
vessel,  suggested  to  be  used  on  the  coast  of  Texas.

New  Orleans,  November  27, 1863. 

General:  A  rebel  mail  was  captured  a  few  days  since  while  its 
bearers  were  attempting  to  cross  the  Mississippi  River  near  Tunica 
Bend.  The  capture  was  made  by  the  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Sixth 
Eegiment  Michigan  Volunteers,  who  was  there  with  a  foraging  party. 

The  letters  are  mostly  of  an  unimportant  character,  but  one,  which 
seems  to  be  from  the  principal  contractor  for  building  torpedo  vessels, 
gives  instructions  for  the  building  of  some  west  of  the  Mississippi 
Eiver  aud  for  Texas.  This  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed  here- 
with, encloses  the  plan  of  construction  of  these  torpedo  vessels,  which 
is  also  enclosed. 

I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  a  careful  examination  of 
this  project  be  made  by  competent  machinists,  as  it  appears  to  me  to  be 
a  feasible  and  dangerous  one.  The  letter  throws  considerable  light  on 
the  details  of  construction  and  use. 

In  the  same  mail  I  find  a  letter  dated  Eichmond,  Va.,  October  13, 
1863,  written  by  James  Jones,  who  seems  to  be  a  practical  machinist, 
and  informs  his  correspondent  that  the  week  previous  he  "set  10  tor- 
pedoes in  the  Pamunkey  River,  and  has  14  more  ready,  which  will  be 
set  this  week.  I  have  74  very  nearly  done,  sir.  1  have  my  orders  for 
Wilmington,  and  start  to-night  at  4:30  o'clock.  This  morning  I  had 
an  experiment  for  the  Department,  with  whom  I  am  under  contract. 
I  set  a  machine  in  the  James  River  and  let  a  schooner  float  over  it,  and 
it  was  one  of  the  prettiest  sights  I  ever  saw.  It  was  a  perfect  success. 
It  raised  the  schooner  about  10  feet  in  the  air,  and  when  she  came  down 
there  was  nothing  left  but  pieces.  Colonels  Stevens  and  Williams  and 
some  other  smaller  officers  were  down,  and  they  were  all  much  pleased." 

From  this  letter  it  would  appear  that  Wilmington,  X.  C.?  is  to  be 
furnished  with  Mr.  Jones's  machines.

I  respectfully  report  that  on  Tuesday  night,  or  early  on  Wednesday  morning,  Janu- 
ary 20,  a  large  English  steamer  succeeded  In  running  the  blockade  into  Wilmington, 
but  in  making  the  attempt  grounded  on  or  near  the  bar,  well  protected  by  the  bat- 
teries of  Fort  Caswell  and  Said  Head.  She  remained  aground  until  7  a.  m.  yester- 
day, during  which  time  large  tugs  or  steamers  were  constantly  at  work  with  her, 
and  were  ultimately  successful  in  getting  her  afloat  and  towing  her  up  the  river. 

No  information  as  to  the  vessel,  or  whence  she  came,  has  been  gained.  A  heavy 
fog  with  a  light  breeze  from  the  southward  and  westward  prevaileuduring  the  whole 
or  the  previous  day  and  evening,  and  at  1  a.  m.  of  Tuesday  it  commenced  blowing 
heavily,  when  I  was  forced  to  leave  my  anehorage,  from  which  I  was  absent  until 
the  gale  abated  the  following  day. 

The  Richmond  papers  report  that  this  steamer  was  the  Advance, 
sometimes  called  the  A.  D.  Vance.

Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  January  24, 1864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  two  men  came  on  board  this  vessel  on 
Friday,  January  22,  with  a  permit  from  Major  General  Butler  to  pro- 
ceed to  Mathews  County,  Va.,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  away  their 
families  who  were  residing  there.  General  Butler  requested  that  a 
gunboat  might  be  sent  with  them  for  protection.  Got  underway  in 
the  afternoon,  went  alongside  the  wharf  at  Yorktown,  and  took  on  board 
100  soldiers  belonging  to  the  U.  S.  Infantry,  Sixth  Regiment,  and  pro- 
ceeded down  the  river,  but  the  weather  setting  in  thick  toward  night, 
came  to  anchor  in  the  mouth  of  York  River. . 

At  6  a.  m.  the  next  morning  again  got  underway.  When  off  New 
Point  Comfort  spoke  the  U.  S.  S.  Crusader,  cruising,  and  ordered  her 
to  follow  this  vessel.  At  9  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  Mobjack  Bay,  low- 
ered all  boats  from  this  vessel,  Crusader,  and  Samuel  Rotan,  and  disem- 
barked the  troops,  all  officers  in  charge  of  boats  being  strictly  forbidden 
to  allow  their  crews  to  land.  Received  on  board  three  families  of 
refugees  and  9  contrabands,  in  all  25  persons.  In  the  evening  all  troops 
returned  again  on  board.  This  morning  at  0  a.  in.  got  underway,  and 
at  10 :  30  arrived  at  Yorktown  and  landed  all  troops  and  refugees.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Hays,  IL  S.  Navy,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Crusader,  regarding  the  chase  of  a  schooner. 

U.  S.  S.  Crusader, 
Yorktown,  January  i>4,  lSdd. 

Sir:  This  morning  at  6  o'clock,  while  in  company  with  the  Morse 
coming  out  of  New  Point,  I  discovered  a  steamer  which  1  supposed  to 
be  one  of  the  Russian  fleet,  seemingly  ashore,  heading  W.  8.  W.,  on  the 
Wolf  Trap.  I  received  orders  from  Captain  Babcock  to  proceed  to  her 
and  see  if  she  needed  assistance,  and  if  she  needed  more  than  1  could 
render,  to  return  to  him  for  additional  assistance.  1  got  within  3& 
miles  of  her,  when  she  started  her  wheels  and  turned  around,  heading 
S.  E.,  and  stood  out  in  the  bay  a  little  way.  1  hoisted  my  ensign  and 
numbers,  but  received  no  return  from  her.  After  standing  at  about  a 
mile  she  headed  up  the  bay,  going  at  full  speed,  I  giving  chase  and 
using  all  speed  to  overtake  her,  with  steam  and  all  sail.  I  fired  a  shot 
to  the  windward  of  her,  and  as  she  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  it  I 
fired  a  second  shot  at  her,  but  my  guns  being  of  short  range  I  could 
not  reach  her.  At  the  time  she  was  about  2 J  miles  distant,  going 
about  one  fourth  faster  than  we.  We  continued  on  until  we  were  about 
5  miles  north  of  Windmill  Point,  when  she  set  her  jack  and  took  a  pilot 
from  a  pilot  boat  and  kept  on  up  the  bay,  going  at  full  speed.  T  spoke 
the  pilot  boat,  but  they  could  only  tell  me  that  they  had  put  the  pilot 
on  board  without  asking  any  questions;  that  they  thought  she  had  no 
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gang  on  board,  and  was  evidently  a  Government  transport.  The  pilot 
boat  bad  "Invincible"  on  the  sail  and  "  Coquette"  on  the  stern,  "No.  4" 
on  the  fore  and  "No.  1"  on  tbe  main  sail.  At  this  time  she  was  just 
visible.  She  looked  and  acted  very  suspiciously.  I  had  already  chased 
her  a  considerable  distance  off  my  statiou,  and  as  she  probably  might 
have  been  a  Government  transport,  and  I  could  not  overtake  her,  I  con- 
sidered it  my  duty  to  return  to  Captain  Babcock  and  report  to  him. 

Owing  to  our  boilers  being  very  dirty,  causing  them  to  foam  badly, 
we  could  not  make  that  rate  of  speed  which  we  would  have  done  had 
the  chief  engineer  had  the  opportunity  of  getting  them  in  a  proper 
condition. 

She  was  a  side-wheel  steamer;  two  masts,  with  square  topsail  for- 
ward; about  1,500  tons;  painted  lead  color;  two  smokestacks;  black 
masts;  raking  and  black  mastheads. 

I  consider  the  practice  of  Government  transports  not  showing  their 
ensigns  in  answer  to  the  signal  of  gunboats  decidedly  dangerous  at 
this  time,  and  in  my  judgment  there  ought  to  be  some  regulation 
requiring  them  to  do  so.  It  is  possible  that  this  vessel  might  not  be 
engaged  in  legitimate  trade,  but  I  hope  my  conduct  will  meet  with  your 
approbation.

Sib  :  Many  years  ago  the  Navy  Department  built,  with  appropria- 
tions made  by  Congress,  a  bombproof  magazine,  three  fireproof  build- 
ings for  filling  rooms  and  storehouses,  and  another  building  for  quarters 
on  the  site  of  old  Fort  Norfolk,  aii  abandoned  fort  used  by  the  Army 
during  the  war  of  1812-1815.  This  magazine  is  surrounded  by  a  wall, 
and  has  a  railway  leading  to  a  stone  wharf  carried  out  to  deep  water, 
and  with  a  crane  for  hoisting  guns,  all  built  by  and  for  the  Navy. 

The  rebels  seized  this  magazine.  At  the  evacuation  of  Norfolk  the 
naval  magazine,  like  the  naval  hospital,  fell  into  the  possession  of  the 
Army.  The  hospital,  after  much  trouble,  was  restored  to  the  Navy. 
The  necessities  of  the  naval  service  now  require  the  restoration  of  its 
magazine.  This  the  Army  occupies.  In  the  magazine  it  has  some 
powder  and  fixed  ammunition,  principally  for  fieldpieces,  etc.  Iu  the 
storehouses  it  has  150  or  200  prisoners  of  all  sorts.  There  are  no  guns 
mounted  there,  and  the  rebel  earthwork  has  been  removed. 

When  the  rebels  occupied  Norfolk  the  Navy  was  constrained  to  stow 
its  powder  in  the  bombproofs  at  Fortress  Monroe  and  to  establish  a 
temporary  naval  depot  there,  keeping  some  of  its  ordnance  supplies  in 
vessels  afloat.  The  frigate  St.  Lawrence  (kept  at  considerable  expense) 
and  two  hulks  (both  of  which  leak,  and  when  repaired  are  needed  for 
storeships  at  Beaufort)  are  now  used  for  naval  ordnance  oft*  Fortress 
Monroe* 

The  Navy  ordnance  material  is  now  inconveniently  kept,  and  that 
part  of  it  afloat  is  exposed  to  the  machinations  of  the  enemy. 

Last  summer  and  fall  Norfolk  and  the  navy  yard  were  made  very 
secure  by  a  double  line  of  fortifications. 

General  Butler  now  applies  to  have  the  ordnance  depot  moved  from 
Fortress  Monroe.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  continue  it  there,  where 
it  is  inconvenient  to  both  services. 

The  naval  bombproof  and  fireproof  magazine  and  buildings  and 
grounds  below  Norfolk  afford  all  the  accommodation  the  Navy  requires. 

It  is  my  duty  to  make  known  the  necessity  of  the  service  to  the  Navy 
Department,  and  to  suggest  that  the  War  Department  may  be  requested 
to  restore  to  the  Navy  its  magazine,  buildings,  and  grounds.

SiB:  I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
absence  of  the  light-ship  from  the  point  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  and 
to  represent  the  urgent  necessity  of  her  being  restored  to  her  usual 
position. 

Land  can  not  be  seen,  as  you  are  fully  aware,  more  than  halfway  out 
the  length  of  the  shoal  from  its  base ;  consequently  there  is  no  landmark 
(like  the  lighthouse  at  Hatteras  and  Lookout)  to  assist  a  vessel  in 
avoiding  the  seaward  point  of  the  shoals.  Therefore  the  safety  of 
navigation  demands  it. 

Running  off  and  on  across  the  Gulf  Stream,  as  I  have  been  and  am 
still  doing,  if  there  is  much  wind  and  no  observations  obtained,  it  is 
very  easy,  and  indeed  a  very  usual  thing  for  a  vessel  to  be  out  of  the 
way  20  miles  in  longitude  in  the  course  of  twenty- four  hours.  When  it 
continues  cloudy  for  two  or  three  days  at  a  time,  and  unable  to  obtain 
observations,  the  error  is  correspondingly  increased. 

The  light-ship  stationed  off  the  point  of  the  shoals  is,  I  consider,  of 
great  assistance  in  capturing  blockade  runners.  In  many  instance^  as 
is  well  known,  they  make  the  light-ship  and  hover  about  there  watching 
an  opportunity  to  run  in.  This  is  the  testimony  of  the  captain  of  the 
light-ship.  He  has  lately  visited  Washington,  I  understand,  and  has 
been  commenting  upon  the  blockading  squadron  down  here  in  not  being 
more  about  the  vicinity  of  the  light-ship  and  using  greater  exertion  to 
capture  blockade  ruuners,  which  show  themselves  about  there  so  often. 

The  light-ship,  which  has  heretofore  been  stationed  here  and  broke 
adrift  in  a  gale,  got  into  Port  Eoyal,  and  I  understand  she  is  to  take 
the  place  of  the  Martin's  Industry  light-ship,  which  requires  repairs. 
I  should  hope  that  this  might  not  be  done.  A  light-ship  is  of  much 
more  importance  at  the  point  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals  than  at  Martin's 
Industry  { Port  Royal).  I  notice  that  since  the  absence  of  the  light-ship 
from  here,  our  packet  and  transport  steamers  and  other  vessels  passing 
to  and  from  the  northward  and  eastward  and  southward  and  westward 
keep  much  farther  out  (even  into  the  Gulf  Stream)  than  formerly. 

I  trust,  sir,  that  you  will  agree  with  me  as  to  the  necessity  of  having 
the  Frying  Pau  Shoals  light-ship  restored  to  her  former  position,  and, 
as  commanding  the  squadron  that  has  so  much  at  stake  upon  this 
coast  and  such  vital  service  to  perform,  that  you  will  call  the  particular 
and  earnest  attention  to  the  Light-House  Board  or  other  authorities  to 
that  important  matter.

blockading  vessels. 

January  29, 18f>4. 

You  arc  attached  to  the  blockade  off  Wilmington.  Your  duty  will 
be  to  intercept  inward-bound  blockade  runners  hovering  off  Cape  Look- 
out Shoals  with  a  view  to  run  in  at  night.  Make  Cape  Lookout  and 
then  shape  a  course  for  New  Inlet,  or  to  intercept  outward-bound 
blockade  runners  from  New  Inlet  to  Bermuda;  their  course  supposed 
to  be  direct,  i.e.,  K.  $  S.,on  which  course  you  need  not  blockade  farther 
eastward  than  the  meridian  of  75°.  On  this  course  you  should  aim  to 
be  at  daylight  at  a  point  where  the  blockade  runner  would  likely  be, 
allowing  her  a  speed  of  12  knots  an  hour  from  New  Inlet,  whence  she 
will  probably  depart  at  one  hour  before  high  tide  on  that  bar.  Keep, 
therefore,  an  accurate  tide  table  showing  time  of  high  water  on  that  bar. 

Send  me  your  abstract  log  when  you  go  into  Beaufort  for  coal. 

It  is  not  my  intention  that  the should  be  strained   on  this 

service,  and  it  you  find  that  she  strains,  or  does  not  chase  well  in  rough 
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weather,  or  on  the  first  trial,  you  will  go  into  Beaufort  to  replenish 
your  coal,  and  then  proceed  off  Western  Bar  and  report  to  the  senior 
officer  there  for  duty  on  that  part  of  the  blockade.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  transmitting  information 

regarding  operations  in  the  James  River. 

Confidential.]  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  January  29, 1864. 

Sib  :  The  Department's  communication  of  the  19th  instant  is  received, 
informing  me  that  from  various  sources  it  hears  that  the  rebels  meditate 
a  dash  down  James  River,  and  to  enable  me  to  be  better  prepared  for 
such  a  contingency  the  Department  has  ordered  the  ironclad  Atlanta  to 
this  point. 

The  enclosed  (No.  1),  dated  January  25, 1864,  from  General  Wild  to 
me  by  order  of  Major-General  Butler,  and  sent  by  special  messenger 
to  me,  shows  that  apprehensions  were  felt  that  day  for  the  safety  from 
the  rebel  ironclads  of  the  armed  army  transports  which  had  gone  up 
James  River  the  previous  night  on  a  military  expedition. 

The  enclosed  (No.  2),  dated  January  26,  part  of  the  conversation 
between  General  Butler  and  Henry  Moseby,  table  servant  of  Jeff.  Davis, 
purports  to  declare  that  the  rebels  have  but  two  ironclads  at  Rich- 
mond, one,  the  Richmond,  without  any  steam  power,  the  other  recently 
launched  and  not  to  be  ready  for  two  months. 

I  have  several  times  urged  upon  General  Butler  to  use  his  large  civil 
fund  to  obtaiu  exact  intelligence  about  the  ironclads  in  Richmond,  and 
he  has  just  told  me  that  lie  is  organizing  a  secret  intelligence  system, 
and  that  the  seizure  made  by  General  Graham  at  Brandon  (enclosure 
No.  3),  dated  January  20, 1864,  was  effected  on  information  thus  obtained. 

The  Department  is  aware  that  the  information  we  previously  had  went 
to  show  that  the  rebels  had  three  ironclads  at  Richmond.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  it  is  quite  probable,  I  presume,  that  within  sixty  or  seventy  days 
from  now  that  operations  of  magnitude  will  occur  on  this  river,  either 
by  our  movement  against  Richmond  or  by  the  rebel  dash  referred  to  by 
the  Department  in  anticipation  of  and  in  hopes  of  frustrating  a  move- 
ment on  our  side.  The  rebels  must  remember  that  they  delayed  to  attack 
us  before  the  passage  of  the  forts  at  New  Orleans. 

I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  urge  the  Department  to  send  the  Sangamon 
here.  The  Roanoke,  drawing  24  feet,  is  clumsy  to  handle  here  at  night, 
and  can  go  but  a  mile  or  two  above  Newport  News.    The  Atlanta,  I 
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understand,  draws  15  or  16  feet  of  water;  if  so,  she  can  not  go  above 
Harrison's  Bar.  I  trust  that  the  Sangamon  now,  and,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable several  of  the  new  monitors  (which  I  hope  will  be  ready  for  the 
opening  of  the  spring  campaign),  will  be  added  to  this  command.  These 
ironclads  should,  if  possible,  be  fitted  with  torpedoes. 

Naval  Constructor  Hanscom  is  fitting  his  torpedo  apparatus  to  the 
wooden  steam  tug  Alert,  to  be  leady  in  six  weeks  or  two  months.  He 
thinks  that  ironclads  are  required  for  torpedoes;  that  an  ironclad  fitted 
with  his  apparatus  could  easily  destroy  the  Roanoke  or  other  ironclads 
not  fitted  with  torpedoes. 

This  is  a  subject  of  grave  importance,  and  I  hope  that  the  Bureau  of 
Ordnance  will  at  once  have  some  torpedoes  properly  prepared  at  the 
Washington  navy  yard.  The  torpedo,  properly  made  and  applied,  is 
formidable  for  aggressive  and  defensive  purposes,  and  I  respectfully 
apply  to  have  some  of  them  in  this  squadron.

Conversation  between  Major-General  Butler  and  Henry  Moseby,  table  servant  of  Jeffernon 

Davis,  January  26,  1S04. 

General:  Do  you  know  anything  else? 

Moseisy:  No,  sir.  1  can  tell  you  something  about  vessels.  They 
have  got  the  ironclad  Richmond  at  Drewry's  Bluff.  There  is  another 
one  at  Richmond;  it  is  not  finished  yet;  I  suppose  it  will  take  about 
two  months  to  finish  her;  she  has  not  been  long  launched.  The  Rich- 
mond and  the  Patrick  Henri/  were  down  there  when  I  was  there.  The 
Richmond  is  all  finished;  she  has  six  guns  and  is  covered  with  wide 
sheet  iron,  as  nigh  as  1  can  guess  about  2£  inches  thick;  it  comes  up 
with  her  deck,  and  bends  over  her  gunnings  [gunwales?].    She  has 
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got  two  gtms  mounted  ou  each  side  of  the  hip  roofing,  about  3  feet 
above  her  main  deck,  and  then  one  in  her  bow  and  one  in  her  stern. 
She  has  no  steam,  and  can  go  either  way  in  case  she  is  towed;  she  is 
towed  by  the  West  Point. 

There  are  some  little  boats  which  ran  np  and  down — mail  boats. 
There  are  no  ironclads  that  have  any  steam  on  them  inside  of  Drewry's 
Bluff.    I  don't  know  what  there  is  outside. 

General  :  Were  you  on  board  the  Richmond  t 

Moseby:  No,  sir.  I  could  have  went  on  board  of  her;  I  was  one 
side  of  her;  the  ladies  went  on  board  of  her  from  the  West  Point. 
There  are  three  or  four  little  boats  that  go  backward  and  forward  to 
Drewry's  Bluff;  some  have  one  gun,  some  two. 

General:  What  obstructions  have  they  got  in  the  river? 

Moseby:  I  don't  know.  This  ironclad  that  will  be  done  in  two 
months,  I  can't  tell  whether  she  will  have  steam  on  or  not.  She  was 
launched  about  six  weeks  ago,  perhaps  a  little  more.

Fortress  Monroe,  Va.,  January  25, 1864. 

Sir:  Brigadier-General  Graham,  by  my  direction,  went  with  three  armed  trans- 

rorte  and  a  competent  force  to  the  peninsula,  made  a  landing  on  the  James  River, 
miles  below  Fort  Powhatan,  known  as  the  Brandon  Farms,  and  captured  22  of  the 
euemy,  7  of  the  Signal  Corns,  and  brought  away  99  negroes.  They  also  destroyed 
24,000  pounds  of  pork  and  large  quantities  of  oats  and  corn,  and  captured  a  sloop 
and  schooner  and  240  boxes  of  tobacco,  and  5  Jews,  preparing  to  run  the  blockade, 
and  returned  without  the  loss  of  a  man.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  February  6, 1864. 

Sib  :  Commander  J.  M.  Frailey,  U.  S.  S.  Quaker  City,  nnder  date  of 
February  1,  reports  as  follows: 

I  respectfully  report  that  early  on  the  morning  of  the  29th  ultimo  a  large  steamer 
was  seen  at  anchor  under  Fort  Caswell,  evidently  preparing  to  leave  the  river  on 
the  first  favorable  opportunity.  After  dark  I  proceeded  close  in  to  the  bar  with  this 
steamer,  accompanied  by  the  State  of  Georgia  and  Emma  (the  night  being  very  dark 
with  a  light  air  from  southward  and  westward)  and  then  anchored  with  a  small 
kedge  and  6-inch  hawser.  After  reaching  our  positions,  an  armed  boat  was  sent  in 
from  the  State  of  Georgiat  in  charge  of  an  officer,  by  whom,  at  about  7.45  p.  ni.,  a 
signal  was  made  by  rocket  and  blue  lights,  of  a  steamer  standing  out  to  the  south- 
ward and  westward,  but  not  seeing  or  hearing  any  movement,  1  continued  at  my 
anchorage. 

At  9:45  p.  m.,  near  high  water,  the  sound  of  a  paddle-wheel  steamer  was  distinctly 
heard  by  every  one  on  deck,  passing  rapidly  abeam,  and  to  the  southward  and 
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westward,  when  I  immediately  weighed  my  kedge  and  stood  in  the  same  direction, 
without,  however,  seeing  anything,  but  soon  losing  all  trace,  and  chasing  some  7 
or  8  miles,  gave  it  up  and  returned  to  my  anchorage. 

The  Department  will  perceive  the  difficulties  of  preventing  these  low, 
swift,  and  well  colored  steamers  from  running  out  at  night  in  weather 
to  suit  them — thick  and  foggy,  or  on  moonless  nights.  So  far,  we  have 
only  captured  two  outward-bound  vessels,  but  have  driven  several 
others  on  shore.  Since  August,  1862,  our  long  list  of  blockade  runners 
destroyed  and  captured  consists  principally  of  those  inward  bound.

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  January  31, 1864. 

Sib:  I  have  to  report  that  while  lying  still  at  9  p.  m.  on  the  night  of 
the  30th  instant  the  sound  of  paddle  wheels  was  distinctly  heard  to 
the  southward.  At  this  time  the  weather  was  very  thick  and  foggy. 
We  immediately  started  ahead,  and  at  9:15  saw  a  steamer  coming 
toward  us,  but  in  five  minutes  after  she  hauled  away  to  the  S.  W.  and 
ran  for  the  shoal.  We  immediately  fired  two  shots  at  ber  and  threw 
up  a  rocket;  in  five  minutes  after  this  she  was  out  of  sight.  We  chased 
her  until  we  shoaled  the  water  to  one-fourth  less  4  fathoms;  we  then 
steamed  back  close  to  the  southward  of  Smith's  Island,  expecting  he 
would  try  again  to  pass  us,  but  saw  nothing  of  him  during  the  night. 
When  we  first  discovered  him  the  south  end  of  Smith's  Island  bore  N. 
W.  by  W.,  1  mile.  He  must  have  crossed  the  reef  about  a  mile  to  the 
southward  of  the  wreck  of  the  Antonica.

Sir:  Brigadier-General  Wessells  informed  me  yesterday  that  In 
heard  that  25,000  pounds  of  iron  had  been  sent  from  Wilmington  1 
two  weeks  since,  to  be  put  on  the  ironclad  building  at  Halifax,  o 
Roanoke  River. 
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The  story  came  indirectly  from  two  men  who  visited  Atlanta,  Ga., 
some  time  since  to  carry  negroes  from  this  State,  and  returning,  passed 
through  Wilmington.  They  and  the  iron  came  in  the  same  train. 
Although  one  of  these  men  is  wealthy,  of  good  standing,  and  was  for- 
merly an  officer  of  the  rebel  Army,  he  was  not  permitted  to  visit  the 
boat  at  Halifax,  but  was  told  none  out  navy  officers  could  see  her. 

The  engine  is  reported  in  her  and  is  said  to  be  good,  but  not  new. 

I  enclose  you  an  extract  from  the  Raleigh  Weekly  Standard  of  the 
10th  instant.  The  report  is  false  from  beginning  to  conclusion.  I 
planned  the  affair,  and  we  would  have  captured  the  entire  party  liad 
we  been  ten  minutes  earlier.  I  bad  40  sailors  and  one  12-pounder  how- 
itzer and  there  were  about  350  infantry.  We  marched  about  16  miles. 
There  was  no  fight,  and  nothing  worth  reporting.  The  rebels  ran.  I 
fired  three  or  four  times  at  them  at  long  range.  We  held  the  town  of 
Windsor  several  hours,  and  marched  back  8  miles  to  our  boats  without 
a  single  shot  from  the  enemy.

Yesterday  morning  engaged  the  enemy  with  a  force  of  200  men  and  a  mounted  rifle 
piece.  After  a  fight  of  two  hours,  in  which  wo  engaged  1,200  of  the  enemy  and  3 
nieceB  of  artillery,  the  Yankees  were  driven  from  Windsor,  N.  C,  to  their  boats. 
We  lost  6  men.    The  loss  of  the  enemy  is  not  known.

Cooperate  to  the  extent  of  your 
opportunity  with  the  objects  of  the  expedition.  Avoid  landing  unless 
absolutely  necessary.

Say 
to  General  Graham  that  1  desire  to  see  him  on  his  return.

Bib:  Returning  here  Sunday  afternoon,  31st  ultimo,  after  an  absence 
of  a  few  hours  at  the  navy  yard,  I  was  informed  by  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Upshur,  of  this  ship,  that  General  Graham  had  a  few  hours 
previously  gone  up  the  James  River  with  the  army  gunboats  on  an 
expedition,  the  object  of  which  was  to  capture  some  rebel  troops  (said 
to  be  about  40)  and  tobacco,  and  that,  on  the  application  of  General 
Graham,  Captain  Gansevoort  had  sent  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis 
with  the  Commodore  Morris  into  the  Nausemond  to  cooperate. 

The  Commodore  Morris  being  very  short  of  her  complement,  a  detail 
of  50  men  from  this  ship  was  put  on  board  of  her  to  supply  her  deficien- 
cies, and  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  was  instructed  by  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Upshur  not  to  allow  them  to  land  without  it  was  absolutely 
necessary. 

On  my  return  I  ordered  the  ShokoJcon  and  Commodore  Barney  to  fol- 
low General  Graham  and  cooperate. 

At  7.30  next  morning,  in  a  dense  fog,  I  received  from  General  Graham 
a  letter  explaining  his  situation  and  asking  for  assistance.  I  imme- 
diately ordered  the  Minnesota?*  launches  to  be  got  out,  armed,  provided, 
and  dispatched  to  the  assistance  of  the  army  expedition,  and  tele- 
graphed to  General  Butler  on  the  subject. 

Soon  afterwards  Acting  Ensign  Harris,  of  the  Navy,  who  is  on  serv- 
ice with  the  Army,  and  was  in  this  expedition,  came  off  in  the  fog  to 
our  picket  boat,  Commodore  Jones,  and  reported  that  the  detachment  of 
cavalry,  infantry,  and  a  howitzer  squad,  in  all  about  90  men,  which  Gen- 
eral Graham  had  landed  at  Smithtield  the  previous  afternoon  had,  on 
their  march  to  Chnckatuck,  encountered  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy, 
and,  at  8  p.  in.,  had  been  driven  back  to  Smithtield,  where  they  were  sur- 
rounded and  in  great  danger  of  being  cut  off.  Unfortunately,  none  of 
the  army  gunboats  or  transports  was  then  at  Smithtield  to  protect  or 
bring  off  the  detachment. 

The  fog  still  prevailed.  I  sent  Ensign  Miller,  with  Acting  Ensign 
Harris  and  General  Graham's  letter  to  me,  to  General  Butler,  that 
General  Butler  might  understand  the  situation,  and,  if  he  thought 
proper,  might  send  troops  in  the  rear  to  relieve  this  beleaguered  detach- 
ment. At  the  same  time  I  dispatched  the  ShoJcoJcon  to  tow  our  launches 
as  near  as  the  water  would  allow  her  to  go  in  the  direction  of  Smith- 
field,  and  I  sent  the  Commodore  Barney  up  the  Nansemoud  with  an 
order  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  providing  for  the  assistance 
which  General  Graham  desired  there. 

At  5  p.  in.  the  launches  returned  and  reported  the  army  gunboat 
Smith  Briggs  had,  after  the  Shokolcon  had  taken  them  as  far  as  her 
draft  would  allow,  towed  them  several  miles  to  within  close  proxim- 
ity to  Smithtield,  where  a  hot  engagement  immediately  commenced 
between  the  enemy  and  our  forces  on  shore,  supported  by  our  launches 
and  the  Smith  Briggs,  which  resulted  in  the  capture  and  destruc- 
tion of  the  Smith  Briggs  by  the  rebels,  with  the  capture  of  nearly  all 
the  detachment  landed  at  Smithtield  by  General  Graham.    • 

The  reports  of  Acting  Ensign  Birtwistle  and  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Jarvis,  who,  after  the  wounding  of  Acting  Master  Pierson,  had  com- 
mand of  the  launches  sent  from  this  ship,  show  that  after  sustaining  a 
heavy  fire  of  musketry  and  artillery  in  these  open  boats,  and  the  guns 
of  the  Smith  Briggs  being  turned  upon  them  by  the  rebels,  the  launches 
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were  compelled  to  retire  without  being  able  to  render  any  farther 
assistance. 

Acting  Master  Pierson  and  3  men  of  this  ship  were,  I  regret  to  state, 
seriously  wounded. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Gil  lis  that  the 
second  detachment,  composed  of  32  men  from  the  Smith  Briggs  and  12 
from  the  Commodore  Morris,  landed  in  the  Nansemond  with  instructions 
to  meet  the  first  detachment  from  Ghuckatuck,  returned  safely. 

I  enclose  the  following  papers  pertaining  to  this  affair,  among  which 
is  a  request  from  me  to  General  Butler  that  expeditions  requiring  naval 
cooperation  or  passing  the  lines  of  the  blockade  should  be  previously 
determined  between  him  and  myself.

Report  of  Captain  Gansevoort,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  oommanding  TJ.  8.  8.  Roanoke. 

U.  S.  Ironclad  Roanoke, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  February  4,  1864. 

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  facts  (as  far  as  I 
can  recollect)  relating  to  the  expedition  which  went  up  the  river  on 
January  31,  under  the  command  of  General  Graham. 

Sunday  morning,  January  31,  about  10  a.  m.,  three  army  steamers 
came  up  from  Fortress  Monroe  and  went  near  the  Minnesota,  and  shortly 
after  I  saw  a  boat  coming  toward  this  vessel  with  an  army  lieutenant 
(whose  name  I  do  not  remember)  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis. 
On  their  arrival  the  army  lieutenant  stated  to  me  that  General  Graham 
was  going  on  an  expedition  and  wanted  Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis 
to  go  with  him.  1  referred  him  to  the  admiral,  and  was  informed  that 
he  was  absent  at  Norfolk,  and  would  not  be  back  until  late  in  the  after- 
noon. 1  replied  that  1  did  not  consider  that  absence;  to  which  they 
said  that  to  all  intents  and  purposes  it  was  absence  as  far  as  the  expe- 
dition was  concerned;  that  the  time  that  would  be  taken  in  sending  to 
the  admiral  and  the  return  would  defeat  the  object  of  the  expedition. 
I  then  asked  him  what  was  the  object  of  this  expedition,    lie  replied 
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that  it  was  to  capture  about  50  men.  I  asked  him  how  he  expected  to 
accomplish  it.  He  said  that  they  intended  to  go  up  the  river  a  short  dis- 
tance, land  the  men,  and  then  march  down.  I  then  asked  what  assist- 
ance Lieutenant-Commander  Oillis  would  be  to  them.  He  said  that 
General  Graham  wanted  him  to  take  charge  of  the  boats.  I  asked  him 
if  he  expected  that  the  sailors  were  to  be  landed.  He  told  me  no,  that 
they  had  a  force  large  euough,  and  that  it  was  not  the  intention  to  land 
the  sailors. 

He  also  stated  that  they  were  not  going  far  from  the  ship,  and  would 
be  back  in  sixteen  or  eighteen  hours,  as  they  were  ordered  to  return  in 
that  time. 

Under  these  conditions  1  consented  to  let  Lieutenant-Commander 
Gillis  accompany  the  expedition,  believing  that  it  would  meet  with 
your  approbation.

Letter  from  Brigadier-General  Graham,  TJ.  8.  Army,  to  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  TJ.  8.  Navy. 

Hdqrs.  Naval  Brigade,  Dept.  of  Va.  and  N.  0., 

On  Board  Transport  Long  Branch, 
Off  Holloway  [  Halliday's]  Point ,  February  1,  1864 — 5  a.  m. 

Admiral:  1  landed  a  party  of  90  men,  consisting  of  20  cavalry,  one 
howitzer  squad,  and  the  remainder  infantry,  at  Smithfield,  at  1 :  25  p.  in. 
yesterday,  with  orders  to  march  to  Chuckatuck,  where  I  was  informed 
there  was  a  small  force  of  the  enemy. 

At  Chuckatuck  they  were  to  have  been  met  by  another  detach- 
ment, which  left  Holloway  |Halliday's)  Point.  This  latter  detachment 
marched  as  far  as  Chuckatuck,  saw  no  enemy,  heard  distant  firing, 
which  the  commanding  officer  supposed  to  be  the  first  detachment 
endeavoring  to  make  a  landing  at  Smithfield.  This  last  detachment 
returned  to  its  place  of  landing  about  sundown. 

At  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  yesterday,  1  dispatched  the  gunboat  Flora  Temple 
to  Chuckatuck,  but  unfortunately  she  grounded  and  remained  ashore 
until  1  came  up  with  the  General  Jesitp  and  transport  Long  Branch. 

The  Flora  Temple  had  been  dispatched  to  Chuckatuck  to  occupy  the 
attention  of  the  enemy  on  shore  while  the  other  parties  were  advancing 
from  the  points  indicated. 

I  left  Smithfield  at  «'*:  40  p.  m.,  having  remained  there  at  the  request 
of  the  officer  commanding  the  first  detachment,  so  that  his  detachment 
might  return  to  the  vessels  if  it  met  with  any  serious  opposition  before 
it  had  reached  a  distance  beyond  possibility  of  communication. 

Up  to  the  time  1  left,  no  tiring  was  heard  at  all.  After  the  vessels 
with  me  had  succeeded  in  drawing  off  the  Flora  Temple,  we  steamed  as 
rapidly  as  possible  for  the  mouth  of  the  Chuckatuck,  but  it  was  quite 
dark  and  very  hazy  when  we  reached  there,  consequently  we  kept  on 
for  the  Nansemoud,  and  reached  there  at  8  o'clock  p.  in.,  when  1  was 
informed  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  that  the  second  detachment 
had  reported  as  above. 

Immediately  thereupon  I  sent  orders  by  the  Smith  Briggs  to  the  Flora 
Temple  and  General  Jesup  to  proceed  at  daylight  to  the  Chuckatuck, 
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make  a  reconnoissance,  and  report  to  me  as  early  as  practicable  at  the 
mouth  of  tbe  Nansemond. 

At  daylight  I  intend  landing  with  a  detachment,  and  feeling  my  way 

cautiously  to  Ohuckatuck  village. 

As  soon  as  I  have  definite  tidings  I  will  communicate  with  yon  again. 

In  the  meantime,  please  request  your  vessels  to  keep  a  lookout  on  the 

banks  of  the  James  River  for  any  of  our  meu  that  may  have  strayed 

from  the  main  body,  if  it  has  been  captured. 

Please  communicate  the  above  facts  to  Major-General  Butler,  and 
oblige,

Sir  :  I  send  this  by  the  Barney.  Ensign  Harris  has  just  come  off  on 
the  Commodore  Jones,  and  reports  that  the  first  detachment  fell  back 
upon  Smithville  [Smithfield,  Va.]  at  8  p.  m.  yesterday,  where  they  are 
surrounded  and  short  of  howitzer  ammunition.  I  have  sent  him  to 
General  Butler. 

I  am  sending  our  launches  to  Pagan  Creek  with  plenty  of  ammuni- 
tion. The  Morris  or  Harney  can  bring  General  Graham  out  and  take 
him  there  if  he  wishes  it.  Leave  a  gunboat  in  the  Nansemond  to  pick 
up  stragglers.

SiB :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  part  taken 
by  this  vessel  in  an  expedition  uuder  Brigadier-General  Graham,  hav- 
ing for  its  object  the  capture  and  breaking  up  of  the  camp  of  a  body  of 
rebels  on  the  Ghuckatuck  Greek,  in  Isle  of  Wight  County. 

At  the  request  of  General  Graham,  and  after  communicating  with 
the  senior  officer  present,  I  took  command  yesterday  of  the  forces  on 
Nansemond  River,  both  army  and  navy,  which  were  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  forces  (under  the  immediate  command  of  General  Graham) 
from  Smithfield,  on  Pagan  Creek.  The  force  placed  under  my  command 
by  General  Graham  consisted  of  the  army  gunboat  Smith  Briggs  and 
two  launches  manned  by  34  men  of  the  Naval  Brigade,  under  command 
of  Captain  McLaughlin,  besides  which  I  had  50  men,  obtained  from  the 
Minnesota.  The  force  under  General  Graham  consisted  of  70  men  of 
the  Naval  Brigade  and  20  cavalry;  this  latter  force  to  land  at  Smith- 
field  with  a  fieldpiece  and  march  to  the  village  of  Chuckatuck,  on 
Ghuckatuck  Creek.  It  was  supposed  that  at  2  o'clock  they  would 
have  been  $wo  hours  on  the  road,  and  therefore  General  Graham 
directed  that  the  party  he  had  placed  under  my  command  should  land 
at  that  hour  and  also  march  on  Chuckatuck,  where  he  expected  they 
would  form  a  junction.  I  did  not  arrive  at  Ferry  Point,  from  which 
place  they  were  to  debark,  until  about  five  minutes  before  2  o'clock, 
but  at  2: 15  all  the  men  were  landed,  and  at  2: 20  they  had  taken  up 
their  line  of  march  for  Chuckatuck,  with  directions  to  proceed  to  that 
place  and  remain  two  hours,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time,  if  they 
neither  saw  nor  received  any  intelligence  of  the  other  party  from 
Smithfield,  they  were  to  return,  which  instructions  were  carried  out, 
they  having  remained  the  specified  time  and  received  no  intelligence 
of  the  other  party,  but  hearing  heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of  Smith- 
field,  which  led  them  to  suppose  that  the  enemy  had  been  met  in  consid- 
erable force,  and  that  our  men  had  been  obliged  to  retire.  Returning 
without  having  seen  any  of  the  enemy,  they  reembarked  at  C:30  p.  m. 
I  then  got  underway,  the  Smith  Briggs  in  company,  towing  launches, 
and  stood  down  to  opposite  Town  Point,  where  I  came  to  anchor,  feel- 
ing certain  that  the  expedition  had  most  signally  failed.  At  7 :  30  Gen- 
eral Graham  arriving  in  the  Long  Branch  with  the  information  that  the 
party  which  he  had  taken  had  landed  and  were  on  their  way  across  the 
peninsula.  I  got  underway,  and,  in  company  with  the  Long  Branch 
and  Smith  Briggs,  returned  to  Ferry  Point,  where  we  again  came  to 
anchor,  hoping  to  receive  some  intelligence. 

Having  received  none  during  the  night,  at  7  o'clock  this  morning, 
General  Graham  started  for  Chuckatuck  with  30  men  of  the  Kaval 
Brigade  and  the  50  men  belonging  to  the  Minnesota,  hoping  either  to 
meet  or  receive  some  word  from  those  about  whom  he  now  began  to 
feel  great  anxiety,  but  being  unsuccessful  in  his  efforts,  he  returned  to 
the  vessels,  determined  to  proceed  again  to  Smithfield,  to  which  place 
he  had  sent  the  Smith  Briggs  at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning.  Before 
getting  underway,  however,  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Commodore  Barney 
brought  your  dispatch  of  this  date  tome,  and,  at  the  request  of  General 
Graham,  I  immediately  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  Pagan  Creek,  where 
I  communicated  with  commanding  officer  of  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Shoko- 
Jem,  who  informed  mo  that  the  launches  sent  to  Pagan  Creek  by  your- 
self had  been  repulsed  at  Smithfield  with  a  loss  of  5  wounded,  one 
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being  Acting  Master  Pierson  of  the  Minnesota,  and  that  the  Smith 
Briggs  and  all  on  board  had  been  captured,  and  that  the  smoke  which 
was  seen  in  the  direction  of  Smith  field  was  supposed  to  be  from  the 
burning  of  that  vessel,  which  supposition  was  confirmed  in  a  short 
time  by  the  rapid  explosion  of  her  shells,  and  soon  thereafter,  at  3: 50 
p.  m.,  by  the  explosion  of  her  magazine. 

About  this  time  a  flag  of  truce  was  discovered  on  shore,  on  the 
lower  side  of  Pagan  Creek  near  the  mouth,  and  a  launch  belonging  to 
the  Naval  Brigade,  under  command  of  Captain  McLaughlin,  was  sent 
in  to  communicate.  He  brought  off  5  of  our  men,  including  Captain 
Lee  (who  had  command  of  the  force  landed  at  Smithtield),  who  had  suc- 
ceeded in  making  good  their  escape. 

Captain  Lee  informed  me  that  in  the  light  of  Sunday,  he  succeeded 
in  driving  the  rebels,  but  having  received  information  that  heavy  rein- 
forcements were  coming  in  from  Ivor  Station  to  cut  him  off  from  his 
advance  on  Chuckatuck,  and  also  that  there  was  a  company  of  cavalry 
at  Cherry  Grove,  he  deemed  it  advisable  to  fall  back  on  Smith  field, 
where  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  communicate  with  Oeneral  Oraham  in 
time  to  receive  assistance  before  the  enemy  could  advance  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  render  his  capture  or  destruction  certain,  but  the  Smith 
Briggs*which  [had]  been  sent  to  his  assistance,  did  not  arrive  until  too 
late.  The  strength  of  the  enemy  as  reported  by  Captain  Lee,  was  one 
regiment  of  infantry,  one  of  cavalry,  and  one  battery  of  artillery. 

Deeming  any  further  demonstration  with  the  means  at  hand  against 
so  strong  a  force  of  the  enemy  impracticable,  not  being  able  to  get  up 
the  river  any  farther  with  my  vessel,  I  directed  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  Shokokon  to  return  to  the  Minnesota  with  the  launches  and  their 
crews  and  the  wounded  men  and  officer,  after  which  1  returned  and 
reported  to  you  in  person.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Sheldon,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  8.  Shokokon.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report,  as  far  aa  my  knowl- 
edge extends,  of  the  circumstances  of  the  attack  on  the  boats  and 
wounding  1  officer  and  «'5  seamen  up  Smithtield  [Pagan]  Creek  belong- 
ing to  the  I  J.  S.  flagship  Minnesota: 

About  10  o'clock  a.  in.  this  day  1  left  the  flagship  with  two  launches 
belonging  to  the  Minnesota  and  proceeded  with  them  in  tow  up  the 
James  River,  arriving  off'  Smithtield  f  Pagan)  Creek  at  11:  M  a.  in.  The 
army  gunboat  Smith  Briggs  arriving,  offered  to  take  the  launches  along- 
side of  her  and  to  tow  them  in,  there  not  being  water  enough  for  this 
vessel  to  proceed  farther.  It  being  very  foggy  at  the  time,  the  Smith 
Briggs  proceeded  up  the  creek  with  the  launches  about  .*>  miles.  I 
heard  heavy  and  rapid  tiring.  Soon  after  it  cleared  away  enough  to 
see  that  the  firing  was  from  shore  and  was  returned  by  the  Smith 
Briggs  and  launches;  they  then  passed  around  a  point  of  land  from 
sight;  about  a  half  hour  after  saw  the  launches  return;  1  immediately 
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sent  a  boat  with  the  surgeon  to  assist  the  wounded,  if  any.  At  3:30 
p.  m.  the  boats  returned,  having  on  board  Acting  Master  Pierson  and 
3  seamen  wounded.  I  learned  that  the  Smith  Briggs  had  been  captured 
and  destroyed.  1  started  with  the  wounded  for  the  flagship,  arriving 
at  5 :  30  p.  m.  this  day.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Upshur,  XT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  XJ.  B.  B.  Xmnoiota. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.%  February  1, 1864. 

SiB:  In  your  absence  yesterday  at  the  Norfolk  navy  yard,  Briga- 
dier-General Graham  appeared  here  with  three  armed  steamers  and  a 
detachment  of  men,  and  sent  a  request  that  a  gunboat  might  go  up  the 
Nansemond  Eiver  to  assist  in  an  expedition,  the  object  of  which,  as 
stated  to  me  by  one  of  General  Graham's  lieutenants,  was  to  capture  a 
numjrer  of  the  enemy's  troops  (about  40)  and  a  quantity  of  tobacco, 
supposed  to  be  located  on  the  peninsula  formed  by  the  Nansemond 
Biver  and  Pagan  Creek. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  senior  officer  present,  Captain  Ganse- 
voort,  who  gave  his  consent,  and  the  Commodore  Morris,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Gillis,  commanding,  was  assigned  the  duty. 

A  detail  of  50  men  was  sent  from  this  vessel  to  the  Morris  to  supply 
the  deficiences  in  her  crew. 

This  morning,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  the  launches  of  this  ship 
were  armed  and  equipped,  put  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master 
Pierson,  and  sent  to  aid  in  rescuing  a  party  of  General  Graham's  men 
at  Smith  field,  said  to  be  in  a  critical  position. 

I  herewith  enclose  the  reports  of  Acting  Ensign  Birtwistle  and  Act- 
ing Master's  Mate  Jarvis,  officers  of  the  launches,  of  the  part  taken  by 
them  in  an  engagement  with  the  enemy  at  Sinithville  [Smithfield],  Va., 
Acting  Master  Pierson  having  been  seriously  wounded. 

I  also  enclose  the  surgeon's  report  of  the  wounded  belonging  to  this 
ship.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  I  left  the  ship  this  morning  at  9 :  30, 
in  charge  of  the  second  launch,  heavy  12-pounder  howitzer,  and  crew 
of  23  nieu,  subject  to  the  orders  of  Acting  Master  Pierson,  who  had 
command  of  the  first  launch,  rifled  howitzer,  and  23  men.  We  were 
taken  in  tow  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Shokokon,  and  arrived  off  Smithfield 
[Pagan)  Creek  at  about  12  in.  The  army  steamer  Smith  Briggs  came 
to  us;  we  cast  off  from  the  Shokokon  and  were  taken  in  tow  by  the 
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Smith  Briggs,  up  Smithfleld  [Pagan]  Greek,  to  within  about  2,000  yards 
of  the  village  of  Smithfleld,  when  we  discovered  oar  army  detachment 
on  shore  and  the  enemy  engaged,  the  enemy  having  a  battery  to 
the  southward  of  the  village,  on  which  the  Smith  Briggs  and  the  first 
launch  opened  fire,  it  being  about  3,000  yards  distant.  We  continued 
in  line  toward  the  village,  when  we  discoverd  our  army  men  on  shore 
running  from  the  direction  of  the  battery  toward  us.  The  Smith 
Briggs  ran  alongside  a  wharf,  and  our  men  commenced  getting  on  board 
of  her,  when  the  rebel  riflemen  opened  a  murderous  fire  on  her  and  the 
launches  from  behind  houses,  etc.,  on  the  hill  about  250  yards  from  the 
wharf,  driving  the  men  from  their  guns  on  the  Smith  Briggs,  and  cap- 
turing her  by  charging  down  the  hill;  the  launches  during  this  time 
kept  up  a  fire  with  shrapnel.  We  could  then  no  longer  stand  the  fire 
of  the  riflemen,  and  Mr.  Pierson  headed  the  first  launch  down  the 
creek,  and  as  he  passed  me  told  me  to  follow  him.  We  rounded  the 
point  near  the  village,  rounded  to,  and  fired  a  few  more  shots.  Our 
flag  was  still  flying  on  the  steamer,  and  they  appeared  to  be  working 
her  about.  This  I  thought  strange,  but  as  soon  as  were  fairly  under- 
way down  the  creek  again  they  turned  the  guns  of  the  Smith  Briggs 
on  us,  and  also  artillery  from  the  side  of  the  hill.  During  the  engage- 
ment George  Anderson  (seaman),  while  at  the  gun  in  the  second  launch, 
was  wounded  in  the  right  hand,  and  when  I  overhauled  the  first  launch 
at  the  mouth  of  the  creek  I  learned  that  Mr.  Pierson  was  wounded  in 
abdomen  and  right  arm;  George  Cook  (seaman),  thigh  and  testicle; 
William  B.  Kelly  (seaman),  in  bowels,  by  sword  thrust  by  Mr.  Pierson. 

In  nearing  the  Shokokon,  which  was  lying  off  the  mouth  of  the  creek, 
we  met  a  boat  from  her,  in  charge  of  her  executive  officer,  with  the 
Shokokon1  s  doctor  and  steward,  with  necessaries  for  wounded ;  landed 
our  wounded  on  the  Shokokon  at  about  2:45  p.  m.  She  towed  our 
launches  to  the  Minnesota.  During  the  attack  on  the  Smith  Briggs, 
the  first  launch  was  about  200  yards  from  her  and  the  second  launch 
was  about  500.  I  think  it  was  well  we  retreated.  Could  they  have 
managed  the  steamer,  and  outflanked  us  on  the  beach,  we  could  not 
have  returned.

Sir:  The  following  is  a  true  report  of  the  boat  expedition  which  left 
this  vessel  10  a.  m.  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Pierson,  in  tow  of  the 
U.  S.  gunboat  Shokokon.  Wo  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  Pagan  Creek, 
and,  finding  we  could  not  proceed  any  farther,  we  then  were  taken  in 
tow  by  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Smith  Briggs  and  proceeded  up  the  creek. 
Mr.  Pierson  and  the  pilot  then  went  on  board. 

At  11 :  30  a.  in.  the  enemy  opened  Are.  It  was  immediately  returned 
and  silenced  the  enemy.  Mr.  Pierson  gave  orders  to  haul  up  alongside. 
He  and  the  pilot  returned  to  the  launch.  We  cast  oft*  and  proceeded 
nearer  the  town.  Mr.  Pierson  then  gave  orders  to  Mr.  Birtwistle  to 
look  out  for  his  launch,  for  he  should  give  him  no  more  orders.  Mr. 
Pierson  said  he  would  go  above  the  town,  but  not  to  Are,  for  our  men 
held  the  town.    When  abreast  of  the  town  the  enemy  commenced  firing 
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with  muskets  (I  should  judge  about  150),  which  caused  a  confusion 
with  the  greater  part  of  the  launch's  crew. 

Mr.  Pierson  gave  orders  to  turn  the  launch  so  the  howitzer  would 
come  to  bear  on  the  enemy,  using  profane  words  to  the  crew.  When 
the  second  volley  was  fired,  wounding  Mr.  Pierson  and  3  men,  Mr. 
Pierson  then  said,  "I  am  gone;  you  must  get  out  the  best  way  you 
can,"  giving  the  order  to  strike  the  flag.  I  then  made  answer,  "That 
can  not  be  done."  The  coxswain,  Thomas  McOarty,  and  quartermaster, 
Julius  Bartlet,  repeated  the  answer,  "No,  no."  By  this  time  we  were 
out  of  musket  range,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  ran  down  the 
bank,  and  kept  up  a  brisk  fire  until  we  were  out  of  range. 

The  muskets  in  the  boat  were  discharged  at  the  enemy  by  those  who 
did  not  man  the  oars.  We  then  proceeded  down  the  creek  to  the  U.  S. 
gunboat  Shokokon,  having  our  wounded  put  on  board  and  cared  for. 
At  5  p.  m.  reported  on  board.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  in  the  engagement  of  this  date  with 
the  rebel  force  at  Smithfield,  Va.,  the  following  persons  attached  to  the 
U.  S.  8.  Minnesota  were  wounded:  A.  B.  Pierson.  acting  master,  by  a 
musket  shot,  producing  severe  flesh  wounds  of  the  right  arm  and 
chest;  George  Cook,  ordinary  seaman,  by  a  musket  shot,  producing 
flesh  wounds  of  left  thigh  and  scrotum;  John  B.  Kelly,  seaman,  by  a 
sword  thrust  in  the  abdomen,  producing  a  serious  wound;  George 
Anderson,  seaman,  by  a  musket  shot,  producing  flesh  wound  of  left 
hand.

Report  of  Pilot  Stevens,  XT.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Neicport  News,  Va.,  February  4, 1864. 

Sir  :  According  to  your  orders  I  proceeded  as  pilot  of  the  expedition 
in  command  of  Acting  Master  A.  B.  Pierson,  he  having  the  two 
launches  of  this  ship  under  his  command.  After  leaving  this  ship,  the 
U.  S.  S.  Shokokon  took  the  launches  in  tow  and  proceeded  to  the  mouth 
of  Smithfield  [Pagan]  Creek,  where  she  anchored,  the  water  being  too 
shallow  for  her  to  proceed  up  the  creek.  The  army  boat  Smith  Briggs, 
on  coming  up,  volunteered  to  take  the  launches  in  tow,  which  Mr. 
Pierson  agreed  to.  After  proceeding  about  2£  miles  up  the  creek,  we 
perceived  a  man  ou  the  shore  waving  a  white  rag.  The  captain  of 
the  Briggs  hove  his  vessel  to  and  sent  a  boat  to  get  the  man,  who 
proved  to  be  a  soldier  belonging  to  our  forces,  and  was  taken  the  night 
previous  by  the  rebels,  but  had  escaped. 
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When  within  half  a  mile  of  Smithfield  Wharf,  the  captain  of  the 
Briggs  said,  "I  must  let  you  go;  I  can  not  tow  you  farther,"  We 
cast  off  then  from  the  Briggs  and  immediately  opened  fire  on  the  rebel 
battery,  they  having  opened  fire  on  our  forces  about  five  minutes  pre- 
vious, and  being  about  a  mile  and  a  half  distant  from  us.  After  firing 
about  five  rounds,  we  followed  the  Briggs  toward  the  village.  After 
getting  to  within  about  250  yards  of  the  dock,  I  observed  that  it  was 
crowded  with  soldiers,  the  Briggs  at  that  time  lying  close  to  the  dock 
and  firing  at  right  angles  to  it.  We  kept  on  our  course  toward  the 
wharf  for  a  couple  of  moments  longer,  when  a  body  of  rebels  ran  down 
the  hill  and  charged  on  our  soldiers  on  the  wharf,  driving  many  of  them 
overboard,  and  at  the  same  time  opening  fire  on  the  launches  from  the 
left  bank  of  the  creek.  At  that  time  Mr.  Pierson  gave  the  order  to 
turn  round  with  her  head  down  the  creek,  and  at  the  same  moment 
received  a  shot  in  the  right  arm  and  ordered  the  Hag  to  be  hauled  down. 
McCarty,  the  coxswain  of  the  launch,  said,  "  I  will  kill  the  first  man 
that  touches  the  colors,"  or  some  words  to  that  effect.  Mr.  Pierson 
said  then,  "If  you  will  not  haul  it  down,  let  it  stay  up."  At  this  time 
the  boats  were  going  slowly  down  the  creek,  the  enemy  meanwhile 
keeping  up  a  brisk  fire  at  us.  Mr.  Pierson  received  another,  shot, 
which  struck  him  in  the  breast,  and  after  a  moment  or  so  said,  "I  must 
lie  down;  I  feel  faint,"  which  ne  did  accordingly.  I  think  the  rebels 
had  possession  of  the  Smith  Briggs  at  that  time,  for  while  we  were 
going  down  her  guns  were  trained  on  us  and  opened  fire.  We  made 
the  best  of  our  way  down  the  creek  and  got  alongside  of  the  Shokokon 
at  2 :  30  p.  m.  I  ought  to  have  stated  that  previous  to  the  boats  turn- 
ing round  3  of  the  men  were  wounded  and  fell  to  the  bottom  of  the 
launch.  I  saw  the  Briggs  on  fire,  and  also  saw  her  blow  up  at  3 :  60 
p.  m.

Report  of  Acting  Muter  Barclay,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  XT.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Jones, 
James  River,  February  6,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  at  daylight  this  morning  we  saw  a  man 
on  a  raft  close  inshore  at  Pagan  Greek.  Steaming  in  sufficiently  near 
to  cover  the  boat  with  our  guns,  sent  in  to  bring  him  off,  which  was 
done.  He  gave  his  name  as  John  Lyman,  private  in  Company  A,  One 
hundred  and  fifty -second  liegiment  Volunteers,  Third  Pennsylvania 
Heavy  Artillery. 

He  reports  that  he  was  one  of  the  detachment  which  went  to  Smith- 
field  in  the  U.  S.  army  gunboat  General  Jesup  last  Sunday,  January 
31, 1864,  and  is  one  of  the  crew  of  the  U.  S.  army  boat  Brewster,  Act- 
ing Ensign  [Arnold]  Harris,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding.  He  was 
captured  on  Monday  morning  last,  with  the  rest  of  the  detachment, 
numbering  90  men ;  was  a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels  on  the 
wharf  at  Smithfield  at  the  time  the  U.  S.  army  gunboat  Smith  Briggs 
was  blown  up  by  the  rebels.  He  states  that  the  crew  of  the  Smith 
Briggs  were  taken  prisoners;  that  Lieutenant  [Thomas  S.]  Harris,  U.  S. 
Army,  was  wounded  in  foot,  and  one  man  on  each  side  killed;  that 
the  rebel  cavalry,  which  he  counted,  numbered  40  men;  that  in  all, 
infantry  included,  tbey  numbered  about  500  men ;  that  he  escaped  from 
a  back  window  of  a  house  while  his  guard  was  engaged  talking  to 
some  men,  and  has  traveled  the  distance  of  20  miles,  swimming  across 
Pagan  Creek  in  his  route  and  was  fired  at  three  times  by  rebel  pickets. 
He  states  that  the  rebel  authorities  in  Richmond  had  knowledge  of  the 
expedition  and  sent  sufficient  force  to  capture  it.  I  sent  him  imme- 
diately to  the  liagship.

Letter  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Major- General 
Butler,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  restoration  to  the  Navy  of  the  naval 
magazine  and  buildings  at  Norfolk. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Netvport  Netcs,  Va.,  February  1, 1864. 

General:  I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Bureau  of 
Ordnance,  Navy  Department,  respecting  the  stowage  of  powder  on 
board  the  chartered  naval  ordnance  schooner  Oarstairs,  now  here  on 
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boat  started,  but  was  probably  captured.  They  report  that  some  mus- 
kets and  carpenters9  tools  have  been  taken  from  the  Ranger,  and 
that  the  Parrott  rifle  from  the  Iron  Age  has  been  recovered.  They  do 
this  work  principally  at  night  and  in  thick  weather.  One  or  two  of 
these  men  are  very  intelligent,  and  can  give  some  information  regard- 
ing the  disposition  and  force  of  the  coast  guard,  etc. 

While  recently  on  station  No.  4,  observed  on  two  or  three  occasions 
men  at  work  about  the  wrecks  and  drove  them  away;  while  one  day, 
having  approached  quite  near  the  Ranger,  was  warmly  attacked  by  a 
party  of  riflemen  concealed  behind  the  sand  hills.  Her  destruction 
seems  so  complete,  that  I  should  suppose  it  impossible  to  obtain  much 
from  her.  I  am  directed  to  send  these  contrabands  north  to-morrow  by 
the  New  Berne.

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Florida. 

U.  S.  S.  Florida, 
Off  New  Topsail  Inlet,  February  3,  1864. 

Sib:  Yesterday  I  came  to  this  place,  as  we  saw  a  steamer  here  and 
apparently  on  shore.  On  arriving  1  found  that  the  Sassacus  had  dis- 
covered the  steamer  Wild  Dayrell,  of  Liverpool,  on  shore,  and  had  been 
trying  since  Sunday  to  get  her  off.  I  immediately  offered  every 
assistance,  and  to-day  I  had  all  hands  at  work  discharging  coal,  run- 
ning hawsers,  and  pulling  on  her,  but  could  not  succeed  in  getting  her 
off,  and  to-day  we  set  her  on  fire,  and  she  is  now  burning  well,  and  both 
vessels  are  firing  at  her  to  destroy  her  hull  as  much  as  possible.  We 
have  not  been  troubled  by  the  enemy,  except  for  a  short  time  with 
musketry,  when  they  were  soon  silenced,  after  a  few  shells  were  fired 
at  them. 

I  have  been  so  occupied  that  I  have  not  had  time  to  make  more  than 
a  hasty  report  of  the  matter.  The  New  Berne  is  iu  sight  (I  think  it  is 
she),  and  I  wish  to  have  this  ready  for  her. 
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The  [last]  eight  refugees  1  send  by  the  New  Berne,  as  Captain  Sands 
gave  me  directions  to  send  the  first  two  by  her  to  Hampton  Roads. 

The  cargo  of  the  Wild  Dayrell  had  been  nearly  discharged,  the  rest 
was  destroyed  by  as;  and,  as  it  was  not  practicable,  or  rather  worth 
the  trouble  and  time  to  save  it,  I  allowed  the  crews  to  take  such  things 
as  would  have  been  burned  up. 

Shoes,  blankets,  and  provisions  appear  to  have  been  her  general 
cargo. 

Captain  Hoe,  of  the  Sassacus,  has  a  portion  of  her  papers,  and  will 
make  out  his  report  of  the  matter  to  yon. 

I  think  the  Dayrell  got  ashore  by  accident.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Roe,  XT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Saieaeui. 

U.  S.  S.  SASSACUS, 

Off  Stump  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  3,  1861. 

Str:  I  have  to  report  that  about  11  o'clock  a.  in.,  on  the  morning  of 
the  1st  instaut,  in  about  the  parallel  of  Topsail  Inlet,  North  Carolina,! 
discovered  a  steamer  close  iushore,  showing  heavy  columns  of  smoke. 
I  headed  for  her  at  once,  and,  upon  approaching,  found  her  ashore  at  the 
mouth  of  Stump  Inlet.  Her  crew  were  busy  throwing  overboard  her 
cargo,  a  portion  of  which  was  scattered  along  the  beach.  When  within 
reach  of  my  guns,  her  crew  and  people  tied  in  their  boats,  when  1  fired 
a  few  guns  to  disperse  any  enemies  that  might  be  hovering  near.  I 
boarded  and  took  possesion  of  the  steamer,  which  proved  to  be  the 
blockade  runner  Wild  Dayrell.  All  the  papers  which  I  could  find  I 
herewith  transmit.  She  was  inward  bound,  two  days  from  Nassau. 
I  found  her  furnaces  tilled  with  fuel  and  burning,  with  the  intention  of 
destroying  her  boilers.  I  hauled  her  fires  and  found  her  machinery 
and  the  vessel  in  perfect  order,  with  a  portion  of  her  cargo,  consisting 
of  assorted  merchandise,  still  on  board.  I  immediately  got  our  hawsers 
and  attempted  to  pull  her  off,  but  failed,  owing  to  the  falling  of  the 
tide.  1  again  made  another  attempt  at  1  o'clock  a.  in.  on  the  morning 
of  the  2d,  but  parted  the  hawser.  The  weather  looking  bad,  I  put  to 
sea  until  daylight,  when  I  returned  and  assumed  a  new  position  to 
endeavor  to  get  her  off. 

In  the  meantime,  I  commenced  to  lighten  the  vessel  by  throwing  over- 
board about  20  tons  of  cosil.  At  high  water,  about  2  p.  in.  of  the  2d,  I 
commenced  tugging  at  her  again,  when,  after  some  time,  the  current 
sweeping  me  close  to  the  shoal  to  leeward,  the  Sasmcus  struck  twice 
lightly.  1  cut  the  hawser  and  steamed  up  to  a  new  positron  and 
auchored.     During  this  trial,  the  U.  S.  S.  Florida,  Commander  Crosby, 
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came  in  and  anchored,  with  offers  of  assistance  to  us.  During  this  trial 
the  wind  blew  fresh  from  the  southward  and  westward  in  heavy  flaws, 
which  was  the  principal  cause  of  my  failure  to  get  her  off.  I  then 
steamed  up  to  a  new  position  to  try  her  again.  On  the  3d,  while  get- 
ting on  board  our  hawsers  to  the  prize,  with  the  assistance  of  the  boats 
of  the  Florida,  my  cable  suddenly  parted  and  I  was  forced  to  steam  out 
to  keep  from  fouling  the  Florida,  which  was  anchored  near,  and  in  so 
doing  parted  the  hauling  lines  of  the  hawsers,  which  were  being  hauled 
in  by  the  Florida's  men  on  board  the  prize. 

During  this  last  operation  the  enemy  appeared  and  opened  fire  with 
musketry  upon  the  Sassacus  and  the  boats  coming  from  the  prize. 
Both  vessels  promptly  opened  fire  and  the  enemy  were  driven  off. 

I  would  here  observe  that  the  cable  of  this  vessel  parted  unduly, 
without  having  been  strained  by  any  swell  or  heavy  wind,  thus  losing 
the  anchor  and  about  5  fathoms  of  cable.  We  were  anchored  in  2j 
fathoms  water;  the  cable  was  undoubtedly  bad. 

Upon  consultation  with  Commander  Crosby  we  decided  that  it  was 
impossible  to  get  the  steamer  off,  and  that  we  must  destroy  her. 
Accordingly,  I  gave  the  signal  to  the  men  on  board  of  her  to  set  fire  to 
her  thoroughly  and  return  aboard,  which  was  done.  Both  vessels  then 
opened  fire  upon  the  steamer,  and  she  was  riddled  at  about  the  water 
line  with  raking  shots  from  the  Sassacus.  No  attempt  was  made  to  save 
her  cargo,  as  I  deemed  it  impracticable  to  do  so.  Not  one-half  of  her 
cargo  had  been  thrown  overboard  and  the  rest,  which  I  deemed  very 
valuable  merchandise,  was  consumed  with  the  vessel.  Valuable  time 
would  have  been  lost  in  the  effort,  and  to  pillage  her  would  have  demor- 
alized my  men  for  healthy  action  in  some  future  similar  service.  Hav- 
ing effected  this  duty,  1  put  to  sea  at  about  8  o'clock  of  the  evening  of 
the  3d. 

1  transmit  herewith  an  appraisement  of  value  of  the  steamer  and 
cargo,  made  by  a  board  ordered  upon  that  service.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  XT.  8.  Navy,  transmitting  additional  report!. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Neics,  Va.,  February  10, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  enclose  herewith  the  reports  (1)  of  G.  Edgar  Allen,  acting  third 
assistant  engineer,  lately  attached  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Underwriter,  captured 
and  destroyed  by  the  rebels  during  their  recent  raid  upon  New  Berne. 

Also  the  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Graves  (2),  com- 
manding the  U.  S.  S.  Lockwood,  detailing  the  naval  operations  during 
the  time  New  Berne  was  threatened  by  the  enemy.  From  the  report  of 
Mr.  Allen  it  seems  that  the  Underwriter  was  surprised  by  three  boats 
filled  with  men,  while  lying  at  anchor  in  the  Neuse  River  above  the 
line  of  our  fortifications.  After  a  short  resistance,  the  Underwriter  was 
surrounded  by  the  enemy,  who  proceeded  to  place  the  officers  and 
crew  in  their  boats,  and,  after  plundering  the  vessel,  set  her  on  fire 
and  commenced  to  retreat  with  their  prisoners  under  a  fire  from  the 
battery  on  shore. 

Mr.  Allen,  on  discovering  that  the  guard  which  had  been  placed  in 
the  boat  he  was  in  numbered  but  two  men,  easily  took  possession  of  the 
boat,  and  making  prisoner  of  one  of  the  guard,  made  his  way  to  the 
shore  within  our  lines.  I  enclose  list  (3)  of  the  officers  and  men  who 
thus  made  their  escape  from  the  enemy,  and  who  are  now  on  board  the 
Lockwood.  1  have  directed  Commander  Davenport  to  distribute  them 
among  the  vessels  in  the  sounds,  according  to  their  necessities. 

I  will  cause  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter  to  be  instituted.

Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  February  2,  1S64. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  about  half  past  2  o'clock  this 
morning,  while  the  U.  S.  S.  Underwriter  was  lying  at  anchor  in  the 
Neuse  Kiver  above  our  line  of  works,  several  boats  filled  with  men 
were  seen  coming  down  the  river.    The  night  was  very  dark,  and  they 
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were  not  seen  until  they  had  approached  within  100  yards  of  the  ves- 
sel. They  were  hailed  as  soon  as  seen,  but  instead  of  answering,  cried 
out,  "Give  way;  give  way  strong."  We  then  found  out  that  they 
were  filled  with  the  enemy.  The  rattles  were  imm<Mliately  sprung  for 
all  hands  to  get  to  quarters,  but  before  the  guns  (which  were  trained 
on  the  port  bow  so  as  to  command  the  bridge  crossing  the  river)  could 
be  brought  to  bear  upon  them  they  had  approached  so  near  our  star- 
board bow  and  quarter  that  we  attacked  them  with  small  arms.  They 
appeared  to  number  150,  while  there  were  not  over  40  men  all  told 
upon  the  vessel.  We  repelled  them  successfully  for  fifteen  minutes, 
wnen  they  overpowered  us  and  captured  all  the  men  and  part  of  the 
officers  on  deck,  driving  the  remainder  down  into  the  wardroom,  where 
they  followed  with  cutlasses  and  revolvers,  demanding  us  to  surrender, 
which,  as  nothing  could  be  gained  by  resistance,  we  did. 

We  were  immediately  ordered  into  the  boats  under  guard ;  I,  together 
with  18  or  20  of  the  crew,  being  put  into  the  whaleboat  belonging  to 
the  Underwriter.  After  we  were  all  in  the  boats  they  stripped  the  ves- 
sel of  everything  they  could  carry  off,  and  then  set  fire  to  her  fore 
and  aft. 

While  they  were  doing  this  Fort  Stevenson  opened  on  the  vessel, 
the  first  shell  going  through  the  port  wheelhouse  and  signal  box  and 
bursting,  wounded  several  of  the  enemy. 

We  then  shoved  off  and  were  proceeding  up  the  stream,  the  boat  I 
was  in  being  astern  the  rest,  when  I  discovered  that  in  their  hurry  to 

Set  off  they  had  put  only  two  men  as  guard  in  the  boat.  This  fact  I 
iscovered  by  the  one  in  the  stern  steering  (by  whom  I  was  sitting) 
hailing  the  other  boats,  which  were  some  50  yards  ahead  of  us,  and 
asking  them  to  take  off  some  of  us,  as  the  boat  was  overloaded  it  could 
make  no  headway,  also  saying  they  wanted  a  stronger  guard,  as  all  but 
two  were  prisoners.  One  of  the  other  boats  was  turning  to  come  back 
when  I  snatched  the  cutlass  from  the  belt  of  the  guard  and  told  the 
men  to  pull  for  their  lives.  Some  of  the  men,  the  other  guard  among 
them,  jumped  overboard  and  swam  for  land.  I  headed  the  boat  for  the 
shore  and  landed  at  the  foot  of  the  line  of  breastworks,  delivered  my 
prisoner  to  the  commanding  officer,  and,  procuring  an  ambulance,  took 
one  of  our  disabled  men  to  the  hospital.  At  daylight  I  reported  on 
board  the  Lockicood. 

At  5  a.  m.  the  magazine  of  the  Underwriter  blew  up,  and  at  this  time 
she  lies  burned  to  the  water's  edge.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 
At  3:30  a.  m.  on  the  1st  instant  the  officer  of  the  deck  reported  heavy 
firing  in  direction  of  Neuse  Koad, 

At  5  a.  m.  I  communicated  with  Acting  Master  Westervelt,  com- 
manding the  Underwriter,  and  Acting  Master  Josselyn,  commanding 
the  Bully  ordering  them  to  be  in  readiness  for  a  move.    At  6:30  a.  m. 
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I  received  an  official  dispatch  from  General  Palmer,  informing  me  that 
the  enemy  were  advancing  in  force  and  requesting  me  to  make  such 
disposal  of  the  boats  under  my  command  as  I  should  deem  proper. 

I  immediately  ordered  the  Underwriter  to  get  underway  and  take  up 
position  on  the  Neuse  River,  so  as  to  command  the  plain  outside  our 
line  of  works,  and  the  Hull  to  take  a  station  above  her. 

At  9  a.  m.  the  Underwriter  had  reached  the  position  assigned  her, 
but  the  Hull j  soon  after  getting  underway,  got  aground  and  could  not 
be  gotten  oft'  during  the  day. 

Soon  after  this  (hearing  from  the  commanding  general  that  the 
enemy  were  planting  a  battery  near  Brice's  Creek)  I  proceeded  with 
the  Lockwood  as  far  up  the  Trent  River  as  I  could  get,  and  lay  there 
at  anchor  for  the  night. 

At  3  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  2d  I  received  a  dispatch  from 
General  Palmer,  informing  me  that  the  Underwriter  had  been  taken 
by  surprise. 

Immediately  after  receiving  this  I  perceived  her  to  be  on  fire,  but  as 
it  was  very  thick  and  the  channel  very  intricate,  I  was  obliged  to  wait 
until  daylight  before  I  could  move. 

As  soon  as  it  grew  light  I  got  underway  and  ran  down  the  river  to 
New  Berne,  where  1  found  the  Underwriter  burned  to  the  water's  edge. 
From  all  that  1  can  learn  it  was  a  complete  surprise.  They  had  very 
little  steam  on  and  no  boarding  nettings  up.  The  officers  and  crew 
fought  desperately  until,  overpowered  by  numbers,  they  were  obliged  to 
surrender.  I  enclose  the  report  of  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
Allen,  late  of  the  Underwriter;  also  a  list  of  the  men  who  have 
reported. 

The  attacking  party  was  composed  of  sailors,  armed  with  rifles, 
revolvers,  and  cutlasses,  about  300  in  all,  regularly  organized  and 
stationed,  engineers,  firemen,  pilot,  and  all  complete. 

Acting  Masters  Lear  and  Newman  being  here  (not  having  had  time 
to  report  to  their  respective  vessels),  I,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  com- 
manding general,  fitted  up  the  army  steamer  Allison  with  two  field- 
pieces,  ami  placed  her  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master  Rogers, 
assisted  by  the  above-named  officers.  Later  in  the  day  the  general 
placed  the  steamer  Eagle  at  my  disiwsal,  to  arm  with  such  guns  as 
could  be  obtained. 

At  (>  p.  m.  the  Hull  was  gotten  afloat,  and  1  immediately  ordered 
her  to  proceed  down  the  river  as  far  as  Johnson's  Point,  to  reeonuoiter 
and  prevent  the  enemy  from  erecting  batteries  upon  the  banks. 

This  evening,  at  the  request  of  the  commanding  general,  1  supplied 
Colonel  Nixon  with  all  the  available  boats  for  an  expedition  up  the 
Neuse  River.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  Department's 
confidential  communication  of  13th  instant,  enclosing  copy  of  letter 
from  the  superintendent  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  ltailroad  in  regard 
to  "derelictions  from  duty w  on  the  part  of  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  U.  S.  S.  Underwriter,  lately  destroyed  by  the  enemy. 

The  capture  of  the  commanding  officer  and  most  of  the  other  officers 
renders  a  satisfactory  court  of  enquiry  difficult.  I  have  been  waiting 
for  the  disturbances  in  that  quarter  to  be  over,  when  a  court  of  enquiry 
will  be  convened.

Report  of  Commander  Davenport,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  February  17, 1864. 

Admiral:  The  reports  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Graves  and 
Third  Assistant  Engineer  Allen  will  give  you  the  particulars  of  the 
capture  of  the  Underwriter. 

General  Palmer  informs  me  that  the  enemy  evidently  intended  mak- 
ing a  simultaneous  combined  attack,  but  the  weather  prevented  the 
naval  forces  arriving  at  the  proper  time. 

When  the  first  attack  (on  shore)  was  made,  the  Underwriter  was  at 
anchor  below  the  town,  on  the  eve  of  starting  for  Hatteras  to  resume 
her  duties  there. 
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She  was  ordered  up  the  Neuse,  the  Lockwood  up  the  Trent,  while  the 
Commodore  Hull  was  aground  and  could  not  be  gotten  off,  e?en  with 
the  assistance  of  tugs,  etc.,  the  water  being  very  Tow. 

The  enemy  came  down  with  fifteen  armed  boats*  three  of  them  barges 
which  had  been  transported  from  Richmond,  carrying  in  all  about  300 
men,  and  boarded  the  Underwriter  on  all  quarters.  At  this  time  the 
gig  of  the  Underwriter  was  absent  with  one  of  General  Palmer's  staff, 
up  Bachelor's  [Batchelder's]  Creek,  in  an  attempt  to  communicate  with 
one  of  the  outposts. 

The  Underwriter,  as  you  are  aware,  is  very  low  in  the  water,  her 
guards  scarcely  clearing  it. 

From  the  official  report  of  the  enemy,  their  loss  proves  that  the  offi- 
cers and  crew  of  the  Underwriter  fought  well  until  overpowered. 

The  enemy  were  commanded  by  Commander  John  Taylor  Wood  and 
the  following-named  officers:  Lieutenant  Gardner,  Lieutenant  Hoge, 
Lieutenant  Kerr,  Lieutenant  Wilkinson  [Captain  T.  S.  Wilson f] 

The  only  one  of  the  crew  known  to  be  killed  is  John  Fealy,  first-class 
fireman.  His  body  floated  ashore  last  night,  and  I  had  it  interred  this 
morning.

Admiral  :  I  find  there  were  several  men  at  the  hospital  and  on  board 
the  IT.  S.  S.  Seymour  belonging  to  the  late  U.  S.  S.  Underwriter  at  the 
time  of  her  loss.

Sir  :  The  force  under  my  command  boarded  and  captured  last  night 
the  U.  S.  gunboat  Underwriter,  4  guns,  90  men  and  officers.  Her  posi- 
tion within  musket  range  of  several  strong  works,  one  of  which  was 
raking  the  vessel  during  the  time  we  had  possession,  and  not  having 
steam  caused  me  to  burn  her.  Our  loss  is  20  killed  and  wounded  and  4 
missing.    The  enemy's  unknown.

Detailed  Report  of  Commander  Wood,  C.  8.  Navy. 

Richmond,  Va.,  February  11, 1864. 

Sir:  I  report  the  result  of  the  late  expedition  near  New  Berne,  N.  O. 

Lieutenant  Loyall,  with  the  boats  and  men  from  the  James  River 
Squadron,  left  for  Petersburg  by  the  river  on  the  28th  ultimo,  arriving 
there  next  morning.  The  boats  were  shipped  on  the  cars  for  Kinston, 
which  point  was  reached  at  2  a.  m.  on  the  31st.  The  boats  and  parties 
from  Wilmington  and  Charleston  were  to  leave  and  join  the  command 
at  Goldsboro,  but  owing  to  delay  at  the  first  place  it  was  noon  before 
they  arrived  at  Kinston.  The  light  boats  were  at  once  put  in  the  water 
and  started  down  the  Neuse,  leaving  Lieutenant  Gift,  with  the  two 
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launches,  to  follow  as  soon  as  possible.  On  the  way  down  the  river  the 
boats  were  divided  into  two  divisions;  the  officers  and  men  stationed; 
instructions  given;  arms  distributed,  etc.  The  delay  in  starting,  as 
well  as  the  intricacy  of  the  channel,  prevented  our  reaching  New  Berne 
until  4  a.  m.,  on  the  1st  instant,  and  then  a  fog  rendered  everything 
obscure.  Passing  up  and  down  in  front  of  the  town  without  discover- 
ing the  enemy,  the  near  approach  of  daylight  caused  a  move  up  the 
river  to  Bachelor's  [Batchelder's]  Creek.  The  men,  too,  were  exhausted, 
having  pulled  60  miles  almost  uninterruptedly.  Communicated  with 
General  Pickett,  who  during  tbe  day  drove  the  enemy  inside  of  his 
works  around  the  town. 

Beconnoitered  the  harbor;  only  one  gunboat  in  sight.  At  sunset 
Lieutenant  Gift  joined  with  the  launches;  soon  after  started  down 
the  river  again,  pulling  for  the  position  of  the  gunboat.  Boarded; 
one  division  forward,  the  other  aft.  She  was  carried  in  a  few  min- 
utes with  some  loss.  All  hands  were  stationed  beforehand,  and  they 
promptly  repaired  to  their  stations.  Preparations  were  made  for  get- 
ting underway,  the  fires  spread,  chains  slipped,  and  an  effort  made  to 
tow  her  off  with  the  launches,  but  failed  to  save  her,  for  she  was 
moored  head  and  stern  close  inshore,  so  that  all  her  guns  could  bear 
upon  the  land  approaches,  her  steam  low,  with  the  fires  banked,  and 
soon  after  boarding  the  enemy  opened  with  both  artillery  and  small 
arms,  the  first  shot  raking  the  vessel.  The  wounded  and  prisoners 
were  passed  into  the  boats.  Firing  the  vessel,  returned  up  the  river 
to  the  rendezvous. 

It  was  the  gunbbat  Underwriter,  of  325  tons,  with  a  battery  of  two 
Vlll-inch  shell  guns,  one  30-pounder  rifle,  and  one  12-pounder  howitzer; 
a  crew  of  72  men,  according  to  her  watch  bill,  and  12  or  15  officers. 
Acting  Master  Westervelt  commanded,  lie  was  wounded  and  escaped, 
as  did  a  number  of  her  crew,  by  jumping  overboard  and  swimming 
ashore.  Several  also  escaped  in  the  captain's  gig,  which  was  alongside. 
1  enclose  a  list  of  the  prisoners  brought  off;  also  of  the  killed  and 
wounded.  Midshipman  Saunders  and  Engineer  Gill  were  most  promis- 
ing young  officers  and  a  loss  to  the  service.  Hawkins,  Sullivan,  and 
Marine  Bell  were  excellent  men,  tried  and  faithful.  Our  troops  falling 
back  to  Kinston  caused  a  like  movenment  with  the  boats. 

To  Lieutenant  Loyall,  the  executive  officer,  the  success  of  the  expedi- 
tion is  greatly  due.  The  organization  and  discipline  of  the  command 
were  maintained  during  our  entire  absence  by  his  bravery  and  efficiency. 
1  recommend  him  most  heartily  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  for  pro- 
motion. Of  all  the  other  officers  1  can  only  say  they  were  ever  zealous 
and  prompt.  I  do  not  believe  a  finer  body  of  young  officers  or  men  was 
ever  brought  together.  They  are  a  credit  to  any  service.  Captain 
Wilson,  with  25  marines,  rendered  most  valuable  services.  Lieutenant 
Lakin,  with  30  men  from  the  United  Artillery,  joined  (through  some 
delay  in  the  transmission  of  his  orders)  too  late  to  take  an  active  part* 
but  they  were  ready  and  anxious  for  work. 

Arriving  at  Kinston,  Lieutenant  Porcher,  with  the  detachment  from 
Charleston,  was  ordered  to  return  immediately  to  that  place.  The 
others  awaited  orders  from  Richmond  until  the  10th  instant,  when  they 
returned  by  the  same  route.

Richmond,  Va.,  February  13, 1864. 


Dear  Sir: 


I  was  with  Wood  in  his  late  expedition  to  New  Berne,  N.  C,  which 
resulted  in  the  cutting  out  and  destruction  of  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Under- 
writer. It  was  a  bold  design  and  well  executed,  and  Wood  deserves 
much  credit  All  is  due  to  him  and  Loyall,  as  the  bulk  of  the  work 
fell  upon  the  two  leading  boats.  The  enemy  were  up  in  good  season, 
but  could  not  train  their  great  guns,  but  their  lire  from  small  arms  wad 
quite  severe.  Our  loss  was  about  20  in  killed  and  wounded;  theirs 
about  the  same.  I  make  the  following  diagram  to  explain  the  matter 
better. 

As  soon  as  the  firing  ceased  on  board  Fort  Stevens  [Stevenson J 
opened  with  a  heavy  rifled  gun,  her  first  shot  striking  the  upper  works 
and  walking  beam.  The  vessel  had 
no  steam,  and  we  could  not  slip  her 
chain  and  tow  her  off  with  the  boats. 
Therefore  we  were  compelled  to  aban- 
dou  and  fire  her  and  thread  our  way 
back  from  under  the  forts.  Our  force 
consisted,  I  think,  of  about  250  sea- 
men and  landsmen,  25  marines,  and 
about  30  officers,  in  twelve  cutters 
and  surfboats  and  two  launches,  the 
latter  carrying  45  men  each  and  two 
12-pounder  boat  howitzers.  But  a 
small  portion  of  our  men  were  en- 
gaged. The  weight  of  the  fighting 
fell  on  Wood  and  Loyall,  and  right 
nobly  did  they  enact  their  parts.  1 
am  all  admiration  for  Wood.  He  is 
modesty  personified,  conceives  boldly 
and  executes  with  skill  and  courage.  The  original  design  was  to  attack 
and  cut  out  some  four  or  five  vessels  that  were  accustomed  to  lay  in  the 
river,  but  unfortunately  this  one  was  all  that  could  be  found. 

I  trust  that  I  have  not  tired  you  by  this  long  and  disjointed  recital 
of  my  own  wants  and  expectations.  I  hope  to  hear  from  you  soon 
after  getting  to  Columbus.

Ejrtract  from  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  April  80, 1864. 

On  the  2d  of  February  last  a  naval  force  consisting  of  33  officers  and 
220  men,  embracing  a  portion  of  the  Marine  Corps  under  Captain  T.  S. 
Wilson,  and  all  under  the  immediate  command  of  Commander  John 
Taylor  Wood,  and  which  was  organized  at  Richmond  to  cooperate  with 
the  military  forces  in  North  Carolina,  boarded  and  captured  the  Federal 
gunboat  Underwriter,  of  four  guns  and  a  crew  of  85  officers  and  men, 
immediately  under  the  enemy's  batteries  at  New  Berne. 

The  heavy  enfilading  fire  of  the  shore  batteries  prevented  him  from 
bringing  the  vessel,  which  4i<3  destroyed.  Our  loss  was  5,  including 
2  gallant  and  promising  young  officers,  Midshipman  P.  Saunders  and 
First  Assistant  Engineer  E.  J.  Gill,  who  fell  in  a  hand-to-hand  conflict 
on  the  enemy's  decks.  The  enemy  was  at  quarters  and  received  our 
advancing  boats  with  a  fire  of  heavy  guns  and  small  arms.  A  copy  of 
the  report  of  Commander  Wood  of  this  brilliant  exploit,  which  reflects 
great  credit  upon  himself  and  his  command,  is  herewith  submitted.

New  Berne  in  now  besieged  by  a  very  large  force,  and  our  eommunicatioim  with  the 
coaHt  cut  oil";  that  the  river  communications  are  liable  to  be  cut  oil  by  butteries 
erected  in  the  river.

Report  of  Commander  Dove,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  naval  station, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  regarding  Confederate  attack  on  New  Berne,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  Naval  Station, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  February  3,  1864. 

Sir:  On  Monday,  1st  instant,  Colonel  Jourdan,  commanding  the 
subdistrict  at  Morehead  City,  sent  word  to  me  that  he  had  been 
attacked  and  wished  to  see  me. 

On  reaching  the  railroad  depot  I  found  that  New  Berne  had  been 
invested  by  a  large  force  of  rebels;  the  train  due  at  11  a.m. had  not 
been  able  to  get  there,  and  that  the  telegraph  wire  had  been  tapped. 
1  immediately  made  the  best  disposition  of  the  force  at  my  disposal. 
The  Nansemond,  which  had  arrived  the  day  previous,  was  sent  up  Bogue 
Sound  as  far  as  her  draft  of  water  would  permit,  and  the  Mercedita  was 
towed  up  by  the  army  and  navy  tugs  into  position  guarding  the  rail- 
road depot  and  approaches  to  it.  At  night  the  launch  which  1  fitted  up 
in  haste  with  the  howitzer  of  the  Release  and  two  other  boats  armed 
were  sent  into  the  sound  on  picket  duty. 


456       NORTH  ATLANTIC  BLOCKADING  SQUADRON. 

Yesterday  a  freight  train  and  some  passengers  got  through  from  New 
Berne.  By  them  I  learned  the  capture  and  destruction  of  the  Under- 
writer.  She  was  boarded  by  six  boats,  fired,  and  blown  up.  Most  of 
the  officers  and  crew  were  taken  prisoners.  The  Emma  arrived  in  the 
afternoon  and  was  stationed  about  the  depot  Our  situation  at  present 
is:  The  blockhouse  above  Carolina  City  has  been  captured;  Newport 
Barracks,  [N.  C.J,  has  been  burned,  and  our  troops  have  fallen  back  to 
intrenchments  about  a  mile  beyond  Morehead  City.  The  Ninth  Ver- 
mont Regiment,  which  occupied  Newport  Barracks,  crossed  the  river 
and  came  into  Beaufort  by  the  New  Berne  road.  Intrenchments  have 
been  thrown  up  in  its  rear,  and  to-day  there  has  been  no  further  attack. 
The  small  force  of  the  army  on  duty  here  is  much  exhausted  and  needs 
strong  reinforcements.  The  navy  requires  light-draft  gunboats  to  go 
up  Newport  Kiver  and  in  the  sound. 

The  enemy  have  crossed  over  on  Bogue  Island  [Banks],  too,  but  in 
what  force  I  could  not  learn,  nor  are  we  able  to  learn  exactly  the  num- 
ber approaching  this  place.  We  need  support  and  that  speedily.  I 
will  make  a  reconnoissance  of  Bogue  Island  (Banks)  in  the  first  block- 
ader  which  arrives.  It  is  somewhat  unfortunate  that  we  should  have 
so  few  of  them  here  at  this  critical  juncture. 

The  army  having  fallen  back  to  their  intrenchments,  the  Nansemond 
is  covering  the  left  of  the  line  on  Bogue  Sound.  The  launch  is  on  the 
other  side,  where  the  water  is  shallow,  and  a  system  of  signals  has  been 
established.

I  would  request,  therefore,  that  the 
upper  Neuse  be  picketed  and  patrolled.  I  have  placed  the  steamers 
Eagle  find  Allison  in  charge  of  some  naval  officers  detailed  by  Captain 
Graves  in  your  absence,  and  I  think  you  have  a  sufficient  number  of 
small  boats  at  your  command.  I  can  furnish  details  from  one  of  the 
regiments  here  for  boat  parties  if  you  desire  it.

I  immediately  telegraphed  Commodore  Dornin  to  send  here  with  all 
dispatch  the  gunboats  from  the  sounds,  repairing  at  Baltimore.  Com- 
mander Davenport,  under  date  of  the  2d,  in  Pamlico  Sound,  received 
this  evening,  reports  that  he  had  just  received  a  dispatch  from  General 
Palmer,  saying  that  New  Berne  is  now  besieged  by  a  very  large  force 
and  our  communications  with  the  coast,  meaning  Beaufort,  are  now  cut 
off,  and  that  his  communications  by  Neuse  River  are  liable  to  be  cut  off 
by  batteries  erected  on  that  river;  that  the  gunboat  Underwriter  was 
that  day  boarded,  captured,  and  burned  by  the  enemy.    The  Miami 
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(Flusser)  and  other  gunboats  have  gone  from  Plymouth  to  New  Berne. 
Commander  Davenport  earnestly  asks  to  be  largely  reinforced. 

I  wish  to  have  four  gunboats  carrying  heavy  guns,  draft  not  exceed- 
ing 8£  feet,  double-enders,  capable  of  fighting  one  (two  would  be  better) 
heavy  gun  on  end,  are  preferred.  Please  let  me  know  what  can  be  done, 
and  when.    I  am  sending  extra  ammunition  for  the  guns  now  there.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Barnes ,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  condition 

of  affairs  at  New  Berne. 

U.  S.  Tug  Poppy, 
Hampton  Roads,  February  4, 1864 — 10  p.  m. 

My  Dear  Admiral  :  I  have  just  left  the  general,  and  have  explained, 
as  you  desired,  our  situation.  The  following  additional  particulars  have 
just  been  received : 

The  enemy  are  mostly  on  the  south  side  of  the  Trent,  in  number  not 
more  than  8,000.  Their  efforts  are  principally  against  Fort  Gaston, 
which  holds  out  manfully  and  is  likely  to  do  so.  There  is  a  small  force 
on  the  north  side,  but  inactive.  There  is  plenty  of  ammunition  and 
ninety  days7  provisions  at  New  Berne.  Citizens  (white  and  black)  to 
the  number  of  live  full  companies,  have  volunteered  for  the  defense  of 
the  place,  and  are  under  arms  in  the  intrenchments.  Palmer  is  reason- 
ably confident,  and  General  Butler  thinks  he  can  make  a  long  siege  of 
it.  He  does  not  entertain  the  idea  of  going  there  himself.  He  says 
that  everything  has  been  done  that  can  be,  and  if  the  fortifications  are 
worth  a  cent,  the  place  can  stand  the  attack. 

The  Underwriter  was  lying  aground  off  Foster's  Wharf  at  3  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  2d  instant.  Several  of  her  boats  were  away  on 
some  sort  of  an  expedition,  object  unknown.  The  enemy  approached 
in  boats  and  answered  their  hail  properly;  mistaking  them  for  her  own 
boats,  they  were  permitted  to  come  alongside  and  get  on  board  without 
hindrance.  The  rebels  then  set  lire  to  her  and  she  soon  blew  up,  all 
this  within  a  few  hundred  yards  from  the  general's  headquarters.  Most 
of  the  officers  and  crew  were  then  captured,  and  the  enemy  were  pro- 
ceeding to  carry  their  prisoners  off  in  their  boats  when  our  people, 
headed,  as  it  is  understood,  by  Engineer  Allen,  rose  upon  their  captors 
in  the  boats,  seized  the  officers  and  men,  and  brought  them  safely  into 
New  Berne,  where  they  now  are.  So  there  is  a  little  leaven  to  the  loaf. 
The  enemy  is  reported  as  moving  on  Plymouth  and  Washington. 

At  8  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  2d,  Flusser,  with  the  Miami  and 
three  other  gunboats,  was  at  Northwest  Point,  mouth  of  the  Neuse,  on 
his  way  up  to  New  Berne.  The  enemy  have  possession  of  Newport  and 
communication  with  Beaufort  is  cut  off.  General  Butler  is  going  to 
send  the  Brewster  to  New  Berne  tomorrow  forenoon,  and  if  you  have 
any  dispatches,  he  will  delay  her  for  you.  If  you  have  nothing  to  send, 
please  telegraph  him  in  the  morning.  lie  has  just  received  a  dispatch 
from  Mr.  Fox,  saying  that  he  (Mr.  Fox)  will  be  here  Saturday,  wind  and 
weather  permitting.  1  have  sent  the  telegrams  and  have  delivered  the 
order  in  regard  to  ammunition  to  Commander  Lynch.

Naval  Store  House,  - 
Bogus  Island,  February  4, 1864. 

Sib  :  This  part  of  the  country  is  in  a  terrible  state  of  excitement. 
The  rebels  are  in  fall  force  in  this  district,  estimated  at  from  6,000  to 
25,000.  New  Berne  is  strongly  invested  and  surrounded,  it  is  said. 
Newport  taken  after  a  very  severe  fight,  in  which  the  Ninth  Vermont 
lost  160  men.  Rebels'  loss  said  to  be  500,  camp  and  stores  of  all  kinds 
burned  before  leaving.  Beaufort  and  Morehead  threatened,  but  it  is 
believed  that  the  gunboats  and  fort  can  hold  both  places.  Women  and 
children  in  fort  or  on  board  ships.  A  large  quantity  of  naval  stores 
already  destroyed.  It  will  be  impossible  to  get  at  the  amount  at  pres- 
ent.   The  railroad  and  telegraph  in  possession  of  the  enemy. 

I  shipped  yesterday  and  the  day  before  most  of  the  stores  in  this 
vicinity,  say  about  $20,000  worth.  It  was  very  fortunate  I  was  on  the 
ground,  as  in  the  excitement  no  one  else  would  have  attended  to  naval 
stores.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  proper  or  prudent  for  me  to  leave 
the  ground  until  I  see  how  matters  are  to  terminate.  My  main  agent, 
Mr.  McOhesney,  was  taken  prisoner  on  Monday  while  attending  to  his 
business  near  Batchelder's  Creek,  which  fact  makes  it  much  more  neces- 
sary that  I  should  be  here  at  least  for  a  short  time. 

I  received  a  telegram  from  Paymaster  Mellach  on  Monday  in  which 
he  said,  "My  money  is  safe/' 

I  hope  the  naval  stores  at  New  Berne  are  safe.  I  trust  the  gunboats 
will  protect  them.  Mr.  Wood's  clerk  was  at  New  Berne  on  Saturday; 
says  he  left  there  the  Commodore  Hull,  Underwriter,  Lockwood,  Hetzel, 
and  he  thinks  one  other.  The  Underwriter  was  a  total  loss.  It  is 
understood  here  that  about  one  half  of  officers  and  crew  of  the  ship 
were  away  on  duty,  the  balance  taken  prisoners. 

It  is  believed  here  that  the  rebels  have  been  repulsed  at  Fort  Totten, 
and  that  New  Berne  may  hold  out  until  reinforcements  arrive. 

Two  thousand  Union  troops  only  at  New  Berne  and  600  at  the  fort, 
Morehead,  and  Beaufort,  a  very  small  force  to  cope  with  a  large  desper- 
ate force  of  from  10,000  to  20,000  men.  You  will  receive  an  official 
statement  of  facts  from  Captain  Dove,  and  please  receive  this  as  a  sim- 
ple memorandum.

Pursuit  and  destruction  of  the  blockade  runner  Nuffield,  February  4-5, 

1864. 

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Roe,  IT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S.  Saisaous. 

U.  8.  8.  SASSACUS, 

Off  New  River  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  4, 1864m 

(Received  February  13.) 

Sib:  Having  destroyed  the  steam  paddle-wheel  blockade  runner 
Wild  Dayrell,  of  about  440  tons,  I  stood  out  to  sea  last  night  and 
regained  my  position  on  the  Bermuda  line  at  daylight  this  morning. 
About  7  o'clock  a.  m.  I  discovered  a  blockade  runner  to  the  northward 
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and  westward,  when  I  fired  up,  and  at  about  8  o'clock  was  in  full  pur- 
suit. The  chase  was  about  12  miles  distant;  she  changed  course  and 
headed  in  for  the  land.  I  steadily  gained  upon  her,  logging  about  12$ 
to  13  knots  per  hour,  when  I  perceived  she  was  throwing  overboard 
her  cargo. 

A  little  after  12  o'clock  I  got  her  within  long  range  of  my  100-pounder 
rifle  and  opened  fire,  planting  my  shell  all  about  her. 

Being  to  the  southward  of  her,  I  cut  her  off,  when,  at  about  quarter 
before  1  o'clock,  she  headed  in  for  this  inlet  and  ran  ashore.  Her  crew 
fired  her,  left  her  engine  running,  and  fled  precipitately  in  their  boats. 
I  boarded  her  about  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  found  her  to  be  the  paddle- 
wheel  steamer  Nuffield,  of  750  tons,  from  Bermuda,  inward  bound. 
One  of  her  boats  had  capsized,  and  1  rescued  from  drowning  her  purser. 
The  rest  of  the  boat's  crew  were  supposed  to  be  drowned.  We  com- 
menced putting  out  the  Are  in  her  hold  and  made  arrangements  for 
hauling  her  off,  if  possible. 

From  the  purser,  whom  we  rescued  from  drowning,  I  learn  that  she 
is  a  perfectly  new  iron  steamer,  having  an  assorted  cargo  of  merchan- 
dise, munitions  of  war,  Enfield  rifles,  and  a  battery  of  eight  Whitworth 
rifled  guns,  and  a  quantity  of  pig  lead.  This  battery  and  the  lead  she 
threw  overboard  during  the  chase. 

She  had  been  among  the  blockading  fleet  below  last  night,  but  made 
her  escape  and  fell  into  our  hands  to-day.  The  chase  of  the  Sassacus 
was  very  beautiful,  for  the  Nuffield  is  one  of  the  last  and  best  steamers 
out  of  the  Thames,  and  we  overhauled  her  handsomely. 

February  5, 1864. — 1  continue  the  above  report.  During  the  preced- 
ing night  1  found  the  Nuffield  so  far  thrown  up  by  the  action  of  the 
sea,  that  it  was  utterly  impossible  to  get  her  off.  I  therefore  removed 
from  her  the  Enfield  rifles,  a  quantity  of  quinine,  and  several  compasses, 
and  set  her  on  fire.  About  this  time  the  U.  S.  S.  Florida  came  up,  and 
both  vessels  riddled  her  with  shot.  1  saw  the  vessel  thoroughly  de- 
stroyed, and  put  to  sea  about  7  o'clock  this  p.  m. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  appraisement  of  the  value  of  the  Nuffield, 
and  also  a  list  of  arms,  etc.,  taken  from  her,  and  await  your  orders  as 
to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  them.  I  allowed  the  officers  and  crew 
to  take  some  provisions,  blankets,  and  some  small  articles  for  their 
own  use. 

While  1  profoundly  regret  my  inability  to  preserve  these  valuable 
prizes,  I  am  conboled  by  the  thought  that  the  enemy  is  deprived  of 
resources  of  immense  value.

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  IT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Florida. 

IT.  S.  S.  Florida, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  5,  1864. 

Sir:  This  morning  at  7  a.  in.  I  ran  up  to  the  wreck  of  the  Wild 
Dayrell  to  see  that  she  was  thoroughly  destroyed,  and  found  that  she 
was  well  burned.  I  then  opened  lire  upon  her  with  the  starboard  bat- 
tery and  put  a  number  of  shot  through   her  hull,  which  made  the 
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destruction  complete.  After  we  had  ceased  firing  and  were  standing 
offshore,  a  battery  of  Whitworths  opened  from  the  mainland  upon  us. 
The  first  shot  passed  through  our  smokestack  and  wounded  Lewis 
Owens,  seaman,  slightly,  by  a  piece  of  iron  rivet  driven  from  the  smoke- 
stack ;  the  other  shots  fell  short.  We  returned  the  fire,  but  our  guns 
could  not  reach  the  enemy,  whose  position  we  could  only  discover  by 
the  smoke  of  his  guns. 

We  then  stood  on  up  the  coast  toward  New  Inlet,  and  discovered  the 
Su88<icu8  at  anchor  with  a  blockade  runner  on  shore.  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Roe  reported  that  he  tried  to  get  her  off,  but  could  not 
succeed,  as  she  was  too  hard  aground.  Her  name  was  the  Nuffield,  of 
London,  from  Bermuda,  about  ten  days  out,  loaded  with  munitions  of 
war  and  merchandise. 

The  Sassacus  chased  her  about  60  miles  and  gained  on  her;  got 
within  long  range  10  miles  from  here.  She  had  her  under  fire  one  hoar, 
and  chased  her  ashore  yesterday  at  12 :  45  p.  m.  She  threw  overboard 
eight  rifled  cannon  and  a  quantity  of  lead  during  the  chase.  The 
Sassacvs  got  about  600  stand  of  rifles  and  a  quantity  of  sabers,  after 
which  she  set  fire  to  her.  We  then  opened  fire  upon  her  and  riddled 
her  well.  She  is  a  complete  wreck  and  lies  at  the  mouth  of  New  Eiver 
Inlet.  She  was  a  beautiful  new  steamer,  side- wheel  and  420  |?j  tons, 
English  measurement,  had  one  smokestack  and  foremast,  and  null  of 
iron. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Roe  got  her  log,  papers,  etc.,  chronometer 
and  charts,  in  fact,  everything  pretty  much  that  belonged  to  her.  Her 
log  shows  12  knots,  the  most  that  is  recorded.  She  was  a  valuable 
steamer.  Captain  Waller  commanded  her.  All  of  her  crew  escaped 
except  one  man,  who  was  captured. 

1  have  a  case  of  musket  caps,  percussion,  taken  from  the  Wild  Day- 
rellj  containing  270,000  caps,  which  I  will  turn  over  to  the  ordnance 
department  at  Beaufort,  to  be  held  subject  to  your  orders.  I  suppose 
they  are  quite  valuable  and  that  I  ought  to  have  turned  them  over  to 
Lieutenant-Commander  Roe,  as  the  vessel  would  probably  be  consid- 
ered as  his  prize  only,  and  not  ours.

Navy  Department,  February  5, 1864. 

Sir:  You  have  from  time  to  time  been  advised  of  the  suspicious 
character  of  the  steamer  Will  o'  the  Wisp,  fitted  out  in  England,  and  a 
few  days  since  I  communicated  to  you  a  copy  of  a  telegram  from  the 
consul  at  Halifax,  [Nova  Scotia],  respecting  her  movements.  The 
Department  now  learns  through  a  dispatch  from  the  consul  at  Halifax 
that  Ex-Marshal  Kane,  of  Baltimore,  Dr.  Blackburn,  Major  Weston  or 
Wister,  escaped  prisoners  from  Johnson's  Island;  several  refugees  from 
Maryland,  and  Brion,  of  Middletown,  Del.,  deserters  from  conscription, 
will  leave  for  Bermuda  in  the  next  steamer  and  endeavor  to  reach 
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Wilmington  in  the  steamer  Will  o1  the  Wisp.  All  these  persons,  it  is 
stated,  were  concerned  in  the  plot  to  rescue  the  prisoners  at  Johnson's 
Island. 

The  information  concerning  these  persons  is  confirmed  by  reports 
made  to  Colonel  Baker  by  his  detective  forces.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Flusser,  U.  S.  Navy,  advising  an 
increased  force  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  in  view  of  the  critical 
condition  of  affairs. 

U.  S.  8.  Miami, 
Pamlico  Sound,  February  5,  1864 — 7:30  p.  m. 

Sir:  I  am  returning  to  Plymouth  from  Washington,  [N.  C.|.  I  have 
also  been  to  New  Berne.  I  left  Plymouth  on  the  morning  of  the  3d 
instant,  having  heard  from  General  Wessells  that  New  Berne  and 
Washington,  [N.  0.],  were  besieged  by  the  enemy.  At  New  Berne  I 
obtained  some  information  which,  being  confirmed  at  Washington,  I 
deem  worthy  of  your  notice. 

Our  late  papers  place  Longstreet  in  the  neighborhood  of  Knoxville, 
Tenn.,  with  a  large  force.  Prisoners  and  refugees  here  say  that  he  is 
now  in  this  State  with  his  own  and  a  portion  of  E well's  corps.  Who- 
ever commands  the  rebel  force  in  North  Carolina,  all  persons  agree  in 
making  the  force  very  large.  I  have  on  board  now  a  man  who  was 
formerly  engaged  on  the  blockade  runners  from  Wilmington.  I  am 
carrying  him  to  General  Wessells  at  Plymouth.  He  left  Wilmington 
on  last  Monday.  At  Kins  ton  he  saw  some  5,000  troops.  The  men  said 
there  were  to  be  60,000  in  the  State  before  long.  He  also  saw  some 
pontoons  and  six  large  launches,  each  with  a  gun  mounted.  This  non- 
descript force  is  said  to  have  as  many  as  seventy  boats  with  them. 
Some  of  these  boats  were  used  in  the  capture  of  the  Underwriter. 

The  boats  may  have  been  prepared  for  an  attack  on  Boanoke  Island. 
With  half  the  above  number,  capable  of  carrying  40  men  each,  the 
execution  of  such  a  scheme  would  be  quite  easy. 

The  men  of  this  flotilla  are  said  to  have  boasted  that  they  would 
destroy  all  the  gunboats  in  the  sounds. 
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The  rebels  will,  I  think  (and  I  believe  it  is  the  general  opinion),  again 
attack  New  Berne  at  an  early  day.  Some  think  they  are  waiting  for 
reinforcements,  and  others  that  they  were  frightened  off  by  hearing 
that  we  were  heavily  reinforced.  There  was  such  a  report  in  New 
Berne,  arising  from  the  running  about  of  and  blowing  of  whistles  by 
steamers  and  locomotives  during  the  night. 

At  Washington  it  was  reported  to-day  that  20,000  men  were  advanc- 
ing in  two  columns  on  that  place.  The  report  was  deemed  reliable  by 
the  officers. 

Of  course  there  will  be  many  wild  rumors,  but  there  is  no  doubt  of 
the  presence  of  a  large  force  of  rebels  in  the  State,  and  if  we  desire  to 
hold  it  we  must  also  have  a  large  force  here  and  soon.  We  have  not  in 
the  sounds  a  sufficient  number  of  gunboats  to  be  of  any  great  service 
if  New  Berne,  Washington,  and  Plymouth  were  attacked  simulta- 
neously. The  army  relies  on  our  boats  to  play  a  very  important  part 
in  the  defense  of  these  places.  Plymouth  is  the  most  easily  defended 
place  of  the  three.  It  has  the  advantage  of  having  no  dry  land  between 
it  and  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  on  which  to  erect  batteries.  Its  water 
communications  can  not,  therefore,  be  interrupted  by  a  land  force. 
Gunboats  would  be  able  to  cooperate  there  with  greater  chance  of 
being  useful  than  at  either  of  the  two  other  places.  At  New  Berne  and 
at  Washington  boats  would  be  apt  to  be  opposed  by  batteries  on  bluffs, 
and  would  prove  no  match  for  them.  Then  the  communication  by  water 
would  be  closed  and  the  garrisons  starved  out.  The  rebels  destroyed 
the  railroad  between  New  Berne  and  Beaufort.  The  blockade  runner 
mentioned  above  says  he  saw  the  ironclad  building  at  Kinston.  She 
was  still  on  the  stocks;  had  part  of  her  iron  on.  He  saw  no  iron  near 
her  to  finish  her  with.  I  wish  to  send  this  letter  by  Roanoke  Island. 
I  will  examine  the  man  again  to  morrow,  and  if  1  elicit  anything  more 
will  send  it  on.

Report  of  Fleet  Paymaster  Upham,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  quiet  condition 

of  affairs  at  Beaufort,  N.  C. 

Beaufort  Harbor, 
Saturday  Evening,  February  (I,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  pleasure  of  advising  you  that  there  is  comparative 
quiet  in  this  vicinity.  This  morning  Captain  [William]  Ilolden,  U.  S. 
Army,  and  a  telegraph  operator  arrived  from  New  Berne;  they  came 
by  hand  car  most  of  the  way,  ferrying  over  the  streams  where  the 
bridges  had  been  burned.    They  report  the  road  free  from  rebels. 

It  is  said  the  telegraph  will  be  in  operation  to-morrow,  and  the  cars 
will  run  on  Monday. 

I  went  up  the  road  today  as  far  as  Newport  Barracks.  I  find  some 
turpentine  remaining  there,  and  I  learn  that  some  considerable  quan- 
tity is  on  the  road  uninjured.  I  am  encouraged  in  the  belief  that  the 
loss  in  naval  stores  is  not  as  severe  as  I  first  supposed.  Yet,  no  doubt 
quite  a  large  quantity  is  destroyed;  enough,  no  doubt,  to  cause  much 
trouble  and  confusion.     I  shall  leave  for  New  Berne  as  soon  as  possible, 
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and  return  to  the  Minnesota,  without  delay,  the  moment  I  can  be  spared 
from  this  part  of  my  duty.  I  hear  that  very  little  damage  was  sus- 
tained at  New  Berne  or  vicinity.  The  only  bad  loss  was  the  destruction 
of  the  Undertcriter. 

No  vessels  from  the  blockade  have  arrived  since  the  Emma  on  Tues- 
day last.

P.  S. — Sunday  morning:  The  wires  are  again  cut,  and  a  fight  was 
going  on  last  night  between  our  troops,  under  Colonel  Jourdan,  and 
the  rebs,  some  6  miles  from  Newport.  Colonel  Jourdan  overtook  the 
rebs  some  6  or  8  miles  from  Newport  Barracks,  and  they  turned  and 
gave  him  fight.  We  here  have  not  heard  the  result  of  the  action.  I 
hear  from  Captain  Bowen  that  the  hands  are  steadily  at  work  repair- 
ing the  bridges  on  the  road.  I  think  the  raid  has  nearly  expended 
itself  and  has  proved  a  sad  failure  to  the  raiders.

1  learned  that  he  had  gone  on  to  New  Berne  in  a  hand  car  with  an  aid 
of  General  J'alrnerM.  Hin  obj^rt,  no  doubt,  is  to  obtain  reinforcements 
from  there,  and  return.  In  the  evening  I  visited  the  Mervedita  and 
Kvimtii  and  gave  cautions  for  the  night. 

Am  the  army  ijuartcrfnaHtcr  could  only  furnish  one  flat  on  which  to 
mount  a  howitzer,  the  launch,  which  was  no  longer  required  in  New- 
port Hlvcr,  wan  withdrawn,  and  they  were  both  sent  up  to  the  Xan&e- 
mond  In  the  sound. 

The  rebels  are  prepared  with  boats  and  sailors  for  a  night  attack  of 
boat/  and  for  crossing  to  Itoguc  island. 

There  was  another  alarm  t  his  forenoon  of  the  approach  of  the  rebel 
force,  Went  up  to  the  lines  to  see  their  direction  and  give  the  vessels 
a  better  ismltlou.  Hent  an  ofllcer  with  the  signal  book  and  flags  to 
headquarters,  Morehead  ( 'ity,  so  as  to  give  the  proper  information  from 
the  flagstaff  (o  the  harbor. 

ThfiMtirofidita  was  moved  a  little  lower  down. 
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Colonel  Ripley  made  a  reconnoissance  toward  Newport  and  found 
that  the  rebels  had  fallen  back  again.  Their  movements  are  very 
unaccountable  to  me.  I  think,  however,  that  we  can  now  give  them  a 
warm  reception  if  they  approach  within  our  range. 

The  Spaulding  left  very  unexpectedly  at  6  p.  m.  without  my  getting 
this  dispatch  on  board. 
There  are  still  no  arrivals  from  the  blockade.

Sir:  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  of  the  destruction  of  another 
blockade  runner,  the  twin  propeller  steamer  Dee,  run  on  shore  near 
Masonboro  Inlet  on  the  night  of  the  5th  instant,  and  destroyed  next 
morning  by  the  Cambridge.

1\  S. — February  <s. — Yesterday  the  Niphon  went  up  and  hove  over- 
board 170  pigs  of  lead  from  the  Dee,  it  being  too  rough  to  bring  it  away. 
Nearly  all  the  bacon  was  burned  up;  much  of  the  lead  was  melted 
and  melting.  From  prisoners  we  learn  there  were  about  200  pigs  of 
lead  in  the  cargo,  the  rest  of  the  cargo  being  bacon  and  spirits.  Bacon 
still  burning  and  vessel  broken  and  completely  destroyed.

Sir:  I  would  respectfully  inform  you  that  at  8  a.  m.  this  day  1  dis- 
covered a  steamer  ashore  and  on  tire  about  1  mile  to  the  southward  of 
Masonboro,  which  proved  to  l:e  the  blockade  runner  Dee,  from  Hamil- 
ton, Bermuda,  for  Wilmington,  N.  C.  Having  boarded  and  found  it 
impossible  either  to  extinguish  the  flames  or  to  get  her  off,  I  opened  fire 
upon  and  completely  destroyed  her.  We  succeeded  in  capturing  seven 
of  her  crew,  a  list  of  whose  names  I  herewith  enclose,  and  wait  further . 
orders  with  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  pi  isoners.  We  also  secured 
a  life  boat,  which  was  found  beached  near  the  steamer,  and  have  it  with 
us;  also  three  log  books  of  a  previous  trip  belonging  to  the  engineer's 
department  of  the  vessel,  a  small  telegraph  flag  of  Marryatt's  Code, 
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and  a  package  containing  a  number  of  copies  of  a  work  entitled  "The 
Cotton  Trade,"  by  Mc Henry.  Several  of  these  books  are  addressed  to 
the  leading  members  of  the  so-called  Southern  Confederacy.  Jefferson 
Davis,  and  others.  In  this  package,  which  is  directed  to  E.  M.  Maury, 
Richmond,  are  also  files  of  English  newspapers  and  other  reading 
matter. 

Soon  after  the  boats  landed  several  shots  were  fired  at  the  men  from 
the  woods,  but  without  effect.  By  information  received  from  the  pris- 
oners it  seems  that  the  Dee  was  commanded  by  Captain  George  H.  Bier, 
formerly  a  lieutenant  iu  the  U.  S.  Navy,  and  that  she  had  already  made 
three  successful  trips.  Her  cargo  consisted  of  bacon,  a  proportion  of 
lead,  and  a  small  quantity  of  coffee.  She  ran  ashore  at  3:30  a.  m., 
either  by  design  or  through  the  ignorance  of  the  pilot,  was  then  fired, 
her  captain  and  others  escaping  by  means  of  boats  up  the  inlet.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ters of  the  128th  and  29th  January  and  3d  of  February. 

I  write  in  haste  now;  will  send  a  detailed  report  as  soon  as  I  have 
time. 

At  present  I  have  enough  ordnance;  will  give  you  notice  as  early  as 
practicable  of  my  wants. 

Just  now  all  is  quiet  here,  but  the  enemy  have  possession  of  New- 
port, J N.  C],  drove  us  back  to  Morehead  [City]  this  morning.  I  think 
Beautort  ought  to  be  protected  by  gunboats. 

The  Miami,  South  field,  and  "Whitehead  arrived  here  promptly  on  the 
4th,  when,  receiving  information  that  Washington  was  threatened  and 
assistance  called  for,  I  sent  the  Miami  and  Whitehead  there  immedi- 
ately. 1  learned  this  morning  that  both  these  vessels  have  returned  to 
Plymouth,  in  consequence  of  the  state  of  ail  airs  there. 

The  enemy  must  be  in  force  in  this  State,  and  will  doubtless  annoy 
us  at  all  points.  I  have  recovered  a  12-pounder  howitzer  from  the 
Underwriter,  anchor,  and  chain.  I  have  just  learned  that  a  steamer 
leaves  for  Beaufort  via  Core  Sound,  and  I  write  in  great  haste.

Sir:  The  Department  has  been  heretofore  iuformed  that  the  light- 
boat  off  Frying  Pau  Shoals  has  gone  adrift,  and  Commander  Almy 
reports  that,  having  found  its  way  to  Port  Royal,  it  has  there  been 
appropriated  for  service  off  Martin's  Industry  Shoals. 

Commander  Almy  further  represents  the  necessity  of  restoring  this 
vessel  to  her  original  position  or  sending  another  light  vessel  to  supply 
her  place  off  the  Frying  Pan.  At  the  point  of  the  shoals  land  can  not 
be  seen,  and  the  want  of  a  mark  to  guide  our  boats  safely  around  this 
dangerous  point  is  much  felt  by  the  blockaders,  to  whom  the  light  was 
of  great  service,  as  well  as  to  the  mercantile  marine  generally,  to  whom 
a  light  vessel  is,  perhaps,  more  necessary  off  Frying  Pan  Shoals  than 
at  Martin's  Industry.

Sir:  I  had  a  confidential  dispatch  from  General  Butler  last  evening 
asking  for  aid,  and  informing  me  that  General  Wessells,  under  date  of 
the  7th  instant,  at  noon,  reports  that  the  enemy,  gathering  at  Halifax, 
threaten  him  with  flatboats,  having  guns  mounted.  They  come  from 
Lee's  army.  General  Wessells  asks  for  help,  especially  for  gunboats,  as 
his  are  absent,  meaning,  I  suppose,  the  navy  gunboats  which  went  from 
Plymouth  to  the  defense  of  New  Berne. 

I  send  the  Eutaic  to  join  you,  and  will  send  orders  to  the  blockade 
for  the  Sassacus  to  do  so  also,  and  when  the  Wyalusing  arrives  she  will 
be  added  to  the  force  in  the  sounds,  all  for  present  purposes. 

Meanwhile  send  the  Miami,  Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser,  the 
Southfield,  and  any  other  available  gunboats  to  Plymouth  and  make 
such  disposition  of  the  gunboats  as  will  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  serv- 
ice in  the  sounds,  placing  the  most  and  best  gunboats  at  the  points 
most  requiriug  them,  taking  care  to  keep  them  all  in  sufficient  water  to 
enable  them  to  float  and  move.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  at  daylight  on  the  morning  of  the  9th 
instant  a  long  and  low  side  wheel  steamer,  painted  white,  with  one 
white  smokestack  and  schooner- rigged,  was  discovered  ashore  on  the 
beach  a  short  distance  west  of  Caswell,  presenting  a  broadside  view  to 
us,  with  her  head  to  the  westward,  rendering  it  difficult,  however,  to 
add  if  beached  on  running  in  or  coming  out. 

Two  tugs  have  been  daily  employed  since  then  in  endeavors  to  extri- 
cate her  from  her  position,  but  without  avail,  notwithstanding  the  very 
favorable  weather  we  have  had  for  several  days  past,  but  as  the  wind 
has  veered  to  an  opposite  point  S.  W.,  with  a  low  barometer  and 
threatening  appearances,  it  is  to  be  hoped  she  has  made  her  last  trip.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  I  have  to-day  received  on  board  this 
steamer  from  the  V.  S.  8.  Montgomery  0  Confederate  prisoners  belong- 
ing to  the  Tenth  Regiment  North  Carolina  Troops,  who  came  oft*  to  that 
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steamer  the  night  previous  in  a  boat  belonging  to  the  prize  steamer  Pet, 
and  in  which  boat  the  pilot  and  12  of  the  Pet1 8  crew  escaped  to  the 
shore  a  few  minutes  previous  to  the  Montgomery's  taking  possession  of 
her.  These  men  were  so  destitute  of  clothing,  and  that  which  they 
wore  of  so  filthy  a  character,  that  I  deemed  it  necessary  to  direct  Act- 
ing [Assistant]  Paymaster  Bullay  to  issue  requisite  clothing  from  bis 
stores  to  them,  and  then  had  those  which  they  came  off  in  thrown 
overboard. 

They  had  not  seen  the  President's  proclamation,  nor  heard  of  it,  but 
are  ready  and  willing  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance. 

In  addition  to  other  information  gained  from  them,  I  learn  thai  the 
steamer  reported  in  my  communication  of  the  13th  as  having  been  seen 
on  the  beach  near  Fort  Caswell  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  had  been 
beached  while  attempting  to  get  in ;  that  the  principal  portion  of  her 
cargo,  consisting  of  blankets,  shoes,  and  provisions,  had  been  removed 
from  her,  but  that  the  vessel  was  a  wreck,  having  broken  in  two.  She 
proved  to  be  the  Spunkie.  A  list  of  clothing  furnished  them  herewith 
accompanies  this  communication,  marked  "B,"  and  which  act  I  trust 
will  meet  with  your  approval.

Destruction  of  the  steamers   Emily  and  Fanny  and  Jenny,  February  10, 

1804. 

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  IT.  S.  Navy,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Florida. 

U.  S.  8.  Florida, 
Off  New  Inlet j  February  10, 1864. 

Sir  :  At  5 :  50  a.  m.,  discovered  a  steamer  inshore  and  to  the  northward 
of  us;  fired  the  12-pounder  howitzer  at  her  and  stood  inshore  to  head  her 
off;  drove  her  ashore  above  Musonbnro  Inlet.  Discovered  about  the 
same  time  another,  ashore  about  half  a  mile  to  the  northward  of  her. 
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Sent  boats  and  took  possession  of  them.  Tliey  proved  to  be  the 
side-wheel  steamer  Fanny  and  Jenny,  from  Nassau,  five  days  oat.  Cap- 
tain Coxetter  commanded  her.  He  and  the  paymaster  were  drowned 
while  trying  to  land  on  the  beach;  the  remainder  of  the  crew,  26  in 
number,  were  captured  and  are  on  board  this  vessel.  She  was  loaded 
with  a  few  small  articles  of  merchandise;  had  a  good  deal  of  coal. 

The  other  was  the  screw  steamer  Emily;  left  Bermuda  February  4; 
cargo  of  salt  and  a  few  barrels;  her  crew  and  captain  escaped. 

Anchored  and  sent  a  hawser  to  the  Fanny  and  Jenny,  but  before  we 
got  our  heavy  hawser  to  her  the  enemy  opened  on  us  with  a  Whit- 
worth  battery  at  loug  range,  the  first  four  shots  striking  the  hull,  doing 
some  damage  to  the  wheel,  which  can  be  easily  repaired.  As  the  enemy 
had  our  exact  range,  and  hitting  us  each  time,  I  slipped  the  cable  and 
pulled  in  the  hawser  and  fastened  it.  The  enemy  continued  firing  at 
us,  but  shot  fell  short  about  from  200  to  400  yards;  tired  our  Dahl- 
gren  50-poimder  at  them,  but  could  not  reach  them.  As  their  fire  from 
the  guns  and  musketry  increased,  I  ordered  the  steamers  to  be  set  on 
fire  and  destroyed,  which  Was  done,  my  men  being  on  the  wrecks,  pre- 
venting our  firing  near  them. 

Our  paymaster  received  a  severe  flesh  wound,  but  not  dangerous. 

We  were  in  4J  fathoms  when  these  vessels  were  discovered  and 
anchored  in  3  fathoms  water  to  send  our  hawsers. 

We  lett  them  both  in  flames,  aground.  I  send  the  log  books  taken 
from  the  Emily,  which  give  all  the  information  we  have  of  her. 

I  have  a  Confederate  flag,  taken  from  the  Fanny  and  Jenny,  a  spy- 
glass, the  chronometer,  one  sextant,  and  her  charts. 

As  the  opportunity  otters  1  send  the  flags  taken  from  the  Emily, 
Wild  Dayrell,  and  Fanny  and  Jenny.

Off  Mason boro  Inlet,  February   //,  ISO-I. 

Sir:  Enclosed  I  send  a  list  of  prisoners  taken  from  the.  steamer 
Fanny  and  Jenny.  The  engineers  of  that  vessel,  when  she  was  hoarded 
by  our  boats,  offered  every  assistance  in  their  power  in  their  depart- 
ment. ' 

The  steamers  which  we  set  on  fire  yesterday  burned  all  last  night, 
and  this  morning  1  found  them  completely  destroyed  by  fir*1,  and  the 
sea  washing  over  them.  The  Emily  had  two  lower  masts  and  had 
apparently  been  dismantled  to  run  the  blockade.  I  saw  by  the  papers 
taken  from  her  that  she  had  been  brig-rigged.  She  was  perfectly  new 
and  a  very  handsome  steamer,  expensively  fitted  out.  After  she  had 
burned  some  time,  an  explosion  took  place  on  board  of  her.  and  her  stern 
has  settled,  apparently  blown  open.  I  am  informed  by  the,  second 
engineer  of  the  Fanny  and  Jenny  that  ten  vessels  sailed  for  Wilmington 
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during  this  dark  of  the  moon.  Three  have  been  destroyed,  and  one 
pat  back,  broken  down,  leaving  six  others  to  be  heard  from.  The  City 
of  Petersburg  was  one  of  the  six,  and  she,  I  think,  ran  in  safe.  She 
started  in  company  with  the  Fanny  and  Jenny  from  Nassau,  but  soon 
left  her,  being  a  faster  vessel.  I  send  a  list  and  description  of  some  of 
the  vessels  running  from  Nassau  to  Wilmington,  given  me  by  the  second 
engineer  of  the  Fanny  and  Jenny.  The  pilot  of  the  Fanny  and  Jenny 
was  named  Burrows  [Burroughs],  and  from  the  description  I  imagined 
him  the  same  man  we  took  on  a  previous  occasion;  was  appointed  a 
pilot  and  deserted  from  the  Shokokon;  he  escaped  and  got  on  shore 
safe.  Captain  Coxetter  was  drowned  with  a  number  of  others.  He  is 
said  to  be  a  nephew  of  the  Coxetter  who  has  been  so  successful  in 
running  the  blockade. 

The  Emily  had  a  cargo  of  salt— possibly  something  under  it — all,  how- 
ever, was  destroyed. 

The  shot  which  struck  this  vessel  yesterday  cut  off  one. paddle- wheel 
arm  and  broke  a  second  and  cut  one  rim  of  the  wheel  in  two.  A  shell 
exploded  under  the  guard,  but  did  little  damage;  fortunately  our  boil- 
ers and  steam  drum  were  not  touched.  They  are  much  exposed,  and 
were  evidently  the  point  aimed  at.  The  precision  of  the  enemy's  fire 
with  those  guns  is  very  remarkable. 

At  the  time  we  discovered  the  Fanny  and  Jenny,  the  Florida  was 
lying  in  a  quarter  less  4  fathoms,  and  in  endeavoring  to  keep  close 
inshore  the  Fanny  and  Jenny  accidentally  ran  aground,  when  a  shot  from 
our  rifle  howitzer  passed  over  them,  causing  the  captain  to  leave  pre- 
cipitately, followed  by  a  portion  of  bis  crew.  The  second  engineer  tells 
me  that  there  was  a  handsome  sword,  gold  mounted,  for  General  R.  E. 
Lee  on  board.  It  was  destroyed  with  the  vessel;  it  was  a  presentation 
sword. 

The  engineers  and  crew  tell  me  that  the  steamer  stopped  two  or  three 
times  during  the  night  of  the  capture,  when  running  down  the  coast, 
and  sent  a  boat  ashore  to  ascertain  their  position,  and  during  the  time 
anchored,  aud  that  they  were  not  aware  of  their  position  when  they 
ran  aground. 

It  was  their  captain's  intention  to  make  the  land  about  2  miles  north 
of  Fort  Fisher.  They  were  running  13  knots  at  the  time,  and  passed 
over  one  shoal  to  another. 

Had  we  been  unmolested  two  hours  longer,  I  think  both  vessels  might 
have  been  gotten  oft';  but  under  the  circumstances  I  considered  it  the 
surest  plan  to  destroy  them  effectually,  which  was  done  in  one  hour  and 
a  half  after  they  were  discovered.  Sharpshooters  were  collecting  rap- 
idly behind  the  sand  hills,  and  in  positions  not  easily  to  be  dislodged 
by  our  fire,  except  by  endangering  our  own  men. 

After  the  vessels  were  on  fire,  the  Cambridge  came  in  sight  and  sent 
her  boat  in  to  look  at  the  vessels.  Some  of  her  men  were  severely 
wounded  by  the  rebel  sharpshooters. 

The  City  of  Petersburg  has  two  strike  masts  and  telescopic  funnels. 

From  all  I  can  learn  from  the  engineers  of  the  Fanny  and  Jenny,  a 
13-knot  vessel  would  outrun  the  greater  part  of  the  blockade  runners. 

The  Pet,  I  am  told,  is  one  of  the  most  successful  runners,  and  is  not 
capable  of  making  more  than  8  or  9  knots. 

In  my  hasty  letter  of  yesterday  reporting  the  destruction  of  these 
steamers,  I  mentioned  the  good  conduct  of  the  officers  and  crew  on  the 
occasion.  I  would  now  particularly  mention  the  zealous  and  efficient 
conduct  of  Actiug  Master  John  McGowan,  jr.;  also  of  our  pilot,  J.  W. 
Taylor,  whose  services  were,  on  this  occasion  as  well  as  heretofore, 
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invaluable  to  me  on  the  blockade.    1  would  respectfully  recommend 
him  for  promotion  to  be  master  pilot.

Report  of  TAeu tenant- Commander  Blake,  TJ.  S.  Navy ,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S. 
Eutaw,  of  the  grounding  of  that  vessel  at  Hatteras  Inlet. 

U.  S.  S.  EUTAW, 
Hatteras  Inlet,  February  11, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  arrived  here  on  the  10th 
instant  at  1:30  p.  in.,  and  in  obedience  to  instructions  immediately 
called  upon  the  commandant  of  the  ]>ost,  in  order  to  gain  information 
in  regard  to  the  military  situation,  also  to  procure  a  sound  pilot.  He 
informed  me  that  no  change  has  occurred  in  the  military  status  other 
than  that  you  are  already  in  possession  of.  The  commandant  also 
informed  me  that  he  had  received  information  that  the  rebels  had 
a  number  of  barges  and  Hatboats  in  the  sound  capable  of  carrying 
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a  large  number  of  troops,  with  which  they  intended  making  demon- 
strations against  isolated  places,  our  transports,  and  small  gunboats. 
On  receiving  this  information  he  dispatched  the  only  armed  vessel  at 
his  command  for  the  purpose  of  a  reconnoissance.  Not  being  able  to 
cross  the  bulkhead  at  night,  I  remained  at  anchor  until  8  o'clock 
instant.  I  procured  the  services  of  a  sound  and  swash  pilot,  also  of  a 
tug  to  assist  me  through  the  Swash  channel.  As  the  marks  fore  and 
aft  indicated,  her  draft  was  7  feet  (5  inches,  and  finding  8  feet  3  inches 
on  the  bulkhead,  I  apprehended  no  great  difficulty  in  being  able  to 
work  the  vessel  over.  The  ship  reached  the  shoal  at  the  top  of  high 
water  in  the  center  of  the  channel,  when  she  took  the  ground  heavily, 
and  in  spite  of  every  exertion  of  the  tug  and  our  own  steam  power  was 
unable  to  get  her  over  or  back  again  into  deep  water.  Independent  of 
the  injury  she  might  receive  lying  aground,  she  completely  blocked  the 
channel,  preventing  the  passage  of  other  vessels.  1  had,  therefore,  no 
other  alternative  than  to  lighten  the  vessel,  for  which  purpose  I  have 
employed  the  schoouer  Nellie  1'otter  at  an  expense  of  $20  per  day.  I 
hope  by  discharging  a  portion  of  my  shot,  provisions,  and  some  coal, 
to  be  able  to  get  over  by  il  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  proceed  accord- 
ing to  my  instructions.  From  the  above  statement  you  will  perceive 
that  T  shall  not  be  able  to  recross  the  bar  with  the  usual  supply  of 
coal  and  provisions,  except  at  the  full  spring  tides.  As  the  ship  sits 
square  on  the  bottom,  I  do  not  apprehend  any  injury  resulting  to  her 
from  her  position.

Sir:  Since  my  letter  No.  127,  February  o*  and  7,  affairs  on  this  station 
have  resinned  their  usual  quiet  as  far  as  the  rebels  are  concerned. 

The  arrival  of  a  large  quantity  of  army  supplies  makes  a  correspond- 
ing increase  of  business  on  shore.  Most  of  these  are  being  sent  up  to 
New  Berne.  One  bridge  on  the  railroad  is  still  unrepaired;  they  have 
therefore  to  be  transported  across  to  the  train  from  New  Heme. 

At  present  the  cars  leave  Morehead  City  at  3:  'M)  p.  in.,  and  return 
at  5  p.  m.  with  the  mail  and  passengers  from  New  Heine. 

The  Nanseinond  will  leave  this  afternoon  for  her  station.  Her  com- 
mander has  rendered  good  service  here  in  getting  into  Bogue  Sound  so 
promptly  last  Monday  week,  February  1.  Ilis  presence  there  con- 
tributed, no  doubt  to  check  approach  of  the  rebels  in  that  direction. 

The  Dacotah  arrived  this  forenoon  having  one  case-  of  decided  small- 
pox on  board  and  another  suspicious.   The  usual  precautions  have  been 
taken  and  the  man  sent  to  the  hospital  appropriated  to  that  disease. 
She  is  anchored  outside  of  all  the  other  vessels.

Sib  :  I  bog  leave  to  enclose  to  the  Department  a  copy  of  a  permit 
sent  to  me  this  morning  by  the  hands  of  Mr.  Sanborn,  deputy  provost- 
marshal  and  agent  of  Adams  Express  Company,  by  Major-General 
Butler. 

By  the  terms  of  this  letter  it  will  be  seen  that  the  steamer  Princeton 
is  to  be  permitted  to  pass  through  the  blockading  squadron  in  the 
Chowan  and  Roanoke  rivers,  provided  I  will  give  orders  to  that  effect 
The  inference  is  that  family  supplies  are  to  go  beyond  our  lines,  as  the 
products  of  the  country  are  to  be  brought  by  her  within  our  lines  in 
exchange. 

The  LII,  LIII,  and  LI  V  paragraphs  of  Treasury  regulations  are  quoted 
as  being  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  permit.  I  have  no  copy 
of  Treasury  regulations  containing  paragraphs  with  such  numbers,  and 
supposing  that  other  regulations  may  have  been  issued,  not  in  my  pos- 
session, or  that  there  may  have  been  some  clerical'  error  I  returned  the 
permit,  taking  a  copy,  without  action  on  my  part,  in  order  that  I  might 
more  fully  understand  the  matter. 

Under  the  VII  and  VIII  paragraphs  of  Treasury  instructions,  Septem- 
ber 11, 1863,  such  traffic  would  seem  to  be  prohibited,  and  as  General 
Butler's  permit  is  with  the  proviso  of  my  sanction,  and  as  I  conceive  I 
have  no  authority  under  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of 
March  31, 1863,  to  authorize  the  transportation  of  any  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  into  any  State  declared  to  be  in  insurrection  by  the  Presi- 
dent, I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  submit  the  case  to  thfe  Department 
for  its  decision  and  instructions.

General:  My  information  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  induce  the 
belief  that  Jeff.  Davis  has  decided  upon  recovering  New  Berne  and 
the  sounds,  probably  as  a  preliminary  step  to  Lee's  retrograde  move- 
ment in  the  spring.  Both  rams  are  expected  down  the  Nense  and 
Roanoke  in  conjunction  with  land  troops.  It  seems  certain  that  the 
one  at  Kinstou  is  intended  to  come  down  on  the  next  high  water. 

I  have  just  ordered  some  old  hulks  to  be  placed  in  the  Neuse,  above 
the  city,  and  shail  leave  to-morrow  evening  for  Washington  and  Fly- 
mouth. 

All  are  at  work  strengthening  our  lines  where  most  needed.    The 
railway  is  in  order  again. 
Good  cavalry  is  of  the  highest  moment  to  us  in  North  Carolina. 
General  Pickett  has  arrested  General  Barton  for  his  part  in  the  late 
affair.

Until  her  arrival  here  I  think  it  would  be  injudicious  to  send  the  South- 
field  away.

vessels  in  Hampton  Roads.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  the  arrival  at 
Hampton  Roads  on  the  14th  instant  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Winona,  from  Bal- 
timore, and  the  V.  S.  ironclad  A tlan ta,  from  Philadelphia,  and  the  arri- 
val to-day  of  the  U.  8.  S.  Malvern  (late  Ella  and  Annie,  prize  steamer), 
from  Boston,  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Tacony,  from  Philadelphia.

Report  of  Acting  Rear  Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  a  risumi  regard- 
ing capture  and  destruction  of  blockade  runners  off  Wilmington. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Netcs,  Ya.,  February  15, 1804. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  Department  the  circumstances 
attending  the  capture  aud  destruction  by  the  blockading  forces  off 
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Wilmington  of  the  following  blockade  runners,  of  which  I  have  pre- 
viously informed  yon  by  telegraph :  The  Wild  Dayrell,  Nuffield,  hee, 
Emily,  and  the  Fanny  and  Jenny. 

Upon  the  reporting  of  the  Sassacus,  Lieutenant-Commander  Boe,  she 
was  assigned  by  me  to  duty  as  an  outside  cruiser,  to  cruise  upon  the 
line  of  bearing  between  New  Inlet  and  Bermuda,  not  farther  to  the 
eastward  than  the  meridian  of  75°  west  longitude,  a  station  where  her 
reputation  for  speed  would  be  severely  tested,  one  in  which  a  very  fast 
cruiser  w  uld  prove  a  great  stumbling  block  to  the  blockade  runners. 
The  result  has  equaled  my  expectations,  and  the  destruction  of  the 
steamers  Wild  Dayrell  and  Nutfield  by  the  Smsacus,  both  new  and  fast 
steamers,  the  latter  on  her  first  voyage,  are  added  to  the  long  list  of 
disasters  to  the  blockade  runners. 

Upon  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant  Lieutenant-Commander  Boe 
discovered  black  smoke  inshore  of  him,  and,  pursuing  it.  discovered 
the  Wild  Dayrell  on  shore,  near  Stump  Inlet.  He  boardea,  and  found 
her  to  be  partially  filled  with  an  assorted  cargo.  Her  crew  had  aban- 
doned her  and  fled  to  the  shore.  After  great  exertions  to  get  her  afloat, 
in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Florida,  it  was  found  impracticable, 
and  she  was  completely  destroyed.  LieutenantCommander  Boe  esti- 
mates her  value,  with  her  cargo,  at  about  £200,000.  After  completing 
the  destruction  of  the  Wild  Dayrell,  the  Sansacus  proceeded  to  take  up 
her  assigned  station,  and  at  7  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant 
a  blockade  runner  was  discovered  to  tbe  northward  and  westward  of 
him,  distant  12  miles.  Chase  was  immediately  given  and  after  a  five 
hours'  chase  the  steamer  was  brought  under  fire,  and  finding  escape 
impossible  she  ran  on  shore  at  1  o'clock  p.  in.,  near  New  River  Inlet. 

Her  officers  and  crew  escaped  to  the  land  in  their  boats;  one  boat 
load,  however,  was  capsized  and  the  crew  drowned,  with  the  exception 
of  a  Mr.  Mell,  the  purser  of  the  steamer,  who  was  rescued  from  drown- 
ing by  the  boats  of  the  Sansacus,  which  were  immediately  sent  in  to 
take  possession  of  the  prize.  She  proved  to  be  the  English  steamer 
Nutfield,  from  Bermuda,  bound  to  Wilmington,  previously  mentioned  in 
consular  dispatches.  From  Mr.  Mell,  who  was  rescued,  1  learn  that  her 
cargo  was  munitions  of  war,  arms,  a  battery  of  eight  Whit  worth  guns, 
and  pig  lead.  The  guns  and  lead  were  thrown  overboard  during  the 
chase.  Finding  it  impossible  to  get  the  Nutfield  afloat,  after  great 
exertions  to  that  end,  she  was  fired  and  destroyed.  Some  700  rifles  and 
a  quantity  of  cavalry  sabers,  together  with  other  articles,  were  rescued 
from  her,  and  will  be  sent  in  for  adjudication  at  an  early  date. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Roe  reports  that  the  SaaaacuH  attained  a 
speed  of  13£  knots  and  gained  rapidly  upon  his  chase,  reported  one  of 
the  fastest  steamers  yet  sent  to  run  the  blockade. 

Upon  the  Cth  instant  the  Cambridge  discovered  a  steamer  ashore  and 
on  fire,  about  1  mile  south  of  Masonboro  Inlet,  which  proved  to  be  the 
blockade  running  steamer  Dee,  from  Bermuda  to  Wilmington.  Finding 
it  impossible  to  extinguish  the  flames  or  to  get  her  oil',  Commander 
Spicer,  of  the  Cambridge,  abandoned  the  attempt,  and  still  further  de- 
stroyed her  by  firing  into  her.  Seven  of  her  crew  were  captured,  and 
are  now  held  as  prisoners  on  the  Cambridge.  From  these  prisoners  I 
learn  that  the  Dee  was  commanded  by  G.  II.  IMcr,  formerly  a  lieutenant 
in  the  United  States  naval  service.  She  was  loaded  with  lead,  coffee, 
and  bacon,  all  of  which,  with  the  vessel,  were  completely  destroyed. 

At  5:50  a.  m.  on  the  10th  instant  a  steamer  was  discovered  from  the 
Florida*  standing  along  the  shore  toward  New  Inlet.    After  pursuing 
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and  firing  at  her,  she  ran  on  shore  near  Masonboro  Inlet.  Commander 
Crosby  sent  his  boats  and  took  possession  of  her.  She  proved  to  be 
the  side- wheel  steamer  Fanny  and  Jenny,  commanded  by  the  notorious 
Captain  Coxetter,  who,  with  the  purser,  was  drowned  in  endeavoring 
to  reach  the  shore.  The  remainder  of  her  crew.  25  in  number,  were 
captured,  and  are  now  prisoners  on  board  the  Florida.  The  steamer 
was  loaded  with  merchandise  and  coal.  The  enemy  opened  fire  upon 
the  wreck  and  upon  the  Florida  with  musketry  and  Whitworth  guns, 
by  which  fire  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  W.  F.  Keeler  received  a 
severe  but  not  dangerous  wound.  Finding  it  impossible  to  get  the 
steamer  afloat  after  great  exertions,  Commander  Crosby  ordered  the 
steamer  to  be  fired,  which  was  done  under  a  severe  fire  of  the  enemy. 
The  Florida  received  some  damage  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  which 
can  readily  be  repaired.  At  the  same  time  that  the  Fanny  and  Jenny 
ran  on  shore  another  steamer  was  seen  from  the  Florida  ashore  about 
one-half  mile  to  the  northward  of  the  Fanny  and  Jenny,  which  was  also 
boarded  by  the  Florida's  boats.  This  proved  to  be  the  Emily,  from 
Nassau,  with  a  cargo  of  merchandise  and  salt.  She  was  also  fired  and 
destroyed,  as  it  was  impossible  to  get  her  afloat. 

The  Fanny  and  Jenny,  Emily,  and  Nuffield  are  new  vessels,  and  this 
is  supposed  to  be  the  first  attempt  to  run  the  blockade. 

The  Wild  Dayrell  has  made  one  successful  voyage,  and  the  Bee  is  an 
old  offender.    *

The  water  is  very  low  just  now  everywhere  in  the  sounds,  but  I  hope 
the  assistance  I  send  her  will  suffice  to  get  her  afloat.  1  shall  dispatch 
the  Southfield  to  Plymouth  as  soon  as  the  Eutaw  arrives.    . 

General  Palmer  is  of  opinion  (in  which  I  concur)  that  a  gunboat  with 
a  battery  like  the  Southfield  should  be  here  just  now. 
We  are  trying  to  obstruct  the  river  above.

Report  of  Lieutenant -Commander  Oillis,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  expedition 
vp  the  James  River  in  search  of  escaped  Union  prisoners. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodork  Morris, 

Newport  News,  February  Hi,  W>i. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  of  this  date  I  got  underway,  and, 
with  the  Shokokon  in  company,  proceeded  up  the  James  River  as  far  as 
the  Chickahoininy,  keeping  a  bright  lookout  along  the  bank  for  the 
Union  prisoners  that  you  informed  me  were  reported  to  have  made 
their  escape  from  Richmond;  saw  nothing  of  them,  either  going  up  or 
on  our  arrival  at  the  mouth  of  the  Chickahominy.  We  arrived  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Chickahoininy  at  12  in.,  remaining  there  until  2  p.  in., 
when,  not  seeing  anything  of  the  party  that  we  were  in  search  of,  I 
returned  according  to  your  instructions. 

On  the  way  down  I  saw,  near  the  upper  end  of  the  battery  at  the 
north  end  of  BurwelFs  Hay,  a  signal  station,  from  which  the  enemy 
were  then  signalizing.  Saw  nothing  else,  either  going  or  returning, 
worthy  of  note.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  chase  by 
the  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut  of  a  steamer  answering  the  description  of  tlie 
Fergus  or  Presto. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  February  16, 1864. 

Sir:  Commander  Almy,  under  date  the  11th  instant,  reports  having 
chased  a  blockade  runner  for  fifteen  hours,  between  noon  January  31 
aud  3  a.  m.  February  1,  whose  description  answered  to  the  Fergus  or 
Presto.  As  the  latter-named  vessel  is  reported  to  have  run  on  shore 
while  attempting  to  enter  Charleston  on  February  2,  having  left  Nassau 
January  29,  it  would  seem  to  point  to  the  Presto  as  the  vessel  chased 
by  the  Connecticut  and  by  her  run  off  from  Wilmington.  The  chase 
commenced  100  miles  south  of  Wilmington,  the  lately  increased  force 
of  this  squadron  having  enabled  me  to  station  the  Connecticut,  with 
other  vessels,  for  outside  cruising  on  the  highways  between  Wilmington 
and  Bermuda  aud  Nassau,  a  disposition  which  very  greatly  increases 
the  hazards  of  blockade  running  and  consequently  the  efficiency  of  the 
blockade,  as  the  recent  accumulated  disasters  to  the  blockade  runners 
very  clearly  show.

Capture  of  the  British  steamer  Pet  of  LockwoofPs  Folly  Inlet,  February 

16,  1864. 

Report  of  Commander  Frailey,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  8.  8.  Quaker  City.

Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  February  16, 1864. 

Sir:  It  affords  me  great  satisfaction  and  pleasure  to  inform  you  of 
the  capture  early  this  morning,  while  off  [Lockwood's]  Folly  Inlet,  by 
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the  IT.  S.  S.  Montgomery,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Faucon,  of  the  English  steamer  PetjOt  and  from  Nassau,  master,  Boss 
Davis,  while  attempting  to  run  into  Wilmington.  Her  master  acknowl- 
edges having  destroyed  all  her  papers,  except  the  register,  by  burning 
them  in  the  furnace,  but  that  her  cargo  was  composed  of  provisions, 
liquors,  and  dry  goods.  She  will  be  sent  to  the  North  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable. At  the  time  of  the  capture  of  the  prize,  as  well  as  the  day 
previous,  the  wind  was  blowing  very  fresh  from  the  westward,  with 
foggy  weather. 

At  the  request  of  Acting  [Volunteer]  Lieutenant  Commanding  Fau- 
con, whirl)  is  herewith  forwarded,  1  have  temporarily  detached  Acting 
Master  Kdniiiiid  Keiuble  from  this  steamer  and  placed  him  in  charge  of 
the  pri/.e,  with  directions  to  proceed  with  her  to  Boston  and  deliver  her 
and  cargo  to  t  lie  constituted  authorities,  and  then  by  letter  report  him- 
self to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  with  a  request  to  be  returned  to  this 
vessel  when  his  services  in  Hostoii  shall  no  longer  be  required.  Acting 
Third  Assistant  Kiigiuecr  Frederick  Fries,  John  Wythe,  second-class 
fireman,  and  .lames  .McLaughlin.  .'Ul,  coal  heaver,  of  this  vessel,  have 
been  also  temporarily  transferred  to  the  prize,  and  the  balance  of  prize 
ofliccrs  and  crew  made  up  from  the  other  vessels  of  the  squadron,  a 
list  of  which  is  herewith  forwarded,  marked  4|AB. 

The  hi  had  on  deck  several  barrels  of  liquor  and  a  quantity  of  fruits 
and  vegetables.  The  latter  two  articles,  being  of  a  perishable  nature 
and  already  partially  decayed,  I  directed  to  be  distributed  among  the 
oNlerrs  and  crews  of  the  vessels  attached  to  the  blockade,  which  I 
trust  may  meet  with  your  approval.  The  liquor  was  struck  below  in 
main  hold  and  hatches  battened  down.

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The  vessel  proved  to  be  the  steamer  Pety  of  Nassau,  New  Providence, 
which  names  are  painted  on  her  stern;  and  also  ascertained  by  her 
certificate  of  British  registry,  the  only  paper,  with  some  boat  notes, 
found  on  board. 

The  captain  of  the  Pet  admitted  that  he  had  burned  his  mails,  log 
book,  and  all  his  papers  before  capture,  and  that  he  was  a  fair  prize. 

At  the  time  of  capture  no  other  vessel  was  in  sight;  nor  was  any 
vessel  seen  uutil  daylight,  when  we  made  the  ships  of  the  squadron  to 
the  S.  E.  At  once  transferred  such  of  the  Pet's  officers,  passengers, 
and  crew,  17  in  all,  as  were  found  on  board.  We  afterward  ascertained 
that  13  persons  had  left  in  the  boats,  including  the  pilot. 

Stood  iu  again  to  our  station,  the  prize  following,  at  5  a.  m.,  off  Log- 
wood's Folly.  At  daylight,  seeing  nothing  of  the  boats  which  had  left 
the  Pet  during  the  night,  moved  out  with  the  prize  and  anchored  near 
the  Quaker  City. 

The  Pet  is  an  iron  vessel,  2  years  old;  14  feet  long,  20  wide,  and  11 
depth  of  hold;  tonnage,  233;  register  tonnage,  171;  there  being  a 
reduction  of  62  tons  for  space  for  propelling  power.  She  has  two 
24- inch  cylinders,  24-inch  stroke,  direct-action  condensing  engines. 
She  carries  450  bales  of  cotton.  Hull  and  engines  in  good  order.

Sir:  General  Peck  is  here  to-day  and  has  requested  me  to  sink  the 
two  light-boats  now  here  in  the  channel. 

1  replied  that  I  would  write  you  on  the  subject.  The  two,  of  them- 
selves, will  be  of  no  service.  We  require,  in  all,  six  hulks,  and  I  pro- 
pose to  put  torpedoes  in  two  or  three  of  them. 
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There  seems  to  be  no  need  for  great  haste  in  the  matter.  The  gen- 
eral has  no  further  news  of  the  progress  of  the  ironclad  building  np 
the  Roanoke.  1  do  not  think  she  will  be  finished  for  some  months, 
though  they  might  push  her  ahead  rapidly  to  completion  if  they  find 
the  Neuse  closed  effectively  against  the  one  in  that  river,  which  Gen- 
eral Peck  informs  me  is  completed  and  has  been  down  the  river. 

The  general  expects  an  attack  soon  at  New  Berne,  and  says  the 
rebels  have  been  reinforced  by  5,000  men. 

I  think  it  probable  that  the  boats  collected  at  Halifax  will  make  an 
attempt  at  this  place,  but  when,  1  of  course  can  not  say. 

1  shall  try  to  be  ready  for  them  at  all  times. 

I  write  this  in  great  haste  to  go  by  the  general's  boat.

Pequot,  of  putting  into  Beaufort,  N.  ft,  on  account  of  sickness 
and  injuries  sustained  in  gale* 

U.  S.  S.  Pequot, 
Beaufort,  N.  ft,  February  17, 1864. 

Sir  :  In  consequence  of  the  smallpox  and  measles  having  broken  oat 
among  the  crew  of  this  vessel,  and  also  having  the  davits  of  the  sec- 
ond launch  carried  away  during  the  gale  of  the  15th  instant,  I  deemed 
it  necessary  to  put  into  Beaufort  in  order  to  have  the  sick  removed  to 
the  hospital,  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  further  spreading  of  the  disease 
on  board.  I  trust  there  will  be  no  other  cases,  bat  I  greatly  fear  there 
will  be. 

During  the  gale  of  the  15th  instant  this  vessel  behaved  remarkably 
well  until  the  wind  shifted  from  the  S.  E.  to  the  8.  W.,  which  created  a 
heavy  cross  sea.  I  was  then  obliged  to  batten  down  the  hatches,  as 
the  vessel  rolled  so  deep  as  to  completely  submerge  the  hammock  rails, 
and  the  waist  boats  which  were  raised  several  feet  above  them.  Id  a 
word,  I  never  witnessed  such  rolling  in  my  life,  and  hope  never  to  again. 
I  am  happy  to  say  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  save  the  second  launch 
after  the  davits  had  been  carried  away.  Since  my  arrival  on  the  sta- 
tion assigned  me,  I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  your  instructions 
fully.  Accompanying  this,  I  send  you  my  abstract  log,  and  my  reply 
to  Surgeon  Sharp's  report.

Sir:  When  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  with  General  Butler  in 
November  last  1  asked  him  to  obtain  information  concerning  the  iron- 
clads reported  to  be  building  and  fitting  up  at  Halifax,  on  the  Roanoke 
liiver,  and  at  Kinston,  on  the  Neuse,  and  to  let  me  know  the  result, 
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which  he  promised  to  do.    On  December  30  General  Butler  wrote  me 
that  General  Wessells  said  that  the  ram  on  the  Roanoke 


as  great  a  mystery  as  ever,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  for  clearing  up  the  contradictory 
rumors.  My  own  impression  is  that  the  ram  is  not  plated  yet,  has  no  engine,  and 
will  not  be  ready  for  some  months. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  Miami,  in  a  communication  to  me  of 
the  6th  instant,  says: 

I  have  on  board  a  man  who  was  formerly  engaged  on  the  blockade  runners  from 
Wilmington.    I  am  carrying  him  to  General  Weasel  Is,  at  Plymouth. 

He  left  Wilmington  on  last  Monday  (1st  instant).  *  *  *  He  says  he  saw  the 
ironclad  building  at  Kinston.  She  was  still  on  the  stocks;  had  part  of  her  iron  on. 
He  saw  no  iron  near  her  to  finish  her  with.

Sir  :  At  2  a.  m.  yesterday  the  army  gunboat  Jesup  communicated 
with  this  ship,  under  orders  from  General  Graham  to  go  up  James 
River  to  the  Chickahorainy,  to  take  off  any  of  the  Union  prisoners 
recently  escaped  from  Richmond  who  should  show  themselves. 

I  dispatched  the  Commodore  Morris  and  Shokokon  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. Last  evening  our  gunboats  and  the  Jesup  returned,  the  Com- 
modore Morris  partially  disabled  and  towed  by  the  Shokokon;  and 
Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  reported  that  he  could  not  see  anything 
of  our  escaped  prisoners. 

Though  it  is  probable  that  they  made  for  our  army  lines  at  Wil- 
liamsburg, I  shall  to-day  send  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis  in  the 
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Commodore  Jones,  with  the  Shokokon,  up  James  River  on  the  same 
service.

U.  8.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Newport  News,  February  18, 1864. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  of  the  17th  instant,  I  went  on 
board  the  Commodore  Jones,  and,  with  the  (J.  8.  8.  Shokokon,  proceeded 
up  the  James  River  for  the  purpose  of  affording  aid  to  any  of  the  Union 
prisouers  who  had  escaped  from  Richmond.  It  being  late  in  the  after- 
noon when  we  started,  we  were  unable  to  reach  the  Ghickahominy  until 
late  in  the  evening.  I  therefore  had  the  vessels  anchor  off  Jamestown 
Island  until  this  morning  at  daylight,  when  we  got  underway  and 
stood  up  the  river  as  far  as  Glaremont,  about  5  miles  above  the  mouth 
of  the  Ghickahominy:  fired  several  guns  and  showed  our  largest 
ensign;  saw  no  signals  that  would  indicate  the  presence  of  anyone 
wishing  to  communicate  with  the  vessel,  but  discovered  that  the  rebels 
had  a  picket  and  signal  station  on  the  upper  side  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Chickahominy,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  none  of  those  we  were  in 
search  of  could  possibly  avoid  being  retaken  should  they  make  their 
appearance  in  that  vicinity.  I  left  the  mouth  of  the  Ghickahomiuy  at 
12  in.  and  returned  to  my  station,  leaving  the  Commodore  Jones  on 
picket.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  report  that  having  received  information  that  some 
torpedoes  had  been  placed  in  York  River,  near  Purtan  Bay,  some  18 
miles  above  Yorktown,  I  received  permission  to  proceed  up  the  river, 
from  Acting  Master  Wright,  and  if  possible,  find  where  these  torpedoes 
were  laid.  Yesterday  morning  proceeded  up  the  river,  and  when  abreast 
of  the  ferry  saw  some  oyster  boats  close  inshore;  lowered  boats  from 
this  vessel  and  succeeded  in  capturing  four  of  them.  When  oft'  Pinka- 
tink  Creek,  came  to  anchor;  saw  several  more  in  the  creek;  sent  in 
boats  and  captured  eight  of  them,  one  being  a  scow  lately  built  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  grain  up  the  river. 

Several  of  these  boats  have  been  carrying  on  a  steady  trade  between 
this  place  and  the  White  House.  Three  of  these  boats  had  cargoes  in 
them,  consisting  of  11  plows,  a  quantity  of  plowshares,  4  boxes  of 
tobacco,  and  9  sacks  of  salt,  also  2  anchors  and  cables.  There  being 
some  more  plows  (new)  housed  in  a  storehouse  close  to  the  river  bank, 
and  not  having  room  to  bring  them  on  board,  the  officer  in  charge 
destroyed  them.    Thesegoods  had  all  just  arrived  direct  from  Richmond. 

Swept  the  river  around  and  across  by  Purtan  Bay,  but  could  not  find 
any  torpedoes;  returned  again  to  Yorktown  this  afternoon.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that,  h.iviug  been  informed  by  General 
Wistar  (commanding  army  forces  at  Yorktown)  on  the  night  of  the  12th 
instant  that  he  was  about  to  send  two  companies  of  cavalry  on  a  scout 
up  Y^ork  River  as  far  as  Potopotank  Creek,  and  having  heard  that  there 
were  one  or  more  small  vessels  engaged  in  a  regular  trade  between 
Potopotank  Creek  and  White  House,  1  concluded  to  proceed  up  the 
river  and,  if  possible,  capture  these  vessels.  Got  underway  on  the 
morning  of  the  13th  instant  and  proceeded  up  York  River.  When 
abreast  of  Pinkatink  Creek  saw  a  boat  hauled  up  on  the  beach ;  brought 
her  alongside,  and  found  on  board  one  plow,  one  box  tobacco,  a  few 
books,  and  a  small  amount  of  calico.  Hearing  that  torpedoes  were 
placed  50  feet  apart  across  the  river  from  Moody's  Wharf  to  Purtan 
Island  Point,  lowered  boats  and  swept  the  river  with  small  chains,  the 
vessel  following  in  the  track  of  the  boats;  found  no  impediment  what- 
ever. I  do  not  believe  there  are  any  torpedoes  below  Goff's  Point,  but 
aoross  from  Goff's  Point  to  Terrapin  Point  and  in  the  forks  of  the  river 
at  West  Point  I  believe,  from  information  received,  that  there  are  cer- 
tainly torpedoes  placed  there.  On  arriving  off  the  mouth  of  Potopo- 
tank Creek  came  to  anchor;  saw  our  cavalry  on  shore  and,  having  two 
of  the  Signal  Corps  on  board  this  vessel,  signalized  with  the  cavalry 
and  found  everything  quiet  around  the  creek.  Lowered  all  boats  with 
armed  crews  and  proceeded  up  Potopotank  Creek  about  3  miles;  found 
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a  small  sloop  of  about  5  tons,  laden  with  nearly  200  bushels  of  corn,  also 
a  skiff  with  her.  Proceeding  about  1  mile  farther  up  the  river,  round 
a  small  schooner,  empty,  of  about  10  tons,  named  the  Margaret  Ann,  of 
Back  Eiver.  The  sloop  was  loading  at  the  time  for  White  House,  there 
being  an  ox  team  on  shore  which  had  just  discharged  a  load  of  corn 
into  her.  The  men  loading  the  sloop  and  the  driver  of  the  ox  team,  as 
soon  as  our  boats  came  in  sight,  ran  for  the  woods.  Brought  both  ves- 
sels alongside,  proceeded  down  the  river,  and  came  to  anchor  off  York- 
town  at  7  p.  m.  last  evening.

blockade  runner  into  the  Cape  Fear  River.

Off  Western  Bar,  Wilmington,  N.  C,  February  18, 1864. 

Sir:  I  regret  to  report  that  early  yesterday  morning  a  two-masted, 
schooner- rigged  steamer,  with  single  smokestack,  was  found  to  have 
entered  during  the  night,  but  not  without  grounding  near  or  on  the 
bar  between  Bald  Head  and  Fort  Caswell,  remaining  there  until  the 
following  high  water,  when  she  was  taken  off  by  tugs  and  up  the  river. 

She  doubtless  evaded  the  squadron  shortly  after  the  moon  set,  as  at 
that  time  she  was  plainly  seen  and  chased  by  the  Aries,  but,  unfor- 
tunately, Captain  Devens  soon  lost  sight  of  her  after  turning  her 
offshore,  but  was  doubtless  soon  afterwards  doubled  upon. 

The  State  of  Georgia  must  leave  here  to-morrow  or  next  day  for  Beau- 
fort, and  I  shall  be  compelled  to  follow  with  this  ship  by  Tuesday,  the 
23d,  which  will  weaken  the  force  considerably  until  our  return. 

I  have  to  report  the  arrival  on  the  Kith  of  the  V.  S.  S.  Vicksburg,  and 
on  the  17th  of  U.  S.  S.  Monticello,  which,  with  the  Montgomery,  Merce- 
dita,  and  Aries,  will  compose  the  squadron  after  my  departure,  unless 
the  Maratanza  and  Emma  should  return. 

The  latter  vessel,  much  to  my  surprise,  has  been  absent  seventeen 
days. 

The  prize  steamer  Pet,  captured  on  the  night  of  the  16th  instant  by 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Faucon  in  the  Montgomery,  started  for  Boston 
yesterday  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Edmund  Kemble,  lately  attached 
to  this  ship.

Sir:  Referring  to  my  instructions  of  January  29, 1863,  on  your  file, 
you  are  hereby  ordered  always  to  fire  blank  cartridges  to  bring  vessels 
to  which  are  attempting  to  cross  the  blockade,  and  not  to  fire  a  shotted 
gun  of  any  sort  until  you  find  that  no  attention  is  paid  to  the  blank 
cartridges  already  fired,  when,  under  your  personal  supervision  always, 
you  may,  if  it  be  absolutely  necessary,  fire  a  ball  or  shot,  but  never 
into  any  vessel  or  in  such  direction  that  the  bullet  or  shot  will  reach 
the  shore  either  direct  or  by  ricochet.  You  must  not  make  this  order 
public,  but  notify  your  executive  officer  and  officers  of  the  deck  that 
balls  or  shots  are  not  to  be  fired  except  under  your  personal  supervi- 
sion. You  will  occupy  such  a  position  outside  of  the  line  of  Fortress 
Monroe  light  house  and  the  Kip  Raps  as  will  obviate  all  chance  of 
striking  any  person,  especially  a  sentry  on  shore.  You  may  arrest, 
detain,  and  report  vessels  arriving  which  intentionally  violate  the 
blockade,  and  those  going  out  may  be  so  fired  at  as  to  bring  them  to 
without  doing  any  injury.  Besides,  you  can  generally  ascertain  the 
names  of  outward-bound  offenders,  and  detain  and  report  them  on  their 
return. 

See  that  your  boarding  officer  has  a  correct  copy,  certified  by  you,  of 
my  order  of  January  29, 1863,  to  show  to  every  vessel  that  you  board 
other  than  a  man-of-war.

Unofficial  letter  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U*  S.  Navy,  to  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  regarding  the  blockade  and  blockade 
runners. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  February  20, 1864. 

Sir:  Yours  of  the  17th  came  to  hand  last  evening.    Thank  you  for 
your  agreeable  congratulations  on  the  last  hit  off  Wilmington,  which 
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makes  the  number  of  blockade  runners  captured  or  destroyed  since 
July  12,  26,  and  since  the  blockade  was  strengthened  last  fall  the 
number  is  23  steamers  lost  to  the  trade. 

Oan  the  history  of  the  blockade  beat  this  f 

I  don't  believe  that  many  prizes  will  be  made  hereafter;  the  runners 
now  take  to  the  beach  too  readily  when  they  see  a  blockader  by  day  or 
night.  1  pride  myself  on  the  conduct  of  the  blockade,  which  has  given 
me  much  care,  thought,  and  writing,  My  instructions  will  show  this 
when  I  send  them  to  you;  they  certainly  cover  the  whole  ground,  and 
work  well,  though  several  runners  have  got  in  lately.  I  think  the 
additions  to  the  runners  are  less  than  the  numbers  destroyed,  etc.  Did 
you  not  disclose  too  much  to  the  runners  in  publishing  that  part  of  my 
dispatch  about  the  Sassacus  which  exposed  her  cruising  ground  t  She 
and  the  Eutaw  were  ordered  to  the  sounds.  The  Kutaw  got  aground 
on  the  Swash.  They  were  both  ordered  to  the  outside  blockade  several 
days  ago — the  Sassacus  to  iutercept  the  Bermuda  and  the  Eutaw  the 
Nassau  runners.  The  Sassactis  has  done  well  and  the  Eutaw  will  do 
well,  and  may  be  better  as  to  speed  than  the  Sassatus.  I  congratulate 
you  on  the  success  of  this  class.  With  a  little  improvement  in  the 
steering  in  some  of  them,  they'll  beat  the  Glyders. 

Trade,  I  suspect,  is  the  demon  which  instigates  all  attacks  on  the 
blockade  and  blockaders.  Its  profitable  monopoly  requires  strict  exclu- 
sion of  foreign  competition,  and  scarcely  tolerates  the  form  of  blockade 
against  inland  trade. 

You  reminded  me  the  other  day  that  Oeneral  Dix  objected  to  the 
boarding  vessel  blockading  off  Hampton  Roads.  As  boarding  returns 
are  required  of  cruisers  in  time  of  peace,  how  can  they  be  dispensed 
with  in  time  of  war  and  blockade,  which  the  Navy  is  required  to  keep 
in  good  faith  f 

I  hear  nothing  more  about  the  surrender  of  our  naval  magazine, 
building,  and  grounds.  They  are  much  needed,  and  the  Car  stairs  con- 
tinues on  demurrage.  Chief  Engineer  Long's  force  and  knowledge  are 
much  needed  at  the  Gosport  navy  yard.  The  Atlanta*  a  horrid  thing 
to  live  in,  left  here  before  the  Tacony  took  the  place  of  the  Wyalusiny; 
she  experienced  bad  weather,  and  did  well.  I  trust  you  mean  to  give 
me  the  swift  dispatch  and  mail  steamer  which  I  have  applied  for — the 
R.  E.  Lee,  Merrimacj  or  Banshee  would  do  well.  I  need  something  to 
take  the  mail  and  special  orders  in  an  emergency.  When  I  leave  here 
squadron  papers  pile  up  and  office  work  gets  behindhand.  The  New 
Berne  passes  semioccasionally  instead  of  semimonthly,  and  the  Eahkee 
blockades  and  feeds  the  bar  tenders,  who  carry  but  little  coal.  Only 
consider  the  superfluity  of  army  transportation  and  our  absolute  want. 

The  blockade  off  Wilmington  is  the  blockade  of  two  widely  separated 
entrances,  each  requiring  as  much  force  as  Charleston  did,  if  not  more. 
Experience  teaches  that  a  mere  inner  line  will  not  answer  for  blockad- 
ing in  this  steam  era.  Now  the  blockaders  are  from  1  to  2  miles,  and 
more,  apart.  This  is  only  thick  when  it  is  so  dark  that  all  is  thickness. 
In  estimating  the  sea  strength  of  this  blockading  squadron,  one  must 
only  count  the  steamers  off  Wilmington.  The  rest  are  keels,  not  pen- 
nants. Winter  blockading  is  very  trying  to  machinery,  and  nearly 
a  third  of  the  vessels,  sometimes  more,  are  absent  for  repairs  and  coal, 
going,  returning,  or  at  Beaufort,  not  to  speak  of  those  (like  the  Monti- 
cello,  away  three  months)  at  Northern  ports. 

I  thank  you  for  the  Veterhoff.  I  hope  she  is  suited  to  the  service. 
Captain  Forbes  said  1  was  to  have  the  Cherokee.  1  hope  so.  Where  is 
Lamson!  I  have  a  special  want  for  him,  and  trust  he  is  not  to  be 
detached  from  this  squadron.     Can't  you   give  me  Clitz?    He,  too, 
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knows  the  requirements  of  this  blockade.  It  is  a  grave  mistake  to 
make  changes  on  blockade  services.  An  officer  acquainted  with  the 
situation  is  of  more  account  than  one  of  equal  merit  who  is  not. 
Where  are  all  the  regular  navy  officers  t  Except  the  few  on  this  ship 
and  the  Roanoke  there  are  but  two  this  side  of  Gape  Henry,  three  in 
the  sounds,  and,  say,  two  or  three  dozen,  old  and  young,  off  Wilmington. 
Will  you  not  give  this  blockading  squadron  its  proportion  of  the  fast 
navy  vessels  t  As  far  as  blockade  running  is  concerned,  this  squadron 
has  more  to  do  than  all  the  others.  Wilmington  and  its  entrances  and 
adjacent  inlets  require  more  attention  than  all  the  rest  of  the  coast. 
The  depots  at  Bermuda  and  Nassau  are  tributary  to  it.  A  modern 
blockading  squadron  has  much  more  to  do  than  merely  threatening  an 
entrance.  It  should  intercept  runners  where  daylight  shows  them 
after  a  long  night's  run  from  either  end  of  their  lines.  In  no  other 
way  can  a  wooden  blockade  be  made  effective.  Out-runners  can  not 
be  stopped  just  off  an  entrance  which  they  can  pass  any  dark  night. 

You  will  be  surprised,  on  examination,  to  find  how  few  steamers  of 
the  number  and  kind  assigned  can  be  kept  immediately  off  each  bar  to 
Wilmington  at  one  time.  It  is  the  severest  service  imaginable,  and 
strangely  well  do  the  steamers  stand  it;  but  more  and  new  and  swift 
ones  are  absolutely  needed  for  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron. 
Since  last  summer  only  has  this  blockading  force  been  much  more  than 
nominal  for  want  of  strength. 

How  many  of  the  new  monitors  are  to  come  to  me,  and  when  may 
they  be  expected  f  I  long  to  cooperate  with  an  army  capable  of  invest- 
ing Eichmond  or  Wilmington,  d  la  Yicksburg.  What  chance  of  it,

I  think  it  best  that  the  defense  of  obstructions  should  be  left  to  the 
military  authorities,  and,  if  thought  necessary  by  them,  conducted  by 
their  engineers,  and  I  propose  to  suggest  this  course  to  General  Butler. 
If  General  Butler  or  General  Peck  desires  it,  may  these  old  light 
vessels  be  applied  to  this  purpose!  They  were  once  suok  by  the  rebels 
and  raised  by  the  Light- House  Board,  and  are  not  of  much  value  now.

Sir:  I  am  not  aware  that  the  limits  seaward  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Blockading  Squadron  under  my  command  have  been  defined  by  the 
Department. 

The  necessities  of  an  effective  modern  blockade  require  a  consider- 
able extent  for  cruising,  to  intercept  and  chase  steam  blockade  runners; 
and  I  have  always  considered  my  limits  as  extending  seaward  as  far  as 
this  object  required,  and  that  wherever  a  man-of-war  of  my  squadron, 
acting  under  my  orders,  was  cruising  was  necessarily  embraced  in  my 
limits.  It  will  be  difficult  to  define  exact  limits,  except  of  harbors  and 
inlets  on  the  coast,  between  the  cruisers  of  this  and  the  adjoining 
squadron;  but  no  inconvenience  to  the  public  service  need  be  experi- 
enced from  not  drawing  a  dividing  line  seaward  between  this  and  the

I  left  the  schooner  Lion,  of  Philadelphia,  at  anchor  near  the  above- 
mentioned  place,  giving  the  captain  instructions  that  in  case  he  sees 
the  enemy  to  set  his  ensign  at  the  main  masthead.  About  two  hours 
after  my  leaving,  the  officer  of  the  deck  reported  that  the  ensign  was 
flying  from  the  schooner's  masthead;  upon  nearing  the  vessel,  I  saw 
some  (supposed  to  be  armed)  men  on  shore.  The  captain  of  the 
schooner  told  me  that  they  fired  a  volley  of  musketry  at  him,  their  shot 
falling  short  of  the  vessel.

Sir:  On  the  22d  instant  I  sent  Acting  Master  Welles  in  the  White- 
head with  25  men  from  this  vessel  up  the  Roanoke  to  destroy  a  mill  at 
which  the  rebel  garrison  of  Rainbow  Bluff  were  having  corn  ground. 
The  mill  was  found  about  2  L  miles  above  this  place ;  it  was  the  property 
of  one  Jordan,  who  is  in  the  rebel  Army.  Mr.  Welles  burned  it  to  the 
ground.    No  enemy  was  seen. 

Some  torpedoes  were  reported  in  the  river  a  mile  above  Jordan's 
place  by  the  people  thereabouts.  People  residing  on  or  near  the  river 
have  been  warned  by  the  rebels  from  fishing  in  certain  parts  of  the 
river  where  they  profess  to  have  sunk  torpedoes.  I  do  not  know 
whether  there  are  any  in  the  river  or  not,  but  if  there  are  they  can 
easily  be  removed  by  dragging  with  two  small  boats  and  a  line,  if  we 
should  ever  desire  to  ascend  beyond  their  reported  position.  Whether 
the  report  is  correct  or  incorrect,  it  comes  from  the  rebels,  and  would 
argue  rather  fear  of  our  advance  than  an  intention  on  their  part  to  attack. 
When  the  ironclad  is  completed,  if  a  large  rebel  land  force  is  in  the 
State,  she  might  be  brought  to  make  a  combined  attack  on  this  place. 
She  will  never  venture  down  without  such  support. 

A  rather  respectable  man  came  into  our  lines  from  Raleigh  some 
days  since.  He  says  the  ironclad  is  to  have  two  thicknesses  of  l£-inch 
iron,  the  layers  at  right  angles  to  each  other.  He  says  further  that  she 
is  spoken  of  as  intended  for  auxiliary  defense  at  Rainbow  Bluff;  that 
the  people  say  we  have  mounted  here  several  Parrott  300  pounders; 
that  she  could  not  endure  their  fire,  and  will  not  be  risked  under  it. 

I  wrote  you  some  days  siuce  that  General  Peck,  when  he  was  here, 
stated  that  the  rebels  had  received  reinforcements  in  this  State  to  the 
number  of  5,000  men.  My  own  opinion  is,  although  I  have  no  infor- 
mation on  which  to  ground  it,  that  the  force  which  appeared  before 
New  Berne  was  en  route  to  Mobile,  and  that  for  that  reason  New  Berne 
was  not  attacked;  they  had  not,  or  thought  they  had  not,  time  to 
delay.  I  did  expect  an  attack  on  New  Berne  for  the  first  few  days 
after  the  disappearance  of  the  rebels  before  the  city,  but  after  that 
concluded  they  had  gone  farther  south.  If  my  supposition  is  cor 
reel,  I  fear  General  Sherman  may  meet  a  larger  force  on  his  way  than 
he  anticipated.

Sir:  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  U.  S.  S.  Miami,  reports  as  fol- 
lows, under  date  of  20th  instant: 

Brigadier-General  Weasel  la  informed  me  yesterday  that  he  had  heard  that  25,000 
pounds  of  iron  had  been  sent  from  Wilmington  about  two  weeks  since  to  be  pat  on 
the  ironclad  building  at  Halifax,  on  the  Roanoke  River.  The  story  came  indirectly 
from  two  men  who  visited  Atlanta,  Ga.,  some  time  since  to  carry  negroes  from 
this  State,  and,  returning,  passed  through  Wilmington.  They  and  the  iron  came  in 
the  same  train.  Although  one  of  these  men  is  wealthy,  of  good  standing,  and  was 
formerly  an  officer  of  the  rebel  Army,  he  was  not  permitted  to  visit  the  boat  at 
Halifax,  but  was  told  none  but  navy  officers  could  see  her. 

The  engine  is  reported  in  her  and  is  said  to  be  good,  but  not  new.

Admiral  :  The  Coast  Survey  has  issued  a  new  chart  of  Beaufort 
Harbor  and  recalled  those  previously  in  use,  as  the  channel  has  been 
found  to  have  changed  materially. 

The  channel  buoys,  as  now  placed  and  marked  upon  the  old  chart,  do 
not  mark  the  deepest  water,  and  lately  vessels  entering  strike  fre- 
quently. I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  buoys  be  replaced  and 
their  positions  marked  upon  the  new  chart  at  the  earliest  moment,  as 
the  increasing  number  of  blockaders  going  to  Beaufort  for  coal  calls  for 
prompt  action  to  prevent  accidents. 

Major-General  Peck,  commanding  the  army  forces  in  Forth  Carolina, 
has  applied  to  me,  through  Major  General  Butler,  for  the  old  light-boats 
now  at  Plymouth,  to  obstruct  the  Neuse  and  Roanoke  rivers,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  rebel  ironclads  said  to  be  building  up  those  rivers  com- 
ing down  to  assist  in  an  attack  on  New  Berne  or  Plymouth. 

I  have  answered  General  Butler  that  the  light-boats  were  under  the 
control  of  the  Light-House  Board,  and  suggested  his  making  applica- 
tion there  for  them;  at  the  same  time,  if  he  considered  there  was  any 
pressing  military  necessity  for  such  a  conversion  of  them,  I  should  not 
object  or  interfere  with  his  taking  them.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Gushing,  TT.  8.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  MONTIOSLLO, 

Off  Wilmington,  N.  0.,  March  5, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  passed  the  forts  at  the  entrance 
to  this  harbor  with  two  boats  and  20  men  on  the  night  of  the  29th  of 
February,  and  proceeded  up  the  river  to  Smith ville.    My  object  was  to , 
land  at  that  town  and  capture  the  commanding  general,  and  to  board 
any  vessels  that  might  be  found  at  anchor. 

I  succeeded  in  landing  directly  in  front  of  the  hotel,  hid  my  men 
under  the  bank,  captured  some  negroes  at  work  in  a  salt  works,  and  thus 
gained  such  information  as  desired.  Then,  leaving  most  of  tne  men  to 
guard  the  boats,  I  proceeded  with  Acting  Ensign  J.  E.  Jones  and  Act- 
ing Master's  Mate  W.  L.  Howorth  and  one  seaman  to  General  Hubert's 
headquarters  (situated  across  the  street  from  the  barracks,  containing 
about  1,000  men).  I  effected  an  entry  and  captured  the  chief  engineer 
of  these  defenses,  but  found  that  the  general  had  gone  to  Wilmington 
the  same  day.  The  adjutant-general  escaped  from  the  door  after 
severely  wounding  his  hand,  but  thinking  that  a  mutiny  was  in  prog- 
ress, took  to  the  woods  with  a  great  scarcity  of  clothing,  and  neglected 
to  turn  out  the  garrison.  My  boat  was  about  50  yards  from  the  Smith- 
ville  fort,  and  not  so  far  from  the  sentinel  on  the  wharf,  but  I  succeeded 
in  bringing  my  prisoner  off  so  quietly  that  they  did  not  discover  me. 
The  signal  lights  were  made  so  tardily  that  I  was  abreast  of  Fort  Cas- 
well before  they  knew  that  boats  were  in  the  harbor,  and  they  did  not 
get  a  shot  at  us.  The  papers  captured  were  unimportant.  The  Scotia 
ran  out  just  before  I  reached  the  anchorage,  so  I  did  not  have  the 
pleasure  of  calling  on  her  captain.  I  send  Captain  Kelly,  C.  S.  Army, 
to  you,  deeply  regretting  that  the  general  was  not  in  when  I  called.

Abstract  log  of  the  U.  8.  8.  Monticello,  Lieutenant  Cashing,  IT.  8.  Navy,  commanding,  Febru- 
ary 28  to  March  1,  1864. 

February  28,  1864. — At  4:15  p.  m.  captain  returned  on  board.    At 
4 :  36  got  underway.    At  4 :  45  the  rebels  opened  fire  upon  the  ship  from 
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the  beach  on  Smith's  Island.  Returned  their  fire  with  100- pounder  and 
30-pounder  rifles.  At  extreme  elevation  onr  shell  all  fell  short,  while 
several  shots  of  the  enemy  passed  over  the  ship.  Steamed  slowly  to 
southward  and  westward.  0  to  8  p.  m. :  Steaming  to  our  station.  At 
0: 45  came  to  anchor.  Got  gig  and  first  [cutter)  prepared  for  an  expe- 
dition. At  7 :  45  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  W.  L. 
Howorth,  was  sent  in  reconnoitering  near  the  shore,  watching  the 
channel.  8  to  midnight:  At  10  the  picket  boat  sent  up  a  rocket,  indi- 
cating a  vessel  attempting  to  run  the  blockade.  Got  underway  and 
sighted  a  steamer  and  challenged  her  with  two  flashes  of  white  light 
and  a  red  light  steady,  which  was  answered  by  one  flash  of  red-white 
steady.  Not  discovering  at  11 :  45,  returned  to  an  anchorage.  At  11 :  45 
Acting  Master's  Mate  W.  L.  Howorth  left  the  ship  in  the  dingey  on 
picket  duty. 

February  29. — At  2  a.  m.  the  dingey,  in  charge  of  acting  master's 
mate,  returned.  At  5  got  underway  and  started  for  the  flagship;  came 
to  anchor  aud  scrubbed  decks.  At  9 :  20  flagship  made  signals.  At  10 
beat  to  quarters  and  exercised  first  and  second  divisions.  At  10:20 
beat  retreat.  Watch  employed  in  spreading  boarding  netting,  cleaning 
boats,  and  scraping  guns.  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Captain  went  on  board  flag- 
ship. At  5  p.  in.  got  underway  aud  steamed  down  to  flagship.  At 
5: 30  captain  returned  on  board  and  we  steamed  for  our  station.  0  to  8 
p.  m. :  At  7 :  15  came  to  anchor,  4£  fathoms.  During  the  watch  got  the 
arms  in  gig  and  first  cutter.  8  to  midnight:  At  8:40  p.  in.  Captain 
Cushiug  left  the  ship  in  gig,  accompanied  by  Acting  Master's  Mate  W. 
L.  Howorth,  and  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  E.  Jones, 
accompanied  by  [Acting]  Second  Assistant  Engineer  Martine,  and 
started  for  the  harbor,  with  the  intention  of  going  to  Sniithville  aud 
capturing  the  commanding  general,  Hebert. 

March  1. — At  3:25  a.  in.  gig  and  first  cutter  returned,  having  suc- 
ceeded in  reaching  Smitliville  and  landing  in  safety,  capturing  2  con- 
trabands from  the  salt  works  and  gaining  information.  We  surrounded 
the  general's  headquarters  and  captured  Captain  Kelly,  C.  S.  Army, 
chief  engineer  of  the  works,  the  general  being  absent,  having  gone  to 
Wilmington  the  day  before.  Adjutant-General  llardeman  barely 
escaped  capture.  Brought  the  captain  and  contrabands  safely  on  board. 
At  5  got  underway  and  .steamed  offshore  to  the  flagship.  At  5 :  40  came 
to  anchor  near  the  flagship.  8  to  meridian:  Quarters  for  inspection 
9:30.  At  11:30  got  underway  and  ran  in  toward  Fort  Caswell  with 
a  flag  of  truce.  At  12:30  p.  m.  first  cutter  left  the  ship  under  a  flag 
of  truce,  Ensigns  Petti t  and  Jones  as  tlag-of-truce  officers.  Watch 
employed  spreading  boarding  nettings. 


Letter  of  Major-General  Whiting,  C.  8.  Army,  to  Flag-Offlcer  Lynch,  C.  8.  Navy. 

Headquarters  Department  of  the  Cape  Fear, 

Wilmington,  March  2,  1M-1. 

Flag-Officer:  Night  before  last  a  party  of  the  enemy  in  two  small 
boats  with  muflled  oars  rowed  in  between  Fort  Caswell  and  Bald  Head 
and  landed  at  the  upper  part  of  Smitliville,  conducted  evidently  by 
some  one  perfectly  familiar  with  the  localities.  They  went  to  the  house 
occupied  by  General  Hebert  for  his  residence  and  succeeded  in  captur- 
ing Captain  Kelly,  of  his  staff.  A  tlag-of-truce  boat  appeared  yester- 
day from  the  enemy,  with  which  I  permitted  communication.    It  was 
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learned  that  the  party  was  commanded  by  a  Lieutenant  Jones,*  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy,  and  that  their  object  was  the  capture  of  General  Hubert. 
A  few  days  since  a  party  of  6  men,  belonging  to  the  Tenth  North  Caro- 
lina Battalion,  was  ordered  about  sundown  to  take  a  boat  in  which 
some  of  the  crew  of  the  steamer  Pet  had  landed  along  the  beach  to  Fort 
Caswell.  They  took  the  opportunity  to  desert.  No  doubt  on  their 
information,  and  perhaps  also  a  knowledge  of  localities  formed  by  men 
formerly  on  the  coast  survey,  the  attempt  was  made.  It  was  certainly 
very  dariug,  and  the  actors  deserve  great  credit. 

You  are  aware  of  the  impossibility  of  discovering  small  boats  from 
the  shore  at  night  in  a  wide  entrance.  To  avoid  a  repetition  of  any 
such  attempt  I  now  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  suggestion, 
that  if  you  have  the  means  at  command  guard  vessels  or  boats  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Navy  at  such  points  as  maybe  regarded  most  suitable.  I 
will  be  able  to  supply  a  number  of  boats  for  the  use  of  the  Navy,  though 
I  hope  you  will  be  able  to  station  armed  vessels  as  a  relief  or  reserve 
for  outpost  guard  boats.  These  boats  should  be  required  to  bring- to  all 
boats  or  vessels  moving  in  their  vicinity  at  night  and  thoroughly  ascer- 
tain their  character,  and  to  that  end,  should  this  or  any  similar  sugges- 
tion be  adopted,  instructions  will  be  given  to  the  military  authorities, 
that  no  difficulty  may  occur  in  complete  cooperation. 

This  matter  is  now  presented  for  your  consideration,  and  I  shall  be 
glad  to  hear  from  you  on  the  subject.

Letter  of  Flag-Officer  Lynch,  C.  8.  Navy,  to  Major-Oeneral  Whiting,  C.  S.  Army. 

Headquarters  Naval  Defenses, 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  March  2, 1864. 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  this  date,  and  am  disposed  to  do  all  in  my  power  to 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  transaction  to  which  you  allude.  Unfortu- 
nately the  men  under  my  command  consist  mostly  of  conscripts,  whose 
loyalty  is  not  unquestionable,  and  if  sent  in  boats  they  might,  as  twice 
elsewhere  and  once  here  (in  the  case  of  the  Tenth  North  Carolina  Bat- 
talion), desert  to  the  enemy. 

The  North  Carolina  is  having  a  new  smokestack  and  some  repairs  to 
her  battery,  preparatory  to  taking  a  position  lower  down,  and  the  other 
ironclad  is  being  pushed  forward  toward  completion  with  all  expedition. 
The  small  new  steamer  Yadkin  and  the  tug  Equator  are  fitting  for  the 
same  locality,  and  their  cruising  about  occasionally  will  be  far  more 
effective  than  rowing  guard  with  boats  manned  with  unreliable  crews.

Sir:  I  enclose  an  interesting-  report  from  Lieutenant-Commander  G. 
W.  Flusscr,  dated  March  8  (1),  respecting  an  expedition  of  our  gun- 
boats up  the  Chowan  to  rescue  the  army  gunboat  Bombshell;  and 
reporting  the  considerable  amount  of  ammunition  expended  in  doing  so, 
and  the  misconduct  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  Bombshell. 

I  enclose  also  the  accompanying  reports  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant C.  A.  French,  commanding  Southfield  (2),  and  Acting  Ensign 
G.  W.  Barrett,  commanding  Whitehead  (3).

Slit:  On  the  morniug  of  the  1st  instant  I  received  a  note  from  Gen- 
eral Wessells,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose.  Half  an  hour  after  its  recep- 
tion I  was  underway  in  the  Southfield,  with  the  Whitehead  in  company, 
bound  up  the  Chowan  River. 

In  the  mouth  of  the  Chowan  I  met  the  steamer  Massasoit,  and  was 
informed  that  the  Bombshell  was  above  Petty  8hore  and  cut  oft'  by 
artillery  and  infantry  stationed  at  that  point. 

The  Massasoit  had  been  prevented  from  running  into  the  trap  by 
receiving  warning,  when  a  mile  below  the  battery,  from  one  of  the 
BombsheWs  men,  sent  through  the  swamp  to  give  notice  of  her  situation. 

I  had  received  information  some  weeks  previously  from  the  man 
whom  the  rebels  forced  to  show  them  the  place,  an  old  steamboat  cap- 
tain on  the  Chowan  and  lately  a  master  in  the  rebel  Navy,  that  ten 
torpedoes  had  been  placed  in  the  channel  (which  is  there  little  more 
than  100  yards  wide)  at  Petty  8hore,  so  I  dared  uot  attempt,  with  boats 
of  such  great  draft  (the  IV  hitehead  was  drawing  7 \  feet,  the  Southfield 
9£),  to  run  by. 

Just  before  dark  we  came  near  the  supposed  position  of  the  battery. 

I  went  on  board  the   Whitehead,  moved  up  slowly,  and,  the  wind 
being  across  the  river,  was  about  to  anchor  so  that  the  rifled   100 
pounder  might  be  brought  to  bear  upstream,  when  the  rebels  opened 
lire  on  us  with  a  fieldpiece  about  (KM)  yards  oft'. 
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The  anchor  was  kept  fast,  the  port  guns  brought  to  bear,  and  the 
fire  of  the  euemy  returned  briskly. 

In  a  few  minutes  it  became  too  dark  to  fire  with  any  accuracy,  or  to 
maneuver  the  boat  without  danger  of  grounding,  so  we  dropped  back 
a  mile  and  anchored  between  swamps  for  the  night. 

I  intended  sending  a  small  boat  up  that  night  with  an  order  to  the 
Bombshell  to  ran  down  next  morning,  but  the  enemy  had  possession  of 
both  sides  of  the  narrow  river,  with  fires  on  both  banks,  which  so  lit 
up  the  stream  that  no  boat  could  pass  unseen.  At  2  o'clock  next 
morning  I  sent' two  soldiers  on  shore  to  make  their  way  through  the 
swamp  to  the  Bombshell,  carrying  a  letter  to  her  captain,  saying  that 
if  he  would  come  down  during  the  day  I  would  silence  the  battery. 

He  was  to  fire  a  gun  when  he  was  ready. 

At  11  a.  m.  the  soldiers  returned,  saying  the  enemy  were  on  all  the 
paths  through  the  swamp,  and  that  they  had  been  unable  to  reach  the 
Bombshell.  They  further  reported  a  large  force  on  the  north  bank  of 
the  river  (10,000  men  with  artillery) ;  that  more  artillery  had  been  sent 
for,  and  that  on  the  Sunday  preceding  (this  was  Wednesday)  an  order 
had  been  sent  to  Murfreesboro  for  a  32-ponnder.  As  soon  as  the  sol- 
diers returned  we  moved  up  and  opened  fire  on  the  place  from  which 
we  had  received  a  fire  the  evening  before. 

Shortly  after  we  opened  the  Bombshell  commenced  firing,  and,  from 
the  sound  of  her  guns,  I  knew  she  was  approaching.  Beceiving  no 
return  from  the  fieldpiece,  we  fired  at  the  supposed  position  of  the  bat- 
tery, about  1  mile  above  us. 

The  battery  was  so  posted  in  a  bend  as  to  command  the  approach 
from  above,  while  it  could  not  bring  a  gun  to  bear  downstream,  conse- 
quently we  had  an  enfilading  fire  on  it. 

At  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  I  dropped  down  in  the  Southfield  to  give 
the  men  dinner,  leaving  the  Whitehead  to  fire  slowly  with  her  rifled  gun. 

The  Bombshell  had  then  been  for  an  hour  within  sound  of  our 
steam  whistle,  and  I  had  repeatedly  signaled  her  by  three  long  blasts 
to  come  down.    She  answered  the  signal  but  did  not  obey. 

The  position  of  the  battery  was  hidden  from  us  at  all  times  by  an 
intervening  point,  over  which  we  fired,  while  the  Bombshell  hail  it  in 
plain  view.  So,  although  there  was  no  response  from  it,  as  she  kept 
firing  I  supposed  the  rebels  were  still  there,  and  reserving  their  fire 
till  she  should  pass  immediately  under  their  guns. 

I  learned  from  the  Massasoit,  when  I  met  her  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Chowan,  that  the  Bombshell  had  been  firing  at  9  o'clock  the  previous 
evening,  so  I  feared  she  might  have  been  carried  by  boarders.  I  there- 
fore sent  a  note  to  General  Wessells,  saying  that  if  he  would  send  me  a 
huudred  soldiers  in  her,  putting  up  some  bales  of  hay  or  cotton  to  pro- 
tect tnem  from  musketry,  I  would  take  charge  of  her,  run  the  battery, 
and  retake  the  Bombshell. 

The  Massasoit  came  up  with  90  men,  but  with  orders  not  to  go  under 
the  guns  of  the  battery,  so  if  I  had  needed  her  she  would  have  been 
useless. 

There  was  another  bluff  3  miles  below,  which  I  thought  the  rebels 
might  fortify  and  make  it  very  difficult  to  pass. 

I  determined,  therefore,  to  fire  briskly  for  half  an  hour  after  dinner, 
and  if  the  Bombshell  had  not  appeared  at  the  expiration  of  that  time, 
to  convoy  the  Massasoit  below  the  lower  bluff  with  the  Southfield,  leav- 
ing the  Whitehead  to  bring  off  such  of  the  crew  of  the  Bombshell  as 
could  reach  her,  provided  the  captain  should  determine  to  destroy  her 
aud  take  to  the  swamp,  lie  had  expressed  an  intention  to  do  so,  rather 
than  run  the  battery. 
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As  we  got  underway  after  dinner  the  Whiteliead  signaled  a  boat  com- 
ing. The  captain  of  the  Bombshell,  afraid  to  ran  the  battery  in  the 
steamer,  had  risked  four  men  in  an  open  boat,  in  broad  daylight,  where 
they  must  surely  have  been  captured  if  any  enemy  was  there.  He  sent 
me  word  that  he  had  a  large  number  of  people  on  board  in  addition  to 
his  crew;  that  he  was  out  of  provisions  and  short  of  coal,  and  that  he 
feared  to  come  down  as  he  thought  the  enemy  had  masked  batteries. 
I  sent  the  boat  immediately  back  with  a  message  that  the  enemy  had 
gone,  or  his  boat  would  have  been  intercepted,  but  that  if  there  were 
any  batteries,  I  would  silence  them,  and,  finally,  if  he  were  not  down  in 
an  hour  I  would  leave  him.  Shortly  afterwards  he  rounded  the  point 
and  came  down  unmolested* 

We  then  moved  down  together,  firing  briskly  from  the  Southfield  at 
the  lower  bluff,  till  we  ascertained  there  was  nothing  there. 

I  have  been  thus  lengthy  in  this  report,  as  I  desired  you  to  under- 
stand the  reason  of  the  expenditure  of  so  much  ammunition,  about 
which  I  feel  somewhat  mortified. 

The  enemy,  no  doubt,  moved  off  at  daylight  of  the  2d  instant.  All 
the  ammunition  of  the  second  day  was  wasted  through  the  cowardice 
of  the  captain  of  the  Bombshell;  his  boat  was  scarcely  worth  it. 

I  mentioned  the  report  of  the  presence  of  a  large  rebel  force  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  Chowan.  To-day  I  learn  from  Edenton  that  Pickett's 
division  is  over  there  after  provisions.  Kumor  says  there  are  10,000  to 
15,000  men,  no  doubt  a  great  exaggeration. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  have  these  army  gunboats  (and  I  have  thought 
from  the  meager  shipments  of  seamen,  and  the  large  number  of  sea- 
faring men  enlisting  in  the  Army,  it  would  be  well  to  give  the  military 
control  of  the  inner  waters,  and  to  put  us  on  the  deep),  they  should  at 
least  be  commanded  by  people  holding  commissions  from  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and  not  by  irresponsible  persons  appointed 
by  quartermasters.  I  enclose  reports  of  Captains  French  and  Barrett, 
with  a  sketch  by  W.  B.  Newman  of  the  South  field?*  100-poundcr,  burst, 
I  regret  to  say,  at  the  first  fire  on  the  evening  of  the  1st  iustant.

P.  S. — I  have  just  learned  that  the  enemy  had  at  Petty  Shore  500 
men  and  four  pieces  of  artillery;  that  they  left  shortly  after  we  opened 
fire  on  the  morning  of  the  2d  instant,  stating  as  a  reason  for  moving 
that  our  guns  were  of  such  long  range  that  we  could  reach  them  while 
lying  beyond  their  range.  They  were  at  Petty  Shore  to  cover  the 
transportation  of  provisions  across  the  river  from  the  northern  bank. 

We  have  a  rumor  here  of  a  great  Union  victory  at  Suffolk. 

The  draft  of  the  Bombshell  was  34  feet,  and  of  the  Massasoit  54,  so 
they  might  have  passed  over  obstructions  on  which  our  boats  would 
strike.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  French,  V,  8.  Navy,  commanding  V,  S.  8.  Southfield. 

U.  S.  S.  Southfield, 
Off  Plymouth,  March  5, 1864. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  this  vessel  left  her  anchorage  here 
at  11 :  50  a.  m.  on  the  1st  instant,  with  yourself  on  board  and  the  White- 
head in  company,  to  endeavor  to  rescue  the  army  gunboat  Bombshell. 
cut  off  by  rebel  batteries  on  the  Chowan  River,  where  they  were  said 
to  have  six  pieces  light  artillery  and  about  300  men.  When  about  40 
miles  up  the  Chowan,  it  being  about  sunset,  we  opened  fire  on  the  point 
at  which  we  supposed  their  batteries  were  placed  and  succeeded  in 
drawing  the  enemy's  fire,  which  was  kept  up  quite  briskly  till  dark, 
roost  of  their  shots  being  directed  to  the  Whitehead,  she  being  in  the 
advance,  with  yourself  then  on  board  of  her.  We  then,  per  your  order, 
dropped  below  the  banks  and  anchored  for  the  night.  The  Bombshell 
commenced  firing  above  the  battery  soon  after  we  opened,  but  made  tio 
attempt  to  run  by  and  join  us.  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  during  the 
engagement  and  on  the  first  fire  of  the  100-pounder  Parrottrifie,  No.  1, 
it  burst,  breaking  the  carriage  and  throwing  a  large  piece  of  metal 
clear  of  the  ship  into  the  river  alongside.  The  burst  extends  from 
about  2  inches  under  the  band  to  2  feet  forward  of  center  of  trunnion, 
taking  more  than  half  the  bore  for  a  part  of  the  way  and  carrying  with 
it  one-half  port  trunnion.  In  order  to  give  a  more  accurate  idea  1  have 
had  a  drawing  made  with  top  and  side  view,  which  you  will  find 
enclosed.    I  am  happy  to  say  uo  one  was  injured  by  the  explosion. 

On  the  next  morning,  March  2,  we  again  opened  on  the  point  from 
which  tbey  fired  the  preceding  day,  but  got  no  response.  The  Bomb- 
shell,  however,  commenced  firing  again,  and  answered  our  steam  whis- 
tle, but  made  no  attempt  to  join  us  until  late  in  the  day,  when  she  came 
down  unmolested,  the  enemy  having  evacuated;  and  by  your  order  we 
returned  to  our  station  off  Plymouth. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  having  this  gun 
immediately  replaced  with  another,  as  we  already  have  one  IX-iuch 
gun  on  this  end  of  the  vessel  disabled  more  than  a  year  ago  (a  report 
of  which  has  been  forwarded),  leaving  us  now  with  only  one  perfect  gun 
(IX-inch)  in  battery  forward,  rendering  our  ram  almost  useless  in  an 
engagement  with  a  vessel,  as  we  should  be  obliged  to  run  her  the  other 
end  forward  in  order  to  use  the  three  IX-inch  guns  that  are  in  battery 
there.  Permit  me  also  to  suggest  that  the  gun,  when  replaced,  be  fitted 
to  work  on  center  pivot. 

Enclosed  you  will  find  report  of  ammunition  expended.

Report  of  Acting  Bnaign  Barrett,  V.  8.  Navy,  commanding  V.  8.  8.  Whitehead. 

U.  S.  S.  Whitehead, 
Off  Plymouth,  X.  C.,  March  4,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  your  order 
I  started  from  this  place  at  11 :  30  a.  m.  of  the  1st  instant  and  proceeded, 
in  company  with  the  U.  8.  S.  Southfield,  up  the  Chowan  River,  for  the 
purpose  of  dislodging  the  enemy,  who  had  cut  oft'  the  retreat  of  the 
army  steamer  Bombshell  by  planting  artillery  on  the  bluffs  at  Petty 
Shore.  Nothing  of  importance  transpired  until  we  arived  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  bluff  where  we  supposed  the  enemy  to  be  posted.  I 
proceeded  cautiously  up  the  river  in  advance  to  reconnoiter  and  ascer- 
tain, if  possible,  the  enemy's  position. 

At  6  p.  m.  the  °.nemy  opened  fire  on  us  with  two  fieldpieces,  at  the 
distance  of  000  yards,  their  guns  being  masked  behind  the  dense  foli- 
age on  the  slope  and  crest  of  the  river  bank.  We  promptly  returned 
the  fire  with  shell  and  shrapnel  from  our  100-pounder  rifle  and  24- 
pounder  howitzers,  silencing  the  enemy's  guns  in  about  fifteen  minutes. 
As  it  was  now  getting  quite  dark,  we  dropped  down  the  river  about  a 
mile  and  came  to  anchor  near  the  steamer  Southfield  for  the  night,  con- 
cealing lights  and  using  every  precaution  to  guard  against  surprise. 

At  11  a.m.  of  the  3d  [2d],  [  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  up  the 
river  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  in  company  with  the  U.  S.  S.  South- 
field.  At  12  o'clock  opened  fire  with  our  100-pounder  rifle,  shelling  the 
woods  and  bluffs,  but  the  enemy  did  not  reply.  At  4  p.  m.  the  army 
steamer  liombxhell  steamed  down  the  river  past  the  bluffs  unmolested, 
and  reported  that  the  enemy  had  left.  1  started  for  this  place  at  5 
p.  m.,  and  arrived  here  at  10  p.  m.  of  the  same  day. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  officers  and  crew  under  my 
command  performed  their  duties  in  a  cool  and  efficient  manner.  I  have 
no  casualties  to  report,  with  one  exception,  that  of  Thomas  II.  John- 
stone, who  had  his  arm  severely  injured  by  the  recoil  of  rifle  gun,  of 
which  he  was  second  captain. 
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The  following  is  a  correct  account  of  the  ammunition  expended  on 
board  this  vessel  during  the  engagement,  viz:

Just  returned  last  night  in  Southfield  from  up  the  Chowan  Eiver. 
Went  up  to  rescue  the  Bombshell,  which  was  penned  up  by  a  battery 
posted  on  bank  below  her.  Got  her  out  after  being  tired  to  death  by  her 
sneaking  captain.  At  first  fire  French  burst  his  Parrott  rifle  very 
strangely,  all  knocked  to  flinders ;  fortunately  none  hurt.  Had  no  fight. 
Will  send  report  in  a  day  or  two.  •  •  •  Southfield  has  now  on  one 
end  but  one  good  gun,  one  IX-iuch  being  disabled.  Please  make 
requisition  for  two  guns  for  her,  same  as  others.  The  Parrott  should  be 
mounted  on  center- pivot  carriage;  can  then  be  fought  with  ease  over 
end,  either  side. 

The  Bombshell  is  an  army  gunboat;  goes  up  the  Chowan  to  pick  up 
refugees,  deserters,  and  negroes. 


Capture  of  the  British  steamer  Scotia,  March  1,  1864. 
Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  XJ.  8.  8.  Connecticut. 

U.  S.  8.  Connecticut, 
At  Sea,  Lat.  32°  34'  N.,  Long.  77°  18'  W.,  March  1,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  this  morning  at  9  o'clock 
the  English  blockade  runner  steamer  Scotia,  Henry  Swan,  master,  was 
captured  by  this  steamer  under  my  command  after  a  chase  of  two  hours. 
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This  capture  was  effected  in  latitude  32°  34'  N.,  longitude  77°  18' 
W.,  85  miles  8.  8.  E.  of  Cape  Fear.  When  iirst  discovered  the 
Connecticut  was  about  25  miles  to  the  westward  of  this  position. 

No  other  steamer  than  this  was  in  sight  at  the  time. 

The  captain  admits  that  he  left  Wilmington  last  night,  bound  to 
Nassau,  with  220  bales  of  cotton  on  board  and  that  his  deck  load, 
comprising  about  40  bales,  was  thrown  overboard  during  the  chase. 

The  Scotia  is  a  side-wheel,  iron  steamer,  built  at  Glasgow,  and  this 
was  her  third  trip  to  Wilmington.  No  other  paper  than  the  register 
was  found  on  board.  This  has  been  enclosed  to  the  IT.  S.  district  judge 
at  Boston. 

I  have  put  a  prize  crew  on  board,  placed  the  prize  in  charge  of  Acting 
Ensign  J.  M.  C.  Keville,  and  ordered  her  to  Boston,  to  touch  in  at 
Hampton  iioads,  provided  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  coal  and  provisions 
being  sufficient  to  take  the  vessel  to  Boston. 

The  captain,  mate,  cook,  and  steward  are  left  on  board.  A  man  with 
his  wife,  three  children,  and  nurse,  are  also  left  on  board  of  the  Scotia. 
Thirty-eight  prisoners  from  her  are  now  on  board  of  this  steamer. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  E.  S.  D.  Rowland,  Acting  Assistant  Engineers 
Edward  F.  McGinnis,  and  John  H.  Burchmore  accompany  Mr.  Keville 
in  the  prize. 

I  have  made  a  report  similar  in  tenor  to  this  to  the  honorable  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  and  shall,  as  early  as  practicable,  transmit  a  complete 
list  of  officers  and  crew  entitled  to  prize  money  in  the  case  according 
to  law.

Additional  report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut 

U.  8.  S.  Connecticut, 
At  Sea,  hat.  S:i°  10'  iV'.,  hong.  77°  40'  W\,  March  J,  1861. 

Sir:  1  addressed  to  you  a  communication  on  the  1st  instant,  which  I 
trust  has  been  received,  reporting  the  capture  on  that  day  of  the  Brit- 
ish blockade  runner  steamer  Scotia,  85  miles  8.  S.  E.  of  Cape  Fear.  She 
was  from  Wilmington,  bound  to  Nassau,  loaded  with  cotton.  Putting 
a  prize  master  and  prize  crew  on  board,  1  ordered  her  to  Boston,  touch- 
ing in  at  Hampton  Koads,  provided  there  was  a  doubt  as  to  the  coal 
and  provisions  being  sutlicient  to  take  the  vessel  to  Boston. 
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The  name  of  the  Scotia  will  be  found  to  be  mentioned  in  two  places 
in  extracts  received  by  you  December  4, 1863. 

I  have  now  on  board  of  the  Connecticut  36  prisoners  from  her,  com- 
prising crew  and  passengers;  several  of  the  latter  are  men  who  have 
been  wrecked  in  some  of  the  blockade  runners  which  have  been  driven 
ashore,  and  were  returning  to  their  homes  at  Nassau. 

One  of  them  is  from  the  Presto,  run  ashore  and  destroyed  on  Sulli- 
van's Island  in  attempting  to  get  into  Charleston  on  the  morning  of 
February  2. 

It  seems  that  I  was  right  in  the  conjecture  expressed  in  my  let- 
ter to  you  of  February  11  that  the  steamer  chased  by  the  Connecticut 
January  31  and  February  1  for  fifteen  hours  was  the  Presto.  This 
prisoner  confirms  the  fact  in  every  particular. 

A  description  of  the  Presto  will  be  found  in  the  extract  received  by 
you  November  23, 1863. 

I  desire  information  and  instructions  from  you  in  regard  to  money 
found  on  the  persons  and  among  the  baggage  of  prisoners  from  block- 
ade runners.  Should  it  be  taken  from  them  at  all  times,  or  taken  from 
them  when  it  exceeds  a  certain  amount,  or  should  it  all  be  left  with 
them! 

"Of  course  they  all  lay  claim  to  it  as  private  property,  yet  much  of 
this  money  is  used,  no  doubt,  in  trade  for  buying  and  selling — in  one 
wordy  for  carrying  on  the  blockade  running  business. 

On  board  of  the  Scotia  when  she  was  captured  was  a  man,  wife, 
three  children,  and  nurse,  as  passengers,  going  from  Wilmington  to 
Nassau,  whom  I  left  on  board  of  her  to  go  north.  This  man  was  a  Jew, 
and  had  paid,  or  was  to  pay  a  thousand  dollars  to  have  himself  and 
family  conveyed  to  Nassau.  They  had  several  trunks,  and  since  the 
prize  started  oil'  the  prisoners  on  board  here  have  stated  that  he  had  a 
large  sum  of  money  with  him.  I  didn't  have  their  baggage  searched. 
The  question  is,  whether  this  money,  if  found,  should  be  put  with  the 
vessel  and  cargo  to  go  before  the  court.  I  respectfully  submit  it  for 
your  consideration. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  the  fact  has  been  divulged  by  these 
prisoners  that  the  Jew  passenger  is  the  principal  owner  of  the  Scotia.

enemy  upon  Newport,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  Naval  Station, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  March  1,  1864. 

Sir  :  Information  received  by  General  Peck  at  New  Berne  and  com- 
municated to  Colonel  Jourdan,  commanding  this  subdistrict,  has  caused 
them  to  make  preparations  to  meet  the  rebels  in  another  attack  which 
they  meditate.  It  is  part  of  the  plan  to  strike  at  Newport.  Colonel 
Jourdan  has  consequently  thrown  all  his  disposable  force  at  that  point 
and  organized  the  local  force,  composed  of  residents  of  Beaufort,  white 
and  black,  for  its  defense.  He  has  informed  Captain  Bidgely  and  myself 
of  his  plans,  which  include  support  by  the  gunboats.  As  the  rebels 
are  evidently  coming  in  greater  force  than  before,  greater  force  from  us 
will  be  required. 

It  is  not  likely  that  any  small  vessels  can  be  withdrawn  from  the 
sounds,  as  directed  in  your  instructions  of  the  16th  of  February.  They 
will  be  needed  in  the  Neuse.  There  are  now  in  port  the  Shenandoah, 
Pequot,  New  Berne,  State  of  Georgia,  Quaker  City,  and  Florida.  Only 
the  Shenandoah  and  Pequot  have  boats  which  can  carry  a  howitzer.  . 

If  it  is  true  that  the  rebels  have  twenty  launches,  with  naval  officers 
and  sailors  to  man  them,  they  can  give  us  some  trouble. 

The  Shenandoah  and  Mount  Vernon  have  been  detained  for  the  last 
two  days  by  the  swell  on  the  bar.  The  Connecticut  got  out  on  Suuday 
before  it  commenced.  It  is  hoped  the  Mount  Vernon  will  get  out  this 
forenoon.  If  so,  she  has  orders  to  send  the  Nansemond  up  here,  as  she 
is  the  only  vessel  which  can  get  into  Bogue  Sound.  At  present  the 
Pequot  is  stationed  near  the  Morehead  depot.  The  Quaker  City  and 
Florida  will  be  placed  so  as  to  command  Bogue  Sound  as  far  as  their 
rifled  guns  will  reach.  If  there  are  any  light-draft  gunboats  available, 
it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  they  be  sent  down  here  to  assist.

Sir:  I  informed  the  Department  January  28  that  Naval  Constructor 
Hanscom  was  fitting  a  torpedo  apparatus  of  his  own  invention  to  the 
wooden  steamer  Alert,  for  which  purpose  he  considered  that  an  iron- 
clad steamer  would  be  much  better. 

I  was  informed  by  him  some  time  since  that  this  apparatus  could  not 
be  successfully  attached  to  the  Alert.  I  suggested  that  the  experiment 
be  made  with  the  tug  Cohasset,  but  have  learned  recently  that  this  has 
not  been  done,  it  having  been  found  that  an  ironclad  steamer  is  neces- 
sary. 
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I  would  request  of  the  Department,  therefore,  that  at  least  one  iron- 
clad steamer,  with  a  torpedo  attached,  may  be  sent  to  this  important 
position.

Sir  :  1  beg  leave  to  report  to  you  that  on  my  return  to  my  station 
the  afternoon  of  the  2d  instant  I  observed  about  twenty  rebels  on  the 
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southwest  side  of  the  river.  On  my  approaching  the  shore  they  fled 
into  the  woods.  I  tired  three  IX -inch  shells  in  the  vicinity  of  where 
they  were  last  seen. 

I  was  informed  by  the  captain  of  one  of  the  oyster  schooners  that 
the  rebels  had  a  fleldpiece  with  them.

Navy,  giving  information 
received  from  Commander  Davenport,  regarding  affairs  in  the  Neuse 
River,  and  the  force  in  the  sound*. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  March  4, 1864. 

Sir:  Commander  Davenport,  under  date  of  February  29,  sends  me 
the  following  information,  which  he  says  was  communicated  to  him 
officially  by  General  Peck,  viz:  u There  are  thirteen  pontoon  bridges 
now  ready  for  use  at  Goldsboro,  and  they  are  taking  up  the  blockade 
between  this  and  Kinston.  Two  regiments  of  cavalry  are  at  Gove 
Creek,  10  or  12  miles  this  side  of  Kinston/' 

Commander  Davenport  considers  the  position  of  affairs  critical,  and 
urges  the  sending  of  reinforcements. 

The  force  at  present  in  the  sounds  consists  of  the  following  vessels: 
Hetzel,  Miami,  Seymour,  Louisiana,  Granite,  Valley  City,  Southfield, 
Whitehead,  Commodore  Hull,  Jjockwood,  Ceres,  Tacony. 

The  Wyalusing  will  also  be  dispatched  in  a  few  days,  when  her 
repairs  are  completed  at  the  Norfolk  navy  yard.  1  have  written  to 
the  commandant  at  Baltimore  to  hasten  as  much  as  possible  the  repairs 
on  the  double-enders  Hunchback  and  Commodore  Perry. 

The  most  important  positions  in  the  sounds  are  strongly  defended 
by  earthworks.  The  number  of  wooden  vessels  already  there  will 
perhaps  be  as  sufficient  as  a  larger  number  of  the  same  sort  of  vessels.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Quackenbush,  XJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Peqnot 

U.  S.  S.  Pequot, 
Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  March   /,  1S64. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  1  have  this  day  succeeded 
in  capturing  the  British  double-screw,  iron  steamer  Don,  Captain  Cory, 
live  days  out  from  Nassau,  bound  to  Wilmington,  with  a  cargo  of  army 
blankets,  shoes,  clothing,  etc. 
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At  9:40  a.  m.,  a  black  smoke  bearing  west  was  reported  from  aloft, 
I  immediately  changed  my  course  and  steered  for  it.  Ju  the  course  of 
half  an  hour  the  steamer  making  the  smoke  was  plainly  visible,  show- 
ing English  colors  and  standing  in  a  southerly  direction. 

When  within  about  a  mile  of  [her],  I  ordered  a  shot  to  be  thrown 
across  her  bows,  and  as  she  paid  no  attention  to  it,  I  ordered  another 
shot  to  be  thrown  ahead  of  her,  and  one  over  her. 

As  .she  still  continued  on  her  course,  I  commenced  firing  at  her,  when, 
after  a  few  rounds,  she  hauled  down  her  colors  and  stood  toward  this 
vessel:  When  sue  had  approached  within  a  short  distance,  I  dispatched 
two  armed  boats  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensigns  W.  F.  Ohase  and  George 
Lamb  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  John  Shaw  to  take  possession,  if  she 
proved  to  be  a  lawful  prize.  It  was  found  that  the  vessel's  papers  had 
been  thrown  overboard,  and  possession  was  taken  forthwith.  The  Don 
is  a  new  vessel  of  from  250  to  300  tons,  and  can  steam  14  knots.  The 
capture  was  effected  at  11  a.  m.,  no  other  vessels  being  in  sight,  and 
the  weather  fine  and  clear,  in  latitude  34°  01'  N.,  longitude  76°  31'  W. 

The  above  is  a  copy  of  my  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  sent 
in  the  prize,  and  to  be  forwarded  from  Boston. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  I  send  you  a  brief  statement  made  by 
Captain  Cory,  of  the  Don:  During  the  forty-eight  hours  previous  to  his 
capture,  on  his  first  attempt  to  run  into  Wilmington,  and  before  he 
could  make  Mason  bo  ro  light,  he  found  so  many  blockaders  obstructing 
his  course  that  he  was  obliged  to  run  out  again. 

At  6  p.  m.  on  Wednesday,  2d  instant,  he  ran  across  the  bow  of  a 
large  three-masted  blockader  and.  again  at  0  a.  m.,  on  the  3d  instant, 
he  ran  close  under  her  stern,  but  escaped  unharmed  each  time,  although 
fired  at  repeatedly.  He  assigns  as  a  reason  for  our  capturing  him  that 
his  fires  were  dirty  and  his  flues  clogged,  and  his  men  worn  out  with 
constant  hard  labor;  that  at  the  time  of  his  capture,  he  was  only  carry- 
ing  about  10  pounds  of  steam,  lie  also  states  that  his  vessel  had  sailed 
for  Wilmington  nine  times,  but  succeeded  in  getting  in  only  four  times; 
that  during  one  of  his  trips  he  had  been  chased  by  the  Quaker  City, 
but  had  outrun  her,  the  Don  being  then  new  and  in  perfect  running 
order. 

He  says  that  Masonboro  light  is  the  guide  for  blockade  ruuners 
entering  Wilmington.  1  thiuk  the  Pequot  was  running  ll£or  12  knots 
when  she  overhauled  the  Don.  The  Don  was  built  expressly  for  run- 
ning the  blockade,  and  cost  £23,000.  Captain  Cory  thinks  the  vessel 
and  cargo  to  be  worth  about  £40,000.  The  crew  and  officers  of  the  Don 
amounted  to  43  officers  and  men  all  told,  besides  one  passenger.

Sir  :  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  statement 
made  by  the  captain  of  the  captured  blockade  runner  Don,  that  he  had 
sailed  nine  times  for  Wilmington,  but  had  only  succeeded  in  entering 
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four  times;  and  that  for  forty-eight  hours  previous  to  his  capture  he 
had  encountered  so  many  blockaders  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  run 
out,  having  been  chased  twice  on  the  2d  instant  by  a  large  three- 
masted  blockader — the  Dacotah. 

I  transmit  herewith  some  extracts  from  letters  taken  from  prisoners 
on  the  Don,  which  go  to  show  the  difficulties  experienced  in  attempt- 
ing to  violate  the  blockade  of  Wilmington;  one  writer  stating  that 
"not  one  vessel  out  of  ten  gets  in;"  another  "expects  no  more  letters; 
shall  not  get  them ;    *    *    *    so  many  blockaders  about." 

These  evidences  from  such  sources  of  the  efficiency  of  the  blockade 
are  very  gratifying.  The  original  letters  were  sent  to  the  district  judge, 
Boston.

Sir:  In  two  instances  I  observed  boats,  canoes  from  Yorktown,  that

I  gave  chase  in  the  first  instance,  but  they  avoided 
me  by  running  up  small  creeks  and  hiding  their  boats.  I  warned  them 
all  around  there  and  told  the  people  to  discountenance  those  acts. 
Yesterday  I  discovered  another  boat  running  the  blockade,  and  as  I  do 
not  know  what  cargoes  they  run  in  them,  I  determined  to  break  up  the 
entire  business,  and  thought  the  best  way  to  do  so  was  to  remove  all 
the  canoes  around  there  that  I  could  find,  which  I  did,  amounting  to 
twelve,  which  number  I  brought  around  and  turned  over  to  Captain 
Babcock.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  submit  the  following  information 
concerning  the  capture  of  the  army  tug  Titan,  gained  from  William  H. 
Dunn,  the  telegraph  operator  at  Cherrystone,  at  the  time  of  the 
occurrence. 

On  Saturday  morning,  March  5,  a  party  of  guerrillas  surprised  and 
captured  the  guard  and  telegraph  operator  and  cut  the  telegraph  wires. 
The  Titan  and  steamer  JEolus  were  lying  at  anchor  about  2  miles  from 
the  wharf  at  the  time.  The  JEolus  got  underway  and  came  into  the 
wharf  (unsuspectingly),  and  was  immediately  boarded  and  captured  by 
the  guerrillas,  who  put  on  the  clothing  taken  from  their  prisoners,  and 
on  the  Titan  coming  in,  captured  her  also. 

In  the  meantime,  :i  part  of  them  (the  guerrillas)  were  destroying  the 
Government  property  and  killing  all  horses,  in  order  to  facilitate  their 
escai>e.

After  the  capture  of  the  Titan,  they  took  $3,000  from  the  captain  of 
the  JEolus,  and  bonded  and  disabled  that  vessel. 

My  informant  further  says  that  guerrillas  spoke  of  taking  the  Titan 
up  the  Piankatank.  They  came  across  from  that  river  in  open  boats  to 
St.  George's,  landed,  and  came  to  Cherrystone,  where  they  secreted 
themselves  two  or  three  days  before  they  attacked  the  guard  at  day- 
break. In  the  eagerness  and  excitement  of  the  guerrillas  to  get  off  with 
their  prize,  the  operator  secreted  himself  on  the  JEolus,  thus  escaping.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  March  5,  9 :  30  p.  m.,  I  immediately 
proceeded  to  Old  Point  Comfort,  communicated  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Dawn, 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Simmons,  and  delivered  to  him  the  orders 
received  from  the  flagship.  At  5:30  a.  m.,  March  6,  obtained  a  pilot 
and  proceeded  to  Cherrystone  Inlet  in  search  of  the  army  tug  Titan, 
captured  by  the  rebels.  It  blowing  heavy  from  N.  N.  £.,  and  a  high  sea 
running,  was  not  able  to  communicate  with  the  shore.  Proceeded  up 
along  the  eastern  shore  of  Virginia,  carefully  examining  the  coast  as 
far  as  Tangier  Island;  could  not  learn  anything  of  her  there.  I  pro- 
ceeded across  the  bay  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rappahannock  ;  communi- 
cated with  the  senior  officer  on  that  station,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant Hooker,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Yankee;  learned  that  the  Titan 
had  run  in  and  gone  up  Piaukatank  River  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th 
instant.  He  also  informed  me  that  Commodore  Parker,  with  a  force 
of  five  gunboats,  left  this  morning  (7th  instant);  had  gone  up  the  river 
to  recapture  her,  if  possible.  I  asked  permission  to  follow  the  gun- 
boats up  the  river,  but  Lieutenant  Hooker  deemed  the  force  sufficient 
which  had  already  gone,  and  would  not  give  consent  for  me  to  go  up.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  lieutenant  Hays,  XT.  S.  Navy,  oommanding  V.  S.  8.  Crusader. 

U.  S.  S.  Crusader, 

Yorktown,  March  8, 1864. 

Sir  :  On  Friday  night  I  arrived  here  with  some  twelve  canoes,  cap- 
tured in  Severn  River  that  day,  and  being  in  want  of  wood  I  remained 
here,  but  didn't  get  off,  owing  to  the  lowness  of  the  tide,  until  late 
Saturday  night.  Early  Sunday  morning,  6th,  I  learned  from  Captain 
Babcock  that  some  rebels  had  captured  the  Government  tug  Titan  in 
Cherrystone  Inlet,  and  I  was  ordered  by  him  to  go  in  pursuit  of  her, 
which  I  did  at  once.  I  met  in  the  bay  the  Shokokon  and  was  informed 
by  her  captain  that  he  was  going  over  to  Tangier  Sound.  I  laid  Sun- 
day night  in  Mobjack  Bay  to  blockade  the  rivers  there,  and  Monday 
morning  early  I  went  up  to  communicate  with  the  Potomac  Flotilla  and 
learned  she  had  run  in  the  Piankatank  at  12  m.,  Saturday,  and  that 
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some  of  the  flotilla  had  gone  in  pursuit  of  her.  I  laid  at  the  mouth  of 
the  river  to  guard  that,  drawing  too  much  water  to  go  far  up  it.  At  6 
p.  m.  the  fleet  came  down,  reporting  they  had  shelled  the  banks  for  22 
miles,  when  they  found  the  steamer  on  Are,  burned  to  the  water's  edge. 
One  boat  fired  several  shots  into  her  to  destroy  her  machinery;  burned 
seven  canoes  found  concealed  in  the  bushes  near,  belonging  to  John 
Taylor  Wood,  a  Confederate  officer,  who  destroyed  the  Satellite  and 
Reliance,  and,  after  the  securing  of  the  Titan's  boat  by  Captain  Parker, 
commanding  the  Potomac  Flotilla,  they  came  down.  I  boarded  the 
Yankee,  learned  the  particulars  as  above,  and  came  in  here  to  report  to 
Captain  Babcock,  and  shall  return  to  my  station  immediately. 

It  is  rumored  that  they  captured  the  Government  tug  McClellan.

Sir  :  I  very  respectfully  report  that  your  order,  dated  March  5, 9  p.  m., 
ordering  me  to  proceed  with  the  Dawn  under  my  command  to  cruise 
on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  eastern  shore  counties  of  Virginia,  between 
Cape  Charles  and  Hog  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  if  possible 
the  army  tug  Titan,  which  was  reported  to  have  been  captured  by  the 
enemy  at  or  near  Cherrystone  Inlet,  eastern  shore  of  Virginia,  was 
received  by  me  at  11:30  p.  m.  same  night.  Having  but  18  tons  of  coal 
in  this  ship,  I  immediately  took  on  board  60  tons  of  coal  from  the  army 
wharf  at  Fort  Monroe,  by  permission  of  Captain  James,  army  quarter- 
master at  that  post.  After  obtaining  a  pilot,  at  8  a.  in.  I  proceeded  to 
sea  in  search  of  the  Titan.  I  steamed  as  close  as  possible  to  the  land, 
the  wind  blowing  fresh  at  the  time,  until  Hog  Island  light  bore  W.  by 
S.  Finding  the  sea  too  rough  to  communicate  with  the  shore,  I 
returned  with  this  vessel,  under  canvas  only,  for  the  purpose  of  exam- 
ining the  several  inlets,  until  night  coming  on,  I  steamed  in  under  Cape 
Charles  and  anchored,  thinking  the  Titan  might  attempt  to  get  to  sea 
under  cover  of  night. 

On  the  morning  of  the  7th  I  again  proceeded  north  as  far  as  Hog 
Island,  and  seeing  nothing  of  the  tug  returned  to  Myrtle  Island,  and, 
the  sea  having  gone  down,  communicated  with  the  shore,  but  could 
learn  nothing  of  the  Titan.  Feeling  satisfied  in  my  own  mind  that  she 
was  not  in  that  vicinity,  and  the  weather  looking  bad,  I  returned  to 
Hampton  Roads,  and  there  learned  the  Titan  had  gone  up  the  Pianka- 
tank.    I  at  once  started  for  Newport  News  to  report.

Suffolk,  and  that  the  rebels  had  captured  the  telegraph  boat  and 
broken  up  the  telegraph  line  to  the  eastern  shore,  and  asking  with 
what  force  I  could  aid  them  on  the  Nansemond. 

I  immediately  dispatched  the  light-draft  steamer  Stepping  Stones  to 
Suffolk  to  communicate  with  the  army  there,  and  learn  the  situation, 
and  also  directed  the  Commodore  Barney,  already  in  the  Nansemond,  to 
give  such  assistance  as  might  be  necessary. 

The  Shokokon  was  also  sent  to  cruise  along  the  bay  shore  of  the 
eastern  counties  of  Virginia,  pursue  and  recapture  the  telegraph  boat 
if  possible;  at  the  same  time  the  Dawn  was  dispatched  to  cruise  along 
the  Atlantic  coast  of  those  counties  for  the  same  purpose  and  to  gather 
any  information  relating  to  the  capture.

Sir  :  At  9 :  30  p.  m.  of  the  5th  instant,  Acting  Master  Campbell,  of 
the  Stepping  Stones,  came  on  board  and  reported  that  his  vessel  was 
aground.  He  gave  me  a  copy  of  his  orders.  I  tried  several  times  to 
tow  him  off  the  bank,  but  found  it  impossible  to  do  so.  I  then  took  the 
responsibility  of  proceeding  up  the  river  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
orders  given  to  me  by  Acting  Master  Campbell. 

On  my  way  up  the  river  I  saw  a  number  of  flash  lights  on  the  star- 
board side.  I  shelled  the  point  of  the  river  where  the  lights  were  seen. 
At  2  a.  m.  of  the  6th,  came  to  an  anchor  2  miles  above  Sleepy  Hole, 
finding  it  impossible  to  proceed  farther  on  account  of  the  density  of  the 
night.

reported  to  be  7,000  or  8.000  in  and  aronnd  Suffolk  daring  yesterday, 
bat  that  this  morning  tney  had  disappeared,  in  what  direction  he 
could  not  say.  He  was  afraid  they  might  go  down  the  left  bank  of  the 
Nansemond  and  attempt  to  cross  the  river  at  Sleepy  Hole  or  Hill's 
Point,  and  requested  me  to  accompany  the  army  gunboat  General  Jesup 
and  remain  with  it  two  or  three  days  in  the  vicinity  of  Sleepy  Hole.  I 
stated  to  him  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  me  to  report  to  you  before 
I  could  grant  his  request,  and  as  I  proceeded  down  the  river  1  would 
inform  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Commodore  Barney  of  his  request. 
I  did  so.  The  commanding  officer  then  told  me  he  would  comply  with 
the  request  unless  countermanded  by  you.

Her  parchment  register,  which  had  been  thrown  overboard  and 
picked  up,  I  forwarded  to  the  district  judge  at  Boston,  where  the  prize 
has  been  sent.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  vessel,  after  a  chase  of 
three  hours  and  thirty  minutes,  this  morning  overhauled  and  captured

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tbe  English  steamer  Mary  Ann  (blockade  runner),  fourteen  hours  from 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  bound  to  Nassau,  New  Providence. 

The  steamer  was  reported  in  sight  from  the  masthead  at  6:40  a.  m., 
bearing  W.  8.  W.,  and  immediately  we  stood  in  chase.  At  10:10  a.  in., 
after  the  third  shot  from  our  100-pounder  Parrott  gun,  the  stranger 
turned  around  and  surrendered,  in  longitude  78°  IV  45"  W.,  latitude 
32°  21'  N.  There  was  no  other  vessel  in  sight  at  any  time  during  the 
chase,  nor  at  any  time  to  day. 

The  Mary  Ann  is  an  iron  side- wheel  steamer  of  235  tons  (gross),  Eng- 
lish, and  superior  in  some  respects,  I  think,  to  the  Banshee.  Her  cargo 
consisted  principally  of  354  bales  of  cotton  and  about  65  boxes  and  2 
drums  of  tobacco;  but  in  the  chase  she  hove  overboard  about  100  bales 
of  the  cotton,  as  nearly  as  could  be  estimated.  She  did  not  show  any 
colors  at  any  time,  from  the  commencement  of  the  chase  to  the  time 
she  was  surrendered  as  a  prize. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  certificate  of  her  registry,  which  was  picked  up 
from  the  sea. 

I  have  sent  the  Mary  Ann  to  Boston,  Mass.,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant 
Frederick  Rodgers,  with  ah  acting  third  assistant  engineer,  an  acting 
master's  mate,  and  a  prize  crew,  consisting  of  14  men ;  leaving  on  board 
of  her  also  her  captain,  first  mate,  and  chief  engineer.  But  I  instructed 
Lieutenant  Kodgers  to  touch  at  Beaufort,  N.  0.,  and  obtain  there  a 
sufficient  supply  of  coal. 

She  had  on  board  a  large  number  of  passengers,  of  whom,  together 
with  her  crew,  I  have  received,  on  board  of  this  vessel,  64.  I  respect- 
fully ask  your  instruction  regarding  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  them. 

The  highest  speed  attained  by  this  vessel  in  the  chase  was  11$  knots, 
against  a  fresh  breeze  and  a  moderate  headesea,  and  her  average  speed 
was  10&  knots. 

I  enclose  herewith,  also,  lists,  in  duplicate,  of  the  officers  and  crew 
of  this  vessel  who  are  entitled  to  share  in  whatever  may  accrue  of  prize 
money  from  this  capture.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  7th  instant  I  succeeded 
in  picking  up  from  the  sea  16  bales  and  a  quantity  of  loose  cotton 
which  had  been  thrown  overboard  by  the  prize  steamer  Mary  Ann  in 
the  chase  of  the  6th  instant. 

I  have  to  state  also  that  eight  table  forks  and  a  fish  knife  (supposed 
to  be  silver)  were  found  in  the  possession  of  one  of  the  prisoners,  which 
he  acknowledged  to  have  taken  from  the  cabin  of  the  Mary  Ann;  also 
a  marine  opera  glass,  belonging  to  the  prize,  was  found  in  the  posses- 
sion of  another  prisoner.  I  have  taken  possession  of  these  articles, 
awaiting  your  decision  regarding  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  them. 

The  weather  being  exceedingly  rough  yesterday,  I  deemed  it  advisa- 
ble to  put  into  this  port,  with  a  view  to  get  rid  of  tbe  64  prisoners  men- 
tioned in  my  report  of  the  6th  instant,  and  the  cotton,  amounting  in 
all  to  about  18  bales. 
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I  regret  these  circumstances,  sir,  which  have  occasioned  my  ooming 
thus  soon  into  port,  because  it  takes  from  me  a  large  portion  of  the 
time  that  otherwise,  by  your  order,  I  might  have  remained  outside. 

I  respectfully  ask  your  indulgence,  after  having  received  a  full  sap- 
ply  of  coal,  for  another  term  of  outside  cruising.  If  another  such 
opportunity  might  be  afforded  to  me,  I  believe  I  would  avail  much  by 
the  experience  just  acquired.

I  really  do  not  think  it  safe  to  trust  this  vessel  in  going  in  or  out  of 
that  harbor.  She  is  very  old  and  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  stand  much 
thumping. 

The  magazine  has  commenced  leaking  within  the  last  three  weeks, 
and  I  attribute  it  to  my  striking  when  I  came  out  of  Beaufort  the  first 
time.

He  states  that  the  ram  up  the  Roanoke  is  about  ready;  that  the  inten- 
tion is  to  attack  Plymouth.  They  will  send  a  small  force  to  New  Berne 
and  Washington  to  prevent  reinforcements  being  sent  to  Plymouth,  and 
then  attack  you  in  force. 

In  regard  to  the  newspaper  article  referred  to,  I  suppose  it  was  writ- 
ten by  some  poor  fellow  who  is  working  for  his  bread.

U.  S.  S.  Fobt  Jackson, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Cape  Fear  River,  March  6, 1864. 

Sib  :  I  have  to  report  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Peterhoff,  commanded 
by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  T.  Pickering,  having  been  run  into  and 
immediately  sunk  by  the  Monticello  at  5 :  10  a.  m.  this  morning,  and  now 
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lies  in  5  fathoms  water  about  1  mile  south  of  Sheep  Head  Bock,  south  of 
New  Inlet  Bar;  officers  and  crew  saved,  but  the  vessel  a  total  loss. 

Upon  approaching  the  day  anchorage  this  morning  soon  after  day- 
light and  examining  the  inner  line  of  blockaders,  I  discovered  the  Peter- 
h°ffi  apparently  hull  down,  near  her  station  (No.  3),  but  farther  in  than 
she  should  have  been  at  this  time  of  the  morning.  Not  seeing  her 
move  and  fearing  she  was  disabled,  I  dispatched  the  Nansemond  to 
ascertain  the  fact,  which  vessel  returned,  in  company  with  the  Monti- 
cello,  with  the  boat's  crew  and  officers  of  the  Peterhoff,  saving  part  of 
their  effects. 

The  Monticello  was  from  the  Western  Bar  on  her  way  to  Beaufort  for 
coal,  with  orders  to  communicate  with  me  here,  and  had  gotten  within 
our  inner  line,  where  she  should  not  have  been  at  that  time. 

To  prevent  such  disasters,  and  to  guard  against  embarrassment  of 
vessels  at  their  night  station,  I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the 
commanding  officers  off  Wilmington  returning  to  the  blockade  after 
dark  the  necessity  of  keeping  outside  the  lines  till  daylight. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  reports  •  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pick- 
ering and  Lieutenant  Gushing. 

I  have  directed  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Pickering  to  distribute 
among  the  vessels  here  as  many  of  his  crew  as  may  be  required,  the 
residue  to  be  delivered  on  board  the  Badger  at  Beaufort  for  any  of  the 
vessels  among  those  that  may  need  them. 

1  would  take  them  all  on  board  this  vessel,  but  having  a  ease  of 
smallpox  on  board  of  us,  I  deem  it  prudent  to  keep  newcomers  out  of 
the  ship  until  it  is  seen  whether  it  spreads.    Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant Pickering  will  report  to  you  in  person.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon. 

TJ.  S.  8.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Forth  Carolina,  March  8, 1864. 

Sir:  In  pursuance  of  instructions  received*  from  you  on  the  7th 
instant  to  destroy  as  much  as  possible  of  the  wreck  of  the  17.  S.  S. 
Peterhoff  to  prevent  its  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  at  6: 15 
p.  m.  yesterday  we  got  underway  in  company  with  TJ.  S.  8.  Niphon  and 
steamed  into  within  200  yards  of  the  wreck  and  anchored  with  kedge 
in  4&  fathoms  water,  Fort  Fisher  bearing  N.  £  E.,  Bald  Head  8.  W.  by 
W.  |  W.  At  7 :  40  p.  m.  dispatched  two  boats  and  20  men  from  this 
ship,  well  armed,  and  two  boats  and  20  men  from  U.  8.  8.  Niphon,  all 
under  command  of  Acting  Master  Edward  W.  White,  of  this  vessel, 
who  proceeded  to  the  wreck.  The  enemy  appeared  to  be  very  active, 
telegraphing  from  Fort  Caswell  to  Fort  Fisher  with  night  signals;  at 
10 :  55  p.  m.  the  fore  and  main  masts  fell  from  the  wreck  of  the  Peterhoff 
with  a  great  crash.  At  12:15  this  morning  the  boats  returned,  and 
Acting  Master  White  reported  that  on  reaching  the  wreck  he  found  5 
feet  of  water  over  her  spar  deck,  and  that,  in  addition  to  cutting  away 
all  her  masts,  he  had  uubent  or  cut  away  all  her  sails,  also  all  of  her 
standing  and  running  rigging,  leaving  nothing  above  her  spar  deck, 
and  spiked  and  thrown  overboard  the  30-pounder  Parrott  rifle  gun  on 
the  forecastle  and  the  howitzer  from  the  quarter  deck.  The  main-deck 
guns  could  not  be  got  at.  He  reports  that  nothing  now  remains  of  the 
wreck  above  water  except  the  smokestack,  which  could  not  be  removed 
in  consequence  of  there  being  too  much  sea  for  the  boats  to  remain  any 
longer  near  the  vessel.  During  the  whole  night  the  weather  was  very 
dark  and  considerable  sea  rolling  over  the  wreck,  which  placed  the 
boats  at  times  in  considerable  danger. 

Having  carried  out  your  orders  as  fully  as  possible,  we  hove  up  the 
kedge  and  steamed  to  our  night  station  No.  5;  the  U.  S.  8.  Niphon  also 
proceeded  to  her  station.

U.  S.  8.  Niphon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  March  8, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  of 
this  month,  in  company  with  an  acting  master  and  executive  officer  of 
the  Mount  Vernon,  went  on  board  of  the  late  U.  8.  8.  Peterhoff,  now  a 
wreck  oft*  New  Inlet,  and  saved  or  destroyed  such  articles  as  would 
be  liable  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels,  making  a  complete  wreck 
of  her  by  cutting  away  her  masts  and  throwing  overboard  such  guns 
as  could  be  got  at,  namely,  one  12 -pounder  howitzer  and  one  30-pounder 
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Parrott.  Articles  saved  and  brought  on  board,  viz,  one  foresail,  taken 
off  tbe  yard  whole;  greater  part  of  main  spencer,  main  topgallant  sail 
and  fore  spencer;  about  twenty  blocks,  mostly  small,  and  part  of  asm 
rigging.  Foresail  not  required  on  board  this  ship.  Most  of  the  other 
articles  required  for  immediate  use.  The  vessel  is  sunk  in  about  4£ 
fathoms  of  water,  the  poop  and  forecastle  being  about  1  foot  under 
water  at  low  tide.  The  main-deck  guns  are  about  5  feet  under  water 
at  low  tide.  I  think  the  guns  on  the  main  deck  might  be  taken  off, 
provided  there  was  a  suitable  vessel  for  the  purpose,  if  attended  to 
immediately.

of  the  enemy  from  Suffolk,  Va. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  March  7, 1864. 

Sir:  Acting  Master  Campbell,  commanding  the  Stepping  Stone*, 
returned  from  the  Nansemond  River  yesterday  afternoon,  reporting  the 
enemy,  which  had  been  reported  as  menacing  Suffolk,  had  retired  and 
that  the  officer  commanding  our  forces  at  that  place  had  reported  that 
tbey  were  not  to  be  found  in  that  vicinity. 

At  a  later  hour  last  evening  I  received  a  telegram  from  Major- 
General  Butler,  stating  that  the  enemy  had  retired  from  Suffolk  and 
that  the  gunboats  were  no  longer  required  in  the  Nansemond.  The 
Stepping  Stones  has  accordingly  been  withdrawn,  but  the  Commodore 
Barney  remains  as  a  guard  boat  in  the  lower  Nansemond.

Extracts  from  consular  reports  received  by  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee, 

U.  8.  Navy,  March  7,  1864. 

Prom  U.  S.  consul  at  Cardiff,  dated  February  11,  1864: 

A  large,  or  rather  long,  iron  steamer  has  just  come  in  here  to  load 
with  coal  for  Nassau.  Her  name  is  the  North  Heath,  of  London.  She 
is  about  200  feet  long,  with  large  paddle  wheels,  and  very,  very  sharp. 
She  doubtless  intends  to  engage  in  the  business  of  blockade  running, 
and  will  be  hard  to  catch,  but  when  caught  will  be  a  good  vessel  for 
us,  for  a  faster  vessel  1  have  never  seen.  Hoping  she  will  soon  grace 
•ur  own  Navy  under  some  other  name,  1  am,  etc.  (This  is  Begbie's 
steamer  Gertrude.) 

From  IT.  S.  consul  at  Queenstown,  dated  February  4,  1864 : 

The  steamer  Thistle  arrived  and  sailed  yesterday,  bound  for  Nassau, 
from  Glasgow,  laden  with  general  cargo.    Is  paddle  wheel,  and  as  she 
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only  stopped  in  the  outer  harbor,  can  not  give  description  of  her.  The 
Iana,  described  in  my  last  dispatch,  foundered  about  twenty-four  hours 
after  leaving  Queeristown. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Teneriffe,  dated  February  2, 1864: 

Blockade  runner  A*mic,  mder  4be  English  flag,  arrived  at  this  port 
last  evening  from  London,  bound  to  Nmml,  m  want  of  oooIa.  Iron 
screw  steamer  of  great  speed ;  about  350  tons  and  120  horsepower;  two 
masts;  no  topmast;  long  head;  short  bowsprit,  no  longer  than  head, 
and  one  smokestack;  hull  black;  smokestack  white. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  February  3, 1864: 

The  steamer  Mary,  late  Prince  Albert,  cleared  from  here  on  Saturday 
evening  last,  January  30,  for  Havana,  in  command  of  Captain  J.  Peat. 
She  is  owned  by  Walter  B.  Forwood,  the  same  who  has  been  so  largely 
engaged  in  the  blockade  business,  and  was  cleared  by  Leech,  Harrison 
&  Co.,  the  same  firm  with  which  her  owner  is  a  partner.  She  goes  out 
to  run  the  blockade;  took  nothing  but  coals.  The  paddle  steamer 
Karl  X,  purchased  at  Copenhagen  some  few  months  ago  by  the  Confed- 
erates, arrived  here  on  Monday  last.  I  apprised  you  of  this  steamer 
at  the  time  of  the  purchase.  1  understand  she  is  to  load  here  and  go 
out  to  break  the  blockade.  The  new  steamer  Hope,  now  in  this  port 
and  ready  to  load,  is  to  be  commanded  by  Captain  Hammer,  late  of  the 
Annie  Childs,  alias  Julia  Usher.  You  will  recollect  the  steamer  Grey- 
hound, that  cleared  from  here  on  the  5th  of  January  last.  I  have  ascer- 
tained this  vessel  is  owned  or  held  by  Henry  Lafone.  Reports  clear- 
ance for  Bermuda  of  the  schooner  Ranneys,  139  tons.  She  has  taken  a 
large  quantity  of  machinery  and  several  cases  supposed  to  contain 
arms,  etc.    Her  cargo  is  valuable,  and  all  intended  for  the  insurgents. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  February  5, 1864: 

I  understand  the  steamer  Thistle,  that  cleared  and  sailed  from  here 
some  days  ago,  took  out  the  cylinders  aud  part  of  the  engines  for  an 
ironclad  building  by  the  insurgents  in  the  South.  The  steamer  Bagdad, 
packet,  previously  reported,  cleared  from  this  port  in  ballast  for  Mata- 
moras  on  the  3d  instant. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  London,  dated  February  5, 1864: 

Encloses  report  of  chief  agont.  I  am  assured  from  other  sources 
that  the  Far  East  has  in  a  cargo  destined  for  the  rebel  States,  and  that 
she  is  bound  to  Bermuda.  The  steamer  referred  to  as  the  sister  to  the 
Nutfield  is,  1  beliove,  destined  for  some  special  and  important  service. 
She  is  over  300  tons  not,  of  light  draft,  paddle  wheel,  and  fast,  new,  and 
fitted  up  to  carry  quite  a  number  of  passeugers.  Mr.  Eustis,  Mr. 
Slidell's  secretary,  has  been  down  to  see  her  and  remarked  that  she 
must  be  got  through,  for  she  would  have  a  valuable  cargo.  I  think  he 
referred  mostly  to  the  persons  she  is  expected  to  take  out.  I  under- 
stand quite  a  number  of  would-be  diplomats  and  important  persons 
from  the  insurgent  States  will,  or  now  expect  to,  go  out  in  her.  I  hear 
that  she  is  to  be  owned,  and  is  really  owned,  by  cotton  speculators  from 
the  Southern  States,  and  is  therefore  rebel  property,  though  she  will 
no  doubt  go  out  under  the  protection  of  English  papers  and  the 
English  Hag.  It  is  expected  Captain  Maffitt  will  have  charge  of  her. 
It  is  thought  she  will  be  ready  in  about  two  weeks.  Far  Fast,  1,200 
tons,  very  strong,  went  9  knots  under  steam;  cargo  of  pig  lead,  iron, 
Manchester  and  woolen  goods.  The  Mulatico,  put  back  damaged,  has 
sailed  again  for  Havana.    Pelican,  double  screw,  had  trial,  went  12 
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knots  only.  Surprise,  paddle  wheel,  still  fitting.  Jupiter,  small  paddle 
wheel,  cleared  on  Saturday  for  Swansea,  a  coast  port.  Begbie's  fine 
steamer  Gertrude  is  ready  for  sea,  and  lays  up  in  the  dock;  the  other  is 
still  fitting.    Sister  to  the  Nutfield  still  fitting. 

From  IT.  S.  consul  at  London,  dated  February  12,  1864: 

The  North  Heath,  late  Gertrude,  left  last  Saturday  for  Cardiff,  no 
doubt  to  take  in  coal  for  Bermuda  or  Nassau.  One  report  is  that 
Bigbie  will  neud  this  and  the  other  boat,  A.  10,  now  here,  either  to  sell  or 
bring  out  cotton.  What  army  supplies  are  now  going  forward,  I  am 
confident,  are  sent  on  speculation  by  citizens  from  the  insurgent  States 
and  by  Europeans,  not  by  the  agents  of  the  rebel  Government.  I  have 
information  from  two  separate  sources,  unknown  to  each  other,  that 
the  Government  as  a  government  has  no  funds  in  Europe.  Its  agents 
here  say  their  cotton  loan  is  all  gone,  and  that  they  now  have  nothing 
to  raise  funds  on  except  such  Government  cotton  as  can  be  got  out.  So 
that,  according  to  the  admission  of  those  who  control  their  affairs  in 
Europe,  made  in  confidence  to  each  other,  the  success  of  their  opera- 
tions on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  just  now  depends  on  the  amount  of 
Government  cotton  they  are  able  to  run  through  the  blockade. 

A  correspondent  at  London,  under  date  of  February  8,  1864,  says 
that  some  large  boilers  intended  for  powerful  steam  vessels  are  being 
shipped  in  the  Thames,  with  the  intention  of  running  the  blockade 
either  at  Charleston  or  Wilmington.  He  thinks  the  boilers  are  being 
loaded  into  barges  above  bridge  in  the  Thames  for  their  conveyance  to 
some  ship  lying  off  Greenwich,  which  he  understands  only  awaits  their 
embarkment  to  sail  at  once  to  the  destination  before  intimated. 


Report  of  Commander  Parker ^  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  escape  of  a 
blockade-running  steamer  xnto  Gape  Fear  River,  March  7, 1864. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Tuscaboba, 
At  Beaufort,  N.  C.,  March  16, 1864. 

At  daylight  on  the  7th  instant  we  saw  a  rebel  propeller  ashore  near 
Fort  Fisher,  which  had  run  the  blockade  during  the  night,  and  appeared 
like  a  man-of-war  having  a  heavy  pivot  gun. 

With  the  assistance  of  several  steam  tugs  she  got  into  deeper  water 
and  proceeded  up  the  river.

YoBKTOWN,  March  8, 1864. 

The  gunboat  Morse,  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  left  here  Sun- 
day, 6th  instant,  at  noon,  to  afford  relief  to  Colonel  Dahlgren's  party. 
Monday,  7th  instant,  at  7  a.  in.,  near  West  Point,  the  Morse  picked  up 
5  men  who  had  been  attracted  by  the  Morse's  signal  guns  and  were 
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guided  to  the  river  by  a  friendly  negro,  who  provided  them  with  a  boat. 
Four  of  these  were  Oolonel  Dahlgren's  white  soldiers  and  one  was  his 
colored  servant.  They  represent  that  Oolonel  Dahlgren's  party  was 
surrounded  by  cavalry  and  infantry,  and  that  he  was  killed,  and  that 
they  saw  more  than  one-half  of  his  men  afterwards  give  themselves  up 
as  prisoners.  Colonel  Dahlgren's  servant  says  that  he  saw  the  colonel's 
naked  body,  which  had  been  stripped,  with  the  ring  finger  cut  off. 
The  Qruza&er,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Hays,  commanding  one  of 
the  several  gunboats  sent  after  the  Titan,  came  in  here  this  morning 
and  reports  that  Commander  Parker  left  the  Piaukatank  last  evening, 
where  he  had  seen  the  Titan  burned  to  the  water's  edge,  and  had  cap- 
tured seven  of  Wood's  canoes.  One  of  the  gunboats  had  fired  iuto  the 
wreck  of  the  Titan  to  destroy  the  machinery.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Babcock,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
U.  S.  8.  Morse,  of  an  attempt  to  render  assistance  to  a  detachment  of 
cavalry  near  Mattapony  River. 

U.  8.  S.  Morse, 
Off  Yorktotcn,  Va.,  March  8, 1864. 

Sib:  I  respectfully  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant 
Colonel  Ryan,  having  received  information  that  a  detachment  of  cav- 
alry under  command  of  Colonel  Ulric  Dahlgren  was  surrounded  by  a 
large  force  of  rebels  near  the  Mattapony  River  and  was  in  a  precarious 
situation,  he  requested  me  to  proceed  up  the  river  and,  if  possible  to 
do  so,  afford  them  assistance.  Got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the 
[York]  river;  when  abreast  of  Purtan  Island  Point  swept  the  river 
with  telegraph  wire  from  the  boats  for  torpedoes,  and  followed  with  the 
vessel  in  their  wake.  At  dark  came  to  anchor  off  Terrapin  Point. 
Fired  at  intervals  during  the  day  and  night  signal  guns  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  cavalry.  In  the  morning  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded slowly  up  the  river,  keeping  a  vigilant  lookout  on  both  banks 
of  the  river  for  auy  cavalry.  When  off  Brick  House  Farm,  saw  a  boat 
inshore  with  some  men  in  it  coming  for  the  vessel;  they  proved  to  be  5 
cavalrymen  belonging  to  Colonel  Dahlgren's  command.  It  appears  by 
the  statement  of  these  men  that  their  oolonel  having  been  shot,  and 
the  whole  command,  numbering  about  100  men,  under  command  of  a 
major,  were  so  closely  surrounded  and  pressed  by  a  large  force  of  both 
rebel  cavalry  and  infantry,  and  deeming  it  impossible  to  cut  their  way 
through,  the  major  ordered  them  to  disband,  leaving  their  horses, 
equipments,  etc.  These  men  saw  fully  one-half  the  command  surrender 
themselves  as  prisoners.  The  colonel's  body  servant  (colored)  being 
one  of  the  5  received  on  board,  states  that  after  Colonel  Dahlgren  had 
been  shot  the  citizens  in  the  vicinity  stripped  him  and  actually  cut  off 
his  fingers  for  the  purpose  of  taking  some  riugs  which  he  had  on  them. 
These  men  were  piloted  to  the  bank  of  the  Mattapony  River  by  a 
colored  man,  who  procured  a  small  skiff  for  them,  and  they  proceeded 
down  the  river,  having  heard  our  signal  guns,  and  at  daylight  came 
within  sight  of  this  vessel.  Proceeded  up  the  river  to  West  Point; 
went  into  the  Mattapony  River  aud  came  to  anchor;  found  one  pon- 
toon and  two  skiffs  on  the  beach  at  West  Point,  brought  them  on 
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board.  At  noon  again  got  underway  and  proceeded  np  the  Mattapony 
Eiver  about  3  miles  to  a  rebel  storehouse  (in  which  last  May  we  made 
a  capture  of  corn  and  rye)  and  found  in  it  25  sacks  of  corn,  2  bags  of 
wheat,  and  6  sacks  of  salt  all  consigned  to  a  commission  merchant  in 
Richmond,  Va.  From  information  received  a  week  since,  there  were 
in  this  storehouse,  but  since  carried  to  White  House,  2,000  barrels  of 
flour.  Returned  down  the  Mattapony  and  weut  up  the  Pamunkey 
River  about  3  miles.  Kept  a  strict  lookout  continuously  on  both 
banks  and,  not  seeing  any  more  cavalry,  concluded  that  the  remainder 
had  been  captured. 

I  had  the  forks  of  both  rivers  swept  for  torpedoes  with  telegraph  wire 
before  proceeding  up  with  the  vessel,  but  found  no  obstructions  what- 
ever.   Arrived  at  this  place  and  came  to  anchor  last  evening  at  7  p.  m. 
Turned  over  the  five  men  to  the  military  authorities  at  this  place.

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  IF.  8.  Navy,  transmitting  reports. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Netcs,  Va.,  March  19,  1861. 

Sir:  On  the  8th  instant  I  accompanied  Generals  Butler  and  Meigs 
to  Yorktown  to  arrange  a  joint  army  and  navy  expedition  to  operate, 
first,  up  the  Pamunkey  against  the  rebel  forces  in  the  neighborhood  of 
King  and  Queen  Court-House  which  had  attacked  Colonel  Dahlgren's 
party,  and  then  against  a  party  of  the  enemy  who  were  reported  to  be 
fitting  out  an  expedition  from  Middlesex  County,  in  the  peninsula 
formed  by  the  Rappahannock  and  the  Piankatank. 
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I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  instructions  of  March  8  to  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Babcock  (1),  and  his  original  report,  dated  March  13  (2). 

The  Department  will  perceive  that  the  naval  part  of  the  expedition 
was  well  arranged  aud  executed.

Yorktown,  Tuesday,  March  8, 1864 — 4  p.  m. 

Sir:  General  Kilpatrick  will  leave  here  at  daylight  to-morrow,  9th 
instant,  with,  say,  2,000  cavalry  to  attack  the  rebels  at  King  and  Queen 
Court-House,  who  captured  Colonel  Dahlgren's  party  and  killed  him. 
General  Butler  will  dispatch  2,000  infantry  from  Norfolk  at  9  a.  m. 
to  morrow,  to  be  here  by  2  p.  m.,  when,  joined  by  1,000  infantry  and 
commanded  by  General  Wistar,  they  will  proceed  and  land  at  Shep- 
pard's  Landiug,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Mattapony.  You  Will  accom- 
pany these  troops  from  Yorktown  to  Shcppard's  Landing  with  the 
gunboats  named  in  the  margin,  protect  them,  and  give  them  all  the  aid 
in  your  power.  When  the  movement  against  King  and  Queen  Oourt- 
House  is  over,  or  when  the  above  landing  is  made,  General  Wistar  will 
inform  you  how  long  he  shall  need  the  presence  of  the  gunboats  at 
Sbeppard's  Landing.  General  Wistar  does  not  expect  to  reembark 
there,  but  to  march  backg  and  he  does  expect  to  march  across  to  Mid- 
dlesex County  to  the  point  of  the  peninsula  between  the  Piankatank 
and  the  Rappahannock,  where  the  rebels  are  said  to  be  fitting  out  a 
boat  expedition.  General  Wistar  desires  that  you  should  be  with  the 
gunboats  between  the  mouth  of  the  Rappahannock  and  a  point  10  miles 
below  Urbana  from  Friday  evening  next  to  Saturday  evening,  to  pre- 
vent the  rebels  from  escaping  across  the  river.  General  Wistar  does 
not  expect  to  communicate  with  you  there.  General  Butler  will  notify 
Commander  Parker  of  this  expedition,  and  if  the  latter  should  be  there, 
you  will  be  subject  to  his  orders  while  operating  with  him.  Make  your 
report  to  me,  however,  as  soon  as  practicable.  Put  yourself  in  com- 
munication with  General  Wistar  and  strive,  as  you  have  always  done, 
to  advance  the  public  interests.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  according  to  your  orders  of  the  8th 
instant  1  have  acted  in  conjunction  with  the  expedition  of  General  Wis- 
tar as  far  as  possible. 
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On  the  morning  of  the  9th  instant  at  11  a.  m.  General  Kilpatrick 
and  staff  arrived  on  board  this  vessel;  four  transports  arrived  off  York- 
town  at  noon  with  troops.  At  1  p.  m.  General  Wistar  arrived  on  board 
this  vessel  with  his  staff.  At  1 :  30  p.  m.  got  underway;  signaled  U.  8. 
gunboats  Shokokon  and  General  Putnam  to  get  underway  ana  follow  with 
the  transports.  Proceeded  up  the  river  with  this  vessel,  fleet  following 
in  our  wake.  At  7 :  20  p.  m.  entered  the  Mattapony  River,  and  at  7 :  45, 
being  abreast  of  Sheppard's  Landing,  and  the  night  being  very  dark, 
placed  men  with  lanterns  on  the  dock  as  a  guide  to  the  transports, 
ordering  the  Shokokon  to  anchor  below  the  transports  and  the  Putnam 
again  below  her,  while  i  remained  above  them  with  this  vessel.  The 
transports  went  at  once  alongside  the  dock  and  began  disembarking 
the  troops.  At  10:30  General  Putnam  came  alongside  with  two  army 
gunboats  and  some  launches  which  had  come  up  the  river  with  orders 
for  General  Wistar,  but  after  communicating  with  him  returned  again 
down  the  river;  about  midnight  there  arrived  two  more  transports 
with  troops..  General  Kilpatrick  and  staff  then  went  ashore  from  this 
vessel.  At  8  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  instant  Geueral  Wistar 
and  staff  went  on  shore  from  this  vessel,  all  troops  being  disembarked, 
and  the  transports  at  anchor  in  the  stream.  Troops  marched  away, 
leaving  a  picket  guard  around  the  wharf.  General  Wistar  on  leaving 
this  vessel  requested  me  to  wait  until  the  evening  and  if  possible  he 
would  communicate  with  me,  but  if  he  did  not  that  I  should  return  to 
Yorktown  that  evening  with  the  fleet.  At  10:50  a.  m.  got  underway 
and  went  alongside  the  wharf  at  Sheppard's  Landing,  having  the  Gen- 
eral Putnam  above  the  transports  and  the  Shokokon  below  them.  At 
12:30  army  tug  Seth  Low  arrived  with  a  dispatch  for  General  Wistar 
or  Kilpatrick,  but  having  no  means  of  communicating  with  them,  1 
took  charge  of  it,  and  when  i  returned  to-day  delivered  it  to  General 
Wistar.  At  5  p.  m.  ordered  General  Putnam  to  get  underway  and  pro- 
ceed down  the  river  with  two  transports.  At  5: 30  received  on  board 
from  the  Shokokon  a  refugee  from  Richmond,  whom  1  turned  over  to 
the  military  authorities  on  my  arrival  at  Yorktown.  At  0  ordered  the 
Shokokon  to  proceed  down  the  river  with  three  transports  in  com- 
pany. Took  on  board  the  picket  guard,  and  having  received  no 
communication  from  General  Wistar,  at  7:30  proceeded  down  the 
river  with  one  trans])ort  in  company.  At  0:30  p.  m.  weather  set- 
ting in  very  thick,  and  not  being  able  to  see  the  land  on  either  side  of 
the  river,  came  to  anchor  and  burned  a  blue  light  as  a  signal  to  the 
other  vessels  which  were  close  to  me.  At  5: 30  a.  in.  on  the  morning  of 
the  11th  instant,  got  underway  and  proceeded  for  Yorktown,  where 
we  came  to  anchor  at  8 :  30.  Fog  again  set  in  very  thick,  but  at  12 :  30 
p.  m.  partially  cleared  up.  At  1:30  p.  m.  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded down  the  river,  but  the  fog  agaiu  setting  in  very  thick,  came  to 
anchor  at  2 :  40 ;  weather  again  clearing  up,  at  3 :  30  p.  in.  signalized  the 
Shokokon  and  General  Putnam  to  get  underway  and  follow  this  vessel. 
After  dark  the  weather  again  set  in  very  thick  on  the  horizon,  but 
clear  overhead;  burned  two  rockets  as  a  signal  to  General  Putnam, 
which  she  answered.  Came  to  anchor  at  9  p.  m.  At  5: 30  a.  in.  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th  instant  again  got  underway,  and  when  off  the 
mouth  of  Piankatank  River  exchanged  signals  with  theU.  S.  S.  Curri- 
tuck, of  the  Potomac  Flotilla,  and  when  off  the  mouth  of  the  Rappa- 
hannock saw  the  gunboats  Yankee,  Freeborn,  Tulip,  and  Fuehnia; 
communicated  with  the  senior  officer  present,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant Edward  Hooker,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Yankee,  and  was  informed 
by  him  that  on  Wednesday  morning  at  9  a.  m.  (five  hours  before  the 
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expedition  left  Yorktown  with  the  transports),  he  had  heard  from  peo- 
ple at  Urbana  that  a  body  of  oar  cavalry  had  started  from  West  Point 
for  the  purpose  of  catting  off  the  rebels  who  were  around  the  penin- 
sula, and  the  consequence  of  which  was  that  the  bulk  of  the  rebel  sol- 
diers had  left  the  peninsula  directly.  Made  arrangements  with  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Hooker  that  the  gunboats  of  the  Potomac  Flo- 
tilla would  ke6p  a  vigilant  lookout  for  our  forces,  and  also  prevent  any 
rebels  from  crossing  from  the  mouth  of  Piankatank  River  to  Mosquito 
Point  on  the  Rappahannock.  Stationed  the  General  Putnam  off  Lock- 
ley's  Point  and  the  Shokokon  off  Parrott's  Island,  with  strict  orders  to 
look  out  for  any  rebels  crossing  the  river,  or  report  to  me  if  General 
Wistar's  forces  came  in  sight.  Steamed  up  the  river  slowly  with  this 
vessel  as  far  as  Urbana,  then  came  down  again  8  miles,  and  at  12:40 
p.  m.  came  to  anchor  off  Grey's  Point.  At  5  p.  m.  got  underway  and 
ordered  the  Shokokon  and  General  Putnam  to  keep  underway  during 
the  night  to  prevent  surprise  of  any  kind,  and  stay  as  near  as  possible 
to  their  stations  and  report  to  me  if  anything  came  in  sight  Saw  noth- 
ing of  General  Wistai's  command  or  the  rebels.  At  6  a.  m.  this  morn- 
ing proceeded  down  the  river,  the  Shokokon  and  General  Putnam  in 
company;  communicated  with  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Edward 
Hooker,  senior  officer  present  of  the  Potomac  Flotilla,  then  proceeded 
for  Yorktown,  where  we  came  to  anchor  at  2:30  p.  m.,  and  after  mak- 
ing proper  arrangements  with  the  fleet  for  the  night,  came  on  shore  and 
telegraphed  to  you  at  4  p.  m.  my  arrival  with  the  gunboats. 

I  respectfully  forward  you  the  enclosed  reports  from  Acting  Master 
Sheldon,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Shokokon,  and  Acting  Master  Savage, 
commanding  General  Putnam.

U.  S.  S.  Shokokon, 
Off  Yorktown,  March  13, 1864. 

Sib  :  In  obedience  to  orders  from  Acting  Bear- Admiral  S.  P.  Lee,  I 
reported  to  you  the  8th  instant,  4:30  p.  m.,  for  any  duty  you  might 
assign.  At  6:30  received  orders  to  get  underway  and  to  proceed  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Poquosin  River;  communicate  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Gen- 
eral Putnam,  with  orders  to  Acting  Master  Savage  to  proceed  to  York- 
town  without  delay,  which  orders  I  obeyed,  arriving  back  at  10 :  30 
p.  m.  At  7  a.  m.,  9th  instant,  repaired  on  board  the  Morse  and  learned 
that  the  gunboats  Morse%  Shokokon,  and  General  Putnam  were  to 
accompany  the  army  transports  up  York  River  on  an  expedition  as  far 
as  West  Point.  At  2  p.  m.  got  underway,  the  Morse  leading  the  way, 
the  Shokokon  and  Putnam  following  with  the  transports;  proceeded  up 
the  river.  At  7 :  30  p.  m.  arrived  at  a  wharf  about  1  mile  above  West 
Point,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Mattapony  River,  where  the  troops 
were  landed.  The  gunboats  were  ordered  to  remain  there  for  the 
night.  I  received  an  order  to  drop  down  the  river  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
below  the  transports,  the  Putnam  about  the  same  distance  below  the 
Shokokon;  we  anchored.  At  9  p.  m.  boats  were  discovered  passing  up 
the  river;  were  stopped  by  the  Putnam. 
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Immediately  got  underway,  proceeded  down  to  the  Putnam,  and 
learned  that  they  were  launches  sent  by  General  Graham.  I  reported 
them  to  you  and  received  permission  for  them  to  pass  up,  as  they 
wished  to  communicate  with  General  Wistar.  At  8:30  a.  m.,  11th 
instant,  the  troops  moved  away;  received  orders  to  remain  at  anchor. 

At  4  p.  in.  was  ordered  to  move  farther  down  the  river,  near  a  bluff 
a  short  distance  above  West  Point,  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  placing 
a  battery  on  a  deserted  work.  At  5 :  30  p.  ro.  picked  up  a  refugee  from 
Richmond,  whom  I  sent  you.  At  6  p.  m.  received  orders  to  proceed  to 
York  town  with  three  transports,  but  on  account  of  a  dense  fog  did  not 
get  down  until  6  a.  m.  11th  instant.  At  11  a.  m.  received  orders  to 
proceed  to  the  Rappahannock;  the  fog  being  so  thick,  did  not  leave 
until  3:40  p.  m.,  when,  in  company  with  the  Morse  and  Putnam,  pro- 
ceeded up  to  near  the  mouth  of  the  Rappahanuock,  the  fog  being  so 
thick  that  it  was  not  safe  to  go  farther,  and  came  to  an  anchor.

0 :  30  a.  m.  the  Morse  came  within  hail;  was  ordered  to  follow  her  down, 
after  communicatiug  with  the  fleet  at  the  mouth  of  the  river;  steamed 
away  for  this  anchorage,  arriving  here  at  2  p.  m.  of  this  day.

— At  1:30  p.  m.  received  orders  from  you  to  proceed  up  the 
York  River  in  company  with  the  U.  S.  S.  Morse  and  IT.  8.  S.  Shokokon, 
to  convoy  four  army  transports  loaded  with  troops,  under  commaudof 
Generals  Wistar  and  Kilpatrick.  At  7:30  p.  m.  covered  the  landing  of 
the  troops  from  the  transports  at  Sheppard's  Landing,  on  the  Matta- 
pony  River,  about  2  miles  ahove  West  Point.  At  \)  p.  in.  received 
orders  from  you  to  proceed  to  the  rear  of  the  fleet  and  protect  them 
from  any  approach  of  the  enemy  in  that  direction.  At  10  p.  in.  dis- 
covered several  launches  filled  with  men  approaching  the  fleet  in  a 
suspicious  manner.  1  immediately  beat  to  quarters  and  slipped  the 
cable,  hailed  them,  and  after  examination  found  them  to  be  army 
launches  with  reinforcements  from  General  Graham  for  the  expedition 
of  Generals  Wistar  and  Kilpatrick;  convoyed  them  to  you,  and 
returned  to  my  station.

At  5  p.  in.  received  orders  to  convoy  two  army  transports  to  York- 
town.    At  10  p.  m.  came  to  anchor,  being  thick  fog. 

March  11. — At  5:30  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  to  York- 
town.  At  9  a.  m.  arrived  at  Yorktown;  received  orders  to  proceed 
alongside  the  IT.  S.  S.  Mystic  for  a  supply  of  coal.  At  11  a.  m.  came  to 
anchor.  At  1  p.  m.  received  orders  to  proceed  to  the  Rappahannock 
River  to  cooperate  with  Generals  Wistar  and  Kilpatrick's  forces,  in 
company  with  U.  S.  steamers  Morse  and  Shokokon.  At  9  p.  nu  came  to 
anchor  oft'  the  Rappahannock  River  in  a  thick  fog. 

March  12. — At  5 :  30  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  into  the  Rap- 
pahannock River.  At  10  a.  in.,  in  obedience  to  orders,  took  my  station 
off  Lockley's  Point  to  look  out  for  the  enemy  and  the  arrival  of  our 
forces.  At  5  p.  m.  received  orders  to  weigh  anchor  and  keep  under- 
way on  that  station  during  the  night,  and  look  out  for  the  enemy  or 
signals  from  onr  forces. 

March  13. — At  5  a.  in.,  having  received  no  signal,  and  no  appearance 
of  the  enemy,  received  orders  to  follow  you  to  Yorktown.  At  3  p.  m.

Sir:  Acting  Master  Williams,  commanding  Commodore  Barney, 
reports  on  12th  instant  that  the  schooner  Julia  Baker,  of  Georgetown, 
[Me.J,  Fras.  Lowe,  master,  was  robbed  and  set  on  fire  on  the  night  of 
the  11th  instant. 

About  $2,500  were  taken  from  her,  and  her  captain  and  5  men  are 
missing.  Two  boats  filled  with  men  were  seen  going  in  the  direction 
of  Ghuckatuck  Creek  at  3  a.  m.  on  the  12th,  who  were  probably  the 
perpetrators  of  the  act. 

The  Commodore  Barney  was  anchored  about  2  miles  from  where  the 
schooner  lay,  and  received  no  notice  of  the  attack  before  daylight. 

The  guerrillas  in  this  vicinity  are  becoming  quite  bold,  and  have 
recently  on  different  occasions  fi-ed  with  musketry  on  oyster  schooners 
and  on  our  picket  boats.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  while  on  the  passage  of  this  vessel  from 
Port  Royal,  in  latitude  32°  50',  longitude  77°  33',  a  steamer  was  sighted 
from  this  ship's  masthead;  gave  chase;  gained  on  her;  made  her  out  a 
large  English-built  steamer,  side-wheel,  about  900  tons  burden,  broad 
beam,  low  hull,  two  smokestacks,  stripped  to  her  lower  masts,  painted 
a  very  light  lead  color,  clean,  and  apparently  new.  Ohased  twelve 
hours;  pushed  her  so  hard  that  she  threw  overboard  between  400  and 
500  bales  of  cotton.  We  gained  on  her  while  running  14  and  14£  knots. 
Her  speed  must  have  been  about  13£  knots.  I  discontinued  the  chase 
when  night  came  on,  in  latitude  31°  10',  longitude  75°  50';  this  was  on 
the  12th  instant.

The  rebel  river  boat  Virginia  and  a  tag  have  been  trying  to  get  her 
off,  but  without  success,  and  she  still  remains  hard  and  fast  high  up  on 
the  beach  and  will  most  probably  go  to  pieces  the  first  strong  north- 
east breeze.

Sir:  I  regret  to  report  that  shortly  after  daylight  yesterday  morning 
a  large  side  wheel  steamer,  which  had  doubtless  passed  in  by  the  ves- 
sels of  the  squadron  during  the  night,  was  discovered  on  or  near  the 
beach  on  the  west  point  of  Oak  Island,  the  officer  of  the  watch,  Acting 
Ensign  R.  Wilkinson,  at  or  about  6  a.  m.  being  directed  to  it  by  the 
steamer  Aries,  which  vessel  was  engaged  firing  at  her  until  driven  off 
by  the  batteries  in  the  vicinity  and  a  number  of  Whit  worth  guns 
which  had  been  quickly  brought  to  the  scene  ot  action. 

In  the  evening,  on  the  return  of  the  State  of  Georgia  and  Aries  to 
their  stations,  both  vessels  opened  a  fire  upon  the  stranded  vessel,  but 
without  any  success,  as  in  a  few  minutes  a  very  heavy  fire  was  opened 
upon  both  by  numerous  batteries  of  greater  range,  which  compelled 
them  to  withdraw,  without,  however,  either  vessel  receiving  any  injury. 

During  the  night  the  enemy  succeeded  in  floating  the  vessel  and 
getting  her  safely  into  the  river.     Weather  very  hazy. 

Acting  [Volunteer]  Lieutenant  Commanding  Devens,  of  the  Aries, 
reports  having  seen  her  at  5  o'clock  from  his  night  station  No.  7,  ran  in 
to  cut  her  off,  when  she  ran  upon  the  beach.

Got  the  boats  ready  to  board  her,  when  we  saw  ' 
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troops  and  several  pieces  of  artillery  coming  down  the  beach  from  the 
direction  of  the  fort  At  5 :  20  a.  m.  opened  fire  on  her ;  at  the  same  time 
rebels  opened  fire  upon  us  from  the  beach  above  and  below  the  steamer 
with  several  Whitwortb  guns,  the  shell  all  falling  close  to  us  or  going 
over  us.  At  6 :  10  a.  m.,  having  had  reason  to  believe  two  shells  had 
struck  her,  one  through  her  bow  and  one  through  her  just  forward  of 
the  wheelhouse,  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  withdraw,  and  ran  out  and 
reported  all  the  circumstances  to  the  senior  officer  preseut.  She  is  a 
long,  low,  side- wheel  steamer,  and  looks  very  much  like  the  A.  D.  Vance, 
which  grounded  here  in  January.  The  rebels  fired  43  shell  at  us.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Flusser,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  rumored 
progress  on  Confederate  ironclad  under  construction  in  the  Roanoke 
River. 

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  March  16, 1864. 

Sir:  Your  communication  of  the  1st  instant,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the 
20th  ultimo,  was  received  last  night. 

General  Wessells  has  written  me  to  day  about  the  immediate  obstruc- 
tion of  the  Roanoke,  and,  1  presume,  will  need  the  light-boats  now  here. 
I  received  information  today  from  an  old  steamboat  captain,  just  from 
the  vicinity  of  the  ironclad  on  the  Roanoke,  that  she  will  be  ready  to 
be  brought  down  to  Williamston  on  the  1st  of  April.  He  says  she  has 
two  layers  of  iron;  that  they  are  drilling  the  iron  night  and  day,  and 
pushing  her  forward  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  possible.  He  had  a 
conversation  with  the  pilot  engaged  to  bring  her  down,  and  gathered 
from  him  that  the  attack  on  Plymouth  was  to  be  made  from  below. 
The  pilot  asked  him  if  Ryan's  Thoroughfare  was  obstructed  with  piles. 
He  replied  that  he  did  not  know,  but  had  heard  that  it  was.  The  pilot 
remarked  that  it  was  of  no  importance,  that  they  had  scows  prepared 
to  go  ahead  of  the  ironclad,  and,  under  cover  of  her  guns,  to  remove 
any  obstructions.  He  said  they  were  greatly  afraid  we  had  torpedoes 
in  the  river. 

My  informant  has  returned  to  find  out  more  about  her,  and  promises 
to  give  me  early  intelligence  of  her  movements.  He  deems  her  very 
formidable.  If  she  has  but  3  iuches  of  iron,  as  I  have  been  informed 
by  others,  our  present  force  here  should,  unless  we  are  very  unfortu- 
nate, easily  defeat  her;  yet,  it  would  be  but  prudent  to  insure  her 
destruction,  if  not  inconvenient  to  increase  it  by  a  few  heavy  guns.  Her 
plating  may  be  thicker  than  we  think. 

In  my  report  of  the  explosion  of  the  SouthfielcPs  100-pounder,  I  rec- 
ommended that  it  be  replaced  by  one  on  a  pivot  carriage.  In  view  of 
this  change,  I  enclose  plan  of  her  deck  that  a  carriage  to  suit  may  be 
sent.

The  enemy  are  making  large  preparations  for  the  capture  of  Norfolk ;  large  details 
are  made  from  Pickett's  division  to  work  on  the  gunboats  now  building  at  Richmond. 
The  work  is  pushed  night  and  day,  and  it  is  expected  three  gunboats  will  be  finished 
in  three  or  four  weeks.  They  are  also  building  floats  or  rafts  to  carry  guns  to  move 
down  the  James  River  with  their  fleet.  Longstreet  is  to  have  command  on  the 
Blackwater  for  the  main  attack  on  Norfolk.  His  whole  command  is  expected  at 
Petersburg;  his  force  is  estimated  at  15,000.  Pontoons  have  been  sent  from  Rich- 
mond to  Petersburg.  A  feint  will  be  made  on  Williamsburg  with  a  force  of  3,000 
infantry  and  some  cavalry  and  artillery:  and  for  this  purpose  Ford's  [Forget] 
Bridge  over  the  Chickahominy  is  being  reouilt.  The  whole  information  is  brought 
by  a  man  uamed  Black,  whom  our  scouts  brought  back  with  them,  and  who  repre- 
sents himself  as  having  been  sent  by  Union  men  in  Richmond  to  communicate  the 
above  and  other  information  to  the  War  Department.  He  will  be  sent  up  to-morrow 
with  an  officer.  Our  scouts  report  that  J.  £.  B.  Stuart  i«  collecting  a  cavalry  force 
at  Fredericksburg  to  make  a  raid  on  our  rear,  and  is  only  waiting  for  the  Rappa- 
hannock to  become  fordable  to  cross  at  or  near  Fredericksburg.  They  also  report 
the  enemy  sending  supplies  and  ammunition  in  great  quantities  over  both  railroads, 
uniting  at  Hanover  Junction,  to  Lee's  army.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Flusser,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the 
progress  of  the  Confederate  ram  under  construction  in  the  Roanoke 
River. 

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  March  18, 1864. 

Sir  :  General  Wessells  sent  me  word  night  before  last,  just  as  he 
stepped  on  board  the  mail  boat  for  Roanoke  Island,  that  a  man  was  just 
down  from  Hamilton  who  had  been  on  board  the  rebel  ironclad,  and 
that  in  two  hours  I  might  get  him  on  board  to  interrogate  him.  The 
adjutant  general  rode  out  to  the  lines  to  bring  him  in,  but  he  had 
already  started  for  his  house,  some  10  or  12  miles  off,  and  no  one  knew 
its  situation  or  whereabouts.  A  report  in  town  to-day,  said  to  be  trace- 
able to  him,  represents  the  ironclad  at  Hamilton,  with  a  large  force  of 
soldiers,  and  2,000  soldiers  at  Williamston.  Further,  the  floating  bat- 
tery, about  which  I  had  heard  nothing,  for  a  long  time  and  hoped  had 
died  a  natural  death,  is  said  to  be  very  near  completion.  The  present 
report  makes  her  octagonal,  with  7  inches  of  iron,  lined  with  two  tiers 
of  cotton  bales.  The  ram,  or  whatever  it  may  be  called,  is  also  said  to 
have  7  inches  of  plating.    I  think  the  reporters  are  putting  on  the  iron 
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rather  heavy.    I  am  inclined  to  believe  her  armor  is  not  more  than 
stated  in  one  of  my  former  letters— 3  inches. 

The  people  in  the  country  above  and  below  us,  who  have  better 
means  than  we  possess  of  gaining  information,  anticipate  an  early  and 
severe  attack  by  land  and  water  here. 

I  should  like  very  much  to  have  the  new  guns  for  the  Southfield 
mounted.    She  is  badly  shorn  of  her  strength. 

The  vessels  will  be  ready  to  sink  by  Monday.  I  have  a  torpedo 
prepared  for  each  one.  General  Wessells  has  said  he  would  supply 
powder  if  I  would  construct  them.  I  hope  they  may  be  successful.  It 
will  be  difficult  to  sink  the  vessels  in  proper  positions,  owing  to  the 
strong  current.  I  have  suggested  a  plan  to  the  general,  who  is  doing 
the  business.    I  shall  aid  him  if  he  requests  assistance.

U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  limits  seaward  of  the  blockade. 

Navy  Department,  March  19, 1864. 

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  9th  instant  is  received,  stating  that  immedi- 
ately upon  the  receipt  of  the  Department's  letter  of  February  27,  decid- 
ing that  the  limits  of  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  were 
just  outside  of  the  line  occupied  by  the  blockading  vessels,  with  right 
of  pursuit  beyond  that  line,  you  had  immediately  recalled  the  fast 
steamers  stationed  off  the  extensive  shoals  off  the  Capes  of  Lookout 
and  Fear;  also  those  in  the  tracks  of  the  blockade  runners  between  the 
principal  inlets  on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina  aud  their  depots  at  Ber- 
muda and  Nassau. 

Your  letter  of  February  27  having  raised  the  question  of  limits  sea- 
ward, there  seemed  to  be  no  other  decision  possible  than  that  they 
should  [cruise]  beyond  the  line  occupied  by  the  blockading  vessels.  At 
the  time  this  decision  was  made  the  Department  was  aware,  and  was 
gratified  to  find,  that  you  had  followed  the  plan,  long  since  adopted  by 
Rear-Admiral  Farragut  and  Acting  Rear  Admiral  Bailey  with  a  much 
smaller  force,  of  placing  some  of  your  vessels  well  to  seaward ;  and  this 
plan  being  in  successful  operation  and  your  limits  seaward  being  beyond 
the  position  occupied  by  these  vessels,  it  is  not  understood  why  you 
should  have  acted  so  hastily  in  bringing  your  vessels  inshore  unless  you 
are  of  opinion  that  the  blockade  can  be  more  rigidly  enforced  there. 
The  Department  does  not  propose  to  suggest  any  particular  positions 
for  your  vessels,  having  great  confidence  in  your  judgment  and  zeal  for 
the  public  service. 

If  the  Shenandoah,  by  authority  delegated  to  you  by  the  Department, 
has  been  sent  toward  Bermuda  and  is  acting  under  your  orders,  she  is 
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not  an  independent  command.  If  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  believ- 
ing that  blockade  running  can  be  more  effectually  suppressed  by  send- 
ing any  of  your  steamers  in  the  track  of  such  vessels  bound  from 
Bermuda  to  Nassau,  you  are  authorized  to  make  such  disposition  of 
your  command. 

The  Department  does  not  consider  that  you  would  be  beyond  the  lim- 
its of  your  command,  subject  to  the  disability  contemplated  by  the  third 
clause  of  the  third  section  of  the  act  for  the  better  government  of  the 
Navy,  while  you  are  temporarily,  by  authority  of  the  Department,  per- 
sonally present  in  a  vessel  in  the  Potomac  River.

Sir:  General  Butler,  under  date  of  21st  instant,  encloses  to  me  a 
copy  of  a  statement  made  to  him  by  a  scout  whom  he  sent  to  Hamil- 
ton, N.  C,  which  is  in  substance  as  follows :  That  he  heard  at  Hamilton, 
where  he  was  for  half  an  hour  only,  that  the  ironclad  building  on  the 
Roanoke  River  was  aground  at  a  point  about.  10  miles  below  Hamilton 
and  U5  above  Plymouth,  on  the  Roanoke,  and  that  the  rebels  had  taken 
all  the  guns  off  it  and  removed  them.  Its  draft  is  about  17  feet.  In 
the  vicinity  of  Hamilton  there  was,  he  learned,  a  regiment  of  infantry, 
and  about  1,500  cavalry  conscripting  and  foraging  through  the  coun- 
try. He  heard  nothing  about  the  number  of  troops  at  Weldon  or  any 
other  point  in  that  vicinity.  In  regard  to  Pickett's  division,  that  he 
had  about  15,000  effective  men  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Nearly 
all  the  negroes  had  been  taken  into  the  interior  of  the  State. 

General  Butler  writes  me  that  lie  will  send  a  copy  of  this  statement 
to  the  commanding  officer  at  Plymouth,  with  instructions  to  communi- 
cate it  to  the  senior  naval  officer  there.  He  proposes  that  a  little  expe- 
dition bo  organized  to  destroy  this  ironclad,  and  1  desire  that  yon  will 
arrange  the  details  of  a  suitable  expedition  with  the  commanding  offi- 
cer at  Plymouth  (General  Wessells)  and  carry  it  out,  if  you  deem  it 
practicable,  without  further  instructions  from  me. 

If  you  need  more  gunboats  than  you  have  under  your  command  at 
Plymouth,  inform  Commander  Davenport,  in  confidence,  of  the  plan, 
and  ask  him  to  send  you  the  necessary  force.     I  desire,  however,  that 
the  knowledge  of  the  affair  be  confined  to  as  few  persons  as  possible.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S,  Navy,  regarding  deficiencies 

in  the  creics  of  r easel* .

Sir:  On  the  20th  instant  the  New  Heme  left  here  for  New  York, 
encountered  a  heavy  gale  mid  returned,  and  is  still  here. 

We  have  now  a  severe  northeast  wind  and  snowstorm. 

The  Calypso,  with  two  heavy  guns  on  her  deck  for  the  Southjield,  will 
leave  for  Beaufort  as  soon  as  the  weather  clears  off. 
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Should  I  not,  in  the  meantime,  hear  farther  from  the  Department 
respecting  the  crew  required  for  the  Iroquois,  the  Calypso  will  be 
instructed  to  bring  113  men,  taken  from  the  different  vessels  off  Wil- 
mington, in  proportion  to  tiieir  crews. 

I  trust  the  Department  will  determine  to  furnish  the  Iroquois  from 
the  men  which  General  Butler  has  ready  for  the  naval  service. 

The  four  blockade  runners  recently  captured  off  Wilmington  were 
mostly  supplied  with  prize  crews,  whose  time  of  service  is  already 
expired. 

Besides  this  considerable  deficiency,  about  60  other  men  whose  times 
are  up  have  been  discharged,  whose  places  have  been  supplied  by  the 
crew  of  the  Peterhoff,  which  had  been  distributed  to  supply  a  part  of 
the  deficiency  in  the  blockaders  off  Wilmington  previous  to  the  receipt 
of  the  Department's  order  requiring  them  to  be  sent  up  for  the  Iroquois.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  information 

received  from  refugees. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  March  22, 1864. 

Sir:  The  following  is  the  substance  of  information  received  from 
refugees  taken  on  board  the  Niphon,  and  was  communicated  to  me  by 
Captain  Sands,  U.  S.  S.  Fort  Jackson. 

J.  H.  Pucket,  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  states  that  he  has  served 
in  the  rebel  Navy  on  board  the  ironclad  Raleigh,  now  building  at  Wil- 
mington, N.  C.  She  will  be  finished  about  the  1st  June  next.  She  is 
somewhat  like  the  ironclad  North  Carolina;  her  crew  (188  men)  con- 
sists principally  of  conscripts.  She  is  commanded  by  John  Wilkinson, 
late  of  the  U.  S.  Navy.  At  Wilmington  they  are  preparing  two  tor- 
pedo boats,  the  Equator  and  Adkin  \  Yadkin],  also  building  one  to  run 
under  water;  she  is  to  be  150  feet  long  and  cigar-shaped.  The  only 
troops  at  present  in  the  department  are  four  North  Carolina  regi- 
ments at  Wilmington  and  two  companies  of  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia  troops  doing  picket  duty  on  the  beach  between  Fort  Fisher 
and  Masonboro  Inlet.  North  Carolina  soldiers  are  not  permitted  to  do 
picket  duty  on  the  beach.  The  following  blockade  runners  are  now 
(7th  instant)  at  Wilmington:  St.  Petersburg,  Hansa,  Lucy,  Mary  Ann, 
and  A.  I).  Vance.  The  St.  Petersburg  and  Hansa  arrived  on  3d,  the 
others  during  the  week.  They  all  run  iu  on  the  south  side.  The  A.  D. 
Vance  and  Lucy  were  expected  to  run  out  that  night.  • 

I  have  no  means  of  judging  of  the  reliability  of  the  above,  but  sub- 
mit it  for  the  information  of  the  Department.

U.  S.  marshal  in  such  bad  condition  from  carelessness  as  lessens  their 
appraised  value  and  increases  the  expense  to  Government  when  they 
are  taken  into  the  service. 

Prize  masters  are  strictly  required  to  take  special  care  to  have  prize 
vessels  (especially  the  engines  and  boilers,  which  must  not  be  allowed 
to  freeze  up  or  rust)  turned  over  to  the  U.  S.  marshal  free  of  filth  and 
in  good  police. 

It  is  expected  that  prizes  will,  on  their  arrival,  undergo  a  naval 
inspection.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,   U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the 
rumored  presence  of  the  Confederate  ironclad  at  Williamston,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth ,  N.  (Jm}  March  24, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  information  to-day,  which  would  seem  to  be  reliable,  to 
the  effect  that  the  ironclad  on  this  river  is  at  Hamilton,  and  that  the 
rebels  are  removing,  or  have  removed,  the  torpedoes  tliey  had  placed 
in  the  [Roanoke]  River  below  Williamston.  It  is  also  stated  that  their 
boat  is  80  feet  long,  and,  something  more  serious,  that  her  armor  is  4j 
inches  instead  of  3,  as  formerly  represented.  We  should*  have  the 
guns  for  the  Southfield  immediately,  as  we  do  not  know  when  we  will 
be  attacked.  The  land  force  (rebel)  near  us  has  been  lately  increased 
and  their  lines  closed  to  prevent  information  reaching  us.  I  think  we 
may  expect  an  early  attack.     Please  send  So  nth  field's  guns  at  once.

Boat  expedition  to  Swansboro  and  Bear  Creek,  March  24-20,  1S64. 
Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  reports. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  ,?,  1864. 

Sir:  1  transmit  enclosed  a  report  (with  its  enclosure)  dated  27th 
ultimo,  from  Commander  B.  M.  Dove,  of  the  failure  of  an  expedition 
arranged  by  Colonel  •lourdau,  of  the  Army,  commanding  at  Beaufort, 
and  himself,  with  the  reasons  of  this  failure. 

The  object  of  this  expedition  was  the  capture  or  destruction  of  two 
schooners  near  Swansboro  and  the  capture  of  the  force  and  supposed 
battery  on  the  south  end  of  Bogue  Island  | Banks], 
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The  force  employed  consisted  of  about  200  soldiers  and  45  sailors. 
They  were  embarked  on  the  Britannia  on  the  24th  ultimo,  and  two 
flats,  a  launch  (with  a  howitzer),  and  two  small  boats  were  taken  in  tow 
to  land  them. 

They  arrived  off  Bogue  Inlet  about  11  p.  m.,  by  which  time  the 
weather,  which  was  fair  at  the  time  of  starting,  had  changed;  a  strong 
S.  E.  wind  came  up  with  heavy  swells.  But  two  boats  got  inside; 
others  grounded  in  the  attempt  and  got  off  and  returned  to  the 
Britannia  with  difficulty.  The  two  that  had  succeeded,  being  unsup- 
ported, also  returned. 

In  a  second  attempt  one  of  the  launches  got  into  Bear  Inlet  and 
proceeded  up  Bear  Greek.  The  party  succeeded  in  burning  a  schooner 
and  brought  off  about  twenty  contrabands. 

They  were  not  able  to  return  to  the  Britannia,  owing  to  the  high 
wind  and  sea,  and  she  was  obliged  to  seek  an  offing.  At  daylight  on 
the  morning  of  the  26th  she  stood  in  toward  the  bar,  fired  guns  to 
attract  attention,  but  saw  nothing  of  the  flat,  and  returned  to  Beau- 
fort about  noon. 

The  losses  were  one  flat,  two  launches,  and  two  small  boats  stove. 

A  negro,  who  refused  to   leave   the  launch  when  ordered,  was 
drowned.    The  howitzer  was  saved,  but  all  the  ammunition  lost.

Sir:  A  well-planned  expedition  by  Colonel  Jourdan  and  myself  was 
frustrated  by  circumstances  beyond  our  control. 

The  colonel's  scouts  reported  two  schooners  near  Swansboro,  one  cot- 
ton loaded,  the  other  from  Bermuda.  It  was  gotten  up,  therefore,  for 
the  capture  or  destruction  of  these,  as  also  to  capture  the  force  and  sup- 
posed battery  on  the  south  end  of  Bogue  Island  [BanksJ. 

The  colonel,  with  his  staff  and  about  200  soldiers,  also  parties  of  15 
sailors  each  from  the  Cambridge,  Keystone  State,  and  Florida,  embarked 
on  board  the  Britannia  on  the  afternoon  of  the  24th  instant.  She  took 
in  tow  for  landing  them  two  schooner-rigged  flats,  a  launch  with  how- 
itzer, and  two  small  boats,  and  sailed  about  sunset;  fine  weather  and 
bright  prospects. 

They  arrived  oft'  Bogue  Inlet  about  11  p.  m.  and  disembarked  the 
troops,  the  sailors  managing  the  flats  and  launches.  By  this  time  the 
weather  became  overcast,  wind  raised  from  the  S.  E.,  and  a  heavy  swell 
came  on.  Several  of  the  boats  grounded,  not  being  able  to  find  the 
channel.  Gunner  |S.  D.\  Hines,  with  his  boat  and  another,  got  inside, 
but,  the  others  not  being  able  to  follow,  he  returned  after  landing. 

With  much  difficulty  the  boats  were  gotten  off  again  and  the  men 
safely  on  board  the  Britannia.  The  wind  and  sea  became  tremendous 
and  nothing  else  could  be  done  except  to  give  attention  to  the  vessel. 

In  a  second  attempt  one  of  the  schooners,  with  Lieutenant  [T.  F.j 
King,  [jr.],  of  the  Army,  with  40  soldiers  and  20  sailors,  went  into  Bear 
Inlet  and  up  Bear  Creek,  where  they  burned  one  schooner  and  brought 
off  some  twenty  or  more  contrabands. 
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Not  being"  able  to  return  to  the  Britannia,  she  stood  up  Bogue  Sound 
and  arrived  safely  at  Morehead  City  at  4  a.  m.  of  the  26th. 

The  howitzer  and  carriage  were  gotten  out  of  the  laiinch,  but  the  sea 
was  too  heavy  for  them  and  they  broke  adrift,  were  driven  high  up  on 
the  beach  badly  stove. 

After  weathering  the  gale  the  Britannia  returned  about  noon  of 
the  26th. 

One  flat,  the  launch,  and  the  two  boats  were  lost.  One  contraband 
was  drowned  in  consequence  of  his  not  obeying  orders  to  leave  the  flat. 
The  ammunition  of  the  howitzer  was  also  lost.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders,  having  received  on  board  Colonel 
Jourdan,  with  a  detachment  of  200  of  the  One  hundred  and  fifty-eighth 
Regiment  New  York  State  Volunteers,  also  parties  of  12  men  from  the 
U.  S.  steamers  Cambridge,  Keystone  State,  and  Florida,  1  started  at  5 
p.  in.  24th  instant  for  Bogue  Inlet,  having  in  tow  two  lighters,  one 
launch,  and  one  small  boat.  At  7  p.  in.  turned  the  outer  buoy ;  weather 
fine,  with  light  easterly  wind.  At  10:  iM)  came  to  off  Bogue  Inlet  and 
commenced  embarking  troops  and  sailors.  At  1 1 :  20  p.  m.  last  boat  left 
the  ship;  all  the  sailors  in  the  boats  being  under  the  command  of  Acting 
Master  Joseph  S.  Cony. 

At  2  a.  in.  (25th)  a  boat  returned,  reporting  the  launch  and  some  other 
boats  unable  to  cross  and  aground  among  the  breakers.  At  daylight 
all  the  boats  returned  to  the  ship,  only  three  having  succeeded  in  get- 
ting inside;  weather  looking  threatening  and  easterly  swell  making 
fast.  At  7  a.  m.  one  lighter,  with  a  party  of  soldiers  under  Captain 
|VVilliam|  Cuff  and  0  sailors  under  Acting  Ensign  M.  E.  Wandell, 
crossed  the  bar  and  made  an  attempt  to  reach  a  schooner  said  to  be 
loaded  with  cotton  lying  about  0  miles  above  ISwansboro.  At  the  same 
time  another  lighter,  with  a  party  of  soldiers  under  Lieutenant  King 
and  a  party  of  sailors  under  Acting  Ensign  |  E.  A.]  Small,  of  the  Cam- 
bridge,  left  the  ship  on  an  expedition  up  Hear  Inlet.  At  10:  20  the  lighter 
in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Wandell  returned  to  the  ship,  having  been 
tired  upon  by  the  enemy  from  the  banks  of  the  river  near  Swansboro, 
and  being  unable  to  eilect  a  landing  without  considerable  loss.  At  11 
a.  in.  the  lighter  was  sent,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  |A.  J.|  Lowell, 
with  a  party  of  sailors  and  soldiers,  to  support  the  other  lighter;  wind 
and  sea  rising  fast. 

At  1:. JO  the  lighter  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Lowell  returned  to 
the  ship;  sea  running  high,  with  fresh  gale  from  S.  E.:  took  the  men 
from  the  lighter  in  a  small  boat  with  line;  got  all  on  board  safely  except 
one  negro,  who  refused  to  leave  and  remained  to  steer.  Wind  and  sea 
still  increasing,  we  stood  out  for  an  oiling,  hauled  launrh  alongside, 
and  succeeded  in  getting  the  12 -pounder  ritle  howit/er  out;  was  obliged 
to  cut  her  adrift  soon  after,  her  towline  becoming  foul  of  our  rudder: 
ran  a  line  with  buoy  attached  to  try  a»»d  save  the  negro,  but  he  did  not 
avail  himself  of  it.     The  lighter  soon  broke  adrift,  the  foremast  to  which 
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the  hawser  was  made  fast  being  carried  away.  The  [negro]  was  drowned 
while  attempting  to  come  on  board  on  the  hawser,  which  still  remained 
fast  to  the  wreck.  The  other  lighters,  at  this  time  (3  p.  m.),  lying  at 
anchor  inside  the  bar,  unable  to  cross  on  account  of  the  surf. 

At  4:30  we  came  to  with  both  anchors,  GO  fathoms  chain;  blowing  a 
heavy  gale  from  S.  E.  and  S.  S.  E.,  with  very  high  sea. 

20th  instant,  at  daylight,  wind  having  moderated,  stood  in  for  the 
bar  to  find  the  other  lighter;  tired  two  guns  to  attract  attention. 

Laid  to  until  9  a.  in.,  and,  seeing  nothing  of  her,  got  underway  for 
this  harbor,  where  we  arrived  at  12  ni.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  an  order  from  the  senior  officer  at  this  point,  I 
dispatched,  on  the  24th  instant,  2  officers  and  10  men  to  cooperate  with 
a  detachment  of  soldiers  in  an  expedition  to  Bogue  Inlet  and  Bear 
Creek,  and  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  accompanying  report  of 
Ensign  Edward  A.  Small,  who  went  in  command  of  the  men  detailed 
from  this  vessel.

Sir:  Obedient  to  your  order  to  join  an  expedition  fitted  out  at  this 
place  against  Swansboro  and  Bear  Creek,  1  beg  to  report: 

That  1  joined  the  forces  to  be  sent,  consisting  of  200  infantry  and 
cavalry  and  about  50  seamen,  and  proceeded  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Britannia, 
with  two  flats,  one  launch,  and  two  cutters  in  tow,  and  proceeded  to 
Bogue  Inlet.  Arrived  there  at  9  p.  m.  and  disembarked  the  troops 
into  the  lighters  and  other  boats  and  proceeded  into  the  inlet.  It 
being  very  dark  and  the  pilot  who  was  to  guide  us  into  the  inlet  being 
but  imperfectly  acquainted,  we  missed  the  channel  and  nearly  all  the 
boats  got  aground,  when  we  were  obliged  to  lighten  the  heavier  boats 
and  return  to  the  steamer,  which  caused  great  delay  and  occupied  till 
daylight  and  caused  a  total  failure  of  our  original  plans.  It  was  then 
decided  by  the  officers  in  command  of  the  expedition  to  send  a  day 
expedition  with  the  Hats  to  do  what  could  be  done.  Accordingly  one 
flat  was  sent  into  Bogue  Inlet  with  soldiers  and  a  detachment  of  sea- 
men from  the  Britannia,  in  charge  of  officers  of  the  regiment  and  an 
acting  ensign  of  the  Britannia,  and  another  with  56  soldiers  and  20 
seamen,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  King  and  other  officers  of  the  troops 
and  myself,  to  operate  against  Bear  Inlet.    We  left  the  steamer  at  7 
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a.  m.,  paused  safely  through  the  inlet,  and  found  our  way  up  Bear 
Greek,  where  we  found  a  small  schooner  at  anchor,  whieh  we  destroyed, 
as  it  was  not  possible  to  take  her  out,  as  also  some  other  rebel  prop- 
erly. We  then  divided  our  forces,  Lieutenant  King  taking  20  men 
and  8  seamen,  going  eastward  to  another  creek,  and  myself  taking  the 
remainder  to  work  the  flat  round  to -the  place  to  which  they  were 
going,  which  I  did  and  arrived  at  noon  and  found  the  other  flat  at  the 
inlet,  from  which  I  got  a  boat  and  four  men  to  assist  in  bringing  oft 
the  other  party.  The  wind  had  increased  and  blowing  almost  a  gale 
from  the  southeast,  and  the  other  flat,  fearing  it  might  be  getting  too 
rough  to  pass  the  bar,  returned  to  the  Britannia,  by  which  I  sent  word 
that  I  could  not  come  oft'  till  nearly  night,  if  then.  I  sent  the  two 
boats  in  search  of  our  party  and  found  them,  and  at  3  p.  m.  got  them 
all  on  board,  also  a  large  number  of  contrabands.  At  this  time  it  was 
blowing  furiously  from  the  southeast,  and  the  Hood  tide  had  made  it 
impossible  to  go  over  the  bar,  so  We  concluded  to  try  to  work  our  way 
through  the  sound  to  Beaufort,  fortunately  having  secured  a  pilot 
among  the  contrabands  captured.  At  5  p.  in.  we  got  underway  and 
proceeded,  working  our  way  through  to  Swansboro  by  dark,  where  we 
got  aground.  Landed  and  destroyed  some  property ;  got  our  flat  afloat 
again,  proceeded  and  arrived  at  Morehead  City  at  4  a.  m.  of  the  27th, 
having  a  large  number  of  contrabands  and  one  rebel  prisoner  on  board, 
and  losing  no  one  of  our  party.  We  were  obliged  to  leave  many 
negroes  at  the  landing  at  starting,  as  our  boat  was  overcrowded.

Report  of  Acting  Hear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Nary,  transmitting  proposed 

acts  relatire  to  the  personnel  of  the  Navy. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Ulockadino  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  News,  »7r.,  March  XX,  1864. 

Sir  :  In  view  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  organization  of  the  Navy, 
by  a  codification  of  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  governed  it,  1  beg 
leave  to  suggest  to  the  Department,  for  its  consideration,  a  more  com- 
plete organization  of  the  start' of  the  commander  in  chief  of  a  fleet  or 
squadron  and  the  establishment  of  a  naval  law  department  for  the 
Navy,  as  contained  in  the  enclosed  proposed  acts. 

Experience  has  proved  to  me  the  necessity  of  a  chief  of  staff  of  the 
commander  in  chief  of  a  fleet  or  squadron,  whose  duties  shall  be 
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similar  to  those  of  the  adjutant-general  of  our  army  in  the  field,  and 
that  lie  should  have  rank  and  pay  commensurate  with  the  character 
and  extent  of  the  duties  he  is  called  upon  to  perform. 

The  great  increase  in  the  personnel  of  the  Navy,  with  the  consequent 
frequency  of  naval  courts  martial  and  courts  of  enquiry,  imperatively 
demands  the  appointment  of  a' chief  judge  advocate  of  the  Navy,  who 
should  be  a  regularly  educated  naval  officer,  informed  in  the  law,  and 
I  recommend  the  proposed  measure  to  the  careful  attention  of  the 
Department. 

The  frequent  accidents,  incidents,  breaches  of  good  order  and  dis- 
cipline occurring  in  every  fleet  or  squadron,  which  can  only  be  reached 
and  punished,  and  therefore  restrained,  by  the  judgment  of  courts- 
martial,  demand  the  appointment  of  a  judge-advocate  for  such  fleet  or 
squadron,  who  should  be  attached  to  the  staff  of  the  commander  in 
chief,  and  whose  duties  should  be  similar  to  those  of  a  judge-advocate 
of  an  army  in  the  field.

The  articles  captured  by  this  vessel  consist  of  1  small  schooner,  1 
sloop,  1  boat,  107  sacks  of  corn,  2  sacks  of  wheat,  1  sack  of  oats,  0  sacks 
of  salt,  5  kegs  of  salt,  5  boxes  tobacco,  15  pair  oyster  tongs,  12  plows, 
1  cultivator,  100  plow  points,  46  plowshares,  and  14  molding  boards.

Navy,  giving  information 
regarding  Confederate  ironclad  in  the  Roanoke,  and  expected  attack 
upon  New  Berne  and  Plymouth. 

XJ.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  March  27, 1864. 

Sir  :  We  have  been  awaiting  an  attack  here  for  some  days,  but  the 
latest  information  seems  to  point  to  a  postponement  on  the  part  of  the 
rebels.  1  think  we  have  at  length  something  reliable  from  the  ironclad 
up  this  river.  1  examined  a  man  who  has  been  at  work  as  a  ship  car- 
penter, and  was  sent  from  her  about  three  months  since  to  the  hospital 
at  Wilmington,  sick.  He  states  that  she  is  152  feet  long,  34  feet  beam, 
has  two  propellers,  is  pierced  for  six  guns;  draft,  from  6  to  8  feet;  6 
feet  depth  of  hold ;  her  gun  deck  about,  or  nearly,  flush  with  the  water; 

0  feet  between  decks,  with  an  iron  shield  from  4  to  5  inches  thick,  and 
40  feet  long,  with  sides  and  ends  about  amidships  of  her  length.  When 
he  left  her  boiler  was  not  in.  The  dimensions  given  above,  with  the 
exception  of  length  and  breadth  of  beam,  are  judged  by  the  eye.  The 
man  seems  to  be  honest,  has  been  kindly  treated  by  us,  and,  I  think, 
tells  the  truth.  The  vessel  has  a  keel  of  5  inches.  The  placing  of  the 
hulks  has  been  delayed  longer  than  I  anticipated.  By  request  of 
General  Wessells,  I  am  sinking  them  to-day.  Each  one  carries  a  tor- 
pedo, to  be  exploded  by  percussion.  I  hope  they  will  be  in  position  by 
night.  1  forgot  to  mention  that  from  the  knuckle  of  the  shield  of  the 
ram,  the  plating  runs  down  for  5  feet  and  joins  the  hull,  and  that  her 
stem  is  covered  with  a  piece  of  heavy,  sharp  iron,  6  to  10  inches  thick. 

1  enclose  a  longitudinal  and  sectional  draft  through  the  shield. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  enemy  to  pass  through  Eyan's  Thoroughfare 
and  attack  from  below,  thus  avoiding  the  fire  of  the  two  forts,  Gray 
and  Worth,  both  constructed  mainly  for  her  benefit,  one  carrying  a 
100  pounder  and  the  other  a  200-pounder,  bearing  on  the  water.

I  enclose  copy  of  a  note  from  General  Wessells,  received  this  after- 
noon, upon  which  I  based  my  assertion  that  the  attack  at  this  place 
would  probably  be  deferred  some  time.  I  can  not  think  why  they 
should  postpone  it,  unless  they  are  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the 
floating  battery  on  the  Koanoke,  which,  I  think,  will  prove  a  more 
formidable  antagonist  than  the  ram — that  is,  she  can  not  be  run  down, 
and  will  stand  more  hammering  of  shot.  She,  however,  will  have  to 
approach  from  above,  and  I  will  leave  her  to  the  tender  mercies  of  the 
forts.

Dear  Captain:  I  have  just  had  an  interview  with  a  man  just  from 
Kinston  who  has  recently  resigned  from  the  Confederate  service  as  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Forty-first  North  Carolina  Cavalry  and  who  passed 
Foster's  Mills  yesterday.  His  statement  is  clear  and  full,  and  lam 
disposed  to  give  it  great  weight.    He  avers  that  there  is  no  change  in 
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affairs  in  Foster's  Mills;  that  the  Thirty- fifth  is  still  there  and  at  Ham- 
ilton; that  Pool's  battalion  is  also  at  the  latter  place;  that  it  is  the 
design  to  attack  New  Berne  and  Plymouth  simultaneously;  that  Gen- 
eral Hooker  says  they  will  have  New  Berne  within  two  mouths;  he  has 
been  on  board  the  gunboat  at  Kinston;  that  she  has  three  plates  of 
iron,  draws  about  0  feet,  and  has  two  heavy  gnus;  that  she  intends  to 
run  by  the  forts  if  possible ;  he  knows  nothing  of  our  ram,  bat  observed 
she  was  completed.  He  enquired  if  the  Thoroughfare  was  blocked, 
and  says  there  is  no  intention  of  approaching  direct.  He  says  no 
attack  will  lie  made  within  five  or  six  weeks,  and  he  believes  not  within 
two  months;  that  at  Kinston  they  are  not  ready;  are  building  at 
Moseley  Hall  a  nnmber  of  launches  similar  to  those  used  at  Sew 
Berne  some  time  ago.  He  was  with  the  army  at  the  late  attack  on 
New  Berne;  was  sent  with  his  company  to  cat  the  wires  on  the  Beau- 
fort railway,  and  got  lost  in  the  swamps.  He  says  the  Seventeenth  is 
ordered  back  to  Hamilton;  there  is  a  court-martial  going  on  at  Kins- 
ton and  several  colonels  are  being  tried  for  misconduct  at  New  Berne. 
This  man's  statement  is  so  open  and  unreserved  that  I  believe  it, 
particularly  as  I  am  informed  as  to  his  antecedents.  I  hear  nothing 
from  the  hulks.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  this  morning  at  6:45  a.  m.  1  saw  a  boat 
pulling  along  the  southern  shore,  about  2  miles  above  Smithfield  Neck, 
with  six  men  in  it.  I  immediately  steamed  up  abreast  of  her;  the  men 
in  the  boat  running  her  ashore  and  disappearing  among  the  bushes.  1 
sent  two  armed  boats,  thinking  that  there  might  be  some  mail  matter 
left  in  what  I  supposed  was  a  rebel  mail  boat.  On  approaching  her 
several  volleys  were  fired  into  our  boats.  I  immediately  fired  seven 
shells,  but  can  not  tell  with  what  effect. 

I  send  with  this  the  executive  officer,  Acting  Ensign  G.  W.  Adams, 
who  had  charge  of  the  boats,  to  make  his  report.

Sir:  The  Department  will  recollect  that  an  expedition  under  my 
command,  sent  by  its  direction  up  James  River  last  July,  took  posses- 
sion of  Fort  Powhatan,  thoroughly  destroyed  its  magazines,  barracks, 
and  all  platforms  for  guns,  and  cut  away  all  the  sodding,  of  which 
there  was  a  great  deal  and  well  done,  leaving  the  fresh  earthworks  to 
be  exposed  to  the  effects  of  the  weather. 

On  Sunday,  the  27th  instant,  I  received  a  confidential  communication 
from  General  Butler,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  statement  he  had  received, 
representing  that  the  enemy  had  removed  all  the  guns  and  men  from 
Drewry's  Bluff  to  Fort  Powhatan  and  still  threatened  to  attack  Nor- 
folk, and  that  this  information  came  "  direct  from  Bichmond,  from  our 
friends." 

Yesterday  morning,  28th  instant,  I  dispatched  the  Commodore  Morris, 
Lieutenant  J.  P.  Fyffe,  commanding,  with  the  Commodore  Barney 
(Acting  Master  Williams),  and  the  Shokokon  (Acting  Master  W.  B. 
Sheldon),  with  orders  to  proceed  to  Fort  Powhatan  and  ascertain  if 
the  enemy  occupied  it.  These  gunboats  returned  this  morning,  and 
Lieutenant  Fyffe  reports  that  he  found  Fort  Powhatan  in  the  condition 
I  left  it  last  fall,  except  that  it  was  much  wasted  by  the  action  of  the 
frost  and  rains  since. 
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I  have  communicated  this  information  to  General  Butler,  and  enclose 
the  report  of  Lieutenant  Pyfle.

Snt:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

On  the  morniiiifof  the -SI h  instant  J  received  orders  from  Lieuten- 
ant Pyfle,  commanding  l\  S.  S.  Commodore  Morris,  to  relieve  the 
U.  8.  S.  Commodore.  Joins  on  advanced  picket  duty  near  White  Shoal, 
James  River;  also  to  keep  lookout  for  any  of  the  enemy  in  the  vicinity 
of  Day's  Point,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river.  At  0:.'50  a.  in.  saw  a 
party  of  about  loo  infantry  at  the  last-mentioned  point,  who  seemed 
to  be  watching  our  movements.  I  steamed  up  to  about  2,000  yards, 
opened  on  them  with  our  two  .'Hi-pounder  Parrotts  with  I  .*>  second  fuze, 
making  very  fair  shots,  every  shell  exploding  near  and  among  them. 
The  enemy  taking  shelter  in  a  piece  of  woods  on  the  bank  of  the  river, 
1  steamed  in  as  near  as  the  depth  of  water  would  allow,  being  about 
1,500  yards  distant.  I  used  both  the-  two  Parrotts  and  21  pounder 
howitzers  with  shrapnel.  In  a  few  minutes  succeeded  in  driving  them 
out  of  their  shelter  and  beyond  range.  I  could  not  tell  whether  any 
were  killed  or  wounded,  but  the  general  impression  was  that  there 
must  have  been  some,  for  our  shells  exploded  among  them  several 
times.

You  will  release  them  from 
custody.  In  those  cases  where  there  is  doubt  as  to  their  being  foreign 
subjects,  you  will  not  release  them  except  on  oath  that  they  have  never 
been  in  the  insurgent  naval,  military,  or  civil  service,  have  never  voted, 
or  exercised  tbe  rights  of  citizenship  in  the"  United  States. 

These  persons  are  entitled  to  no  consideration  whatever  in  the  way 
of  transportation,  subsistence,  or  facilities,  and  when  discharged  must 
provide  for  themselves  and  get  away  as  well  as  they  can.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  iu  obedience  to  your  order  of 
yesterday,  1  went,  with  the  fourth  and  fifth  cutters  with  32  men  and 
Acting  Master  Pierson  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Jarvis,  and  reported 
to  Captain  Williams,  of  the  Commodore  Barney,  to  cooperate  with  him 
in  an  expedition  to  Chuckatuck  Creek,  the  object  of  which  was  to 
capture  Lieutenant  Poy  and  27  men  of  his  command. 

At  11  p.  in.  we  started  from  the  Barney  with  four  boats  and  60  men 
and  officers.  We  landed  near  Cherry  Grove,  and  captured  20  rebel 
soldiers  with  all  their  arms  and  equipments,  but  did  not  succeed  in 
capturing  Lieutenant  Roy,  he  being  absent  from  his  post. 
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I  feel  it  my  daty  to  mention  the  brave  conduct  of  the  officers  and 
men  under  my  command.  Owing  to  the  storm  and  bad  state  of  our 
road  the  men  of  the  expedition  suffered  severely,  but  they  bore  it 
with  a  zeal  and  cheerfulness  that  was  surprising;  I  would  not  wish 
better  men. 

I  also  have  to  report  the  loss  of  one  revolver  and  one  sword  bayonet 
belonging  to  this  ship,  from  accident  and  not  carelessness. 

I  would  also  wish  to  state  to  you  at  this  time  that  I  will  volunteer  to 
act  either  as  a  scout,  spy,  take  command  of  a  raid  on  the  enemy,  or  act 
in  any  position  where  I  can  be  of  service  on  shore,  and  I  consider 
myself  a  very  proper  person  to  act  in  either  capacity,  having  seen 
seventeen  years  in  active  service  in  different  countries  and  services  as 
a  man  of  war  at  sea  and  on  shore.

Report  of  Acting  Mmater  William*,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Commodore  Barney. 

U.  S.  8.  Commodore  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  Va.,  March  30,  1864. 

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  arrival  of  17.  S.  S. 
IShokokon  on  the  evening  of  29th  instant,  an  expedition  under  my 
charge,  consisting  of  32  men,  with  two  boats  from  U.  S.  S.  Minnesota, 
and  23  men,  with  two  boats  from  this  vessel,  proceeded  to  Blinkhorn's 
Creek,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river.  After  landing,  we  proceeded  to 
a  distance  of  about  2  miles,  and  met  with  a  citizen  and  a  negro,  whom 
we  took  as  guides.  We  then  returned  to  boats  and  proceeded  to 
Chuckatuck  Creek.  We  landed  at  the  head  of  the  creek,  and  at  a  dis 
tance  of  about  a  half  a  mile  met  with  a  citizen  and  his  sun,  whom  we 
also  took  to  guide  us  to  the  headquarters  of  Lieutenant  Roy,  where  we 
arrived  at  about  4  a.  m.  of  the  30th  instant.  We  immediately  sur- 
rounded two  houses  (the  headquarters)  and  demanded  instant  surren- 
der, a  demand  with  which  they  complied,  the  result  of  which  was  the 
capture  of  2  sergeants  and  18  privates  (Confederate),  with  small  arms, 
etc.,  without  tiring  a  shot.  Acting  Masters  Wilder  and  I'ierson  had 
charge  of  Minnesota's  boats'  crews,  and  both  behaved  with  the  utmost 
coolness  and  bravery.  1  must  give  them  the  whole  credit  of  the  cap- 
ture. Mr.  Kodgers  (pilot  of  this  vessel)  piloted  the  boats  up  and  down 
river  and  deserves  great  praise.  Acting  Master's  Mate  Auld,  of  this 
vessel,  had  charge  of  the  boats,  and  displayed  the  utmost  coolness  and 
courage.  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineers  Lefller  and  Shannon 
also  acted  with  great  courage  and  bravery.  1  would  also  respectfully 
call  your  attention  to  .John  Cross  (yeoman),  who  had  charge  of  the  Hag, 
and  did  his  whole  duty  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  The  petty  officers 
and  crews  of  both  vessels  did  their  duty  nobly.  Should  1  again  have 
the  honor  of  an  expedition  under  my  charge,  1  will  feel  confidence  with 
such  another  set  of  men  with  me. 

I  am  very  sorry  that  we  did  not  take  more  boats,  as  we  could  have 
captured  the  whole  signal  corps  of  17  men,  if  we  had  had  accommoda- 
tion to  bring  them  oft' to  the  vessel.    The  following  are  the  names  and

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  Neves,  Va.,  March  31, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  on  the  night 
of  the  29th  instant,  during  the  prevalence  of  a  violent  storm,  an  expe- 
dition consisting  of  two  boats  and  23  seamen  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore 
Barney,  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master  Williams,  commanding 
that  vessel,  with  two  boats  and  32  seamen  of  this  ship,  commanded 
by  Acting  Master  Wilder,  of  the  Minnesota,  ascended  the  Chuckatuck 
Creek  and  effected  a  landing  at  a  place  called  Cherry  Grove.  It  was 
known  that  in  that  vicinity  was  stationed  a  compauy  of  rebel  soldiers, 
whose  capture  was  the  object  of  the  expedition.  Procuring  a  guide, 
the  party  made  their  way  to  the  house  in  which  the  objects  of  their 
search  were  sheltered,  and  by  a  careful  disposition  of  the  force  succeeded 
in  surprising  and  capturing  20  soldiers  of  the  rebel  Army,  with  their 
arms  and  equipments.  With  their  prisoners  the  party  returned  to 
their  boats,  and  brought  them  safely  to  the  Commodore  Barney,  lying  in 
the  Nansemond. 

I  have  transferred  the  prisoners  to  General  Butler  and  the  arms 
captured  with  them  have  been  transferred  to  the  naval  ordnance  depot. 

Acting  Masters  Williams  and  Wilder  speak  in  commendable  terms  of 
the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  this  exploit,  and  it 
gives  me  pleasure  to  commend  the  energy  and  zeal  displayed  by  these 
officers  in  planning  and  carrying  out  to  a  successful  termination  an 
expedition  of  no  little  difficulty.

Sir:  In  regard  to  the  expedition  (under  my  charge)  of  March  20, 1 
would  respectfully  inform  you  that  Mr.  Wright  (a  gentleman  of  whose 
Union  sentiments  1  am  strictly  confident)  kindly  offered  his  assistance 
to  guide  us  from  his  residence  at  Blinkhorn  Creek  to  the  headquarters 
of  Lieutenant  Roy  at  Chuckatuck;  and  through  his  timely  aid  in  so 
doing  may  be  attributed  the  result  of  our  victory  being  so  easy,  as  I

Sir  :  When  I  wrote  you  concerning  the  report  of  General  Butler's 
scout,  on  the  subject  of  which  your  last  dispatch  to  roe  was  written,  I 
stated  that  I  felt  confident  of  the  falsity  of  the  story. 

I  am  now  enabled  to  declare  beyond  possibility  of  doubt  that  the 
whole  affair  was  a  fabrication,  without  the  slightest  approach  to  truth. 
The  records  of  the  provost-marshal's  and  adjutant-general's  offices  at 
this  place  show  that  James  arrived  at  Plymouth  on  the  15th  instant; 
that  he  obtained  a  pass  to  go  outside  the  lines  on  the  16th  instant  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  cotton,  etc. ;  that  he  returned  within  three 
hours  and  stated  that  he  had  been  6  miles  beyond  our  lines,  but,  hear- 
ing that  the  rebel  soldiers  were  thick  in  the  vicinity,  returned.  That 
day  he  left  Plymouth  for  Roanoke  Island.  On  Sunday  last,  27th,  he 
was  again  here  and  again  was  outside  of  the  lines  for  a  few  hours. 
Without  knowing  him  I  saw  him  in  the  cabin  of  the  steamer  General 
Berry  while  1  and  other  officers  were  going  up  to  see  how  they  were 
getting  on  with  sinking  the  hulks  above  here.  He  was  lying  on  a 
bench  in  the  cabin,  with  his  hat  over  his  eyes,  listening  to  the  conver- 
sation of  the  officers.  General  Butler  will  do  well  not  to  trust  him 
too  far. 

I  was  at  General  Wessells'  office  to-day  during  the  examination  of 
two  of  our  cavalrymen  who  escaped  from  the  rebels  near  Warrenton, 
in  this  State,  by  jumping  from  the  cars.  They  were  en  route  to 
Americus,  Ga. 

One  of  these  men  was  very  intelligent  and  told  his  story  confidently, 
seeming  to  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  country  through  which  he 
had  passed  and  a  retentive  memory  for  facts  and  dates.  On  their  way 
to  this  place  they  were  concealed,  housed,  fed,  and  guided  by  negroes. 
About  twelve  days  since  they  stopped  for  the  night  at  the  house  of  a 
negro  man,  who  told  them  that  he  had  worked  in  the  navy  yard  at 
Halifax  ever  since  the  establishment  of  the  yard;  that  the  ram  was  not 
finished,  and  he  thought  would  not  be  before  July;  that  she  still  was 
at  Halifax,  aud  had  never  been  moved  from  there.  He  stated  that  by 
the  contract  she  should  have  been  Inished  by  the  4th  of  this  month. 
He  said  they  were  putting  iron  on  her,  but  that  not  so  many  men  were 
now  employed  as  had  been  formerly.  This  story  agrees  very  well  with 
that  of  the  lieutenant,  about  which  I  wrote  you  some  time  since,  and 
who  stated  that  the  attack  on  this  place  would  not  take  place  for  six 
weeks  or  two  months.  I  think  the  negro  is  wrong  in  deferring  the 
probable  completion  of  the  vessel  so  long.  It  is  probable  she  is  now 
nearly  or  quite  finished.  Another  story  from  Bertie  is  that  she  was  at 
Hamilton,  but  hearing  of  our  placing  torpedoes  in  the  river  returned 
to  Halifax  to  have  a  spur  placed  forward  to  explode  them  without  col- 
lision on  her  part.  1  believe  now  she  is  yet  at  Halifax.  Work  upon 
her  is  done  by  fits  and  starts;  sometimes  a  large  force  is  employed,  and 
then  again  nearly  everyone  will  be  ordered  away. 

They  now  anticipate  a  movement  up  country  by  us.  Troops  have 
been  telegraphed  for  to  meet  us,  and  others  who  had  been  ordered  away 
from  this  neighborhood  have  had  their  orders  countermanded.  This 
report  arises  merely  from  the  running  backward  and  forward  of  the 
steamers  engaged  in  sinking;  the  hulks.  Extravagant  reports  of  our 
strength  have  been  sent  on  to  higher  authority.  It  is  declared  that  we 
are  landing  on  the  Roanoke  with  40,000  men,  and  the  rebs  generally 
are  badly  scared. 
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I  think  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  tbe  ram's  appearance.  I 
should  like  to  have  the  SouthfieUFs  guns  and  instructions  as  to  the 
disposal  of  the  injured  ones.

Stepping  Stones,  regarding  a  rcconnoissance  to  II  oq  Island,  March  HI  to 
April  11,  1861. 

U.  S.  S.  Stkpimnu  Stones, 
HfiT  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  11,  1861. 

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report: 
In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  30th  of  March  I  proceeded  with  the 
Stepping  Stones  at  4  a.  m.  on  the  31st  to  Hog  Island,  where  J  arrived  at 
113  m.  I  immediately  communicated  with  Lieutenant  Throckmorton,  in 
command  of  the  guard  at  I  log  Island  (of  whom  Major  White  received 
his  information),  who  informed  me  that  the  steamer  Tama ulepas  came  in 
the  inlet  on  the  20th  of  March  and  left  on  the  morning  of  the  28th,  bound 
(as  he  was  informed  by  some  of  the  crew,  who  came  on  shore)  to  New 
Orleans.  The  Tamaulepasx*  a  stern  wheel  boat,  commonly  called  "  wheel- 
barrow," of  iron  hull,  was  loaded  very  deep,  and  the  only  suspicion  that 
Lieutenant  Throckmorton  had  of  her  was  that  she  was  too  deep  in  the 
water,  and  the  crew  were  foreigners,  and  that,  the  Government,  in  his  opin- 
ion, would  not  send  such  a  vessel  to  sea.  No  one  went  on  board  of  her,  as 
the  lieutenant  says  it  was  too  rough  to  board  her,  but  my  opinion  is  he 
was  afraid  to  board  her,  but  went  to  Kastvillc,  [  Va.  |,  and  reported  to  Major 
White.  1  think  there  were  no  just  grounds  for  any  suspicions  of  the  ves- 
sel, as  the  Government,  in  my  opinion,  has  sent  as  poor  sea  boats  to  sea  as 
the  Tamaulfpas.  On  the  31st  1  attempted  to  cross  the  bar  and  return 
to  Newport  News,  but  the  wind  was  easterly,  and  a  heavy  ground  swell 
setting  in,  made  the  sea  break  all  the  way  across  the  bar,  so  as  not  to 
be  safe  to  cross.  In  the  evening  the  wind  commenced  to  blow  a  gale 
from  the  eastward  and  continued  until  the  evening  of  the  0th  instant, 
when  the  wind  moderated,  but  still  kept  in  the  same  direction  until  the 
evening  of  the  10th,  keeping  up  the  sea  on  the  bar  all  the  time.     On 
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the  morning  of  the  7th  I  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  visit  all  the 
inlets  from  Hog  Island  to  the  south  end  of  Smith's  Island,  on  the  sound 
side,  and  returned  to  Sand  Shoal  on  the  8th,  where  I  have  waited  until 
to-day  for  the  sea  to  go  down  sufficiently  to  cross  the  bar.  I  saw  no 
steamer  at  any  of  the  inlets,  and  was  informed  that  there  had  been 
no  steamers  in  any  of  the  inlets  since  the  Tamaulepas  left  Hog  Island.

Richmond,  September  10, 1863. 

Sir  :  Your  letter  of  the  18th  of  July,  from  Jackson  port.  Ark.,  reached 
me  a  few  days  ago. 

You  inform  me  that  a  certain  party  "desires  to  obtain  proper  author- 
ity from  the  Confederate  Government  to  undertake  the  destruction  of 
gunboats,  transports,  etc.,  for  such  per  centum  of  the  value  of  the  boats 
destroyed  as  may  be  offered,  etc." 

There  is  no  legislation  of  which  I  am  aware  that  satisfies  precisely 
the  conditions  required. 

The  act  of  the  6th  of  May,  1861,  recognizing  the  existence  of  war  with 
the  United  States  and  providing  for  privateering,  is  not  construed  to 
permit  privateering  on  inland  waters. 

A  reference  to  the  law  tor  the  establishment  of  a  volunteer  navy,  a 
copy  of  which  I  enclose  herewith,  will  show  you  that  it  can  not  be  made 
to  embrace  the  parties  to  which  you  refer. 

To  facilitate  organizations  of  parties  to  operate  as  you  propose,  in 
boats  or  otherwise,  against  the  enemy  on  our  Western  rivers,  they  could 
be  received  into  the  Navy  if  they  shipped  regularly  in  accordance  with 
existing  laws,  and  then  assigned  to  duty  under  an  acting  master  upon 
those  rivers. 

In  this  case,  however,  they  would  form  part  of  the  Regular  Navy  estab- 
lishment, drawing  its  pay  and  subsistence. 

I  infer  from  your  letter  that  such  is  not  the  object  of  the  parties  in 
question,  but  that  they  desire  to  organize  in  small  parties  to  operate  as 
independent  river  guerrilla  parties  under  their  own  leaders,  and  to  look 
to  prize  money,  or  reward  from  the  country  for  destroying  enemy's  prop- 
erty, to  defray  expenses,  etc.,  using  an  appointment  from  the  Govern- 
ment, to  socure  to  tliein  their  rights  of  prisoners  of  war  if  captured. 

Judging  from  what  you  say  that  you  have  not  the  acts  of  Congress 
at  hand,  I  enclose  copies  of  two  acts,  one  of  which  possibly  serves  the 
desired  purpose. 

The  President  has  authority  to  make  such  an  arrangement  as  you  refer 
to,  and  I  would  suggest  that  parties  wishing  to  engage  in  the  enterprise 
present  to  him  their  names,  purpose,  and  terms,  either  directly  or  through 
your  obedient  servant.

An  Act  to  provide  for  local  defense  and  special  service. 

Section  1.  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  do  enact,  That 
the  President  be.  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  accept  the  services 
of  volunteers  of  such  kind  and  in  such  proportion  as  he  may  deem 
expedient,  to  serve  for  such  time  as  he  may  prescribe,  for  the  defense 
of  exposed  places  and  localities,  or  such  special  service  as  he  may  deem 
expedient. 

Section  2.  And  such  forces  shall  be  mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  Confederate  States,  for  the  local  defense  or  special  service  aforesaid, 
the  muster  roll  setting  forth  distinctly  the  services  to  be  performed; 
and  the  said  volunteers  shall  not  be  considered  in  actual  service  until 
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thereunto  ordered  by  the  President,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  pay 
or  subsistence  only  for  such  time  as  they  may  be  on  duty,  under  the 
orders  of  the  President,  or  by  his  direction. 

Section  3.  Such  volunteer  forces  when  so  accepted  or  ordered  into 
service,  shall  be  organized  in  accordance  with,  and  subject  to  all  the 
provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  public  defense," 
approved  March  C,  1861,  and  may  be  attached  to  such  divisions, 
brigades,  regiments,  or  battalions  as  the  President  may  direct,  and 
when  not  organized  into  battalion  and  regiments  before  being  mustered 
into  service,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  field  officers  of  the  bat- 
talions and  regiments,  when  organized  as  such  by  him. 

Approved  August  21,  1801. 

An  Act  to  authorize  tho  formation  of  volunteer  companion  for  local  defense. 

The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  That 
for  the  purpose  of  local  defense  in  any  portion  of  the  Confederate 
States,  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  twenty,  who  are  over  the 
age  of  forty-live  years,  or  otherwise  not  liable  to  military  duty,  may 
associate  themselves  as  a  military  company,  elect  their  own  officers, 
and  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  government,  and 
shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  Provisional  Army  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  serving  without  pay  or  allowances,  and  entitled,  wheu 
captured  by  the  enemy,  to  all  the  privileges  of  prisoners  of  war. 

Provided,  That  such  company  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  transmit 
their  muster  roll,  or  list  of  the  names  of  the  officers  and  privates 
thereof,  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  the  commanding  general  of  the 
department,  or  any  brigadier  general  in  the  State  or  Confederate 
service,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  War;  but  the  President, 
or  commander  of  the  district,  may,  at  any  time,  disband  such  com- 
panies; Prorided.  That  in  the  States  and  districts  in  which  the  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  furl  her  provide  for  the  public  defense,'' approved 
April  10,  1S(52,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  have  been  suspended, 
persons  of  any  age,  resident  within  such  States  or  districts,  may  vol- 
unteer and  form  part  of  such  companies  so  long  as  such  suspension 
may  continue;  Prorided,  That  no  person  shall  become  a  member  of 
said  company  until  he  shall  have  first  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
the  Confederate  States  of  America  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
filed  with  the  muster  roll  for  said  company,  as  above  prescribed.

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Report  of  Commander  Dove,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  attempted  de- 
struction of  the  lighthouse  on  Cape  Lookout. 

U.  S.  Naval  Station, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  April  5, 1864. 

Sir:  An  attempt  was  made  to  destroy  the  light-house  on  Gape  Look- 
oat  last  Sunday  night,  [3d],  but  it  was  only  partially  successful. 

It  was  made  by  four  or  five  mischievous  persons.  Two  kegs  of 
powder  were  exploded  in  it,  which  shattered  the  glasses,  set  fire  to  the 
building,  and  stove  in  the  oil  cans. 

A  party  of  soldiers  and  boat's  crew  from  the  Badger  were  sent  over 
in  the  small  steamer  North  State,  and  repaired  the  damages  sufficiently 
to  keep  the  light  going,  but  not  so  bright  as  usual.    I  supplied  the  • 
necessary  oil  to  keep  it  up  until  it  can  be  refurnished  by  the  proper 
department. 

There  are  but  two  blockaders  in  port  at  present,  the  Eutaw  and 
Maratanza.  The  latter  is  ready  to  sail,  but  I  have  directed  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Haxtun  to  remain  until  the  arrival  of  another,  so  as  not  to 
leave  the  harbor  without  sufficient  protection. 

The  schooner  Ann  S.  Cannon,  a  collier,  picked  up  the  anchor  and  45 
fathoms  of  chain  which  were  lost  by  the  prize  steamer  Ceres,  of  which 
I  took  possession,  ller  captain,  G.  W.  Feuimore,  claims  salvage  on 
them,  but  I  did  not  think  it  within  my  authority. 

The  steamer  City  of  Jersey  having  lost  her  anchor  on  Sunday  night, 
off  Cape  Lookout,  her  captain  applied  to  me  for  assistance,  and  I  let 
him  have  the  one  which  had  just  been  recovered.  It  seemed  to  be  a 
matter  of  necessity,  and  he  has  given  every  assurance  that  it  will 
either  be  returned  here  or  delivered  up  at  New  York  on  his  arrival 
there.

Confidential  letter  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,   U.  S.  Navy,  to  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  regarding  general  matters. 

Confidential.]  [U.  S.  S.]  Minnesota,  April  4, 1864. 

Sir  :  Yours  of  the  1st  instant  came  to-day.  Undoubtedly  ironclads 
and  some  other  vessels  must  be  needed  here  for  the  approaching 
campaign. 

Should  not  ironclads  for  the  Gulf  be  sent  either  from  the  Mississippi 
River  or  Charleston? 

We  return  to  the  Army  sailors  who  can  not  pass  the  examination. 

I  thank  you  heartily  for  the  promise  of  more  vessels  for  Wilmington 
when  you  get  the  seamen  now  to  come  promptly  from  the  Army. 

You  say  what  a  pity  that  Cushiug's  undaunted  bravery  and  good 
luck  can  not  be  put  to  a  useful  purpose  in  a  manner  to  tell  upon  the 
enemy.  Please  explain  this.  I  have  always  encouraged  his  dash,  and 
am  ever  ready  to  do  so.  What  can  he  now  do!  He  is  urging  me  to 
let  him  cruise  off  for  prizes.  He  went  into  Cape  Fear  Kiver  to  get 
prizes.  I  am  rejoiced  that  he  returned  with  such  Mat  to  the  Monti- 
cello.    Pity  he  did  not  get  a  prize  then.    Well,  very  well,  that  the 
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enemy  did  not  get  a  chance  to  surprise  the  Monticello  by  returning  in 
her  boats. 

He  thinks  that  the  fort  on  Bald  Head  maybe  surprised  by  the  block- 
aders.  Will  you  in  any  manner,  even  by  a  "Go  it  Ned"  (after  the 
fashion  of  the  Attorney  and  Lord  Codrington),  justify  the  attempt! 
The  idea  is  taking  and  the  thing  is  possible,  though  Nelson  failed  in 
such  an  effort.  But  I  like  enterprises,  and  have  always  encouraged 
them.    Is  this  what  you  hint  at? 

I  have  a  good  idea  of,  and  good  feeling  for  this  youngster. 

Give  me  your  mind  in  the  matter. 

The  Richmond  ironclads  are  designed,  to  act  between  Drewry's  Bluff 
and  the  city.  If  you  will  give  the  right  means  for  the  James  River 
route  to  Richmond,  it  can  and  will  be  taken.  It  is  now  the  time  to  do 
this  big  thing.  Jo  Johnston's  report,  which  General  Grant  tells  me 
he  believes  is  entirely  true,  shows  the  weakness  of  the  rebels. 

The  upper  James  is  the  point  for  naval  cooperation,  and  now  is  the 
time.

Sir  :  We  hear  now  that  the  ram  up  the  Roanoke,  after  receiving  her 
plating,  did  not  draw  enough  water  to  submerge  her  armor  to  a  safe 
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extent,  and  about  two  weeks  since  they  had  careened  her  and  were 
sheathing  her  lower  down. 

This  information  is  correct.  It  makes  her  of  such  light  draft  that  she 
may  pass  over  our  obstructions  in  the  river  without  touching  them. 
Nothing  else  new  from  above.

The  Eutaxo,  Pequot,  and  Montgomery  are  ordered  to  come  here  when 
next  in  want  of  coal.  Monticello  and  Mount  Vernon  are  to  cruise  for 
Bermuda  runners.

regarding  expected  movements  of  the  enemy.

Sir:  Yours  of  .'Us!  of  March  in  answer  to  mine  of  *J7th  ultimo  is  at 
hand. 

1  to-day  received  a  letter  from  Bertie  County  in  which  I  am  advised 
to  prepare  for  an  attack,  as  one  will  soon  be  made  by  land  and  water. 
My  correspondent  reports  a  large  force  in  Martin  County,  near  here,  and 
0,000  more  men  on  the  way  down  from  (iarysburg. 

Nevertheless,  from  all  the  reports  (icncral  Wessells  and  1  receive 
from  other  sources,  1  am  inclined  to  believe  him  deceived  bv  the  boast- 
ful  talk  of  the  rebel  soldiers  and  others  from  whom  he  obtains  his 
information. 

The  rebel  lines  above  us  are  closed;  they  permit  no  one  to  pass. 
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The  reason  assigned  for  this  by  men  whose  opinions  are  of  value  is 
that  they  fear  an  advance  by  us ;  that  every  man  they  can  spare  has 
been  sent  or  is  under  orders  to  Kichmond,  and  that  they  desire,  by 
admitting  no  one  within  their  lines,  to  hide  their  weakness  from  us. 

They  have  intended  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  this  State 
for  some  time.  I  mean  that  it  is  part  of  a  well-considered  plan.  In 
view  of  this,  to  prevent  an  advance  by  us  on  Weldon  and  to  protect 
the  fisheries  on  the  Chowan  River,  a  ten-gun  battery  was  thrown  up, 
some  weeks  since,  at  Wiuton.  Recently,  three  or  four  weak  regiments 
have  been  stationed  there.  From  Weldon  to  Richmond  the  railroads 
are  in  possession  of  the  rebel  Government.  No  civilians  are  permitted 
on  the  cars,  but  soldiers  are  being  pressed  forward  night  and  day. 
Immense  depots  are  being  established  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond. 

I  have  the  information  about  the  roads,  depots,  etc.,  from  General 
Wessells.  Where  he  obtained  it  I  do  not  know,  but  he  deems  it  reliable, 
and  he,  I  think,  is  always  correct. 

He  certainly  possesses  the  art,  in  a  greater  degree  than  anyone  else 
I  know  of,  of  sifting  evidence,  reconciling  or  rejecting  conflicting  sto- 
ries, and  seizing  the  truth  and  the  important  from  out  a  wordy  mass  of 
seeming  irrelevant  talk.  We  have  sunk  six  or  seven  hulks  with  a  tor- 
pedo on  each,  but  still  require  two  to  fill  the  entire  channel.  General 
Wessells  has  written  to  General  Peck  to  procure  them. 

The  schooner  Comet  I  have  turned  into  a  hospital  for  skin  diseases, 
several  of  the  men  having  caught  scabies.  I  could  not  obtain  a  place 
for  them  on  shore.

Sir  :  Fill  up  your  coal  of  best  quality,  take  in  other  necessary  sup- 
plies at  Beaufort,  and  proceed  to  cruise  between  the  meridians  of  73° 
and  66°  W.,  to  intercept  blockade  runners  between  Wilmington  and  Ber- 
muda. It  is  desirable  to  have  sufficient  sea  room  west  of  Bermuda  for 
chasing. 

Keep  your  abstract  log  and  forward  it  from  Beaufort  on  returning 
there  to  coal.  Pay  particular  attention  to  the  trim  of  the  Keystone 
State.  Do  not  let  the  officers  and  men  crowd  forward  in  chasing. 
Economize  your  fuel.  Night  chasing  is  rarely  successful.  Be  sure  and 
keep  enough  coal  to  return  with  in  bad  weather.  Time  your  position 
on  the  track  between  the  points  named  accordingly.

Your  duty  will  be  to  intercept  inward-bound  blockade  runners  which 
hover  off  Cape  Lookout  Shoals  with  a  view  to  run  in  at  night,  after 
making  Cape  Lookout  light,  when  they  shape  a  course  for  New  Inlet, 
and  to  intercept  outward-bound  blockade  runners  from  New  Inlet  to 
Bermuda.  Their  course  is  supposed  to  be  direct,  i.  e.,  E.  £  S.,  but 
since  the  publication  of  my  report  about  the  station  of  the  8cutnacm 
they  may  shape  another  course.  You  will  not  blockade  farther  east- 
ward than  the  meridian  of  74°.  On  this  course  you  should  aim  to  be 
at  daylight  at  a  point  where  the  blockade  runner  would  likely  be, 
allowing  her  the  speed  of  V2  knots  an  hour  from  New  Inlet,  whence 
she  will  probably  depart  at  one  hour  before  high  tide  on  that  bar. 
Keep,  therefore,  an  accurate  tide  table  showing  time  of  high  water  on 
that  bar. 

Report  to  me,  when  you  put  into  Beaufort,  the  result  of  your  expe- 
rience. 

You  will  receive  herewith  Coast-Survey  Sheet  No.  3,  of  the  Atlantic 
coast  of  the  United  States,  and  Blunt's  Chart  of  the  west  side  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean. 

Steam  moderately  going  to  your  station.  When  on  it,  be  always 
ready,  especially  at  daylight,  to  chase  to  the  most  advantage.  Do  not 
allow  officers  and  men  to  crowd  forward  in  chasing. 

Pay  particular  attention  to  the  trim  of  the  Monticello,  the  cleaning 
of  your  fires  (which  should  be  done  to  the  most  advantage  and  not 
all  at  once),  and  to  the  quality  of  your  coal,  of  which  you  should  have 
a  picked  supply. 

Direct  your  prizes,  if  any,  to  touch  here  to  coal  and  report  to  me, 
leaving  blanks  as  to  the  prize  court  to  which  the  prize  is  to  be  sent  in 
your  instructions  to  the  prize  master,  and  in  your  report  to  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  district  judge.  The  blanks  I  will  fill  in  here  and  inform 
you  of  the  destination  of  the  vessel. 

The  red  field  is  your  ground,  the  north  and  south  strip  for  in-runners, 
and  the  east  and  west  strip  for  out-runners.  Snake  these  sections  by 
day  under  low  steam. 

Send  me  your  abstract  log  when  you  go  into  Beaufort  for  coal.

My  Dear  Davenport:  The  Whitehead  is  stationed  at  the  obstruc- 
tion some  <>  or  7  miles  above  here.     I  wrote  to  the  admiral  requesting 
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that  the  Seymour  might  be  sent  here,  so  that  I  could  communicate 
with  the  Whitehead  every  day.  I  do  not  like  to  bring  her  down,  and 
I  can't  get  up  with  the  Miami  and  Southfield.  The  admiral  does  not 
wish  me  to  take  the  Seymour,  but  authorizes  me  to  apply  to  you  for  the 
Lockwood  or  Ceres.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  very  great  importance;  if 
you  would  as  lief  as  not  send  the  Ceres,  I  should  like  to  have  her.  I  do 
not  like  to  move  away  from  Plymouth  now  with  my  boat  or  Southfield, 
and  can't  send  Whitehead,  because  I  want  her  to  watch  obstructions. 
Remember  me  to  old  Truxtun  and  to  your  officers.

Confidential  letter  from  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Acting 
Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  cutting-out  expeditions. 

Washington,  April  8, 1864. 

Admiral  :  I  have  yours  of  the  4th  instant.  Porter  tells  us  that  not 
an  ironclad  he  has  is  fit  to  be  out  of  the  river,  and  at  Charleston 
they  might  possibly  spare  two  on  an  emergency.  The  duty  there  is 
terrible;  gales  continually,  and  torpedo  boats.  Few  people  dream  of 
the  effort  required  to  keep  that  harbor  closed  to  blockade  running. 
What  I  meant  about  Cushing  was  that  it  was  a  pity  [thatj  so  much 
luck  and  dash  had  not  brought  fruits  equal  to  the  risk,  lou  notice 
the  Department  never  finds  fault  with  these  exploits.  I  believe  they 
ought  to  be  encouraged.  To  be  sure,  the  people  will  say,  when  he  is 
captured,  u  Damn  fool."  The  Department  will  not.  I  have  been  read- 
ing this  new  English  naval  history,  and  I  find  their  wars  abounded 
iu  rash  coast  attacks  and  cutting-out  expeditions  of  all  kinds;  they 
were  encouraged  and  formed  a  bright  page  of  naval  history.  You  may 
be  very  sure  that  the  Department  will  not  find  any  fault  with  any  dash- 
ing expeditions  that  give  reasonable  hope  of  a  result  injurious  to  the 
enemy,  even  though  they  fail  occasionally. 

See  how  much  they  make  out  of  John  Taylor  Wood's  exploits — a 
solemn  vote  of  thanks  and  everybody  cheerful  over  the  capture  of 
three  tugs.  I  am  sure  I  do  not  blame  them  for  being  happy,  for  I  have 
groaned  over  the  loss  constantly,  because  it  was  disgraceful  to  us  in 
each  case.  Going  into  the  river  to  destroy  a  blockade  runner  about  to 
sail  is  a  most  happy  idea,  and  most  serious  to  the  enemy,  because  cot- 
ton and  dispatches  would  be  burned!  The  first  officer  that  destroys 
one  in  this  way  I  think  I  can  promise  shall  go  up  several  numbers  on 
the  list,  accordiug  to  the  new  law,  and  if  it  is  Cushing  we  can  add  his 
former  exploits  and  give  him  thirty  numbers  up.  I  think  we  should  all 
gain  credit  for  such  an  affair.

He  says  that  tin*  salt  made  at  this  inlet  amounted  to  about  7  barrels 
per  da\,  wor  th  *10.o0,  <  'oiifcdcralc  moncv.  lie  also  states  that  an  elec- 
trie  telegraph  has  been  established  between  Lock  wood's  Folly  Hill  and 
Smith ville,  the  terminus  at  the  former  place  being  guarded  by  a  num- 
ber of  men  and  one  piece  of  artillcn.  That  he  was  in  Wilmington 
April  1.  and  associated  with  men  belonging  to  blockade  runners.  At 
that  time  there  were,  five  steamers  in  there  that  hail  exuded  the  block 
aders;  the  last  one  arrived  thereabout  March  L*."i.

Sir:  The  Norfolk  navy  yard  differs  from  other  navy  yards  in  these 
important  respects: 

1st.  It  has  been  burned  down  and  is  a  mere  wreck. 

2d.  It  is  an  expansion  of  the  machine  shop  for  repairing  the  vessels 
of  this  squadrou  removed  from  Fortress  Monroe. 

3d.  It  lies  within  the  limits  of  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squad- 
ron, is  in  some  sense  a  command  within  a  command,  and  is  its  principal 
and  necessary  and  convenient  depot  for  repairs  and  supplies. 

If  this  burned  and  blockaded  yard  were  in  full  repair,  probably  it 
could  not  answer  all  the  necessities  of  this  squadron,  aud  to  the  extent 
that  it  can  now  do  so,  it  is  obviously  advantageous  to  the  public  interest 
that  its  limited  means  should  be  so  applied  rather  than  to  the  improve- 
ment of  vessels  for  other  service  just  from  Northern  ports.  Steamers 
from  the  roads  can  reach  Washington  or  Baltimore  in  about  half  a  day, 
aud  Philadelphia  or  New  York  in  one  day.  At  these  points  the  facili- 
ties are  good,  and  returning  or  sending  steamers  not  of  this  squadrou 
to  such  points  will  have  good  effect  all  round. 

If  these  views,  in  whole  or  in  part,  meet  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment— to  whose  consideration  they  are  most  respectfully  submitted — I 
trust  that  the  corresponding  action  may  be  had.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Wright,  U.  S.  Xavy,  of  cooper  a  tire  movement  in 

York  River,  Virginia. 

U.  S.  S.  Mystic, 
Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  April  9, 1864. 

Sie  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  I  got 
underway  and  proceeded  up  York  Kiver  by  request  of  General  Wis- 
tar,  to  cooperate  with  a  small  force  of  cavalry  which  he  sent  up  by 
land  for  the  purpose  of  scouring  Poquetank  [Potopotank]  Creek  and 
vicinity,  where  there  were  reported  to  be  armed  boats  awaiting  an 
opportunity  to  attack  the  oystermen.  Before  leaving,  I  left  an  armed 
boat  here  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Kelleher,  to  attend  to 
the  guard  duty.  I  then  took  on  board  a  lieutenant  and  20  men  from 
the  One  hundred  and  forty  eighth  New  York  ltegiment  and  arrived 
opposite  the  creek  at  8  a.  in.  In  advance  of  the  cavalry  I  sent  in  three 
armed  boats  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Meader,  my  executive  officer, 
also  towing  two  skiffs  with  the  infantry.  In  obedience  to  my  orders,  he 
landed  the  troops  on  both  sides  of  the  creek  and  made  a  thorough 
search,  capturing  one  large  pontoon,  eight  skiffs,  one  large  sailboat, 
and  rowboat,  also  six  murine  compasses,  and  fifty-eight  new  oyster 
tongs.  After  making  a  thorough  search  about  the  cre£k  and  vicinity, 
where  I  thought  there  could  be  any  possible  chance  for  secreting  boats, 
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I  returned,  and  came  to  an  anchor  off  Yorktown,  at  1a.m.    I  have 
secured  the  boats  on  the  beach  opposite  the  ship.

Sir:  1  transmit  enclosed  the  following  reports  respecting  the  attack 
by  the  rebels  on  this  ship  with  a  torpedo  on  the  night  of  the  8th  instant, 
viz:  (1)  Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Upshur,  commanding  Minne- 
sota; (2)  of  Acting  Ensign  Birtwistle,  Minnesota,  officer  of  the  watch  at 
the  time  of  the  Attack,  both  dated  the  Oth  instant;  (3)  of  Acting  Ensign 
1.  Miller,  commanding  tug  Poppy;  (1)  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  11.  M. 
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Pishon,  Poppy,  officer  of  the  watch,  both  dated  the  12th  instant; 
(5  and  6)  of  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  James  Speirs  (datod  14th 
instant),  and  M.  Boggons,  Poppy  (dated  12th  instant) ;  (7)  of  Fleet  Cap- 
tain J.  8.  Barnes,  reporting  investigation  made  by  him  by  my  order  of 
the  facts  and  circumstances  attending  and  causing  the  failure  of  the 
tag  Poppy  to  comply  with  the  orders  given  on  the  occasion,  dated  13th 
instant. 

I  also  enclose  (8)  a  copy  of  an  order  issued  by  me  on  the  Oth  instant, 
assigning  certain  vessels  to  run  down  any  suspicious  object  seen  float- 
ing at  night;  (9)  report  of  survey  held  by  my  order  to  ascertain  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  injury  done  to  this  vessel;  (10)  copy  of  the 
reports  •  of  surveys  held  at  the  request  of  fleet  paymaster,  showing 
the  injury  done  in  that  department;  and  (11)  report  of  Fleet  Engineer 
Garvin. 

I  recommend  that  the  appointment  of  Acting  Ensign  and  Pilot 
Miller,  commanding  the  Poppyy  be  revoked,  leaving  him  in  his  former 
grade  of  acting  master's  mate;  and  that  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engi- 
neer James  Speirs,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Pishon,  who  was  sleeping 
during  his  watch,  be  dismissed  the  service.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  last  night  about  2  o'clock,  while  riding  to 
the  ebb  tide,  a  dark  object  was  discovered  slowly  passing  the  Hlifp 
about  200  yards  distant.  It  was  thought  to  be  a  boat,  and  hailed ;  to 
the  hail  was  answered  "Roanoke."  By  this  time  it  was  directly  abeam, 
seemingly  without  any  power  of  locomotion.  The  officer  of  the  deck 
promptly  gave  orders  to  the  tug  astern  to  go  and  examine  it,  and  reflated 
his  orders  several  times  before  getting  any  reply,  and  while  endeavor- 
ing to  have  this  order  executed,  the  object,  a  "  David,"  approached 
the  ship  just  abaft  the  port  main  chains  and  exploded  a  torpedo  under 
her,  the  "  David"  making  off  in  the  direction  of  the  Nansernond  River, 
Several  muskets  and  a  round  shot  were  fired  at  it  and  every  effort  made 
to  send  in  pursuit,  but  the  tag  Poppy  had  foiled  to  keep  the  required 
lookout  and  also  had  allowed  her  steam  to  go  down,  which  wan  not  dis- 
covered until  the  "David"  had  disappeared.  Vessels  were  aeiit  in 
search,  but  failed  to  find  her.  I  submit  the  accompanying  report  of 
Acting  Ensign  Birtwistle,  officer  of  the  deck  at  the  time  specified,  ft 
is  difficult  to  say  how  far  the  ship  may  be  damaged,  although  she  mani- 
fests no  leak.  The  shock  was  quite  severe  and  I  should  be  glad  to  have 
a  survey  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  injury  nuHtained,

Sir  :  At  1.45  this  morning,  while  in  charge  of  the  deck,  the  quarter- 
master directed  my  attention  to  a  boat  adrift  a  little  forward  of  the 
port  beam  and  about  150  yards  distant,  and  while  passing  to  the  port 
side  of  the  bridge  the  sentry  at  the  gangway  hailed  her.  She  answered 
"  Roanoke."  I  then  hailed  her,  and  could  not  make  out  her  reply.  I 
went  down  off  the  bridge  and  hailed  her  from  the  quarter.  She 
answered  "  Roanoke."  I  told  him  not  to  come  alongside.  She  answered 
"Aye!  aye!"  1  hailed  the  tug  Poppy  three  times  and  told  him  to  see 
what  that  boat  was.  He  said  " Aye!  aye!"  I  thought  the  boat  was 
nearing  us,  and  I  could  not  see  any  oars.  I  sent  a  messenger  to  call 
you,  sir,  and  ordered  the  boat  to  keep  off  or  I  would  fire  into  him.  I 
repeated  the  order,  but  discovered  that  she  was  nearing  us  fast.  I  then 
ordered  the  Poppy  twice  to  run  that  boat  down. 

I  then  sa w  the  glimmer  of  a  light;  the  quartermaster  said  he  could 
hear  her  puff.  I  jumped  to  a  convenient  gun,  called  for  help  to  train 
it;  the  sentries  on  the  gangways  and  forward  fired  three  shots  at  her; 
but  before  I  could  fire  the  gun,  she  was  inside  of  range.  I  jumped  back 
from  the  gun  and  the  explosion  followed.  I  then  met  you  at  the  cabin 
hatch,  and  in  answer  to  your  enquiry  said  it  was  a  torpedo.  Men  were 
rushing  on  deck,  the  drum  beat  to  quarters,  and  I  went  forward  and 
fired  a  shell  from  a  IX-inch  gun  in  my  division.  After  the  explosion  1 
thought  sure  the  Poppy  would  capture  her,  or  I  would  have  remained 
at  the  quarter-deck  guns.

Sir  :  I  would  most  respectfully  submit  the  following  circumstances  in 
order  to  exonerate  myself  as  much  as  possible  from  the  blame  attached 
to  me:  On  Friday  night,  the  8th  instant,  I  was  ordered  to  drop  astern 
of  the  Minnesota  with  the  tug,  of  which  I  was  in  command,  and  hang  by 
a  hawser;  this  I  did.  Here  I  would  particularly  request  your  consid- 
eration :  I  had  so  arranged  the  watches  that  I  should  always  be  on  deck 
from  4  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  8  o'clock  at  night.  It  being  after  8 
o'clock  on  the  night  in  question,  after  seeing  the  tug  properly  secured 
I  intended  to  go  below,  but  before  doing  so  I  went  to  the  engine  room 
and  told  the  engineer  of  the  watch  to  have  everything  ready  to  start  at 
a  moment's  notice,  adding  that  I  did  not  know  the  moment  we  would 
be  called  upon  to  perform  some  errand.  He  replied  "Aye!  aye!"  I 
then  told  the  officer  of  the  deck,  Mr.  JT.  S.]  Sullivan,  to  keep  a  good 
lookout  and  answer  all  hails  from  the  Minnesota,  and  to  call  me  if  any- 
thing occurred.  After  the  watch  had  been  reported  to  me  on  deck,  I 
went  below.  1  lay  down  on  the  settee  in  the  cabin  without  undressing, 
in  order  to  be  on  hand  as  quickly  as  possible.  I  was  suddenly  roused  up 
about  2  o'clock  in  the  morning  by  some  noise.  1  rushed  on  deck  and 
found  they  had  been  hailing  us  from  the  ship  to  come  alongside.     On 
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goingforward  I  saw  a  boat  on  our  port  bow ;  soon  afterward  I  was  ordered 
from  the  Minnesota  to  ran  her  down.  I  jumped  into  the  pilot  house,  and 
with  the  firm  impression  that  everything  was  ready  to  start  the  tug,  I 
ordered  the  hawser  to  be  cast  off  and  rang  one  bell  to  go  ahead.  To  my 
astonishment  I  found  the  engine  was  not  started,  and  I  went  to  the  engine 
room  to  ascertain  the  cause.  (Meantime  the  hawser  had  been  cast  off 
and  the  boat  was  drifting  astern.)  I  told  the  engineer  to  try  and  turn 
over  the  engine,  and  I  must  do  him  the  justice  to  say  that  he  made 
every  effort  to  do  so,  but  in  vain.  He  told  me  he  had  only  a  few  min- 
utes before  pumped  up  the  boiler.  As  soon  as  sufficient  steam  could  be 
got  up,  I  obeyed  the  order  to  come  alongside  the  Minnesota.  Before 
sufficient  steam  could  be  got  up,  the  boat  which  I  saw  had  disappeared. 

I  regret  sincerely  the  above  unfortunate  circumstances  which  pre- 
vented me  from  executing  the  orders  given  me,  and  which  accorded  so 
well  with  my  feelings,  that  of  bringing  to  speedy  punishment  the  per- 
petrators of  a  deed  as  daring  as  it  was  vicious. 

Trusting  that  the  reasons  I  have  given,  as  well  as  my  endeavor  to  do 
my  duty  faithfully  on  all  occasions,  will  relieve  me  from  the  imputation 
of  negligence  under  which  I  now  labor,

F.  S.  Steam  Tug  Poppy,  April  12,  1864. 

Sir:  The  following  are  the  facts  concerning  this  vessel  during  the 
night  of  the  8th  instant:  Between  the  hours  of  9  and  10  p.  m.  I  turned 
in,  as  has  been  the  custom,  while  lying  securely  moored  alongside  or 
astern  of  the  Minnesota.  I  soon  fell  asleep,  and  was  conscious  of  noth- 
ing till  1  was  half  aroused  by  a  call  from  the  Minnesota,  and  which  was 
immediately  followed  by  the  explosion  of  the  torpedo.  I  immediately 
sprang  to  the  wheel  and  saw  the  torpedo  boat  lying  about  amidships 
of  the  ship,  and,  as  near  as  I  could  judge,  about  30  or  40  feet  distant 
from  the  frigate  and  30  or  40  yards  from  the  tug.  I  was  hailed  from 
the  ship  and  ordered  to  let  go  and  run  her  down.  I  wished  them  to  let 
go  our  lines,  but  was  ordered  to  let  go  ourselves.  We  had  from  30  to  40 
fathoms  of  the  hawser  coiled  on  the  house.  I  ordered  the  watch  to  let 
go  the  line  and  rang  to  go  ahead,  when  1  was  answered  by  the  engineer 
that  he  had  no  steam.  All  were  aroused  by  the  shock  of  the  explo- 
sion, and  when  I  rang  up,  the  captain  stood  by  the  wheelhouse  door  on 
deck  and  hailed  the  officer  of  the  deck,  and  told  him  that  he  thought 
it  was  the  picket  boat  from  Norfolk,  as  it  resembled  her  very  much  in 
the  gloom  of  the  night.  From  the  time  that  I  sprang  to  the  wheel  and 
parleyed  with  the  officer  of  the  deck  regarding  the  hawser  till  I  rang 
up,  which  was  probably  all  done  in  one  or  two  minutes,  the  boat  lay 
motionless.  When  I  struck  the  bell  she  sheered  off  in  direction  of  the 
Nansemond  and  gave  her  full  steam,  judging  by  her  exhaust  and  the 
sparks  from  her  smokestack ;  she  was  soon  lost  sight  of  in  the  darkness. 
During  this  time  the  engineer  was  endeavoring  to  raise  his  steam,  and 
by  the  time  that  he  had  steam  we  were  something  like  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  astern.  I  knew  uothing  of  the  state  of  the  fires  or  the 
quantity  of  steam  at  the  time.    Had  we  had  steam  1  think  that  we 
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would  have  run  her  down ;  at  any  rate,  we  should  have  done  all  in 
that  direction  that  was  possible  for  as  to  do. 

While  1  have  been  in  the  tug  it  has  been  customary  to  sleep  while 
lying  secure  alongside  or  astern,  thinking  nothing  wrong;  and  having 
a  good  watch  on  deck  to  answer  all  hails  from  the  ship,  and  when 
hailed  have  never  been  found  wanting  before  as  to  steam  or  anything 
else.  We  have  never  received  orders  to  keep  guard  for  the  Minnesota, 
and  when  cruising  in  the  river  on  picket  have  always  received  positive 
orders  not  to  go  below  the  Roanoke,  ironclad,  except  to  make  a  circle 
around  her  occasionally.  During  the  winter  we  have  cruised  from 
between  the  wharf  at  Newport  News  and  the  Roanoke,  and  latterly, 
while  on  picket,  have  received  orders  to  run  across  the  river  between 
the  Roanoke  and  Atlanta.  These  orders  we  have  strictly  obeyed,  and 
by  them  have  always  supposed  that  no  danger  was  apprehended  to  the 
Minnesota,  but  to  the  ironclads.  Captain  Miller,  from  the  time  that 
he  came  on  deck,  did  all  that  lay  in  his  power  to  get  steam  on  and 
give  chase  to  the  enemy.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  verbal  order  of  14th  instant,  I  respectfully 
submit  the  following  statement: 

Agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  senior  engineer  in  charge,  I  had  20 
pounds  of  steam,  the  quantity  maintained  while  lying  alongside  the 
flagship. 

On  being  hailed  I  immediately  gave  orders  to  spread  fires  (which 
were  promptly  obeyed),  at  the  same  time  opening  my  steam  jet. 

Returning  to  the  engine  room,  I  received  two  bells  (to  back),  which 
was  done,  the  engine  running  slowly.  An  order  to  "  go  ahead n  was 
next  sent  to  me  and  obeyed,  but  very  slowly,  as  the  steam  was  rapidly 
falling.  Perceiving  this,  and  unable  to  stem  the  tide,  I  was  compelled 
to  stop  the  engine  until  the  necessary  amount  of  steam  was  restored. 

The  sole  cause  of  this  loss  of  steam  was  due  to  the  fact  that  I  was 
obliged  to  feed  my  boilers  about  five  minutes  prior  to  the  order  to  get 
underway  to  keep  the  same  (steam)  down,  not  being  permitted  to  blow 
when  lying  by  the  flagship.

Sir:  i  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  concerning  the  explo- 
sion of  a  torpedo  and  the  state  of  this  vessel  on  that  morning: 

At  or  about  12:. 'JO  on  the  night  of  the  8th  I  turned  in,  being  off 
watch,  and  slept  until  awakened  by  the  explosion  of  the  torpedo.     On

hurrying  to  the  engine  room  I  found  that  the  bell  had  been  rung  to  go 
ahead  and  that  there  were  but  20  pounds  pressure  of  steam  on  the 
gauge,  and,  the  water  in  the  boiler  being  cold  (as,  in  obedience  to  order 
of  Fleet  Engineer  Garvin  not  to  blow  off  steam,  we  were  compelled  to 
keep  pumping  and  blowing),  this  was  not  sufficient  to  work  the  engine. 
The  engineer  on  watch  was  exerting  himself  to  the  utmost  to  get  up 
steam,  aided  by  the  captain  and  myself,  as  soon  as  there.  Notwithstand- 
ing we  were  nearly  half  an  hour  before  we  bad  steam  enough  to  work 
the  boat.  Previous  to  the  order  of  fleet  engineer  we  had  orders  from 
the  captain  to  keep  up  steam  at  all  times  sufficiently  to  work  the 
engines;  and  20  pounds  are  sufficient  if  the  pressure  can  be  kept  up. 
Our  boiler  is  too  small  to  keep  up  the  pressure  to  the  nicety  the  order 
demands  at  all  times,  and  at  that  time  we  were  unfortunately  caught. 

All  officers  and  men  did  their  best  to  assist  in  raising  steam  in  time, 
and  are  deeply  chagrined  at  their  failure. 

In  speaking  of  the  order  not  to  blow  off  steam,  we  were  not  to  blow 
through  the  safety  valve,  but  through  the  surface  blow,  in  order  to 
avoid  noise.

Sir:  I  have  carefully  investigated  the  facts  and  circumstances 
attending  and  causing  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  tug  Poppy  to  com- 
ply with  the  orders  given  to  and  received  by  the  officers  of  that  vessel 
to  run  down  and  destroy  the  rebel  torpedo  boat  which  attacked  the 
Minnesota  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  the  9th  instant. 

I  have  examined  all  the  officers  of  the  Poppy  and  caused  written 
statements  to  be  made  from  each  of  them  as  to  all  the  facts  coming 
within  their  personal  knowledge,  and  from  a  comparison  of  their  state- 
ments and  their  written  reports  the  following  facts  are  adduced: 

The  tug  was  lying  astern  of  the  Minnesota,  secured  by  a  hawser  from 
the  tug.  No  watch  was  on  deck  known  to  any  of  the  officers.  General 
directions  had  been  given  for  an  anchor  watch  to  answer  hails  from  the 
Minnesota,  and  an  order  had  been  given  by  the  captain  of  the  tug  that 
8 team  should  be  ready  to  move  at  any  moment.  When  the  torpedo 
boat  struck  the  ship  there  was  no  one  ready  to  respond  to  the  order  to 
run  the  boat  down  until  Acting  Master's  Mate  Pishon,  whose  watch  it 
was,  and  Acting  Ensign  Miller,  in  charge  of  the  tug,  aroused  from 
sleep  by  the  shock  and  repeated  hails,  took  the  wheel  and  rang  the 
bells  to  start  the  engine.  The  tug  had  been  lying  with  fires  banked, 
and,  by  all  accounts,  the  boiler  had  but  a  few  minutes  before  been 
pumped  up  with  cold  water.  The  gauges  showed  20  pounds  of  steam, 
but  as  soon  as  the  throttle  was  opened  and  the  jet  put  on  the  steam  ran 
down  to  4  or  5  pounds  and  the  engine  could  not  be  turned.  The  haw- 
ser which  held  the  tug  was  slipped  from  the  tug  some  40  or  50  fathoms, 
running  over  the  side  from  the  place  where  it  was  coiled,  and  the  tug 
drifted  helplessly  astern  with  the  ebb  tide  about  half  an  hour,  during 
which  time  the  torpedo  boat  made  off  toward  the  Nansemond  side  of 
the  river  and  disappeared  in  the  darkness.  A  half  hour  had  passed 
from  the  time  of  the  explosion  of  the  torpedo  before  the  Poppy  had 
steam  enough  to  move. 
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Previously  to  this  night  the  Poppy  had  been  employed  as  a  picket 
boat  around  the  Roanoke,  with  instructions  to  run  down  and  ram  any- 
thing of  a  suspicious  character  which  was  seen  approaching  or  floating 
near,  and  it  appears  that  when  not  so  employed  about  the  ironclads 
the  officers  had  improperly  conceived  that  no  vigilance  was  required 
from  them.  Upon  the  night  in  question  the  tug  Young  America  was 
guarding  the  Atlanta ;  the  tug  Violet)  just  returned  from  the  navy  yard, 
where  she  had  been  under  repairs,  was  guarding  the  Roanoke  against 
torpedoes,  and  the  Poppy  was  retained  at  the  Minnesota  in  the  place 
of  the  Mount  Washington,  previously  employed  on  that  duty,  and  then 
absent  for  repairs. 

Written  orders  assigning  these  tugs  to  this  special  duty  had  been 
issued  with  a  view  to  meeting  this  species  of  attack,  and  there  is  no 
reason  or  excuse  for  the  failure  of  the  Poppy  promptly  to  respond  to 
the  call  made  upon  her  to  run  the  torpedo  boat  down,  a  duty  which 
she  could  easily  have  performed  had  she  been  in  a  condition  to  move 
and  her  commanding  officer  vigilant.  That  she  was  not  in  such  con- 
dition is  the  fact,  and  the  responsibility  of  the  failure  rests  upon  her 
commanding  officer,  Acting  Ensign  Isaac  Miller,  Acting  Masters  Mate 
Pishon  (the  officer  of  the  deck),  and  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
James  Speirs,  the  engineer  in  charge.  Had  they  performed  their  duty 
a  vigilant  watch  would  have  been  kept,  steam  would  have  been  ready, 
and  the  capture  or  destruction  of  the  torpedo  boat  would  have  been 
accomplished. 

There  were  at  the  time  of  this  occurrence  three  acting  master's 
mates  and  three  engineers  attached  to  the  tug  Poppy,  besides  Acting 
Ensign  Miller,  who  was  in  command.  The  senior  engineer  was  absent 
on  leave  of  absence. 

Acting  Ensign  Miller  has  heretofore  exhibited  much  zeal  and  intel- 
ligence in  the  performance  of  his  dnty,  and  1  have  always  regarded 
him  as  an  intelligent  and  capable  officer,  peculiarly  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion he  has  held.  I  enclose  herewith  the  written  statements  of  Mr. 
Miller,  Acting  Master's  Mate  Pishon,  and  Third  Assistant  Engineers 
Speirs  and  Koggons,  of  the  Poppy.

The  tug  Violet  is  assigned  to  the  Roanoke. 

The  tug  Young  America  is  assigned  to  the  .1  tlanta. 

The  tug  CohaHHet  or  11.  Brinker  is  assigned  to  the  Minnvnota. 

These  tugs  are  to  be  kept  underway  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  and  dur- 
ing thick  and  foggy  weather  by  day,  with  a  good  head  of  steam  up  (a 
regular  watch  of  officers  and  men,  battery  clear  and  provided),  from  50 
to  100  yards  astern  of  these  steamers,  respectively,  all  ready  for  ram- 
ming and  running  down,  and  are  to  ram  and  run  down  without  waiting 
for  further  orders  any  "  David"  or  torpedo  or  other  suspicious  vessel  or 
boat  approaching  the  vessel  to  which  the  tug  is  assigned.  These  tugs 
are  to  be  kept  for  this  special  service  and  to  do  no  other  duty,  and 
they  are  to  have  bold  and  trustworthy  officers  in  charge  of  them  and 
faithful  engineers. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  steamers 
named  each  to  see  that  his  tag  is  kept  in  a  high  state  of  discipline 
and  that  it  has  the  necessary  officers  and  men  on  board,  and  that  her 
deficiencies  of  complement  are  supplied  from  his  steamer  until  other- 
wise provided  for,  and  to  apply  for  a  relief  tug  or  gunboat  when  this 
fails  from  any  cause. 

No  boat  is  allowed  to  leave  or  be  absent  from  any  vessel  of  this 
squadron  in  James  River  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  of  the  deck  on  board  the  tug  to 
report  every  half  hour  and  until  answered  while  underway,  to  the 
officer  of  the  deck  of  the  steamer,  that  the  tug  is  "all  ready,"  and  the 
lookouts  on  the  tug  shall  make  the  usual  audible  call  when  the  bell 
strikes.

U.  S.  Ironclad  Boanoke, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  April  12, 1864. 

Admiral  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  April  9  we  have  held  a 
strict  and  careful  survey  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  injury  or  damage 
sustained  by  the  explosion  of  a  torpedo  under  the  port  side  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  Minnesota,  as  far  as  we  can  ascertain. 

Port  after  shell  room. — First  and  third  futtocks  of  two  frames  badly 
sprung.  The  diagonal  straps  sprung  off  from  the  beams  about  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch.  The  linings  of  the  bulkheads  sprung  badly.  Amid- 
ship  bulkhead  started  inboard  about  6  inches. 

Spirit  room. — Forward  frame  broken.  Planking  sprung.  Second 
frame  badly  sprung.  Bilge  strake  broken  aud  sprung  off.  Third  frame 
sprung.  Planking  sprung  outboard  from  timbers  about  1  inch.  Two 
butts  of  second  bilge  strake  sprung  up.  Decks  .started  up;  one  deck 
plank  broken  over  the  spirit  room. 

The  center  of  the  injury  appears  to  be  about  10  feet  below  the  surface 
of  the  water.  The  shelving  of  the  port  magaziue  started.  Port  steer- 
age bulkhead  broken.  One  ladder  broken  and  all  the  rest  unshipped. 
Nine  deck  planks  of  port  steerage  broken.  In  the  port  after  magazines 
the  shelving  has  been  shattered.  Two  butts  on  the  gun  decks  started 
upon  the  port  side  at  No.  13  gun,  17  planks  from  the  water  way.  Two 
axletrees  on  gun  deck  broken  and  one  on  spar  deck  broken  of  IX-inch 
gun  carriages.  Two  lower  half-ports  on  gun  deck  and  two  lower  half- 
ports  on  spar  deck  broken.  Preventive  plate  for  main  channel  next  to 
after  one  sprung  out  about  one-half  inch.  One  of  the  bolts  of  the  crane 
lor  spare  spars  in  the  main  chains  started  1  inch.  The  paymaster's 
storerooms  in  the  cockpit  on  the  port  side  show  the  power  of  concus- 
sion, all  the  shelves  being  broken  and  disarranged.  Carefully  examined 
the  outside  of  the  ship  abreast  of  the  place  of  injury,  and  were  unable 
to  find  any  of  the  copper  torn  oft'  or  any  inequalities  on  the  bottom  of 
the  ship.  The  bulkhead  of  the  shaft  alley  abreast  of  shell  room  started 
inboard  about  6  inches  for  a  distance  of  15  feet  on  the  port  side. 

The  binnacle  on  the  quarter-deck  forward  of  the  mizzenmast  unshipped 
from  its  pedestal  on  the  bridge  and  thrown  3  feet  toward  port  side. 
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Ordnance  department — Number  of  shell  boxes  destroyed,  IX-inch.  78; 
shell  bags  destroyed,  IX-inch,  32;  canisters  broken,  IX-inch,  5;  sabots 
and  straps,  IX-inch,  110. 

Three  IX-inch  gun  carriages  are  disabled,  the  fore  axletree  of  one 
being  broken  in  two  places;  the  others  badly  sprung.  Two  elevating 
screws  that  were  attached  to  the  guns  on  the  above  carriages  were  ren- 
dered useless  by  being  bent;  also  the  elevating  screw  of  the  Xl-inch 
pivot  by  the  same  cause.  The  following  equipments  are  broken  and 
rendered  useless : 

Three  IX-inch  sponges,  2  IX-inch  rammers,  2  ordinary  handspikes, 
1  roller  handspike,  also  4  tompions  and  2  reinforce  sight  aprons  miss- 
ing from  IX-inch  guns  on  port  side.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  order  to  inform  you  in  writing  as  to 
the  nature  and  time  of  the  order  I  passed  to  the  senior  engineer  of  the 
U.  S.  steam  tug  Poppy,  1  would  respectfully  state  that  I  have  been  fre- 
quently requested  to  give  orders  to  the  tugs  to  stop  blowing  off  steam. 
Whenever  this  request  has  been  made  I  have  always  informed  the 
officers  that  it  could  not  be  done  and  at  the  same  time  have  the  tugs 
ready  for  instant  use. 

The  last  request  of  this  kind  was  made  to  me  about  a  month  since 
by  the  executive  oflicer  of  this  ship,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Charles  B.  Wilder,  who  informed  me  that  the  tug  Poppy  made  so  much 
noise  by  blowing  oil'  steam  that  his  orders  and  those  of  the  oflicer  of 
the  deck  could  not  be  heard.  I  informed  Mr.  Wilder  that  I  would  see 
the  senior  engineer  of  the  Poppy  (when  she  returned  with  the  mail) 
and  ascertain  what  could  be  done. 

On  the  return  of  that  vessel  I  sent  for  Acting  Assistant  Engineer 
John  Evans,  who  was  in  charge,  and  enquired  whether  he  could  not 
avoid  so  much  blowing  oft'  through  the  safety  valve  (while  alongside 
this  vessel)  by  feeding  and  blowing.  He  informed  me  that  he  did 
blow  and  feed  as  much  as  he  could  and  keep  steam  to  be  ready  to  move; 
that  the  Poppy  wTas  carrying  the  mail,  and  it  was  impossible  to  know 
at  what  moment  the  bell  might  ring  to  get  underway.  1  told  him  he 
was  doing  right,  and  if  he  could  not  keep  ready  without  blowing  then 
ho  would  have  to  continue  it,  but  to  avoid  raising  the  safety  valve 
higher  than  was  absolutely  necessary.

Flagship  Agawam, 

James  River,  May  24, 1864. 

Sir:  Upon  the  14th  instant  I  had  an  opportunity  of  observing 
closely  a  torpedo  boat  of  the  enemy  when  under  a  flag  of  trace,  which 
was  the  one  undoubtedly  employed  by  the  enemy  in  the  attempt  to 
blow  up  the  Minnesota. 

Hunter  Davidson,  formerly  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  was  in  command  of 
the  craft  at  the  time  of  that  attempt  and  when  I  observed  it. 

The  simplicity  of  construction  and  its  great  efficiency  as  a  weapon 
of  war  for  torpedo  purposes,  reconnoitering,  and  picketing  in  rivers, 
induce  me  to  describe  the  boat  in  the  hope  that  several  of  them  may 
be  built  and  furnished  the  squadron  under  your  command. 

The  boat  is  a  propeller,  of  about  30  to  40  feet  in  length,  of  sharp 
model,  moves  rapidly  under  steam,  and  turns  with  great  quickness. 
Her  engine  is  covered  with  boiler  iron,  making  a  low,  cupola-shaped, 
musket-proof  house,  which  also  protects  the  fireman,  engineer,  and  one 
or  two  sitters.  There  is  a  washboard  extending  around  the  sides  and 
covering  the  forward  part,  leaving  an  open  cuddy  for  -sitters  and  the 
pilot,  who  steers  the  craft  with  a  small  wheel.  Upon  the  top  of  the 
stem  there  is  a  roller,  or  sheave,  over  which,  passes  the  guy  to  the  tor- 
pedo staff  and  by  which  the  torpedo  is  raised  or  lowered  by  means  of 
a  winch  in  the  cuddy.  On  a  stem  at  the  water's  edge  is  a  goose  neck, 
to  which  the  torpedo  staff  is  attached.  The  accompanying  drawing 
will  more  fully  explain  the  machine.* 

I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  various  torpedo  boats  called  "  Davids," 
and  which  have  been  so  often  reported  as  submerged  and  cigar- shaped, 
are  all  of  similar  construction.  It  would  be  very  difficult  to  discern 
this  boat  at  night  at  a  short  distance.  The  many  reports  which  have 
been  made  by  those  whose  observations  were  confined  to  glimpses  at 
night  under  exciting  circumstances,  could  hardly  give  a  correct  idea  of 
the  real  appearance  and  construction  of  the  vessel.

Sib  :  I  have  examined  the  drawing  of  the  torpedo  boat  that  came 
down  the  James  Eiver  on  the  14th  instant  and  the  description  of  it  by 
Fleet  Captain  Barnes,  and  find  it  generally  correct,  except  that  on 
each  bow,  a  little  above  the  water  line,  there  was  a  bracket  instead  of 
a  goose  neck  on  the  cutwater. 

I  supposed  the  torpedo  staff  to  ship  against  these  brackets,  the  staff 
being  made  with  two  prongs  to  act  as  lateral  braces. 

I  was  on  board  the  torpedo  boat  once  and  alongside  twice.

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The  boat  had  fine  lines  and  would  not  draw  more  water  than  a 
frigate's  launch.

Abstract  log  of  the  TJ.  8.  S.  Minnesota. 

April  9, 1864. — At  1 :  46  a.  m.  discovered,  as  I  thought,  a  boat  drift- 
ing by  on  the  port  beam.  Hailed  her  several  times.  She  answered 
"Roanoke."  I  ordered  her  to  keep  oft'  or  I  would  fire  into  her.  Hailed 
the  Poppy,  who  was  hanging  astern,  but  received  no  answer.  The 
object  by  this  time  was  steering  straight  for  the  ship  and  coming  rap- 
idly; could  not  see  or  hear  any  oars;  ordered  the  Poppy  to  see  what 
she  was,  hailing  her  three  times,  and  the  third  time  received  an  answer. 
I  then  called  Captain  Upshur.  I  then  discovered  the  object  to  be  a 
little  steamer;  ordered  the  Poppy  to  run  her  down,  and  endeavored  to 
fire  a  gun  at  her,  when  she  struck  the  ship  abaft  the  main  chains,  and 
a  tremendous  explosion  followed.  She  then  backed  off  and  steamed  off 
toward  the  mouth  of  the  Nansemond  River.  Fired  a  shell  at  her  from 
one  of  the  IX-inch  guns.  Sounded  the  pumps  and  found  the  ship  not 
making  water.  Called  the  small  vessels  and  sent  them  to  warn  the 
other  vessels  of  the  fleet  and  to  search  for  the  torpedo  boat. 

April  11. — From  midnight  till  4  a.  m. :  Captain  Fyffe,  of  the  Commo- 
dore Morris,  reported  having  chased  the  infernal  machine,  and  that  the 
Dawn  fired  a  gun  at  it  and  made  signal  of  alarm. 


Extract  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  April  30, 1804. 

On  the  night  of  the  9th  instant  Lieutenant  Commanding  Hunter 
Davidson,  in  command  of  the  torpedo  boat  Squib,  with  six  officers  and 
men,  ran  through  the  enemy's  fleet  off  Newport  News,  attacked  the 
flagship  Minnesota,  exploding  a  torpedo  against  her,  and  returned  in 
safety  under  a  heavy  fire.  The  extent  of  the  injury  inflicted  upon  the 
ship  has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  but  it  is  believed  to  be  serious.  The 
cool  daring,  professional  skill,  and  judgment  exhibited  by  Lieutenant 
Davidson  in  this  hazardous  enterprise  merit  high  commendation  and 
coufer  honor  upon  a  service  of  which  he  is  a  member.  A  copy  of  his 
report  is  herewith  submitted.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  of 
the  11th,  3 :  30  p.  in.,  I  proceeded  with  the  Dawn  to  search  for  and  relieve 
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the  steamer  Scott,  said  to  be  southeast  from  Gape  Henry.  After  coaling 
I  proceeded  to  sea,  steering  S.  E.  and  S.  S.  E.  until  reaching  latitude 
36°  10'  N.  and  longitude  75°  15'  W.  I  then  changed  my  course  to 
S.  W.,  thinking  the  Scott  might  have  run  on  the  beach.  At  12  noon 
spoke  the  schooner  Henry  N.  Morse,  from  south  of  Gape  Hatteras.  She 
had  seen  nothing  of  a  disabled  steamer.  At  12 :  30  spoke  schooner  J.  C. 
Baxter j  but  she  had  seen  nothing  of  the  Scott.  At  3  p.  m.,  Gape  Hatteras 
bearing  S.  by  W.,  distant  30  miles,  Bodie's  Island  W.  S.  W.  8  miles, 
changed  the  course  to  N.  N.  W.  and  ran  close  along  the  beach,  but  saw 
nothing  of  the  steamer  on  shore.  At  10  p.  m.,  Gape  Henry  light  bearing 
ST.  W.,  distant  10  miles,  changed  the  course  to  S.  E.  until  6  a.  m.  on  the 
13th,  then  changed  the  course  to  E.  by  S.  until  8  a.  m.,  being  then  in 
latitude  36°  15'  N.,  longitude  75°  06'  W.,  24  miles  east  of  Gape  Hatteras. 
Changed  the  course  to  N.  N.  W.  at  2  p.  in.,  Hog  Island  light  bearing 
N.  N.  W.,  distant  1 0  miles.  At  this  time,  feeling  confident  that  the  Scott 
was  not  in  the  vicinity  mentioned  in  the  dispatch,  I  concluded  to  return 
to  this  place,  and  to  my  regret  report  that  I  could  not  find  the  missing 
steamer.

Sir  :  Acting  Master  [William]  Wright,  U.  S.  S.  Mystic,  reports,  under 
date  of  9th  instant,  that  on  the  7th  instant  he  proceeded  up  York  Biver 
by  General  Wistar's  request  to  cooperate  with  a  small  party  of  cavalry 
sent  by  him  to  scout  the  vicinity  of  Poquetank  [Potopotank]  Greek, 
where  armed  boats  were  reported  to  be  concealed.  The  Mystic,  with  a 
small  body  of  infantry  on  board,  arrived  opposite  the  creek  in  advance 
of  the  cavalry,  and  sent  in  three  armed  boats  and  two  skiffs  with  the 
soldiers. 

They  landed  on  both  sides  the  creek  and  succeeded  in  capturing  and 
bringing  off  1  large  pontoon,  2  boats,  8  skiffs,  6  compasses,  and  58  new 
oyster  tongs.  No  resistance  was  encountered  nor  any  of  the  enemy 
seen. 

After  further  search  for  any  boats  that  might  be  secreted,  the  party 
reembarked,  and  the  Mystic  returned  to  her  anchorage  at  the  mouth  of 
York  River. 

I  have  directed  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock  to  send  these  cap- 
tured articles  to  Washington  with  proper  witnesses,  as  in  the  former 
case.

U.  S.  S.  Dawn, 
James  River ,  April  11, 1864. 

Seb:  I  respectfully  report  to  you  that  on  the  night  of  Sunday,  April 
10,  at  11  p.  m.,  this  ship  being  then  on  picket  duty,  the  officer  of  the 
deck  reported  to  me  strange  lights  on  the  south  shore  of  James  River, 
near  Pagan  Greek.  I  at  once  went  on  deck.  Upon  taking  my  night 
glasses  I  saw  sparks  as  if  coming  from  the  smoke  pipe  of  a  steamer, 
and  immediately  after  saw  what  I  supposed  was  a  boat,  about  25  feet 
long,  steering  about  southeast  toward  Ghuckatuck  River  [Greek].  I 
beat  to  quarters  at  once,  and  fired  one  20-pound  shell  at  the  boat.  A 
heavy  squall  of  wind  and  rain  coming  up  at  the  time  I  lost  sight  of  him. 
The  strange  boat  was  moving  very  rapidly  at  the  time.  The  steamer 
Commodore  Morris  coming  in  hail,  I  made  my  report  to  him  and  he  said 
he  would  report  to  you  at  once.

Sir:  I  transmit  enclosed  a  copy  of  my  orders  of  10th  and  12th 
instant  (1  and  2)  modifying  the  oyster  limits  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
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the  operations  of  this  squadron,  through  which  the  oystermen  have 
been  passing  night  and  day,  and  to  prevent  a  cover  for  the  approach 
of  the  rebel  torpedoes,  or  to  expose  the  oystermen  to  the  fire  of  the 
men-of-war;  also  a  copy  of  my  communication*  to  General  Butler  (3) 
on  the  10th  instant  on  this  subject,  which  I  further  explained  to  him 
verbally.  The  general  asked  if  the  oyster  vessels  could  not  continue 
their  operations  by  day  and  retire  before  night.  I  replied  that  the 
wind  and  tide  would  not  always  allow  them  to  get  out  of  the  way  in 
time. 

On  Saturday,  9th  instant,  all  the  oystermen  left,  with  two  or  three 
exceptions,  before  my  order  of  the  10th  instant  was  issued,  and  I  sup- 
posed in  consequence  of  the  alarm  from  the  rebel  torpedo  attack  on 
this  ship  the  previous  night. 

This  morning,  as  appears  from  the  enclosed  report  of  Ensign  [H.  J.] 
Blake  (4),  29  schooners,  141  sloops,  and  117  boats  returned  among  the 
blockading  squadron  to  oyster. 

Hence  the  above-mentioned  order  of  this  date.  The  season  for  tak- 
ing oysters  is,  I  believe,  nearly  over..  1  hope  my  action  in  the  matter 
will  be  approved  by  the  Department.

Admiral:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  6th  instant,  directing  me  to 
send  the  Tacony  to  Hampton  Roads  for  repairs,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that 
1  have,  in  connection  with  Carpenter  Paul,  made  an  inspection  of  that 
vessel  and  tind  tbat  she  requires  no  repairs  that  can  not  be  done  here. 

As  regards  her  wheel  ropes,  I  think  the  trouble  arises  from  the  short- 
ness of  the  tillers.    Carpenter  Paul  concurs  with  me  in  this  opinion. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  having  written  that  you  directed  him 
to  apply  to  me  for  the  Lockwood  or  Ceres,  I  have  sent  the  latter  vessel 
to  Plymouth. 

After  consultation  with  General  Peck,  I  think  it  necessary  that  the 
Tacony,  or  a  vessel  of  her  size,  should  be  stationed  here  for  the  present, 
I  have,  therefore,  concluded  not  to  send  her  away  until  I  receive  further 
orders  from  you.

Confederate  movements  against  New  Berne  and  Plymouth,  N.  C. 

IT.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  April  12, 1864. 

Sib:  From  three  distinct  sources  we  have  reports  today  that  the 
rebel  ram  is  several  miles  below  Rainbow  Bluff;  that  she  is  accompa- 
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Died  by  a  land  force  of  11,000  men,  and  that  an  attack  will  be  made 
daring  this  week  on  Plymouth,  and  at  the  same  time  on  >  ew  Berne. 
On  the  contrary,  we  have  reports  that  the  land  force  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  ram  has  not  been  increased.  A  few  days  since,  we  are  convinced,  it 
was  very  small.  I  am  not  inclined  to  credit  the  first  report,  though  it 
comes  from  men  whose  desire  to  serve  us  can  not  be  doubted  and  agrees 
with  the  story  of  the  lieutenant  about  which  I  wrote  you  some  weeks 
since.  I  think  the  information  comes  secondhand  to  our  reporters 
from  secession  sources,  but  though  I  think  the  report  false  I  shall  act 
as  though  I  considered  it  true.  The  little  schooner  Comet,  whicli  was 
in  use  as  a  hospital,  was  to-day  cleared  of  the  sick  and  delivered  to  the 
quartermaster  to  be  filled  with  earth  and  bricks,  preparatory  to  sink- 
ing to-morrow.  On  the  Miami  I  shall  rig  a  spar,  projecting  from  the 
bow,  and  another  from  the  stern,  carrying  a  torpedo  each,  the  one  con- 
taining 70  pounds  of  powder  and  the  other  50  pounds. 

If  we  get  to  close  quarters  they  may  prove  destructive.  The  rebels 
fancy  the  Roanoke  in  this  vicinity  [is]  filled  with  torpedoes,  and  have 
exhibited  ingenuity  in  preparing  to  remove  or  explode  them.  They 
have,  we  are  informed,  attached  long  iron  hooks  to  the  under  side  of 
stout  rafts,  which  are  to  be  brought  down  by  the  rapid  current,  and 
which  might  very  well  remove  torpedoes  anchored  in  the  stream,  if 
there  were  any  there.

Sir  :  Lieutenant-General  Grant  baa  asked  for  two  more  ironclads  to 
be  sent  to  Hampton  Roads  witbin  ten  days.  The  ironclad  batteries 
Onondaga  and  Tecumseh  have  been  directed  to  leave  New  York  on 
Monday  or  Tuesday  next.  The  Tecumseh  has  no  crew,  but  by  taking 
out  from  all  the  other  vessels  the  few  hands  on  board  of  each,  I  believe 
she  will  not  be  detained  beyond  the  time  indicated  by  the  Lieutenant- 
General.  This  Department  has  not  been  informed  of  the  duty  expected 
of  these  ironclads,  or  whether  additional  naval  force  is  required,  which 
would  be  the  case  in  the  event  of  an  army  being  sent  as  for  as  City 
Point.  Public  rumor  points  to  a  movement  of  this  kind,  which  can  not 
be  successful  unless  a  cooperating  naval  force  is  kept  in  James  River. 
Twice  the  number  of  steamers  required  have  been  ready  for  two 
months,  excepting  the  crews.  I  bring  this  subject  again  to  your 
notice,  because  the  legislation  of  Congress  has  placed  in  your  hands 
the  providing  of  seamen  for  the  Navy,  and  the  Department  must  await 
your  action,  whatever  may  be  the  exigency  which  coming  events  impose 
upon  the  Navy.

Off  Newport  News,  Va.}  April  13, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  received  from  the  Department  a  copy  of  a  recently  cap- 
tured letter  from  the  rebel  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  relative  to  the 
formation  of  guerrilla  parties  for  the  destruction  of  our  vessels  ou  the 
Western  rivers. 

The  letter,  dated  September  10,  1863,  is  a  reply  to  one  addressed  to 
him  by  a  Colonel  E.  C.  Cabell,  C.  S.  Army,  Jacksonport,  Ark.,  who 
informed  him,  it  would  appear,  that  "a  certain  party  desires  to  obtain 
proper  authority  from  the  Confederate  Government  to  undertake  the 
destruction  of  gunboats,  transports,  etc.,  for  such  per  centum  of  the 
value  of  the  boats  destroyed  as  may  be  offered."  That  the  plan  is  "to 
organize  in  small  parties  to  operate  as  independent  guerrilla  parties 
under  their  own  leaders,  and  to  look  to  prize  money  or  reward  from 
the  country  for  destroying  enemy's  property,  to  defray  expenses,  etc., 
using  an  appointment  from  the  Government  to  secure  to  them  the 
rights  of  prisoners  of  war  if  captured."  The  letter  states  that  the 
President  has  authority  to  make  such  arrangements,  although  "  there 
is  no  legislation  that  satisfies  precisely  the  conditions  required,"  and 
advises  these  parties  to  address  him  on  the  subject.  He  encloses  for 
the  colonel's  information  copies  of  two  acts,  authorizing  the  raising  of 
independent  organizations,  electing  their  own  officers,  who  shall  hold 
appointments  from  the  rebel  Government,  the  organizations  under  one 
of  these  acts  to  receive  pay  while  actually  in  service,  those  under  the 
other  to  be  considered  as  attached  to  the  Provisional  Army  and 
receive  no  pay  or  allowances.  This  scheme  had  in  view,  it  would  seem, 
the  destruction  of  vessels  on  the  Western  rivers  only;  it  may  have 
been  adopted  and  put  in  force  not  only  there,  but  wherever  practicable; 
recent  events  indicate  the  possibility  of  this. 

It  is  now  well  known  that  the  rebels  have  an  organized  coast  guard, 
consisting  of  small  parties  with  boats,  some  perhaps  arranged  to  be 
fitted  with  torpedoes,  prepared  for  easy  and  rapid  inland  transportation 
by  railroad  or  on  wheels,  which  they  can  take  from  the  coast  inland 
and  use  in  the  small  creeks  and  rivers.  These  parties  have  operated, 
at  different  points  on  the  coast,  against  the  light  houses,  against  the 
gunboat  Underwriter  at  New  Berne,  and  recently  with  a  torpedo  boat 
here. 

The  above  information  is  given  you,  therefore,  that  you  may  take 
additional  precautions  against  surprise,  and  you  will  communicate  it 
to  other  commanding  officers  near  you.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  to  you  my  proceedings  in  obedience  to 
your  orders  of  the  13th  and  14th  instant: 

At  7  a.  m.  on  the  13th,  I  proceeded  up  the  Nansemond  as  far  as  the 
bar  at  Western  Branch.  It  being  low  tide  I  could  not  cross  the  bar. 
I  then  communicated  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the  land  forces, 
who  informed  me  that  the  cavalry  were  returning  from  Suffolk,  having 
seen  nothing  of  the  enemy,  etc. ;  they  were  informed  that  there  had 
been  none  there  lately.  I  received  a  telegraphic  dispatch  from  General 
Heckman,  wishing  me  to  remain  in  the  river  with  the  vessel  until  fur- 
ther instructions.  His  wish  I  complied  with.  At  8  p.  m.  received 
orders  from  you  to  proceed  to  Ghuckatuck  Creek  to  assist  and  cover 
the  landing  of  our  troops.  Not  being  needed  in  the  Nansemond  I 
immediately  proceeded  to  my  station  off  Ghuckatuck  Greek. 

April  14,  at  0  a.  m.,  the  transports  arrived  with  the  troops.  I  accom- 
panied them  as  far  as  the  depth  of  water  would  allow.  At  10  a.  m. 
the  transports  returned.  All  boats  that  I  found  were  more  or  less 
destroyed  previously.

Sir  :  I  deeply  regret  to  report  to  the  Department  the  loss  of  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wilder,  who  was  killed  by  the  enemy  at  Smith 
field  yesterday,  while  in  command  of  the  launches  of  this  ship,  which 
were  a  part  of  a  joint  army  and  navy  expedition  against  the  enemy  in 
that  vicinity.  H.  13.  Miller,  landsman,  of  the  Minnesota,  was  severely 
wounded  on  the  same  occasion.  The  expedition  was  not  successful.  I 
will  make  a  full  report  to  the  Department  when  the  several  reports  of 
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the  naval  officers  engaged  in  different  parts  of  this  joint  expedition  are 
received.

Detailed  report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  reporta  of  commanding 

officers. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  16, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the 
part  taken  by  the  navy  in  the  recent  combined  army  and  navy  expedi- 
tion up  the  James  and  Nansemond  rivers: 

On  the  9th  instant  1  wrote  to  General  Butler  suggesting  that  he  send 
a  sufficient  force  to  clear  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  Smite  field  and 
Ghuckatuck  of  the  guerrilla  parties  known  to  be  there  and  to  destroy 
the  boats  which  it  was  supposed  they  had  concealed  (copy  enclosed, 
No.  1).  In  reply  to  this  I  received,  on  the  10th,  a  letter  from  General 
Butler  (copy  No.  2),  which  was  brought  by  General  Graham,  who  pro- 
posed going  up  the  creeks  with  his  light-armed  transports  and  landing 
some  troops  in  the  Nansemond.  1  saw  General  Butler  the  same  even- 
ing, and  urged  him  to  send  at  once  a  suitable  force  to  come  in  from  the 
rear  and  envelop  the  rebels  so  as  to  effectually  capture  them  at  Ivor 
Station,  and  between  the  Blackwater,  James,  and  Nansemond  rivers, 
and  to  advise  me  when  he  was  ready  to  begin  this  movement  that  I 
might  send  a  naval  force  to  watch  Ghuckatuck  and  Pagan  creeks  and 
prevent  the  escape  of  the  rebels  by  water.  This  he  promised  to  do.  I 
suggested  to  him  that  the  plan  of  attack  brought  by  General  Graham, 
of  approach  in  front  instead  of  the  rear,  would  drive  back  the  rebels, 
whereas  they  ought  to  be  captured.  This  recommendation  I  hoped 
would  be  adopted,  but  the  plan  sent  by  General  Graham  was  substan- 
tially carried  out,  and  the  force  sent  to  the  rear  was  cavalry,  and  was 
kept  too  far  off  for  effect. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  I  received  from  General  Smith  and  Col- 
onel [J.  W.]  Shaffer  (chief  of  staff  to  General  Butler)  a  memorandum, 
of  which  a  copy  is  enclosed. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th,  I  issued  orders  to  the  commanding  offi- 
cers of  the  gunboats  I  had  assigned  to  take  part  in  the  expedition,  the 
Commodore  Morris,  Commodore  Perry ',  Commodore  Barney,  and  Stepping 
Stones,  of  which  copies  are  enclosed.  Two  launches,  with  howitzers, 
from  this  ship,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  Wilder,  and  Acting  Ensign 
J.  Birtwistle,  were  ordered  to  accompany  the  Stepping  Stones. 

The  gunboats  and  launches  accordingly  started  from  this  point,  as 
directed,  and  up  to  sunrise  on  the  morning  of  the  14th  all  was  carried 
out  according  to  the  orders  given.  At  this  time,  however,  the  intended 
cooperations  between  the  Stepping  Stones  with  the  launches  and  the 
infantry  force  on  Pagan  Creek  failed  of  being  fully  carried  out,  owing 
to  the  grounding  of  the  transports  and  delay  in  landing  the  troops,  and 
that  part  of  the  expedition  designed  to  explore  Pagan  Creek  did  not 
begin  to  ascend  it  until  12.15  p.  m.  The  launches  going  ahead  of  the 
troops  were  fired  on  from  the  shore  by  a  concealed  force,  and  Acting 
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Master  Wilder,  of  this  ship,  instantly  killed,  and  H.  [H.]  Miller,  lands- 
man, severely  wounded. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Longshaw's  report  of  casualties  is  enclosed,  and 
the  report  of  Acting  Master  Oampbell  (12)  gives  full  details  of  this  part 
of  the  affair. 

The  Commodore  Morris,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  her  com- 
manding officer,  Lieutenant  Fyffe,  assisted  the  military  force  and 
carried  out  my  orders. 

The  Commodore  Perry  and  Commodore  Barney  also  did  their  part  in 
cooperating  with  the  troops  in  the  Nansemond  and  Western  Branch. 

The  boats  from  these  vessels  explored  Western  Branch  to  the  extent 
that  the  troops  afforded  cooperation. 

The  expedition  returned  yesterday  afternoon.  It  failed  in  accom- 
plishing tbe  main  objects,  viz,  the  complete  capture  of  the  rebels  in  that 
region  and  the  destruction  of  the  torpedo  boat  which  attacked  this  ship 
on  the  morning  of  the  9th.  This,  it  was  ascertained,  had  gone  from 
Pagan  Creek  to  Richmond  on  the  night  of  the  10th  instant  for  repairs. 

Tbe  country  is  a  very  difficult  one  to  operate  in,  and  requires  more 
time  than  was  available  for  a  complete  overhauling. 

I  give,  in  a  separate  report,*  information  received  in  relation  to  this 
torpedo  boat. 

The  results  accomplished  were,  4  prisoners,  1  12-pounder  howitzer, 
belonging  to  the  Navy  and  probably  captured  by  the  rebels  from  the 
army  boat  Smith  Briggs,  and  a  few  wagons  taken  and  brought  off;  a 
valuable  officer  killed,  and  1  man  wounded  on  our  side;  the  rebel  loss 
unknown.

General:  The  vicinity  of  Smithfield  and  Ghuckatuck  are  known 
to  be  infested  by  guerrillas,  who  are  reported  to  have  boats  concealed 
up  these  creeks  and  their  tributaries. 

You  are  aware  that  the  rebels  have  an  organized  system  of  boat 
expeditions  all  along  the  coast,  operating  at  one  time  from  the  creeks 
in  Morton  { Mathews  f]  and  Gloucester  counties  against  the  eastern 
shore  counties,  Cape  Onarles  light-house,  etc. ;  at  another  time  against 
the  gunboat  Underwriter,  at  New  Berne,  and  now  against  this  ship 
here.  In  all  these  cases  they  harbor  in  the  vicinity  of  their  operations. 
This  was  explained  by  your  prisoner,  Acting  Master  [John]  Webb,  of 
the  rebel  Navy,  captured  while  thus  engaged  in  the  neck  counties  near 
York  town,  where,  as  in  the  vicinity  of  Smithfleld,  etc.,  the  small  creeks 
are  numerous  and  not  accessible  to  our  gunboats.  It  is  believed  that 
the  little  torpedo  boat  which  struck  this  vessel  last  night,  happily  with- 
out accomplishing  its  object,  came  out  of  Pagan  and  Ghuckatuck 
creeks  or  their  tributaries. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  you  send  at  once  a  sufficient  force  to 
capture  these  rebels  and  destroy  their  boats  on  the  upper  creeks,  and 
to  cooperate  with  a  naval  force  to  prevent  their  escape  by  the  river, 
which  I  will  send  as  soon  as  you  are  ready.

to  withdraw. 

Place  one  or  more  gunboats  some  distance  above  Day's  Point  when 
the  army  gunboat  Brewster  proceeds  to  that  place  with  her  convoy  to 
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land  the  infantry;  the  naval  vessels  to  remain  there  after  the  BrewnUr 
and  transports  leave,  and  to  continue  there  until  information  is  com- 
municated that  the  object  of  the  expedition  has  been  effected. 

Likewise  to  station  a  gunboat  near  the  mouth  of  Pagan  Creek  whilst 
the  army  gunboats  of  light  draft  convoy  troops  in  and  oat.

Sir  :  Proceed  with  the  Commodore  Barney  under  your  command  up 
the  Nansemond  River,  communicating  with  the  Commodore  Perry  and 
receiving  from  her  two  armed  boats,  with  which  you  will  proceed  with 
the  Barney  to  the  mouth  of  Western  Branch.  It  is  expected  that  a 
detachment  from  the  army  will  be  at  Milnerstown  or  Red  [Reed's  J  Ferry, 
situated  on  the  Western  Branch,  at  about  11  o'clock  to-morrow  (Thurs- 
day) morning,  who  are  to  cooperate  with  you  in  exploring  and  scouring 
the  Western  Branch  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  or  destroying  any 
rebel  torpedo  or  other  boats  which  may  be  there  secreted.  Upon  your 
arrival  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek  you  will  arm  and  equip  two  boats  from 
the  Barney  and,  together  with  the  two  boats  of  the  Perry  assigned  to 
you,  you  will  carefully  and  cautiously  ascend  the  Western  Branch,  hav- 
ing first  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  strength  of  the  enemy,  if  any  there, 
and  communicate  if  practicable  with  the  army  detachment  expected  at 
Milnerstown  or  Red  [Reed's]  Ferry  at  11  o'clock.

Sib  :  It  is  intended  that  a  force  of  infantry  will  be  landed  at  daylight 
to-morrow  morning  some  distance  above  Day's  Point,  on  the  James 
River.  For  the  purpose  of  assisting  and  covering  this  landing,  you 
will  hold  yourself  in  readiness  to  proceed  with  the  army  transports 
which  will  be  collected  at  Newport  News  at  about  midnight  this  even- 
ing under  convoy  of  the  armed  transport  Brewster,  and  will  accompany 
the  expedition  to  the  point  of  landing.  You  will  direct  that  the  U.  S.  S. 
Shokokon,  now  on  advanced  picket  duty,  be  in  readiness  to  join  you  as 
you  proceed  up  the  river,  giving  her  commanding  officer  notice  of  the 
intended  movement  beforehand.  Upon  the  arrival  at  the  point  of  land- 
ing you  will  so  dispose  of  the  Commodore  Morris  and  Shokokon  as  to 
render  every  assistance  in  covering  the  landing,  and  after  the  landing 
has  been  effected  the  naval  vessels  will  remain  in  their  positions  until 
information  is  communicated  that  the  objects  of  the  expedition  are 
effected.    Guard  closely  the  water  during  this  movement. 

You  are  charged  with  the  notification  to  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  vessels  now  lying  in  James  River  between  Newport  News  and  the 
intended  place  of  landing  of  this  intended  movement,  so  that  the  ves- 
sels engaged  in  it  may  pass  safely  and  quietly  to  their  destination. 

It  is  intended  that  an  infantry  force  shall  land  at  or  near  Smithfield, 
passing  into  Pagan  Creek.    To  assist  in  that  movement  the  Stepping 
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Stones,  with  two  launches  from  the  Minnesota,  are  detailed  to  assist  and 
cover  the  landing,  which  will  take  place  at  sunrise  to-morrow.

Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  the  reports  of  Acting  Ensigns  Birtwistle and 
O'Connor,  of  this  vessel,  of  the  part  taken  by  them  and  the  men  under 
their  command,  composing  the  crews  of  the  launches  in  the  late  expe- 
dition to  Smithfield;  also  Assistant  Surgeon  Longshaw's  report  of 
casualties. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  and  sorrow  that  I  have  to  report 
the  loss  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Wilder.  He  was  a  brave, 
zealous,  and  subordinate  officer;  true  to  the  reputation  he  had  won 
among  his  shipmates  for  promptness  and  gallantry,  he  fell  while  in  the 
act  of  firing  a  shot  at  the  enemy.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  13th  of  April,  at  about  7 
p.  m.,  the  first  and  second  launches  of  this  ship,  with  a  crew  of  19  and 
20  men,  respectively,  the  second  launch  being  under  the  charge  of  Act- 
ing Ensign  James  Birtwistle,  and  both  being  under  the  command  of 
Acting  Master  Charles  B.  Wilder,  left  this  ship  and  went  alongside  the 
U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones  and  were  fastened  astern,  while  the  Stepping 
Stones  proceeded  a  short  distance  up  the  James  River  and  anchored. 

At  2  a.  in.  on  the  14th  the  Stepping  Stones  proceeded  up  the  James 
River  to  the  mouth  of  Pagan  Creek  with  the  boats  in  tow,  where  she 
anchored,  it  being  yet  dark,  and  seeing  no  signs  of  the  army  transports. 
At  about  5:30  a.  in.  two  army  boats  came  in  view,  coining  down  the 
river,  and  soon  others  came  from  the  same  direction.  We  lay  there 
waiting  for  them  to  come  in,  which  they  seemed  unable  to  do.  At  about 
10  a.  m.  the  boats  cast  off  from  the  Stepping  Stones  and  anchored,  while 
she  proceeded  out  and  communicated  with  the  transports,  and  then 
piloted  them  into  the  creek,  and  was  the  pilot  of  the  flotilla  all  of  the  way 
to  Smith  field. 

When  the  Stepping  Stones  got  back  into  the  creek,  the  launches  pro- 
ceeded up  in  tow  of  tlie  army  steamer  Emma.  She  got  aground  after  pro- 
ceeding about  3  miles,  when  the  boats  cast  off  from  her  and  commenced 
to  pull  up.  At  about  12:15  noon  we  arrived  off  Smith  field,  having  up 
to  this  time  seen  no  enemies. 

The  first  launch  proceeded  a  short  distance  beyond  the  wharf  to  a 
jetty,  where  Mr.  Wilder  sent  me  with  a  guard  of  4  men  to  bring  down 
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one  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  one  of  whom  we  saw  sitting  in 
front  of  a  store.  I  brought  him  to  Mr.  Wilder,  who  examined  him 
closely  concerning  the  rebels  and  about  the  torpedo  boat.  He  stated 
that  there  were  no  troops  in  the  vicinity,  nor  had  there  been  any  since 
the  Smith  Briggs  was  destroyed,  but  occasionally  some  of  the  rebel 
pickets  came  into  the  town ;  he  also  stated  that  the  torpedo  boat  had 
been  there  twice,  and  had  come  from  Richmond.  He  told  us  that  the 
u  David"  had  left  the  village  on  last  Sunday  night  at  10  o'clock,  and 
had  returned  to  Richmond. 

We  then  went  back  to  the  wharf,  and  Mr.  Wilder  left  the  launch  and 
communicated  with  Acting  Master  Campbell  and  the  officer  command- 
ing the  forces  on  shore.  At  2  p.  m.  Mr.  Wilder  said  to  Mr.  Birtwistle 
that  he  was  going  a  short  distance  up  the  creek,  and  desired  him  to 
follow  at  a  short  distance  and  cover  us  in  the  first  launch,  which  he  did 
accordingly.  We  then  proceeded  up  the  creek  and  past  the  town  till 
we  came  to  the  ruins  of  a  bridge,  where  we  saw  an  old  negro  sitting. 
We  went  alongside  the  bank  and  Mr.  Wilder  put  various  questions  to 
him,  and  the  answers  he  gave  corroborated  the  statement  of  the  man 
who  was  previously  examined.  Apprehending  no  danger,  though  we 
were  prepared  for  it,  we  proceeded  through  the  bridge  and  up  the  creek, 
and  were  followed  at  the  proper  distance  by  the  second  launch.  When 
we  were  about  300  yards  from  the  bridge,  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  us 
from  the  right  bank  of  the  stream  and  from  a  thickly  wooded  bluff. 
Immediately  we  pointed  the  boat's  head  for  the  bluff,  and  returned  the 
fire  from  the  howitzer  and  the  rifles,  Mr.  Wilder  going  to  the  howitzer, 
and  I  attending  to  the  boat  and  using  small  arms.  We  had  fired  two 
rounds  at  the  rebels,  and  Mr.  Wilder  had  the  lockstring  in  his  hand 
ready  to  fire,  when,  I  regret  very  much  to  say,  he  was  struck  by  a  rifle 
ball  in  the  left  temple  and  instantly  killed.  H.  H.  Miller,  one  of  my 
men,  was  also  struck  by  a  rifle  ball  and  badly  wounded.  I  discharged 
the  gun  and  got  the  launch  with  her  head  down  stream,  thinking  it 
was  useless  to  endanger  the  lives  of  my  men  any  longer.  Mr.  Birt- 
wistle got  a  good  position  and  ably  supported  me;  and  I  will  now  add 
that  through  the  whole  expedition  my  men  behaved  well,  and  especially 
while  under  fire.  This  morning  my  boat,  in  company  with  the  second 
launch,  covered  the  army  steamer  Emma  while  she  ascended  the  creek. 
We  gave  the  woods  a  vigorous  shelling  and  had  the  satisfaction  of 
starting  some  of  the  enemy  from  the  woods. 

The  town  of  Smithfield  has  a  deserted  appearance,  and  I  saw  no  one 
in  the  town  but  old  men,  women,  and  children.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  13th  instant,  pursuant 
to  your  orders,  1  left  the  ship  in  charge  of  the  second  launch,  with 
Master's  Mate  J.  M.  Simms,  20  men,  and  heavy  12-pounder  howitzer, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  Acting  Master  Charles  B.  Wilder,  in  command 
of  the  first  launch,  with  Acting  Ensign  Fred.  A.  O'Connor,  19  men,  and 
heavy  12-pounder  howitzer,  smoothbore.    Both  launches  were  taken  in 
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tow  by  the  Stepping  Stones.  She  anchored  a  abort  distance  up  the 
river  until  2  o'clock  next  morning,  tbe  14th,  when  she  got  underway 
and  arrived  off  Smithfield  Creek,  which  we  entered  at  daylight,  and 
came  to  anchor  just  inside,  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  army  steamers, 
which  steamed  in  toward  us  at  about  9  a.  m.,  but  grounded  outside. 
The  Stepping  Stones  went  out  to  pilot  them  in,  while  the  launches  lay 
at  anchor  until  they  came  up,  when  we  were  taken  in  tow  by  the  army 
steamer  Emma  to  within  about  3  miles  of  Smith  field,  when  we  cast 
off  and  took  stations  to  cover  the  advance  and  landing  of  the  troops, 
and  arrived  at  Smith  held  at  about  12:30.  Troops  landed,  launches 
advanced,  and  Mr.  Wilder  stationed  me  to  guard  the  main  street  and 
back  entrance  to  the  town,  while  he  commanded  the  main  approaches 
to  the  right  of  the  town,  and  while  in  this  position  Mr.  Wilder  interro- 
gated an  aged  colored  man  who  was  living  in  a  tollhouse  to  a  destroyed 
bridge  near  him  in  reference  to  the  torpedo,  the  nature  of  the  creek, 
force  and  vicinity  of  the  rebels,  and  other  necessary  and  important 
questions,  while  1,  on  the  left,  questioned  an  aged  white  man  in  a 
similar  manner.  Shortly  afterwards  we  compared  accounts  and  found 
them  to  agree,  though  they  said  the  torpedo  had  left  there  last 
Sunday  evening.  Mr.  Wilder  was  not  satisfied,  nor  any  of  us;  we 
thought  possibly  their  statements  were  not  true,  or  she  might  have 
returned.  Mr.  Wilder,  having  called  me  to  him,  placed  me  in  command 
of  the  right  of  the  town  while  he  went  to  consult  Acting  Master  Gamp- 
bell,  commanding  the  Stepping  Stones.  He  returned  and  said  he  was 
going  a  little  way  up  the  creek,  and  ordered  me  to  follow  him  and 
cover  his  advance.  He  proceeded  through  the  bridge  a  few  hundred 
yards,  when  he  was  fired  on  from  an  ambushed  bluff  by  concealed 
riflemen.  Fortunately,  the  second  launch  was  lying  on  their  oar* 
waiting  for  the  first  launch  to  get  about  100  yards  ahead,  with  the  gun 
manned  and  trained  directly  on  the  bluff.  I  primed  and  fired  a  per 
cussion  shell  right  in  their  midst,  and  the  second  volley  they  fired  was 
quite  scattering.  Backed  the  second  launch  and  fired  rapidly,  each 
shell  bursting  beautifully. 

The  first  launch,  on  being  fired  on,  promptly  rounded  to  and  fired 
three  effective  shots  from  their  guns  and  discharged  all  their  small 
arms,  pulled  from  under  the  bluff  under  cover  of  the  second  launch; 
and  I  most  sincerely  regret  to  have  to  8ciy  that  while  in  close  action 
Mr.  Wilder  received  a  shot  in  the  left  temple  which  killed  him  instantly, 
and  in  the  very  act  of  pulling  the  lockstring  of  the  howitzer  to  fire  the 
second  shot.  Mr.  O'Connor  then  fought  and  managed  the  first  launch 
gallantly,  bringing  her  out  manfully,  and  his  men  fought  heroically. 
J  ordered  him  to  take  position  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  bridge,  but 
he  said  he  had  wounded  in  his  boat,  so  I  allowed  him  to  proceed  to  the 
Stepping  Stones,  and  the  shots  then  were  very  few.  The  Stepping  Stones 
at  this  time  chimed  in  beautifully,  sending  a  number  of  well  directed 
shots  in  various  places  at  the  edge  of  the  woods,  which  greatly  cheered 
us,  and  we  heard  no  more  firing  from  the  enemy. 

1  am  very  gratified  to  say  that  Mr.  Simms,  officer  of  the  piece  in  the 
second  launch,  was  remarkably  cool  and  directed  the  working  of  the 
gun  in  a  most  creditable  and  skillful  manner.  All  the  men,  both  at  the 
gun  and  the  oars,  gave  the  strictest  attention  to  every  order,  and  I  feel 
at  a  loss  to  commend  any  individual  one;  therefore,  sir,  1  coin  mend  to 
your  notice  both  officers  and  nfen  of  both  launches.  Not  a  shot  was 
dodged  by  anyone,  and  when  1  headed  the  second  launch  toward  the 
town  to  get  clear  of  some  bushes  on  my  starboard  quarter  the  crew 
murmured,  and  to  hasten  the  move  1  had  to  tell  them  1  was  only  get- 
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ting  clear  of  the  bushes  for  a  better  position.  I  then  laid  a  while  in 
easy  range,  and,  the  army  having  possession  of  the  town  and  its  rear,  I 
reported  to  Captain  Campbell,  and  laid  astern  of  the  Stepping  Stones 
until  the  next  morning  at  about  7  a.  m.,  when  we  covered  the  advance 
of  the  little  army  steamer  Emma  with  troops  up  the  creek,  and  had  the 
satisfaction  of  driving  a  number  of  the  enemy  from  the  same  place. 
She  returned  without  the  torpedo  [boat  f  I.

XL  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  Virginia,  April  14, 1864. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  orders  of  the  13th  instant,  I  proceeded  up 
the  Nansemond  River,  and  at  7:45  p.  m.  of  that  day  (13th  instant) 
reported  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Commodore  Perry  (lying  at 
first  obstructions  in  the  river),  who  furnished  me  with  two  boats  (crews 
armed)  from  the  vessel.  We  then  proceeded  up  the  river,  and  at 
10:05  p.  m.  anchored  at  Sleepy  Hole.  I  there  fitted  out  two  armed 
boats  from  this  vessel,  and  with  the  two  from  Commodore  Perry,  com- 
municated with  Colonel  [Oliver]  Keese,  [jr.],  of  the  One  hundred  and 
eighteenth  New  York  Volunteers  (at  1±:30  p.  m.),  who  required  our 
assistance  in  transporting  his  troops  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 
At  2:30  a.  m.  of  this  day  (April  14)  they  commenced  crossing  in  army 
launches  and  boats  on  the  expedition  from  this  vessel,  and  at  6  a.  m. 
the  last  of  them  had  crossed.  1  then  returned  to  this  vessel  imme- 
diately, got  underway,  and,  with  two  of  the  Commodore  Perry* s  boats  in 
tow,  steamed  to  Western  Branch  and  anchored  at  the  obstructions;  then, 
with  two  boats'  crews  armed,  proceeded  about  3  miles  up  the  branch, 
where  I  communicated  with  the  colonel  of  the  Thirteenth  New  Hamp- 
shire Volunteers,  who  informed  me  that  the  pickets  had  seen  rebel 
cavalry  in  the  morning  (it  was  noon  when  I  met  the  colonel).  He  also 
informed  me  that  they  (the  rebel  cavalry  and  infantry)  were  reported 
to  be  about  10,000  strong,  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Barber's  Cross 
Boads.  A  little  farther  up  the  beach  I  met  a  citizen  (a  farmer),  whom 
I  strictly  questioned  concerning  torpedoes,  boats,  etc.    He  positively 
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denied  that  any  such  things  were  in  that  neighborhood,  but  he  acknowl- 
edged that  they  might  be  in  Ohuckatuck,  as  Lieutenant  Roy  had  a 
force  at  his  headquarters  to  replace  the  one  that  we  had  captured  on 
March  29.  After  receiving  from  him  all  the  information  that  he 
appeared  to  know  I  returned  to  my  vessel,  steamed  to  Sleepy  Hole, 
where  the  Commodore  Perry  was  anchored,  returned  her  boats,  and 
proceeded  down  river  to  flagship.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of 
April  13, 1  proceeded  up  the  Nansemond  River  to  the  landing  opposite 
llolloway  [Halliday'sl  Point,  at  which  place  I  arrived  at  9: 50  p.  m.  I 
there  found  Colonel  keese,  of  the  One  hundred  and  eighteenth  New 
York  Volunteers,  who  told  me  that  he  intended  to  cross  400  troops  as 
soon  as  his  barges  should  arrive. 

I  offered  to  render  him  any  assistance  in  my  power  with  regard  to 
crossing  his  troops. 

He  told  me  that  he  would  cross  the  troops  himself,  but  desired  me 
to  take  such  a  position  as  would  cover  the  landing  of  his  troops.  This 
I  immediately  did. 

At  11 :  45  p.  m.  the  Delaware  came  up  with  four  launches  under  the 
charge  of  a  lieutenant  of  the  Naval  Brigade.  I  immediately  sent  the 
lieutenant  with  the  barges  on  shore  to  report  to  Colonel  Keese. 

I  went  on  shore  myself  and  again  ottered  to  assist  in  crossing  the 
troops.    The  colonel,  however,  wished  to  cross  them  himself. 

It  was  5  o'clock  in  the  morning  before  all  the  troops  were  across  the 
river. 

At  3  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  the  14th  instant,  70  men  returned 
under  charge  of  the  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  regiment  and  recrossed. 

At  2  o'clock  this  p.  m.  Acting  Ensign  Arnold  Harris  arrived  here  in 
the  army  gunboat  Brewster,  and  reported  to  me  that  the  remaindei  of 
the  troops  under  Colonel  Keese  had  been  taken  to  Norfolk  and  would 
not  return  to  recross  the  Nansemond. 

I  immediately  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  Newport  News.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  of  the  13th 
instant,  I  proceeded  with  this  vessel,  the  Commodore  Jones,  and  Sho. 
kokon,  accompanied  by  the  army  transports  Brewster  and  John  D.  W. 
Pentz,  up  James  River  to  a  point  in  Burwell's  Bay  about  3  miles  north 
of  Point  of  Shoals  light-house,  where,  arriving  at  3 :  30  a.  in.  of  the  14th, 
the  troops  were  disembarked  from  the  transports  by  the  boats  of  this 
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vessel,  the  Commodore  Jones,  and  two  launches,  the  Shokokon  being 
sent  on  picket  about  4  miles  farther  up  the  river.  All  the  troops, 
nearly  400  of  the  Twenty-third  Massachusetts  Regiment,  were  landed 
by  5  a.  m.,  when  the  transports  steamed  down  the  river.  About  7  a.m. 
some  musket  firing  was  heard,  which  I  supposed  to  be  a  small  party  of 
skirmishers.  At  8  a.  m.  an  officer  (quartermaster)  came  down  to  the 
beach  at  a  point  about  1£  miles  below  where  the  troops  had  landed, 
and  made  signal  to  this  vessel.  He  was  accompanied  by  3  soldiers.  I 
went  in  a  boat  to  communicate  with  him,  but  before  I  got  to  the  beach 
he  had  sent  two  of  his  men  off,  who  did  not  return,  and  are  now  supposed 
to  be  prisoners.  On  landing  he  told  me  that  he  had  2  wounded  men: 
that  they  were  in  the  rear  guard  of  the  regiment,  which  was  but  a  short 
distance  off.  I  took  5  men  with  me  to  help  bring  the  wounded  down, 
the  officer  acting  as  guide.  We  proceeded  about  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  to  where  he  said  the  rear  guard  ought  to  be,  but  saw  noth- 
ing of  them,  nor  could  we  find  the  wounded.  We  saw  a  cavalry  picket, 
or  escort,  composed  of  about  8  men,  riding  in  the  direction  of  Day's 
Point.  We  fired  upon  them,  at  which  they  turned  and  galloped  back, 
and  we  returned  to  our  boats.  I  brought  the  officer  and  one  man  on 
board  this  vessel,  and  soon  after  I  put  them  on  board  the  Brewster.  At 
12:15  discovered,  some  soldiers  on  shore  at  a  house  just  above  Bock 
Wharf,  who  were  signalizing  to  the  vessel.  I  now  discovered  them  to 
be  the  same  ones  we  had  landed  in  the  morning.  I  manned  two  boats 
and  went  on  shore  to  see  what  assistance  was  required.  On  landing, 
the  colonel  told  me  he  had  4  wounded  men  and  4  prisoners,  and  said  he 
had  no  way  of  caring  for  the  wounded,  and  no  way  of  keeping  his  prison- 
ers, and  wished  me  to  receive  them  on  board  this  vessel  until  they 
could  be  properly  cared  for,  which  I  did.  They  were  all  put  on  board 
the  Mount  Washington  last  evening  and  sent  down.  He  had  also  a 
12-pound  Dahlgren  howitzer,  which  he  had  found  in  the  house,  and 
which  he  said  he  should  leave,  as  he  had  no  way  of  taking  it  with  him. 
I  then  took  it  and  brought  it  on  board,  where  I  still  have  it.  It  is  com- 
plete with  the  exception  of  sights. 

At  10  p.  m.  last  night  the  John  B.  W.  Pentz  came  up  after  the  troops 
and  requested  of  me  some  boats  to  help  to  reembark  them,  which  I  sent. 
They  were  all  got  off  at  3 :  30  this  morning  and  immediately  started 
down  the  river.  I  remained  there  until  I  received  your  orders  to  return 
to  this  station,  which  I  reached  at  7  o'clock  p.  m.

XL  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  13,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  of 
the  13th  instant,  I  proceeded  with  this  vessel  and  two  launches  from 
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the  Minnesota  in  tow,  under  command  of  Acting  Master  Oharles  B. 
Wilder,  to  the  month  of  Pagan  Creek  at  sunrise  on  the  14th,  to  coop- 
erate with  a  detachment  from  the  Army,  but  as  the  transports  did  not 
arrive  until  9  p.  m.,  and  then  all  got  aground,  it  was  late  before  we 
could  proceed.  As  soon  as  the  transports  grounded  I  sent  a  boat  to 
know  if  I  could  render  them  any  assistance,  to  which  the  captains 
replied  they  had  no  pilots.  When  the  boat  returned  and  reported  this 
to  me  I  steamed  down  to  them,  told  the  captains  to  follow  me  as  soon 
as  they  could  get  afloat  and  I  would  show  them  the  way,  which  they 
did,  and  I  steamed  up  the  creek  to  Smithfield,  arriving  at  12: 15  p.  m.. 
followed  by  the  steamers  0.  W.  Thomas,  John  Tracey,  and  Emma,  ana 
landed  the  troops  without  opposition,  the  Stepping  Stones  taking  posi- 
tion about  100  yards  below  and  the  launches  about  50  yards  above  the 
transports  to  cover  the  landing.  After  the  troops  were  landed  I  imme- 
diately reported  to  the  senior  army  officer  present,  and  was  requested 
to  remain  until  further  orders,  which  I  did.  At  2  p.  m.  Acting  Master 
Wilder  told  me  he  would  like  to  go  to  the  upper  end  of  the  town  with 
the  launches  if  I  had  no  objections.  I  replied  that  I  had  none,  and  (as 
I  suppose)  thinking  there  was  no  danger,  we  not  having  seen  any  rebels 
on  the  way  up,  went  about  200  yards  farther  up  the  creek,  where  about 
15  of  the  rebel  Signal  Corps,  which  were  concealed  in  the  woods  on  the 
bank,  opened  on  the  launches  with  musketry.  Sad  to  relate,  Acting 
Master  Wilder,  of  the  Minnesota,  was  killed  instantly,  a  musket  ball 
passing  through  the  head,  and  Herman  H.  Miller  (seaman),  also  from 
the  Minnesota,  was  severely  wounded.  The  boats  returned  the  fire 
promptly,  as  did  also  this  vessel,  and  we  very  soon  heard  no  more  from 
them.  The  boats,  after  giving  the  woods  a  pretty  good  shelling, 
returned  to  this  vessel.  I  am  satisfied  from  the  best  information  I  could 
obtain  that  the  rebel  torpedo  boat  which  has  been  hovering  around 
these  waters  for  a  few  days  past  left  Smithfield  on  Sunday  evening 
last  bound  to  Richmond.  It  is  reported  by  the  inhabitants,  with  sev- 
eral of  whom,  both  white  and  black,  I  conversed,  and  their  statements 
all  agree,  that  the  torpedo  boat  came  to  Smithfield  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, the  9th  instant,  and  left  on  Sunday  evening  for  Richmond  for 
repairs.  As  near  as  I  could  ascertain  she  is  a  wooden  boat,  about  35 
feet  long,  and  very  narrow,  has  a  propeller  engine,  low  pressure,  is  cov- 
ered with  boiler  iron,  making  her  shot-proof  against  musketry,  and  is 
commanded  by  Lieutenant  Davidson,  of  the  rebel  Navy.  This  morn- 
ing at  daylight  General  Graham  informed  me  that  my  services  were  no 
longer  required  at  Smithfield,  and  requested  me  to  cover  the  rear  of  his 
transports  while  going  down  the  creek,  which  I  did,  and  arrived  at  this 
place  at  11 :3i)  a.  in.  The  officers  and  men  of  this  vessel,  as  well  as  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Minnesota's  launches,  conducted  themselves 
throughout  this  expedition  in  the  most  becoming  manner,  always  ready 
and  anxious  to  do  their  duty.  Pilot  Henry  Stevens,  of  the  Minnesota, 
deserves  much  credit  in  piloting  this  vessel,  as  well  as  the  transports. 
Were  it  not  for  him  we  should  not  have  been  able  to  find  the  way  to 
Smithfield  without  much  difficulty.

Headquarters  Sub-District  op  the  Albemarle, 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  April  13, 1864. 

Captain  :  Information  from  several  disconnected  sources  has  reached 
me  within  two  days  past  that  a  large  force  of  the  enemy  (stated  at 
10.000  to  12,<;00)  has  assembled  near  Hamilton  on  this  river  [Roanoke], 
designing,  in  conjunction  with  an  ironclad  boat,  to  make  an  attack  on 
Plymouth  this  week,  a  demonstration  to  be  made  toward  New  Berne  at 
the  same  time.  The  persons  from  whom  this  report  is  derived  reside  in 
Bertie  and  Hertford  counties,  are  all  personally  known  to  me,  and  1  feel 
satisfied  that  they  state  what  they  believe  to  be  true.  They  do  not 
report  from  actual  knowledge,  but  from  statements  made  to  them  by 
others.  Whether  their  informants  are  reliable  or  not,  I  am  unable  to 
judge;  at  all  events,  I  do  not  feel  disposed  to  neglect  these  warnings, 
and  in  view  of  their  importance  I  request  a  temporary  reinfoicement 
of  5.000  men.  Tin4,  presence  of  the  gunboat  Commodore  Perry,  now,  I 
believe,  in  James  Kiver,  would,  I  think,  put  a  stop  to  any  further  threats 
from  the  ironclad  above  us  on  this  river. 

It  is  proper  to  state  further  that  information  of  a  different  character, 
derived  from  negroes  and  others,  reaches  me  from  this  side  of  the  Koa- 
noke.  Like  that  mentioned  above,  it  is  from  hearsay,  and  denies  that 
there  is  any  formidable  collection  of  troops  in  the  locality  above  named. 
I  am  using  every  means  in  my  power  to  arrive  at  the  truth,  but  am  com- 
pelled to  depend  upon  such  reports  and  through  such  channels  as  are 
accessible  to  my  informants. 

The  condition  of  the  river  at  this  time  is  favorable  to  operations  by 
water,  being  unusually  high,  whilst  the  condition  of  the  creeks  and 
swamps  is  not  favorable  for  the  movements  of  troops. 

I  should  regret  making  any  report  not  justified  by  future  events,  but 
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must  depend  upon  the  best  information  within  my  reach,  and  there  is 
too  much  at  stake  to  neglect  any  reasonable  warnings. 
A  copy  of  this  letter  is  sent  direct  to  Department  headquarters.

Sir:  Referring  to  the  extracts  from  letter  of  Lieutenant-Commander 
Flusser,  of  27th  ultimo,  forwarded  by  me  to  the  Department  on  the  2d 
instant,  giving  further  reports  in  relation  to  tbe  ram  in  the  Roanoke 
Kiver,  and  stating  that  there  was  every  probability  of  the  expected 
attack  by  the  enemy  being  deferred  six  weeks,  my  reply,  which  should 
have  been  endorsed  on  the  communication,  was  that  it  was  proper  to 
make  every  practicable  disposition  to  meet  the  enemy  and  be  ready  for 
him,  but  at  the  same  time  I  doubted  if  an  attack  were  intended;  that 
my  idea  was  that  the  necessities  of  the  enemy  in  Virginia  would  soon 
demand  all  his  resources. 

The  report  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  that  I  forwarded 
yesterday  confirms  this  view,  as  he  says  that  it  is  stated  by  "  men 
whose  opinions  are  of  value"  that  every  man  that  can  be  spared  has 
been  sent,  or  is  under  orders  to  Richmond.

Sir:  The  Department's  confidential  communication  of  the  13th  was 
received  to-day. 

We  have  no  certain  information  of  any  sort  respecting  the  rebel  ram 
reported  to  be  on  the  Roanoke.  The  reports  about  her  have  been  con- 
flicting, especially  as  to  the  thickness  of  her  iron  plating. 

Should  this  ram  attack  Plymouth,  no  doubt  it  will  be  vigorously 
fought  by  the  Miami  and  Southfield,  with  what  success  will,  in  the 
absence  of  any  ironclad  or  torpedo  boats  on  our  part,  depend  on  its 
speed  and  plating. 

There  are  two  thoroughfares  above  the  obstructions  in  the  Roanoke, 
one  or  both  of  which  seem,  by  the  recent  coast  survey,  to  be  a  passage 
round  to  Plymouth  below  the  obstructions. 

The  contemplated  army  operations  up  James  River  will  require  an 
additional  naval  force  here — 4  ironclads  (2  of  these  as  a  necessary  pro- 
vision against  loss  by  torpedoes),  8  or  10  effective  double  enders,  12 
swift,  light-draft  tugs,  2  steam  transports,  and  several  torpedo  boats. 
The  position  of  the  army  will  have  to  be  covered — it  will,  in  fact,  rest 
on  a  naval  base — and  its  communications,  exposed  at  several  points, 
must  be  protected  by  the  navy.

Sin:  I  gathered  the  following  information  while  at  Smithfield  yes- 
terday: That  there  was  not  then,  nor  had  there  been,  any  troops  in 
Smithfield  or  vicinity  for  the  past  month,  except  a  few  scouts  and  sig- 
nal men  who  are  constantly  watching  any  movement  on  onr  part;  that 
the  troops  which  repelled  the  assanlt  or  affair  in  which  the  Smith  Briggs 
was  lost,  came  down  from  Ivor  for  that  purpose;  that  five  torpedo  boats 
came  down  to  Hock  Wharf  on  Wednesday  last  from  Richmond;  that 
the  Infanta  [Squib]  came  up  Pagan  Creek  to  Smithfield  on  Saturday 
morning  (unexpected  to  the  people,  who  thought  she  was  a  Yankee 
boat)  in  a  damaged  condition,  having  been  injured  from  trying  to  blow 
up  the  Minnesota.  She  is  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Davidson, 
formerly  of  our  Navy,  who  has  come  from  Charleston  to  take  charge  of 
all  the  torpedo  boats.  The  Infanta  burns  coal,  is  extremely  fast,  and 
left  Smithfield  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  sunset  to  go  to  Richmond  to 
repair.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  the  order  of  Captain  Sands,  I  have  the  honor  to 
report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  instant,  just  before  daybreak,  I 
saw  a  vessel  under  sail  which  proved  to  be  the  sloop  Swallow,  nineteen 
days  from  Abaco,  in  distress,  a  prize  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Tioga,  in  charge  of 
a  prize  master.  The  sloop  was  loaded  with  (about)  180  bales  of  cotton 
and  80  barrels  rosin  or  turpentine.  She  was  in  less  than  (>  fathoms  of 
water,  just  south  of  Sheep  Head  Kock,  and  was  standing  inshore  for  a 
light  which  was  located  on  the  northern  end  of  Zeek's  Island.  I  took 
her  in  tow  and  brought  her  out  from  under  the  batteries,  which, 
although  at  this  time  it  was  broad  day,  did  not  open  fire,  naif  an 
hour  later,  had  she  not  been  seen  by  the  Britannia,  she  would  have 
been  on  the  beach  and  in  possession  of  the  rebels.  The  prize  master 
reports  sails  blown  away,  short  of  provisions,  vessel  leaking  very 
badly,  and  said  it  was  his  intention  to  run  her  ashore  as  the  only 
means  of  saving  himself  and  crew.

U.  S.  S.  Ceres, 
Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  April  24, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report:  While  at  Ply- 
mouth, N.  C.,  on  the  17th  instant,  at  5:40  p.  m.,  I  was  ordered  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander C.  W.  Flusser  to  proceed  with  the  Ceres  under  my 
command  to  Broad  Creek,  Roanoke  River,  with  dispatches  for  U.  S.  S. 
Whitehead.  I  immediately  got  underway.  Before  reaching  the  lower 
obstructions  near  Fort  Gray  I  observed  a  battery  of  six  guns,  apparently 
20-pounders,  on  the  port  hand  of  the  river,  which  opened  fire  upon  us, 
striking  vessel  several  times,  destroying  one  of  the  boats  and  damaging 
the  machinery,  killing  William  Rose,  first-class  fireman ;  mortally  wound- 
ing Samqel  Pascal  1,  ship's  cook;  dangerously  wounding  John  Flynn, 
landsman;  severely  wounding  George  A.  Dean,  acting  third  assistant 
engineer;  John  Peterson,  seaman ;  John  Benson,  landsman ;  and  slightly 
wounding  James  B.  Hopkins,  acting  master's  mate;  John  A.  Frank, 
acting  third  assistant  engineer,  and  J.  R.  Sherwood,  acting  third  assist- 
antengineer.  I  returned  their  fire  from  the  two20  pounder  Parrott  guns 
of  the  Ceres,  and  at  6:30  p.  m.  communicated  with  the  Whitehead  and 
delivered  the  dispatches.  Got  underway  and  proceeded  down  the  river 
for  Plymouth  at  8:  .35  p.  m.  On  getting  in  range  of  the  battery  above 
Fort  Gray  they  again  opened  tire  with  artillery  and  musketry,  doing  no 
material  damage.  1  returned  the  fire  as  we  passed.  I  arrived  along- 
side the  Miami  and  reported  to  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  C.  A. 
French.  The  surgeons  of  the  Miami  and  Southfiela  came  on  board  and 
attended  the  wounded.  On  the  morning  of  the  following  day,  by  order 
of  Lieutenant-Commander  C.  W.  Flusser,  I  sent  the  bodies  of  W.  Rose 
and  S.  Pascall  on  shore  for  interment,  which  I  was  unable  to  effect  (leav- 
ing them  in  the  basement  of  the  quartermaster's  building  at  Plymouth), 
as  the  services  of  the  vessel  were  required.  I  also  sent  Mr.  Dean,  John 
Peterson,  John  Benson,  and  John  Flynn  to  the  post  hospital.  I  was 
well  pleased  with  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  crew.  The  following 
amount  of  ordnance  was  expended,  viz,  14  5-seconds  shell  for  20-pounder 
Parrott  and  14  cylinders  of  2  pounds  of  powder  each  for  the  same.

Sir:  I  herewith  communicate  to  the  Department  Lieutenant-Coin* 
mander  Flusser's  dispatch  of  the  18th  instant,  received  this  evening. 

It  is  probably  the  last  dispatch  penned  by  him,  aa  it  was  written  at 
half  past  9  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  18th,  and  at  half  past  3  o'clock 
the  next  morning  h£  was  killed  on  the  deck  of  the  Miami  before  Ply- 
mouth in  a  night  action  with  a  ram. 
This  brave  officer  was  a  native  of  Maryland  and  a  citizen  of  Kentucky. 
His  patriotic  and  distinguished  services  had  won  for  him  the  respect 
and  esteem  of  the  Navy  and  the  country.  He  was  generous,  good,  and 
gallant,  and  his  untimely  death  is  a  real  and  great  loss  to  the  public 
service.

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C\,  April  18,  1864. 

Sir:  We  have  been  fighting  here  all  day.  About  sunset  the  enemy 
made  a  general  advance  along  our  whole  line.  They  have  been  repulsed. 
There  is  no  firing  now,  9:30  p.  in.  I  am  fearful  our  upper  fort  may  be 
gone,  but  do  not  know  anything  certain  about  it.  The  Eighty-fifth 
Redoubt  repulsed  three  severe  assaults,  but  the  enemy  still  occupy  a 
position  near  it. 

The  ram  will  be  down  to  night  or  to-morrow.  I  fear,  for  the  protec 
tion  of  the  town,  I  shall  have  to  abandon  my  plan  of  fighting  the  ram, 
lashed  to  the  So  nth  field. 

The  army  ought  to  be  reinforced  at  once.  I  think  I  have  force 
enough  to  whip  the  ram,  but  not  sufficient  to  assist  in  holding  the 
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town,  as  I  should  like.  I  to-day  gave  to  Fort  Gray  100  projectiles  for 
Parrott  100-pounder  rifle.  If  the  enemy  should  make  frequent  assaults 
I  shall  need  a  large  supply  of  powder  and  projectiles  for  100  pounder 
Parrott,  IX-inch  Dahlgren,  24-pounder  howitzers,  and  for  the  Cere*1  four 
20-pounder  Parrott  rifles. 

If  we  whip  the  ram  the  land  force  may  retire.  I  have  not  heard  of 
any  casualties.  In  the  action  of  yesterday  the  Ceres  had  2  men  killed 
and  7  wounded.  Of  the  latter,  four  were  officers,  fortunately  but  one 
of  them  seriously  hurt. 

Reports  of  killed  and  wounded  will  be  forwarded  at  once,  so  soon  as 
time  is  had  to  make  them  out 

At  present  we  are  very  busy,  and  the  mail  boat  leaves  in  a  few 
minutes.

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  April  18, 1864. 

My  Dear  Davenport:  The  army  has  been  engaged  with  the 
enemy  off  and  on  all  day. 

About  sunset  the  rebs  advanced  along  our  whole  line,  but  were 
driven  back.  They  were  obstinate  and  continued  to  fight  till  near  9 
o'clock.  The  Southfield  and  Miami  took  part  and  the  general  says 
our  firing  was  admirable. 

1  am  fearful  for  Fort  Gray.  The  enemy  has  established  a  battery  of 
long-range  guns  above  it,  with  which  they  would  sink  all  our  boats  it*  we 
went  near  enough  to  the  fort  to  fire  grape  and  canister  into  the  enemy's 
infantry.  They  sunk  the  army  steamer  Bombshell  to  day,  temporarily 
under  command  of  Ensign  Stokes,  who  fought  her  well. 

I  gave  the  army  to-day  100  projectiles  for  100-pounder  Parrott. 
Please  send  powder,  shot,  and  shells  for  that  gun,  for  IX-inch,  and  for 
20-pounder  Parrott. 

The  ram  will  be  down  to  night  or  to-morrow.  She  was,  just  after 
daylight  this  morning,  foul  of  a  tree  0  miles  above  Williamstou  I 
think,  if  she  does  not  stay  under  cover  of  their  battery  established 
above  Fort  Gray,  that  we  shall  whip  her.  I  had  to  destroy  the  obstruc- 
tion in  the  Thoroughfare,  as  the  Whitehead  was  above  and  could  not  run 
by  the  battery  placed  below  her  on  the  Roanoke. 

I  have  written  the  admiral. 

The  Eighty-fifth  Redoubt  repulsed  three  obstinate  assaults,  but  the 
enemy  remain  near  it.

Admiral:  The  ironclad  ram  on  the  Roanoke  River  made  its  appear- 
ance this  morning  at  3:30  o'clock.  The  3/iawt  and  Southfield,  which 
had  been  separated  to  shell  the  enemy  from  different  positions,  had 
jnst  been  refastened,  and  they  were  driven  by  Captain  Flusser  straight 
on  to  the  ram.  She  struck  the  Southfield  slantwise  and  sunk  her  imme- 
diately. A  few  of  my  officers  and  men  and  myself  had  time  to  reach 
the  Miam€s  decks.  Captain  Flusser  was  killed  in  the  early  part  of  the 
engagement.  We  fired  solid  shot  from  both  vessels,  which  glanced 
upward  from  her  slanting  sides.  The  Miami  steamed  down  the  river, 
finding  that  an  attack  by  us  would  result  in  nothing  else  than  the  loss 
of  another  vessel. 

Mr.  Hackett,  the  paymaster  of  the  vessel,  will  give  you  further  par- 
ticulars on  his  arrival  at  Hampton  Roads.

SlR:  Last  night  from  about  (>:30  to  S  the  Miami  and  Southfield  were 
engaged  in  shelling  the  enemy.  On  the  news  that  the  ram  was  below 
the  blockade  at  Hyman's  Ferry,  the  Southfield  was  brought  along- 
side the  Miami,  and  the  two  vessels  were  fastened  together.  At  3:30 
a.  m.  the  Ceres  came  down  from  picket  duty  at  the  town  (the  Miami 
and  Southfield  being  at  the  lower  picket  station)  and  reported  the  ram 
coming  down,  tiring.     The  batteries  on  shore  did  not  fire. 

By  Captain  Flnsser's  command  the  two  boats  were  driven  ahead 
direct  upon  the  rain.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Welles,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  executive  offioer  V.  S.  S.  Miami. 

IT.  S.  Steam  Gunboat  Miami, 
Off  the  Mouth  of  the  Roanoke  River,  April  23, 1864. 

SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  attack  on 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  by  the  rebel  forces,  also  the  engagement  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  19th  of  April,  between  the  hours  of  3  and  5  a.  m.,  with  the 
naval  fleet  and  the  rebel  ironclad  ram. 

The  siege  commenced  Sabbath  afternoon,  April  17,  by  an  artillery 
fire  upon  Fort  Gray.  Early  in  the  morning  of  April  18,  between  the 
hours  of  3  and  5,  the  enemy  tried  to  carry  by  storm  Fort  Gray,  but 
were  repulsed.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  18th  heavy  artillery  opened  fire 
upon  the  town  and  breastworks;  then  the  fight  became  general.  Up  to 
this  time  the  gunboats  Southfield  and  Miami  were  chained  together  in 
preparation  to  encounter  the  ram.  They  were  then  separated.  The 
Southfield,  moving  up  the  river,  opened  lire  over  the  town. 

The  Miami,  moving  down  the  river,  opened  a  cross  fire  upon  the 
enemy,  who  were  charging  upon  Fort  Williams. 

The  firing,  being  very  exact,  caused  the  enemy  to  fall  back,  after 
three  attempts  to  storm  the  fort.  At  0  o'clock  firing  ceased  irom  the 
enemy,  they  having  withdrawn  from  range.  Commander  Flusser 
dispatched  a  messenger  to  General  Wes sells  to  learn  the  result  of  the 
day's  fight.  The  messenger  returned  at  10  p.  m.,  having  delivered  the 
message,  and  bearing  one  from  General  Wessells  to  Commander  Flusser, 
stating  that  the  fire  from  the  naval  vessels  was  very  satisfactory  and 
effective,  so  much  so  that  the  advancing  columns  of  the  enemy  broke 
and  retreated;  also  desired  that  the  Miami  might  be  kept  below  the 
town  to  prevent  a  flank  movement  by  the  enemy. 

At  10 :  30  p.  m.  steamer  Southfield  came  down  and  anchored  near. 
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At  12:20  a.  m.,  April  19,  the  Southfield  came  alongside  to  rechain 
the  two  steamers  as  speedily  as  possible,  the  ram  having  been  seen  by 
Captain  [G.  W.|  Barrett,  of  the  Whitehead,  and  reported  by  him  as 
coming  down  the  river.  At  3:45  a.  m.  the  gunboat  Geres  came  down, 
passing  near,  giving  the  alarm  that  the  ram  was  close  upon  her.  I 
immediately  hastened  to  acquaint  Commander  Flusser  of  the  informa- 
tion. He  immediately  came  on  deck  and  ordered  both  vessels  to  steam 
ahead  as  fast  as  possible  and  run  the  ram  down.  No  sooner  than  given 
was  the  order  obeyed.  Our  starboard  chain  was  slipped  and  bells 
rung  to  go  ahead  fast 

In  obedience  to  the  order  the  steamers  in  one  minute  were  moving 
up  the  river,  the  ram  making  for  us.  In  less  than  two  minutes  from 
the  time  she  was  reported  she  struck  us  upon  our  port  bow  near  the 
water  line,  gouging  two  planks  nearly  through  for  10  feet,  at  the  same 
time  striking  the  Southfield  with  her  prow  upon  the  starboard  bow, 
causing  the  Southfield  to  sink  rapidly.  As  soon  as  the  battery  could 
be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  rani  both  steamers  (the  Southfield  and 
Miami)  commenced  firing  solid  shot  from  the  100-pounder  Parrott  rifles 
and  IX-inch  Dahlgren  guns,  they  making  no  perceptible  indentations 
in  her  armor.  Commander  Flusser  fired  the  first  three  shots  personally 
from  the  Miami,  the  third  being  a  10-second  Dahlgren  shell,  IX-inch. 

It  was  directly  after  that  fire  that  he  was  killed  by  pieces  of  shell; 
several  of  the  gun's  crew  were  wounded  at  the  same  time. 

Our  bow  hawser  being  stranded,  the  Miami  swung  around  to  star- 
board, giving  the  ram  a  chance  to  pierce  us. 

Necessity  required  the  engine  to  be  reversed  in  motion  tc  straighten 
the  vessel  in  the  river,  to  prevent  going  upon  the  bank  of  the  river, 
and  to  bring  the  rifle  gun  to  bear  upon  the  ram.  During  the  time  of 
straightening  the  steamer  the  ram  had  also  straightened  and  was 
making  for  us.  From  the  fatal  effect  of  her  prow  upon  the  Southfield, 
and  of  our  sustaining  injury,  I  deemed  it  useless  to  sacrifice  the  Miami 
in  the  same  way. 

It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  report  to  you  the  death  of  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Charles  W.  Flusser  in  the  action  with  the  rebel  ram  on  the 
morning  of  April  19.  The  loss  to  the  country  of  such  a  brave,  gallant, 
zealous,  and  energetic  oflicer  is  irreparable,  and  of  him  we  mourn.  To 
speak  of  him  is  but  to  praise  him,  for  to  the  last  his  example  was  that 
of  patriotism  and  of  honor  to  the  flag. 

Assistant  Surgeon  William  B.  Mann's  report  of  the  killed  and 
wounded  has  been  previously  forwarded  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant C.  A.  French,  senior  naval  oflicer  present.

Admiral  :  On  the  morning  of  the  19th  I  sent  a  dispatch  by  the  pay- 
master of  this  vessel,  informing  you  of  the  death  of  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander FluHser,  and  of  the  loss  of  the  Southfield  by  the  rebel  ram 
Albemarle,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  [J.  W.]  Cooke,  formerly  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy.

For  the  want  of  time  I  could  not  go  into  details,  bat  requested  the 
paymaster  to  give  you  the  particulars  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge. 

Enclosed  I  send  you  a  report  of  the  action  direct  (and  a  copy  to  Com- 
mander Davenport),  presuming  you  were  anxious  to  learn  the  state  of 
affairs  at  Plymouth  as  speedily  as  possible. 

I  shall  also  explain  to  Commander  Davenport  my  reason  for  so  doing. 
In  regard  to  my  conduct  in  this  affair  I  refer  you  more  particularly  to 
my  report.  Had  1  not  been  confident  that  this  boat  would  have  met 
the  fate  of  the  Southfield,  had  I  come  in  contact  the  second  time,  I 
should  never  have  left  her,  but  after  having  had  so  severe  a  test,  I 
became  satisfied  that  our  shot  had  no  effect,  and  it  was  worse  than 
useless,  in  my  opinion,  to  attempt  to  run  on  her  prow.  She  has  two 
propellers  and  can  be  managed  very  expertly,  and  has  a  great  advantage 
over  a  vessel  of  this  kind.  Under  those  disadvantages  I  deemed  it  my 
duty  to  withdraw  and  save  these  boats,  for  I  am  fully  of  opinion  that 
nothing  but  an  iron  ram  can  contend  with  her  in  the  river,  and  J  trust 
my  course  will  meet  your  approval. 

1  am  now  keeping  a  close  watch  of  her  movements  at  the  mouth  of 
the  river,  with  the  Whitehead  in  company,  and  shall  remain  until  further 
orders  from  Commander  Davenport. 

I  have  received,  and  am  receiving,  many  escaped  soldiers  and  refugees 
who  have  taken  to  the  swamp,  and  have  detained  the  army  transport 
Massasoit  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  them  to  Roanoke  Island. 

The  town  of  Plymouth  surrendered  to  the  rebels  yesterday  after  a 
desperate  but  brave  defense.  I  learn  it  was  unconditional.  Our  loss 
very  small ;  that  of  the  rebels  extremely  heavy.  These  particulars  I 
get  from  a  reliable  citizen,  who  left  town  after  the  surrender.  I  went 
up  in  the  Whitehead  yesterday  in  sight  of  the  lower  fort,  not  then  know- 
ing the  result,  and  rescued  many  persons  who  had  taken  to  the  woods. 
The  ram  then  lay  abreast  of  the  town.  I  hope  to  hear  from  Captain 
Davenport  to-morrow.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  engage- 
ment off  Plymouth,  N.  C: 

Previous  to  theaction  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  having  received 
information  that  we  were  to  be  attacked  by  a  rebel  ram,  had  lashed  the 
Miami  and  Southfield  together,  with  intention  of  engaging  her  in  this 
manner.  At  4 :  30  p.  m.  on  the  evening  of  17th  instant  the  attack  was 
commenced  by  the  laud  forces  of  the  enemy  driving  in  our  pickets.  At 
6  p.  m.  the  enemy  planted  a  battery  up  the  river  and  opened  upon  Fort 
Gray,  when  Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser  ordered  the  Ceres  up  the 
river  to  communicate  with  the  Whitehead,  which  lay  at  the  upper 
obstructions.  She  returned  at  9  p.  m.,  having  lost  2  men  and  several 
wounded.    The  enemy  ceased  firing  at  10  p.  m.    At  daylight  on  the 
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morning  of  the  18th  instant  heavy  firing  commenced  up  the  river  and 
was  kept  up  until  6  p.  in.,  when  the  enemy  made  a  general  as>aultupon 
the  town.  At  6:15  p.  m.  the  Miami  and  Southfield  cast  loose;  the 
Southfield  took  position  above  and  Miami  below  the  town,  and  opened 
a  cross  fire  on  the  enemy  nntil  10  p.  in.,  when  the  enemy  were  repulsed. 
At  11  p.  m.  the  Whitehead  returned  from  the  blockade  and  reported 
having  seen  the  ram  pass  through  the  obstructions.  The  Southfield 
was  ordered  alongside  this  vessel  to  relash  at  once,  but  before  the 
coupling  was  completed  the  ram  made  her  appearance,  when  Lieutenant 
Commander  Flusser  ordered  both  vessels  to  go  ahead  fast  and  meet  the 
ram.  She  glanced  along  the  Miami's  port  bow,  and,  striking  the  South- 
field  on  her  starboard  bow,  her  prow  cut  through  the  forward  store 
room  and  into  the  tire  room.  Almost  at  the  moment  of  contact  our  two 
vessels  opened  a  rapid  fire,  both  of  great  guns  and  musketry,  which  was 
maintained  by  the  Southfield  until  she  sank,  about  three  minutes  from 
the  time  of  contact.  The  ram  opened  fire  with  her  bow  pivot  gun  and 
kept  up  a  continuous  hail  of  musketry.  When  1  found  the  Southfield 
sinking  I  ordered  her  crew  to  leave  in  the  boats.  At  this  moment  the 
Miami's  stern  swung  into  us,  and  I  then  ordered  such  men  as  could  do 
so  to  jump  on  to  her  decks,  and  did  so  myself.  On  enquiring  for  Cap- 
tain Flusser,  I  found  he  had  been  mortally  wounded  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action.  1  then  assumed  command,  and  maintained  the  fire 
at  close  quarter 8  until  the  ram  backed  oil'  for  the  purpose  of  running 
into  the  Miami.  I  then  ordered  the  three  steamers,  Miami,  Whitehead, 
and  Ceres  to  drop  slowly  down  the  river,  avoiding  contact  with  the 
ram,  to  wait  till  daylight. 

As  far  as  we  discover  our  shots  fell  harmlessly  on  the  ironclad  sides 
of  the  ram.  The  fatal  effect  of  her  prow  had  been  but  too  fully  demon- 
strated on  the  ill-fated  Southfield,  and  under  these  circumstances  I 
reluctantly  concluded  to  withdraw  from  the  river,  being  fully  convinced 
that  had  we  closed  with  this  vessel  it  would  have  resulted  in  her  loss. 
I  am  now  at  its  mouth,  watching  the  movements  of  the  ram,  where  I 
shall  again  engage  her  if  she  attempts  to  come  out,  as  I  shall  have  suf- 
ficient room  to  avoid  her  prow. 

Annexed  you  will  find  Assistant  Surgeon  Mann's  report  of  killed  and 
wounded. 

Seven  officers  and  .§W  men  from  the  Southfield  came  on  board  this  ves- 
sel.   The  greater  portion  of  those  missing  are  believed  to  be  prisoners. 

I  regret  to  report  the  death  of  that  gallant  officer  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander Charles  VV.  Flusser,  who  perished  instantly  from  the  effects  of 
a  fragment  of  a  shell  while  cheering  on  and  inspiring  his  men. 

Amount  of  ammunition  expended  on  the  Southfield  during  the  after- 
noon and  night  was  about  200  rounds.  Trusting  my  conduct  will  meet 
your  approbation,

Keport  of  Acting  Ensign  Barrett,  V.  8.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  8.  Whitehead. 

U.  S.  S.  Whitehead, 
Off  Mouth  of  Roanoke  River,  April  21, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  part  taken  by  this  vessel 
during  the  late  attack  on  Plymouth  by  the  rebels  which  ended  in  its 
capture  by  them. 

At  2  p.  m.  of  the  17th  instant  I  was  ordered  by  Captain  Flusser  to 
proceed  up  the  Koanoke  River  and  anchor  a  short  distance  below  the 
blockade  of  sunken  schooners  near  Hyman's  Ferry,  to  guard  the  block- 
ade and  watch  for  and  give  notice  of  the  approach  of  the  rebel  ram. 
The  U.  S.  S.  Geres,  which  we  relieved,  then  proceeded  down  to  Plym 
outh.  At  5: 30  p.  in.  a  rapid  tire  of  artillery  was  heard  in  the  direction 
of  the  town,  the  cause  of  which  was  ascertained  by  the  arrival  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  Geres  at  6 :  10,  who  reported  having  been  fired  on  by  a  rebel 
battery  of  fieldpieces  above  Fort  Gray  and  several  of  her  crew  killed 
and  wounded. 

She  brought  a  dispatch  from  Captain  Flusser  stating  that  the  rebels 
were  said  to  be  approaching  in  force  on  the  Jamesville  road  and  warn- 
ing me  to  be  in  readiness  for  any  emergency. 

The  Geres  returned  down  the  river  shortly  after  8  o'clock. 

At  5  a.  m.  of  the  18th  heavy  tiring  was  heard  in  the  direction  of 
Plymouth,  which  was  kept  up  during  the  whole  day.  A  boat  from  the 
steamer  Geres  arrived  from  Plymouth  with  a  dispatch  from  Captain 
Flusser  at  4 :  30. 

At  8:10  p.  m.  the  lights  on  two  steamers  were  discovered  corning 
round  the  bend  of  the  river  above  us.  We  immediately  slipped  our 
cable,  went  to  quarters,  and  dropped  slowly  down  the  river,  waiting  to 
see  if  the  ram  successfully  passed  the  obstructions. 

In  compliance  with  my  orders,  I  then  sent  up  a  rocket  to  warn  our 
forces  at  Plymouth  of  the  rebel  rams  approach.  A  moment  afterwards 
it  was  answered  by  a  rocket  from  one  of  the  rebel  steamers,  they  evi- 
dently mistaking  our  signal  for  one  from  their  forces  near  Plymouth. 
JVIy  retreat  down  the  river  being  cut  o'X  by  rebel  batteries  near  Fort 
Gray,  I  was  ordered  by  Captain  Flusser  to  retreat,  if  closely  pressed 
by  the  enemy,  by  way  of  the  Upper  Thoroughfare.  When  the  enemy 
answered  my  rocket  I  saw  that  they  had  passed  the  blockade  of  sunken 
vessels,  and  I  steamed  immediately  for  the  Thoroughfare,  which  is  a 
natural  sluice  connecting  the  Koanoke  and  Cashie  rivers,  and  is  very 
narrow  and  crooked. 

As  I  entered  it  tne  current  swept  me  over  against  the  bank  and  the 
vessel  grounded. 
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A  line  was  run  to  the  opposite  bank  and  her  bows  swung  into  the 
river,  but  her  stern  remained  immovable.  Our  position  at  this  moment 
was  rather  critical,  for  the  rebel  steamers  were  both  close  at  lrand,  and 
in  a  few  moments  more  they  would  open  the  entrance  of  the  Thorough 
fare,  when  our  presence  would  be  discovered.  Fortunately  at  this  time 
we  started  ahead  and  ran  for  the  pile  blockade,  which  was  about  50 
yards  farther,  and  through  which  we  intended  to  force  our  way.  Here 
we  stuck  fast  again  between  the  piles.  The  engines  were  immediately 
stopped  and  perfect  silence  kept  on  board,  and  the  rebel  steamers 
passed  on  down  the  river  in  full  view  of  us. 

The  engines  were  then  started  ahead  again,  and  we  succeeded  in 
forcing  our  way  through  the  piles,  though  in  doing  so  we  sustained 
serious  damage  on  account  of  the  shoe  which  kept  the  heel  of  the  rud- 
der and  iron  sterupost  in  place  being  wrenched  from  its  fastenings  and 
lost.  We  then  passed  into  the  Cashie  River  and  proceeded  with  all 
possible  dispatch  for  Plymouth. 

At  12:30  a.  m.  of  the  19th  I  anchored  off  Plymouth  and  reported  to 
Cap taiu  Flusser  that  the  ram  was  at  Warren  Neck.  All  was  quiet 
until  3: 15  a.  m.,  when  the  steamer  Ceres,  which  had  been  coaling  along- 
side the  wharf,  came  down  and  reported  that  the  rebel  ram  was  coming. 
A  few  moments  afterwards  the  rain  struck  the  steamer  Southfield  aud 
became  wedged  between  her  and  the  Miami. 

My  position  was  about  50  yards  astern  of  the  vessels  engaged,  but 
owing  to  the  darkness  I  could  not  deliver  my  fire  without  endangering 
our  own  men. 

The  Southfield  sank  in  a  few  moments,  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Miami,  becom- 
ing disengaged  from  them,  dropped  slowly  down  the  river. 

I  was  then  ordered  to  proceed  down  the  river  ahead  of  the  Miami, 
keeping  near  her  to  render  assistance,  if  necessary. 

Arriving  in  Albemarle  Sound,  we  came  to  anchor  near  the  mouth  of 
Roanoke  River. 

I  have  no  casualties  to  report.

Report  of  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  PurseU,  XT.  8.  Navy. 

FLAGsnir  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  News,  Ya.,  April  XI,  186 J. 

Sir:  At  about  5:30  p.  m.,  April  17,  Fort  Gray,  above  Plymouth,  was 
attacked  by  the  rebels  from  a  battery  of  six  fieldpieces  on  a  sand  bank 
some  500  or  1,000  yards  up  the  river.  Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser 
dispatched  the  Ceres  to  communicate  with  the  Whitehead,  which  was 
doing  picket  duty  up  the  river. 

In  passing  up  by  the  rebel  battery  she  received  a  shot  through  her 
port  gangway,  killing  kl  and  wounding  7  men.  Firing  upon  the  fort 
ceased  at  about  9  o'clock,  the  Ceres  returning  about  this  time.  At  early 
dawn  on  Monday,  the  18th,  the  enemy  charged  upon  Fort  ( !  ray  and  were 
repulsed.  The  liombshcU,  then  in  command  of  Acting  Ensign  Thomas 
B.  Stokes,  steamed  up  the  river  to  communicate  with  the  fort,  receiving 
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several  shots  and  put  in  a  sinking  condition.    After  communicating  with 
the  fort  she  returned  and  sank  at  the  wharf. 

Later  in  the  day  the  enemy  appeared  in  force  in  rear  of  the  town  and 
at  sunset  commenced  a  vigorous  attack  upon  Fort  Williams  and  Fort 
Wessells,  at  which  time  the  Miami  and  Southfield,  previously  chained 
together,  were  cast  loose.  The  Southfield  steamed  up  the  river  to  pro- 
tect Fort  Wessells,  whilst  the  Miami  dropped  down  the  river  and  shelled 
the  enemy  in  front  of  Fort  Williams.  During  the  evening  the  enemy 
assaulted  Fort  Wessells  and  were  repulsed  three  times,  the  Southfield 
throwing  shell  among  the  enemy.  At  about  10*30  p.  m.  the  Southfield 
dropped  down  the  river  and  reported  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser, 
who  ordered  the  vessels  to  be  lashed  together  with  hawsers,  the  South- 
field  being  on  the  port  side  of  the  Miami.  At  about  midnight  the 
Whitehead  came  down  the  Gashie  and  came  up  alongside  the  Miami, 
reportiug  the  ram  on  the  way  down,  the  Ceres  returning  about  the  same 
time,  having  been  sent  around  through  the  Cashie  to  communicate  with 
the  Whitehead. 

About  3  a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  the  19th,  the  ram  dropped  down  along  the 
left  bank  of  the  river  (under  cover  of  the  shade  of  the  trees)  with  the 
current,  and  when  near  ran  obliquely  across  into  the  starboard  bow  of 
the  Southfield. 

We  had  been  firing  shell  the  previous  evening  at  the  enemy  on  shore, 
and  the  guns  of  both  vessels  were  left  loaded  with  shell,  which  there 
was  not  time  to  draw.  Lieutenant-Commander  Flnsser  fired  the  first 
shell  at  her,  and,  upon  its  bursting,  some  fragments,  either  from  this  or 
from  the  Southfield/s  shells,  rebounded  and  caused  the  death  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Flusser,  also  wounding  the  officers  and  men  below 
mentioned,  the  fragments  piercing  his  chest,  face,  and  skull. 

Upon  the  approach  of  the  ram  the  Southfield  also  fired  at  her.  The 
prow  of  the  ram  running  into  the  Southfield  caused  her  to  fill  with 
water  and  she  sank  inside  of  fifteen  minutes. 

The  forward  lashings  were  parted  by  the  pressure  of  the  ram  between 
our  vessels,  and  the  after  ones  were  then  cut,  and  as  many  as  could  get 
on  board  of  the  Miami  did  so,  when  the  Miami  retired  and  was  followed 
a  short  distance  by  the  ram,  which  was  considered  slow,  making  about 
4  knots  per  hour,  the  Miami,  however,  throwing  solid  shot  at  her  as  she 
retired. 

Some  of  the  men  of  the  Southfield  took  the  small  boats  and  were 
picked  up  by  the  Whitehead  and  Ceres. 

The  gunboats  Miami,  Whitehead,  and  Ceres  returned  to  the  mouth  of 
the  river  and  came  to  anchor. 

The  Ceres  was  dispatched  to  New  Berne  immediately  with  the  body 
of  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser. 

The  officers  missing  from  the  Southfield  were  Acting  Master  William 
B.  Newman,  Acting  Ensign  Thomas  B.  Stokes,  Acting  Second  Assistant 
Engineer  William  F.  Goff,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  John  A. 
Strieby,  Acting  Master's  Mate  George  W.  Pratt,  and  Paymaster's  Clerk 
George  W.  Brown.  Some  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Southfield  may 
have  been  captured,  but  most  of  them  must  have  escaped ;  few  or  none 
were  probably  lost. 

Acting  Ensign  Thomas  G.  Hargis  and  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engi- 
neer [Denis]  Harrington  and  some  six  or  eight  men  were  wounded,  none 
mortally,  of  the  Miami. 

The  Miami  was  uninjured.  The  ram  is  thought  not  to  have  used  her 
guns  whilst  under  our  bows,  nor  could  our  guns  then  bear  on  her.  The 
shell  fired  at  her  was  when  she  approached,  and  her  firing,  which  seemed 
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to  be  from  small  guns,  was  while  the  Miami  retreated,  when  she  was 
struck  by  a  glancing  shot  from  the  ram.

U.  S.  S.  Geres, 
Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  April  20,  1864. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  while  on  picket  duty  at 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  with  the  Geres  under  my  command,  on  the  morning 
of  the  19th  instant,  3: 30  a.  in.,  I  discovered  the  rebel  ram  coining  down 
the  river.  I  ran  down  to  the  Miami  and  informed  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander G.  W.  Flusser  that  she  was  approaching.  I  then  returned  to 
the  Geres  and  proceeded  to  the  Whitehead  (three-quarters  of  a  mile 
down  the  river)  and  informed  her,  also,  of  the  approach  of  the  ram,  dur- 
ing which  time  the  Miami  and  Southfield  had  engaged  her.  I  then 
proceeded  toward  the  vessels  engaged  and  shortly  observed  the  Miami 
coming  down  the  river.  I  picked  up  a  boat  from  the  Southfield  con- 
taining Acting  Master  W.  F.  Pratt,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineers 
J.  B.  Farrand  and  Joseph  Watts,  George  Hendricks,  seaman,  K.  McGra, 
landsman,  Garter  Campbell,  landsman,  B.  Hill,  landsman.  I  then  fol 
lowed  the  Miami,  which  had  passed  me,  until  ordered  to  go  ahead. 
I  communicated  with  the  Miami  again  at  the  north  side  of  Edenton 
Bay,  and  received  from  her  the  body  of  the  late  Lieutenant-Commander 
0.  W.  Flusser,  killed  during  the  action.  I  also  received  on  board 
[Acting  Assistant]  Paymaster  [F.  W.|  Hackett,  of  the  Miami,  the 
surgeon  of  the  Southfield,  Acting  Ensign  IT.  G.|  Hargis,  of  the  South- 
field,  wounded,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  [William)  Moran,  of 
the  Miami,  wounded,  Captain  Flusser's  clerk,  and  six  refugees.  1  then 
received  orders  from  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  C.  A.  French  to  pro- 
ceed to  New  Berne  and  report  to  you,  which  I  did,  stopping  at  Roanoke 
Island  on  my  way  to  give  Surgeon  [P.  H.|  Pursell,of  the  Southfield,  an 
opportunity  to  got  to  Norfolk,  also  to  laud  the  refugees.  I  then  started 
for  New  Berne  and  reported  to  yourself.

Island,  to  Captain  J.  A.  Judson,  assistant  adjutant- general,  April  19; 

2,  from  Major-General  Peck  to  Major-General  Butler,  April  20, 12  m.; 

3,  same  to  same,  12:30  p.  in.;  4,  from  Commander  Davenport  to  myself, 
April  20, 12  m. 

The  draft  of  the  ram  is  not  known  and  it  may  not  be  able  to  pass 
Croatan  Sound. 

The  Tacony,  Lieutenant-Commander  Truxtun,  a  good  officer,  was  on 
her  way  to  Plymouth  from  New  Berne  by  last  previous  accounts  from 
Commander  Davenport. 

The  Miami  has  more  metal  than  any  gunboat  that  can  be  sent  from 
here  of  suitable  draft  to  enter  the  sounds.  An  ironclad  or  torpedo 
boats  are  required  to  destroy  the  ram.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  copy  of  a  dispatch 
just  received.  I  have  just  sent  the  steamer  General  Berry  with  Cap- 
tain [J.  E.]  White,  Ninety-ninth  New  York,  bearing  duplicate  of  this  to 
you,  and  also  a  communication  from  Ooromauder  Davenport,  U.  S. 
Navy,  to  Hear- Admiral  Lee,  conveying  similar  information.  I  send 
this  also  for  the  reason  that  the  Berry  may  not  get  through  the  eanal, 
or  even  by  Roanoke  Island. 

The  enemy  have  appeared  in  force  in  front  of  Plymouth  and  attacked 
the  place.  The  ram  has  sunk  the  Southfield,  disabled  the  Miami,  and  has 
passed  below  Plymouth.  The  sound  is  probably  by  this  time  in  posses- 
sion of  the  enemy,  and  Roanoke  Island  will  undoubtedly  soon  be 
attacked,  if  it  has  not  been  already. 

Washington  is  also  threatened.  Firing  has  been  heard  in  that 
direction  all  night  and  this  morning;  Unless  we  are  immediately  and 
strongly  reinforced  both  by  land  and  water  all  of  eastern  North  Caro- 
lina is  lost  to  us.  Immediate  action  is  imperatively  necessary.  Cap- 
tain Flusser,  of  the  Miami,  is  killed.  '

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  Plymonth  is  lost  by  this  time,  and  the 
ram  will  probably  come  down  to  Roanoke  Island,  Washington,  and 
New  Berne.  Tnless  we  are  immediately  and  heavily  reiuforced  both 
by  the  Army  and  Navy,  North  Carolina  is  inevitably  lost. 

The  rain  is  heavy  and  formidable,  and  none  of  the  gunboats  here 
can  stand  against  its  power.  The  Southfield  is  sunk  and  the  rest 
disabled.

Admiral:  I  have  just  received  intelligence  from  Plymouth  that  the 
Southfield  has  been  sunk  at  that  place  by  the  ram,  the  Miami  dis- 
abled, and  Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser  killed.  The  ram  is  below 
Plymouth  and  has  possession  of  the  river.  Should  she,  come  down 
the  sounds,  you  can  readily  appreciate  the  damage  she  can  do  to  our 
cause.  I  write  this  at  Major  <  leneral  Peck's  headquarters,  therefore  not 
numbered.  The  news  comes  from  the  colonel  commanding  the  post 
at  Roanoke  island.  liis  dispatch  was  dated  yesterday.  The  affair 
occurred  at  3  o'clock  a.  in.  of  the  19th  instant. 
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Firing  has  been  heard  all  night  and  this  morning  in  the  direction  of 
Washington,  N.  C,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  place  is 
attacked  also. 

M^jor-General  Peck  informs  me  that  doubtless  we  will  be  attacked 
here  in  a  short  time.  Hence  yon  will  see  the  necessity  of  both  the 
army  and  navy  being  strongly  and  immediately  reinforced. 

I  intended  to  have  sent  the  Lockwood  to  Plymouth  this  a.  m.  with 
ammunition,  but  at  the  request  of  General  Peck  I  detain  her  until 
further  intelligence  from  Plymouth.

(Received  7:20  p.  m.) 

Official  dispatches,  principally  military,  from  Roanoke  Island  and 
New  Berne  state  that  at  3  a.  m.  on  the  19th  instant  the  rebels  attacked 
Plymouth  by  land  and  with  an  ironclad  ram  on  the  water.  The  South- 
field  was  sunk  and  the  Miami  disabled.  Lieutenant-Commander  Flus- 
ser was  killed.  The  ram  is  below  Plymouth  and  has  possession  of  the 
river.  Firing  was  heard  at  New  Berne  in  the  direction  of  Washington, 
N.  C.,  and  it  was  expected  that  Washington  was  attacked.  An  attack 
by  land  and  water  upon  New  Berne  is  apprehended.  The  ram,  I  hope, 
may  not  be  able  to  pass  Croatan  Sound.     Her  draft  is  unknown. 

The  Miami  has  much  more  power  than  any  wooden  gunboat  that  can 
be  sent  from  here  of  suitable  draft  to  enter  the  sounds.

With  feelings  of  the  deepest  sorrow  the  commanding  general  an- 
nounces the  fall  of  Plymouth,  N.  C,  and  the  capture  of  its  gallant

commander,  Brigadier-General  H.  W.  Wessells .  and  his  command.  This 
result,  however,  did  not  obtain  nntil  after  the  most  gallant  and  deter- 
mined resistance  had  been  made.  Five  times  the  enemy  stormed  the 
lines  of  the  general  and  as  many  times  were  they  handsomely  repulsed 
with  great  slaughter;  and  but  for  the  powerful  assistance  of  the  rebel 
ironclad  ram  and  the  floating  iron  sharpshooter  battery,  the  Cotton 
Plant,  Plymouth  would  still  have  been  in  our  hands. 

For  their  noble  defense,  the  gallant  General  Wessells  and  his  brave 
band  deserve  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  whole  country,  while  all  will 
sympathize  with  them  in  their  misfortune. 

To  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Navy  the  commanding  general  tenders 
his  thanks  for  their  hearty  coo]>eration  with  the  Army  and  the  bravery, 
determination,  and  coolness  that  marked  their  part  of  the  unequal  con- 
test. With  sorrow  he  records  the  death  of  the  noble  sailor  and  gallant 
patriot  Lieutenant-Commander  C.  W.  Flusser,  U.  8.  Navy,  who,  in  the 
heat  of  battle,  fell  dead  on  the  deck  of  his  ship  with  the  lanyard  of  his 
gun  in  his  hand. 

The  commanding  general  believes  that  these  misfortunes  will  tend 
not  to  discourage,  hut  to  nerve  the  Army  of  North  Carolina  to  equal 
deeds  of  bravery  and  gallantry  hereafter. 

Until  further  orders  the  headquarters  of  the  Sub-District  of  the 
Albemarle  will  be  at  Roanoke  Island.  The  command  devolves  upon 
Colonel  D.  W.  Wardrop,  of  the  Ninety-ninth  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry.

Fortress  Monroe,  Va.,  April  22,  1864 — 12  midnight. 

(Received  Washington,  3  a.  m.  2M.) 

Have  received  particulars  from  the  surgeon  of  the  Miami. 

Ram  tloated  down  the  river  in  the  night;  passed  the  battery  at 
Plymouth;  first  discovered  immediately  under  the  bows  of  the  Miami 
floating  with  the  current.  The  Bouthfield  and  Miami  were  lashed 
together.  Flusser  went  forward  and  sighted  his  bow  gun  loaded  with 
shell,  10- second  fuze.  The  shell  struck  the  ironclad,  rebounded,  and 
killed  Flusser  instantly  at  the  gun,  one  piece  cutting  his  heart  out 
The  ram  then  went  into  the  South  field  and  she  sank  in  five  minutes. 
The  Miami  cast  loose  and,  being  afraid  she  would  run  aground,  backed 
down  the  river,  firing  at  the  rain,  with  what  damage  i«  not  known. 
When  Miami  got  into  the  sound  she  came  to  anchor  and  sent  the 
Whitehead  up  to  see  what  had  become  of  the  ironclad.  The  Ceres,  gun- 
boat, took  Flusser's  body  to  Roanoke  Island  and  brought  away  the 
surgeon  with  dispatches  for  Admiral  Lee. 

In  the  meantime  the  enemy  had  invested  Plymouth  and  were  threat- 
ening an  assault.  Our  last  report  from  General  Wessells  in  command 
was  that  he  was  holding  out  and  the  enemy  were  engaged  shelling  the 
town.     It  is  reported  Plymouth  is  captured,  but  not  credibly. 

Ram  is  125  feet  long,  draws  8  feet  water,  has  two  independent  pro- 
pellers, can  make  about  4  knots,  has  two  guns,  only  20  pounders.  She 
will  have  done  all  the  mischief  she  can  do,  probably,  before  our 
obstructions  and  your  camels  could  be  ready. 

Admiral  Lee  has  sent  down  a  gunboat.  1  have  sent  three  army  gun- 
boats under  Graham,  carrying  30-pounder  Parrotts,  light  draft  and 
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very  swift,  with  orders  to  Graham  to  ran  her  down.  I  think  we  will 
get  a  good  account  of  her  yet.  Will  send  your  telegraph  to  Graham 
with  instructions  to  sink  the  obstructions  if  practicable. 

Surgeon  thinks  she  had  not  power  enough  to  go  up  the  Roanoke 
against  the  current. 
So  far  as  I  can  judge,  after  Flusser  was  killed  no  fight  was  made.

An  army  bearer  of  dispatches  from  New  Berne  on  night  of  22d 
reports  that  enemy  carried  the  defenses  of  Plymouth  after  frequent 
bloody  attacks  on  20th  instant.  General  Wessells  and  command  taken 
prisoners. 

The  ram  and  rifle-screened  Cotton  Plant  were  in  Roanoke  River,  and 
Tacony,  Miami,  and  other  gunboats  at  mouth  river  waiting  for  her, 
confident  of  destroying  her  when  she  enters  the  sounds.  There  was  a 
report  at  New  Berne  on  Friday  that  ironclad  on  the  Neuse  was  in  sight.

Report*  of  Brigadier-General  Wessells,  U.  S.  Army,  commanding  Bub-District  of  the  Albemarle. 

Sub-District  of  the  Albemarle, 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  April  17,  1861. 

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  lam  attacked  by  a 
heavy  force  of  the  enemy.  Citizens  from  above  state  that  there  are 
five  brigades.  I  am  obliged  to  send  before  his  plaus  are  fully  devel- 
oped, in  order  to  meet  the  boat  at  the  canal  to  morrow.  My  line  of 
pickets  was  forced  back  at  4  p.  m.  to-day;  an  officer  and  1  man  killed 
and  5  or  0  taken  prisoners.  Citizens  also  report  that  the  ironclad  is  as 
low  down  as  Williamston,  but  as  yet  she  has  hot  shown  herself.  A 
battery  of  four  or  six  guns  has  been  planted  above  Fort  Gray,  and 
until  dark  kept  up  a  vigorous  fire.     The  flagstaff  was  shot  away. 

My  men  are  in  good  spirits,  but  we  have  not  enough,  and  I  beg  leave 
to  refer  you  to  my  communication  of  a  few  days  since,  addressed  to 
Major-General  Peck.

The  enemy's  line  is  within  a  mile  of  this  position,  and  I  anticipate 
artillery  firiug  at  daylight.  The  gunboat  Ceres  has  lost  2  men  killed 
and  some  wounded  by  a  shell.  It  is  reported  that  a  large  force  of  the 
enemy  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  Eden  ton,  said  to  be  12,000.  It  is  not 
well  stated  to  me,  but  believed  in  Edenton.

General:  I  Lave  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  20th  of  April 
last  I  was  compelled  to  surrender  the  post  of  Plymouth,  N.  C,  to  a 
superior  rebel  force,  and  now  report  to  you  the  circumstances  as  follows : 

For  some  months  previous  to  the  date  above  mentioned  I  felt  satisfied, 
from  information  derived  from  various  sources,  that  a  vigorous  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  enemy  would  be  made  to  wrest  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  from  our  possession.  This  opinion  was  expressed  to  you  in 
frequent  communications,  with  the  hope  that  the  military  force  would  be 
strengthened,  aud  that  at  least  one  ironclad  gunboat  would  be  added 
to  the  naval  squadron  for  the  protection  of  the  sounds  and  rivers.  My 
expectations  were  fully  confirmed  by  the  movement  of  General  Pickett 
upon  New  Berne  in  February,  and,  although  this  attempt  resulted  in 
failure,  the  enemy  still  remained  in  strong  force  along  the  line  of  the 
Neuse,  evidently  with  further  designs.  During  the  month  of  April 
conflicting  reports  were  brought  as  to  the  movements  of  the  enemy. 
At  one  time  he  was  said  to  be  concentrating  on  the  Roanoke,  at  another 
on  the  Tar  River,  threatening  both  Plymouth  and  Washington,  when, 
on  the  13th,  my  information  was  so  positive  as  to  the  former  that  I  at 
once  requested  from  department  headquarters  direct  a  reinforcement 
of  5,000  men,  believing  they  could  not  be  spared  from  the  North  Caro- 
lina stations. 

On  the  16th  the  gunboat  Tawny,  Lieutenant-Commander  Truxtun, 
arrived  from  New  Berne,  and  having  in  the  meantime  learned  that  no 
considerable  force  of  the  enemy  was  on  the  Roanoke,  but  rather  threaten- 
ing Washington  from  some  point  on  the  Tar  River,  I  permitted  her  to 
return  on  the  following  morning,  April  17,  and  this  decision  is  to  be 
regretted.  At  4  o'clock  of  that  day  the  extreme  mounted  patrol  on  the 
Washington  road  was  captured  by  au  advanced  guard  of  the  enemy's 
cavalry  and  the  cavalry  outpost  dispersed  and  driven  in;  a  reinforce- 
ment under  Lieutenant  Russell,  Twelfth  New  York  Cavalry,  was  also 
compelled  to  retire,  bringing  away  that  officer  severely  wounded.  The 
infantry  outposts  were  at  once  strengthened,  aud  the  enemy  soon  began 
to  appear  on  the  Washington  road  in  great  force,  having  made  a  forced 
march  of  near  30  miles  in  hopes  of  making  a  complete  surprise.  This 
design  failed,  as  our  line  of  skirmishers  remained  steady.  Fort  Gray, 
2  miles  above  and  on  the  river  bank,  was  assailed  at  the  same  time, 
sustaining  until  dark  a  heavy  cannonade.  The  garrison,  composed  of 
detachments  of  Eighty-fifth  New  York  Volunteers  and  Second  Massa- 
achusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  Captains  Brown  and  Fiske,  though  much 
annoyed  by  sharpshooters,  returned  the  fire  of  the  enemy  with  great 
vigor,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  casualties  no  impression  was 
made  on  the  work.  The  line  of  defense  extended  from  Fort  Gray  to  the 
crossing  of  Coneby  Creek,  below  the  town  a  distance  of  2£  miles,  the 
former  being  a  detached  work,  separated  from  the  main  line  by  Welch's 
Creek  and  its  marsh.  The  garrison  was  distributed  along  this  line 
and  composed  as  follows:  Sixteenth  Connecticut  Volunteers,  Colonel 
Francis  Reach,  400  effective  men;  Eighty-fifth  New  York  Volunteers, 
Colonel  E.  Fardella,  4.">0;  One  hundred  and  first  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teers, Lieutenant-Colonel  A.  W.  Taylor,  300;  One  hundred  and  third 
Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  Colonel  T.  F.  Lehmann,  400;  Twenty  fourth- 
New  York  Independent  Battery,  six  guns,  Captain  Cady;  detachment 
from  Companies  A  and  F,  Twelfth  New  York  Cavalry,  Captain  Roche, 
and  two  companies  Second  Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  under  Cap- 
tain Sampson,  the  latter  being  distributed  in  small  detachments  in  the 
several  earthworks.    There  were  also  present  portions  of  two  com- 
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panies  Second  North  Carolina  Volunteers — native  troops — under  Cap- 
tains Johnson  and  Haggard.  The  naval  force  at  that  time  consisted 
of  the  gunboats  Miami,  Lieutenant- Commander  Charles  W.  Flusser, 
U.  S.  Navy,  one  of  Kentucky's  most  noble  and  chivalrous  sons;  South- 
field.  Lieutenant  French,  volunteer  service,  with  the  smaller  boats 
Whitehead  and  Ceres-,  the  whole  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Flusser. 

For  several  mouths  previous  it  had  been  well  understood  that  iron- 
plated  boats  for  operation  in  the  souuds  were  in  course  of  construction 
near  Halifax  on  the  Koanoke,  and  Kinston  on  theNeuse,  to  move  down 
those  rivers  at  the  proper  time  in  conjunction  with  a  land  force.  Work 
on  the  former  had  been  so  often  delayed  for  want  of  plates  and  other 
causes  that  its  completion  at  times  seemed  doubtful,  but  was  too  well 
watched  for  me  to  obtain  positive  and  reliable  information.  On  the 
10th  of  April,  however,  it  was  generally  believed  that  the  Albemarle, 
though  not  entirely  covered  with  plating,  had  been  floated  down  as  far 
as  the  enemy's  works  at  Rainbow  Banks. 

It  was  the  design  of  Captain  Flusser  to  fight  this  formidable  antago- 
nist in  the  river  with  his  own  boat  lashed  to  the  tiouthfield  running  in 
at  close  quarters,  whilst  the  Whitehead  was  to  use  every  effort  to  dis- 
able her  propeller,  and  great  confidence  was  felt  as  to  the  result  of  this 
plan. 

The  line  of  defense  surrounding  the  town  was  divided  into  three 
nearly  equal  portions,  the  right  commanded  by  Colonel  Fardella,  the 
center  by  Colonel  Lehmann,  the  left  subdivision  being  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Colonel  Beach.  Eighty-fifth  Kedoubt,  so  named  from  the  regi- 
ment by  which  it  was  constructed,  was  a  small  detached  work  in  front 
of  the  right,  garrisoned  by  detachments  of  Second  Massachusetts 
Heavy  Artillery  and  Eighty-fifth  New  York  Volunteers,  commanded 
by  Captain  Chapin,  of  the  latter  regiment.  The  attacking  force,  as 
was  subsequently  ascertained,  consisted  of  Hoke's,  Ransom's,  and 
Kemper's  brigades  (the  latter  commanded  by  Colonel  Mercer),  all  vet- 
eran regiments,  mostly  from  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  This  divi- 
sion was  accompanied  by  several  formidable  field  batteries  and  a  suitable 
force  of  cavalry.  Until  dark  of  the  17th  sharp  skirmishing  was  kept 
up  on  the  Washington  road,  extending  across  the  fields  nearly  to  the 
[Long]  Acre  road,  but  without  any  important  result,  and  the  night  was 
passed  in  comparative  quiet.  The  enemy  was  too  strong  to  attempt  a 
sortie  with  any  hope  of  success. 

On  thefollowing  morning,  at  daylight,  a  severe  cannonade  was  opened 
against  Fort  Cray,  resulting  in  some  fatal  casualties,  but  the  garrison 
remained  firm,  replyiug  vigorously  to  the  enemy's  fire.  The  200-pouuder 
in  Battery  Worth  was  also  brought  to  bear  in  that  direction,  but  with- 
out any  decided  effect.  The  armed  transport  Bombshell,  in  communi- 
cating with  Fort  Gray,  received  several  shots  below  her  water  line, 
being  barely  able  to  return  to  town,  when  she  sank  at  the  wharf.  The 
transport  Massasoit  made  two  trips  to  Koanoke  Island,  carrying  away 
a  large  number  of  women  and  children,  contrabands  and  other  non- 
combatants.  The  gunboat  Ceres,  being  above  Fort  Cray  at  the  time  of 
investment,  passed  down  the  river  under  a  destructive  fire  and  rejoined 
the  squadron,  with  n  loss  of  niue  men  killed  and  wounded.  During 
the  whole  of  this  day  incessant  skirmishing  was  maintained  along  and 
between  the  main  approaches  in  front  of  the  town,  at  a  distance  of 
1,200  yards  from  the  line  of  defense,  but  soon  after  sunset  the  enemy 
advanced  his  batteries,  supported  by  an  overwhelming  force,  and 
appearances  indicated  a  general  attack.  Our  line  of  skirmishers  fell 
back  firing  and  in  good  order,  and  the  enemy,  under  cover  of  darkness, 
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opened  a  furious  cannonade  upon  the  town  in  every  direction.  This 
fire  was  replied  to  by  Captain  Sampson  from  Fort  Williams  with  great 
coolness  and  precision,  inflicting  heavy  damage  and  loss  upon  the 
enemy.  Finding  our  front  too  well  prepared  for  an  assault,  the  attack 
was  discontinued  at  about  8  o'clock  and  the  attention  of  the  enemy 
directed  toward  Eighty-fifth  Redoubt.  This  work,  after  a  desperate 
resistance,  was  surrendered,  and,  as  I  have  understood,  under  a  threat 
of  no  quarter.  Its  gallant  commander,  Captain  Ghapin,  Eighty-fifth 
New  York  Volunteers,  fell  nobly  at  his  post,  and  Colonel  Mercer,  com- 
manding the  attacking  column,  was  killed.  No  report  has  been  received 
in  regard  to  this  transaction,  and  I  am  therefore  unable  to  detail  the 
circumstances  attending  either  the  attack  or  surrender.  A  demand  was 
then  made  for  the  surrender  of  the  town,  which  was  declined. 

On  the  following  morning,  April  19,  at  3  a.  m.  the  enemy  again  opened 
upon  Fort  Gray,  and  soon  after,  under  cover  of  uight  and  shadow  of 
the  trees  on  the  opposite  bank,  the  iron-plated  ram  Albemarle  passed 
down  unnoticed  and  without  injury  from  the  200- pounder  in  Battery 
Worth.  She  was  immediately  engaged  by  the  Miami  and  Southfleld. 
I  have  no  particulars  in  regard  to  this  conflict,  but  the  Southfield  was 
sunk  by  the  collision  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  fell  on  his 
own  quarterdeck  with  a  lanyard  in  his  hand.  In  the  death  of  this 
accomplished  sailor  the  Navy  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments, 
and  he  will  be  long  remembered  by  those  who  knew  and  loved  him  for 
his  intellectual  worth,  his  social  qualities,  and  manly  bearing. 

The  wooden  gunboats,  being  unable  to  contend  with  an  antagonist  so 
securely  mailed,  moved  down  the  river,  leaving  it  in  full  possession  of 
the  enemy.  He  was  now  on  every  side  of  the  town,  and  this  unlooked- 
for  disaster  created  among  the  troops  a  moral  effect  of  the  most  dis- 
couraging character.  Hitherto  every  hardship  and  exposure  had  been 
met  with  cheerfulness  and  confidence.  A  series  of  covered  excavations 
had  been  constructed  along  the  line,  affording  shelter  under  the  heavy 
fire,  causing  my  loss  to  be  comparatively  slight.  During  this  day  the 
enemy  planted  a  battery  near  the  Eighty-fifth  Redoubt,  and,  partly 
covered  by  that  work,  opened  fire  upon  the  town.  The  Albemarle  also 
opened  from  below;  both  were  returned  from  Fort  Williams  and  Bat- 
tery Worth,  but  without  effect.  The  enemy  was  very  active,  moving  in 
different  directions,  withdrawing  most  of  his  force  from  the  vicinity  of 
Fort  Gray,  and  apparently  making  a  serious  demonstration  on  my 
right.  Skirmishing  was  severe  in  that  quarter  and  many  casualties 
occurred  on  both  sides.  This  state  of  things  continued  until  dark, 
when  the  enemy,  in  strong  force,  succeeded  in  effecting  the  crossing  of 
Coneby  Creek  below  the  town  and  massed  his  column  on  my  left.  This 
disaster  is  unexplained,  and  placed  me  in  a  most  critical  position. 
Some  changes  were  made  during  that  night  in  the  disposition  of  the 
troops,  and  arrangements  made  to  repel  attack  both  on  the  right  and 
left. 

At  daylight  of  the  following  day,  April  20,  while  my  right  and  front 
were  seriously  threatened,  the  enemy  advanced  rapidly  against  my  left, 
assaulting  and  carrying  the  line  in  that  quarter,  penetrating  the  town 
along  the  river,  and  capturing  Battery  Worth.  A  line  of  infantry  was 
formed  from  the  breastworks  perpendicularly  toward  the  river  in  hopes 
of  staying  the  advance.  This  effort  succeeded  for  a  time,  but  the 
troops  seemed  discouraged,  and  finally  fell  back  to  the  intrenchments. 
At  the  request  of  General  Hoke,  commanding  the  rebel  forces,  a  per- 
sonal interview  was  granted,  at  which  a  surrender  was  demanded  in 
consideration  of  my  untenable  position,  of  the  impossibility  of  relief, 
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and  that  the  defense  had  been  highly  honorable  to  all  concerned.  In 
failure  of  this,  indiscriminate  slaughter  was  intimated.  The  bearing  of 
General  Hoke  during  this  interview  was  courteous  and  soldier-like. 
His  demand  was  refused,  and  preparations  were  made  to  renew  the  con- 
test. I  was  now  completely  enveloped  on  every  side,  Fort  Williams, 
an  enclosed  work  in  the  center  of  the  line,  being  my  only  hope.  This 
was  well  understood  by  the  enemy,  and  in  less  than  an  hour  a  cannon- 
ade of  shot  and  shell  was  opened  upon  it  from  four  different  directions. 
This  terrible  fire  had  to  be  endured  without  reply,  as  no  man  could  live 
at  the  guns.  The  breastheight  was  struck  by  solid  shot  on  every 
side,  fragments  of  shells  sought  almost  every  interior  angle  of  the 
work,  the  whole  extent  of  the  parapet  was  swept  by  musketry,  and 
men  were  killed  and  wounded  even  on  the  banquette  slope.  A  covered 
excavation  had  been  previously  constructed,  to  which  the  wounded 
were  conveyed,  where  they  received  sufficient  medical  attention.  This 
condition  of  affairs  could  not  be  long  endured  without  a  reckless  sacri- 
fice of  life;  no  relief  could  be  expected,  and  in  compliance  with  the 
earnest  desire  of  every  officer,  I  consented  to  hoist  a  white  flag,  and 
at  10  a.  m.  of  April  20  I  had  the  mortification  of  surrendering  my  post 
to  the  enemy  with  all  it  contained.  It  is  to  be  remarked  that  during  the 
siege  and  in  the  night  a  considerable  number  of  North  Carolina  sol- 
diers (many  of  them  deserters  from  the  enemy  and  all  of  them  fearing 
bad  treatment  in  the  event  of  capture)  left  their  companies  without 
authority,  escaping  in  canoes,  being  picked  up,  as  I  have  understood, 
by  our  boats  in  the  sound. 

The  foregoing  statement  is  made  after  an  interval  of  four  months, 
entirely  from  memory,  not  having  received  a  single  report  from  my 
subordinate  officers.  Most  of  them  are  still  in  captivity  and  the  others 
scattered  over  the  country  beyond  my  control;  in  fact,  they  have  had 
no  opportunity  until  .now  to  perform  this  duty.  Myself  and  officers 
were  plundered  of  all  our  effects  except  such  as  were  on  our  persons; 
in  other  respects  I  was  treated  by  Geueral  Hoke  and  his  officers  with 
kindness  and  courtesy. 

For  the  reason  stated  above  I  am  unable  to  report  the  losses  on 
either  side,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  my  own  casualties  did  not 
exceed  150,  while  from  information  derived  from  medical  officers  who 
remained  in  Plymouth  the  lowest  loss  of  the  enemy  in  killed  and 
wounded  is  given  at  850,  many  believing  it  to  be  far  greater. 

With  my  personal  staff  1  was  at  once  separated  from  the  troops,  and 
on  Saturday,  the  23d,  I  was  conveyed  to  Richmond  via  Weldon  and 
Petersburg,  and  then  confined  in  Libby  Prison  April  26.  Tbe  eulisted 
men,  with  the  regimental  officers,  were  inarched  to  Tarboro,  and 
thence  by  rail  to  Macon  and  Andersonville,  Ga.  On  the  7th  ot  May, 
in  company  with  850  captive  officers,  I  was  conveyed  to  Danville. 
Leaving  that  place  on  the  12th  I  was  taken  to  Macon,  and  there  con- 
fined until  the  10th  of  June.  On  that  day  50  senior  officers,  including 
myself,  were  ordered  to  proceed  east,  and,  passing  through  Savannah, 
arrived  in  Charleston  on  the  12th.  At  this  place  the  party  was  con- 
fined in  the  city  under  the  fire  of  the  batteries  at  Morris  Island.  No 
inconvenience,  however,  was  experienced  from  this  unusual  proceeding. 
On  the  3d  of  the  present  month  an  exchange  was  effected,  under  the 
direction  of  Major  General  Foster,  commanding  Department  of  the 
South,  and  with  the  whole  party  I  arrived  in  New  York  on  the  9th. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  a  few  days  prior  to  the  completion  of 
this  exchange  a  detachment  of  officers,  prisoners  of  war,  numbering  GOO 
arrived  in  Charleston  from  Macon,  and  were  confined  in  the  city  jail 
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and  its  yard.  I  visited  them  in  the  evening  of  the  2d  and  found  them 
very  uncomfortable,  being  much  crowded  and  poorly  sheltered.  I  was 
assured,  however,  by  the  rebel  authorities  that  this  condition  was  only 
temporary  and  that  they  should  be  soon  removed  to  more  suitable 
quarters. 

As  soon  as  subreports  are  received  and  examined  they  will  be  for- 
warded as  accompaniments  to  this  statement.

Note. — In  the  foregoing  report  I  have  neglected  to  state  that  on  the 
morning  of  the  19th,  subsequent  to  the  marine  disaster,  Captain  H.  I. 
Hodges,  assistant  quartermaster  of  volunteers,  in  endeavoring  to  com- 
municate with  the  gunboats,  was  accidentally  drowned  by  the  upset- 
ting of  a  canoe.  No  further  information  in  regard  to  his  fate  has  ever 
reached  me.  I  should  also  add  that  on  the  following  day,  during  the 
bombardment  of  Fort  Williams,  Captain  Coats,  Eighty-fifth  New  York 
Volunteers,  acting  assistant  inspector-general  of  the  subdistrict,  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  face  by  a  fragment  of  shell.  It  is  difficult  for 
me  at  this  time  without  the  aid  of  subordinate  reports  to  detail  with 
accuracy  all  the  incidents  of  the  siege,  and  other  important  omissions 
may  have  been  made.

Report  of  Commander  Cooke,  C.  8.  Navy,  commanding  C.  S.  8.  Albemarle, 

C.  S.  S.'  Albemarle, 
Off  Plymouth,  X.  C.,  April  U3,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  I  left 
Hamilton  with  the  Albemarle  on  Sunday  evening  last,  the  17th  instant, 
and  proceeded  down  the  Roanoke  Kiver  for  the  purpose  of  cooper- 
ating with  the  army  under  Brigadier  General  R.  F.  Hoke  in  attacking 
Plymouth. 

At  10  o'clock  on  the  night  following  a  portion  of  the  machinery  broke 
down.  The  damage  consisted  in  the  wrenching  up  the  bolts  which  fas- 
tened the  main  coupling  of  the  center  shaft.  Haviug  taken  the  pre- 
caution to  carry  a  portable  forge  down  with  me  in  a  flat,  we  were 
enabled  to  repair  damages  and  get  underway  after  about  six  hours' 
delay.  Having  proceeded  some  distance  down  the  river  the  rudder- 
head  broke  off,  and  another  delay  of  four  hours  was  sustained.  On 
account  of  the  numerous  bends  and  difficult  navigation  of  the  river  I 
was  compelled  to  move  the  boat  down  stern  foremost  nearly  all  the  way, 
but  despite  these  difficulties  I  anchored  3  miles  above  Plymouth  on 
Monday  night  at  10  o'clock. 

Failing  to  hear  from  the  army,  I  was  at  a  loss  to  know  what  course 
to  pursue,  as  I  knew  nothing  about  the  position  of  the  enemy's  batteries 
and  obstructions.  In  this  emergency  Mr.  Gilbert  Elliott,  who  assisted 
me  throughout  the  attack  as  volunteer  aid,  volunteered  to  make  a 
reconnoissance,  and  took  a  small  boat  with  Pilot  John  Luck  and  two 
men  and  left  the  Albemarle  at  11  o'clock.  This  party  proceeded  down 
the  river  as  far  as  Plymouth,  passed  over  and  sounded  the  obstructions, 
and  passed  the  enemy's  battery  of  three  guns,  one  of  which  was  a 
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200-pouuder  Parrott,  at  Warren  Neck,  1£  miles  above  Plymouth.  They 
returned  at  1  o'clock,  and  reported  that  the  Albemarle  could  pass  over 
the  obstructions  without  danger,  on  account  of  the  high  stage  of  the 
water.  Acting  upon  this  information,  I  weighed  anchor  at  thirty  min- 
utes past  2  on  Tuesday  morning  and  again  started  down  the  river.  I 
passed  the  fort  at  Warren  Neck,  receiving  several  shots  from  the  bat- 
tery without  returning  the  fire,  passed  safely  over  the  obstructions,  and 
passed  still  another  200-pounder  Parrott  gun  mounted  on  a  battery  in 
the- town.  This  last  battery  did  not  open  fire  upon  the  vessel,  and  I 
think  she  passed  without  attracting  observation,  although  the  river  is 
only  200  yards  wide  at  that  point.  I  moved  down  and  discovered  two 
of  the  enemy's  vessels  chained  together,  lying  about  half  a  mile  below 
the  town.  I  ran  into  one  of  them,  the  Southfield,  commanded  by  Lieu- 
tenant French,  IT.  S.  Navy,  carrying  six  guns,  with  a  crew  of  117  men. 
The  prow  of  the  Albemarle  extended  about  10  feet  into  the  sides  of  the 
Soutkfield,  sinking  the  latter  vessel.  I  immediately  commenced  backing 
the  Albemarle,  but  was  unable  to  extricate  her  from  the  sinking  vessel 
for  some  time.  In  the  meanwhile  the  weight  of  the  vessel  so  depressed 
the  forward  deck  of  the  Albemarle  as  to  cause  the  water  to  run  into  the 
forward  port.  The  Miami,  commanded  by  Captain  Flusser,  the  senior 
naval  officer  at  the  station,  carrying  13  guns,  then  poured  broadside 
after  broadside  upon  the  port  side  of  the  AlbemarWs  shield.  Being  of 
course  unable  to  work  my  great  guns  while  in  this  condition,  I  ordered 
all  the  crew  on  the  top  deck  and  engaged  the  enemy  in  a  close  conflict 
with  small  arms.  At  this  time  I  lost  one  man — Harris — killed  with 
a  pistol  shot  As  soon  as  I  was  relieved  from  the  weight  of  the  sinking 
vessel  I  opened  fire  upon  the  Miamix  but  after  striking  her  several  times 
she  succeeded  iu  making  her  escape.  I  have  since  learned  that  her 
captaiu  was  killed,  and  that  she  sunk  after  reaching  Eden  ton,  at  the 
mouth  of  Chowan  River.  Eight  prisoners  were  picked  up  with  my 
small  boat.  One  of  them,  a  negro,  died  a  short  time  after  being  brought 
on  board  from  wounds  received  in  the  action.  I  afterwards  turned 
over  my  prisoners  to  General  Hoke. 

Not  having  heard  anything  from  the  army,  I  laid  about  1  mile  below 
the  town,  anticipating  an  attack  on  the  town,  and  at  11  o'clock  a.  m., 
being  again  at  a  loss  to  know  what  course  to  pursue,  Mr.  Elliott  again 
volunteered  and  took  Pilot  Hopkins  with  a  boat's  crew  and  proceeded 
down  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  and  up  a  creek  in  the  rear  of  Plymouth, 
distant  from  the  boat  by  water  about  12  miles.  He  communicated  with 
General  Hoke  and  sent  me  dispatches. 

During  the  day  and  night  I  kept  up  fire  against  the  enemy's  batter- 
ies, and  on  Wednesday  morning  the  fight  was  renewed  with  vigor,  the 
army  assisting.  At  12  m.  on  that  day  the  town  was  surrendered  uncon- 
ditionally. 

The  material  results  of  this  victory  are  very  important.  Immense 
quantities  of  commissary  and  other  stores  were  captured,  and  free 
access  afforded  to  two  of  the  richest  counties  in  the  State.  I  captured 
a  large  quantity  of  anthracite  coal,  probably  200  tons. 

I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of  the  efficiency  of  my  officers  on  this 
occasion.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  make  distinctions  where  all  acted 
so  well,  but  I  can  not  refrain  from  complimenting  the  coolness  and 
firmness  of  Lieutenant  Boby  and  the  bravery  and  excellence  of  Master 
Shelly.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  commission  of  lieutenant  for 
the  war  be  granted  Master  Shelly  for  his  excellent  behavior.  Passed 
Midshipman  Hamilton,  who  was  detained  by  me  for  the  time,  acted 
very  gallantly.    In  truth,  sir,  I  can  take  no  credit  to  myself  for  the

success  of  the  Albemarle  in  her  engagements,  for,  with  snob  efficient 
and  energetic  officers,  failure  was  almost  impossible.  I  had  only  20 
seamen,  those  sent  from  Charleston,  and  without  them  I  should  have 
been  almost  powerless. 

The  damage  to  the  Albemarle  was  slight,  onlv  nine  bars  iron  being 
broken,  and  she  now  lies  at  Plymouth  undergoing  repair  and  comple- 
tion.

[No.  3.]— JOINT  RESOLUTION  of  thanks  to  Major-General  Hoke  and  Commander 
Cooke  and  the  officers  and  men  under  their  command  for  the  brilliant  victory  over 
the  enemy  at  Plymouth,  N.  C. 

Resolved  by  the  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  That 
the  thanks  of  Congress  ana  the  country  are  due  and  are  tendered  to 
Major-General  Robert  F.  Hoke  and  Commander  James  W.  Cooke  and 
the  officers  and  men  under  their  command  for  the  brilliant  victory  over 
the  enemy  at  Plymouth,  N.  0. 

Approved  May  17,  1864. 

Extract  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  dated  April 

80,  1864. 

On  the  night  of  the  19th  instant  the  ironclad  screw  sloop  Albemarle, 
of  2  guns,  commanded  by  Commander  Cooke,  with  about  100  officers 
and  men,  descended  the  Roanoke  River,  in  cooperation  with  the  mili- 
tary operations  of  General  Hoke,  passed  the  batteries  near  Plymouth, 
receiving  their  fire,  and  attacked  the  enemy's  steam  gunboats,  instantly 
sinking  the  Southfield,  of  6  guns  and  117  men,  and  crippling  the  Miami, 
of  12  guns  and  200  men,  which  only  escaped  by  superior  speed.  The 
Southfield  went  down  with  all  her  crew,  8  of  whom  only  are  known  to 
have  been  saved. 

At  daylight  on  the  20th  the  Albemarle  attacked  the  shore  batteries 
and  works  and  kept  up  the  attack  until  the  enemy  surrendered  to  Gen- 
eral Hoke  at  12  m.  on  Wednesday,  the  20th.  The  officers  and  crew  of 
the  Albemarle  were,  with  the  exception  of  1  man  killed,  untouched. 

The  signal  success  of  this  brilliant  naval  engagement  is  due  to  the 
admirable  skill  and  courage  displayed  by  Commander  Cooke,  his  offi- 
cers and  men,  in  handling  and  fighting  his  ship  against  a  greatly  supe- 
rior force  of  men  and  guns.  A  copy  of  Commander  Cooke's  report  is 
herewith  submitted.

Report  of  Commander  Almy,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Connecti- 
cut, regarding  a  twenty-day  cruise  and  arrival  at  Beaufort,  N.  C. 

U.  8.  8.  Connecticut, 
Beaufort,  K.  ft,  April  18,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  hereby  report  my  arrival  in  here  yesterday  for  coal  and  sup- 
plies and  the  putting  of  engine  and  boilers  in  order,  after  an  offshore 
cruise  of  twenty  days,  it  being  within  four  days  of  full  moon.  Here- 
with accompanying  this  you  will  receive  the  abstract  log  of  the  Con- 
necticut duriug  that  time. 

It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  cruise  three  different  blockade-runner 
steamers  were  seen  upon  three  different  occasions,  and  chase  accord- 
ingly given  in  the  most  prompt  and  energetic  manner,  but  they  proved 
unsuccessful,  owing  to  circumstances  entirely  beyond  our  control — 
darkness,  squalls,  and  rain.  The  Connecticut  maintained  her  reputa- 
tion for  speed  and  gained  upon  each  one  of  those  vessels,  upon  two  of 
them  very  considerably.  I  have  not  yet  met  with  a  steamer  to  run  as 
fast  as  the  Connecticut. 

April  1,  atrnoon,  discovered  a  blockade  runner,  distant  10  or  12  miles, 
when  chase  was  immediately  given  with  apparent  prospects  of  success. 
He  steered  to  the  southward  and  westward,  in  which  direction,  at  2 
p.  m.,  a  very  heavy  rain  squall  arose  which  entirely  obscured  him,  and 
it  set  in  for  a  heavy,  thick  rain  for  the  entire  afternoon.  The  particu- 
lars are  given  in  the  abstract  log  of  that  day. 

April  7,  at  5.30  p.  m.,  discovered  a  blockade  runner  (steamer)  distant 
about  10  miles;  immediately  gave  chase  and  gained  upon  him,  which 
we  continued  to  do,  but  it  was  so  late  in  the  day  when  first  seen,  and 
becoming  dark  at  7  o'clock,  lost  sight  of  him.  The  particulars  are 
given  in  the  abstract  log  of  that  day. 

April  12,  at  7  a.  m.,  discovered  the  black  smoke  of  a  blockade  run- 
ner; immediately  started  and  gave  chase.     It  was  a  very  clear,  bright 
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morning  and  the  chase  must  have  been  at  least  14  miles  distant.  He 
evidently  espied  ns  abont  the  same  time  that  we  did  him.  The  chase 
continued  through  the  entire  day  until  after  dark,  when  he  was  lost 
sight  of.  We  steadily  and  gradually  gained  upon  the  chase,  and  were 
within  6  miles  of  him  when  he  was  last  seen.  He  was  evidently  one  of 
the  new  double  propellers  and  very  fast.  As  he  appeared  to  us,  he 
answered  to  the  descriptions  of  the  Edith,  as  published  in  the  extracts 
received  by  you  March  30, 1864.  The  distance  from  the  chase  when 
first  seen  (14  miles)  should  be  recollected.  If  the  Connecticut  had  run 
1  knot  an  hour  faster  than  the  chase  it  would  have  taken  fourteen 
hours  to  have  come  up  with  him.  The  particulars  of  the  chase  are 
given  in  the  abstract  log  of  that  day. 

Those  three  steamers  were  evidently  inward  bound,  from  the  posi- 
tion and  movements  at  the  hour  of  the  day  upon  which  they  were  dis- 
covered, and  also  the  speed  at  which  they  moved.  Those  steamers 
when  inward  bound  are  in  much  better  order  and  run  faster  than  when 
outward  bound.  At  Bermuda  and  Nassau  good  discipline  and  order 
are  maintained.  When  in  Wilmington  everything  gets  very  slack, 
their  boilers  and  machinery  get  dirty,  which  accounts  for  their  appear- 
ance whenever  they  are  caught  outward  bound.  Another  thing  is,  the 
inward-bound  steamers  are  not  loaded  so  deeply  as  the  outward  bound 
are  when  filled  up  with  cotton. 

This  last  offshore  cruise,  I  divided  my  time  between  the  Bermuda  and 
the  Nassau  routes,  as  I  wrote  you  that  under  the  circumstances,  which 
I  stated  at  the  time,  I  thought  it  would  be  the  most  judicious  to  do  so. 
I  was  still  further  strengthened  in  that  decision  by  finding  that  both 
the  Keystone  State  and  Or  and  Qulf  were  cruising  on  the  Nassau 
route,  Commander  Crosby  not  having  received  your  orders  until  his 
arrival  here  to-day;  nor  did  I  receive  your  letter  of  the  9th  directing 
me  to  cruise  on  the  Nassau  route  exclusively  until  I  came  in  here. 

When  I  next  go  out,  which  will  be  three  or  four  days  after  full  moon, 
I  shall  confine  myself  strictly  to  the  Nassau  route,  in  compliance  with 
your  original  and  present  orders,  as  it  is  my  pride  and  my  pleasure  to 
carry  out  your  wishes  and  plans,  which  I  know  to  be  well  considered 
and  digested. 

It  is  generally  thought  that  there  is  quite  a  large  number  of  block- 
ade runners  now  in  at  Wilmington,  which  will  be  ready  to  come  out 
when  the  moon  gets  well  on  the  wane,  and  I  feel  that  the  Connecticut 
must  secure  one  or  two  of  them  the  next  offshore  cruise. 

The  same  spirit  still  pervades  the  crew  of  the  Connecticut  which  I 
mentioned  some  time  ago,  and  they  still  have  a  fund  constantly  raised 
of  $50,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  executive  officer  as  a  reward  to  the 
man  who  discovers  a  blockade  runner  which  shall  become  a  prize. 

I  presume  that  you  have  been  made  fully  aware  of  the  character  of 
the  weather  at  sea  and  outside  since  the  1st  of  March — a  succession 
of  terrific  gales.  It  is  certainly  cause  for  gratitude  and  thankfulness 
to  the  Almighty,  and  sincere  congratulations  throughout  the  squadron 
under  your  command  that  no  serious  disaster  to  life  or  vessel  has 
occurred.

Admiral  :  I  wrote  you.  on  the  14th  instant  that  in  consonance  with 
a  request  from  General  Peck  (copy  sent  you)  I  should  send  the  Tacony 
to  Plymouth.  I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  her  orders.  She  returned  yester- 
day morning,  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Truxtun  reported  to  me  that, 
after  consultation  with  Captain  Flusser  and  General  Wessells,  her  ser- 
vices were  not  deemed  necessary  there.  Yesterday  afternoon  I 
received  the  enclosed  letter  from  General  Peck,  who,  upon  my  calling 
upon  him,  informed  me  that  he  had  received  intelligence  that  General 
Pickett  with  a  large  force  and  thirty-two  pieces  of  artillery  was  march- 
ing on  Washington,  [N.  0.],  and  that  an  attack  might  be  expected  this 
morning.  He  requested  me  to  send  the  Tacony,  she  being  the  only 
suitable  boat  here,  to  that  place.  Coinciding  in  his  views,  I  ordered 
her  to  proceed  forthwith  to  Washington,  and  she  left  last  evening.  He 
also  informs  me  that  there  is  a  considerable  force  of  the  enemy  in  our 
front,  and  that  an  attack  may  be  expected  here  at  any  time. 

At  11 :  30  last  night  I  received  adispatch*  from  Lieutenant- Commander 
Flusser,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed.  You  are  aware,  from  the  paucity 
of  naval  force  in  the  sounds,  I  have  no  reinforcements  to  send  to  either 
place,  having  here  but  the  Hetzel,  Commodore  Hull,  and  Lockwood. 

Judging  from  appearauces  and  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  I  think 
they  intend  to  attack  us  at  all  points  about  the  same  time,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent reinforcements  being  sent  from  one  point  to  another.  The  army 
force  at  New  Berue  is  4,100  men ;  at  Plymouth  2,200,  and  at  Washing- 
ton somewhat  less  than  at  Plymouth. 

You  will  perceive  by  this,  as  I  have  on  a  former  occasion  written, 
that  both  branches  of  the  service  should  be  reinforced,  and  that  as 
early  as  possible.

Sir  :  The  terms  of  service  of  some  20  or  more  men  from  the  Tuscarora 
and  Niphon  having  expired,  they  are  sent  up  by  the  Quaker  City. 

The  inducement  of  bounty  held  out  in  New  York  makes  them  desir- 
ous to  benefit  by  it. 

The  rebels  are  making  strong  demonstrations  in  this  district  again. 
All  the  troops  have  been  withdrawn  from  Morehead  City  and  Beaufort 
to  strengthen  New  Berne.  One  company  has  also  been  taken  from  Fort 
Macon. 

The  main  reliance  now  here  is  in  the  gunboats.  At  the  request  of 
Colonel  Bipley,  commanding  (Colonel  Jourdan  being  absent  on  leave), 
I  have  seut  a  party  of  60  sailors  into  Fort  Macon  from  the  Grand  Gulf 
and  Cambridge. 

If  the  Ninth  Vermont  Regiment  are  driven  in  from  Gales'  Creek  and 
Newport,  on  Bogue  Sound,  it  will  be  necessary  to  send  a  strong  party 
to  man  the  intrenchmeuts  back  of  Morehead  City  for  them  to  fall 
back  on. 

It  may  possibly  be  that  the  rebels  may  cross  the  Newport  River  and 
get  into  Beaufort  by  the  New  Berne  road.  This  will  make  the  harbor 
untenable  for  the  blockaders,  and  particularly  so  for  the  ammunition 
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vessels  Release  and  Arietta.    Considering  the  great  quantity  they  have 
on  board,  it  would  be  well  if  they  were  sent  away  altogether. 

Foreseeing  the  shortness  of  the  supply  of  coal,  I  wrote  to  Commodore 
Adams  on  the  8th  instant  on  the  subject.    There  has  been  a  large 
expenditure  last  week,  seven  blockaders  coaling  at  the  same  time.    It 
happens  very  well  to  have  so  many  of  them  in  at  this  time.

U.  S.  Navy j  regarding  affairs  in  the  Sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

Hdqrs.  Army  and  District  op  North  Carolina, 

New  Berne,  N.  ft,  April  20, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  a  disaster  has  befallen  oar 
arms  at  Plymouth  and  that  that  place  is  now  probably  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy.  A  well-sustained  attack  has  been  made  by  the  land  forces 
of  the  enemy,  aided  in  the  most  powerful  and  telling  manner  by  a 
strong  iron-plated  ram.  Through  the  agency  of  the  latter  the  gunboats 
in  the  Eoanoke  Biver  and  the  Albemarle  Sound  have  been,  as  you  are 
aware,  all  either  destroyed  or  disabled.  All  communication  with 
Plymouth  by  the  usual  route  is  cut;  the  enemy,  in  fact,  now  completely 
control  all  the  interior  waters  beyond  Roanoke  Island. 

All  the  troops  sent  from  here  yesterday  and  to-day  to  the  support  of 
Brigadier-General  Wessells  at  Plymouth  have  been  ordered  to  rendez- 
vous at  Eoanoke  Island.  I  have  sent  an  engineer  officer  there  to  super- 
intend the  construction  of  strong  earthworks,  and  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  place  that  position  in  the  very  best  state  of  defense,  with 
a  view  not  only  of  holding  the  place  itself  intact,  but  also  of  controlling 
as  far  as  possible  the  Roanoke  Island  Channel  and  confining  the  ram  to 
the  upper  waters  of  the  sounds. 

Washington  is  also  threatened  by  a  strong  force,  and  from  the  fact 
that  artillery  firing  has  been  heard  from  that  quarter  during  the  last 
night  and  this  morning,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  that  place  is  closely 
besieged. 

You  are,  of  course,  fblly  aware  of  the  number  and  character  of  the 
gunboats  under  your  command;  you  are  also  fully  aware  of  the  great 
importance  of  this  place;  you  know  something  of  the  extent  and  strength 
of  our  defensive  lines  and  the  numbers  composing  the  garrison  and  out- 
posts of  New  Berne.  I  desire  to  know  if,  in  view  of  all  these  circum- 
stances, you  deem  it  prudent  or  expedient  to  detach  any  more  gunboats 
or  troops  from  this  place  to  the  support  of  Plymouth,  Washington, 
Eoanoke  Island,  Hatteras,  or,  indeed,  any  point  in  the  district  of  North 
Carolina.

S.  Keystone  State, 
Beaufort  Harbor,  N.  C,  April  21, 1864. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  order  of 
the  7th  instant  to  cruise  on  the  Bermuda  line;  also  to  inform  you  that 
I  cruised,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  19th  ultimo,  oil'  Wilmington, 
but  without  success.  I  had  one  short  chase  of  two  hours,  which  termi- 
nated with  the  night  setting  in  and  excluding  the  chase  from  our  view. 
The  chase  was  an  inside-bounder,  and  we  got  close  enough  to  see  his 
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two  masts,  two  white  smokestacks;  had  we  seen  him  in  the  morning  our 
chances  were  good  for  capturing  him,  being  in  excellent  trim  and  run- 
ning condition  at  the  time. 

As  this  ship's  speed  depends  on  her  light  draft,  I  have  been  getting 
out  all  extra  weight  and  landing  them  at  the  station  here,  such  as  excess 
of  iron  in  engineer's  department  which  can  not  be  used  at  sea;  also  six- 
teen iron  water  tanks  from  the  fore  and  after  hold,  which  are  of  no  use, 
this  ship  haying  a  fresh- water  condenser  which  nas  been  put  in  her 
since  the  tanks  were.  I  have  reserved  enough  tanks  to  carry  4,800 
gallons  of  water,  which  is  twenty-four  days'  water  for  this  ship,  in  case 
her  condenser  got  out  of  order  while  on  a  cruise.  Should  you  not 
approve  of  my  landing  the  tanks,  I  can  easily  take  them  en  board 
again,  but  knowing  your  desire  to  do  all  to  increase  the  speed  of  this 
ship,  I  have  taken  the  responsibility  of  landing  them  now,  so  that  I  can 
report  the  result  on  my  return  to  tnis  place. 

We  had  exceedingly  rough  weather  during  our  last  cruise,  which 
accounts  in  a  great  measure  for  the  scarcity  of  blockade  runners  during 
the  dark  of  the  moon. 

The  Keystone  will  have  greatly  the  advantage  of  small  steamers  in 
rough  weather,  and  I  hope  to  meet  with  better  success  on  my  new 
station.

Sir  :  I  have  your  dispatch  of  the  20th,  stating  that  the  rebel  ram  had 
sunk  the  Southfield  and  disabled  the  Miami  at  Plymouth,  and  that  the 
gallant  Flusser  is  killed. 

I  hope  you  have  been  able  to  learn  the  exact  state  of  things  at 
Plymouth — the  condition  of  the  ram — whether  it  is  injured  seriously, 
or  is  fit  for  further  service,  and  if  its  draft  admits  of  its  passing  Groatan 
Sound. 

You  ask  for  reinforcements.  If  the  Miami  and  Southfield*  heavily 
armed  as  they  were,  could  do  nothing  with  the  ram,  mere  wooden  gun- 
boats would  not  be  eftective. 

Nevertheless,  I  will  give  the  Sassacus  a  crew  and  dispatch  her  to- 
morrow. 

If  the  ram  is  seriously  disabled  at  Plymouth  the  Sassacus  and  Tacony 
may  be  able  to  destroy  her.  The  Perry1  s  boiler  is  unfit  for  service  and 
she  has  to  go  back  to  Baltimore  for  repairs. 

I  have  informed  Lieuteuaut-Commander  Eoe  that  you  will  com- 
municate with  him  at  Hatteras  Inlet,  iuforming  him  of  the  state  of 
things,  and  where  and  how  he  can  act  to  most  advantage. 

If  the  ram  can  not  pass  Croatan  Sound  she  can  do  no  further  mischief, 
and  the  fall  of  the  freshet  in  the  Roanoke  will  leave  her  at  our  mercy. 

Endeavor  to  blow  her  up  with  torpedoes  if  you  can  not  attack  her 
with  success.

When  our  campaign  opens  in  Virginia  the  rebel  pressure  in  North 
Carolina  will  be  relieved. 

Understanding  the  situation,  much  is  left  to  your  judgment.

Sir:  Dr.  Purseli  has  just  arrived  and  given  me  an  account  of  the 
situation  at  Plymouth.  He  represents  that  the  first  and  close  firing  at 
the  ram  was  with  a  few  shell;  that  the  ram  is  thought  to  draw  8  feet 
water,  is  slow,  making  only  about  4  knots,  and  is  supposed  to  be  covered 
with  two  thicknesses  of  railroad  iron,  with  a  three-fourths  inch  plating 
over  it;  is  armed  with  small  guns,  and  kept  her  ports  closed  until  the 
Miami  withdrew,  uninjured,  and  that  the  Miami  was  at  the  mouth  of 
the  river. 

I  send  the  Sassacus  and  Commodore  Barney  with  twelve  new  JX-inch 
breechings,  100  rounds  solid  IX-inch  shot,  and  15  pound  charges  there- 
for, and  100  rounds  of  100- pounder  shot. 

Let  Commander  Eenshaw  assume  command  of  the  Miami. 

I  propose  that  two  of  our  vessels  should  attack  the  ram,  one  on  each 
side  at  close  quarters,  and  drive  her  roof  in. 

That  railroad  iron  will  not  stand  the  concussion  of  our  heavy  guns, 
and  it  must  soon  get  loose  from  the  mechanical  difficulty  of  fastening  it. 

Our  vessels  must  maneuver  to  avoid  being  rammed,  and  once  close 
alongside,  there  will  be  no  danger  of  firing  into  each  other.  The  guns 
should  be  depressed  so  as  to  strike  the  plating  as  direct  as  possible. 
Our  vessels  should  fire  only  against  the  side  of  the  ram's  house,  and  if 
they  lay  their  wheels  just  abaft  her  house  and  fire  their  forward  guns 
against  it,  they  need  not  strike  each  other. 

Our  gunboats  should  approach  in  double  line,  say  the  double-enders 
first,  as  they  are  sharpest  and  quickest  and  can  best  ward  or  glance  the 
ram.  They  must  be  ready  to  work  both  ways,  and  the  boats  following 
can  take  position  alongside  the  ram,  should  the  leaders  shoot  ahead. 
I  think  the  ram  must  be  weak,  and  must  fail  if  attacked  on  the  side. 

This  plan  may  be  modified  or  substituted  as  may  appear  necessary  or 
judicious.

P.  S. — The  great  point  is  to  get  and  hold  position  on  each  side  the 
ram.  Have  stout  lines  with  small  heaving  lines  thereto  to  throw  across 
the  end  of  the  ram,  and  so  secure  her  between  two  of  our  vessels. 

She  will  then  have  no  use  of  her  ram,  and  must  yield  to  our  batteries. 
Her  plating  will  loosen  and  bolts  liy  like  canister,  and  the  concussion 
will  knock  down  and  demoralize  her  crew  if  they  keep  their  ports  down, 
as  in  the  late  attack.

The 
official  reports  to-day  are  that  the  rebel  ram  has  sunk  the  Southfield 
and  disabled  the  Miami  at  Plymouth  and  that  Flusser  is  killed. 

1  know  not  the  strength,  draft,  or  condition  of  this  ram.  Get  what 
information  you  can  at  Hatteras  Inlet  and  proceed  accordingly.  Take 
precautions  to  avoid  grounding  on  the  Swash.  I  have  written  to  Com- 
mander Davenport  to  communicate  with  you  at  Hatteras  Inlet,  and 
B*ve  you  the  best  intelligence  of  the  situation  and  what  you  can  do. 
the  ram  is  seriously  disabled  the  Sassacus  and  Tacony  may  be  able 
to  destroy  her.  If  not,  perhaps  her  draft  may  not  allow  her  to  pass 
Oroatan  Sound.  In  this  event  she  can  not  do  any  further  mischief,  and 
the  navy  may  destroy  her  with  torpedoes  if  she  can  not  be  otherwise 
attacked  with  success.

With  reference  to  the  gunboats,  I  shall  make  such  disposition  of  them 
as  circumstances  may  require.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Truxtun,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  naval 

affairs  off  Plymouth,  N.  C. 

U.  8.  S.  Tacony, 
Off  Roanoke  Island,  N.  C,  April  21, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  but  this  moment  arrived  and  received  your  letter  of  the 
20th  instant. 

I  left  the  mouth  of  Roanoke  River  this  a.  m.  at  8  o'clock.  The  Miami 
and  Whitehead  were  both  there;  the  former  has  lost  all  her  anchors. 
I  gave  her  this  vessel's  heaviest  kedge  (800  pounds),  and  enclose  you 
requisition  for  two  anchors  of  not  more  than  2,000  pounds;  they  should 
be  about  1,800  pounds. 

Last  night  I  sent  four  boats  in  to  watch  the  river  and  pick  up  strag- 
glers. At  9 :  25  one  of  the  boats  returned  and  reported  the  ram  with  a 
steam  consort  as  standing  down  the  river.  Went  to  quarters  at  once 
and  continued  so  all  night,  slowly  moving  up  and  down  in  front  of  the 
river  with  the  three  vessels,  but  did  not  see  any  more  of  the  enemy. 

The  boats  were  near  enough  to  the  vessels  to  be  hailed  and  ordered 
alongside.  They  all  returned  in  safety.  This  morning  the  Whitehead 
was  sent  to  the  Cashie  and  picked  up  some  30  soldiers  and  other  per- 
sons from  Plymouth;  they  have  all  been  landed  here. 

I  have  ordered  Acting  Master's  Mate  John  J.  Allen,  jr.,  formerly  of 
the  Southfield,  to  this  vessel. 

1  turned  over  the  command  to  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  French. 
As  he  is  entirely  destitute,  having  lost  everything,  he  is  anxious  that 
some  action  may  be  taken  in  the  way  of  orders  as  soon  as  possible. 
He  would  like  to  go  north,  I  think.  Gan  you  not  send  him  up  to 
report  to  the  admiral! 

From  the  best  information  I  could  obtain,  I  am  induced  to  believe 
that  General  Wessells,  having  shut  himself  up  in  Fort  Williams,  did 
not  surrender  until  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  20th  instant. 

The  ironclad,  from  all  accounts,  is  very  much  like  the  first  'Merrimack, 
with  a  very  long  and  very  sharp  submerged  prow.  She  struck  the 
Southfield  end  on,  and  penetrated  with  her  knife-like  prow  nearly  to 
the  fire  room ;  theu  backed  off  and  started  for  the  Miami,  which  vessel 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  French  most  fortunately  succeeded  in 
saving  by  backing  down  the  river,  the  ram  following  closely  and  firing 
rapidly. 

It  will  require  a  large  force  to  properly  blockade  the  various  mouths 
of  the  Roanoke  River.  Without  an  efficient  force,  vessels  sent  there 
will  only  be  sacrificed  to  no  purpose,  save  stimulating  the  enemy  to 
greater  exertions. 

The  loss  of  so  good  a  vessel  as  the  Southfield  and  so  valuable  a  life 
as  that  of  the  brave  Flusser  should  show  the  impossibility  of  contend- 
ing successfully  with  a  heavy  and  powerful  ironclad  with  nothing  but 
one  or  two  very  vulnerable  wooden  vessels. 
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The  ram  has  two  propellers  and  steers  remarkably  well;  the  shot 
from  the  army  150-pounaer  Parrott  is  said  not  to  have  affected  her  in 
the  least. 

The  anchors  should  be  sent  to  the  Miami  as  soon  as  possible;  if  con- 
venient, 30  or  50  fathoms  chain. 

I  am  obliged  to  send  the  Seymour  down  for  repairs.  Her  fires  must 
be  hauled  for  one  or  two  days,  and  I  do  not  want  her  here  in  that  con- 
dition if  an  attack  should  be  made.  I  passed  a  steamer  this  morning 
who  said  they  had  ammunition  for  us.  As  I  had  no  stowage  room  for 
it,  I  sent  it  on  to  the  Miami  and  Whitehead. 

I  wish  you  would  send  me  coal  at  once;  the  army  folks  here  will  only 
let  me  have  20  tons,  which  is  of  very  little  use. 
I  will  do  my  very  best  to  meet  your  views  with  regard  to  this  place.

Destruction  of  Confederate  salt  works  at  Masonboroy  N.  C,  April  21, 

1864. 

Report  of  Acting  Boar-Admiral  Loo,  U.  8.  Navy. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  26,  1864. 

Sir  :  The  statements  of  refugees  received  on  board  the  Niphon,  off 
Wilmington,  on  the  7th  instant,  indicating  that  the  extensive  and  val- 
uable State  salt  works  in  that  vicinity  were  weakly  defended  and 
might  be  destroyed,  I  directed  Captain  Sands  to  organize  a  boat 
expedition,  under  command  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck,  to 
effect  this  important  object. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  complete  success  of  the 
expedition,  which  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  1  large  steam  pump, 
boilers  and  engines  attached,  7  large  boilers,  about  200  salt  pans,  the 
large  vats,  reservoirs,  and  outbuildings  of  the  establishment,  a  large 
windmill,  and  50  or  GO  Government  wagons,  with  harness  complete. 
The  furnaces  and  boilers  were  blown  to  fragments  with  30-pounder 
shell.  One  hundred  and  sixty  conscripts  were  captured,  of  whom  but 
60  could  be  brought  off  in  the  boats  across  the  rough  bar.  Complete 
order  and  discipline  were  observed,  much  to  the  credit  of  the  officers 
and  men  engaged.  The  work  was  well  and  quickly  done,  the  bar  at 
Masonboro  safely  crossed  and  recrossed  on  the  same  tide,  and  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  military  force  close  by  completely  eluded. 

My  thanks  are  especially  due  to  Captain  Sands  and  Acting  Volun- 
teer (Lieutenant  J  Breck  for  the  good  arrangements  made,  and  to  Act- 
ing Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which 
they  were  executed. 

I  have  taken  the  pilots  Orrell  and  Pucket  into  Government  service.

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  communication  of  22d  March,  I  have  the 
honor  to  state  that  one  of  the  refugees  spoken  of,  a  Mr.  Pucket,  ottered 
to  pilot  boats  into  Masonboro  Sound  to  destroy  the  salt  works,  provided 
we  would  take  off  the  people  employed  there,  as  they  would  be  con- 
scripted into  the  rebel  Army  if  the  works  were  destroyed.  He  seemed 
to  think  a  force  of  40  to  50  men  would  be  ample,  and  that  boats  could 
land  very  near  the  works.  This  individual  is  now  at  Beaufort,  N.  0., 
and  has  applied  to  me  for  a  position  as  pilot.

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck,  under  date  of  7th  ultimo,  reports 
picking  up  a  small  boat  containing  6  refugees;  gives  their  statements  in 
relation  to  the  salt  works  as  follows: 

J.  H.  Pucket  says:  "The  State  salt  works  in  the  sound  are  only  pro- 
tected by  a  few  pickets,  and  could  be  easily  destroyed.  The  men  em- 
ployed there  are  anxious  to  escape.  There  is  but  one  battery  on  the 
beach  between  Masonboro  Inlet  and  Fort  Fisher." 

John  Sears  states:  "The  salt  works  could  be  easily  destroyed,  and 
the  men  employed  in  them  would  make  their  escape  if  the  pickets  were 
driven  away." 

John  Wheeler  states:  "There  is  a  large  number  of  persons  employed 
in  the  State  salt  works.  The  works  are  unprotected  and  could  be 
destroyed  by  a  small  force.  The  men  employed  there  are  anxious  to 
escape." 

The  within  reply  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck  is  referred 
to  Captain  Sands,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  examine  these  refugees, 
obtain  the  services  of  one  or  more  as  guides,  and  to  send  a  sufficient 
expedition  under  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck  to  destroy  these 
salt  works  if  the  project  holds  out  a  reasonable  prospect  of  success. 

Pucket  may  be  taken  into  service  as  a  pilot  if  qualified  and  needed. 
Endorse  your  action  and  return.

Sir:  In  conformity  with  the  authority  conveyed  by  your  endorse- 
ment upon  the  communication  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu  ten  taut  Breck 
to  you.  dated  April  1, 1804. 1  have  to  report  that,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  my  arrival  here,  1  dispatched  the  Niphon  to  Beaufort  for  the 
necessary  guides,  and  organized  an  expedition  consisting  of  three  boats' 
crews  aud  officers  from  the  Niphon,  one  from  the  Howquah,  and  two 
from  this  ship,  the  latter  in  charge  of  Acting  Masters  W.  E.  Dennison 
and  R.  P.  Swann,  and  Master's  Mates  [H.  S.J  Ey tinge,  [jr.],  and  | J.  D.I 
Moore,  of  this  ship  (six  boats  and  72  men,  exclusive  of  officers,  all 
under  the  command  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  J.  B.  Breck,  com- 
manding U.  S.  S.  Niphon),  to  destroy  the  exteusive  State  salt  works  at 
Masonboro,  N.  C.  Surgeon  P.  S.  Wales,  of  this  ship  volunteered  and 
accompanied  them. 

After  sunset  last  evening  the  Niphon  and  Howquah  took  up  positions 
off  Masonboro  Inlet,  the  latter  to  take  possession  of  and  shell  the  beach 
to  the  southward  of  the  inlet  to  cover  their  retreat,  and  the  expedition 
was  started  in. 

Before  10  p.  in.  the  work  of  destruction  was  accomplished,  returning 
to  the  vessels  without  the  loss  of  [aj  man,  after  demolishing  and  burn- 
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ing  50  Government  wagons,  7  large  buildings  containing  boilers,  2 
horse  sheds,  1  windmill,  1  large  and  valuable  steam  pump,  and  180  salt 
pans  (which  turned  out  190  bushels  of  salt  per  day,  employing  over 
200  conscripts) ;  62  prisoners  (conscripts)  were  brought  off  in  the  boats, 
and  as  many  or  more  were  left  behind  for  want  of  room  in  the  boats. 

It  was  a  complete  surprise  and  most  admirably  conducted.  These 
were  the  most  extensive  salt  works  in  the  State.  Their  loss  will  be 
severely  felt  by  the  enemy,  as  they  were  their  main  reliance  for  meat 
packing,  and  the  amount  of  property  destroyed  must  be  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars. 

I  enclose  the  reports  of  Lieutenant  Breck,  commanding  expedition, 
and  Acting  Master  Balch,  commanding  Howquah,  heartily  endorsing 
their  commendations  of  the  steady  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  expedition,  showing  the  good  discipline  of  all;  and  will  add  that 
Acting  Masters  Dennison  and  Swann,  of  this  vessel,  have  before  been 
conspicious  for  gallantry;  the  former  wounded  twice  severely  in  the 
destruction  of  salt  works  on  the  west  cost  of  Florida,  and  the  latter  for 
his  conduct  when  in  charge  of  the  naval  batteries  landed  at  Vicksburg. 

I  enclose  a  letter,  which  was  found  in  a  trunk  on  the  beach  by  the 
party  of  Acting  Master  Balch,  commanding  Howquah,  showing  the  feel- 
ing of  the  people  in  the  interior  of  the  State. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  Orrell  and  J.  H.  Pucket  be  appointed 
pilots  in  the  Navy  for  their  faithfulness  in  guiding  the  expedition 
which  has  resulted  so  successfully. 

Enclosed  is  a  sketch  showing  the  locality  of  the  destroyed  works 
and  the  route  taken  by  the  party.

Sib  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  entire 
destruction  of  the  State  salt  works  on  Masonboro  Sound. 

At  6: 30  p.  m.,  on  the  evening  of  the  21st,  the  steamer  Howquah  pro- 
ceeded to  station  No.  4,  with  orders  at  dark  to  send  in  a  boat  with 
crew,  to  be  landed  and  to  march  up  the  beach  to  the  northward  to 
Masonboro  Inlet  and  to  capture  all  pickets  which  they  might  find,  and 
hold  the  point  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  the  inlet  to  prevent  the  ooats 
going  into  the  sound  from  being  cut  off  on  their  return,  all  of  which 
was  successfully  accomplished  by  Acting  Master  Balch,  commanding 
the  Howquah.  Placing  this  steamer  in  command  of  Acting  Ensign  IS. 
Larsen,  the  expedition  left  at  7  p.  m.,  consisting  of  first  cutter  of  steamer 
Fort  Jackson,  commanded  by  Acting  Master  Dennison,  accompanied  by 
Acting  Master's  Mate  Bytinge  and  16  men;  second  cutter  of  steamer 
Fort  Jaakson,  commanded  by  Acting  Master  Swann,  accompanied  by 
Acting  Master's  Mate  Moore  and  16  men ;  first  launch  of  this  steamer, 
commanded  by  Acting  Ensign  Henry  S.  Borden,  executive  officer,  Sen- 
ior Engineer  T.  L.  Churchill,  Acting  Master's  Mate  George  W.  Barnes, 
and  17  men ;  second  launch  of  this  steamer,  commanded  by  Acting 
Ensign  E.  N.  Semon,  and  pilot,  Mr.  Pucket,  and  17  men;  the  second 
cutter  of  steamer  Howquah,  commanded  by  Acting  Ensign  St.  John, 
and  crew  of  10  men,  and  the  gig  of  this  steamer,  commanded  by  myself, 
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in  command  of  the  expedition,  accompanied  by  Third  Assistant  Engi- 
neer Sanborn,  Francis  Belmanna,  surgeon's  steward  in  charge,  J.  J. 
Orrell,  pilot,  and  12  men.  We  proceeded  across  the  bar  through  heavy 
breakers  without  accident,  and  after  some  delay,  by  getting  ashore  and 
the  narrow  channels,  reached  the  State  salt  works  shortly  before 

9  o'clock.  We  landed  and  got  in  the  rear  of  the  works  without  being 
discovered,  threw  out  pickets,  and  commenced  the  work  of  destruction 
and  succeeded  in  totally  destroying  the  works  and  everything  connected 
with  them. 

As  near  as  we  could  ascertain,  the  work  being  done  so  quicky,  we 
destroyed  50  or  60  large  Government  wagons  and  harnesses,  1  large 
steam  pump,  boilers,  and  engine  attached;  1  large  windmill,  several 
horse  sheds,  7  large  boilers,  and  some  200  salt  pans,  large  vats,  and 
reservoirs,  and  outbuildings  attached.  Alter  destroying  the  pans  and 
vats,  we  threw  30-pounder  shell  into  all  tt  ^  furnaces  and  under  all  the 
boilers,  which  blew  them  all  to  fragments.  Captured  160  conscripts 
engaged  in  the  salt  works.  We  learned  that  there  were  two  companies 
of  artillery  and  one  of  cavalry  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  us ;  we  learned 
also  that  one  of  our  prisoners  had  escaped  and  taken  the  road  to  Wil- 
mington, that  city  being  but  7  miles  from  us;  fearing  that  if  I  remained 
over  another  tide,  and  we  could  not  cross  the  bar  at  low  water,  I  might 
be  captured,  and  having  accomplished  all  I  intended  to,  took  as  many 
prisoners  as  the  boats  would  carry,  60  in  all,  and  started  for  this  steamer ; 
got  aboard  at  11  o'clock  without  accident  of  any  kind=  Made  signal  to 
the  Howquahj  "All  aboard,"  when  Captain  Balch  withdrew  his  men  from 
the  point  all  safe.  Thinking  there  might  be  some  pickets  near  the  Half 
Moon  battery,  stationed  the  Howquah  to  guard  the  entrance  and  pro- 
ceeded with  the  Niphon  near  the  Half  Moon  battery,  landed  50  men 
with  orders  to  sweep  the  beach  to  Masonboro  Inlet,  a  distance  of  about 

10  miles;  found  no  pickets,  they  having  been  drawn  in,  but  found  and 
brought  off  4  refugees,  1  woman  and  3  men.  At  3 :  30  all  boats  returned 
on  board,  and  at  daylight  stood  close  in  to  the  beach  and  threw  a  few 
shell  into  a  rebel  camp  on  the  mainland.  At  7  a.  m.  the  Niphon  and 
Howquah  left  Masonboro  Inlet  and  reported  to  Senior  Officer  B.  F. 
Sands. 

I  have  to  express  my  high  admiration  of  both  officers  and  men,  the 
good  discipline  and  the  strict  obedience  to  orders,  without  which  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  accomplish  so  much  in  so  short  a  time. 
There  was  no  leaving  their  posts,  and  when  ordered  to  search  the 
surrounding  houses  no  persons  were  insulted  or  private  property 
injured.  The  success  of  the  expedition  without  loss  or  accident  is  due 
to  them;  and  my  thanks  also  are  due  to  our  guides,  Orrell  and  Pucket, 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  performed  their  duty.  I  would 
also  add  that  Surgeon  P.  S.  Wales,  of  the  Fort  Jacl'son,  was  detailed 
for  duty  to  this  vessel  for  the  occasion.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  April  21,  I  reported  to  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  J.  B.  Breck,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Niphon,  and 
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by  orders  from  him  sent  (at  4  p.  m.)  the  second  cutter  in  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  G.  P.  St.  John  and  10  men  to  report  to  him.  At  4: 30 
p.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  Station  No.  4.  At  dark  I  sent  in 
first  cutter  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  and  Executive  Officer  R.  W. 
Rowntree,  accompanied  by  Acting  Master's  Mate  F.  P.  Haskell,  of  this 
ship,  and  Acting  Ensign  J.  J.  Reagean,  of  IT.  S.  S.  Niphon,  as  guide, 
with  12  men,  to  march  up  the  beach  to  Masonboro  Inlet  and  capture 
all  pickets  they  might  find,  and  to  hold  the  point  on  the  south  side  of 
the  inlet  to  protect  the  boats  returning  from  the  sound,  the  Rowquah 
proceeding  up  the  beach  in  3  fathoms  of  water  to  shell  the  beach  in 
case  of  an  attack  from  the  southward. 

At  10  p.  m.  our  pickets  were  fired  upon  by  the  cavalry.  Not  being 
able  to  surround,  fired  upon  them.  One  man  was  seen  to  fall,  but  was 
carried  off  by  his  companions.  They  followed  them,  finding  his  rifle. 
At  10: 15  p.  m.  signals  were  made  to  shell  the  beach  southward,  and  I 
commenced  shelling.  At  10:35  p.  m.  signals  were  made  to  cease  firing. 
At  10:45  first  cutter  returned  with  11  conscripts,  and  immediately 
returned  for  the  rest  of  our  men.  At  11:20  all  boats  returned  on 
board,  having  accomplished  the  duty  sent  to  perform  without  loss  or 
accident.  In  submitting  this  report  I  can  not  say  too  much  in  praise 
of  the  coolness  of  the  officers  and  good  conduct  of  the  men.

Beport  of  Major-General  Whiting,  C.  8.  Army. 

Headquarters  Department  of  Cape  Fear, 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  April  22, 1864. 

General  :  Nine  barges  of  the  enemy,  piloted  by  a  renegade,  landed 
last  night  at  Masonboro,  at  the  State  salt  works,  which  they  destroyed. 
They  carried  off  a  number  of  conscripts  or  employes.  I  do  not  much 
regret  the  matter,  as  the  State  salt  works  have  always  been  a  nest  of 
traitors,  and  more  than  suspected  of  holding  intercourse  with  the 
enemy,  but  I  have  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  attempt  was  made  in  con- 
sequence of  information  transmitted  to  the  enemy  of  the  withdrawal 
of  my  movable  force. 

On  the  12th  instant  I  had  directed  General  Martin  to  occupy  the 
belt  of  sounds  opposite  Masonboro  Inlet,  but  the  recent  movement  of 
troops  prevented  it.  It  has  always  been  my  custom  to  guard  these 
points  strongly,  as  of  very  great  importance  to  the  security  of  the  com- 
mand. The  enemy  carried  off  a  number  of  willing  prisoners.  They 
are  capable  of  giving  much  information.  Tou  will  see  by  the  enclosed 
copy  of  a  letter  to  the  governor,  my  opinion  of  the  works  and  the 
people  engaged  on  them.  The  whole  affair  strongly  illustrates  the 
necessity  of  keeping  here  at  least  a  brigade  at  all  times.  The  men 
carried  off*  were  in  the  habit  of  daily  visiting  the  city  to  haul  and  dis- 
pose of  salt,  are  fully  aware  of  the  late  movements  and  of  every 
exposed  condition,  and  will  no  doubt  give  all  the  information  they  have 
to  the  enemy. 

If  your  operations  will  not  permit  you  to  leave  a  brigade  with  me,  I 
beg  you  will  present  this  to  the  Department,  which  has  been  fully 
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advised  of  the  circumstances  of  this  command.    I  havo  not  at  present 
sufficient  force  to  perform  the  heavy  garrison  duties  of  the  city.

Sir:  Last  night  the  enemy  landed  at  the  State  salt  works  and 
destroyed  one  of  them,  taking  off  a  number  of  the  conscripts.  I  do 
not  regret  it.  I  consider  that  the  whole  affair  was  done  with  the  com- 
plicity and  on  the  information  of  parties  engaged  there.  The  enemy 
'Undoubtedly  were  made  aware  of  the  withdrawal  of  Martin's  brigade. 
The  establishment  has  long  been  a  nuisance,  and  the  circumstantial 
evidence  of  their  intercourse  with  the  enemy  is  very  strong,  and  com- 
bined with  the  known  character  of  many  of  the  conscripts,  is  sufficient 
to  induce  me  to  remove  what  the  enemy  have  spared.  In  this  connec- 
tion I  respectfully  refer  to  my  letter  of  22d  ultimo  to  you.  If  the 
works  are  regarded  as  indispensable  to  the  State  it  will  be  necessary 
to  remove  them  to  Gape  Fear  River.  No  more  salt  works  will  be  per- 
mitted on  Masonboro  Sound,  The  enemy  left  a  number  of  letters  to  be 
distributed.

Reoonnoissance  in  vicinity  of  Myrtle  Sound,   North   Carolina,   April 

22,  1864. 

Report  of  Acting  Roar-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  giving  remit*. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  April  27,  1864. 

Sir  :  Captain  Sands,  TJ.  S.  S.  Fort  Jackson,  reports  under  date  of 
22d  [23dj  instant  he  sent  the  Niphon  to  reconnoiter  in  the  vicinity  of 
Myrtle  Sound  and  obtain  information,  if  practicable,  of  the  number  and 
disposition  of  the  enemy.  A  cutter  and  a  dingey  were  dispatched  from 
the  Niphon.  The  latter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Borden,  was  car- 
ried across  the  beach  and  into  the  sound,  while  the  cutter,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  Semon,  both  officers  attached  to  the  Niphon,  picketed 
the  beach.  Acting  Ensign  Borden  crossed  the  sound  without  being 
discovered  by  the  enemy's  pickets,  and  running  up  a  small  creek, 
landed  about  10: 15  p.  in.,  conducted  by  J.  H.  Pucket,  the  refugee  pilot 
who  guided  the  expedition  which  destroyed  the  State  salt  works  on  the 
2l8t  instant.  lie  proceeded  to  the  house  of  Acting  Lieutenant  E.  H. 
Davis,  of  the  Masonboro  Home  Guard,  who  was  known  to  be  favorable 
to  our  cause.  He  came  off  with  the  party  after  making  arrangements 
to  obtain  information  from  his  friends  at  frequent  intervals.

The  information  obtained  from  him  is  substantially  as  follows :  That 
the  present  force  in  Fort  Fisher  and  the  batteries  adjacent  consists  of 
about  1,000  men ;  the  force  in  and  aronnd  Wilmington,  about  2,000 
men,  General  Beauregard  and  General  Whitney  [W.  H.  C.  Whiting] 
commanding,  in  addition  to  which  some  300  conscripts,  who  had  been 
employed  at  the  salt  works,  were  sent  there  after  these  works  were 
destroyed;  that  Wilmington  could,  in  his  opinion,  be  taken  with  little 
difficulty  now,  by  landing  troops  at  Masonboro  and  marching  across. 
The  distance  is  short  and  the  road  good  and  undefended. 

The  batteries  at  Wilmington  mount  but  about  ten  or  fifteen  guns, 
and  they  old-fashioned  smoothbores.  He  does  not  state  their  cal- 
iber. When  the  firing  at  the  salt  works  on  the  21st  was  heard  at  Wil- 
mington it  was  supposed  there  that  an  attack  on  that  place  was 
intended,  and  troops  that  had  been  dispatched  to  Swansboro  and  the 
sounds  were  recalled.  The  number  of  these  is  not  stated,  nor  whether 
they  are  included  in  the  estimate  given  of  the  troops  at  Wilmington 
and  vicinity.  •  \ 

I  have  informed  General  Butler  of  this  man's  statement,  and  repre- 
sented to  him  that  the  presence  of  a  general  so  highly  esteemed  as 
Beauregard,  the  sending  of  troops  from  Wilmington  to  Swansboro,  the 
recent  attack  on  Plymouth,  and  the  increase  of  rebel  force  in  the 
eastern  part  of  North  Carolina,  seems  to  indicate  their  determination 
to  push  the  campaign  with  vigor,  possibly  to  attack  both  Beaufort  and 
New  Berne,  and  that  in  view  of  these  facts  an  increase  of  military 
force  at  Morehead  City  and  Fort  Macon  appeared  requisite. 

The  garrison  at  the  latter  place  is  so  weak  that,  at  the  commanding 
officer's  request,  Commander  Dove  sent  60  sailors  from  the  blockaders 
there  in  the  harbor  to  assist  in  manning  it.  Immediately  upon  being 
informed  of  this  by  him,  however,  I  directed  him  to  return  the  men  at 
once  to  their  vessels,  as  the  already  small  crews  could  not  bear  this 
diminution.

U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  8.  8.  Niphon. 

U.  8.  8.  Foet  Jackson, 
Off  New  Inlet y  Cape  Fear  River,  April  23, 1864. 

Sib:  Yesterday  evening  I  sent  the  Niphon  to  No.  4  station  and  along 
the  beach  to  the  northward  to  make  a  reconnoissance  in  the  sound  for 
information  [  I J  supposed  could  be  obtained  from  friends  on  the  mainland, 
and  I  herewith  enclose  the  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Breck,  accompanied  by  that  of  Acting  Ensign  H.  8.  Borden,  who  had 
charge  of  the  party. 

I  would  respectfully  bring  to  your  notice  the  zeal  and  energy  evinced 
by  Acting  Ensign  Borden  upon  all  occasions  of  enterprise,  and  I  name 
him  as  one  deserving  promotion. 

Mr.  Davis,  the  refugee  officer  from  the  home  guard,  North  Carolina, 
states  that  when  the  shells  exploded  in  the  salt  works  it  was  thought 
in  Wilmington  that  we  had  landed  in  force  at  Masonboro,  to  march  on 
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former  city,  and  expresses  were  immediately  sent  off  to  recall  troops 
that  had  been  sent  toward  Swansboro  and  the  sounds,  and  may  have 
the  effect  of  interfering  with  the  threatened  attack  upon  New  Berne 
and  Washington,  N.  C.  He  also  states  that  General  Beauregard  was 
at  Wilmington  with  General  Whiting.  That  the  morning  after  oar  raid 
all  the  conscripts  left  by  us  after  the  destruction  of  the  works  and 
State  property  (some  300)  were  marched  off  to  Wilmington  for  the 
Army,  as  the  work  of  salt  making  for  the  State  was  spoiled.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  sent  the  second  cutter  of  this 
ship  on  shore  at  Big  Hill  under  the  command  of  Acting  Ensign  E.  N. 
Semon,  and  a  small  dingey  from  the  Fort  Jackson,  to  carry  across  the 
beach  over  to  the  sound.  Mr.  Borden,  the  executive  officer,  volunteered 
to  go  in  her  with  Mr.  Pucket  and  see  what  information  could  be  had; 
to  establish  a  regular  communication  with  the  shore.  I  enclose  his 
report  to  me.  The  expedition  returned  at  midnight,  having  been  suc- 
cessful in  all  respects,  and  we  are  to  have  news  from  the  shore  every 
three  days.  Mr.  Borden  also  brought  off  with  him  Eli  H.  Davis,  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Masonboro  Home  Guard.  Mr.  Davis  says  that  the 
destruction  of  the  salt  works  by  the  expedition  was  entire.  Their  daily 
average  of  salt  was  about  500  bushels,  they  being  the  principal  salt 
works  in  the  State.  Yesterday  one  company  of  artillery  and  800 
infantry  of  the  Fiftieth  North  Carolina  Regiment  came  down  to  the 
sound  to  protect  the  sawmill  owned  by  Government.  Mr.  Davis  says 
there  are  at  Fort  Fisher  and  the  batteries  near  about  1,000  men — the 
Twenty-sixth  North  Carolina  and  one  company  of  Georgia  cavalry. 
About  Wilmington  and  in  vicinity  there  are  some  2,000  troops,  consist- 
ing of  General  Whiting's  division,  Fiftieth  North  Carolina,  and  small 
detachments  from  other  regiments  doing  provost  duty.  Most  of  the 
troops  formerly  stationed  at  Wilmington  have  left.  Thinks  Wilming- 
ton could  be  taken  easily  by  troops  landed  at  Masonboro,  it  being  but 
a  short  distance,  a  good  road,  and  not  defended.  The  batteries  have 
but  few  pieces,  not  more  than  ten  or  fifteen  altogether,  and  they  are 
old-fashioned  smoothbore.  Farmers' crops  are  very  bad  and  provisions 
very  scarce  and  dear;  out  of  the  reach  of  all  except  the  rich.  People 
are  tired  of  secession  and  would  be  glad  to  see  us  in  possession  of  the 
country.  There  was  a  great  excitement  at  Wilmington,  as  they  expected 
an  attack  from  the  party  burning  the  saltworks.  Only  three  blockade 
runners  at  Wilmington;  do  not  know  their  names.  Mr.  Davis  is  the 
brother-in-law  to  Mr.  Bowen,  pilot  of  the  Nansemond.  The  man  that  I 
am  in  communication  with  has  promised  me  a  sketch  of  Fort  Fisher, 
which  I  shall  have  in  a  few  days.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  orders,  on  the  night  of  the  22d  of  April  I  pro- 
ceeded with  the  second  cutter  and  dingey  on  a  reconnoissance  across 
Myrtle  Sound  to  the  mainland,  to  gain  information  in  regard  to  the 
strength  and  position  of  the  rebels.  About  9 :  30  in  the  evening  landed 
on  the  beach,  took  the  dingey  and  carried  her  across  the  beach  to  the 
sound,  and  with  the  pilot,  2  men,  and  myself  proceeded  to  the  main- 
land. Owing  to  pickets  being  stationed  at  several  points  along  the 
sound  on  the  mainland,  it  was  necessary  to  proceed  very  cautiously. 
By  so  doing,  I  got  across  without  being  discovered,  and  about  10:15 
entered  Sandy  Bun,  a  small  creek;  went  up  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile 
and  landed.  Leaving  the  2  men  in  the  dingey,  the  pilot  and  myself 
proceeded  to  Lieutenant  Davis's  house,  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from 
the  boat.  Upon  arriving  at  the  house,  the  pilot  went  to  the  window 
and  awoke  Mr.  Davis,  who  got  up  immediately.  He  informed  us  where 
the  pickets  were  stationed,  the  nearest  being  about  500  yards  from  his 
house.  We  transacted  our  business  as  soon  as  possible  and  proceeded 
to  the  boat.  Mr.  Davis  went  to  one  of  the  neighbors,  a  confidential 
man,  about  a  mile  from  his  house,  held  an  interview  with  him,  and  then 
both  of  them  met  us  at  the  boat.  Mr.  Davis  took  the  opportunity  to 
escape  with  us.  I  made  arrangements  to  hold  communication  with  the 
parties  on  shore,  who  will  keep  the  fleet  posted  in  regard  to  all  military 
movements,  etc.,  the  present  force  in  Fort  Fisher  being  about  1,000 
men. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  to  Acting  Ensign  £.  N.  Semon, 
who  went  in  the  second  cutter  and  picketed  the  beach  while  I  was 
across  the  sound.  Everything  being  carried  out  successfully,  I  pro- 
ceeded back,  hauled  the  dingey  across  the  beach  again,  and  got  on 
board  the  vessel  at  2: 15  a.  m.  of  the  23d.

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  22, 1864. 

Sir  :  Your  No.  56,  of  the  20th  instant,  is  received.  I  desire  that  you 
immediately  withdraw  the  60  sailors  you  have  sent  to  Fort  Macon  and 
return  tbem  to  their  vessels;  and  referring  also  to  your  statement  that 
if  the  Ninth  Vermont  Kegiment  is  driven  in  it  will  be  necessary  to  send 
a  strong  party  to  man  the  intrenchments  back  of  Morehead  City,  I 
would  remind  you  that  the  Navy  has  nothing  to  do  with  military  affairs 
and  arrangements.

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Dispatch  the  blockaders  now  at  Beaufort  to  their  stations  as  soon  as 
possible.  Notify  their  commanding  officers  and  give  them  every  facility 
for  executing  this  order.  The  blockade  is  much  weakened  by  departure 
of  several  vessels  for  repairs,  and  the  services  of  those  at  Beaufort  are 
therefore  urgently  needed.  One  blockader  in  addition  to  the  Lilac  will 
be  enough  at  Beaufort  for  the  present.

Sir:  I  write  by  the  New  Berne,  just  leaving  for  Beaufort.    The  Com- 
modore Barney  left  this  morning  and  the  Sassacus  leaves  to-day  to  join 
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yon;  the  latter  has  instructions  from  me  to  you,  of  which  I  enclose  a 
copy.  These  necessarily  given  without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
situation,  you  are  at  liberty  to  vary  from  as  circumstances  in  your  best 
judgment  may  demand.  Whatever  is  done  should  be  done  quickly, 
because  Plymouth,  I  believe,  has  no  good  defense  by  the  water  side 
below  the  town,  and  it  is  better  to  attack  the  ram  than  be  attacked  by 
it,  and  unless  you  mean  an  attack  it  was  but  little,  if  any,  use  in  asking 
for  more  force.

Sir:  The  Navy  Department,  by  telegraphic  dispatch  of  this  date, 
directs  me  to  send  you  to  assume  command  in  the  sounds  of  North  Caro- 
lina for  the  purpose  of  attacking,  at  all  hazards,  the  rebel  ram  there  in 
the  best  manner  to  insure  its  destruction  by  running  it  down  with  the 
doubleenders,  or  in  any  other  manner  which  my  judgment  or  yours 
may  suggest. 

The  Miami  (Commander  Eenshaw)  and  the  Taoony  (Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Truxtun)  are  now  in  the  sounds.  The  Sassacus  (Lieutenant- 
Commander  Roe)  was  sent  there  last  night.  You  will  take  the 
Mattabesett  (Commander  Febiger)  and  the  Wyalusing  (Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Queen)  with  you,  and  leave  with  all  practicable  dispatch, 
availing  yourself  of  the  present*high  tides  to  enter  the  sounds. 

I  send  with  you  two  officers  who  have  served  in  the  sounds,  and 
whose  local  knowledge  will  be  useful  to  you. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  instructions*  of  2 1st  instant  to  Commander 
Davenport  for  your  information  and  guidance,  unless  you  find  occasion 
to  vary  them  for  a  more  promising  plan  of  attack. 

Attacking  the  ram  will,  to  some  extent,  intimidate  it,  and  by  getting 
alongside  of  it,  in  or  near  contact,  and  on  each  side,  holding  position, 
and  by  firing  at  the  center  of  its  ports,  whether  open  oi  shut,  and  on 
its  roof,  you  will  disable  and  capture  it.  Your  guns  should  have 
double  breeching,  and  be  loaded  with  heavy  charges  (say  from  15  to  18 
pounds  of  powder  for  the  IX-inch  guns)  and  solid  shot,  and  they  should 
be  so  depressed  as  to  fire  as  near  a  perpendicular  line  to  the  slope  of 
the  roof  as  practicable. 

If  all  hands  lie  down  when  the  guns  are  fired,  they  will  escape  the 
rebound  of  broken  parts  from  the  shot. 

At  the  time  of  this  attack  if  some  shell  were  thrown  down  the  ram's 
smokestack,  she  might  thus  be  disabled. 

The  advantage  of  getting  alongside  and  on  each  side  of  her  is  that 
you  prevent  her  from  ramming,  and  have  a  controlling  fire  upon  her 
roof  and  ports. 

Her  ports  and  stern  are  her  weak  points. 

Even  if  her  ports  are  kept  closed,  as  in  her  attack  on  the  Miami's  and 
SouthfieldPs  bows,  you  can,  if  alongside  of  her,  fire  through  them  and  into 
her,  and  if  her  roof  is,  as  described,  of  railroad  iron  with  a  thin  plating 
over  it,  the  mechanical  difficulty  of  securing  this  is  such  that  it  will 
loosen  and  fly  oft*  under  the  concussion  of  your  heavy  fire,  while  the 
inside  nuts  and  bolts  will  act  like  canister  on  her  deck,  and  the  con- 
cussion, especially  if  her  ports  are  shut,  will  shock  and  demoralize  her 
crew,  giving  you  a  complete  victory. 

Besides  you  may  force  her  ashore,  where  the  falling  freshet  in  the 
Roanoke  may  leave  her. 

Be  sure  and  not  have  the  neutral  point  of  your  wheelhouses  opposite 
her  ports. 

Your  wheelhouses  should  be  abaft  or  forward  of  her  roof — better 
abaft. 

The  Department  seems  to  prefer  ramming.

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This  ram  is  reported  to  be  of  the  usual  Merrimack  model ;  if  so,  heavy 
logging  and  a  knuckle  ironed  over  make  her  sides  strong.  But  ram- 
ming under  high  speed  may  drive  it  in,  or  you  may  drive  her  ashore  or 
mount  her  ends  (especially  if  in  the  sounds  with  some  sea)  and  sink  her. 
Intrusted  by  the  Department  with  the  performance  of  this  signal 
service,  I  leave  (with  the  expression  of  my  views)  to  you  the  manner  of 
executing  it.

Sir:  General  Butler  read  roe  this  evening  his  dispatch*  making  the 
surrender  of  Plymouth  the  result  of  want  of  naval  defeuse  of  its 
flanks — meaning  against  the  rebel  ram  and  the  riflemen  in  the  steam- 
boat Cotton  Plant. 

The  Navy  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  planning,  placing,  or  fighting 
the  extensive  and  expensive  fortifications  which  the  Army  had  erected 
for  the  defense  of  Plymouth,  Washington,  and  New  Berne,  by  land 
and  water. 

There  are  three  earthen  works  on  the  riverside  at  Plymouth — one 
in  the  lower  part  and  the  other  two  above  this  small  town,  and  they 
should  not  need  wooden  gunboats  to  defend  them. 

General  Butler  told  me  at  Plymouth  last  fall  that  he  did  not  care  for 
the  ram,  and  that  the  fortifications  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  hold  the 
place. 

A  few  days  since  he  informed  me  that  he  had  ninety  days'  supplies 
at  Plymouth.    The  garrison  there  was  about  2,200  strong. 

Nothing  can  be  more  ungenerous  and  unjust  than  to  make  the  Navy 
responsible  for  the  occupation  or  surrender  of  this  fortified  town.

General:  Permit  me  to  renew  my  previous  suggestions  in  favor  of 
abandoning  the  occupation  of  so  many  points  in  the  sounds,  and  the 
razing  of  the  euemy's  abandoned  defenses. 

Our  present  policy  of  occupying  detached  posts  struck  me  last  fall, 
and  more  so  now  than  then,  as  being  expensive,  insecure,  and  subject- 
ing us  to  attack  in  detail,  whereas  it*  we  occupied  one  good  position, 
the  concentration  of  our  land  and  naval  forces  would  better  enable  us 
to  act  our  part  of  prosecuting  the  war.  Naval  movements  necessarily 
follow  army  policy  in  this  matter,  as  we  can  not  withdraw  our  assist- 
ance whilst  you  need  it  in  the  occupation  of  a  place. 

Matters  are  taking  the  same  critical  turn  here  as  in  the  sounds. 
The  enemy  are  trying  to  cut  off  our  positions  in  detail  and  to  reoccupy

General  :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  on  the  27th  ultimo  your  inter- 
esting and  instructive  communication  of  the  22d  ultimo,  giving  your 
views  respecting  the  occupation  of  posts  within  the  limits  of  your 
command. 

It  was  only  in  connection  with  the  occupation  of  such  posts  by  the 
Navy  as  a  part  of  their  defense  that  the  subject  claimed  my  official 
attention.  I  meant  in  my  communication  of  the  17th  to  refer  only  to 
positions  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  and  not  to  Fort  Macon  and 
Beaufort  Harbor,  the  defense  of  which,  and  of  Hatteras  Inlet,  is  of 
obvious  necessity. 

As  to  Boanoke  Island,  I  supposed  it  best  that  the  abandoned  rebel 
works  there  should  be  razed  and  the  obstructions  in  Groatan  Sound 
removed.  Then  such  observation  or  police  as  should  prevent  attempts 
at  reconstruction  might  answer,  but  even  if  reoccupied  by  the  enemy, 
we  could,  if  there  were  not  too  many  other  places  to  guard,  concentrate 
and  dislodge  them. 

But  this  position  does  not  receive  naval  occupation  at  present,  and 
therefore  is  only  referred  to  in  view  of  future  demands. 

Your  views  in  respect  to  New  Berne,  Washington,  and  Plymouth 
possess  great  force.  They  would  require  considerable  military  defenses, 
however,  to  accomplish  all  you  have  iu  view.  They  are  sickly  places, 
Plymouth  especially.  The  enemy  can  build  gunboats  on  the  Tar, 
above  Washington,  and  on  the  Roanoke,  above  Plymouth,  though 
their  facilities  would  be  better  at  the  towns,  if  they  held  them.  The 
question  with  us  is,  How  many  places  can  we  profitably  hold,  comparing 
the  advantage  with  the  expense  of  possession!  We  do  not  hold  Eliza- 
beth City,  Eden  ton,  Hertford,  Winfield,  etc.,  nor  does  the  enemy  derive 
any  visible  advantage  from  having  access  to  them. 

My  general  view  of  our  policy  is  to  take  places  which  the  enemy  has 
fortified,  to  level  his  works  of  defense,  and  then  to  leave  these  places 
as  they  were  before  the  rebellion,  unless  they  are  of  particular  military 
importance,  in  which  case  they  would  require  and  justify  proper  de- 
fenses. Where  a  place  is  held,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  military  occu- 
pation ought  to  be  as  complete  as  practicable  in  itself,  and  when  this 
cannot  be  done,  the  occupation  becomes  one  of  questionable  propriety 
to  the  extent  that  gunboats  are  permanently  needed  for  its  defense. 

1  do  not  desire  or  attempt  to  interfere  with  your  military  plans,  and 
1  fully  appreciate  the  good  spirit  in  which  you  favor  me  with  your  views. 
It  is  certainly  my  wish  and  purpose  to  cooperate  heartily  with  you.  I 
shall  be  glad  if  this  interchange  of  ideas  wi11  lA*<i  to  such  an  examina- 
tion of  the  subject  as  will  show,  in  oor  «tch  necessary 
military  occupation,  precisely  what  Id  Lval  force  is 
required  in  the  sounds.

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Off  Newport  News,  Van  April  25, 1864. 

Sir:  General  Butler's  plan  requires  a  powerful  cooperating  naval 
force  to  cover  his  landiug,  protect  his  position,  and  keep  open  his  com- 
munications. His  plan  is  so  dependent  on  naval  support,  and  requires 
so  much  of  it,  that  the  naval  force  should  be  so  sufficient  as,  under  cir- 
cumstances, to  insure  his  safety. 

The  enemy  have  three  ironclads,  a  number  of  small  gunboats  and 
torpedo  boats,  and,  it  is  believed,  some  rams. 

Four  ironclads  capable  of  ascending  the  upper  James  is  the  least 
number  necessary.  Two  more  such  ironclads  would  bo  only  prudent 
provision  for  the  security  of  the  army. 

We  should  have  ten  or  a  dozen  good  double- enders,  several  more 
good  tugs,  two  more  good  steam  transports  (light  drafts  of  speed  like 
the  Mary  Ann  would  answer  this  purpose),  and  three  or  four  ordnance 
schooners. 

1  say  nothing  of  ironclad  rams  and  torpedo  vessels,  only  because  it 
will  be  impracticable  now  to  obtain  them. 

A  careful  consideration  of  the  situation  would  soon  satisfy  the 
Department  that  the  force  I  ask  for  is  only  a  proper  provision  to  meet 
the  necessities  of  the  case. 

The  army  preparation  is  progressing  rapidly,  judging  from  the 
arrival  of  troops  from  the  South,  and  1  fear  delay  will  be  experienced 
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from  the  want  of  naval  preparation.    This  movement,  considering  its 
character,  has  been  sprang  rather  suddenly.

General:  I  will  thank  you  to  inform  me  of  the  extent  and  charac- 
ter of  the  joint  expedition  which  you  propose  to  make,  showing  the 
exact  service  which  you  expect  the  navy  to  render,  the  time  when  and 
the  points  to  which  the  different  military  and  naval  movements  are  to 
be  made,  and  the  assistance  which  the  army  will  give  the  navy  in 
taking  and  holding  the  different  positions  deemed  necessary  (which 
should  be  named),  the  number  and  kind  of  transports  requiring  convoy 
and  protection,  where  to,  and  when.  In  a  word,  to  give  me  such  full 
and  perfect  information  in  writing  as  will  enable  the  Navy  Department 
fully  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  service  to  be  performed,  to  ascer- 
tain its  ability  to  furnish  the  means  needed,  and  to  enable  me  to  make 
timely  professional  dispositions.

Letter  from  Major-General  Butler,  V.  8.  Army,  to  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  V.  S.  Navy. 

Confidential.]  Headquarters  18th  Army  Corps, 

Dept.  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina, 

Fortress  Monroe,  April  25, 1864. 

Admiral  :  As  I  bad  the  honor  to  suggest  to  you  in  a  personal  inter- 
view, in  which  we  had  the  pleasure  of  interchanging  views  upon  the 
subject,  it  is  intended  to  land  at  City  Point  and  above  on  the  south 
side  of  James  Biver,  below  a  place  called  Osborne's  at  the  head  of 
Farrar's  Island,  a  force  of  30,000  to  35,000  men,  with  the  necessary  sup- 
plies, artillery,  and  trains. 

To  this  purpose  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  Appomattox  as  far  up  as 
Port  Walthall  as  a  convenient  rendezvous  for  transports. 

To  move  this  force  will  take  a  fleet  of  about  fifty  transports,  besides 
some  thirty  schooners  and  barges  for  landing  and  other  purposes. 

From  this  position  it  is  contemplated  to  move  along  the  south  side  of 

the  James  Biver  upon  Bichmond,  in  cooperation  with  General 's 

army. 

To  effect  this  landing  and  keep  the  position,  it  is  expected  that  the 
navy  will  hold  the  James  Biver  above  Farrar's  Island  and  the  Appo- 
mattox above  Port  Walthall  free  from  all  attacks  by  rebel  water  craft, 
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at  all  hazards,  as  upon  this  depends  the  success,  aud  indeed  the  safety 
of  the  expedition. 

In  order  to  prevent  annoyance  by  the  enemy  as  well  of  the  transports 
as  the  naval  vessels,  it  is  prepared  to  seize  and  hold  Fort  Powhatan 
and  Wilson's  Wharf,  nearly  opposite  each  other  on  the  James  River, 
which  are  supposed  to  be  the  only  bluffs  or  high  points  below  Oity 
Point  from  which  we  can  be  substantially  annoyed  by  the  enemy's  light 
artillery  or  sharpshooters. 

It  is  proposed  to  start  a  flying  column  on  board  transports,  with 
means  of  effecting  a  landing,  and  seize  Wilson's  Wharf  and  Fort 
Powhatan  and  leave  an  adequate  force  there  to  intrench  the  same, 
thence  proceeding  upward  to  seize  City  Point  and  commence  landings 
on  both  sides  of  the  Appomattox,  while  the  navy  take  and  hold 
Osborne's,  as  indicated  above. 

The  navy  will  be  expected  to  cover  the  landings  at  each  of  the  places 
indicated  by  its  guns,  and  to  aid  by  a  flanking  Are  the  army  in  holding 
its  positions  until  intrenched. 

As  the  movement  is  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  surprise,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  naval  vessels  to  go  up  with  the  leading  column  of 
army  transports  with  the  utmost  celerity,  so  that  the  several  positions 
indicated  may  be  taken  both  by  the  land  and  naval  forces  before  the 
enemy  can  concentrate  opposition. 

The  commanding  general  offers  the  use  of  the  armed  boats  of  the 
army,  being  of  very  light  draft,  to  precede  the  naval  force  and  draw- 
ing the  river  for  torpedoes  or  obstructions,  as  their  loss  (if  so  unfortu- 
nate) would  not  be  so  serious  as  a  loss  of  more  valuable  naval  vessels 
with  their  armament;  to  be,  if  desired,  under  your  orders. 

It  is  required  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  army  that  the  joint 
expedition  must  be  ready  for  this  movement  at  a  date  not  later  than 
the  30th  instant. 

Aiter  the  landing  is  effected,  in  the  ulterior  operations  as  well  as 
before,  the  army  will  expect  to  render  all  the  aid  and  cooperation  in  its 
power  to  the  navy  to  enable  it  to  clear  the  river  of  water  craft  and 
obstructions,  and  to  receive  that  hearty  and  genial  cooperation  from 
the  navy  which  the  commanding  general  has  always  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  receive  from  the  navy,  such  as  protecting  his  water  transporta- 
tion and  covering  his  flanks  when  lying  on  the  river,  so  that  the  great 
objective  point,  the  capture  of  Richmond,  may  be  the  joint  enterprise 
of  the  united  services  of  the  array  and  navy. 

I  believe,  admiral,  I  have  answered  each  one  of  the  propositions 
contained  in  your  note  of  to-day  with  as  much  particularity  and  dis- 
tinctness as  the  subject-matter  will  admit,  and  upon  which  and  every 
point  and  part  of  which  I  would  desire  to  interchange  views  with 
you  in  person,  and  to  do  so  will  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  meet  you 
when  and  where  you  will  honor  me  with  an  appointment  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

I  desire  specially  to  call  your  attention  to  the  question  whether  you 
can  hold  the  point  at  Osborne's  as  against  the  rebel  water  craft,  as  that 
is  vital,  or  whether  I  shall  make  provision  to  aid  you  by  sinking 
obstructions  in  the  channel  or  such  other  devices  as  engineering  skill 
shall  suggest.

Confidential.]  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  April  27, 1864. 

General  :  I  received  late  on  the  night  of  this  date  your  confidential 
communication  of  the  25th  instant,  referring  to  our  previous  interview 
and  giving  me  more  fully  your  views  respecting  the  movements  you 
contemplate,  and  including  the  Appomattox  to  Port  Walthall  as  part 
of  the  base  of  your  operations.  This  plan  was,  in  our  interview  yes- 
terday with  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  modified  in  this,  that 
you  abandoned  the  idea  of  landing  troops  or  sending  your  transports 
above  City  Point  on  James  River. 

I  have  the  Onondaga,  and  I  expect  also  three  monitor  ironclads,  and 
with  these  I  shall  be  able  to  cooperate  with  you  as  far  up  James  River 
as  this  draft  and  the  depth  of  water  will  allow  them  to  go,  viz,  to 
Trent's  Reach,  in  which  there  are  but  8g  feet  of  water.  Our  ironclads 
can  not  enter  or  operate  in  the  Appomattox,  but  I  can  cooperate  with 
you  in  small  wooden  vessels  to  Broadway,  and  perhaps  as  high  as  Point 
of  Rocks,  if  there  are  no  obstructions  in  the  river,  or  rifle  pits  on  the 
banks  to  drive  the  men  from  their  guns  on  these  open-deck  vessels,  or 
batteries  with  which  such  vessels  can  not  contend. 

The  ironclads  can,  barring  accidents,  average  5  knots  per  hour  to 
Harrison's  Bar,  which  is  50  miles  above  Newport  News.  They  require 
high  water  by  day  to  cross  that  bar.  The  river  at  Harrison's  Bar, 
before  City  Point,  in  the  Appomattox,  and  from  City  Point  to  Farrar's 
Island,  requires  to  be  examined  for  torpedoes,  and  if  we  meet  with  no 
resistance  this  can  be  done  by  day,  and  in  part  of  a  day. 

I  thankfully  accept  the  offer  of  your  light-drafts  to  act  under  my 
orders  in  the  performance  of  this  important  duty. 

The  engineering  device  of  defense  by  obstructions  (the  means  of 
making  which  you  kindly  propose  to  provide)  above  the  ironclads  in 
James  River  would  materially  aid  in  preventing  the  success  of  attempts 
to  blow  them  up,  and  of  surprise  by  torpedo  vessels  and  fire  rafts. 
The  confusion  and  loss  which  would  inevitably  ensue  among  your  numer- 
ous transports  crowded  in  the  river,  in  the  event  of  such  an  alarm, 
would  be  very  serious. 

I  would  suggest  Trent's  Reach  or  Dutch  Gap  as  a  good  location  for 
such  obstructions. 

I  do  not  see  clearly  how  such  a  movement  can  be  made  a  surprise,  as 
the  enemy  has  a  signal  corps  in  operation  along  James  River. 

1  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  occupation  of  Dutch  Gap,  which 
is  high  and  narrow,  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  us,  and  that  a  body 
of  skirmishers  to  land,  clear,  and  picket  the  bluffs  on  the  left  bank, 
between  Eppes  Island  and  Farrar's  Island,  would  be  a  very  desirable 
protection  to  the  gunboats  against  sharpshooters  and  torpedo  operators. 

The  wooden  gunboat  force  expected  is  not  so  large  as  I  have  desired. 
It  will,  however,  I  hope,  be  sufficient  to  give  the  convoy  required  and 
assist  the  ironclads  in  covering  the  landings  contemplated. 

Be  assured,  general,  that  intelligent  and  hearty  cooperation  is  the 
first  wish  of  myself,  and  will  be  the  effort  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
my  command.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  French,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding 
the  arrival  of  launches  from  the  Chowan  River,  prepared  for  coopera- 
tion with  the  Confederate  ram. 

U.  S.  8.  Miami, 
Albemarle  Sound,  North  Carolina,  April  25, 1864. 

Sir  :  After  sending  my  dispatch  this  morning  I  went  on  board  the 
Massasoit  and  proceeded  to  Edenton,  in  company  with  the  U.  S.  S. 
Ceres,  to  put  the  women  and  children  ashore.  I  communicated  with 
the  shore,  and  learned  from  Mr.  Bond  and  Mr.  Bland,  two  very  reliable 
gentlemen,  that  last  Thursday  night  there  were  thirteen  launches 
brought  down  from  Cold-rain  [Colerain],  on  Chowan  River,  about  25 
miles  above,  each  being  armed  with  a  howitzer,  and  the  whole  manned 
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by  300  men,  which  are  intended  to  cooperate  with  the  no,  and  I  learn 
that  they  are  now  quartered  in  the  month  of  the  Cashie  River  and 
Simon  [Salmon]  Creek. 

Being  in  possession  of  this  information  I  deem  it  proper  to  dispatch 
the  Mossosoit  with  this  letter  to-night.  Under  the  circumstances  I  con- 
sider it  improper  to  send  boats  on  picket  at  the  month  of  the  river^  and 
I  have  ordered  the  steamers  to  be  kept  underway  at  night. 

In  my  communication  to-day  I  requested  that  yon  would  send  the 
General  Jesup  back,  if  possible,  but  if  you  have  not  obtained  her,  I 
beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  having  one  or  two  more 
steamers  as  soon  as  possible.  My  object  in  making  the  suggestion  for 
more  boats  is,  that  I  may  be  able  to  keep  a  more  extended  line  and 
watch  the  movements  at  the  month  of  both  rivers,  and  not  that  1  am 
afraid  of  being  captured.  I  did  not  have  time  to  make  the  reeonnois- 
sance  proposed,  but  I  learned  at  Edenton  that  a  battery  had  been 
erected  at  the  mouth  of  Chowan  River,  on  its  left  bank.  I  shall  go  up 
in  the  morning,  and  if  I  find  the  enemy  at  work,  or  guns  in  position,  I 
shall  shell  them  out. 

Please  send  the  Mossosoit  back  immediately.

U.  S.  S.  Shokokon, 
Up  James  River,  April  26, 1864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

At  3:30  p.  m.  this  day,  saw  a  boat  under  sail  steering  oat  from  the 
shore  about  the  vicinity  of  Day's  Point  (James  River),  apparently  for 
the  purpose  of  crossing  the  river.  I  immediately  started  in  pursuit. 
The  boat  on  discovering  us  to  be  in  chase  of  her,  turned  back  and  ran 
in  by  Rock  Wharf.  I  steamed  up  to  abreast  of  the  wharf,  and  not  seeing 
anyone,  I  cautiously  steamed  inshore  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
torpedoes,  if  any  should  be  there ;  got  to  within  350  yards  of  the  shore, 
when  we  received  a  volley  of  musketry  from  a  concealed  enemy  in  the 
woods  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  and  for  a  short  time  they  kept  up  a 
very  sharp  fire.  I  immediately  returned  their  fire  with  our  30-poander 
Parrotts  and  howitzers,  throwing  shell  and  shrapnel  in  where  they  were 
concealed ;  in  a  short  time  silenced  their  fire,  saw  them  leave  and  take 
shelter  behind  a  bluff,  where  we  could  not  reach  them.  No  one  was 
hurt  on  this  ship,  although  many  of  their  shot  passed  across  the  deck 
and  several  struck  the  side ;  could  not  tell  whether  any  of  the  enemy  were 
hit,  as  the  brush  hid  them  from  our  view. 

Officers  and  men  behaved  well.  I  should  suppose  by  the  rapidity  of 
their  fire  that  there  were  from  50  to  75  of  the  enemy  at  the  time  they 
opened  on  us.

Sir:  In  my  communication  of  17th  instant,  informed  you  that  I  had 
detained  the  Mount  Vernon  temporarily  at  New  Inlet,  to  strengthen 
the  blockade  there.  On  the  25th,  other  vessels  having  arrived  from 
Beaufort,  I  relieved  her  from  that  detention  and  she  is  now  on  the  out- 
side blockade,  in  conjunction  with  the  Monticello,  to  intercept  Bermuda 
runners. 

When  I  left  New  Inlet  there  were  present  there  the  following  vessels: 
Tuscarora,  Kansas,  Cambridge,  Niphon,  Howquah,  and  Fahkee.  The 
Grand  Gulf  expected  there  that  evening.  The  Calypso  had  reported, 
and  I  detained  her  for  the  Western  Bar,  where  were  the  Dacotah,  Mar- 
atanza,  Aries,  and  Emma.  The  Vicksburg  expected  daily.

Sir  :  Send  to  General  Butler,  with  lists,  the  refugees  and  the  persons 
captured  near  Wilmington  on  the  21st  instant,  and  inform  the  general 
that  I  will  write  to  him  on  the  subject. 

Then  proceed  to  the  Gosport  navy  yard  with  the  Fort  Jackson,  ask 
Commodore  Livingston  in  my  name  to  give  you  every  facility  to  coal, 
and  take  in  your  supplies  with  dispatch,  when  return  to  Beaufort. 
Confer  with  and  instruct  Commander  Dove  and  make  the  necessary 
naval  disposition  from  without  and  within  for  insuring  the  safety  of 
that  harbor  against  boat  raids  or  land  attacks  by  the  enemy.  Use  for 
this  purpose  only  so  much  of  the  blockading  force  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary.    The  blockade  must  be  effectively  kept;  meanwhile  I  have 
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desired  Captain  Smith  to  send,  if  he  can  possibly  spare  them,  the  Com- 
modore Barney  (ferryboat,  well  armed)  and  one  or  two  light  vessels 
from  the  sounds  to  aid  in  the  protection  of  Beaufort  Harbor. 

The  sailors  from  our  already  weakly  manned  blockaders,  which  Com- 
mander Dove  had  sent  to  Fort  Macon  and  the  forts  at  Morehead  City, 
I  have  ordered  him  to  have  returned  to  their  vessels,  and  these  sent 
back  to  the  blockade,  reserving  one  or  two  only,  unless  more  are  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  defense  of  Beaufort. 

I  regret  to  hear  from  you  that  there  are  nine  blockaders  detained  in 
Beaufort,  and  that  there  are  but  three  vessels  off  Wilmiugton ;  this  is 
very  wrong.  It  is  of  the  utmost  public  account  that  the  blockade 
of  Wilmin^on  should  be  very  good  at  this  time  when  supplies  are  of  so 
much  consequence  to  the  enemy.  Let  Captain  Frailey,  or  some  other 
vigilant  officer,  have  charge  of  the  defense  of  Beaufort,  if  you  think 
it  best  to  be  off  Wilmington  in  person,  which  I  think  is  the  preferable 
plan. 

I  have,  and  shall  again,  call  General  Butler's  attention  to  the  great 
importance  of  providing  proper  military  means  for  the  security  of 
Beaufort  Harbor,  and  I  have  asked  him  to  put  some  of  the  light  army 
gunboats  at  the  disposition  of  the  Navy  for  this  purpose.  Do  the  best 
with  the  naval  means  at  command  to  keep  the  blockade  of  Wilmington 
strictly  to  provide  for  the  security  of  Beaufort.

Report  of  Captain  Smith,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  S.  Mattabesetty 

of  arrival  in  Pamlico  Sound. 

U.  S.  8.  Mattabesett, 

Pamlico  Sound,  April  26, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  arrived  here  this  morning,  having  been  delayed  by  a  southeast 
gale,  in  which  the  Wyalusing  was  somewhat  strained,  and  could  scarcely 
be  kept  free  by  her  pumps.  Had  the  gale  continued  six  hours  she  would 
have  lightened  at  the  expense  of  guns  and  ammunition. 

This  vessel  made  better  weather,  but  the  contract  ironwork  proved 
very  defective  and  the  copper  below  the  first  streak  haugs  in  rags,  and 
in  several  places  is  entirely  gone.  The  eccentric  is  also  out  of  order, 
and  the  vessel  can  be  propelled  but  one  way.  The  ram  has  not  been 
seen  since  her  first  exploit,  but  from  what  information  I  can  gather  here, 
she  is  guarding  Plymouth.  I  am  on  the  Swash,  and  expect  to  get  over 
the  next  tide.  The  Sassacus  succeeded  in  crossing  this  morning,  and 
was  bound  for  New  Berne. 

The  Miami  and  Tacony  are  off  Plymouth ;  the  Hetzel  and  Valley  City 
are  at  New  Berne. 

The  engineer  of  the  Onondaga  is  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  engines  of  these  vessels,  and  as  the  machinery  of  the 
Onondaga  is  in  perfect  order,  and  the  first  assistant  a  valuable  and  intelli- 
gent engineer,  I  should  be  pleased  if  you  would  allow  Mr.  Henderson  to 
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come  down  here  for  a  short  time  to  effect  the  necessary  repairs  on  the 
MaUabesett.

Admiral  :  The  Sassacus  and  Commodore  Barney  arrived  this  morn- 
ing, and  I  received  your  letters. 

I  think  that  Commander  Renshaw  can  be  of  more  service  at  Wash- 
ington than  in  Albemarle  Sound. 

General  Palmer  informed  me  this  morning  confidentially  that  he 
intended  to  withdraw  most  of  the  force  from  Washington,  leaving  only 
enough  to  make  a  show.  1  have  directed  Commander  Itenshaw  to  send  all 
the  stores  belonging  to  the  Navy,  including  ammunition,  to  this  place. 
From  the  best  information,  the  enemy  is  very  active  in  his  movements, 
and  we  expect  an  attack  from  all  points  at  any  moment. 
I  enclose  you  two  general  orders  from  the  army.

Letter  from  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Major-Qeneral 
Butler,  V.  S.  Army,  regarding  indications  of  a  vigorous  campaign  by 
the  enemy  in  North  Carolina. 

Flagship  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron, 

Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  April  27,  1864. 

General  :  Captain  Sands,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Fort  Jackson,  reports 
to  me  that  on  the  night  of  the  22d  instant  he  sent  two  boats  on  shore 
near  New  Inlet  to  reconnoiter  Myrtle  Sound  and  vicinity  and  obtain 
information  in  regard  to  the  strength  and  position  of  the  enemy.  The 
party  was  guided  by  a  refugee  named  Pucket,  who  was  picked  up  some 
days  previously,  and  acted  also  as  guide  in  the  expedition  that  destroyed 
the  State  salt  works  near  Masonboro  on  the  21st  instant.  The  officer 
in  charge  of  the  party  was  conducted  by  this  man  to  the  house  of  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Masonboro  Home  Guard  named  Eli  H.  Davis,  who 
came  off  with  them  and  furnished  the  following  information  in  sub- 
stance :  That  the  present  force  in  Fort  Fisher  and  the  batteries  adjacent 
consists  of  about  1,000  men,  and  the  force  in  and  around  Wilmington 
about  2,000,  General  Beauregard  and  General  Whiting  commanding; 
in  addition  to  which  some  300  conscripts,  who  had  been  employed  at 
the  salt  works,  were  sent  there  after  these  works  were  destroyed;  that 
Wilmington  could,  in  his  opinion,  be  taken  with  little  difficulty  now  by 
landing  troops  at  Masonboro  and  marching  across.  The  distance  is 
short  and  the  road  good  and  undefended.  The  batteries  at  Wilming- 
ton mount  but  about  ten  or  fifteen  guns,  and  they  "  old-fashioned  smooth- 
bores." He  does  not  state  their  caliber.  When  the  firing  at  the  salt 
works  on  the  21st  was  heard  at  Wilmington  it  was  supposed  there  that 
an  attack  on  that  place  was  intended,  and  troops  that  had  been  dis- 
patched to  Swansboro  and  the  sounds  were  recalled.  The  number  of 
these  is  not  stated,  nor  whether  they  are  included  in  the  estimate  given 
of  the  troops  at  Wilmington  and  vicinity. 

Mr.  Davis  further  says  that  the  high  prices  of  provisions  and  conse- 
quent suffering  have  made  the  people  tired  of  the  war,  and  that  many 
of  them  will  be  glad  to  see  our  forces  in  possession. 

I  desire  to  call  your  serious  attention  to  these  statements.  The  pres- 
ence at  Wilmington  of  a  general  so  highly  esteemed  by  the  rebels  as 
Beauregard,  the  sending  of  troops  from  Wilmington  to  Swansboro,  the 
recent  attack  on  Plymouth,  and  the  increase  of  the  force  of  the  rebels 
in  all  the  eastern  part  of  North  Carolina  indicate,  I  think,  their  deter- 
mination to  push  the  campaign  in  that  region  with  vigor,  possibly  to 
attack  both  Beaufort  and  New  Berne. 

The  presence  of  the  enemy  at  Swansboro  has  made  an  increase  of  the 
force  at  Fort  Macon  and  Mr  requisite,  and  Commander 

Dove,  commanding  naval  i  °*  taken  men  from  the 

blockading  vessels  to  mm.  necessities  of  the 
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blockade  and  the  weakness  of  the  crews  of  the  blockading  vessels  has 
compelled  me  to  order  that  these  men  be  returned  to  their  ships. 

The  possession  of  Beaufort  and  New  Berne  is  of  such  manifest  impor- 
tance that  I  deem  it  necessary  only  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  in  that  region. 

I  shall  issue  orders  to  the  senior  officer  off  Wilmington  to  use  every 
exertion  to  obtain  information  and  to  forward  it  as  soon  as  received.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  an 
engagement  near  Masonboro  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  April  27  and  29, 
1864.

Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  April  29, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  morning  of  April  27, 
while  close  inshore  near  Masonboro  Inlet,  discovered  a  boat,  stood  for 
her,  found  8  negro  refugees  in  her,  one  of  which  shipped  on  board  this 
vessel  for  three  years,  the  other  7  were  transferred  on  board  the 
IT.  S.  8.  Fahkee  at  the  request  of  Acting  Master  [F.  R.]  Webb,  who 
shipped  them  for  three  years.  While  taking  on  board  these  refugees 
six  pieces  of  field  artillery  opened  on  us,  but  the  shell  fell  short.  We 
immediately  went  to  quarters,  threw  shell  among  them  and  drove  them 
away,  two  of  our  shell  exploding  in  the  steam  sawmill  on  shore  and  set 
it  on  fire.  On  the  morning  of  the  29th  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  us 
with  two  Whitworth  guns,  the  shot  passing  over  us;  stood  inshore  and 
shelled  them  and  also  a  company  of  cavalry,  who  were  driven  away 
into  the  woods. 

There  appears  to  be  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  located  at  Masonboro. 
The  refugees  state  that  there  is  great  excitement  at  Wilmington,  and 
on  Sunday  last  when  they  left  that  place  all  the  citizens  were  under 
arms,  expecting  an  attack.

Admiral  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant. 

There  is  no  news  of  importance  from  Albemarle  Sound.  The  Tacony 
returned  to  this  place  this  morning  to  repair  boilers.  A  boiler  maker 
has  been  sent  from  Philadelphia  to  do  the  work,  and  Captain  Truxtun 
came  here  for  better  facilities. 

I  have  sent  the  Sassacus  to  Albemarle  Sound.  I  enclose  a  copy  of 
my  orders  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Roe. 

General  Palmer  has  decided  to  evacuate  Washington,  [N.  C],  and  as 
this  is  rather  a  delicate  movement  to  be  executed  in  the  face  of  the 
enemy,  I  have  decided  to  keep  Commander  Benshaw  here  until  the 
troops,  citizens,  and  stores  are  all  removed.  Agreeably  to  General 
Palmer's  request,  I  have  sent  the  Commodore  Barney  and  Commodore 
Hull  there  to  render  what  assistance  they  can,  to  give  our  troops  confi- 
dence, and  intimidate  the  enemy. 

I  understand  they  were  hard  pushed  at  Washington  last  night,  the 
enemy  being  in  large  force.  I  expect  New  Berne  will  be  attacked  as 
soon  as  they  get  through  there.

1  was  informed  by  good  authority  that  torpedoes  had  been  placed 
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only  a  few  days  since  near  the  wharves  both  in  the  Pamnnkey  and 
Mattapony  rivers.  Arrived  at  the  month  of  the  Mattapony  Eiver  at  6 
p.  m.  and  proceeded  np  to  Shepherds  [Sheppard's|  Landing;  found 
everything  clear  for  landing  troops.  Game  again  down  the  Mattapony 
River  and  anchored  in  the  mouth  of  the  Pamunkey  River,  the  Mystic 
anchoring  below. 

This  morning  at  5  a.  m.  again  got  underway,  swept  with  our  boats 
around  the  wharf  at  West  Point,  and  proceeded  up  the  Pamunkey 
River  about  4  miles;  found  no  obstructions  whatever.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  report  that,  having  telegraphed  to  you  on  the 
evening  of  the  29th  ultimo  that  some  troops  were  about  to  proceed  from 
Yorktown  to  West  Point,  and  that  Major-General  Smith  requested  the 
aid  of  the  gunboats  to  cover  his  landing  and  protect  them  while  at  this 
point,  when,  on  the  morning  of  the  30th,  I  received  your  communi- 
cation by  the  Shawsheen,  I  was  ready  then  to  proceed  up  the  river. 
For  some  reason  unknown  to  me  the  transports  were  not  ready  to 
leave  Gloucester  Point  until  late  in  the  afternoon  of  the  30th.  At  4 
a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant  got  underway,  followed  by  four 
transports,  carrying  some  2,500  troops.  The  Shawsheen  during  the 
night  having  been  obliged  to  haul  her  fires  for  slight  repairs  to  her 
boiler,  I  left  her  at  Yorktown  with  orders  to  follow  as  soon  as  possible. 
After  being  underway  the  General  Putnam  arrived  from  Hampton 
Road 8;  communicated  with  her,  ordering  her  to  bring  up  the  rear. 
Arrived  at  West  Point  at  9  a.  m.  and  came  to  anchor  off  the  wharf,  cov- 
ering the  landing  of  the  troops  who  were  disembarking  from  the  trans- 
ports. The  troops  at  once  inarched  out  Rome  li  miles  and  took  posses- 
sion of  the  intrenchments  which  were  thrown  up  by  General  Gordon 
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some  twelve  months  since.  I  then  stationed  the  General  Putnam  and 
Shawsheen  in  different  positions  in  the  Pamunkey  River  for  covering 
our  troops  and  resisting  any  attack  which  might  be  made  by  the 
enemy.  Proceeded  with  this  vessel  into  the  Mattapony  River,  taking 
a  station  where  my  guns  would  sweep  the  whole  plain  before  the 
intrenchments.  While  lying  in  the  Pamunkey  River  picked  up  three 
refugees  from  Richmond  in  a  canoe;  turned  them  over  to  Colonel 
Henry,  commanding  army  forces  at  this  place. 

Not  needing  further  the  services  of  the  Shawsheen,  ordered  her  to 
proceed  to  Hampton  Roads  and  report  to  you.  I  send  by  her  a  torpedo 
which  had  drifted  down  the  river,  and  was  picked  up  on  the  beach  at 
Yorktown  by  Patrick  McCall  (seaman),  one  of  my  gig's  crew,  on  the 
29th  ultimo.

Later  information  brought  to  me  pats  Beauregard's  advanoeat  Petersburg  on  their 
way  to  Richmond  and  Lee's  army  in  Virginia. 

Captain  [Has well  C]  Clarke,  of  my  staff,  baa  just  come  up  and  reports  the  rebel 
troops  are  leaving  North  Carolina.  Plymouth  is  evacuated  and  Little  Washington 
and  New  Berne  are  relieved  from  all  threats  of  operations. 

And  you  inform  me  that  there  are  always  one  or  two  blockaders  at 
Beaufort  coaling  or  repairing.  Such  being  the  case  the  arrangements 
proposed  in  my  communication  of  26th  instant  will  be  unnecessary 
until  the  emergency  contemplated  shall  arise. 

Blockaders  must  not  be  detained  at  Beaufort  longer  than  the  time 
necessary  to  coal  and  repair,  except  upon  an  emergency  that  shall 
justify  such  detention.

capture  of  the  British  schooner  Indian. 

U.  S.  S.  VlOKSBUBG, 

Lat.  32°  45'  N.,  Long.  78°  W.,  April  30, 1864. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  morning,  at  4 :  30  a.  m.,  I  dis- 
covered a  sail  to  the  eastward  and  gave  chase;  boarded  her,  and  found 
her  to  be  the  English  schooner  Indian,  belonging  to  Nassau,  New 
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Providence.  I  found  no  name  on  her  stern,  and  that  she  had  no  cargo 
save  1  hogshead  of  palm  oil,  said  to  have  been  picked  up  at  sea,  and 
I  also  fouud  that  she  had  kept  no  log  book.  Her  master,  J.  M.  Celeste, 
claims  to  be  bouud  from  Belize,  Honduras,  to  Havana;  says  he  could 
not  get  into  Havana, owing  to  northerly  winds;  claims  to  have  drifted 
past  Havana ;  he  then  ran  his  vessel  into  Indian  Key,  coast  of  Florida, 
from  whence  he  sailed  22d  April,  1864;  since  then  he  claims  to  have 
drifted  510  miles  in  the  Gulf  Stream,  unable  to  get  to  Havana.  His 
crew  state  that  they  have  been  lying  in  this  vicinity  waiting  for  an 
opportunity  to  run  the  blockade.  I  deem  him  suspicious  from  these 
facts  and  from  the  position  I  boarded  him,  latitude  32°  45'  N.,  longi- 
tude 78°  W.,  an  excellent  position  to  run  into  one  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina inlets.  I  find  also  that  in  November,  18G3,  he  sailed  from  Nassau, 
New  Providence,  to  Matamoras,  where  he  took  in  a  cargo  of  cotton, 
intending  to  go  to  Havana,  but,  owing  to  a  gale  of  wind,  went  to  Cam- 
peche.  There  repairing  bis  schooner,  he  proceeded  to  Belize,  Honduras, 
from  whence  he  last  sailed,  going  into  Indiau  Key,  a  blockaded  portion  of 
the  coast  of  Florida.  His  crew  list  is  imperfect,  and  one  man  on  board 
not  accounted  for.  When  chased  by  me  he  stood  to  the  northward  and 
eastward  with  the  current,  when  he  could  have  stood  to  the  southward 
and  westward.  I  do  not  think  he  ever  intended  to  go  to  Havana,  but 
running  into  Indian  Key  and  failing  to  get  a  cargo,  has  run  up  the 
coast  intending  to  try  and  enter  one  of  the  North  Carolina  inlets. 

I  have  sent  this  vessel  to  Washington,  D.  C,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Mastei  '3  Mate  Robert  B.  Elder,  with  a  prize  crew  of  six  persons ;  also  the 
master  and  cook  of  the  prize.  I  have  sent  a  copy  of  the  above  to 
Acting  Hear- Admiral  S.  P.  Lee.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Breck,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  infor- 
mation received  from  a  refugee  regarding  affairs  at  Wilmington  and 
vicinity. 

U.  S.  S.  Niphon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  May  1,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  2  o'clock  on  this  date,  I  took 
off  the  beach  Charles  Wesley,  a  bright  mulatto,  who  states  that  he  left 
Fort  Fisber  about  three  hours  before  we  took  him  off,  and  that  he  was 
servant  to  Colonel  Lamb,  commanding  Fort  Fisher.  He  states  that 
the  garrison  of  Fort  Fisher  is  the  Thirty  sixth  North  Carolina  Regi- 
ment, of  about  800  men,  and  that  General  [N.  G.]  Evans's  division  of 
6,000  men  has  been  ordered  to  Wilmington  and  to  Forts  Caswell  and 
Fisher;  that  General  Beauregard  is  in  command  of  Wilmington  and 
its  defenses;  General  Hampton  has  been  ordered  to  commaud  the  cav- 
alry force  of  the  Department. 

The  Half  Moon,  or  Gatlin,  is  to  be  be  made  into  a  twelve-gun  battery, 
the  guns  being  now  on  their  way  from  Columbia,  S.  C.  The  ironclad 
North  Carolina  intends  to  come  out  if  she  can  get  over  the  bar,  but,  as 
she  draws  15  feet,  they  think  it  doubtful.  The  ironclad  Raleigh  is  on 
shore  about  8  miles  up  the  river  from  Fort  Fisher,  and  it  is  thought 
she  will  not  get  off ;  she  draws  10  feet.  Both  the  Raleigh  and  North 
Carolina  are  very  slow.  Four  blockade  runners  have  arrived  within 
the  last  six  days;  one  of  them,  the  Lucy,  was  loaded  with  Enfield 
rifles  and  big  guns.  On  Tuesday  last  the  cotton  yards  were  set  fire  to, 
and  15,000  to  20,000  bales  were  burned  up  belonging  to  the  Confederate 
Government.   The  cigar  torpedo  steamer  was  burned  at  the  same  time,

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Bdbcock,U.  8.  Navy,  of  experiments 

with  torpedoes  found  on  York  River. 

XL  S.  S.  Morse, 
Off  West  Point,  Mattapony  River,  May  2, 1864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  last  night  some  soldiers  found  in  a 
deserted  house  at  this  place  four  torpedoes  (similar  to  the  one  I  send 
you),  ready  to  place  in  the  river.  Colonel  Henry  (commanding  army 
forces  at  this  place)  gave  me  one  to  experiment  with.  Placed  it  under 
an  old  wharf,  in  about  7  feet  of  water,  anchoring  it  3  feet  below  the 
surface,  with  a  line  attached  leading  to  the  shore.  When  ready,  by 
hauling  on  the  line  exploded  the  torpedo,  the  force  of  the  powder  throw- 
ing a  large  volume  of  water  nearly  75  feet  in  the  air  and  breaking  some 
heavy  timbers.  I  am  informed  there  is  a  rebel  party  in  these  rivers 
employed  in  putting  them  down  to  destroy  the  gunboats.  They  are 
very  dangerous  to  handle,  on  account  of  the  force  of  the  spiral  spring, 
which,  if  it  happened  to  slip  while  arranging,  would  certainly  destroy 
the  boat  and  crew.  The  torpedo  I  send  you  is  full  of  powder,  but 
the  air  chamber  leaks,  as  water  ran  from  it  some  time  after  it  was 
picked  up. 

I  also  send  you  what  remains  of  the  exploded  torpedo,  it  having  been 
anchored  by  this  part. 

I  have  swept  several  times,  but  as  yet  have  not  been  able  to  find  any, 
although  I  am  informed  a  great  many  have  been  put  dowu.

Sib:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  25th  ultimo,  directing  me  to 
send  the  steamer  Commodore  Barney  and  one  of  the  light-drafts  to 
Beaufort,  if  they  can  possibly  be  spared,  and  would  respectfully  inform 
you  that  such  a  reduction  of  the  naval  force  iu  the  sound  would  not,  in 
my  judgment,  be  advisable,  in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  affairs 
here  and  the  crippled  state  of  navy  steamers,  the  Taeony,  with  one 
boiler,  and  the  Commodore  Barney  being  the  only  vessels  that  can 
move. 

The  enclosed  report  of  Commander  Benshaw  will  inform  you  of  some 
of  the  particulars  connected  with  the  evacuation  of  Washington,  on 
the  Pamlico  Eiver,  and  I  have  instructed  him  to  endeavor  to  hold  the 

Elace  with  the  Louisiana  and  Valley  City,  but  not  to  destroy  the  town, 
elieving  that  his  occasional  presence  will  prevent  its  occupation  by  a 
rebel  force. 

Should  you  consider  this  blockade  of  less  importance  than  the  pro- 
tection  of  the  property  at  Beaufort,  the  vessels  designated  will  be  sent. 

New  Berne  is  threatened  by  a  large  rebel  force,  and  unless  the  speedy 
operations  on  the  peninsula  should  diminish  their  present  numbers, 
estimated  at  15,000,  there  will  be  great  difficulty  in  holding  the  place. 

Commander  Davenport  has  been  instructed  to  dispose  of  the  navy 
steamers  to  the  best  possible  advantage  to  repel  an  attack,  and  has 
the  Hetzel,  Taeony,  Commodore  Barney,  and  Lockwood  at  his  disposal 
for  that  service j  and  the  Whitehead,  with  a  disabled  rudder,  will  be 
sent  to  assist  with  her  guns  so  soon  as  she  shall  cease  to  be  available 
here. 

Before  my  arrival  (the  Mattabesett  having  been  detained  at  New 
Berne  for  the  want  of  a  pilot,  coal,  and  indispensable  repairs  on  her 
machinery)  the  ram  came  out  oi  Roanoke  Biver  and  followed  the  Miami, 
Ceres,  and  Whitehead  to  Alligator  Biver,  which  place  he  entered  and 
captured  a  small  steamer  and  two  barges,  leaving,  it  is  reported,  the 
same  evening  for  Plymouth,  with  the  prizes  in  tow. 

I  am  now  examining  the  Pasquotank,  Alligator,  and  Little  rivers,  to 
ascertain,  for  a  certainty,  that  the  ram  has  passed  up  the  sound,  when 
I  shall  send  the  small  steamers  back  to  the  Roanoke  to  entice  him  out 
as  before,  and  if  successful  shall  be  informed  of  the  fact  by  a  fast  army 
steamer,  when  I  will  proceed  to  his  capture  with  the  Mattabesett,  Sas- 
saeus,  Wyalusing,  ana  Whitehead,  first  division,  and  the  Miami,  Ceres, 
Commodore  Hull,  and  army  steamer  MassaAoit. 

A  force  consisting  of  the  ram,  3  small  steamers,  and  30  armed  barges 
are  organizing  at  Plymouth  for  an  attack  upon  Roanoke  Island,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  expedition  will  not  keep  me  waiting. 

I  would  respectfully  inform  you  that  coal  will  soon  be  needed  for  the 
vessels  in  this  sound.  Orders  were  sent  to  the  master  of  the  sloop 
Granite  some  time  since  to  direct  the  first  coal  vessel  that  might  arrive 
to  proceed  immediately  here,  and  it  is  therefore  inferred  that  none  has 
reached  that  place.

upon  their  arrival  at  Fort  Powhatan,  will  drop  out  of  line  and  take  up  a 
position  to  cover  our  troops,  which  it  is  expected  will  then  be  in  pos- 
session of  that  point,  as  well  as  Wilson's  Wharf.  The  Dawn  will 
proceed  to  Wilson's  Wharf  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  Young  America  will  act  as  guard  boat  to  the  Atlanta.  The  rest 
of  the  ironclads  will  push  forward  with  dispatch  to  Harrison's  Bar, 
which  it  is  expected  they  will  reach  between  1  and  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  in 
time  to  cross  at  high  water.  After  crossing  the  bar,  they  will  be 
taken  to  designated  positions  just  above  Bermuda  Hundred,  in  line 
ahead,  and  make  every  preparation  for  immediate  service  in  covering 
the  landing  of  troops  and  repelling  and  destroying  the  enemy's  vessels, 
should  they  appear.  The  main*  body  of  the  army  will  move  up  the 
James  River  from  Newport  News  at,  or  soon  after,  midnight  to-night. 

The  folio  win  g-  vessels  will  be  underway  by  midnight,  and  take  posi- 
tions in  the  following  order  ahead  of  the  army  transports:  Osceola, 
Commodore  Morris,  Shokokon,  Stepping  Stones,  Delaware,  General  Put- 
nam, Shaic  sheen. 

All  of  these  vessels  will  be  fully  prepared  to  drag  for  torpedoes  them- 
selves, and  with  their  boats,  and  to  send  boats  to  fire  rafts  with  grapnels, 
with  which  to  tow  the  rafts  clear  of  the  vessel  and  on  shore. 

Upon  arriving  at  Harrison's  Bar,  the  General  Putnam  and  Stepping 
Stones  will  go  ahead  and  drag  the  bar  carefully  for  torpedoes,  taking 
care  to  keep  100  or  200  yards  apart,  so  that  they  do  not  explode  the 
torpedoes  under  each  other.  As  soon  as  a  torpedo  is  discovered,  the 
vessel  making  the  discovery  will  at  once  signify  it  by  hoisting  the  meal 
pennant,  when  every  precaution  will  be  taken  by  dragging  with  the 
boats  and  following  slowly.  After  leaving  Harrison's  Bar,  the  Step- 
ping Stones,  General  Putnam,  Delaware,  and  Shaw  sheen  will,  together, 
search  the  waters  between  that  point  and  1  mile  above  Bermuda  Hun- 
dred for  torpedoes,  the  Delaware  on  the  port  side  of  the  channel,  the 
Shawsheen  on  the  starboard  side,  the  General  Putnam  and  Stepping 
Stones  in  mid-channel,  in  bow  and  quarter  line  as  near  as  practicable. 
The  ironclads  will  not  go  up  to  their  position  until  this  is  done.  The  tugs 
attached  to  the  ironclads  will  act  as  tenders  to  them,  under  the  squad- 
ron orders  and  instructions  in  regard  to  torpedo  boats,  etc.  The 
Osceola  and  Mackinaw  will  take  up  positions  from  one-fourth  to  half  a 
mile  ahead  of  the  ironclads,  in  waters  which  they  must  previously 
drag  for  torpedoes.  The  Commodore  Jones  and  Shokokon  will  take  up 
a  position  off  the  mouth  of  Appomatox  River  between  City  Point  and 
Bermuda  Hundred.  The  Eutaw,  Hunchback,  and  Commodore  Morris 
will  take  position  below  City  Point  to  protect  and  cover  the  landing  of 
the  troops  and  be  ready  to  render  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary. 
The  General  Putnam  and  Stepping  Stones  will  cover  the  boats  of  the 
Osceola  and  Mackinaw  while  dragging  the  river  for  torpedoes  above 
Bermuda  Hundred,  which  will  be  done  as  soon  as  those  vessels  have 
taken  their  positions.  The  Delaware  and  Shawsheen  will  cover  the 
boats  of  the  Commodore  Jones  and  Shokokon,  which  will,  as  soon  as  they 
have  taken  their  positions,  proceed  to  drag  the  mouth  of  the  Appo- 
mattox and  examine  the  banks  of  that  river  for  torpedoes.  These 
directions  are  to  cover  the  landing  of  the  troops,  which  it  is  intended 
shall  be  made  at  City  Point  and  at  Bermuda  Hundred  simultaneously. 
In  case  of  opposition  to  the  landing,  such  additional  force  will  be  applied 
to  the  point  most  needing  it  as  will  best  protect  and  cover  the  operations 
of  the  army. 

A  detachment  of  army  gunboats  under  General  Graham,  together 
with  troops  in  transports,  will  pass  up  the  river  at  or  about  7  o'clock 
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this  evening  to  operate  against  the  enemy's  signal  station  and  to  occupy 
Fort  Powhatan  and  Wilson's  Wharf. 

The  ganboats  preceding  the  main  body  of  the  army  will  therefore  be 
careful  not  to  fire  upon  this  division,  nor  thus  alarm  the  enemy.  No 
guns  will  be  fired  while  going  up  the  river  except  in  cases  of  necessity, 
tbr  fear  of  firing  on  our  parties  operating  on  shore. 

The  vessels  while  in  the  river  will  wear  their  distinguishing  pen- 
nants and  observe  tbe  greatest  vigilance. 

No  excuse  will  be  received  for  not  being  ready  to  move  at  the 
appointed  time,  as  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  reach  Harrison's 
Bar  at  high  water  at  1  p.  m.  to-morrow.

Report  of  Lieutenant' Commander  Babcock,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  retalia- 
tory measures  employed  against  guerrillas  in  York  River,  May  5, 1864. 

IT.  S.  S.  Morse, 
Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  May  8,  1864. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  that  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  instant, 
while  bringing  up  the  rear,  convoying  the  troops  from  West  Point  to 
this  place,  Acting  Master  [William]  Wright,  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
Mystic,  came  on  board  and  reported  that  he  had  seen  on  shore,  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  river,  some  parties  waving  a  Hag  of  truce,  whom  he 
took  to  be  refugees  or  contrabands  wishing  to  come  on  board.  He 
informed  mo  that  he  had  sent  an  armed  boat's  crew  on  shore  about 
oue -half  hour  previously  in  charge  of  his  executive  officer,  and  that  when 
some  40  rods  from  the  beach  the  boat  grounded.  Just  at  that  timt* 
some  guerrillas  fired  four  shots  from  behind  a  barn,  which  was  close  to 
to  the  beach,  one  ball  instantly  killing  William  Wilson  (colored),  first- 
class  boy,  the  ball  passing  through  his  heart.  This  boy,  when  shot, 
was  in  the  water  assisting  to  get  the  boat  all  oat,  and  the  executive 
officer,  not  knowing  how  many  men  were  behind  the  barn,  immediately 
returned  to  the  Mystic,  leaving  the  body  in  the  water  near  the  beach. 

After  hearing  all  the  facts  from  Acting  Master  Wright,  I  immediately 
fired  seven  shells  at  the  barn  to  drive  these  guerrillas  from  it,  four  of 
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the  shell  passing  through  the  barn.  When  I  had  ceased  firing,  manned 
five  armed  boatfe-  crews  from  this  vessel  and  Mystic,  placing  them  in 
charge  of  Acting  Master  Wright,  with  an  officer  in  each  boat,  with 
instructions  to  proceed  immediately  on  shore  and  burn  the  barn,  in 
order  that  it  might  prevent  the  guerrillas  from  again  firing  on  them 
while  searching  for  the  body.  There  was  a  dwelling  house  some  dis- 
tance from  the  barn,  otherwise  the  country  was  clear.  As  soon  as  the 
crews  were  landed  the  barn  was  burned,  the  body  found,  and  all 
returned  to  this  vessel  in  safety.  The  barn  contained  an  old  wagon,  a 
fanning  machine,  and  a  few  bushels  of  corn.  No  women  or  children  were 
molested,  and  the  barn  was  the  only  private  property  destroyed.  The 
barn  was  owned  by  Allen  Bone,  a  noted  rebel,  who  has  two  sons  in  the 
Virginia  cavalry,  part  of  which  have  been  lately  disbanded  for  guerrilla 
purposes,  and  from  all  the  information  I  can  gather  I  have  no  doubt 
but  that  these  men  were  the  parties  who  fired  on  the  boat's  crew,  as 
two  men  were  seen  to  run  across  the  fields  just  before  our  boats  landed. 

I  respectfully  forward  you  Acting  Master  Wright's  report  concerning 
it.  Trusting  the  punishment  I  have  inflicted  upon  these  parties  may 
meet  with  your  approval,

Sir:  Early  this  morning  (6  o'clock),  while  coming  down  York  Biver, 
about  half  a  mile  above  Potopotank  Greek,  I  saw  what  I  took  to  be  a 
number  of  negroes,  or  refugees,  on  shore.  I  could  not  see  distinctly, 
as  the  objects  were  in  the  sun's  rays  and  it  was  quite  hazy.  I  told  my 
executive  officer,  Acting  Master  [S.  B.l  Meader,  he  could  take  an  armed 
boat  and  go  in  and  see  what  he  could  nnd  there.  He  left  the  ship,  and 
shortly  afterwards  I  saw  1  was  mistaken,  and  immediately  blew  the 
steam  whistle  for  him  to  return.  In  the  meantime  his  boat  had 
grounded  within  40  rods  of  the  beach.  Some  of  his  men  were  in  the 
water  up  to  their  knees  trying  to  push  her  off,  and  while  doing  so  a 
party  of  rebels  secreted  behind  a  barn  fired  a  volley  of  musketry  into 
the  boat,  killing  William  Wilson  (colored),  first-class  boy.  At  the  time 
this  ship  was  lying  about  half  a  mile  from  the  shore  and  nearly  oppo- 
site them.  Mr.  Meader  returned  the  fire,  but  without  any  effect.  He 
got  his  boat  afloat  and  came  directly  back  to  the  ship.  Captain  Babcock 
was  then  about  half  a  mile  astern.  I  immediately  communicated  the 
facts  to  him. 

The  man  was  shot  through  the  heart.  He  is  one  of  the  recruits 
enlisted  in  January  last. 

The  spot  where  I  directed  the  boat  to  go  in  was  open  and  free  from 
everything  that  the  rebels  could  secrete  behind  with  the  exception  of 
the  house  and  barn.

Sib:  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  U.  S.  S.  Morse,  reports  nnder 
date  of  May  5,  that  "our  forces  evacuated  West  Point  at  5  a.  id.  this 
day.  This  vessel  and  Mystic  covered  the  embarkation,  which  was 
effected  without  the  slightest  accident.  Everything  belonging  to  the 
Government  was  safely  removed.  All  the  transports,  with  troops  and 
the  gunboats,  arrived  at  this  place  (York town)  at  noon." 

The  occupation  of  West  Point  and  the  cooperation  of  some  of  the 
gunboats  there  was  a  feint,  designed  to  mislead  the  enemy,  and  had  the 
desired  effect.  On  arriving  here  the  enemy  was  found  to  have  no  force, 
and  a  contraband  named  John  Pryde,  brought  off  from  Mr.  Hill  Garter's 
estate,  opposite  Bermuda  Hundred,  reported  that  they  were  in  force  at 
the  White  House  to  oppose  us  there,  and  that  two  of  Mr.  Carter's  sons, 
belonging  to  this  portion  of  the  rebel  army,  left  on  our  approach.

Sir:  Upon  my  arrival  at  New  Inlet  I  found  that  a  scaffolding  which 
was  being  erected  upon  the  Mound  fort  when  I  left  for  Norfolk  the 
week  before  had  been  finished  and  surmounted  by  a  brilliant  light  at 
night,  as  a  leading  mark  for  vessels  entering  or  leaving  that  inlet.

The  mulatto  servant  of  Colonel  Lamb,  commandant  of  Fort  Fishei. 
who  escaped  to  the  Niphon  a  few  days  ago,  states  that  his  master  said 
that  as  the  coast  was  now  so  strongly  guarded  by  the  Yankee  gunboats, 
the  runners  must  take  their  chance  to  run  directly  through  the  fleet 
in  and  out,  and  the  light  was  to  aid  them  in  doing  so. 

Upon  this  change  of  tactics  of  the  euemy,  I  have  altered  somewhat 
the  positions  of  the  vessels  (endeavoring  at  the  same  time  to  keep  the 
coast  line  strong,  for  they  can  easily  make  signal,  when  it  is  weak),  and 
enclose  herewith  a  rough  sketch*  showing  you  the  disposition  of  the 
force  we  have  here  now,  intending  to  strengthen  the  lines  of  the  bar 
when  other  vessels  arrive  to  admit  of  it,  which  I  hope  may  meet  with 
your  approval. 

On  this  side,  where  I  arrived  this  morning,  I  have  made  correspond- 
ing changes,  as  Bald  Head  light  is  a  leading  mark  for  this  bar,  and 
have  ordered  the  Grand  Gulf  to  this  side  to  take  the  place  of  the  Vicks- 
burg j  which  I  found  had  already  sailed  on  her  outside  cruise. 

The  servant  of  Colonel  Lamb,  above  mentioned,  says  that  our  raid 
at  Masonboro  caused  the  recall  of  General  [J.  E.]  Davis's  division  of 
6,000  men  from  another  point  for  the  defense  of  Wilmington  and  Forts 
Fisher  and  Caswell.

After  shelling  for  one  hour  signal  was 
made  from  the  shore  to  cease  firing. 
The  amount  of  ammunition  expended  as  follows: 
IX-inch  shell  83,  charge  10  pounds,  830  pounds  powder;  100-pounder 
rifle  shell  10,  charge  10  pounds,  190  pounds  powder.  Total  amount  of 
powder  expended,  1,020  pounds.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  schooner  M.  O'Neill, 

of  Washington,  N.  C.    No  cargo  or  papers.    When  sighted,  she  was 
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standing  close  to  the  land,  apparently  to  avoid  being  seen.    It  was 
foggy  at  the  time. 

At  7 :  30  p.  m.  fired  a  32-pounder  shell  across  bis  bow.  They  then  kept 
off  and  ran  the  schooner  on  shore,  and  the  persons  on  board  made  their 
escape.  I  think  the  schooner  was  in  charge  of  some  rebel  soldiers,  as 
they  were  on  the  river  foraging.  There  were  no  rations  on  board.  They 
probably  intended  to  use  her  on  Bath  Creek  for  crossing  goods,  for  the 
natives  all  know  of  the  evacuation  of  Washington,  N.  0.  Enclosed  is 
a  list  of  officers  and  crew  attached  to  this  vessel.

Sir  :  Your  communication  of  3d  instant,  containing  the  discretionary 
orders  to  return  to  my  vessel  is  received. 

I  had  decided  before  its  receipt  to  remain  in  the  sound  until  I  hud 
accomplished  the  mission  upon  which  I  was  sent,  and  shall  endeavor, 
independent  of  Colonel  Wardrop,  to  keep  you  informed  of  all  matters 
that  transpire  in  the  sound. 

The  ram  is  in  Roanoke  Eiver,  and  I  am  making  every  arrangement 
to  secure  him,  the  3  steamers,  and  30  barges  that  are  said  to  be  ready  to 
cooperate. 

I  have  received  the  balsas  sent  (yesterday)  by  way  of  canal,  for  which 
I  am  obliged.

May  11,  midnight — General  Butler  has  kindly  furnished  me  with  the 
following  from  Captain  Smith  to  General  Palmer: 

U.  S.  8.  Mattaiiesktt, 
At  anchor  off  lioanoke  Hirer,  May  6,  1864. 

General:  I  have  to  inform  yon  that  I  engaged  the  ram  Albemarle  yesterday  from 
4 :  40  to  7 :  30  p.  m.  with  all  my  force,  and  regret  that  our  efforts  to  capture  him  were 
not  attended  with  success.  Our  shot  had  no  perceptible  effect  upon  her,  close  along- 
side. I  drove  her,  however,  into  the  mouth  of  Roanoke  Kiver,  somewhat  damaged, 
I  think,  hut  with  machinery  not  disabled.  I  captured  the  Bombshell  with 37 priaonerH, 
oftioers  and  men. 
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Have  not,  as  yet,  had  any  official  returns  from  the  Sassacus,  it  ho  has  her  in  charge 
and  is  anchored  several  miles  below.  Our  loss  in  the  large  vessel  is  5  killed  and  26 
wounded. 

I  shall  be  able  to  hold  possession  of  the  sound  against  any  force  the  rebels  can 
organize  at  this  point.

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  May  7, 1864. 

Admiral:  I  have  just  received  intelligence  that  Captain  Smith  has 
had  an  engagement  with  the  ram.  The  8a*8acus  ran  into  her  and  was 
seriously  injured.  Stem  carried  away  and  shot  through  boiler;  the 
Bombshell  recaptured;  our  loss  2  killed,  Mattabesett;  2,  Sassacus,  and 
18  wounded  on  board  the  latter  vessel.  The  ram  returned  to  Plymouth 
apparently  uninjured.  This  is  not  official.  I  got  it  from  the  captain  of 
the  steamer  just  thence.  General  Palmer  has  just  shown  me  a  dispatch 
from  Captain  Smith,  which,  in  a  measure,  corroborates  this.

Sir  :  I  transmit  enclosed  the  report  received  last  night  from  Captain 
Melancton  Smith,  senior  officer  present,  of  the  gallant  light  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  5th  instant  in  Albemarle  Sound  between  our  wooden  gun- 
boats and  the  rebel  ironclad  ram  Albemarle,  in  which  the  latter  was 
repulsed  and  her  tender  captured. 

I  ask  the  especial  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  signal  bravery 
displayed  by  Captain  Smith  and  the  officers  and  men  engaged  with  him 
in  this  remarkable  action,  which  adds  a  brilliant  page  to  the  exploits 
of  the  Navy.

U.  S.  S.  Mattabesbtt, 
At  Anchor,  Albemarle  Sound,  off  Roanoke  Ricer,  May  5, 1864. 

Sir:  I  would  respectfully  report  that  the  ram  Albemarle,  steamer 
Cotton  Plant,  with  troops,  and  the  armed  steamer  Bombshell,  laden  with 
provisions  and  coal,  came  out  of  Roanoke  River  to  day  at  2  o'clock  p.  m., 
and  after  being  toled  10  miles  down  the  sound  by  the  picket  force  left 
to  guard  the  entrance  of  the  river,  the  Mattabesett,  Wyalusing,  Whitehead, 
and  Sassacus  got  underway  and  stood  up  to  engage  them,  the  smaller 
boats  falling  into  position  in  accordance  with  the  enclosed  programme. 

The  engagement  commenced  at  4: 40  by  the  ram  filing  the  first  gun, 
which  destroyed  the  Mattabesetfs  launch  and  wounded  several  men.  The 
second  shot  cut  away  some  of  the  standing  and  running  rigging.  At 
4: 45  the  Bombshell  surrendered  to  the  Mattabesett  and  was  ordered  to 
fall  in  our  wake.  At  4: 50  fired  a  broadside  into  the  ram  at  a  distance 
of  150  yards. 

At  5 :  05  the  Sassacus  delivered  her  fire  on  passing,  and  then  rammed 
bis  stern,  pouring  in  a  broadside  at  the  same  time. 

The  Sassacus  was  seen  soon  afterwards  enveloped  in  steam,  when  she 
hauled  off,  evidently  disabled. 

The  colors  of  the  ram  at  this  moment  came  down,  and  it  was  some 
time  before  it  was  ascertained  whether  he  had  surrendered  or  they  had 
been  shot  away.  During  the  contact  it  was,  of  course,  impossible  for 
the  other  vessels  to  fire,  but  when  the  Sassacus  became  disengaged  and 
resumed  her  firing  the  engagement  became  general,  the  smaller  vessels 
firing  so  rapidly  that  it  was  dangerous  for  the  larger  ones  to  approach, 
and  they  appeared  also  to  be  ignorant  of  all  signals,  as  they  answered 
without  obeying  them. 

The  engagement  continued  until  about  7 :  30,  when  it  becoming  dark 
the  Commodore  11  ull  and  Ceres  were  then  sent  ahead  to  keep  the  ram  in 
sight  and  to  remain  on  picket  duty  oft'  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  River 
if  she  succeeded  in  entering  it,  the  Mattabesett,  Wyalusing,  Miami,  and 
Whitehead  coming  to  anchor  in  the  sound  2£  miles  below. 

Eight  torpedoes  have  been  furnished  by  the  army,  and  an  attempt  was 
made  last  night  to  place  them  in  the  mouth  of  the  river;  the  entrance 
being  watched,  it  was  found  impracticable.  Another  effort  was  made 
to-day  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  the  ram  was  discovered  2  miles  above  on 
his  way  out. 

During  the  engagement  a  seine  was  laid  out  across  the  ram's  bow,  in 
obedience  to  orders,  to  try  and  foul  his  propeller,  but  he  passed  over  it 
without  injury. 

A  torpedo  was  rigged  out  from  the  bow  of  the  Miami  and  she  was 
ordered  to  go  ahead  and  attempt  to  explode  it,  but  from  some  cause, 
yet  unexplained,  it  was  not  done.  She  ran  up,  however,  sheered  oft' 
and  delivered  her  broadside  and  continued  to  fire  at  him  rapidly. 

The  injuries  sustained  by  the  ram  are  thought  to  be  considerable,  but 
his  motive  power  is  evidently  uninjured.  His  boats  were  knocked  oil 
from  the  decks  and  his  stack  riddled,  and  it  is  also  believed  that  one 
of  his  guns  was  disabled. 

The  ram  is  certainly  very  formidable.  He  is  fast  for  that  class  of 
vessel,  making  from  (>  to  7  knots,  turns  quickly,  and  is  armed  with 
heavy  guns,  as  is  proved  by  the  100-pounder  Brooke  projectile  that 
entered  and  lodged  in  the  Mattabesett,  and  100  pounder  Whitworth 
shot  received  by  the  Wyalusing,  while  the  shot  fired  at  him  were  seen 
to  strike  tire  upon  the  casemates  and  hull,  flying  upward  and  falling  in 
the  water  without  having  had  any  perceptibie  effect  upon  the  vessel. 
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I  had  tried  the  effect  of  ramming  (as  suggested  by  the  Department) 
in  the  case  of  the  Sassacus,  and  was  deterred  from  repeating  the  exper- 
iment by  the  injury  she  had  sustained  and  a  signal  from  the  Wyalusing 
that  she  was  sinking,  which,  if  the  latter  had  been  correct  (and  I  was 
not  informed  to  the  contrary  until  after  the  vessels  came  to  anchor), 
would  have  left  too  small  a  force  of  efficient  vessels  to  keep  the  control 
of  the  sound,  which  I  now  hold,  and  shall  be  able  to  maintain  against 
any  rebel  force  that  they  will  be  able  to  organize  at  this  point,  when 
present  damages  are  repaired. 

I  am  convinced  that  side- wheel  steamers  can  not  be  laid  alongside  of 
the  Albemarle  without  totally  disabling  their  wheels,  which  is  the  reason 
for  not  adoptiug  the  suggestion  contaiued  in  your  order  to  me  of  the 
23d  instant. 

It  is  reported  that  the  rebel  barges  with  troops  were  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Croatan  [Chowan?]  River,  ready  to  come  out,  and  a  steamer  was 
seen  in  that  direction:  but  in  regard  to  the  first  I  have  no  positive 
information. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  list  of  casualties  on  board  the  several  vessels 
engaged,  and  will  forward  the  detailed  reports  of  the  expenditure  of 
ammunition  and  damages  they  sustained  so  soon  as  they  are  received 
from  the  commanding  officers.  I  also  forward  you  a  hurried  sketch  of 
the  appearance  of  the  ram.

Specific  orders  can  not  be  given  for  the  attack,  as  the  mrnenvering 
of  the  ram  eaanotbeastieipated^aBdtheoDlyonterseoBmderediieeea- 
sary  are  to  nik,  destroy,  or  rapture  by  some  or  all  methods  here  sag 
gesied.  Tbe  stern  of  the  ram  is  to  be  ired  at  by  any  of  the  vessels 
baring  a  heavy  gun,  taking  eare  not  to  ire  when  any  of  our  own  Tea- 
sels are  in  range.  The  propeller  is  to  be  foaled,  if  possible,  by  lines 
from'  tbe  sterns  of  oar  vessels,  or  with  the  fish  net  as  heretofore 
proposed. 

The  stack  of  tbe  ram  is  supposed  to  be  capped,  tendering  it  impos- 
sible to  throw  powder  or  shell  down,  bat  all  vessels  having  hose  shoald 
be  prepared  to  lead  them  up  under  tbe  cap  in  the  event  of  getting 
alongside.  Tbe  stern  at>d  ports  are  probably  tbe  most  vulnerable 
points,  and  should  be  assailed  by  every  vessel  having  an  opportunity 
to  ton  into  them. 

A  blow  from  the  ram  must  be  received,  if  possible,  on  the  bow,  and 
as  near  tbe  stem  as  oar  steering  will  permit;  and  if  tbe  prod  should 
enter  a  vessel  in  that  manner,  open  wide  and  go  ahead  to  prevent  ber 
withdrawing  it,  when  tbe  other  vessels  will  attack  the  propeller. 

Should  the  thirty  armed  laanches  accompany  the  ram,  the  small 
steamers  will  ran  them  down,  asing  their  howitzers  with  shrapnel  on 
approaching  and  hand  grenades  when  near. 

Small  grapnels  shoald  be  in  readiness  to  throw  at  the  stack,  and 
secure  our  vessels  alongside  when  other  experiments  have  failed. 

Hamming  may  be  resorted  to,  bat  tbe  peculiar  construction  of  the 
sterns  of  the  double-enders  will  render  this  a  matter  of  serious  con- 
federation with  their  commanders,  who  will  be  at  liberty  to  use  their 
judgment  an  to  the  propriety  of  this  course  when  a  chance  shall  present 
itself.

SiB:  I  should  have  embodied  in  my  report  the  number  of  prisoners, 
arms,  etc;.,  captured  in  the  Rombtthell,  but  the  Sassacus^  who  took  her 
in  charge  after  being  herself  disabled,  is  anchored  some  distance  below, 
and  has  not  communicated  with  me,  and  I  have  no  available  steamer  to 
communicate  with  him. 

1  am  trying  again  to  place  torpedoes  in  the  bend  of  the  Roanoke 
River,  2£  miles  from  the  mouth.

Off  Bluff  Painty  Albemarle  Sound,  May  5, 1854 — Midnight. 

Sib:  I  bave  not  had  opportunity  to  send  yon  a  written  dispatch  ear- 
lier. I  sent  you  verbal  reports  by  the  Ceres,  which,  it  appears,  you  had 
not  received. 

I  struck  the  ram  Albemarle  fairly,  just  abaft  her  beam,  at  about  9  or 
10  knot  speed.  The  blow  jarred  and  careened  her  so  much  that  the 
water  flowed  freely  over  her  decks  and  gave  her  so  great  a  list  that  I 
at  oue  time  hoped  I  should  sink  her.  I  kept  the  engine  going  and 
retained  my  position  there,  forcing  her  broadside  to,  for  some  ten  min- 
utes, hoping  some  one  of  our  gunboats  might  get  up  alongside,  opposite 
to  me,  as  she  was  unable  to  harm  them  by  ramming.  Finding  this 
could  not  be,  and  she  starting  ahead,  the  Sassaeus  slued  obliquely 
toward  her  starboard  side,  when  she  fired,  raking  us,  putting  a  100- 
pounder  rifle  shot  clear  through  our  starboard  boiler,  fore  and  aft.  We 
then  fired  the  pivot  rifle,  striking  her  port  sill,  and  a  fragment  of  this 
shot  flew  back  upon  my  deck.  This  shot  was  broken  into  fragments. 
I  fired  again  with  similar  results.  I  put  three  rifle  shot  into  her  port, 
and  the  muzzles  of  two  of  her  guns  were  badly  broken. 

The  shock  of  the  collision  was  heavy,  but  did  me  no  damage  that  I 
yet  know,  except  breaking  and  sluing  aside  the  projection  outside  of 
the  rudder.  She  does  not  leak.  I  received  two  severe  shots  from  the 
ram  while  alongside  of  her,  which  were  returned  with  interest. 

After  the  boiler  was  burst  the  escape  of  steam  blinded  everybody 
from  the  hurricane  deck  down  to  the  fire  room.  The  steam  was  terri- 
ble. One  man  died  instantly,  and  I  shall  probably  lose  four  or  five 
more.  The  chief  engineeer,  Mr.  Hobby,  is  badly  scalded,  but  most 
nobly  and  heroically  remained  at  his  post  and  saved  us  from  a  worse 
disaster  of  explosion  to  the  other  boiler  and  of  being  helpless. 

Soon  as  I  drifted  round  clear  of  the  ram,  and  amidst  the  suffocating 
steam,  my  men  and  officers  jumped  to  the  guns  and  continued  pouring 
solid  shot  into  the  enemy  until  we  drifted  down  out  of  range.  The 
engine  was  still  working  slowly  on  a  vacuum,  and  I  succeeded  in  get- 
ting her  out  of  the  way  of  the  other  gunboats  and  was  forced  to  with- 
draw finally  from  action  only  because  the  engine  at  last  stopped. 

In  the  meantime,  before  I  rammed  the  ram,  the  enemy's  gunboat 
Bombshell,  with  three  rifle  howitzers  and  one  20-pounder  Parrott,  which 
had  been  playing  upon  us,  was  hulled  and  ordered  to  surrender,  which 
she  did,  hauling  down  the  rebel  flag.  I  ordered  her  to  drop  down  below 
the  scene  of  action  and  anchor,  which  she  did. 

After  I  got  the  Sassaeus  out  of  the  way  I  sent  the  army  steam  tug 
to  bring  her  alongside  of  me  and  anchor.  This  was  done.  The  Ceres 
came  up,  and  I  removed  from  her  the  officers  and  men  captured  from 
the  Bombshell.  They  are  now  on  board  this  vessel.  I  sent  a  prize  crew 
to  the  Bombshell,  started  her  fires,  and  I  believe  she  is  now  ready  to 
move  under  steam. 

I  was  compelled  to  haul  all  fires  on  board  of  this  vessel,  but  am  now 
trying  to  get  steam  ou  the  port  boiler.  Some  pipes  are  knocked  away, 
yet  I  hope  to  get  able  to  move  slowly  to-morrow. 

The  starboard  boiler  is,  I  fear,  totally  ruined. 

I  have  no  wounded  to  speak  of  from  the  enemy's  shots.  We  were 
hulled  several  times,  and  the  injury  to  the  boiler  is,  I  believe,  the  most 
serious  I  have. 

N  W  B— VOL 
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My  people  behaved  most  gallantly;  the  officers  nobly.  I  believe  the 
ram  is  damaged,  but  if  solid  shot  split  into  fragments  and  fly  back 
upon  my  deck  it  is  proof  that  she  is  more  formidable  tban  the  Atlanta 
or  Merrimack. 

When  alongside  of  her,  we  threw  grenades  down  her  house  hatch  from 
aloft.  I  had  charges  of  powder  prepared,  ready  to  throw  down  her 
stack,  but  could  not  do  it  from  aloft. 

She  played  musketry  upon  me  severely  all  the  time.    I  was  well  pre 
pared  for  my  work,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  kpow,  the  effort  to  run  her  down 
was  fairly  made.    She  is  too  strong  for  us. 

I  regret  most  profoundly  that  I  was  obliged  to  drift  out  of  the  fight 
just  as  it  was  becoming  interesting  and  when  my  services  were  still 
needed,  but  1  fear  1  am  now  totally  hors  de  combat 

I  shall  await  your  orders  here,  as  I  learn  that  the  enemy  has  been 
driven  out  of  the  sound  into  his  retreat.  If  we  did  not  gain  a  victory 
we  have  not  suffered  a  defeat,  and  the  enemy  was  driven  before  our 
wooden  boats. 

Be  pleased  to  send  me  instructions  about  the  Bombshell  and  my  own 
ship. 

I  will  endeavor  to  send  you  a  more  specific  report  soon,  and  I  pray 
you  will  excuse  this  hasty  and  imperfect  one.

Detailed  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Boe,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Sassacus, 

transmitting  additional  reports. 

17.  S.  S.  SASSACUS, 
Albemarle  Sound,  North  Carolina,  May  6, 1864. 

Sib  :  I  respectfully  report  on  the  action  of  this  vessel  with  the  rebel 
ironclad  ram  Albemarle  and  gunboat  Bombshell  at  the  head  of  Albe- 
marle Sound  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th  instant,  in  company  with  the 
squadron  under  your  command. 

Steaming  up  the  sound  about  4  p.  m.  yesterday,  the  Sassacus  occupied 
the  station  next  astern  the  MattabesetU  and  the  Wyalusing  following, 
when  we  made  out  the  rani,  accompanied  by  the  Bombshell  and  another 
steamer  coming  down,  driving  the  Miami  and  picket  boats  before  them. 
Following  your  lead  in  the  Mattabesett,  I  headed  up  to  pass  on  the 
starboard  side  of  the  ram,  and  when  nearly  abreast  of  her  starboard 
beam  the  Sassacus  delivered  her  broadside.  In  this  time  the  rain 
sheered  with  her  port  helm  for  the  purpose  of  ramming,  but  our  superior 
speed  foiled  her  in  this  attempt,  and  the  Sassacus  passed  around  her 
stern  with  a  hard  aport  helm.  Off  the  port  quarter  of  the  ram  lay 
the  Bombshell,  which  had  opened  fire  simultaneously  with  the  ram, 
with  ritie  guns,  which  had  annoyed  me  a  good  deal.  I  gave  her  the 
starboard  battery,  each  shot  hulling  her,  when  she  displayed  white 
flags  and  signals  of  surrender.  Passing  up  to  close  hail  of  her,  I 
demanded  of  her  If  she  had  surrendered.  They  said  they  had,  and  the 
rebel  flag  was  hauled  down  and  I  ordered  her  to  drop  down  out  of  the 
way  and  anchor.  This  was  done.  As  the  Mattobesctt  had  passed 
around  the  stern  of  the  rain  and  was  heading  down  the  sound  again, 
the  rani  had  turned  partially  round  with  a  port  helm,  and  now  lay 
broadside  to  me.  As  the  Sassacus  had  been  drawn  off  some  little  dis- 
tance by  her  operations  and  capture  of  the  Bombsfiell,  she  had  a  good 
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distance  to  get  headway,  aiid,  seeing  tbe  favorable  moment  before  me, 
I  ordered  full  steam  aim  open  throttle  and  laid  the  ship  lair  for  the 
broadside  of  the  ram  to  run  her  down.  The  Sassacus  struck  her  fairly, 
just  abaft  her  starboard  beam,  in  the  position  of  the  rear  of  the  house 
or  casemate,  with  a  speed  of  9  or  10  knots,  making  22  revolutions  with 
30  pounds  steam. 

As  I  struck  she  sent  a  100-pounder  rifle  shot  through  and  through 
from  starboard  bow  to  port  side  on  the  berth  deck. 

The  collision  was  pretty  heavy  and  the  ram  careened  a  good  deal, 
so  much  so  that  the  water  washed  over  her  deck  forward  and  aft  the 
casemate.  At  one  time  I  thought  she  was  going  down.  1  kept  the 
engine  going,  pushing,  as  I  hoped,  deeper  and  deeper  into  her,  and  also 
hoping  it  might  be  possible  for  some  one  of  the  boats  to  get  up  on  the 
opposite  side  of  me  and  perhaps  enable  us  to  sink  her.  or  at  least  to 
get  well  on  to  her  on  all  sides.  I  retained  this  position  full  ten  minutes, 
throwing  grenades  down  her  deck  hatch  and  trying  in  vain  to  get 
powder  into  her  smokestack,  and  receiving  volleys  of  musketry,  when 
the  stern  of  the  ram  began  to  go  round,  and  her  broadside  port  bearing 
on  our  starboard  bow,  when  the  ram  fired  and  sent  a  100-pounder 
Brooke  rifle  shot  through  the  starboard  side  on  the  berth  deck,  passing 
through  the  empty  bunkers  into  the  starboard  boiler,  clear  through  it 
fore  and  aft,  and  finally  lodging  in  the  wardroom. 

In  a  moment  the  steam  filled  every  portion  of  the  ship  from  the  hur- 
ricane deck  to  the  fire  room,  killing  some,  stifling  some,  and  rendering 
all  movement  for  a  time  impossible.  When  the  steam  cleared  away  so 
1  could  look  around  me  1  saw  my  antagonist  was  away  from  me  and 
steaming  off.  In  the  meantime  the  engine  was  going,  as  no  one  could 
do  anything  below,  some  16  men  being  scalded.  1  then  threw  the 
helm  hardaport,  headed  up  the  sound  and  around  to  the  land  in  order 
to  clear  the  field  for  the  other  boats.  Soon  as  the  steam  cleared  up 
and  the  effect  of  the  explosion  over  the  officers  aud  men  immediately 
went  to  the  guns  and  kept  them  going  upon  the  enemy  until  we  drifted 
out  of  range.  1  tried  to  ricochet  several  IX  inch  shot,  so  that  she  might 
be  struck  on  her  bottom  by  the  upward  bound  of  the  shot,  but  I  had 
the  mortification  to  see  every  shot  strike  the  water  inside  of  her  and 
rise  on  the  opposite  side  of  her.  While  alongside  of  her,  and  almost 
simultaneous  with  the  fatal  shot  of  the  enemy,  Acting  Ensign  [ W.  H.J 
Mayer  sent  a  100-pounder  shot  at  her  port,  which  broke  into  fragments, 
one  of  which  rebounded  and  fell  on  our  deck,  as  did  also  some  frag- 
ments of  grenades.  While  thus  together  I  fired  three  separate  shots 
into  one  of  her  ports.  We  clearly  observed  the  muzzles  of  two  of  his 
guns  broken  very  badly. 

After  the  separation  of  the  two  vessels  the  Sassaeus  was  headed 
finally  down  the  sound  and  continued  to  move  very  slowly,  working  on 
a  vacuum,  and  finally  stopped,  when  I  dropped  anchor.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Mattabesett  and  Wyalwing  gallantly  went  in,  and  the  fight  was 
nobly  maintained  by  those  vessels. 

While  1  regret  the  unfortunate  accident  which  drifted  the  Smsacus 
out  of  action,  I  can  not  but  hope  and  believe  that  her  struggle  with  the 
ironclad  ram  at  such  close  quarters  and  the  act  of  running  her  down 
were  productive  of  great  good.  If  we  ever  hear  from  the  shots  deliv- 
ered wheu  alongside  of  the  ram,  it  will  be  consoling  to  us,  as  I  am  con 
vinced  they  did  some  execution  in  the  port.  Yet  I  am  forced  to  think 
that  the  Albemarle  is  more  formidable  than  the  Merrimack  or  Atlanta, 
for  our  solid  100-pounder  rifle  shot  flew  into  splinters  upon  her  iron 
plates.  I  have  to  report  that  the  signal  books  of  this  vessel  were  thrown 
overboard  and  sunk  at  the  time  the  boiler  was  struck  and  the  ship 
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enveloped  in  suffocating  steam.  It  was  appalling  for  a  few  moments, 
and  the  devotion  with  which  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Sassacus  stuck 
to  and  worked  the  guns  tills  me  with  professional  pride.  After  anchor- 
ing I  sent  the  army  steam  tug  to  bring  the  gunboat  Bombshell  (which 
had  surrendered  to  us  before  we  struck  the  ram)  under  our  guns.  I 
then  put  a  prize  crew  aboard,  pumped  her  out,  started  her  fires,  and 
got  up  steam  on  her.  She  is  now  ready  to  move.  I  took  her  prisoners 
from  the  Ceres,  where  they  had  beeu  temporarily  placed. 

The  injuries  to  the  Sassacus  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  officers  of 
different  departments,  which  I  herewith  enclose,  as  also  the  surgeon's 
report  of  scalded  and  wounded.  I  would  respectfully  report  the  Sas- 
sacus  as  disabled  for  active  operations  uutil  she  can  be  repaired,  and 
would  request  a  survey  upon  her  when  it  is  convenient  to  grant  it. 

In  this  unequal  conflict  of  the  wooden  gunboats  agaiust  an  ironclad 
it  gives  me  special  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  gallant  and  devoted  bearing 
of  officers  and  men.  The  maiuteuance  of  the  tight  with  their  guns 
after  the  frightful  disaster  of  the  boiler  was  worthy  of  the  proudest 
day  of  our  naval  history.  The  divisional  officers  were  cool,  and  I  must 
note  that  Acting  Eusign  Mayer,  at  the  forward  rifled  100-pounder,  when 
loading  and  firing  almost  muzzle  to  muzzle  with  the  enemy's  gun,  was 
beautiful  in  his  cool  courage.  1  take  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the 
fine  conduct  of  Acting  Masters  A.  W.  Muldaur  and  C.  A.  Bo u telle. 
These  officers  were  as  cool  and  fearless  as  if  at  a  general  exercise.  I 
respectfully  recommend  each  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  lieutenant, 
deserved  for  good  behavior  and  ability  before  the  enemy  in  battle.  1 
also  respectfully  recommend  Acting  Master's  Mate  O'Hara  for  examina- 
tion for  promotion  to  the  grade  of  ensign.  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster 
G.  De  F.  Barton  acted  as  aid  and  signal  officer  to  me,  and  I  take  pleasure 
in  acknowledging  his  coolness  and  attention  to  duty  while  under  a  hot 
fire,  where  he  voluntarily  placed  himself. 

To  the  heroism  and  devotion  of  First  Assistant  Engineer  J.  M.  Hobby 
the  Government  is  probably  indebted  for  the  preservation  of  the  Sas- 
sacus  from  a  far  worse  disaster.  While  everyone  who  could  was  forced 
to  seek  safety  by  flight  from  the  scalding  clouds  of  steam,  Mr.  Hobby 
stood  at  his  post  by  the  machinery,  and,  though  fearfully  scalded  him- 
self, ho  cared  for  his  machinery  until  the  engine  finally  stopped.  If  it 
were  possible  to  promote  this  officer,  I  earnestly  and  devoutly  beg  it  may 
be  done,  for  I  consider  that  it  has  been  amply  and  professionally  won.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  sulHiiit  the  following  report  of  damages 
received  in  the  master's  department  of  this  ship  during  her  engagement 
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with  the  rebel  ironclad  ram  Albemarle  and  her  consort,  the  rebel  steamer 
Bombshell j  on  the  5th  instant': 

In  ramming  the  Albemarle  we  had  a  start  of  300  to  400  yards  and 
were  making  about  11  knots  when  we  struck  her  with  oar  prow  at  right 
angles  on  her  starboard  quarter,  at  the  junction  of  her  after  casemate 
with  the  hull,  forcing  her  side  under  water  2  to  3  feet  and  pushing  her 
broadside  to  before  us,  our  bow  then  resting  on  her  quarter.  Her 
engine  working  ahead,  bringing  a  heavy  strain  across  our  bow,  our 
outer  or  false  stem,  with  its  ram,  which  had  been  started  by  the  shock 
of  collision,  was  forced  off',  the  stem  splintering  from  2£  feet  below*  the 
rail  to  the  lower  part  of  the  rudder  and  hanging  by  the  lower  portion 
across  our  bow  on  the  starboard  side,  starting  and  splintering  the  outer 
wood  ends  and  tearing  away  all  of  the  false  bow  forward  of  the  rudder, 
which  is  apparently  not  materially  injured  on  its  inner  portion,  as  it 
moves  quite  freely  by  the  use  of  the  wheel. 

The  position  in  which  we  lay  when  first  striking  the  ram  rendered  it 
impossible  for  him  to  train  any  of  his  guns  upon  us,  but  the  headway 
of  the  two  vessels,  exerted  at  right  angles,  forced  her  gradually  round 
on  our  starboard  bow,  when  he  fired  two  (i-inch  rifle  shots  into  us  in 
rapid  succession. 

The  first  of  these,  fired  from  his  after  gun,  so  near  as  to  cover  our 
bow  with  smoke  and  burned  powder,  entered  10  feet  abaft  the  stem 
and  3  feet  above  the  copper  on  the  starboard  side,  passing  through  the 
yeoman's  storeroom,  thence  diagonally  across  the  berth  deck  and  strik- 
ing between  the  skin  and  the  back  of  the  fifth  hanging  knee  from  for- 
ward, on  the  port  side,  and  through  the  ship's  side  at  an  angle  of  about 
twenty  degrees,  and  fell  in  the  water  astern.  This  shot  was  immedi- 
ately followed  by  a  similar  one  from  his  forward  gun,  which  shot, 
entering  abreast  of  the  foremast,  4  feet  above  the  water  on  the  star- 
board side,  crushed  obliquely  through  the  side,  cutting  through  the 
back  of  hanging  knee  and  leaving  the  inside  of  the  ceiling  about  7^ 
feet  abaft  where  it  first  struck  on  the  outside.  From  thence  it  passed 
through  the  throat  of  the  next  hanging  knee,  through  the  dispensary 
and  bulkhead,  starboard  coal  bunker,  passing  on  through  the  starboard 
boiler,  and  keeping  on  through  the  engine  room,  cut  in  two  a  3  inch 
iron  stanchion,  thence  through  steerage  and  wardroom  bulkheads, 
smashing  doors  and  sideboard,  cutting  through  magazine  screen,  when, 
striking  an  oak  stanchion,  which  it  splintered,  it  glanced  at  right 
angles  and  lodged  in  one  of  the  starboard  staterooms.  Many  other 
shots  passed  over  the  ship,  one  of  them  cutting  through  the  boarding 
netting  2  feet  above  the  rail  on  port  quarter,  but  most  of  them  passing 
between  the  spars  and  rigging,  which  were  not  injured.  In  clearing 
the  ram  our  starboard  wheel  passed  over  her  stern,  crushing  a  launch 
which  she  was  towing  and  injuring  the  buckets  and  braces  more  or  less 
on  her  hull. 

On  examination,  I  find  that  the  shot  holes  are  all  well  above  the 
water  line,  and  as  the  ship  makes  no  more  water  than  usual,  I  think 
her  actual  injury  to  the  hull  much  less  than  would  seem  a  natural 
result  from  so  tremendous  a  shock.

Sir:  I  respectfully  report  the  following  damage  sustained  by  the 
machinery  of  this  ship  during  the  engagement  with  the  rebel  ram 
Roanoke  [Albemarle]  on  the  5th  instant: 

At  C  p.  m.  a  6-incn  rifled  solid  shot  came  through  the  starboard  side 
of  the  ship,  about  5  feet  above  the  berth  deck.  It  passed  through  the 
forward  bunker  into  the  starboard  boiler,  7  feet  from  the  front  and  14 
inches  from  the  top,  cutting  T  iron  braces  and  dry  pipe,  thence  through 
the  after  end  of  the  boiler,  cutting  away  Woodward  pump,  steam  and 
exhaust  pipes,  through  engine  room,  cutting  a  stanchion,  thermometer, 
and  exhaust,  unhooking  gear  between  main  cylinder  and  condenser, 
thence  through  bulkhead  into  the  wardroom. 

The  starboard  wheel  is  badly  knocked  out  of  shape  by  coming  in 
contact  with  the  ram's  stern  as  we  passed  her. 

The  escape  of  steam  was  so  great  as  to  reduce  the  pressure  in  the 
boiler  to  nothing  almost  instantaneously. 

The  steam  so  filled  the  engine  and  fire  rooms  that  it  was  with  the 
greatest  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  engineers  that  the  fires  were 
hauled.  The  division  of  firemen  were  all  scalded,  and  one  instantly 
killed. 

We  will  be  able  to  finish  the  repairs  by  tomorrow  sufficiently  well  as 
to  steam  under  one  boiler.

U.  S.  S.  SASSACUS, 

Albemarle  Sound,  North  Carolina.  May  7,  1864. 

Sir:  My  attention  being  called  by  you  to  that  portion  of  my  report 
of  the  Sassacus  in  the  engagement  of  the  5th  instant  in  relation  to  the 
capture  of  the  Bombshell,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  Sassacus  was 
the  second  in  line  astern  of  the  Mattahesett,  and  was  totally  ignorant  of 
what  the  latter  vessel  had  done.  The  Sassacus,  seeing  the  Bombshell, 
approached  her  as  she  was  coming  around  to  attack  the  ram,  and  ordered 
her  to  surrender  and  go  below  and  anchor,  which  was  done.  I  merely 
narrated  the  facts  which  occurred  in  this  vessel,  and  the  Mattahesett 
may  have  done  precisely  what  the  Sassacus  did  without  the  latter  know- 
ing it.  I  trust  this  will  explain  any  apparent  contradictions  that  may 
seem  to  exist  in  the  reports  of  the  two  vessels.  I  was  not  aware  that 
she  had  already  surrendered  to  the  Mattahesett,  as  you  state  she  had. 
Upon  questioning  Captain  Hudgins,  who  commanded  the  Bombshell, 
and  who  is  now  a  prisoner  of  war  on  board  this  ship,  he  replied  that  he 
surrendered  his  vessel  to  the  second  vessel  in  the  line;  that  his  flag  had 
not  been  hauled  down  to  the  first,  and  that  no  surrender  had  been  made 
of  his  vessel  until  ordered  by  the  second  vessel  in  the  line  to  do  so, 
when  he  struck.  He  did  not  nor  does  he  know  the  name  of  the  vessel 
to  whom  he  surrendered,  but  that  it  was  to  the  second  vessel  in  line.

regarding  the  condition  of  the  U.  8.  8.  8aaiacns. 

[U.  S.  S.]  Sassacus,  May  tf,  1864. 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  sent  you  by  the  Seymour  my  reports.  I  have 
labored  hard  to  clear  the  massive  ram  that  is  hanging  to  my  stem,  and 
I  can  not  do  it  here.  My  ship  is  so  disabled  that  it  is  my  opinion  she 
can  not  be  repaired  here,  even  so  I  can  steer  at  all.  I  think  I  may  be 
able  to  go  3  or  4  knots,  bat  the  machinery  is  a  good  deal  bent  in  some 
of  the  pipes  and  tubes.  My  chief  engineer  is  badly  scalded  and  1G  of 
his  men  also,  so  that  I  can  not  keep  going  at  present  below.  In  my 
present  condition  I  would  only  be  endangered  of  being  destroyed  or 
captured  if  the  ram  comes  out,  for  I  could  not  keep  out  of  her  way. 
Moreover,  my  rifle  guns  are  disabled  and  can  not  be  used.  I  think  1 
had  better  go  to  Roanoke  Island  and  try  there  to  get  rid  of  my  ram  or 
false  stem,  but  to  repair  so  I  can  be  of  any  fighting  service  is  impossible. 

The  Bombshell  has  to  be  kept  pumped  all  the  time  to  prevent  her 
sinking. 

If  I  go  up  to  you  I  must  be  towed.  I  am  sorry,  profoundly  sorry,  at 
this  state  of  things.  You  know  well,  if  I  could  do  anything  I  would 
do  so;  but  I  am  sure  I  would  be  an  incumbrance  to  you  if  I  were  up. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  will  await  further  orders  from  you.     I 
can  do  nothing,  absolutely  nothing.    Heaven  knows,  I  wish  I  could.

Answered  by  senior  ship,  1157,  and  followed  by  71  (J I  and  5: WO.  At 
3: 15  senior  ship  made  signal  8U48.  We  weighed  anchor  and  follow  <mI 
the  Mattabesett  up  the  sound.    At  3:30  senior  ship  made  6503-5972

At  4  p.  in.  Mattabesett  communicated  with  steamer  Massasoit,  coining 
down  the  sound,  and  made  signal.  Keeping  up  full  speed,  went  to 
quarters  and  cleared  ship  for  battle.  Soon  after  discovered  the  rebel 
ram,  accompanied  by  two  other  steamers,  heading  down  toward  us  and 
driving  the  Miami  and  picket  boats  before  them.  On  our  approach  one 
of  the  steamers  retreated  up  the  sound,  the  ram  and  her  consort  lying 
head  toward  us.  We  followed  the  Mattabesett  at  about  three  cables' 
length  astern,  and,  passing  within  150  yards  of  the  ram,  gave  him  our 
starboard  broadside  with  solid  shot  and  increased  charges.  Sheering 
round  him  with  our  helm  hard  aport,  we  encountered  the  other  steamer, 
who  was  firing  into  us  with  rifled  pieces,  and,  giving  her  a  broadside, 
hulled  her  in  three  places,  when  she  hauled  down  her  colors  and  dis- 
played white  flags.  Running  close  aboard  her,  demanded  if  she  had 
struck,  and  on  being  answered  uYes,"  ordered  her  to  cross  our  stern 
and  anchor,  which  was  promptly  obeyed.  During  this  time  the  ram 
had  kept  up  an  intermittent  fire  on  us  and  the  other  vessels,  and 
had  swung  partly  round,  presenting  her  broadside  to  us,  when,  see 
ing  that  we  had  room  to  gather  headway  and  a  good  opportunity  to 
strike  her,  rang  four  bells  again  and  started  for  her  full  speed,  working 
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oar  battery  as  long:  as  we  could  train  and  pouring  into  him  solid  and 
chilled-end  shots.  We  struck  him  when  going  about  10  to  11  knots, 
square  on  his  side,  just  where  his  casemated  roof  joined  the  hull  on  his 
starboard  quarter,  giving  him  a  tremendous  shock,  forcing  his  side  under 
till  the  water  flowed  clear  over  his  deck,  and,  keeping  up  our  speed, 
tried  to  force  his  ports  under  water  and  hoping  to  hold  him  powerless 
until  some  of  the  squadron  should  attack  his  exposed  sides.  During 
this  time  kept  up  a  constant  tire  at  her  forward  port,  putting  one  or 
two  shot  square  inside  of  it,  and  throwing  hand  grenades  into  her  hatch 
from  our  top,  at  the  same  time  trying  to  throw  a  cartridge  down  her 
smokestack. 

As  we  first  struck  her  she  was  unable  to  bring  her  guns  to  bear  on 
us,  but,  gradually  swinging  on  our  starboard  bow,  she  tired  two  shots — 
Brooke  100-pounder  rifle — into  our  bow.  The  first  was  fired  while  the 
gun  almost  touched  our  bow,  entering  10  feet  abaft  the  stem  and  3  feet 
above  the  copper  on  the  starboard  side,  and,  passing  through  the  store 
room,  crossed  the  berth  deck  and  went  out  through  the  port  side.  The 
second  shot,  which  was  fired  from  the  starboard  forward  port,  entered 
the  side  abreast  of  the  foremast  on  the  starboard  side,  and,  cutting 
through  planking  and  frames  diagonally,  kept  on  through  the  back  of 
one  knee  and  the  throat  of  the  next,  smashing  the  dispensary,  and  from 
there,  passing  through  the  forward  coal  bunker,  entered  the  starboard 
boiler,  going  clear  through  it,  and,  keeping  on  through  the  engine  room, 
passed  between  the  cylinder  and  main  condenser,  cutting  oil*  a  3  inch 
iron  stanchion,  thence  through  the  steerage  and  wardroom  bulkheads, 
smashing  doors  and  furniture,  and,  passing  through  the  magazine 
screen,  struck  with  spent  force  on  an  oak  stanchion,  and,  glancing  at 
right  angles,  lodged  in  one  of  the  starboard  staterooms.  At  the  moment 
this  shot  struck  the  boiler  the  steam  rushed  up  in  terrible  volume, 
scalding  all  the  men  in  the  fire  room,  killing  one  coal  heaver  (Thomas 
Johnson)  instantly,  and  also  badly  scalding  First  Assistant  Engineer 
J.  M.  Hobby,  who  was  at  the  starting  bar.  The  whole  ship  was 
instantly  enveloped  in  a  stifling  vapor,  and  it  was  impossible  to  ascer- 
tain immediately  the  extent  of  the  damage  we  had  received.  Antici- 
pating any  attempt  that  might  be  made  to  board  us  in  the  confusion, 
our  signal  books  were  thrown  overboard  and  all  hands  sent  forward  to 
repel.  As  the  steam  cleared  away  we  discovered  the  ram,  which  had 
got  clear  of  us,  steaming  from  us  close  aboard  our  starboard  wheel, 
crushing  a  launch  that  he  was  towing  and  breaking  some  of  the  buck- 
ets and  braces  as  it  passed  over  his  stern.  Our  battery  was  immedi- 
ately manned,  and  opened  on  him  as  he  passed  astern,  one  of  the  shots 
carrying  away  his  flagstaff  and  dropping  the  colors. 

This  broadside  being  fired  with  the  guns  at  extreme  depression,  the 
elevating  screws  of  both  100-pounder  Parrott  rifles  were  broken  and 
rendered  useless,  the  after  pivot  having  broken  one  elevating  screw 
earlier  in  the  engagement. 

We  were  now  working  slowly  ahead  on  a  vacuum  alone,  our  engine 
being  unmanageable,  and  rounding  the  stern  of  the  ram  with  port  helm, 
we  headed  down  past  her,  and  keeping  our  battery  playing  so  long  as 
a  gun  could  be  trained,  were  slowly  carried  out  of  action  by  our  disabled 
engine,  which  stopped  of  itself  when  about  2  miles  distant,  when  we 
anchored.  U.  S.  S.  Geres  having  communicated  with  us,  we  received  from 
her  the  following  prisoners,  compmhijr  *  *»ffl«*r8  and  crew  of  the  rebel 
steamer  Bombshell,  which  we  1mm1  '  >*nt  A.  O.  Hndgins,

All  the  crew  were  placed  in  doable  irons  and  officers  under  sentry. 

Shortly  afterwards  we  sent  the  steamer  Trumpeter  to  the  Bombshell 
with  orders  to  hoist  United  States  colors  on  her  and  tow  her  under  our 
gun h,  which  she  did,  informing  us  by  hail  that  the  prize  was  leaking  badly. 
Immediately  sent  a  prize  crew  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  H.W. 
O'ilara  to  take  possession  of  her,  who  anchored  her  near  us.  Steamer 
Rockland  took  our  hawser  at  6:40,  and  towing  us  2  or  3  miles  farther 
down,  we  anchored  off  Bluff  Point,  iu  3  fathoms  water  with  12  fathoms 
chain  to  port  anchor,  at  7 :  15  p.  m. 

During  this  time  the  other  vessels  continued  the  engagement  with 
the  rebel  ram,  keeping  up  a  constant  fire  mitil  night,  the  ram  retreating.

Report  of  Commander  Febiger,  V.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  S.  Xattabeeett. 

U.  S.  S.  MATTABESETT, 

Albemarle  Sound,  North  Carolina,  May  6, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part 
taken  by  this  vessel  yesterday  in  the  engagement  with  the  rebel  ram 
Albemarle: 

At  3  p.  m.,  discovering  the  picket  boats  stationed  off  the  mouth  of 
the  Roanoke  River  to  be  falling  back  as  ordered  when  ram  appeared, 
we  made  general  signal  to  get  underway;  at  3: 10  got  underway  and 
stood  up  the  sound,  with  the  Sassacus,  Wyalusing,  and  Whitehead  fol- 
lowing in  first  order  of  steaming.  At  3 : 46  made  signal  "  Ram  is  out; " 
the  Miami,  Commodore  Hull,  and  Ceres  falling  into  position  as  we  came 
up  on  port  quarter,  thus  forming  the  third  order  as  directed. 

At  4: 20  Miami  made  signal  "  The  enemy  is  retreating,"  the  ram  and 
gunboat  being  observed  to  have  their  heads  pointing  toward  the 
entrance  of  Roanoke  River,  distant  about  10  miles.  At  4:40,  when 
abaft  the  ram's  beam,  she  fired  two  shots,  one  of  which  cut  away  both 
rails  of  launch  and  spar  across  davits,  scattering  splinters  and  wound- 
ing Acting  Master  Plunkett  very  slightly,  2  men  severely,  and  3  slightly, 
all  belonging  to  forward  rifle  gun.  Noticing  immediately  after  the  fir- 
ing an  evident  intention  on  the  part  of  the  ram  to  run  into  us,  the  helm 
was  ordered  to  starboard,  sheering  to  port,  thus  causing  us  to  pass  at 
a  greater  distance  than  was  our  intention.  At  4 :  45,  when  a  little  abaft 
the  ram's  beam,  at  between  100  and  150  yards  distance,  fired  our  star- 
board rifles  and  IX -inch  guns  with  solid  shot;  passing  ahead,  and 
when  nearly  abeam  of  the  Bombshell,  firing  the  starboard  howitzers 
and  forward  rifle  at  her,  she  immediately  hauling  down  her  colors  and 
showing  a  white  flag,  orders  were  at  once  given  to  stop  firing  on  her, 
and  the  howitzer's  crew  was  sent  to  assist  the  crews  of  the  two  rifle 
guns. 

Passing  ahead,  the  helm  was  put  to  port  with  the  intention  of  run- 
ning close  along  the  starboard  side  of  the  enemy,  but  the  smaller  ves- 
sels not  keeping  position,  or  followiug  our  lead,  we  were  soon  com- 
pelled to  stop  the  engine,  being  within  their  line  of  fire. 

Our  vessels  at  this  time  were  on  both  sides  of  the  Albemarle,  this 
vessel,  the  Wyalusing,  and  Sassacus,  being  the  only  ones  that  had  then 
rounded  her  bows;  we  being  on  her  quarter,  Sassacus  abeam,  and 
Wyalusing  on  starboard  bow,  all  having  stopped  their  engines.  At 
5:05  the  Sassacus  ran  down,  bows  on,  striking  the  Albemarle  on  star- 
board quarter.  After  remaining  in  contact  some  few  minutes,  she  dis- 
engaged herself  and  soon  afterwards  was  seen  to  be  enveloped  in 
steam.  At  this  time  the  colors  of  the  Albemarle  were  either  shot  away 
or  hauled  down,  and  were  not  hoisted  again  during  the  action.  As 
her  fire  had  ceased  we  were  under  the  impression  that  she  had  surren- 
dered, until  soon  after  the  Sassacus  had  got  clear  she  was  observed  to 
resume  it,  this  vessel  and  others  immediately  doing  the  same.    The 
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squadron  still  remaining  oat  of  position  and  endangering  each  other  by 
their  fire,  onr  attention  was  turned  to  getting  tbeminto  line.     At  5:20 
we  made  signal  to  Miami  to  pass  within  hail  (she  was  soon  after  hailed 
and  ordered  to  go  ahead  and  try  her  torpedo).    At  5:30  made  general 
signal  to  keep  in  line;  at  5:45  repeated  the  signal.    At  5:55  made  sig- 
nal to  Wyalusing  to  cease  firing,  she  being  still  on  ram's  starboard 
bow,  the  remainder  of  the  vessels(  with  the  exception  of  the  &a*sacu*, 
who  had  hauled  off)  were  taking  position  on  port  quarter  of  the  enemy. 
At  6:05  made  general  signal  to  keep  close  order.    At  6:45  made  sig- 
nal to  Wyaluring  to  cease  firing,  she  at  the  time  coming  round  to  take 
position,  soon  after  hailing  her  with  an  order  to  go  ahead  of  the  line 
and  pass  close  to  the  Albemarle;  in  reply  she  reported  herself  sinking, 
and  at  6:55  made  signal  u  Sinking,"  but  still  going  ahead,  finally  took 
her  position.     Finding  that  the  line  was  gradually  edging  off  we 
steamed  ahead  inside,  delivering  our  fire  as  rapidly  as  possible  when  on 
the  quarter  and  abeam  of  the  enemy,  and  after  having  passed  ahead 
attempted  to  lay  our  seine  in  her  course  for  the  purpose  of  fonling  her 
propellers,  but  unfortunately  it  was  torn  and  lost  before  getting  it  into 
the  desired  position.    We  then  rounded  the  vessel  to  port,  working  the 
port  battery;  when  nearly  abeam  of  the  enemy  we  received  a  6-inch 
rifle  shot  which  entered  on  the  port  side  below  wheelhouse  guards  and 
abaft  wheel,  passing  through  waterways,  coamings  of  engine-room 
hatch,  wounding  a  first-class  fireman  and  boy  so  severely  that  they  died 
soon  afterwards,  and  bringing  up  in  small-arms  locker.    This  shot  is 
preserved  on  board,  and  is  marked  with  the  name  of  John  M.  Brooke. 
At  7:30,  growing  quite  dark,  ceased  firing,  and  at  8  made  private  sig 
nal  to  anchor,  coming  to  in  line  abreast,  heading  to  southward. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  conduct  of  our  crew,  officers,  and  men 
was  all  and  more  than  could  be  reasonably  expected  from  the  imper- 
fect state  of  organization,  having  had  but  few  opportunities  for  exer- 
cise and  drill  since  our  hurried  departure  from  New  York.  The  firing 
was  remarkably  good  under  the  circumstances,  but  the  shot  seemed  to 
have  but  little  effect  upon  the  enemy. 

Our  pilot,  Mr.  Tooker,  deserves  mention  for  coolness  and  attention 
to  his  duties  during  our  constant  maneuvering. 

Enclosed  are  returns  of  gunner's  expenditures  and  report  of  injuries. 
The  surgeon's  report  I  have  already  had  the  honor  to  transmit.

Carpenter's  department. — Rail  of  launch  stove  in  and  davit  spar  car- 
ried away.  Shot  through  waterways,  just  abaft  port  wheel,  passed  in 
through  coaming  of  engine-room  hatch,  carrying  away  the  two  after 
stanchions  of  hand  rail  arouud  crank  room,  then  through  starboard 
coaming,  and  carried  away  two  sections  of  engine-room  bulkhead  and 
one  section  of  galley  bulkhead;  also  carried  away  deck-bell  pulls  and 
second  locker  of  armor  on  starboard  side. 

Forward  stanchion  of  hurricane  deck  on  port  side  carried  away  by 
No.  1  IX  inch  broadside. 

Boatswain's  department. — Square-sail  buntlines;  both  vangs  of  main 
{raff;  starboard  main-boom  topping  lift;  peak  halyards  stranded;  port 
maintopmast  stay  and  maintopmast  backstay;  one  seine. 

All  shrouds  starboard  main  lower  rigging  stranded  and  forward 
shroud  of  starboard  fore  lower  rigging  ditto;  also  one  ratline  carried 
away  by  same  shot.

Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S.  8.  Mattabeaett,  Commander  John  C.  Fehiger. 

May  5, 1864. — At  3  p.  m.  discovered  the  picket  boat  standing  toward 
us.  At  3: 10  p.  in.  got  underway  and  went  to  general  quarters;  stood 
up  toward  them,  tbe  SassacuSj  Wyalusing,  and  Whitehead  following  in 
line  of  battle.  At  3: 30  discovered  the  ram  with  two  steamers  in  com- 
pany. At  3 :  50  the  enemy  formed  in  line  of  battle.  At  4,  one  steamer 
started  for  the  entrance  to  Roanoke  River.  At  4,  we  made  flotilla  sig- 
nal; Miami  made  flotilla  signal.  At  4: 40  the  ram  fired  two  shots,  one 
passing  through  the  lauuch.  At  4:45  ranged  up  alongside  the  ram 
and  engaged  her  with  the  starboard  battery,  firing  pivot  and  IX-inch 
with  solid  shot.  At  4: 50  engaged  the  Bombshell,  firing  forward  pivot 
howitzer.  After  the  first  three  shots  she  surrendered,  hauling  down  her 
flag  to  us.  At  5:05  tbe  Sassacus  ran  down  bows  on  and  struck  the 
ram.  At  5:10  steam  was  seen  issuing  from  the  Sassacus.  The  ram 
then  hauled  off.  At  5 :  10  the  colors  of  the  ram  were  hauled  down  or  shot 
away  and  were  not  hoisted  again  during  the  action.  At  5 :  20  we  made 
signal  to  the  Miami.  At  5 :  45  repeated  the  signal.  Stood  up  in  line  of 
battle  and  passed  tbe  rain,  several  times  pouring  our  broadside  into 
her.    At  7 :  30  ceased  tiring.    Loss  in  killed  during  the  action,  2  men; 
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wounded,  1  officer  and  4  meo.  We  sostaiBed  the  following  damages 
during  tbe  action :  Both  rail*  of  launch  cot  away,  davit  spar  carried 
away;  shot  through  waterway  just  abaft  port  wheel,  passed  on  throagh 
coamings  of  engine-room  hatch,  carrying  away  after  stanchions  of  hand 
rail  around  crank  room  and  then  through  starboard  coaming  and  car- 
ried away  two  sections  of  engine-room  bulkhead  and  one  section  of 
galley  bulkhead;  also  carried  away  deck-bell  polls  and  second  locker  of 
armory  on  starboard  sidej  forward  stanchion  of  horricaue  deck  on  port 
side  carried  away  by  >o,  1  lX-inch  broadside  gnn;  carried  away 
square-sail  btrotlines,  both  vangs  of  main  gaff,  starboard  main-boom 
topping  lift;  peak  halyards  stranded;  port  maintopmast  stay  and  main- 
topmast  backstay,  one  seine,  forward  shroud  of  starboard  main  lower 
rigging  stranded ;  also  one  ratline  carried  away  by  same  >hot.  Weather 
clear*  Wind  southwesterly,  gentle  breeze.  Temperature,  4  a.  m-,  63°; 
8  a.  m.,  (XT--,  12  m.,  &P;  4  p.  m.,  US' ;  8  p.  m.,  76-. 
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TJ.  8.  S.  Wyalusixg, 
Albemarle  Sound,  off  Roanoke  River ,  if  cry  6,  1&64. 

8lE:  In  obedience  to  your  signal  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.  of  5th,  we 
immediately  got  underway,  taking  our  station  in  line  astern  of  the 
HanuacuH)  the  Mattabetett  leading,  an£  stood  up  the  sound  in  close 
order. 

Signals  were  made  by  you  soon  afterwards  that  the  ram  was  oat. 
We  also  discovered  at  the  same  time  that  our  picket  boats  were  falling 
back,  pursued  by  the  ram  and  two  steamers  in  company. 

We  immediately  beat  to  quarters  (at  twenty-seven  minutes  past  4 
o'clock),  being  in  close  range  (about  500  yards).  We  opened  fire  simul- 
taneously with  the  Mnttabesett  and  SattHacwt,  passing  tbe  ram  at  the 
dJHtauce  of  150  yards,  firing  rapidly.  In  rounding  the  ram  we  came  in 
contact  with  one  of  her  consorts.  It  was  my  intention  to  run  her 
down,  but  discovered  in  time  she  had  surrendered.  We  immediately 
backed  clear  of  her  and  again  attacked  the  ram,  which  had  been  in 
contact  with  the  Sasnacn*,  who  had  run  into  her.  As  she  cleared  from 
the  HuHHacvH,  in  firing  from  our  vessel  we  cut  her  signal  halyards.  She 
hauled  down  the  flag  and  I  supposed  she  had  surrendered,  as  she  did 
not  hoist  it  again  during  the  action;  but  was  soon  convinced  to  the 
contrary. 

At  5: 30  flagship  made  general  signal  to  keep  close  in  line. 

At  5:  45  repeated  the  signal.  At  5:55  made  signal  to  this  ship  to 
cease  firing. 

At  this  time  we  were  passing  around  the  ram  to  form  again  into  line, 
which  had  been  interrupted  by  the  second  division,  who  were  firing  at 
long  range  and  over  this  ship. 

At  0:05  resumed  our  position  in  close  order  by  signal  from  the  flag- 
ship. 

At  G:  45,  having  again  passed  around  the  ram,  signals  were  made  to 
cease  firing. 

At  this  time  a  report  was  made  to  me  by  the  executive  officer  and 
Third  Assistant  Engineer  J.  J.  Donnohue,  who  was  stationed  at  the 
bell,  that  the  ship  was  sinking. 

I  immediately  signalized  it,  and  sent  an  order  to  the  chief  engineer 
to  start  all  the  pumps,  He  informed  me  that  it  was  not  necessary,  as 
the  ship  was  not  making  more  water  than  usual. 
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I  was  hailed  from  the  flagship,  bat  could  not  understand  what  was 
said. 

I  made  again  for  the  ram  and  followed  her  up  closely,  passing  around 
her  and  firing  as  often  as  possible  at  her,  the  distance  varying  from 
100  yards  upward. 

Near  the  close  of  the  action  one  of  the  pieces  of  the  forward  port 
side  plating  of  the  ram  was  seen  to  fly  oif  from  the  effects  of  one  of  our 
shots. 

At  7 :  30  signal  was  made  to  cease  firing,  and  by  private  signal  we 
anchored  at  8  o'clock. 

We  received  the  following  damages :  One  shell  exploded  in  the  star- 
board wheelhouse,  cutting  away  two  of  the  outer  rims  of  the  starboard 
wheel  and  blowing  off  a  portion  of  the  top  part  of  the  wheelhouse,  pass- 
ing through  the  aft  pilot  house,  damaging  the  steering-wheel,  break- 
ing the  compass,  tearing  off  a  portion  of  the  plating  and  passing  through 
and  through  the  mainmast  about  30  feet  above  deck;  also  through  the 
hurricane  deck  into  the  starboard  bath  room,  and  chipping  a  piece  off 
the  top  of  the  aft  howitzer,  mounted  on  the  hurricane  deck. 

The  second  shot  passed  between  the  bottom  of  the  gig  and  the  rail, 
knocking  off  all  her  under  planking,  carrying  away  the  starboard 
smokestack  guy,  killing  one  of  the  men  at  the  IX  inch  gun,  tearing 
away  the  stanchion  supporting  the  hurricane  deck  amidships,  then 
through  the  engineer's  store  room  on  the  port  guard  forward. 

The  third  shot  came  in  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  berth  deck,  near 
the  dispensary,  tearing  away  ladder  bulkhead,  through  the  port  coal 
bunkers,  passing  out  on  the  port  side  a  few  feet  forward  of  the  boiler. 

The  fourth  shot  came  in  on  the  starboard  quarter,  about  3  feet  above 
the  water  line,  passing  through  the  cabin,  destroying  mirror,  chairs, 
furniture,  etc.,  bulkhead,  companion  way,  pantries;  striking  against  a 
knee  in  the  aft  room  on  the  port  side  of  wardroom,  glancing  upward, 
tearing  up  the  deck  plankings,  starting  the  waterways,  and  break- 
ing away  two  of  the  starts  for  the  breechings,  landing  on  deck.  This 
proved  to  be  a  100-pounder  Whitworth  solid  rifle  shot. 

The  fifth  passed  over  the  quarter  deck  in  a  parallel  line  with  the  pivot 
gun,  passing  through  one  of  the  port  shutters. 

Pieces  of  exploded  shell  cut  away  one  of  the  shrouds  of  the  main  rig- 
ging; also  the  brails,  passing  through  the  mainsail. 

The  officers  and  crew  fought  bravely  and  have  merited  my  highest 
thanks  for  the  manner  in  which  they  handled  their  several  batteries. 
Too  much  praise  can  not  be  bestowed  upon  them. 

My  executive  officer,  Acting  Master  William  R.  Hathaway  (who  is 
one  of  the  oldest  appointments  in  his  grade),  I  strongly  recommend  for 
promotion. 

The  surgeon  and  paymaster  rendered  me  very  important  aid  in  the 
supply  of  ammunition  and  in  making  themselves  generally  useful. 

The  chief  engineer,  H.  H.  Stewart,  handled  the  machinery  in  a  most 
able  manner. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  my  clerk,  George  IT.  White,  jr.,  who  acted  as 
my  aid,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  carried  out  my  orders.

U.  S.  S.  Miami, 
Off  Mouth  Roanoke  River,  North  Carolina,  May  6, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  engagement 
with  the  rebel  ironclad  ram  Albemarle  and  [the  steamer]  Bombshell: 

Yesterday  at  1  p.  m.  I  got  underway,  in  company  with  the  Commodore 
Hull,  Ceres,  and  army  transport  Trumpeter,  and  proceeded  from  our 
picket  station  off  Eden  ton  Bay  across  to  the  mouth  of  the  Eoanoke  for 
the  purpose  of  putting  down  torpedoes.  When  within  a  short  distance 
of  the  buoy  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  the  rebel  ram  Albemarle  was  dis- 
covered coming  down  the  river,  accompanied  by  the  Cotton  Plant  and 
Bombshell,  the  last  two  steamers  laden  .with  troops.  I  immediately 
dispatched  the  Trumpeter  to  give  you  the  earliest  notice  of  their 
appearance. 

The  vessels  under  my  command  were  ordered  to  steam  in  line  slowly 
down  the  sound,  at  such  a  distance  that  the  enemy's  movements  could 
be  watched.  We  dropped  down  to  Bluff'  Point,  the  enemy  following 
determinedly.  As  soon  as  you  came  up  I  steamed  ahead,  ready  to  fol- 
low your  movements  and  engage  the  enemy.  At  twenty  minutes  to  5 
I  opened,  tire  with  solid  shot  and  continued  firing  rapidly,  with  good 
range.  The  ram  was  struck  by  us  at  almost  our  first  fire,  and  I  have 
to  report  throughout  the  action  excellent  firing  by  both  divisions  of 
this  ship.  I  saw  the  Sassacus  running  into  the  ram,  and  immediately 
headed  for  them  both,  with  the  intention  of  exploding  under  the  ram 
the  torpedo  rigged  on  my  bow.  Before  I  could  get  to  her,  however,  the 
Sassacus  became  disabled  and  dropped  down  from  her;  the  ram  had 
changed  her  course  and  I  could  not  work  to  advantage  on  account  of 
the  fire  of  our  own  vessels.  I  still  kept  up  a  fire  when  it  could  be  done 
without  exposing  the  other  vessels  of  our  fleet. 

After  we  had  been  firing  about  an  hour  you  ordered  me  to  run  up  to 
the  ram  and  use  the  torpedo.  I  steamed  ahead,  still  keeping  up  a 
rapid  fire,  until  we  got  within  the  ship's  length  of  her.  I  used  every 
endeavor  to  get  at  her,  bow  on,  but  the  Miami  proving  herself  so 
unwieldy  and  so  very  bad  to  steer,  the  enemy  (who  was  probably  well 
aware  of  our  purpose)  succeeded  in  keeping  clear  of  us  by  going  ahead 
and  backing  and  turning. 

We  did  not  cease  our  fire,  however,  all  this  time.  The  enemy  struck 
us  three  or  four  times  while  within  this  close  range;  one  shot,  which 
passed  through  the  after  part  of  the  cabin,  came  very  near  disabling 
our  rudder. 

I  dropped  down  from  her  and  reported  to  you  the  reason  why  I  could 
not  get  my  torpedo  to  work.  You  then  ordered  me  to  follow  the  Wya- 
lusing  in  order;  1  did  so,  keeping  up  a  fire  which  I  believe  was  more 
effective  than  at  any  previous  time,  as  I  am  confident  one  of  our 
shot  struck  the  upper  part  of  her  port  while  open,  if  it  did  not  pass 
into  her  interior.  Owing  to  the  danger  of  getting  aground,  and  the 
fact  of  the  ship's  handling  so  badly,  I  deemed  my  fire  more  effectual, 
at  close  range,  to  be  on  one  side  of  her  than  to  attempt  to  pass  clear 
around  her. 

For  more  than  ten  minutes  we  poured  solid  shot  upon  her  as  rapidly 
as  we  could  fire. 

I  then  dropped  astern  to  give  the  vessels  coming  up  an  opportunity 
to  pass  and  engage  her.  It  was  then  growing  dark;  the  ram  steamed 
up  to  the  Eoanoke  Biver,  and  the  firing  soon  ceased  on  both  sides. 
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The  officers  and  men  of  this  ship  behaved  with  great  coolness  and 
did  their  whole  duty.

Sir:  1  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  damages  received 
by  this  vessel  in  hull,  etc.,  during  the  engagement  with  the  rebel  ram 
Roanoke  [Albemarle],  in  Albemarle  Sound  on  the  afternoon  of  5th 
instant: 

One  shot  struck  smokestack  and  passed  through,  scattering  frag- 
ments over  quarter  deck.  One  struck  starboard  wheelhouse  and  carried 
away  hand  rail,  passing  through  port  quarter  boat,  tearing  away  her 
planking.  One  shell  struck  under  the  starboard  counter,  passed 
through,  cutting  away  hanging  knee  under  after  beam,  and  bursting  in 
tiller  room,  cutting  through  solid  work  for  after  pivot  boss  and  carrying 
away  two-thirds  of  the  second  after  beam  and  hanging  knee  on  port 
side,  starting  two  outside  planks  and  started  the  decks  np  under  pivot 
gun  and  knocked  down  the  cabin  bulkhead,  making  a  total  wreck  of 
the  tiller  room. 

The  ship  is  very  much  shaken  from  the  effects  of  the  rapid  firing, 
making  about  5  inches  of  water  per  hour.  Several  shots  and  shells 
passed  over  our  top  gear,  but  did  but  little  damage  save  cutting  away 
smokestack  guys.  During  the  engagement  off  Plymouth  with  the  same 
vessel  the  ram  ran  under  our  port  bow  and  scarred  the  planking  for 
several  feet.  Within  14  inches  of  the  water  a  shell  from  gun  No.  3  struck 
the  ram,  rebounded  and  exploded,  cutting  away  port  forward  boat 
davit,  and  fragments  passing  through  deck  forward  of  boiler  and  star- 
board waist,  and  cutting  away  port  smokestack  guy  and  passing 
through  smokestack.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  part  taken  by  this  vessel 
daring  the  engagement  of  yesterday  (5th)  with  the  rebel  ironclad  ram 
Albemarle  and  gunboat  Bombshell. 

In  obedience  to  a  general  signal  made  by  the  flagship  Mattabesett,  I 
weighed  anchor  at  3: 30  and  proceeded  up  the  Albemarle  Sound,  fol- 
lowing the  U.  S.  S.  Wyalusing. 

The  rebel  ram,  accompanied  by  two  steamers,  was  soon  discovered, 
apparently  steaming  toward  us.  Went  to  quarters  immediately  and 
prepared  for  action.  At  4:30  the  action  became  general  between  the 
leading  vessels,  Mattabesett,  Sassacus,  and  Wyalusing,  and  the  ram 
A  Ibemarle. 

Owing  to  the  superior  rate  of  speed  of  the  above-named  vessels,  I  was 
unable  to  bring  my  vessel  into  action  until  after  the  rebel  steamer 
Bombshell  had  surrendered.  The  rebel  steamer  botton  Plant,  with  a 
number  of  launches  in  tow,  having  succeeded  in  making  her  escape, 
my  attention  was  then  directed  to  the  ram,  upon  which  I  opened  fire 
with  the  100-po under  rifle,  using  solid  shot,  first  at  a  distance  of  1,000 
yards,  but  it  was  soon  lessened  to  400  yards. 

The  ram  meanwhile  commenced  to  retreat  toward  Roanoke  River. 

Being  ordered  by  you  to  take  my  position  astern  of  the  U.  S.  8.  Miami 
and  follow  up  the  attack  closely,  I  immediately  took  the  position 
assigned,  but  finding  that  I  could  not  use  the  100-pounder  rifle  effec- 
tively, I  steamed  ahead  of  the  Miami  and  on  a  course  parallel  to  that 
which  the  rebel  steamer  was  making,  until  I  approached  within  200 
yards  of  her.  At  this  distance  we  succeeded  in  making  some  excellent 
shots,  the  projectiles  used  being  solid,  chilled-end  shot,  which  must 
have  made  a  serious  impression  on  the  iron  armor  of  the  ram,  as  I 
judged  from  the  appearance  of  the  plating  on  her  when  viewed  through 
a  glass. 

Keeping  the  ram  on  my  starboard  beam,  I  ran  ahead  of  and  across 
her  bows,  making  a  circuit  about  her. 

Notwithstanding  the  heavy  fire  which  was  concentrated  on  the  rebel 
ironclad  by  our  vessels,  she  succeeded  under  the  cover  of  approaching 
darkness  to  make  good  her  escape  up  the  Roanoke  River.  Having 
ceased  firing  at  7:30  p.  m.,  we  came  to  anchor  off  the  mouth  of  the 
river  at  8  with  the  fleet.  I  have  no  casualties  to  report.  Ammunition 
expended,  17  solid  shot,  rifle  100-pounder,  and  170  pounds  of  cannon 
powder.

Off  Roanoke  River,  North  Carolina,  May  6, 1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  part  taken  by  this  vessel  in  the 
action  of  the  5th  instant  with  the  rebel  ram. 
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I  first  sighted  the  ram  at  half  past  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  coining  out  of  the 
river  in  company  with  two  steamers,  distant  about  2  miles.  In  accord- 
ance with  previous  instructions  I  retreated  slowly  down  the  sound, 
keeping  out  of  range  of  her  guns  until  the  flagship  came  up,  when  I 
fell  into  line  astern  of  the  Miami.  About  5  o'clock  I  fired  several  shots 
from  my  pivot  guns  at  the  ram,  striking  it  once  or  twice. 

At  half  past  6  I  engaged  the  ram  at  close  quarters,  firing  shell  from 
my  pivot  and  broadside  guns,  many  of  which  struck  the  vessel,  effectu- 
ally preventing  the  opening  of  her  ports.  As  I  steamed  ahead,  in 
passing  the  ram's  bow,  I  paid  out  a  large  seine  for  the  purpose  of  foul- 
ing his  propeller,  but  though  encompassing  the  ram  it  did  not  have  the 
desired  effect. 

I  ceased  firing  when  it  became  too  dark  to  distinguish  the  enemy. 

I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of  my  officers  and  crew,  many  of  the  latter 
being  for  the  first  time  under  fire.  This  vessel  was  not  struck,  and  I 
have  no  casualties  to  report.

Abstract  log  of  the  U.  8.  8.  Commodore  Hull. 

May  5,  18(>4. — At  5:30  a.  in.  steamed  up  the  sound.  At  6  saw  some- 
thing up  in  Edenton;  steamed  over  to  it;  found  it  to  be  a  fishing  boat; 
got  no  information.  Kan  back  and  anchored  near  the  Miami.  From  8 
to  12:  Picketing  off  Roanoke  River.  At  10  got  ready  to  send  armed 
boats  up  the  Roanoke  River  to  sink  torpedoes.  Started  to  tow  the 
boats  to  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke.  When  near  the  mouth,  the  rebel 
ram  Roanoke  \  Albemarle],  accompanied  by  the  rebel  steamers  Cotton 
Plant  and  Bombshell,  came  out  and  started  in  chase  of  us.  Took  up  all 
boats  and  steamed  slowly  down  the  sound  in  the  direction  of  the  fleet, 
keeping  the  ram  and  steamers  at  an  equal  distance  behind  us;  the  fleet 
below  bound  toward  us.  At  4:30  p.  in.  the  fleet  arrived,  formed  line 
of  battle,  flagship  ahead,  and  ran  up  to  the  enemy.  At  4: 40  the  Mat- 
tabesett  opened  fire  on  the  ram  and  the  engagement  became  general. 
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At  4 :  45  the  rebel  steamer  Bombshell  surrendered.  At  4 :  50  the  Sassacus 
ran  down  the  ram,  going  nearly  over,  sinking  her  most  out  of  sight,  bat 
she  soon  came  up,  apparently  not  much  hurt.  The  Sassacus  being  dis- 
abled while  in  contact  with  the  ram,  was  obliged  to  retire  at  5:30,  the 
rest  of  the  boats  keeping  up  a  brisk  fire  at  the  enemy  all  the  time,  the 
ram  making  for  the  lioanoke  River  as  fast  as  she  could.  At  6: 30  ran 
across  the  ram's  prow,  keeping  up  a  brisk  fire  to  keep  her  from  opening 
her  ports.  Ran  a  seine  across  her  bow  so  that  it  might  catch  in  her 
screw,  but  it  did  not  succeed.  At  8  sent  on  picket.  From  8  to  12  mid- 
night: Wind  8.  W.,  sky  clear.  Weather  hazy.  All  quiet.  On  picket 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  River.  Expended  in  the  engagement 
77  rounds  of  ammunition — 58  rifle,  19  howitzer.

Sir  :  I  would  respectfully  inform  yon  that  I  had  an  examination  of 
the  boilers  of  the  Sassacus,  and  enclose  you  a  report  from  Chief  Engi- 
neer Stewart  of  its  disabled  condition  and  the  impossibility  of  making 
the  necessary  repairs  at  this  place.

I  have  directed  Commander  Davenport  to  communicate  all  matters 
of  importance  direct,  that  yon  may  receive  the  earliest  intelligence  of 
all  movements  at  New  Berne,  as  1  consider  my  presence  here  of  the 
first  importance  to  secure  the  control  of  the  sound. 

There  w  no  coal  at  Roanoke  iBlaud,  aud  1  have  been  obliged  to 
charter  a  schooner  and  send  her  to  New  Berne  for  some  to  supply  me 
at  this  point. 

The  officers  captured  in  the  Bombshell  state  that  the  Albemarle,  iron- 
clad,  has  bat  four  guns;  the  men,  that  she  has  but  two.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  have  carefully  examined  the  boil- 
ers and  engines  of  the  U.  8.  S.  HaHsavu*,  and  have  the  honor  to  report 
that  the  starboard  boiler  has  been  ]>enetrated  by  a  100  pounder  rifle 
shot,  the  projectile  entering  on  the  forward  side  about  7  feet  from  the 
front  and  11  inches  from  the  top,  then  passing  diagonally  through,  car- 
rying away  in  its  course  braces,  T  iron,  and  dry  pipes,  then  passing 
out  through  the  after  side  about  3  feet  from  the  front,  tearing  away  the 
side  sheet  for  2  feet  in  height  and  about  8  inches  in  width.  This  boiler 
is  entirely  useless,  aud  can  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  repaired  here. 

The  port  boiler  is  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
unimportant  leaks;  steam  is  now  on  it,  and  in  smooth  water  the  ship 
can,  in  my  opinion,  steam  7  or  8  knots  per  hour,  provided  the  stem, 
which  is  now  partly  carried  away,  be  removed,  as  it  now  lies  along- 
side. Her  movement  would  be  very  slow — probably  not  more  than 
4  knots  per  hour. 

The  engine  is  in  good  order  and  ready  for  immediate  use. 

The  starboard  wheel  has  been  injured  by  contact  with  the  rebel  ram, 
but  not  very  seriously.

U.  S.  S.  MATTABBSRTT, 

Albemarle  Sound,  May  10,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  beg  respectfully  to  transmit  the  following  intelligence  just 
received  from  a  Union  man  residing  at  Edenton,  K.  0.,  with  which 
place  I  have  this  day  communicated;  and  I  also  dispatched  an  officer 
of  the  Southfield,  having  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  facilities  for 
obtaining  information,  up  the  Middle  River,  to  make  a  reconnoissance 
in  a  boat: 

A  man  came  from  Plymouth  night  before  last,  and  he  stated  that  the  ram  was  to 
have  come  ont  yesterday  at  10  a.  m.  Some  rebel  -sympathizers  think  he  will  not 
come  ont  for  some  time.  Only  one  shot  penetrated  her  armor.  Every  shot  that 
struck  dented  her  iron  considerably.  The  Sassacus  injured  him  severely  when  she 
struck  him,  making  a  large  hole  on  his  water  line.  She  also  disabled  his  100- pounder 
Brooke  rifle.    The  ram  had  but  two  guns,  one  working  at  each  end  of  him. 

On  his  house  (on  the  top)  he  has  a  trapdoor,  4  feet  sanare,  for  ventilation.  They 
could  not  keep  it  open  with  safety,  as  they  were  afraid  it  would  be  observed  and 
fired  into. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  those  who  pretend  to  know  something  about  it,  that  the  ven- 
tilation is  imperfect,  and  in  consequence  he  can  not  fire  his  guns  fast,  as  the  smoke 
would  suffocate  the  crew.    The  destination  of  the  ram  was  New  Berne. 

There  is  a  battery  on  the  Chowan,  at  Eden  Ferry.  The  Union  people  at  Edenton 
hope  that  a  gunboat  will  be  sent  to  that  place  often,  as  the  moral  support  they 
would  receive  by  it  would  be  great.  The  signal  will  always  be  given  when  it  is  safe 
to  land. 

It  is  said  by  some  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  authorities  to  put  more  iron  on 
him  before  he  comes  ont  again,  but  Mr.  Bond  thinks  they  have  not  the  facilities  for 
doing  it  at  Plymouth.  The  shot  which  penetrated  his  armor  lodged  in  the  wood- 
work. It  is  tne  general  opinion  of  the  knowing  secesh  that  the  ram  put  back  on 
account  of  the  damage  done  to  his  gun,  and  for  no  other  reason,  but  he  burned  a 
quantity  of  bacon  to  get  steam  to  effect  his  escape.  One  good  boat  from  him  drifted 
on  shore  at  Roberts'  Fishery. 

If  a  substantial,  fast  tugboat,  with  an  improvised  prod,  could  be 
sent  me,  I  could  destroy  him  with  much  less  expense  to  the  Govern- 
ment than  the  sacrifice  I  shall  be  compelled  to  make  in  wooden  vessels 
to  accomplish  the  object.

8m:  I  respectfully  report  that  in  the  engagement  on  the  5th  instant 
with  the  rebel  ironclad  Albemarle,  all  the  pivot  gun  elevating  screws 
broke  in  two,  including  the  spare,  in  the  early  part  of  the  engagement. 
I  also  report  that  the  rear  hurter  of  the  forward  pivot  slide  was 
carried  away.  This  was  done  by  firing  the  gun  only  partly  run  out, 
which  was  imperative,  owing  to  the  close  proximity  of  the  vessel.  The 
officer  of  this  gun  was  endeavoring  to  put  a  shot  into  the  enemy's  open 
port.  The  gun,  if  run  out,  would  lire  over  the  port,  and  on  account  of 
its  length  had  to  be  run  in.  It  was  fired  precisely  at  the  same  moment 
the  enemy  fired,  and  our  shot  struck  the  port  sill  of  the  ironclad,  broke 
into  pieces,  one  portion  flying  back  and  landing  on  our  decks,  and  the 
other  portion  passed  into  his  port  The  guns  were  so  close  that  the 
burned  powder  from  the  ironclad's  gun  blackened  the  bows  of  the  Sas- 
sacus.  Also  the  rear  hurter  of  the  after  pivot  was  carried  away.  This 
was  done  by  the  great  haste  of  the  gun  captain  to  fire  as  the  ironclad 
swept  alongside,  and  the  compressors  were  not  brought  to,  and  perhaps 
the]  gun  was  not  run  all  the  way  out.  This  shot  struck  the  armor  of 
he  enemy,  and  it  was  reliably  reported  to  me  that  it  penetrated  it.  If 
so,  it  is  the  only  shot  that  did,  as  the  IX-inch  solid  shot  alongside  of 
it  flew  into  the  air  with  a  bound,  leaving  no  more  impression  than  a 
pea  would  have  done. 

I  think  that  the  injury  to  the  hurters  may  be  excused,  as  those  shots 
were  of  vital  importance.  But  the  loss  of  the  elevating  screws  was  a 
severe  one.  My  men  worked  the  guns  by  holding  them  up  by  hand- 
spikes under  the  breech,  to  their  great  danger,  as  they  were  of  course 
fired  at  all  the  depression  we  could  get.  If  these  guns  were  furnished 
with  good  quoins,  as  recommended  in  ordnance  instructions,  it  would 
be  very  useful.  But  these  screws  can  not  be  relied  upon  at  all  after 
two  or  three  fires,  when  the  gun  is  disabled.  In  consequence  of  this, 
some  of  the  guns'  crew  and  an  officer  were  injured,  and  I  lost  the  good 
service  of  my  most  valuable  guns  at  a  supreme  moment,  wheu,  perhaps, 
one  lucky  shot  would  have  settled  my  antagonist  for  a  full  due.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  capture  of  the  rebel  steamer 
Bombshell,  with  33  prisoners,  on  the  5th  of  May,  1864,  by  the  vessels 
under  my  command,  daring  the  engagement  with  the  rebel  ram  Albe- 
marle. 

The  Bombshell  was  originally  an  armed  U.  S.  steamer  sunk  by  the 
rebel  batteries  at  Plymouth  on  the  18th  of  April  last,  during  the  attack 
upon  that  place,  and  was  subsequently  raised,  fitted  out,  and  accompa- 
nied the  rain  as  a  consort. 

The  vessels  entitled  to  share  in  the  cap  tare  are  the  Mattabesett, 
Wyalusing,  Sassacus,  Miami,  Commodore  Hull,  Ceres,  and  Whitehead. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  John  Woodman,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Ceres,  has  been 
sent  as  prize  master,  with  the  necessary  papers  and  witnesses,  to  the 
U.  S.  district  judge  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York. 

Full  reports  from  the  commanders  of  the  vessels,  with  a  list  of  the 
prisoners,  have  been  forwarded  to  Bear  Admiral  Lee,  with  a  duplicate 
of  the  survey  and  appraisal  of  the  vessel.

Beport  of  Captain  Smith,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  armor  and  construction  of  the  C.  S.  S. 

Albemarle. 

U.  S.  8.  Mattabesett, 
Albemarle  Sound,  North  Carolina,  June  1,  1864. 

Sir:  The  information  obtained  from  the  four  men,  deserters  from  the 
ironclad  Albemarle,  referred  to  in  my  letter  of  the  30th  instant,  differs 
somewhat  from  the  reports  heretofore  received  as  regards  the  description 
of  the  armor  and  the  construction  of  that  vessel. 

The  prow  is  a  solid  wedge  of  iron,  3  feet  in  length  and  2  in  breadth 
on  the  upper  end,  resembling  in  form  an  inverted  hawk's  bill,  aud  is 
completely  submerged,  even  when  the  vessel  is  light.  The  armor  con 
sists  of  2-inch  iron  plates  (Knglish),  (>  inches  wide,  placed  longitudinally 
over  14  inches  of  wood.  A  second  course  of  the  same  width  and  thick- 
ness runs  vertically  over  the  sides  of  the  casemates  and  is  turned  down 
at  an  acute  angle  to  form  the  plating  of  the  hull  under  water,  and  these 
ends  are  secured  by  a  horizontal  plate  of  the  former  dimensions. 

The  bottom  of  the  ram  is  Hat,  and  the  form  of  the  hull  under  water 
is  nearly  identical  with  the  outside,  the  knuckle  forming  a  complete 
guard  around  the  vessel,  and  the  angle  under  water  causing  a  shot  to 
glance  downward  in  the  same  manner  that  one  is  thrown  upward  on 
striking  (he  casemate.  lie  has  but  one  [two]  propeller  and  can  carry 
fuel  for  live  or  six  days.

In  the  engagement  of  the  5th  the  Albemarle  was  struck  on  the  case- 
mates by  54  solid  shot,  and  the  only  damage  sustained  was  two  timers 
broken,  the  port  shutters  damaged  or  carried  away,  one  gun  disabled 
(by  the  first  shot),  some  plating  knocked  oft  of  the  ends  and  sides,  and 
the  stack  riddled.  The  Sassacus  effected  no  injury  whatever  when  she 
ran  into  the  ram,  and  it  was  generally  thought  on  board  that  it  was  an 
accidental  collision,  or  that  she  was  armed  with  a  torpedo  that  had 
failed  to  explode. 

I  do  not  intend  to  attack  the  ram  in  Roanoke  Eiver  with  the  gun- 
boats, believing  that  any  such  attempt  would  be  attended  with  serious 
disaster,  if  it  did  not  give  the  ram  complete  control  of  the  sound.  If 
disposed  to  meet  me  in  a  fair  fight,  I  am  prepared  to  engage  him  any 
hour,  night  or  day. 

I  have  interfered  somewhat  with  the  rebel  ferry  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Chowan  by  taking  their  boats,  one  of  which  was  a  new  one  that 
belonged  to  the  Southfield.

Sir:  I  send  by  the  mail  boat  via  the  canal  a  fragment  of  a  solid 
shot  fired  from  the  100-pounder  rifle  of  the  Sassacus  when  close  along- 
side, proving  that  the  various  reports  heretofore  made  of  the  invulner- 
ability of  the  ram  have  not  been  much  exaggerated. 

The  four  deserters  from  the  ram  are  on  board  the  Miami  at  Roanoke 
Island  and  will  be  sent  to  you  under  charge  of  the  first  officer  leaving 
for  Fortress  Monroe. 

McCann  (seaman)  is  from  Baltimore,  and  has  been  engaged  in  run- 
ning the  blockade  at  Charleston,  and  has  no  disposition  to  enter  the 
service  of  the  United  States. 

Desiring  some  reliable  information  in  relation  to  the  Albemarle? 8  pro- 
peller, I  requested  Commander  Kenshaw  to  make  some  further  enquiries 
respecting  it,  and  enclose  herewith  his  report,  just  received.

Sir:  After  questioning  separately  the  four  men  who  claim  to  be 
deserters  from  the  rebel  ram  Albemarle,  I  gain  the  following  information : 

J.  H.  McCann  (seaman)  states  that  he  heard  the  constructor  of  the 
ram  tell  Captain  Cooke,  her  commander,  that  he  need  not  be  afraid  of 
anything  fouling  her  propellers,  as  they  were  protected,  in  what  man- 
ner he  does  not  know  positively,  but  thinks  by  an  iron  basket.    He 
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also  says  that  no  musketry  was  fired  or  hand  grenades  thrown  when 
the  Sassacus  ran  into  the  ram.  One  pistol  shot  was  fired  by  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Albemarle.  Also  that  two  of  her  plates  were  knocked 
oft*  forward  on  port  side  so  as  to  hang  down  and  somewhat  interfere 
with  her  steering.  Some  plates  aft  on  starboard  side  were  broken,  and 
one  of  her  timbers  by  the  porthole  forward  on  that  side  stove  in;  two 
timbers  have  been  removed. 

John  Williams  (seaman)  states  that  there  is  no  shield  over  the  Albe- 
marle's propellers,  as  he  has  at  different  times  hooked  off  lines  that 
caught  in  and  fouled  the  same;  also  that  no  firing  of  musketry  or 
throwing  of  hand  grenades  took  place  on  board  the  ram  at  the  time 
the  Sassacus  ran  foul  of  her;  he  did  not  know  of  any  plates  being 
knocked  off,  but  that  they  were  very  much  broken  on  port  side  forward 
and  starboard  side  aft. 

The  statements  of  the  other  two  men,  William  Schafer  (carpenter) 
and  William  Daley  (fireman),  are  the  same  as  that  of  John  Williams 
(seaman).  All  agree  that  the  gun  on  the  port  side  aft  of  the  ram  was 
broken  by  the  first  shot  fired  from  our  fleet  on  that  side.    The  broken 

Sn  has  been  removed  and  another  Brooke  rifled  gun  has  been  put  in 
place;  also  that  the  ram  was  not  injured  by  the  Sassacus  running 
into  her,  and  has  no  loopholes  for  musketry,  scuttles  on  top  the  roof 
being  used  for  that  purpose.  The  following  is  a  diagram  of  the  ram's 
broken  gun:

C.  8.  8.  Albemarle. 

U.  S.  S.  Mattabesett, 
Albemarle  Sound,  North  Carolina,  June  i,  1864. 

Sir:  Your  order  of  May  17,  through  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  directing  a 
full  report  to  be  furnished  of  the  collision  of  the  Sassacus  with  the  rebel 
ram  Albemarle,  together  with  a  diagram  showing  the  position  of  the 
two  vessels,  is  received,  and  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following 
report: 

One  report  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Roe  has  already  been  for- 
warded to  Admiral  Lee,  and  1  retained  two,  one*  from  himself  and  the 
other  from  his  executive  officer,  to  avoid  multiplying  testimony  that 
appeared  to  me  to  be  much  exaggerated,  but  both  reports  are  now 
enclosed. 

*  See  p.  737. 
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Lieutenant-Commander  Roe  states  that  he  "  struck  the  ram  Albemarle 
fairly,  just  abaft  her  beam,  at  about  9  or  10  knot  speed.  The  blow 
jarred  and  careened  her  so  much  that  the  water  flowed  freely  over  her 
decks."  His  executive  officer  states  that  "  We  had  a  start  of  300  or 
400  yards  and  were  making  about  11  knots  when  we  struck  her  with  our 
prow  at  right  angles  on  the  starboard  quarter,  at  the  junction  of  her 
after  casemate  with  the  hull,  forcing  her  side  under  water  2  or  3  feet." 

It  is  my  impression  that  the  Sassacus,  when  within  400  yards  of  the 
ram,  had  stopped  her  engines  and,  when  fairly  pointed,  commenced 
steaming  toward  him,  making  it  apparent  that  she  intended  to  try  the 
effect  of  ramming.  I  remarked  to  Captain  Febiger  at  that  time,  "How 
slow  she  moves,"  and  in  a  few  moments  she  struck,  as  represented, 
fairly  and  nearly  at  right  angles,  causing  the  water  to  flow  over  the 
deck  aft. 

I  subsequently  called  Lieutenant-Commander  Roe's  attention  to  the 
statement  made  by  him  in  reference  to  the  rate  of  speed,  which  he  evi- 
dently estimated  by  the  number  of  revolutions,  without  considering  the 
short  distance  he  had  to  run,  from  a  dead  stand,  to  reach  the  ram ;  but 
as  he  was  not  disposed  to  make  the  correction,  although  I  had  taken 
the  report  on  board  for  that  purpose  as  well  as  to  examine  his  injuries, 
I  forwarded  it  as  it  was.  I  should  judge,  from  the  slight  injury  the 
vessel  sustained  and  the  short  distance  that  the  Sassacus  was  from  the 
ram  when  heading  for  him,  that  her  speed  did  not  exceed  5  knots.  The 
Albemarle,  as  I  have  since  learned,  did  not  sustain  the  slightest  injury 
from  the  collision. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Roe  also  states :  "  I  put  three  rifle  shot  into  her 
port,  and  the  muzzles  of  two  of  her  guns  were  badly  broken."  This  is 
evidently  a  mistake,  as  the  Albemarle  has  but  two  guns,  each  one  work- 
ing in  three  ports,  and  not  a  man  on  board  was  injured.  The  muzzle 
of  one  gun  was  broken,  and  the  four  deserters  from  the  ram  report  that 
it  was  damaged  in  the  early  part  of  the  action,  on  the  port  side,  but 
they  continued  to  use  it  through  the  engagement. 

The  stems  of  the  double  enders,  as  well  as  the  rudder  guards,  are 
nearly  perpendicular,  are  very  frail,  and  are  not  calculated  to  run  up 
on  the  deck.  Had  they  been  curved  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Sas- 
8acii8  would  have  brought  sufficient  weight  upon  the  deck  to  have  sunk 
him. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  diagram  *  of  the  position  of  the  Sassacus  and  Albe- 
marle at  the  time  of  collision  and  after  they  had  been  separated  by  the 
ram's  steaming  ahead.  I  have  sent  also  to  Rear- Admiral  Lee  a  frag- 
ment of  a  solid  shot  fired  from  the  100-pounder  rifle  of  the  Sassacus 
when  close  alongside,  proving  that  the  various  reports  heretofore  made 
of  the  invulnerability  of  the  ram  have  not  been  much  exaggerated.

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  part  taken 
by  this  vessel  in  the  action  this  afternoon  with  the  rebel  ironclad 
ram  Albemarle  and  rebel  gunboat  Bombshell. 

•Seepage  766. 
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At  4:35  we  commenced  firing  at  the  ram  and  gunboat,  both  opening 
on  us  about  the  same  time.  In  a  few  moments  after  the  beginning  of 
the  engagement  the  Bombshell  hoisted  the  white  flag  and  we  steamed 
alongside  of  her;  she  surrendered  at  about  5  o'clock.  We  ordered  her 
to  anchor,  which  she  did,  and  then  feteamed  for  the  ram,  running  at 
full  speed,  and  struck  her  on  her  starboard  side  just  abaft  her  case- 
mate. I  could  not  see  whether  we  did  her  much  damage  or  not.  We 
carried  away  our  prow  and  false  stem,  but  did  no  serious  injury  to  our- 
selves. The  ship  does  not  leak  a  drop.  She  fired  two  shots  through 
us,  one  just  before  we  struck  her,  which  passed  through  our  starboard 
bow  and  out  on  our  port  side,  and  another  about  three  minutes  after- 
wards, while  our  bow  was  on  her  deck,  which  passed  through  our 
starboard  boiler,  scalding  all  the  men  in  the  fire  room  and  the  chief 
engineer,  Mr.  Hobby,  who  was  at  the  starting  bar  at  the  time. 

While  we  were  alongside  of  lier,  our  bow  resting  on  her  deck,  we 
fired  two  solid  shot,  one  100-  pounder  and  one  IX-inch,  into  her  forward 
port,  knocking  off  the  muzzle  of  her  forward  gun.  The  muzzle  of  her 
after  gun  was  broken  off  when  we  struck  her.  After  we  separated  I 
noticed  what  appeared  to  me  like  a  shot  hole  through  her  roof  just 
over  her  forward  broadside  port.  A  fragment  of  one  of  our  own  solid 
shot  rebounded  onto  our  deck.    This  was  not  a  chilled-iron  shot. 

Our  100-pounders  were  disabled  by  the  breaking  of  the  elevating 
screws  early  in  the  fight,  and  we  had  to  use  handspikes  under'  them. 
Three  screws  were  broken. 

The  man  stationed  in  the  foretop  threw  six  hand  grenades,  two  of 
which  went  into  her  hatch  on  top  her  roof. 

No  men  were  killed  or  wounded  by  shot  or  rifles,  although  the  enemy 
poured  a  steady  fire  into  us  from  rifles  while  we  were  alongside  of  him. 

We  were  alongside  of  him  for  about  ten  minutes.  The  officers  and 
men  behaved  splendidly,  but  I  can  not  help  mentioning  Acting  Ensign 
[William  II.]  Mayer  for  his  coolness,  he  standing  on  the  forward  pivot 
carriage  directly  in  front  of  the  enemy's  gun  and  under  a  heavy  fire  of 
musketry,  we  being  then  about  15  feet  distant  from  her,  and  firing  a 
shot  into  her  forward  port.  In  speaking  of  forward  port  I  mean  her 
forward  broadside  port.  The  first  loader  and  first  sponger  of  the  for- 
ward pivot — Peter  Kelly,  seaman,  and  Peter  Hoyt,  seaman — displayed 
great  coolness  in  loading  their  gun  under  a  heavy  fire  of  rifles.  We 
kept  up  a  constant  fire  on  the  enemy  until  compelled  to  drop  out  of 
action.

Sib  :  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  your  favorable  notice 
Samuel  Gordon,  coxswain,  captain  of  No.  1  IX-inch  gun,  and  Peter 
Kelly,  seaman,  first  sponger,  and  Peter  Hoyt,  seaman,  first  loader  of 
the  forward  pivot  gun,  in  the  engagement  of  the  5th  May. 
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Samuel  Gordon's  term  of  service  expired  just  previous  to  the  Sassacus 
going  into  the  sounds,  but  volunteered  to  remain  by  the  ship  under  the 
supposition  of  encountering  the  enemy's  ironclad.  He  marked  his  gun 
with  great  coolness  and  accuracy  under  a  fire  of  musketry  from  the 
enemy,  and  planted  a  IX-inch  solid  shot  into  his  port. 

Peter  Kelly  and  Peter  Hoyt  were  greatly  exposed,  and  served  their 
gun  under  a  fire  of  musketry  and  sharpshooters  within  20  feet  of  their 
pieces. 

The  steadiness  and  fine  conduct  of  the  men  have  elicited  commenda- 
tion from  the  officer  commanding  their  division,  and  also  from  the 
executive  officer,  as  well  as  myself.

Statement  of  John  If.  Patrick,  seaman,  lately  belonging  to  the  C.  S.  ram  Albemarle,  taken 
before  Fleet  Captain  John  S.  Barnes ,  U.  S.  Xavy,  June  2*1,  1SC4. 

Flagship  Malvern, 

James  River,  June  27,  1864. 

I  was  on  board  the  Albemarle  upwards  of  two  months.  I  formerly 
belonged  to  the  gunboat  North  Carolina,  at  Wilmington,  and  left  her 
in  the  launches.  When  the  Bombshell  was  raised,  1  went  on  board  of 
her  and  remained  on  her  until  about  two  hours  before  the  fight,  and 
was  then  sent  for  in  a  small  boat  and  brought  on  board  the  Albemarle 
as  she  was  coming  down  the  river,  i  was  second  front  leverman  at  the 
after  gun,  and  it  was  a  Brooke  100  pounder  rifle. 

The  Albemarle  had  two  guns,  just  alike.  We  expected  to  go  to  New 
Berne  to  meet  the  Neuse  at  the  time  the  army  attacked.  We  did  not 
expect  to  have  a  fight  with  the  gunboats,  as  they  had  run  away  when 
the  Albemarle  came  down  on  Plymouth.  We  did  know  that  there  were 
three  new  vessels,  but  did  not  know  what  kind  of  vessels  they  were. 
There  were  several  vessels  lying  near  the  mouth  of  the  river  as  we  came 
down,  which  steamed  away  from  us,  and  we  followed  them  on  down  the 
sound  for  about  10  miles,  when  we  made  out  that  the  gunboats  were 
going  to  fight  us.  We  fired  our  bow  gun  as  a  signal  for  battle.  The 
Cotton  Plant  was  ordered  back  to  the  Koanoke  liiver  and  the  Bombshell 
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also,  but  she  did  not  get  the  order  soon  enough.  Your  vessels  steamed 
right  up  in  line  of  battle,  passing  us  on  the  port  side,  firing  right  into 
us.  We  fired  into  them  as  they  passed;  our  after  gun  was  on  the  port 
side  and  forward  gun  on  the  starboard.  It  was  the  first  broadside  that 
knocked  a  hole  in  us,  but  not  all  the  way  through.  The  splinters  flew 
about.  Your  vessels  then  passed  around  us  on  our  starboard  side;  as 
they  passed  the  Bombshell  surrendered. 

The  8as8acu8  then  ran  right  upon  us.  We  saw  her  coming  and 
thought  she  carried  a  torpedo,  and  made  preparations  to  get  overboard 
by  getting  near  the  ports  and  hatches.  The  order  was  given  to  stand 
by  small  arms  and  repel  boarders.  The  shock  was  not  great;  at  the 
after  gun  we  felt  it,  but  not  much.  It  heeled  her  over  some;  the  water 
came  over  her  shield.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  confusion.  About 
eight  men  ran  the  gun  out  and  fired  into  her.  Most  of  the  men  left 
their  station  and  ran  around.  Captain  Cooke  was  standing  in  the 
hatch  and  was  knocked  down.  He  looked  kinder  scared  like.  The 
other  officers,  Mr.  Shelby  \  Shelly]  and  Eutz  [Robytl  were  cool.  All 
the  port  shutters  were  knocked  away  except  one;  no  snots  came  in  the 
ports.  The  after  gun  was  hit  twice  and  the  muzzle  knocked  off.  The 
Sassacus  knocked  off  four  plates  at  the  edge  of  the  water;  they  were 
only  secured  by  three  or  four  bolts;  the  blow  was  a  glancing  one.  We 
fired  two  guns  into  the  Massacus  as  she  hauled  off,  which  struck  her. 
Captain  Cooke  saw  the  smoke  or  steam  coming  out  of  her  and  told  us 
not  to  fire  at  her  any  more,  as  she  had  surrendered  or  was  sinking.  We 
then  fired  at  the  other  boats.  The  wheel  ropes  parted  and  she  swung 
around.  I  looked  oat  the  port  and  saw  she  was  going  up  the  river 
again.  The  rudderhead  was  wrenched  off  and  gave  much  trouble. 
There  was  a  large  piece  of  plating  hanging  over  the  bows,  shot  off, 
which  balanced  the  rudder;  this  was  cut  off  after  dark  up  the  river. 
She  would  not  steer  at  all,  running  first  into  one  bank  and  then  the 
other.  I  think  twenty-five  shots  broke  the  iron ;  two  broke  through 
the  wood  inside;  three  men  wounded;  seven  plates  knocked  off;  no 
leak  more  than  ordinary. 

She  was  very  hot  inside.  The  men  were  nearly  exhausted.  She  could 
not  have  held  out  an  hour  longer.  She  draws  8  feet;  plating  8  [4] 
inches  thick  above  water,  1 J  underwater;  crew  about  70  men.  The 
smokestack  was  shot  away  and  we  conld  make  no  steam.  Oar  failure 
to  get  to  New  Berne  was  laid  partly  to  that.  Mr.  Shelby  [ShellyJ  said 
they  must  have  a  new  one  of  a  different  kind.  They  all  thought  it  was 
impossible  to  get  to  New  Berne  unless  the  Neuse  came  to  meet  them 
halfway.  Nearly  all  the  bacon,  lard,  and  butter  was  burned,  the  bulk- 
head also,  to  raise  steam  to  get  back  with.  They  are  makiug  a  smoke- 
stack now,  to  shove  up  a  piece  at  a  time  as  it  is  shot  away.  Our  coal 
was  all  hard  coal.  The  crew  never  live  on  board;  they  sleep  under  a 
shed  in  hammocks,  with  a  watch  on  board.  She  is  very  rough  and 
confined;  no  room  except  just  to  work  two  guns  and  steer  her.  They 
say  she  will  now  go  8  or  9  knots.  She  has  two  screws  worked  with 
one  engine. 

I  belong  to  Nashville,  Tenn.  I  am  a  seaman;  sailed  from  New 
Orleans  to  Bermuda  and  to  Galveston.  I  have  been  in  the  rebel  service 
si  nee  18G1.  I  enlisted  in  the  regulars  in  /Tennessee  and  went  to 
Charleston.  I  was  there  during  all  the  fighting,  until  the  evacuation 
of  Morris  Island.  I  was  stationed  at  No.  1  gun  on  the  sea-face  parapet. 
There  was  considerable  damage  done  the  fort;  several  shot  came 
through  the  wall,  and  the  casemates  were  very  much  damaged.  I  was 
stunned  by  a  shot  which  struck  the  brick  tower  and  buried  me  in  the 
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brick  and  mortar.  The  New  Ironsides  had  a  lucky  escape.  She  was 
right  over  a  torpedo  containing  12,000  pounds  of  ]>owder.  I  helped  pat 
it  down.  It  was  put  near  the  buoy,  just  off  Wagner;  the  wires  led  into 
Wagner.  It  was  a  large  steamboat  boiler  filled  with  powder.  We  took 
two  barges  and  a  steamer;  the  barges  were  sparred  apart  and  it  was 
slung  between  them.  One  end  was  placed  toward  Sullivan's  Island, 
other  toward  Wagner;  large  anchors  and  chains  were  attached  to  it  to 
keep  it  from  rolling.  The  hawser  was  passed  around  if  and  both  ends 
of  both  parts  slacked  away  together.  The  Ironsides  was  over  it  for 
some  time.  The  wires  had  been  cut  by  the  man  who  invented  the 
torpedo.  I  don't  know  why,  except  he  had  not  been  treated  right. 
Lieutenant  Blake  was  arrested  and  was  to  be  tried  for  saying  he  hoped 
it  would  never  go  off,  as  it  was  too  bad  to  blow  people  up  in  that  way; 
it  was  not  Christian.  They  tried  to  raise  the  torpedo  afterwards,  but 
could  not  do  it. 

After  leaving  Charleston  I  came  to  Wilmington  and  entered  the 
Navy,  and  went  on  the  North  Carolina  about  seven  months.  Captain 
Muse  then  commanded  her.  He  died  and  Porter  took  her.  He  was 
the  executive  officer.  She  is  a  ram,  four  guns,  just  like  those  at  Rich- 
mond. Her  engines  are  very  bad,  always  out  of  repair.  The  Raleigh 
was  run  on  a  bank  by  the  captain  purposely.  He  thought  it  would 
not  hurt  her;  when  the  tide  fell  her  back  broke.  They  set  fire  to  her 
and  burned  all  the  woodwork  out  of  her.  They  have  but  the  North 
Carolina  now;  she  never  got  down  far  without  breaking  something 
and  had  to  be  towed  back.  I  have  heard  that  she  escorts  blockade 
runners  out,  but  don't  know  it.    Don't  know  how  much  she  draws. 

The  Albemarle  had  no  torpedoes,  but  she  is  having  one  fitted  now. 


Beport  of  Commander  Cooke,  C.  8.  Navy,  commanding  C.  8.  8.  Albemarle. 

C.  S.  S.  Albemarle, 
Plymouth,  N.  (7.,  May  7,  1864. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  of 
the  5th  instant  I  left  here  at  meridian  of  that  day,  together  with  the 
prize  steamer  Bombshell,  as  tender,  and  the  Cotton  Plant,  to  convoy  to 
Alligator  River.  As  soon  as  we  reached  the  mouth  of  Koanoke  River 
we  discovered  six  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  in  the  sound,  about  10  miles 
distant.  They  immediately  got  underway  and  stood  down  the  sound 
E.  N.  B.,  until  we  had  run  about  10  miles,  when  three  more  gunboats, 
doubleenders,  of  a  much  more  formidable  class,  carrying  from  ten  to 
twelve  guns  each,  made  their  appearance. 

Perceiving  the,  unequal  contest  in  which  wre  were  compelled  to 
engage,  I  immediately  prepared  for  action.  The  enemy  steamed  up  in 
two  columns,  half : a  mile  apart,  delivering  his  broadsides  as  he  passed 
us;  two  of  his  largest  aud  swiftest  vessels  breaking  off  from  the  column, 
bore  rapidly  down  upon  the  Bombshell  and  pouring  in  their  broadsides 
forced  her  to  surrender.  The  third  or  fourth  shot  fired  by  the  enemy 
broke  off  20  inches  of  the  muzzle  of  the  after  gnu  of  the  Albemarle.  The 
action  lasted  from  twenty  miuutes  to  5  till  after  dark,  when  they  hauled 
off.  One  of  their  largest  and  heaviest  boats  endeavered  to  run  us  down, 
but  failed  in  the  attempt,  although  she  struck  us  heavily  on  the  star- 
board quarter.  I  think  we  succeeded  in  sinking  her,  as  we  gave  her  two 
shots  while  she  was  hung  to  us,  which  must  have  passed  through  her. 
The  rapidity  of  the  firing  caused  such  a  dense  smoke  that  I  was  unable 
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to  ascertain  the  damage  done  to  the  enemy,  bat  I  think  1  am  safe  in 
saying  that  we  sank  one  of  their  most  formidable  boats,  and  severely 
crippled  two  others.  The  contest  was  a  very  severe  one,  lasting  about 
three  hours.  The  disadvantages  under  which  I  labored,  from  the  tiller 
giving  way,  and  the  impossibility  of  producing  steam  enough  to 
maneuver  tbe  vessel  to  advantage,  prevented  me  from  inflicting  much 
greater  damage  than  we  did.  The  smokestack  was  riddled  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  render  it  useless,  and  so  great  was  my  extremity  at  one 
time  that  I  was  forced  to  tear  down  the  bulkheads,  throw  in  all  of  my 
bacon,  lard,  and  other  combustible  matter,  to  produce  steam  sufficient 
to  bring  me  back  to  the  river.  I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of  the  officers 
and  crew,  especially  of  the  following-named  men,  viz,  John  Benton, 
James  Cullington,  J.B.Cooper,  H.  A.  Kuhn,  John  Smith,  H.  P.  Hay, 
Thomas  Wroten,  John  Steely,  and  T.  Nichols.  The  pilot,  J.  B.  Hopkins, 
deserves  great  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  he  maneuvered  the  ves- 
sel, and  bringing  her  safely  back  to  port.  Since  the  engagement  I 
have  ascertained  by  flag  of  truce  that  there  was  no  one  hurt  on  the 
Bombshell.

Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S.  8.  Ceres. 

April  17,  1864. — At  anchor  off  Plymouth,  N.  C,  near  the  flagship. 
At  5:40  p.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  up  the  river.  At  6:15, 
when  passing  the  blockade  a  short  distance  above  Fort  Gray,  the  rebels 
opened  on  us  from  artillery  and  sharpshooters  at  short  range.  At 
0:25  had  passed  the  rebel  batteries;  while  passing  returned  their  fire 
as  fast  as  possible.  Casualties,  2  killed  and  6  wounded.  A  shell 
exploded  in  boat  on  port  quarter;  one  shot  struck  on  port  quarter  about 
6  inches  above  the  water  line  and  abreast  of  the  magazine,  but  did  not 
go  through  the  outer  planking.  One  shell  entered  the  port  gangway, 
passed  through  one  brace  of  the  gallows  frame,  exploded  in  the  ward- 
room gangway.  Were  struck  in  numerous  other  places  by  bullets  and 
pieces  of  shell.  At  G:  45  p.  m.  anchored  in  Roanoke  River  near  the 
Whitehead,  at  the  upper  blockade,  7  miles  above  Plymouth.  At  8 :  35 
got  underway  and  proceeded  down  the  river;  ran  the  fire  of  the  rebel 
batteries  and  sharpshooters  which  lined  the  bank  of  the  river  above 
Fort  Gray.    At  9  anchored  near  the  Miami,  off  Plymouth.    At  9:30 
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surgeons  from  the  Miami  and  Southfield  came  on  board  and  attended 
to  the  wounded.  No  damage  was  received  coming  down  the  river. 
Expended  10  5-second  shell  and  16  cartridges  for  20-pounder  rifle. 

April  18. — At  daylight  the  rebels  made  an  unsuccessful  assault  on 
Fort  Gray,  during  which  the  U.  S.  farmyj  steamer  Bombshell  went  up 
the  river  a  short  distance,  but  soon  returned  in  a  sinking  condition ; 
her  bow  was  run  on  shore,  and  at  8  her  stern  sunk,  the  bow  remaining 
out  of  water.  At  12:30  p.  m.  proceeded  down  the  Roanoke  River  and 
up  the  Cashie  and  the  Thoroughfare  till  we  came  to  the  blockade  near 
Roanoke  River.  Employed  in  getting  up  spiles  from  the  blockade  to 
make  a  passage  through  to  the  Roanoke  River  above  the  rebel  bat- 
teries. At  4:30  p.  in.  sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate 
John  Woodman  to  communicate  with  the  Whitehead,  at  anchor  in  Roa- 
noke River,  about  7  miles  above  Plymouth.  At  5 :  30  the  boat  returned 
from  the  Whitehead.  Employed  in  dragging  spiles  out  of  the  block- 
ade in  the  Thoroughfare.  At  7  p.  in.,  to  make  sure  that  we  had  removed 
enough  spiles,  we  passed  through  the  channel  made  in  the  blockade, 
and  at  7:30  started  on  our  return  to  Plymouth  by  way  of  the  Oashie 
River.  At  9:  45  arrived  oft'  Plymouth  and  communicated  with  the  flag- 
ship Miami.  At  10:45  went  alongside  of  the  coal  wharf  and  com- 
menced coaling. 

April  19. — At  3  a.  in.  saw  the  flashes  of  musketry  apparently  around 
Fort  Gray.  Immediately  after  a  shell  passed  over  the  fort  from  some 
vessel  uj)  the  river.  At  3: 10  the  rebel  ram  made  her  appearance,  com- 
ing down  the  river.  Immediately  cast  off  from  the  wharf,  went  to 
quarters,  and  proceeded  down  the  river  to  the  flagship  and  communi- 
cated with  her.  The  ram  ran  between  the  Miami  and  the  Southfield, 
sinking  the  latter  vessel,  at  which  time  this  vessel  drifted  ashore, 
caused  by  a  temporary  disaster  to  the  engine.  While  ashore  the  Miami 
and  Whitehead  passed  us  on  their  way  down  the  river.  As  soon  as  the 
engine  was  in  working  order  we  backed  off  and  up  the  river  a  short 
distance,  when  we  picked  up  the  Southfield- h  gig,  in  which  were  3 
officers  and  4  men  who  escaped  from  the  Southfield  when  she  went 
down.  We  then  proceeded  down  the  river  and  passed  the  Miami  and 
kept  her  company  to  the  mouth  of  the  river.  A  5: 15  passed  out  of  the 
Roanoke  River,  and  in  company  with  the  Miami  and  Whitehead  pro- 
ceeded toward  Edenton.  At  7:45  the  Miami  anchored  off  Edenton. 
At  8: 30  a.  in.  took  on  board  the  body  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser 
and  the  wounded  from  the  Miami  and  proceeded  toward  Roanoke 
Island.  At  7:30  p.  in.  got  aground  off  Roauoke  Island  landing.  Sent 
mails  and  dispatches  on  shore.  At  9:30  got  afloat  and  proceeded 
toward  New  Heme. 

April  20. — At  5  p.  in.,  being  in  sight  of  New  Berne,  hoisted  our  num- 
ber; answered  by  the  Hetzely  which  vessel  then  made  signal  052.  At 
5:15  made  fast  to  the  Hetzel,  sent  the  wounded  officers  of  the  Miami 
ashore  to  the  hospital  and  the  body  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Flusser 
on  board  the  Hetzil. 

April  ~'4. — At  0:45  a.  in.  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  River 
and  communicated  with  the  Miami. 

April  2S. — At  4:20  p.  in.  came  to  anchor  off  Bluff  Point  and  sent  a 
boat  on  shore  for  fish.  At  5: 10  boat  returned;  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  the  mouth  of  Roanoke  River.  At  7  arrived.  At  sunset 
the  rebel  ram  [Albemarle]  was  in  sight  at  the  mouth  of  Roanoke  River. 
Moving  the  engine  as  required  to  keep  in  position  near  the  Miami. 

April  29. — At  0:45  a.  in.,  when  near  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke,  saw 
the  rebel  ram  lying  at  the  mouth  of  the  river.     Proceeded  toward  and 
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anchored  off  Edenton  near  the  Miami;  communicated  with  her.  At 
10 :  30  the  rebel  ram  was  seen  approaching  us  very  rapidly.  Got  under- 
way and  proceeded  toward  Roanoke  Island,  in  company  with  the  Miami, 
Whitehead,  and  Massasoit  [army  stealer],  the  rebel  ram  in  close  pur- 
suit. From  4  to  8  p.  m.  proceeding  toward  Roanoke  Island,  the  rebel 
ram  in  pursuit.  At  2:40  stopped  and  communicated  with  the  Miami. 
At 6,  Oroatan  lighthouse  bore  S.  E.  by  E.,  distant  8  miles,  the  ram 
not  in  sight.  At  7: 15  arrived  at  Croatan  light-house.  At  8  arrived 
near  the  Wyalusing,  ashore  off  Roanoke  Island.  From  8  to  midnight 
rendering  the  Wyalusing  all  possible  aid. 

April  30. — At  12: 30  a.  m.  succeeded  in  getting  the  Wyalusing  afloat; 
then  went  alongside  the  coal  schooner  and  took  in  6  tons  of  coal.  At 
3  proceeded  toward  the  lower  sound  with  the  J.  C.  Henry  [coal  vessel] 
in  tow. 

May  1. — At  12:30  p.  m.  proceeded  toward  Oroatan  light-house.  At 
2 :  30  p.  m.  anchored  near  Oroatan  light-bouse.  At  3  discovered  a  sail- 
boat off  Alligator  River;  got  underway  and  went  in  pursuit.  At  3:30 
came  up  with  the  boat,  in  which  were  two  white  refugees,  who  reported 
the  rebel  ram  in  Alligator  River.  Proceeded  toward  Alligator  River 
and  at  4  p.  m.  saw  the  rebel  ram  lying  inside;  turned  back  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  Roanoke  Island.  At  5:30  arrived  off  Roanoke  Island 
and  communicated  with  the  Sassacus  and  sent  two  refugees  on  board  of 
her;  then  proceeded  toward  Oroatan  light-house. 

May  3. — At  4  a.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  Alligator 
River.  At  daylight  the  naval  squadron  off  Roanoke  Island  got  under- 
way and  proceeded  into  Albemarle  Sound. 

May  5. — At  1  p.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  the  Roanoke 
River,  the  Miami,  Commodore  Hull,  and  army  steamer  Trumpeter  in 
company.  When  about  4  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  discovered 
the  rebel  fleet,  consisting  of  one  ironclad  and  two  steamers,  coming 
down.  Turned  round  and  proceeded  down  the  sound,  the  rebel  fleet  in 
pursuit.  At  4  discovered  the  remainder  of  our  fleet  coming  up  the 
sound.  At  4:30,  upon  being  joined  by  our  fleet  from  below,  turned 
back  and  formed  in  Hue  of  battle.  At  4:40  the  engagement  com- 
menced; the  rebel  steamer  Cotton  riant  escaped  to  the  Roanoke  River. 
At  5  the  rebel  steamer  Bombshell  surrendered  to  the  Sassacus.  At  5 :  20 
went  alongside  the  Bombshell  and  took  tbe  prisoneis  off  aud  put  them 
on  the  Sassacus,  the  latter  vessel  being  disabled.  The  engagement  com- 
menced oft*  Sandy  Point.  One  cutlass  lost  overboard  when  boarding 
the  Bombshell.  From  4  to  0  p.  m.  tbe  fleet  engaged  the  rebel  ram,  the 
ram  retreating  toward  Plymouth.  At  7: 30  the  firing  ceased;  received 
orders  to  go  on  picket  duty  off  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  River. 


Abstract  log  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Connecticut. 

August  3, 1863. — Off  navy  yard,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Officers  and  crew 
came  on  board. 

A  ugust  10. — Proceeded  down  the  bay  under  steam. 

September  23.— At  sea.  At  3  a.  m.  stopped  tbe  engine.  At  5 :  45  made 
a  strange  steamer  on  the  port  beam  standing  to  the  southward  and  east- 
ward; gave  chase;  changed  the  course  to  N.  W.  At  7:20  made  the 
land  ahead.  At  8  threw  a  shell  across  the  chase's  bow.  At  8: 15  com- 
menced firing  at  her;  she  refused  to  heave  to.  At  9 :  30  she  ran  ashore, 
we  being  then  D«fc  *****  » i  mile  from  her.  Lowered  a  boat  and  Act- 
ing Master's  U  *A  to  the  blockade  off  Wilmington 
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for  assistance  by  order  of  Commander  Almy.  Lowered  the  second  and 
third  cutters  and  proceeded  on  board  the  chase.  She  proved  to  be  the 
blockade  runner  Phantom.  She  was  on  fire  and  deserted,  but  we  could 
not  arrest  the  flames.  At  1  p.  m.  all  boats  returned;  hoisted  them  up. 
At  1 :  40  sent  the  second  cutter  to  the  blockade  steamer  in  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  S wasey.  At  3 :  10  third  cutter  started  for  shore  in  charge 
of  Mr.  Kempff,  Chief  Engineer  McAusland,  and  Mr.  Wallace.  While 
on  §hore  and  endeavoring  to  destroy  her  boats  they  were  fired  into 
and  Thomas  Donohue,  landsman,  was  killed.  The  boats  immediately 
returned  to  the  ship.  Fired  several  shots  at  the  steamer.  From  6  to  8 
p.m. :  Firing  occasionally  throughout  this  watch.  From  8  to  midnight : 
At  10  steamer  Daylight  arrived  and  came  to  anchor  on  our  starboard 
quarter;  signaled  tor  the  captain  to  come  on  board;  fired  one  of  the 
after  VIII  inch  guns  at  the  steamer  on  shore. 

September 24. — At  1  p.  m.  sent  all  boats,  with  all  the  prisoners, on  board 
the  Iroquois  for  transportation  to  New  York. 

October  12. — On  blockade  off"  Wilmington,  N.  0.  At  5 :  45  a.  m.  sighted 
a  steamer  on  fire  on  the  shore.  At  6  communicated  with  the  steamer 
Nansemond  and  learned  from  her  that  the  steamer  on  fire  was  run  on 
[shore]  by  her,  and  after  trying  to  get  her  off,  but  finding  they  could 
not,  they  set  fire  to  her.  She  was  the  blockade  runner  Douro.  At  3 : 30 
p.  m.  received  on  board  five  prisoners  from  the  Nansemond,  captured  in 
the  blockade  runner  Douro. 

December  6. — At  daylight  saw  a  large  white  steamer  on  shore  near 
Bald  Head  light.  The  Aries  stood  for  her  to  board  her,  followed  by  the 
tug  Violet.  At  6 :  55  a.  m.  the  steamer  was  set  ou  fire  amidships  by  the 
rebels.  At  7: 10  the  Violet  went  alongside  of  her,  when  Fort  Caswell 
and  the  battery  to  the  S.  W.  opened  fire  on  the  Aries  and  Violet.  At 
7:50  the  Violet  left  the  steamer,  came  alongside,  and  reported  the 
"  steamer  on  shore  was  loaded  with  bales,"  but  could  not  discover  her 
name.  Three  guns  from  Smith's  Island  opened  fire,  but  without  any 
effect,  upon  our  vessels.  At  10  received  on  board  from  the  Aries  the 
papersof  the  blockade  runner  Cire*,from  Bermuda, bound  to  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C.  At  12: 15  p.  m.  lowered  second  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Ensign  William  Swasey,  and  picked  up  two  boxes  containing  sides  of 
bacon,  which  had  drifted  from  the  blockade  runner  on  shore;  brought 
them  on  board  and  served  it  out  to  the  ship's  company. 

December  7. — At  G  a.  m.  the  steamer  which  was  on  fire  the  night  before 
drifted  toward  us;  got  all  ready  to  slip  chain.  At  6: 30  the  Violet  took 
a  line  to  the  Ceres  and  kept  her  in  good  anchoring  ground.  At  7 :  30 
made  signals  for  the  Maratanza  to  keep  underway  and  send  men  to  the 
Ceres  to  put  out  the  fire  and  get  her  anchors  and  chains  clear  for  anchor- 
ing. At  8 :  30  the  Ceres  came  to  astern  of  us  with  port  anchor;  ordered 
the  tug  Violet  to  go  alongside  and  try  to  extinguish  the  fire.  The  first 
assistant  engineer  of  the  Aries  came  on  board  and  reported  the  engines 
of  the  Ceres  apparently  in  good  order.  At  11  the  party  returned  from 
the  Ceres,  having  done  all  that  they  could,  assisted  by  boats  from  the 
Maratanza,  with  hose  from  the  tug  Violet,  to  extinguish  the  fire. 

December  20. — At  0  a.  ra.  made  two  strange  sails  on  the  port  bow ; 
stood  for  one  of  them.  At  7  fired  a  blank  cartridge  at  the  chase.  At 
9: 15  came  up  to  her  and  sent  Acting  Ensign  Sam  Harding,  jr.,  on  bo.ird 
of  her.  She  proved  to  be  the  schooner  Nallie,  of  Nassau,  from  Harbor 
Island,  bound  to  Baltimore,  loaded  with  salt  and  snuff.  At  9  a.  m.  sent 
Actiug  Ensign  F.  Wallace  with  hawser  to  the  schooner  Sallie;  also  sent 
Acting  Master's  Mate  Staulield  with  three  men  as  a  prize  crew  to  take 
charge.    At  10:30  started  ahead  with  the  schooner  in  tow. 
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January  £,  1864.— At  12:30  p.  m.  sent  the  prisoners  (22  in  number) 
who  were  taken  from  the  Confederate  blockade  runner  Antonica,  alias 
Herald,  also  those  taken  from  the  English  schooner  Sallie,  on  board  the 
State  of  Georgia. 

March  1. — At  sea.  At  7 :  10  a.  m.  discovered  a  steamer  making  black 
smoke  bearin g  N.  N.  E. ;  gave  chase,  and  at  7 :  45  sent  down  yards.  From 
8  to  meridian:  In  chase  of  a  strange  steamer,  gaining  on  her  rapidly. 
At  8:^0  fired  a  shot  across  her  bow  and  hoisted  the  ensign;  steamer 
showed  no  colors  and  hove  over  bales  of  cotton.  At  8:30  strange 
steamer  hove  to.  At  8:35  stopped  the  engine;  sent  Lieutenant  Kempff 
and  Third  Assistant  Engineer  McGrath  on  board  of  her.  She  proved 
to  be  the  blockade  runner  Scotia,  from  Wilmington,  bound  to  Nassau, 
loaded  with  cotton.  At  9:30  transferred  the  crew  of  the  Scotia  to  this 
ship;  sent  a  marine  guard  on  board  the  prize  steamer  Scotia.  At  noon, 
latitude  32°  44'  N.,  longitude  77°  12'  W.  At  3:30  p.  m.  sent  a  prize  • 
crew  on  board  the  prize  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  M.  C.  Keville. 
At  3:50  p.  m.,  everything  being  ready  on  board  the  prize,  she  parted 
company,  steering  to  the  north  and  eastward,  with  orders  to  proceed  to 
Boston,  touching  at  Hampton  Roads,  if  necessary,  for  coal  and  provi- 
sions. Received  on  board  from  the  Scotia  36  prisoners.  Sent  the  captain, 
mate,  cook,  and  steward,  and  a  family  consisting  of  2  ladies,  1  man,  and 
a  child,  north  in  her. 

March  8. — Sent  at  5  p.  m.  36  prisoners,  which  we  captured  in  the  prize 
steamer  Scotia^  with  their  baggage,  on  board  the  Violet.  At  5:30  p.  m. 
Fort  Macon  N.  \  W.,  4  miles. 

May  2. — At  2  a.  m.  stopped  the  engine  and  lay  to.  At  4  started  the 
engine  and  stood  to  the  N.  E.  At  4:48  discovered  a  steamer  bearing 
N.  by  E.,  standing  to  the  eastward.  Continued  on  our  course  to  head 
her  off.  Discovered  her  to  be  the  Monticello.  At  10  a.  m.  discovered  a 
steamer  bearing  E.  by  S.  At  10:30  hoisted  our  colors;  the  steamer 
hoisted  a  very  small  flag,  but  we  could  not  make  it  out.  At  11  she 
appeared  to  be  about  4£  miles  distant,  and  we  fired  a  blank  cartridge, 
the  gun  pointing  W.  by  S.  At  11 :  15  fired  another.  She  paid  no  atten- 
tion to  either.  At  11 :  30  c&lled  No.  2  pivot  gun's  crew  to  quarters  and 
fired  three  shot  in  the  direction  of  her.  At  11 :50  ceased  firing,  all  the 
shot  falling  short;  still  chasing  all  this  watch.  [At  noon]  latitude 
33°  29'  K.,  longitude  75°  27'  W.  From  meridian  to  4:  Chasing  the 
strange  steamer.  At  12:30  p.  m.  commenced  firing  at  the  strange 
steamer,  the  estimated  distance  being  then  —  miles.  At  12:50  ceased 
firing,  as  all  the  shot  aud  shell  fell  short.  Expended  three  30 -pounder 
shot  and  shell  and  one  100-pounder  shell.  At  1  p.  m.  she  luffed  by  the 
west,  apparently  as  if  to  heave  to.  At  1 :10  discovered  her  to  be  still 
underway,  standing  to  the  S.  and  W.,  having  only  altered  her  course. 
At  3 :  15  she  hauled  down  her  flag.  At  3 :  30  housed  our  topmasts.  At 
4  p.  m.  still  chasing  and  gaining  on  her  slowly.  From  4  to  6:  Chasing 
steamer.  At  4:50  she  housed  her  topmasts.  At  5:30  fired  two  shots 
from  100-pounder  rifle,  but  could  not  reach  her.  At  6:40  went  to  quar- 
ters and  secured  the  guns.  At  7 :  35  lost  sight  of  the  chase.  At  8  p.  m. 
changed  course  to  W. 

May  3. — At  5  a.  m.  sent  fore  and  main  topmasts  aloft.  At  6:45  made 
black  smoke  bearing  S. ;  immediately  gave  chase  at  4-bell  speed.  From 
8  to  meridian :  Still  chasing  suspicious  steamer.  At  9:20  the  steamer 
altered  her  course  to  the  eastward.  At  9:25  changed  our  course  to 
S.  S.  E.  At  9 : 30  steamer  stood  on  her  course  S.  by  E.  At  9 : 30  changed 
our  course  to  S.  by  E.  [At  noon]  latitude  31°  34'  K,  longitude  77°  24' 
W.    Meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Still  chasing  strange  steamer.    At  2  p.  m. 
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beat  to  quarters  and  opened  fire  on  the  steamer  from  No.  1  and  No.  2 
pivots  and  continued  firing  at  and  chasing  strange  steamer  daring  the 
watch.  From  4  to  6  and  from  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Still  chasing  and  firing  at 
the  strange  steamer.  At  6:30  p.  m.  the  30  pounder  Parrott  rifle  for- 
ward cracked,  and  at  6 :30  ceased  firing.  From  8  to  midnight:  Chasing 
the  same  steamer.  At  8: 10  lost  sight  of  her.  At  8:15  discovered  a 
black  object  bearing  W.;  stood  for  it  and  beat  the  gong;  cleared  away 
for  action.  At  8 :  50,  not  seeing  anything,  changed  our  course  to  8.  and 
secured  the  battery. 

May  4. — At  6  a.  m.,  having  observed  the  horizon  attentively  and  see- 
ing nothing  more  of  the  chase  of  the  previous  day,  we  changed  oar 
course  from  8.  £  E.  to  N.  £  W. 

May  5.—\  At  noon  ]  latitude  31°  56'  N.,  longitude  71°  22'  W.  At  5  p.  m. 
discovered  a  steamer  showing  black  smoke  bearing  W.  8.  W. ;  stood  for 
her  immediately  and  got  up  all  steam.  At  5:30  raising  her  fast;  she 
set  her  sails,  which  were  of  the  lateen  cut,  and  stood  away  from  us.  At 
6  still  gaining  on  the  chase,  which  was  a  propeller  with  two  masts,  one 
funnel,  and  undoubtedly  a  blockade  runner.  From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  Chas- 
ing the  strange  steamer  and  gaining  upon  her.  At  G  could  see  her 
quarter  boats.  Set  the  fore  trysail.  At  8:30  p.m.  lost  sight  of  the 
chase.  At  9:30  went  to  quarters  and  secured  the  batteries.  At  10:30 
altered  the  course  to  N.,  seeing  nothing  of  the  chase. 


Abstract  log  of  the  V.  8.  8.  Monticello. 

February  19, 1861. — At  4  p.  m.  sighted  the  blockading  fleet.  At  5:20 
came  to  anchor  and  captain  went  on  board  the  flagship. 

February  21. — At  9:30  p.  m.  the  batteries  opened  tire  on  us.  Out 
away  the  hawser  and  anchored  farther  to  the  southward.  At  10  the 
gig  and  first  cutter,  armed  and  manned,  left  the  ship  and  proceeded 
up  the  channel  toward  Fort  Caswell. 

February  22. — At  3:45  a.  m.  the  boats  returned  to  the  ship,  they 
having  succeeded  in  passing  the  batteries  at  the  entrance  of  the  river 
unobserved,  and  proceeded  upward  to  Smithville.  The  gig  was  com- 
manded in  person  by  Lieutenant  Cushing,  the  first  cutter  by  Acting 
Ensign  C.  A.  Pettit,  second  cutter  by  Acting  Ensign  J.  E.  Jones,  C.  A. 
Martine,  second  assistant  engineer,  and  Actiug  Master's  Mates  How- 
orth  and  C.  Croton. 

February  24. — At  2.  a.  m.  a  boat  exhibition,  consisting  of  the  gig, 
Captain  Cushing  in  charge;  first  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
C.  A.  Pettit;  second  cutter,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J.  E.  Jones; 
dingey,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  George  [F.j  Goodrich;  the 
total  crew  consisting  of  45  men,  started  to  try  and  capture  a  battery 
on  Oak  Island.  Pulled  in  to  the  beach  and  were  discovered  and  fired 
upon.  Captain  Cushing  gave  the  order  to  retreat  and  we  returned  to 
the  ship. 

February  28. — At  4:45  p.  m.  the  rebels  opened  fire  on  the  ship  from 
the  beach  on  Smith's  Island;  returned  their  fire  with  100-pounder  and 
30-pounder  rifles.  At  extreme  elevation  our  shells  all  fell  short,  while 
several  shots  of  the  enemy  passed  over  the  ship. 

March  a. — At  5  a.  in.  made  a  vessel  on  the  port  beam,  distant  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile,  supposed  it  to  be  a  blockade  runner.  Star- 
boarded the  helm  and  challenged  her.  On  her  answering  my  chal- 
lenge, put  the  helm  aport  to  keep  on  my  course,  thinking  she  was  at 
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anchor.  Were  going  slow  at  the  time.  Stopped  the  engine,  still  keep- 
ing the  helm  hard  aport.  Inside  of  a  minute  struck  the  vessel  fair  in 
amidships.  Got  all  the  officers  and  men  out  before  she  sank.  I  was  sus- 
pended from  duty  at  5 : 30  a.  m.  by  order  of  the  captain.  The  moment 
she  struck  gave  orders  to  clear  away  all  the  boats  and  sound  the 
pumps.  [Signed  by  J.  Uadfield.]  Continuation  of  Mr.  Uadfleld's  log: 
Discovered  the  vessel  to  be  the  U.  S.  S.  Peterhoff.  Let  go  our  kedge 
close  to  the  Peterhoff.  At  5:35  the  Peterhoff  sunk  in  5£  fathoms 
water.  At  5:40  got  underway  and  stood  for  the  flagship.  At  8  a.  m. 
Captain  Cushing  and  the  captain  of  the  Peterhoff  went  on  board  the 
flagship. 

April  22. — At  sea.  At  4.  p.  m.  sent*  a  boat  on  board  the  schooner 
Douglass y  of  Nassau,  New  Providence;  found  her  abandoned  with  a 
cargo  of  fruit  on  board.    Ran  a  hawser  and  took  her  in  tow.

May  11 ,  1863. — Off  New  Inlet.  At  10  a.  m.  the  enemy  opened  fire  on 
us  at  a  distance  of  4  miles.  One  shot  tell  a  few  [yards]  astern,  the 
other  100  yards  outside  of  us.  The  guns  being  wet,  coula  not  return 
the  fire. 

May  13. — At  daylight  observed  3  steamers  going  over  the  bar  at  New 
Inlet— 1  small  screw  steamer,  1  large  paddle  steamer,  also  1  large  paddle 
steamer,  painted  a  dark  color,  with  every  appearance  of  being  a  gun- 
boat. Observed  the  Niphon  fire  a  shot  toward  them.  Forts  opened 
fire ;  stood  off  to  the  Iroquois. 

May  18. — A  heavy  mist  overhanging  the  land;  objects  not  very 
plainly  to  be  observed.  At  2:55  weighed  anchor  and  stood  up  and 
down  the  beach.  Daylight — a  thick  haze  overhanging  the  land.  Stood 
in  for  Fort  Fisher.  At  4 :  25  discovered  a  steamer  directly  under  the 
guns  of  Fort  Fisher.  This  steamer  resembled  the  Mount  Vernon  in 
every  respect,  except  that  she  had  a  small  house  on  deck  between  the 
tunnel  and  the  mainmast;  her  decks  were  crowded  with  men,  and  she 
looked  as  though  she  might  be  a  gunboat,  though,  on  account  of  the 
haze,  no  guns  could  be  discerned.  At  4: 30,  appearing  to  discover  us, 
she  hoisted  a  large  rebel  flag  and  stood  rapidly  inside  the  bar.  The 
State  of  Georgia  coming  up  from  the  southward,  fired  two  shot  at  her, 
but  they  fell  far  short.  This  steamer  had  apparently  been  at  anchor 
under  the  fort  all  night.  Stood  off  to  the  Iroquois  and  reported  the 
'facts  of  the  case  to  the  senior  officer. 

May  22. — At  4:10  a.  m.  observed  the  Penobscot  and  a  long,  low 
steamer  between  her  and  the  shore,  standing  southward;  started 
toward  them;  steamer  ran  under  the  fort.  At  4: 15  Penobscot  opened 
fire;  stood  toward  her  as  near  inshore  as  the  pilot  could  be  persuaded 
to  go,  say  1£  miles.  At  4 :  20  Fort  Fisher  opened  a  heavy  fire.  Penob- 
scot stood  offshore  and  made  signal. 

June  5. — At  8 :  30  a.  in.  observed  one  of  the  enemy's  steamers  stand- 
ing down  the  river  toward  New  Inlet.  At  9  enemy's  steamer  crossed 
the  bar  at  New  Inlet  and  stood  to  the  northward  as  far  as  Fort  Fisher. 
Got  underway,  cleared  for  action,  and  stood  in  for  the  enemy.  At 
9 :  15  the  Iroquois  and  State  of  Georgia  to  the  northward  opened  fire. 
Steamed  back  to  New  Inlet.  At  9:20  opened  fire  from  pivot  gun. 
At  9 :  25  the  steamer  crossed  tb*  *»**  Vm±  Fisher  opened  fire  on  us. 
Stood  offshore.    Expended  J<  wder,  one  100-pounder 

Parrott,  25-second  shell.

June  7. — At  9  observed  a  sail;  signaled  to  Iroquois  and  Florida  and 
stood  in  chase.  At  10  the  Shokokon  stood  past  the  rebel  batteries  and 
crossed  Caroline  Shoal,  going  close  to  the  beach.  The  enemy  did  not 
fire  until  she  turned  to  come  out,  when  they  opened  fire  without  effect. 

June  14. — At  4: 05  a.  m.  discovered  a  large  steamer,  supposed  be  the 
Cornubia,  running  in  at  New  Inlet. 

June  15. — Stood  toward  Fort  Fisher.  At  3:50  a.  m.  [observed]  a 
large  steamer  propeller,  one  mast,  two  smokestacks,  running  in  at  New 
Inlet. 

June  16. — Observed  the  enemy's  steamer  coming  over  the  bar.  State 
of  Georgia  fired  a  shot  from  her  pivot  gun  toward  steamer.  Fort  Fisher 
fired  7  shot,  all  outreaching  ours. 

June  17.—  Discovered  a  steamer  going  over  the  bar  at  New  Inlet 
Fort  Fisher  fired  a  shot  which  struck  State  of  Georgia,  wounding  3 
men.  At  9  p.  m.  discovered  a  steamer  coming  over  the  bar,  steering 
about  S.  S.  W.;  stood  in  chase.  At  9: 10  steamer  discovered  us,  stood 
back  N.  W.,  and  ran  over  Caroline  Shoal.  Followed  him  as  long  as  the 
water  would  permit.    At  9 :  50  stood  off  and  anchored. 

June  18. — At  4  a.  m.  discovered  the  steamer  which  we  had  chased 
last  night,  and  also  the  schooner  which  had  been  inside  the  bar  for 
some  time,  ashore  on  the  Caroline  Shoal  near  Zeek's  Island.  Com- 
municated with  the  State  of  Georgia.  At  5  stood  in  to  reconnoiter  the 
position  of  the  vessels.  At  5 :  30  fired  a  shot  from  the  pivot  gun,  which 
fell  short  half  a  mile.  At  the  same  time  a  shot  was  fired  at  us  from 
the  new  sand  mound  battery;  fell  within  50  yards  of  us. 

June  If). — At  daylight  the  schooner  was  yet  ashore  at  the  mouth  of 
New  Inlet,  but  the  steamer  had  gone,  supposed  up  to  the  city  for 
repairs.    Heard  heavy  firing  on  the  south  side  of  Frying  Tan  Shoals. 

June  25. — Weighed  anchor  and  stood  toward  Fort  Fisher.  Discov- 
ered a  side- wheel  steamer,  two  smokestacks  and  two  masts,  running  in 
at  New  Inlet.  At  3  p.  m.  Fort  Fisher  fired  two  shots  at  us,  both  fall- 
ing short.    Two  small  steamers  cruising  on  the  bar. 

June  27. — At  daylight  discovered  a  large  side  wheel  steamer  ashore, 
just  inside  the  bar  at  New  Inlet.  The  enemy  began  firing  from  the  two 
casemate  forts  south  of  Fort  Fisher,  firing  G  shot  toward  us,  6  in  other 
directions,  and  4  blank  cartridges.  Stood  in  toward  New  Inlet  Bar. 
At  sunset  steamer  still  ashore  inside  the  bar. 

June  29. — Expended  10  pounds  cannon  powder,  one  100-pound  sand 
shot,  firing  at  a  schooner. 

July  12. — Discovered  that  the  Penobscot  had  driven  a  steamer 
ashore  and  had  commenced  firing  to  drive  the  enemy  oft*.  At  8: 05  a.  m. 
took  up  a  position  to  the  northward  and  westward  of  the  woods  on 
Smith's  Island  and  opened  fire  on  the  enemy  whenever  they  could  be 
seen.  During  the  morning  observed  squads  of  armed  men  marching 
toward  the  steamer;  also  noticed  a  steamer  cross  from  Fort  Caswell  to 
Smith's  Island,  the  fleet  on  the  west  side  of  the  island  keeping  up  a 
heavy  fire  on  the  woods.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Shelling  the 
northwest  end  of  Smith's  Island  at  intervals.  Received  orders  from 
the  Iroquois  to  keep  firing  whenever  the  enemy  could  be  seen.  At  3, 
finding  the  enemy  coming  in  force,  set  the  steamer  on  fire.  At  3:10 
opened  fire  on  the  steamer,  the  Sacramento,  Chocura,  Victoria,  and 
Violet  in  sight  on  the  south  side  shelling  the  woods.  At  3:30,  the 
enemy,  having  got  their  artillery  in  position,  commenced  tiring  at  us. 
Their  shots  were  promptly  returned  by  the  State  of  Georgia,  Mount 
Vernon,  and  Penobscot.    At  1  hauled  off  and  stood  to  the  northward.

Expended  26  10-pound  charges  of  cannon  powder,  16  4&-pound  charges 
of  cannon  powder,  20  6-pound  charges  of  cannon  powder;  total,  452 
poands  cannon  powder.  Twenty-six  100-pounder  shell,  2  solid  shot 
(32- pounder),  2  rounds  canister  (32-pounder),  34  32-pounder  shell ;  total 
number  of  projectiles  fired,  64. 

July  15. — Discovered  a  steamer  ashore  on  the  bar  at  New  Inlet,  a 
propeller,  two  masts,  one  smokestack.  A  towboat  communicated  with 
the  steamer  on  the  bar.  Fort  Fisher  fired  7  shots  at  us,  3  passing 
over  us.  Returned  the  fire  once  from  the  pivot  gun;  shot  fell  in  Fort 
Fisber.  Expended  one  10-pound  charge  cannon  powder,  one  100- 
pounder  10-second  shell. 

July  16. — At  4: 30  a.  m.  saw  a  long,  low  side- wheel  steamer,  with  two 
masts  and  two  smokestacks,  bearing  S.  W.  Started  ahead  full  speed 
to  cut  her  off  from  the  inlet,  but  did  not  succeed.  Fired  two  shots  at 
her  from  the  pivot  gun.  Expended  20  pounds  cannon  powder,  two  10- 
second  100-pounder  shell. 

July  24. — At  midnight  the  Iroquois  passed  within  hail.  At  1 :  30  a.  m. 
saw  two  rockets  thrown  up  to  the  northward;  saw  the  flash  of  guns 
and  heard  shells  bursting  in  the  air;  stood  to  the  northward  at  full 
speed.  Cleared  ship  for  action.  Sent  up  rocket  to  attract  attention. 
Gould  not  find  from  where  the  firing  proceeded.  A  t  daylightthe  Iroquois 
in  sight,  apparently  in  chase.  Learned  from  the  brig  Perry  that  they 
had  fired  fourteen  guns  at  a  steamer  running  out. 

July  25. — Stood  in  chase  of  a  vessel  bearing  N.  E.  At  12: 15  p.  m. 
the  Iroquois  made  signal;  stood  for  her.  At  1  the  captain  went  on 
board.  Passed  withiu  hail  of  the  Iroquois  and  were  informed  of  the 
capture  by  her  of  the  rebel  steamer  Merrimac. 

August  1. — At  5:30  a.  m.  discovered  that  the  enemy  had  succeeded 
in  getting  the  steamer  Kate  (driven  ashore  at  Smith's  Island  by  the 
Penobscot  July  12)  afloat,  and  were  towing  her  with  small  boats  toward 
Fort  Fisher.  At  5:45  made  signal  to  the  Iroquois  " I  wish  to  com- 
municate with  you."  Receiving  permission,  stood  up  and  reported  the 
circumstance;  received  an  order  to  go  in  and  cut  her  out  or  destroy 
her,  and  on  the  way  to  stop  at  the  [James]  Adger  and  inform  Commander 
Patterson  that  he  was  to  assist  us.  At  6:20  communicated  with 
the  Adger;  stood  inshore,  the  Iroquois  following.  At  7  commenced 
firing.  At  7 :  05  a  shot  from  Fort  Fisher  passed  over  us  and  we  were 
immediately  opened  upon  by  all  the  batteries.  One  battery  of  Whit- 
worth  artillery  was  placed  about  300  yards  from  the  steamer  and  was 
very  troublesome.  At  7 :  15  received  orders  from  the  Iroquois  to  make 
an  attempt  to  cut  her  [the  steamer]  out.  Called  away  and  manned  two 
boats,  which  boarded  her  and  slipped  the  cables  (the*  enemy  having  let 
go  both  anchors  and  deserted  her).  The  Iroquois  and  James  Adger 
steamed  out  of  range.  Steamed  up  alongside  of  the  steamer  and 
boarded  her;  made  fast  a  hawser  and  backed  out  into  3£  fathoms 
water;  turned  out  and  steamed  offshore  with  the  Kate  in  tow.  At  the 
time  we  ran  alongside  of  the  Kate  she  was  in  a  quarter  less  3  fathoms 
of  water  and  about  300  yards  from  the  beach  where  the  Whitworth 
battery  was  planted.  This  battery  kept  up  a  constant  fire  on  us, 
striking  us  four  times.  One  shot  entered  the  starboard  side,  passed 
through  the  engine  room,  cutting  First  Class  Fireman  E.  H.  Peck  in 
twain,  and  lodged  in  the  engine  tool  chest,  cutting  up  many  of  the  tools. 
One  shot  cut  away  port  fore-rigging,  another  cut  away  the  fore-topmast 
rigging,  and  another  cut  away  the  fore-gaff.  Expended  10-pound 
charge  cannon  powder,  6-pouud  charge  cannon  powder,  Parrott  shell, 
100-pounder,  32-pounder  shell. 
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August  5. — Observed  two  steamers,  one  a  side-wheel  steamer  with 
walking  beam,  the  other  a  screw,  move  down  the  river  and  take  posi- 
tion near  Fort  Fisher.  At  7  p.  in.  left  the  ship;  ordered  the  Niphon  to 
send  a  boat  on  the  bar.  At  8  cast  loose  the  battery,  armed  and 
equipped  the  men,  and  stood  ready  for  action.  At  1 :  30  the  Niphon's 
boat  sent  up  a  rocket,  immediately  followed  by  another  from  the 
Niphon;  we  answered  the  rockets  and  stood  to  the  southward,  the 
rockets  going  up  in  that  direction.  At  midnight,  not  seeing  anything, 
stopped  the  engine  aud  lay  to. 

August  7. — From  midnight  to  4  a.m.:  Discovered  a  rebel  steamer 
standing  across  our  stern ;  stood  for  her  full  speed,  but  the  steamer 
was  evidently  gaining  on  us.  A  transport  steamer  crossed  the  bows 
of  the  rebel;  he  turned  and  stood  down  across  our  bows,  and  it 
appears  that  until  this  moment  he  had  not  discovered  us,  for  as  he 
observed  us  he  turned  again  and  stood  offshore.  Fired  two  broadsides 
into  him,  but  he  stood  on  as  before  and  soon  distanced  us.  We  sent 
up  fore  and  main  yards  and  topmasts  and  set  all  sail,  but  at  3  a.  m. 
we  lost  sight  of  him.  At  8:10  a.  in.  the  captain  returned  on  board 
(from  the  Niphon) ;  stood  down  to  the  reef.  The  side- wheel  steamer 
yet  inside  the  inlet,  but  the  propeller  gone. 

November  7. — At  5  a.  in.  weighed  anchor  and  steamed  down  the  bay, 
Delaware  (from  Philadelphia  navy  yard). 

November  13. — At  sea.  At  9 :  15  a.  m.  observed  a  two-masted  schooner 
apparently  at  anchor  and  showing  no  colors.  Proceeded  toward  her, 
and  when  within  half  a  mile  of  her  sent  two  armed  boats  to  board 
her.  Found  her  to  be  the  schooner  Alice  Webb,  of  New  York,  dis- 
charged, scuttled,  and  abandoned,  lying  in  3  feet  water  in  the  breakers. 
As  we  approached  her  the  ship  fired  4  shots  at  her,  viz,  2  from  the 
bow  chaser,  1  from  IX-inch,  and  one  from  the  stern  chaser.  First  shot 
was  fired  at  9: 45  a.  m.  Expended  from  IX-inch  guns  1  15- second  and 
1  5-second  shell,  from  20-pounder  1 5-second,  1  10-second,  and  1  percus- 
sion shell  to  clear  the  guns.  At  10:35  started  ahead,  course  S.W. 
Latitude  at  meridian,  34°  37'  K.  From  9  a.  m.  to  noon  ran  W.  S.  W. 
8-jV  miles  and  S.  W.  by  W.  18  miles. 

December  16. — At  8:45  a.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  out  of 
Beaufort  Harbor.  At  9:15  crossed  the  bar  in  company  with  U.  S.  S. 
New  Berne.  At  9 :  30  the  pilot  left  the  ship.  Shaped  the  ship's  course 
along  the  land.  At  1 1 :  50  observed  a  schooner  at  the  entrance  of  Bear 
Inlet.  At  12  in.  called  all  hands  to  quarters  and  stood  for  the  schooner. 
At  12:30  p.  m.  anchored  in  4£  fathoms  water,  center  of  Bear  Inlet 
bearing  N.  W.  Launched  all  the  boats,  manned  and  armed  them,  and 
sent  Acting  Master  E.  W.  White  to  board  and  bring  the  schooner  out 
if  possible,  but  if  not,  to  burn  and  destroy  her.  At  1:40  p.  m.  the 
boats  returned  to  the  ship  aud  Acting  Master  White  reported  that 
they  had  scuttled  and  set  fire  to  the  schooner  6.  O.  Bigelow,  the  crew 
having  run  her  aground  and  abandoned  her  a  few  moments  before  they 
got  on  board.  He  also  reported  that  she  was  without  cargo,  but  had 
dunnage  laid  apparently  for  the  storage  of  cotton.  Hoisted  up  all  the 
boats  and  proceeded  on  for  New  Inlet.  At  5:35  p.  m.  came  to  anchor 
off  Wrightsville. 

December  20. — At  11 :50  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  bearing  S.  E.  standing 
toward  us.  Between  and  9  and  11  heard  ten  heavy  guns  from  S.  W. 
At  1  p.  m.  steamed  up  to  the  Fort  Jackson  and  commanding  officer 
went  on  board  of  her.  At  2  p.  m.  steamed  down  to  the  W.  S.  W.  At  4 
p.  in.  made  No.  503  to  senior  officer.  Got  underway  and  chased  for 
strange  sail  bearing  S.  W.  by  S.;  half  an  hour  afterwards  discovered  a 
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steamer  aground  on  Frying  Pan  Shoal,  about  3  miles  from  Bald  Head. 
At  5  anchored  in  4  fathoms  water  and  sent  a  boat  to  the  steamer  on  the 
reef.  At  6 : 30  the  boat  (first  cutter)  returned  and  reported  the  steamer 
on  the  reef  to  be  the  Antonica  from  Nassau,  bound  to  Wilmington,  N. 
C,  with  a  cargo  of  general  merchandise.  The  U.  S.  steamers  Governor 
Buckingham  and  Aries  had  run  her  ashore  a  few  hours  previous  and 
were  then  in  possession  of  her.  The  officer  on  board  the  Antonica  stated 
that  he  was  not  in  want  of  any  assistance.  Hoisted  the  boat  up  and 
proceeded  toward  our  night  station. 

March  5, 1864.— At  daylight,  Fort  Fisher  bearing  N.  W.  by  N.,  the 
following  vessels  in  sight:  Fort  Jackson,  Tuscarora,  Britannia,  and 
Nansemond  to  the  N.  E.  and  the  Peterhoff  to  the  S.  W.,  all  underway.- 
Saw  a  screw  steamer  in  New  Inlet  with  two  masts  and  one  funnel 
between  masts,  sharp  bows,  no  bowsprits,  apparently  an  iron  vessel, 
English  ensign  on  the  flagstaff  aft.  At  6:50  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  with 
a  kedge,  south  point  of  Smith's  Island  bearing  S.  W.  At  8  a.  m.  the 
Cambridge  and  Niphon  in  sight  N.  E.  At  9:15  saw  a  strange  steamer 
in  sight  bearing  S.  E.  £  S.  At  9:50  senior  officer  made  signal,  went 
within  hail,  received  men  from  the  Fort  Jackson.  Also  received  orders 
to  change  our  station  from  No.  3  to  No.  5.  At  10:30  steamed  down 
toward  the  Peterhoff  and  communicated  with  her.  At  12:35  p.  m.  a 
battery  on  the  south  end  of  Smith's  Island  opened  lire  on  us  and  the 
Peterhoff,  shots  striking  all  around  us.    Steamed  to  our  day  station. 

March  6. — At  4  a.  m.  got  underway  and  steamed  to  northward  and 
eastward.  At  sunrise  U.  S.  steamers  Tuscarora,  Nansemond,  Florida, 
and  Monticello  in  sight,  all  underway.  At  6: 35  a.  m.  discovered  the 
U.  S.  S.  Peterhoff  sunk  near  Zeek's  Island,  having  been  run  down  by 
the  U.  S.  S.  Monticello  at  5:45  a.  m.  At  the  same  time  saw  a  strange 
steamer  inside  steaming  toward  Fort  Fisher;  hailed  the  Monticello  and 
offered  assistance,  but  none  was  required ;  then  steamed  toward  our  sta- 
tion. At  7: 45  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  in  5$  fathoms  water  on  small 
bower;  bent  the  slip  rope  on;  Bald  Headlight  bearing  N.  W.  by  W. 
Officers  of  the  deck,  lookouts,  and  engineers  armed  with  loaded  rifles. 
Discovered  for  the  first  time  that  the  rebels  had  established  a  fixed 
light  in  the  Bald  Head  light-house. 

March  7. — From  1 :  30  p.  m.  to  2 :30  p.  m.  a  rebel  battery  on  beach  6 
miles  to  the  noth  ward  of  Fort  Fisher  practicing  at  target  with  big  guns. 
At  4  p.  m.  a  large  side-wheel  sea  steamer  with  three  masts,  and  four 
river  steamers  in  sight  in  the  river.  At  6:15  p.  m.  started  ahead  and 
stood  toward  the  Peterhoff.  At  7  the  gig  and  third  cutter,  with  10 
men  each,  armed,  were  sent  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  E.  W.  White 
to  cut  away  the  masts  of  the  Peterhoff  and  to  bring  off  or  destroy  her 
guns.  The  Niphon  lying  near  us  also  sent  boats  for  the  same  purpose. 
After  the  boats  got  alongside  the  wreck,  considerable  sea  running,  and 
found  her  so  submerged  that  there  was  10  feet  of  water  above  the  spar 
deck.  Signal  lights  and  fires  burning  along  the  beach.  At  10 :  55  masts 
of  the  Peterhoff  fell;  weather  very  dark  all  night,  and  could  see  but  a 
short  distance. 

March  8. — At  12:15  a.  m.  boats  returned  from  the  wreck  of  the  Peter- 
hoff  titer  having  cut  away  the  masts  and  rigging  and  spiking  all  the 
guns  that  could  be  got  at  and  throwing  them  overboard  and  unbend- 
ing and  cutting  away  all  her  sails  above  water,  and  leaving  nothing  of 
the  wreck  remaining  above  water  except  the  smokestack. 

May  5. — At  1:25  p.  m.  saw  one  of  the  squadron  on  the  south  side 
approach  near  the  shoals  with  the  American  ensign  flying  at  the 
fore;  got  underway  and  steamed  toward  her  to  see  if  she  wished  to 
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communicate.  At  2 :  40  a  boat  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria  boarded  as 
with  dispatches  for  senior  officer.  At  2:50  steamed  back  toward  the 
squadron.  At  4  stopped  and  communicated  with  senior  officer.  At 
5:30  started  back  toward  our  station.  Saw  in  the  river  below  Fort 
Fisher  a  seagoing  steamer  with  two  masts,  one  smokestack,  very  low  in 
water  and  side  wheels,  with  English  ensign  on  flagstaff  aft;  also  saw  a 
suspicious  looking  steamer  resembling  an  ironclad.  Batteries  cast 
loose  and  primed  ready  for  action  and  boats  ready  for  lowering. 


Abstract  log  of  tlie  U.  S.  8.  Niphon. 

April  24,  1863. — Navy  yard,  Boston.  At  9: 30  a.  m.  received  crew  on 
board  and  put  ship  in  commission. 

May  5. — At  8  p.  m.  spoke  the  Iroquois,  who  ordered  us  to  come  to 
anchor  [New  Inlet). 

May  6*. — At  8:30  p.  m.  steamed  inshore  to  within  1  mile  of  the  rebel 
batteries.    Cruised  inside  the  bar  all  this  watch. 

May  7. — At  10  a.  m.,  being  opposite  the  rebel  batteries,  saw  a  steamer 
moving  along  the  inside  channel.  The  pivot  gun  was  trained  on  her 
and  fired  at  a  distance  of  3,500  yards  by  the  first  lieutenant,  the  shell 
droppiug  close  in  ber  wake.    A  shell  was  also  fired  from  the  howitzer. 

May  13. — At  daylight  discovered  three  steamers  8  miles  off,  bearing 
N.  E.?  off  the  mouth  of  the  harbor.  One  was  a  steamer  of  about  1,000 
ton 8,  three  masts  and  two  funnels,  the  other  two  of  about  800  tons,  two 
masts,  one  funnel.  Immediately  got  underway  to  head  them  off;  fired 
the  bow  pivot  at  the  large  one,  but  the  shot  fell  short;  found  we  were 
getting  within  range  of  the  rebel  batteries,  who  opened  fire  on  us  and 
fired  six  shots,  and  we  had  the  mortification  of  seeing  them  pass  [into] 
the  harbor. 

May  22. — At  4  a.  m.  saw  a  vessel  inshore  and  made  chase.  Proved 
to  be  the  Penobscot ;  she  fired  several  shot  and  received  several  from 
the  battery.  Hauled  off  and  soon  found  him  after  us.  At  5  a.  m.  the 
Penobscot  made  signal  to  us  for  a  surgeon,  which  we  answered,  and  82iit 
one  on  board.     Our  boat  returned  and  brought  information  that  she 

I  Penobscot)  had  received  a  shot  whicli  killed  the  surgeon  and  wounded 
ds  steward. 

May  25. — At  3:30  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  in  toward  shore. 
From  4  to  8  a.  m.  ran  in  for  the  batteries,  which  tired  on  us,  when  we 
put  about  and  stood  toward  the  flagship;  then  returned  to  our  station 
and  anchored.  At  5  p.  m.  all  hands  drilled  with  muskets  and  swords. 
At  0  p.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  N.  W.  by  N.  into  5 J  fathoms  water, 
and  then  steered  parallel  with  the  coast  to  a  light,  which  we  fired  at 
twice  with  the  Parrott  and  once  with  the  howitzer,  one  shell  bursting 
directly  over  the  rebel  works. 

July  12. — From  8  to  12  meridian,  firing  from  Smith's  Island  at  the 
rest  of  the  fleet,  they  returning  the  fire.  From  12  to  4  p.  m.,  rest  of  the 
the  fleet  still  shelling  the  beach  on  Smith's  Island. 

July  7.7. — At  4  a.  in.  tired  two  shots  from  the  20  pounder  Parrott  and 
one  from  howitzer  at  a  light  on  shore,  when  a  battery  on  shore  returned 
the  Are. 

July  11. — At  4:30  a.  m.  fired  pivot  at  a  light  on  the  beach  bearing 
S.  S.  W.  Enemy  returned  [tire]  by  heavy  guns  from  battery  near  light, 
both  falling  short.     At  10  a.  m.  fired  one  shot  from  Parrott  gun. 

July  17. — At  3:50  p.  m.  a  rebel  battery  bearing  N.  W.  by  W.  opened 
fire  on  us  with  shell,  but  fell  short. 
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July  29. — At  12:30  p.  m.  fired  a  shell  to  bring  a  strange  sail  to. 
Proved  to  be  the  British  ship  Banshee9  of  Nassau,  New  Providence, 
from  New  York,  in  ballast,  bonnd  to  Matamoras.  At  1 :  30  boarded  the 
above  ship  and  ordered  her  to  stand  in  toward  the  flagship,  about  8 
miles  distant,  in  charge  of  a  boat's  crew  and  W.  W.  Crowninshield, 
executive  officer.  At  2: 25  p.  m.  came  alongside  the  flagship  and  cap- 
tain went  on  board.  At  2:45  p.  m.  captain  returned  and  we  stood  for 
the  Banshee  for  her  captain  and  papers,  who,  at  3:15,  went  on  board 
the  flagship.  At  8  p.  m.  sent  on  board  a  prize  crew  and  officers;  stood 
for  our  station  and  prize  stood  for  Boston. 

August  1. — At  6  a.  m.  the  fleet  got  underway  and  stood  inshore,  firing 
constantly.  We  immediately  got  underway  and  stood  S.  W.  by  8. 
toward  them,  and  sighted  a  steamer  ashore  on  Smith's  Island.  At  7 
the  Mount  Vernon  stood  alongside  of  her  and  towed  her  off.  She  proved 
to  be  the  steamer  Kati,  of  London.  On  our  passage  up  to  the  fleet  the 
fort  and  adjacent  batteries  fired  at  us  six  times,  all  falling  short. 

August  17. — At  daylight  fort  bore  S.  W.,  the  Minnesota  S.  E.  by  S., 
she  being  the  only  blockader  visible.  Saw  a  large  steamer  on  the  bar 
about  1  mile  from  the  fort.  At  5  a.  m.  saw  a  large  double-stacked,  side- 
wheel  steamer  standing  for  the  harbor  from  the  southward ;  alsoasmaller 
steamer,  painted  a  dark  lead  color,  standing  in  from  the  same  direc- 
tion, both  being  within  range  of  the  rebel  batteries.  At  6,  the  tide 
being  at  half  flood,  steamer  got  off  the  bar  and  stood  for  the  harbor. 
She  was  a  large  screw  steamer,  from  1,500  to  2,000  tons,  pierced  for  six 
guns,  three  on  each  side,  painted  lead  color,  bark  rigged,  having  lower 
masts,  short  topmasts  and  topgallant  masts,  smokestack  forward  of 
mainmast,  and  painted  lead  color;  lower  and  topsail  yards  crossed 
and  white  scrollwork  on  stern.  She  was  a  finely  modeled  vessel,  of 
great  sheer,  and  had  every  appearance  of  being  a  fast  sailer. 

August  18. — At  4: 45  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  bearing  N.  by  W.,  steering 
S.,  and  close  on  shore.  Gave  chase,  and  when  near  she  was  run  on 
shore  and  immediately  deserted  by  her  crew  with  boats  and  landed 
on  shore.  We  lowered  away  second  cutter  with  armed  crew,  Third 
Assistant  Engineer  William  Mason,  Acting  Ensign  E.  N.  Semon,  and 
in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  and  Executive  Officer  W.  W.  Crowninshield, 
sent  them  on  board  with  instructions  to  set  her  on  fire.  At  5:30  the 
ShoJcokon  communicated  and  commenced  shelling  the  shore  as  the  rebels 
were  coming  toward  the  steamer.  We  let  go  our  port  anchor  in  5£ 
fathoms  water.  Sea  and  gale  increasing,  the  boat  was  swamped  shortly 
after  getting  alongside  the  prize.  We  then  sent  two  more  boats  to  the 
prize,  with  lines  attached  to  haul  them  off,  and  in  charge  of  Acting 
Master's  Mate  John  Paige.  When  close  by  was  capsized  and  the  crews 
taken  prisoners  by  the  rebels  on  shore.  During  the  time  a  constant 
and  rapid  fire  of  musketry  was  kept  up  on  the  boats  and  the  ship,  cut- 
ting away  our  running  rigging,  penetrating  the  decks  and  sides  of  the 
ship  in  several  places.  At  6  a.  m.  a  rifle  battery  opened  fire  upon  us, 
the  shot  and  shell  passing  over  us  all  the  time.  The  sea  rising  very 
high,  we  weighed  anchor  and  commenced  shelling  the  shore.  The 
Shokol-on  sent  a  boat  to  the  prize  and  rescued  two  of  our  men  when 
they  jumped  overboard.  W.  W.  Crowninshield,  executive  officer,  set 
fire  to  the  prize  with  the  men  under  his  charge.  When  we  could  ren- 
der them  no  more  assistance,  they  jumped  overboard  and  swam  on 
shore  and  were  taken  prisoners.  Seeing  the  prize  well  on  fire  and  in 
flames,  and  that  her  destruction  was  certain,  at  12  meridian  wa  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Minnesota.  At  12  meridian  came  to  with  bo* 
mustered  crew.    The  following  articles  were  lost*.  Firs 
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cutter,  captain's  gig,  5  revolvers,  9  pistols,  11  cutlasses,  1  battle-ax. 
Expended  during  the  engagement  54  shell  from  32-pounder,  32  howitzer 
shell,  26  Parrott  shell,  all  with  charges;  95  rifled  cartridges,  10  musket 
cartridges,  50  revolver  cartridges.  The  prize  proved  to  be  the  English 
steamer  Hebe,  of  Loudon,  cargo  consisting  of  coffee,  dry  goods,  medi- 
cine, liquors.  On  arriving  at  the  flagship  discovered  our  ship  making 
considerable  water.  The  donkey  pumps  were  constantly  working  after 
the  firing  ceased. 

August  23. — At  4:30  a.  m.  stood  S.  W.;  saw  a  steamer  in  under  the 
Mound ;  supposed  her  to  be  going  in.  At  5  a.  m.  stood  for  the  flagship. 
At  7:30  beat  to  quarters.  At  8:30  firing  commenced  from  the  whole 
fleet.  At  8 :  45  the  Minnesota  sent  boats  with  marines  toward  the  shore, 
when  the  rebels  opened  fire,  firing  six  shots,  two  at  us,  one  passing  and 
bursting  near  the  foremast,  the  other  passing  under  our  spanker  boom 
near  the  wheel,  bursting  a  few  feet  on  our  port  quarter  in  the  water. 
At  8:50  a.  m.  the  Minnesota  fired  a  shell,  which  was  supposed  to  have 
blown  up  one  of  their  (rebels)  two  guns  on  shore.  At  same  time  the 
admiral  recalled  his  boats  and  made  signal  to  the  Western  World,  who 
immediately  stood  for  her  station.  A  large  number  of  men  were 
reported  to  be  running  toward  Fort  Fisher.  We  followed  them  up, 
firing  into  them,  wounding  many,  when  they  soon  disappeared.  Ammu- 
nition expended  during  the  engagement,  27  shell  for  Parrott  and 
charges;  23  howitzer;  72  32-pounder  shell;  50  rifle  charges. 

August  31. — At  6:40  a.  m.  a  battery  of  heavy  guns  opened  fire  on  us, 
being  W.  N.  W.  about  1 J  miles  south  of  the  wreck.  Shot  and  shell  fell 
short. 

September  7. — At  1  p.  m.  beat  to  quarters  and  opened  fire  upon  a  block- 
ade runner  lying  to  an  anchor  outside  and  close  to  New  Inlet  under 
the  guns  of  the  rebel  batteries.  Fired  15  rounds  from  the  20  pounder 
Parrott  and  drove  her  inside.  At  1:45  ceased  firing  and  returned  to 
our  station. 

September  8. — At  4  a.  m.  stood  S.  W.  At  dawn  of  day  saw  two 
steamers — one  on  the  bar,  very  long,  two  white  smokestacks,  2  masts, 
side- wheel,  tonnage  about  900  tons ;  the  other  oft' Fort  Fisher,  side-wheel, 
double  smokestacks,  two  masts,  tonnage  about  (J00  or  700  tons.  One 
appears  to  be  an  armed  vessel  of  four  broadside  guns.  Both  are  flying 
the  Confederate  flag;  seem  waiting  lor  tide  to  go  in.  Stood  to  S.  W.; 
had  a  good  view  of  the  rebel  steamers.  Captain  went  on  board  the 
flagship  and  returned  at  10  a.  in.  Stood  to  S.  W.,  fired  15  rounds  from 
20-pounder  Parrott  at  two  steamers  lying  under  Fort  Fisher.  A 1 1 1 :  30 
ceased  firing.  At  2:50  p.  m.  was  fired  at  from  Fort  Fisher.  The  shot 
fell  short. 

September  9. — At  5  a.  m.  saw  a  side- wheel  steamer  with  white  smoke- 
stack, very  long,  two  small  masts,  fore-and-aft  rig;  tonnage,  250;  seen 
inside  of  Zeek's  Island  steaming  up  the  river;  undoubtedly  came  in  on 
the  south  side.  The  rebel  steamer  that  was  run  on  shore  by  the  steamer 
Nansemond  had  steam  up  and  a  tug  alongside;  did  not  succeed  in  get- 
ting off.  At  8  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer  inside  of  Zeek's  Island,  side  wheel 
and  black  smokestack,  a  slanting  house  fore  and  aft,  sharp  at  both 
ends,  painted  white  or  light  lead  color;  by  all  appearances  looked  like 
a  rain.  The  tug  returned  with  a  large  lighter  in  tow  to  take  cargo  out 
of  rebel  steamer  ashore.  At  4  p.  m.  commenced,  in  company  with  the 
Nansemond,  to  fire  at  the  rebel  steamer  ashore  under  Fort  Fisher. 
We  fired  1  10  second  .'J2  pounder  shell,  10  15-second  and  1  10  second  20- 
pounder  rifle  shell.  The  fort  and  Mound  opened  lire  on  us  and  fired 
repeatedly.    At  4 :  45  ceased  firing  and  stood  for  the  flagship. 
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September  10. — At  5 :  30  p.  m.  the  rebel  steamer  got  off  ground  and  a 
salute  was  fired  from  the  fort. 

September  16. — At  5  a.  m.  saw  a  steamer;  stood  for  her  and  discov- 
ered her  to  be  a  blockade  runner  on  shore  off  Fort  Fisher;  fired  a  gun 
at  her  arid  stood  for  the  flagship;  stood  toward  the  fort.  At  11  com- 
menced firing  on  the  steamer  ashore,  which  was  flying  the  English  flag. 
Fired  16  rounds  from  the  20- pounder  Parrott  gun  and  struck  her  twice, 
upon  which  she  was  immediately  deserted  by  her  crew  in  boats.  The 
forts  returned  the  fire  for  about  half  an  hour;  their  shot  and  shell  fell 
short;  7  of  our  shells  exploded  shortly  after  leaving  the  gun.  At  6 
p.  in.  mustered  crew  at  quarters;  cleared  for  action.  At  6: 40  weighed 
anchor  and  stood  for  the  bar.  At  7  sent  second  cutter  with  armed  crew 
in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  N.  Larsen,  in  company  with  a  boat  from  the 
Iron  Age,  to  destroy  and  set  fire  to  the  blockade  runner  ashore  off  Fort 
Fisher,  with  instructions  not  to  board  her  if  the  sea  was  breaking  so 
heavy  against  her  as  to  endanger  the  safety  of  the  boats.  At  10  p.  m. 
the  boats  returned,  having  failed  to  set  the  steamer  on  fire,  the  surf 
breaking  too  heavy  for  the  boats  to  get  alongside. 

October  10. — Saw  a  sail  N.  N.  W.,  which  proved  to  be  a  blockade 
runner.  The  Niphon,  in  company  with  the  Connecticut  and  Shenandoah, 
got  underway  immediately,  steamed  inshore  and  commenced  shelling 
her  and  shelled  her  until  in  close  proximity  to  the  forts,  when  they 
opened  fire  from  all  their  batteries.  We  steamed  in  as  far  as  prudent, 
and  finding  she  was  too  far  in  to  be  cut  off,  steamed  back  to  our  anchor- 
age. During  the  time  several  shots  from  the  batteries  came  in  close 
proximity  to  all  the  vessels.  While  engaged  we  fired  2  32  pounder 
5-second  shell  and  4  10  second  20- pounder  Hotchkiss  shell. 

October  21. — At  1 :  30  a.  m.  firing  and  rockets  were  seen  to  the  north- 
ward ;  gave  chase  and  beat  to  quarters.  Saw  a  blockade  runner  chased 
by  the  Nansemond.  Opened  fire  on  her,  and  when  she  found  there  was 
no  escape  she  was  run  ashore.  Sent  iu  an  armed  boat  in  charge  of 
Acting  Ensign  N.  Larsen,  who,  in  company  with  officers  and  men  from 
the  Nansemond,  set  her  on  fire  after  vainly  endeavoring  to  get  her  off. 
From  4  to  6  a.  m. :  Stood  along  inshore  in  sight  of  the  blockade  runner, 
during  which  time  the  Nansemond  saw  auother  vessel,  which  she  chased 
to  sea.  At  t>  a.  in.  commenced  firing  shot  and  shell  into  the  blockade 
runner,  which  proved  to  be  the  British  steamer  Venus.  Continued 
firing  until  8  a.  m.  The  Iron  Age  came  down  the  coast  and  commenced 
firiug.  Continued  firing  until  about  8 :  30,  then  sent  a  boat  in  to  set  her 
on  fire  forward,  where  the  first  fire  failed  to  burn.  The  Iron  Age  also 
sent  in  a  boat  for  the  same  purpose.  She  was  set  on  fire  and  completely 
destroyed.  The  boat's  crew  brought  off  some  small  articles,  including 
some  specie.  During  the  time  of  firing  we  expended  19  5-second 
32 -pounder  shell,  2 10-second  32-pounder  shell,  28  percussion  20-pounder 
Parrott  shell;  23  5  second  20-pounder  Parrott  shell,  and  25  12-pounder 
rifled  howitzer  shell. 

November  8. — Blockading  off  New  Inlet.  At  2  a.  m.  saw  rockets  fired 
to  the  northward;  stood  in  for  the  beach.  At  2  beat  to  quarters.  At 
2:15  saw  the  rebel  steamer  Cornubia  and  fired  at  her;  she  was  run 
ashore.  Sent  Acting  Eusign  H.  S.  Borden  with  a  boat's  crew  on  board; 
also  sent  Acting  Ensign  E.  N.  Semon  in  charge  of  a  boat  on  shore  to 
bring  off  the  boats  belonging  to  the  blockade  runner,  which  the  pas- 
sengers and  crew  had  used  to  land  witb.  The  James  Adger  was  in  the 
meantime  trying  to  tow  her  off,  while  the  Niphon  was  shelling  the  beach. 
At  3: 30  a.  m.  the  prize  was  got  afloat.    At  4:30  the  Gornubitfs  boats

were  brought  off  from  the  beaeh  and  hoisted  to  the  davit*  sod  one 
towing  astern.  The  boats  contained  some  baggage  and  clothing  left 
there  by  those  who  left  the  blockade  runner.  At  daylight  saw  some 
men  on  the  beach. waving  a  white  flag;  sent  a  boat  ashore  and  brought 
them  off.  Saw  some  rebel  pickets  ashore,  whom  we  shelled  and  fired 
at  with  grape  and  canister.  Expended  2  32  pounder  5-seeond  shell  6, 
grape  and  2  canister;  6  20  pounder  time  shell. 

November  9. — At  12:25  a.  m.,  being  to  the  northward  of  the  Big  Hill, 
saw  a  blockade  runner  close  to  the  beach.  Gave  chase  and  beat  to 
quarters.  Kept  up  a  continued  fire  upon  her,  several  shots  taking 
effect.  Running  along  the  beach  at  full  speed,  sending  up  rockets  all 
the  time.  The  blockade  runner  being  very  fast,  was  gaining  upon  us  and 
at  last  was  lost  sight  of.  As  the  Niphon  got  within  range  of  the  Half 
Moon  battery  the  rebels  opened  fire  upon  us.  Nothing  more  was  seen 
of  the  steamer  nor  of  any  of  the  blockading  fleet.  Fire  was  opened 
from  Fort  Fisher.  Stood  to  the  northward  again  and  beat  the  retreat. 
At  3  saw  a  steamer,  gave  chase,  beat  to  quarters,  and  fired  one  gun. 
The  steamer  stood  seaward  and  was  lost  sight  of.  At  5: 25  a.  hl,  being 
off  Mason boro  Inlet,  saw  a  steamer  to  the  northward,  coming  down  the 
coast.  Gave  chase  and  beat  to  quarters.  At  5: 30  opened  fire  upon 
her.  She  now  stood  directly  for  us  at  full  speed,  evidently  with  the 
intention  of  running  us  down.  The  helm  was  put  hard  astarboard,  all 
the  starboard  guns  were  fired  directly  into  her,  and  the  vessels  were 
brought  nearly  side  by  side,  coming  in  collision  at  the  bows,  carrying 
away  our  bowsprit  and  stem,  and  doing  some  other  damage  to  the  ves- 
sel. At  the  moment  of  the  collision  the  steamer  was  boarded,  carried, 
a  hawser  hove  on  board  and  made  fast.  In  five  minutes  from  the  time 
of  firing  the  first  gun  she  was  in  our  possession  and  a  prize  to  the 
Niphon,  no  other  vessel  being  in  sight.  Stood  south  and  eastward. 
At  5: 55  saw  one  of  the  blockaders;  made  signal  973,  which  was  an- 
swered. At  6:50  the  answering  vessel  proved  to  be  the  IT.  S.  S.  Shen- 
andoah.  The  captured  vessel  was  the  Ella  and  Annie,  of  Charleston, 
S.  C.  At  8  came  to  an  anchor.  At  8:30  the  Shenandoah  came  up  and 
let  go  her  anchor.  In  the  collision  the  kedge  anchor  was  carried  away 
and  the  barometer  knocked  down  and  broken.  At  8: 30  the  captain  of 
the  Ella  and  Annie  was  brought  on  board.  At  9:15  the  Shenandoah 
signaled  the  Niphon.  Captain  Breck  went  on  board  the  Shenandoah. 
At  10  the  captain  of  the  Ella  and  Annie  was  sent  on  board  the  Shen- 
andoah. From  12  m.  to  4  p.  m.  the  prisoners  of  the  prize  were  received. 
A  prize  crew  was  sent  on  board  the  steamer  Ella  and  Annie.  At  5:30 
she  stood  to  sea. 

November  10. — At  8  a.  in.  came  to  anchor  in  Beaufort  Harbor.  From 
8  to  12  m.:  At  washing  down  decks,  they  were  found  to  leak  badly, 
supposed  to  be  occasioned  by  the  collision  with  the  steamer  Ella  and 
Annie.  At  2:30  p.  m.  the  prisoners  captured  on  board  the  Ella  and 
Annie  were  sent  on  board  the  Nnc  Berne;  the  crew  were  sent  away  in 
irons.    At  3  sent  two  pair  of  hand  irons  on  board  the  New  Berne. 

November  15. — At  1 :  45  p.  in.  hove  up  anchor  and  stood  out  to  sea. 

November  20. — Came  to  off  navy  yard,  Boston. 

February  6',  1H61. — Blockading  off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina.  At  1 
p.  m.  boat  exercise.  At  1 :  30  spoke  the  Cambridge,  got  underway,  and 
stood  for  Masonboro,  and  commenced  firing  into  a  blockade  runner 
ashore  there.  At  3 :  30  ceased  firing.  Sent  a  boat  in  to  ascertain  what 
damage  the  steamer  had  received.  Ammunition  expended:  9  32- 
pouuder  5  second  and  15  32-pounder  10  second  shell,  and  2  32  pounder 
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shot;  15  20-pounder  time  shell;  9  12-pounder  percussion  shell.  At  5 
p.  m.  the  second  cutter  and  second  launch  boarded  the  Dee,  blockade 
runner,  ashore,  burning,  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  H.  S.  Borden, 
executive  officer.    The  boats  returned  at  sundown. 

February  7. — At  2  p.  m.  stood  in  for  the  wreck  of  the  steamer  Dee. 
At  3  arrived  there  and  came  to  by  kedge.  Sent  two  boats  in  to  destroy 
some  lead,  etc.    The  Cambridge  also  sent  in  two  boats. 

February  23. — At  10: 30  beat  to  quarters  and  stood  inshore  and  fired 
at  some  cavalry  on  the  beach.  Expended  2  32-pounder  5-second  shell 
and  1  grape;  6  20-pounder  time  shell  and  1 12-pounder  percussion  shell. 
At  2  p.  m.  sent  a  boat  with  an  armed  crew  ashore  to  get  some  sand. 
Shelled  some  horsemen  and  expended  12  32-pounder  shell;  9  20-pounder 
shell,  and  6  12-pounder  shell. 

March  7. — At  8  p.  m.  sent  two  boats  to  destroy  the  U.  S.  S.  Peterhoff. 
At  10:30  p.  m.  received  on  board  some  sails,  blocks,  etc.,  from  the 
wreck  of  the  Peterhoff.  At  12  midnight  the  boat**  took  a  line  to  the 
wreck.    Got  up  kedge  and  pulled  the  gun  off  the  forecastle. 

March  11. — At  2  saw  a  box  and  barrel  floating  about;  lowered  second 
cutter  and  second  launch  and  brought  them  on  board.  The  box  con- 
tained saddles  and  the  barrel  beef.  At  4  saw  another  barrel  of  beef, 
which  was  brought  on  board. 

April  18. — At  8:30  p.  m.  lowered  the  second  cutter  with  Acting 
Ensign  H.  S.  Borden  and  E.  K.  Semon,  with  the  pilot  and  boat's  crew, 
on  reconnoitering  expedition  up  Mason boro  Inlet.  At  10:30  second 
cutter  returned. 

April  20. — At  6  a.  m.  steamed  up  slowly  toward  Masonboro  Inlet; 
fleet  to  the  southward.  At  9 :  30  saw  mounted  rebels  on  the  beach  by 
Big  Hill;  stood  inshore;  opened  on  them  with  grape  and  shrapnel,  when 
they  retreated  toward  Fort  Fisher.    Stood  offshore. 

April  21. — From  4  to  8  p.  m. :  Two  armed  boats  came  aboard  from  the 
Fort  Jackson  and  one  from  the  Howquah.  Got  underway  and  stood  for 
Masonboro  Inlet,  where  we  arrived  at  7  p.  m.  Sent  six  armed  boats 
under  the  command  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  J.  B.  Breck  inshore 
to  destroy  the  State  salt  works.  At  8 :  30  p.  m.  the  State  salt  works  were 
destroyed  and  the  boats  returned  with  prisoners.  Three  of  the  boats 
belonged  to  the  Niphon,  two  to  the  Fort  Jackson,  and  one  to  the  How- 
quah. While  the  salt  works  were  being  destroyed  the  Howquah  shelled 
the  beach  to  the  southward. 

April  27. — At  1  p.  m.  sent  a  boat  inshore  to  reconnoiter.  At  2  boat 
returned.  At  3:30  came  to  by  the  kedge,  anchored  off  Masonboro 
Inlet.  At  3 :  45  the  rebels  commenced  firing  at  us  with  light  artillery, 
which  fell  short.  Got  underway  and  answered  with  20-pounder  Par- 
rott.  At  4 :  30  fired  three  shells  from  20-pounder  Parrott  in  one  of  their 
salt  works,  driving  the  people  into  the  woods,  the  rebels  keeping  up  a 
fire  on  us  with  field  artillery,  which  fell  short.  At  6:30  mustered  at 
quarters  and  cleared  for  action.  The  rebels  fired  occasionally,  which 
we  answered  with  20-pounder  Parrott. 

April  29. — At  5  a.  m.  got  underway  and  stood  along  the  coast.  The 
rebels  opened  fire  upon  us  with  their  Whitworth  guns;  fired  three  shot. 
Fleet  to  southward.  At  9  a.  m.  saw  some  rebels  on  the  beach ;  stood  in 
and  shelled  them  out.  At  10  ceased  firing.  Expended  9  shell  from 
the  pivot,  3  from  the  howitzer,  and  11  from  the  32-pounders.  At  10:20 
came  to  with  kedge  off  Big  Hill.  At  1  p.  m.  saw  people  on  the  beach 
by  the  wrecks  north  of  Masonboro;  got  underway  and  stood  for  them. 
As  we  approached,  they  ran  away. 
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Abstract  log  of  the  U.  8.  8.  Whitehead. 

May  7, 1863. — At  12: 30  p.  m.  made  a  sail,  fired  at  her  from  the  how- 
itzer, and  brought  her  to;  took  her  alongside  and  continued  down  the 
sound.  Proved  to  be  the  Two  Marys,  of  Eden  ton.  At  7  p.  m.  the 
pilot  came  on  board  from  the  Petty  Martain  and  took  us  up  the  Little 
River  some  4  miles.  From  8  to  midnight:  Put  up  the  plating  and  armed 
the  watch,  the  Petty  Martain  having  been  attacked  by  guerrillas. 

May  8. — At  4  a.  m.  all  hands  were  called  and  we  proceeded  up  the 
river  to  Nixon's  [Nixonton].  At  5  a.  m.  went  to  quarters  and  shelled 
the  woods  as  we  went  up;  came  to  anchor  aud  sent  some  boats  on 
shore.  Once  in  a  while  threw  shell  and  canister  into  the  woods. 
Boats  came  on  board  bringing  1  prisoner.  Engaged  in  helping  Union 
soldiers  removing  their  families  and  effects  on  board  their  schooner. 

May  9. — At  1  p.  m.  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  Alligator  Greek  [River], 
came  to  anchor,  and  sent  on  shore  an  expedition.  At  4:30  p.  m.  tired  a 
shell  from  Parrott  gun,  brought  the  boat  to,  and  took  her  alongside; 
stood  back  to  our  anchorage  when  our  expedition  returned.  Stood 
across  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  and  anchored. 

May  11. — Midnight:  Sent  lauuch  and  gig  on  an  expedition  with  20 
men  and  3  officers.  At  4:30  a.  m.  boats  returned,  bringing  2  prison- 
ers and  large  canoo.  Steamed  back  to  Alligator  Greek,  when  we  came 
to  anchor.  From  8  to  meridian :  Took  another  canoe.  At  1  steamed 
down  the  sound;  at  2  p.  m.  fired  two  shells  from  the  Parrott  gun  at  a 
small  sloop,  brought  her  to,  and  towed  her  down  to  the  entrance  to 
Groatan  Sound,  when  we  came  to  anchor. 

May  12. — From  12  to  4  p.  m. :  Still  at  anchor  in  Alligator  Greek.  At 
3:30  p.  m.  fired  a  Parrott  shell  at  a  boat  and  brought  her  to. 

May  13. — At  3: 30  a.  m.  an  expedition  landed  and  went  up  the  creek, 
captured  1  boat  and  had  a  look  about  the  premises  of  Mr.  Cooper. 
From  4  to  8  a.  m. :  Expedition  returned  and  we  proceeded  down  the 
river.  From  8  to  meridian:  Game  to  anchor  at  Alligator  Greek,  took 
our  boats  alongside,  and  got  uuderway.  Steamed  across  the  river; 
fired  2  Parrott  shell  at  a  vessel ;  did  not  bring  her  to.  Stood  on  our  way 
across  the  river. 

May  14. — At  10  a.  m.  anchored  at  Powell's  Point.  At  11  captain  left 
on  an  expedition.  From  12  to  4  p.  m.  fired  3  10-pound  charges,  1  shot, 
and  2  shell  with  the  Parrott,  and  2  shell  from  the  howitzer;  did  not 
heave  her  to.  At  5  p.m.  went  to  quarters.  At  5:30  a  boat  loaded 
with  salt  came  alongside  in  charge  of  one  of  our  men ;  took  the  salt  and 
sails  on  board,  also  2  prisoners,  Mr.  John  Johnson  and  Abel  Jarvis. 
At  6 :  30  the  captain  returned,  bringing  a  boat  with  him,  the  men  having 
escaped. 

May  17. — At  4:30  a.  m.  made  a  sail;  went  after  her;  found  her  to 
contain  salt,  which  we  took  on  board. 

May  18. — From  8  to  12  m.:  Fired  a  Parrott  shell  at  a  boat,  brought 
her  to,  and  took  on  board  her  passengers,  who  were  bound  to  Roanoke 
Island. 

May  19. — From  8  to  meridian :  Put  our  prisoners  on  board  the  Miami, 
took  on  board  some  soldiers,  and  took  in  tow  a  launch  and  proceeded 
up  the  North  River.  From  12  to  4  p.m.:  Arrived  at  the  canal  [Albe- 
marle and  Chesapeake] ;  landed  and  made  a  reconnoissance.  At  2  p.  m. 
came  on  board  aud  we  started  down  the  river.  At  5  p.  m.  put  our 
launch  and  soldiers  on  board  the  Miami,  also  the  salt  we  had  captured. 

May  22. — At  4  a.  m.  called  all  hands  and  started  up  the  Blackwater. 
having  taken  on  board  25  soldiers.    At  7 :  30  turned  about  and  steamed 
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down  the  river.  At  3  p.  m.  entered  the  Meherrin  River  and  proceeded 
up.  At  4 :  30  came  to  anchor  at  Murfreesboro,  landed  onr  soldiers  and 
men,  who,  with  those  from  the  Valley  City,  proceeded  to  the  town. 
From  6  to  8  took  on  board  a  seine  and  some  articles  captured  ashore. 

May  23. — At  1  a.  m.  soldiers  and  men  returned  on  board,  having  cap- 
tured a  large  lot  of  bacon,  ammunition,  etc.,  with  15  contrabands.  At 
2  a.  m.  started  down  the  river;  steamer  Commodore  Perry  ran  ashore. 
We  took  tow  to  her,  but  did  not  succeed  in  getting  her  off'.  At  2  came 
into  Chowan  River  and  proceeded  down.  At  5  came  to  anchor  at 
Hawley'8  [Holly]  Landing.  At  8:15  started  down  the  river;  anchored 
at  10  and  sent  an  expedition  on  shore. 

May  24. — At  3  a.  m.  expedition  returned  on  board,  having  captured 
2  lieutenants  and  5  guerrillas.    At  5:30  arrived  at  Plymouth. 

May  31. — At  9  p.  m.  expedition  went  on  shore  at  mouth  of  Meherrin 
River. 

June  1. — At  4:30  a.  m.  expedition  returned  bringing  as  prisoner  Ser- 
geant White,  who  was  proceeding  home  on  furlough.  Put  prisoners 
on  board  the  Massasoit. 

June  23. — At  7 :30  a.  m.  proceeded  up  Chowan  River.  .  At  8  discov- 
ered a  company  of  rebel  cavalry  on  the  banks  of  the  river  near  Oolerain; 
fired  two  shots  at  them  from  the  rifle  gun.  Expended  2  Parrott  shell, 
2  10  pound  charges.  At  5:20  p.  m.  entered  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke 
River. 

July  5. — At  6:35  p.  m.  got  underway  and  took  a  scow  in  tow,  loaded 
with  artillery  horses,  and  towed  it  up  river  to  wharf  abreast  Ninety- 
sixth  New  York  Volunteers'  camp.  Disembarked  the  horses,  returned 
to  Plymouth  and  loaded  scow  with  artillery  and  caissons.  From  8  to 
midnight:  Engaged  during  the  watch  transporting  troops  and  cavalry 
horses  to  the  Ninety-sixth  New  York  Volunteers'  encampment.  The 
Valley  City,  Commodore  Perry,  and  Souihfield  proceeded  up  the  river. 

July  6. — At  12 :  45  a.  m.  started  up  the  river  after  the  gunboats  which 
had  preceded  us.  At  3  came  up  with  the  Commodore  Perry,  Souihfield, 
and  Valley  City,  when  we  took  the  advance  and  proceeded  up  the  riv  er 
the  fleet  following.  From  4  a.  m.  to  meridian :  Proceeding  up  the  river, 
stopping  occasionally,  waiting  for  the  gunboats  to  come  up.  Heard 
several  reports  of  artillery  down  the  river.  Current  in  the  river  run- 
ning rapidly;  much  drift  stuff.  From  meridian  to  8  p.  m.:  Proceeded 
slowly  up  the  river  against  a  strong  current,  stopping  occasionally  for 
the  other  gunboats  to  come  up.  At  3  p.  m.  arrived  abreast  of  Williams- 
ton.  Saw  a  large  force  of  rebel  infantry  and  cavalry  forming  in  line  of 
battle  in  front  of  the  town.  At  4:30  p.  m.  opened  fire  on  the  rebel 
troops.  The  Commodore  Perry  and  Valley  City  also  opened  fire  on  the 
rebel  troops  who  had  formed  in  line  of  battle  on  the  crest  of  a  hill. 
Shifted  anchorage  a  short  distance  down  the  river.  At  6:30  p.  m. 
Southfield  arrived.  At  7  p.  m.  sent  a  flag  of  truce  ashore,  ordering  the 
women  and  children  out  of  the  town,  as  the  rebels  held  it  in  force.  At 
7 :30  fire  was  opened  on  the  town  by  the  Southfield,  Commodore  Perry, 
and  Valley  City.    At  8  ceased  firing. 

July  7. — From  midnight  until  4  a.  m. :  Continued  to  bombard  Wil- 
liamston  during  the  watch,  firing  the  Parrott  gun  and  the  24  pounder 
howitzer  alternately  at  intervals  of  twenty  minutes.  Fired  shrapnel 
from  the  howitzer  and  percussion  shell  from  the  Parrott  gun.  At  4: 10 
a.  m.  Captain  Flusser  ordered  to  cease  firing  and  left  the  steamer.  The 
troops  then  landed  and  occupied  the  town  under  the  fire  of  our  boats. 
At  7  the  troops  embarked  on  board  and  prepared  to  get  underway. 
At  9 :  30  weighed  anchor  and  commenced  dropping  down  the  river.    At

bjr  tbe  Confederates.  Heat  boat  expeditions  ashore  at  Cofarain,  Holly 
Ismdiag,  aod  Cannon's  Fishery.    At  7 :3fr  p.  m.  boats  reteaed. 

</sijr  £5, — At  0  p.  m.  boat  expedition  started  off,  eoamsting  of  one 
tsooea  with  howitzer  aod  two  boats  with  anaed  crews.  Lying  off  the 
month  (A  Hocky  Hawk  (Boekahoek]  Creek.  At  9:45  boat  expedition 
returned,  bringing  one  boat  that  was  captured, 

July  &,. — At  4:30  a.  m.  saw  a  number  of  transports  steering  toward 
Boeooke  Biver.  At  6: 05  stood  for  them.  At  8 :15  a.m.  came  to  anchor 
about  3  miles  off  the  month  of  Roanoke  Biver.  Captain  returned  from 
the  Valley  City  with  a  launch;  then  went  on  board  the  steam  transport 
E$eort;  returned  at  9,  got  underway,  and  proceeded  np  the  Cbowan 
Biver.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. ;  Proceeding  up  the  Cbowan  River  in 
advance  of  the  fleet,  consisting  of  the  V alley  City,  Commodore  Perry, 
and  nine  'Army  transports,  etc.  Major  General  Foster  is  on  board  the 
E*c*/rt.  At  2:30  anchored  abreast  of  Win  ton.  The  army  transports 
went  alongside  the  wharf  and  landed  the  troops  and  artillery. 

July  27. — From  8  to  meridian :  This  morning  a  large  force  of  oar  cav- 
alry arrived  abreast  of  Win  ton  from  Norfolk.  The  army  boats  are 
engaged  in  ferrying  the  cavalry  over  the  river. 

duly  X!). — At  1 1 :  30  a.  m.  Captain  Flusser  came  on  board,  weighed 
anchor,  and  proceeded  np  the  river.  At  11:50  entered  the  Meherrin 
Biver.  At  12:  .'JO  p.  m.  pot  up  the  iron  plating,  called  to  quarters,  and 
ran  the  howl  tzeront.  At  2 :  40  arrived  and  anchored  abreast  of  Murfrees- 
boro.  Captains  Flnsser  and  French  landed  with  an  armed  party.  A 
company  of  soldiers  landed  from  the  Valley  City  and  marched  to  the 
town.  Acting  Master  [John  li.J  Dickinson  landed  with  a  party  and 
destroyed  the  bridge  by  setting  it  on  tire.  From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  The  gig 
came  alongside  bringing  a  Confederate  soldier,  a  prisoner,  who  was  taken 
from  the  hospital,  convalescent.  Mr.  Dickinson  still  absent  burning 
bridge.  At  6:15  p.  m.  the  expedition  returned  on  board.  Proceeded 
to  the  bridge,  put  a  hawser  to  it,  and  pulled  it  down.  Auchored 
abreast  of  Cooper's  plantation  and  brought  off  25  negroes  and  their 
furniture. 

July  HO. — The  cavalry  expedition  has  returned,  and  the  army  boats 
are  ferrying  them  across  the  river. 

Auffust  />. — At  5  a.  m.  proceeded  up  the  Pasquotank  River,  following 
the  Miami.  At  8: 30  went  on  board  the  Miami  and  took  on  board  from 
her  120  soldiers  and  some  sailors,  and  proceeded  up  the  river  to  a 
bridge  3  miles  above  Elizabeth  City.     Landed  the  forces,  with  13  men 
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and  an  officer  from  this  vessel,  when  they  marched  into  Camden 
County  on  an  expedition.  Laid  at  anchor  at  the  floating  bridge  until 
2  p.,  when  we  proceeded  down  the  river.  At  3 :  30  came  to  anchor  near 
the  Miami,  abreast  the  Five  Mills.  From  4  to  6  p.m.:  Saw  a  large 
fire  in  the  rear  of  Fivo  Mills,  which  proved  to  be  the  headquar- 
ters of  a  party  of  guerrillas  that  was  set  on  fire  by  our  troops. 
Assisted  in  embarking  the  soldiers  and  sailors  from  the  shore  in  boats. 
Weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  up  the  river,  following  the  Miami. 
From  6  to  8  p.  m.:  When  near  Elizabeth  City,  went  alongside  the 
Miami  and  took  on  board  the  soldiers  and  went  to  the  wharf  at  Eliza- 
beth City,  where  the  soldiers  were  landed.  Sent  a  number  of  armed 
boats  to  capture  and  destroy  small  boats  and  canoes.  At  8  troops 
returned  on  board.  Went  alongside  the  Miami  and  put  troops  aboard 
of  her.  At  10  the  Miami  started  down  the  river,  but  got  aground  a 
short  distance  from  her  anchorage. 

August  6. — At  9  a.  m.  went  alongside  the  Miami  and  took  the  soldiers 
on  board  and  proceeded  up  the  river  to  the  bridge,  3  miles  above 
Elizabeth  City.  Landed  the  soldiers,  who  marched  to  Camden  Court- 
House.    At  11 :  40  expedition  returned.    Started  down  the  river. 

August  7. — At  2  p.  m.  anchored  off  Powell's  Point  and  sent  a  boat 
expedition  ashore.  At  3 :  30  boat  expedition  returned ;  weighed  anchor 
and  steered  for  Alligator  River.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Overhauled  a  boat 
by  firing  a  5-second  shell  from  howitzer;  took  her  in  tow  and  proceeded 
up  the  Alligator  Eiver  in  chase  of  a  boat;  chased  boat  ashore;  came 
to  anchor  at  7  and  sent  an  armed  boat's  crew  after  her.  At  9  p.  m.  the 
captured  boat  came  alongside  in  charge  of  one  of  the  boat's  crew. 

August  8. — Cruising  in  the  Alligator  River  after  blockade  runners. 

August  10. — Midnight  to  4  a.  in.:  Lying  at  anchor  in  Edenton  Bay. 
Sent  a  boat  with  armed  crew  down  the  bay  to  watch  for  boats  running 
the  blockade.  At  5:30  a.  m.  boat  returned  with  a  large  canoe  in  tow, 
which  she  had  captured.  At  9:35  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  outside  the 
bar  in  the  mouth  of  the  Scuppernong  River.  Sent  an  expedition  up 
the  Scuppernong  River  consisting  of  two  boats  from  the  Underwriter 
and  two  from  us,  with  armed  crews.  At  11  the  dingey  returned  with  a 
captured  canoe.  At  1  p.  m.  the  expedition  returned  with  two  large 
boats.    Returned  the  canoe  captured  in  the  morning  to  the  owner. 

August  14. — From  G  to  8  p.  m. :  Fitted  out  and  sent  on  shore  an  expe- 
dition consisting  of  two  boats,  with  armed  crews  and  a  party  of  sol- 
diers, under  the  command  of  Captain  French  and  Colonel  Cullen. 

August  15. — At  6:45  a.  m.  the  expedition  returned,  bringing  8  pris- 
oners, 3  of  whom  were  confined  in  double  irons  on  board.  The  soldiers 
and  5  prisoners  were  landed  and  the  boats  returned. 

August  16. — At  3  p.  m.  came  to  anchor  about  4  miles  above  Elizabeth 
City.  Landed  troops  and  10  men,  who  marched  off  on  an  expedition. 
From  4  to  0  p.  m. :  Lying  to  an  anchor  with  guns  trained  on  the  roads. 
At  6: 10  the  expedition  returned,  having  captured  38  muskets  and  76 
cartridge  boxes  and  belts,  25  bayonets,  6  bayonet  scabbards,  10  cap 
boxes.  Proceeded  down  the  river;  came  to  anchor  at  9:20  at  mouth 
of  the  Pasquotank. 

August  17. — At  9:30  sent  a  boat  expedition  up  the  Currituck  Canal. 
From  4  to  6  p.  m.:  The  expedition  returned  having  captured  nine 
boats,  three  with  corn  on  board. 

November  6. — From  8  to  meridian:  Proceeding  up  the  Chowan  River 
in  company  with  the  Miami,  the  fleet  of  steam  transports  following. 
At  11 :  20  passed  Holly  Landing.  At  11 :  45  called  all  hands  to  quarters 
and  put  up  the  iron  plating.  The  Miami  signalized  for  us  not  to  fire 
until  ordered. 
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November  7. — At  11  a.  in.  all  hands  to  quarters  and  cleared  for 
action.  Saw  nothing  of  the  enemy.  At  11:45  steamed  back  up  the 
river  again.  At  12:30  p.  m.  arrived  abreast  of  Winton  and  was 
ordered  to  proceed  up  the  river,  the  Delaware  following,  with  Captain 
Flusser  and  General  Peck  on  board.  At  1  p.  m.  called  all  hands  to 
quarters  and  prepared  for  action.  At  3  p.  m.  fired  100  pounder  rifle 
shell  at  some  rebel  pickets  at  Roddick's  Landing.  At  3:30,  when  a 
short  distance  below  the  month  of  the  Blackwater,  turned  round  and 
proceeded  down  the  river.    At  5 :  45  let  go  anchor  off  Winton. 

January  289 1864. — Proceeding  up  Roanoke  River. 

February  5. — At  9: 10  a.  m.  passed  the  light  house  at  the  mouth  of 
Pamlico  River  and  proceeded  on  up.  At  1  p.  m.  spoke  the  Miami  at 
anchor  off  Hill's  Point  battery;  then  proceeded  up  the  river.  At  2: 15 
p.  m.  ran  aground  near  Washington ;  got  off  with  the  assistance  of  the 
steamer  Trumpeter.  At  2 :  35  proceeded  down  the  river  and  came  to 
anchor  off  Rodman's  Point.  From  4  to  6  p.  m. :  Proceeding  down  the 
river  until  steamer  Trumpeter  overtook  us  and  ordered  us  to  Moothes 
[Maul's!  J  Point,  to  remain  there  until  further  orders  from  Commander 
Renshaw.  From  6  to  8  p.  ra.:  At  anchor  off  Moothes  [Maul's!]  Point, 
firing  port  howitzer  and  Parrott  gun  alternately  at  intervals  or  thirty 
minutes  apart,  using  shrapuel  from  howitzer  and  shell  from  Parrott 
From  8  to  midnight:  Throwing  shell  at  intervals  of  an  hour  on  the 
point  to  prevent  the  erection  of  a  battery.  Expended  2  Parrott  per- 
cussion shell  and  2  shrapnel,  22  10-pound  charges. 

March  1. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Proceeding  up  the  Chowan 
River,  the  Southfield  following.  At  6: 15  p.  m.  the  enemy  opened  fire 
upon  us  from  the  bluff  with  artillery  at  the  distance  of  700  yards. 
Returned  the  fire  effectually  with  shrapnel  and  percussion  shell.  At 
6: 45  the  enemy  were  silenced.  Proceeded  down  the  river  in  company 
with  the  Southfield;  concealed  all  lights  and  anchored  for  the  night 
Ammunition  expended:  5  percussion  shell,  10  shrapnel,  1  shell,  howit- 
zer; 5  10-pound  charges.  One  seaman  wounded  by  recoil  of  Par- 
rott gun. 

March  2. — From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.:  Firing  shell  from  Parrott  gun 
on  the  bluffs  where  the  enemy  were  last  seen.    Occasionally  a  shot 
from  howitzer,  but  no  reply  from  them;  the  Southfield  firing  also.    At 
4:30  p.m.  the  Bombshell  hove  in  sight,  coming  down  the  river.  As 
the  Bombshell  arrived  without  being  tired  at  coming  down  the  river, 
she  went  alongside  the  Massasoit,  which  took  her  in  tow,  and  we  all 
proceeded  down  the  river,  throwing  a  shell  occasionally  on  the  bluffs 
as  we  passed  down.     Ammunition  expended  during  the  day:  37  per- 
cussion shell,  2  15-second  shell,  rifle;  17  shrapnel,  howitzer;  37  10-pound 
charges.     From  8  to  midnight:   Running  down  the  Chowan  River, 
crossed  the  sound,  and  proceeded  up  the  Roanoke  River.     At  10  p.  m. 
came  to  anchor  at  the  upper  station. 

March  4. — Proceeded  up  the  river  (Chowan),  the  army  steamer  Bomb- 
shell following.  When  about  a  mile  below  Petty  Shore  discovered  a 
squad  of  rebel  pickets  on  a  road.  Fired  several  rounds  at  them  from 
howitzers  and  then  proceeded  up  the  river  to  the  bluff  at  Petty  Shore. 
Expended  2  shrapnel,  1  shell,  howitzer;  1  percussion  Parrott  shell, 
1 10-pound  charge. 

March  27. — Lying  at  anchor  abreast  Hyman's  Ferry.  At  7 :  30  a.  m. 
the  steamers  Massasolt  and  Bombshell  came  up  the  [Roanoke)  river 
with  six  hulks  in  tow,  and  proceeded  up  the  river  above  us  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  blockade  by  sinking  the  hulks  across  the  river.     At 
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8 :  30  p.  m.,  the  hulks  being  sank,  our  working  party  returned  on  board. 
At  9  shifted  our  anchorage  farther  up  the  river,  nearer  the  blockade. 

April  Id. — At  6: 30  a.  in.  discovered  a  Confederate  battery  of  6  guns 
at  Sharp's  place.  At  6 :  45  opened  fire  on  the  battery,  from  which  they 
returned  our  fire  by  sending  us  some  twenty-five  shots,  which  all  fell 
short.  At  9 :  20  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  down  the  [Chowan] 
river.  As  we  passed  Colerain  we  fired  a  shell  at  tbe  bank,  but  got  no 
reply.  Expended  4  percussion  shell,  1 15-second  shell,  and  5  10-pound 
charges  for  rifle  gun. 

April  18. — At  5  a.  in.  heavy  firing  was  heard  in  the  direction  of 
Plymouth  and  was  continued  during  the  watch.  At  9: 15  beat  to  quar- 
ters and  mustered  the  crew.  At  9:30  a  colored  man  arrived  from  up 
the  river  with  important  news  concerning  the  enemy.  At  10  proceeded 
down  the  river  below  Hyman's  Ferry,  then  returned  to  our  anchorage. 
Firing  was  heard  at  intervals  during  the  forenoon.  From  meridian  to 
4  p.  m.  heard  heavy  firing  in  the  direction  of  Plymouth.  At  4 :  30  p.  m. 
a  boat  arrived  from  the  Ceres,  having  come  through  the  Thoroughfare, 
and  then  returned  down  the  river  again.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
watch  there  was  very  heavy  firing  heard  in  the  direction  of  Plymouth. 
From  6  to  8  p.  m.  heard  heavy  firing  in  tbe  direction  of  Plymouth.  At 
8: 10  p.  m.  discovered  lights  from  two  steamers  coming  down  the  river. 
Immediately  slipped  our  cable  and  slowly  dropped  down  the  river, 
waiting  for  the  ram  and  Cotton  Plant  to  make  their  appearance  below 
the  blockade,  which  they  soon  did.  When  we  saw  them  we  sent  up  a 
rocket  to  alarm  Captain  Flusser  at  Plymouth,  which  the  ram  answered, 
supposing  it  came  from  their  party.  When  we  came  to  the  upper 
Thoroughfare  we  ran  in,  and  in  so  doing  we  ran  aground;  ran  aline 
and  succeeded  in  getting  her  off.  Then  we  started  for  the  blockade,  in 
which  we  stuck,  and  just  at  that  time  the  ram  and  steamer  made  their 
appearance.  As  we  lay  we  could  not  get  our  guns  to  bear,  and  conse- 
quently made  up  our  minds  if  they  saw  us  to  set  fire  to  her  and  leave 
in  the  boats.  They  went  on  down  without  seeing  us  and  we  proceeded  on. 

April  19. — At  12:30  a.  m.  arrived  off  Plymouth  and  came  to  anchor 
near  the  Miami  and  Southfield.  Captain  Barrett  reported  to  Captain 
Flusser  that  the  ram  was  coming  down  to  Warneck  [Warren  Neck]. 
Steamers  Miami  and  Southfield  were  laid  alongside  of  each  other  and 
secured  with  chains  in  that  position.  At  3:15  a.  m.  the  Ceres  came 
down  the  river  and  reported  the  ram  coming,  she  having  passed  Fort 
Gray  and  the  obstructions  in  the  river.  At  3:30  she  struck  the  South- 
field  and  became  wedged  between  her  and  the  Miami,  both  vessels  firing 
solid  shot,  which  the  ram  returned  with  musketry.  The  Southfield 
sank  in  a  few  moments.  We  then  proceeded  slowly  down  the  river  in 
company  with  the  Miami  and  Ceres.  At  5  a.  m.  stopped  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river;  it  was  then  daylight.  Signal  was  made  from  the  Miami. 
Captain  then  went  on  board;  then  proceeded  over  to  Edenton  Bay.  At 
7  a.  in.  received  information  that  Captain  Flusser  was  killed  in  the 
engagement  with  the  ram.  At  8  stopped  off  Edenton.  At  8:30  the 
remains  of  Captain  Flusser  were  put  on  board  the  Ceres  and  sent  to 
New  Berne.  At  9  a.  m.  Captain  French  came  on  board.  We  got 
underway  and  proceeded  across  the  souud  and  anchored  at  the  buoy  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Koanoke  River.  Sent  a  boat  ashore  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Nelson,  who  brought  off  several  ladies  who  had  left  Plymouth  when  it 
was  attacked,  they  having  been  all  night  in  the  woods.  At  11:05  got 
underway  and  proceeded  toward  Edenton  in  company  with  steamer 
Miami.    At  9 :  15  p.  m.  stopped  off  the  mouth  of  the  Roanoke  Biver  and 
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lay  to  under  steam  to  watch  for  the  rebel  ram  if  she  came  down  the 
river. 

April  20. — At  7  p.m.  sent  the  gig,  with  armed  crew  and  officer,  fitted 
oat  for  an  expedition,  to  the  L\  8.  S.  Tacony.  Baa  the  guns  oat  and 
armed  the  watch.  At  9 :  30  p.  m.  the  boat  expedition  returned  in  great 
haute,  having,  as  they  supposed,  seen  the  rebel  ram  and  CotUm  Plant 
coming  down  the  river.  All  hands  to  quarters,  weighed  anchor,  and 
ran  a  short  distance  oat  in  the  sound,  in  company  with  the  Tacony  and 
Miami;  returned  and  stopped  near  the  buoy. 

April  29. — 12  until  4  a.m.:  Lay  to  under  steam  below  Sandy  Point 
At  3: 4o  a.  m.  the  Ceres  gave  the  signal  of  alarm,  which  waa  answered. 
Shortly  afterwards  the  Miami  made  signal  to  follow  her  down  the 
sound.  Running  down  the  sound  until  5  a.  m.?  when  we  all  turned 
round  and  proceeded  back  up  the  sound.  Ban  into  Edenton  Bay,  in 
comi>any  with  the  Ma**a*oit,  and  remained  there  until  the  other  steam- 
ers came  in,  when  we  anchored.  At  10: 30  a.  m.  the  rebel  ram  was  seen 
coming  out  of  the  Roanoke  Kiver.  Weighed  anchor  at  10: 40  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  Roanoke  River.  At  1 1  a.  m.  was  ordered  to  take  posi- 
tion on  the  starboard  side  of  the  Miami,  when  we  proceeded  down  the 
sound,  the  ram  following.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m. :  Proceeding  down 
the  sound  in  company  with  the  Miami  and  Ceres,  the  rebel  ram  follow- 
ing. At  10:30  p.  in.  proceeded  down  to  Croatan  Sound,  following  the 
Miami. 

May  1. — From  6  to  8  p.  m. :  At  anchor  off  Roanoke  Island.  Received 
information  of  the  ram  being  at  Alligator  River. 

May  2. — At  11  a.  m.  stopped  in  Albemarle  Souud  about  a  mile  above 
Croatan  light.  At  11 :30  a.  m.  brought  a  sail  boat  alongside  containing 
refugees  from  Kant  Lake,  Alligator  River,  who  reported  that  the  rebel 
ram  had  returned  up  the  sound  in  company  with  a  steamer  and  several 
barges  loaded  with  corn. 

May  r>. — At  3  p.  in.  flagship  made  signal.  Weighed  anchor  and 
proceeded  up  the  Albemarle  Sound,  following  the  flagship.  From  4  to 
Op.  in.:  Proceeding  up  the  sound,  following  the  flagship.  Saw  near 
the  Roanoke  River  three  rebel  steamers,  viz,  the  ram,  Cotton  Plant, 
and  liombshcll;  the  latter  was  captured  from  us  at  the  fall  of  Plymouth. 
At  4 :30  the  ram  opened  lire  on  the  fleet.  Went  to  quarters  and  steamed 
rapidly  toward  them  and  opened  on  the  ram  with  rifled  100-pounder  at 
long  range.  A  to  p.  m.  the  liombshell  surrendered  to  the  fleet.  The 
fleet  continued  neaiing  the  ram  and  firing  as  fast  as  possible.  At  5:30 
the  steamer  Suhhucnh  received  a  shot  from  the  ram  which  disabled  her; 
she  withdrew  fiom  the  action.  The  whole  fleet  was  now  firing  very 
rapidly  at  the  ram,  hitting  her  nearly  every  shot,  but  apparently  with 
no  effect.  From  0  to  8  p.  in.:  The  rebel  ram  commenced  to  retreat  by 
steaming  toward  the  Roanoke  River.  The  commodore  then  ordered 
the  fleet  to  advance  in  line  and  endeavor  to  cut  oft*  ber  retreat.  We 
steamed  ahead  rapidly  and  soon  took  the  advance,  followed  closely  by 
the  Commodore  Hull,  keeping  the  ram  on  our  starboard  beam.  We 
kept  up  a  steady  fire  with  solid  shot  from  the  100-pounder  rifle  at  close 
range.  Ran  ahead  and  across  the  bows  of  the  ram,  making  a  complete 
circuit  around  her.  At  7:45  the  ram  had  reached  the  mouth  of  the 
Roanoke  River  in  spite  of  our  exertions  to  prevent  her.  At  7:50 
ceased  firing  and  anchored  off  the  mouth  of  the  Uoanoke  River. 
Expended  17  10-pound  charges  and  17  solid  shot.

Headquarters  District  of  the  Oape  Fear, 

Wilmington,  May  11, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  letter  of  this  date  relating  to  the  schooner 
Harkaway,  alleged  to  belong  to  a  British  subject,  engaged  in  running 
the  blockade,  and  seized  in  this  port  by  the  military  authorities  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America. 

I  am  not  aware  that  my  Government  has  recognized  you  as  the 
representative  of  her  Britannic  Majesty.  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Government  has  certainly  not  recognized  the  Government  of  the  Con- 
federate States.  I  decline,  therefore,  to  discuss  the  subject  with  you 
or  to  release  the  vessel,  but  will  forward  your  communication  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  await  orders. 

In  the  meantime,  as  her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  does  not 
recognize  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Confederate  States  here,  and  the 
United  States  Government  claims  it,  perhaps  it  would  be  as  well  to 
apply  to  the  latter.

•  •  •  After  a  careful  examination  of  a  chart  of  tbe  coasts  of  North 
and  South  Carolina,  I  am  persuaded  that  you  will  concur  with  me  in 
thinking  an  attack  upon  the  forts  defending  the  entrances  to  the  Cape 
Fear  liiver  by  ironclads  impracticable  for  months  to  come. 

Within  a  week,  in  all  probability,  we  shall  have  the  equinoctial  gale, 
after  which  the  weather  becomes  unsettled  and  is  frequently  tempes- 
tuous. 

From  Bald  ITead  light,  at  the  southwest  and  principal  entrance*  of 
tbe  Cape  Fear,  to  Bull's  Bay,  in  South  Carolina,  the  first  harbor  in  a 
southerly  direction  for  any  but  vessels  of  a  light  draft  is  a  distance  of 
60  miles,  and  from  New  Inlet  entrance  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  the  nearest  in 
that  direction  of  sufficient  draft  of  water  is  80  miles. 

The  Ironsides  may  ride  out  the  gales  which  spring  up  so  suddenly  and 
with  such  force  in  the  vicinity  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  but  the  monitors 
can  not,  and  therefore  would  scarce  venture  an  attack  during  the  forth- 
coming season. 

If  the  south  end  of  Smith's  Island  be  as  much  neglected  as  was  the 
south  end  of  Morris  Island,  the  enemy  may  transport  guns  to  and  erect 
batteries  upon  it;  but  I  think  that  General  Whiting  has  not  overlooked 
the  importance  of  that  position.

My  Dear  Captain:  Many  thanks  for  your  kind  expressions  and 
wishes.  I  hardly  deserve  them.  As  regards  promotion,  1  have  opposed 
it;  one  step  at  a  time;  the  affair  does  not  deserve  it.  Simms  has  been 
relieved  from  his  orders.    I  don't  know  who  takes  his  place. 

I  am  sorry  to  learn  such  accounts  from  Mobile.  The  admiral  reports 
his  inability  to  move  the  Tennessee,  his  want  of  men,  officers,  etc.  The 
ship,  however,  must  be  gotten  over  the  bar  if  possible;  take  everything 
out  of  her  and  try  it. 
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The  two  vessels  on  the  Roanoke  and  Neuse  are  coming  on  rapidly 
and  will  soon  be  ready  for  work.  Cooke  commands  one,  Loyall  the 
other.  An  effort  should  now  be  made  to  get  possession  of  the  waters 
of  North  Carolina.    The  enemy  as  yet  have  no  ironclads  in  the  sounds. 

On  this  river  we  have  three  vessels  ready,  or  nearly  so.  The  last, 
Graves',  is  a  fine  ship,  with  8  inches  of  iron  forward,  6  aft  and  on  broad- 
side. Brooke  designs  giving  her  one  8  inch  rifle,  two  7 -inch,  and  one 
XI  inch  smoothbore.  She  has  an  engine  of  nearly  500  horses.  I  hope, 
before  long  they  will  move  down  the  river. 

Wilkinson  is  going  oat  to  bring  Garter's  vessel  (Coquette).  Whether 
Carter  will  return  to  Europe  or  not  is  not  settled.  Mitchell,  Brooke, 
Porter,  Williamson,  Pegram,  and  myself  are  on  a  board  to  report  upon 
the  best  form  of  construction,  shield,  battery,  etc.,  for  ironclads.  At 
your  leisure  (if  you  have  any)  let  me  kuow  your  views. 

Morris  has  taken  Barney's  place  on  the  Florida  ;  the  latter  is  sick. 
The  prospect  of  getting  more  ships  out  is  not  encouraging.  The  cor- 
vettes in  France  will  be  ready  in  the  spring.

In  reference  to  enquiry  as  to  the  building  of  a  caisson  at  the  navy 
yard  here  the  chief  constructor  states  that  "We  can  not  conveniently 
build  a  caisson  at  the  navy  yard  just  now;  our  sawmill  is  down,  under- 
going repairs,  and  we  have  just  furnished  a  large  amount  of  timber  to 
rebuild  the  boat  bridges.  The  gun-carriage  maker  will  require  one 
month  from  date  to  complete  the  carriages  of  the  Fredericksburg."

Extract  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  regarding  the  loss 

of  the  steamer  Helen,  March  10,  1H64. 

Intelligence  has  reached  the  Department  of  the  loss  at  sea  in  a  gale 
of  wind,  on  the  10th  of  March  last,  of  the  steamer  Helen,  from  Charles- 
ton for  Nassau,  with  a  cargo  of  cotton.  She  was  commanded  and 
manned  by  naval  officers  and  men,  but  two  of  whom  are  known  to  have 
escaped.  Her  commander,  Lieutenant  Porcher,  was  one  of  the  most 
efficient  officers  of  the  service,  and  his  loss  is  deeply  deplored. 


Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  tlve  Navy  to  the  Secretary  of  War  regarding 
the  delayed  transportation  of  iron  plates  for  vessels  under  construction 
at  Kinston  and  Halifax,  N.  C.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  extracts  from 
letters  of  Flag-Officer  Lynch  and  Lieutenant  Loyal  1,  C.  S.  Navy,  dated 
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the  8th  instant;  and  respectfully  request  that  instructions  may  be  given 
to  have  the  iron  plates  referred  to  transported  to  Kioston  and  Halifax 
at  the  earliest  moment.  The  gunboats  at  those  points  are  completed1 
with  the  exception  of  the  iron  plating,  and  the  mechanics  are  delayed 
in  their  work  waiting  for  it.  The  work  upon  these  vessels  has  been 
delayed  for  months  by  the  want  of  transportation,  and  now  that  they 
are  very  near  completion  I  respectfully  urge  that  no  further  delay  on 
this  account  may  be  had,  for  unless  completed  at  an  early  day  the 
detention  of  the  boat  at  Kinston  by  the  fall  of  the  Neuse  River  will  be 
disastrous  and  may  cause  her  destruction.  The  subject  is  of  so  much 
importance  that  I  suggest  the  detail  by  the  Quartermaster-General  of 
an  officer  specially  charged  with  it.

Extract  from  Flag-Officer  Lynch*  8  letter  of  the  8th  instant  to  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 

Fourteen  carloads  of  plate  iron  arrived  last  evening,  and  for  a  week 
past  we  have  had  two  carloads  waiting  transportation  to  Kinston  and 
Halifax.  The  whole  rolling  capacity  of  the  road,  except  passenger 
trains,  has  been  monopolized  by  the  Army,  and  I  fear  the  completion 
of  the  gunboats  at  those  places  will  be  delayed.  Besides  my  own  occa- 
sional visits  to  the  depot,  a  reliable  officer  is  detailed  to  be  there  twice 
every  day  and  apply  for  and  report  the  prospects  of  obtaining  trans- 
portation. The  rights  of  the  Navy  are  not  respected,  its  wants  are 
utterly  disregarded,  and  it  is  in  the  power  of  an  acting  assistant  quar- 
termaster to  cause  our  transportation  to  be  set  aside  at  will.  The 
importance  of  speedily  completing  the  ironclad  on  the  Neuse  and  Roan- 
oke does  not  seem  to  be  comprehended. 

Extract  from  Lieutenant  LoyalVs  letter  io  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  same  date. 

Flag-Officer  Lynch  telegraphs  me  to-day  that  he  can  not  procure 
transportation  for  me  from  Wilmington.    We  are  in  want  of  it  here.

Sir:  You  are  detailed  for  special  duty  under  the  immediate  orders  of 
this  Department  at  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  on  the  Cape  Fear  River  and 
its  entrances.  You  will  without  delay  establish  and  preserve  in  opera 
tion  such  lights  at  Bald  Head,  the  Mound,  and  at  other  places  as,  in 
your  judgment,  will  best  aid  trading  vessels  to  enter  and  depart  from 
the  Cape  Fear  River.  In  connection  with  this  subject  you  will  estab- 
lish day  and  night  signals  and  sailing  directions  for  all  such  vessels; 
determine  from  time  to  time  any  changes  in  the  depth  of  water  of  the 
entrances;  examine  the  qualifications  of  pilots  and  give  them  certifi- 
cates of  such  examinations.  You  will  also  exercise  such  a  general 
supervision  over  vessels  engaged  in  trade,  and  on  board  of  which  cotton 
is  being  shipped,  as  will  enable  you  to  determine  whether,  in  character 
and  condition,  as  well  of  the  vessel  as  of  the  ollicers  and  crews,  they 
justify  the  shipment  by  them  of  Government  cotton.  You  will  also 
establish  such  port  regulations  necessary  to  facilitate  and  exclusively 
connected  with  the  exportation  of  cotton  and  importation  of  Govern- 
ment supplies,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  as  you  may  deem  necessary.  Your  duties  are  very 
important,  and  you  will  on  all  proper  occasions  invite  the  cordial  coop- 
eration of  the  military  authorities  in  command.  You  will  be  allowed  a 
writer  at  a  fair  per  diem  compensation,  and  will  keep  a  log  or  record 
of  your  proceedings,  embracing  all  arrivals  and  departures,  wrecks, 
movements  of  the  enemy,  and  other  matters  of  public  interest  immedi- 
ately connected  with  your  duties,  reporting  to  and  corresponding  with 
this  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  before  mentioned,  you  will  procure  boats 
and  will  render  such  aid  in  saving  life  and  Government  stores  from 
stranded  vessels  as  your  means  and  opportunities  may  admit.  To  aid 
in  the  execution  of  these  duties,  I  have  requested  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  order  a  transfer  of  such  men  as  you  may  require  from  the  military 
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force  at  or  near  Wilmington :  and  I  have  supposed  that  20  men  for 
your  lights  and  signals  and  50  for  other  duty  would  meet  your 
wants,  and  you  will  designate  the  men  you  require.  The  agent  of  this 
Department  at  Wilmington  will  import  for  you  oil  and  such  other 
necessary  articles  as  you  may  need  and  as  you  may  not  be  able  to  pro- 
cure in  the  Confederacy,  and  you  are  requested  to  enter  upon  your 
duties  at  once,  prosecute  them  with  vigor,  and  promptly  to  call  upon 
the  Department  for  all  necessary  aid.  Vessels  departing  from  Wil- 
mington will  carry  out  at  least  half  their  cargo  on  Government  account, 
and  hence  the  importance  of  facilitating  them  in  every  possible  manner, 
and  of  seeing  that  this  cargo  is  not  embarked  in  inefficient  carriers, 
whether  inefficient  from  the  character  of  the  vessel,  officers,  or  crew. 
You  will,  of  course,  confer  freely  with  the  military  authorities,  do  all  in 
your  power  to  secure  harmony  of  action,  especially  on  the  subject  of 
lights  and  signals,  and  guard  against  the  use  or  abuse  of  them  by  the 
enemy.  On  your  arrival  at  Wilmington  you  will  exhibit  your  instruc- 
tions to  the  military  officers  in  command.

Richmond,  Va.,  March  22, 1864. 

General:  To  man  efficiently,  and  at  once,  the  vessels  of  the  Navy, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  transfer  1,200  men  from  the  armies.  To  this 
end  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  detailed  officers  with 
instructions  to  proceed  to  the  headquarters  of  each  army  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selecting  and  designating  the  men  so  to  be  transferred.  From 
the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  not  including  General  Elzey's  com- 
mand, 390  men  will  be  designated,  whom  you  are  requested  to  transfer 
to  the  Navy  upon  the  written  request  of  the  naval  officer  sent  to  your 
command,  and  under  his  direction  to  send  them  to  Richmond. 

You  will  please  forward  a  list  of  the  men  so  transferred  to  this  office 
without  delay.

Naval  Ordnance  Works, 

Richmond,  Va.y  March  23y  1864. 

My  Dear  Sir  :  •  •  •  There  is  but  little  navy  news  afloat.  Cap- 
tain Page  was  selected,  I  hear,  by  the  President  to  command  all  the 
heavy  batteries  at  Mobile.  You  know  that  he  has  been  made  a  briga- 
dier-general, I  suppose.  S.  8.  Lee  gives  up  Drewry's  Bluff  to  Major 
Terrett,  of  the  Marines,  and  takes  Page's  place  at  Charlotte.  I  hear 
he  does  not  fancy  it  much.  The  sailors  from  the  bluff  will  man  the 
ironclad  Fredericksburg,  commanded  by  Frank  Shepperd.  She  is  now 
fitting  out  at  Bocketts.  Wood  will  probably  see  service  in  her,  with 
other  vessels  under  his  command.  His  last  affair  at  New  Berne  was 
the  feature  in  the  attack,  and  though  not  attended  with  all  the  results 
he  had  cause  to  expect,  still  it  was  a  gallant  act,  well  planned  and 
boldly  executed.  He  is  surely  one  of  our  rising  men,  and  I  say  God- 
speed to  him.  "Dave"  made  an  attempt  on  the  Minnesota  not  long 
since  with  his  torpedo,  but  it  failed,  though  it  was  not  his  fault.  Webb, 
Bead,  Alexander,  Glassell,  and  some  of  our  other  fellows  are  looked  for 
by  the  next  flag  of  trace.  They  have  had  a  hard  time  of  it,  and  I  hear 
that  Glassell  was  at  first  rather  harshly  treated.  You  know  that  he  has 
been  made  a  commander,  and  deservedly  so,  I  say.  John  Wilkinson 
has  charge  of  the  blockade  runners  at  Wilmington.  Lynch  and  Whiting, 
you  know,  had  a  blow  up  there,  and  I  hear  that  the  President  had  them 
both  here  for  a  while.  Bad  boys,  to  be  growling  in  school !  Ben  Loyall 
commands  the  ironclad  Neuse,  of  two  6.4s,  at  Kinstou,  N.  C.  Cooke  has 
the  Albemarle,  a  similar  vessel,  at  Halifax,  N.  0.  No  one  has  yet  been 
ordered  to  the  Virginia  here.  She  will  soon  be  ready  for  her  officers  and 
is  perhaps  the  best  and  most  reliable  ironclad  in  the  service.  If  yoa 
were  not  on  more  important  duty,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  you 
would  have  command  of  her.  Captain  Matt.  Maury  writes  to  me,  under 
date  of  January  21,  that  we  have  nothing  to  look  for  from  England  that 
money  can't  buy.  His  letter  is  rather  gloomy  in  its  tone.  Charley 
Morris  has  the  Florida,  Barney  being  sick.  William  L.  Maury  had 
asked  to  be  relieved  from  the  Georgia  on  the  score  of  ill  health.  Bul- 
loch is  still  doing  good  service  in  England  and  France.  Bob  Carter 
lately  brought  the  navy  steamer  Coquette  into  Wilmington  with  a  cargo 
composed  of  two  fine  marine  engines,  etc.  He  goes  out  in  her  again  to- 
Bermuda.  Maftitt  commands  the  blockade  [runner]  Florrie,  but  I  see 
by  a  late  Northern  paper  that  he  had  to  put  into  Halifax,  N.  8.,  for 
repairs.    Murdaugh  at  last  accounts  was  in  Paris. 

Speaking  of  Halifax  reminds  me  of  our  late  expedition,  which,  I  sup- 
pose you  have  heard,  failed  through  the  treachery  of  a  Canadian  who 
was  in  our  secret.  We  worked  hard  and  had  victory,  and  such  a  vic- 
tory, almost  in  our  grasp  when  the  chicken-hearted  fellow,  alarmed  at 
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the  ultimate  bearing  which  our  success  would  have  on  his  individual 
fortunes  and  fearing  to  lose  his  high  position,  with  exile  and  perhaps 
a  long  imprisonment,  informed  on  us,  and  just  as  we  were  about  to 
embark  for  Johnson's  Island  to  board  the  Michigan  and  under  her  guns 
to  compel  a  surrender  of  the  garrison,  with  afterthoughts  of  a  short 
but  very  brilliant  cruise  on  the  lake,  the  storm  burst  over  us,  and  with 
Yankees  and  John  Bull  both  on  the  lookout  for  us  our  raid  was  over, 
and  our  poor  fellows  still  hard  and  fast  in  the  bay  of  Sandusky !

Van  Zandt  is  here,  en  route  for  Selma.  Where  we  are  to  get  officers 
for  the  ironclads  is  beyond  ray  ken.  Tidball  says  we  will  have  to 
organize  the  Provisional  Navy,  but  this  will  hardly  officer  the  ships. 
There  is  no  talk  of  promotion,  and  very  few  officers  seem  either  to  think 
of  or  care  for  it.  All  hands  seem  to  look  forward  to  an  early  peace 
(though  I  can  hardly  see  a  glimmer  of  it)  for  the  creation  of  a  Navy, 
forgetting  that  war  is  the  time  to  create  a  love  for  the  service  which 
will  make  it  popular  in  peace,  and  I  begin  to  fear  that  our  opportunity 
has  passed  and  unimproved,  though  I  hope  not,  for  we  have  the  ele- 
ments of  a  splendid  navy  in  the  Confederacy,  and  it  only  requires  zeal, 
pliick,  and  dash  to  bring  it  to  the  surface.

Army,  regarding  proposed  movements  of  the  C.  8.  8.  Albemarle. 

IIdqrs.  of  North  Carolina  and  South  Virginia, 

Kinston,  N.  C,  May  1,  1864. 

General:  *  *  *  There  are  three  methods  of  attacking  New 
Berne:  First,  by  surprise  and  assault;  second,  by  assault  without  sur- 
prise; third,  by  regular  approaches.  The  first  and  last  methods  are 
impracticable  at  the  present,  for  the  enemy  must  be  aware  of  your 
intentions,  and  we  have  not  sufficient  time  to  execute  the  last;  the  sec- 
ond plan  is,  therefore,  the  only  one  which  can  now  be  carried  into  effect 
It  can,  however,  be  made  to  partake  more  or  less  of  a  surprise,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  ironclad  gunboat  Albemarle  from  Plymouth, 
the  attack  should  meet  with  complete  success.  I  regret  to  say  that  no 
hope  need  be  entertained  of  the  cooperation  of  the  ironclad  gunboat 
now  aground  in  the  Neuse  near  this  place,  for  it  is  not  probable  it  can 
be  got  afloat  again  or  be  made  to  pass  over  the  bars  and  sand  banks 
below  its  present  position  without  a  considerable  rise  in  the  river,  an 
event  which  is  not  likely  to  take  place  until  next  rainy  season.  The 
attack  on  New  Berne  should  be  so  made  as  to  capture  or  destroy  the 
separate  forces  of  the  enemy  before  they  could  be  concentrated.  For 
that  purpose  the  AlbemarU,  immediately  after  having  sunk  the  two  or 
three  wooden  gunboats  aiding  in  the  defense  of  the  town,  should 
destroy  the  long  bridge  across  the  Trent,  so  as  to  isolate  the  troops 
now  stationed  on  its  south  side.  The  Albemarle  should  then  take  such 
a  position  in  the  Neuse  as  to  cut  off  from  New  Berne  the  communica- 
tion of  the  forces  on  the  north  side  of  that  river,  and  it  should  also 
cooperate  with  General  Hoke's  attack  by  taking  in  flank  and  rear  the 
works  and  lines  extending  from  the  Neuse  to  the  Trent,  defending  the 
direct  approach  to  the  city.
